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PREFACE. 


IT  ivas  necejfary  to  print  this  Volume  of  Let  ten,  before  I  put  thofe  of  the  itiflorj 
of  the  Duke  of  OrmondeV  Life  and  Times  to  the  prefs,  becaufe  of  the  frequent  oc- 
cafion  there  is  of  referring  to  them  in  the  courje  of  that  Hiftory^  which  could  not  be 
done  with  any  exaEinefs,  fo  as  the  Reader  might  with  edfe  confult  them,  iinlefs  the  Let- 
ters were  fir  ft  printed.  'The  uncertain,  mtjlaken,  falfe,  and  contradiSiory  accounts^ 
which  have  been  given  of  the  Irifh  Rebellion  by  writers  influenced  by  felfifli  views  and 
party  animo/ities,  or  unfurniped  with  proper  and  authentick  materials  and  memoirs^ 
made  me  unwilling,  out  of  a  delicacy  in  the  point  of  veracity,  to  publijh  my  own  account  y 
(which  in  many  refpedis  will  differ  from  all  that  have  ^itherto  been  given)  without  a 
number  of  undoubted  and  unexceptionable  teflimonies,  fuflicient  to  verify  the  general 
tenotir  thereof  and  the  mofl  material  paJJ'ages  therein  related,  and  to  befpeak,  as  it 
were,  faith  to  the  refl,  iri  which  I  am  fupported  by  the  like  evidena,  though  not  here 
produced,  either  for  want  of  room  to  infert  it,  or  becaufe  it  lay  difperfed  in  a  multi- 
tude of  letters,  the  main  part  of  which  was  of  little  conjequence^  though  fome  particu-- 
lar  paragraphs  were  very  confiderable. 

I  found  the  Gentlemen  of  tafie  and  learning,  whom  I  confult ed  on  this  occafion,  agree 
unanimoufly  in  opinion,  that  none  but  entire  letters  Jbould  be  printed:  I  have  there- 
fore publijhcd  theje  in  all  their  integrity.  The  letters  of  the  Lords  Juflices  or  Lord 
Lieutenant  in  conjundlion  with  the  Council  of  Ireland,  though  I  have  a  complete  fe- 
ries  of  them,  are  generally  omitted^  becaufe  there  was  fo  much  form  therein^  as  might 
polfibly  render  them  lefs  agreeable  to  the  Reader,  and  the  matter  thereof,  being  chiefly 
relations  of  faSis  publickly  tranfaSied,  would  appear  lefs  curious  to  the  worldy  thari 
Juch  letters  as  give  an  account  of  the  real  motives  and  fecret  fprings  of  aSiion,  which 
infpired  and  influenced  the  conduSi  of  perfons  and  parties  in  thofe  troublefome  times. 
To  thofe  of  this  latter  fort  I  have  ufually  confined  my  felf;  only  in  regard  of  the 
Ceflaticn  in  1643,  and  of  the  Treaty  with  the  Parliament  o/' England  for  the  fur- 
render  of  Dublin  a^td  other  garrifons  in  i^\j,  as  they  were  affairs  of  a  delicate  na- 
ture and  great  moment.^  I  have  inferted  fome  letters  of  the  Council  relating  to  thofe 
tranfaBions.  The  fubflance  of  their  other  letters  is  thrown  into  the  body  of  the  Hi- 
fiory,  in  which  likewije  are  inferted  at  length  fome  others  of  the  Lords  fuflices,  fgned 
not  by  the  Council  in  genera^  but  by  a  particular  junto  of  it,  and  wrote  under  the 
charge  of  fecrefy,  which  could  not  properly  make  their  appearance  in  the  world,  unlefi 
accompanied  with  a  relation  of  the  particular  circumflances,  wherein  they  were  wrote. 

I  have  chofe  therefore  to  compofe  this  volume  chiefly  of  the  Letters  of  King  Charles 
the  Firfl,  and  of  the  Lord  Dig  by  and  Sir  Edward  Nicholas,  Secretaries  of  State,  ta 
the  Duke  of  Ormonde  in  particular;  and  as  that  excellent  Prince  has  with  an  un- 
parallelled  malice  and  inhumanity  been  loaded  with  vile,  odious,  and  falfe  afperfions  on 
occafion  of  the  Irifh  Rebellion,  I  have  given  a  full  and  perfeSl  feries  of  all  theje  letters 
which  came  to  the  Duke's  hand,  and  were  found  among  his  papers,  Jecreting  none  of 
them  from  pub  lick  view  on  this  occafion.  The  world  will  fee  there  as  great  a  confi- 
dence  placed  in  the  Duke  by  his  Mafler,  as  ever  was  repofed  in  any  fervant ;  a  confi- 
dence without  referve,  which,  if  ever  it  can  be  juftly  placed  in  any  JubjeSi,  wasfo  in 
him,  who  ufed  it  with  a  wifdom,  and  returned  it  with  a  duty  and  fidelity  without  a 
parallel.  They  will  fee  in  the  King's  letters  his  real  and  undifguifed  fentiments  on 
all  events  that  happened,  and  in  all  the  various  circumfiances  and  fituation  of  his 
affairs;  and  will  fee  tiothing,  either  in  them,  or  in  the  orders  and  infiru£iions  which 
he  fent  from  time  to  time  for  the  affairs  of  Ireland,  but  what  became  a  wife,  a  good, 
and  a  gracious  Prince^  the  tender,  as  well  as  common,  father  of  all  his  people,  truly 
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concerned  for  the  prefervation  of  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  the  ju/r  rights  and  liber- 
ties of  hisfubjeBs,  as  ivell  as  zealous  for  the  jnaintenance  of  the  Protejlant  Religion, 
and  the  conjlitution  of  the  Church  of  England.     'The  greatcf  part  of  thefe  letters, 
both  of  the  King  and  the  Secretaries  of  State,  were  iiorote  in  cyphers,  and  though 
generally  decyphercd  by  the  Duke  of  Ormonde,  yet  it  was  no  little  trouble  to  decypher 
the  refi  by  fuch  keys  as  1  formed  out  of  the  figures  explained  by  his  Grace.     For  the 
underfiafiding  of  fovie,  I  was  forced  to  apply  to  the  Reverend  Mr.  Davys,  Re6lor  of 
Caftle-Afliby  in  Northamptonfhire,  who  hath  a  luonderfid  skill  in  the  Art  of  decy- 
fhering,  aJid  ?iever  failed  to  give  me  the  true  mea^iing  of  thofe  letters,  and  fcraps  of 
letters  in  cyphers,  which  I  did  not  at  ftrjl  under fiand,  as  I  found  evidently  proved 
by  other  letters  in  the  fame  cypher,  which  I  met  with  after'wards.^  decyphered  in  his 
Grace's  hand.     The  Reader  will  cafily  dijlingidfi  this  fort  of  letters  by  the  writer  and 
his  correfpondenfs  being  therein  fpoken  of  generally  in  the  third  perfon. 

Lord  Clarendon  hath  in  his  Hifory  given  fo  great  a  charaSier  of  the  Marquejs 
of  Clanricarde,  and  raifed  fuch  an  opinion  of  the  ufefulnefs  of  his  Memoirs  for  im- 
derfiatiding  the  true  fate  of  t^e  affairs  o/'Ireland  in  thofe  times,  that  I  have  thought 
it  proper  to  give  a  feries  of  his  letters,  not  doubting  of  their  being  'ovell  received  by 
the  world.  I  made  all  the  enquiry  I  could  after  thefe  Memoirs^  which  were  once  in 
fever al  volumes  in  the  pofeffion  of  the  late  Mr.  Wogan  of  Ratchcoffy  in  the  County 
of  Kildare ;  but  a  compleat  fet  of  than  is  not  noi&  any  ivhere  to  be  found.  'The 
firjl  volume  thereof  is  in  fever  a  I  hands:  that  which  I  made  ufe  of  I  owe  to  the  hu- 
manity and  favour  of  the  Earl  of  Egmond,  who  very  generoufiy  communicated  it 
and  fever  al  other  ufeful  papers  to  me.  Inhere  is  another  copy  of  the  fame  Volume 
amofjg  the  late  Archbifjop  Marfli'i  manufcripts  in  the  library  of  S.  Sepulchre  at 
Dublin  :  but  the  original  is  in  the  fojfe/jion  of  Dr.  Bolton,  the  prefent  Archbijl^op  of 
Caihel,  wrote  for  the  greatefl  part  in  the  Marquefss  own  handy  though  letters  are 
from  time  to  time  ifiterfperfed  throughout  it,  in  the  hand-writing  of  his  Secretary. 
'This  Volume  containcth  that  Noble m mi's  letters  and  obfervations  from  the  beginning  of 
th^e  Rebellion  in  Odober  1641,  to  the  ^oth  o/"  Auguft  1643.  ^  have  from  thence 
taken  the  letters  here  publifloed,  that  were  wrote  within  that  fpace  of  time ;  the  refi 
I  copied  out  of  the  origiiials  which  I  have  by  me,  and  which  were  fent  by  him  to 
the  Duke  of  Ormonde,  with  whom  (being  made  Lord  Lieutenant  about  two  months 
after  that  latter  period)  he  held  a  regidar  and  conflant  correfpondence,  fending  all 
his  accounts,  and  communicating  to  him  all  his  obfervations. 

To  thefe  I  have  now  and  then  added  fome  letters  of  Lord  Inchiquin  and  other 
cofzfiderable  perfons,  when  they  explain  the  motives  of  their  conduEl,  or  contain  any 
curious  relation  of  pcffciges.,  which  would  afford  ejitertainment,  or  convey  any  im- 
portant information  to  the  Reader.  I  have  likewife  inferted  fome  of  the  great  Earl 
of  Strafford'j,  concerni?ig  matters  preparatory  to  the  Rebellion ;  fime  of  which  I 
found  among  the  Duke  of  Ormonde'^  papers,  and  the  refi,  wrote  in  Sir  George 
Went  worths  hand,  but  figned  by  the  Earl,  were  imparted  to  me  by  the  Lady  Mont- 
caffel,  a?7d  had  belonged  formerly  to  Sir  Paul  Davys.  Jhey  may  pofibly  contribute  to 
revive  the  defire  which  the  world  hath  of  feeing  one  day  publifhcd  the  large  collec- 
tion of  that  eminent  Statefmans  letters,  which  now  lies  hoarded  up  in  the  library  of 
the  Earl  of  Malton. 

But  what  makes  the  mojl  confderable  part  of  this  Volume,  is  the  letters  of  the 
Duke  of  Ormonde  himfelf  which  I  have  taken  from  the  foul  draughts  which  he 
drew  with  his  own  pen,  and  the  copies  which  he  pre/erved  of  them.  IVere  I  to  judge 
from  the  hand-writing,  they  feem  generally  to  be  wrote  in  a  great  hurry ;  but  who-> 
ever  confiders  the  matter  of  them,  will  find  abundant  reafon  to  admire  the  fagacity^ 
judgme?it,  prudence,  loyalty,  integrity,  and  virtue  of  that  Great  Man,  and  be  fuf-^ 
ficiently  prepared  to  receive  every  thing  that  is  faid  of  him  in  the  Hifiory  of  his 
Life.

My  'Very  good  Lordy 

I  Was  very  glad  to  receive  your  Lordfhip's  letter,  as  a  friend  and  fervant  of 
yours,  obferving  thereby  with  how  much  judgment  you  applie  that  power 
your  birth  and  qualitie  give  you  in  this  kingdom  the  right  way,  that  is,  to 
the  fervice  of  the  Crown  5  which  courfe  as  you  begin,  I  reft  aflured,  you  will 
purfue ;  and  in  fo  doing,  remember  that  I,  who  profefs  to  honour  and  wifh

My  Lord., 

WITH  much  adoe  I  have  gotten  an  afternoon  quiet  to  anfwer  all  your 
private  letters,  and  then  to  give  you  an  account  how  all  Hands  witli  us 
on  this  fide. 

I  begin  with  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  6th  of  the  laft  month  :  If  the  Primate's 
leafes  be  not  confirmed  till  my  coming,  I  conceive  the  matter  will  not  be 
great ;  fo  as,  if  the  commillion  do  not  inable  you  thereunto,  it  will  not  be  of 
that  confequence,  to  put  us  to  the  trouble  to  take  a  new  one  only  to  that 
purpofe;  fo  as  if  you  have  power,  you  may  confirm  ;  if  you  have  not  power, 
it  may  reft  for  a  while  without  any  prejudice  confidcrable  one  way  or  other. 

It  was  very  well  done  to  remember  to  examine  thofe  infolencics  wherc- 
withall  the  Bifhop  of  Limerick  chargeth  the  fextons,  and  therefore  your  Lord- 
fhip  will  purfuc  it. 

For  IDavid  Bourke,  you  will  confine,  and  fo  being  divided  from  his  bro- 
ther, and  kept  out  of  Connaght,  his  nails  will  be  fufficiently  paired  for  Icratch- 
ing  to  any  great  purpofe. 

I  am  full  of  belief  they  will  lay  the  charge  of  'T>arcye  the  Sherifl-'e's  death 
to  me.  My  arrows  are  cruel  that  wound  fo  mortally  j  but  I  lliould  be  more 
forry  by  much  the  King  fhould  loofe  his  fine ;  therefore,  I  pray  you,  confult 
it  thorowly  with  the  Judges. 

I  am  verily  pcrfwaded  Sir  Thomas  Efmunde  will  be  found  to  have  his  hand 
in  this  bufinefs  \i'\.x.\\  Crosby e-,  but  this  will  be  better  judged  after  Crosby e  hath 
been  examined,  and  then  you  fhall  hear  further. 

You  fhall  do  palling  well  to  bring  the  Lord  Roche  to  judgment,  and  not 
to  truft  him  farther  than  you  fee  him.  You  know  my  opinion  of  this  noble 
man,  fo  I  fhall  not  need  to  mention  him  any  more ;  and  for  certain  if  the 
proof  be  not  full,  it  hath  been  thorow  the  ill-handling  of  the  Atturney,  the 
fad  in  itfelf  being  fo  foul  and  evident. 

For  your  granting  of  Church  livings,  you  have  a  full  diredion  in  my  publick 
letter,  whiqh  I  pray  you  to  fee  complied  with;  and  it  fhall  be  well  done,  that 
as  often  as  you  conceive  the  King  to  be  intitled  to  any  Church  living,  to  fend 
a  caveat  to  the  Ordinary  to  ftay  inftitution,  till  there  may  be  time  to  under- 
ftand  the  titles  of  the  Crown. 

Howbeit  you  have  no  power  to  grant  any  pardon,  yet  fhall  you  do  palling 
well  to  reprieve  men,  as  often  as  you  find  caufe  for  it ;  for  fo  they  may  be 
preferved  and  delivered  by  the  King's  mercy  hereafter,  if  the  caufe  juftly  re- 
quire it. 

The  murther  you  mention  of  the  Tilfworths,  was  very  foule  reported  before 
my  coming  over  ;  and  it  were  well  there  fhould  be  fome  eye  had  to  the  cftate, 
being  it  fcems  perfonal ;  in  cafe  upon  the  convidion  any  thing  Ihould  fall  to 
the  King. 

I  fend  you  the  articles  betwixt  me  and  the  Chancellor  fealcd  as  you  will 
find. 

I  am  glad  my  fervants  and  the  garde  give  their  attendance  as  they  ought  j 
if  they  fail,  I  pray  you  to  call  upon  the  Steward  and  Sir  Robert  Ferrar  to 
mind  them  of  their  dutyes. 

Next  in  anfwer  of  yours  of  the  22d  of  the  lafl  month:  As  for  the  fcarch 
you  made  for  the  libell,  it  cannot  be  helped ;  but  for  the  future,  unlcfs  there 
be  moft  evident  proof,  I  (hould  not  advife  to  ftir  at  all;  for  it  makes  but 
noife  to  no  purpolc,  and  makes  the  men  that  write  the  cartcll,  take  themfelves 

to 
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to  be  more  confidcnble  than  in  truth  they  are,  in  my  eftimation  at  leaft :  but 
it  was  well  done  in  the  conclufion  to  colour  it  as  drawn  upon  himlclf  for 
teaching  logick,  a-c. 

As  for  their  meetings,  I  mean  the  friers,  in  breach  of  a  proclamation  now 
in  force ;  albeit  this  be  a  thing  fit  both  for  examination  and  punilhment  ;  yet 
cannot  I  hold  this  in  my  judgment  a  feafonable  time  to  rab  upon  that  fore, 
you  know  my  ground  not  to  attempt  at  all,  till  we  be  provided  to  drive  it 
thorow. 

My  Lord  of  Corke  by  his  favour  gave  me  no  fatisfaftion  at  all,  why  he 
fiiould  not  anfwer  the  gentleman's  petition  for  Lifwore ;  and  for  the  reft,  I  ap- 
prove the  courle  you  have  taken,  and  defire  you  would  purfue  it. 

My  Lord  Moimtnorris  his  caufe  muft  ftay  till  my  coming ;  and  then  I  have 
inftrudions  to  proceed  roundly  with  him. 

I  bcfccch  you  to  call  upon  the  Attorney  to  caufe  thofc  men  of  Gall'iJi'ay  to 
put  in  their  anfwer  in  the  Exchequer  to  the  King's  title,  that  fo  it  may  be  ready 
againft  Michaelmas  term  to  be  fcntenced.  The  jurymen  fined  in  the  caftlc 
chamber  have  by  the  Earl  of  St-  Albans  petitioned  his  Majefty,  but  are  abfo- 
lutcly  referred  back  to  the  juftice  of  Ireland. 

You  will  alio  by  all  poflible  means  haften  on  Raven  and  his  fellows  in  their 
furvey,  confidering  fo  much  depends  upon  their  difpatch. 

For  the  money  certified  to  be  expended  in  the  repair  of  that  part  of  the  fort 
next  to  the  town  of  Gall\z;a}',  I  pray  you  give  warrant  for  the  iffuing  of  it  to 
Sir  Fr.  Jnilougby ;  that  fo  the  work  may  go  on  this  fummer.  You  will  alfo 
find  this  mentioned  in  my  publick  difpatch. 

I  pray  you  ftill  call  upon  the  return  of  the  corporate  towncs  of  their  pre- 
tended iibertyes,  as  alfo  the  certificate  of  the  fees  claymed  by  the  officers  in 
the  courts  of  juftice,  to  the  intent  diey  may  be  ready  to  be  confulted,  and  to 
be  put  in  a  way  of  reformation  againft  my  coming  over. 

The  joyning  of  Sir  Thade  'Duff  with  Bagfhaw  I  like  very  well,  for  the 
preventing  any  danger  in  the  importing  of  forraigne  commodityes  from  pla- 
ces infededj  and  that  they  be  alfo  wary  in  any  fhipps  that  come  from  this 
town,  and  to  make  them  Iwear  that  there  hath  not  any  died  aboard  them  of 
fix  weeks  before :  but  to  make  fo  much  noife  to  the  difcouragement  of  trade 
as  to  proceed  to  a  proclamation,  I  cannot  adviie  it,  confidering  the  danger  I 
take,  by  God's  good  blefling,  is  not  fo  great  as  the  fear  of  it :  That  the  num- 
ber of  them  that  died  this  laft  week  of  the  plague  was  lefs  by  twenty-three 
than  the  former  ;  that  the  whole  number  is  but  eighty,  and  that  it  is  not  within 
the  walls :  yet  you  (hall  do  well  to  caufe  an  eye  to  be  had  of  all  ftragling 
company  that  may  come  over  to  you  from  hence ;  for  I  think  the  danger  of 
infedlion  liker  to  be  brought  unto  you  by  fuch  unknown  loofe  pafl^engers,  than 
from  any  company  or  commodities  conveyed  to  you  by  fea. 

I  thank  you  very  heartily  for  difcovering  the  teftimony  oi  Knowles:  and  let 
that  impudent  woman  denie  as  fhe  lift,  there  will  be  fufficient  both  to  convince 
her,  and  the  reft  alfo  I  hope  :  and  I  bcfeech  you  in  any  cafe  let.  Anne  Joyce 
be  fcnt  for,  and  carefully  examined. 

For  my  Lord  Coiircye  his  penfion;  the  King  hath  been  moved,  and  hath  given 
me  order  it  fhould  be  fufpended ;  which  fhall  be  obeyed. 

I  do  not  diflike  any  of  your  proceedings  as  towards  thofe  of  Edoiigh — but 
muft  in  any  cafe  advife  that  you  do  nothing  but  with  the  order  of  the  board  j 
nay  that  you  do  no  more  than  of  needs  you  muft  till  my  returne,  left  it  might 
be  objected,  that  you  were  both  judge  and  partye.  All  this  the  rather,  in  re- 
gard I  know  here  is  an  agent  of  thofe  people  now  in  town  with  addrefles  to 
175.  I  find  this  lady  pafling  ill-affeded  unto  i86.  and  principally  conceives  a 
trick  put  upon  her  in  this  matter ;  fo  as  her  eldeft  fon  will  not  at  all  look  to- 
wards either  me  or  you,  which,  as  I  hear,  will  be  very  hard  to  be  altered. 
2  In 
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In  the  la(i  place,  I  come  to  yours  of  the  6th  of  this  month,  and  I  do  well 
approve  that  in  the  proceed  of  thofe  caufcs  which  were  begun  before  me,  and 
left  undetermined  upon  my  coming  over,  you  take  the  afliftance  of  my  Lord 
Chancellor,  where  the  matter  is  prefling  and  not  to  be  done  without  him ; 
yet  that  you  trouble  him  therein  as  little  as  may  be. 

I  do  alfo  well  approve  of  your  referment  of  caufcs  to  be  ended  by  confent, 
and  will  juftifie  your  proceedings  in  that  behalf;  and  fuch  as  your  power  is 
you  muft  ufe,  for  other  power  than  you  have,  (as  you  well  obferve)  1  cannot 
conceive  how  it  can  be  given. 

I  thank  you  heartily  for  moveing  to  make  Caduggan  your  Secretary,  wherein 
I  defire  you  ftill  to  continue ;  nor  will  1  at  all  mention  the  matter  further  to 
my  Lord  Chancellour. 

I  am  forry  the  admcafurmcnts  go  on  fo  flow  in  Connaught ;  I  befeech  you 
ufe  your  beft  means  to  haften  them,  as  much  as  is  poflibie, 

I  like  well  you  fhould  quicken  Sir  R.  Tlnmleigh  in  his  attendance  upon  the 
coafte;  ar\d,I  havefpoken  to  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Admiralty,  to  be  a  little 
circumfpcd,  whether  that,  thorow  any  infirmity,  he  be  become  unfit  for  com- 
mand ;  and  you  have  done  well  to  take  a  courfc,  that  thofe  near  Kinfale  be 
furniflied  of  powder  for  their  defence. 

For  the  difference  betwixt  the  Primate  and  the  Provofl:,  I  will  leave  it  to 
my  Lord  of  Canterbury  •■,  howbeit  I  fear  the  Primate  is  in  fault,  adluated  too 
much  by  the  heat  of  the  Bilhop  of  Meath. 

As  concerning  Brown  the  pott  founder,  Radcliffe  gives  your  Lordfliip  an  ac- 
count ;  and  I  like  your  proceedings  in  the  cafe  of  Clanmalerye.  There  is  a  war- 
rant figned  for  the  apprehenfion  and  fending  back  his  fon. 

The  bufinefs  betwixt  Fran.  Butler  and  'T>opp'ing  muft  reft  till  my  coming 
over ;  tell  him  I  will  then  fettle  it  for  him. 

I  am  glad  my  Lords  of  the  councell  give  fo  good  attention  to  the  affairs  at 
the  board :  upon  my  coming  over  1  will  give  them  thanks  for  it,  and  I  pray 
you  fee  they  continue  it. 

I  befeech  you  in  any  cafe  proceed  fharply  againft  fuch  as  pay  not  in  their 
rents  within  the  time  limited  by  the  proclamation :  it  is  a  bufinefs  gained,  and 
it  were  the  greateft  pity  that  might  be,  it  fliould  thorow  a  little  remilfncfs  be 
now  loft  again. 

It  will  be  very  neceffary,  that  you  fupport  the  Provoft  fo  far,  as  that  he  fuffcr 
not,  till  my  Lord  of  Canterbury  hath  heard  thofe  differences.  It  will  be  well 
taken  on  this  fide,  and  you  fhall  do  your  felf  right  to  order  nothing  in  the 
contrary  of  the  Provoft,  but  tranfmit  it  in  his  entire  hither ;  unlefs  you  can  com- 
pofe  it  by  all  their  confents  and  likings ;  and  this  is  no  other  than  I  would  do 
myfelf,  if  prefent. 

The  troth  is,  Sir  Lorenzo  Carey  is  a  vain  young  man,  and  cannot  be  fuffici- 
ently  taught  to  learn  his  duty,  as  well  to  his  betters,  as  alfo  to  his  own  foldieis : 
you  fhall  do  well  to  caufe  him  to  pay  his  foldicrs  what  he  oweth  them,  and 
to  defalk  it  out  of  his  own  entertainments.  I  underftand  by  his  uncle  Nenburgf 
he  hath  a  great  mind  to  part  with  his  company,  and  fo  to  beftow  himfclf  in 
the  Low  Country s ;  which  I  am  glad  of,  that  we  may  get  fhut  of  him  there : 
and  to  incline  him  the  rather  thereunto,  I  write  now  unto  him,  that  he  pre- 
pare to  remove  with  his  company  to  Gallway,  and  1  have  fpokcn  to  SliThomas 
fVharton  to  enter  treaty  with  Newburg  for  the  company. 

If  Captaine  Sherlock  took  not  the  time,  whilft  the  time  ferved,  the  fault 
was  his  own ;  but  now  you  are  to  tell  him,  that  neither  he  nor  any  other  is 
to  be  admitted  to  tranfport  any  men,  without  further  order  from  his  Majcfty. 

The  depofition  of  yourfelf,  and  the  minute  of  letters  you  lent  me  concern- 
ing  the  cuftomcs,  I  have  received.  They  came  very  fcafonably,  I  do  moft 
heartily  thank  you  for  them.

concerning  St  ate- Affairs.  § 

I  truft  you  have  Ion;;  before  this  got  fhut  of  your  colick  one  way  or  othcr^ 
upwards  or  downwards.  It  was  reported  here,  my  Lord  Chancelor  had  been 
very  iiek ;  but  I  truft  there  was  no  fuch  matter,  in  regard  you  mention  no  fuch 
thing. 

I  will  give  order  for  the  rcmoveal  of  the  foot  (rom  Ki/kenny  ^tMichelmas--, 
fo  much  you  may  allure  the  Maior  of  that  town;  till  then  they  mult  have  pa- 
tience, for  fooner  it  cannot  be  well. 

For  my  Lord  MoiintnorriSy  it  now  comes  frcfhly  that  his  Lordfhip  will  fub- 
mit,  and  defires  leave  to  come  over;  you  muft  not  at  any  rate  fuffer  him  to 
come  over,  his  Majefty  hath  given  mc  dircdion  for  proceeding  to  fentencc 
againft  him,  but  that  muft  be  refpitcd  till  my  coming.  Albeit  you  receive 
any  diredion  from  Secretary  iVindebanke  for  his  Lordlhip's  coming  over,  yec 
refpic  ic  in  any  cafe  till  you  have  advcrtifed  rae. 

I  had  ic  not  in  my  purpofe,  to  wifli  you  to  the  keeping  of  the  fignct,  and 
not  to  truft  your  judgment  to  ufc  it  as  you  law  caufe,  for  that  had  been  all 
one,  as  if  it  had  been  left  locked  up  in  the  Secretary's  desk.  So  as  you  did, 
and  iliall  do,  well  to  Icale  and  expedite  all  fuch  grants  as  come  to  you;  unlefs 
you  fee  Ibme  particular  caufe  whereon  to  ftay  them. 

And  here  comes  in  yours  of  the  1 2th  of  'July.  If  my  Lord  1)ungaruan 
take  it  ill,  the  fervice  of  the  publick  be  looked  upon  before  his  private,  who 
can  help  it?  for  certainly  the  Common-wealth  and  his  Majefty's  fervice  are  to 
be  firft  fcrved;  yet  if  Sir  Beverley  can  be  privately  direded  to  waft  them 
over  to  Holyhead,  it  is  all  that  in  reafon  you  are  to  grant,  or  they  to  defirc. 
The  devill  is  in  thefe  moft  Chriftian  Turks,  and  in  them  that  let  them  on  work  > 
but  I  truft  we  fliall  find  an  expedient,  whereby  we  fiiall  be  able  to  keep  them 
off  our  coaft  for  the  future. 

I  approve  well  of  your  refolution  to  proceed  to  fentence  in  that  caufe  of 
the  Lord  Rocbe  if  it  be  clear;  otherwifc  ftay  till  I  come  :  and  if  it  be  not  fully 
proved,  unqueftionably,  it  is  Mr.  Attorney's  great  fault,  or  elfe  the  examiners ; 
for  without  queftion,  the  proof  was  once  clear,  however  they  have  cooked 
it  fince,  and  he  a  fpirit  that  will  deferve  well  to  be  fwinged  into  the  know- 
ledge of  himfelf  and  the  duty  he  owes  the  State. 

The  Advocate's  place  muft  reft,  till  I  can  hearken  out  fome  good  Civilian 
that  may  fupply  it ;  wherein  I  will  do  the  beft  I  can.  * 

My  brother  may  build  his  ftable  as  he  defires,  and  therein  make  ufe  of  the 
wall,  if  it  be  for  his  conveniency,  and  no  prejudice  to  the  wall.  I  think  ic 
will  fave  him  Ibmc  money  in  his  purfe ;  and  before  you  get  to  the  end  of  this 
letter,  I  believe  you  will  rather  complain,  you  have  rather  too  much  than  too 
Httle  of  my  letters. 

That  the  Lord  Roche  his  caufe  is  in  that  ill  ftate  you  mention,  is  and  muft 
needs  be  the  Attorney's  great  negligence  and  fault ;  but  I  truft  he  that  is  to  luc- 
ceed  him,  will  turne  over  a  new  leaf. 

And  fo  I  have  acquit  myfelf  to  every  fyllable  of  the  letters  you  have  writ 
me ;  and  now  I  charge  with  my  referve,  which  I  have  husbanded  the  more, 
that  I  may  totally  overthrow  you,  and  give  you  reafon  to  blefs  yourfelf  from 
ever  provoking  me  againe  in  this  kind,  to  torment  you  beyond  all  indurance. 

Firft  in  general,  after  a  pafllng  profperous  journey,  we  met  with  here  a  very 
gracious  wellcome  from  his  Majefty,  and  a  very  civill  and  refpedive  from  all 
men  elfe.  And  fuch  hath  been  his  Majefty's  ufage  of  me  fince,  as  I  am  be- 
lieved to  be  of  more  credit  and  far  more  confideration  than  I  take  myfelf  to 
be;  yet  do  I  not  endeavour  much  to  undeceive  them,  in  regard  that  the 
nourifhing  of  this  opinion  makes  well  for  my  prefent  purpofe,  and  future 
quiet :  for  fo  long  as  men  judge  me  to  be  in  this  condition,  they  will  be 
the  lefs  apt  to  undertake  or  trouble  me.  And  to  fay  truth,  howbeit  I  do  not 
take  myfelf  to  be  in  that   great  degree  of  favour,  yet  I  do  believe  it  to  be 
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fuch  as  will  bring  me  a  great  deal  of  peace  in  my  future  imploymcnt  on  that 

fide. 

The  firft  ftep  I  made,  was  to  give  his  Majcfty  a  relation  of  the  condition  of 
his  affairs  there ;  which  I  did  thorow  a  comparifon  how  I  found  them,  and 
how  1  left  them,  in  the  Church,  in  the  Army,  in  his  Revenue,  in  the  publick 
Lawes  and  Juftice,  and  in  the  Trade  and  Commerce  5  in  all  which  I  did  parti- 
cularly fhew,  how  much  they  were  brought  to  the  better.  Then  I  did  repeat  the 
fevcral  calumnies  I  had  been  charged  withall,  and  my  juftification.  In  the  laft 
place  I  made  my  propofition  concerning  the  getting  in  Ingram's  part,  &c.  in  the 
cuftoms,  wherewith  his  Majefty  was  fo  well  plcafed,  as  he  told  me  it  was  for 
his  honour,  and  a  means  to  lliarpen  the  edge  of  other  men's  endeavours  in  his 
fervice,  that  I  lliould  declare  all  this  matter  publickly  before  the  Lords  of  the 
Councill,  which  I  told   him,  I  was  ready  to  do,  as  he  appointed. 

This  not  paft  many  days,  but  his  Majefty  called  upon  the  report  from  me  at 
a  very  full  Councill ;  and  howbeit  I  told  him,  I  was  in  fear  his  Majefty  might 
be  wearied  with  the  repetition  of  fo  long  a  iiarrative,  being  no  other  than  he 
had  formerly  heard  before,  and  that  I  defired  therefore  I  might  give  my  account 
to  the  Lords  without  his  Majefty 's  further  expence  of  time;  yet  he  told  me  it 
was  worthy  to  be  heard  twice,  and  that  he  was  willing  to  have  it  fo. 

Thus  I  proceeded,  humbly  acknowledging  I  did  moft  willingly  give  this  ac- 
count in  that  place,  in  regard  it  fhould  appear  1  had  not  in  private  abufed  his 
facred  ears  with  untruths,  and  that,  if  I  had  in  any  thing  trodden  awrie,  I 
might  thorow  their  Lordfhips  wifedom  and  experience  be  fet  in  ftreighter  ways 
for  his  fervice ;  which  was  indeed  the  only  end  and  ambition  I  had   before 

me. 

I  held  the  fame  order  now,  I  had  done  before,  and  having  run  over  thofe 
five  publick  heads  before-mentioned,  fhewed  them  how  the  Church  was  im- 
proved in  her  patrimony,  and  become  altogether  conformable  to  this  of  Eng- 
land In  doftrine  and  government,  by  the  acceptance  of  the  Articles  and  Canons 
of  England,  fo  as  now  they  were  become  one,  which  properly  they  could  not 
be  faid  to  have  been  before. 

In  the  Revenue,  I  declared  the  contribution  to  have  been  continued  from 
the  country  two  years  after  my  being  Deputy,  notwithftanding  that  the  Lords 
juftices  and  Councill  there,  before  my  coming  over,  had,  in  their  opinions, 
"judged  it  altogether  impoflible  to  be  effefted.  That  there  had  been  and  would 
be  before  Candlemas  near  1 00000/.  debts  paid,  and  not  by  mean  compofitions, 
but  every  man  in  the  army,  as  much  as  either  in  honour  or  juftice  he  could 
demand,  and  the  payments  procured  without  favour  to  one  more  than  another, 
and  without  charge  upon  the  by. 

For  the  Exchequer,  which  was  before  rather  one  of  paper  than  treafure,  all 
being  fent  out  by  alTignments  before  ever  it  came  there  5  the  rents  were  now 
orderly  and  juftly  brought  in,  fo  as  the  entertainments,  as  well  upon  the  mar- 
tial as  civill  lift,  were  duely  complyed  withall,  and  every  man  had  his  money 
at  a  day,  not  fcambling  one  before  another,  without  fo  much  as  giving  of 
thanks,  or  dcfiring  a  courtefy  from  me  therein. 

That  where  the" Lords  Juftices  and  Councill  there  certified,  and  that  truly, 
that  the  iiTucs  were  exceeding  the  incomes,  24000/,  fterling,  and  only  to  be 
fupplied  by  the  twelve-pence  a  Sunday,  to  be  levied  upon  the  recufant,  without 
hope  of  any  other  improvement,  there  was  now  already  an  incrcafe  made  of 
8500/;  \Yc  had  in  readinefs  40000 /.  to  buy  in  9450/.  by  year  upon  particulars 
advifcd  by  the  committee  of  revenue  there  ;  hope  of  improvement  5 1 500/  more, 
and  I  8000  /  to  be  favcd  according  to  a  paper  by  me  delivered  to  his  Majefty  ; 
fo  as,  thefe  fervices  eftcded,  there  would  be  a  rcmaine  of  60000/.  above  all 
charges ;  and  this  Crown  eafed  of  the  charge  of  furnifhing  forth  the  fhipps  for 
the  guard  of  that  coaft,  which  coft  us  7000  /.  a  year  by  cftimate,  and  (o  much 

yearly 
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yearly  returned  in  fpccie  into  the  Exchequer  here :  that  their  cnely  one  of 
twelve-pence  a  Sunday,  was  no  part  of  this  propofition,  in  regard  when  the 
levying  of  it  was  advifed  from  that  fide,  his  MajcUy  held  it  in  iiis  excellent 
wildom  unfeafonable,  and  in  all  times  moft  uncertainc ;  in  regard,  if  it  take 
that  good  ctfed  for  which  it  is  ordained,  which  is  to  bring  that  people  to  a 
conformity  in  religion,  it  comes  to  nothing  of  it  felf,  and  fo  proves  a  covering 
narrower  than  that  a  man  can  wrap  himfelf  in  it. 

In  concluding  this  part,  I  added  thefc  caveats;  that  no  moneys  might  be 
called  for  hither,  till  this  work  was  efFe(fl:cd  ;  that  no  fute  might  be  granted 
upon  any  the  particulars  mentioned  in  the  paper  by  me  delivered  unto  his 
Maiclly  ;  wherein  1  alio  craved  their  Lordlhips  aflillance,  that  the  Exchequer 
there  might  always  have  20000/.  in  it,  to  meet  with  any  fudden  occafion  which 
might  happen;  and  that  when  there  was  a  furplus,  that  the  money  might  not 
be  fetched  from  us  in  fpecie,  but  let  upon  us  by  alllgnments,  vi^hich  Ihould  be 
puniftually  complied  withall,  by  thole  which  were  to  receive  the  moneys  upon 
them. 

1  informed  them  that  the  Army  was  well  clad,  reafonably  well  armed,  but 
fhould  be  yet  better,  well  exercifed,  and  well  paid,  which  they  had  never  been 
before  ;  that  1  had  vifited  the  whole  army,  fecn  every  fingle  man  myfelf,  as 
well  in  his  perfon,  as  in  his  cxercifing,  where  other  Generalls  that  had  conti- 
nued that  charge  longer  than  my  felf,  had  not  taken  a  view,  fo  much  as  of 
one  company!  '"hat  in  the  remove  and  marches  of  the  army,  they  paid  juftly 
for  what  they  took,  and  paft  along  with  civility  and  modefty,  as  other  fubjefts, 
without  burden  to  the  countryes  thorow  which  they  went :  but  formerly  they 
took  the  victuals  and  paid  nothing,  as  if  it  had  been  an  enemie's  country ; 
whence  it  was  that  the  foldier  now  is  wellcome  in  every  place,  where  before 
they  were  in  abomination  to  the  inhabitants.  That  by  this  means,  the  army 
in  true  account  might  be  faid  to  be  of  double  the  ftrength  it  had  been  ;  appre- 
hended fo  much,  as  there  is  neither  courage  nor  hope  left  for  oppofirion  ;  the 
good  fecured,  the  bad  kept  in  humility  and  fear  by  it,  and  to  be  judged  wor- 
thy the  King's  entertainments ;  and  when  they  fhall  be  feen,  will  appear  with 
a  company  of  gallant  Gentlemen  their  officers.,  fit  to  ferve  a  great  and  wile 
King  :  whereas  not  much  of  all  this  before,  but  rather  the  quite  contrary ; 
that  for  myfelf,  I  had  a  dead  flock  in  horfes,  furniture  and  amies  for  my  troop 
that  ftood  me  in  6000/;  that  I  was  in  readinefs  upon  an  hour's  warning  to 
march;  nor  did  I  this  out  of  vanity,  but  really  in  regard  I  did  conceive  it  be- 
came me  not  to  reprefent  fo  great  a  Majefty  meanly  in  the  fight  of  that  peo- 
ple ;  that  it  was  of  mighty  reputation  to  the  fervice  of  the  Crown,  where 
they  law  me  in  fuch  a  pofture,  as  that  I  was  upon  an  hour's  warning  able  to 
put  my  felf  on  horfeback,  and  to  deliver,  in  defpight  of  any  oppofition,  a 
letter  in  any  part  of  the  Kingdome  ;  and  laftly  in  regard  men  fliould  fee  I  would 
not  exad  fo  much  duty  from  any  private  Captain,  as  I  did  impofe  on  myfelf 
being  their  General. 

I  concluded  this  point  with  delivering  my  moft  humble  advice,  that  the 
army,  as  of  abfolutc  necellity  to  that  government,  was  rather  to  be  re-inforced 
than  at  all  diminifhed,  as  an  excellent  minifter  and  afliftant  in  the  execution 
of  all  the  King's  writts ;  the  great  peace-maker  betwixt  the  Britifh  and  the 
Native,  betwixt  the  Proteftant  and  the  Papift ;  and  the  chief  lecurer  under  God 
and  his  Majefty  of  the  future  and  paft  plantations. 

The  next  head  was  the  publick  Juftice  of  the  Kingdome,  which  I  reprefented 
thus ;  that  it  was  difpenfed  without  acceptation  of  perfons,  that  the  poor  knew 
where  to  Icck  and  have  his  relief,  without  being  afraid  to  appeal  his  Majeftie's 
Catholick  Juftice  againft  the  greateft  fubjed;  the  great  men  contented  with 
rcalon,  becaule  they  cannot  tell  how  to  help  themfelves,  or  fill  their  greedy 
appetites,  where  otherwife  they  are  as  ("harp  fet  upon  their  own  wills  as  any 
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people  in  the  world  ;  that,  that  was  a  bkiling  the  poorer  fort,  this  a  rcftraint 
the  richer,  had  not  formerly  been  acquainted  with  in  that  Kingdome. 

The  minifters  of  juftice,  not  inclined  to  ferve  other  mens  unwarrantable  pur- 
pofes,  by  any  importunity  or  application;  never  in  fo  much  power  and  cftima- 
tion  in  the  flate  and  with  the  fubjeft,  as  now,  and  yet  contained  in  that  due 
fubordination  to  the  Crown  as  it  is  fit,  miniftring  wholly  to  uphold  the  fove- 
reignty,  carrying  a  dirccl  afpcft  upon  the  prerogatives  of  his  Majefty,  without 
fquinting  afide  upon  the  vulgar  and  vain  opinions  of  the  populace. 

Whereas  the  antient  Englipo  colonies  were  formerly  continually  queftioned 
for  their  eftatcs  by  projeftors  of  futes  (wherein  that  Nation  abounds  as  much 
as  in  any  other  cattel)  and  thereby  kept  not  only  in  fear,  but  in  a  difaflFedion, 
and  negligent  to  the  improvement  of  their  lands  and  eftates ;  their  poflcflions 
being  now  moft  gratioufly  fettled  and  fecured  by  the  commiflion  of  defective 
titles,  and  the  act  of  parliament  thereupon  had  at  our  laft  meeting;  all  future 
debates  with  the  Crown  are  taken  forth  of  the  way,  themfelvcs  not  only  con- 
tented, but  juftly  encouraged  in  their  induftry,  towards  the  bettering  the  courfe 
and  manner  of  their  lives,  to  build,  to  plant,  now  that  they  find  they  are  to 
enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  own  labours. 

Finally,  that  the  Irijh  being  in  a  fort  governed  by  another  law,  the  fame 
that  we  were  governed  by  under  thofe  furious  troubles  betwixt  the  houfcs  of 
Tork  z\\^  Lancajter ,  and  fo  by  the  means  of  their  deeds  in  truft  not  only  to  carry 
from  the  Crown  the  benefit  of  their  wardfhips,  to  cofen  all  ftrangers  by  thefe 
lleeping  conveyances,  that  might  have  a  mind  otherwife  to  purchafe  and  plant 
amongft  them,  (a  thing  which  of  all  other  they  hate  moft)  but  alfo  enabled 
to  enter  into  any  aftion  or  rebellion  whatfoever,  without  hazarding  any  further 
lofs,  than  that  of  their  own  perfons,  their  eftates  preferved  for  their  pofterityj 
and  which  is  not  the  leaft,  this  difference  occafioned  a  great  divifion  and  fepa- 
ration  betwixt  the  two  Nations,  even  in  manners,  as  well  as  in  interefts. 

Now  by  the  laws  enafted  this  laft  parliament,  I  might  truly  fay  that  Ireland 
was  totally  become  Enghfh ;  all  the  flower  of  good  laws  paft  fince  Henry  the 
VII.  his  time  gathered,  without  leaving  one  out,  which  might  be  of  advan- 
tage to  the  Crown,  efpecially  thofe  two  great  pillars  of  the  court  of  wards,  the 
ftatutes  of  wills  and  ufes. 

So  as  the  revenue  will  not  only  be  increafed  by  cftimation  loooo/.  a  year 
by  the  ftatute  for  licenfing  of  ale-houfes,  by  the  ftatute  confirming  all  eftates 
made  upon  the  commiflion  of  defedive  titles,  and  in  the  court  of  wards ;  but 
that,  in  rcafon  of  ftate,  the  Crown  hath  got  by  the  enafting  of  thefe  lawes, 
more,  far  more,  than  their  fix  fubfidies  ought  to  be  valued  at;  a  truth  I  muft 
ftill,  as  formerly  by  my  difpatches,  affirme,  howbeit  I  have  heard  it  would 
not  be  for  fuch  admitted  or  underftood  by  fome  of  this  fide.  The  rcafons 
which  induced  me  to  that  opinion,  and  to  be  added  to  the  former  already 
mentioned,  were;  that  by  thofe  ftatutes  of  wills  and  ufes  his  Majefty  had 
gained  an  inavoidable  power  in  the  education  of  the  heires  of  all  the  great 
families  in  the  Kingdome  as  they  fell,  and  fo  a  means  to  breed  them  up  in 
our  religion  ;  a  luperintendency,  if  rightly  applyed,  of  a  vaft  confequcnce,  as 
in  part  appears  in  the  perfon  of  the  Earl  of  Ormonde,  who,  if  bred  under  the 
wing  of  his  own  parents,  had  been  of  the  fame  affedtions  and  religion  his 
other  brothers  and  fifters  are ;  whereas  now  he  is  a  moft  firm  Proteftant,  like 
to  prove  a  great  and  able  fervant  to  the  Crown,  and  a  great  afllftant,  as  well 
in  inviteing  others  to  be  of  his  religion,  as  in  the  civill  government;  it  being 
moft  certain  that  no  people  under  the  fun  are  more  apt  to  be  of  the  fame 
religion  with  their  great  Lords,  as  the  Irifli  be. 

That,  by  the  ftatute  of  fraudulent  conveyances,  the  native  cannot  pofllbly 
deceive  purchafcrs,  as  formerly  they  were  accuftomed  to  do ;  which  will  ex- 
trcamly  encourage  and  invite  the  Englifh  to  come  over,  and  fo  cxtrcamly  in- 
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creafe  the  Kingdomc  in  people  well  conditioned,  (which  is  the  greatcfl:  want 
they  have)  as  alio  in  trade  and  commerce  ;  which  will  bring  along  with  them  not 
only  mighty  benetits  to  his  Majefty  in  his  cuftomcs,  in  his  fubfidies,  and  other- 
ways,  but  alio  an  infinite  ftrength  and  fccurity  to  all  the  beft  lubjcias  he  hath 
there. 

Laftly,  thefe  fubfidies  are  not  only  brought  up  to  54000/.  fterling  a  pcice, 
but  that  people  brought  into  a  fettled  conftant  way  of  fupplying  the  Crown, 
which  they  were  never  before ;  the  dutyes  formerly  had  from  them,  being  ra- 
ther indeed  violent  takings,  ravifiiments  of  the  poor,  than  the  modeft  quiet 
levies  of  a  pious  and  Chriftian  King  ;  a  bufinefs  alone  of  high  content,  comfort, 
fafety  and  eafe,  both  to  Soveraign  and  llibjcd,  and  which  carries  along  with 
it  a  mighty  blefling  upon  them  both. 

So  as  I  was  perfwaded,  that  any  equall  mind,  that  gives  itfelf  leifure  tho- 
rowly  to  weigh  and  confidcr  thefe  things,  muft  needs  conclude  with  me,  that 
money  is  one  of  the  leaft  advantages  his  Majefty  hath  gotten  from  that  people 
by  this  Parliament. 

I  concluded  this  part  with  an  aflurance,  that  there  was  a  general  and  fted- 
faft  belief  on  that  fide  in  the  uprightnefs  of  his  Majeftie's  juflice,  the  people 
there  fatisfied,  his  Majefty  by  them  honoured  and  blcfled,  in  contemplation  of 
the  great  and  princely  benefits  and  graces  they  participate  of,  thorow  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  wifdome  and  goodnefs. 

The  laft  of  my  generalls,  was  of  Trade,  which  Idifcourfed  in  this  manner. 
I  let  them  lee  how  the  merchants  trading  thither  had  been  fpoiled  by  the  pi- 
rates before  my  coming,  as  well  in  his  Majcftie's  harbors,  as  at  fea ;  a  fhip 
fired  in  the  port  oi'Diibl'm  in  fight  of  his  Majeftic's  caftle,  and  there  continued 
burning,  and  the  pirat  lading  and  returning  from  the  fhip  two  days  together 
to  the  mighty  Icandall  of  the  State ;  that  the  fhipping  for  want  of  money  came 
fo  late  in  the  year,  that  all  the  mifchief  was  done  before  they  came,  which 
commonly  was  not  before  the  latter  end  of  July.  But  that  now,  the  moneys 
duly  anfwered  into  the  Exchequer  here,  the  fhipps  had  been  for  thefe  laft  two 
years  upon  the  coaft  by  the  beginning  of  March ;  five  or  fix  of  the  Bifcayners 
taken  within  theChanncU,  imprifoncd,  and  after  releafcd  upon  their  promife 
not  to  exercife  any  hoftility  hereafter  within  theChannell ;  a  great  fhipp  of  the 
Duke  of  Macbeda  taken  on  the  weft  coaft,  and  thereby  fo  difcouraged  them, 
that  the  merchant  hath  not  loft  any  thing  fince  my  arrival  there,  nor  wee  fo 
much  as  heard  of  a  Bifcayner  thefe  laft  two  fummers.  This  hath  been  a  meanes 
that  trade  hath  increafed  exceedingly,  and  fo  will  ftill,  if  we  have  peace  with 
the  honour  of  his  Majefty,  and  the  enriching  of  his  people. 

That  the  trade  here  was  not  only  much  greater,  but  rightly  conditioned , 
the  native  commodityes  exported,  being  in  value  at  leaft  a  third,  if  not  double 
the  value  to  the  forraigne  commodities  imported  5  a  certaine  figne  that  that 
Commonwealth  gathers  upon  their  neighbours. 

That  there  was  little  or  no  manufadure  among  them,  but  fome  fmall  be- 
ginnings towards  a  clothing  trai-lc,  which  I  had  and  fo  fhould  ftill  difcourage  all 
1  could,  unlels  otherwifc  diredcd  by  his  Majefty  and  rhcir  Lordlhips,  in  regard 
it  would  trench  not  only  upon  the  clothings  of  England,  being  our  ftaple  com- 
moditic,  fo  as  if  they  fhould  there  manufadure  their  own  wools,  which  grew 
to  very  great  quantityes,  wee  fhould  not  only  lofe  the  profit  we  made  now 
by  indraping  their  wools ,  but  his  Majefty  lofe  extreamly  by  his  cuftomes  ; 
and  in  conclufion  it  might  be  feared,  they  would  bear  us  out  of  the  trade  it- 
felf by  underfelling  us,  which  they  were  well  able  to  do.  Befides  in  reafon 
of  State,  fo  long  as  they  did  not  indrape  their  own  wools,  they  muft  of  ne- 
cefiity  fetch  their  clothings  from  us,  and  confequently  in  a  fort  depend 
upon  us  for  their  livelihood,  and  thereby  become  fo  dependant  upon  this 
Crown  as  they  could  not  depart  from  us,  without  nakedncfs  to  themfelves 
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and  children  :  yet  have  I  endeavoured  another  way  to  fct  them  to  work,  and 
that  is  by  bringing  in  the  making  and  trade  of  linnen  cloth ;  the  rather  in 
regard  the  women  are  all  naturally  bred  to  fpinning,  that  the  Irijh  eaith  is  apt 
for  bearing  of  flax,  and  that  this  manufafture  would  be  in  the  conclufion  ra- 
ther a  benefit  than  other  to  this  Kingdome.  I  have  therefore  fent  for  flax  feed 
into  Holland-,  being  of  a  better  fort  than  we  have  any,  fowen  this  year,  a  thoufand 
pounds  worth  of  it,  (finding  by  fome  flax  I  fowed  the  laft:  year  that  it  takes 
there  very  well.)  I  have  fent  for  workmen  out  of  xho.  Low-Country s  and  forth 
of  France,  and  fet  up  already  fix  or  (cvca  loomcs,  which,  if  it  pleafe  God  to 
blefs  us  this  year,  I  truft  To  to  invite  them  to  follow  it,  when  they  fee  the  great 
profit  arifing  thereby,  as  that  they  Ihall  generally  take  to  it,  and  employ  them- 
felves  that  way ;  which  if  they  do,  I  am  confident  it  will  prove  a  mighty  bu- 
finefs,  confidering  that  in  all  probability,  we  fliall  be  able  to  underfell  the 
linnen  cloathes  of  Holland  and  France,  at  leaft  twenty  in  the  hundred. 

My  humble  advice  in  the  conclufion  for  the  increafe  of  trade  was,  that  his 
Majefty  Ihould  not  fuffer  any  ad  of  hoftility  to  be  offered  to  any  merchants  or 
their  goods  within  the  Channell,  which  was  to  be  prefcrved  and  priviledged  as 
the  greatefl:  of  his  Majeftie's  ports,  in  the  fame  nature  and  propriety  as  the  Ve- 
netian State  do  their  Gulph,  and  the  King  oiTienmarke  h\%  Sound;  and  there- 
fore I  humbly  befought  his  Majeftie  and  their  Lordfhips,  that  it  might  accord- 
ingly be  remembred  and  provided  for,  in  all  future  treaties  with  forraigne 
Princes. 

Upon  the  fumming  up  of  all  which,  I  did  reprefent  that  Kingdome  to  his 
Majefty  and  the  Lords  as  a  growing  people,  that  would  encreafe  beyond  all 
expedtation,  if  it  were  now  a  little  favoured  in  this  their  firft  fpring,  and  not 
difcouraged  by  harder  ufage  than  either  Englijlj  or  Scotch  found.  The  inftances 
I  gave  was  the  impofition  upon  the  coales,  wherein  the  Irijh  were  not  treated 
as  EngUpj,  but  as  forrainers,  by  impofing  four  fhiilings  upon  a  tun,  which  was 
full  as  much  as  either  French  or  IDutch  paid  5  next,  the  excefllve  rate  fct  upon 
a  horfe  or  mare  to  be  tranfported  forth  of  this  Kingdome,  lb  as  I  did  not  know 
how  the  army  fhould  be  provided  for  the  King's  Icrvice,  there  not  being  in 
that  Kingdome  of  their  own  breed  to  furnith  thole  occafions;  and  laftly  eigh- 
teen-pence  fct  upon  every  live  beafl:  that  comes  thence ;  all  which  will  be  a 
great  diicouragement  for  any  to  tranfplant  themfelves  and  children  into  a  coun- 
try, where  they  ftiall  prefently  be  dealt  withall  as  aliens,  be  denied  the  favours 
and  graces  afforded  to  other  fubjefts,  and  utterly  quitt  and  cut  off" any  increafe 
of  trade  by  nipping  it  and  overburthening  it  thus  in  the  bud. 

If  in  any,  or  all  of  this,  there  was  any  thing  of  praife  or  remarke,  I  was 
far  from  afluming  any  part  to  myfelf  more  than  the  glory  of  obedience :  I 
did  acknowledge  I  had  been  as  a  dead  inftrumcnt  in  the  hand  of  his  Majefty, 
without  motion  or  cffedl  further  than  as  1  had  been  guided  and  informed  by 
his  diredions  and  wifdom  in  the  courfe  of  my  imployment,  mightily  afliftcd 
and  furthered  by  the  Committee  of  Irijh  affairs,  for  which  I  there  gave  their 
Lordfliips  moft  humble  thanks,  and  in  particular  the  Lord  Archbifhop,  with- 
out whofc  diligence  and  inftrudion  I  Ihould  neither  have  had  the  power,  nor 
yet  the  underftanding,  how  to  have  ferved  the  Church  to  fo  good  purpofe 
and  in  fo  right  a  way,  as  now  I  truft  is  done.  Only  I  defircd  to  obfcrve  to 
their  Lordfhips,  and  to  recommend  the  fccrecy,  wherewith  thcfc  affaires  had 
been  carried  fincc  my  imployment  on  that  fide,  which  had  been  one  great 
means  that  all  things  had  been  fo  happily  proceeded  in,  and  brought  home  to 
his  Majeftie's  own  defire ;  and  therefore  did  bcfccch  it  might  be  ftill  obfcrvcd, 
as  the  very  life  of  all  counfell,  and  a  great  inftrumcnt  v/hcreby  to  effed  any 
dcfignes  his  Majefty  might  affcd  fhould  be  done  there  for  his  fcrvice,  or  to 
his  contentment. 
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So  having  done  with  the  publick,  I  then  craved  admiflion  to  juflifie  myfelf 
in  Ibmc  particulars,  wherein  I  had  been  undcfervcdly  and  bloodily  traduced. 

So  1  related  to  them  all  that  had  pall  betwixt  myfelf,  the  Earl  of  St.  yf/(^^«j ; 
Wilhnot-,  Mount?iorris ;  Tiers  Crosby e,  and  the  Jury  of  Galloway  ;  that  here- 
upon touching  and  rubbing  in  the  courfc  of  my  fervicc  upon  their  particulars, 
themfelves  and  friends  have  endeavoured  to  poflefs  the  world  I  was  a  feveic 
and  an  auftere  hard  conditioned  man,  rather  indeed  a  Bafha  of  Buda,  than  tlie 
ininifter  of  a  pious  and  Chriftian  King :  howbeit,  if  I  were  not  much  miftaken 
in  myfelf,  it  was  the  quite  contrary.  No  man  could  fhew  wherein  I  had  ex- 
prelfed  it  in  my  nature ;  no  friend  I  had  would  charge  me  with  it  in  my  pri- 
vate converfation,  no  creature  had  found  it  in  the  managing  of  my  own  private 
affaues;  fo  as,  if  I  flood  clear  in  all  thefe  rcfpefts,  it  was  to  be  confeffed  by 
any  equal  mind,  that  it  was  not  any  thing  within,  but  the  ncceflity  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  lervicc,  which  inforccd  me  unto  a  fecming  ftridnefs  outwardly. 

And  that  was  the  reafon  indeed  -.  for  where  1  found  a  Crown,  a  Church,  and 
a  People  fpoilcd,  I  could  not  imagine  to  redeem  them  from  under  the  preffure 
with  i^ratious  Imiles  and  gentle  lookcs:  it  would  coft  warmer  water  than  foe. 
True  it  was,  that  where  a  dominion  was  once  gotten  and  fettled,  it  might  be 
ftayed  and  kept  where  it  was,  by  foft  and  moderate  counfells  j  but  where  a 
fovereignty,  (be  it  fpokenwith  reverence,)  was  going  down  the  hill,  the  nature 
of  man  did  fo  eafily  Aide  into  the  paths  of  an  uncontrouled  liberty,  as  it  would 
not  be  brought  back  without  ftrength,  not  to  be  forced  up  the  hill  again,  but 
by  vigour  and  force. 

And  ti  ue  it  was  indeed,  I  knew  no  other  rule  to  govern  by,  but  by  reward 
and  puniihment ;  and  I  mufl:  profefs,  that  where  I  found  a  pcrfon  well  and  en- 
tirely let  for  the  lervice  of  my  Maftcr,  I  fhould  lay  my  hand  under  his  foot,  and 
add  to  his  refped  and  power  all  I  might ;  and  that,  where  I  found  the  contrary, 
1  fhould  not  dandle  him  in  my  amies,  or  footh  him  in  his  untoward  humour ; 
but  if  he  came  in  my  reach,  fo  far  as  honour  and  juftice  fhould  warrant  me,  I 
muft  knock  him  foundly  over  the  knuckles ;  but  no  fooner  he  become  a  new 
man,  applie  himfelf  as  he  ought  to  the  government,  but  I  alfo  change  my 
temper,  and  exprels  myfelf  to  him  as  unto  the  other,  by  all  the  good  offices  I 
could  do  him. 

If  this  be  fharpnefs,  if  this  be  feverity,  I  defire  to  be  better  inftruded  by  his 
Majeftie  and  their  Lordfhips ;  for  in  truth  it  did  not  fecm  foe  to  me ;  howbeit, 
if  1  was  once  told,  that  his  Majeftie  liked  not  to  be  thus  ferved,  I  would  readily 
conform  myfelf,  follow  the  bent  and  current  of  my  own  dilpofition ;  which 
is  to  be  quiet,  not  to  have  debates  or  difputes  with  any. 

Here  his  Majeftie  interrupted  me,  and  laid,  that  was  no  feverity,  wiftied  me 
to  go  on  in  that  way,  for  if  I  ferved  him  otherways,  I  fhould  not  ferve  him, 
as  he  expected  from  me. 

In  fine,  I  did  acknowledge  my  manifold  infirmities,  and  his  Majeftie's  grea^ 
grace  and  goodnefs,  that  had  been  pleafed  to  pafs  by  them  and  accept  of  my 
weak  endeavours  in  the  purfuit  of  his  commands.  In  particular,  it  was  true,  I 
had  more  choler  than  at  all  times  I  was  able  to  temper  and  govern,  as  I  ought  j 
yet  I  trufted,  by  that  time  that  fome  more  cold  winters  had  blown  upon  it,  I 
fhould  be  maftcr  of  that  paflion :  in  the  mean  time  I  would  watch  over  it  and 
myfelf,  the  beft  I  might,  and  did  humbly  beg  pardon  of  his  Majeftie  and  their 
Lordfhips  for  what  might  fuddenly  or  unadvifedly  have  flipped  from  me  in 
that  kind  ;  which  I  did  with  more  afllirance  hope  to  obtaine,  in  regard  that, 
hitherto  1  thanked  God,  it  had  done  no  body  hurt,  but  myfelf. 

His  Majeftie  was  pleafed  to  cxprefs  his  approbation  of  all  I  had  done;  and 
their  Lordfhips  to  advife,  I  fhould  go  on  in  a  work  fo  well  begun,  and  that, 
it  muft  be  acknowledged,  the  beft  fervice  had  been  done  this  Crown  in  Irelandt 
So  I  kneeled  down,  and  kiffed  the  King's  hand,  and  the  Councill  rofe. 

But 
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But  this  difcourfe  was  not  kept  within  doorcs,  but  filled  all  the  town,  much 
fpoken  thereon  to  my  advantage ;  and  leaving  my  ill  willers  no  words  or  face 
to  ipcak  againft  it,  condemned  them  to  a  filencc  much  contrary  to  what  they 
defired,  fo  as  now  I  am  very  popular,  and  held  for  more  confiderable  than  I 
take  myfelf  to  be. 

The  next  account  will  be  of  fuch  things  as  are  already  done ;  for  the  Plan- 
tation, it  is  fettled  as  I  defire,  with  better  conditions  than  we  fpake  of  at 
'Dublin,  fo  as  I  fnall  return  with  full  power  to  order  that  work,  as,  (hall  feeni 
beft  unto  ourfelves  :  but  this  you  muft  keep  very  private  to  yourl'clf,  for  faould 
it  be  unfeafonably  publifhed,  it  might  much  perplex  the  bufinefs. 

For  the  great  attempt  upon  me  in  the  Cuftomes,  I  have  likevvife  overcome 
that  difficulty,  and  acquit  myfelf  with  realbn  and  honor:  and,  if  I  be  nor  mi  f- 
taken,  with  great  good  fatisfadion  to  his  Majcftie.  The  conclufion  is,  myfelf 
and  Radcliffe  prcferved  and  to  have  the  managing  of  the  farm  to  all  intents 
and  purpofes  as  formerly  ^  Ingram  compounded  out  for  fcven  thoufand  pounds; 
Norton  for  three  thoufand,  and  both  of  them  to  aflign  their  parts  to  Sir  Adam 
Loftus  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  truft  to  hisMajeftie's  ufc.  My 
"Lo^^d  Mountnorris  he  will  follow  upon  another  point,  fo  as  here  will  come  by 
this  means  a  prefent  encreafe  to  the  Crown  of  i  oooo  /.  a  year  at  leafl:,  if  we 
have  peace,  and  be  protefted  from  thefe  moft  Chriftian  Turks,  that  with  the 
help  of  their  aflbciatcs  the  French,  do  now  thus  perfecute,  indeed,  execute  us. 
Where,  by  the  way,  your  iending  Sir  Beverley  Newcomen  wcftward  was  very 
dangerous;  for  fhould  thofe  Turks  in  his  ablence  fall  into  theChannell,  they 
might  eafily  do  upon  'Dublin  alone,  more  mifchief  in  two  days,  than  they 
can  poffibly  do  on  the  other  coaft  in  two  months;  therefore  the  fooner  you 
call  him  back  the  better. 

I  have  a  letter  for  the  paffing  of  the  Curroe  of  Kildare  according  as  I  told 
you  before  my  coming  over:  My  Lord  Prefident's  fute,  the  Mailers  of  the  Or- 
dinance and  S'k  Francis  IVilloughbye's  futes,  are  granted  and  the  letters  figned. 
The  Judges  arc  to  have  their  Coifes  and  Collars  of  Eflcs,  my  Lord  Chancelor 
his  money.  (I  fend  you  the  articles  figned.)  My  Lord  Valentia  his  company; 
but  you  muft  not  mention  either  of  thefe  two  laft,  till  1  fpeak  with  you.  My 
Lord  Cajlle  Stev:ard  is  to  have  looo  /.  Mr.  Osberton  Ihall  be  our  Attorney 
there,  the  now  Attorney  like  enough  to  fucceed  Juftice  Harris,  Wilmot  hath 
vifited  me,  and  now  he  is  not  able  to  do  me  more  milchief,  makes  great  pro- 
fellions,  fo  his  own  particular  be  not  reatched  upon.  I  do  him  all  civilities, 
waite  upon  him  to  his  coach,  in  good  faith  wifh  him  no  ill  at  all ;  yet  muft 
the  King  have  his  land,  and  to  that  purpofe  his  Lordlhip  is  to  anfwer  the  infor- 
mation exhibited  in  the  Exchequer  Chamber  there  againft  his  Lordlhip  and  others, 
fo  as  I  muft  defire  you  that  the  Dedimus  Toteftatem  to  take  his  anfwer  may  be 
renewed  unto  Sir  IV.  Becher,  Mr.  Tho.  Meawwtife  and  Raylton,  returnable  by 
the  beginning  of  Michelmas  term  next ;  for  love  of  God  forget  it  not,  but 
fend   it  over  to  William  Raylton  with  as  much  fpeed  as  you  can. 

Crosby e  hath  labour'd  by  the  means  of  my  Lord  of  Holland,  and  //.  'J ermine 
to  get  off^  the  bufinefs,  offers  mc  a  fubmiftlon,  which  I  refufc.  Hereupon  he 
kept  forth  of  the  way,  I  could  not  get  a  fubpoena  ferved  on  him,  till  I  got  him 
arretted  by  a  Sergeant  at  Armes,  in  whofe  cuftody  he  muft  remain,  till  he  hath 
anfwercd  and  been  examined  ;  Fitzharris  hath  done  both,  and  upon  his  oath 
fet  forth  the  whole  matter,  as  in  his  former  confeflions  was  laid  ;  Crosbye  hath 
only  pleaded  a  not  guilty,  and  the  interrogatories  are  ready;  and  there  you 
have  the  ftate  of  that  matter. 

My  Lord  oiCorke  his  bufinefs  is  done  to  his  contentment,  I  hope,  when  he 

hears  it;  but  I  cannot  find  his  Majcftie  inclined  to  let  his  Lordlhip  come  ovcr 

this  winter,  in  regard  there  arc  divers  writings  to  be  perfeded,  and  evidence 

delivered  in  concerning  Toughall  before  thofe  poflellions  can  be  conveyed  back 
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and  fecurcd  to  the  Church  ;  and  till  all  be  fully  done,  it  is  his  Majcftic's  plca- 
fure  and  lb  1  piav  vou  tell  him,  he  Ihould  not  remove,  in  regard  it  is  con- 
ccaved  his  comiivi;  hcther,  miLZ,hc  much  retard  the  proceed  of  that  pious 
work,  which  his  Majeltie  will  not  confcnt  unto  in  any  degree. 

I  perceive  by  a  Letter  fhewcn  tome  by  i86,  written  to  her,  as  it  feems,  by 
175,  that  this  latter  number  is  very  much  dilcontented  with  her.  His  fon  alfo 
is  turned  wondrous  grave,  however,  1  lind  i8(T  conceives  (lie  is  approved  by 
167,  and  that  flic  harh  fatisfied  the  Earl  of  Arundel-,  which  in  judgment  is  a 
great  way  gone  to  etVed  as  much  with  the  other  in  time,  to  whom  Ihc  now 
writes. 

I  have  had  great  profeflions  from  my  Lord  Keeper,  the  Duke,  the  Marquifc, 
and  the  Chanibcrlain,  from  my  Lord  Cottington  in  a  moft  tranfcendent  way ; 
my  Lady  of  Carlile  never  ufed  me  with  fo  much  rclpeft  ;  1  have  been  very  gra- 
tioufly  ufed  by  the  Queen ;  my  Lord  'Dunluce  is  my  creature  5  my  Lord  Holland 
governs  himfelf  civilly  towards  me.  A  great  combination  to  let  an  inwardncis 
betwixt  us,  as  if  the  conqueft  of  Spain  and  France  depended  on  it ;  only 
193  not  fecming  at  all  to  prcfs  it,  much  undervalueing  180.  For  my  parr, 
finding  how  aptpeoplc  were  to  report  1  fought  that  frienddiip,  in  a  kind  of 
mean  way,  and  that  our  ends  lay  fo  far  afunder,  as  1  do  not  fee  how  we  can 
be  of  ufethc  one  to  the  other,  Iftand  off,  and  will  come  no  nearer  than  to  ordi- 
nary refpecls  and  civilities,  pretending  that  all  the  reft  will  fall  in  better  of 
thcmlclvcs,  one  after  another,  than  by  expoftulations.  All  my  other  friends 
arc  moft  kind  and  firm  to  me  as  1  can  defire ;  only  1  find  191  hugely  off"  the 
hooks,  beloved  by  none,  hated  by  moft,  and  fure  not  fo  well  by  much  with 
the  King  as  I  have  known  her. 

For  the  forraign  affaires ;  the  Cardinall  infant  is  gone  upon  France  with  an 
army  of  2000  horfe  and  iSooo  foot,  and  no  armic  appearing  as  yet  to  ftay 
him,  it  is  probable  he  will  wafte  and  fpoil  the  country  extreamly  ;  yet  rather 
put  an  aff"ront  upon  them,  than  likely  to  take  any  of  their  country  from  them. 
We  fpeak  of  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  and  Galas  their  falling  into  France  by 
an  other  quarter,  with  an  aimy  as  great  as  this;  which  if  they  do,  they  will 
diftrefsFMwr^  more  this  fummer  than  France  did  them  the  laft. 

They  have  fought  in  Italic.,  and  both  pretend  to  the  viftory  ;  but  I  believe, 
the  truth  is,  there  hath  been  lofs  on  both  fides,  without  much  advantage  to 
cither. 

Walter  Stcuvard  hath  brought  back  the  Spanish  Ambaffador  and  carried 
f! 00000/.  imo 'Dunkirk.  The  P.  oi  Anrenge  haftens  into  the  field,  by  that 
means  to  give  a  diverfion  to  the  Cardinall's  armie-  now  in  France  •-,  which  yet 
they  fay  he  will  not  be  able  to  do,  in  regard  the  infant  hath  left  behind  him 
5000  horfe  and  20000  foot,  to  attend  upon  the  motions  of  the  States  armic, 
and  to  ftand  upon  their  defence  only. 

My  Lord  Marshall ^ntcs  exrream  doubtfully  of  his  fuccefs  with  the  Emperor, 
and  John  Taylour  the  quite  contrary.  This  I  fee  is  the  effeft  in  prefcnt,  it 
fliews,  that  the  French  Miniftcrs  are  better  looked  upon  here,  than  the  Spanip?, 
and  yet  the  moft  Chriftian  Turks  daily  take  our  men,  carry  them  over  into 
France,  drive  them  in  chaines  over  land  to  Marfeilles,  and  fo  fhip  them  over 
for  flaves  to  Algiers,  the  moft  opprobrious,  infamous  thing  that  was  ever 
read  of 

In  the  mean  time  my  Lord  of  Northumberland  is  gone  northward  to  make 
the  Dutch  either  compound  or  elfe  to  give  over  their  fifljing;  his  Lordlhip  dii- 
chargeth  himfelf  with  very  good  approbation. 

I  wifli  175  may  do  as  much,  but  1  aflure  you  I  fear  it  very  much.  Upon 
the  fignification  of  the  King's  pleafurc  for  Donnellan's,  coming  over  at  the  in- 
ftance  of  the  Earl  of  St.  Albans,  I  writte  to  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  yourfelf 
for  his  inlargment,  but  now  that  I  find  by  your  letter  the  height  thofe  of  the 

E  jury 
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jury  carry  it  withall,  I  muft  in  any  cafe  difadvife  it,  till  you  hear  further  from 
me,  in  regard  I  have  already  fent  to  advertife  his  Majeftie  of  it.  As  for  Sir 
Richard  Blake,  you  may  give  him  his  licenfe  to  come,  but  the  other  you  arc 
to  ftay ;  and  lb  I  befeech  you  advertife  my  Lord  Chancellor.  Pray  you  have  a 
care  of  this  If  352  wonder  fhe  hath  notliing  of  her  12.

1  have  with  much  difficulty  obtained  direftions  for  a  privy  Seal  for  taking  off 
the  4  s.  upon  a  tun  of  coals  new  impofition;  as  alfo  that  other  immcafurable 
charge  fet  upon  horfes  to  be  tranfported  hence  into  Ireland,  as  alfo  4  j.  6  d. 
upon  every  head  of  cartel,  and  flopped  another  impofition  intended  to  be  let 
upon  all  live  fheep  brought  thence.  By  the  next  you  fhali  have  an  account 
of  it,  as  alfo  an  anfwer  to  all  your  publick  dilpatches. 

Sure  you  cry  out  by  this  time  the  devil  take  thefe  long  letters.'  I  am  damna- 
ble weary  with  the  reading  of  them ;  and  I  can  fay  as  much  for  the  writing  of 
them,  and,  which  is  more,  that  I  am  inviolably,

May  it  pleafe  your  f acred  Majejiy, 

HAVING  made  up  my  former  difpatche,  I  received  your  Majeflie's  of 
the  27th  of  March,  which  caufed  me  to  flay  the  other,  till  after  the  ho- 
lydaics,  that  fo  my  anfwer  to  both  might  come  together. 

In  mine  of  the  9i\\o^ 'December ,  I  humbly  advertiled,  that  the  lands  and  other 
profits  of  the  Londoners  were,  with  contentment  to  the  now  occupants,  to  be 
made  8000  /.  a  year  of,  much  improveable  upon  the  expiration  of  rhe  term. 
Of  the  fame  opinion  I  am  flill,  but  then  the  fifhing  was  accomptcd  as  part  of 
thefe  profits  and  my  eflimatc.  But  it  will  be  fit  to  clear  my  propofition  lb  far, 
as  to  rcfolve  your  Majefty  that  it  was  no  part  of  my  meaning  to  hooke  in  any 
part  of  the  fcqueftered  rents,  cither  now,  or  hereafter  to  come  into  the  fcque- 
ftrators  hands  before  the  final  agreeing  of  this  bargain :  but  left  them  entirely 
to  be  difpofed  for  your  Majefly's  ufc  as  your  wifdom  fhould  appoint.  Only 
your  Majcfly  will  be  pleafcd  to  call  to  mind  that  I  have  warrant  to  pay  out  of 
them  5000  /.  to  Sir  Thomas  ThHips\  afligncs. 

That  there  may  be  an  offer  made  unto  your  Majefty  of  a  fine  of  20000  /, 
and  8000  /.  yearly  rent,  I  do  very  well  believe  it,  and  much  more;  for  the  value 
of  them  would  make  the  propounder  of  them  a  mighty  bargain.  But  then, 
muft  the  now  tenants  be  turned  our,  without  any  confidcration  of  their  fines 
to  the  Londoners^  of  the  very  great  charge  of  their  buildings,  and  other  im- 
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provemcnts  upon  the  lands,  of  encouragement  to  theii-  indullry,  which,  from 
nothing  in  a  manner  hath  brought  them  to  be  that  we  now  lind  them,  and 
(which  makes  it  yet  more  extreme,)  turned  out  for  the  fault  of  the  Cor- 
poration meerly,  without  having  been  either  participants,  or  lb  much  as  privy 
to  their  fraudes  or  crimes,  barely  purchafcrs  bona  jide  upon  valuable  eonfidc- 
rations. 

So  then,  to  give  your  Majcfty'my  humble  judgment,  I  do  conceive  this  offer 
to  come  from  fomc  inferior  mean  minded  pcrfon,  whofe  heart  is  not  able 
to  confider,  how  great  and  magnanimous  Princes  eftcem  more  the  honour  and 
comclinefs  in  the  gathering  and  bringing  in  their  profits  and  benefits,  than  the 
things  themfelvcs;  and  how  far  dilVonant  it  is  from  the  harmony  of  your 
princely  thoughts  to  touch  an  advantage  thus  conditioned  with  extremity  and 
rigour. 

Belldcs,  as  in  no  cafe,  fo  leaft  of  all  in  this,  Ihall  I  advife  the  very  uttermofl: 
to  be  taken ;  in  regard  it  would  fo  extremely  difcountenancc  and  difhearten 
Planters,  as  would  lofe  your  Majefty  far  more  in  the  future  Plantations,  than 
your  gaines  could  be  in  this.  And  truly.  Sir,  the  Englijh  which  tranfplant 
themfelves  hither,  are  fo  much  the  better  husbands  to  the  ground,  than  are  the 
natives,  as  they  deferve  to  be  much  made  of,  and  by  all  gracious  and  kind  deal- 
ing to  be  invited  over. 

Howbcit,  in  cafe  this  fine  and  rent  can  be  procured,  with  that  little  grain 
of  fait  to  feafon  it,  to  wit,  the  contentment  of  the  now  occupants,  I  wi(h  him 
5000  /.  out  of  the  fine  that  makes  your  Majefty  fo  good  a  bargain.  And  to 
certify  your  Majefty  clearly  in  this  bufinefs,  it  is  moft  fure  thefe  lands  will  be 
worth  twice  as  much,  when  the  leafes,  to  be  now  made  by  your  Majefty,  fhall 
expire. 

As  for  raifing  any  prefent  great  fumme  out  of  the  lands,  by  means  of  fale,  or 
otherwife,  I  can  put  your  Majefty  in  no  great  hope  of  it.  But,  I  befeech  your 
Majefty,  give  me  leave  once  more  to  minde  your  Majefty,  how  conveniently 
thefe  lands  might  be  applied,  as  part  of  an  Appanage  for  my  young  mafter, 
the  Duke  of  Torke.  You  fee  how  noble  a  revenue  it  would  grow  unto  by 
that  time  hisHighnefs  grows  to  be  a  man,  and  fhall  be  confidcrably  permanent, 
when  a  fumme  in  grofs  were  gone,  having  ferved  but  one  prefent  turn.  And 
upon  this  occafion,  give  me  leave  to  obferve  unto  your  Majefty,  that  God  hav- 
ing blcft  you  with  fo  royal  and  plentifuU  a  pofterity,  if  provifion  be  not  early 
thought  of  for  them,  by  your  fervants  and  by  your  felf,  they  will  at  fome  time 
or  other  fall  weighty  and  with  preflure  upon  the  Crowne. 

As  for  the  Londoners,  if  they  will  not  come  to  the  conditions  offered  them  j 
my  moft  humble  opinion  is,  to  break  with  them,  and  moderately  make  your 
Majefty 's  benefit.  As  for  thefe  lands  and  profits,  I  fhall  thank  him  moft, 
that  can  make  you  the  beft  bargain,  being  very  ready,  either  to  look  on  whilft 
others  doe  it,  to  doe  the  beft  I  can  my  felf,  or  to  join  with  any  man  living;, 
which  may  help  or  be  appointed  to  join  with  me  therein. 

It  will  be  your  Majefty 's  extreame  goodnefs  not  to  be  wearied  with  my 
fcribblcs.  I  proteft  1  am  fcandalized  at  their  length,  yet  could  not  tell  in  the 
world  how  to  help  it.     God  long  preferve  your  Majefty.

May  it  f  leaf e  your  facred  Majejiv, 

BY  my  difpatch  to  Mr.  Secretary  Coke,  your  Majcfty  will  find  how  we  pro- 
ceed in  fuch  fcrviccs,  as  I  humbly  propounded,  when  I  had  the  honour  to 
waitc  upon  you  at  Hampton  Court.  We  haftcn  apace  to  the  full  accompUni- 
ment  thereof:  and  furely  thorow  the  lights  we  fetch  from  your  wifdom,  and 
the  countennncc  which  your  Majefty  forth  of  your  favour  gracioufly  vouch- 
fafcth  unto  me,  they  caanct  by  God's  good  blelling  fail  to  anhvcr  as  much  as 
thofe  I  humbly  informed  your  Majcfty  of. 

The  title  to  Ormonde  is  not  only  found,  but  thofe  of  Clare  have,  before 
we  come  at  them,  ficcly  and  in  a  very  handfomc  manner  fent  me  an  acknow- 
ledgment and  fubmiffion  to  the  honour  and  juftice  of  your  Majcftie's  clairae 
to  that  country  likewife  ;  and  that  which  adds  all  comelinefs  to  both,  this  peo- 
ple put  themfclves  with  all  chcarfulnefs  and  contentment  under  your  royal  pro- 
teftion,  and  with  all  afllirance  depend  and  waite  for  your  goodnefs  towards 
them.  Nor  doth  the  judgment  I  made  of  the  defeftion  of  thofe  of  Gallway 
begin  to  fhew  it  felf  as  vain  or  light;  for  your  Majefty's  round  and  fteady  car- 
riage towards  thofe  hath  extrcamly  facilitated  all  that  is  or  can  be  undertaken  in 
this  kind  for  the  fcrvice  of  the  Crowne,  and  the  eftablifhmcnt  of  your  power 
and  greatnefs  in  this  Kingdom. 

My  Lord  the  Duke  of  Lenox  hath  fignified  unto  me,  that  your  Majefty  is 
pleafed  to  be  certified  from  me  of  the  value  and  nature  of  the  keepe  of  the 
Caftle  of  Ktlmore ;  which  I  have  done  accordingly,  if  it  pleafe  your  Majefty  to 
call  to  hisLordfhip  for  it.  The  entertainment  is  not  worth  one  hundred  pounds 
a  year;  yet  it  may  concerne  your  Majefty  Ibme  thoufands  that  it  be  depofited 
in  honeft  and  carefuU  hands,  and  fuch  as  forth  of  neceflity  muft  a  good  part 
of  the  year  be  refident  upon  the  place;  the  prefervation  of  your  woods  and  fi(h- 
ings,  the  increafe  of  your  Majeftie's  Cuftomesat  Coleraine  and  IDerry  much  de- 
pending upon  the  vigilance  and  truft  of  him  that  commands  there.  And  con- 
Icqucntly  in  my  poor  opinion,  it  is  unfit  for  this  noble  Gentleman  difpofcd  of 
already  in  foraign  employment,  fo  as  it  will  not  be  pollible  for  him  upon  the 
place  to  difcharge  thofe  duties  which  are  to  be  required  of  him. 

Captain  Kettlcby  tells  me  your  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  fay  unto  him,  that  he 
muft  provide  to  fettle  in  this  Kingdom,  as  indeed  moft  requifite  it  is  for  the 
fervice  he  Ihould  :  and  an  encouragement  it  would  be  unto  him,  were  your 
Majefty  gracioufly  pleafed  to  beftow  on  him  the  keeping  of  this  Caftle.  The 
pcrfon  and  nicrit  of  the  Gentleman  is  much  better  known  on  that  fide,  than 
unto  me  ;  and  foe  I  do  moft  humbly  fubmit  it  to  your  good  plcafurc.  Only 
1  bcfcech  your  Majefty  may  be  pleafed  however  not  to  think  of  Mr.  Barre,  for 
he  is  over  nimble  a  Merchant,  of  too  fliifting  a  fortune  and  condition  to  be 
trufted  therewith.  As  for  other  profits  your  Majefty  may  holde  him  worthy  of, 
in  truth,  1  ihall  not  be  forry  for :  but  the  knowledge  I  have  of  the  perfon, 
and  the  duty  I  owe  to  your  fervice,  inforce  me  with  all  humility,  modcfty, 
and  truth,  to  informc  your  Majefty  that  I  judge  it  not  liife  to  venture  any  pub- 
lick  truft  cither  upon  his  abilities  or  integrity.

May  it  pleafe  your  facred  Majefty, 

IT  is  the  gi-cat  comfort  and  Ilipport  of  my  employment  to  be  gracioufly  al- 
lowed to  /peak  immediately  to  your  Majefty  concerning  thcfe  affaires,  and 
tlic  prolperity  of  them ;  which  I  may  truely  fay  I  more  endeavour  and  feck  than 
any  other  earthly  riches  and  honours. 

The  bargain  concluded,  at  my  laft  being  in  England^  for  the  Dutchefs  of 
Buckingham  her  intercft  in  thcfe  Cuftomes,  it  fecms,  is  upon  ftay  again,  un- 
lefs  your  Majefty  affbrdc  ns  help,  and  that  your  will  to  have  it  proceed  may 
appear  in  the  bufinefs. 

How  far  it  hath  gone  fincc,  how  much  prejudice  it  would  be  to  your  prefent 
affaires,  how  much  difcredir  to  this  State,  not  to  be  able  to  carry  thorow  a 
fervice  fo  juft  in  it  felf,  and  for  the  Crowne  fo  convenient  and  bchovefuU  ;  I 
fhall  crave  leave  therein  to  appeale  to  our  letter  now  fent  to  Mr.  Secretary 
Coke. 

The  pcrfon  that  raifeth  all  the  doubts,  (as  I  underftand,)  is  Sir  Robert  Tye; 
neither  do  I  blame  him  for  it,  but  much  rather  wilh  I  could  meet  with  many 
that  would  exprefs  as  round  affcdions  for  our  living  Maftcr,  as  that  Gentleman 
affords  his  dead  Lord.  And  mcthinks,  confidering  that  he  himfelf  was  prefent 
at  Jl'indfor  and  conlcntcd  to  the  agreement,  he  comes  too  late  now  to  be  ac- 
cepted or  heard,  the  day  of  this  bufinefs  being  already  fo  far  fpent.  There  can- 
not any  other  be  more  accomptable  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Duke  of  Buck- 
ingham, than  I  acknowledge  my  felf  to  be,  and  will  in  that  memory  ferve  him 
and  his  Houfe.  But  withall  1  mufl  not  be  fo  wretched  as  to  forget  that  there 
Jives  not  a  fervant  more  bound  to  a  mafter  than  I  am  to  mine ;  which  calls 
loudly  upon  me  for  the  faithfuU  difcharge  of  a  duty  and  a  truft  in  this  parti- 
cular. 

Sir,  your  Majcfly  anfwers  to  the  Duke's  eftate,  full  in  worth  and  good  as 
that  which  we  cover  for  you :  and  when  it  is  only  a  conveniency  youdefire,  it 
ought  not  to  be  denied,  neither  in  judgment  nor  in  afFedion.  And  motive 
for  them  to  keep  it,  there  can  be  none,  but  an  hope  to  renew  their  grant  for 
a  longer  term :  and  if  that  be  the  bird  they  fly,  1  muft  needs  fay,  I  truft  nei- 
ther they,  nor  others,  fhall  ever  be  able  to  overtake  her  again  ;  but  that  your 
Cuftomes  fhall  hereafter  be  inviolably  preferved  as  a  chaft  revenue  of  your 
Crowne  uncommunicable,  not  to  be  touched  upon  by  any  fubjed. 

If  I  did  not  know  the  value  agreed  upon  were  to  the  full,  1  fhould  prefume 
fo  much  upon  your  juftice  and  goodnefs,  as  to  be  the  firft  tobefeech  your  Ma- 
jefty to  give  more  :  but  that  fully  complied  withall,  let  me  moft  humbly,  yet 
carncftly,  beleech  we  may  not  lofe  fuch  an  accommodation  to  your  prefent  affaires, 
as  this  Revenue  thus  purchafcd  in  would  be  j  and  from  henceforth  to  fet  fuch  a 
character  upon  your  Cuftomes,  as  they  may  be  only  known  and  taken  for 
Cafar'i. 

With  this  alfo,  that  if  we  may  ftill  be  direded  by  your  Majefty's  counfell, 
and  ftrengthened  by  your  countenance,  I  well  truft  your  Majefty  fhall  not  find 
the  judgments  I  have  given  of  thefe  affaires  fall  from  us  in  vain,  or  unfulfilled, 
but  accompliihed  and  fixed  in  very  few  years. 
God  long  prelerve  your  Majefty.

May  it  pleafe  your  facred  Majejty, 

MY  firft  wife  was  a  daughter  of  my  Lord  of  Cumberland ;  Ihe  fo  good, 
and  they  ever  fincc  fo  kind  unto  mc,  as  I  confcfs  to  wifh  more  happi- 
nefs  to  that  family,  than  any  other  fubjcft.  In  the  next  place  the  prefent  ne- 
ceflities,  I  know,  that  noble  Houfe  now  labours  under,  are  luch,  as  will  endan- 
ger to  bury  it  in  contempt  and  fcorn,  if  not  Ipeedily  prevented. 

Thefe  two  confiderations  embolden  me  to  make  fuch  a  fute  in  their  behalf, 
as  no  extremity  of  my  own  could  enforce  me  to  move  for  my  felfj  nor  lliall 
I  be  more  thankful!  for  any  thing  given  me ;  nor  will  1  again  mention  the  like 
for  any  other :  and  yet  it  is  no  more  than  to  crave,  that  a  debt  of  your  Ma- 
jefty's  may  be  transferred  over  hither,  which  is  due  and  would  otherwayes  be  paid 
in  England. 

Their  cafe  is  thus.  In  the  13th  year  of  your  Majcfty's  bleflcd  Father  there 
was  a  debt  of  1 2400  /.  due  to  the  Earl  of  Cumberland,  for  which  his  Lordlhip 
had  a  Privy  Scale  granted  and  paft,  after  full  examination  had,  and  allowance 
given  to  the  juftnefs  of  the  demand  by  the  then  Lord  Treafurer  and  Chanccllour 
of  the  Exchequer.  Afterwards  the  Earl  was  content  to  take  6200  /.  for  his 
whole  debt,  fo  as  he  might  be  favoured  with  the  fpecdicr  payment.  Which 
neverthelefs  being  not  made,  as  the  Earl  expeded,  your  Majefty  was  graciouOy 
pleafed  in  the  third  year  of  your  reign  to  give  order  that  3755  /,  the  remainder 
then  unfatisfied  of  the  faiddcbt,  fhould  be  prefently  paid  to  the  faid  Earl:  which 
princely  diredions,  for  fome  other  important  reafons,  have  not  been  purfued ; 
but  the  faid  3755  /.  continue  due  to  the  Earl,  as  by  the  certificate  of  the  now 
Lord  Treafurer,  Lord  Cottington  and  Sir  Robert  Tye  in  July  laft  appears ;  fo 
as  the  Earl  hath  not  only  originally  quitt  half  of  his  debt,  but,  thorow  the 
forbearance  of  the  other  half  all  this  while,  in  efFedl:  hath  quitt  an  half  of 
that  half  alfo,  which  makes  his  cafe  the  rather  confiderable. 

Now  my  moft  humble  requeft  to  your  Majefty  is,  that  you  would  gracioufly 
be  pleafed  to  give  me  warrants,  (your  civil  and  martial  lifts  firft  complied  with,) 
to  pay  this  3755  /,  to  the  ufe  of  my  Lord  of  Cumberland  forth  of  the  overplus, 
as  it  fhall  rife ;  and  fo  the  Crown  be  abfolutely  quitt  of  that  debt,  and  the  Privy 
Seale  vacated.  My  Lord  Treafurer  and  Cottington  may,  I  imagine,  like  well 
of  this  courfe  of  payment;  yet  it  muft  be  confefled  a  very  ill  prefident  brought 
upon  this  poor  Exchequer,  which  was  never,  till  my  coming,  able  to  defray 
it  felf.  But  I  Ihall  be  able  to  carry  it  fo  privately,  as  there  (hall  be  no  great 
notice  taken  of  it.  Befides  I  do  well  truft,  the  Revenue  here  will  within  a  few 
years  be  brought  to  fuch  a  condition,  as  a  far  greater  fumme  will  yearly  be  had 
here,  by  aflignments  or  by  exchange,  made  over  to  the  fupp'y  of  your  Ma- 
jefty's  aff^aires  there.  Yet  admit  me  once  for  all,  truely  and  humbly  to  minde 
your  Majefty,  that  if,  when  your  receipts  be  brought  to  over-ballance  the  iftues 
here,  your  Majefty  fliould  order  the  overplus  to  be  fent  over  in  fpecie,  (as  it 
feems  it  is  infifted  upon  in  the  hn^mck  oi Londonderry .)  You  would  deaden  the 
chearfulnefs  of  all  your  Minifters  on  this  fide,  (except  your  Deputy,)  for  the 
increafing  of  your  Revenue,  and  in  fine  impoverifh  this  Kingdom  moft  mightily. 
Whereas  the  other  way  all  ends  and  interefts  will  be,  to  my  undcrftanding,  cf- 
feded  and  preferved  as  fully  as  by  the  other;  unlcfs  it  be  the  prolit  of  your 
Tellers  in  your  Exchequer  of  England. 
God  long  preierve  your  Majefty.

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N°.  VII.     Lord  Deputy  Wentworth  to  the  King. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Majejivy 

THE  high  and  gracious  favour  vouchfafcd  my  Lord  of  Cumberland  at  my 
humble  fute,  fcrioufly  admonifhcth  me  to  crave  your  Majclly's  pardon  for 
moving  in  fo  unufual  a  way  j  the  like  whereof  as  I  fliall  not  prelbmc  futurely 
to  touch  in  any  other  man's  cafe,  foe  in  prefent  it  doth  juftly  oblige  me  to 
prell-nt  my  humble  thanks  to  your  Majefty  that  were  plcafed,  befides  the  rule, 
to  accept  me  therein.  Nor  fhall  it  reft  with  me,  but  be  clearly  reprefented  over 
to  my  Lord  of  Cumberland,  and  my  Lord  Clijford,  that  foe  the  Houfe  may  en- 
tirely anl'wer  unto  your  commands  the  chcarfuU  duties  they  owe  for  foe  ex- 
traordinary a  favour. 

As  for  my  felf,  I  muft  in  Hke  meafure  witnefs  the  great  contentment  I  have 
in  your  Majefty 's  refolution  to  take  in  the  Dutchefs  of  Buckingham  her  intereft 
in  the  Cuftomcs :  for  aflliredly  my  heart  neither  doth,  nor  can  for  any  earthly 
benefit,  more  gladly  pay  my  acknowledgments,  than  where  I  find  yourMajefty's 
wifdom  and  conftancy  fcrving  your  felf  with  your  own,  before  any  other  what- 
focvcr.  Great  rcafon  it  is  indeed,  that  all  refpcds  Ihould  waitc,  and  bow  to 
thofc  of  the  Crownc. 

Your  Majefty  is  pleafed  to  command  my  poor  opinion  concerning  London- 
derry. This  propofition  being  much  like  another  your  Majefty  acquainted  me 
with  by  your  letter  of  the  27th  of  March  laft,  (faving  that  1  judge  this  latter 
to  be  bettec  by  15000/.  pofito  the  terms  be  equall;  but  if  a  longer  term  be 
cxpefted,  fifty  years  or  foe,  I  take  this  offer  not  to  be  in  that  cafe  foe  good  as 
the  former,)  I  imagine  your  Majefty  doth  not  call  to  mind  what  then  paflcd,  and 
therefore,  in  regard  I  did  thereupon  exprefs  my  felf,  I  make  bold  to  fend  in- 
clofed  a  duplicate  of  what  both  fell  from  your  Majcfty's  pen  and  mine  at  that 
time.  And  truely,  Sir,  I  have  fmce  obferved  much  to  confirm  the  judgment 
I  then  gave,  nothing  at  all  to  alter  or  remove  it. 

This  propofition  fwallows  your  Cuftomes  of  Tierry  and  Coleraine,  which 
muft  in  any  cafe  be  referved ;  otherwayes  your  Majefty  may  be  prejudiced  ma- 
ny thoufands.  If  the  propounders  of  this  bargain  hear  that  I  fay  this,  (accord- 
ing as  they  are  accuftomed  to  ufe  me,)  prefently  they  fhall  whifper,  I  Ipeak  for 
my  own  intereft  in  the  farmc.  But,  Sir,  I  affirme  it  upon  my  credit,  it  is 
nothing  at  all  to  my  particular,  whether  you  keep  or  pafs  away  thofe  Cuf- 
tomes 5  and  I  now  only  mention  it,  left  an  argument,  which  hath  only  afped 
to  your  Majcfty's  fervice,  might  receive  prejudice  thorow  fuch  an  infinuation. 

The  mainc  drift  of  thefe  propofers,  as  I  conceive,  is  to  turn  out  all  the  now 
occupants  without  any  confidcration,  and  coafequcntly,  in  a  manner,  moft  of 
the  Englijh  out  of  Uljier,  fent  back  with  lofs  of  all  they  have  bcftowed  upon 
the  Plantation,  and  punifhed  to  their  utter  ruine  for  the  faults  of  others,  with- 
out either  guilt  or  privity  with  the  party  delinquent ;  howbeit  indeed  the  per- 
fons  that  have  laid  forth  more  money  in  buildings,  fencing,  and  improving  of 
the  ground,  than  all  Scotifh,  hugely  in  multitude  more  than  they. 

The  confequences  of  this,  under  favour,  I  conceive  will  be  two.  It  fhall 
difcouragc  the  Engl/jl}  thorow  the  whole  Kingdom,  and  the  Province  of  UlJler 
become  totally  pofleft  by  the  Scotch.  By  the  former  of  thefe  your  Majefty  will 
lofe  the  great  advantages  you  have  by  the  Englijh  in  fettling  the  Plantations 
now  on  foot,  who  are  the  fubjeds  only  that  will  doe  it  to  the  profit  of  the 
Crowne,  and  fafety  of  this  Kingdom.  By  the  latter  you  will  render  the  Scotijh 
much  harder  to  govern  in  Ulfier,  where,  I  aflure  your  Majefty,  they  are  but 
over-  unruly  already.    They  are  palling  fa6tious  and  malicious  againft  the  Clergy ; 

they 
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they  do  by  ftcalth  and  falfe  entries  extreamly  prejudice  the  Cuftomes,  and  fo 
outragioufly  treat  the  officers  iutrufted  with  thofc  affaires,  that  fcarce  are  we 
able  to  get  any  that  dare,  for  fear  of  their  lives,  fay  ;//  they  doe.  To  (peak 
the  truth,  many  of  that  nation  here  amongft  us,  being  fuch  as  are  not  only 
unacquamted,  unfatisfied  with  the  courfc  of  an  Eriglij}}  government,  but  very 
unwillingly  fubjeft  themfelves  to  our  Eng/iJh'LcLW'cs  and  Cuftomes,  be  they  Ec- 
clefiaftical  or  Civil,  and  by  this  means  may  grow  both  to  difquiet  Church  and 
Commonwealth,  if  not  wifely  forefeen  and  early  prevented. 

My  forefight  is  not  fo  darkc,  but  I  difcern  full  clearly  the  danger  of  this 
free  expreflion,  nor  could  any  other  force  or  art  gaine  it  forth  of  me,  fave  on- 
ly my  faith  to  your  Crownc,  and  the  infinite  reverence,  wherewith  I  confidcr 
your  Majefty's  excellent  wifdom,  your  juftice  and  conftancy  towards  me  your 
poor  fervant,  who  verily  l"hall  never  fo  meanly  degenerate,  as  to  \alue  or  ac- 
compt  of  any  thing  that  I  may  call  my  own,  where  your  interefts  arc  con- 
cerned. 

Yet  I  concci\'e,  there  may  be  great  ufe  made  of  this  offer,  if  it  fhall  feeni 
good  to  your  Majefty  to  dired:  it  that  way :  which  is  thus,  that  this  propofition, 
alhid agenSt  be  here  upon  the  place  made  known  to  thofe  that  sre  intcreflcd, 
and  how  much  it  will  concern  them  early  to  prevent  it,  and  lo  thorowly 
frighted,  (as  there  is  good  caufe,)  with  the  apprehenfion  to  be  turned  out  of 
all,  incline  them  to  motion  that  of  themfelves,  and  take  it  from  your  Majefty 
as  a  princely  grace  and  goodnefs,  which  otherwife  they  would  never  have  been 
brought  unto  without  mighty  complaints  and  clamours  againft  the  feverity 
of  it. 

As  for  185,  according  as  I  mentioned  in  mine  of  the  5th  of  Ociober-,  all 
the  patents  there  are  voidable;  and  here  inclofed  is  the  cafe,  whereon,  if  it  fo 
like  your  Majefty,  you  may  have  the  advice  of  the  learned  Council  on  that 
fide.  A  diredion  to  Mr.  Secretary  Cooke  will  procure  it ;  which  willfully  pre- 
pare your  Majefty  for  fuch  an  anfwer,  as  may  feeme  beft,  either  to  your  juftice 
or  goodnefs. 

'  Now  concerning  Patents  in  general  within  the  province  of  Connaght ;  the 
advice  humbly  tranfmitted  hence,  and  fmce  approved  there,  was  this,  that  all 
imperfed  grants  of  Abbey  lands,  which  came  to  the  Crowne  by  the  difl"olution 
of  thofe  houfes,  fhould  be  helped  upon  the  Commiflion  of  Defedive  Titles  j 
wherein  fteverthelefs  fuch  circumfpeftion  will  be  ufcd  in  compounding  them, 
as  your  Majefty,  God  willing,  fhall  not  lofe  any  confiderable  matter  for  all  that. 
But  as  fpr  other  Patents,  which  have  been  moft  upon  furrenders,  and  in  all  the 
reft,  the  title  of  the  Crowne  apparently  not  known  or  difcovered,  that  thofe 
ftiall  pafle  by  the  way  of  Plantation,  and  your  Majefty  have  out  of  them  pro- 
portionably,  as  of  other  the  natives  who  have  no  grants;  which  certainly  will 
be  of  great  advantage.  And  in  this  general  way  we  purpofe  amongft  the  reft 
to  proceed  with  185,  unlefs  otherwife  appointed  by  your  Majefty :  So  as  1  fhall 
crave  in  a  few  words  to  underftand  your  good  pleafure  herein,  and  in  all  thefc 
affaires.  As  I  humbly  leave  the  gracefuU  part  entire  to  your  Majefty ;  Ibc  fliall 
I  ftill  take  the  foure  part  to  my  felf,  and  yet  ftill,  in  truth,  your  (unrevealed) 
will  be  perfcftly  obeyed  both  the  one  way  and  the  other.

May  it  pleafe  your  facred  Majejly, 

TH  E  hft  fumnicr  I  writt  to  Mr.  Secretary  Coke,  that  your  Revenue  here 
was  then  adiially  incrcafcd  35000/,  and  now  I  tranfmit  over  unto  him, 
the  particulars  fiyncd  by  your  Committee  of  Revenue  here;  whereon  it  appears 
indeed  to  be  no  lefs  than  45000/,  and  fomc  odd  hundreds  of  pounds.  Soe  your 
Majefty  fees  I  do  not  vainly  magnify  the  work  above  what  really  it  is. 

To  procure  this  clear  tedimony  for  the  truth  of  that  1  then  writt,  was  not 
poflible  to  be  done  iboncr,  in  regard  the  year's  accompt,  out  of  which  only  it 
could  be  afcertained,  is  never  entered  into  till  the  20th  of  March,  nor  clofcd 
till  this  term;  foe  as  the  fpace  intervening  betwixt  the  promile  and  perform- 
ance Ihall  not  (I  trufl)  be  imputed  unto  me  for  a  negligence,  fmce  it  was  not 
in  me  to  fpeede  fooner. 

If  your  Majedy  be  pleafed  to  looke  over  the  paper  I  left  with  you  at  Ruf- 
ford,  and  compare  that  with  the  particular  increafcs  now  certified,  it  will  ap- 
pear what  is  done,  and  how  much  of  that  propolition  remains  as  yet  unefFeded. 
For  foe  far  as  we  have  gone,  your  Majefty  will  find  for  the  mofl-  part  more 
fettled  than  propofcd.  If  in  fome  particular  it  fall  considerably  fhort,  as  in  the 
licenfe  for  yarn,  there  cftimated  at  1400/,  here  rais'd  only  to  400/,  the  reafon 
is,  becaufe  they  are  not  yet  fct  upon  the  right  foot;  but  1  truft,  the  end  of  the 
next  year  will  ILew  me  more  circumfpeft  than  to  miflc  foe  far  of  my  aim  in 
any  thing  1  adventure  to  inform  your  Majefty  of,  whofe  princely  trufts  and 
private  care  to  abufe  in  any  kind,  I  lliould  judge  in  myfclf  the  meaneft,  the 
fouleft,  as  it  hath  relation  to  your  facred  Perfon,  and  the  higheft  and  moft 
grievous  crime  I  could  be  brought  to  anfwer  for.  And  furely,  Sir,  it  may  be 
modeftly  obfcrvcd,  we  have  not  been  idle,  that  in  foe  fliort  a  time,  upon  juft 
and  honourable  grounds,  without  ftraining  any  one  ftring  of  your  power,  forth 
of  a  revenue  fo  conditioned  at  our  coming  hither,  as  the  Lords  JuftiCes  and  this 
whole  Council  then  declared  it  was  not  poffiblc  by  any  means  to  be  improved, 
foe  fmall  in  itfelf,  being  only  43000/,  have  neverthelefs  advanced  the  now 
payments  to  88000/,  which  is  more  than  double  to  what  it  was  before. 

Yet  we  fliall  not  lazily  dwell  upon  this  confideration,  but  chearfully  prefs 
on  to  what  remaines :  and  to  that  purpofe  I  will,  as  foon  as  may  be,  prefent 
your  Majefty  with  a  new  paper,  where  I  fhall  fhew  in  what  particulars  (I  con- 
ceive) this  Revenue  within  a  few  years  is  to  be  bettered  40000 /.  more,  honour 
and  juftice  here,  as  there,  firft  complied  with  in  all  points. 

Your  Majefty's  title  to  the  territory  of  the  Byrnes  is  found,  your  1 5000/.  paid, 
and  by  this  time  twelve-month  that  bufinefs,  by  God's  grace,  will  be  fettled,  as 
I  formerly  propofed.  This  and  8000/.  more  beftowed  for  my  Lady  of  Carlijlet 
in  fhew  all  for  my  fclf,  will,  with  the  help  of  the  noble  friends  I  have  near 
your  Majefty,  reporte  me  for  a  mighty  good  man,  I  warrant,  that  is,  in  the 
phrafe  of  the  City,  for  a  mighty  rich  man.  But  in  good  faith  I  cannot  choofe 
but  fmile,  as  oft  as  I  think  how  much  they  may  be  out  of  countenance  when 
they  fhall  be  fhewen  their  miftake. 

The  Plantations  prove  a  moft  laborious  work ;  I  could  not  imagine  their 
march  had  been  foe  heavy.  The  beft  is,  I  truft  they  will  recompence  their 
flownefs  with  their  weight :  nor  fhall  I  give  over  pulling  at  that  oar,  or  fuffer 
any  other  to  reft,  till  God  willing  we  gaine  the  port. 

There  is  a  Proclamation  lately  iflued  concerning  the  landing  of  all  tobacco 
at  London.  That  would  abfolutely  overthrow  the  new  contradt  here,  and 
confequently  lofe  your  Majefty  in  prefent  7000/,  futurely  13000/.  a  year:  foe 
as  I  conceive  it  was  not  intended  to  reftrain  thefe  Patentees  to  bring  in  tobac- 

G  coes 
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coes  for  the  ufe  of  this  Kingdom  only ;  and  to  enlarge  it  further  is  no  part  of 
their  dcfires.  We  write  now  fully  to  Mr.  Secretary  Coke,  to  the  intent  there 
may  be  that  perfect  intelligence  amongft  us,  as  the  good  of  your  fervice  both 
.  there  and  here  may  go  on  hand  in  hand,  without  prejudice  to  either ;  which 
will  be  eafily  effeded,  if  it  pleafe  your  Majefty  but  to  call  your  eye  a  little 
amongft  and  over  us 

Now  before  I  leave  this  fubjcft,  I  befeech  your  Majefty  not  to  engage  your 
felf  over  far  to  thofc  farmers  of  your  Cuftpmes  for  the  fole  buying  and  felling 
of  the  tobaccocs  there,  but  keep  it  ftill  in  your  power  to  relume  at  pleafure, 
abating  them  foe  much  rent  as  they  advance  for  that  privilege.  Ee  pleafed 
but  to  confldcr,  if  in  this  poor  Kingdom  we  be  able  to  raife  you  1 3000/,  what 
is  to  be  done  in  England;  undoubtedly  by  the  rule  of  proportion  ten  times  as 
much :  and  I  then  conceive  your  Majefty  will  acknowledge  your  advantage 
were  great  by  thus  ftill  keeping  your  hand  upon  this  commodity. 

And  admit  me  humbly  to  ofter  further  hereupon  to  your  wifdom  how  fit 
and  of  great  confequence  I  conceive  it  were  for  your  Majefty  to  buy  out  for 
your  felf  my  Lord  of  Carlijle's  intereft  in  thofe  iflands,  as  not  fit  indeed  to  reft: 
in  the  hands  of  any  fubje£t.  If  my  forefight  faile  me  not  extreamly,  there 
are  not  many  things  whereon  foe  much  depends,  as  may  in  time  be  made  ap- 
pear, and  wondrous  worthy  your  Majefty's  knowledge  and  wifdom  to  operate 
upon.  Let  me  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  not  to  fuffer  it  to  fall  out  of 
your  memory ;  for  I  am  moft  confident  it  concerns  your  Crowne  moft  migh- 
tily. If  I  find  my  felf  in  an  errour  herein,  I  fhall  acknowledge  it ;  if  I  grow 
more  aflured  in  the  difcovery  which  now  I  have  in  hand,  your  Majefty  ihall 
infallibly  hear  from  me,  as  foon  as  poiTibly  I  can  be  ready.

May  it  pleafe  your  facred  Majefty, 

UPON  the  return  of  Sir  George  Radclijfe  now  hourly  expefted,  I  waite 
your  Majefty's  commands  in  thofe  particulars,  wherein  you  were  graci- 
ouily  pleafed  to  exprefle  your  felf  unto  him,  and  fhall  in  all  conforme  my  felf 
with  a  perfeft  obedience  to  your  Majefty's  good  will  and  pleafure. 

In  the  late  difference  betwixt  the  Earl  of  Antrim  and  the  Lord  Prefident 
of  Mtinjier,  your  Majefty's  diredions  are  fulfilled.  It  was  a  caufe  wherein  I 
had  no  intereft  or  afFedlion,  laving  to  the  honour  of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham 
with  God,  and  the  good  of  the  young  Duke  now  living ;  which  moves  me 
humbly  to  affirm  ftill  (without  prejudice  to  any  other  man's  opinion)  that  it  is 
moft  certain  all  that  I  writt  in  that  bufinefs  is  the  very  truth,  and  that  this  Duke 
at  full  age  will  be  liable  to  a  fute  for  the  breach  of  his  father's  covenant  with 
the  Prefident,  which  I  am  verily  perfwaded  will  firft  or  laft  coft  him  fome  thou- 
fands  of  pounds. 

We  have  ufcd  all  diligence,  and  fent  down  our  warrants  for  the  arrears  of 
Londonderry.  So  foon  as  brought  in,  they  Ihall  be  tranfmitted  either  in  fpecie 
or  by  letters  of  exchange.  Howbeit,  Sir,  I  obferve  already  a  very  great  fear- 
city  of  coin  in  this  Kingdom,  and  if  that  expedient,  formerly  aflcnted  to  by 
your  Majefty,  be  not  complied  with,  to  wit,  that  fuch  moneys  as  iffue  hence 
for  the  fupport  of  that  Crowne,  fhould  pafs  by  affignment  to  the  parties  that 
are  to  receive  them  on  this  fide,  believe  me,  it  will  infenfibly  impoverilh  the 
fubjed,  and  not  only  hinder  the  further  growth,  but  much  diftemper  and  cafl 
back  the  whole  trade  of  the  Kingdom.  All 
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All  the  Miniftcrs  on  this  fide  arc  much  comforted  thorow  ybul:  Majcfty's 
late  dircdions  in  that  caufc  of  the  Lord  Chancellour's.  And  in  (pccial,  I  crave 
leave  to  return  my  boundcn  thanks,  whole  prejudice  I  acknowledge  the  prin- 
cipal aim  of  his  Lordlliip  here,  and  of  his  friends  and  patrons  there ;  and  lb 
far  may  am  1  able  to  deny  my  Iclf,  as  to  defirc  they  might  have  their  will,  in 
cafe  the  calling  mc  down  might  be  the  rile  of  your  Majclly's  power  or  af- 
faires: but  whilft  I  conceive  my  fclf  as  capable  in  this  place  to  fcrvc  to  the 
advantage  and  honour  of  the  Crowne,  as  Ibme  others,  1  truft,  it  ihall  be  in- 
terpreted a  fair  intention  and  endeavour  in  me  to  prcfcrve  both  as  well  as  I 
can. 

His  Lordlhip  reds  mod  confident,  by  the  power  of  his  friends  on  that  fide, 
to  bring  all  about  again,  in  the  ftrength  of  that  expectance  carries  himlelf  with 
his  accurtonicd  height  and  negleft  towards  this  State,  ftill  difdains  to  petition 
us  for  any  thing,  and  feeks  by  the  way  thorow  perfonal  charges,  incivilities 
and  injuries,  to  bring  it  to  a  private  bufincfs  his  Lordlhip  and  my  felf,  that 
am  not  indeed  to  be  provoked  to  vouchfafe  him  a  controverfy  of  that  kind. 

The  particulars  will  appear  in  our  joint  difpatch  to  Mr..  Secretary  Coke,  and 
I  fhould  be  infinitely  bound  if  your  Majefty  might  be  pleafed  to  dired  me  how 
to  behave  my  felf  in  this  conteft,  that  foe,  however  I  fare,  your  Majeftie's 
greatnels  and  authority  might  be  fatisficd.  For,  methinks  Sir,  your  Deputy 
iTiould  not  at  this  board  be  by  any  fubjeft  thus  flighted,  controulled  at  every 
word  j  and  I  confefs,  it  feems  unto  me  very  hard,  to  be  before  my  face,  as  be- 
hind my  back,  ftill  calumniated  gratis,  without  any  corredion  or  rellraint  at 
all  fet  upon  the  liberty  his  Lordlhip  takes  to  fpeak  rude  and  falfe  things. 

Moft  certain  I  am  (let  me  forfeit  my  opinion  and  credit  with  your  Majefty, 
if  it  prove  otherwife)  our  proceedings  are  moft  juft  and  honourable ;  and  that 
we  covet  nothing  more  than  to  bring  it  fpeedily  to  judgment  before  your  Ma- 
jefty ;  whereas  his  Lordfhip's  purpofe  can  be  no  other  than  to  hold  all  m  a 
languifhing  profecution,  and  foe  finally  to  lurche  from  the  parties  concerned 
the  benefit  of  our  juft  decree.  But  your  Majefty  knows  how  to  meafure  out 
for  me  better  than  I  my  felf:  I  therefore  humbly  waite  upon  the  hand  of  my 
gracious  Mafter,  for  fuch  a  portion  as  he  fhall  judge  meet  for  mc,  and  with 
that  expedance  am  perfedly  able  to  quiet  every  thought  which  Ihall  offer  it 
felf  to  my  trouble.

May  it  pleafe  your  facred  Majefty y 

TH  E  letters  which  lately  paft  betwixt  the  Lord  of  Lome  and  my  felfe,  I 
was  bolde  to  imparte  in  my  laft  difpatches.  Since  I  underftand  his  Lord- 
fhip  is  come  downe  into  Argile,  and  fortifies  upon  thofe  ifles,  which  are  with- 
in three  hours  faile  from  the  north  of  this  Kingdome.  There  are,  as  is  re- 
ported, brought  thither  fixteen  peeces  of  ordinance  well  provided,  and  mounted 
in  places  of  beft  advantage  for  the  defence  of  his  country,  and  the  people 
taught  the  ufe  of  their  weapons.  Befides,  his  Lordfhip  caufeth  to  be  made  a 
great  many  of  flat-bottom  boats. 

What  his  Lordfhip's  motives  or  purpofes  may  be  herein,  your  Majeftie  will 
be  beft  able  to  judge ;  but  the  reafon  which  pafleth  over  and  is  given  to  us 
on  this  fide  is,  that  fome  of  the  Glandonnels  had  a  defign  upon  his  country, 
intended  to  bring  in  upon  him  Tyrone,  with  his  regiment  of  Iriflo  in  Flan- 
dors -,  that  the  Earl  oi  Antrim  declares  himfelf  to  be  their  patron  5  that  they  re* 
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ported,  your  MajcRic  had  given  the  Earl  your  title ;  that  the  Earl  came  to 
take  it  by  ftrong  hand ;  to  which  purpolc,  three  of  your  Majcflie's  fliippes  full 
of  amies  were  appointed  to  bring  and  furnilh  him  amies  for  the  attempt. 

Which  compared  with  what  your  MajciKe  imparted  to  'i'vc  George  Raddijfs 
concerning  that  bufinefs,  gives  me  much  doubt,  the  Earle  hath  not  ufed  that 
caution  and  forefight,  wliich  a  pUrpofe  of  that  nature  requires :  and  under  cor- 
feftion,  fome  fear  1  have  the  adion  it  fclf  is  above  his  ability  or  experience 
to  dired  in  any  folid  or  right  way. 

hi  the  mean  time  thefe  preparations  foe  near  upon  us,  give  us  great  appre- 
henfions  to  the  well  aflfecled  in  tliofe  parts,  as  if  the  Lord  of  Lome  would 
prevent  the  Earle  by  falling  upon  him  firft,  and  moves  all  the  zealous  party  of 
that  Nation,  partly  to  hearken  after  and  difcourfe  it,  with  great  valewation  of 
that  Lord's  abilities  and  power. 

In  my  owne  judgment  I  doe  not  believe  his  Lordfliip  will  feck  farther  than 
his  owne  defence ;  but  in  cafe  he  Ihould,  am  very  confident  by  ibe  ralh  an 
attempt,  he  will  not  be  able  to  doe  any  body  hurt  on  this  ftdc,  but  hinifelf. 
However  I  will  keep  my  eyes  and  ears  open,  and  hold  it  fit  humbly  to  adver- 
tife  your  Majeftie  thereof  with  the  firft,  in  cafe  it  might  feem  good  to  your 
Majeftic's  wifdome  to  give  me  any  farther  or  other  order  therein. 

I  have  wrict  to  my  Lord  Convay  and  Sir  Jacob  A^jley  how  your  Majeftie 
hath  been  pleafed  to  beftowe  on  each  of  them  a  horfe  troope  of  carabines,  to 
confifte  of  Captaine,  Lieutenant,  Cornett,  and  threefcorc  and  foure  horfemen; 
unto  Colonell  Stewart^  that  on  him  your  Majeftie  hath  placed  my  Lord  Cow 
va/s  foote  company,  and  that  therefore  they  ihould  in  the  firft  place  attend  to 
give  your  Majeflie  the  fole  and  immediate  thanks,  to  whome  they  are  onely 
due ;  and  in  the  fccond,  fpeedily  difpofe  themfelves  to  the  place  of  command, 
and  the  rayfing  of  their  troopes  for  your  Majeftie's  Service. 

The  like  fhall  be  fignified  to  my  Lord  of  Ormond,  who  (I  truft)  will  by  his 
chearfull  and  right  affediou  to  your  Majeftie's  fervice,  approve  the  opinion  I 
have  of  him. 

Ten  thoufande  poundes  are  by  bills  of  exchange  fent  before  into  Holland^ 
and  experienced  perfons  to  follow  fhortly  after  to  provide  leven  thoufand  arms 
for  foote,  and  foure  hundred  for  horfe;  and  in  a  wourd  all  I  have  in  charge 
concerning  the  army,  fhall  be  by  God's  blefling  accomplifhed  by  Eajior  next  j 
which  certainly  will  fett  your  affairs  here  foe  on  the  advantage  grounde,  as 
your  Majeftie  may  reft  confident,  to  be  as  univerfally  and  gladly  obeyed  in  this 
Kingdome,  as  in  any  other  part  of  your  dominions;  and  that  in  human  rea- 
fon,  there  can  arife  little  amongft  us  to  the  difturbance  of  the  publick  peace, 
to  difaffed  the  people,  or  fhake  the  comfort  and  aflurancc  they  poflcfs  under 
your  pious  and  juft  governement.

May  it  pleafe  your  facred  Majeftie, 

MY  indifpofition  hath  foe  hindered  this  difpatch,  as  before  I  had  freed  my 
hands  of  it,  I  am  overtaken  with  your  Ma)cftie's  of  the  21ft  of  the  laft: 
and  furely  I  fhall  recover  the  fafter  by  it,  nothing  being  of  more  comfort  to 
me  than  when  I  find  your  Majeftie,  out  of  your  princely  goodnefs,  not  only 
pafling  by  my  infirmities,  but  even  gratioufly  accepting  my  poor  and  weak  in- 
deavours  in  your  fervice. 

That 
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That  which  I  humbly  moved  conccrnuig  pay  was  not  catelcfsly,  or  lalhly 
to  advilc  the  incrcafc  of  your  Majcftic's  charge ;  but  taking  it  for  granted,  the 
pay  on  that  iidc  had,  as  formerly,  been  eight-pence  a  day,  I  humbly  defired 
thofe  we  fend,  might  be  equal  to  others,  which,  this  way  your  Majeftic  men- 
tions, I  conceive  they  will  be,  and  foe  my  willies  in  their  behalfe  fully  fatis- 
ficd.  As  for  the  officers,  to  give  them  the  more  content  and  courage  in  the 
fervicc,  if  ibe  pleafc  your  Majeftie,  I  fliall  beflow  upon  each  of  them  a  con- 
cordatiim-,  more  and  lels  according  to  their  feverall  qualities ;  and  humbly  of- 
fer whether,  as  a  bounty  to  the  common  fouldiers,  your  Majefly  might  not 
likewilc  be  pleafed  to  give  ten,  or  twenty  fhillings  a  man  upon  their  landing. 
If  your  Majefty  appoint  it  'ioz^  1  fliall  be  fure  to  derive  the  thanks  intirely  up- 
on your  Majelly.  The  bowl  that  foyles  fairc  is  more  probable  to  run  with 
comeiinefs  and  certainty  to  the  mark  it  is  fent:  and  I  dcfu'c  thefc  firfl:  begin- 
nings lliould  appear  as  gracefull  and  aufpicious,  the  judgements  of  men  fatis- 
fied  in  the  manner  of  the  conducl,  and  the  afFeftions  of  thofe  imployed  in- 
clined and  ftirred  to  your  facred  Pcrfon,  and  the  caufe,  as  much  as  might  be. 

The  foote  companies  fhall  be  prefently  reinforced  again ;  and  I  doe  moll 
humbly  congratulate  your  princclye  and  prudent  regard  to  the  quiet  and  fecu- 
rity  of  this  State,  which  1  am  very  confident,  happen  what  may  in  Scotland^ 
will  not  in  it  felfe  be  at  peace  only,  but  in  fome  meafure  afllftant  to  your  Ma- 
jeftie's  affairs  on  that  fide. 

Sir  Francis  JVilloughby  fhall  know  your  gracious  good  opinion  of  him  j 
howbeit  not  underfxand  whither  the  imployment  leads  him,  till  the  day  be- 
fore he  goe  on  Clipboard,  and  then  under  an  o.nthc  of  fecrecy.  To  wliomc 
and  whither,  I  befcech  you,  fliall  he  advertife  his  landing,  the  intelligence 
wherof  lliould  be  Ipeedily  given. 

The  inftruftions  I  purpofe  for  them  (till  upon  the  place  they  receive  your 
Majeftie's  futther  order)  and  as  much  as  fliall  concerne  this  fervice  hereafter, 
I  will  write  to  Sir  'Jacob  A^ley-,  avoiding  thereby  your  perfonall  trouble, 
as  much  as  may  be ;  but  in  cale  he  be  not  at  Court,  my  agent  is  appointed 
to  attend  your  Majeftie's  direftions  with  thofe  letters,  if  foe  feeni  good 
to  3-our  Majeftie.  The  troope  intended  for  Sir  Jacob  A^ley  I  will  make 
offer  of  unto  Sir  Thomas  Lucas,  and  foe  gaine  that  Gentleman  to  your  fer- 
vice ;  but  in  cafe  he  will  not  leave  his  imployment  there,  it  fhall  be  placed 
with  my  Lord  Cromwell.  His  country  of  Lecale  is  clofe  upon  the  Scotifl)  Plan- 
tations, and  will  thet  lie  with  exceeding  good  advantage  to  anfwerthe  fervicc: 
and  by  this  means  thefe  people  will  be  foe  furrounded  with  horfe  on  every 
Ude,  as  they  will  not  dare  to  ftirr;  howbeit  I  affure  your  Majeftie  their  affec- 
tions are  juft  the  fame  with  thofe  on  the  other  fide.  Nor  dare  I  accompt  other' 
of  my  Lord  Clanneboy,  howbeit  othervv  ife  a  very  noble  and  well  affected  Gen- 
tleman. As  for  my  Lord  Montgommery ,  I  might  hope  pcrfonally  very  well 
of  him,  were  it  not  that  his  Lady  and  other  his  friends  are  extrcame  pafTion- 
ately  fet  the  Scotche  way  of  Divine  Worfliipp. 

The  imployment  of  my  Lord  Clifford  in  thofe  northern  parts  will  (I  am 
perfwaded)  be  liking  to  your  Majeftie:  yet  under  favour  there  will  be  worke 
lufficient  for  him  within  his  own  Lieutenancy,  foe  as  to  joyne  his  Lordftiip 
in  commiftion  with  the  Vice-Prefident  for  Torkjhire,  I  confeffe  I  fliould  not 
ad  v  ife. 

In  my  own  perfonall  affedions,  I  fet  a  mighty  difference  betwixt  them ; 
but  where  it  concerns  the  fervice  of  the  Crown,  thofe  all  die  with  me,  and 
my  faith  and  judgment  fpeake  then  free  and  clear. 

Sir,  I  affume  under  favour  to  underftand  thofe  parts  within  the  jurifdidion 
of  Tork,  as  well  as  another  man  ;  and  if  there  be  in  that  whole  trad  any  of 
better  affections,  better  abilities,  ■  greater  induftry,  greater  courage,  than  the 
Vice-Prcfident,  I  am  very  much  miftaken.     Befides  his  ambition  and  heart  are 

H  fett 
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fett.to  fervc  your  honour  and  grcattncs  in  thofe  aftairs  cntrufted  with  him, 
and  "hath  hitherto  fingularly  well  difchargcd  himfelf  therein.  I  am  fearfull 
alfo  left  fuch  a  conjundion  might  difcouragc  him;  and  together  with  the  iad 
accident  of  his  cldeft  fon,  incline  him  to  a  retirement ;  and  therefore  were 
your  Majeftie  pleafcd  to  lay  that  charge  fingly  upon  himlclfe,  with  the  title  of 
Deputy  Liutenant  and  Colonell  Generall  of  Torkfhire,  under  the  diredions  and 
command  of  the  Gcneralifllmo  of  your  forces,  and  ftrcngthen  him  with  your 
Majeftie's  countenance  and  gracioufe  incouragement  in  his  imployment,  I  am 
fully  perfwaded  he  would  performcand  execute  very  advifedly,  and  nobly  with 
great  judgment,  adion,  and  courage  :  and,  if  it  proved  otherwife,  I  durft  ad- 
venture to  anfwer  for  the  infirmity  of  the  counlell.  Indeed,  Sir,  I  have  no 
end  in  all,  or  any  of  this,  but  your  fervice;  and  fo  in  all  humility  I  remitt 
it  intircly  to  your  wifdomc.  For  the  powder  bufinefs,  an  humble  propofition. 
therein  Ihould  have  been  tranfmittcd  before  this,  had  not  my  want  of  health 
delayed  it.  I  humbly  befeeche  your  Majeftie  to  look  upon  it,  when  it  comes 
at  after  command,  what  feems  beft  to  your  wifdome,  and  it  fhall  in  all  ref- 
pedts  be  perfedly  obeyed. 

The  five  hundred  men  will  be  here  the  twelfth,  and  by  God's  blelling,  be 
ready,  with  all  that  belongs  to  them,  to  fhip  by  the  laft  of  this  month.  Every 
fair  day  the  whilft,  I  will  give  order  they  (hall  be  drawen  forth  and  exercifed 
by  their  Captains  and  Officers,  and  be  amongft  them  my  felf,  if  cither  able  to 
goe  or  ride.  I  write  in  much  pain,  and  in  a  very  untowarde  porture ;  be 
your  Majeftie  therefore  pleafed  to  pardon  the  diforder  of  the  difcourfe,  and  the 
badncfs  of  the  charader.

N°.  XII.     Lord  Deputy  Wentworth  to  the  King. 

May  it  pie afe  your  facred  Majejlyy 

THE  five  hundred  men  to  be  imployed  on  this  prefent  fervice,  have  been  in 
town  thefe  eight  days,  and  are  on  an  hour's  warning  ready  to  receive 
your  commands,  and  to  put  themfelves  on  the  way  to  fulfill  the  fame. 

I  have  caufed  myfelf  divers  times  to  be  carried  to  the  field  to  fee  their  ex- 
ercife ;  and  I  truft,  they  will  be  found  fuch  as  formerly  I  mentioned  to  your 
Majefty.  They  are  all  new  cloathed,  their  ammunition  for  a  tv^^clvemonth  is 
ready ;  foe  is  money  for  their  pay  till  Eafter,  and  fhall  be  ftill  quarterly  fup- 
plied  and  advanced  aforehand  unto  their  Colonel. 

There  were  amongft  them  fome  fifty  Scotchmen :  thefe  I  have  fent  back  to 
their  garrifons,  and  prefled  new  men  in  their  ftead,  who  with  a  month's  exercife, 
(which  the  officers  promife  me  fhall  be  attended,)  will  be  as  pcrfed  as  the  reft. 
This  I  did  to  free  the  town  from  the  danger  of  intelligence,  which  by  fomc 
of  thefe  their  countrymen  perchance  might  otherwayes  have  been  given  to  the 
adverfe  party. 

The  laft  letter  I  received  from  the  Earl  of  Argile^  and  tranfmittcd  to  my 
Lord  oi  Canterbury-,  moved  me  to  wonder  he  fhould  cxprcflc  himfelf  fo  farj 
but  now  his  Lordflnip  hath  cleared  the  doubt,  being  (as  they  fay,)  declared  a 
Covenanter:  which  (I  afliire  you  Sir)  if  true,  is  a  very  ill  fign,  and  ffiews  their 
minds  incline  not  to  peace,  or  any  thing  like  it. 

Under  favour,  it  were  not  (I  conceive,)  amifl'e  your  Majefty  commanded  the 
Earls  of  Argikt  Rothes,  Montrojfe,  CaJJlls,  and  fome  half  a  dozen  more  of  the 
prime  leaders,  upon  their  allegiance  to  attend  your  Majefty  at  Court  :  not  that 
I  think  they  will  appear,  but  that  thereby  your  Majefty  may  have  fomerhing  of 

particular 
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particular  to  charge  them  with  hereafter,  and  cxcmplarily  to  pnnifh  them  for  5 
albeit,  to  fettle  the  publick  peace,  you  fliould  be  gracioully  inclined  to  pardon 
the  general  tranlgrellions  of  that  Nation,  which  I  pray  very  heartily  they  may 
give  your  Majcfty  caufe  to  doe. 

I  aflure  my  felf  your  Majcfty  will  prefently  fccure  Bet-ji'ick  and  Carlijle  by 
great  and  ftrong  garrifons,  and  good  flore  of  ordinance.  If  1  might  hear  once 
this  were  thorowly  efFeded,  for  my  own  part  Hhould  truft,  the  workc  of  rcduce- 
ing  them  to  reafon  were,  by  that  adl  alone,  very  much  advanced.  Seven  thou- 
fand  foote  and  500  horfe  well  commanded  would  doe  it  compleatly. 

This  packet  brings  Mr.  Sccrctzxy  JVindebank  my  anfwer  to  what  you  vouch- 
iafed  to  impart  unto  me  by  his  pen  concerning  the  Lieutenancy  of  Tork  and 
the  Mannour  houfe  there.  I  befeech  your  Majcfty  to  caft  your  eye  upon  it,  and 
gracioully  be  pleafed  to  proted:  me  from  the  flights  of  my  LordMarlhall  5  the 
rather,  in  regard  (1  am  confident)  your  Majefty's  fcrvice  Ihall  not  fufter  by  it. 

His  Lordfliip's  indignation  lies  ftill  clofe  unto  me,  for  no  other  reafon,  upon 
no  other  provocation,  but  becaufe  I  ferved  the  Crowne  and  my  Matter's  com- 
mands, before  his  private  interefts  and  appetites,  as  I  both  ought  and  fliall  doc 
all  the  dayes  of  my  life,  follow  upon  it  to  me  hereafter  what  fnall  plcafe  God 
and  your  Majefty.

furer  of  Ireland. 

Mr.  Vice-Treafurery 

SINCE  I  left  Ireland  I  have  paft  thorow  all  forts  of  afflidions ;  yet  t  praife 
God,  I  am  not  difmaied  withall ;  but  truft  that  God  of  his  infinite  good- 
nefs,  by  which  I  have  been  preferved  till  this  time,  will  fend  me  a  deliverance 
forth  of  thefe  bonds,  as  I  am  in  them  uncxpeded. 

But  indeed  the  loffe  of  my  excellent  friend  the  Lord  Deputy  more  afflids 
me  than  all  the  reft,  by  how  much  I  have  in  my  own  efteeme  far  more  to  lofe 
in  my  friend  than  my  felfe. 
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There  are  due  unto  you  from  me  a  number  of  thanks  for  your  difcreet  coiv 
ccahng  from  pcrfons  very  ill  affcded  to  me,  how  the  accompt  flood  betwixt 
you  and  me :  which  I  defire  you  to  doe  ftiU,  with  this  alllu-aucc,  that  it  fhall 
never  doc  you  hurt  in  any  kinde,  and  that  my  misfortune  fhall  never  render  me 
fo  low,  but  that  my  integrity  may  continue  me  the  good  thoughts  and  willies 
of  my  friends.  It  is  true  that  fome  meane  mindcs  may  perchance  think  this 
my  night,  but  indeed  I  am,  and  have  my  lelfe,  in  a  better  opinion,  never  hav- 
ing done  any  thing  I  neede  to  be  alhamcd  of;  and  am  able  in  much  tranquil- 
lity of  mindc  to  lookc  thorow  this  foule  weather.  To  fufFer,  foe  it  be  not 
for  our  ill  doeing,  is  the  condition  of  our  frail  humanity,  and  to  a  conftant 
mind  it  mult  not  fure  be  very  hard  to  undergo  it. 

I  fhall  be  very  glad  to  hear  from  you  Ibmetimes  how  affaires  goe,  and  you 
fhall  be  very  fafe  with  me  :  only  fend  not  your  letters  by  the  ordinary,  for 
they  muft  pafs  thorow  hands  neither  fafe  for  you  nor  me  ;  but  in  Mr.  Se- 
cretary Man'-jvaring's  packet,  with  whom  all  the  Irijh  affaires  are  now  fettled, 
you  may  fafely  truft  them. 

Your  friend  Ranelagh  is  not  content  to  praftife,  in  a  flrange  and  unworthy 
way,  the  death  of  Radclijfe  and  me,  but  labours  the  mine  of  my  Lord  Chan- 
cellour  and  Lowther.,  men  more  virtuous  and  wife  than  himfelfe  :  but  indeed 
I  truft  he  fhall  not  be  able  to  hurt  any  of  us.  Blelfe  your  felfc  from  him,  for 
I  take  him  to  be  very  bad.  God  forgive  him  and  take  us  into  his  blcffed  pro- 
tedion.

My  noble  Lord, 

AS  unto  the  motion  your  Lordfliip  makes  for  Serjeant Ettjlace,  there  Ihould 
be  nothing  wanting  I  might  ferve  him  by,  as  well  in  refped  to  himfelf, 
as  to  your  Lordfhip's  recommendation,  which  laft  muft  have  as  great  an  cfteeme 
and  duty  paid  unto  it  from  me,  as  that  of  any  other  fubje£l:  but  indeed  my 
Lord  the  place  was  otherwayes  difpofed  before  I  received  your  letter.  Never- 
thelefs,  my  Lord,  I  befeech  you  let  Mr.  Serjeant  know,  that  he  hath  no  friend 
more  ready  to  ferve  him  on  all  occafions.

Right  Honorable, 

UPON  Friday  laft,  two  of  the  natives  of  this  County,  men  of  good  cre- 
dit, came  to  my  houfc,  and  informed  me,  that  Hugh  Boj,  Mr.  Tirlagh, 
Mr.  Henry  O  Neal  a  Captain  which  came  from  Flanders  about  May  laft,  hath 
fince  that  time,  had  the  chicfcft  part  of  his  refidence  in  Tyrone,  at  or  near  Sir 
^helirn  Roe  O  Neal's  houfc,  to  which  place,  it  hath  been  obfcrved,  there  hath 
been  more  then  an  ordinary  or  former  ufual  refort  of  people;  fo  frequent, 
that  it  hath  bred  fome  fufpition  of  evil  intendments  in  the  minds  of  fundry 
men  of  honeft  inclinations :  and  thefc  Gentlemen,  my  authors  do  fay,  that 
they  do  hold  no  good  opinion  of  it,  rather  conftruing  an  evil  intention  to  be 
the  caufe  thereof,  for  my  own  part,  I  cannot  tell  what  to  make,  or  think 
of  it. 

The  Lord  Maguire  in  all  that  time,  as  they  inform  me  alfo,  hath  been  noted 
to  have  very  many  private  journeys  to  'Dublin,  to  the  Tale,  into  Tyrone,  to 
Sir  Thelim  O  Neal's,  and  many  other  places  this  year ;  which  likewife  gives 
diverfe  of  the  contry  caufe  to  doubt,  that  fomething  is  in  agitation  tending 
to  no  good  ends. 

Upon  Saturday  lad,  one  of  the  fame  Gentlemen  came  again  to  me,  and 
told  me,  that  as  he  was  going  home  the  day  before,  he  fent  his  footman 
a  nearer  way  then  the  horfc  way,  who  met  with  one  of  the  Lord  Inskillin's 
footmen,  and  demanded  of  him  from  whence  he  came  ?  Who  made  anfwer, 
That  he  came  from  home  that  morning;  and  the  other  replying,  faid,  You 
have  made  good  haft  to  be  here  fo  foon :  to  which  he  anfwcred ,  That 
his  Lord  came  home  late  laft  night,  and  writ  letters  all  that  night,  and  left 
not  a  m.an  in  or  about  his  houfc,  but  he  hath  difpatched  in  feveral  ways ;  and 
he  hath  fent  me  this  way  to  Tirlagh  Oge,  Mac  Hugh,  and  others  alfo  with 
letters,  charging  them  to  be  with  his  Lordlhip  this  night  at  his  houfe. 

Of  which  pafTage  I  would  have  given  your  honors  fooner  notice,  but  that 
I  deemed  it  fit  to  be  filent,  in  expeftation  that  a  little  time  would  produce 
fome  better  ground  to  afford  me  more  matter  to  acquaint  your  Honors 
withal. 

VVherupon  this  day  I  underftood  by  one  Hugh  Mac-Guire,  that  the  faid 
Tirlagh  Oge,  Mac- Hugh,  Con-Connaght,  Mac- Shane,  Mac  Enabb,MacGuire 
and  Oghie  O  Hofey  reported  themfelves  to  have  been  appointed  Captains  by 
his  Lordfhip  to  raife  men,  and  that  he  had  the  nomination  of  feven  other  Cap- 
tains to  do  the  like,  for  to  ferve  under  the  King  oi  Spain  in  Portugal;  and 
that  one  of  the  faid  Captains,  namely  the  faid  Con-Connaght,  entertained  twelve 
men.  What  Authority  or  CommilTion  there  is  for  this,  is  not  here  known, 
•but  it  makes  fome  of  us,  that  are  of  the  Britifh,  to  ftand  in  many  doubts  and 
opinions  concerning  the  fame  ;  and  the  rather,  for  that  thofe  three  men  fo 
named  to  be  Captains,  are  broken  men  in  their  eftates  and  fortunes,  two  of 
them  being  his  Lordlliip's  near  kinfmen;  and  that  if  any  evil  be  intended, 
they  are  conceived  to  be  as  apt  men  to  imbrace  and  help  therein,  as  any  of 
their  degrees  in  this  Country. 

Thefe  matters  fecm  the  more  ftrange  unto  me,  for  that  they  are  fo  privately  . 
carried,   and  that  upon  Friday  laft,  1  heard  Sir  Frederick  Hamilton  lay,  that 

the 
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the  Colonels,  that   at  my  laft  being  in  T>ublm  were  raifing  of  their  men  to 
go  for  Spain,  were  fince  ftayed  by  command  out  of  England. 

I  have  now  therefore  fcnt  this  bearer  purpofeiy  by  thefe  to  make  known 
to  your  Lordihips  what  I  have  heard  in  this  bufinefs,  which  1  humbly  leave 
unto  your  Honors  confideration,  and  dcfiring  to  know  your  pleafures  herein, 
with  remembrance  of  my  moft  humble  fervice  unto  your  Lordfhips,  I  will  end 
thefe,  and  be  ever 
Emikiiiin  nth  of  ^^"^^  Lord^nps  in  all  duty  to  be  commanded,

I  Would  I  had  as  much  power  and  worth  in  me  to  ferve  your  Lordfliip,  as 
I  have  ambition  to  be  known  to  you  5  then  I  am  fure  the  obligations  I  owe 
you  rtiould  not  be  long  unrequited,  nor  I  faile  in  that  which  I  fo  much  defire. 
But  your  Lordfhip  hath  a  gallant  difpofition  that  lookes  upon  truth  and  good 
will  with  cquall  eyes;  and  therein  my  condition  may  be  compared  with  the 
befl:,  for  no  man  can  love  your  Lordlhip  better,  nor  honour  you  more  than  I 
doc.

My  Lord, 

CAptain  JVeemes  will  rcprercnt  unto  your  Lordfhip,  how  unwelcome  and 
uncxpcded  is  happened  this  general  Revolt  in  Ireland  to  his  Majcftiej  I 
mean  of  his  Majeftie's  ill  lubjeds  of  that  Kingdom,  it  being  fomented  by  the 
Pritrts  and  Jefuits.  God's  miraculous  difcovcry  of  it  but  the  eve  before  the 
execution  makes  me  confident,  the  traitors  will  have  their  juft  reward ;  and 
having  failed  of  their  enterprife  upon  the  caftlc  and  cittie  of  'Dublin,  by  the 
wiledomes  of  your  Lordlhip  and  the  Juftices,  this  ftorm  will  blow  over. 
However  his  Majeftie's  care  and  affedion  is  fuch  of  his  faithfuU  and  loving 
Subjcds,  as  all  pollible  diligence  is  ufed  ;  and  orders  are  already  fent  out  for 
fupplics  of  men  and  money  out  oi  England,  and  men  out  oi  Scotland,  to  re- 
inforce the  Lords  oi  Ardes,  Chkhefter  and  Clandebois  in  the  North.

May  it  pleafe  your  Lordjhip, 

I  Am  thus  far  on  my  retreat  (towards  our  poor  Torkejhire  retirement)  with 
this  difconfolate  family  of  ours ;  and  if  content  be  not  our  own,  we 
are  mailers  of  little  elfe,  befides  mifery.  For  not  onely  behind  us,  but,  if  re- 
port may  be  credited,  in  thefe  Kingdomes  too,  there  want  not  eclipfes  to 
threaten  us;  and  if  it  do  no  more,  it  is  well :  but  fome  of  the  difcreeter  fort 
conceive  danger  to  be  in  it.  And  indeed  diftraded  times  never  faile  of  per- 
fons  fitted  for  ill  attempts ;  and  that  our  climates  are  feafoned  with  fuch  fpi- 
rits,  there  are  too  great  aflurances ;  the  particulars  whereof  will  come  unto 
your  knowledge,  before  thefe  have  the  honour  to  attend  you,  (I  affure  my 
felf)  and  therefore  I  Ihall  leflen  your  trouble. 

My  Lord,  thefe  are  adive  times,  and  1  know  your  power  will  be  called  upon,

My  Lord,  admit  me 
your  favour  in  thefe,  and,  if  crowned  with  your  commands,  I  ftiall  value  it

My  fingular  good  Lord, 

I  Shall  humbly  defire  your  Lordfliip's  pardon,  for  that  I  am  by  the  bearer's 
haft  conftrained  to  make  ufe  of  the  pen  of  my  Servant. 

Thefe  lines  ferve  to  no  other  purpoie,  than  to  give  your  Lordfhip  a  confi- 
dent afllirance,  that  if  it  fhould  pleafe  God  any  commotion  fhould  arife  in 
this  part,  (of  which  as  yet  I  thank  God  there  is  no  manner  of  appearance,)  I 
Ihould  feriouQy  endeavour  to  do  your  noble  fweet  Lady,  your  Mother,  and 
my  fweet  God-fon  as  much  fervice  as  poflibly  in  me  lay ;  betwixt  whom  and 
any  danger  I  fhould  not  faile  to  interpofe  my  own  perfon  for  their  fafety  and 
defence.  But  the  Lords  Juftices  have  been  plcafed  not  only  to  deprive  mc  of 
the  meanes  wherewith  to  ferve  my  friends ;  but  have  in  a  manner  left  me  na- 
ked and  defencelels,  having  withdrawn  all  the  foot  companies  out  of  the  Pro- 
vince ;  than  which  no  greater  incouragement  can  be  given  to  ill-aflfeded  per- 
fons  to  move  in  the  difquiet  of  this  Commonwealth. 

In  which  aft  their  Lordfhips  will  find  little  advantage  to  arife  unto  their  de- 
fign  upon  the  enemie ;  for  that  he  is  only  to  be  beaten  down  with  the  horfe 
troopes,  and  that  he  may  be  moft  feafibly,  being  only  a  companie  of  ragged 
naked  rogues,  that  with  a  few  troopes  of  horfe  would  be  prefently  routed. 
To  which  purpofe  1  could  heartily  wifh  my  felf  with  your  Lordfhip,  if  there

My  Jingular  good  Lord, 

BY  my  laft  I  acquainted  your  Lordfhip,  that  the  moictie  of  thofe  few  fol- 
dicrs  we  had  hi  this  Province  arc  now  commanded  away  j  and  the  three 
companies  that  are  left  are  ingaged  in  the  keeping  of  tiircc  Forts  j  fo  that  there 
is  no  other  ufe  to  be  made  of  them.  There  refts  only  my  troop  of  horfe 
for  the  defence  of  this  Province,  either  againft  any  forraign  attempt,  or  home 
bred  confpiracics,  Yefterday  I  had  a  good  part  of  the  Councill  of  this  Pro- 
vince with  me,  and  we  have,  as  near  as  we  could,  examined  our  ftrengths  : 
and  we  are  clear  of  opinion,  that  we  are  not  able  to  draw  500  armed  men 
together,  leaving  every  Gentleman's  houfe  that  hath  a  caftle  reafonably  pro- 
vided. On  my  confcience,  my  Lord,  I  think  we  are  not  able  to  bring  100 
men.  We  have  enough,  but  neither  pieces,  nor  pikes,  nor  fwords.  By  this 
your  Lordfhip  is  well  able  to  judge,  in  what  a  cafe  we  your  fervants  are  j 
which  condition  we  have  humbly  prefented  to  your  Lordfhip,  and  do  pray  that 
three  or  four  troopes  of  horfe  may  be  fpeedily  fent  into  this  Province :  for  it  is 
they  muft  do  the  deed,  and  would  have  cleared  thofe  parts  long  before  this,  if 
they  were  well  led  on,  as  I  hope  they  are.  For  it  is  not  poffible  that  12000 
naked  rogues  fhould  ftand  before  1000  well  armed  horfe.  But  if  your  Lord- 
fliip  will  give  me  leave  to  tell  you  under  the  rofe,  that  they  are  lb  cruelly 
afraid,  that  they  do  not  know  what  they  do;  for  undoubtedly  after  the  Caftle 
of  'Dublin  was  fecured,  they  were  as  fafe  as  any  people  in  the  world  could  be, 
untill  they  gave  their  armes  out  of  their  hands.  And  now  they  may  pray  that 
they  ftand  right  to  them  againft  their  own  fide,  for  they  are  meerly  at  their 
devotion.  For  had  it  been  my  cafe,  I  fhould  have  troubled  no  body  for  the 
fupprefling  of  thele  Rebclls,  but  hisMajeftie's  ftanding  Armie  :  which  I  vi'ould 
have  cither  done,  or  loft  myfelf  Had  it  pleafed  God,  that  your  Lordfhip  had 
been  there  in  the  beginning  with  your  100  horfe,  and  your  poor  fervant  to 
wait  on  you,  the  Scotts  fhould  never  have  had  the  honour  to  put  fuch  an  ob- 
ligation upon  Ireland.  My  Lord,  pardon  me,  my  heart  is  fo  full  that  I  am 
not  able  to  hold,  to  fee  all  my  gracious  Mafter's  aff'aires  to  mifcarry  for  want 
of  ;  Good  my  Lord,  if  any  thing  threaten  this  Province  from  abroad, 

be  inftant  to  have  fome  part  of  the  Armie  fent  hither ;  which  I  hope  he  will 
ufe  to  your  Lordfhip's  advantage,  that  is

My  Lord-, 

FOR  fome  days  after  my  arrival  here,  I  thought  my  felfe  a  moft  happy  man, 
being  retired  to  this  quiet  corner  of  my  own ;  when  on  a  fudden  I  was 
furprizcd  with  the  fatal  news  of  a  moft  wicked  and  dangerous  attempt  upon 
'Dublin  Caftle,  a  defpcrate  Rebellion  in  the  North,  and  a  rumour  of  a  general 
con.bination  and  confpiracy  throughout  the  Kingdom.  Though  much  terrified 
and  amazed  I  did  not  negledt  my  hereditary  duty  and  loyalty  to  the  Crowne. 
Strengthened  by  many  great  and  particular  obligations  to  his  Majefty,  if  the  firft 

could 
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could  receive  any  addition :  but  did  with  all  fpeed  and  diligence  take  care  for 
the  fafcty  of  this  County  within  my  government.  I  muft  beg  leave  to  give 
your  Lordfhip  a  fummary  account  of  the  prefent  condition  of  affaires  here. 

We  begin  to  recover  our  wits  feared  away  by  the  firft  reports,  and  do  dif- 
cerne  that  none  appeares  in  this  dcteftable  confpiracy,  or  enters  into  action, 
but  the  remaine  of  the  ancient  Irijh  Rebels  in  the  North,  and  fome  in  the 
planted  County  of  Leytrim,  whether  combined  with  them,  or  out  of  fpleen 
to  fome  perfons  in  that  County,  is  not  yet  come  to  my  knowledge.  Some 
other  fpoiles  have  been  made  in  feveral  places  by  loofe  people,  defperate  in  their 
fortunes,  but  moft  of  them  appealed,  and  little  confiderable  for  any  thing  yet 
appeares.  I  do  not  hear  of  any  man  of  quality,  either  of  Englij]]  defccnt,  or 
ancient  Irijh  of  any  other  part  of  this  Kingdom  that  is  in  aftion ;  unlefs  Co- 
lonel Thmket  of  Englifh  extraftion,  and  Ro^er  More  of  the  ancient  Irifh.  The 
report  goes  that  the  Rebellion  in  the  North,  and  that  of  Leytrim  is  very  high 
and  fpreading,  but  with  a  good  addition,  that  fome  of  them  in  the  North  have 
been  beaten  and  difperfed.  The  other  is  Ibmewhat  near  to  us,  and  I  begin 
to  doubt  that  when  they  arc  hardly  purfued  in  the  North,  they  will  joine 
with  thofe  ill  neighbours  of  ours,  being  a  ftrong  country,  and  having  a  free 
paflage  thither,  and  fo  make  this  Province  the  feat  of  the  war.  If  I  be  well 
fupplied  with  armes  and  ammunition,  I  fhall  not  fear  any  attempt  they  fhall 
make  upon  this  County  :  and  for  the  prefent,  I  aflurc  your  Lordfhip,  not  a 
man  has  fufFered  the  Icaft  prejudice,  either  in  perfon  or  goods,  as  far  as  my 
Command  reachcth. 

I  perceive  many  able,  faithfuU  and  judicious  men  much  afflided,  not  only 
with  the  prefent  Rebellion,  but  the  ill  confequences  that  may  follow  after,  by 
being  deprived  of  thofe  graces  granted  by  his  Majcfty  for  the  fecuring  of  our 
eftates,  through  the  mifinformation  of  fome  from  hence,  either  through  too 
much  fear  and  diftruft  of  others,  or  out  of  fpleene,  or  zeale,  or  fome  other 
private  ends.  I  give  them  all  the  comfort  and  affurance  I  can  pollible,  that 
whofoever  ftands  firme  and  difchargeth  his  duty  in  this  time  of  danger,  may 
be  confident  not  only  of  obtaining  thofe  graces,  but  to  receive  them  with  ad- 
dition from  foe  juft  and  gracious  a  Prince.  Some  declaration  to  that  purpofc 
would  (as  I  conceive)  very  much  advantage  the  King's  fervice  at  this  prefent : 
and  as  I  have  written  to  my  brother  *,  foe  it  will  become  your  Lordlliip's 
judgment  to  ufe  your  beft  power  and  intereft  both  with  the  State  and  others 
to  divert  or  call  back  any  fudden  declaration  there,  grounded  upon  former 
reports  that  may  reflcd  upon  the  loyalty  or  confciences  of  thofe  that  are  moft 
faithfull  and  aflfedionate  fubjefts  here,  that  without  diftinftion  of  opinion  in 
religion,  we  may  all  join  heartily  for  the  fervice  of  the  King  and  Kingdom. 
And  having  now  to  the  beft  of  my  ability  difcharged  my  pubiick  duty  and  my 
particular  rcfpefts  to  your  Lordfhip,  I  will  draw  to  a  conclufion,  which  is

My  Jingular  good  Lord, 

IBefeech  God  to  blefs  you  in  your  new  imployment,  and  to  accompany  you 
in  all  your  undertakings,  with  happie  good  luccefs.     I  am  cxtream  forry, 
that  my  unhappie  condition  is  fuch,  that  I  cannot  attend  your  Lordfhip,  nei- 
z  ther 
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thcr  can  my  poor  advice  availc  you  any  thing  at  this  diftancc ;  for  either  the 
occafion  is  loft,  or  miftaken  for  want  ot  good  information.  Notwithftandint; 
niy  zeal  to  the  caufc  and  rcfped  to  your  Lordihip's  perlbn  is  Inch,  as  that  I 
cannot  hold,  but  that  I  mull  ihoot  my  boult.  Therefore  1  humbly  befeech 
your  Lordlhip,  let  there  be  no  armes  given  out  any  more  unto  any  that  are 
Romifhly  aftedcd ;  for  that  may  be  our  mine,  and  the  other  way  we  are  fafe  j 
for  without  armes  or  amunition  (I  am  fure)  they  cannot  hurt  us. 

In  the  next  place,  1  fhall  earneftly  advife,  that  the  Rebclls  have  no  time  given 
them  to  furniih  themfelves  with  pikes,  and  pike  heads ;  that  they  may  receive 
no  ammunition  from  beyond  leas,  but  that  with  all  expedition  they  be  hotly 
undertaken  with  the  King's  ftanding  Armie  ;  for  it  may  very  well  be  done,  cf- 
pecially  if  they  give  the  old  Captains  order  to  reinforce  their  companies,  which 
is  inftantly  done,  there  being  armes  in  the  ftore.  I  would  earneftly  defire,  that 
armes  and  ammunition  for  3000  men  at  leaft  may  be  fent  hither,  for  1  can 
find  Proteftants  to  wear  and  fight  with  them;  which  I  had  rather  have,  than 
all  thofe  that  are  to  come  out  of  England.  For  in  one  three  weeks  I  know 
where  youftiall  have  them  creeping  by  the  walls;  and  as  for  their  horfe,  I  value 
them  not ;  we  have  enough  of  our  own,  if  you  will  but  reinforce  your  com- 
panies. Let  but  England  fend  us  armes,  and  money,  and  if  we  cannot  keep 
what  we  have,  let  us  lofe  it ;  for  we  deferve  no  pitie.  Once  more  I  befeech 
you  move,  that  there  may  be  a  poft  ereded  betwixt  that  cittie  and  this  town. 
It  is  of  greater  confequcnce  than  may  be  it  is  conceived  to  be.  We  are  all 
found  for  ought  I  can  hear,  and  are  like  fo  to  continue :  but  if  it  fhould  prove 
otherwayes,  I  am  not  able  to  make  any  manner  of  refiftance,  but  what  my 
troop  can  do  ;  which  I  have  allready  reprefenjted  to  the  Lords,  which  is  as  much 
as  I  can  do ;  as  I  begun,  fo  will  I  make  an  end,  God  afllft  and  blefs  your 
Lordfliip  in  all  your  undertakings,  and  be  confident  that  I  will  ever  be  found

My  Jingular  good  Lord, 

I  So  lately  prefented  my  fervice  unto  your  Lordfliip,  that  there  refts  not  much 
for  me  to  fay  at  this  prefent ;  unlefs  I  fhould  repeat  what  I  have  formerly 
faid.  Yet  I  cannot  hold  from  complaining  to  your  Lordfliip,  in  how  defpicable 
a  condition  I  am  in,  that  have  neither  armes  nor  amunition  to  ferve  his 
Majeftie,  or  in  fome  meafure  to  fecure  the  countrie.  And  that  makes  me 
moft  apprehenfive  of  danger  is,  that  this  countrie  may  much  the  more  be  in- 
couraged  to  rife,  becaufe  they  fee  a  companie  of  naked  rogues  fpoile  and 
wafte  the  countrie  under  the  nofe  of  the  State,  where  all  the  ftrength  of  all 
his  Majeftie's  Armie  is ;  and  that  there  fliould  be  nothing  attempted  againft 
them.  Many  talk  ftrangely  of  it :  for  my  part,  I  am  afliamed  of  it,  that  I  can- 
not fpeak  a  word  in  the  defence  of  it ;  for  I  would  venture  my  life  to  go  thro' 
the  North  with  2000  foot  and  600  horfe.  It  may  be,  one  will  fay  they  have 
no  money ;  I  care  not  for  money  as  this  matter  ftands ;  there  is  meat  enough 
in  the  countrie,  and  no  honeft  man  will  grudge  to  give  the  foldiers  meat,  if 

M  they 
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thdy  be  well  governed  ;  and  then  againc,  it  were  better  beftowed  (their  vic- 
tualls  1  mean,)  upon  the  Armie,  than  upon  the  Rebclls.  Therefore,  my  good 
Lord,  1  befeech  you  give  me  leave  in  private  to  tell  you,  that  there  are  two 
things  unanfwerable  in  the  carriage  of  thefe  affaires,  the  one  is,  that  there  is 
no  provifion  made  for  the  defence  of  this  Province ;  the  grcot  and  main  one 
is,  that  there  is  nothing  done  to  allay  the  infolencies  of  the  Rcbells ;  for  I  will 
boldly  fay,  that  more  may  be  done  vi'ith  2000  now,  than  with  6000  hereafter. 
Therefore,  I  befeech  you,  prefs  it  forward,  but  from  yourfclf.  For  my  part 
1  wifh  with  all  my  heart  1  were  with  you ;  for  I  can  do  no  manner  of  good 
where  I  am ;  and  there  I  might  do  fomcthing,  if  it  were  but  to  tcil  them,  that 
they  are  fo  much  affraid  of  their  orchards  and  gardens  about  the  town,  that 
they  can  think  of  nothing  eUe.  My  Lord,  you  ice  how  free  I  take  upon  rac 
to  be  with  your  Lordfhip  j  which  1  hope  will  alTure  you  that  I  am

My  noble  Generally 

YOU  will  underftand  by  a  letter  that  accompanies  this,  that  your  fervant 
Inchiquine  hath  a  dcfire  to  attend  your  Lordfhip,  and  to  ferve  his  Prince 
and  Countrie  in  thele  rebellious  and  tumultuous  times  under  your  command } 
to  whofe  noble  favour  and  good  acceptance  of  his  weak  indeavours  I  leave 
him  to  ftand  or  fall :  And  take  upon  me  to  recommend  unto  your  Lordlliip,  a 
noble  neighbour  of  mine,  (Mr.  William  Jephfon)  a  gallant  young  fellow,  that 
will  not  give  his  head  for  the  wafhing,   who  will  raife  a  troop  of  horfe  upon 
the  fame  tearmes  that  Inchiquine  will,  if  your  Lordfhip  will  be  pleafed  to  in- 
courage  him.     In  the  mean  time  he  hath  a  matter  of  200  footmen   and  20 
horfe  that  will  be  ready  upon  a  dale's  warning  :  60  whereof  will  be  furniftied 
with  good  nags,  and  guns,  which  I  call  Dragoones ;  of  which  forte  1  do  intend 
to  raife  three  companies  more  within  this  Province,   of  which  1  hope  to  make 
good  ufe,  if  any  occafion  be  prefented.     And  I  fliould  likewife  humbly  advifc 
yourLordihip  to  be  provided  with  300  of  this  fort,  if  you  go  upon  any  ex- 
pedition.    For  my  part,  I  muft  rely  upon  them,  or  I  muft  make  no  rcfiflance, 
for  my  Lords  Juftices  fend  me  no  relief  notwithftanding  my  frequent  letters. 
I  have  neither  horfe  nor  foot,   ammunition,  nor  armes,  nor  no  meanes  to  re- 
pair the  forts,  which  ly  all  open,  ready  for  any  man  to  walke  into  them  that 
lift ;  neither  do  1  know  of  any  thing  that  paflcs  in  thofe  parts,  but  what  your 
Lordfhip  is  pleafed  to  communicate  unto  me.     It  may  be,  they  think  me  not 
worth  the  confulting  withall;  and  truly  I  am  much  of  their  mind;  but  on  my 
confcicnce  I  could  not  order  things  worfe  than  they  are.     I  am  this  day  told 
that  the  Birnes,  Tools,  and  Cavanaghs  are  in  armes ;  and  that  they  have  taken 
fomc  armes  that  were  to  f  o  to  Fort  Cary.     If  it  be  fo,  I  am  forry  for  it ;  but 
in  that  cafe  1  Ihould  have"  fent  a  Convoy  with  them,  or  rather  not  have  re- 
moved the  companie  that  was  there.     But  they  know  better  what  they  have  to 
do,  and  I  know  that  I  have  a  {raro)  or  warning  from  fome  of  the  Rebclls  of 
Leinfter,  as  well  as  from  the  Friars  of  Munfier,  to  look  carefully  to  my  fcif ; 
for  that  I  was  forcly  threatened ;  fo  that  I  may  heartily  pray,  that  we  prove  all 
honcft  men  in  this  Province,  or  elfc  I  am  in  a  woefuU  cafe:  Thus  craving  your 
Lordlhip's  pardon,  I  take  leave  to  reft

N°  XL.     iTje  Earl  of  Ormonde  to  Sir  Henry  Vane. 

SIR, 

FROM  my  Lords  Tuftices  and  Councill  you  will  receive  a  pcrfcft  account  of 
the  affaires  of  this  Kingdom  ;  which  indeed  requires  a  prudent  and  pow- 
erful! hand  to  uphold  it;  otherwife  I  apprehend  the  danger  it  is  in,  may  turn 
into  a  dclperate  (late,  not  to  be  recovered  but  by  a  vaft  expence  of  trcafure 
and  blood.  Since  the  laft  difpatch  from  hence,  we  hear  that  600  foot  newly 
raifed  (and  fo  unexercifed,)  which  we  intended  to  put  as  anaccefs  of  ftrength 
into  the  town  of  'Droghedach  were  yefterday  met  with  by  the  enemie.  In 
fhort  our  men  run  away,  and  never  ftruck  ftroke,  left  the  armes  a  wcUcome 
prey  to  the  enemie,  and  what  (hift  they  made  for  themfelves  is  not  yet  known. 
The  men  were,  for  the  molt  part,  of  the  Englijh  that  had  been  robbed  by  the 
Rebells.  I  confefs  when  I  faw  them  in  the  field,  I  thought  they  had  not  fol- 
dicrs  faces,  and  now  it  appeares  they  had  not  foldiers  hearts.  For  fending  of 
them,  I  was  overruled  and  guided  by  the  Councill,  as  fit  I  fhould  be. 
This  I  fay  not  to  fault  any  bodie ;  but  I  refolve  to  bear  no  bodies  faults  but 
my  own;  they  will  be  burden  enough.  In  difcharge  of  my  dutie  to  the 
King,  I  muft  fay  plainly,  that  if  fome  one  man  be  not  fent,  that  fhall  have 
both  the  powers  Martial  and  Civill  in  him,  I  fear  this  Kingdom  will 
fuddenly  be  paft  recovery.  The  perfons  of  the  men  that  govern  here,  I  proteft 
with  the  faith  of  an  honeft  man,  I  love  and  honour.  I  know  they  have  done 
me  good  offices  to  the  King,  in  whofe  good  opinion  and  graces  to  be  juftified 
is  the  greateft  earthlie  happinefs  I  ftudie  to  acquire ;  and  therefore  my  obliga- 
tions to  them  are  great.  But  all  this  muft  give  place,  when  his  Majeftie's  fer- 
vice,  and  the  fafetie  of  this  Kingdom  comes  in  queftion.  I  have  been  bold  to 
write  fomething  of  this  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  whofe  prefencc  here  in  time  will 
more  availe  than  half  an  Armie.  I  have  in  my  poor  particular  fufFered  much 
by  the  Rebells  in  Leinfter.  3000  /.  a  year  of  mine  is  layed  waft  by  thofe 
robbers,  and  now  they  robb  to  the  very  gates  of  Kilkenny,  where  I  have  my 
principall  dwelling,  and  is  within  twelve  miles  of  another  houfe  of  mine, 
where  my  wife  and  children  are  defencelefs.  This  we  heard  not  of,  when  the 
laft  difpatch  went. 

I  have  prefumed  to  give  his  Majeftie  a  relation  of  the  former  difafter,  touch- 
ing the  600  men  that  went  towards  'Droghedach ;  but  of  this  1  fayed  nothing. 
If  there  be  any  thing  of  this  that  you  thinke  worthie  to  be  told  his  Majeftie, 
you  may  be  pleafed  to  do  it.     Sir  I  am

May  it  pleafe  your  Majeftie, 

SO  powerfiiU  are  your  moft  gracious  letters  of  the  laft  of  OBober,  that  they 
give  me  the  aflurance  to  take  upon  me  an  impioyment  infinitelie  above  any 
abilitie  in  me  to  difcharge.  But  as  your  Commands  have  wrought  in  me  be- 
yond my  metier,  which  teaches  me  to  be  Mnfter  of  my  undertaking,  fo  I 
doubt  not  but  they  will  infpire  me  with  ftrength,  fo  far  as  to  give  your  Ma- 
jeftie fatisfadion,  that  all  I  am  or  can,  is  and  ever  (hall  be  devoted  and  facri- 
ficed  to  your  fervice.  This  profeflion,  and  my  moft  humble  thanks  fhould . 
fooner  have  been  caft  at  your  feet,  but  that  I  hoped  to  have  accompanied  them 

3  with 
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With  fome  certain  relation  of  the  Rebells  ftrength  and  proceeding,  and  in 
what  cafe  we  were  to  reduce  tliem  to  their  Obedience,  or  your  Majertic's  Juf- 
tice.  But  fo  well  are  they  befriended,  or  fo  much  feared  by  thofe  that  live 
near  them,  that  little  good  intelligence  have  we  had,  or  may  expedl  from  them. 
But  certain  it  is,  that  they  are  great  numbers,  for  the  molt  part  very  mcanlie 
armed,  with  fuch  weapons  as  would  rather  fliow  them  to  be  a  tumultuary  Rab- 
ble, than  any  thing  like  an  Armie.  Yet  fuch  is  our  prefent  want  of  men, 
armes,  and  money,  that  though  we  look  with  grief  upon  the  mifery  the  En- 
glijh  fuffer  by  robbing  of  them  in  a  moft  barbarous  manner ;  yet  are  we  no 
waies  able  to  help  them,  but  are  forced  to  applye  ourfelves  to  fave  for  your 
Majeftie  your  principall  Cittie  in  this  Kingdom,  and  another  called  'Drogheda 
fome  20  miles  hence,  where  our  greateft  ftrength  now  lies  5  which  is  faced  with 
at  leaft  four  or  five  thoufand  of  the  Rebells,  and  by  them  daylie  threatncd  wirii 
an  alTault.  But  the  town  is  well  furnifhed  with  all  neceffaries  to  repcll  them, 
and  thofe  commanded  by  a  very  gallant  Gentleman  called  S'\t  Henry  Tichbornet 
that  I  am  confident  will  give  a  very  good  account  of  the  town,  or  lay  his 
bones  in  it.  Upon  Saturday  laft  we  lent  thither  to  his  fuccour  doo  foot  and 
50  horfe,  who,  as  we  underftdnd  late  laft  night,  were  incountcred  by  1500 
of  the  enemie.  The  foot  were  for  the  moft  part  of  thofe  Englijh  that  had 
been  pillaged  by  them,  and  had,  I  doubt,  with  their  goods  loft  their  courage : 
for  as  we  underftand  by  two  of  them  that  efcaped  hither,  they  betook  them- 
felves  to  their  heels  upon  fight  of  the  enemie,  not  fhooting  one  fhot,  or 
ftriking  one  ftroke.  I  believe  few  of  the  men  are  loft,  but  I  doubt  moft  of 
the  armes.  The  men,  it  is  true,  were  unexercifed,  but  had  as  many  armes,  I 
think,  within  a  few  as  all  the  Rebells  in  the  Kingdome,  and  were  as  well 
trained  as  they.  The  horfe,  I  make  no  queftion,  are  got  through  the  enemie 
to  the  town.  They  were  part  of  my  own  troop  commanded  by  Sir  'Patrick 
Wemyfs. 

More  particular  relations  of  what  has  paft  heretofore  are  fent  to  Mr.  Se- 
cretary Vane  for  your  Majeftie's  information.  I  moft  humblie  beg  your  par- 
don for  the  diforder  of  this,  occafioned  fomething  by  the  bearer's  hafte,  and 
moft  by  my  unskilfulnefs,  who  am

N°.  XLII.     The  Earl  of  Clanricarde  to  the  Earl  of  Effex. 

My  Lord, 

BEING  newly  returned  from  the  remote  borders  of  this  county,  I  find 
by  feverall  informations,  that  the  late  wicked  Rebellion  is  growne  to  a 
farr  greater  height  and  danger  than  I  could  imagine,  there  being  noe  Nobleman 
in  the  Kingdome  in  aftion,  nor  any  Gentleman  of  quality  of  Englijh  extrac- 
tradion,  and  many  of  the  anticnt  Irijh  ftill  firme.  And  yet  fuch  is  the  ftrangc 
diftruft  and  jealoufy  of  this  time,  and  the  dilatory  proceedings  thereupon,  that 
we  are  all  like  to  be  deftroyed  by  loofe  defperate  people,  having  not  any 
manner  of  defence  allowed  us,  and  many  poflcfled  with  fuch  panick  feares, 
that  ftrong  places  are  quitted  without  any  oppofition  or  refiftancc. 

I  thank  God,  I  doe  yet  keep  this  county  in  perfect  quiet  obedience,    and 
many  Englijh  from  planted  counties  doc  come  dayly  hither  for  Ihelter  and  protec- 
tion. 
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tlon,  and  may  be  fure  thereof,  as  long  as  I  can  defend  my  felfe ;  but  if  I  be 
not  put  into  a  bcttct  condition,  I  muft  be  fure  to  futfcr  by  thole  now  in  Re- 
bellion, or  forreignc  invafion ;  fincc  they  cannot  forget  fo  ibone  the  paflagcs 
of  former  times. 

This  inclofed  to  the  State  fpeaks  my  minde  freely  to  them,  and  may  in- 
forme  your  Lordfhip  of  fomc  of  my  lart  proceedings.  But  without  diredion 
out  of  England  by  your  favour  and  alliftance,  I  expcft  but  little  and  flow 
relief  from  the  State  here  ;  My  Lord  I  was  never  ambitious  of  great  im- 

ployments  but  I  perceive  it  is  fo  neceflary  for  the  King's  fervicc,  that  I 
ihould  appeare  confiderable,  as  myAnccftors  have  done  before,  as  not  think- 
ing it  my  ownc  intcrcll  but  the  publick  good,  I  fliall  humbly  offer  it  to  your 
confideration,  whether  you  may  not  fitly  move  it  to  the  Houfes  of  Parliament 
to  recommend  me  to  the  King  for  fomc  confiderable  command  upon  the 
raifeing  of  forces  in  this  Kingdome.  The  very  report  of  fuch  a  truft  and  value 
putt  upon  me,  will  be  of  noe  fmall  confcquence  ;  befides  my  owne  faithful!  en- 
deavours and  ability  by  my  felfe  and  freinds  to  raife  fomc  thoufands  of  able 
loyall  men  to  the  laft  dropps  of  their  blood. 

As  affairs  are  now  carryed,  we  are  dayly  robbed  of  many  proper  young 
men  for  want  of  racanes  and  imployment,  who  (I  belceve)  would  have  ferved 
moft  faithfully,  and  are  now  forced  to  take  the  worft  courfcs,  being  11:opt  from 
forreigne  fervicc  and  noe  ufe  made  of  them  here  -,  but  not  any  of  this  county 
has  yet  ftarted  from  me. 

In  the  North  they  grow  ftrong  and  very  well  armed.  If  they  be  afllfted  by 
the  /r//7j  abroad,  (as  may  be  feared,)  the  Kingdome  will  be  in  hazard  ;  at  leaft 
his  Majcftie's  mofl  faithfuU  fervants  here  will  be  certainly  dcftroycd,  if  they  be 
not  timely  confidered.  And  if  by  your  favour  1  obtaine  arms  and  tit  imployment, 
I  fhall  not  faile  to  have  a  high  regard  of  the  Kinge's  fervice,  of  your  honour 
and  myne,  and  the  revenge  due  to  the  injuries  done  you  in  your  particular, 
and  fo  approve  my  felfe

My  Lordy 

THESE  inclofed  copies  to  the  State  here  and  to  my  brother  of  Ejfex! 
fpeake  my  mind  freely  to  them,  and  give  your  Lordfhip  an  account  of 
my  proceedings,  and  the  hard  condition  I  am  in.  Since  that  time  I  receive 
continuall  tydings  of  ruine  and  defolation  round  about  me,  all  the  neighbour- 
ing counties  flying  into  Rebellion,  and  all  the  paffages  to  ©«i^/i»  ftopt  j  foe  that 
I  heare  nothing  from  thence  nor  out  of  England^  nor  cannot  be  informed 
whether  the  King  be  yet  returned  out  of  Scotland. 

My  Lord,  if  in  all  this  time  I  could  have  obtained  armes  for  looo  men,  I 
could  have  foe  affiftcd  my  Lord  Prefident  as  to  have  fecured  and  kept  the  whole 
Province  of  Connaght  in  pcrfed  obedience,  and  the  other  counties  on  this  fide 
on  me.  It  feems  a  miracle  that  we  are  all  like  to  be  deftroyed,  and  fcarce  know 
by  what  kind  of  people ;  but  the  reafon  is  cleare ;  the  old  Army  is  for  the 
mofl  part  called  from  feverall  counties,  and  fhutt  up  in  Dublin ;  armes  and 
ammunition  for  12000  men  (as  I  am  informed,)  kept  there  and  not  diftributed  j 
the  recent  Englijh  planters  run  away,  loofe  people  flart  up,  and  none  has  power 
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to  refift  them  ;  many  enforced  to  goe  with  them  to  fave  themfclvcs,  that 
would  otherwife  be  faithful! ;  and  all  difcontented  for  want  of  trull  and  im- 
ployment ;  neither  doe  I  heare  for  certain,  that  the  Scotts  in  the  North,  cllccmed 
many  and  well  armed,  doe  ftirr  at  all  againft  the  Rebells. 

Your  Lordihip,  being  moved  with  foe  much  compafllon  at  the  report  of  my 
drowning,  will  now  (I  am  allured)  ufe  thofe  meanes  beft  known  to  your  fclfe, 
that  life  and  honor  be  not  fhipwrackt  in  the  harbour.  Supplies  of  arms  and 
munition  will  come  fafeft  and  fpeedyeft  by  fea  from  England  to  Gallxjvay,  the 
fitteft  place  for  a  plentyfuU  magazin,  being  fitly  feated  for  the  fupply  of  this 
Province  and  all  thcfe  parts  of  the  Kingdomc.  God  fend  your  Lordfhip  the 
contrary  fucccfle  to  that  dcftiny  has  hitherto  followed.

My  very  good  Lord, 

I  AM  in  the  firft  place  to  return  your  Lordfhip  my  thankfull  acknow- 
ledgment for  your  noble  refpeds,  expreflcd  unto  your  fervant  Inchi- 
qiiine  5  who  upon  better  confiderations  dares  not  adventure  upon  the 
railing  of  a  troop  here,  becaufc  all  his  kindfmen,  friends  and  Icrvants, 
are  for  the  moft  Papifts.  Therefore  I  fhall  moft  humbly  defire  your  Lord- 
fhip to  let  your  favourable  letters  meet  him  in  England,  where  he  is  fpee- 
dily  to  repair  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  as  well  to  prelent  unto  his  Lordfliip 
the  condition  of  this  Province,  as  to  be  a  fuitour  for  a  regiment  of  foot, 
or  a  troop  of  horfe,  which  I  am  confident  he  will  very  well  defcrve ;  what  I 
have  done  fince  my  return  from  JVaterford,  your  Lordihip  will  undcrftand  by 
this  inclofed,  which  I  bcfcech  your  Lordfhip  may  be  lealed  and  delivered.  I 
am  now  returning  home ;  for  my  horfcs  arc  quite  fpent,  and  it  is  no  wonder, 
for  their  faddclls  have  been  fcarce  off  thelc  fourteen  days,  nor  my  felf,  nor  my 
friends,  have  not  had  Icifure  to  Ihift  our  fhirts.  It  is  not  poflible,  that  one 
I  poor 
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poor  troop  of  horfc  fhould  anfwer  fo  many  allarms,  nor  purfuc  fuch  a  conta- 
gion that  flees  fafter  than  any  hue  and  cry  ever  did. 

My  Lord,  I  can  do  no  more :  I  muft  call  God  and  your  Lordlliip  to  witnefs 
it  is  not  my  fault.  If  I  had  had  but  any  confidcrablc  ftrength,  I  had  prevented 
all  that  is  happened  in  this  Province ;  for  the  like  war  was  never  heaid  of,  no 
man  makes  head,  one  parilh  robs  another,  go  home,  and  fharc  the  goods,  and 
there  is  an  end  of  it :  And  this  by  a  companic  of  naked  Rogues.  They  have 
much  to  anfwer  for,  that  have  fuflfered  things  to  come  to  this  height ;  of  which

The  humble  petitmi  of  the  Lords^  Knights^  Gentlemen^  and  others^ 
inhabitafits  of  the  Englifli  Pale  of  Ireland. 

Moft  humbly  jewing, 

THAT  we  your  Majeftie's  moft  humble,  moft  loyal,  and  moft  faithfuU  Sub- 
jects aforcfaid  come  in  moft  humble  and  fubmiflive  manner  upon  our 
knees  to  make  known  to  your  facred  Majcfty  the  inducements  and  motives 
that  conftraincd  us  to  take  up  armes  and  joine  with  the  forces  of  Uljlcr^  fear- 
ing left  youc  Majefty  may  be  mifinformed  by  others,  and  confcquently  have  a 
worfe  opinion  of  us  than  we  deferve.  For  if  we  had  conceived  by  the  Decla- 
ration that  is  publiflied  in  this  Kingdom,  of  the  caufes  and  motives  of  this  ge- 
neral commotion,  that  there  had  been  any  thing  expreffed  therein  to  perl  wade 
or  withdraw  us  from  that  duty  or  allegiance  we  owe  your  facred  Majefty,  we 
would  rather  all  of  us  have  layed  our  head  to  the  block  than  ever  have  done  it. 
But  finding  that  nothing  is  contained  therein  but  the  pcrfeverance  and  conti- 
nuance of  our  allegiance  to  your  Majefty,  the  maintaining  and  defending  of 
your  Royal  Prerogative,  the  free  and  publick  exercife  of  our  Religion,  and 
the  reformation  of  the  abufes  and  grievances  of  this  poor  Kingdom,  made  us 
prefume  that  your  Majefty  weald  make  no  worfe  conftru£tion  of  us  for  what 
we  have  done,  than  our  loyalties  and  afFedlions  to  your  Majefty  do  deferve, 
and  no  'ujorfe  than  your  Majefty  hath  made  of  others  of  your  fubjeSls,  who 
upon  lefs  or  the  fame  occafions  have  done  the  like.

theirs,  that  your  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  give  us  the  like  redrefs, 
as  you  have  given  them  by  a  free  Parliament,  wherein  we  fhall  certainly  make 
appear  to  your  Majefty,  how  much  you  have  been  wronged,  and  we  your

The  humble  Apology  of  the  Lords,  Knights,  Gejttlemen,  and  other 
i?ihabitants  of  the  Engliili  Pale  of  Ireland  for  taking  amies. 

WE  the  Lords,  Knights,  Gentlemen,  and  inhabitants  before- mentioned,  do 
think  it  our  part  and  duty  to  manifeft  unto  your  moft  facred  Majefty, 
the  caufcs  and  motives  of  our  now  rifing  in  armcs. 

1.  Your  moft  clement  Highnefs  may  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  underftand, 
that  when  the  now  diftempers  of  this  Land  began  in  your  Province  of  Uljter 
here,  we  humbly  petitioned  unto  your  Majeftie's  Juftices  of  this  Kingdom  to 
afford  us  fomc  amies  out  of  your  Highnefs's  ftore  at  ^Dublin,  where  there  was 
fufficient  provifion  for  the  arming  of  more  than  20000  men ;  and  we  being  fur- 
nifhed  therewith  in  competent  manner,  did  then  undertake  to  appeafc  the  pre- 
fcnt  troubles  here  with  little  expence  to  your  Majefty.  Which  requeft  of  ours 
was  by  your  Juftices  not  only  rejefted,  as  diftrufting  our  loyalty,  though  ample 
teftimony  hath  been  given  thereof  by  many  defcents,  and  the  blood  of  our 
anceftors  fhed  in  abundance  in  former  ages  for  the  defence  of  the  Crowne 
of  EmrUnd ;  but  we  were  likewife  denied  armes  for  the  neccffary  defence  of 
our  houfcs  and  perfons,  expofing  us  to  the  mercy  of  the  enemy  ;  and  fuch  alfo 
of  the  inhabitants  of-  the  city  of  T>ublin,  as  were  Catholiques  and  had  armes, 
were  difarmed. 

2.  At  the  fame  time  of  that  our  repulfe,  all  the  Englijh  and  Proteftants  of 
thefe  parts  had  armes  and  weapons  given  them  for  their  defence  5  and  many 
of  them,  though  of  mean  condition,  were  employed  as  commanders  of  com- 
panies by  your  State  of  this  Real  me  for  the  fupprefllng  of  the  prefent  com- 
motion in  Uljier :  and  luch  of  the  Englijh  pale  and  old  Englijh  of  good  quality 
that  were  Catholiques,  were  not  admitted  to  the  fame  favour  or  like  command, 
though  they  were  earneft  furors  for  it,  not  knowing  then  the  juftnefs  of  the 
quarrell  of  the  faid  Irifj  forces,  or  that  it  did  reach  to  the  general  defence  and 
advanrage  of  your  Majefty,  and  of  this  your  whole  Kingdom,  as  was  fince 
made  kjiown  to  us. 

3.  Sundry  of  your  Majeftie's  loyal  fubje£ls  near  'Dublin  and  elfewherc  here 
were,  though  not  well,  lately  murdered  in  their  beds,  and  many  hanged  by 
martial  law  without  caufe  by  Sir  Charles  Coote  and  others  here,  by  colour  of 
paper  warrants  of  your  faid  Juftices,  the  faid  warrants  being  wholly  againft  the 
fundamental  Laws  of  this  Realm. 

4.  It  was  refolved  by  your  Juftices  and  State  of  this  Realm,  to  wafte  all 
the  country  here,  without  excepting  any,  fpecially  near  T>itblin.  And  in  pur- 
fuance  thereof,  they  caufed  divers  of  their  troopes  and  bands  to  burn,  pillage 
and  wafte  the  country,  and  particularly  the  lands  and  goods  of  fome  of  your 
bcft  fubjeds;  and  publiftied  a  Proclamation  to  burn  all  the  corn  Vi/ithin  ten 
miles  of  Dublin  here,  if  they  did  not  within  ten  dayes  bring  the  fame  to 
Dublin  for  the  lupply  of  your  Majeftie's  army  there.  Which  was  a  work  im- 
poflible  to  be  accompliftied  in  fo  fhort  a  time;  yet  many  in  obedience  of  this 
Proclamation  did  carry  their  corn  to  Dublin,  where  they  were  promifcd  by 
your  laid  Juftices  to  receive  the  full  price  thereof  according  to  the  market,  yet 
contrary  to  their  promife,  the- poor  mens  corn  was  taken  from  them,  and  no- 
thing paled  them  for  the  fame. 

5.  This  cruell  and  lawlefs  proceeding  drove  divers  of  your  good  fubjccls  to 
take  armes  in  their  own  defence.  And  thereupon  your  Juftices  did  by  pub- 
lick  Proclamation  defire  a  conference  with  them,  for  to  underftand  the  caufe 
of  their  difcontents  and  foe  rifing  in  armcs,  giving  them  your  Majeftie's  word 

in 
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in  the  intcival  for  the  fccurity  of  rhcir  pcrfons  and  goods.  Yet  did  they  the 
fame  day  in  which  the  Proclamation  was  publillicd,  and  during  their  I'afc  condud, 
caufe  Sir  Charles  Coote,  one  of  your  Privy  Council  there,  to  pillage  and  bum 
one  of  the  faid  Gentlemen's  principal  towns,  houfcs,  corn,  and  other  goods, 
to  the  value  of  more  than  4000/.  Which  violation  of  the  publick  faith  in 
your  Majclfie's  ]ufticcs  and  State  of  this  Realm  giving  juft  caufc  of  jcaloufy 
and  fufpicion  oV  their  fincerity  and  clear  intentions  towards  the  laid  Gentle- 
men; and  withall  obfcrving,  that  the  very  day  before  your  MajcRie's  petition- 
ers were  to  appear  in  TDublin  upon  the  Proclamation  aforefaid,  the  faid  Catho- 
lique  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  'Dul/lin  were  difarmed  as  aforelaid,  made  them 
forbear  to  obfervc  any  further  the  contents  of  the  faid  Proclamation,  but  to 
continue  their  amies,  and  ftand  upon  their  guard.  Whereupon  Sir  Charles 
Coote  (they  giving  him  no  juft  provocation  or  oft1:ncc,  and  containing  thcm- 
lelvcs  within  the  bounds  of  your  laws)  with  a  great  power  of  horfe  and  footc 
attempted  unawares  to  furprize  and  opprefs  them,  and  in  that  encounter  di- 
vers men  were  (lainc  on  both  fides :  in  revenge  whereof  the  faid  Coote  burned 
divers  towns  near  'Dublin,  where  the  faid  Gentlemen  then  lay  in  garrifon  with 
their  forces. 

6.  There  was  a  late  odious  Protcftation  made  and  declared  in  Parliament 
here  againft  the  proceedings  and  adions  of  the  now  /r//&  forces  of  Uljier,  on 
purpofe  to  incenle  them  againft  us  and  engage  us  in  an  immortal  war  with 
them.  Which  Protcftation  had  it  not  been  yielded  unto,  it  was  then  rcfolved 
by  your  State  here,  (as  we  are  credibly  informed)  either  to  maftacrc  us  that 
would  oppofc  the  fame,  or  feize  at  leaft  upon  our  perfons,  and  make  us  per- 
petual prifoners. 

7.  Divers  armed  troopes  and  bands  of  the  faid  forces  of  Uljler,  amounting 
to  many  thoufands,  did  enter  lately  into  the  Englijh  Pale  here,  and  did  threaten 
by  force  to  conftrain  us  to  take  amies  with  them;  otherwife  they  would  dif- 
pollefs  us  of  all  our  eftatcs,  and  bereave  us  of  our  lives.  And  though  we  be- 
ing deftitute  of  weapons  and  armes,  wanted  ability  and  nieanes  to  make  de- 
fence againft  them  ;  yet  fuch  was  and  is  ftill  our  affc£tion  and  fidelity  to  your 
Majcrty  and  your  Crownc,  that  we  would  choofc  rather  to  facrificc  all  our 
fortunes,  cftates,  and  lives  in  fight  for  the  defence  of  your  Crowne  and  King- 
dom, than  joine  with  them  in  drawing  our  fwords,  contrary  to  our  allegiance 
and  duty  to  your  facrcd  Majefty,  our  dreade  and  onely  fovereign  Lord  and 
King.  But  thcfe  forces  here  now  in  the  field  have  given  us  full  affurance  of 
the  juftnefs  of  their  caufe,  by  their  late  general  Reiiionftrance,  which  they  have 
prepared  for  to  be  prefented  to  your  Highnefs,  thereby  teftifying  to  all  the 
world,  they  take  amies  as  well  for  the  defence  and  advancement  of  your  Royal 
Crowne,  your  juft  prerogatives  and  rights,  as  for  the  general  fafcguard  and 
prefervation  of  the  liberties,  rcMgion,  pofleflions,  eftates,  and  perfons  of  us  your 
moft  faithfuU  fubjefts,  the  Catholiques  of  this  your  Realm  of  Ireland. 

8.  Thefe,  may  it  pleafe  your  moft  princely  Majefty  were  the  chief  grounds 
and  principal  motives  of  our  rifing  in  armes-  And  we  do  moft  humbly  befeech 
your  moft  excellent  Majefty,  not  to  take  offence  thereat,  but  to  vouchfafo  us 
not  only  your  moft  gracious  favour  and  proteftion  from  the  cruel  attempts  and 
dcfigns  of  your  Juftices  and  State  of  this  Kingdom  againft  us ;  but  likewile  to 
be  graciouily  pleafed  to  afford  us  juft  caufe  of  laying  down  our  armes,  by  ap- 
plying prefent  and  eftedual  remedies  to  our  juft  grievances,  and  fecurity  to 
our  cftates  and  pcrfons,  whereby  we  may  be  enabled  to  perform  that  accept- 
able lervice  to  your  Highnefs  and  your  Crowne,  which  our  duty  and  the  ma- 
ny prefidcnts  of  our  anCcftors  bind  us  unto.

Madame-,  May  it  pleafe  your  moji  excellent  Majefty-, 

WE  have  humbly  prcfumed  both  in  our  own  names,  and  in  the  names 
of  the  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  others  of  the  Engli^i  Pale  of  this  King- 
dom, to  fend  a  petition  to  his  Majefty,  to  make  known  thereby  a  part  of  the 
caufes  and  motives  of  our  taking  armes.  The  other  caufes  moving  us  there- 
unto his  Majefty  is  to  be  informed  by  this  Gentleman,  the  bearer  hereof,  whom 
we  have  entrufted  to  make  them  likewife  known  to  your  Majefty.  And  if 
his  Majefty  fhould  miftake  our  intentions,  (which  we  humbly  prefume  he  will 
not)  then  our  onely  hope  is,  and  we  humbly  beg  it  of  your  Majefty,  that 
you  will  mediate  for  us,  and  fet  us  right  and  ftraight  in  his  Majcftie's  good 
opinion  again,  feeing  what  we  have  done  is  only  for  defence  of  his  Royal 
Prerogative,  the  enjoying  of  the  free  and  publique  exereife  of  our  Religion, 
which  (as  we  were  informed)  we  were  totally  to  be  debarred  of,  and  the  re- 
formation of  the  abufes  and  grievances  of  this  poor  Kingdom.  We  likewife 
hnplore  your  Majefty 's  afliftance,  to  procure  us  from  his  Majefty  the  grant  of 
what  we  humbly  defire  in  our  Petition ;  which  is  no  more  than  his  Majefty 
hath  been  pleafed  to  grant  to  his  fubjedls  in  other  of  his  Dominions,  who 
fiiall  not  upon  any  occafion  be  more  forward  and  ready,  than  we  fliall  be,  to 
fpendour  lives  and  fortunes  for  his  and  your  Majeftie'sfcrvice;  which  we  fhall 
upon  all  occafions  be  ready  to  feale  with  our  bloods.  Soe  praying  for  his  and 
your  Majcftie's  and  all  your  Royal  ifllies  long  lives  happily  to  reign  over  us, 
we  humbly  kneel  to  kifs  your  facred  hand.

Right  Honourable^ 

I  Have  often  written  to  the  Lords  Juftices,  fetting  out  the  great  wants  and 
dcfeds  of  this  place :  but  1  can  neither  find  relief  from  them,  nor  an  an- 
fwer  of  my  letters ;  fo  that  now  I  muft  applie  to  your  Lordfhip  for  your  ad- 
vice and  direftions,  what  I  fhall  do  in  cafes  of  fo  great  necefllty.  My  Lord, 
this  place  is  neither  furnilhed  with  means,  munition,  nor  armes.  I  have  enter- 
tained fifty  men,  and  kept  them  upon  mine  own  charge  j  the  old  men  want 
means,  and  are  ready  every  minute  to  mutiny  and  deliver  up  this  place  into 
the  hands  of  the  enemies.  My  eftate  and  relief  is  taken  from  me,  and  the 
moft  that  I  can  do  is  to  hold  out  one  fortnight  longer.  There  is  not  munition 
to  hold  out  five  dayes  fight,  nor  are  we  able  to  Ipare  powder,  to  bring  fliips 
to  an  anchor,  French,  Spanijh,  or  'Dutch  that  come. 
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It  will  be  a  difhonoiu-  fo\:  me  to  leave  it.  It  is  infinite  danger  to  continue 
it,  without  nieancs,  incouiagcmcnt,  or  relief.  Some  of  the  chief  of  the  cne- 
m'ic  met  my  men  abroad,  mIio  went  for  fire.  They  fct  on  my  men,  in  which 
conrtict  there  fell  of  the  cnemie,  fome  of  the  chief  heads,  and  fome  of  their 
men.  This  hath  bred  a  great  heart-burning  and  caufc  of  revenge.  I  pray 
your  Lordlliip's  dirc^ion  and  advice  what  to  do,  and  warrant  for  the  fifty  men, 
and  fuch  relief,  men,  and  munition,  as  your  Lordihip  ihall  think  fitt.  Other- 
wife  I  crave  your  Lordlhip's  pardon,  that  I  prclervc  my  Life  (which  is  all 
that  I  have  left)  the  bcft  I  can.  For  in  this  condition  I  cannot  continue,  nor 
can  it  be  cxpeded  I  ihould ;  for  I  have  done  what  I  could,  and  fpent  what  I 
had.  God  of  heaven  quiet  the  times  and  dired  your  Lordihip  in  all  good 
wayes.

Right  Honourable  my  very  good  Lord, 

SUCH  is  the  uproare  and  carriage  here  amongft  us,  that  it  were  but  folly  to 
fill  paper  withall :  and  no  great  wonder,  when  as  the  cittie  of  Kilkenny  is 
ranfackt  within  the  walks,  fo  as  (for  my  part)  I  am  in  fuch  a  hard  cafe  for  want 
of  munition  for  fuch  purpofes  betwixt  both  fores,  as  that  I  do  not  well  know 
how  to  behave  my  feif,  I  being  fo  remote  from  any  fuccour  from  your  Ho- 
nour and  thofe  parts.  And  therefore  do  humbly  pray  that  your  Honour  will 
be  pleafed  to  folicit  the  cafe  to  the  Lords  Juftices,  in  hope  thereby  to  take 
fome  courfe  for  my  fuccour;  whereas  I  can  do  nothing  as  I  would  otherwife, 
though  I  have  been  threatened  as  well  by  the  Irifl),  as  by  the  Lord  Prefident  of 
Munfler,  who  is  fo  cruel  and  mcrcilcfs,  that  he  caufcd  honcft  men  and  women 
to  be  moft  execrably  executed ;  and  amongft  the  reft  caufed  a  woman  great 
with  child  to  be  ript  up  and  take  three  babes  together  out  of  her  womb,  and 
then  to  thruft  every  of  the  babes  with  weapons  through  their  little  bodies.  And 
withall  do  pray  your  honourable  advice  in  thofe  cafes,  to  which  I  would  wil- 
lingly relie.  This  aft  of  the  Lord  Prefident's  hath  put  many  in  a  fort  of  def- 
peration.     And  this  being  all  for  the  prefent  I  take  my  leave,  ever  remaining

My  Lord, 

S.Hould  I  endeavour  to  anfwer  the  firft  part  of  your  letter  of  the  5th  prefent, 
ic  would  produce  an  endlefs  contention,  betwixt  your  noblenefs,  afllfted 
by  powerfuU  abillities,  and  my  duUnefs,  furnifhed  with  fuch  plenty  of  matter 
by  your  multiplied  favours,  as  could  not  be  filenced,  but  would  continue  your 
everlafting  trouble  :  which  to  prevent,  be  pleafed  to  receive  once  for  all  this 
plainc,  unalterable,  and  I  fear  too  unprofitable  profeffion  of  my  being  to  the 
end,  and  in  all  things,  ready  to  fcrve  you.  So  confident  I  am  that  from  your 
vertue  can  come  no  commands,  but  fuch  as  are  fit  for  me  to  obey. 

The 
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The  influence  the  diftraclions  in  England  have  upon  our  affaires  here,  toge- 
ther with  my  zeal  and  intercft  in  the  honour  and  prolpcritie  of  the  Englip 
Nation,  intitles  me  to  a  fad  right  of  grieving  at  them,  and  of  praying  for  a 
ipeedy  accommodation  of  them.  But  when  I  have  done  that,  my  part  is  acted  > 
unlefs  I  fhould  take  up  to  play  that  of  a  blind  impertinent  arogant  thrnlUng 
myfelf  and  my  uncalled  affcdions  to  quench  a  flame  too  mighty  for  a  throng 
of  abler  judgments,  whodoubtlefs  are  induftrious  toetfcd  that  glorious,  blefled 
and  (for  their  own  prefervation)  moft  neceflary  work.  Yet  if  I  were  inftruded 
and  authorifed  how,  and  where,  to  contribute  my  poor  endeavours,  I  fhould 
accompt  my  life  and  fortune  but  trifles,  balanced  with  the  honour  of  being  the 
leaft  of  thofe  that  fhall  put  their  hands  and  hearts  to  compofe  thofc  fearful  di- 
vifions,  that  fatally  threaten  univerfal  confufion  to  theib  Kingdomes.  And  fo 
ardent,  and  without  mixture  of  private  ends,  are  my  defires  to  this,  that  I  fhould 
not  take  them  for  lefs  than  hopcfuil  fignes  of  a  happier  event.  But  my  natu- 
rall  ignorance  is  become  fo  thick  a  darknefs,  for  want  of  a  true  light  from 
thence,  that  I  dare  offer  nothing  but  my  prayers,  towards  the  accommodation 
of  thofe  differences,  which,  if  not  timely  taken  up,  will  (toman's  judgement) 
inevitably  involve  us  all  in  a  common  and  dangerous  fl:orm :  which,  if  it  mufl: 
come,  I  refolve  in  that,  as  in  all  other  conditions,  to  approve  my  felf  an  ho-

Our  very  good  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

OUR.  jufl:  fears  and  the  apparent  prattifes  of  fuch  as  thirfl:  after  our  mine, 
have  at  length  brought  us  to  declare  ourfclves  in  the  behalf  of  our  King, 
our  Confciences,  and  our  Country  5  you  we  believe,  with  the  fame  refentment, 
have  obferved  how  much  theMajefty  of  our  Prince  in  what  concerns  the  King- 
dom has  llifFercd  in  the  eflentiall  rights  of  it  by  the  management  of  the  affairs 
of  this  State  by  the  Parliament  of  England,  as  if  not  content  with  the  blcfllng 
of  the  prefence  of  our  common  Father  his  Sacred  Majeftie,  they  would  force 
upon  us  a  farther  fubordination  at  the  fame  diftance.  You  have  had  a  part 
aUb  in'  our  greif,  to  fee  the  diftrufl:  and  publick  upbraiding  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholicks,  and  the  marks  of  indignation  forced  upon  our  Religion,  (notwith- 
ftanding  our  often  candid  and  finccre  expreflion  of  our  Loyalty,)  by  which 
we  are  rendred  incapable  of  any  Office  beyond  being  a  ]uftice  of  Peace,  and 
the  executing  of  the  fame  place  without  fwearing  the  Oath  of  Supremacy, 
made  at  the  will  and  difcretion  of  the  State.  You,  we  arc  confident,  with 
the  fame  afHidion  of  mindc  took  notice  with  us  to  how  little  purpole  we  fate 
in  Parliament,  when  the  redrefs  of  our  greivances  muft  not  only  firft  move, 
but  receive  the  approvement  of  thofe  who  commonly  were  the  authors  of  them.

By  the  King. 

WHEREAS  divers  lewd  and  wicked  perfons  have  of  late  rifcn  in  Rebel- 
lion  in  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland^  furprized  divers  of  our  Forts  and 
Catties,  poflcflcd  themfelvcs  thereof;  furprifed  fome  of  our  garrifons,  pof- 
feffed  thcmlelves  of  fome  of  our  magazines  of  arms  and  ammunition;  dilpof- 
fefled  nianv  of  our  good  and  loyal  Subjeds  of  the  Br/tijh  Nation,  and  Protc- 
ftants  of  their  houfes  and  lands ;  robbed  and  fpoiled  many  thoufands  of  our  good 
Subjeds  of  the  Britifi  Nation,  and  Proteftants  of  their  goods  to  great  values; 
maffacred  multitudes  of  them,  imprifoned  many  others,  and  fome  who  have 
the  honour  to  ferve  us  as  Privy  Councellors  of  that  our  Kingdom :  Wc  there- 
fore having  taken  the  fame  into  our  Royal  confideration,  and  abhorring  the  wick- 
ed difloyalty  and  horrible  afts  committed  by  thofe  perfons ;  do  hereby  not  on- 
ly declare  our  juft  indignation  thereof;  but  alfo  do  declare  them  and  their  ad- 
herents and  abettors,  and  all  thofc  who  fhall  hereafter  joyn  with  them,  or 
commit  the  like  adts  on  any  of  our  good  Subjefts  in  that  Kingdomc,  to  be  Re- 
bels and  Traitors  againft  our  Royal  Perfon,  and  enemies  to  our  Royal  Crown 
of  England  and  Ireland 

And  we  do  hereby  ftridly  charge  and  command  all  thofe  perfons,  who 
have  i^o  prefumed  to  rife  in  arms  againft  us  and  our  Royal  Authority,  (which 
we  cannot  otherwife  interpret  than  ads  of  high  Rebellion,  and  deteftable  dis- 
loyalty, when  tlierein  they  fpoil  and  deftroy  our  good  and  loyal  fubjeds  of 
the  Britijh  Nation,  and  Proteftants,)  that  they  immediately  lay  down  their 
arms,  and  forbear  all  further  adls  of  hoftility ;  wherein  if  they  fail,  we  do  let 
them  know,  that  we  have  authorized  our  juftices  of  Ireland,  and  others  our 
chief  Governour  or  Governours,  and  General  or  Lieutenant  General  of  our  Army 
there ;  and  do  hereby  accordingly  require,  and  authorize  them,  and  every  of 
them,  to  profecute  the  faid  Rebels  and  Traitors  with  fire  and  fword,  as  perfons 
who  by  their  high  difloyalty  againft  us  their  lawful  and  undoubted  King  and 
Sovereign,  have  made  themfelves  unworthy  of  any  mercy  or  favour;  wherein 
our  faid  Juftices  or  other  Governour  or  Governours,  and  General  or  Lieutenant 
General  of  our  faid  Army,  fhall  be  countenanced  and  fupported  by  us  and  by 
our  powerful  fuccours  of  our  good  fubjeds  of  England  and  Scotland,  that  fo 
they  may  reduce  to  Obedience  thofe  wicked  difturbers  of  that  peace,  which 
by  the  blefllng  of  God  that  Kingdom  hath  fo  long,  and  fo  happily  enjoyed 
under  the  Government  of  our  Royal  Father  and  Us.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majejly, 

OUR  Royall  and  gracious  Letters  did  vouchfafe  me  the  greateft  honour 


and  favour  that  could  be  pofllble,  reviving  my  dejeded  fpirits,  and  put- 
ting life  into  my  endeavours  and  the  minds  of  thofe,  that  arc  faithful!  to 
your  Majefty,  and  have  dependance  upon  me  5  and  now  after  publication,  as 
precious  records  of  your  Royall  goodnefs,  I  fliall  ftrive  to  prelcrve  them  to  all 
pofteiity. 

To  informe  your  Majefty  in  brief  of  the  fad  condition  of  affaires  here,  give 
me  leave  to  exprefs  that  either  fear,  affedion,  or  want  of  timely  relief  and 
imployment  has  in  a  manner  joyned  the  whole  Kingdom  into  one  body  of 
difcontent  and  taking  arms;  the  fufpicion  they  hold  of  the  State  ^x. 'Dublin, 
the  rumors  of  the  great  perfecution  in  England,  and  the  defignes  layd,  (as  they 
give  out,)  to  put  the  lame  laws  in  execution  here,  and  themfelves  by  feverall 
ways  into  defperation,  both  of  lives  and  fortunes,  together  with  their  plaufible 
declarations,  working  upon  the  minds  and  difpofitions  of  moft  men. 

Now  to  give  your  Majefty  an  account  of  my  owne  particular  condition? 
as  foone  as  I  heard  of  the  commotion  in  the  North,  and  the  attempt  upon 
'Dublin  Caftle,  I  made  a  fearch  into  the  ftrength  of  this  County,  and  found 
it  very  ill  furnifhed  with  arms,  and  but  my  company  of  fifty  foot  in  this  large 
County,  and  two  in  the  Forft  at  Gallway  :  and  infteed  of  afliftance,  fifty  of 
thofe  under  the  command  of  Sir  Lorenjo  Cary  my  kinfman,  in  whom  I  re- 
pofed  much  confidence,  were  called  by  Potent  to  Dublin  after  diftempers  began 
to  grow  in  the  neighbouring  parts  about  me,  notwithftanding  my  earneft  requeft 
to  have  them  ftay  here.  For  my  other  proceedings  to  preferve  thefe  parts  in 
obedience,  your  Majefty  has  been  informed  by  my  letters  to  others,  before  my 
knowledge  of  your  Majeftie's  fafe  and  happy  return  into  England. 

I  have  frequently  and  earneftly  importuned  the  State  for  fupply  of  armes  and 
ammunition,  but  could  never  receive  any  other  returne  than  a  commendation 
of  my  care ;  except  one  hundred  calivers  and  as  many  pikes,  the  maine  part  of 
them  unferviceable,  and  lately  power  to  add  fifty  more  to  my  old  company. 
And  the  copies  of  fome  of  my  difpatches  to  them,  (I  prefume)  have  come  to 
your  Majeftie's  view ;  by  which  I  hope  in  your  Royall  judgment  I  am  acquit, 
if  I  have  not  wrought  (wanting  fitt  materialls,)  anfwerable  to  the  expectation 
held  of  me.  I  may  fay  that  when  the  whole  Kingdom  in  a  manner  declared 
themfelves  for  the  prefent  action,  I  kept  this  County  from  it;  and  to  preferve 
a  face  of  peace  the  beft  I  could,  and  keep  men's  minds  that  way  imployed, 
with  the  afliftance  of  the  Cheif  Juftice  of  Connaght,  1  lately  kept  the  only 
Court  of  Juftice  that  has  been  in  this  Kingdom  fince  thefe  troubles  began. 

Many  great  fpoiles  and  ftealing  of  cattle  both  from  the  Engli^j  and  Iri^  I 
could  not  polTible  prevent,  done  in  the  night  by  inferior  people.  Some  have  been 
executed,  and  many  imprifoned ;  which  (I  hope)  will  ftop  thefe  diforders.  I 
hive  fuftaincd  moft  prejudice  in  my  owne  particular,  putting  fome  blemifhes 
upon  the  obedience  of  this  County ;  one  of  my  Caftlcs  in  the  mountainous 
borders  being  furprifcd  by  a  rafh  young  kinfman  of  my  owne,  and  two  fmall 
idands  of  myne  by  another.  Untill  I  am  better  fupplyed,  I  dare  not  adventure  into 
thofe  remote  parts  for  the  recovery  of  them,  left  fome  ill  aftcded  perfons 
might  take  advantage  of  my  abfencc  to  make  attempts  upon  my  Englifh  Pro- 
tcftant  tenants,  who  have  made  very  good  Plantations  near  my  two  principall 
houfes.     1  Hkewife  meet  with  another  great  diliicultyj  that  1  have  noc  confi- 

4  derable 
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derable  place  of  ftreni;th  foi-  the  fafety  of  my  wife  and  children,  or  to  make 
mv  owne  rctrcate  unto  upon  any  occafion.  It  will  not  be  poHiblc  for  me  long 
to  fupport  the  authority  of  this  Government,  which  without  power  and  mcancs 
muft  in  fhort  time  grow  into  contempt,  and  my  fclfc  and  followers  unable  to 
bcare  the  prclent  great  charge,  if  I  have  not  armcs  and  command  in  your  Ma- 
jcftic's  pay  to  imploy  many  able  men,  that  may  othcrwil'e  be  drawnc  to  believe, 
that  I  am  miftrufted  or  httle  regarded;  thofe  apprehenfions  having  been  an 
occafion  to  increafc  the  diftempers  in  this  Kingdome. 

I  am  watchfull  and  upon  my  guard,  the  beft  I  am  able,  being  threatned  to 
be  affhulted  by  the  neighbouring  Counties  for  labouring  to  relieve  the  Engltjh 
Protcrtants  here  :  and  tho'  the  endeavours  of  fome  Gentlemen  of  Quality  in 
thofe  parts  has  hitheno  kept  the  ftorme  from  me,  it  cannot  be  long  pre- 
vented. 

My  Lord  Prefident  ofConnaght  is  forced  to  retire  to  the  Caftle  of  Athlone,  and 
cannot  mo\e  farr  from  thence.  My  Lord  oiThomond  in  little  better  condition, 
(as  I  am  informed,)  and  all  his  Englijlo  and  T>utch  Plantations  forfaken.  My 
Lord  of  Muyo^  who  has  the  command  of  that  County  under  my  Lord  Prefident, 
in  the  (ime  dillrcfs.  Thefe  fad  examples  round  about  me  foretell  what  I  muft 
fliortly  expert,  if  not  fpeedily  fupplyed  out  of  England  by  fea  to  Galloway. 

What  foe  ver  happen,  I  fhall  with  my  beft  blood  feale  my  duty  and  loyalty 
to  your  Majcfty,  and  God  of  his  infinite  goodnefs  guide  all  your  Majeftye's  ac- 
tions and  dcfignes,  blefs,  and  prefervc  in  fafety  your  Royall  Perfon,  and  grant 
your  Majefty  conftant  victories  over  all  your  enemys,  the  dayly  prayer  of

N°.  LV.     The  Lord  Gormanfton  to  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde. 

My  very  good  Lord, 

ALTHOUGH  the  generall  difpatch,  which  by  command  of  the  Lords  here 
was  fent  into  Connaght,  might  have  come  into  your  hands ;  and  by  that 
your  Lordihip  might  have  gathered  how  we  were  neceflltated,  and  how  juft 
motives  we  had  to  take  armes ;  yet  I  thought  it  very  fitt  to  give  your  Lord- 
ihip a  particular  account  of  our  occafions  and  proceedings,  that  I  might  there- 
by eftablifh  in  your  Lordfliip  a  firme  affeftion  to  aflift  a  caufe  wherein  you  are 
equally  interefted.  Firft,  it  is  not  unknown  to  your  Lordihip  how  the  Puritan 
faction  oi  England,  fince  by  the  countenance  of  the  Scotttfh  Army,  they  in- 
vaded the  Regall  Power,  have  both  in  their  dodlrine  and  pra£life  layd  the 
foundation  of"  the  flavcry  of  this  Country,  they  teach  that  the  laws  of  Eng- 
land, if  they  mention  Ireland,  are  without  doubt  binding  here,  and  the  Parli- 
ament has  wholly  affumed  the  management  of  the  aftairs  of  this  Kingdom 
as  a  right  of  preheminencc  due  to  it :  and  what  may  be  expcded  from  luch 
zealous  and  fiery  profclTors  of  an  adverfe  Religion,  but  the  ruine  and  extir- 
pation of  ours  ?  Then  your  Lordfhip  will  obferve  how  fitt  inftruments  the  State 
here  have  been  to  farther  all  intrudements  to  our  difadvantage.  When  firft 
this  adlion  was  difcovcred,  moft  of  the  Lords  towards  T)iiblm,  to  whom  the 
defigne  was  not  communicated,  reforted  to  the  Juftices  for  armes,  thinking 
at  that  time  the  Irifl)  had  revived  the  old  quarrell,  and  thought  to  expell  us, 
who  this  four  hundred  years  have  been  poflcfled  of  the  moft  confiderable  parts 
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of  the  Kingdome.  But  they,  in  conformity  to  the  rcfolution  of  their  Pa- 
trons the  Parliament  of  England,  determining  to  fupprcfs  our  Religion,  put 
fome  few  armes  into  our  hands  with  that  caution  and  dilfidcncc,  that  it  was 
a  bleiling  from  God,  the  Irijh  had  propofed  to  themfclves  fair  ends,  tor  other- 
wife  by  the  diftruft  of  the  State,  we  might  have  been  compelled  to  feck  new 
dwellings. 

My  Lord,  the  caufe  is  God's  in  the  firft  place,  and  I  know  you  too  noble  to 
fubjed  the  merits  of  your  Anceftors,  andtheeftate  which  you  derive  fromthofe 
that  have  made  way  unto  it  over  the  bodyes  of  their  enemies,  to  be  lubjcct 
to  the  difpofe  of  any  other  Parliament  than  our  owne,  or  that  we  Ihould  fee 
the  Majefty  of  our  Prince  fo  farr  abridged  of  the  rights  of  it,  as  that  his  fub- 
jefts  will  prefume  to  cloath  themfelves  in  his  power,  and  limitt  him  how 
farr  he  fhall  be  juft  and  merciful!.  Thefe,  my  Lord ,  are  the  grievances  wc 
reffenr,  and  the  redrefs  of  them  the  principall  thing  both  the  Commanders 
of  the  Catholick  Army,  and  we,  doe  look  after  ;  and  we  are  very  confident  youc 
Lordlhip  in  foe  neceflary  a  worke  will  contribute  your  afliftance,  and  will  va- 
lue beyond  all  rcfpeds  the  name  of  a  zealous  Catholick,  and  a  true  Patriot ; 
and  feeke  to  reftore  to  its  former  luftre  the  much  obfcuredMajeftie  of  our  So- 
veraigne.

Sent  inclofed  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty y 

I  Have  ufed  my  beft  induftry  for  your  Majeftie's  fcrvice  to  find  out  the  firft 
caufes  and  grounds  of  thefe  unhappy  commotions,  and  what  might  be  their 
chief  aime  and  defires  that  are  in  aftion.  And  this  inclofed  is  newly  fcnt 
me  from  very  able  and  intelligent  perfons,  vv'hich,  in  difcharge  of  my  duty,  I 
held  nioft  neceflary  to  convey  fpeedily  to  your  Majefty. 

The  firft  motives  and  the  increafe  of  thefe  diftempcrs  are  offered  to  be 
proved  by  the  teftimonics  of  feveral  perfons  of  worth  and  quality.  For  the 
remedies  to  appeafe  thefe  troubles,  I  cannot  but  conceive  they  raifc  their  de- 
mands, that  what  fhall  appear  reafonable  and  fit  to  be  granted  may  be  the  more 
eafily  obtained. 

I  have  likewife  made  enquiry  into  their  ftrength,  and  it  is  affirmed  unto  me, 
that  they  begin  to  be  well  armed  and  furnifhcd  with  ammunition.  Meeting  with 
no  refiftance  all  this  time,  they  have  had  leifurc  to  provide  themfelves  out  of  the 
Englijh  Plantations  and  from  abroad :  neither  will  they  wane  able  and  good 
Commanders. 

I  humbly  offer  it  to  your  Majeftie's  confidcration,  that  a  careful!  and  vigilant 
eye  be  kept  upon  tlie  proceedings  and  dcfigns  of  thofe  in  the  North  that  firft 
began  this  bufinefs.  They  are  generally  of  more  haughty  and  ambitious  fpirits 
than  thofe  in  the  other  parts  of  the  Kingdom,  the  rcmaincs  and  brandies  of 
thofe  that  were  anciently  in  rebellion,  who  loft  large  and  great  poflcllions, 
and  are  now  grown  very  ftrong  and  powerful!.  I  exprefs  nothing  of  know- 
ledge or  charge  in  particular  againft  them,  but  by  way  of  caution,  and  do 
hope  they  with  the  reft  will  be  brouglu  to  a  fit  conformity  to  your  Royal  Will 

and 
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and  Government,  whenlbevcr  your  Majcfty  l"hall  be  plcafcd  to  fend  my  Lord 
Lieutenant  over,  or  Commiilioners  that  fhall  be  of  honour  and  worth  to  in- 
forme  them  of  your  Majeftic's  gracious  rcfolutions  to  give  them  relief  and  re- 
drefs  in  their  juft  grievances,  and  your  iriercifuU  inclinations  to  appeale  the 
dirtemperswith  the  leaft  lots  of  blood;  tiiough  confidcrablc  forces  will  be  ne- 
celVary  for  your  Majeftic's  lionour  and  the  advancement  of  your  fervice,  thofe 
that  govern  here  having  given  a  general  difcontcnt  and  diftruft  to  the  whole 
Kingdom. 

There  is  an  Oath  of  Combination  that  paflcth  generally  throughout  the  whole 
Kin2;dom,  and  fomc  of  acquaintance  and  relation  tQ^  me  have  offered  fomc 
defence  for  the  taking  of  it,  demanding  why  it  might  not  be  more  lawful!,  and 
much  more  pardonable,  for  them  to  enter  into  a  covenant  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  their  Religion,  your  Majeftic's  rights  and  prerogatives,  and  the  juft  li- 
berties of  the  Subj  eft,  than  for  others  to  enter  into  one  that  hath  been  an  occa- 
iion  to  lefTen  and  impaire  your  Majeftic's  lawfuU  power  and  intcreft.  My 
anfwer  was  pcrlbafions  to  fome,  and  commands  to  others  not  to  engage 
themfelvcs  in  any  thing  that  was  not  warranted  by  your  Majefty's  autho- 
rity. 

It  is  newly  reported  here,  that  the  Parliament  in  England  arc  refolved  to 
make  it  a  war  of  Religion,  and  to  grant  no  toleration  thereof  in  this  King- 
dom, and  fome  other  fevere  and  fti  i£l  courfes  for  the  profecution  of  this  war. 

I  am  very  lorry,  (if  I  may  prelUme  to  fpeak  my  fcnfe  befidcs  Religion,  as  it 
has  relation  to  your  Majeftic's  fervice,!  that  fuch  declarations  ihould  appear, 
and  no  confiderable  forces  in  any  rcadinels  here :  which  in  my  opinion  can 
be  of  no  other  ufe,  but  the  more  tirmly  to  unite  and  combine  this  whole  King- 
dom for  their  confcience  and  their  own  prefervationsj  befides  the  drawing  in 
forces  from  foreign  parts,  who  may  be  ready  to  afllft  in  this  caufc,  that  would 
not  countenance  Rebellion  upon  other  pretexts.  I  hope  your  Majeftic's  wif- 
dom  and  gracious  goodnefs,  for  prefervation  of  thoufands  of  your  Subjefls 
lives,  will  dired  a  juft  and  moderate  courfe  between  thofc  intentions,  and  the 
high  demands  of  them  here  as  they  were  deHvercd  me,  that  may  bring  a  good 
and  happy  conclufion  to  thefe  unfortunate  troubles,  to  your  Majeftic's  honour 
and  glory,  and  the  peace  and  fafety  of  all  your  Dominions. 

The  late  diftempers  of  Scotland,  the  high  proceedings  in  England,  and  the 
prelent  commotions  in  this  Kingdom  fuffered  to  grow  to  foe  great  an  height  by 
vour  Majeftic's  Minifters  here,  are  matters  far  above  my  apprehenfion  :  the 
paflages  ftopt,  and  all  men's  tongues  and  pens  foe  bound  up  from  giving  any  right 
intelligence,  that  I  walk  in  a  ftrange  darknefs,  from  which  I  cannot  be  free> 
but  by  the  light  of  your  Majefty's  gracious  Plealure  and  Royal  Commands  to 
guide  my  fteps  and  adions ;  which  being  known,  and  being  able  by  your  Ma- 
jeftic's Power  none  fhall  give  better  teftimony  of  his  Loyalty  and  Diligence 
than  myfelf.  And  to  enable  me  the  better  for  your  Majeftic's  fervice,  give 
me  leave  to  make  my  humble  fute  for  the  command  of  the  Fort  at  Gallwaj, 
having  no  other  place  of  fafety  for  my  family  or  to  fupport  the  power  of  this 
Government.  The  Captain  that  now  commands  there  I  wifh  well  unto,  for 
his  Father's  fake  Sir  Francis  Willoughby,  but  the  truth  is,  he  hath  neither  tem- 
per nor  judgment  to  command  in  chief  in  that  place.  I  will  prefume  to  hope 
that  the  name  of  Papift  will  not  put  that  blemifh  upon  the  ancient  and  con- 
ftant  merit  of  myHoufe,  and  your  Majeftic's  own  knowledge  of  my  felfc,  as 
to  be  an  impediment  thereto,  or  to  any  other  fervice  that  your  Majefty  (hall 
defigne  to  be  moft  faithfully  performed  that  fhall  come  warranted  and  aflured 
to  be  your  Majeftic's  own  Command  5  wherein  when  I  faile  in  my  duty,  may 
I  feel  the  weight  of  God's  difpleafure  and  your  Majeftic's  juft  indignation. 

I  have  prefumed  far  upon  your  Majeftic's  patience,  for  which  I  humbly  crave 
your  pardon  and  a  favourable  interpretation,  that  nothing  fallen  from  my  pen

My  Lord, 

IN  the  midft  of  my  misfortunes,  it  was  a  great  comfort  to  me  to  be  in- 
formed by  my  brother  that  your  Grace  was  pleafed  to  remember  fo  unufc- 
full  a  fcrvant  at  fo  great  a  diftance  from  hence.  I  can  informe  you  of  no- 
thing but  calamity  and  mifery,  the  whole  Kingdome  being  now  in  a  ftrange 
combination  and  confederacy  by  vows  and  covenants,  fome  through  fcarc  of 
their  ftronger  neighbours  who  aflault  all  that  will  not  come  with  them  and 
engage  thcmfeh'es  as  deeply  as  the  reft  ;  others  through  aflfedion  to  the 
caufe,  their  declarations  being  takeing ;  and  fome  for  want  of  means,  that  they 
were  not  truftcd  and  imployed,  and  all  generally  difcontented  with  thofe  that 
manage  the  Affaires  of  State  here,  whom  they  charge  with  fecrct  pradlifing, 
both  here  and  in  England,  before  the  Commotions  begun,  to  raife  Parties  and 
Fadions  to  dcftroy  their  Religion,  to  divert  and  hinder  the  King's  Graces  intend- 
ed towards  them,  by  that  mcancs  to  put  them  into  defperation  that  they  might 
forfeit  their  lives  and  fortunes :  and  fince  the  diftempers  began,  that  they  have 
fo  difpofed  of  Affaires,  as  if  the  defigne  were  laied  to  putt  the  whole  King- 
dom in  Rebellion  as  now  it  is ;  the  perfons  of  my  Lord  of  Kildare,  Tbomondy 
Ormond  and  very  few  others  excepted,  and  my  felfe,  and  this  poor  County 
which  with  very  much  difficultie  I  endeavour  to  preferve,  and  yet  cannot  keep  it 
without  fome  Icarrs  and  blemiflics,  which  will  turne  to  deeper  wounds,  if  I  be 
not  fpecdily  fupplyed  with  good  flore  of  armes  and  ammunition  by  fea  to 
Gallway,  and  with  fome  fit  command  in  the  King's  pay  to  Ilipport  the  infi- 
nite charge  my  felf  and  followers  are  now  at,  and  to  keep  up  authority  and 
reputation  amongft  them  ;  this  not  being  the  way  to  difchargc  almoft  40000  /. 
debt.  That  which  doth  moft  perplex  me,  is  the  confideration  of  my  Wife 
and  poore  Children,  all  paflages  being  ftopt,  that  I  cannot  fend  them  into 
England  but  by  the  Long  Sea,  which  were  a  cure  worfe  than  the  difcafe.  Bc- 
fldcs  the  doubt  of  their  welcome  there,  as  reports  are  brought  hither,  and  I 
have  noc  conflderable  place  of  ftrength  or  fafcty  for  them,  the  Fort  dX.Galloway 
beins  commanded  by  Captain  Anthony  Wdlonghby  in  the  abfence  of  his  Father 
Sir  Francis  placed  there  by  my  Lord  oi Strafford  long  before  my  coming  over. 
I  am  not  willing  in  thefe  captious  and  doubtful!  times  to  meddle  further  with 
it,  than  to  furnifli  him  plentifully  for  the  defenfe  thereof,  untill  I  receive  or- 
der and  dircdion  from  his  Majefty  to  have  the  full  command  of  it,  havinj; 
written  earneftly  to  the  King  to  that  eifcd.  Then  my  chief  care  were  taken 
for  the  prcfcrvation  of  my  family,  and  I  fhall  have  a  ture  retreat  upon  all  oc- 
cafions,  and  without  which  it  is  not  pofllble  for  me  to  perform  any  confi- 
dcrable  fcrvice,  and  it  did  and  docth  moft  properly  belong  to  this  Government. 
Give  mc  leave  earneftly  to  intreatc  your  Grace  to  move  the  King  effcdually 
therein,  as  that  which  moft  nearly  concerns  mc  :  I  have  not  written  to  any 
other  friends  thereof,  left  it  might  meet  with  difputcs  and  long  debates,  and 
by  his  Majcflie's  ownc  gracious  favour  I  only  defire  to  have  it;  and  not  com- 
ing fpcedily,  I  have  caufe  to  feare  it  may  come  too  late,  all  the  neighbouring 

countrcs 
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countres  threatning  to  afiaulc  mc,  hitherto  kept  off  by  fomc  friends  and  for- 
mer acquaintance  of  my  Father's ;  and  the  State  here  has  neither  power  nor 
will  to  releive  me ;  and  1  am  confidently  informed  that  thofe  that  are  in 
adlion  grow  very  well  armed  by  the  leifure  has  been  given  them  to  rifle  the 
Englijh  Plantations,  and  to  fend  beyond  lea. 

Whatfoever  may  be  the  fufpitions  of  fome  in  England  in  regard  of  my 
Religion,  your  Grace  may  be  fully  allured  that  noc  accident,  fortune  or  dedgne 
fhall  ever  rob  me  of  the  ancient  honour  my  family  has  gained,  or  put  any 
ftaine  upon  my  conftant  faithfuU  endeavours  to  fcrve  his  Majefty  to  the  ut- 
moft  of  my  power,  or  failc  with  much  true  refpeft  to  acknowledge  your 
Grace's  many  noble  favours,  and  uppon  all  occafions  to  approve  my  felfc

My  Lord, 

THIS  inclofed  examination  is  the  fubftancc  of  a  meflagc  delivered  to  me 
by  Mr.  Henry  'Dillon  as  from  your  Lordfliip  j  whereunto  1  have  obtain- 
ed leave  from  the  State  to  return  this  anfwer. 

You  fay,  it  is  taken  very  ill  by  the  Countrie  and  the  Irifl)  Armie,  that  I  did 
make  inroads  into  the  Country,    and  efpecially  that  to  the  Naas,  in  which, 
you  fay,  I  did  burn  and  fpoile  much,   and  hanged  fome  people.     You  may 
pleafe  to  underftand,  that  I  am,  by  the  King,  honoured  for  the  prcfcnt  with 
the  Command  of  his  Armie  in   this  Kingdom  ;    and  that  his  Majeftic  takes 
it  very  ill  from  the   Country  and  thofe  your  Lordlhip  calls  the  Irifh  Armie, 
that,  contrary  to  their  duty  of  Allegiance,  this  pretended  Armie  has,  without 
warrant  from   him,    affembled  and  taken  armes,  imploying  them  traiteroufly 
againft  hisTownes,  Forts  and  Forces,  and  to  the  deftrudion  of  the  lives,  goods, 
and  liberties  of  divers  his  Majeftie's  good  fervants  and  fubjeds ;   and  that  the 
Country,  contrary  to  their  duty,  and  contrary  to  the  example  of  their  Ance- 
ftors,  many  whereof  have  acquired  Honours  and  Efl:ates  as  bounteous  and  no- 
ble rewards  of  their  courage  and  faithfullnefs  manifcfted  in  all  ages  againfl  Re- 
bells  to,   and  invaders  upon,  the  Crown  of  England ;   I  fay,  his  Sacred  Ma- 
jeftie  takes  it  very  ill,    that  thofe  who  had  before  them  the  examples  of  fo 
worthy  Forefathers,  and  now  lived  upon  the  liberall  guerdon  of  their  fervices, 
under  the  comfortable  protedion  of  his  indulgent  Reign,  fhould  not  have  ex- 
preffed  their  gratitude  and  faithfullnefs  in  manfully  refifling  the  treachery  plot- 
ted and  perpetrated  againfl  his  Crown  and  Interefls,  and  in  reprefling,  or  re- 
venging, the  unheard  of  inhumanities  committed  againfl  his  good  fubjeds  of  the 
Irifh  Nation  and  Protcflant  Religion,  to  whofe  civility  and  induflry,  (next  un- 
der theBleflingof  God  in  fo  gracious  a  Prince,)  we  owe  the  happinefs  we  lately 
injoyed :  but  that  on  the  contrary  many  of  Englijh,  and  of  unfpotted  extrac- 
tion have  not  only  countenanced  thofe  treafons  and  inhumanities,   but  have 
been  principall  adors  in  them. 

The  fenfe  of  this  ingratitude  and  crueltie  has  mofl  juflly  provoked  his  Ma- 
jeflie  to  vindicate  his  profaned  honour  with  well  warranted  Armes,  and  to  avert 
God's  Judgments  drawn  nigh  us  with  the  cry  of  innocent  blood,  by  feverely 
chaftileing  the  guilty  Fomentors,  Adors,  and  Abettors  of  fo  bold  and  barba- 
rous crimes.  This  is  a  relbiution  fo  glorious,  and  fo  worthy  the  great  Under- 
taker, that,  if  my  haires  were  one  half  lives,  and  the  other  children,  I  fhouid 
I  rejoice 
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rejoice  to  loofe  the  laft  of  them  in  this  caufe,  which  undoubtedly  is  God's, 
and  the  King's. 

I  could  tell  your  Lorddiip,  that  it  was  not  by  my  authority,  that  any  body 
was  hanged  at  the  Naafe  ■-,  but  that  would  (hew  like  fomething  of  an  excufc 
of  my  own  aftions,  and  the  condemning  of  fome  others,  (neither  of  which 
I  intend  by  this,)  for,  as  I  take  thofe  men  that  fufFered  there  to  have  re- 
ceived but  the  reward  due  to  their  villany,  fo  I  will  not  difavow  any  thing  I 
fhall  do  in  purfuance  of  his  Majeftie's  Command,  and  by  vertue  of  his  Autho- 
rity, for  fear  of  what  might  befall  me  or  mine.  My  wife  and  children  are, 
(as  long  as  it  pleafes  God,)  perhaps  in  the  power  of  fome  that  have  been 
cozened  out  of  their  Loyalty,  who,  I  truft,  will  foon  find  their  etror,  and 
the  wickednefs  of  their  feducers.  However,  if  they  fhall  receive  injury  by 
men,  I  will  never  revenge  it  upon  women  and  children ;  which,  as  it  would 
be  bale  and  unchriftian,  would  be  extreamly  below  the  price  I  value  my  wife 
and  children  at. 

To  conclude  I  heartily  wilh,  as  one  that  has  loved  and  honoured  you  per- 
fonally,  that  I  could,  with  Loyalty  to  his  Majeftie,  and  fafety  to  my  felf,  con- 
tinue, as  I  have  heretofore  been.

OUR  very  good  Lord  the  Earl  of  Ormond  and  Ojfory,  Lieutenant  Gene- 
ral of  his  Majeftie's  Armie  here,  made  known  at  this  Board,  that  he 
lately  received  advertifement  forth  of  England,  that  one  fFifhart  fon  to  Sic 
John  Ji'ipart  Knight,  having  (as  he  faidj  been  lately  a  prifoner  with  the  Re- 
bels here,  and  pafllng  from  this  Kingdom  into  England,  reported  there  to  our 
very  good  Lord  the  Lord  Blayney,  and  one  Captain  "Terkins,  that  the  Earl  of 
Ormond  gave  intelligence  to  the  Rebels  of  the  proceedings  of  us  the  Lords 
Juftices  and  Council  againft  them,  and  that  he  the  faid  IViJhart  had  fcen  foe 
much  under  the  Eailc's  own  hand.

TH  E  Rebels  having  aflTembled  themfelves  in  amies  in  lioftile  manner  with 
banners  difplayed  in  feveral  places  about  this  city  of  Dublin,  intending 
and  openly  profefling  to  ftarve  this  city  and  this  State,  and  his  Majeftie's  for- 
ces here,  that  foe  the  Rebels  may  the  more  eafily  poflfcfle  themfelves  of  the 
Kingdom,  deprive  his  Majerty  of  his  Royal  Crowne  and  Sovereignty  here,  and 
roote  out,  murder,  and  dcrtroy  all  the  Britijh  and  Proteftants  in  the  King- 
dom. 

In  prevention  of  which  their  wicked  purpofcs,  our  very  good  Lord  the  Earl

My  mojl  honoured  Lord, 

THERE  is  no  earthly  thing  afflifts  or  grieves  mc  fo  much,  as  that  I  have 
not  had  the  honour  or  happincfs  in  lb  many  montiis  to  iiear  of  your 
Lordfhip's  welfare.  The  various  reports  of  your  Lordlhip's  being  fhot,  taken 
prifoner,  and  in  other  diftrefles,  wounds  me  to  the  very  heart,  infomuch  as 
that  if  I  knew  any  poflible  meanes  to  hear  from  you,  I  would  attempt  it,  and 
have  therefore  purpolely  imployed  this  barque  with  my  letters  to  your  Lordfliip 
and  the  State. 

By  my  publick  letters  to  the  Board,  your  Lordfhip  will  underftand  the  con- 
dition I  am  in,  being  immured  within  the  walls  of  Corke,  and  having  not  a 
man  left  to  take  part  v/ith  me,  but  my  Lord  of  Barrymore,  T>ungarvan,  and 
the  reft  of  my  Lord  of  Corke  s  children  5  and  my  Lord  of  Muskery,  whofc 
firm  ftanding  in  his  aflfcaions  to  the  Crowne,  (which  I  am  hopeful!  he  will 
perfevere  in)  makes  me  value  the  defedlion  of  the  reft  at  a  lefs  rate.  And  I 
fliould  be  the  more  confident  of  him,  if  your  Lordfhip  will  be  pleafed  to 
ftrengthen  and  confirm  him  by  your  letters  againft  thole  many  temptations 
which,  I  know,  he  hath  about  him. 

The  having  not  heard  from  thence  thefe  two  months  and  upwards,  diftrads, 
perplexes,  arid  greatly  difcourageth  me,  and  the  reft  of  the  Commanders.

IT  is  thought  fit  that  our  very  good  Lord  the  Earl  of  Ormond  and  OJfory, 
Lieutenant  General  of  his  Majeftie's  Army,  do  march  with  3000  foote  and 
500  horfe  towards  the  river  of  Boine,  and  (according  to  his  Majeftie's  Pro- 
clamation dated  the  firft  of  January  laft)  to  profecute  with  fire  and  Iword  all 
Rebels  and  Traitors,  and  their  adherents  and  abettors  in  the  Counties  of  'Dub- 
lin and  Meath,  and  to  burn,  fpoile,  wafte,  confume,  deftroy,  and  demolifli  (as 
he  fliall  think  fit)  the  places,  towns  and  houfcs  where  the  Rebels  their  adhe- 
rents or  abettors  are,  or  have  been  relieved  and  harboured,  or  now  or  lately 
r*  ufually]  refided,  yet  foe  as  the  faid  forces  do  not  pafle  beyond  the  river  of 
Boine,  but  march  in  Ihch  places  between  the  Boyne  and  the  Sea,  as  his  Lord- 
fhip Ihall  think  fit,  and  foe  as  his  Lordlhip  take  care  that  no  corne,  hay,  or 
houfcs  be  burnt  within  five  miles  of  Dublin.

May  it  pi  cafe  your  Lor  df dips, 

I  Could  by  no  mcancs  procure  any  body  to  convey  unto  your  Lordliips  an 
account  of  my  proceedings  fince  I  left  'Dublin  ;  and  indeed  the  things  we 
ha\e  done  are  fcarcc  worth  the  relation,  having  met  with  no  kind  of  relillancc 
in  all  our  march  hither ;  fo  that  I  crave  leave  humbly  to  refer  you  to  the  in- 
formation of  the  Officer  commanding  a  Imall  partie  of  horfe,  lent  herewith, 
and  for  the  fafe  conduct  of  Mr.  Barnewall  of  Kilbrue,  Lieutenant  Colonel! 
Read,  and  one  Barford.  Barford  came  to  me  the  laft  night,  Barnewall  and 
Read  this  morning.  I  have  thought  fit  to  lend  all  thefe  to  be  difpofed  of  ac- 
cording to  your  Lordfhips  plcafures,  and  their  own  demerit.  By  the  two 
latter  it  is  confidently  affirmed,  that  the  town  of  T)rogheda  is  clear  of  the 
Rebells  on  both  fides  the  Borne s  and  that  for  a  farewell,  Sir  H^nrj  Tichborne 
h.is  killed  divers  of  them.  Upon  notice  of  this  1  called  unto  me  Sir  Simon 
Harconrty  Sir  Thomas  Lucas,  and  Sir  Robert  Farrar,  who  were  all  of  opinion 
that  it  was  of  ablblute  neeelTity,  for  the  advancement  of  the  King's  ferviee,

AFTER  our  very  heartie  comendations  to  your  Lordfhip.  We  the  Lords 
Juftices  have  received  your  Lordfhip's  letters  of  this  dale's  date,  which 
we  communicated  with  the  Councell,  and  having  taken  the  fame  into  ferious 
confideration,  after  deliberate  advifement  thereof  at  their  board,  we  have  thoughc 
fit  to  return  to  your  Lordfhip  this  anfwer. 

That  calling  to  mind  the  reafons  moveing  this  Board  to  take  the  refolution, 
cxprefled  in  our  order,  dated  the  third  of  this  month,  concerning  the  prefent 
expedition  5  and  confidering  divers  other  weighty  reafons  now  appearing  to  us 
in  Councell  J  and  for  that  alfo  we  have  by  our  laft  letters  into  England,  (as 
your  Lordfhip  knowes)  made  known  thither,  that  your  Lordfliip  with  three 
thoufand  foot  and  five  iiundred  horfe  was  immediately  to  march  into  the 
i  a  Pale» 
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Pale,  to  burn,  fpoilc,  and  deftroy  the  Rebells  of  the  Pale  without  exception 
of  anyj  and  for  that  the  direftion  we  expefted  forth  of  England  con- 
cerning the  Lords  of  the  Pale,  did  not  concern  this  matter,  we  therefore  think 

fit, 

Firft,  that  according  to  that  order  of  this  Board,  you  pafs  not  beyond  the 
river  of  Boyne ;  but  marcii  in  fuch  places  between  the  Boyne  and  the  Sea,  as 
your  Lordfhip  fhall  think  fit. 

Secondly,  that  thofc  that  offer  to  come  in  be  in  no  other  maner  taken  in, 
than  as  prifoners  taken  by  the  power  and  ftrength  of  his  Majeftie's  Armie,  (as 
in  truth  it  is)  and  if  any  of  them  come  to  the  Armie,  that  (if  it  may  be)  the 
foldiers  do  feife  on  them  before  they  have  accel's  to  your  Lordfliip,  and  that  af- 
terwards they  be  denied  accefs  to  your  perfon. 

Thirdly,  that  no  difference  be  made  between  the  Noblemen  that  are  Rebells 
and  other  Rebells  5  but  that  their  houfes  and  goods  be  dealt  with  as  other  Re- 
bells are,  in  manner,  as  in  our  faid  order  dated  the  third  of  this  month  is  ex- 
prellcd ;  which  we  now  again  recommend  to  your  Lordfhip 's  obfervation. 

In  the  laft  place,  we  render  thanks  to  your  Lordihip  for  your  letters,  pray- 
ing your  Lordfhip  to  be  as  frequent  as  you  may  in  advertifemcnts  to  us  during 
your  abfcnce.  And,  in  cafe  you  find  the  neccITity  of  the  fervice  require  your 
abfcnce  from  hence  for  a  longer  time  than  the  eight  dales  mentioned  in  our 
order  of  the  third  of  this  month,  we  are  pleafed  that  your  Lordfhip  be  abfent 
two  or  three  dales  longer,  if  you  find  all  things  concurring  therein  to  the 
advantage  of  the  publick  fervice  j  in  cafe  in  the  interim  you  receive  no  di- 
rcdion  from  us  to  the  contrary.  And  obferving  no  mention  in  your  letters 
of  having  confultcd  with  Sir  Richard  Greenfield,  as  with  other  Comman- 
ders, we  pray  your  Lordfhip  that,  as  there  may  be  occafion,  you  call  him  to 
fuch  Confultations.

SINCE  the  receipt  of  your  Lordfhips  late  inftruftions  of  the  third  of  this 
prefent  upon  our  departure  from  'Dublin,  and  after  ferious  debates  at  feve* 
rail  councells  of  war  upon  prefent  and  emergent  occafions,  what  was  fitteft 
for  the  beft  advantage  of  his  Majeftie's  fervice  towards  the  fupprelllon  of  the 
Rebells  and  Traytors,  whom  we  find  to  be  fled  further  northward  out  of  thefe 
partes,  and  conceive  they  ought  to  be  forthwith  purfued,  without  giveing 
them  any  breath  or  recolledion.

I  Know  not  the  importance  of  the  affaires  about  "Dublin,  nor  what  neceflity 
may  be  of  haftening  your  Lordfhip's  return :  But  I  am  fure  there  is  a  faire 
occafion  loft  here  to  deftroy  and  reduce  the  whole  County  of  Louth  into  obe- 
dience, and  to  poflefs  Ardee  and  "Dundalk  with  guarrifons  to  curbe  the  nor- 
thern Rebells.

My  Lord, 

THIS  morning  here  came  a  fervant  of  mine,  that  I  imploycd  to  inquire  of 
the  ftrength  of  the  Rebells  in  this  Countie  and  at  T)undalk ;  and  this 
is  that  which  he  relates :  That  yefterday  Sir  Thelim  O  Neal,  and  his  Officer 
Mt.Tlunckett,  was  at  Tiundalke,  and  had  got  together  fome  500  men,  and 
would  have  brought  them  towards  this  place ;  and  with  much  ado,  and  hanging 
two  men,  he  got  them  out  of  town ;  and  as  foon  as  they  were  free  out  of  town, 
they  threw  down  their  armes,  ran  all  away ;  and  towards  night  they  went 
away  themfelves,  and  left  behind  them  there  three  field  pieces.  There  is  not 
left  in  the  Country  three  Gentlemen  of  Quality.  My  Lord,  we  are  like  to 
lofe  a  very  good  opportunity  to  take  in  this  Countie  to  the  King.  And  I  pray, 
my  Lord,  if  you  may  fend  us  one  thoufand  good  men,  and  fome  pieces  of

YOUR  Letters  of  the  9th  and  loth  of  this  month  I  received  by  the  hands 
of  Captain  Billmgjley  laft  night,  the  i  ith,  being  then  come  from  T>rog- 
heda,  where  1  advifed  with  the  Lord  More  and  Sir  Henry  Tichborn  touching 
the  propofition  made  to  your  Lordfhips  for  the  further  profecution  of  the  Re- 
bells.  What  their  fenfe  was  therein,  you  may  be  pleafed  to  obferve  by  a  let- 
ter figned  by  them  and  the  reft  of  the  chief  Officers,  except  the  Lord  Lambert 
and  Sir  Richard  Grenvil,  who  were  left  in  their  quarters  for  the  fafety  of  them 
and  keeping  the  foldicrs  from  diforder;  but  were  as  far  confenting  to  the 
execution  of  that  dcfign,  as  I  that  propofed  it,  or  any  of  the  reft  that  approved 
of  it,  and  figned  the  letter.  But  however,  that  for  the  moft  part  there  is 
fuch  confidence  repofcd  in  the  judgment  and  faithfulnefs  of  thofe  that  are  ho- 
noured with  the  command  of  an  Armie,  as  that  it  is  left  to  them,  when  and 
where  to  profecute  and  fall  on  an  enemie ;  yet  I  that  pretend  only  to  the  lat- 
ter, and  that  am  not  fo  experienced  as  to  make  me  rely  on  myfelf  in  point  of 
judgement,  am  content  to  depart  from  that,  which  (under  your  Lordfhips  fa- 
vour) I  take  to  be  my  due,  and  am  now  applying  myfelf  to  perform  your  laft 
commands :  to  which  end  I  have  this  morning  fent  forth  horfe  with  order  to 
deftroy  all  fuch  Traytors  and  their  dwellings,  as  they  can  light  on  for  fix  mile 
about  this  place  5  which  when  we  have  fo  done,  I  intend  to  march  to  Bal- 
ruddery,  there  to  quarter  to  morrow  night,  and  thence  to  'Dublin  j  want  of 
bread  caufing  us  not  to  make  ufe  of  the  inlargement  of  time  in-anted  by  your 
Lordiliips  letters  of  the  9th,  which  we  could  have  been  furniihed  with  from 
T)rogheda,  if  we  had  purfued  our  defign  towards  the  Neivry. 

The  queftion  I  was  bold  to  make  touching  the  burning  of  the  houfes  be- 
longing to  the  Lords  of  the  Pale  was  not  that  I  doubted  whether  there  fhould 
be  any  difference  made  betwixt  a  Rebell  Lord  and  a  Rcbell  Commoner,  being 
well  fatisfied  in  the  negative  j  but,  as  I  remember  it,  what  the  State  dcfired  di- 
redion  in  out  of  England  was,  whether  thofe  Lords  ftiould  be  proclaimed 
Rebells  or  no;  to  which  there  having  come  no  anfwer,  I  humbly  conceive 
what  I  defired  was  not  altogether  impertinent ;  but  having  now  received  your 
direftion  in  it,  I  fhall  trouble  your  Lordfhips  with  no  more  queftions  touch- 
ing that  particular. 

For  thofe  that  come  in,  the  courfe  I  hold  with  them  is,  to  put  them  in 
fafe  keeping,  either  to  fend  them  afore  me  to  Dublin,  or  to  bring  them  along 
with  mc,  without  any  manner  of  promife  or  condition;  but  that  they  fubmit 
to  his  Majcftie's  juftice.  Nor  do  I  difpute  by  what  power  they  come  in,  leav- 
ing that  to  your  Lordlhips  to  judge,  when  they  are  in  your  hands,  and  when 
I  have  tould  you  the  manner,  which  I  fhall  do  very  truely.

AFTER,  our  very  hearty  commendations  to  your  Lord  (hip  ;  ycfterday  wc 
received  two  letters  from  you,  one  of  the  i  ith  of  this  month  figncd  by 
your  Lordfhip,  and  others  of  the  Commanders  of  the  Armie,  and  the  other  of 
the  1 2th  figned  by  your  Lordfhip. 

This  Evening  we  received  other  letters  of  the  1 2th  figned  by  your  Lord- 
fhip, and  others  of  the  Commanders,  and  therein  inclofed  two  letters  direded 
to  your  Lord!"hip,  one  from  our  very  good  Lord  the  Lord  Moore,  the  other 
from  Sir  Henry  Tichbotirne. 

In  anfwcr  of  thole  feverall  letters,  we  think  fit  to  fignifie  to  yourLorddiip, 
that  having  fully  confultcd  theieof,  we  remaine  ftill  conftant  in  thofe  reafons, 
which  induced  the  refolution  taken  at  this  Board,  that  you  fhould  not  at  this 
time  pafs  with  his  Majeftie's  forces  beyond  the  river  Boine-,  but  march  in  fuch 
places  between  the  Boine  and  the  Sea,  as  your  Lordfhip  fhould  think  fir.  For, 
befides  many  other  weighty  reafons,  which  we  fhall  acquaint  your  Lordfhip 
wirh  at  your  return  hether,  we  arc  not  pofiibly  able  in  prefent  to  fend  to 
'Drogheda  (o  full  provifion  of  viduals,  as  is  neceflary  for  fuch  an  occafion,  nor 
fhooes  and  ftockings  as  your  Lordfhip  writes.  And  therefore  we  pray  your 
Lordfliip,  that  after  you  have  made  all  the  deftruftion  you  can  upon  the 
Rebel  Is  and  their  adherents  and  abettors  in  the  Counties  of  Meath  and  'Dub- 
lin, and  the  places,  towncs,  and  houfes,  where  the  Rebells,  their  adherents  or 
abettors  are  or  have  been  relieved  and  harboured,  or  now  or  lately  refided, 
as  in  the  order  of  this'  Board  of  the  third  of  March  laft  is  expreffed,  you  re- 
turn hither. 

And,  upon  conlideration  had  of  S\t  Henry  Tichbourne's  letters  to  yourLord- 
fliip  of  the  1 2th  of  this  month,  we  hold  it  fit  hereby  to  pray  your  Lordfhip, 
that,  in  caie  you  can  conveniently  fpare  them,  you  fend  to  him  at  "Drogheda 
500  foot,  and  one  troop  of  horfe;  and  if  your  Lordfhip,  by  advice  of  the 
Councill  of  war  now  with  you,  conceive  anie  one  or  two  of  the  pieces  of 
ordinance  you  have  now  with  you  to  be  fufficient  to  batter  caftles  or  houfes 
of  ftrength,  (which  is  the  ufe  for  which  he  defires  them)  that  your  Lordfhip 
caufe  thofe  alio  to  be  fcnt  to  him,  after  you  fhall  have  done  with  them,  with 
all  the  bullets  and  furniture  belonging  to  thofe  pieces,  and  as  much  powder 
as^you  can  with  fafcty  fpare.  And  fo  we  bid  your  Lordfhip  very  heartily  fare- 
well.

Right  Honourable-, 

YOUR  Lordlhip's  Letters  of  the  2 id  and  28th  of  ^r/7/ delivered  me  by 
Henry  Whitney  brought  me  the  moft  glad  and  wellcomc  tydings  of  your 
Lordfliip's  happy  and  fortunate  fuccefs  againft  the  cnemie  at  Bull-Hill--,  which 
1  do  as  heartily  congratulate,  and  as  really  rejoyce  in,  as  if  1  had  been  mylelf 
the  man  ordained  to  ihare  fo  great  an  honour :  and  if  any  man  fhall  fuggeft  an- 
other thought  to  your  Lordftiip,  he  is  a  bafe  unworthy  fellow  and  lyes  in  his 
throat.  Cut  where  your  Lordlhip  is  pleafed  to  referr  me  in  fundry  particulars 
to  the  letters  of  the  Board,  I  have  not  received  the  honour  of  one  tittle  or 
letter  from  them,  cither  of  inftruftion,  incouragement,  or  advice.  All  that  I 
have  comes  now  to  me  at  fecond-hand,  and  I  have  the  misfortune  to  be  fed 
with  tlie  crums  that  fall  from  that  plentiful  table.  Money  1  neither  expedled 
from  them  ,  nor  urged  for  very  earncftly  ;  though  I  cannot  be  blamed  for  it, 
if  I  did,  having  not  had  a  penny  for  any  charge  of  thefe  twelve  months.  But 
z  that 
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that  which  I  chcifly  dcfircd  they  can  never  aufwcr  the  rcfulall  of  cither  before 
God  or  Man,  having  fo  many  ordnance  to  Iparc,  as  that  1  know  they  could 
not  pollibly  dcvife  bow  to  employ  them  there.  And  of  thcle  I  only  dcfircd 
fix  drakes  and  two  curtoes,  which  they  might  have  furnilhed  me  with,  and 
not  have  prejudiced  or  dilacco-mmodated  themll-Ivcs  in  any  manner  ;  they 
well  knowing  that,  if  I  had  ail  the  men  in  England  here  without  artillery, 
(pieces  of  battery  and  other,)  it  is  impolTiblc  for  me  to  march  into  the  field. 

1  bclcech  your  Lordlliip  therefore  preis  this  point  home  and  earnellly  unto 
them.  And  it  they  have  not  wholly  defertcd  me,  and  bcftowcd  the  Govern- 
ment on  my  Lord  of  Cork,  perfuade  them  to  disburthen  thcmfelves  of  lb 
much  artillery,  as  they  cannot  themlelvcs  employ. 

It  grieves  me  beyond  any  earthly  forrovv  for  the  great  diftance  and  difference 
betwixt  his  Majeftie  and  the  Parliament.  And  if  all  the  milicries  of  the  times, 
joined  with  my  long  and  violent  fickncfs,  were  not  of  force  to  fubjeft  me  ro 
,tl;e  grave  i  yet  the  Ibrrovs^  for  thcfc  unhappy  variances  would  crack  a  much 
ftronger  heart,  than  your  fervant  hath  now  left  him.  But  God  Almighty  puts 
new  vigour  into  me,  and  makes  me  hopeful!  to  outlive  all  the  machinations 
and  contrivances  of  the  Devil  and  the  Pope  broached  for  our  deftrudions.

My  Lord, 

IAccompt  it  none  of  the  Icafl:  misfortunes  that  belongs  to  this  unhappy 
time,  that  both  our  perfons  and  all  other  meancs  of  cxpicnion  hath  been 
kept  at  foe  great  a  diftance,  it  having  been  unfafe  to  commit  any  thing  of 
moment  to  thin  paper  walls :  but  now  I  hope  my  difpatches  will  meete  with 
a  fafe  conveyance  to  'Dublin;  I  have  at  large  informed  the  State  of  my  pro- 
ceedings here  for  the  reduceing  of  the  town  of  Gallxjvay  and  (ctling  the  maine 
parte  of  this  County  in  its  former  obedience.  Whether  their  Lordfhips  rhcre 
will  accompt  it  a  confiderable  fervice  I  know  not ;  but  I  allure  your  Lordfhip 
it  was  far  above  my  expedation,  it  being  the  wonder  of  thefe  partes  how  I 
could  fubfift  all  this  time  without  any  afiftance  from  the  State,  my  felf  but 
newly  arrived,  and  a  ftranger  to  my  Friends  and  Country,  wanting  my  native 
language,  (a  greate  imperfeftion  in  this  unfetled  time,)  and  threatncd  from  all 
partes  for  my  oppofition  to  my  Countrie's  good  and  the  common  caulc,  as 
they  were  pleafed  to  terme  it.  But  now  I  hope  by  God's  mercy  and  favour  I 
have  overcome  the  greateft  dificultyes,  and  fhall  ever  be  found  armed  with  cleere 
and  unfpotted  Loyalty  to  my  Prince,  and  love  and  due  regard  of  my  Country. 
To  which  effed,  being  induced  by  the  de/ires  and  inclinations  of  fame  perfons 
of  ^lality,  I  fhall  prefume  upon  your  Lordfliip's  noble  difpofition  to  offer  to 
your  confideration,  whether  a  generall  Ceflation  of  Arms  untill  his  Majeftie's 
happy  arrivall  now  frequently  fpoaken  of,  or  his  pleafure  otherwife  declared, 
may  not  be  fittly  propofed  to  the  Lords  Juftices  and  the  reft  of  your  Lordlhips 
there,  which  truly,  my  Loud,  in  my  poor  opinion  cannot  but  be  in  the  thoughts 
of  moft  men,  that  have  a  being  or  relation  to  this  Kingdome,  to  prevent  the 
mine  and  callamity  that  moves  apace  upon  all  perfons  of  what  quality  or  con- 
dition foever ;  it  being,  I  conceive,  well  knowne  to  your  Lordlhip  what  ftrange 
wayes  have  bin  ufed,  both  of  perfwafion  and  force,  to  worke  upon  iiien's 
minds ;  and  that  many  good  and  faithful!  difpofitions  have  been  wrought  upon 
by  feare  or  other  refpeds  to  involve  themfelves  in  this  misfortune ;  and  thofe 
whofe  underftandings  have  not  been  deep  enough  to  reach  to  the  difcovcry  of 
thofe  pradices,  made  believe  that  they  walkt  in  loyall  and  warrantable  wayes. 
And  though  the  humors  and  errours  of  the  time  cannot  but  defcrvc  much  re- 
prehenfion  and  feverity  upon  many,  yet  God  forbid  that  fire,  fword,  and  fa- 
mine, and  all  other  deftruftive  wayes  fhould  runn  on  to  the  ruine  of  a  whole 
Nation,  and  the  innocent  and  guilty  be  put  into  one  condition  by  deftroyeing 
all  meanes  of  future  fubfiftence.  If  your  Lordfhip's  generous  mind  and  able 
judgment,  upon  knowledge  of  the  true  ftate  of  the  Kingdome,  which  comes 
varioufly  reported  to  us  in  thefe  remote  partes,  fhall  invite  your  Lordfhip  to 
propofe  a  Ceffation  of  Arms,  I  am  moft  ready  and  willing  that  my  poor  con- 
ceptions to  that  effcft  may  waite  and  atend  upon  your  Lordfliip's  proceedings 
therein.  But  if  I  have  erred  in  my  prefent  exprellions,  and  that  it  doth  not 
forte  with  their  Lordfhip's  refolutions  about 'Z)//^//>z,  lam  confident  it  will  re- 
ceive a  fairc  interpretation  from  your  Lordfhip,  hearing  fevcrall  wayes  of  your 
moft  noble  courteiies  done  me  in  my  abfcnce  from  thence.

My  mofl  honoured  Lord, 

SINCE  the  putting  of  my  other  letters  into  the  paquct,  I  have  by  the  favour 
of  my  Lord  Juftice  Tarfons  feen  certain  inftruftions,  as  they  arc  called, 
found  with  my  Lord  Dillon.  I  confefs  1  know  not  well  what  to  think  of 
them,  therefore  I  fhall  make  no  judgment  on  them,  but  leave  them  to  thofe 
into  whofe  hands  they  are  fallen,  who  are  bcft  able  to  find  out  the  miftcry,  if 
there  be  any. 

Only  the  fecond  inftruftion  that  merttions  me,  I  hold  myfelf  neceflitated  to 
fay  fomething  in  vindication  of  my  felf  from  the  ihdifcretion  or  any  other 
malignity  it  may  containc  towards  your  Lordfliip  or  the  Lords  Juftices;  and 
thus  far  to  proteft  againft  it, 

Firft,  that  it  was  without  my  defire,  knowledge,  or  confent,  that  the  Lord 
'Dillon  fhould  move  the  King  to  place  me  in  the  Government  of  this  Kingdom  j 
which  if  I  had  had  the  vanity  to  afFed,  I  ftiould  likewifc  have  had  the  prc- 
fumption  to  have  applied  my  felf  to  his  Majeftie  for  it,  either  immediately  or 
by  a  more  probable  mediation.  And  as  it  were  vanity  in  me  to  afpirc  to  an 
imployment  fo  extreamly  beyond  my  reach,  either  to  obtain  or  execute,  fo  I 
profefs  unto  you,  Sir,  in  the  faith  of  an  honeft  man,  I  fhould  as  the  cafe  ftands 
take  that  place  rather  as  a  judgment,  than  a  blefTing  from  God  and  the  King, 
however  unto  your  Lordfliip,  or  to  any  other,  that  like  you  has  a  foul  and 
fpirit  of  Government,  it  may  prove  profperous  and  glorious,  as  I  wifh  to  your 
Lordfliip  it  may ;  but  to  me  mine  and  infamie,  if  ever  I  endeavoured  or  de- 
fired  to  be  charged  with  that  to  my  weaknefs  intolerable  burden.  This,  if  I 
find  credit,  cleares  me  from  an  impertinent  fearch  of  my  own  torture  in  a  con- 
dition unfit  and  contrary  to  my  nature,  and  from  the  ungrateful!  difrefped  that 
thereby  I  fhould  manifeft  towards  your  Lordfliip,  from  whome  I  have  received 
greater  favours  than  I  had  merit  or  reafon  to  expect.  Yet,  my  Lord,  give  mc 
leave  to  fay  that,  if  this  Government  had  not  been  fo  well  fupplied  as  it  is, 
and  that  I  had  bin  confcious  of  my  abillitie  to  have  undertaken  it,  I  could 
have  juflified  the  ambition  by  the  example  of  my  Anceftors,  and  by  my  own 
inclinations,  that  are  as  great  to  the  fervice  of  the  Crown  of  England  as  ever 
were  theirs,  though  I  have  neither  had  the  meanes  nor  fortune  yet  to  equall 
them  in  it. 

The  fecond  particular  I  protefl  againfl,  is  the  power  afcribed  to  my  word 
over  the  aifedions  and  unruly  paflions  now  flirred  up  in  this  People ;  which 
are  fo  high,  that  I  cannot  think  they  are  to  be  alTwaged  by  a  word,  unlefs  he 
vouchfafe  to  fpeak  it,  that  could  and  did  calm  the  ftormy  winds.  My  fword 
and  all  I  can  fhall  be  cheerfully  employed  in  it,  and  God  fend  me  with  that 
to  contribute  fomething  towards  fubdueing  of  the  enemie ;  but  for  miracles, 
I  leave  them  to  thofe  that  pretend  to  or  believe  in  them.  1  have  not  faith 
enough  for  either.  This  is  fo  known  an  hipcrbole,  (to  give  it  the  civilcfl 
phrafe)  that  I  fhall  not  give  your  Lordfliip  the  trouble  of  reading  any  farther 
anfwer  to  it:  For  I  believe  no  reafonable  man  will  think,  that  if  it  were  in 
my  power  to  flop  this  torrenr,  I  would  not  fuffer  it  fo  to  overflow  myfelf, 
as  it  has  done,  to  the  totally  drowning  of  my  private  fortune,  which  began  but 

lately 
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lately  to  fhew  itfelf  above  thofc  niifeiies  that  formerly  it  lay  under.  I  think 
I  have  more  then  once  prefled  upon  your  Lordfhip,  as  far  as  in  manners  I 
could,  to  haftcn  you  over:  And  1  confefs  I  have  written  my  mind  freely,  as 
out  of  my  duty  to  the  King's  fervice  I  held  myfelf  bound  to  do,  touching 
the  danger  I  apprehended  this  Kingdom  was  in  under  the  prefcnt  form  of  Go- 
vernment; wherein  it  was  far  from  my  intention  I  am  fare,  and  I  think  from 
my  wordes  to  lay  any  blemidi  or  fault  on  them  that  govern ;  nor  can  it  be 
underftood  by  them  that  I  endeavoured  to  thruft  myfelf  into  their  room,  in 
any  reafonable  conftrudion.  But  it  was  then  my  fence,  and  is  ftill,  that,  as 
at  all  times  I  take  this  Government  to  be  moft  pcrfed,  v.hcre  it  is  in  one 
able  hand,  fo  now,  as  the  times  are  conditioned  with  us,  I  take  it  to  be  of 
abfolute  neceflltie  for  the  good  condud  of  the  affaires  of  this  Kingdom,  that 
the  civill  and  martiall  power  fhould  be  united;  which  will  not  only  avoid 
contradidion  and  diftradion  in  commands,  but  infinitely  more  accelerate  en- 
terprifes,  than  can  poflibly  be  expeded  where  the  powers  are  divided;  though 
the  propenfion  of  thofe  intrufted  with  them  be  never  lb  great  to  the  fervice. 
Thus,  my  Lord,  have  I  ingenioufly  confcfled  unto  you  all  the  thoughts  that 
are  or  were  in  my  hea^t  touching  this  matter ;  which,  if  it  have  fatisfied  your 
Lordfhip  that  I  had  no  ends,  either  of  advantage  to  myfelf,  or  prejudice  to 
any  other,  but  merely  the  advancement  of  the  King's  fervice,  and  therein  the 
good  of  his  Kingdom,  then  I  make  no  qucftion  of  your  favour  whereever  it 
comes  to  be  debated,  and  this  the  rather,  fince  I  am  already  much  obliged  to

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  wel- beloved  Cofin  and  Councellore,  we  greet  you 
well.  Wheras  we  find  it  to  have  been  the  conftant  pradife  and  cu- 
ftome  of  former  times  under  our  Royall  Progenitors,  that  the  chiefe  Comman- 
der of  the  Army  for  the  time  being  beftowed  all  places  of  Officers  that  became 
vacant,  whileft  the  Army  continued  in  the  field  in  aduall  fervice.  And  fmce  that 
our  now  Lord  Lieutenant  the  principall  Officer  under  us  of  that  our  Kingdome 
is  for  frefent  yet  refiding  in  England.  We  therefore  confidering  the  mani- 
fold inconveniences  which  may  befall  our  Army,  now  on  foote  againft  the 
Rebells  in  that  our  Kingdome  of  Ireland,  and  upon  which  depends  the  fafity 
and  fubfiftence  of  the  true  Proteftant  Profeffion,  and  all  our  good  fubjeds 
there,  if  fuch  power  be  not  prefent  in  our  faid  Army  for  the  Ipeedy  fupple- 
ment  of  occafionall  defeds  upon  fervice,  I  have  thought  expedient  by  thefe 
our  letters  to  command  and  authorife  you  to  nominate,  appoint,  and  confti- 
tute  (during  the  ablence  of  our  faid  Lord  Lieutenant  of  that  our  Kingdome, 
and  fo  long  as  the  faid  Rebellion  fhall  laft,  he  remaining  abfent)  all  fuch  fub- 
ordinate Officers,  as  fhal  be  requifite  to  be  fupplycd  in  the  roome  and  place 
of  any  that  fliall  henceforward  happen  to  become  vacant  upon  fetvice,  both 
in  our  old  (landing  Army,  and  in  the  new  forces  employed  by  us  againft  the 
Rebells.  For  which  thefe  our  letters  fhal  be  fufficieit  warrant  and  authority.

1  know  you  undcrftand  how  far  it  may  advantage  or  difadvantagc  his  Majcfty 
to  confer  fuch  power,  better  than  I  doe.  If  it  be  thought  fit  and  expedient 
for  the  prelent  Icrvice,  1  am  ready  to  accept  it  with  all  the  alacrity  that  may 
be.  I  have  hitherto  forborne  to  acquaint  any  body  with  that  his  Majeftie's 
pleafure,  and  fo  Ihall  do  till  I  receive  farther  direftions,  ^c.

My  Lord, 

YOUR  letter  of  the  14th  of  Jprill  I  received  the  laft  night,  which  afford- 
ed me  (except  the  aflurance  of  your  well  being,)  but  fmall  other  com- 
fort after  fo  many  monthes  expeftation,  being  ftill  confident  that  the  unfpot- 
ted  fidelity  and  adive  fervices  of  my  Anceftors  in  times  of  greatcft  danger,  my 
alliance  and  breeding  in  England,  and  the  knowledge  of  my  difpofition  there» 
would  have  procured  me  that  favour  as  at  lead  to  have  had  a  troop  of  horfe 
and  fome  proportion  of  other  arms  for  my  own  defence  and  the  prefcrvation 
of  this  County,  if  not  admitted  to  that  honour  as  to  be  enabled  to  fervc  the 
King  in  a  higher  quality  and  better  condition.  I  am  confident  his  Majefty 
would  not  have  denyed  me  fuch  a  requeft,  and  if  your  Lordfhip  could  not  pre- 
vailc  with  others,  I  muft  crave  pardon  if  I  conceive  that  you  imploy  your 
time  little  to  the  advantage  of  your  felfe  or  friends ;  and  if  it  had  not  pleafed 
God  of  his  mercy  miraculoufly  to  preferve  me,  and  give  a  blefllng  to  my  en- 
deavours, my  wife,  children  and  family  muft  needes  have  perifhed  before  this  time, . 
with  this  infcription  upon  my  grave,  for  being  ncglefted  and  forfakcn  by  his 
brother,  in  whom  he  repofed  his  chiefeft  confidence.  This  confideration  I 
know  will  fometimes  worke  upon  your  noble  nature  though  tranfported  with 
other  paflions. 

For  what  I  formerly  writt,  which  you  are  now  pleafed  to  touch  upon,  I 
ftiall  ever  be  ready  to  juftify  the  truth  and  fenfe  of  what  I  then  expreffed; 
though  the  barbarous  cruelties,  that  have  been  committed  here,  are  not  to  be 
thought  of  but  with  horrour.  I  conceive  it  is  the  defire  of  the  whole  Nation, 
that  the  adors  of  thofe  crying  fins  fhould  in  the  higheft  degree  be  made  ex- 
amples to  all  pofterity;  yet  God  forbid  that  fire,  fword  and  famine,  which  move 
apace  here,  and  might  be  eafily  prevented,  fhould  run  on  to  deftroy  all  man- 
kind, and  put  the  innocent  and  the  guilty  into  one  miferable  condition,  or  if 
fomc  young  unfettled  fpiritts  have  been  mifled  and  wrought  upon  by  milreports 
and  fallen  into  errours,  that  therefore  themfelves  and  antient  well  deferving  fa- 
milies fhould  be  utterly  deftroyed,  or  the  King's  mercy  totally  bound  up. 

For  my  expreflions  concerning  the  Scotts,  1  did  and  doe  ftill  believe  it  may 
be  wonhy  your   confideration   there,    that  they,  when  this  RebcUion  began, 
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were  above  40000  well  armed  in  the  North  of  thisKingdomc,  and  might  cafdy 
have  broak.cn  it  in  the  beginning;  but  they  have  ftay'd  a  time  of  more  advan- 
tage, to  have  pay  and  armcs  out  of  Etiajand,  Ihong  iortrcHes  dcHvcrcd  them 
here,  and  more  forfeitures  of  eftates.  This  i  relate  as  the  obfervations  of  know- 
ina;  difcreet  perfons,  and  noe  conceptions  of  mine. 

Some  young  men  oi  Gallway  by  treachery  furprifed  m\  Engltflj  {"hip,  killed 
two,  and  hurt  others,  and  took  fomc  ordinance  and  barrcUs  of  powder,  by  a 
fadion  raifed  in  the  townc,  compelled  the  Mayor  and  graver  fort  to  take  it 
upon  them,  upon  pretence  that  their  goods  and  fome  young  Merchants  of  the 
town  were  detained  in  England.  Soon  after  they  feizcd  on  my  armes  and 
goods  that  came  out  of  England,  and  then  gott  divers  of  this  County  and  the 
County  of  Mayo  to  come  to  their  aillftance,  and  to  lay  a  ficge  to  the  Fort. 
This  fudden  mifcheif  coming  unexpeflcd  upon  me,  put  me  into  great  diftrac- 
tion  :  but  in  purfuance  of  my  lettled  refolution  to  feale  my  Loyalty  with  my  blood, 
tho'  never  foe  much  negleded,  I  haftened  into  thofe  parts,  and  called  upon 
my  friends,  and  within  a  few  days  marched  thither  about  feven  hundred  foot 
and  neere  two  hundred  horfe  ;  but  finding  their  numbers  great,  and  that  they 
had  planted  ordinance  upon  the  craggy  paffages  of  that  Countrcy  neare  the 
towne,  which  made  horie  of  noe  ufe  to  me,  I  refolved  to  befiege  the  be- 
iiegers,  and  having  Caftles  there  convenient  for  it,  I  placed  ftrong  garrifons 
round  about  them,  and  my  horfe  fcowred  between  to  keep  all  releif  from 
them,  and  tho'  with  much  difficulty  found  meanes  to  fupply  the  Fort  from  a 
Caftle  of  rayne  called  Oran  More,  lyeing  upon  the  fea,  tho'  they  had  ftorc  of 
boates  to  guard  the  pafiage. 

After  almort  a  monthe's  lyeing  there,  they  began  to  treatc  of  a  Ccflation 
of  Armes,  but  a  fhipp  of  theKinge's  coming  from  T)ublin  with  fupplycs  and 
ammunition  to  the  Fort,  I  would  hear  of  nothing  but  laying  down  their  armes, 
and  an  abfolute  fubmiffion  within  few  days.     Their  Camp  being  much  di- 
ftrefled  they  broake  and  fell  away  apace,  and  upon  the  nth  of  this  month  I 
entered  and  took  poflefllon  of  their  trenches,  and  fett  before  the  towne,  went 
my  fclfe  into  the  Fort,  and  the  Captain  and  I  agreed  to  falute  them  with  thirty 
three  great  fhot  into  their  towne,  and  then  1  fent  a  trumpet  to  fummon  them. 
And  upon  the  13th  upon  certain  conditions  agreed  upon  by  my  fclfe  and  the 
Captam  of  the  Fort,  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  and  the  young  Men  of  the 
towne,    came  to  me  to  the  verge  of  their  liberties,    made  their  publick  fub- 
miffion, delivered  up  the  keys,  and  layd  downe  their  armes,  and  upon  good 
hoftages  given  me,  I  took  them  and  the  Gentlemen  engaged  with  them  into  his 
Majeftie's  proteftion.   And  thus  ended  this  dangerous  Rebellion,  the  confequcnce 
of  the  place  confidered,  with  little  bloodfhed,  and  1  doubt  not  they  will  now  rc- 
maine  in  quiet  obedience  and  befit  objetls,  both  of  his  Majcftie's  mercy  and  ju- 
flice  ;  moft  of  the  better  fort  being  totally  againft  their  proceedings  and  at  laft  forc- 
ing their  fubmiffion,    the  town  it  felfe  being  very  ftrong  and  well  victualled. 
And  now  fome  of  their  affiftants  in  Irrconnaght  doe  prey  upon  them,  and  thofc 
of  Mayo  do  feize  on  their  eftates  in  that  County,  (be  that  they  will  not  want 
puniffiment  for  their  infolent  carriage.     And  now  I  hope  1  have  overcome 
the  greateft  difficulties  in  thefe  parts,  and  fhall  be  able  to  fubfift  untlU  the  Army 
comes  you  write  of,    and  then  I  may  eafily  guefs  how  I  lliall  be  affifted,  by 
the  carriage  of  the  Captain  of  the  (hip,  whole  name  is  y^fhley,  and  your  neigh- 
bour at  Tamworth-,  who  being  entertained  with  all  refped  by  me,  and  my  fclfe 
with  him  on  fhipbourd,   hath  fince  preyd  and  fpoiled  my  tenants  and  upon 
my  deare  and  faithtuU  freind  Sir  Richard  Blake,  who  has  loft  a  faire  eftate  in 
fcverall  places  of  the  Kingdom  for  his  faft  fidelity ;  and  makes  noe  diftindion 
between  good  and   bad.     \i  he  doth  not  give  me  good  fatisfadicn,    1  hope 
the  State  will.     However,   if  thel'e  proceedings  hold,    tho'  I  am  like   to  be 
unfortunate,    I  fhall  ever   be  found   moft   faithful!   and    loyall,    and   if  not 
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worthy  of  your  care  and  remembrance,  yet  I  fhall  ftill  endeavour  to  approve 
my  fclfc

My  Lord, 

MR.  Con.  JV/c  Qeoghegan,  and  an  Englijb  fervant  of  mine  lately  come 
over,  arrived  here  the  laft  night ;  they  were  fo  hardly  befett  by  reports 
of  Evglijh  difpatchcs,  that  they  were  enforced  to  burne  your  Lordlhip's  letters 
from  'Dublin  directed  unto  me  5  and  they  gott  moft  of  my  packctts  out  of  En- 
glayui,  and  brake  them  open,  and  tooke  what  they  pleafed;  foe  that  I  am 
kept  in  ignorance,  untill  I  receive  farther  diredion  from  the  State.  Being  in- 
formed by  Mr.  Geoghegan  of  your  Lordlhip's  noble  inclination  and  particular 
rcfpcds  to  me,  it  doth  afford  me  infinite  comfort,  in  thcfe  unfctlcd  and  ftrange- 
Jy  diftra£ted  times,  to  have  a  perfon  foe  full  of  worth  and  honour  to  be  firme 
and  reall  to  me  j  and  I  hope  it  will  not  be  altogether  unufcfuU  to  your  Lord*- 
fliip  to  have  my  ^aithfuU  and  conftant  fervice  ready  to  anl\ver  your  Lordlhip's 
noble  proceedings. 

The  prefent  rtate  of  afaires  in  England  doth  much  perplex  my  thoughts, 
from  whence  I  received  no  cleere  intelligence,  all  men's  tongues  and  penns 
being  foe  bound  up,  as  makes  my  doubts  and  fcares  the  greater.  Your  Lord- 
fliip  hath  meanes  to  be  rightly  informed,  and  if  you  vouchfafe  me  fome 
brief  touches  of  what  may  be  fitt  for  my  information,  it  will  put  a  very  high 
obligation  upon  me,  and  I  doe  prefume  your  Lordfhip  may  with  confidence 
fend  fafly  to  me  by  my  coufin  Terrence  Coghlan,  or  by  fuch  meanes  as  he  fhall 
acquaint  your  Lordfhip  with,  I  being  fully  aflured  of  his  fetled  affedion  to  me, 
and  that  he  would  faithfully  difcharge  your  Lordlhip's  truft  and  dcferve  your 
favour. 

If  my  late  proceedings  here,  and  the  propofitions  I  have  fent  for  a  gene- 
rall  Celiation,  doe  not  reccve  the  aprobation  of  the  whole  State  there,  and  yet 
doe  find  fome  place  in  your  Lordlhip's  judgment  to  approve  thcrof,  I  fliall 
aske  leave  to  propofe  unto  your  Lordfhip  the  fending  of  both  or  either  unto 
his  Majeftie  in  my  behalf  graced  by  your  Lordihip  with  better  exprcflions  of 
your  owne,  my  difpatches  into  England  meeting  with  fo  much  danger  and  de- 
lay, that  I  dare  not  now  adventure  to  fend  my  felf  unto  his  Majeftie,  in  whofe 
gratious  thoughts,  (as  I  am  informed  by  feverall  letters,)  I  am  prefcrved  with 
much  tender  care  and  favour,  though  there  hath  been  fome  impediments  of 
late  to  divert  the  receiving  of  his  particular  Commands,  and  fome  hopes  given 
me,  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  I  receive  fome  fignification  of  h's  Royall 
Pleafure;  and  I  befeech  your  Lordfhip  lett  me  freely  receive  your  Lordfhip's  opi- 
nion concerning  his  Majeftie's  coming  into  this  Kingdome,  whether  there  be 
any  probability  therof.  If  I  have  tranfgreft  and  preffed  too  farre  upon  your 
Lordfhip  in  thefe  perticulers,  it  is  the  incouradgmenc  I  have  received  from  your 
Lordfhip,  that  hath  raifed  this  prefumption  in

Mj  Lord, 

I  Shall  not  need  to  tell  you  how  your  letters  and  agreement  with  the  men 
of  Galliivay  was  received  here,  fincc  your  Lordfhip's  judgement  will  much 
better  inftrud  you,  when  you  have  perufed  the  letters  now  fent  by  Mr.  Coghlariy 
who  putts  me  in  fome  hope  that  it  may  be  my  good  hap  to  wayte  upon  you 
before  my  returne  to  "Dublin.  I  cannot  certainly  fay  when  I  fhall  be  at  Atb- 
lone-^  but  I  think  it  will  be  about  Sunday  next  or  Monday  at  the  fartheft,  but 
left  it  fhould  be  my  misfortune  not  to  fee  you,  I  cannot  chule  but  tell  you  that  I 
am  extreamly  well  fatisfied  with  my  felfe,  fince  I  found  that  your  Lord  (hip's  incli- 
nation and  myne  are  the  fame,  for  the  advancement  of  his  Majeftie's  fcrvicc 
againft  the  difturbers  of  our  peace,  and  for  the  diftinguiihing  of  punifhment 
due  to  the  plotters  and  fomenters  of  our  troubles,  from  that  wherewith  it  is 
fitt  to  chaftife  fuch  as  are  mifled,  and  perhaps  terrifyed  into  that,  which  in  the 
rigorous  eye  of  the  law  equalls  them  in  crime  and  fuffering. 

All  your  proceedings  are  fent  to  be  judged  by  die  King  and  Parliament,  who 
are  yett  at  greater  diftance  than  1  could  wifh  they  were  ;  |iis  Majeftie's  jour- 
ney hither  is  deferred,  but  whether  totally  laid  afide  or  noe  it  is  not  pofliblc 
for  me  to  fay. 

If  it  fall  out  that  I  fee  you  not,  I  will  endeavour  to  write  more  at  large 
unto  you :  however,  believe  it  as  a  firme  truth  I  am  here  ready  and  watchfull 
to  doe  you  all  the  offices  of

Mji  Lord, 

SU  C  H  is  my  confidence  in  your  favour,  as  I  prefume  to  contrad  this  re- 
turne unto  your  Lordlhip  in  as  few  lines  as  pollible  I  can,  being  oppreflcd 
with  the  burthen  laid  upon  me  by  the  accels  of  thefc  forces  now  under  my 
command,  and  the  difficulties  I  find  to  reduce  things  to  fuch  order  as  I  defirc- 

My  Lord  of  Ormond  came  noe  nearer  than  within  fix  miles  of  this  place, 
where  having  the  honour  to  wayte  upon  him  on  Monday  morning,  I  told  him 
of  your  Lordffiip's  earneft  defire  to  fee  him,  but  his  refolution  being  taken 
for  his  prefent  retraite  to  'Dublin,  I  could  neither  prevailc  with  him  for  his 
coming  hither,  nor  to  fpend  a  few  days  upon  fomc  particular  defigne  that  would 
much  have  diftreffed  that  mifchiefous  County  of  Longford. 

My  directions  in  the  cafe  of  fubmifiions  and  protedion  are  fomewhat  fuit- 
able  to  thofe  yourLordfliip  received  from  theLords  Julliccs;  which,  if  1  Ihould 
obferve,  would  be  of  fuch  evill  conlcquencc,  as  I  have  prefumcd  to  crave  their 
Lordfhip's  leave  to  fwerve  from  that  rule ;  and  as  I  am  informed  by  my  faith- 
full  freind  Sir  Robert  King  that  thofe  that  govern  our  affaires  in  England  are 
moderate  enough  in  that  kind,  fo  doth  my  Lord  of  Ormond  tell  me,  that  that 
ftrift  courle  is  the  cffed  of  fome  particular  advices  in  this  State,  to  which 
he  himfelfe  doth  protcft  to  be  oppofuc,  and  Ibc  Ihall  I  be,  (with  God's  favour) 
as  my  adions  will  dcmonilratc.  4 

I  was 
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I  was  ycfterday  quartering  my  ownc  and  Sir  Michael  ErvJyei,  regiments 
in  fcvcrall  Caftlcs  in  'Dillorh  Contrcy,  bordering  on  Longford,  wirh  intent 
not  to  remove  tliem  on  this  fide  the  Shanon,  uinill  I  have  made  my  Cr^m- 
mandcrs  acquainted  with  the  courfe  of  my  proceeding,  in  cafe  of  dilHndtions, 
wherein,  God  willing,  I  will  endeavour  to  be  obeyed. 

If  I  had  time  I  would  lay  much  more  ;  haft  makes  me  to  conclude  thus 
breifly,  for  which  I  humWy  crave  your  Lordlhip's  pardon,  as

YOUR  Lordfhips  difpatch  of  the  13th  of  this  prcfent  \y^  }At.  Terence 
Coghlan  I  received  on  the  18th,  being  then  upon  the  borders  of  the 
County  of  Rofcorn?non  to  waite  upon  my  Lord  Prefident,  where  we  had  but  a 
fhort  contercncc,  in  regard  we  could  not  then  frame  any  fettled  refolutions  imtill 
his  Lordfhip  had  received  my  Lord  of  Ormond,  and  the  fupplies  and  inftrudions 
from  your  Lordfliips. 

1  render  your  Lorddiips  moft  humble  thanks  for  your  favourable  acceptation 
of  fome  part  of  my  late  proceedings,  as  likewife  for  your  Lordfhips  free  but 
moderate  reprehenfions  of  thofc  errors  which  your  Lordfhips  obferved  to  be 
committed  by  me  in  the  prolecution  of  that  ferviccj  and  that  your  Lordfhips 
are  nobly  pleafed  to  aftbrd  me  that  right,  as  t6  believe  I  would  not  have  con- 
cluded an  agreement,  if  I  had  received  any  intimation  of  your  pleafures  to  the 
contrary,  of  which  you  may  allways  reft  afllired,  that  tho'  I  may  faile  in  judg- 
ment when  I  have  not  timely  intelligence  in  matters  of  difficulty,  when  the  oc- 
cafions  will  not  admitt  of  long  delay,  yett  my  difpofition  fhall  ever  guide  me 
to  an  exad  obedience,  and  my  will  be  ever  refigned  to  obfervc  and  execute 
thofe  Commands  I  fhall  receive,  with  any  hazard  either  of  my  perfon  or  for- 
tune. 

It  is  true,  my  Lords,  that  when  I  received  the  towne  of  Gallway  and  fome 
Gentlemen  that  adhered  unto  them  into  his  Majeftie's  proteftion,  the  Fort  by 
my  timely  coming  thither  and  putting  releife  therein,  being  feconded  by  the 
fupplyes  your  Lordfhips  fcnt  with  Captain  Ajhley,  was  in  a  good  condition  of 
fafcty ;  but  your  Lordlhips  may  be  pleafed  to  remember  it  was  a  chief  part  of 
your  former  inftrudions,  and  I  am  fure  a  powerfull  inducement  to  me,  that 
I  fhould  have  fpeciall  care  of  the  Englifh,  and  there  was  then  above  400  in. 
the  townc,  and  many  of  them  of  good  Quality,  fubjed  to  the  fury  of  inraged 
multitudes  if  they  had  been  profecutcd  to  the  height  of  rigour  and  extremity. 
And  befides  your  Lordfhips  might  be  pleafed  to  obferve  by  the  letters  I  fent 
out  of  Mayo,  and  divers  advertifmcnts  1  received  out  of  Thomond  and  other 
bordering  Counties,  that  refolutions  were  taken  to  burne  and  deftroy  all  be- 
hind me,  and  to  inclofe  my  fmall  forces  between  them,  and  thofe  formerly 
confederate  with  the  town  ;  whereby,  befides  our  own  danger,  not  only  many 
Engli^i,  long  fince  planted  in  my  towncs  of  Loghreagh  and  Tortumnj,  and 
others  lately  come  in  from  other  Counties  for  releif  and  prefervation,  would 
have  been  deftroyed,  but  your  Lordlhips  may  be  pleafed  further  to  confider  the 
difficulty,  or  rather  impoflibility,  to  keepe  at  a  fiege  my  owne  followers,  and 
thofe  other  noble  Gentlemen  that  have  aillfted  me  upon  our  owne  charge  for 
almoft  eight  months,  maintained  forces  without  any  fupplies  from  your  Lordfhips, 
our  eares  being  daily  tilled  with  intelligence,  that  all  we  had  would  be  defaced 
and  ruined,  and  my  wife  and  children  and  a  large  family  long  expofed  to  danger 

Y  in 
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in  a  remote  border  during  fix  weeks  lyeing  before  Gall-dray  not  to  be  totally 
ne^'ledled.  And  I  humbly  fubmitt  it  to  your  Lordfhips  better  judgments,  wiie- 
ther  it  were  fitt  to  continue  longer  before  the  townc  without  any  hope  to  gaine 
the  place,  or  to  depart  from  thence  without  fome  fettlemcnr,  would  not  hav*: 
been  held  a  deferting  of  the  fervice,  and  an  invitation  to  all  ill  difpofed 
perfons  to  have  gathered  therein  multitudes  from  all  parts  of  the  King- 
dom. And  further  I  prelume  my  Lord  Prcfident  will  teftimony  with  me  ia 
what  a  dangerous  condition  not  onlv  this  County  but  the  whole  Province  was 
in  at  that  time,  and  all  pafiages  foe  ftopt,  that  we  could  receive  noe  clear  in- 
telligence what  were  the  refolutions  taken  for  the  profccution  of  this  warr,  or 
the  forces  that  were  in  a  readinefs,  either  for  the  generall  advancement  of  the 
fervice,  or  our  particular  rcleifc  •■,  which  guided  me  then  to  believe,  that  the  bcrt 
prefent  fervice  was  to  gaine  time  by  moderation,  and  to  take  the  bcnefitt  of 
their  opinion  of  my  intereft  in  his  Majeftie's  favour,  to  reduce  them  to  that 
obedience,  which  was  not  otherwife  within  the  compafs  of  my  power  to  ef- 
fed:.  And  I  will  now  only  add  one  particular  advantage  gott  thereby,  which 
did  weigh  much  with  me ;  which  is,  that  by  this  agreement,  in  the  granting 
a  proteftion  to  Francis  "Darcy,  I  gained  almoft  3000  weight  of  powder  to  be 
placed  in  good  and  lure  hands,  and  himfclfe  to  be  aflifling  to  Captain  ^j/^  to 
bring  in  his  fhip  and  ten  pieces  of  ordinance  with  ftore  of  provillon  of  corne 
into  the  Fort,  which  would  otherwile  probably  have  fallen  into  very  ill  hands, 
and  have  been  of  a  very  dangerous  confequence  to  all  the  Englijh  that  have 
maintained  themfclves  in  Forts  within  this  Province.  And  having  from  the 
beginning  releived  the  Fort  conftantly  with  all  manner  of  provifion  within  my 
power,  I  hope  will  not  be  layd  upon  me  as  a  crime  (having  difchargcd  my  duty 
in  that  important  fervice,)  to  have  fome  care  and  regard  of  the  reft  of 
the  County  long  in  danger  and  hazard.  And  your  Lordlhips  having  not 
particularly  exprefled  the  errors  1  have  committed,  I  can  but  guefs  upon  a  re- 
view of  my  difpatch,  it  may  be  my  accepting  of  propofitions  in  a  ftile  impro- 
per for  them  to  exprefs  themfelves  in;  indeed,  my  Lords,  they  did  not  found 
well  with  me,  but  being  carneft  in  their  owne  way,  and  my  anfwer  but  ge- 
nerall, I  did  conceive  it  was  rather  a  prejudice  to  them  than  a  difl'ervice  to  his 
Majefiie,  whole  Royall  wourd  intrufted  with  me  is  but  for  a  fhort  time  ingaged 
untill  the  fignification  of  his  plcafurc,  I  hope  with  more  advantage,  and  that 
by  this  time  of  tryall  a  fit  diftinguifnment  may  be  made  between  the  good 
and  bad  affedions  of  the  inhabitants  of  that  towne.  And  thefe  true  and  ne- 
ceflary  circumftances  being  ducly  confidered  by  your  Lordlhips,  and  reprefented 
to  the  King  and  Parliament,  with  thofe  former  papers  of  my  proceedings,  I 
will  confidently  hope  to  receive  a  pardon  and  favourable  conftrudlion  of  the  er- 
rors I  committed  in  the  management  of  thofe  difficult  affairs,  if  1  doe  not  re- 
ceive fome  approbation  and  allowance  of  my  cndevours  therein. 

Your  Lordihips  obferve  fome  other  motives  exprefled  in  my  former  difpatch, 
haftening  the  pacification,  as  an  opinion  that  1  was  miftrufted  by  your  Lord- 
fhips, and  fhould  receive  but  fmall  countenance  or  afllftancc.  I  did  not  men- 
tion them  (under  favour)  as  any  trouble  to  my  owne  thoughts,  being  confi- 
dent to  be  valued  by  your  Lordthips  according  to  the  integrity  of  my  duty 
and  affe£tion  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice;  and  that,  if  I  fuffered  by  any  mifrcporrs,. 
I  fhould  ftand  fair  and  clear  in  your  Lordihips  judgment,  untill  by  a  knowledge 
of  my  charge  1  might  be  enabled  to  juftify  my  felfe  ;  but  intimated  them  as  the 
apprehenfions  of  others,  who  judge  commonly  by  the  outward  effefts,  obferv- 
ing  a  great  charge  upon  themfelves  and  me  without  any  publick  marks  of  his 
Majeftie's  favour,  or  your  Lordfhips  remembrance  of  mc  were  apt  to  harbor 
fuch  fuipicions.  For  my  part,  your  Lordihips  noble  exprellions  and  favourable 
acceptance  of  my  endevours  Ihall  allways  be  a  fatisfaftion  to  me,  and  the  ad- 
dition of  your  Lordihips  interceftions  for  a  troope  of  horfc  obliges  me  to  re- 
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turne  moft  humble  thanks,  dciucuig  to  obtainc  the  bciicfitt  of  that  rcqucfl: 
much  more  tor  the  advancement  of  his  Majcftie's  lervice,  than  any  regard  of 
advantage  to  my  fclf. 

For  the  notice  1  took  of  commi (lions  and  inftruclions  granted  for  things  to 
be  atlcd  within  this  Government  without  any  mention  of  me,  I  allure  your 
Lordfliips  it  was  not  without  ground  that  made  me  rcflcft  thereon;  and  tho' 
it  might  be  an  error  in  my  judgment  I  did  conceive  it  not  improper,  cither 
by  inftrudion  or  difcretion  for  tlie  Captain  of  tl\c  Ihip  to  conlUlt  and  Ibmc- 
what  to  be  guided  by  the  Governor,  who  can  give  belt  intelligence  how  to 
diftinguiih  between  the  Rcbclls  and  others  well  atfeaed.  And  the  rule  1  ob- 
fcrved  Captain  Ajlley  went  upon,  was  to  lay  hold  of  thofe  within  his  reach 
who  had  bcfl:  ftorc  of  goods  or  cattle,  wherein  not  only  Sir  Richard  Blake 
and  his  tenants  fuiFered  much,  but  1  had  my  particular  lofs,  by  Ipoiling  my  te- 
nants of  their  goods  and  provifions  brought  for  payment  of  my  rents,  and 
feme  of  his  men  with  much  contempt  and  fcorne  tearing  a  Certificate  of  their 
good  behaviour ;  and  noe  puniihment  and  fatisfadion  given,  he  Handing  with 
a  very  drift  and  rigid  deportment  on  the  latitude  of  his  commilllon  :  Upon 
hopes  of  better  future  regard  I  paft  things  by,  being  very  tender  of  the  leaft 
difturbance  of  the  public  fervicc. 

There  happened  after,  fome  difpute  between  us  about  Francis  'Darcy,  who 
havmg  punctually  obferved  all  the  conditions  upon  which  his  protcftion  was 
granted,  and  gained  the  good  opinion  of  Captain  WiHoughby  and  my  felfc,  he 
was  an  carneft  fuiter  for  the  loanc  of  his  bare  vcllcll  for  to  tranfport  thofe  back 
that  manned  her,  to  avoid  their  clamour  or  lofl'e,  who  were  matters  of  families 
and  natives  of  France,  offering  full  fecurity  for  the  fhip  or  value  of  it,  accord- 
ing to  what  order  your  Lordfhips  Ihould  make  upon  examination  of  the  bufi- 
ncls.  And  this  being  approved  of  by  the  Vice  Admirall  Sir //ii???^/ ly/r-^^rfy/w^ 
then  in  the  harbor,  it  invited  me  to  be  carneft  with  him  in  that  behalfe,  but  not 
prevailing,  and  finding  him  as  I  thought  fomewhat  difrefpeftive,  befides,  it 
drew  from  me  this  inclofed  letter,  which  ftateing  the  bufinefs  right  1  held  ne- 
ccflary  to  fend  your  Lordfhips,  tho'  therein  you  may  difcerne  fome  paflion, 
choofeing  rather  to  difcovcr  my  imperfeftions,  than  have  truth  concealed. 

Concerning  Captain  fVilloughbys  commiflion,  I  fliall  be  glad  of  any  addition 
of  favour  or  good  fortune  to  him ;  but  not  knowing  the  extent  of  his  power 
thereby,  it  will  be  neceflary  to  avoyd  miftakes  for  the  future  between  us, 
that  fome  rules  or  limivts  be  fett  to  guide  us  both,  thare  lately  happening  an 
accident  that  may  muchdifquiet  thefe  parts,  if  it  doe  not  receive  a  timely  re- 
prchenfion  from  your  Lordfhips.  The  County  on  this  lidc  of  Gallway  now 
quiet.  Captain  Willoiighby  fallyed  forth  into  the  Country  with  a  trumpet  and 
troop  of  horfe  I  conceive  without  commiflion,  that  favour  being  not  yet  grant- 
ed to  my  fclfc,  and  coming  to  a  towne  of  mync  upon  a  flight  complaint  or  pre- 
tence of  fome  fmall  extortion,  he  took  prilbner  a  ferjeant  of  a  company  un- 
der the  command  of  my  Lord  Clanmorris,  and  (as  I  hear)  a  well  experienced 
foldier,  bound  him,  carried  him  to  the  Fort,  and  there  immediately  hanged 
him,  and  flighted  a  refpeftive  letter  of  my  Lords  without  returning  an  anfwer. 
This  act  I  conceive  foe  rafn  and  unfit  in  it  felfe  without  relation  to  others, 
foe  diliefpeclive  to  my  Lord  Clanmorris  as  a  perfon  of  Quality,  a  friend  and 
neighbour,  ibe  great  an  affront  upon  me,  and  infringement  of  my  Government, 
eipecially  the  man  being  an  Officer  of  thofe  forces  by  me  railed  for  his  Ma- 
jertie's  fervicc  :  Certainly  the  punifliment  for  any  offence  he  did  commit  did 
Dropcrly  and  only  belong  to  me.  In  this  particular  Ilhall  humbly  and  carncft- 
ly  defire  your  Lordfhips  that  1  may  have  full  reparation  in  my  honour,  and  for 
the  prefervation  of  my  authority  within  this  Government.  And  I  am  forry 
that  this  hapncd  between  me  and  one  that  I  have  foe  particularly  chcriflied 
and  refpefted,  befides  my  care  of  the  publick  fervice,  which  I  fhall  ftill  con-'

tinuc.  And  upon  a  right  underftanding  fettled  by  your  Lordfhips,  I  doubt  not 
all  will  be  faircly  concluded  and  we  well  united.  In  preicnt  it's  generally  dit- 
courfed  of  with  much  wonder  and  pallion,  which  I  endeavour  to  qualify.  The 
caution  your  Lordfhips  arc  pleafed  to  give  me,  in  way  of  truft  ofthofe  perfons, 
by  whofc  endevours  I  did  hope  that  fomething  might  be  aded  for  the  appca- 
fing  of  diftcmpers,  puniihing  offenders,  and  performcing  what  might  bell:  con- 
duce to  the  peace  and  future  obedience  of  the  towne  of  Gall-jnay^  I  doc  receive 
them  as  great  arguments  of  your  Lordlhips  publick  care  and  particular  favour 
to  me,  and  doe  Ibe  humbly  and  thankfully  acknowledge  them.  And  I  prefume 
your  Lordfhips  fhall  always  find  that  I  am  wary  and  refervcd  in  the  imparting 
of  my  Counfells,  and  that  in  point  of  advice,  I  may  make  ufe  of  all  by  way 
of  information,  yctt  I  am  not  guided  or  led  by  any,  but  fuch  as  by  their  ability, 
Jong  experience,  and  your  Lordfhips  good  opinion  may  deferve  that  truft  5  and 
when  time  ferves,  I  hope  your  Lordfhips  Ihall  receive  good  fatisfadion  that 
there  has  been  a  confiderable  proportion  of  labour,  charge  and  induftry  ufed 
for  the  advancement  of  the  King's  fervice,  and  the  overcoming  of  many  con- 
derable  difficulties,  which  at  this  diftance,  and  foe  many  impediments  in  the 
way,  cannot  be  clearly  reprefented.  For  thofe  perfons  1  formerly  mentioned, 
and  moft  others  of  the  better  fort  of  the  towne  o'i  Gallifjaj,  I  mufl  doe  them 
that  right,  according  to  the  befl  of  my  intelligence,  to  declare  that  they  ap- 
pear diligent  to  redeeme  the  former  offences  of  that  Corporation,  and  to  pre- 
ferve  a  faire  correfpondence  with  the  Commander  of  the  Fort  i  and  I  may  af- 
furedly  fay  of  fome  of  them,  and  defervedly  name  Sir  Richard  Blake  and  Mr, 
Recorder,  that  they  doc  afllft,  and  doe  all  the  good  Offices  to  the  Fort  and 
Englijh  in  the  towne  for  fupply  and  accommodation  within  the  compafs  of 
their  power  -,  and  for  the  incouragment  of  the  good,  I  hope  it's  not  omitted 
to  be  foe  reprefented  to  your  Lordfhips,  as  well  as  the  inclinations  and  hu- 
mours of  thofe  not  foe  well  affeded  are  to  be  doubted  and  obferved ;  where- 
in 1  fhall  keepe  a  jufl  equality  to  the  befl  of  my  knowledge,  and  juflify  my  in- 
formations to  be  free  from  partiality  or  particular  ends. 

Concerning  the  powder,  your  Lordfhips  arc  pleafed  to  exprefs,  that  if  thofe 
cntrufled  by  me  fliould  abufe  my  confidence,  and  difpofe  of  that  dangerous 
commodity  to  Rebclls,  or  take  up  new  refolutions  of  difloyalty  themfelves,  I 
Ihould  find  the  inconvenience  of  not  having  the  powder  out  of  the  difpofall 
of  the  towne.  Certainly,  my  Lords,  if  any  force  or  induflry  of  myne  could 
have  gotten  it  out  of  their  hands,  there  fhould  have  remained  but  a  fmall  pro- 
portion in  their  power;  but  upon  the  concluding  of  the  pacification,  though 
it  had  been  mentioned,  it  was  not  infifled  upon  by  the  Captain  nor  my  felfe ; 
finding  it  impollible  to  gaine  it  by  force,  we  were  in  hope  by  time  and  fairc 
meanes  to  gett  it  from  them  :  but  it  had  not  been  of  much  advantage,  as  ap- 
peareth  fince  ;  for  during  the  liegc  and  treaty,  and  upon  knowledge  of  Francis 
'X'arcye's  coming  to  the  ifles  of  Arran,  as  1  am  informed,  they  fpent  and  di- 
vided amongft  their  alfiffants  in  towne  and  camp,  and  conveyed  to  Ibmc  others 
whofe  aid  they  expefted,  if  the  pacification  had  not  fuccecded,  all  the  powder 
brought  by  Oliver  Oge  French.,  which  Vv'as  accomptcd  about  32  vcflels,  weight 
2^00/;  or  what  was  remaining  foe  fecretly  hid  by  private  merchants,  that  it 
could  not  be  difcovered.  Severall  moderate  and  well  affeded  perfons  of  the 
towne  were  agreed  upon  by  Captain  Willoiighby  and  me,  who  were  nominat- 
ed by  thofe  that  knew  them,  and  were  protefled  freinds  to  the  Fort,  and  to 
them  I  gave  a  large  commifiion  under  the  Provinciall  fcale  to  examine  upon 
oath  and  all  other  ways,  all  thofe  that  were  fufpefled  to  have  any  powder, 
arms  and  amunicion,  and  all  other  witnefles  that  could  dilcover  any  thing 
concerning  that  fiibjed ;  and  that  they  fliould  feizc  upon  the  fame,  and  deli- 
ver it  over  upon  accompt  to  other  able  and  difcreet  men  agreed  upon  by  Cap- 
tain Willoiighby  and  mc,  who  were  upon  oath  to  illiie  noc  part  thereof  but  by 
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direftion  or  warrant  from  me.     But  for   all  their  care  and  delligcncc,   there 
could  none  confiderable   be  found,  but  what  Francis  "Darcy  brought,  about 
2700  weight,  which  was  immcdiarly  put  into  thole  Commiilioners  hands  we 
had  nominated  who  approve  themfelvcs  very  honeft  and  faithful!  men.     After 
this  upon  notice  of  fome  refort  of  ftrangcrs  to  the  townc,  and  upon  informa- 
tion of  fome  powder  fufpcdcd  to  have  been  privately  conveyed  away,  I  lent 
immediatly  to  the  Mayor,  who  by  a  Proclamation  freed  the  townc  of  lhangers> 
and  having  not  force  fufficicnt  under  my  command  in  his  Majeftic's  pay,  I  did 
agree  with  Capt'ain  Willoughby  that  he  fhould  put  a  garrifon  into  a  ftonc  houfe 
neare  the  great  Eaft  gate  of  the  towne.     I  give  him  way  to  put  a  guard  into 
a  Caftlc  of  myne  a  mile  off  the  towne  to  keep  the  paflagc  to  the  river,  and 
likewifc  allowed  him  to  place  more  men  about  the  Abbey  on  the  Weft  on 
Irrconnaght  fide,    both  to  prevent  accefs  of  ftrangcrs   and  ifllicing  forth  of 
powder.    I  fent  a  warrant  to  the  Mayor  to  apprehend  fuch  merchants  as  were 
fufpeded  to  have  hidden  and  conveyed  fome  powder  away,  and  I  am  informed 
that  Oliver  Oge  is  put  upon  the  Shcriff'e's  hands,  and  I  am  in  good  hope  to 
have  him  and  fome  others  fent  into  the  Fort.     By  this  accompt  I  have  given 
your  Lordfliips  1  hope  it  will  appeare,  I  have  ufed  all  pofllble  diligence  and  in- 
duftry  in  this  bufincfs  of  fo  great  importance,    and  if  any  error  have  been 
committed  or  inconvenience  happen,   1  am  not  to  ftand  charged  alone.     For 
the  powder  of  Francis  'T>arcye\  in  the  Commiilioners  hands,    I  have  taken 
five  barrells  for  my  owne  ftore  to  fupply  my  companies  in  gaiilbn  iii  this  place 
and  at  Loghreagh,  and  for  the  defenfe  of  my  bordering  Caftles;  and  fome  mo- 
derate proportions  1  have  by  warrants  iflued  out  to  fome  of  the  Captains  and 
other  Gcnrlemen  that  afllftcd  me,  for  the  defence  of  their  houfes  and  families 
againft  ill  afFeclcd  perfons,  having  lately  found  the  inconvcnicncy  to  rely  wholly 
upon  the  Fort  for  fupplies ;  for  when  I  went  againft  Gallway  and  their  aftiftants, 
1  was  forced  to  hazard  my  felfe  in  that  fervice,   but  with  a  fmall  proportion 
of  annes,  and  a  very  poore  quantity  of  powder,   haveing  three  barrells  of  my 
owne  bought  out  of  Clarke's  fhip  then  in  the  Fort,  and  could  come  to  noe 
part  of  it  during  the  fiege,  untill  neere  the  timei  of  the  pacification.     The  re- 
maine  of  the  powder  in  the  Commiflioners  hands  is  moft  of  it  grofs  powder 
for  ordnance,  and  1  am  in  treaty  with  the  towne  and  doe  beleive  they  will  de- 
liver the  grofs  powder  into  the  Fort,  being  above  1 6oo  weight.     I  cannot  find 
that  a  confiderable  number  of  armescame  to  the  towne  at  any  time  or  has  been 
illued  out  by  them.     Of  thofe  few  pieces  Francis'Darcy  brought  I  had  i6,  the 
Fort.  6,  inftead  of  fome  of  his  that  were  loft  in  the  commotion  by  default 
of  the  towne;    and  as  I  am  informed  12  were  left  in  his  (hip  brought  in  by 
Captain  A^ley  and  fome  other  taken  away  coming  to  the  towne  through  Ire- 
connaght :  they  were  in  all  but  fifty  and  odd  at  firft.     I  am  going  to  Loghreagh^ 
and  doe  hope  to  find  the  Gentry  foe  well  inclined,  as  that  I  fhall  prevaile  by  a 
generall  confcnt  to  take  a  fettled  courfe  for  fupply  of  the  companies  belong- 
ing to  the  Fort  with  freih  meat,    by  layeing  a  proportion   on  each  Barrony; 
and  likewife  to  take  into  confideration  how  to  fettle  the  Englifh  again  with 
latcty  and  reparation  for  the  fpoiles  and  injuries  done  them,  the  crying  finn  of 
blood  which  has  tainted  moft  parts  of  the  Kingdom,  not  lyeing  here,  more  than 
two  that  were  killed  in  Charles  fhip  and  2  or  3  more  in  the  towne  of  Gall- 
way  by  the  rude  Kearne  of  Ir  econnaght  •■,  the  humours  and  paflions  of  both 
fides  may  be  the  more  eafily  overcome,  and  fome  fhort  time,  with  your  Lord- 
(hips  allowance  and  approbation,  may  frame  a  right  and  well  difpofed  fettlement, 
all  parts  being  now  in  good  quietnefs  but  the  Flaherties  and  Ireconnaght  who 
are  out  of  proteftion  ,•  and  tho'  it  be  in  a  very  wild  and  craggy  place  to  fall 
upon  them  according  to  the  inftru£tions  your  Lordfhips  have  given  me,  I  will 
endeavour  to  fubdue  them  without  taking  any  of  them  into  protedion,  as  foone 
as  my  Lord  Prefident  fhall  advance  into  other  neighbouring  parts;  tho'  under 
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favour,  I  conceive  it  might  be  convenient,  as  occafion  fhould  be  ofFcred,  to 
take  fome  of  tlicm  into  protection,  upon  condition  to  doc  fervice  on  the  reft  ; 
which  1  beleive  might  be  conipafl'ed,  they  being  ufually  in  times  of  peace  in 
conteftation  amongft  themfelves  in  that  untoward  place. 

For  the  pledges  of  Gallizav,  which  your  Lordihips  wilhes  to  be  in  the  fort, 
I  fhould  be  very  glad  they  were  there  ;  but  the  towne  were  not  fo  well  fa- 
tisfyed  with  the  humour  and  temper  of  Captain  IVillonghby,  as  to  hazard  them- 
felves in  his  cuftody.  Befides  that  they  doe  alledge  the  Fort  to  be  independant 
of  my  Government.  So  that  tho'  it  be  with  trouble,  hazard,  and  charge,  I 
know  nor  how  to  avoyd  the  keeping  of  them  yet  in  my  hands. 

I  did  Ibrmerly  deliver  my  opinion  to  your  Lordfhips,  that  looo  well  armed 
foot  and  fome  troupes  of  horfe  might  be  able  to  reduce  this  Province  ;  and 
the  grounds  1  went  upon  was  my  obfervation  of  fome  Gentlemen  of  Quality, 
who,  either  through  feare  of  ill  neighbours,  or  perfuafions  of  friends,  were 
drawne  to  countenance  or  appeare  parties  in  the  common  diftemper,  who  not 
being  aftive  therein,  feemcd  willing,  upon  appearance  of  forces  that  might 
proted  them,  to  come  into  their  former  due  obedience.  I  did  not  then  know 
what  power  was  in  readincfs,  nor  the  refolution  taken  to  profccute  the  warr 
with  that  feverity  in  general),  as  that  noe  protection  l"hould  be  granted  to  any 
that  had  been  in  adion  j  which  with  the  great  fpoiles  made  upon  thofe  that 
were  formerly  protefted,  and  wherein  my  felfe  and  Mr.  Juftice  'Donellan  have 
had  a  large  fliare  of  loffe,  by  dcftroying  my  Lordfhip  o^  Rathiz'ire^  has  moved 
a  generall  diftradtion,  and  armed  moft  men  with  defperation ;  the  danger 
whereof  I  much  more  refleft  upon,  than  any  particular  lofle  :  And  though  your 
Lordfliips  have  doubled  the  aides  fent  to  my  Lord  Prefident,  I  am  doubtful! 
he  will  meete  with  many  difficulties  in  the  profecution  of  the  fervice  there. 

The  late  furrendring  of  Limerick  caftle  has  given  great  encouragement  to 
thofe  in  adion  ;  and  it's  affirmed  that  ftore  of  powder  is  made  in  that  towne ; 
and  that  from  thence  they  are  marched  away  with  feverall  pieces  of  ordinance. 
And  in  Thomond,  T)ermott  O  Brian  M^  Teige  is  made  cheife  Commander, 
and  with  two  pieces  of  ordinance  intends  to  fall  upon  the  Caftles  there  that 
are  in  the  poffeffion  of  the  Engli^  :  Soe  that  if  the  Armyes  about  'Dublin  be 
not  ftrong  and  ftirring  abroad,  we  are  like  to  have  a  dangerous  neighbourhood ; 
and  as  this  has  fallen  out,  I  hope  your  Lordfhips  will  not  find  caufe  to  dillike 
the  timely  pacification  at  Gall-way. 

My  lords,  there  is  another  particular  in  which  I  am  overcome  with  dayly 
importunity  to  be  a  fuiter  to  your  Lordfhips,  wherein  I  crave  your  pardon,  if  I 
move  it  unfeafonably,  or  contrary  to  any  courfe  of  juftice  or  reformation 
intended  •■,  which  is,  that  many  Gentlemen  of  Qiiality  both  for  birth  and 
eftate,  by  name  Mr.  Nicholas  Tlunket,  Sir  Thomas  Nugent,  Sir  IVilUam  Hill, 
Sir  Oliver  Tuite,  Mr.  Darcy  of  '^P latin,  Mr.  Chrtftopher  Fitz  Wtlliams, 
Mr.  "James  Bathe  of  Athcarne-,  and  others  of  good  note,  make  meanes  to 
me  by  letters,  profeffing  their  conftant  loyalty  unto  his  Majcfty,  and  their 
averfion  unto  the  courfe  now  purfued  generally  by  the  natives  of  this  King- 
dom,  and  their  innocency  from  any  crime  j  only  that  their  fear  of  both 
the  Englijh  and  Irifb  Armies,  and  not  their  guilt,  made  them  abfent  them- 
felves and  retire  for  fafety  among  their  freinds  and  allyes ;  whereof  fome  (as 
I  am  informed)  refide  within  this  Government,  and  (bme  of  them  have 
been  with  me;  and  whatfoever  offence  any  of  their  adions  or  omiftions  may 
carry  by  the  laws  of  the  Kingdom,  they  feeme  in  all  humility  and  fubmiflioa 
willing  to  implore  his  Majcftie's  mercy  and  pardon  for  the  fame,  and  to  re- 
deeme  it  with  much  remorfe  and  greif,  and  all  other  ways  that  may  be  laid 
open  and  made  knowne  unto  them.  I  muft  freely  confcfs  unto  your  Lordfhips 
the  good  opinion  I  have  harboured  my  fclfc,  and  my  Father  before  mc, 
of  thefe  Gentlemen ;  and  my  defirc  to  minifter  confolation  to  thofe  that 
I  are 
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are  in  diftrefs  and  lye  under  fo  heavy  afflidion,  has  thus  farr  imboldcned  mc 
to  be  an  humble  fuitor  in  their  behalves  unto  your  Lordlhips,  living  in  a  re- 
mote corner  here,  where  by  the  interception  of  letters  and  all  intelligence,  I 
am  almoft  a  ftrangcr  to  all  proceedings  there  againft  them  or  others,  and  un- 
acquainted with  any  charge  that  may  lye  againll  them ;  and  therefore  doe 
again  crave  your  Lordihips  pardon,  if  I  have  offended  therein,  and  your  com- 
mands and  directions  for  the  time  to  come  upon  thcfe  and  the  like  occafions. 
And  I  fhould  be  glad  by  his  Majeftie's  grace  and  goodnefs,  and  your  Lordlhips 
powerful!  interce (lions,  to  be  a  meffenger  of  comfort  unto  them  and  others, 
foe  farr  as  may  not  crofs  any  defigne  of  his  Majeftie's  or  your  Lordlhips  for 
reducing  and  fettling  of  this  unfortunate  Kingdome. 

I  have  to  the  bcft  of  my  memory  and  ability  given  your  Lordlhips  a  large 
account  of   all  palfages  and  proceedings  here,  and  fubmitting  my  felfc  and 
endeavours  to   your  Lordfhips  ccnfures  and  favourable  confideration,  1  fliall 
humbly  take  leave  to  remayne

My  Lord, 

YOUR  Lordfhip's  of  the  1 3  th  of  this  prefent,  fent  by  Mr.  Terence  Coghlan,  I 
received  on  the  jSth,  being  then  upon  xh^hotdcis  oi  Rofcomrfion  tomeete 
my  Lord  Prefident.  The  alTurance  we  thereby  received  of  your  Lordlhip's  fpcedy 
repaire  to  Athlone,  made  our  conference  but  fhort,  and  fome  confidcrable  oc- 
cafions called  me  back,  yet  with  a  refolution  to  waitc  upon  yoar  Lordlhip  j 
but  neither  my  perlbnall  intentions,  nor  my  letters  that  went  before,  could 
overtake  your  Lordlhip,  your  returne  was  foe  fudden.  I  am  much  joyed  to 
find  that  my  apprchenfions  did  move  in  fuch  a  way  as  to  incite  and  correfpond. 
with  your  Lordfhip's  noble  thoughts  for  his  Majefty's  fervice.  I  fliall  endea- 
vour foe  to  guide  my  adions  as  that  they  may  conftantly  attend  your  Lord- 
fhip's proceedings  for  the  advancement  therof ;  though  for  the  prefent  I  have 
great  caufe  to  complaine  of  the  unrulines  of  fome  part  of  your  Lordlhip's  Ar- 
my upon  their  returne  to  1)ublm,  contrary,  I  believe,  to  your  Lordlhip's  re- 
folution or  knowledge,  fpoiling  and  deftroyeng  my  whole  manor  of  Rathwire, 
and  many  others  protcfted  by  the  State,  who  now  doe  fill  thefe  partes  with 
their  fad  complaints,  and  diftrafts  moft  mens  minds  to  defperation  5  which,  I 
doubt,  will  be  of  very  dangerous  confequence  to  this  whole  Province,  and  rea- 
der the  fervice  difficult  for  reducing  this  Province,  that  by  moderation  and  grant- 
mg  protcdlions  to  fome,  would  foone  have  been  brought  to  obedience,  and  that 
whithin  a  Ihort  time.  But  now  I  heare  they  gather  all  the  forces  they  can  make 
to  encounter  my  Lord  Prefident's  new  fupplyes,  who  mett  with  a  fharp  wellcome 
at  their  firft  coming,  and  the  unfeafonable  and  unneceffary  exafperatings  of  Cap- 
tain Willoughby,  (of  which  I  mention  but  one  in  my  publick  difpatch)  doth 
much  trouble  and  dillicarten  my  friends  and  followers  in  this  County,  that  I 
am  in  a  hard  condition,  being  threatned  from  all  partes.  I  have  fent  fome 
additionall  motives  to  the  State  for  my  former  proceedings,  which  if  they  doc 
not  give  fatisfadion,  I  doe  not  know  how  to  adl  better  fervice  without  aflift- 
ance.  Your  Lordlhip's  noble  favours  preferve  fome  comforte  in  me,  and 
hopes  for  a  better  time,  that  may  enable  me  to  approve  my  felf 
Tortumiri  the  28th  of  ^^^^  Lordjhip's  mojl  affectionate  and  faithfull  Servant, 
June  1642.

My  Lordy 

I  Received  a  letter  from  you  the  laft  night  by  my  Coufin  William  Moore, 
wherein  you  are  pleafed  to  honour  me  with  Ibme  commands  that  would  be 
of  advantage  to  your  Lord(hip  for  the  profecution  of  the  prefent  fcrvice.  My 
endeavours  ihall  ever  contribute  thereto  the  beft  I  can ;  but  indeed  my  Lord, 
I  grow  into  fuch  an  unhappy  condition,  as  I  feare  will  make  me  ufelefs  to  my 
friends,  and  unable  to  prelerve  my  felfe.  Your  Lordlhip  dcfires  fix-fcore  pounds 
worth  of  corne  to  be  fpeedily  made  into  biskett  at  Loghreagh:  1  preliime  I 
i"hall  with  little  difficulty  provide  the  corne,  but  I  know  not  any  that  can  make 
the  biskett,  nor  could  not  gctt  any  for  my  owne  fmall  Army  during  my  ftay 
before  Gall-iz-ay  •■,  but  if  your  Lordfliip  fends  experienced  Bakers  hither,  they 
Ihall  not  want  materialls.  There  came  great  quantities  of  biskett  to  the  Fort 
by  Gallivay  in  feverall  fhipps ;  and  if  your  Lordlhip  fend  to  Captain  Willoiighby, 
he  may  likewife  furnilh  your  Lordlhip  with  fome  good  proportion,  my  intereft 
there  being  not  much  at  this  prefent.  It  is  not  now  poflible  for  mc  to  name 
any  certain  time  for  my  waiteing  upon  your  Lordlhip,  untill  I  heare  what 
becomes  of  the  great  afl'cmbly  gathered  in  the  County  of  Mayo  yefterday,  or 
how  iarr  their  perfuafions  may  worke  upon  fome  unfettled  difpofitions  of  this 
County,  of  both  which  I  cxpcdt  good  intelligence  to  morrow  night  at  Logh- 
reagh. I  am  doubtful!  that  the  notice  already  taken  of  the  refolution  of  high 
Severity,  and  the  putting  this  Kingdome  to  fale  in  England-,  (as  is  given  out) 
doth  put  men  to  fuch  a  courfe  of  defperation,  that  there  will  be  few  found 
capable  of  your  Lordfhip's  noble  and  moderate  intentions,  and  my  alHftance  in 
that  fcrvice  not  foe  confiderable  as  I  did  hope  for.  And  as  I  find  malice  gather 
round  about  me  for  my  oppofition  to  their  courfes,  foe  I  perceive  I  am  not 
to  exped  much  ftrength  or  countenance  to  preferve  me  more  than  your  Lord- 
fliip's  particular  favour,  in  which  I  Ihall  ever  confide.  Thefe  difficulties  I  Ihould 
hope  to  overcome  in  time,  and  in  defpite  of  diftruft,  appeare  full  of  that  ho- 
nour and  duty,  which  inheritance  and  my  own  inclination  fhall  ever  preferve 
me  in.  But  that  which  doth  moft  perplex  me,  is  to  find  the  amazed  and  trou- 
bled difpofitions  of  my  neareft  friends,  who,  though  I  perfuade  my  felfe  they 
will  not  forfake  me,  yet  with  what  courage  can  they  aft  any  thing,  when  they 
conceive  thcmlelves  deftined  to  deftrudion,  let  their  endeavours  be  never  foe 
loyall ;  nor  how  to  expeft  prefcrvation  by  my  meanes,  whom  they  conclude 
unable  to  protcd  my  felfe.  Some  of  the  grounds  of  thefe  fufpicions  I  obferve 
to  be  the  ncgieif  of  my  friends  in  England  to  fupply  me  in  any  kinde,  the 
not  obtaining  of  foe  much  command  as  of  a  troope  of  horfe,  after  long  and 
carneft  follicitation  ;  the  fpoile  and  deftrudion  in  a  manner  greater  than  any 
where  elfe  over  my  whole  Lordfliip  of  Raih'-jcire,  and  all  others  that  by  my 
former  intercefllon,  had  protedions  from  the  State,  who  now  fill  thefe  parts 
with  their  fad  complaints;  and  therein  I  may  difcerne  the  friendihip  of  the 
Serjeant  Major.  But  that  which  I  moft  apprehand  will  kindle  aflame  beyond 
my  power  to  extinguilh,  is  a  late  ftrange  proceeding  of  Captain  fVilloiighbve'Sy 
who  came  out  into  the  country,  now  all  quiet  on  this  fide  of  Gallivay,  with 
his  trumpet  and  troop  of  horle,  for  which  I  am  fure  he  has  noe  commifilon ; 
and  upon  fome  flight  pretence  of  a  complaint  of  a  fmall  extorfion,  he  befetts 
a  houfe,  and  takes  prifoncr  a  Serjeant  of  a  company  under  the  command  of 
my  Lord  Clammris,  a  well  experienced  Soldier,  binds  him,  takes  him  to  the 
Fort,  and  there  immediatly  hangs  him,  rejeds  a  very  refpedivc  letter  of  my 
Lord's  unto  him,  not  vouchfafing  an  anfwcr.

This  aft,  fo  ralh  and  unfitt  in  itfclfc,  without  relation  to  others,  fo  difre- 
pcftivc  to  my  Lord  Clannioris,  as  a  Perlbn  of  Qiiality,  a  friend  and  neighbour, 
foe  high  an  affront  upon  me  and  my  Governcment,  is  difcourfed  of  with  fo 
much  paflion  throughout  the  County,  that  I  much  doubt  the  effects  thereof* 
though  I  quaUfy  it  as  much  as  may  be ;  and  am  forry  that  a  perfon  1  have  foe 
particularly  chcrilhed,  bclides  the  caic  of  the  pubiick  fervicc,  Ihould  thus  in- 
jure both  himfelfc  and  me  j  befides  that  I  find  his  bent  and  inclination  is  to 
make  difturbance,  himfelfc  being  fafe  and  well  furnilhcd  in  the  Fort.  I  am 
likcwife  newly  informed  of  Ibmc  dittcrcnce  between  him  and  the  towne  of 
Galln'ay  about  the  eledion  of  a  Mayor,  the  old  Mayor  being  fick  and  unfit 
for  imployment,  wherein  I  conceive  he  was  in  the  right ;  but  how  the  towne 
apprehends  it,  I  muft  be  inquifitive  of.  By  thefe  particulars  your  Lordfhip 
may  perceive  in  what  a  perplexed  condition  I  am  in,  of  force  to  diftraft  a 
much  more  able  judgment  than  myne. 

As  foone  as  I  come  to  Loghreagh,  I  will  endeavour  to  give  your  Lordlhip 
clearer  information  of  the  ftatc  of  my  owne  affaires,  and  better  fatisfadlion  to 
your  Lordlhip's  defires,  and  will  be  ever  found

My  -very  good  Lordy 

According  to  your  Lordfliip's  of  the  1 2th  of  the  laft  month,  (which  I  re- 
ceived by  Lieutenant  Colonell  Weynman)  I  moved  his  Majelfie  on  the 
behalf  of  the  Lord  Moore,  and  fent  him  his  difpatch  (as  he  defired)  by  the  fame 
hand. 

Your  Lordfhip's  of  the  30th  of  the  laft  month  I  received  yeftcrday  by  Cap* 
tain  Lloyd-,  and  here  inclofcd  your  LordOiip  will  receive  his  Majeftie's  graci- 
ous difpatch  of  your  Lordfhip's  Bufmefs,  which,  I  affure  you,  his  Majcftie  per- 
formed with  very  much  checrfulnefs  at  the  firft  motion,  and  feemcs  glad  of 
any  occafion  to  teftifie  the  high  efleem  he  hath  of  your  Lordfhip's  perfon  and 
fervices.  My  Lady  Dutchefs  o'i  Buckingham  was  here  with  the  King  about  ten 
dales,  and  is  now  gone  to  her  houfe  in  Leicefterfliire.  She  is  extrcam  fcnfible  of 
your  Lordfhip's  favour,  and  in  my  hearing  fhe  hath  fpoken  very  much  honour 
of  your  Lordfhip  to  the  King  and  many  others.  The  King  is  gone  to  Beverley, 
to  fee  what  he  can  do  againft  Sir  John  Hotham,  who  hath  lately  apprehended, 
by  a  vefTel  of  his,  one  of  the  King's  catches,  and  taken  and  detaincs  pritbners 
two  of  his  Majeftie's  fcrvants,  who  were  going  with  letters  from  him  to  the 
Queen.  The  Earl  of  Northumberland  hath  received  his  Majeflie's  difcharge 
from  the  office  of  Lord  Admirall,  to  which  he  fubmitted  with  much  civillity 
and  duty,  and  refufed  to  be  continued  in  that  office  by  the  Parliament,  who  of- 
fered to  eftablifh  him  in  it  by  an  ordinance  of  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament. 
But  the  Earl  of  Warwick-,  who  was  only  fubftituted  and  authorized  to  be  Ad- 
mirall of  this  prefent  Fleet  by  a  warrant  under  the  Earl  of  Northumberland's 
hand,  rcfuleth  to  fubmit  to  his  Majeftie's  Commands  5  and  is  therein  encou- 
raged by  an  ordinance  of  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament.  This  noble  Gentle- 
man, Sir  Fra.  Butler,  hath  been  (contrary  to  his  own  follicitations)  long  de- 
tained here  by  his  Majeftie,  and  having  been  with  the  King  at  Beverley,  can 
bcft  relate  to  your  Lordfhip  what  the  King  is  there  doing  againft  Hull.  I  fhall 
crave  leave  to  refer  your  Lordfhip  to  this  bearer's  relation  for  the  particulars 
of  our  diftradled  condition  here.     I  have  advertifement  from  Flanders,  that- 

A  a  Colonell 
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Colonel!  Eugenio  O  Neal  is  lately  gone  or  ready  to  go  from  'Dunkirk  with 
500  armcs  and  Ibmc  Irijlo  Officers  for  Ireland  h  whereof  1  have  lent  word  to 
my  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  wifh  your  Lordlhip  would  give  notice  to  the  King's 
fhips  upon  the  Irijlo  coaft,  that  they  may  lye  in  waite  to  intercept  them.  My 
Lord  Lieutenant  writes  that  he  is  promifed  to  receive  for  payment  of  your  Ar- 
mie  50000/,  which  he  is  to  carry  with  him.  He  hath  alio  orders  from  the 
King  to  raife  in  England  4000  foot  prefently,  and  licenfe  to  tranfport  1 200 
horie  for  the  ufe  of  the  train  of  artillery  and  his  own  occafions ;  I  am  really

Noble  Sir, 

I  Have  received  your  feverall  letters  of  the  2.  7-  9-  and  13th  of  this  month; 
all  which  I  mention,  that  you  may  know  that  I  have,  as  I  beheve,  received 
all  you  fent?  as  I  find  by  your  laft  you  have  received  all  mine,  my  laft  being 
dated  the  5  th  of  July,  wherein  I  certified  you,  that  there  was  a  halt  touching 
the  Jewell  and  letter  from  the  houfe  of  Commons,  which  was  not  fully  re- 
moved till  this  day,  when  the  letter  drawn  by  Mr.  Holies  was  publickly  read 
and  approved,  and  command  given  to  the  Speaker  to  fign  it,  that  both  the 
Jewell  and  it  might  be  fent  away  to  his  Lordlhip.  And  I  hoped  to  have  fent 
it  with  this,  but  I  cannot  get  it  till  to  morrow ;  and,  as  foon  as  it  can  be  had, 
it',  fhall  be  haftened  to  his  Lordfhip.  And  now  let  me  acquaint  you  in  fecret, 
that  there  hath  been  much  ado  in  that  bufinefs,  and,  though  when  the  letter 
comes  to  my  Lord's  hands,  he  will  find  it  full  of  noble  expreffions,  as  being 
written  by  a  hand  that  is  full  of  hearty  honour ;  yet  it  is  Ibmewhat  leflcned 
of  what  it  was  when  I  faw  the  firft  draught,  and  fome  would  have  had  it  more 
fcant,  and  to  point  only  at  the  fervice  done  by  his  Lordfnip  in  the  County  of 
Killdare ;  it  being  alledged,  that  fince  that  time  little  fervices  had  been  done 
of  moment,  confidering  the  great  ftore  of  forces  now  at  Dublin  and  in  Lein- 
fter\  and  there  wanted  not  intimation  of  a  great  diflervice  done  by  hisLord- 
fliip  in  letting  efcapc  one  Tlunkett  a  great  Rebell,  who  was  fuppofed  to  be  the 
Colonell ;  and  when  I  firft  heard  of  that  particular,  I  could  not  tell  what  other 
anfwer  to  make,  than  that  I  believed  it  could  not  be  true,  and  defired,  that  the 
information,  which  was  covert,  might  be  made  overt,  and  I  was  confident  his 
Lordfhip  would  give  an  honourable  accompt  in  that,  and  whatever  elfe  could 
be  objefted.  But  I  found  much  flicking  and  underhand  whifpering  about  this 
particular,  untill  I  received  your  letter  of  the  fccond  of  July,  wherein  1  found 
It  was  Nicholas  Thmkett  the  Lawyer,  who,  you  writ,  came  to  Clone  (but  it 
was  faid  here  that  he  was  taken  by  fome  of  the  foldiers)  and  great  bonds  were 
taken  of  the  Lord  of  Weftmcath  and  others,  that  he  fhould  meet  my  Lord  at 
his  return.  But  yet  you  fay  he  was  not  come,  though  you  believe  he  will 
yet  come  in,  as  foon  as  he  can  with  any  lafety.  What  that  fafety  is  you 
mean  I  know  not;  but  I  do  heartily  wifh  he  may  be  gotten  without  any  con- 
ditions, but  only  to  ftand  to  the  King's  mercie :  For  I  aflure  you,  he  is  voyced 
here  to  be  a  moll  dangerous  man,  and  fulpcftcd  to  be  one  of  the  firft  contri- 
vers of  the  Rebellion  ;•  and  therefore  1  wifh  for  my  Lord's  good,  that  all  pof- 
fible  meanes  might  be  ufed  for  the  getting  of  him.  But  after  I  had  that  hint 
you  gave  me  in  your  letter,  I  made  ui'e  thereof  to  inform  for  certain,  it  was 
not  the  Colonell,  (as  had  been  reported)  but  that  it  was  a  loggerhead  that 
2,  could 
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could  be  of  no  danger  for  martiall  matters ;  and  rliat  I  conceived  the  forfei- 
ture of  the  bonds  was  a  better  booty  than  his  pcrfon ;  and  withall  I  laid,  that 
mv  Lord  of  Orrnond  might  very  well  be  excufed  accordini;  to  lawes  of  holpi- 
taiity,  Iodising  at  the  Earl  of  jrefimeath's  houfc,  (whofe  Brother  in  hwT/m- 
kett  was)  to  take  good  bonds  for  him  at  the  requcft  of  the  Earl  who  conti- 
nued in  iubjedion,  and  had,  as  much  as  in  him  lay,  ihcwed  avcrfnefs  and 
oppofirion  to  the  Rebells.  And  I  added,  that  1  believed  there  was  no  appa- 
rent proofs  againfl:  Tliinkett-,  of  his  having  any  adion  or  confederacy  with  the 
Rebells;  and  that,  if  it  fhould  fo  fall  out  that  he  did  not  come  in,  (as  I  hoped 
he  would)  it  v.ould  make  my  Lord  of  Orrnond  for  ever  hereafter  more  ftrid 
to  any,  that  iliould  hereafter  fall  into  his  hands ;  and  confidering  the  perfon 
it  was  but  a  fniall  error  at  the  mod:,  in  fo  noble  a  nature,  to  take  bonds  o 
one  of  his  condition,  whom  he  did  not  know  to  be  criminall ;  and  that  it  cf- 
pccially  behoved  the  Earl  of  IVeftmeath  to  bring  him  in  for  the  favcing  of  his 
bonds.  I  was  anfwered,  the  man  was  thought  very  dangerous,  and  came  hither 
into  England  dilguifed,  and  was  much  laid  for,  as  one  who,  it  was  thought, 
being  racked,  could  difcovcr  more  of  the  plott  of  the  Rebellion  here  and  there 
than  moil  men  ;  and  much  arguing  1  had  pro  and  contra  about  the  great  lofs 
by  his  efeape;  but  by  means  of  your  letter,  and  my  urgeing  what  I  did  there- 
upon, to  fueh  as  knew  well  how  to  make  ufc  thereof,  to  extenuate  the  ma- 
lignity of  the  underhand  falfe  information  that  it  was  the  Colonell,  that  bufi- 
nels  is  qualified,  and  all  that  I  can  fay  therein  is,  that  1  wi(h  the  man  may  be 
gotten,  to  ftop  the  mouthes  of  malice,  which,  I  am  confident,  flows  from  thcnce> 
and  is  aptly  received  iierc. 

Another  underhand  afperfion  infufed  into  fome  Parliament  men,  was  that 
my  Lord  of  Orrnond  flighted  the  kindnefs  of  the  Parliament,  and  would  not 
accept  their  jcwell,  if  it  were  fent.  To  this  1  anlwered,  that  it  was  fo  grofs 
and  abfurd  a  fcandall,  as  I  did  confidently  affirm  it  was  falfe,  and  defired  no 
more  of  the  honourable  perfon  that  told  me  of  it,  than  that  he  would  but 
prels  that  any  man  might  appear  in  fuch  an  information,  and  I  would  under- 
take upon  my  life,  he  fhould  prove  an  object  of  fcorn,  and  worthy  to  be  pu- 
nifhed  by  the  Houfe,  as  a  villain,  to  raife  fuch  fcandalls  upon  any  perfon  of 
fuch  renowned  honour.  And  I  never  heard  more  of  it,  but  am  confident,  that 
there  are  fome  in  the  Houfe  of  Parliament,  that  will  not  fufFer  any  thing  to 
be  fpoken  to  my  Lord's  prejudice,  without  makeing  a  full  anfwer,  and  put- 
ting of  it  to  the  teft.  But  you  are  to  take  notice,  that  thefe  things  are  not 
fpoken  in  the  Houfe,  but  malicioufly  whifpered  into  Ibme  Members  under- 
hand, whole  frailty  it  is  to  give  any  belief  to  informers,  who  dare  not  appear 
in  juftification  of  their  whifpers.  It  will  not  be  believed  here,  that  there  is  any 
want  of  vidualls  or  other  neceffaries  there,  to  keep  the  Armie  in  the  field  to 
purine  the  Rebells;  though,  upon  fhewing  of  your  letters  to  fome,  who  have 
confidence  in  me,  and  by  me  of  your  integrity,  they  have  inforced  that  to  be 
the  caufe  of  my  Lord's  not  flaying  longer  abroad,  and  fometimes  a  hinderance 
of  the  forces  from  going  forth  upon  fervice.  And  if  it  pleafe  my  Lord  to 
make  any  relation  of  thole  particulars,  without  any  other  mixture,  that  I  may 
Ihew  it  to  fome  honourable  perfons,  I  doubt  not  but  ufe  fliall  be  made  thereof 
for  his  Lordlhip's  honour  and  advantage ;  and  my  Lord  may  reft  alfured,  that 
he  ftands  now  upon  fo  good  tearmes  here,  as  whifperers  will  be  more  wary  to 
infufe  things  as  they  have  done.  And  1  have  been  the  larger  to  declare  thefe 
particulars,  that  his  Lordfhip  may  know  why  the  letter  and  Jewell  have  been 
fo  foreflowed,  and  how  eafie  it  is  for  whifpering  knaves  to  do  ill  offices  to 
the  bcft  men,  when  they  nor  none  for  them  can  have  notice  what  to  anfwer. 
But  let  my  Lord  be  allured,  1  will  be  as  vigilant  a  watchman  for  his  honour, 
as  for  my  own  life.  The  poft  is  going  away,  and  therefore  I  muft  end,  onjy 
it  comes  into  my  mind,  that  Mr.  Clyjfe^  who  was  the  Lord  JVillmott's  Secre-  ■ 
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tary,  is  there ;  and  if  my  Lord  be  not  provided  to  his  likeing,  I  think  he  is 
a  very  fit  man  for  his  turn;  and  1  have  no  other  end  in  this  motion,  nor  will 
have  in  any  other  concerning  his  Lordfhip,  than  to  do  him  all  the  faithful! 
fervice  I  can ;  for  I  take  Clyjfe  to  be  a  moft  honeft,  religious  man,  which  is 
all  I  have  to  do  with  him.  I  will  anfwer  fome  other  points  of  your  letter 
within  a  day  or  two,  and  you  maybe  lure  I  will  not  omit  to  do  my  uttcrmoft 
concerning  Mr.  Sadler  ;  but  this  incloled  from  his  Brother  will  fhew  vou, 
that  Sir  Robert  T^ixon  was  mifinformed.  One  of  the  Galbraithes,  who  is 
bound,  is  now  here ;  and  I  put  him  in  a  fright,  that  he  muft  lofc  by  it,  if 
he  found  him  not  •■,  and  I  find  he  is  ingaged  for  him  to  many  others,  and  little 
worth  himfelf.  I  do  lay  waite  to  put  in  for  you  if  any  Commillion  of  Bank- 
rupcy  is  proved.     I  am

My  very  good  Lord, 

I  Have  received  your  Lordfhip's  two  letters  of  the  8th  and  9th  of  this  month, 
but  the  laft  firft.  And  for  anfwer  to  feverall  particulars  in  them,  I  am, 
by  his  Majeftic's  command,  to  fignifie  to  your  Lordlhip,  that  his  Majeftic  con- 
ceives, that  as  well  by  the  authority  you  have  from  him,  as  by  the  power  de- 
rived to  your  Lordfliip  by  the  Commifllon  you  have  from  my  Lord  Lieutenant, 
the  right  of  difpofmg  the  troop,  (which  was  lately  belonging  to  Captain 
Talmes)  is  in  your  Lordfhip,  in  the  abfence  of  my  Lord  Lieutenant :  And  his 
Majeftic  willed  me  to  fignifie  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  he  approves  very  well 
of  the  choice  you  have  made  in  the  Lord  'Dillon  (eldeft  Son  to  the  Jd arl  of 
Rofcommon)  to  be  Captain  of  this  troop.     His  Majeftic  defires  your  Lordlhip 
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to  name  thofe  pcrfons,  who  arc  fo  forward  and  bold  to  hinder  the  perform- 
ance of  his  Majcftic's  commands,  that  he  may  know  them  and  their  atfc(n:ions} 
for,  he  laith,  he  hath  been  very  long  abulcd,  both  m  that  and  this  Kingdom, 
by  fcrvants  of  his  own,  who  as  foon  as  they  have  in  his  fcrvice,  and  by  his 
favour,  raifed  to  themfclvcs  a  fortune,  grow  difafFeded  to  him  and  to  Monar- 
chy. Sir  Francis  Hamilton  hath  had  a  gracious  reccptioh  of  his  Majeftie,  and 
kifled  his  hands.  I  have  with  this  lent  your  Lordlhip  fome  printed  copies  of 
fpeeches  of  his  Maieftie's,  that  therein  your  Lordihip  may  read  his  MajclHe's 
great  and  gracious  goodnefs  to  his  People. 

His  Majellie  hath  by  feverall  hands  received  the  fad  news  of  the  death  of 
the  Lord  Prefident  of  Munfier,  which  falls  out  very  unlcafonably  for  his  Maje- 
ftie's  affaires  ;  and  his  Majeftie  is  very  foUicitous  to  put  the  fame  into  the 
hands  of  an  able  and  faithfuU  perfon,  well  weighing  the  importance  of  that 
place  to  be  to  his  Majeftie  of  very  great  concernment  in  theic  times.  His  Ma^ 
jeftie  faith,  that  he  intends  to  relcrve  undifpofed  the  place  of  Sergeant  Major 
Gcnerall  of  his  ftanding  Armie,  untill  he  fhall  have  firft  refolved  upon  a  fit 
perfon  to  be  the  Prefident  of  Mtmjier,  and  will  alfo  till  then  forbear  todif- 
pofe  of  the  regiment  which  was  Sir  William  St.  Leger's.  I  am  advifed  from 
London,  that  the  Earl  of  Leicejier  is  fet  forth  from  thence  to  attend  to  kifs  his 
Majcftic's  hand,  and  fo  to  haften  on  for  Ireland  as  faft  as  may  be.  If  I  may 
on  this  fide  be  any  wayes  ferviceable  to  your  Lordfliip,  1  ftiall  take  it  for  an 
honour  to  receive  your  Lordfhip's  commands,  and  faithfully  approve  my  felf  to

N°.  XCV.     Lord  Inchiquin  to  the  Lords  Jujiices  and  Councill. 

Ri^ht  honourable  my  very  good  Lords,  &c. 

TH  E  wifdom  and  policy  of  his  Majeftie's  Royall  Predeceffbrs  having  efta- 
blifhed  a  fuperintendent  Government  in  the  perfons  of  a  Lord  Prefident 
and  Councill  over  this  Province,  with  fuch  ample  and  uncircumfcribed  power 
and  authority  for  civill  and  martial  1  judicature,  (throughout  the  whole  Coun- 
try, and  the  precind  thereof)  as  flood  not  accountable  (by  way  of  fubordina- 
tion)  to  any  authority,  fave  only  that  which  is  invefted  by  his  facred  Majeftie 
in  the  chief  Govcrnour  or  Governors  of  the  whole  Kingdom.  Having  ever 
hitherto,  by  a  long  continued  cuftom,  and  by  large  and  ample  Commiftions 
and  Letters  Patent,  carryed  the  fupream  command  (in  the  abfence  of  the  chief 
Govcrnour  of  the  Kingdom)  of  all  perfons,  as  well  martiall  as  civill,  either 
levyed  within,  or  conveyed  into,  the  faid  Province  j  there  having  likewife 
ever  been  that  carefull  regard  and  refped  had  of  the  reputation  and  dignity  of 
fo  immediate  a  Governour,  as  in  all  Commiflions  iflueing  into  that  Province 
to  p'.ace  him,  as  the  chief  inftrument  of  his  Majeftie's,  and  the  publick  fervice; 
and  on  all  occafions  and  di (patches  thither,  to  diredt  nothing  to  be  done,  but 
with  the  confent,  advice,  approbation  (or  privity  at  the  leaft)  of  the  faid  Lord 
Prefident ;  or,  in  his  abfence,  of  his  Vice  Prefident,  whofe  place  (though  far  un- 
worthy of  that  honour)  I  have  for  fome  years  fupplied  by  Commifllon  under 
his  Majeftie's  Great  Seal  of  this  Kingdom.  And  now  that  it  hath  pleafed  God 
to  bereave  us  of  that  honourable  perfonage,  who  lately  exercifed  the  command 
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of  Prcfident  in  this  Province,  and  to  leave  the  fole  burthen  of  this  Govern- 
ment on  my  weak  flioulders,  dureing  this  vacancy,  there  hath,  as  I  formerly 
humbly  intimated  to  your  Lordfhips,  arrived  in  the  harbour  of  Kiflfale,  the 
Lord  Forbes  with  divers  land  forces  for  the  fervice  (as  1  was  informed)  of  this 
Province;  and  albeit  his  Lordfhip  did  not  (as  I  formerly  %nified)  vouchfafc  me 
that  civill  refped,  as  to  acquaint  me,  either  with  his  defign,  commifTion,  of 
intention ;  yet  hath  his  Lordfhip  thought  good,  without  my  privity,  to  land 
part  of  his  forces,  and  to  march  into  the  country,  where  he  loft  allmoft  on€ 
intire  company  of  his  men,  with  all  the  officers,  the  couUours,  and  fomc 
armes  (which  is  mod  confiderable,  and  a  greater  lofs  than  any  we  have  hitherto 
furtaincd  in  that  kind)  :  Howbeit  that  lofs  were  partly  vindicated  by  the  ailift- 
anee  of  the  Lord  Kynallmeaky  in  the  death  of  fome  of  the  Rcbclls.  And 
though  I  were  very  unwilling  to  fubfcribe  to  any  zCt,  whereby  the  Dignity  of 
that  place,  which  I  now  difcharge,  might  fufFer  in  the  future ;  yet  confulting 
rather  with  the  meanes  of  effefting  the  publick  good,  than  how  to  infift  on 
the  privileges  and  preeminences  of  this  Government,  1  did,  (with  the  advkrc  of 
the  Councill  of  war)  upon  fight  and  confultation  had  of  the  great  and  accept- 
able fervice,  which  then  lay  opportunely  to  be  performed,  employed  a  Gentle- 
man in  this  Armie,  with  a  letter  and  inftrudions  to  his  Lordfhip,  to  defire 
that  his  Lordfhip,  or  fome  one  appointed  under  him,  might  march  with  part 
of  his  forces  to  our  afliftance.  Unto  which  his  Lordfhip  did  not  only  (after 
a  feeming  willingnefs  to  comply  with  our  defires)  returne  a  flat  and  cxprefs 
deniall ;  but  did  alfo  diflwade  the  Lord  Y'i(co\xiVi  Kynallmeaky  from  coming  to 
our  aid,  as  the  Gentleman  imployed  by  us  [dptum  C^udleigb)  doth  afluremej 
unto  whom  we  gave  inftrudion  and  commifllon  to  fatisfie  hisLordlTiip  in  each 
particular  objeftion  he  Ihould  make  againft  our  defires  5  as  alfo  to  inform  him 
of  our  defign,  and  to  let  his  Lordfhip  know,  that  he  was  only  to  march  thro' 
the  Country  from  Cork  to  the  County  of  Limerick  and  the  Shannon  fide,  where 
his  fhipping  might  have  been  commanded  to  attend  him.  By  which  meanes, 
and  by  the  reputation  and  countenance  of  his  men,  (which  was  the  thing 
we  chiefly  defired)  we  fliould  not  only  have  difperfed  the  greateft  forces  of  the 
enemie  gathered  together  in  that  Country ;  but  have  alfo  deftroyed  their  har- 
veft  in  that  County,  (the  principall  granary  of  this  Province)  by  which  doubt- 
lefs  they  will  be  greatly  enabled  to  fubfift  this  next  winter,  and  fo  to  draw  on 
the  war,  and  confequently  the  charge  of  that  Kingdom  to  a  vaft  length  ;  the 
opportunity  of  preventing  which  we  have,  (as  it  is  to  be  feared)  by  his  Lordfliip's 
willful!, refufall,  abfolutely  loft,  unlefs  the  fupply,  fo  long  time  hoped,  for  out 
of  Englandy  do  arrive  here  very  fpeedily ;  without  which  we  dare  not  adven- 
ture our  weak  and  greatly  impaired  forces  in  thole  ftrengths,  whereof  the  Re- 
bells  are  pofl'eflcd  in  that  Country.  The  confideration  whereof  I  humbly  fub- 
mit  to  your  LordlTiips,  t^c.  moft  grave  wifdomes,  as  being  ignorant  of  what 
nature  or  extent  his  Lordlhip's  Commifllon  may  be;  although  1  cannot  but  bq 
fenfible  how  inconfiftent  and  incompatible  it  is  with  the  wayes  and  meanes  of 
advanceing  this  caufe  and  fervice,  to  have  commands  of  fuch  independency  ex- 
ercifcd,  as  do  acknowledge  no  account  due  unto,  no  diredion  obfervable  from, 
or  correfpondency  to  be  held  with,  one  that  at  prefent  excrcifeth  the  command 
of  governing  in  chief  in  all  other  affaires  of  this  Province.  All  which  I  hum- 
bly bcfeech  your  Lordi"hips,  ^c.  may  be  interpreted  to  proceed  from  an  eager 
zeal  in  me  to  advance  the  fervice  in  hand,  and  a  reludfancy  for  the  lofs  of  fo 
advantagious  an  opportunity,  and  from  no  finifter  refpeds  whatfoever,  being 
ftudious  of  nothing  more  than  to  approve  my  integrity  and  induftry  in  this 
action,  and  my  felf  to  be

SIR, 

IT  is  to  you  well  known,  that  his  Majcftie  was  plcafed  to  authorize  and 
command  me  to  difpolc  of  llich  places  in  his  Armie  as  fhould  fail  dure- 
tng  my  Lord  Lieutenant's  abfcnce  :  That  I  have  been  fparing  in  the  cxercife 
of  that  power,  will  appear,  if  ever  it  come  to  examination.  Upon  the 
death  of  Captain  Talmes,  I  gave  his  company  to  my  LoidT>i//on,  (eldeftSon 
to  the  Earl  of  Rofcomon)  a  man  without  exception  capable  of  it ;  his  birth, 
religion,  lols  by  this  Rebellion,  and  perfonall  merit  duely  confidered :  Yet  it 
plcafes  my  Lord  Lieutenant  to  take  exception  to  this,  as  if  done  in  derogation 
of  his  power  j  and  lb  highly  he  rcfents  it,  that  he  voutfafes  not  to  take  no- 
tice of  it  to  me  ;  but  has  to  my  Lords  the  Juftices  expreffed  himfelf  very  fully, 
and  in  a  ftile  (1  think  undeferved,  but  liire  1  am)  unufuall  to  me.  Of  this  I 
held  it  my  part  to  inform  his  Majeftie,  and  to  expeft  my  proteftion  from  the 
fame  fource  I  derive  my  authoritie.  This  Gentleman,  Sir  Patrick  Wemys,  is 
fcnt  to  convey  to  me  his  Majeftie's  pleafure  in  this  particular,  as  alfo  in  what 
elfe  it  Ihall  pleafe  him  to  command.  Having  now  no  bufinefs  of  my  oWn,

IMoft  humbly  crave  pardon  that,  amidft  thofe  high  and  weighty  confidera- 
tions  now  taking  up  your  Royall  thoughts,  I  prefume  to  offer  any  thing 
having  the  appearance  of  my  private  intereft,  which  I  never  have  or  fhall  value 
at  any  other  rate,  than  as  it  Ihall  have  more  or  lefs  an  humble  relation  to  your 
Majeftie's  honour  and  fervice ;  which  1  conceive  the  particular  I  am  now  bold 
to  acquaint  you  with  has.  My  firft  and  beft  commiflion  for  undertaking  the 
charge  I  hitherto  hold  was  your  moft  gracious  letter  of  the       of  from 

Edenborough.  In  purfuance  of  it,  I  received  a  Commiflion  from  my  Lord 
Lieutenant.  Laftly,  in  confirmation  of  all,  and  in  approbation  of  my  poor 
fervices  other  your  moft  favourable  letters  from  Torke.  In  my  Lord  Lieute- 
nant's CommiiTion  he  was  pleafed  to  give  me,  dureing  his  Lordlhip's  abfenc^, 
as  full  power  as  was  given  him  by  your  Majeftie ;  and  your  Majeftie's  letters 
from  Torke,  dated  the         of  ,  do  authorize  and  command  nie,  for  the 

furtherance  of  your  fervice,  to  fupply  the  vacancies  that  ftiall  happen  in  this 
Armie  with  the  limitation  to  his  Lordfhip's  arrival  there.  In  fhort.  Sir,  ftreng- 
thened  with  thefe  powers,  I  conferred  a  troop  of  horfe  on  the  Lord  *Dillon, 
iidcii  Son  to  the  Earl  of  Rofcomon,  both  of  them  good  Proteftants,  as  faith- 
full  fervants  to  your  Majeftie,  and  as  able  to  exprefs  thofe  good  affedions,  as 
any  in  this  Kingdom,  whereof  they  have  given  good  proof,  the  Father  having 
for  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  zealoufly  ferved  your  Majeftie  in  the  place  of  a 
CounccUor,  and  twice  as  one  of  the  Governours  of  this  Kingdom ;  and  the 
Son  having  been  with  me  in  all  the  expeditions  I  made  fince  the  firft  of  this 
Rebellion,  exprefling  great  forwardnelsto  the  free  hazard  of  himfelf  j  which 
induced  me  to  think  that  command  well  placed.     To  this  my  Lord  Lieute-' 

nant 
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nant  in  a  letter  to  the  Lords  Juftices,  hath  been  pleafcd  to  take  exception,  as 
to  a  great  invafion  upon  his  rights,  tliough  1  have  lieretofore  given  commands 
in  this  Armie,  witliout  fuch  or  any  fignitication  of  his  Lordihip's  difplearure 
thereat.  True  it  is,  tiaat  out  of  my  relpect  to  him,  I  have  exercifcd  that  power 
very  I'paringly ;  and  when  I  gave  this  troop  to  the  Lord  'Dillon,  I  left  two 
other  for  his  LordlTiip  to  dilpofe  of,  one  of  which  he  hath  conferred  on  the 
Lord  oi Ranelagb,  the  other  on  the  late  Lord  T>igby\  Lieutenant,  and  yet  de- 
fignes  this  of  the  Lord  'Dillon's  for  one  Major  JVillis.  This  being  the  truth 
of  the  cafe,  I  humbly  fubmit  my  felftoyour  Royall  Judgment,  and  fhall,  with 
all  confidence,  humilitie,  and  chearfulnefs,  rely  on  your  gracious  proteftion, 
awaite,  and  execute  your  Majeftic's  commands  in  this  particular,  as  in  all  other: 
but  will  in  the  mean  time  endeavour  to  juflifie  this  my  adlion,  as  grounded 
and  derived  from  your  authority ;  which,  by  the  grace  of  God,  fhall  ever  be 
honoured  and  obeyed  by

N°.  XCVIII.     The  Earl  of  Ormonde  to  the  Co?nmiJftoners  for  the 
affaires  of  Ireland,  appointed  by  the  Parliament  of  England. 

Mj  Lords, 

I  Have  endeavoured,  fince  I  had  the  honour  of  commanding  the  Army  here, 
in  the  abfence  of  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  faithfully  to  difcharge  the  trufts  com- 
mitted CO  nic,  as  well  in  the  profecution  of  the  war  againft  the  Rebels,  as  in 
containing  the  foldiers  at  home  from  the  diforders  which  their  continued  wants 
difpofe  them  to  ;  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  Army  to  the  beft  of  my  judgment, 
conforming  my  proceedings  to  the  refpefts  due  from  me  to  his  Lordlhip,  and 
in  many  departing  from  the  rights  I  might  juftly  challenge,  in  obfervance  of 
him. 

This  notwithftanding,  on  Monday  laft,  the  25  th  of  this  month,  a  letter  of 
his  Lordfhip's  then  newly  arrived,  bearing  date  the  ad,  and  direded  to  the 
Lords  Juftices  was  read  at  the  Council  Board  here;  wherein  was  inferred  a 
claufe,  in  which  he  makes  mention  that  he  hath  given  Sir  Charles  Cootes 
troope  to  the  Lord  Prefident  of  Connaght,  the  Lord  T>igby%  to  the  former 
Lieutenant  thereof,  and  that  of  Captain  'Palmer  to  Serjeant  Major  Willis,  al- 
ledging  withall,  though  the  report  be  there  that  one  of  thofe  troopes  was 
difpofed  of  by  me  to  the  Lord  Dillon,  it  is  a  thing  he  cannot  believe,  becaufe 
it  doth  fo  properly  belong  to  him,  that  he  conceived  I  would  not  difpofe  of 
them,  without  acquainting  his  Lordlhip  with  it.  And  further  than  that,  he 
faith,  refolution  hath  been  taken  there,  that  the  old  troopes  there,  and  the 
new  fent  from  thence,  both  horfe  and  foote,  fliould  not  be  given  to  any,  but 
to  perfons  of  the  Englijh  nation,  which  fhall  be  approved  of  by  the  Parlia- 
ment, fo  long  as  the  Parliament  doth  continue  to  pay  them.  And  for  my 
Lord  Dillon,  tho'  for  ought  his  Lordfhip  knowcth,  he  be  a  perfon  of  worth; 
yet  he  believcth  the  Parliament  will  not  like  he  fliould  command  ahy  of  thofe 
troopes,  that  were  lent  from  thence.  Thefe  be  the  words  (as  near  as  I  could 
gather  them)  of  that  letter,  his  Lordlhip  not  having  voudifafed  me  the  favour 
to  write  any  thing  to  my  felfe,  of  a  matter  fo  nearly  touching  me  in  point 
of  honour. 

My  Lords,  (^c.  In  the  firft  place,  I  profefs  there  was  not  hitherto  the  leaft 
intimation  given  me  from  his  LordHiip  or  any  other  hand,  that  fuch  a  refo- 
lution was  taken  cither  by  your  Lordfhips,  &c.  or  in  Parliament,  concerning 
any  national  diflindlion,  where  there  was  no  perfonal  exception.  Nay,  rather, 

3  I  be- 
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I  believed  the  contrary,  (ccino;  the  Lord  of  Inchiquine  had  obtanicd  the  com- 
iTiand  of  nil  Englijh  horfc  troopc,  bcfidcs  otlicrs  of  delert,  though  born  in  this 
kingdom,  who  had  commands  of  that  kuid  within  this  rcUraint  given  them ; 
and  hnd  I  been  afcerrained  of  your  plcafure  therein,  I  Ihould  of  no  hand  have 
tr.inl;:;rened  it.  And  thcicfore  am  I  confident,  that  in  the  managinii;  of  this 
charge  committed  to  me,  if  any  direclions  of  your  Lordlhips  be  not  imparted 
to  me,  you  will  not  impute  what  I  doc  as  a  fault  unto  nic;  if  othcnvife  it 
be  well  grounded. 

As  for  my  carriage  in  difpofing  of  places  in  the  Army,  though  I  conceive 
that  both  by  authority  from  his  Majefty  and  his  Lordfhip's  own  comminion,  I 
have  the  power,  in  his  abfence,  to  confer  places  falling  voide,  on  fuch  pcr- 
Ibns  of  worth  and  delert  as  I  find  lit ;  and  that  I  did  ordinarily  cxercifc  the 
like  power  without  diipute  or  controule,  when  I  heretofore  held  the  place  of 
Lieutenant  General  of  the  Army ;  yet,  in  obfcrvance  to  his  LordChip,  have  I 
been  very  fparing  therein;  and  when  any  the  commands  of  bcft  eftimation 
happened  to  become  vacant,  I  commonly  forbore  intermeddling  in  them, 
till  his  Lordfhip's  pleafure  were  (ignified.  Now  what  the  particular  is  which 
raifeth  this  quelHon,  I  Ihall  humbly  give  you  an  account  of,  which  your  Lord- 
lhips, c^r.  may  be  pleafed  to  compare  with  the  forcmentioned  claufe  of  his 
Lordlhip's  letter  to  the  Lords  ]ulliccs,  for  the  better  clearing  of  the  difference. 

The  'Loxd'Dillon,  cldelf  Son  to  the  Earl  o'i  Rofcomj/ion,  had  as  a  voluntier 
from  the  iirrt  of  this  Rebellion  gone  with  me,  to  the  hazard  of  his  life,  in 
all  the  expeditions  I  made  againft  the  Rebels.  He  is  oi Englifh  extratlion  ;  his 
crtate  in  the  power  of  the  Rebels,  being  defpoiled  of  what  rents  and  goods 
he  had  in  the  country ;  he  is  and  hath  been  bred  a  Protcftant,  adive  and  dar- 
ing enough  in  his  perfon,  and  hath  always  expreired  ready  afFedions  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  publick  fervice.  Thefe  reafons  of  his  part,  bcfides  the 
known  merit  of  his  Father,  were  (I  thought)  fufficient  arguments  to  put  him 
into  employment  5  and  yet  I  was  not  harty  in  it,  nor  forgetfull  of  the  refpcds 
due  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant ;  for  at  the  lame  time  two  troopes  being  fallen, 
that  commanded  by  Sir  Charles  Coote,  and  that  by  the  late  Lord  'T)igby,  I 
left  them  to  his  Lorddiip's  dilpolall  >  and  then  by  letter  gave  his  Lordfhip  no- 
tice, 1  would  make  bold  to  confer  the  next  that  fell  on  the  Lord  ^Dillon,  un- 
Icfs  I  were  by  him  commanded  to  the  contrary ;  and  accordingly  upon  the  death 
of  Captain  'T aimer  foon  after  enfuing,  1  gave  the  Lord  1)111071  a  Commiflion 
for  the  command  of  that  troope,  in  the  head  whereof  he  hath  fince  fcrved. 
againlt  the  Rebels,  and  is  at  this  prefent  abroad  in  fervice,  in  a  part  of  the 
Army  lent  towards  the  King's  County  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Huncks. 
Since  that  letter  now  above  fix  weeks  paft,  1  received  no  anfwer  from  him,  ci- 
ther touching  this  or  any  other  bufinefs. 

And  now  give  me  leave,  with  the  confidence  ftill  accompanying  clear  in- 
tentions, when  addreflcd  to  dilccrning  and  equitable  judgments,  to  affure 
my  felf,  that  your  Lordfhips  and  the  reft,  duely  confidering  my  deportment, 
and  his  Lordfhip's  expreflions,  which  being  fo  publick  amount  to  a  reprehen- 
fion,  will  adjudge  me  guiltlefs  of  any  difrefpedive  carriage  towards  him,  and 
conlequently  unmeriting  fo  negledfuU  an  expoftulation,  and  from  a  tranfgref- 
fing  any  the  orders  of  that  High  Court  of  Parliament,  whole  approbation 
1  ellceme  more  than  rewards  for  any  fervice  I  can  doe.  In  hope  whereof,  and 
of  prefervation  from  undeferved  (lightings,  Ifhali  cheerfully  goe  on  in  the  work 
I  am  trufted  with,  and  fo  remaine

My  Lordsy 

BY  my  difpatch  of  the  27th  of  the  laft  month,  which  I  fiift  endeavoured  to 
fend  by  land,  and  after  fent  to  Gall-^ay  to  be  conveyed  by  fea,  I  gave 
your  Lordihips  a  large  information  of  my  proceedings,  and  all  other  paflages 
here,  and  of  the  hopefull  wayes  that  were  intended  for  the  fupplying  of  his 
Majcftie's  fort,  and  preferving  and  fettling  the  Englijh  in  other  parts  of  the 
County,  though  interrupted  by  that  rath  zGt  of  the  execution  of  my  Lord  Clan- 
morris's  Serjeant,  which  is  ftill  fubjeft  to  much  difcourfe,  as  it  refledls  upon 
my  Lord  and  me,  as  likewife  the  man  being  well  allyed  in  the  Country.  But 
fmce  that  time  fcarce  any  day  paflcs  without  great  complaints  of  both  the 
Captains  of  the  fort  and  fhip  lallyeing  out  with  their  foldiers,  and  trumpet, 
and  troop  cf  horfe,  burning  and  breaking  open  houfes,  takcing  away  goods, 
preying  of  the  cattle,  with  ruine  and  fpoile,  rather  than  fupply,  to  themfelves ; 
not  only  upon  thofe  that  are  protecled,  but  upon  them  that  were  moft  forward 
to  relieve  and  aflift  them,  and  not  fpareing  mine  frequently  upon  fancy  or  ru- 
mor, without  examining  the  occafion,  fhooting  his  ordinance  into  the  towne 
or  threatning  to  do  it,  kecpcing  difordcrly  centrys  at  every  gate,  abufmg  thofe 
that  offer  to  go  out,  offering  to  take  them  prifoners  to  the  fort,  and  to  exercife 
martiall  law  upon  them,  killing  and  robbing  poor  people  that  come  to  mar- 
kett,  burning  their  filherboates,  and  not  luffering  them  to  go  out;  and  noe  pu- 
nifhment  inflifted  on  any  that  commit  outrages,  and  (as  1  am  well  informed) 
afting  moft  things  without  any  regard  to  the  Kinge's  honour  engaged,  or  any 
refped  at  all  to  me  in  aftion,  tho'  much  in  profeflion.  My  fenfc  thereof  and 
the  claime  of  power  he  makes  over  this  County  at  large,  your  Lordfhips  may 
obferve  by  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  mine  fent  unto  him,  which  has  taken  little 
good  efFeft,  and  to  your  Lordfhips  confidcrations  I  offer  it. 

Thefe  particulars,    my  Lords,  doth  foe  diftcmper  and  difquiet   all    men's 
thoughts,  even  thofe  that  have  been  moft  forward  to  do  fervicc,  that  it  will 
not  only  make  difficult  the  fupplying  of  him  by  fitt  and  orderly  wayes,  but  like 
to  be  of  moft  dangerous  confequence  at  this  time,  when  Mayo,  Sligo,  Tho- 
mond  and  other  Counties  have   prepared  forces,  and  are  ready  to  fall  upon 
my  Lord  Prefident  and  my  felfe.     1  muft  therefore  moft  humbly  and  carneftly 
intreate    your  Lordfhips   to  take  a  fpeedy  courfe,  that  the  Country  may  be 
quieted,  and  fatisfyed  that  dcftrudion  is  not  intended  againft  the  well  affeded ; 
that  I  may  be  repaired   in   my  honour,  and  preferved  in  my  authority  now 
growne  into  contempt,  and  that  important  place  governed  with  more  difcre- 
tion,  with  relation  to  my  advice  and  diredion ;  or  that  your  Lordfliips  will 
be  pleafed  to  difcharge  me  of  the  burthen  of  this  Government ;  for  in  this 
manner  I  may  noe  longer  hold  it,  with  diflervice  to  his  Majefty,  and  danger 
and  difhonour  to  my  felfe.     And  that  your  Lordfhips  will  vouchfafe  that  ad- 
dition of  favour,  as  to  provide  for  the  fafety  of  my  felfe,  wife  and  family, 
by  giving  order  for  a  good  fhip  to  come  fpecdily  to  Gallvoay  for  the  tranfport- 
ing  us  over  into  England.    And  in  the  meane  time,  I  Ihall  ulc  all  pofllble  di- 
ligence to  allay  diftempers  and  divert   dangers ;  and  noe  difrcfpcd  or  unkind- 
nei's  of  particular  perfons  fhall  make  me  negled  the  fort,  or  publick  fervicc  of 
the  County,  knowing  how  farr  my  duty  is  therein  concerned.     And  1  doe  now 
moft  humbly  take  leave  of  your  Lordihips,  and  ihall  ever  be  found

WHEREAS  our  right  trufty  and  right  welbelovcd  Cofin  and  Councellour 
'JamesT'.^xXz  of  Ormond^w^  OJfory  being  Lieutenant  General!  of  our  Army 
in  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland  hath  by  efpeciall  Command  and  Authority  from  us 
under  our  hand,  in  the  abfence  of  our  right  trufty  and  right  wclbeloved  Coufin 
and  Councellor  the  Earle  of  Leycejler  Lord  Lieutenant  of  that  our  Kingdom, 
conferred  upon  divers  perfons  feverall  places  in  our  Army  in  that  our  Kingdome, 
which  we  gave  the  faid  Earle  Command  and  Authority  to  do,  that  thereby  the 
foldiers  employed  in  aduall  fervice  under  him  might  receive  encouragement 
to  obey  and  execute  with  the  more  readinefle  and  vigour,  his  commands  in  the 
important  fervices  wherein  they  were  employed  againft  the  Rebels  there:  which 
they  would  not  have  done  fo  cheerefuUy,  if  he  that  commanded  them  in  chief 
had  not  had  power  to  have  preferred  them  as  there  fliould  be  occafion.  Our

My  Lord, 

T7"OUR'  letter  to  S'n  Alaitrice  Eujface,  (which  he  did  mc  honour  to  fhcw 
X    mc)  manifefts  your  conftancy  in  the  work  you  have  been  plcafcd  to  un- 
dertake of  anfwcring  tor  me  to  thole  objections,  that  arc  maUciouOy  infufed 
into  the  mindes  of  thofc  tliat  have  little  or  no  knowledge  of  mc  to  my  cx-^ 
tream  difadvantagc.     Your  love  to  truth  and  noble  care  of  mc  hath  Ihggeltcd 
unto  you  all  that  in  the  general  1  could  be  faid  to  vindicate  me  :  and  my  good 
friend  Sir  Maurice  hath  given  a  trne  anfwcr  to  the  particulars  in  his  letter  now 
fcnt  with  this ;  to  which  I  Ihall  in  generall  only  add  this,  if  the  things  laycd 
to  my  charge  be  taken  for  truth,  I  wonder  much  at  the  patience  of  the  Par- 
iiament  that  inftantly  they  declared  not  their  juft  refentment  at  my  having  the 
leaft  charge  or  trull  in  or  over  this  Armie  :  but  certainly  their  difccrning  judge- 
ment found  it  probable  that  envy  and  hatred,   and  neither  trurh  nor  love  to 
the  publick,  was  raifer  of  thofe  calumnies  mentioned  in  your  letter:  for  if  it 
be  care  of  the  pubhck  fervice  that  now  drawes  on  this  accufation,  how  comes 
it  to  pals  that  for  this  eight  months  their  zeal  hath  bin  aflcep  and  is  now  at 
laft  become  a(5cive  ?    For  I  hope  I  have  made  it  in  fome  lort  appear,  (by  the 
blefling  of  God  upon  my  endeavours,)  that  there  are  no  temptations  nor  con- 
iiderations  of  force  to  withdraw  me  from  the  performance  of  my  duty  and  the 
trufi:  repofed  in  me ;  whercunto  I  fhall  be  much  ftrengthencd  and  incouraged 
by  being  afi'ured  that  mifinformations  fliall  not  receive  credit  from  pcrfons  of 
honour,  nor  I  be  condemned,  till  I  be  called  to  clear  myfelf  and  manifeft  the 
falfitie  and  malice  of  thofe  that  for  private  (which  now  and  in  this  cafe  arc 
wicked)  ends  traduce  me.     If  all  this  ait  be  ufcd  and  thefe  afperfions  to  keep 
me  from  the  Government  of  this  Kingdom,  (which  I  proteft  before  God  I  ne- 
ver afFcfted  or  fought  for,    and  for  which  1  believe  1  was  never  thought  of, 
however  this  rumour  comes  to  be  raifed,)  and  that  it  were  pofllble  to  limit 
the  effeds  of  thefe  calumnies  fo  as  they  Ihould  not  work  to  my  prejudice  be- 
yond that  end,  I  profefs  really  to  your  Lordlhip  I  ihould  not  be  much  offended 
at  them.     1  take  the  effedt  to  be  fo  happy  to  me,  that  I  would  not  quarrelL 
at  thefe  meancs  leading  to  it :  but  the  things  fuggefted  againft  me  will  not  ftop 
there,  if  they  gain  credit ;  but  will  render  me  unfit  and  unable  to  contribute 
my  hearty,  tho'  weak  endeavours  towards  the  fuppreflion  of  this  curled  Rebel- 
lion, and  will  keep  me  from  (hewing,  that  I  am  not  only  by  birth,  extradion 
and  alliance,  but  likewife  in  my  afFedions  wholly  and  intirely  an  Englifljmant 
and  as  true  a  lover  of  the  religion  and  honour  of  that  nation,  as  any  that  hath 
been  born  and  educated  there  as  I  was.

SIR, 

SINCE  my  laft  by  Captaine  Molepxorthe,  his  Majeftie's  Commandes  have 
come  again  to  be  difputed  ar  the  Councill  Table,  in  the  cafe  of  the  Lord 
Moore,  who  cannot  yet  obtaine  the  fruit  of  thofe  gratious  letters  that  came  in 
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his  favour :  which  is  the  occafioii  of  this  bearer's  prcfcnt  addrcfs  unto  you 
for  a  further  fignification,  which  1  cannot  doubt  but  he  will  eafily  obtain,  lince 
it  now  becomes  his  Majcftie's  own  caule.  Sir  Foulk  Ilunkes  is  now  returned 
from  the  expedition  he  was  fcnt  upon  into  the  King's  County.  He  hath  per- 
formed what  he  had  in  charge  without  the  lofs  of  one  man,  except  Captaia 
TurviU  who  was  unfortunately  killed,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel!  THlier  hurt  with 
the  fame  Ihot  in  the  eye,  but  he  is  like  to  recover.  The  Rebclls  do  not  ad- 
venture to  fight  with  our  men,  unlets  encouraged  by  the  advantage  of  Caftles, 
or  fuch  works  as  they  make,  and  arc  quickly  beaten  from  thence  for  want  of 
order  and  amunition ;  in  both  which  they  now  boafl:  to  be  fupplied  by  the  ar- 
rival of  Owen  O  Neal,  who,  they  fay,  hath  brought  with  him  a  number  of 
expert  Commanders,  and  a  large  proportion  of  powder.  But  of  this  there  yet 
appearcs  neither  effeft  nor  certaintie. 

The  perfons  mentioned  by  me  in  my  letter  of  the  Sth  oijidy,  and  whofe 
names  his  Majeftic  commands  me  to  declare  in  yours  of  the  23d,  are  the  Lord 
Borlafe  and  Sir  Adam  Loftus.  But  fince  I  cannot  find  that  there  was  any  other 
perlbn  prefent,  when  they  fevcrally  moved  Sir  Foulke  Hnnhs  to  ftand  upon 
his  Commiflion  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  that  I  am  well  affured  there 
want  not  thofe,  that  do  equall,  if  not  exceed,  them  in  affedions  and  expref- 
iions  tending  to  a  leflening  of  his  Majeftie's  authoritie ;  whereof  there  is  too 
frequent  and  manifeft  proofe ;  all  this  confidercd,  I  fay,  it  is  my  humble  opi- 
nion, that  as  yet  there  fhould  be  no  particular  markc  {qx  upon  them  ;  and 
this  the  rather,  that  I  do  undertake,  when  his  Majeftie  fliall  hold  it  feafonable 
to  look  into  the  carriage  of  his  affaires  here,  to  furnifh  him  with  other  kind 
of  matter  than  this  is.  But  yet,  if  that  it  be  his  pleafure,  I  Ihall  fo  far  as  I 
have  written  to  you  make  good  every  tittle. 

There  will  be  by  Sir  '^Patrick  Weames,  prcfented  to  his  Majeftie  the  humble 
fuit  of  Sir  Maurice  Eujiace  his  Serjeant  at  Law  and  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  here.  He  is  a  perfon  of  fo  great  integritie  and  abilities,  that  he 
may  be  of  lingular  fervice  to  his  Majeftie ;  and  therefore  I  hold  it  part  of  my 
dutie  to  recommend  him  to  your  favour,  as  far  forth  as  his  rcquefts  are  reafon- 
able ;  and  other  than  fuch  I  am  confident  he  will  not  make.  The  letter  and 
petition  fent  herewith,  came  to  me  by  an  ordinarie  fellow,  that  being  an  Irijh- 
man  and  a  Papift,  makes  a  ihift  to  pals  through  the  Rebells,  and  fometimes 
brings  me  word  of  the  health  of  a  fifter  of  mine  wife  to  Sir  George  Hamilton. 
Sir  Patrick  Weames  will  informc  you  whofe  names  thofe  are  that  are  to  it, 
and  of  moft  of  their  conditions.  Upon  receipt  of  thofe  I  prelcntly  commu- 
nicated them  with  the  Juftices  and  Councill,  who  refolvc  to  fend  them  over 
to  the  King,  together  with  their  fence  upon  them  ;  which  being  delayed  by  the 
interpofition  of  other  bufinefs,  or  perhaps  for  fome  other  reafon  not  known 
to  me,  I  hold  it  my  part  to  lofc  no  time  in  the  tranfmifiion  of  them,  being 
well  aifurcd  that  his  Majeftie's  judgment  is  not  to  be  furprized  with  any  colours 
thefe  Rebells  can  cafte  upon  their  foul  difloyaltic. 

Sir,  I  have  no  more  to  fay  to  you  for  all  your  favours  I  continuallie  receive 
from  you,  than  that  1  am,  and  ever  will  be

Mojl  gracious  Soveraign, 

BEING  now  fcizcd  upon  by  a  violent  feavcr,  nothing  doth  trouble  me  fo 
much  as  the  fear  to  be  taken  away  through  the  violence  thereof  out  of 
your  Majeftie's  fcrvice,  before  that  1  give  the  world  a  more  full  tcltimony  of 
my  faithfulnefs  and  ardent  zeal  in  the  prefent  fcrvice. 

All  my  cftate  is  rent  and  torn  from  me  by  the  furie  of  this  Rebellion  ragc- 
ing  now  in  this  Kingdom,  and  nothing  left,  if  I  Ihould  die  of  this  licknefs, 
to  fupport  my  dear  wife  and  children,  whileft  the  prefent  Rebellion  Ihall  laft, 
but  your  Maieftie's  great  goodnefs,  which  never  failed  me,  and  which,  I  do 
moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majeftie,  may  be  extended  towards  them  in  takcing 
care  of  them,  by  makeing  fome  fuch  honourable  provifion  for  them,  as  your 
Majeftie  in  your  great  goodnefs  and  wifdom  fnall  think  fir,  untill  my  own 
cftate  may  be  fo  fetlcd,  as  thereout  they  may  receive  convenient  maintenance. 

The  condition  of  my  prefent  eftate  is  likcwife  luch,  that,  if  your  Majeftie 
do  not  in  your  abundant  goodnefs  think  of  fome  courfe  how  my  debts,  (a 
great  part  whereof  hath  been  contracted  and  drawn  upon  me  in  your  Majeftie's 
fervice,)  may  be  hereafter  fatisfied,  my  houfe  and  pofteririe  muft  of  ncceflltie  fink 
under  the  weight  thereof,  by  reafon  that  they  arc  many  and  great,  and  that  the 
intereft  growing  thereupon  will  in  fhort  time  exceed  the  debts.  And  as  a  help 
towards  the  payment  of  thofe  debts,  (at  Icaft  to  keep  them  from  increafing,) 
my  moft  humble  requeft  unto  your  Majeftie  is,  that  you  will  be  gratioufly 
pleafed  to  grant  the  wardfhip  of  the  body  and  lands  of  my  deare  fon  and  heire, 
the  Lord  of  Thurles,  and,  if  he  die  in  his  minoritic,  of  his  next  heire  unto  Sir 
Robert  Toynts  and  Sir  Tatrick  Weimes,  without  fine  or  rent,  to  the  ufe  of 
himfelf,  towards  the  payments  of  my  debts. 

And  in  regard  that  fince  the  beginning  of  the  prefent  Rebellion,  I  have  been 
difpoflcfled,  by  the  Rebells  in  Kilkenny  and  thofe  parts,  of  my  principall 
dwelling  houfe,  and  all  my  lands  and  pofteffions  there,  that  yourMa)crtie  will 
be  pleafed  to  grant  unto  me  or  my  faid  fon  (if  I  Ihould  die  of  this  ficknefs) 
fo  much  of  the  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  the  cittie  and  fuburbs  of  Kil" 
kennv,  as  fhall  accrew  to  your  Majeftie  by  occafion  of  this  Rebellion,  and 
oweth  rent  or  fervice  unto  me  or  my  wife;  this  being  conceived  to  be  in 
your  Majeftie's  free  difpofall,  as  not  being  within  the  intent  of  the  late  adl  in 
England,  which  feemeth  to  extend  only  to  lands  to  be  admeafuied,  and  not  to 
houfes. 

I  moft  humbly  crave  your  Majeftie's  pardon  for  this  great  boldnefs  ;  and  I 
befeech  AUmighty  God  to  blefs  your  Majeftie  with  a  long  life,  a  peaceful!  and 
a  profperous  reign  over  all  your  people,  and  fo  proftrating  myfelf  at  your  Ma- 
jeftie's feet,  I  remaine

SIR, 

I  Lately  received  your  letters,  wherein  I  find  with  fingular  comfort  and  con- 
tentment the  good  acceptance  which  my  endeavours  here  do  find  with  the 
honourable  Houfe  of  Commons  there,  who  have  been  honourably  pleafed  in 
teftimony  thereof,  to  lend  me  the  jewel,  which  together  with  your  letters  came 
to  my  hands.  And  altho'  the  jewell  be  rich  and  valuable  in  itfelf,  yet,  I  con- 
fefs  freely,  I  much  more  value  that  which  accompanied  it,  (than  I  can  do  any 
Jewell  how  rich  foever,)  the  good  eftimation  of  that  honourable  Houfe,  which 
I  do  gladly  embrace,  and  from  whom  I  do  thankfully  accept  that  pledge  of 
their  favour,  and  Ihall  lay  it  up  amongft  thofe  things  that  arc  of  higheft  efti- 
mation with  me,  to  be  delivered  over  to  my  pofterity  for  the  honour  of  my 
houfe  and  family, 

I  muft  alfo  acknowledge  the  noblencfs  and  jufticc  of  that  honourable  Houfe 
unto  me  in  giving  a  right  judgment  of  thofe  falfe  fcandals,  which  malicious 
perfons  may  have  endeavoured  to  caft  upon  me,  who  will  never  be  wanting 
to  the  utmoft  of  my  power  cheerfully  to  exprefs  my  ardent  zeal,  with  the  ha- 
zard of  my  life  and  fortunes  and  whatfoever  may  be  dear  unto  me  in  this 
world,  for  the  fupprefllng  of  this  wicked  and  unnatural  Rebellion,  and  for  the 
advancing  of  the  Proteftant  Religion.  And  if  I  be  enabled  from  thence  with 
thofe  needfuU  fupplies,  which  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Council  have  moved  for 
by  their  letters,  I  fhall  by  God's  afllftance  give  fo  good  a  tcftimony  thereof, 
as  fliall  (I  doubt  not)  be  fatisfadory  to  all  the  world. 

And  having  now  returned  part  of  thofe  refpefts  which  I  owe  that  honourable 
houfe,  I  do  acknowledge  to  you  with  fpecial  thanks  the  civility  1  have  received 
from  you,  and  conclude  with  the  aflurance  of  my  being,

SIR, 

I  Doc  underftand  by  private  letters  that  are  come  out  of  England,  that  it  is 
thought  ftrange  there,  that  the  Army  appointed  for  thefe  parts  hath  attempted 
nothingc  this  fummer  againft  the  towne  of  Wexford,  nor  done  fome  other  fer- 
vices  which  was  expeftcd.  And  left  the  true  caufc  thereof  might  be  mifrcpre- 
fented  to  that  honourable  Houfe,  and  that  thereby  fomething  might  refledl  on 
me  who  am  very  innocent  therein,  I  thought  it  my  part  to  fignific  unto  you, 
that  I  have  many  witneflcs  beyond  exception  to  teftific  with  me,  that  I  defircd 
nothing  more,  than  that  I  might  march  forth  with  the  bcft  equipage  I  could, 
with  foe  many  of  the  Army  as  might  be  fpaicd  from  this  garrifon,  againft  that 
towne ;  conceivcing  it  for  many  reafons  to  be  a  fcrvicc  of  the  greateft  confc- 
qucncc,  which  in  thefe  tymcs  could  be  undertaken,  and  the  greateft  prejudice 
which  could  happen  to  the  Rebells,  if  that  might  have  bccne  taken  in ;  where- 
of by  God's  afllftance  I  made  no  great  doubt. 

I  preflcd  this  journey  day  by  day  at  the  Councill  Board,  from  whence  I  have 
conftantly  received  advice  or  dircftions  for  all  the  ferviccs  undertaken,  fmce  I 
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had  the  honour  to  command  tliis  Army.  After  many  debates,  it  was  not 
thoii«:;Iit  late  that  that  journey  Ihould  tor  the  preient  go  on,  it  being  conceived 
at  the  Board,  that  there  was  not  lo  much  ammunition  to  be  fpated  out  of  the 
(tore  here  as  was  necellary  for  that  worke,  nor  men  fufficicnt,  leaving  a  com- 
petent number  in  this  cirty,  albeit,  I  offered  to  undertake  the  dcfijinc  with  three 
thoufand  iix  hundered  foott,  fix  hundred  horfe,  and  foure  peeees  of  battery, 
all  which  1  doubt  not  hath  been  certified  to  the  Comminioners  io}:  Ireland  ot 
to  the  Lord  Lieutenant.  This  beinge  laycd  by,  I  did  afterwards  much  defire, 
that  pare  of  the  Army  fiiould  be  imployed  for  the  takcing  in  of  Techroghane, 
Bajjifmnan,  and  Cajhl  T>ermott,  being  the  moft  confiderabic  inland  places 
in  Lehijhr,  and  the  greatell  ftrcngths  which  the  RebcUs  in  thefe  partes  now 
hold.  This  propofition  proceeded  lb  firre,  as  orders  were  in  part  given  out 
by  nice  for  the  numbers  of  men,  horic  and  footte,  and  a  day  appointed  where- 
on they  were  to  begin  their  march  :  but  before  it  received  a  full  confumniation, 
it  plcaled  God  to  vifit  me  with  a  dangerous  fickncfs,  which  doth  yet  hold  me, 
and  this  matter  beinge  then  referred  by  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Councill  to 
the  confideration  of  the  CounccU  of  Warrc,  that  journey  was  likewifc  thought 
fitt  to  be  llayed,  as  by  the  order  conceived  by  them,  which  I  now  fend  you, 
may  appcarc ;  and  this  order  being  brought  unto  me  in  my  fickncfs,  I  thought 
not  titt  to  befingular;  but  did  fubmitt  my  judgement  to  theirs,  and  fubfcrib- 
cd  unto  it. 

The  dayly  expctfbation  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant's  arrivall  here,  the  lofle  and 
ftay  of  fome  Ihips  which  were  to  bring  hither  amunition  and  other  provifions, 
the  very  great  wants  in  which  the  officers  and  foldiers  were,   and  yet  arc  in, 
occafioning  many  tymes  mutinyes  when  they  were  commanded  upon  fervicc, 
and  our  difappointmcnt  of  thofe  moneys  and  other  ncceffaries  cxpeded  from 
thence  have  been  very  great  hindcrances  of  much  fervicc,    which  othcrwife 
might  have  been  done  upon  the  Rebells  who  have  gayned  head  and  courage,  as 
well  as  armcs  and  amunition  by  the  delay.     Thefe  great  obftaclcs  neither  have, 
nor  fliall  make  me  any  way  retard  or  drawback,  where  I  may  advance  the  pre- 
fcnt  fervice,  that  is  fo  much  for  the  glory  of  God,  his  Majeftie's  honour,  and 
the  fecuritic  of  all   his  Kingdomcs.     Therefore  my  earneft  fuit  and  defire  is, 
that  the  honourable  Houfc  of  Commons  may  take  fuch  a  courfc  to  fupply  the 
Army  with  what  fhall  be  ncceflary  for  them ;  (the  particulars  whereof  I  fhould 
have  mentioned,  but  that  they  have  beene  often  reprefented  by  the  Councill 
Eoard,)  as  in  their  wifdom  ITiall  be  thought  fitt  for  foe  great  a  worke,  that 
no  excufe   may  be   left  cither  for  Commander,  Officer,  or  Souldicr  for  not 
doeinge  their  duty ;  and  that  it  may  be  confidered,  that  the  Army  here  is  for 
number  farre  ffiort  of  what  it  is  reported  to  be,  by  reafon  of  the  fickncfs  and 
death  of  divers  of  them,  that  many  others  are  privately  returned  into  Englandt 
and  fome  fled  to  the  Rebells :  for  preventing  which  laft  and  many  other  incon- 
veniencies,  I  (hall  humbly  advife,  that  none  might  be  admhted  into  the  lift  of 
this  Army,  but  fuch  as  fhall  take  the  Oath  of  Supremacie,  or  that  the  honour- 
able Houfe  of  Commons  would  be   pleafed  to  thinke  of  fome  other  courfe 
which  in  their  wifdome  they  fhall  conceive  moft  fitt,  which  may  meete  with 
and  prevent  inconveniencies  of  this  latter  kind.     All  this  I  defire  you  will  be 
pleafed  to  communicate  to  that  honourable  Houfe,  when  you  fhall  finde  it  fea- 
fonable,  with  this  aflurance,  that  it  is  to  me  a  greate  griefe  to  fee  fo  flow  pro- 
ceeding in  this  good  caufc.     So,  Sir,  wifhing  you  all  happinefs  I  reft

My  Lord, 

FO  R  Tome  time  before  I  received  your  letters  by  Sir  Tatrick  IVemys,  I  lay 
(they  fay)  dangcroufly  Tick  of  a  dilcafc,  that  rages  amongft  us,  and  hath 
taken  away  more  officers  than  the  fword.  When  I  was  newly  gotten  out  of 
my  bed,  it  pleafcd  God  to  lay  my  wife  in  hers,  whereout,  (for  a  good  while,) 
we  thought  Ihe  would  never  rife.  When  flie  was  at  the  very  worrt,  my  eldcfl: 
boy  fell  dcfperately  Tick  of  the  purples  and  fmall  pox  :  but  thanks  be  to  God 
we  are  all  now  on  the  mending  hand.  This  account  of  myfelf  and  my  familie 
will  of  itfelf  make  my  excufe  with  your  Lordfhip,  to  whom  I  ihould  long  fince 
have  given  this  return,  had  I  not  bin  hindered  by  thefe  heavy  vifitations  it 
pleafed  God  in  mercy  juftly  to  fhew  me.  My  good  friend  Sir  Maurice  Ettftace 
hath,  I  doubt  nor,  in  all  this  time  given  you  true  relations  of  our  proceedings, 
of  the  flownefs  whereof  I  fhould  be  infinitely  aihamed  ■■,  but  that  1  am  pcrfwaded 
the  blame  cannot  be  upon  me,  any  longer  than  till  rumours  malitioufly  and 
envioufly  raifed  be  difcovered  in  their  proper  fhapes.  How  earneft  1  have  been 
to  go  upon  fome  fervicc  of  eminence,  and  how  frequently  put  off,  not  without 
language  that  might  have  been  then  fpared,  and  at  another  time  would  not 
have  been  given  me,  I  ITiall  eafily  make  appear,  if  the  malice  of  thofc,  that 
hinder  all  I  propound,  fhall  drive  me  to  a  defence  of  myfelf.  Before  I  fell 
fick,  all  my  propofitions  of  going  or  fending  forth  upon  fervice,  were  anfwered 
by  the  emptinefs  of  the  ftore  and  the  wants  in  the  Armie ;  but  when  I  was 
faft,  then  proviftons  were  found  for  a  three  weeks  expedition,  which  is  now 
in  execution,  whereunto  I  wifh  good  fuccefs,  but  am  very  forry  to  find  that 
gpod  defigns  muft  fall  to  ground,  becaufe  I  Ihould  not  have  the  honour 
of  executing  them,  or  at  leaft  muft  ftay  till  fome  other  come  to  manage  them. 
Your  Lordfhip  may  perhaps  tell  me  that,  having  the  authority  1  have,  I  fhould 
make  ufe  of  it,  and  purfue  the  wars  according  to  my  beft  judgment:  but  thea 
you  will  confider,  how  doubtfull  the  event  is  of  all  undertakings,  but  princi- 
pally of  thofe  in  our  profeflion  :  and  how  neceffarie  it  is  for  me,  to  have  a  full 
gnd  authentick  approbation  of  all  I  do ;  otherwife  fliall  1  lay  myfelf  open  to 
what  interpretation  they  are  pleafed  to  give  my  aftions,  with  whofc  candour 
and  good  will  to  me  I  am  too  well  acquainted. 

I  thought  to  have  gone  further  in  fhewing  your  Lordfhip  the  tearmes  I  ftand 
upon  :  but  I  find  fuch  trouble  in  writing  this  little,  that  here  I  muft  end,  bc- 
fecching  you  to  get  this  inclofed  conveyed  to  Mr.  Hollis,  and  to  believe  that 
I  am

May  it  pleafe  your  Majejlie, 

THE  fifth  of  this  prcfent  was  a  day  of  great  comfort  and  confolation  to 
me,  receiving  affurance  (by  your  Majeftie's  diredion,)  from  my  Lord  Falk- 
lahdi  that  your  Majeftic  was  pleafed  to  hold  a  gracious  opinion  of  my  endea- 
vours and  proceedings  for  your  fervice;  and  that  the  diftradion  of  the  time, 
and  not  dilpleafurc,  diverted  the  courfe  of  your  Majeftie's  favours  towards  me; 
which  in  my  own  thoughts  gave  mc  very  high  latisfadion,   and  requires  my 
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humble  acknowledgments.  And  if  your  Majcftic  had  rcfervcd  the  reducing 
of  this  Kingdom  to  your  own  power  and  management,  1  doc  conlidently  prc- 
lUrac  that,  as  you  have  honoured  me  with  this  Government,  foe  your  Majc- 
ftie  would  long  fince  have  intruded  me  with  mcanes  and  ability  to  difchargc 
the  duty  of  my  place,  and  to  appearc  confidcrablc  in  your  (crvicc.  But  as  it 
is  now  governed,  though  many  there  are  moll  neare  unto  me  in  blood,  and 
(as  1  conceived)  furc  to  me  in  friendlhip  and  afFedion;  yet  I  apparently  find* 
(fuch  is  the  dilpofition  of  the  times,)  as  Ictt  my  endeavours  be  never  foe  faith- 
ful! and  indudrious,  I  Hiall  never  attainc  to  any  trulV  or  imploymcnt,  that 
may  gaine  me  honour  by  my  fervice,  or  any  fupport  to  cale  my  inhnitc  charge 
which  has  already  conlumed  both  my  fortune  and  creuitt. 

1  have  written  to  my  Lord  of  Falkland,  and  fcnt  him  feverall  papers  that 
will  give  fome  accompt  of  my  proceedings  lincc  my  laft  difpatch,  and  the 
motives  that  guided  me  to  the  courfes  1  have  taken,  being  left  to  my  felfc  with- 
out cither  ftrength  or  intelligence.  And  there  (I  hope)  faith  and  duty  will  ap- 
pearc, though  accompanyed  with  error  and  dilability.  Thofe  of  importance, 
wherin  1  moll  defire  to  juftify  my  felfe,  conccrne  the  arrivall  of  the  Lord 
Forbes  to  the  Bay  of  Galh;ay,  with  the  title  of  Lieutenant  Gencrall  of  the  ad- 
ditional forces.  And  unto  your  Majeftie  1  prefume  to  fend  herewith  a  copy  of 
the  fubmillion  his  Lordlhip  required  from  Gall-jjay,  the  motives  of  my  pro- 
ceedings with  his  Lordlhip,  and  a  note  of  the  particulars  1  have  lent  unto  my 
Lord  of  Falkland,  that  your  Majefty  may  be  informed  at  your  bed  leifure,  of 
what  you  ihall  plcafc  to  make  choice  of. 

I  underftand  that  thofe  forces  were  fent  at  the  rcqucfl:,  and  upon  the  charges 
of  the  citty  of  London  :  and  whether  they  were  foe  farr  in  your  Majcllic's  favour 
as  to  have  fuch  an  important  place  put  into  their  hands,  and  taken  out  of  my 
Government  intruded  to  me  by  your  Majeftic,  appeared  very  doubtful!  unto 
me,  and  inclined  me  rather  to  a  refpedive  refufall  of  luch  allillancc,  until!  I 
received  Ibme  further  intimation  of  your  pleafure,  whether  it  be  a  neceflary 
part  of  my  duty  to  receive  all  accidentall  forces,  or  to  attend  thofe  fupplycs 
that  may  be  properly  afligned  for  this  place ;  and  that  I  may  have  fome  intc- 
reft  or  command  over  them:  othcrwife  I  have  caufe  to  feare  much  duiger  and 
prejudice,  by  the  violence  offered  by  fome  here,  and  more  frequently  in  other 
places. 

After  a  long  expeftation,  the  natives  of  thefe  parts  finding  noe  power  or 
afliftance  commg,  or  appointed  for  me,  nor  noe  infrruclions  or  declaration  di- 
rected to  me  under  your  Royall  Signature,  neither  intreaties,  threats  nor  pro- 
teftations  can  perfuade  or  draw  moft  men  from  the  beliefe,  that  they  doe  re- 
ally ferve  your  Majeftie  that  are  in  this  prefent  commotion,  and  that  I  doe  ad- 
here to  thofe  that  ftand  in  oppofition  to  your  Majeftie,  in  regard  that  my  bro- 
ther has  foe  farr  caft  himfelfe  into  your  Majeftie's  dU'pIcafurej  (which  I  cannot 
mention  but  with  a  deep  impreilion  of  grief  and  amazement,)  and  that  your 
Majeftie's  Fort  at  Gallway  is  noe  more  at  your  owne  difpofe,  but  in  the  hands 
of  your  enemies  by  the  correlpondency  between  the  Lord  Forbes  and  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Fort.  And  moft  are  foe  carryed  with  thefe  opinions,  that  I  have 
gotten  the  hatred  of  the  whole  Kingdome,  and  tho'  moft  faithful!  yet  leaft  able 
to  ferve  your  Majeftie  or  defend  my  felfe ;  and  fuch  is  the  diftraclcd  apprehen- 
fion  of  thefe  people,  that  tho'  many  are  inclining  to  fall  off,  in  whom  I  re- 
pofed  much  confidence,  and  that  few  will  pay  any  exadl  obedience,  and  that 
opprefted  by  multitudes,  I  may  this  winter  be  in  danger  to  be  Ihutt  up  or  be- 
fjcgcd  ;  yet  if  vows  and  proteftations  may  gaine  bcleife  1  fhould  be  followed 
by  thoulands  to  ferve  your  Majeftie  in  any  other  place,  but  as  the  State  of  this 
Kingdom  ftands,  fuch  is  their  fcnfe  of  the  oppofition  given  to  your  Majeftic  by 
fome  faction  in  your  Parliament,  of  the  iniufticc  done  them  l^y  thofe  that  go- 
verne  here,  and  the  generall  dcftruction  conceived  to  be  defigned  againft  the 

natives. 
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natives,  that  almoft  the  whole  Kingdom  are  united  into  one  refolute  body  to 
gaine  their  prefervation,  or  fell  their  lives  at  the  deareft  rates. 

I  give  your  MajelHe  moft  humble  thanks  for  the  licence  I  have  received  for 
my  repaire  into  England,  but  the  land  paflagcs  to  'Dublin  are  flopped,  and  the 
time  of  the  yearc  tarre  fpcnr,  which  makes  the  long  voyage  by  fea  moft  dan- 
gerous and  troublelome  for  women  and  children,  I  have  rclolved  between  two 
extrcamcs,  to  keep  my  family  here  till  fummer.  But  if  your  Majeftie  find  noc 
inconvenience  there  by  my  attendance  upon  you  in  England,  which  I  know 
not  how  to  judge  of  at  this  diftance,  being  debarred  free  intelligence,  I  Ihould 
my  felfe  be  glad  to  wayte  upon  your  Majeftie  to  reprelcnt  fome  things  unto 
you,  that  (I  conceive)  might  be  of  advantage  to  your  fervice,  which  I  humbly 
fubmitt  to  your  Majeftie's  confideration.  And  for  my  ownc  particular,  (God 
is  my  wittnefs,  1  have  noe  other  aim  nor  end,  but  meerly  to  approve  my  felfe 
ferviceable  and  moft  conftantly  loyall  to  your  Majeftie ;  and  but  for  thole  re- 
fpefts,  I  fhould  not  care  how  foon  I  paid  nature  that  debt  wich  muft  be  at  lafl: 
difcharged.  And  if  it  pleafe  God  to  haften  me  from  thcfe  miferics,  and  that 
I  may  not  repaire  unto  your  Majeftie,  I  ihall  confidently  truft  in  your  grace 
and  goodnefs,  that  your  Majeftie  will  vouchfafe  to  take  my  wife  and  children 
into  your  Royall  care  and  proredion,  and  likewife  the  heir  male  of  a  never 
tainted  family,  whofe  carriage  and  difpofition  will  (I  hope)  deferve  your  Ma- 
jeftie's favour.  And  pardoning  my  prefent  prefumption,  whilft  I  have  life,  I 
will  conftantly  offer  up  my  prayers  and  vowes  for  your  Majeftie's  prefervation 
from  all  dangers,  and  that  you  may  appeare  in  full  power  and  glory  anfwer- 
able  to  the  birth  and  virtues  of  foe  great  a  Monarch.  And  your  Majeftie 
may  be  gratioufly  pleafed  to  conceive  it  want  of  ability  and  meanes  of  ex- 
prellion,  and  noe  failing  of  duty  or  affcdion,  if  I  do  not  clearly  approve  my 
felfe

Noble  Sir, 

BY  your  letter  of  the  28th  o'i  Auguft,  and  one  inclofed  from  my  brother 
qf  Ejfex,  I  have  received  very  great  afturance  of  your  affedion  and  re- 
fped  to  me,  both  by  the  intelligence  you  gave  me,  and  the  relations  you  were 
nobly  pleafed  to  make  of  me  in  England.  And  1  have  fo  many  large  teftimo- 
nyes  by  me  under  your  father's  hand  and  feale,  that  I  may  truely  and  freely  fay, 
it  becometh  your  leather's  fon  to  doe  foe,  and  myne  to  receive  them  thank- 
fully and  requite  them  faithfully  to  his  beft  power,  which  Ihall  be  conftantly 
performed  on  my  part  and  not  doubted  on  yours.  It  doth  very  much  aiBidt 
me  to  receive  foe  many  confirmations  of  the  great  diftradlions  in  England, 
wherein  fo  many  of  my  neareft  frcinds  are  engaged  foe  deeply  both  in  danger  and 
oppofition :  but  the  filence  of  late  in  thefe  parts,  puts  me  in  hope,  there  is  either  a 
reconciliation,  or  at  Icaft  fome  treaties  of  pacification  drawing  towards  it,  which 
God  of  his  mercy  grant  fpeedily,  or  clfe  all  his  Majeftie's  dominions  will  be 
in  a  miferable  condition. 

The  Lord  Forbes  departure  from  hence  I  prcfume  is  already  knowne  unto 
you  by  a  difpatch  I  fcnt  to  the  Lordsjuftices  the  5th  of  the  laft  month  by  a 
pinnace  of  his  Lordlliip's ;  and  I  lend  you  here  incloled  the  motives  of  my  de- 
clining his  Lordihip's  aillftance  at  that  time.  To  which  I  will  add,  that  there 
was  noc  pofiibility  lor  me  to  pcrfuade  cither  towne  or  country  to  cntertaine 
2  any 
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any  trcatic  with  him,  much  Icfs  to  receive  a  garrifon  ;  neither  was  his  flrcngth 
fuch  as  report  gave  out,  nor  any  way  confiderablc  to  ad  what  was  cxpcdled ; 
ncitller  had  I  power,  nor  much  occafion  of  forwardncfs  given  me  to  be  aflifting 
therein.  Forwhilfl:  I  was  zxTirrellan  in  treaty  with  his Lorddiip,  and  that  my 
Lord  Prefidcnt  was  then  with  him  in  the  Fort,  I  could  fee  the  Country  on  fire, 
my  tenant's  goods  and  houlcs  burnt,  and  four  or  five  poorc  innocent  crea- 
tures women  and  children  inhumanely  killed  by  fome  of  his  Forces.  And  his 
Lorddiip  at  his  landing  having  taken  poilellion  of  our  Ladyc's  church  on  the 
weft  of  Gall-Ji-ay,  their  anticnt  buriall  place,  they  did  not  only  deface  the 
church  but  digged  up  the  graves  and  burnt  the  coffins  and  bones  of  the  dead. 
Thefe  kind  of  proceedings  make  fuch  afliftance  more  dcftruftive  than  benefi- 
ciall  to  us. 

Sir,  I  lliall  now  give  you  a  perfeft  charadcr  of  my  condition.  Having  ex- 
haufted  all  my  Revenue  and  Creditt  in  fupplying  of  the  Fort,  and  'ionFalklandt 
and  divers  Efiglijh  at  home  and  in  other  places,  and  in  keeping  of  gairifons, 
and  fending  ftrong  convoys  abroad,  all  upon  my  owne  charge,  I  am  now  dri- 
ven to  that  necellity  that  I  have  not  money  to  make  my  owne  winter  provi- 
fion  or  fend  to  the  markett  ;  and  (it  is  a  certaine  truth)  I  have  mett  with 
much  difficulty  to  beare  the  charges  of  this  meflenger"  into  England:  and  yett 
the  expedation  of  the  State,  and  the  cryes  of  the  poorc  Engltjh  from  feverall 
places  are  all  upon  me  for  relief  and  airittance_;  and  which  is  worft  of  all,  my 
aftions  misjudged,  and  (as  I  am  credibly  informed,)  ftrange  mifinformations  of 
me  fcnt  over  into  England,  totally  neglefted,  and  (I  believe)  fufpefted  by  the 
State  at  'Dublin-,  mifufed  and  diflionouied  by  fome  I  fupply  here,  fcorned  and 
hated  by  the  whole  Nation  for  my  oppofition  to  their  wayes,  and  left  to  my 
lelfe  without  arms  or  defence  in  the  midft  of  a  turbulent  people.  I  befeech 
you.  Sir,  what  reafon  can  there  be  that  I  fliould  be  thus  neglected  and  unarm- 
ed, nor  noe  Etigliflo  Forces  afligned  unto  me,  and  the  whole  Kingdom  plen- 
tifully furnifhed  with  arms  from  beyond  fea,  that  are  in  Rebellion,  and  that 
my  felfe  and  my  followers  might  have  arms  for  thoufands  if  I  would  adhere 
to  them,  and  that  the  negled  they  find  held  of  me  doth  dayly  withdraw  them 
from  me  ?  and  yet  in  this  condition  the  State  breathes  unto  me  perfecutions 
of  fire  and  fword,  which  is  now  Hkely  to  be  my  part  to  fuflfer  rather  than  per- 
forme.  My  confidence  in  your  worth  and  noblenefs  makes  my  difcourfe  thus 
free  and  large  in  expreffion  of  the  wrongs  and  injuries  done  me.  Before  I 
came  into  this  unfortunate  Kingdome,  I  had  a  better  valine  and  eftimation  put 
upon  me,  and  I  fhall  not  defpaire  (through  God's  mercy)  to  be  again  in  the  fame 
condition. 

I  fend  you  herewith  a  letter  from  my  Lord  Prefident,  which  has  layn  long 
by  me  for  want  of  a  fafe  conveyance :  and  I  am  newly  informed  that  he  has 
concluded  a  Ceflation  of  Arms  with  Sir  James  "Dillon  for  three  months,  for 
Wefl-Meath  and  the  County  of  Longford^  and  is  in  treaty  with  fome  of  the 
other  Counties  in  this  Province. 

1  fend  two  fervants  now  into  England,  one  to  the  Court,  the  other  to  Lon- 
don. If  in  their  journeys  they  may  be  ufefull  to  any  occafions  of  yours,  it 
will  give  me  much  content,  being  defirous  conftantly  and  faithfully  to  approve 
my  felfe

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N".  CXI.     The  humble  Petition  of  the  Catholicks  of  Ireland. 

To  the  Kings  moft  excellent  Majejiie, 

YOUR  Majeftie's  moft  faithfull,  humble  and  loving  fubjcds,  having  appre- 
hended with  fullnefs  of  forrow  the  condition,  whcreunto  the  mifrepre- 
fentation  of  your  Minifters  in  this  your  Kingdome,  united  with  the  malignant 
party  of  England^  has  reduced  us  j  and  fad  experience  having  brought  us  to 
the  knowledge  of  a  refolution  taken  by  Ibme  malevolent  perfons  there,  and 
by  your  officers  here,  to  fupplant  our  Nation  and  Religion,  being  deprived  of 
a  fafe  accefs  to  your  facred  Perfon,  and  having  obferved  others  of  your  fubjeds 
bent  upon  our  ruine  in  amies ;  after  a  long  patience  we  have  humbly  con- 
ceived it  neceflary  to  put  our  felves  into  a  pofture  of  a  naturall  dcfenfe,  with 
intention  neverthelefs  never  to  difturbe  your  Government,  or  to  invade  any 
of  your  high  Prerogatives,  or  to  opprefs  any  of  your  Britijh  Tub)  efts  of  what 
Religion  foever,  that  did  not  labour  to  fupprefs  us :  which  in  the  birth  of  the 
prefent  troubles  we  have  folemnly  fworn  to  obfcrve  by  oath  often  Itnce  rei- 
terated, left  the  mifguided  and  unauthorized  motions  of  fome  pafllonate  per- 
fons among  us  fhould  be  conftrued  to  derogate  from  the  faith  and  allegiance, 
which  in  all  humblenefs  we  confefs  to  owe,  and  fincerely  profefs  unto  you. 
In  purfuance  of  which  our  reall  and  candid  endeavours,  bent  only  to  a  due  fct- 
tlement  of  our  Religion  and  juftLiberties,  before  any  ad  of  hoftility  committed 
on  our  part,  we  have  with  all  fubmiilion  addrefled  our  felves  by  petition  to 
your  Lords  Jufticcs  and  Councell  here,  for  timely  remedy  againft  the  growing 
and  then  fpringing  evills :  but  therein  we  have  found  for  a  falve  to  our  wounds, 
oyle  powred  into  the  fire  of  our  difcontents,  which  occafioned  that  intempe- 
rance in  the  commonalty,  that  they  aded  fome  unwarranted  cruelties  upon  Pu- 
ritans, or  others  fufpeded  of  Puritanifme,  which  we  really  deteft,  havepunilhed 
in  part,  and  defire  to  punilh  with  fulnefs  of  feverity  in  all  the  adors  of  them, 
when  time  (hall  enable  us  to  it,  though  the  meafure  offered  to  the  Catholique 
Natives  here  in  the  inhuman  murthering  of  old  decrepit  people  in  their  beds, 
women  in  the  ftraw,  and  children  at  eight  days  old,  burning  of  houfes,  and 
robbing  of  all  kind  of  perfons  without  diftindion  of  friend  from  foe,  and 
digging  up  of  graves,  and  there  burning  the  dead  bodies  of  our  anceftors  in 
time  of  Ceffation,  and  in  breach  of  publique  Faith,  have  not  deferved  that 
juftice  from  us.  Which  unparallelled  and  unprecedented  violations  of  all  hu- 
man and  divine  laws,  we  afcribe  not  to  any  fuperior  Commands,  but  to  the 
favage  fury  of  an  unbridled  multitude. 

Amidft  thefe  diftradions  we  have  intreated  our  very  good  Lord  the  Lord 
Marquefs  of  Ormond,  Lord  General  1  of  your  forces  here,  to  convey  our  hum- 
ble petition  to  your  Majeftie,  exprefling  our  earneft  defire  to  be  direded  by  your 
grace  and  power  to  fome  place  where  with  fafety  we  might  inform  your  Maje- 
ftie of  our  grievances,  and  receive  your  Royall  Commands ;  but  herein  we  have 
been  and  arc  foe  unfortunate,  that  the  great  diverfions  adminiftred  unto  you 
in  other  places,  have  not  given  your  Highnefs  time  or  Icifure  to  take  any  or- 
der for  our  releife,  which  fills  us  with  greif,  though  mixt  with  hope  and  con- 
fidence, that  your  Majeftie,  having  removed  all  obftacles  with  the  continued 
felicity  of  your  arms,  will  look  upon  our  fufferings  with  thole  eyes  of  mercy, 
which  brings  you  nearer  to  the  Divinity  you  reprcfent,  than  all  the  lavvrells 
that  Mars  can  heape  upon  your  head,  and  which  gained  with  the  expence  of 
your  fubjeds  blood,  may  make  you  more  feared  than  beloved. 

To  remove  therefore  the  diftradions  whicii  the  heat  of  the  prefent  diftem- 
pers  may  produce  to  yours  and  our  prejudice,  wc  have  now  mett  in  a  Nationall 
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Aflembly  at  your  city  of  Kilkenny,  to  provide  for  the  fafety  of  us  your  fub- 
jefts  here,  untill  your  Majeftie  Hiali  take  fome  fitt  courfe  for  our  prcfervation. 
Wherein  to  ineetc  niifconftrudions,  we  have  protcftcd  that  we  intended  not 
this  Allcmbly  to  be  a  ParUamcnt,  or  to  have  the  power  of  it,  we  in  all  plain- 
ncfs  really  confefling  that  the  calling  and  diflblving  of  that  great  body,  is  an 
infcparablc  incident  to  your  Impcriall  Crowne.  We  likcwife  renewed  our 
oath  of  allegiance  to  your  lacred  Perfon,your  heires  and  lawful  fucccflbrs,  and 
our  tirme  and  immoveable  purpofe  to  obferve,  and  to  be  ruled  only  by  your 
common  laws  of  England  and  ftatutes  here  eftablilhed  and  cnafted  by  Parlia- 
ment among  us,  which  are  not  contrary  to  our  Catholique  Roman  Religion ; 
wherein  we  hope  we  have  given  teftimony  of  the  candor  and  reality  of  our 
adions  and  intentions,  and  given  your  Majeftie  that  fatisfaftion  which  is  due 
from  a  moft  faithful!  people  to  a  moft  gracious  Soveraigne.  We  therefore, 
with  hearts  bent  lower  than  our  knees,  doe  humbly  befeech  your  facred  Ma- 
jcfty  timely  to  afllgne  a  place,  where  with  fafety  we  may  exprefs  our  grei- 
vances,  and  you  may  with  freedom  apply  a  feafonable  cure  unto  them.  And 
there  you  Ihall  find  our  dutifuU  afFedlion  attended  with  juft  caufe  of  fecurity 
in  our  faithfullneis,  and  manifeft  arguments  of  our  earneft  dcfiie  to  advance 
your  fervice ;  and  that  you  may  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  leave  us  free  in  the 
profefllon  of  faith  here  continued  fince  the  firft  converfion  of  this  ifland,  and 
which  our  anceftors  of  Briti^  extradion,  at  the  firft  coming  of  the  Englijh 
to  Ireland,  found  before  them  here,  and  brought  with  them ;  and  that  you 
may  fecure  our  eftates  and  liberties  according  to  your  laws,  as  you  have  done 
in  your  two  other  Kingdomes  j  and  that  hereafter  your  Majeftie  will  make 
noe  diftinftion  between  us  and  the  reft  of  the  Nations  fubjed  to  your  Empire, 
but  by  the  faithfull  fervices  which  we  will  never  ceafe  to  doe :  Which  granted, 
we  will  convent  our  forces  upon  any  defigne  your  Majeftie  will  appoint,  and 
we  will  ever  pray,  ^c. 

K".  CXII.     The  humble  Petition  of  the  Catholicks  of  Ireland. 

To  the  facred  Majejiy  of  the  ^een  of  Great  Brittaine,  France, 

ajtd  Ireland. 

AFTER  long  fuffering  under  the  heavy  preflures  of  his  Majeftie's  unfaithful! 
Minifters  in  this  Kingdome,  underftanding  of  an  union  between  them 
and  the  malignant  party  in  England  to  extirpate  our  Nation  and  Religion,  and 
finding  the  wayes  of  accefs  to  our  Soveraigne  Lord  for  declaring  our  grievances 
ftopt  up  by  mifinformations  from  hence,  and  force  and  violence  there ;  we 
humbly  conceived  it  neceflary  to  have  recourfe  to  armes  for  our  naturall  prefer- 
vation  ^  at  the  entry  whereunto,  all  the  parts  of  this  Kingdom  have  taken  a 
folemn  oath  to  beare  firme  faith  and  true  allegiance  to  our  Soveraigne  Lord 
King  Charles,  his  heires,  and  lawful!  fuccefibrs ;  in  the  obfervance  whereofj 
we  will  exprefs  all  that  ever  hiftory  commended  of  loyalty  and  conftancy  in  a 
good  People  to  a  moft  gracious  Soveraigne. 

To  give  faith  to  our  cxprelTions,  we  have  made  addrefles  from  feverall  parrs 
of  the  Realme  to  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Councell  here,  defiring  a  liberty  to 
remonftrate  our  greivances  m  the  Parliament  then  continued,  and  freedom  to 
fend  for  that  purpofe  to  his  Majeftie.  Which  reafonable  and  modeft  requeft 
being  denyed,  the  Parliament,  though  there  appeared  but  few  of  the  true  mem- 
bers of  it,  impioycd  the  Lord  'Dillon  and  others  to  acquaint  his  Majeftie  with 
the  diftempers,  and  with  heads  of  fome  of  the  occafions  of  them ;  but  being 
arrived  in  England,  his  application  to  his  Highnefs  was  interrupted,  and  his 
perfon  reftrained.  Whereupon,  thinking  that  a  ftranger  might  meet  with  bet- 
ter 
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ter  fortune,  Lieutenant  Colonell  Read,  a  Scottijhman  borne,  and  bred  in  Eng- 
land,  and  always  ferving  in  his  Majeftie's  Armies,  was  imployed  by  us  to  liis 
Majeftie  to  receive  iiis  Royall  Commands  touching  the  caufes  of  the  prefent 
troubles,  and  the  meanes  to  quiet  them.  But  the  poor  Gentleman  upon  the 
rack  found  the  unwillingnefs,  which  the  publique  Officers  of  State  here  doe 
beare  againft  the  revealing  of  the  miftery  of  their  iniquity.  Which  courfe 
miffing  the  wilhed  and  much  looked  for  effed,  we  have  again  applycd  our 
felves  to  our  very  good  Lord  the  Lord  Marquefs  of  Ormond,  Lord  Gencrall 
of  his  Majeftie's  forces  to  convey  our  humble  petition  to  his  Majeftie,  defiring 
the  appointment  of  a  place  where  we  might  with  fafcty  open  our  greifs,  and 
he  might  with  freedom  releive  them.  Whereupon  having  not  yet  received 
any  anfwer  thereunto,  and  being  invaded  with  all  the  brutifh  fury  that  ever 
was  adcd  or  imagined  between  enemies,  we  met  at  Kilkenny  in  a  Nationall 
Aflembly  to  provide  for  the  publick  fafcty,  untill  his  Majeftie  Ihould  be  at  lei- 
fure  from  his  other  great  diverfions,  to  take  our  prefent  condition  to  his 
princely  confideration ,  and  to  renew  and  reiterate  our  former  fuite  unto 
him. 

Thus  refolved,  the  contemplation  of  your  Majeftie's  great  goodnefs,  your 
companionate  care  of  diftrefled  Catholiques,  your  intereft  in  the  fettlement  of 
this  Kingdome,  the  inheritance  of  your  Royall  iflue,  whom  God  ever  blefs 
and  preferve,  and  the  felicity  in  point  of  Religion,  which  all  the  nations  of 
Europe  have  received  by  the  allyance  of  their  Princes  with  the  Royal  Houfe  of 
France,  has  induced  us  in  this  our  extremity  to  implore  your  Hefter  like  in- 
terceffions  to  our  niioft  gratious  Prince,  and  humbly  to  befeech  your  Majeftie 
foe  to  intcrpofe  for  us  your  power  in  his  favours,  that  he  may  fettle  our  Re- 
ligion and  Liberties ,  as  he  did  thofe  of  his  other  Kingdoms  ;  and  decline 
all  apprehenfions  and  mifreprefentations  which  may  derogate  from  that  true 
faith  and  naturall  allegiance,  which  in  all  duty,  humility,  reverence  and  fince- 
rity  we  owe  and  profefs  unto  him,  and  we  will  ever  pray,  (^c. 

N°.  CXIII.     LiOrd  Inchiquine  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lordy 

I  Have  with  a  great  deal  of  joy  received  yours  by  Captain  Tigoty  finding  in 
that  an  aflurance  of  your  perfed  recovery ;  and  may  all  that  did  not  wi(h 
it,  foon  partake  of  what  you  were  in  danger  of! 

But  though  God  has  taken  this  difeafe  from  you,  yet  I  fear  the  Devil  has 
ftill  his  inftruments  to  befet  you,  (as  well  as  your  fcrvant)  who  daily  take  no- 
tice of  your  woirds,  with  hopes  at  night  to  fqueeze  fo  much  of  the  good 
fubjed  out  of  them,  as  compounded  with  a  Mervynian  fpeech,  might  make 
them  feeme  treafon.  If  there  be  any  of  this  kinde  ofcattel  about  your  Grace's 
habitation,  I  could  wiffi  the  Rebels  had  them  with  the  reft,  and  none  to  deli- 
ver them,  till  I  came  to  the  refcue. 

For  ray  part,  I  want  not  thofe  that  give  the  Parliament  notice  of  every 
fquare  word  that  I  fpeak  ^  but  I  arme  my  fclfwith  this  refolution,  that  though 
my  head  be  not  as  round  as  theirs,  my  dealing  ftiall  be  againft  all  that  take  up 
armes  againft  their  facred  Sovereign ;  and  if  this  be  a  crime,  it  is  a  new  one, 
and  I  pray  God  it  may  never  grow  old. 

Our  letters  into  England  are  frequently  opened,  fo  that  I  dare  not  write 
what  1  would  doe.  Wherefore  I  humbly  pray  your  Grace  to  pafs  your  word 
for  me  to  the  King,  that  zeale  fhould  not  be  wanting,  if  I  had  abilities  that 
could  fccond  my  dcfircs  to  ferve  him  5  and  thus  much  I  can  undertake,  that 
all  the  Officers  here  are  very  faithful!  to  him.

My 
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My  Lord,  I  am  very  fcnfiblc  that  I  have  bcca  too  frequently  troublcfomc 
to  your  Grace;  and  although  tliere  is  a  necelllty  that  I  Ihould  crave  your  par- 
don therein,  ycr  I  am  driven  iHil  to  my  place  of  refuge,  which  I  muft  needs 
feck,  being  othciwilc  like  to  fufFer  unllifferable  injuries  by  the  affronts  ob- 
truded on  me  here,  proceeding  from  confidence  of  j unification,  if  not  afliftancCj 
from  thence.  The  matter  would  be  too  tedious  to  trouble  your  Grace  with, 
but  you  will  find  it  in  my  letter  to  the  Councill. 

Here  is  one  or  two  companies  landed,  but  neither  penny  of  money,  nor 
any  armes  come  with  them;  which  is  a  myftcry  to  mc,  that  fo  wife  a  Coun- 
cill as  the  Parliament  of  England,  Ihould  fend  men  at  fo  great  a  charge  to  a 
place,  that  there  is  no  pollibiliry  to  furnil"h  them  with  any  thing,  but  what 
they  bring  with  them  -,  except  it  be  the  plot,  that  thefe  men  fhall  with  jaw- 
bones kill  fo  many  Rebels,  as  may  armc  themfelves  by  the  fpoiles,  and  like- 
wife  take  fo  great  proportions  of  all  things,  as  may  relieve  all  their  other 
wants.  But,  I  doubt,  thefe  miracles  are  ceafed,  and  therefore  feare,  that  in- 
ftead  of  alllftance  to  withftand  our  enemies,  have  my  Lord  of  Kerry's  regi- 
ment come  to  help  ftarve  us  5  which  I  have  reafon  to  think,  having  received  a 
letter  from  the  CommilVary  for  the  viftuals,  that  he  has  no  more  in  the  ftore, 
nor  any  money  to  provide  a  farther  fupply. 

If  there  were  any  thing  done  here  worthy  your  Grace's  knowledge,  I  fhould 
prefent  it ;  but  there  is  nor.  1  will  therefore  conclude  your  farther  trouble,

Our  very  good  Lord, 

WHEN  wc,  who  by  the  rule  of  inevirable  enforcement  have  fquared  our 
actions,  and  are  con  fcious  to  our  felves  of  the  uttermoft  fcope  of  thofe 
religious  and  loyall  defignes  we  have  undertaken,  doe  reflefl  upon  fuch  abi- 
lities of  witt  and  judgment,  as  have  grown  up  with  you  under  the  care  and 
inftru^lion  of  that  prudent  and  true  patriot  your  Father,  and  have  been  fea- 
foned  by  your  ownc  obfervance  of  ftate  affaires ;  we  cannot  conceive  but  that 
our  anions  and  intentions  have  been  mifreprefented  unto  you :  for  otherwife, 
how  could  you  from  fuch  a  ground  of  advantage,  where  nature,  education, 
and  experience  had  placed  you,  fee  foe  imperfeftly  into  the  neceflity  and  ju- 
ftice  of  our  enterprize  ?  Was  it  not  threatned  and  defigned  that  the  Scotts  fhould 
plant  their  Gofpell  among  us  with  the  fword?  Has  not  the  Majefty  of  thebeft 
of  Princes,  our  lacred  Soveraigne,  been  clipped  by  the  vote,  and  defiled  by  the 
applauded  invedives  of  the  malignant  party  of  the  Parliament  of  England: 
Doe  not  they  wage  warr  againft  their  anointed  King  and  Icige  Lord  under  the 
command  of  a  noble  man,  whom  we  feare  to  be  too  neare  in  blood  unto  your 
Lordfhip  ?  Is  it  not  the  approved  doftrine  of  the  times,  that  the  laws  of  Eng- 
land, if  they  mention  Ireland,  are  binding  here  ? 

We  confeffe  the  entrance  into  this  great  worke  was  moft  perplexed,  and 
did  partake  of  much  confufion,  infomuch  as  fome  did  think  ftripping  and 
pillaging  to  have  been  of  the  cffence  of  it ;  but  all  indifferent  men  that  now 
fearch  into  that  vote  of  diftemper,  doe  vote  it  the  fole  aft  of  the  many  headed 
beaft,  the  multitude ;  of  whom  fome  of  the  moft  forward  in  fuch  bafe  at-

more  fettled  times.  Neither  can  we  deny  that  the  perfedt  union  and  regular 
Government,  which  now  is  eftablilhed  among  us,  v.as  a  workc  of  many  days ; 
and  that  the  diforders,  which  did  arile  from  fuch  our  wants,  might  occafion 
in  thofe  who  weighed  all  things  to  a  fcruple,  a  leffe  favourable  reguard  of  our 
caufe,  as  defpairing  to  fee  ^he  diftradcd  Government  thus  knit  and  rccompofcd. 
We  have  taken  notice  likewile  of  the  unauthorized  liberty  which  Ibme  men 
have  aflumed  to  themfelves  of  entring  into  your  Lordlhip's  caftle  and  lands, 
whereby  you  might  have  been  exafperatcd  as  conceiving  it,  bcfides  tiie  impayre- 
ing  of  your  Revenue,  an  affront  done  unto  your  honour.  For  this  we  hear- 
tily wifh  your  Lordfhip  did  make  your  fclfe  capable  of  receiving  ample  redrels, 
and  that  noe  home  or  forreigne  infinuations  did  debarr  you  from  looking  with 
a  clearc  fight  upon  our  affaires  and  determinations. 

And  once  again  in  the  bchalfc  of  the  Kingdom,  we  doc  invite  you  to  re- 
fent  with  us  the  injury  done  unto  our  Religion.  And  the  Icrvicc  of  the  Al- 
mighty, and  the  indignities  which  our  dread  Soveraigne  is  forced  to  fuffer  from 
an  ungratcfuU  fort  of  people  that  riot  in  his  favours,  and  are  grown  wanton, 
by  his  indulgence,  and  the  dcfpicable  condition  whereunto  the  pride  and 
avarice  of  fuch  as  had  ingrofled  all  Offices,  did  reduce  the  Kingdome ;  that 
foe  with  joynt  endeavours  we  may  profecute  foe  faire  and  Ibe  juft  intend- 
ments. But  if  your  Lordfhip  has  fixed  a  refolution  unalterable  by  this  our  ad- 
monition and  requeft,  as  we  exped  eflfefts  of  difadvantage  to  our  caufe  from' 
all  your  counfels  and  aftions,  foe  in  the  difcharge  of  the  duty  we  owe  to  God, 
our  King,  and  Country,  we  will  pretermitt  noe  meane  to  advance  interefts  of 
foe  high  and  neere  concernment.  Thus  expcdiing  your  Lordlhip's  anfwer,  with 
our  heartielt  wilhes,  we  reft

exprefs  order  of  the  late  great  Aflembly  of  the  Lords  Spirituall  and  Temporall, 
and  the  reft  of  the  confederate  Catholieks  of  Ireland  mett  in  this  citty. 

N°.  CXV.     T'he  Earl  of  Clanricarde  to  the  Lord  Gormanfton. 

My  Lord, 

UPON  the  1 8  th  of  this  prefent  I  received  a  letter  from  Kilkenny,  figncd 
by  divers  Noble  Men  and  perfons  of  Quality,  by  the  direction  of  the 
late  Generall  Aflembly,  and  obferving  your  Lordfhip's  name  in  the  firft  ranke, 
my  former  acquaintance  and  intercft  in  your  Lordfliip  has  invited  me  to  make 
ufe  of  your  favour  for  reprefcnting  the  cffcd  and  fubftancc  of  my  anfwer, 
graced  and  adorned  by  your  Lordfliip's  more  able  cxprcflions. 

In  the  firft  place,  I  fhall  not  be  fcrupulous  to  acknowledge  that  my  breed- 
ing and  education  has  been,  where  virtue,  ability  and  loyalty  had  a  firmc  and 
fccurc  habitation,  and  thofe  (as  far  as  I  was  capable)  infuild  into  me  by  the 
exaft  and  lively  examples  and  precepts  of  a  moft  indulgent  and  careful!  parent} 
and  that  fince  many  additional!  advantages  have  been  offered  to  me  by  my 
pbfervancc  of,  and  application  to,  a  moft  Royall,  prudent,  aud  gracious  Ma- 

ftcri 
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ftcr ;  and  I  fliall  never  cxpeft  or  dcfire  a  blcfling  upon  any  aiflion  of  mine, 
that  fiiall  not  be  pundually  conformable  to  both,  as  farr  as  my  knowledge  or 
obfcrvation  can  attainc  unto.  And.  to  the  height  of  my  judgment,  with  an. 
indu(h-ious  fcarch  and  inquiry,  I  have  laboured  to  render^  my  power  and  inte- 
rclt  moft  capable  of  docing  lervice  to  his  Majeftie,  according  to  the  living  and 
dying  admonitions  and  commands  of  my  dcceal'cd  Father,  which,  to  my  com- 
fort, is  perfedly  recorded  between  God  and  my  own  confciencc.  And  for  a 
publick  tcllimony  to  the  world  and  private  joy  of  heart,  I  have  his  Majeftie's 
Royall  Atteftation,  both  by  word  and  writing,  approving  my  waycs  of  fcr- 
vice.  And  having  that  approbation  for  a  furc  foundation  to  build  upon,  \ 
have  caufe  to  expect,  where  foe  much  duty  and  atfcdion  is  publifhed  and 
declared,  I  lliall  noe  longer  ftand  charged  with  any  crime  in  my  proceed- 
ings. . 

My  Lord,  in  this  time  of  generall  diftradlion,  though  it  may  not  forte  with 
all  difpolitions,  yet  1  hold  it  a  neccflary  part  of  my  duty  to  God,  my  King 
and  Country,  freely  to  deliver  both  my  ownc  apprehciifions,  and  fuch  infor- 
mations as  comes  unto  me  ;  and,  if  any  wrong  conltruftion  or  prejudice  be 
thereby  put  upon  me,  I  fhall  fubmitt  and  rcflgne  my  felfc  to  the  Divine  Will, 
who  beft  knows  the  juftnefs  of  my  intentions. 

Thar  his  Jviajertic  hvis  been  abufed  in  his  truft  by  the  ill  carriage  and  manage- 
ment of  affaires  of  fomc  of  his  Minifters  here,  and  fome  blemiflie^  put  upon 
the  fplendor  of  that  antient  noble  Government  under  which  we  happily  lived ; 
and  that  there  might  be  fome  intentions  of  opprcllion  upon  the  fubjcft,  both 
in  Religion  and  Liberties,  feemes  probable  to  me,  and,  by  what  is  alledged,  is 
more  plainly  difcovcrcd  to  others. 

But  whether  there  might  not  have  been  better  ways  of  prevention,  is  that 
which  is  mofl:  in  qucftion  :  much  prefent  mifery  and  calamity  hath  hapned, 
and  whether  that  which  was  but  the  inclinations  of  fome  few,  be  not  now 
turned  to  be  the  rcfolutions  of  many,  is  much  to  be  feared,  and  the  fuccefs 
noe  Icfs  to  be  doubted. 

That  there  has  been  great  incroachments  upon  his  Majeftie  in  his  Preroga- 
tive, and  many  difrelpcifls  fhcwcd  againft  his  own  Pcrfon,  feemes  evidently 
to  appeare  by  the  great  diftempcrs  in  England,  by  his  Majeftie's  taking  armSj 
and  the  oppoluion  againft  him;  but  how  the  commotion  and  general Aliocia- 
tion,  as  it  has  been  here  purfued,  can  be  drawn  into  confequence,  as  a  meanes 
of  prefervation  either  to  his  Perfon  or  Prerogative,  proves  difficult  to  many 
underftandings;  and  what  are  his  Majeftie's  apprehenfions  thereof,  and  the  af- 
perfions  by  that  meanes  caft  upon  him,  his  own  expreffions  will  beft  declare. 

It  has  been  likewife  in  difputc,  as  a  queftion  not  eafily  confuted,  why 
an  Aflembly  of  this  Nation,  called  by  their  own  power  and  intcreft,  may  not  as 
eafily  be  fubjcdl  to  error  and  rhiftake  in  point  of  fervice  to  his  Majeftie,  as  a 
Parliament  m  England  fummoned  by  his  own  authority}  the  complaints  of 
both  having  a  near  relation,  the  one  of  evill  Counfellors  about  his  Perfon, 
the  other  of  bad  Governours  placed  in  authority  here;  the  one  inclining,  as 
is  conjectured,  to  a  dcftru£tion  of  the  Catholicks  there,  the  other  to  a  fubver- 
:fion  of  the  Proteftants  here  ;  and  both  profeiling  honour,  duty,  and  fafety  to 
his  Majeftie,  who  by  his  belief  is  obliged  to  preferve  the  one  Religion,  and 
by  his  clemency  and  compalTion  willing  to  defend  the  other  from  violence. 

It  is  likewife  objected,  that  the  proceedings  hitherto  fheweth  an  inclinatioa 
to  a  nationall  quarrell,  and  an  intention  to  abolifh  the  Englifh  Government, 
there  having  been  noe  diftindion  made,  nor  notice  taken  of  the  quality  of 
perfons,  their  alliance,  or  relation  to  fuch  as  attend  faithfully  upon  his  Maje- 
ftie, or  confideration  of  their  moderate  difpofition,  friendly  neighbourhoods, 
or  former  diligence  or  afliftance  for  the  publick  good  of  the  Kingdome. 

Thefe 
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Thefc  particulars,  my  Lord,  I  obfervc  to  be  moft  infilled  upon,  and  cafb  as 
a  ftaine  upon  the  Religion,  Duty,  and  Honour  of  the  Nation.  The  remcdyes 
neccflary  to  be  applycd,  it  feemes,  have  been  taken  into  confideration,  and,  un- 
till  his  Majeftie's  pleailirc  be  further  declared,  fuch  a  forme  of  Govcrnmen.t 
fettled  as  thcfe  times  will  pcrmitt,  which  by  reafon  of  great  diftraftions  could 
not  be  fooner  effefted.  Though  I  am  not  made  acquainted  with  the  particu- 
lar reformation,  yett  I  can  cafily  imagine  that  in  the  tirft  place  there  has  been 
humble  addrefles  and  applications  made  unto  his  Majeftie ;  and  that  to  clearc 
former  afpcrfions,  and  for  rcmovall  of  nationall  diftin£lions,  there  is  much  of 
difgracc  and  punifhmcnt  appointed  and  inflidted  upon  fuch  as  have  been  in- 
ftruments  of  foule  and  horrid  afts ;  there  being  yet  fome  who  doc  boaft  and 
glory  in  thofe  inhumanities.  And  if  God's  juft  judgment  and  wrath  be  not 
firft  appealed,  it  is  much  to  be  feared  there  will  be  a  long  expedation  of  a 
more  fettled  time. 

Neither  is  it  to  be  doubted,  but  that  fpeciall  care  is  taken  for  fatisfadlion 
and  future  prefervation  of  the  Englijkf  and  fuch  friendihip  and  corrcfpondence 
endeavoured  to  be  fettled,  as  may  be  moft  agreeable  to  his  Majeftie's  plea- 
fure,  and  conducive  to  his  fervice.  And  that,  if  the  danger  of  the  times  doe 
imply  a  neceflity  of  being  in  armes,  and  in  a  pofture  of  defenfe,  it  fhall  be 
ufed  Vv^ith  that  moderation  and  circumfpedion,  as  may  be  moft  agreeable  to 
the  profefllon  and  proteftations  folemnly  taken. 

My  Lord,  I  Ihall  now  come  to  my  own  particular,  in  anfwcr  to  the  invita- 
tion I  have  received  to  joyne  in  this  generall  caufe ;  wherein,  without  taking 
upon  me  to  judge  of  the  anions  or  intentions  of  others,  more  than  as  they 
may  concerne  my  own  private  intercft,  in  perfon,  honour,  or  fortune,  or  the 
publick  truft  I  bear  from  his  Majeftie,  I  may  truly  fay,  I  am  altogether  ignorant 
of  the  particular  motives,  refolutions,  and  proceedings,  that  have  been  formerly, 
or  are  now  conceived  or  agreed  upon.  And  if,  upon  a  full  reprefentation  of 
them,  my  judgment  might  be  convinced  to  allow  of  the  neceflity  of  the  pre- 
fcnt  Allbciation  ;  yet  it  cannot  be  denyed,  that  my  ftate  and  condition  is  farr 
different  from  that  of  others  in  this  Kingdome.  I  am  intrufted  by  his  Maje- 
ftie with  a  Government,  and  the  only  Catholique  in  his  Dominions,  that  has 
that  honour  conferred  upon  him :  I  only  endeavoured  peace  and  quiet  obedi- 
ence therein,  untill  1  am  farther  inftrufted  from  bis  Majeftie.  And  for  mc 
to  fwcrve  from  thofe  knowne  rules  of  duty,  which  have  noe  relation  to  the 
paflions  or  doubtful!  apprehenfions  of  either  Kingdom,  would  certainly  be  a 
great  fcandall  to  Religion,  diflionour  to  the  Nation,  and  diverfion  of  x\^  like 
implOyment  to  be  conferred  upon  any  of  this  Nation  or  Religion.  And  I 
fhall  defire  your  Lordfliip  to  take  it  into  your  ferious  confideration,  and  foe 
reprefent  it,  in  what  polturc  or  condition  I  am  moft  probable  to  difcharge  my 
duty  to  God,  to  the  King,  and  to  manifcft  my  naturall  affcdion  to  my  Coun- 
try. If  I  fhould  break  this  truft  by  any  doubtfull  wayes  of  proceedings,  will 
it  not  be  objefted  to  his  Majeftie,  what  hopes  can  there  be  of  any  of  that  Nation 
or  Religion,  when  the  Earle  of  Clanricarde,  bred  here  from  his  childhood, 
of  both  antient  and  recent  extradion  from  hence,  matched,  allied  and  cftated 
here,  honours  conferred  upon  him,  and  never  failing  of  your  favour,  a  great 
power  and  command  put  into  his  hands  in  his  own  Country  5  what  greater 
tyes  could  your  Majeftie  devifc  to  oblige  a  man  unto  you  ?  and  he  not  regard- 
ing all  thofe  obligations,  what  can  be  done  with  fuch  a  people,  but  to  reduce 
them  to  t0t2.ll  fubjcftion  ? 

On  the  other  fide  preferving  my  felfe  in  his  Majeftie's  favour,  will  there 
not  be  a  faire  occafion  and  advantage  given  to  my  friends  here  to  alledge,  that 
though  great  difordcrs  were  committed  here  by  unruly  multitudes,  yet  it  was 
not  the  Religion  or  Intention  of  the  Nation  to  make  it  a  nationall  quarrell,  or 
to  fliakc  off  the  Eng/ifh  Government ;  but  to  remove  the  abufes,  dilgraccs  and 

3  oppreflion-- 
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opprcHlons  put  upon  them  by  ill  difpofcd  pcrlbns  in  authority  there  j  for  the 
Earlc  of  Clanricarde,  whom  you  favoured  and  intrufted  with  command,  tho' 
of  that  Religion,  and  cftccmed  to  be  of  great  power  there,  yet  noe  pretences, 
threats,  or  perfuafions  could  diihirb  his  integrity  to  yourMajelHc;  fo  that  take 
away  the  occafions,  remove  thofe  that  opprefs  them,  and  give  fome  encourage- 
ment by  your  favour,  and  your  MajelUc  will  certainly  find  them  a  loyali  and 
dutyfuU  People. 

To  this  1  will  add,  that  (I  prefume)  it  is  known  to  many,  that  I  have  made 
good  ufe  of  his  Majeftie's  favour  in  time  of  peace,  for  the  advantage  of  the 
Country  in  generall,  ci'ficcidWy  Connaght,  and  for  many  particular  friends;  and 
in  the  way  I  goc,  I  hope  to  hold  the  lame  intcrefi:  and  place  in  time  of  warre. 
My  Lord,  if  theic  be  not  powerful!  motives  to  give  fatisfaclion  for  my  own 
particular,  but  that  my  aftions  and  counfclls  fliall  be  efteemcd  deftrudive  to 
the  Kingdom,  I  muft  freely  declare  that  the  difchargc  of  my  duty  in  point  of 
trull  to  his  Majeftie  is  an  intereft  of  that  high  concernment,  not  only  to  my 
felfc,  but  to  the  honour  of  the  Nation,  that  noc  apprehenfions  of  fear  or 
danger,  cither  of  life  or  fortune,  can  'hake  a  refolution  that  has  the  power- 
full  defences  of  the  Kingc's  authority,  and  the  teftimony  of  a  cleare  confci- 
cnce  to  prcferve  it.  And  when  it  fliall  pleale  God  to  call  me  from  hence,  I 
doe  not  doubt  to  leave  full  aflurances  behind  me  of  my  duty  to  God,  my 
King,  and  Country,  and  that  1  am  not  unmindfull  upon  all  good  occafions  to 
approve  my  lelfe 
Pcrtumna  the  2,ft  of  ^^«''  Lordjloi/s  hiimble  fcTvant,

CHARLES  by  the  grace  of  God  King  of  England,  Scotland,  France  and 
Ireland  Defender  of  the  Faith  &c. 

To  our  right  trufty  and  welbeloved  Coufins  James  Marquefs  of  Ormond, 
Ulick  Earle  of  Clanricard  and  St.  Albans,  James  Earle  of  Rofcommon,  Charles 
Vifcount  Moore,  and  to  our  trufty  and  welbeloved  Sir  Thomas  Luccas  Knight, 
Sh Maurice  Eujlace  Knight,  and  Thomas  Burke  Efq;  greeting.  Albeit  we  doe 
extrcamly  detert  the  odious  Rebellion  which  the  Recufants  of  Ireland  have 
without  any  ground  or  colour  raifed  againft  us,  our  Crowne  and  Dignity  ;  yet 
having  received  an  humble  petition  in  their  names  defiring  to  be  heard,  we 
have  thought  it  not  unjuft  or  inconvenient  for  us  to  receive  from  them  what 
they  can  or  fhall  fay  unto  us ;  to  whom  they  infinuate  that  they  will  yet  yeild 
due  obedience. 

Know  yee  therefore  that  we  repofing  fpeciall  truft  and  confidence  in  your 
approved  wifdome,  fidelities  and  difcretions,  doe  by  thefe  prefents  nominate, 
conftitute,  affigne  and  appoint  you  to  be  ourCommiflioners,  and  we  doe  here- 
by give  unto  you,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  full  power  and  authority  up- 
on the  receipt  hereof  to  fend  unto  fome  of  the  principall  of  the  faid  Recu- 
fants who  fcnt  the  faid  petition  to  you  the  laid  Marquefs  of  Ormond,  to  meet 
you  our  faid  Commiflioners,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  at  fuch  convenient 
place  or  places  as  you,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you  fhall  think  fitt  to  appoint, 
and  there  to  hear  at  large  what  the  faid  petitioners  Ihall  fay  or  propound ;  which 
our  will  is  the  faid  petitioners,  or  the  principall  of  them  authorifed  by  the  reft, 
doe  fett  downe  in  writing  under  their  hands ;  and  our  pleafure  is,  that  you  our 
faid  Commiflioners,  or  any  three  or  more  of  vou,  fend  the  fame  foe  figned 

H  h  '  unto 
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unto  us,  teftified  under  your  hands,  or  the  hands  of  any  three  or  more  of  youi 
to  have  been  by  you,  or  any  three  or  more  of  you,  received  from  them  as 
aforefaid :  whereupon  wc  fhall  take  fuch  fiuther  confideration,  as  fliall  be  juft, 
honourable  and  fitt  for  us.  In  witnefs  whereof  we  have  caufed  thefe  our  letters 
to  be  made  patents,  and  to  have  continuance  during  our  pleafurc.  Witnefs 
ourfelf,  at  Oxford  xht  nth  day  of  January  in  the  isth  yearc  of  our  reigne.

N°.  CXVII.     Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  'Very  good  Lord, 

YOUR  Lordfliip's  of  the  \9\}i\.oi  T^ec ember  laft  I  have  received,  and  have 
fhewn  his  Majeftie  the  remonftrance  of  the  Officers  of  his  Armie  under 
your  Lordfhip's  Command.  His  Majeftie  is  very  fenfible  of,  and  forry  for,  their 
fufferings :  but  your  Lordfhip  knowes  how  he  is  unfortunately  forced  for  his 
own  defence  to  be  at  an  exceflive  charge  to  keep  an  Armic  here,  which  fpend- 
eth  all  that  he  can  get  of  monie  or  plate  to  pay  his  foldicrs  here  5  where  the 
Rebells  poflcfs  themfelves,  (as  lawful  prife,)  of  whatfoevcr  they  can  lay  hold 
on  that  is  his  Majeftie's  of  value.  The  people  as  well  in  divers  Counties,  as  in 
the  cittie  of  London-,  begin  now  to  find  how  they  have  been  by  artifices  and 
falfe  reports  engaged,  and  that,  if  this  deftruftive  war  continue,  the  Kingdom 
will  be  ruined  by  the  hypocrify  of  Brownifts  and  Annabaptifts,  whofc  covetous 
and  ambitious  ends  have  plunged  the  Kingdom  in  this  civill  war.  The  Lord 
Saye  is  the  principall  firebrand  of  all,  and  nothing  will  fatisfy  him,  unlefs  he 
may  be  advanced,  and  all  his  irreverent  Complices  and  fellow  Independents, 
above  their  merrit,  whereby  they  may  have  the  more  power  to  render  the 
Church  and  Kingdom  independent  and  bring  all  to  confufion.  This  noble  Gen- 
tleman, (who  fpeakes  very  much  honour  in  all  places  of  your  Lordfhip,)  will

RIGHT  truftie  and  right  welbeloved  Cofen,  we  greet  you  well.  As  wc 
arc  confident  we  never  gave  any  authority  to  the  Lord  Forbes  to  take 
any  place  into  his  hands  out  of  the  Government  intrufted  to  you  by  us,  i^o 
we  cannot  but  allow  of  your  not  delivering  any  fuch  up  to  him  without  our 
confent,  and  defire  you  to  continue  your  uttermoft  endeavours  for  the  defence 
of  Our  good  fubjeds  and  fuppreflion  of  the  Rebells  in  that  your  Government: 
to  which  you  Ihould  long  before  now  have  received  an  afllftance  of  forces 
from  hence,  if  it  had  been  in  our  power  to  have  fent  them  to  you.  And  the 
better  to  enable  you,  becaufe  you  fignific  to  us  that  the  policic  of  the  chief 
Rebells  there  hath  fo  far  fcduced  that  unhappie  Nation,  that  many  of  them  arc 
yet  perfwadcd  that  they  fcrve  us  in  rebelling  againft  us,  notwithftanding  fo  many 
and  fo  full  declarations  of  our  declaring  the  odioufncfs  of  that  Rebellion,  and 
they  are  the  caficr  fcduced  in  this  belief,  by  rcafon  that  no  direction  under  our 

2  hand 
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hand  is  come  unto  you  concerning  it :  \Vc  have  iierc  inclofcd  fcnt  fuch  a  decla- 
ration and  direction  to  this  purpol'e  under  our  Royall  Hand  and  Signet,  as  we  hope 
will  be  a  good  afliftancc  to  you  to  undeceive  them  :  yet  withall,  we  again  give 
you  licence  to  repaire  \mo  England  to  us,  if  you  find  that  neither  our  exprefli- 
ons  nor  any  forces  that  can  be  lent  unto  you  are  fufficicnt  to  enable  you,  cither 
to  informe  their  undcrftandings,  or  reprcis  their  power,  and  that  your  prcfencc 
there  is  not  of  ule  to  our  I'ervice,  of  which  we  leave  it  to  your  own  dilcre- 
tion  to  be  judge,  being  made  confident  by  the  great  care  cxpreft  by  you  in 
the  defence  and  prcfcrvation  of  all  the  Endif}  in  thofe  partes,  even  beyond 
your  Government,  and  of  furnifliing  our  omccrs  there  with  provifion  at  your 
own  cxpencc,  (particularly  of  Sir  ^r/^^wr  jB/?W^/and  Forte  Frf/^/<?w^,  for  which 
we  return  you  our  Royall  thanks)  that  you  will  not  dcfcrt  that  place  in  fuch 
a  time,  wherein  your  abfence  may  be  a  weakening  and  prejudice  to  our  good 
fubje^ls.  And  fo  we  bid  you  hearcily  farewell.  Given  at  our  Court  at  Oxford 
the  19th  oi  January  1642.

CHARES  by  the  Grace  of  God  King  of  great  Br/ttaine,  France  and  //•£•- 
/<2«^ Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  To  all  our  good  fubjeds  in  our  Town 
and  Countie  of  Galway  in  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland  greeting.  Whereas  wc 
are  informed,  notwithftanding  our  many  full  declarations  and  perpetuall  and 
cordiall  concurrence  againft  this  odious  Rebellion  now  raifed  in  Ireland,  that 
many  of  our  good  fubjeds  there  do  ftill  pretend,  that  they  do  really  ferv6 
us  in  rebelling  againft  us,  and  that  our  right  truftie  and  right  welbeloved  Co- 
fen  Ulicke  Earl  of  Clanricard  and  St.  Albans  Governour  of  our  Town  and 
Countie  of  Gall'jjay  adheres  to  thofe  that  ftand  in  oppofition  againft  us,  and 
the  rather  for  that  he  hath  received  fo  fmall  fuccoures  from  us,  nor  any  in- 
ftrudion  and  declaration  under  our  Royall  Signature ;  we  do  hereby  declare 
our  good  opinion  of  the  loyaltie  and  fidelitie  of  the  aforefaid  our  Governour, 
and  will  and  require  all  you  our  fubjefts  of  that  our  Town  and  Countie  of 
Gall'jvay  to  be  obedient  unto  him,  as  being  appointed  Governour  of  the  fame 
by  and  under  us :  and  command  you  uppon  your  allegiance,  that  you  be  to 
your  power  afllfting  and  defending  our  good  fubjefts,  and  in  refitting,  oppo- 
fing,  and  fupprefling  the  Rebells  in  thofe  partes.  And  we  further  declare  and 
aiTurc,  that  nothing  but  want  of  meanes  (by  reafon  of  the  prefent  diftraftions 
in  this  Kingdom,  which  we  truft  in  God  he  will  foon  end)  to  furnifh  the  afore* 
laid  Governour,  hath  withheld  us  from  fending  unto  him  fufficient  Forces  for 
this  end.  And  that  we  had  fooner  publifhcd  thefe  our  Commands,  if  we  had 
not  conceaved  our  fence  of  that  Rebellion  to  have  been  fo  notorious,  and  our 
Commiflion  under  our  Great  Seal  to  the  aforefaid  Governour,  (not  being  in 
(fo  long  a  time  revoked  by  us,)  to  have  been  fo  fufficient  an  argument  of  his 
proceedings  by  our  authority,  that  no  art  or  mallice  could  fo  far  have  infufed 
the  contrary  unto  our  people,  as  that  any  declaration  of  this  kind  could  have 
been  needfuU.  Given  under  our  fign  manuall  and  Royall  Signet  this  19th  dale 
of  January  in  the  i8th  year  of  our  reigne  1642.

My  Lord, 

THOUGH  I  have  not  heretofore  had  the  honour  to  be  known  unto 
your  Lordfliip,    yet  my  due  refpeds  and   many  obligations  unto  your 
honourable  family  inforce  me  to  take  the  boldnefs  to  let  you  thus  far  un- 
derftand  my  mind ;    as  well  in  the  firft  place  to  declare  the  finceritie  of  my 
own  intention   in   this    generall  caule,    as  alfo  to  fhew  your  Lordfhip  how 
Unadvifcdly  you  have  been  hitherto  therein  mifled ;   thereby  hopeing  that  the 
thick  clowd  which  overfpreads  the  true  light  of  your  underftanding  being  dif- 
perfed,  you  may  perceive  and  amend  your  errors.     Wherefore  be  pleafed  to 
underftand  that  for  my  part  I  fhould  not,  upon  any  flight  perufall  of  this  caufe, 
flightlie  caft  off  the  employment  which  1  had  in  the  Low  Countries,  to  im- 
brue my  felf,  my  wife,  children,  eftate,  and  honour,  in  a  caufe  lb  full,    (in  a 
word,)  of  eminent  danger  to  each  particular  of  thcfe.     But  when  by  opinion 
of  all  Divines,   I  perceived,    that  the  Catholick  Religion,  the  Rights  and  Pre- 
rogatives of  his  Majeftie  my  dread  Soveraigne,  the  Liberties  of  my  Countrie, 
and  whether  there  fhould  be  an  Ir/fhman  or  no,  were  the  prizes  at  the  ftake, 
I  thought   all  thofe   but  weak  motives  to  withhold   me  from  the  fervice  of 
God,  my  King,  and  Countrie.     The  cruell  proceedings  of  our  enemies  by  de- 
ftroying  by  fire  and  fword,  men,  women,   and  children,  without  regard  had 
to  age  or  fex,  their  Commiflion  being  derived  from  the  Parliament  o(  England, 
(not  from  the  King,)  are  fufficient  to  fatisfie  any  impartiall  judgement,  that 
they  are  not  warrantable  cither  by  the  law  of  God  or  Man,  and  therefore  not 
to  be  countenanced,    much  lefs  to  be  followed  or  imitated,   by  any  heroick 
ipirit  lodged  in  the  breaft  efpecially  of  any  true  Irijhman,  good  fubjed,  or  good 
Chriftian.     What  fharp  and  fierce  battles  have  been  lately  fought  betwixt  the 
King  and  Parliament  your  intelligence   is  too  good  to  be  ignorant  of  ^  how 
the  Parliament  proclaiming  all  fuch,  (as  adhere  unto  his  Majeftie,)  tray  tors  is 
not  unknown  unto  your  Lordfhip :  that  his  Majeftie  tearmes  us  not  onely  his 
difavowed  Rebells,  but  his  beft  vaflalls,  is  come  unto  your  eares  I  may  not  doubt : 
but  that  your  Lordfhip  fhould  ftill  cleave  to  the  Parliamentarie  State  of  Ireland^ 
all  this  notwithftanding,    I  cannot  but  greatly  admire.     Good  my  Lord,  let  it 
not  be  faid  by  after  ages,  that  your  Lordfhip  fhould  fo  far  degenerate  from  the 
worth  of  your  Anceftors,  as  to  further  the  defignes  of  the  Parliament  againfl: 
God,  your  King,  and  Countrie  :  but  remember  you  arc  an  Zr//2'»w«,  and  if  that 
the  Irijh  be  extirpated  you  muft  not  think  to  efcape  Icotfree.     I  will  not  trou- 
ble your  Lordfhip  with   more  benight,  but  I  befcech  the  Allmighty  to  direct 
you  to  the  courfe  which  may  moft  conduce  to  the  honour  of  God,  the  King, 
and  good  of  your  Countrie,  which  Ihall  be  the  unccflant  prayer  of

SIR, 

YOUR  letter  of  the  isth  of  the  laft  month  found  me  in  no  good  ftatc  of 
health ;  which  hath  inforced  this  delay  of  my  acknowledgment  of  your 
favour  by  your  cxpreflions  of  refpeft  unto  my  felf  and  family.     The  fubjed: 
you  were  pleafed  to  treat  of  hath  been  often  prcft  upon  me,  and  my  replies  fo 
2  frequent, 
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frequent,  that  thcte  is  not  much  new  matter  left  mc  to  deliver :  but  I  choofe 
rather  to  be  guilty  of  repetition,  than  of  faileing  of  what  might  be  expctlcd 
from  mc.  1  rtand  charged  not  onely  with  being  milled  unadvifedly,  my  un- 
dcrlUnding  clouded,  and  many  other  errors ;  but  with  adhering  to  his  Majc- 
ftie's  enemies,  countenancing  and  following  their  cruelties,  prejudging  or  con- 
demning my  Counrrie's  caulc  and  adions,  and  to  degenerate  from  the  worth 
of  my  Anceftors.  Indeed  thefe  arc  charges  of  a  high  nature,  and  I  muft  needs 
fay,  that  untiil  this  unfortunate  time  of  my  arrivall  here,  1  was  never  acquaint- 
ed with  fuch  afpcrfions,  nor  would  any  attempt  fuch  deep  invafions  either  upon 
my  Loyaltie  or  Honour  5  though  I  had  conteftation  with  the  moft  powerfull 
and  fplecnetive  adverfarics  then  in  his  Majeftie's  dominions,  and  for  what  caufc 
is  now  forgotten.  I  cannot  but  much  wonder  that  perfons  of  Honour  and  Qiia- 
litie  can  be  fo  eafily  drawn,  by  lyeing  and  malitious  reports,  to  lay  fuch  im-  « 

putations  upon  any  without  more  certain  knowledge  :  and  however  1  have  been 
milled,  I  believe  it  will  be  found,  that  I  have  been  much  more  moderate  and 
fparing  in  declaring  any  cenfurc  upon  the  anions  and  proceedings  of  others ; 
though  1  might  with  much  more  rcafon  and  certaintic  affirme,  (let  the  caufe 
be  never  lb  juft  or  well  approved  of,)  that  untiil  it  was  of  late  managed  by 
men  of  worth  and  experience  as  your  felf,  and  before  (it  may  be)  by  fome  few 
particulars,  there  appeared  much  of  fhame  and  reproach  to  the  Nation  :  and 
thofe  who  do  not  fo  acknowledge  it,  and  lay  it  home  upon  fuch  as  are  guilty  of 
thole  crimes,  do  not,  as  I  conceive,  refpeft  the  Honour  and  Safety  of  the  Na- 
tion }  but  have  violent  and  fmiltcr  ends  of  their  own.  / 

1  have  received  the  Government  of  this  Countie  for  his  Majeflie,  by  his  ime- 
diate  power  and  favour ;    my  proceedings  in  the  beginning  of  this  diftemper 
are  approved  of  under  his  Royall  hand,    and  by  my  procurement  the  former 
premiled  graces  confirmed  to  all  fuch  as  v^^ould  continue  their  obedience ;  fince 
that  time  my  adions  by  his  Commands  approved  under  the  hand  of  his  Secre- 
tary of  State,  my  Lord  Falkland,  intrufted  in  his  affaires  of  greateft  importance 
in  England.     I  have  accordinglie  endeavoured  by  all  fair  and  moderate  mcanes 
to  make  this  Countie  capable  of  thole  favours,  and  to  preferve  them  in  peace 
and  plentie  :  and,    in  purfuance  of  a  former  pacification  made  by  me  in  his 
Majeftie's  behalf  with  the  Town  and  Countie,  removed  eminent  dangers  from 
them,  even  when  diftradions  were  at  their  doorcs  5  and  have  fince  defired  fome 
temper  and  moderation  within  themfelves,  untiil  I  might  more  clearly  receive 
further  inftrudion  and  diredion  from  his  Majeftie.     This  is  to  the  firft  point  of 
being  mifled  unadvifedly  and  clouded    in  my  undcrftanding.     Some  dilTolute 
young  men  of  this  Countie,  whom  I  fhould  blufh  to  name,  have  robbed  and 
fpoiled  the  Countrie,    aflaulted  my  Convoies,    furprifed  my  own  goods,  inter- 
rupted my  difpatchcs,    deftroied  my  tenants  and  others,   live  altogether  upoa 
fpoile  and  rapine ;  thefe  mufl:  be  countenanced,  and  preferved  for  fear  of  dif- 
couragement  and  prejudice  to   the  caufe;    a  tenent  of  fomewhat  too  near  a 
relation  to  others  that  are  reported  to  ftand  in  oppofition  to  his  Majeftie.     I 
have  appeared  in  fome  difpleafure  againft  them,  Ibught  to  recover  my  own, 
and  defend  my  felf  5  that  muft  be  interpreted  following  or  imitateing  the  cru- 
elties of  his  Majeftie's  and  Countrie's  enemies.     Some  EngUpo  Ihips  comeing 
to  the  relief  and  fupply  of  his  Majeftie's  Fort  I  have  allowed,  and  aflifted  the 
Countrie,  impoveriihed  with  many  taxations  to  vent  their  fuperfluous  commo- 
dities, and  bring  back  others  beneficiall  and  moft  ufefull  to  thefe  partes,  that 


is  one  main  error. 


Some  poor  Englifh  of  this  and  the  neighbouring  Counties  have  been  rob- 
bed, ftripped,  and  wounded,  and  came  to  me  for  relief  and  defence  from  be- 
ing murthered.  I  have  endeavoured  to  preferve  them,  and  defired  fome  repa- 
ration or  comfort  for  them;  that  is  againft  Confciencc  and  Caches  of  AlToci- 
ation,  and  an  unpardonable  fault  for  me  to  demand  it, 

I  i  Some 
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Some  perfons  of  Honour  and  Qualitic,  my  Englijlo  neighbours,  to  whom  I 
am  obliged  either  through  anticnt  acquaintance  or  late  received  curtefies,  and 
to  whom  1  know  no  crimes  objected,  have  defircd  civill  refpeds  from  me,  and 
that  this  Countie,  whilft  it  carried  a  face  of  peace  and  plentie,  might  fupply 
them  for  their  money ;  I  have  given  dircdion  for  it :  That  is  adhering  to  his 
Majeftie's  enemies. 

At  the  intreatie  of  a  Commander  arriveing  in  thefc  partes,  known  to  be 
imployed  by  his  Majeftie's  CommiHion,  and  withall  my  intimate  freind,  I  con- 
veyed a  fmall  token  by  him  to  another :  that  proclaimes  mc  a  great  ofFendon 
And  in  brief  to  petform  or  requite  any  civill  courtefie  hath  been  a  crime  of  a 
high  nature. 

To  fupply  or  keep  correfpondencc  with  his  Majeftie's  fort,  though  obliged 
both  by  fpeciall  direftion  and  common  dutie,  and  refifting  fome  ridiculous, 
though  infolent,  attempts  againft  it :  that  is  prejudging  and  condemning  my 
Countrie's  caufe  and  aft  ions. 

There  remaines  one  chief  imputation,  wherein  indeed  I  do  not  well  know 
how  to  clear  my  felf.  My  caftles,  mannors  and  tenements  have  been  furprifed 
and  detained  from  me  by  violence ;  my  authoritie  and  intcreft  in  this  Countie, 
by  his  Majeftie's  favour  and  my  antient  birthright,  have  been  contemned,  and 
the  power  delivered  up  to  others :  in  all  which  my  eafie  nature  and  moderate 
inclinations  hath  been  fo  abufed,  or  the  violence  of  the  times  fo  prevailed,  that 
I  have  not  had  the  good  fortune  to  vindicate  my  Honour,  or  to  teach  them 
their  Dutie.  Therein  I  muft  confefs  I  have  far  degenerated  from  the  worth 
of  myAnceftors;  but  induftrie  and  rcfolution,  more  experience,  and  his  Maje- 
ftie's power,  may  in  good  time  recover  it :  and  now  I  have  made  a  free  and 
full  confeftion. 

I  have  from  the  very  beginning  untill  this  time  been  fo  totally  ignorant, 
(more  than  by  common  report)  of  the  motives  and  grounds  of  thefe  unhappy 
diftempers,  and  of  the  proceedings  and  rcfolutions  thereupon,  that  I  have  ever 
been  tender  in  giveing  a  judgment  upon  the  aft  ions  of  any  Perfon  of  Qualitie 
ingagcd  therein ;  but  have  rather  often  exprefled  it  muft  be  of  very  great  dan- 
ger and  confequence  that  could  draw  them  to  oppofition  to  thofe  former 
known  rules  of  Government  eftablifhed  here  by  his  Majeftie's  Authoritie ; 
which  in  outward  appearance  can  hardly  be  diftinguiftied  from  what  in  former 
times  hath  merited  but  a  very  harfh  nomination.  And  the  invitation  muft 
certainly  be  very  powerfull  that  could  draw  you  from  thofe  great  and  noble 
commands  you  enjoyed  beyond  fea,  to  engage  your  felf,  fortune,  and  familic, 
in  thofe  tumultuous  and  doubtfuU  troubles  here  ;  and  from  a  perfon  fo  quali- 
fied and  experienced,  may  well  be  expefted  fair  and  juft  intentions.  That 
there  hath  been  great  and  fad  diftempers  in  England,  and  much  oppofitioa 
given  to  his  Majeftie,  comes  many  wayes  related  unto  me  ;  and  my  prayers  are 
not  failing  for  his  happie  fuccels  and  prefervation  from  all  dangers,  neither 
fhall  my  beft  fervice  be  wanting  upon  his  leaft  commands ;  which  I  prefume  is 
fully  known  to  himfelf^  whatever  may  be  pretended  by  others. 

That  his  Majeftie  tearmcs  thofe  in  aftion  here  not  only  his  difavowed  Rc- 
bcils,  but  his  beft  vaflells,  is  not  in  the  leaft  circumftance  come  to  my  know- 
ledge. Thofe  that  have  obtained  fo  good  a  teftimonic  from  his  Majeftie  in 
this  time  of  gcnerall  diftcmpcr  and  diftraftion,  may  juftly  account  themfelves 
happy.  I  muft  freely  confefs  my  own  ignorance,  and  thereupon  for  my  own 
particular,  muft  truft  to  his  Majeftie's  mercie  for  not  being  aftive  nor  adhering 
in  thofe  unufuall  wayes  of  fervice,  which  difters  much  from  the  rules  and  in- 
ftruftions  which  his  Majeftie  left  me  to  guide  my  aftions  by.  And  I  believe 
I  have,  with  as  much  induftrie  as  any  other,  endeavoured  to  know  his  plea- 
llire,  and  cannot  find  any  thing  varying  from  his  former  Commands. 

^  Sir, 
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Sir,  report  hath  delivered  you  to  the  world  a  perfoa  of  great  reputation  j 
be  plcafed  to  call  your  bcft  and  mofl.  generous  thoughts  together,  and  by  your 
next  dilpatch  treely  impart  your  anfwer  to  what  1  ihail  now  propolc.  If  the 
command  you  left  had  been  in  this  Kingdom  conferred  upon  you,  not  by  me- 
diation of  friends  or  otherwayes  of  preferment,  but  by  his  Majeftie's  Ipeciall 
favour  and  knowledge,  either  of  your  merit  or  afFeftion  to  him,  after  above 
twentie  ycarcs  frequent  attendance  upon  him,  and  many  great  favours  bellow- 
ed upon  you,  and  upon  others  by  your  mediation,  upon  any  pretence  of  friends 
or  Countrie,  which  may  prove  illufions,  or  perhaps  ignorant  of  the  true  ftate 
of  affaires,  would  you  enteitaine  any  dcfignes,  or  run  any  doubtful!  courfe  of 
oppolitiou  to  that  Ictlcd  truft  and  command  delpolited  in  your  hands,  without 
a  clear  and  undoubted  warrant  from  that  power  that  gave  it  you  ?  or  would 
you  not  eftcem  it  a  Icandall  to  your  Religion,  a  diflionour  to  your  Nation,  a 
llayne  and  lliame  to  your  Name  and  Familie,  and  that  you  merited  the  fcorn 
and  hatred  of  all  good  men,  even  of  thofc  that  might  invite  and  make  prelent 
life  of  you  ?  This  is  plainly  and  fully  my  cafe  and  condition. 

What  my  aifedions  and  endeavours  have  been  for  my  Countrie's  good  are 
known  to  many  ■■,  what  my  intentions  arc,  or  fhall  be,  contributing  to  that 
end  by  all  reaionable  wayes,  God  and  my  own  confcience  caii  wittnefs  with 
me,  and  time  the  difcoverer  of  truth  will  make  known.  And  it  may  be, 
if  my  advices  had  been  hearkened  unto  and  piu-fued  accordingly,  they  might 
have  produced  good  effects,  and  his  Majeflic's  true  fervice  been  fo  well  known, 
that  1  might  have  met  with  better  occafions,  both  in  the  gcnerall  and  your 
own  particular,  than  is  now  allowed  me  to  cxprefs  my  felf

My  Lord, 

Confefs  I  have  not  anfwer'd  what  you  might  moft  juftly  have  expelled  from 

me,  in  a  more  frequent  corrcfpondency  in  this  way ;  but  my  unwillingnefs 
to  fend  you  empty  words,  (which  were  all  I  durft  venture  on  by  land)  toge- 
ther with  my  feverall  fickneffes,  was  the  true  rcafon. 

The  thing  that  for  the  prefent  malccs  moft  noife  amongft  us,  is  the  arrivall 
of  Mr.  Tho.  Burke,  who  brought  with  him  a  Commiflion  under  the  Great 
Scale  of  England  directed  to  your  Lordfhip,  the  Earlc  of  Rofcommon,  the 
Lord  Moore.,  Sir  Tho.  Lucas,  Sir  Maurice  Eufiace  (Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons)  Mr.  Burke  and  my  fclfc,  giving  to  any  three  or  more  of  us  power 
to  fend  for  fome  of  the  principail  of  thofe  that  petitioned  his  Majeftie  about 
Auguft  or  July  laft,  in  the  name  of  all  the  Catholiques  of  Ireland,  and  to 
heare  what  they  would  fay  or  propound,  and  to  receive  the  fame  in  writing  from 
them,  figned  by  them,  whicli  we  are  to  fend  fubfcribed  by  us  to  his  Majeftie. 

This  Commiflion  did  at  firft  much  trouble  fome  of  the  Councill,  moft  of 
the  Officers  of  the  Army,  and  generally  all  thofe  that  the  malignant  party  call 
Roundheads.  To  fatisfy  the  Officers,  (which  properly  belonged  to  me,  and 
was  indeed  the  moft  neceflTary  workc)  by  advice  of  the  reft  of  the  Commif- 
fionrrs  here  prefent,  I  Ihew'd  them,  or  the  principail  of  them,  the  Commif- 
flon  ;  wherewith  they  were  fatisfyed  as  to  the  fubftance  of  it ;  but  it  ftuck 
much  with  them,  that  Mr.  Burke,  who  had  been  delivered  to  them  for  a  rigid. 
Papift,  a  man  furpe(f)ed  for  a  fomenter  of  the  Rebellion,  and  an  agent  im- 
ployed  for  and  by  the  Rebells  in  England,  fhould  be  made  ufe  of  in  the  car- 
riage and  execution  of  the  Commiflion.  To  this  was  anfwcred  as  much  as 
we  could,  and  foe  much  as,  I  hope,  there  will  not  after  a  while  remaine  any 
fcruple  in  the  Officers :  but  the  more  malicious  will  make  what  ufe  they  can 
of  it,  to  the  prejudice  of  his  Majeftie,  and  the  finall  deftrudion  of  this  gafp- 
ing  Kingdom. 

News  out  of  England  will  come  more  frefhly  to  you  by  your  fervant ;  yet 
left  the  winds  might  not  ferve,  I  will  in  another  way  endeavour  to  give  you 
a  fhort  accompt  of  the  principail  things  that  have  happened. 

I  am  intrc:.  t^  by  Sir  George  Wentworth  to  move  your  Lordfliip  in  behalfe 
of  him  and  others,  who  as  truftees  for  the  Earle  of  Strafford,  have  moneys 
due  to  them  at  Callway ;  if  you  pleafe  to  further  them  in  it,  I  fliall  take  it 
for  a  Angular  favour,  ai.d  however  I  fhall  ftill  approve  my  felfe  to  be

I  could  have  wilhed  Mr.  Biirke  had  been  left  out  of  the  Commillion,  fuch  of- 
fence his  being  there  has  given  to  this  Army,  who  were  all  devoted  to  the 
King  5  to  you  there  is  noe  exception  taken. 

N°.CXXIV^  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  very  good  Lord, 

I  Have  received  both  your  Lordfhip's  letters  of  the  I8th  and  15th.  Captain 
Tamer  will  here  find  my  Lord  Lieutenant  very  firm  to  him  againft  Mr. 
Jones's  pretences,  and  he  will  have  no  prejudice  done  him  by  any  at  Court;  for 
hisMajelly  hath  a  very  good  opinion  of  Captain  Tamer,  which  your  Lordlhip's 
letter  hath  much  confirmed. 

Your  Lordlliip  will  herewith  receive  his  Majeftie's  letter  to  the  Lordsjuftices 
to  the  efteft  your  Lorddiip  dcfired,  which  I  allure  you  his  Majefty  did  fignc 
very  readily,  and  wilhed  he  were  in  a  condition  to  give  your  Lordfliip  more 
encouragement  and  more  conftant  payment. 

The  Lords  Jufticcs  have  now  fent  a  copy  of  the  Remonftrance  of  the  Offi- 
cers of  the  Army.  His  Majefty  will,  I  believe,  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  Ihortly 
prcfs  the  Parliament  to  provide  for  his  Army  in  that  Kingdom :  but  (if  1  am 
truly  informed)  they  owe  to  their  Army  here  1 00000/,  notwithftanding  all  the 
extremities  that  may  be  are  ufed  (by  the  furious  courfe  of  fome  ill  inftruments 
amongft  them)  to  raife  the  twentieth  part  of  mens  eftates,  by  imprifoning  and 
plund.rmg.  God  put  it  into  their  hearts  at  London  to  be  fenfible  of  the  mife- 
ries  of  this  unnatural  war,  which  they  have  raifed  againft  fo  gracious  and  pious 
a  King,  under  whom  they  might  enjoy  peace  and  plenty,  if  they  were  not 
their  own  hindcrers  and  deftroyers. 

The  King  hath  now  given  a  very  gracious  anfwer  to  a  petition  fent  him  with 
propofitions  from  the  two  Houfes,  which  anfwer,  if  they  have  any  inclination 
to  peace,  will  beget  a  treaty  and  an  accommodation,  which  all  good  men  pray 
for.  If  upon  this  we  have  no  fettlementof  our  diftradions,  this  Kingdom  will 
run  an  hazard  to  be  abfolutely  ruined. 

As  I  was  ready  to  conclude  this  letter,  there  are  feverall  meflengers  come 
from  P.  Rupert  with  the  news  of  his  taking  yefterday  the  town  of  Cirencejier 
by  aflault,  with  the  lofs  only  of  forty  men  and  one  Officer,  a  Lieutenant ;  and 
hath  Qaine  of  theirs  400,  and  hath  taken  800  prifoners,  all  their  ordnance, 
munition,  1500  armes,  and  much  wealth.  This  defeat  and  a  former  lately 
given  in  Cornvjall  by  Sir  Ralph  Hopton  have  very  much  dejeiSled  the  ringleaders 
at  London,  who  being  Brownijis  and  Schifmaticks,  have  infufed  Sedition  and 
Rebellion  into  the  people  there.  I  fhall  refer  your  Lordfliip  for  other  matters 
for  this  Gentleman's  relation,  refting

RIGHT  trufty  and  well  beloved  Councellors,  we  greete  you  well.  Whereas 
we  underftand  that  you  have  admitted  without  our  order  or  knowledge 
to  fit  in  Council  with  you  in  that  our  Kingdom  one  Ihx,  Robert  Goodwimx^^

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Mr.  ReinoUs,  who  thereby  are  become  fo  bold  as  to  take  upon  them  to  hear 
and  debate  of  matters  treated  of  in  Councill  5  which  is  fo  great  a  prcfumption 
as  none  of  your  predeceflbrs  ever  durft  offer  to  have  done  or  endured,  and  ar- 
gues fo  great  a  negled  in  you  of  our  honour,  counccUs  and  affaires  there,  as 
we  cannot  beUeve  that  any  perfons  giving  way  thereto,  without  our  Jicenfe 
firft  obtained,  have  fo  right  atfeclions  to  our  (ervice  and  honour  as  they  ought. 
We  are  not  acquainted  what  bulincls  thofc  men  have  in  that  our  Kingdom ; 
but  if  they  fhall  be  there  fuffered  to  fow  fedition  amongft  our  good  fubjeds, 
we  fliall  require  an  accompt  thereof  at  your  hands.  In  the  mean  time  our 
exprcfs  command  is,  that  they  be  not  permitted  to  fit  or  be  prefent  any  more 
at  our  Council  Table  there ;  but  if  they  have  any  bufincfs,  we  will  that  they 
attend  as  others  of  their  quality.  And  we  require  you  upon  your  allegiance 
to  take  an  efpecial  care,  that  they  behave  themfelves  as  dutiful!  fubjcdls.  Hereof 
we  fhall  expeft  a  ftrid  accompt  from  you  anlwerable  to  the  truft  we  have  re- 
pofed  in  you.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majejiie, 

NOT  long  after  my  laft  of  thefecond  of  February,  the  Committee  fent 
from  the  Parliament  went  to  fee  all  the  confidcrable  garrifons  of  this 
Province;  which,  (for  number  of  men  or  officers,)  are  but  three  or  four  : 
where,  I  believe,  they  will  make  ufe  of  the  fame  arguments  to  feduce  the  of- 
ficers that  they  fuggefted  to  thofe  here  5  but  1  am  confident  they  will  be  dif- 
appointed.  For  this  day  I  had  certain  notice,  that  all  the  officers  of  'Drogheda 
and  Trjm  have  figned  a  letter  to  your  Majefty,  wherein  they  avow  that  letter 
fent  by  Major  Woodhoufe  to  be  their  unanimous  fence,  and  farther  profefs  to 
be  allways  ready  to  obey  your  Commands.  This  would  have  been  fent  by 
this  bearer  Captain  George  Vtllars,  but  that  it  is  flayed  till  the  officers  of 
the  other  guarrifon  called  T)undalke  have  done  as  much ;  which  will  not  be 
the  lofs  of  much  time,  if  their  mindes  do  not  alter  by  the  infufions  of  the  Com- 
mittee who  have  left  behind  them  fuch  as  work  without  intermiffion  to  get 
from  the  officers  and  other  Proteftant  inhabitants  of  this  town  fome  writing 
to  manifeft  their  difcontent  at  your  MajcHie's  late  Commiiiion  to  me  and  others. 
But  I  cannot  learn  they  have  yet  prevailed  with  any  man  of  note.  Others  of 
very  mean  condition  they  may  peradventure  gain  by  the  feditious  preaching  and 
pradice  of  perfons  who  have  been  here  too  much  countenanced  and  followed, 
as  are  all  men  and  wayes  that  may  advance  the  defignes  of  the  partie  now  op- 
pofeing  your  Majeflie  in  England.  And  now  I  take  it  to  be  full  time,  and  a 
Duty  I  am  bound  to  by  my  Oath  freely  to  declare,  that  the  grcatcif  credit  that 
partie  has,  is  derived  from  the  countenance  that  is  given  to  it  by  the  Lord 
Lifle  who  hath  more  publickly  avowed  his  inclinations  than  others  now  dare 
do,  who,  I  doubt,  are  rather  filenced  by  the  profpcrous  condition  of  your  Ma- 
jefly's  affaires  than  truely  altered  in  their  wUhcs  or  affeftions  to  them.  His 
Lordfhip,  fince  his  firft  comeing  over,  hath  been  admitted  to  be  at  Councill, 
even  when  matters  of  greatefl  confequence  have  been  debated  and  voted,  and 
when  your  Majeflie's  Letters  have  been  read.  This  for  fome  time  1  took  to  be 
only  a  civiUitie  to  him  from  thejuftices,  and  defired  by  him  for  no  other  end 
than  to  acquaint  himfclf  with  the  ftatc  of  the  Kingdom,  that  fo  he  might  be 
the  better  able  to  contribute  affiftance  to  the  publick  fcrvice  againft  theRcbells. 
But  now  that  I  have  caufe  to  fufped  he  makes  ufe  of  that  priviledgc,  (which 
is  the  firft  of  the  kind  I  ever  heard  of,)  to  interrupt  your  Majcftic's  defignes 
and  further  ihofe  of  the  Parliament,  I  may  not,  for  any  rclped  or  fear,  forbear 
to  informc  your  Majeftic  of  it,  and  offer  it  to  your  Princely  confidcration, 
a  wlicthcr 
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whether  to  admit  pcrfons  unfworn  to  be  by  at  the  niofl:  weighty  and  private 
debates  of  yout  CouiKill,  be  not  a  power  too  great  to  be  intriilled  with,  or 
aflbmed  by  any;  and  how  far  it  may  hinder  the  freedom  wherewith  Counfel- 
lors  ought  to  deUver  their  advices  when  there  arc  thofe  by,  that  are  not  ob- 
Jigcd  to  fecrefie,  but  perhaps  brought  thither  to  awe  them,  may  eafily  be  jud^-- 
cd.  And  this  plainly  is  the  cafe  with  us  :  wherefore  I  am  bold  humbly  to 
lay  at  your  leet  my  poore  advice,  that  your  Majcftie  would  be  plcafed  by  your 
letters  to  the  Jufticcs  to  take  fuch  notice  of  this,  as  that  they  may  find  you 
are  not  plcafed  with  it :  which  will  very  much  incourage,  if  not  cncreale,  your 
parrie  here,  dilcourage  and  leflen  the  partie  now  too  boldly  oppofcing  your 
will,  and  in  conclufion  procure  a  ready  obedience  to  whatfoever  you  Ihall  here- 
after pleafe  to  command.  Thefe  conceptions  of  mine  are  grounded  only  on 
my  obfervations  here ;  and  therefore,  if  they  fliould  be  crofs.  to  the  ways  layed 
for  the  management  of  aftaircs  there,  whereinto  I  profefs  to  have  no  indght, 
I  do  mofi:  humbly  beg  a  gratious  interpretation  of  them,  as  imperrinencies  on 
the  right  hand.     1  am  and  ever  will  be

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'HE  officers  taking  into  a  juft  confidcration  the  great  extremities  they  are 

put  into,  by  rcalon  of  their  abundance  of  all  want,  and  no  amendment 

likely  to  be  afforded  them,  (there  as  yet  being  no  appearance  of  it,  though  they 
have  attended  it  with  all  poffible  patience  and  penury,)  are  at  laft,  finding  no 
relief  from  England-,  upon  the  return  of  Major  Warren,  forced  to  addrefs  this 
their  humble  remonftrance  to  you  the  right  honourable  the  Lords  jufticcs  and 
Councill;  and  in  caie  they  faile  of  it  there,  they  muft  then  appcale  into  Eng- 
land to  his  facred  Majcfty,  the  fountain  of  juftice,  in  full  afliirancc  of  his  Prince- 
ly favour. 

'Declarethy 

1.  That,  as  well  by  the  Ad  of  Parliament  m  England,  as  by  the  covenants 
and  agreements  with  the  right  honourable  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  as 
alfo  by  the  promifes  of  the  Lords  Jufticcs  and  Counpill  of  this  Kingdom,  the 
officers  and  foldiers  employed  in  this  fervice  were  to  have  their  payes  duely 
made  good  unto  them,  as  well  for  their  carriages  as  themfelves  and  their 
foldiers. 

2.  That  the  faid  officers  and  foldiers  being  on  thefe  termes  taken  on  and 
continued,  have  faithfully  anfwered  all  fervices  that  could  be  expeded  from 
them,  not  only  in  the  frequent  hazard  of  their  lives,  but  likewife  as  became 
them  in  the  conftant  difcharge  of  their  duties. 

3.  That  notwithftanding  the  ftarving  condition  the  Army  is  in,  there  is  all 
the  extremities  and  ftridnefs  of  a  mufter  put  upon  us,  with  an  oath  tendered 
as  well  to  the  foldiers  as  officers ;  which  muft  leave  upon  us  a  charader  of  di- 
llruft  of  our  integrity  in  this  caufe  :  yet  we  have  no  hopes  of  fubfiftence  aflured 
us,  but  rather  our  fears  increafed  of  having  the  higheft  feverities  that  can  be 
ufed  to  us  in  our  checkes,  which  in  an  Army  fo  ill  paid,  and  opprefled  with 
want  and  mifery,  is  without  prefident. 

4.  That  in  all  Armies  military  offences  of  what  nature  foever  have  ever  been 
punifhable  by  martial  law  only,  and  no  other  5  which  is  a  privilege  we  plead 
and  ftand  upon,  to  be  infeparable  to  our  profcffion. 

5.  That 
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5.  That  never  fince  the  beginning  of  this  fervice  any  accompt  hath  been 
made  with  them,  fo  as  if  they  fliould  mifcarry,  their  heirs  are  ignorant  what 
to  demand;  by  realbn  of  which  the  officers  arc  not  only  difcouraged,  but 
difabled  from  lubfifting  or  continuing  in  the  fervice. 

6.  That  with  all  humblcnel's  they  crave  leave  to  prefcnt  to  your  memories 
what  vaft  fums  of  money  have  been  raifcd  and  paid  in  Ejigland,  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  this  fervice  and  fupply  of  their  wants  in  this  Kingdom ;  a  great 
part  whereof  have  been  otherwifc  applied,  even  when  their  necellitics  were 
moft  prelHng,  and  the  caufe  moft  hopeful). 

7.  That  when  their  expeftations  were  fet  upon  the  performance  of  what 
was  juftly  due  unto  them,  that  fmall  pay  was  given  them  in  a  coyne  much  a 
ftranger  to  that  the  Parliament  paid  it  in,  and  yet  continues  fo,  though  pub- 
lickly  difallowed  by  them.  By  which  means  the  officers  fuffer  an  infupporta- 
ble  lofs,  whilft  others  want  not  the  confidence  to  advance  their  own  fortunes  out 
of  our  general  calamities;  a  crime  they  conceive  highly  ccnlluablcj  and  if  in 
indigent  times  fo  much  ftridnefs  be  needfuU  in  the  Army,  they  conceive  it  as 
neceflary  for  the  State  to  find  out  fuch  offenders,  and  to  meafure  out  a  pu- 
nifhment  futable  for  the  offence  of  fo  high  an  abufe. 

8.  That  their  arrears,  which  are  great,  may  be  duely  anfwered  them  in  mo- 
ney, and  not  in  fublcriptions,  which  they  conceive  to  be  an  hard  condition 
for  them  to  venture  their  hves  on.  And  likewifc  humbly  offer  it  to  confide- 
ration,  whether  they  do  not  defcrve  the  rewards  in  land  without  other  price, 
as  well  as  in  former  Rebellions  in  this  Kingdom  others  have  done. 

Therefore  in  acquittal  of  themfelves  to  God,  the  King,  this  Caufc,  this 
Country,  and  this  State,  they  humbly  take  upon  them  the  boldnefs  to  prefent 
their  condition  to  your  Lord!Tiips,  craving  what  their  rights  and  neceffities  re- 
quire for  them,  that  they  may  be  duely  anfwered  what  is,  or  what  fhall  be  due 
to  them  in  this  employment  according  to  their  capitulation,  their  fcrvices  juftly 
efteemcd  of,  mufters  without  oath,  unlcfs  duely  paid,  checks  according  to  the 
articles  of  war,  their  offences  limited  to  their  proper  judicatory,  their  own  op- 
preffours  found  out,  and  puniflied  cxemplarily,  with  fatisfadlion  to  them  they 
have  wronged,  that  their  pay  may  be  converted  only  to  the  ufe  the  Ad  of 
Parliament  hath  prcfcribed,  their  accompts  fpeedily  made  up  according  to  their 
feverall  mufters,  and  their  arrears  fecurcd  ;  laftly,  the  fubfiftence  of  officers  and 
foldiers  duely  provided  for.  All  which  they  defire  may  be  otherwife  anfwered 
than  by  verbal  cxpreffions,  and  that  fpeedily  your  Lordfhips  will  make  it  ap- 
pear there  is  a  real  care  taken  for  our  certain  fubfiftence ;  or  otherwife  we  re- 
ceiving fo  fmall  hope  of  further  afliftance  from  the  Parliament,  your  Lord- 
fhips will  leave  us  to  our  felves  to  take  fuch  courfc,  as  (hall  beft  fuitc  to  the 
glory  of  God,  the  honour  of  our  King,  and  our  own  urgent  and  prefent  ne- 
ceffities. 

And  this,  my  Lords,  is  the  fenfe  of  all  and  every  one  of  us.

NO T  to  give  your  Lordfliips  a  fccond  trouble  in  the  review  of  our  ne- 
cenitics,  we  think  it  our  duty  now  to  prefent  you  our  thanks  for  hav- 
ing hearkened  to  them,  as  they  were  fet  down  to  you  in  our  Remonftrancc : 
and  do  hope  your  Lordfhips  will  conceive  we  are  as  fully  fatisUed  in  all  points 
of  it,  as  (upon  the  lelblution  you  have  been  favourably  plcafcd  to  return  us 
in  anfwer  to  it,)  your  Lordlhips  can  believe  men  of  rcafon  ought  to  be.  But 
mull  humbly  defire  that,  (in  that  particular  which  toucheth  us  lb  nearly  as  our 
fubfiftence,)  your  Lordlhips  would  either  be  pleafed  fomc  other  way  to  help 
the  relief  we  are  to  receive  by  plate,  (which  your  Lordlhips  do  acknowledge 
to  be  but  little,)  or  give  us  leave  to  make  our  application  to  his  Majcfty  for  a 
more  ample  fupply  to  our  wants,  which  all  the  world  cannot  choole  but  fee 
are  exceeding  great :  and  which  do  daily  fo  increafe  upon  us,  (notwithftanding 
your  Lordlhips  fo  often  and  moft  earneft  foUiciting  the  Parliament  for  us,  and 
the  lively  reprefentation  which  their  Committee  of  great  trufl:  have  made  unto 
them,)  that  we  are  likely  to  perilh  under  the  burden  of  them,  for  ought  we 
fee,  unlefs  we  betake  us  for  our  relief  to  the  fountain  of  juftice  and  piety,  our 
gracious  Sovereign,  who  we  doubt  not,  (according  to  his  Princely  favour,)  will 
be  moft  ready  to  fuccour  us. 

N°.  CXXIX.     Addrefs  of  the  Officers  of  the  Army  to  the  KiNd. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty^ 

THOUGH  through  the  want  of  men,  money,  armes,  munition,  and  indeed 
every  thing  without  which  a  war  cannot  be  continued,  it  be  long  fince 
your  Majeftie's  petitioners  have  been  in  no  good  condition  for  the  effeding 
the  bufinefs  which  brought  us  hither,  (the  extirpation  of  the  Rebels  here,  and 
the  forcing  this  Kingdom  to  its  due  obedience  to  your  Majefty,)  yet  having 
had  a  more  tender  and  mannerly  fenfe  of  your  Majeftie's  troubles  at  home, 
than  would  permit  us  to  fliarpen  them  to  you  by  our  complaints  from  hence, 
whilft  our  fufFerings  were  no  greater  than  we  could  live  with  them  ;  we  have 
expefted  a  relief  with  fo  much  patience,  whilft  the  Lords  Juftices  here,  and  a 
Committee  of  the  Adventurers  have  not  been  able  to  redrefs  us  by  all  their 
care,  and  thofe  reprekntations,  they  tell  us  they  have  made  to  the  Houfes  of 
Parliament,  of  our  necellities,  that  at  length  our  cafe  is  become  fo  delpe- 
rate,  that  unlefs  your  Majefty  fhall  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  interpofe  your 
Princely  proteftion,  your  poor  petitioners  cannot  difcover  any  thing  may  ftand 
betwixt  us  and  an  abfolute  deftruftion.  Therefore  not  thinking  it  anfwerable 
to  God,  nor  to  your  Majefty,  (to  whom  next  God  we  owe  our  felvcs,)  if  with- 
out your  knowledge  we  fhould  let  fo  many  of  your  fo  loyal  fubjeds  run  to  ruine, 
and  being  afliamed,  as  your  Majeftie's  foldiers  and  in  your  Majeftie's  fervice, 
to  own  lb  little  as  with  our  impollibilities,  muft  needs  be  performed  by  us,  in 
all  humility  to  recommend  our  diftrefled  eftate  to  your  Majeftie's  Royal  confi- 
deration,  befeeching  your  Majefty  fo  to  dilpofe  of  us,  that  having  wherewith- 
all  to  fupport  us  to  a  more  happy  conclufion,  we  may  not  be  reduced  to  one 
fo  ufelefs  to  your  Majeftie's  occafions,  as  that  of  being  ftarved  j  which  nature

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hath  not  taught  us  to  decline  for  any  reafon  more,  than  our  duty  to  your 
Majefty  has  made  us  to  abhor  it,  as  being  too  modcll  a  witnefs  of  the  great 
defires  we  have  to  approve  our  felves

cholas. 

SIR, 

UPON  Saturday  laft,  the  17th  of  this  month,  as  I  was  fitting  at  the  Coun- 
cil Table,  I  was  told  by  the  door  keeper,  that  divers  officers  of  the 
Army  were  without  and  defired  to  fpeake  with  me.  When  the  bufinefs  then 
in  debate  veas  over,  I  went  to  them  ;  and  found  there  Sir  Fonlk  Htinkes,  Col- 
lonell  Gibfon,  Lieutenant  CoUonell  Byron,  Major  JVarren  (lately  arrived  here,) 
and  others,  whofe  names  I  remember  not.  They  then  defired  me  to  prcfent 
the  Lords  Juftices  and  Councill  with  a  Remonftrance  of  their  defires,  and  of 
the  extreame  hard  condition  they  were  in,  which  they  delivered  into  my  hands  j 
and  I  then  immediately  prefcnted  to  the  Lords,  and  doe  now  moft  humbly  convey 
by  you  this  coppie  to  his  Majeftie's  view ;  it  being  my  dutie,  as  frequently  as 
poffibly  I  can,  to  acquaint  him  with  the  condition  and  motions  of  his  Army. 
The  originall  of  this  copie  was  figned  by  the  Earl  of  Killdare,  and  Sir  Faulk 
Hunkes,  CoUonell  Gibfon,  Collonell  Cromwell,  and  by  above  forty  more  of 
the  prime  Officers  of  the  Army  then  in  this  Towne.  I  have  chofcn  to  fend 
this  difpatch  by  this  Gentleman,  (Lieutenant  William  Spottfwood)  out  of  the 
aflurance  I  have  of  his  difcretion,  and  the  right  afFeclions  1  prefume  to  be  in 
him  towards  the  King's  fervice  ;  whereof  he  hath  given  many  good  proofes 
fince  the  beginning  of  this  Rebellion  5

N°.  CXXXI.     Mr.  Secretary^ic\\o\^%  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

May  it  pleafe your  Lordpip, 

I  Wrote  to  you  Friday  laft,  by  your  Steward  Mr.  Lane;  fince  which  time  the 
Lord  Conwey  is  come  hither,  and  brought  me  a  large  letter  from  the  Com- 
mittee there,  which,  it  is  faid,  prefides  at  your  Councill  Board.  They  com- 
plain of  divers  things  there,  but  though  they  write  to  me,  that  they  are  fent 
thither  by  a  command  which  they  durft  not  difpute,  I  have  v/ritten  to  them 
that  I  can't  take  notice  of  what  they  complain  of,  unlefs  the  Lords  Juftices  or 
Councill  there  advertife  of  it.  The  taking  of  Cirencefter  in  Glocefterfoire  by 
Prince  Rupert  with  fo  great  dexterity  and  courage  by  aflault  in  the  ftrongeft 
part  of  their  works  hath  ftrook  a  great  terror  amongft  the  Rcbells  in  that  and 
other  neighbouring  Counties.  Sir  John  Hot  ham  hath  lately  by  a  letter  read 
at  the  clofe  Committee  taxed  the  coafts  for  departing  from  their  profeffions  and 
intentions,  and  for  doing  fuch  adls  of  violence  as  tend  to  the  breach  of  the 
liberties  of  the  people.  At  London  they  arc  in  a  very  great  diftra(5tion  by  rea- 
fon of  the  outragious  cxadions  there  cxercifcd  by  plundering  of  men's  houles, 
and  felling  of  their  goods,  (which  x.\\zLoyidoners\io\\\A\\o\.  buy,)  to'Dutchmen, 
factours,  (as  it  is  ctcdibly  faid,)  for  Jews  of  Amfterdam.  My  Lord  Lieute- 
nant 
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hant  is  flill  here,  but  as  foon  as  money  can  be  got  for  to  fend  over  with  him, 
he  fhall  (I  believe,)  be  ordered  to  pais  for  Ire/and.  Your  Lordlhip  fhall  do 
well  to  advertife  the  King  by  your  next,  whether  you  have  received  the  cypher 
he  fcnt  you  by  Mr.  Lane.  There  is  much  noife  of  a  Uttlc  blow  lately  given 
by  furprife  to  fome  of  the  Earl  of  Ne-jvcajiles  Forces,  when  they  (urprifcd 
Leedes :  but  the  Earl  hath  lately  fufficiently  vindicated  it  by  cutting  in  pieces 
two  regiments  of  Rebells  under  Sir  Hugh  Cholmeley,  and  Sir  Ma.  Boynten,  and 
takeing  of  Scarborough. 

The  factious  party  at  London  arc  in  very  great  diftradion  for  want  of  money, 
their  foldicrs  in  all  places  being  ready  to  mutinie,  as  at  Windfor,  Hull,  and 
other  places  for  lack  of  pay.  We  hear  that  Tlymouth  is  taken  by  Sir  Ra.  Hop- 
ton  ;  fo  as  his  Majetlic  will  then  have  the  two  beft  Portes  of  the  Weft,  Fal- 
mouth and  Tlymouth  for  him.  'Teix}hberry,  (in  which  the  Rebells  had  a  guar- 
rifon,)  is  upon  the  takeing  of  Cireiicefter  rendred  to  the  King.  I  am  conhdent 
that  before  our  Lady  day  you  will  hear  that  all  the  faftious  knot  of  Rebells 
is  broken.     1  fliall  be  ready  on  all  occafions  to  approve  my  felf

N°.  CXXXII.     lljeSiipream  Councill  of  the  cojifederate  CathoUcks 
to   the  Lords  Co7n?mjfioners  9th  February. 

WE  his  Majeftie's  moft  humble  and  moft  faithfull  fubjefts,  whom  the  great 
Aflembly  of  this  Kingdom,  which  met  at  his  Majeftie's  citty  of  Kil- 
kenny the  24th  of  October  laft,  hath  authorifed  and  intrufted,  by  the  name  of 
the  Supreame  Council  of  the  confederate  Catholicks  of  Ireland,  to  provide  for 
the  fafety  and  wellfare  of  fuch  as  adhere  to  us  in  defence  of  the  free  cxercife 
of  our  Religion,  the  Rights  and  Prerogatives  of  our  Soveraigne,  and  the  liber- 
ties of  our  Country,  have  the  8th  of  this  inftant  opened  and  read  a  fummons  un- 
der the  fignature  oi  James  Marquefs  oiOrmond,  James  Earle  oi  Rof common  and 
others,  bearing  date  the  3d  of  February,  and  diretled  to  the  Lord  Vilcount  Gor- 
manfion,  the  Lord  Vifcount  Mountgarrett  and  eight  more ;  whereby  notice  is  gi- 
ven to  them,  in  purfuance  of  a  Commillion  (faid  to  be)  from  his  Majeftie,  and  men- 
tioned to  have  been  granted  upon  a  petition  of  the  Catholicks  oi  Ireland,  oiTre- 
daghihc  place,  and  the  23d  of  the  fame  month  the  time,  where  and  when  they 
are  to  meete  and  to  deliver  under  their  hands,  or  the  hands  of  the  principall  of 
them  authorifed  by  the  reft,  all  their  propofitions  in  writing  to  be  tranfmitted  to 
his  Majeftie.  To  this  fummons  are  added  inftrudtions  iigned  by  the  faid  Com- 
miflioners  limitting  the  number  and  direfting  the  quality,  and  behaviour  of 
fuch  as  (hall  goe.  In  the  firft  place,  we  are  not  fatisfyed,  why  a  Commif- 
fton,  whereof  the  date  is  not  expreffed,  and  is  mentioned  to  have  been  grant- 
ed upon  a  petition  of  the  Catholicks  of  Ireland,  which  was  fent  in  Auguft  laft 
to  be  conveyed  unto  his  Majeftie,  fhould  foe  long  be  kept  from  the  know-- 
ledge  of  the  parties  intercftcd.  And  we  believe  it  would  be  proper  for  us  to 
have  a  view  or  a  copy  of  that  CommifTion  ;  concerning  inftrudtion  given  us 
for  the  demeanour  of  our  Agents,  although  this  war  hath  produced  many  bad 
eflfeds,  yet  we  hope  incivility  has  not  won  fo  much  upon  either  fide,  as  we 
ftiould  ftand  in  need  of  admonifhments  to  regulate  our  behaviours.  Together 
with  this  fummons,  and  the  addition  likewil'e  attefted  by  the  faid  Commifli- 
4  oners. 
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oners,  we  have  received  an  inftmmcnt  figncd  by  the  Lords  Jufticcs,  and  cx- 
prcficd  in  that  addition  to  be  a  fate  conduLl ;  in  which  inftmmcnt  we  oblervc, 
how  it  lies  in  the  power  of  fome  eminent  Miniftcrs  ot"  the  State,  either  lub- 
reptitioully  to  procure  from  beyond,  or  unwarrantably  to  infert  in  their  writ- 
ings here,  the  word  {a£fors  or  abettors  in  fo  odious  a  Rebellion)  and  to  apply 
them  unto  the  Catholicks  of  this  Kingdom ;  we  are  not  (praife  be  to  God)  in 
that  condition  to  faciificc  our  loyalty  to  the  malice  of  any  5  and  it  would  be 
a  madnels  beyond  expreflion  for  us,  who  fight  in  the  condition  of  loyall  fub- 
jecls,  to  come  in  the  repute  of  Rcbells  to  fett  downe  our  greivances.  Wc 
take  God  to  witnefs,  there  arc  no  limitts  fet  to  the  fcorn  and  intamy  flung 
upon  us,  and  we  will  be  in  the  eftcem  of  loyall  fubjeds,  or  dye  to  a  man. 
The  chafFe  lyes  yett  unfevered,  and  there  is  much  blood  fpilt,  that  muft  be 
accomptcd  for  to  his  Majeftie.  We  therefore,  whom  nothing  can  afflid  more 
than  the  condition  of  the  times,  doe  proteft  it  proceeds  not  from  us,  that  any 
overture  for  appeafing  the  prefent  diftempers  fhould  fall  to  ground  ;  but  we 
find  we  are  necellitated  to  abfent  our  felves  from  that  meeting,  without  we 
did  fubmitt  our  apparent  and  unfpotted  afFedlions  to  his  Majeltic's  fervice  to 
the  worft  of  calumnies,  render  our  caufe  defpicable  to  all  the  world,  and 
draw  on  our  felves  and  our  pofterity  the  odious  name  of  Rebclls  j  foe  as  wc 
have  unanimoufly  fixed  on  a  refolution  to  caft  away  all  thought  of  accom- 
modation untill  that  foule  imputation  of  Rebellion,  moft  undcfervedly  iayd 
to  our  charge,  be  taken  away  5  which  done,  wc  will  readily  contribute  out 
befl:  endeavours  to  the  cure  of  this  great  body  miferably  rent  by  the  convul- 
fions  of  an  inteftine  war :  yet  expeding  that  our  agents  be  not  named  to  our 
hand,  nor  we  confined  in  our  choice  of  them,  and  that  we  be  afllgned  a  place 
of  meeting  lefs  incommodious  and  more  indifferent,  and  a  fecure  courfe  takea 
for  the  fafety  of  our  agents :  for  we  have  (among  many  other  examples  of  faith 
breaking)  a  lamentable  experiment  in  the  pillaging  of  Mr.  George  Kings  whole 
fubftance,  and  the  burning  of  his  houfe  three  days  before  he  was  to  appcare, 
how  unfafe  a  fafe  conduft,  even  a  Proclamation,  fett  forth  by  the  new  Lords 
Juftices  in  his  Majeftie's  name,  proved  unto  him.  If  thefeour  juft  and  reafon- 
able  demands  fhall  be  denycd  unto  us,  we  muft  again  imploy  fome  zealous 
and  well  minded  man,  who  in  the  behalf  of  juftice  dare  hazard  the  rack,  by 
whom  we  may  addrefs  our  humble  requefts  to  the  fountain  of  juftice,  his  Sa- 
cred Majefty,  whofe  moft  faithfuU  and  moft  humble  Subjects  we  are.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty, 

YOUR  gracious  letters  of  the  2d  of  this  month  I  received  the  12th;  and 
thofe  of  the  7th  and  8th  by  Captain  Tamer  on  the  19th  of  the  fame. 
In  anfwer  to  all  which,  I  humbly  befeech  your  Majeftie  to  receive  the  inclofed 
as  all  that  I  can  for  the  prefent  fay  or  think.  The  dilpatch  herewith  prefented  to 
your  Majeftie  from  your  Commiffioners  will  fhew  how  far  wc  have  proceeded 
in  the  execution  of  the  CommifTion  fent  by  Mr.  Bourke,  as  alfo  that  there 
hath  no  time  been  wafted  on  our  partes.  On  Sunday  laft  I  fent  a  Drum  with 
a  full  anfwer  to  all  their  objedions,  as  we  hope  your  Majeftie  will  judge  it.  In 
eight  daycs  from  tlic  time  the  Drum  went,  we  may  exped  their  determinate 
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rcfolution,  \v\\\d\  Ihall,    imediatcly  after  wc  have  it,   be  tnnfmittcd  to  your 

Majcftie. 

I  undciftand  the  Lord  Ranelagh  intends  fhortly  to  attend  your  Majcftic.  It 
were  prefumption  in  mc  to  make  any  long  difcourfe  of  a  pcrfon  lb  well  known 
unto  you  :  but  I  hold  it  my  dutie  to  inform  you,  that  I  have  obfcrved  in  him 
a  E^reat  and  juft  dillike  of  the  councills  and  wayes  the  Juilices  and  Councill 
have  taken  for  the  reducement  of  this  Kingdom  to  your  Majeftie's  obedience. 
And  I  am  pcrfwadcd  by  your  wifedom  good  ufe  may  be  made  of  his  intereft 
and  experience  towards  that  work. 

I  moll  humbly  beg  your  pardon  for  not  fending  this  by  the  perfon  your 
Majeftie  fent  for  in  your  letters  of  the  8th  of  this  month;  his  prefencc  here 
being  fo  neceflary  for  your  fervice,  that  I  have  ventured  to  defer  the  perform- 
ance of  your  commands  therein  for  a  time ;  which  is  a  boldncfs  no  other 
confidcration  under  heaven  could  give  me,  who  am

N°.  CXXXIV.     iTje  Lords  Jujlkes  and  Council  to  the  Speaker. 

SIR, 

SINCE  the  figning  of  our  letters  of  the  loth  of  February,  we  have  thought 
fit  to  fignifie  to  that  honourable  Houfe,  that  the  Proteliant  Merchants  here, 
as  well  Englijh  as  ftrangers,  (conceiving  that  we  fhould  be  plentifully  fupplicd 
with  money  from  thence)  brought  in  hither  fundry  Commodities,  the  Papifts 
having  in  a  manner  given  over  all   trade.     But  our  want  of  all  things  requi- 
fite  to  give  the  Officers   and   Soldiers  fubfiftence,  whofe  poor   and  diflrefled 
condition  we  behold  and  lament  with  grief  of  heart,   inforced  us,  when  our 
meanes  from  thence  failed,  and  our  credit  could  hold  out  no  longer,  to  force 
their  commodities  out  of  their  hands,  not  only  thofe   imported  hither,    but 
many  of  the  native  commodities  they   were  to   export  hence,  that  we  might 
make  ufe  of  them,   on  our  undertaking  that  payment  fhould  be  made  them 
at  London.     Which  payments  failing,  it  is  now  come  to  that  pais,  that  thofe 
that  would  bring  in  viclualls  and  other  needfuU  provifions,  and  would  redily 
lupplic  us  with  them  for  redy  money  or  on  tickets  to  be  paid  at  London,  if 
ready  payment  had  been  made  there  on  our  former  ingagements  to  that  pur- 
pofc,  are  fo  diiheartened,  as  few  or  none  dare  now  come  hither  with  any  com- 
modities.    And  indeed  the  Merchants  here,  having   all  their  remaining  ftocfc 
and  eftates  thus  wrefted  from  them  by  the  State,  are  not  poflibly  able,   how 
willing  foever  they  are,  to  help  us :  fo   as  now  the   little  trade  now  driven 
here  is  like  to  be  deftroyed,  and  we  fhall  not  only  now  faile    in  getting  any 
fupplies  that  way  from  abroad,  (which  hath  hitherto  been  a  great  meanes  of  our 
prelervation)  but  our   poor  and  mean  quantity  of  native  commodities  in  the 
few  ports  we  have,  which  cannot  be  manufadtured   here  in  thefe  times,  tho' 
they  are  not   confiderable,  cannot   gain  us  returnes :    which  wc  mention  to 
you,  as  a  moft  prcfling  argument  to  ftir  up  your  good  afFedions  to  the  fafety 
of  this  Kingdom,  and  fo  to  caufe  fpeedy  and  round   fupplies   to  be  fent  us, 
even  to  keep  our  men  alive,  who  have  merited  your  care,  and  by  reafonable 
helpes  will  give   full  fatisfadion  to  that   honourable  Houfe,  if  they  may  be 
kept  alive,  and  contained  from  disbanding. 

But  the  Icarcitie  of  provifions  of  victualls  is  fuch,  not  only  here,  but  alfo  at 
the  garrifons  of  "Drogheda,  T>iindalk,  Trim,  Naas,  and  other  guarrifons,  as 
afflicts  us  beyond  all  expreflion.     We  find  that  if  the  forces  now  here  ztTDub- 
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lin  continue  here,  they  and  we  muft  unavoidably  perifli  within  a  few  dayes, 
if  provifion  of  vidualls  arrive  not  fpccdily  forth  of  England.  We  find  alfo 
that,  if  we  fend  part  of  them  abroad  to  get  their  viftualls  by  the  fword,  (in 
which  cafe  tliey  muft  march  in  a  confiderable  ftrcngth)  we  are  not  afllired  that 
there  is  competent  provifions  to  be  had  abroad  to  inable  fo  many  men  to  live  ;  or, 
if  there  be,  the  danger  is  very  great ;  for  we  cannot  fend  them  out  in  fuch  a 
ftrcngth  as  is  neccflary,  and  leave  a  fufHcient  ftrcngth  here  to  make  good  this 
cittie  and  caftle,  in  cafe  we  fhould  be  aft'aulted  here  in  their  abfence ;  nor  have 
we  fuch  ftore  of  powder  and  match  as  may  be  competent  for  both ;  nor  are  we 
able  to  fit  and  accommodate  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  for  fo  long  a  march  j 
nor  money  fully  to  anfwer  the  charges  of  carriages,  and  many  other  charges 
incident  to  fuch  an  expedition;  although  the  Committee  fent  from  thence  hi- 
ther did,  to  help  us  in  this  diftrefs,  ingage  themfelves  for  two  thoufand  pounds, 
which  falls  far  ihort  of  inabling  this  work  of  their  very  going  out  5  fo  far  out 
of  repair  are  all  carriages,  armes,  and  other  neccflaries. 

Thus  are  we  befet  with  difficulties  on  all  fides,  and  thofe  accompanied  with 
thefe  dangers,  that  if  it  fhould  fo  happen,  as  God  forbid,  that  the  forces  to  be 
now  fent  abroad  fhould  be  defeated,  or  that  this  cittie  or  caftle  in  their  abfence 
fhould  be  forced  from  us  5  or  if  thofe  forces  to  be  fent  abroad  fhall  be  con- 
ftrained,  through  want  either  of  provifions  or  munition,  or  otherwife,  to  re- 
turn hither  to  burden  this  place,  before  plentiful!  flore  of  provifions  arrive 
forth  oi  England  •■>  then  muft  the  Armie  disband,  and  fo  this  State  diflblve,  and 
the  whole  Kingdom  fuddenly  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Rebells,  whereof  there 
is  no  ftay  but  the  prefervation  of  this  poor  cittie,  whereby  wc  and  many  thou- 
fands  of  others  Britifl)  and  Proteftants  in  this  Kingdom,  who  are  ready  to  facri- 
fice  our  lives  for  prefervation  of  this  Crown  and  Kingdom,  for  the  King  and 
Kingdom  of  England^  muft  then  yield  up  our  lives  in  the  lofs  of  it. 

And  yet  amidft  all  thefe  difficulties  and  dangers,  which  wc  have  often  and 
larsely  debated  in  full  Councill,  and  can  only  affli£t  our  felves  with  perplexed 
thoughtfulnefs  for  them,  but  cannot  help  them,  feeing  our  cafe  is  fuch,  as  if 
none  of  our  men  move  hence,  we  muft  all  perifh ;  and  that  if  thofe  men  go 
abroad,  can  fo  live  for  a  time,  untill  we  be  fupplied  forth  of  England,  and 
that  it  pleafe  God  in  his  mercie  to  preferve  them  abroad,  and  us  here,  from 
difafters,  they  and  we  may  live  5  and  that  if  it  fhould  fall  out  otherwife,  we 
can  but  die.  We  have,  after  long  debate  thereof,  fixed  on  a  refolution,  that 
a  confiderable  part  of  the  armie  fhall  imediately  march  into  the  Country,  to 
try  what  may  poffibly  be  done ;  and  yet  they  cannot  go  in  that  ftrcngth,  or 
with  that  accomodation ,  nor  leave  us  here  that  ftrcngth  or  accomodatioa 
which  is  neceflary.  However  we  have  chofen  rather  to  adventure  this  on  thefe 
hazards,  than  to  fitt  ftill  and  perifh  doing  nothing. 

And  now  we  befeech,  and  that  finally,  (for  we  fee  wc  (hall  be  fuddenly  in 
unfpeakable  diftrefs,  and  fall  into  fuch  extremities,  as  will  alltogether  difable  us 
from  attending  an  anfwer  of  any  other  letters  which  we  may  hereafter  write) 
that  we  may  be  fpeedily  fupplied  from  thence  with  vidualls,  money,  muni- 
tion, clothes,  fhoes,  and  other  provifions  mentioned  in  our  former  letters; 
for,  if  they  yet  come  fpeedily,  we  are  not  without  hope  to  give  a  good  ac- 
count of  the  Kingdom. 

And  here  we  cannot  but  lament,  in  the  confidcration  of  the  fhame  and 
didionour  which  will  reflcd  upon  the  Englijh  Nation,  if  now,  after  fo  long 
and  often  forewarnings  given  by  us  to  that  honourable  Koufe,  this  Kingdom 
be  loft,  and  that  for  want  of  fupplies  from  thence ;  wherein  all  the  comfort 
left  us  is  this,  that  we  have  done  our  partes,  and  difchargcd  our  duties  to  God, 
to  his  Majeftie,  and  to  all  his  Kingdomes,  who  muft  bear  their  part  with  us 
in  fo  heavy  a  lo(s.

will  and  command  therefore  is,  and  we  hereby  authorise  and  require  you 
forthwith  upon  receipt  hereof,  to  apprehend  and  commit  to  fafe  curtodie  the 
perlbns  of  the  faid  Robert  Reynolds  and  Robert  Goodwin,  and  To  to  caufe 
them  to  be  kept  till  further  order  from  us.  Whereof  fail  not,  as  you  ten- 
der your  allegiance  to  us  and  our  high  difpleafurc.  And  for  your  fo  doing, 
this  l"hall  be  your  fufficient  warrant.  Given  under  our  fign  manuall  at  our 
Court  of  Oxford  the  ift  day  of  March  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  our  Reign

RIGHT  trufty  and  moft  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  we  greete 
you  well.  We  have  feen  your  letter  of  the  8th  of  February  laft  to  our 
Secretary,  and  underftand  thereby  much  of  the  ftate  of  our  Army  under  your 
command.  It  pittyeth  us  at  our  very  foule,  that  any  wants  fhould  attend  foe 
feled  a  body  of  Nobility,  Gentry,  and  other  eminent  and  well  deferving  per- 
fons.  But  we  are  confident  the  greater  part  (If  not  all  of  them)  have  and 
doe  underftand  where  the  great  obftrudtions  are,  which  they  and  all  the 
world  are  truely  informed  by  many  our  declarations  and  publick  writings  (foe 
free  we  are  from  concealments)  not  to  be  on  our  fide.  And  fuch  are  the 
great  ftreights  thefe  our  rebellious  fubjeds  have  put  us  unto,  as  will  witt- 
nefs  to  all  pofterity  our  innocence  in  the  fuiferings  of  that  our  Kingdome. 
Yett  fuch  is  our  Princely  care,  as  we  will  not  omitt  any  opportunity  wherein 
we  either  may  relieve  that  our  diftrefled  Kingdome,  or  encourage  and  rccom- 
pence  fuch  there  as  have  deferved  eminently  of  us.  To  which  end  we  defire 
you  in  our  name  to  give  our  Royall  thanks,  particularly  to  our  CouHn  the  Earle 
o(  K:ldare,  Sir  Fulk  Hunkes,  Kuh^ht,  ColoncU  Gibfo?i,  and  Sir  Richard  Green- 
ville for  their  refpeftive  great  fervices  and  fingular  conftant  affeftions  to  us  and 
our  Government.  Whereof  we  have  taken  foe  good  notice,  as  we  wili  you 
to  aflure  them  of  our  favour  and  regard  in  whatfoever  may  tend  to  their  ad- 
vantage ;  hoping  likewifc  in  the  great  mercy  of  God,  (who  hath  moft  wonder- 
fully profpered  our  proceedings)  that  we  fhall  yet  put  an  happy  and  fcafon- 
able  end  to  thefe  troubles  and  moft  unnaturall  rebellions  raifed  againft  us,  both 
in  that  and  this  our  Kingdome.

The  Remofiflrance  of  the  Catholkh   at  Ireland  ^ 
given  at  Trym  17  March  1642. 

To  the  KingV  mojl  excellent  Majejlie. 
Mofi  gratious  Soveraigney 

WEE  your  Majeftie's  moft  dutifull  and  Iqyall  fubjcds  the  Catholiques  of 
your  Highnes  Kingdome  of  Ireland,  being  neccflitated  to  take  armcs  for 
the  prefervation  of  our  RelHgion,  the  mainetenance  of  your  Majeftie's  Rights 
and  Prerogatives,  the  naturall  and  juft  defence  of  our  lives  and  eftates,  and  the 
Liberties  of  our  Country,  have  often  fince  the  beginning  of  thefe  troubles  at- 
tempted to  prefent  our  humble  complaynts  unto  your  Royall  view  5  but  we 
are  fruftrated  of  our  hopes  therein  by  the  power  and  vigilance  of  our  adverfa- 
ryes,  (the  now  Lords  Juftices  and  other  Minifters  of  State  in  this  Kingdome) 
who  by  the  afllftance  of  the  malignant  partie  m  England  now  in  armcs  againft 
your  Royall  Perfon,  with  Jefs  difficultie  to  attain  the  bad  ends  they  propofcd 
to  themfelves,  of  extirpateing  our  Religion  and  Nation,  have  hitherto  debarred 
us  of  any  accefs  to  your  Majeftie's  juftice,  which  occafioned  the  effufion  of  much 
innocent  blood,  and  other  mifchiefes  in  this  your  Kingdome,  that  otherwifc 
might  well  bee  prevented.  And  whereas  of  late  notice  was  fent  unto  us  of 
a  Commiffion  granted  by  your  Majeftie  to  the  right  honorable  the  Lord  Mar- 
ques of  Ormond,  and  others,  authorizing  them  to  heare  what  we  fhall  fay 
or  propound,  and  the  fame  to  tranfmitt  to  your  Majeftie  in  writeing,  which 
your  Majeftie's  gratious  and  Princely  favour,  wee  finde  to  be  accompanied  wirli 
thefe  words,  viz.  [albeit  tvee  doe  extreamly  deteft  the  odious  Rebellion  which 
the  Recufants  of  Ireland  have  without  ground  or  colour  ray  fed  againft  ns, 
our  Cirowne,  and  T>ignitie)  which  words  wee  doe  in  all  humilitic  conceive  to 
have  proceeded  from  the  mifreprefentations  of  our  advcrlaries ;  and  therefore 
doe  proteft,  we  have  been  therein  malicioufly  traduced  to  your  Majeftie,  havc- 
ing  never  entcrtayned  any  rebellious  thought  againft  your  Majeftie,  your  Crownc, 
or  Dignitie;  but  allwayes  have  beene,  arid  ever  will  continue  your  Majeftie's 
moft  faithfull  and  loyall  fubjeds.  And  doe  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Maje- 
ftie foe  to  owne  and  avowe  us  ;  and  as  fuch  we  prelcnt  unto  your  Majeftie 
thefe  enfueing  grievances  and  caufes  of  the  prefent  diftcmpers. 

Imprimis^  The  Catholiques  of  this  Kingdome,  whome  no  reward  could  in- 
vite, no  perfecution  inforcc  to  forfake  that  Religion  profefled  by  them  and 
their  anceftors  for  thirteenc  hundred  years,  or  thereabouts,  are  fuice  the  fccond 
yeare  of  the  reigne  of  Queene  Elizabeth^  made  incapable  of  places  of  honour 
or  truft,  in  Church  or  Commonwealth,  their  Nobles  become  contemptible, 
their  Gentry  debarred  from  learning  in  Univerfities,  or  publick  fchools  within 
this  Kingdom  ;  their  younger  brothers  put  by  all  manner  of  imployment  ia 
their  native  Country,  and  neccftltated  either  to  live  in  ignorance  and  contempt 
at  home,  or  (to  their  great  difcomforr,  and  impovcrilliment  of  the  land)  to 
feeke  education  and  fortune  abroad  ;  misfortunes  made  incident  to  the  faid 
Catholiques  o*i  Ireland  only,  (their  numbers,  qualitie  and  loyalltic  conlidcred) 
•of  all  the  Nations  of  Chriftcndome. 
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1.  Secondly,  That  by  this  incapacitic,  which  in  rcfpcft  of  their  Religion  was 
impofcd  uppon  the  laid  Catholiques;  men  of  meanc  condition  and  qualitie, 
for  the  moll  part,  were  in  this  Kingdomc  imploycd  in  places  of  greatel!:  lio- 
nour  and  trull,  who  being  to  begin  a  fortune,  built  it  of  the  mines  of  the 
Catholique  Natives,  att  all  tymes  lying  open  to  be  difcountcnanccd  and  wrought 
uppon,  and  who  (bccaule  they  would  feeme  to  be  careful!  of  the  Government,) 
did  from  tyme  to  tyme  fuggelt  falfe  and  malitious  matters  againft  them,  to  ren- 
der them  lufpedcd  and  odious  m  England  -,  from  which  ungrounded  infoimati- 
ons,  and  their  many  other  ill  offices,  thefe  mifchiefes  have  befalen  the  Cathuliqucs 
of  Ireland.  Firft,  the  oppofitions  given  to  all  the  graces  and  tavours  that  your 
Majertic  or  your  late  Royall  Father  promilcd,  or  intended  to  the  Natives  of 
this  Kingdom.  Secondly,  the  procuring  of  falfe  inquificions  upon  faigned  ti- 
tles of  their  eftatcs,  againit  many  hundred  years  pollcllion,  and  no  travers  or 
petition  of  right  admitted  thereunto,  and  jurors  denying  to  find  fuch  Offices 
were  cenfured  even  to  publique  infamie  and  ruine  of  their  eftatcs;  the  findeing 
thereof  being  againfl:  their  confciences  and  their  evidences,  and  nothing  mult 
ftand  againft  fuch  Offices  taken  of  great  and  conllderable  parts  of  the  King- 
dome,  but  Letters  Pattents  under  the  Great  Scale,  and  if  Letters  Pattents  were 
produced,  (as  in  moft  cafes  they  were)  none  mull:  be  allowed  valid,  nor  yet 
fought  to  be  legally  avoyded  :  foe  that  of  late  tymes,  by  the  underhand  worke- 
ing  of  Sir  JVilliam  'Parfons  Knight^  now  one  of  the  Lords  Jufticcs  hccrc,  and 
the  arbitrary  illegal  1  power  of  the  two  impeached  Judges  in  Parliament,  and 
others  drawen  by  their  advife  and  couiicell,  one  hundered  and  fifty  Letters 
Pattents  were  avoyded  in  one  morneing;  which  courfe  continued  untill  all 
the  Patents  of  the  Kingdom  to  a  few  were  by  them  and  their  allociatcs  de- 
clared void;  fuch  was  the  care  thofe  Miniftcrs  had  of  your  Majcllie's  Grcate 
Scale,  being  the  publique  faith  of  the  Kingdom  :  this  way  of  fcrvice,  in  Ihcw 
only  pretended  for  your  Majeftie,  proved  to  your  dilTervice,  and  the  immode- 
rate and  too  tymely  advancement  of  the  faid  Miniftcrs  of  State,  and  their  Ad- 
herents, and  too  neere  the  utter  ruine  of  the  faid  Catholiques. 

3.  That,  whereas  your  Majeftie's  late  Royall  Father,  Y^n^  James,  having  a 
Princely  and  Fatherly  care  of  this  Kingdom ,  was  gratioufly  plcafcd,  to  graunt 
feverall  large  and  beneficiall  Commiffions,  under  the  Great  Scale  of  England, 
and  feverall  inftrudlions  and  letters  under  his  Privie  Signett,  for  the  paffing 
and  fecuring  of  the  eftates  of  his  fubjedls  here  by  letters  pattents  under  the 
Create  Scale,  and  letters  pattents  accordingly  were  thereof  palled,  fynes  payed, 
old  rents  increafed,  and  new  rents  referved  to  the  Crowne.  And  the  faid  late 
King  was  further  gratioufly  plcafed,  att  feverall  tymes,  to  fend  divers  honorable 
pcrfons  of  integritic,  knowledge  and  experience,  to  examine  the  grievances 
of  this  Kingdome,  and  to  fettle  and  eftablifh  a  courfe  for  rcdrefs  thereof. 
And  whereas  your  Majeftie  was  gratioufly  pleafed,  in  the  fourth  yeare  of  your 
raigne,  to  vouchfafe  a  favourable  heareing  to  the  grievances  prefented  unto 
you,  by  agents  from  this  Kingdome  ;  and  thereupon  did  graunt  many  graces 
and  favours  unto  your  fubjcfts  thereof,  for  fecuritie  of  their  eftates  and  rcdrefs 
for  remove  of  thofe  heavie  prcflures,  under  which  they  have  long  groaned ; 
which  ads  of  juftice  and  grace  extended  to  this  people  by  your  Majeftie ,  and 
your  faid  Royall  Father,  did  afford  them  great  content,  yett  fuch  was,  and  is 
yett,  the  immortall  hatred  of  fome  of  the  faid  Miniftcrs  of  State ,  and  efpeci- 
aily  of  the  faid  Sir  William  Tarfons,  the  faid  impeached  Judges  and  their  ad- 
herents, to  any  welfare  and  happinefs  of  this  Nation,  and  their  ambition 
to  make  thcmfelvcs  ftill  greater  and  richer,  by  the  totall  ruine  and  extirpa- 
tion of  this  people  ;  that  under  pretence  of  your  Majeftie's  fervice,  the  publique 
faith  involved  in  thofe  grants  was  violated,  and  the  grace  and  goodnefs  intend- 
ed,  by  two  glorious  Kings  fuccefllvcly,  to  a  faithfull  people,  made  unprofit- 
able. 

Nn  4.  The 
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4.  The  illcgall,  arbitary,  and  unlawfiill  proceedings  of  the  faid  Sir  WilUam 
Tarfons,  and  one  of  the  faid  impeached  judges,  and  their  adherents  and  in- 
ftrumcnts,  in  the  Court  of  Wards,  and  the  many  willfully  erroneous  decrees 
and  judgments  of  that  Court,  by  whicli  the  heires  of  Catholique  Noblemen  and 
other  Catholiques  were  mofi:  cruelly  and  tyrannically  dealt  withall,  deftroyed 
in  their  eftates  and  bred  in  dilVolution  and  ignorance,  their  parents  debts  un- 
fatisiied,  their  fifters  and  younger  brothers  left  wholly  unprovided  for,  the  aun- 
cient  and  appeareing  tenures  of  melhe  Lords  unregarded,  eftatcs  valid  in  law, 
and  made  for  valuible  confideration  avoyded  againft  law,  and  the  whole  land 
filled  upp  with  the  frequent  fwarmes  of  Elcheators,  Feodaryes,  Purfuivants,  and 
others  by  authQtitie  of  that  Court. 

5.  The  faid^  Catholiques,  notwithflanding  the  heavy  preflures  bcforcmenti- 
oned,  and  other  grievances,  in  part  reprefented  to  your  Majeftie  by  the  late 
Committees  of  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  of  this  Kingdom,  (whcreunto  they 
humbly  defire  that  relation  be  had,  and  redrefs  obtained  therein,')  did  readyly 
and  v/irhout  reluftation,  or  repineing,  contribute  to  all  the  fubfidics,  loaues 
and  other  extraordinary  graunts  made  to  your  Majeftie  in  this  Kingdome,  fuice 
the  beginning  of  your  raigne,  amounting  unto  well  neere  one  million  of  pounues, 
over  and  above  your  Majeftie's  revenue,  both  certainc  and  cafuallj  and  al- 
though the  faid  Catholiques  were  in  Parliament,  and  othcrwife,  the  moft  for- 
ward in  graunting  the  faid  llimmes,  and  did  beare  nyne  parts  of  ten  in  the  pay- 
ments thereof,  yett  fuch  was  the  power  of  their  adverfarys,  and  the  advan- 
tage they  gained  by  the  opportunitie  of  their  continuall  addrcfs  to  your  Ma- 
jeftie, to  increafe  their  reputation  in  getting  in  of  thofe  moneys,  and  their  aa- 
tlioritic  in  the  diftribution  thereof  to  your  Majeftie's  greate  diflervice  ;  that  they 
afiumed  to  themfelves  to  be  the  procurers  thereof,  and  reprefented  the  faid  Ca- 
tholiques as  obftinatc  and  refractory. 

6.  The  Army  rayfed  for  your  Majeftie's  fcrvice  here  at  the  greate  charge  of 
the  Kingdom  was  disbanded  by  the  prelling  importunitie  of  the  malignant  par- 
tie  in  EnHand.,  not  giving  way  that  your  Majeftie  Ihould  take  advifc  therein 
with  the  Parliament  here ;  alledging  the  faid  Army  was  Popifh,  and  therefore 
not  to  be  trufted  ;  and  although  the  world  could  wittnefs  the  unwarrantable 
and  unexampled  invafion  made  by  the  malignant  partie  of  the  Parliament  in 
England,  uppon  your  Majeftie's  Honour,  Rights,  Prerogatives,  and  principall 
Flov/crs  of  your  Crowne  ;  and  that  the  faid  Sir  IVilUam  Tarfons,  Sir  Adam  Lof- 
tus  Knight,  your  Majeftie's  Vice-Treafurer  of  this  Kingdome,  and  others  their 
Adherents,  did  declare  that  an  Army  of  ten  thoufand  Scotts  was  to  arrive  in 
this  Kingdome,  to  force  the  faid  Catholiques  to  change  their  Religion,  and  that 
Ireland  could  never  doe  well  without  a  Rebellion,  to  the  end  the  remaine  of 
the  natives  thereof  might  be  extirpated  >  and  wagers  were  laid  at  generall  al- 
lizcs  and  publique  meetings,  by  Ibme  of  them  then,  and  now  imployed  in 
places  of  greate  profitt  and  truft  in  this  Kingdome,  that  within  one  yeare  no 
Catholique  fliould  be  left  in  Ireland,  and  that  they  law  the  ancient  and  un- 
queftionable  privileges  of  the  Parliament  of  Ireland  unjuftly  and  againft  law 
cnchroached  uppon,  by  the  orders,  afts  and  proceedings  of  both  howles  of  Par- 
liament in  England,  in  fending  for  and  queftioning,  to,  and  in  that  Parliament, 
the  members  of  the  Parliament  of  this  Kingdome,  fitting  the  Parliament  here  j 
and  that  by  fpeechcs  and  orders  printed  by  authoritic  of  both  hdwfes  in  En- 
gland, it  was  declared  that  Ireland  was  bound  by  the  Statutes  made  in  Eng- 
land, if  named,  which  is  contrary  to  knowen  truth  and  the  lawes  here  fettled 
for  fowre  hundred  yeares,  and  upwards ;  and  that  the  faid  Catholiques  were 
thoroughly  enformed  of  the  Protcftation  made  by  both  Howfes  of  Parliament 
of  England  againft  Catholiques,  and  of  their  intentions  to  introduce  lawes  lor 
the  extirpation  of  Catholique  Religion  in  the  three  Kingdomes,  and  tliat  they 
had  certain  notice  of  the  bloody  execution  of  Pricfts  there,   onlv  for  being 
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Pricfts,  and  that  yourMajcftie's  mercy  and  power  could  not  prevaile  with  them 
to  lave  the  lyfe  of  one  condemned  Prieft.  And  that  the  CathoHques  of  Eng- 
land being  of  their  owne  flcih  and  blood,  muft  llitFer  or  dcparte  the  land,  and 
confcqucntly  others  not  of  fo  ncere  a  relation  to  them,  if  bound  by  their  Sta- 
tutes, and  within  their  power.  Thefe  motives,  although  very  ftrong  and  pow- 
erful! to  produce  apprehenfions  and  fearcs  in  the  faid  Catholiques,  did  not  pre- 
vaile with  them  to  take  dcfenfivc  amies,  much  lefs  offenfive,  they  Hill  expect- 
ing that  your  Alajellie  in  your  high  wifdome  might  be  able  in  a  fhort  tyme^ 
to  apply  fcafonablc  cures  and  apt  remedies  unto  thofe  evills  and  innovations. 
7,  That  the  Committees  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  thisKingdome,  have- 
ing  attended  your  Majeftic  for  the  fpace  of  nyne  months,  your  Majeftie  was 
gratioully  plealed,  notwithflanding  your  then  wcightic  and  urgent  affayers  in 
England  and  Scottland,  to  receive,  and  very  often  with  great  patience  to  hear 
their  grievances,  and  many  debates  thereof  at  large,  dureing  which  debates,  the 
faid  Lords  J  urticcs,  and  fome  of  your  Privy  Councill  of  thisKingdome,  and  their 
Adherents,  by  their  malitious  and  untrue  informations  conveyed  to  fome  Mi- 
nifters  of  State  in  England,  (who  flnce  are  declared  of  the  malignant  partic,) 
and  by  the  continuall  folicitation  of  others  of  the  faid  Privy  Councill  gone 
to  England  of  purpofe  to  crofs  and  give  impediment  unto  the  juftice  and  grace 
your  xVlajeltic  was  inclined  to  afford  to  your  llibjedls  of  this  Realme,  did,  as 
much  as  in  them  lay,  hinder  the  obtayning  of  any  redrefs  for  the  faid  grievances, 
and  not  prevailing  therein  with  your  Majeftie  as  they  expeded,  have  bv  their 
letters,  and  inftrumenrs,  laboured  with  many  leading  Members  of  the  Parlia- 
ment there  to  give  ftopp  and  interruption  thereunto,  and  likewife  tranfmitted 
unto  your  Majeftie  and  fome  of  the  State  of  England,  fundery  mifconftruftions 
and  mifrcprefentations  of  the  proceedings  and  actions  of  your  Parliament  of 
this  Kingdome,  and  thereby  endeavoured  to  poflefs  your  Majeftie  of  an  evill 
opinion  thereof  j  and  that  the  faid  Parliament  had  no  power  of  Judicature  in 
capitall  caufcs,  (which  is  an  eftentiall  part  of  Parliament)  thereby  aymeing  at 
the  impunitie  of  Ibme  of  them,  and  others  who  were  then  impeached  of  high 
trcafon,  and  at  the  dcftrudlion  of  this  Parliament ;  but  the  faid  Lords  Jufticcs 
and  Privic  Councell  oblerveing  that  no  art  or  praCtife  of  theirs  could  be  pow- 
erfuU  to  withdraw  your  Majeftie's  grace  and  good  intentions  from  this  people, 
and  that  the  redrefs  graunted  of  fome  particular  grievances  was  to  be  palled 
as  Ads  in  Parliament  ;  the  faid  Lords  Juftices  and  their  Adherents  with  the 
height  of  malice,  envieing  the  good  union  long  before  fettled,  and  continued 
between  the  Members  of  the  Howfe  of  Commons,  and  their  good  correfpon- 
dence  with  the  Lords,  left  nothing  unattempted,  which  might  rayfc  difcord 
and  difunion  in  the  faid  Houfc,  and  by  fome  of  themfelves  and  fome  inftru- 
ments  of  theirs  in  the  faid  Commons  Houfe,  private  meeteings  of  greate  num- 
bers of  the  faid  Houfe  were  appointed,  of  purpofe  to  rayfe  diftindion  of  Nation 
and  Religion,  by  mcancs  whereof  a  fadion  was  made  there,  which  tended  much 
to  the  difquiet  of  the  Houlb,  and  difturbance  to  your  Majeftie's  and  the  pub- 
lique  fervice ;  and  after  certain  knowledge  that  the  faid  Committees  were  by 
the  water  fide  in  England  with  fundry  important  and  beneficiall  bills,  and  other 
graces  to  be  palled,  as  Ads  in  that  Parliament,  of  purpofe  to  prevent  the  fame, 
the  laid  fadion,  by  the  pradife  of  the  faid  Lordsjuftices,  and  fome  of  the  faid 
Privy  Councill  and  their  Adherents,  in  tumultuous  and  diforderly  manner  on 
the  feventh  day  oi  Augufi  1641,  and  on  feverall  dayes  before,  cryed  for  an  ad- 
journcment  of  the  Houfc,  and  beinge  overvotcd  by  the  voices  of  the  more 
moderate  parte,  the  faid  Lords  Juftices  and  their  Adherents  told  feverall  honour- 
able Peers,  that  if  they  did  not  adjourne  the  Lords  Houfe  on  that  day,  being 
Saturday,  that  they  would  themfelves  prorogue  or  adjourne  the  Parliament  on 
the  next  Munday  following,  by  meanes  whereof,  and  of  great  numbers  of 
proxies  of  Noblemen,  not  eftated,   nor  at  any  tyme  refident  in  this  Kingdome, 
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(which  is  dcftiudive  to  the  Hbcrtye  and  freedom  of  ParUaments  here,)  the 
Lords  Houfe  was  on  the  (aid  levcnth  day  of  Aaguft  adjourned,  and  the  Houle 
of  Commons  byoccafion  thereof,  and  of  the  fadion  aforefaid,  adjourned  Ibone 
after,  by  which  meanes  thofe  bills  and  graces,  according  to  your  Majettic's  in- 
tention, and  the  greate  expcdation  and  longing  defires  of  your  people,  could 
not  then  pals  as  Afts  of  Parliament. 

Within  few  daycs  after  this  fatall  and  enforced  adjournement,  the  faid  Com- 
mittees arrived  zt'Dublin,  with  their  difpatch  from  your  Majcllie,  and  prefentcd 
the  fame  to  the  faid  Lords  Jullices  and  Councill,  cxprelling  a  right  fence  of 
the  faid  adjournment,  and  bcfought  their  Lordlhips,  for  the  fatisfadion  of  the 
people,  to  require  Ihort  heads  of  that  part  of  the  difpatch  wherein  your  Ma- 
jcftie  did  appeare  in  the  belt  manner  unto  your  people,  might  be  fuddaincly 
conveyed  unto  all  the  partes  of  the  Kingdom,  attelted  by  the  faid  Lords  Jufticcs, 
to  prevent  defpaire,  or  mifunderftanding.  This  was  promifed  to  be  done,  and 
an  inrtrument  drawen,  and  prefented  unto  them  for  this  purpofe,  and  yett,  (as 
it  feemcs  defireing  rather  to  add  fuell  to  the  fire  of  the  fubjeds  difcontcnts, 
than  quench  the  fame,)  they  did  forbcare  to  give  any  notice  thereof  to  the 
people. 

8.  After  this  certaine  dangerous  and  pcrnitious  petitions,  contrived  bythead- 
vife  and  councell  of  the  faid  Sh  li^iUiatn'Parfons,  S\t  Adam  Lof tits.  Sit  John 
Clot-jvorthy,  Knights,  Arthure  Hill  Efq;  and  umdry  others  of  the  malignant  par- 
tic,  and  figncd  by  many  thoufands  of  the  malignant  partie  in  the  Citty  of  'Dub- 
lin, in  the  Province  of  Uljier,  and  in  fundry  other  partes  in  this  Kingdomc, 
direded  to  the  Commons  Houfe  in  England,  were  att  publiquc  alTizes  and  other 
publiquc  places  made  known  and  read,  to  many  perlbns  of  Quallitic  in  this 
Kingdomc,  which  petitions  contayned  matters  dclhudive  to  the  faid  Catho- 
liques,  their  religion,  lives,  and  eftates,  and  were  the  more  to  be  feared  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  adive  power  of  the  faid  Sir  John  Clotworthy  in  the  Commons 
Howie  in  England  iw  oppofition  to  your  Majeftie,  and  his  barbarous  and  inhu- 
mane c.xpredions  in  that  Howfc  againft  Catholique  Religion,  and  the  Profeffors 
thereof}  foone  affter,  an  order  conceaved  in  the  Commons  Houfe  oi  England, 
that  no  man  Ihould  bowc  unto  the  nameof  y^^j,  (att  the  facred  found  where- 
of all  knees  Ihould  bend)  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  faid  Catholiques,  and 
that  the  (aid  malignant  partie  did  contrive  and  plott  to  cxtinguiih  their  Reli- 
gion and  Nation.  Hence  it  did  arife  that  fome  of  the  faid  Catholiques  begun  to 
confidcr  the  deploreable  and  defperate  condition  they  were  in  by  a  Statute  Law 
here  found  among  the  Reccoi'ds  of  this  Kingdomc  of  the  fecond  yeare  of  the  raigne 
of  the  late  Qiiecn  Elizabeth  >  but  never  executed  in  her  tyme,  nor  difcovercd 
till  mod  of  the  Members  of  that  Parliament  were  dead,  no  Catholique  of  this 
Kingdomc  could  enjoy  his  life,  elfate,  or  lyberty  if  the  faid  Statute  were  exe- 
cuted ;  whereunto  no  impediment  remayned  but  your  Majeftie's  Prerogative 
and  Power,  which  were  endeavoured  to  be  clipped  or  taken  away,  as  is  before 
rehearied  ;  then  the  plott  of  deftrudion  by  an  Army  out  oi  Scott  land,  and  an- 
other of  the  malignant  partie  in  England  muft  be  executed;  the  feares  of  thole 
twofold  deitrudions  and  their  ardent  dclu-e  to  mainetaine  that  juft  Prerogative, 
which  might  encounter  and  remove  it,  did  neccilltate  fome  Catholiques  in  the 
North,  about  the  22d  of  October  1641  to  take  Armes  in  maintenance  of  their 
Religion,  your  Majedie's  Rights,  and  the  prefcrvation  of  life,  eilate,  and  libertie, 
and  immediately  thereuppon  tooke  a  (blemn  oath,  and  fent  feveral  declarations 
to  the  Lords  ]u(Hces  and  Councill  to  that  effed  ;  and  humbly  defired  they 
might  be  heard  in  Parliament,  unto  the  determination  whereof,  they  were  rea- 
dy to  (ubmitt  themfelves,  and  their  demands:  which  declarations  being  received, 
were  (lighted  by  the  faid  Lords  Jufticcs,  who  by  the  fwaying  part  of  the  laid 
Councill,  and  by  tiic  advife  of  the  (aid  two  impeached  Judges,  glad  of  any  oc- 
cafion  to  put  otf  the  Parliament,  which  by  the  former  adjournment  was  to  mecrc 
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foonc  after,  caufcd  a  Proclamation  to  be  publilhcd  on  the  23d  of  the  faid 
month  oi  October  1641,  therein  accufeing  all  the  Catholiques  oi  Ireland  of 
dilloyaltie,  and  thereby  declareing  that  the  Parliament  was  prorogued  untill  the 
26th  of  February  following. 

9.  Within  few  dayes  after   the   faid  23d  day  oi  October  1641,  many  Lords 
and  other  perfons  of  ranke  and  qualitie  made  their  humble  addrefs  to  the  faid 
Lords  juftiees  and  Councill,    and  made   it  evidently  apcare   unto  them,    thau 
the  faid  prorogation  was  againft  law,    and  humbly  befought  the  Parliament 
might  fit  according  to  the  former  adjournenient,  which  was  then  the  only  expe- 
dient, to  compofe  or  remove  the  then  growing  difcontents  and  troubles  of 
the  land;  and  the  faid  Lords  Juftices  and  their  partic  of  the  Councill   then 
well  knowing  that  the  Members  of  both  Houfes  throughout  the  Kingdome,  (a 
few  in  and  about  'Dublin  only  excepted,)   would  ftay  from  the  meeteing   of 
both  Houfes  by  reafon  of  the  faid  prorogation,  by  Proclamation  two  dayes  be- 
fore the  time,    gave  way  the  Parliament  might  fitt,  but  fo  limitted,    that  no 
Ad  of  Grace,  or  any  thing  elfe  for  the  people's  quiet  or  fatisfadion,  might  be 
propounded  or  palled.     And  thereuppon  a  few  of  Lords  and  Commons  ap- 
peared in   the  Parliament  Houfe,   who  in  their  enterance  at  the  Caftle-bridge 
and  gate,  and  within  the  yard  to  the  Parliament  Houfe  doore,  and  recefs  from 
thence,  were  invironed  with  a  greate  number  of  armed  men  with  their  match 
lighted,    and  muskets  prefented  even  to  the  breads  of  the  Members  of  both 
Houfes,  none  being  admitted  to  bring  one  fervant  to  attend  him,  or  any  wea- 
pon about  him  within  the  Caftle-bridge;  yet  how  thin  Ibever  the  How fes  were, 
or  how  much  overawed,  they  both  did  fupplicate  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Coun- 
cill, that  they  might  continue  for  a  tyme  together,  and  expect  the  coming  of 
the  reft  of  both  Houfes,   to  the  end  they  might  quiet  the  troubles  in  full  Par- 
liament, and  that  fomeAds  of  fecuritie  graunted  by  yourMajeftie,  and  tranf- 
mitted  under  the  Greate  Scale  of  England,  might  pafs  to  fettle  the  minds  of 
your  Majeftie's  fubjeds.    To  thefe  requefts,  foe  much  conduccing  to  your  Maje- 
ftie's  fervice,  and  fettlement  of  your  people,  a  flatt  denyall  was  given,  and  the 
faid  Lord  Juftices  and  their  partie  of  the  Councill,  by  their  workeing  with  their 
partie  in  "both  Howfes  of  Parliament,  being  then  very  thyn  as  afforefaid,  pro- 
pounded an  order  fhould  be  conceaved  in  Parliament,  that  the  faid  difcontent- 
cd  Gentlemen  tooke  amies  in  rebellious  manner,    which  was  relented  much 
by  the  bcft  afFeded  of  both  Howfes ;  but  being  awed  as  afforefaid,  and  credi- 
blie  informed  if  fome  particular  perfons   amongft  them  flood  in  oppofition 
thereunto,  that  the  faidMusketeeres  were  direded  to  (hoote  them  att  their  goe- 
ing  out  of  the  Parliament  Houfe,   thorough  which  terror,  way  was  given  to 
that  order. 

10.  Notwithftanding  all  the  beforementioned  provocations,  prcflures  and 
indignities,  the  farr  greater  and  more  confiderablc  parte  of  the  Catholiques, 
and  all  the  cittyes  and  corporations  of  Ireland,  and  whole  Provinces,  flood 
quiet  in  their  howfes;  whereupon  the  Lords  Juflices  and  their  adherents, 
well  knowing  that  many  powerful!  Members  of  the  Parliament  of  England 
flood  in  oppofition  to  your  Majeftie,  made  their  application,  and  addrefled 
their  difpatches  full  fraught  with  calumnies  and  falfe  fuggeftions  againft  the 
Catholiques  of  this  Kingdome,  and  propounded  unto  them,  to  fend  feverall 
great  forces  to  conquer  this  Kingdome ;  thofe  of  the  malignant  partie  here  were 
by  them  armed ;  the  Catholiques  were  not  only  denyed  amies,  but  were  dif- 
armed,  even  in  the  citty  of  Dublin,  which  in  all  fucceiTions  of  ages  paft  con- 
tinued as  loyall  to  the  Crowne  of  England  as  any  citty  or  place  whatfoever : 
all  other  auncient  and  loyall  cittyes  and  corporatt  townes  of  the  Kingdome, 
(by  meanes  whereof  principally  the  Kingdome  was  prcferved  in  former  tymes) 
were  denyed  armes  for  their  money  to  defend  themfelves,  and  exprefs  order 
^iven  by  the  faid  Lords  juftices  to  difarnie  all  Catholiques  in  fome  of  the  faid 
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cittyes  and  townes,    others  disfurnifhcd  were    inhibited  to  provide  armcs  for 
their  defence  ;  and  the  faid  Lords  Juftices  and  Councell  having  received  an  or- 
der of  both  Houfes  of  Parhament  in  England  to  publilh  a  Proclamation  of 
pardon  unto  all  thofc  who  were  then  in  Rebellion  (as  they  tearmed  it)  in  this 
Kingdome,    if  they  did  fubmitt  by  a  day  to  be  limited,  the  faid  Sir  IVilliam 
'parfons,  contrary  to  this  order,  foe  wrought   with   his   partie  of  the   Coun- 
cill,  that  a  Proclamation  was  publilhed  of  pardon  only  in  two  Countyes,  and 
a  very  fliort  day  prefixed,  and  therein  all  Freeholders  were  excepted  ;  through 
which  every  man  faw  that  the  cftates  of  the  Catholiques  were  firft  aymcd  atr, 
and  their  lives  next.   The  faid  Lords  Juftices  and  their  partie  haveing  advanced 
their  defigne  thus  far,  and  not  finding  the  fuccefs  anfwerable  to  their   defires, 
commanded  Sir  Charles  Coote,  Knight  and  Barronet  deccaicd,  to  march  to  the 
County  of  IVickloe,  where  he  burnt,  killed,  and  deftroycd  all  in  his  way  in 
a  moft  cruell  manner,  man,  woman  and  childe,  perfons  that  had  not  appearing 
wills  to  doe  hurt,  nor  power  to  execute  it.     Soone  after  fome  foote  compa- 
nies did  march  in  the  night  by  direftion  of  the  faid  Lords  juftices,  and  their 
faid  partie   to  the  towne  of  Sauntry  in  Fingall,  three   miles  off"  'Dublin^  a 
Country  that  neither  then,  nor  for  the  fpace  of  four  or  five  hundred  yeares 
before,  did  feele  what  troubles  were,  or  war  meant ;  but  it  was  too  fweet  and 
too  near,  and  therefore  fitt  to   be  forced  to  armes.     In  that  towne  innocent 
husbandmen,  fome  of  them  being  Catholiques,  and   fome  Protcftants   taken 
for  Catholiques,  were  murdered  in  their  inn,  and  their  heads  carryed  tryum- 
phant  into  'Dublin.     Next  morning  complaint  being  made  of  this,  no  redrefs 
was  obtayned  therein  ;    whereupon  fome  Gentlemen  of  Qualitie,  and  others 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Country,  feeing  what  was  then  aded,  and  what  pafled 
in  the  faid  laft  march  towards  the   County  of  Wickloe-,  and  juftly  fearing  to 
be  all  murthered,  forfooke  their  howfes,  and  were  conftrayned  to  ftand  toge- 
ther in  their  owne  defence,  though  ill   provided  of  armes   or  ammunition. 
Heereupon  a  Proclamation  was  agreed  upon  at  the  Board  on  the  1 3  th  of  TDe- 
cember  1641,    and  not  publilhed  or  printed  till  the  15  th  of  ^December-,  by 
which  the  faid  Gentlemen,  and  George  Kinge  by  name,  were  required  to  come 
in  by    or  upon  the  i8th  of  the  faid  month,  and  a  fafetie  was  therein   pro- 
mifed  them.     On  the   fame  day  another  Proclamation  was  publifhcd,   funi- 
moning  the  Lords  dwelling  in  the  Englip  pale  neere  'Dublin  to  a  grand  Coun- 
cill  on  the  17th  of  the  faid  month;  but  the  Lords  Juftices  and  their  partie  of 
the  Councill,  to  take  away  all  hope  of  accommodation,   gave  direction  to  the 
faid  S'n  Charles  Coote,  the  faid  15  th  day  of  the  faid  month  of  December,  to 
march  to  Clontarffe,  being  the   houfe  and  towne   of  the  faid  George  King, 
and  two  miles  from  Dublin,  to  pillage,  burne,  kill,  and  deftroy  all  that  there 
was  to  be  found ;  which  direftion  was  readily  and  particularly  obfcrvcd,  (in  a 
manyfeft  breach  of  publick  faith)  by  meancs  whereof  the  meeteing  of  the  faid 
Grand    Councill  was  diverted  :  The  Lords  not  dareing  to  come  within  the 
power  of  fuch  notorious  faith  breakers :    the  confideration  whereof,  and  of 
other  the  matters  aforefaid,  made  the  Nobilitie  and  Gentry  of  the  Englijh  pale, 
and  other  parts  of  the  Province  of  Leinfter,  fcnfible  of  the  prefenc  danger, 
and  put  themfelves  in  the  beft  pofture  they  could  for  their  naturall  defence, 
and  imployed  LieiitenantCollonell  Read  to  prefent  their  humble  Remonftrance 
to  your  facred  Majeftie,  and  to  declare  unto  you  the  ftate  of  their  affaycrs,  and 
humbly  to  befeech  relief  and  redrefs  j    the  faid  Lieutenant  Collonell,  though 
your  Majcftie's  fervant,   and  imployed  in   publique   truft,  (in  which  cafe  the 
law  of  Nations  affords  fafety  and  proteftion)  was  without  regard  to  either,  not 
only  flopped  from  proceeding  in  his  imployment,  but  alfo  tortured  on  the 
rack  at  Dublin. 

II.  The  Lord  Prefident  of  Munfter,  by  diredion  of  the  faid  Lords  Juftices, 

(that  Province  being  quiet)  with  his  accomplices,  burnt,  preyed,    and  put  to 
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death  men,  women  and  children,  without  making  any  difference  of  qualiric, 
condition,  age,  or  fex  in  reverall  parrs  of  that  Province,  the  Catholic]ue  No- 
bles and  Gentlemen  there  mirtrufted  and  threatened,  and  others  of  inferior 
quality  trufted  and  furnilhed  with  armcs  and  ammunition.  The  Province  of 
Connaght  was  uled  in  the  like  mcafure  ;  whereupon  mod  of  the  confiderable 
Catholiqucs  in  both  the  laid  Provinces  were  inforced  (without  armcs  or  amuni- 
tion)  to  look  after  fafety,  and  to  that  end  did  ftand  on  their  defence,  ftill  ex- 
pcfting  your  Majeftie's  plcafure,  and  allways  ready  to  obey  your  Commands. 
Now  the  plott  of  the  faid  Mrniftcrs  of  State  and  their  adherents  being  even 
ripe,  applications  were  inceflantly  by  them  made  to  the  malignant  partie  in 
England,  to  deprive  this  people  of  all  hopes  of  your  Majeftie's  juftice  or  mer- 
cic,  and  to  plant  a  perpetuall  enmity  between  the  Engl/Jh  and  Scott ifh  Nations, 
and  your  fubicfts  of  this  Kingdom e. 

12.  That  whereas  this  your  Majeftie's  Kingdome  of  Ireland  in  all  fucceflions 
of  ages,  fince  the  raigne  of  King  Henry  the  fecond,  fometimes  King  of  Eng- 
land and  Lord  of  Ireland,  had  Parliaments  of  their  owne,  compofcd  of  Lords 
and  Commons  in  the  fame  manner  and  forme  qualified  with  equall  liberties, 
powers,  priviledges  and  immunities  with  the  Parliament  oi England,  and  onely 
depend  of  the  King  and  Crowne  o^  England  and  Ireland:  And  for  all  that 
tyme  no  prevalent  record  or  authentique  prefident  can  be  found,  that  any  fta- 
tute  made  in  England  could  or  did  bind  this  Kingdome  before  the  fame  were 
here  eftablilhni  by  Parliament ;  yet  upon  untrue  fuggeftions  and  informations 
given  of  your  fubjeds  oi  Ireland,  an  Aft  of  Parliament,  intituled,  y/«  A^  for 
the  fpeedie  and  effe  final  reduceing  the  Rebells  in  his  Majeftie's  Kingdome  of 
Ireland  to  their  due  obedience  to  his  Majeftie  and  the  Crowne  of  England ;  and 
another  Aft,  intituled,  An  A6i  for  adding  unto  and  explayneiug  the  faid  for- 
mer AB,  was  procured  to  be  enafted  in  the  faid  Parliament  of  England  in  the 
eighteenth  yeare  of  your  Majeftie's  raigne,  by  which  Afts  and  other  Proclama- 
tions your  Majeftie's  fubjefts  unfummoned,  unheard,  were  declared  Rebells, 
and  two  millions  and  a  halfe  of  acres  arrable,  meadow,  and  profitable  pafturc 
within  this  Kingdome  fold  to  undertakers  for  certaine  fummes  of  monie ;  and 
the  edifices,  loghs,  woodes,  and  bogges,  waftes  and  other  their   appurtenan- 
ces, were  thereby  mentioned  to  be  granted  and  paft  gratis.     Which  Acls  tJie 
faid  Catholiques  doe  conceave  to  have  beene  forced  uppon  your  Majeftie ;  and 
allthough  void  and  unjuft  in  themfelves  to  all  purpofes,   yett  containe  matters 
of  evill  confequence,  and  extreame  prejudice  to  your  Majeftie,  and  totally  de- 
ftruftive  to  this  Nation.     The  fcope  feemeing  to  aime  at  Rebells  only,  and 
at  the  difpofition  of  a  certaine  quantitie  of  land  ;  but  in  eff"cft  and  fubftance 
all  the  landes  in  the  Kingdome,  by  the  words  of  the  faid  Ads,  may  be  diftribu- 
ted,  in  whofe  poffeflion   foever  they  were,  without  refpedl  to  age,  condition, 
or  qualitie;  and  all  your  Majeftie's  tenures,  and  the  greatcft  part  of  your  Ma- 
jeftie's ftanding  Revenue  in  this  Kingdome  taken  away  ;  and  by  the  faid  Ads, 
if  they  were  of  force,  all  power  of  pardoning  and  of  granting  thofe  lands  is 
taken   from  your  Majeftie  5    a  prefident  that  no    age   can    inftance  the   like. 
Againft  this  Ad  the  laid  Catholiques  do  proteft,  as  an  Ad  againft  the  fundamen- 
tal! Lawesof  this  Kingdome,  and  as  an  Ad  deftrudive  to  your  Majeftie's  Rights 
and  Prerogatives,  by  coUour  whereof,  moft  of  the   forces  fent  hither  to  infeft 
this  Kingdome  by  fea  and  land,  difavowed  any  authoritie  from  your  Majeftie, 
but  doe  depend  upon  the  Parliament  of  England. 

13.  All  ftrangers  and  fuch  as  were  not  inhabitants  of  the  citty  of  Dublin, 
being  commanded  by  the  faid  Lords  Juftices,  in  and  fince  the  faid  month 
oi  November  1641,  to  depart  the  faid  citty,  were  no  fooner  departed,  than 
they  were  by  the  diredions  of  the  faid  Lords  Juftices  pillaged  abroad,  and 
their  goods  fcized  uppon  and  confilcated  in  'Dublin  ■■,  and  they  defireing 
to  retutne  under  the  protedion  and  fafetie  of  the  State,  before  their  appeare- 
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ance  in  adion,  were  denied  the  fame  ;  and  divers  others  perfons  of  Rank  and 
Quality,  by  the  faid  Lords  Juftices  imployed  in  pubiique  iervice,  and  others 
keeping  clofe  within  their  doores,  without  annoying  any  man ,  or  fiding 
then  with  any  of  tlie  faid  Catholiqucs  in  armes,  and  orhers  in  feverall  parts  of 
the  Kingdom  liveing  under,  and  having  the  protedion  and  lafetie  of  the  State, 
were  fooner  pillaged,  their  howfes  burnt,  themfelves,  their  tennants  and  fer- 
vants  killed  and  deftroyed,  than  any  other,  by  diredion  of  the  faid  Lords  Ju- 
ftices. And  by  the  like  diredion,  when  any  Commander  in  cheefe  of  the 
Army,  promifed,  or  gave  quarter  or  protedlion,  the  fame  was  in  all  cafes  vio- 
lated ;  and  many  perfons  of  Qualitic,  who  obtained  the  fame,  were  ruined  be- 
fore others  5  others  that  came  into  lyublin  voluntarily,  and  that  could  not  be 
juftly  fufpeded  of  any  crime,  if  Irijhmen  or  Catholiques,  by  the  like  diredion 
were  pillaged  in  'Dublin,  robbed  and  pillaged  abroad,  and  brought  to  their 
tryall  for  their  lives.  The  cittyes  of  'Dublin  and  Corke,  and  the  ancient  cor- 
poratt  townes  of  Drogheda,  Teoghan  and  Kingfale,  who  voluntarily  received 
garrifons  in  your  Majeftie's  name,  and  the  adjacent  Countryes  who  relieved 
them,  were  v/orfe  ufed,  and  now  live  in  worfe  condition  than  the  Ifraelites 
did  in  Egjpt;  fo  that  it  will  be  made  appeare,  that  more  murders,  breaches 
of  pubiique  faith,  and  quarters,  more  deftruftion  and  defolation,  more  crueltic, 
not  fitt  to  be  named,  were  committed  in  Ireland^  by  the  dirediion  and  advifc 
of  the  faid  Lords  Juftices  and  theire  partie  of  the  faid  Council!  in  lefs  than 
eighteene  months,  than  can  be  parallelled  to  have  beene  done  by  any  Chri- 
ftian  People. 

14.  The  faid  Lords  Juftices  and  their  Adherents  have,  againft  the  funda-- 
mental  Lawes  of  the  land,  procured  the  fitting  of  both  Howfes  of  Parliament 
for  feverall  fellions,  (nyne  parts  of  ten  of  the  naturall  and  genuine  Members 
thereof  being  abfent,  it  {landing  not  with  their  fafety  to  come  under  their  power,) 
and  made  upp  a  confiderable  number  in  the  Howfe  of  Commons  of  clerkes, 
fouldicrs,  fcrveing  men,  and  others,  not  legally,  or  not  chofen  at  all,  or  re- 
turned, and  having  no  manner  of  eftate  within  the  Kingdom  5  in  which  fitting 
fundry  orders  were  conceived,  and  difmifles  obteyned  of  perfons  before  im- 
peached of  treafon  in  full  Parliament,  and  pafled  or  might  have  paflcd  fomc 
ads  againft  law  and  to  the  prejudice  of  your  Majeftie,  and  this  whole  Nation, 
and  dureing  thefe  troubles,  Termes  were  kept,  and  your  Majeftie's  Court  of 
Cheefe  Place,  and  other  Courts  fate  at  'Dublin  to  no  other  end  or  purpofe,  but 
by  falfe  and  illegall  judgements,  outlawries  and  other  capitall  proceedings  to 
attaint  many  thowfands  of  your  Majeftie's  moft  faithful!  fubjeds  of  this  King- 
donle,  they  being  never  fummoned,  nor  haveing  notice  of  thofe  proceedings ; 
and  Sheriffs  made  of  obfcure  meane  perfons,  by  the  like  pradife,  appointed 
of  purpofe  j  and  poore  artificers,  comon  foldiers  and  meniall  fervants  returned 
Jurors,  to  pafs  upon  the  lives  and  eftates  of  thofe  who  came  in  upon  protec- 
tion and  pubiique  faith. 

Therefore  the  faid  Catholiques,  in  the  behalfe  of  themfelves  and  of  the 
whole  Kingdome  of  Ireland,  doe  protcft  and  declare  againft  the  faid  proceed- 
ings in  the  nature  of  Parliaments,  and  in  the  other  Courts  aforefaid,  and  every 
of  them,  as  being  heynous  crimes  againft  law,  deftrudive  to  Parliaments  and 
your  Majeftie's  Prerogatives  and  Authoritie,  and  the  Rights  aiid  juft  Liberties  of 
your  moft  faithful!  fubjeds. 

Forafmuch,  dread  Soveraignc,  as  the  fpcedy  applycation  of  apt  rcmcdycs 
unto  thefe  grievances  and  hcavie  prefllires,  will  tend  to  the  fcttlement  and  im- 
provement of  your  Majeftie's  Revenue,  the  prevention  of  further  cftufion  of 
blood,  the  prefervation  of  this  Kingdome  from  defolation,  and  the  content 
and  fatisfadion  of  your  faid  fubjeds,  who  in  manifeftation  of  their  duty  and 
zeale  to  your  Majeftie's  fcrvicc,  will  be  moft  willing  and  ready  to  imploy  ten 
thowfand  ii>en  under  the  condud  of  well  experienced  Comniandtis  in  defence 
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of  your  Royal  Rights  and  Prerogatives.  They  therefore  moft  humbly  bcfccch 
your  Majeftie,  that  you  will  vouchfafe  gratious  antwcrs  to  thcfe  their  hunible 
and  juft  complaints,  and  for  the  eftablifliment  of  your  People  in  a  lading  peace 
and  fecuritie,  the  faid  Catholiques  doc  moft  humbly  pray,  that  your  Majeftie 
may  be  further  gratioufly  pleafed  to  call  a  free  Parliament  in  this  Kingdome, 
in  luch  convenient  tyme  as  your  Majeftie  in  your  high  wifdomc  Ihall  thinkc 
fitt,  and  the  urgencie  of  the  prefent  afFayres  of  the  faid  Kingdome  doth  re- 
quire j  and  that  the  faid  Parliament  be  held  in  an  indifferent  place,  fummon- 
cd  by,  and  continued  before,  fome  perfon  or  perfons  of  Honour  and  Fortune, 
of  approved  faith  to  your  Majeftie,  and  acceptable  to  your  People  here,  and 
to  be  timely  placed  by  your  Majeftie  in  this  Government,  which  is  moft  necef- 
fary  for  the  advancement  of  your  fervicc,  and  prefent  condition  of  the  King- 
dome  :  in  which  Parliament,  the  faid  Catholiques  doc  humbly  pray  thefe  or 
other  their  grievances  may  be  redrefled,  and  that  in  the  laid  Parliament,  a  fta- 
tute  made  in  this  Kingdome  in  the  tenth  yeare  of  King  Henry  the  Seventh, 
commonly  called  Toyning's  Ad,  and  all  Adts  explayning,  or  inlarging  the 
fame,  be  by  a  particular  A£t  fufpended  during  that  Parliament,  as  it  hath  becne 
allready  done  in  the  eleventh  yeare  of  Queene  Elizabeth  upon  occafions  of  farr 
lefs  moment  than  now  doe  offer  themfelves ;  and  that  your  Majeftie,  with  the 
advice  of  the  faid  Parliament,  will  be  pleafed  to  take  a  courfe  for  the  further 
repealing,  or  further  continuance  of  the  faid  Statutes,  as  may  beft  conduce  to 
the  advancement  of  your  fervice  here,  and  peace  of  this  your  Reahiie  j  and 
that  no  matter,  whereof  complaint  is  made  in  this  Remonftrancc,  may  debarr 
Catholiques,  or  give  interruption  to  their  free  votes,  or  fitting  in  the  faid  Par- 
liament, and  as  in  duty  bound  they  will  ever  pray  for  your  Majeftie's  long  and 
profperous  raigne  over  them. 

Wee  the  undernamed  being  thereunto  authorifed,  doe  prefent  and  figne  this 
Remonftrancc  in  the  behalfe  of  the  Catholiques  of  Ireland,  dated  this  17th  day 
oi  March  1642.

Petition  of  the  Prifoners  in  the  Caftle  of  Dub- 
lin to  the  Honourable  Houfe  of  Commo7ts  in  England. 

The  humble  Petition  of  the  Perfons  undernamed.       \^ 

Moft  humbly  piewing, 

THAT  your  Petitioners,  by  the  ftrength  and  power  of  the  northern  Irijb 
and  their  adherents,  upon  the  rifing  of  this  unhappy  Infurreftion,  were 
inforced  to  keep  in  their  houfes  in  the  Country,  his  Majeftie's  Army  being 
then  weak  and  not  able  to  take  the  field :  And  when  fome  of  your  Petitioners 
did  make  their  way  through  many  dangers  to  his  Majeftie's  city  of  'Dublin, 
with  a  refolution  to  continue  there,  they  and  all  others  who  had  any  refidencc 
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in  the  Country,  were  commanded  by  Proclamation  to  rcturne  to  their  houfcs 
there,  and  inhibited  to  come  to  the  laid  city :  which,  in  obedience  to  the 
faid  Proclamation,  your  Petitioners  did,  and  there  continued  in  daily  danger, 
untill  that  the  Right  Honourable  James  Earl  of  Ormonde  and  OJJorie,  and 
now  Marqucis  of  Ormonde,  his  Majeftie's  Lieutenant  Generall  of  his  Majeftie's 
Army  in  Ireland,  did  march  forth  into  that  part  of  the  Country,  near  which 
your  Petitioners  fcvcrai  habitations  were  ;  and  your  Petitioners  confiding  iu 
his  Majeftie's  and  your  Honours  clemency  and  mercy,  addrefled  themfelves  unto 
his  Lordfhip,  fome  in  the  country,  fome  in  the  city,  before  his  going  forth,  and 
defired  to  be  received  into  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  protedion,  grace  and  mercy, 
according  to  his  Highneiie's  Proclamation  fent  out  oi  England,  figned  with 
his  Royal  Hand,  and  fealed  with  his  Privy  Signet,  and  the  gracious  order  of 
that  honourable  Houfe  of  Commons  in  England,  direfting  that  mercy  in  the 
firft  place  fhould  be  offered  unto  the  people  of  this  Kingdom,  before  that  there 
were  any  profecution  witii  fire  and  fword. 

Notwithftanding  all  which,  your  Petitioners,  after  this  their  voluntary  com- 
ing in  and  fubmiffion,  were  committed  prifoners  to  his  Majeftie's  Caftle  of 
'Dublin,  where  they  have  continued,  fome  twelve,  others  fourteen  months  pri- 
foners, one  of  them  put  upon  the  racke  and  moft  extreamly  tortured,  to  the 
deterring  (as  may  be  conceived)  of  many  others  from  fubmillion,  who  were 
ready  by  your  Petitioners  example  to  come  in :  And  fince  their  commitment, 
your  fuppliants  have  been  examined,  fome  by  menace,  others  by  torture  -,  moft 
were  ncceflltated  to  fubfcribe  to  what  the  examinators  pleafed  to  infert,  who 
ufually  did  refute  to  enter  or  write  fuch  particulars  as  ferved  to  extenuate  or 
avoid  the  offence  pretended,  and  only  entering  their  condemnation ;  and  after 
were  indidted  of  High  Treafon,  after  their  faid  free  coming  in  and  fubmiflion, 
(albeit  they  never  harboured  the  leaft  thought  of  difloyalty)  and  their  lands 
and  goods  wholly  deftroyed  and  taken  away  by  the  Rebels  and  Soldiers,  and 
themfelves  ready  to  perifh  in  prifon  for  want  of  relief,  being  denied  the  fa- 
vour to  be  bailed,  which  yet  hath  been  afforded  to  divers  others. 

Their  moft  humble  requeft  unto  your  Honours  is,  that  you  will  be  pleafed 
to  mediate  with  his  Majefty  for  his  direftion,  that  your  Petitioners  be  fet  at 
liberty,  and  fteed  from  the  danger  of  their  lives  and  eftates,  the  rather,  in 
that  they  never  committed  any  aft  of  hoftility,  nor  had  their  hands  in  the 
blood  or  fpoile  of  any  j  and  that  his  Majefty  gracioufly  pafs  by  their  leflTer  of- 
fences, being  inevitable,  by  reafon  of  the  general  and  fudden  commotions 
and  diftraftions  almoft  in  all  parts  of  this  Kingdom,  And  your  Petitioners 
fliallever  pray,  &c.

MAY  it  pleafe  your  Lordfhip  to  call  to  mind  how  your  Petitioners,  whofe 
names  are  hereunto  lublcribed,  upon  yourLordlhip's  advancing  into  the 
Country  with  his  Majeftie's  Army,  did  come  and  llibmit  themfelves  to  youf 
Lordfhip,  not  doubting  but  that  thereby  they  Ihould  partake  of  his  Majeftie's 
grace  and  mercy  ;  and  yet  they  have  received  as  hard  meafure  fince,  as  if  they 
had  been  taken  prifoners,  and  committed  the  higheft  ads  of  treafon.  Your 
Lordfhip  cannot  forget  that  we  were  then  out  of  the  danger  of  the  Army,  and 
that  if  we  had  fufpedled  any  fuch  hard  and  extream  ufage,  as  we  have  fincG 
found,  that  we  might  have  means  and  opportunity  to  fhift  for  our  felves,  and 
at  leaft  to  continue  our  former  liberty.  But  we  being  confcious  to  no  volun- 
tary treafon  committed  by  us,  did  of  our  own  free  will  and  accord  put  cut 
felves  into  your  Lordihip's  hands,  not  doubting  but  that  this  was  an  engagement 
in  point  of  Honour  upon  your  Lordlhip,  if  not  upon  his  Majefty  (as  we  likewife 
conceive  it  is)  to  his  Highneffe,  and  to  the  Parliament  for  us,  which  your 
Lordfhip  hath  not  hitherto  done. 

Their  humble  requeft  unto  your  Lordfhip  is,  that  for  the  clearing  of  your 
felf  from  having  an  hand  in  the  proceedings ,  which  fmce  their  fubmiflion 
have  been  againft  your  Petitioners,  and  the  vindicating  of  your  Honour  unto

N°.  CXL.      The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde   to  the  Speaker  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  in  England. 

SIR, 

THESE  two  inclofed  petitions  were  delivered  unto  me,  which  I  thought  I 
could  not,  without  wronging  my  felf  in  my  Honour,  but  tranfmit  un- 
to you,  that  you  might  in  due  time  acquaint  the  honourable  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons therewith. 

That  part  thereof  which  concerneth  their  coming  of  their  own  accord  unto 
me,  and  fubmitting  to  his  Majeftie's  mercy,  and  the  courfe  which  hath  been 
iince  held  with  them  is  very  truly  fet  forth  ;  only  that  Sir  Nicholas  JVhyte 
and  his  Son  being  for  tie  moft  part  refident  in  this  city,  were  committed 
upon  fulpicion,  and  did  ncc  fubmit  to  me.  More  than  this  1  know  not,  only 
that  I  have  not   heard  of  any  outward  hoftile   aft  wl^ich  hath  been  done  by 
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any  of  them  ;  and  to  enter  into  their  hearts,  and  fcarch  what  is  there,  isonly 
peculiar  to  God.  I  am  not  able  to  judge  whether  any  trcafon  was  hatched 
there  or  no. 

The  wifdom  of  that  great  Council  doth  bcft  know  how  to  advife  his  Ma- 
jefty,  when,  and  where,  and  to  whom,  for  the  moft  advantage  of  the  prefcnt 
fervice,  to  diftribute  mercy ;  and  to  their  great  wifdom  I  do  lubmit  thcle  pe- 
titions. Two  other  petitions  of  the  fame  nature,  with  the  like  fubfcriptions 
I  did,  according  unto  the  requeft  made  to  me,  in  like  fort  tranfmit  to  his 
Majefty.  And  more  than  this  I  have  not  for  the  prefent  to  trouble  you 
with,  &c.

N".  CXLI.     The  Lords  Jujiices  of  Ireland  to  the  Speaker  Lenthall. 

SIR, 

BY  our  letters  of  the  25  th  of  February,  wherein  we  reprefented  thither  the 
hard  terras  to  which  we  are  reduced  here  for  want  of  provifions  from 
thence,  we  fignified  that  a  confiderable  part  of  the  Army  ihould  then  imme- 
diately marchc  into  the  Country,  to  try  what  may  pofllbly  be  done  to  keep 
fo  many  men  alive  for  a  time,  untill  we  be  fupplied  forth  of  England. 

Since  which  time  our  very  good  Lord  the  Lord  Marquefs  o'i  Ormond,  with 
2500  foote,  and  500  horfc,  and  two  pieces  of  battery,  and  four  field  pieces, 
marched  hence  on  the  fccond  day  of  this  month,  and,  as  we  hear,  is  gotten 
as  far  as  Roffe  in  the  County  of  JVexford,  a  fea  port  pofleffed  by  the  Rebells ; 
but  how  he  fucceeds,  we  cannot  as  yet  hear  with  fuch  certainty,  as  may  fit 
us  to  advertife  it  thither. 

When  thofe  numbers  of  men  were  departed  hence,  we  then  bethought  us 
of  doing  fomething  to  keep  alive  the  refidue  of  the  forces  left  here  at  T)iib- 
lin,  and  fomc  out-garrifons  about  'Dublin.  And  feeing  the  ftores  of  viftuals 
were  wholly  cxhaufted,  and  that  if  the  Soldiers  fhould  be  left  to  get  viduals 
in  their  own  way  from  the  inhabitants,  it  would  put  all  into  (uch  diforder 
and  confufion,  as  would  inftantly  enforce  the  disbanding  of  the  forces,  and 
the  dillblving  of  this  State  and  Government,  and  confequently  the  lofs  of  this 
Crown  and  Kingdom  5  we  refolved  on  the  laft  and  uttermoft  expedient, 
namely,  the  diftribution  of  the  Soldiers  for  their  viduals,  with  as  much  equa- 
lity as  we  could,  in  and  throughout  this  city  and  fuburbs ;  which  we  deferred 
as  long  as  (by  any  waies  or  means  whatfoever)  we  could  by  any  poillbility 
prevent  it,  as  well  fo  to  conccale  from  the  Rebels  the  hard  (indeed  very  hard 
and  defpcrate)  tcrmcs,  to  which  this  State  and  Army  are  brought,  as  in  regard 
of  the  certain  knowledge  we  had,  and  wherein  we  are  now  confirmed,  that 
that  way  cannot  long  hold  out  in  this  poor  city,  where  the  inhabitants  of  all 
forts  are  dcfpoiled  of  their  eftatcs  and  fortimes  by  the  Rebells ;  where  all  trade 
and  traffick  is  in  a  manner  wholly  fallen  to  the  ground ;  where  thofe  that  for- 
merly traded  with  us  by  Tea,  and  fomctimes  brought  us  provifions  of  vidu- 
als  whilft  we  had  money  or  credit,  are  now  difablcd  from  bringing  in  any 
thing  to  help  us,  by  our  tearing  out  of  their  hands,  for  relief  of  the  Army, 
the  Itockc  with  which  their  traffick  was  upheld ;  and  where  by  their  example 
all  others  are  deterred  from  bringing  any  provifions  hither,  feeing  we  have  no 
money  to  buy  them. 

And  now  there  being  2000  foote  and  fomc  few  horfc  diftributed  in  that 
manner  amongft  the  inhabitants  for  viftuals,  although  the  aflcflment  took  not 
beginning  untill  the    13th  of  this  months  yet  even  in  fo  few  daycs  time  as 
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arc  already  fince  incurred,  many  poor  inhabitants,  who  were  hardly  able  to  feed 
themfclves,  being  charged  with  feeding  the  Soldier,  (which  is  not  poffible  to 
be  avoided,  where  the  charge  is  fo  great,  and  the  bearers  fo  few  and  poor) 
have  been  conftrained  to  break  up  houfekeeping ;  others  to  fcatter  their  chil- 
dren and  families,  others  to  prepare  themfelves  for  departing  the  Kingdom  5  and 
many  heavy  aud  lamentable  complaints  arc  brought  unto  us  daily  from  poor  and 
milerable  people,  concerning  the  fame ;  fo  as  what  with  the  lenfe  of  the  Ibl- 
dicrs  mifcrics  on  the  one  fide,  and  the  now  poor  inhabitants  extremities  on  the 
other  fide,  the  former  crying  out  for  relief,  ready  to  ftarve  before  our  faces, 
to  the  dilhonour  of  his  Majefty  and  the  Englijh  Nation,  by  whom  they  were 
lent  hither  for  prefervation  of  this  Country,  wherein  they  have  fo  valiantly 
behaved  themfelves ;  and  the  latter,  by  reaibn  of  their  extreme  poverty,  dif- 
abled  to  render  fuftenance  to  the  former,  no  fledi  can  imagine  how  much 
perplexity  and  difquiet  of  mind  we  lufFer  thereby,  and  into  what  I'corn  and 
contempt  the  high  authority  entrufted  with  us,  is  thereby  brought  to  the  high- 
eft  hazard  of  all  here  5  and  the  more,  in  regard  we  now  find,  (what  wc  for- 
merly forefaw)  that  even  in  this  way,  this  lamentable  way,  being  the  higheft 
and  lalt  expedient  can  be  thought  of,  fubfiftence  cannot  be  expeded  for  any 
confiderable  time :  nay,  if  this  continue  but  a  few  daies  longer,  the  city  will 
be  at  the  bcft  but  plundered  in  an  orderly  way,  and  fo  left  defolate.  Befides, 
if  the  Army  now  abroad  ihall  be,  by  any  diftrefs  or  through  want,  forced  hi- 
ther again,  nothing  can  be  expeded   but  prelcnt  deftrudion  of  all. 

And  therefore  to  a^'oid  utter  confufion,  we  do  again  and  again  befeech  moft 
carneftly,  that  above  all  things  viduals  and  munition  may  be  fent  us  fpeedily, 
to  preferve  the  Army  in  being,  and  that  money,  amies,  clothes,  Ihocs,  and 
other  provifions  may  be  alfo  lent ;  as  by  our  former  feveral  dilpatchcs  we  often 
and  carneftly  moved  for.  For,  if  they  yet  come  fpeedily,  this  Kingdom  and 
his  Majeftie's  forces  here,  may  be  thereby  redeemed  out  of  part  of  the  diftref- 
fes  they  now  fufFer;  and  cannot  otherwife  avoid  more  to  fulfer,  and  we  enabled 
(by  the  bleiling  of  God)  to  give  fuch  an  account  of  this  Kingdom,  as  will  be 
for  the  glory  of  the  King  our  Mafter,  and  the  honour  of  the  Ewdijh  Nation, 
in  the  fubdueing  of  this  horrid  and  high  Rebellion,  which  by  reafon  of  our 
wants,  and  in  no  other  refped,  is  now  grown  very  terrible. 

And  that  we  may  be  the  better  able  to  doe  our  duties  herein,  we  muft  now 
again  liiinde  you  of  our  feveral  former  letters  of  the  20th  of  "January^  and 
the  20th  of  February,  defiring  that  if  the  provifions  of  all  forts,  mentioned 
in  the  docket  fent  with  our  faid  letters  of  the  20th  of  January,  be  not  al- 
ready in  the  way  hither,  they  may  be  now  haftened  to  us,  and  that  the  7893  /. 
3  s.  for  amies  to  be  provided  in  Hollande,  (befides  thofe  mentioned  in  our 
faid  letters,  which  we  expcft  from  London)  may  be  fpeedily  paid,  if  it  be  not 
already  paid,  to  Antho'riy  Tirenes  in  London,  or  'Daniel  IVybrants  in  Amfter- 
dam,  as  by  our  faid  former  letters  we  defired  5  for  unlefs  thofe  feveral  fupplies 
come  to  us  from  London  and  Hollande,  we  fhall  be  altogether  difabled  from 
doing  any  fervice  on  the  Rcbells  now  this  fpring,  or  the  fucceeding  fummer, 
and  muft  undoubtedly  put  thefc  inhuman  Rcbells  into  that  condition  of  pre- 
vailing againft  this  State  and  Army,  which  they  have  long  threatened,  and 
which  we  well  believed  the  Kingdom  of  England  would  never  have  permit- 
ted, againft  fo  faithful!  fcrvants  and  valiant  Ibldicrs,  as  his  Majcfty  yet  hath 
here.

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TojicT.  yS^c  have  not  here  any  any  of  the  fhips  dcfigned  for  guarding 
thcfe  coafts,  and  doubtlcls  if  there  he  not  one  or  more  of  them  here  fpccdily, 
not  only  this  harbour,  but  all  the  coalks  hereabouts,  will  be  infcUed  by  'Dun- 
kirkers  and  others  employed  by  the  Rebels  to  annoy  us,  and  the  very  paflage 
between  England  and  this  will  be  dangeroufly  interrupted.  In  prevention 
whereof,  it  is  of  abfolute  neceflity,  that  there  be  here  at  this  harbour  of  TDub- 
lin,  and  to  arrive  here  by  the  middle  of  April,  if  it  may  be,  at  kart  two  ihips 
of  good  ftrength ;  and  we  defire  alfo  that  the  Ihips  defigncd  for  guarding  the 
other  parts  of  the  coafts  of  this  Kingdom  be  haftcned  away  with  all  poflibie 
Ipeed. 

Sir,  Since  the  fealing  up  of  our  letters  to  you  of  the  23d  of  this  month, 
a  TDimkirker  taking  our  advantage  of  our  want  of  Ihipping  here,  did  take  even 
in  this  harbour  a  fhip  bound  hence  for  Milford,  whereby  you  may  fee  the 
extreme  nccellity  of  haftening  away  fhipping,  as  by  our  laid  letters  we  have 
moved. 

Both  the  pinnaces  defigned  for  this  place,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
John  Bartlett  and  Captain  Thomas  Bartlett,  are  now  abfent ;  the  former  at 
Chefter,  and  the  latter  being  fent  hence  to  guard  at  fea  the  Committee  of 
that  honourable  Houle  at  their  departure  from  hence,  and  is  not  yet  returned 
hither.

I  Received  your  gratious  letters  of  the  firft  o^  March  by  Mr.  St.  Leger  on 
the  2<Jth,  as  I  was  upon  my  way  hither  with  part  of  your  Armie,  which 
not  long  before  I  was  forced  to  lead  forth,  through  the  extream  wants  that 
then  I  forefaw  it  would  fuddenly  fall  into,  if  it  remained  in  this  place.  And 
I  was  by  like  extremitie  conftrained  to  return,  finding  it  impoflible  to  main- 
taine  it  abroad  at  this  time  of  the  year,  without  I  could  have  put  it  into  fome 
good  town,  where  ftores  of  vidluals  might  be  found  ;  with  which  I  was  not 
provided  fo  well  as  to  force  any  fuch  place,  as  will  appear  by  the  relation  of 
this  expedition,  which  with  all  poflibie  fpeed  I  will  by  an  exprefs  humbly  pre- 
fent  your  Majeftie  with.  This  neceflitated  journey  hindered  my  being  at  the 
execution  of  your  Majeftie's  Commiflion ;  but  a  fufficient  number  of  Com- 
miflioners  were  there,  who  did  the  work,  and  have  herewith  tranfmited  the 
propofitions  of  the  Recufants  of  Ireland,  whereof  I  have  not  at  this  time  lei- 
fure  to  write  any  thing,  nor  of  the  letters  lately  fent  your  Majeftie  from  the 
Juftices  and  ibme  of  the  Council!,  difadvifing  peace  with  thefe  Rcbells.  Only 
this  I  dare  with  your  Majeftie's  permifllon  aver,  that  neither  the  piopoiitions, 
nor  letter  arc,  as  they  yet  ftand,  for  your  fervice. 

I  hope  Sir  Francis  Butler  hath  long  fince  delivered  your  Majeftie  a  difpatclx 
from  me.  Within  a  very  few  dayes  I  fhall  be  able  to  give  you  a  more  fatif-

May  it  pleafe  your  Majejlie, 

YEfterday  the  30th  of  this  month  I  received  your  moft  gracious  Letters  and 
Commands  of  the  12th,  which  I  intend  this  day  to  communicate  with 
fuch  of  the  Commillloners  as  are  in  town,  which  arc  all  but  the  Earl  of  St^ 
Albans.  Your  Majeftie's  Letters  touching  this  bufinefs  to  the  Lords  ]urticcs 
were  likewife  delivered  yefterday  to  them  at  the  Board,  where,  according  to 
their  Lordihips  defire,  I  produced  the  Commiflion;  whereat  fome  there  Teemed 
to  be  much  troubled^  and  (as  I  am  informed  by  thofe,  upon  whole  credit  I 
dare  affirm  it  to  your  Majcftie)  after  I  was  gone,  exprefled  their  dilcontent  by 
faying,  that  now  they  valued  not  any  thing  they  had  in  this  Kingdom,  and 
that  this  was  a  ftep  to  a  full  peace.  And  the  Committee  lent  from  the  Par- 
liament, who  allwayes  fit  concealed  behind  one  of  the  Juftices,  and  fometimcs 
vote,  fayd  that,  if  this  Commiflion  had  come  a  year  fmce,  it  would  have  faved 
the  Parliament  much  money.  This  relation  I  had  from  thofe  that  were  there, 
upon  whofc  credit  I  dare  write  it  to  your  Majeftie  for  fubftance  to  be  truth; 
and  in  difcharge  of  my  dutie,  which  bindes  me  to  acquaint  your  Majeftie  what 
reception  your  commands  find  there,  where  certainly  they  ought  moft  to  be 
reverenced  and  obeyed. 

Your  Majeftie's  Commands  by  Major  Warren  were  long  fincc  delivered  to 
me,  as  I  was  bold  to  let  you  know  by  my  letters  of  the  i8th  of  this  month; 
for  the  blottings  and  interiinings  whereof,  I  moft  humbly  beg  your  Majeftie's 
pardon.  They  were  occafioned  by  a  ficknefs  that  brought  me  to  fo  much 
weaknefs,  as  hindered  me  from  transfcribing  it. 

Not  to  hold  your  Majeftie  in  longer  pain,  give  me  leave  in  the  I  aft  place 
to  lay  at  your  feet  my  moft  humble  thanks  for  the  high  honour  you  were 
pleafed  to  think  of  for  me  in  the  Government  of  this  Kingdom  ;  but  let  it  be 
pardoned  in  me,  if  I  place  before  it  in  my  eftecm  your  great  goodncfs  to  me, 
in  that  you  would  be  pleafed  not  to  lay  upon  me  that  eminent  mark  of  your 
confidence  in  me,  till  you  were  firft  informed  how  fuitable  it  were  to  my  de- 
iires.  For  this  latter,  I  will  not  in  vain  feek  for  words  to  exprefs  the  thank- 
fullnefs  of  my  heart;  but  will  reft  fatisfied  with  the  dutie  and  faith  I  find  there 
to  your  Majeftie  and  all  your  Commands,  which  makes  me  (perhaps  imperti- 
nently, fince  I  cannot  pretend  to  the  leaft  knowledge  of  your  aff^aires  there) 
to  offer  it  as  my  poor  advice  and  humble  fute  to  your  Majeftie,  that  as  you 
have  hitherto  delayed  the  fending  an  authoiitie  to  me  to  take  that  charge  upon 
me ;  fo  you  will  be  pleafed  to  delay  it  yet  longer,  if  your  Majefty  ihall  not 
think  fit  to  lay  me  wholly  afide  for  that,  and  imploy  me  where  I  may  do  you 
better  fervice,  and  in  a  way  more  agreeable  to  my  inclinations  and  abilities.

May  it  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  Majeftie., 
'HE  manifold  mifcries  under  which  this  your  Majeftie's  Kingdom  of  Ire-

land  doth  now  groan,  through  the  preffing  wants  of  thofe  neceffary 
provifions  of  money,  munition,  and  vidualls,  which  are  the  finews  of  war, 
have  emboldened  us  part  of  your  Majeftie's  Council]  here  to  make  this  jufl: 

and 
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and  tiuc  rcprclcntation  of  the  wants  and  mifcrablc  condition  of  your  Armic' 
here,  which  without  a  fpcedic  fupply,  muft  in  a  few  weeks  diiband  or  pc- 
rifh.  And  we  have  been  hereunto  necellitated,  without  the  Lords  ]uflic\.s 
and  fonie  others  of  the  Counciil,  for  that  it  being  moved  at  the  Board  as  a 
thing  moft  requifitc,  (in  the  condition  we  now  ftand)  that  this  our  prcfent 
ftate  and  exigencie  wherein  we  are,  Ihould  be  made  known  to  your  Sacred 
Majehic,  who  is  moft  concerned  therein,  both  confidering  the  httle  or  no 
hopes  we  have  from  tlie  Parhament  of  any  future  fuppHes  of  money  and 
vidualls ;  and  for  tliat  we  cannot  expecl  any  confiderable  quantity  of  viclii- 
alls  in  this  Kina;dom,  by  reafon  of  tlic  wafte  and  deitrudion  of  a  great  part 
thereof,  through  the  want  of  tillage  and  the  gcnerall  fpoile  committed,  as 
well  by  the  Soldier  as  by  the  Rebell  5  as  alfo  that  it  might  likcwife  be  rcprc- 
fented  to  your  Majeftie,  that,  if  fudden  fupplics  out  of  England  fhould  not 
be  fent  hither  within  fuch  a  prefcribed  time  as  the  Board  Ihould  conceive  the 
Kint^dom  to  be  able  to  fubfift  without  thofe  fupplies,  that  then  your  Majeftie's 
Armie  here  muft  of  neceflitie  be  disbanded,  and  the  Proteftants  perifli,  or  left 
to  the  will  of  the  RebcUs.  We  then  found  to  our  grief,  that  this  motion, 
though  of  great  importance  to  your  Majeftie's  fervice  as  nothing  more,  did 
not  in  the  latter  parts  thereof  receive  that  approbation  which  in  our  judge- 
ments it  ought.  We  therefore,  in  dilcharge  of  the  dutic  which  in  our  feve- 
rall  places  we  owe  to  your  Sacred  Majeftie,  to  whom  an  account  of  the  great 
aft'aires  of  this  your  Kingdom  ought  principally  to  be  given,  do  in  the  firft 
place  moft  humblie  make  known  to  your  Majeftie ,  that  it  is  now  full  five 
months  lince  any  treafure  from  the  Parliament  arrived  here  5  which  being  then 
but  twenty  thouland  pounds  or  thereabouts,  how  long  fuch  a  fumm  could  laft, 
confidering  the  charge  of  fo  great  an  Armie,  and  the  vaft  arrear  it  had  con- 
traded,  your  Majeftie  beft  knowes.  And  now  thorough  want  of  neccflaric 
fupplies  of  money  from  thence  in  fo  long  a  time,  and  the  fmall  or  no  hopes 
we  have  of  any  future  fupplie,  which  we  are  the  more  induced  unto,  by  rea- 
fon that  Mr.  Reynolds,  one  of  the  Parliament  Committee,  at  the  very  firft  ar- 
rivall  thereof,  exprefied  at  the  Counciil  Board,  that  we  ftiould  make  much  of 
the  moncycs  we  then  had,  for  that  we  could  expcft  no  more  in  haft ;  whofc 
words  wc  have  fincc  found  by  experience  too  true.  We  arc  reduced  to  that 
perplexed  condition,  that  although  no  wayes  have  been  fparcd,  which  cither 
borrowing  or  cefting  could  affbrd  ;  yet  we  find  by  the  poverty  of  the  coun- 
try, which  in  all  places  where  the  Armic  hath  marched,  is  now  become  almoft 
defolate  and  ruined,  that  thofe  waycs  will  very  Ihortly  faile ,-  and  that  many 
of  the  Captaincs  and  Officers  here,  who,  to  give  them  their  dues,  have  be- 
haved themfelves  very  valiantly  and  zealoufly  in  your  Majeftie's  fervice,  arc 
driven  to  very  miierable  extremities,  which  they  daily  exprcfs  in  our  hearing, 
to  our  great  grief,  being  not  able  to  help  them.  And  by  all  probability  they 
muft  Ihortlie  either  leave  this  Kingdom,  or  pcrifh  here  ;  it  being  already  ia 
motion  amongft  fome  of  them  to  disband  part  of  the  Armic,  which,  if  it 
fliould  happen  in  any  diibrderly  way,  (which  God  forbid)  what  a  diflervicc  this 
would  prove  unto  your  Majeftie,  you  may  eafily  forefee. 

In  the  next  place  wc  do  moft  humbly  offer  to  your  Majeftie's  confideration, 
that  there  is  now  in  your  magazine  at  'Dublin  (which  ffore  is  to  fupplie  all 
the  Armic  and  guarrifons  both  wxLeinfter  and  Connaght)  but  170  barrclls  of 
powder,  which  in  an  adivc  war  is  very  foon  fpcnt. 

And  laftly,  (that  which  goeth  to  the  very  life  and  being  of  your  Armic) 
-  your  viclualls  in  your  ftores  here  are  in  a  manner  fpcnt,  and  little  or  no  fup- 
plies to  be  cxpcfted  in  this  wafted  Country.  Some  fmall  quantitie  of  corn 
indeed  hath  been  lately  gotten  from  the  Merchants  of  'Dublin ;  but  the  Lords 
]ufticcs  and  Counciil  have  been  forced  to  take  the  goods  of  other  Merchants 
from  them,  with  promifc  of  future  payment  out  of  the  next  treafure  5  and  to 

I  give 
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give  thofe  goods  to  the  Merchants  who  fupplicd  your  ftorcs  with  that  fmall 
quantity  of  corn.  And  to  deal  clearly  with  your  Majcftic,  your  ftorcs  of  vic- 
tualls  here,  even  with  thofe  additions  which  we  have  (b  procured,  will  be  very 
foon  fpent.  And  yet  to  lengthen  out  thofe  ftorcs  as  long  as  may  be,  there  is 
already  ceflcd  upon  this  poor  cittie  of  2)«^//>/,  for  four  weeks,  beginning  at 
the  15th  of  this  month,  the  viftualling  of  2000  foot,  befidcs  horfe  :  And  upon 
that  part  of  the  County  of  'Dublin  which  is  not  wholly  wafted,  500  foot  more. 
But  we  have  little  cxpeftation  that  this  cittie  or  County  will  be  able  to  hold 
out  any  confidcrable  time  with  that  charge,  many  of  the  citizens  having  already 
forfaken  iheir  houfes,  as  not  able  to  bear  the  burthen.  Upon  all  which  we 
are  moft  humbly  of  opinion,  that  if  confidcrable  fupplies  of  money,  munition, 
and  vidualls  be  not  fent  hither  within  a  month  or  two,  or  that  your  Majeftie 
in  your  princely  judgment  do  not  in  the  mean  time  give  diredtion  what  to  do, 
in  cale  we  fhall  not  be  by  that  time  fupplied,  your  Majcftic's  Armie  here,  and 
we  your  Majcftic's  fervants,  with  the  reft  of  the  Protcftants  of  this  Kingdom, 
fhall  pcrifh  and  be  confumed  •■,  and  in  conclufion  your  Majeftie  enforced  to 
make  a  new  conqucft  with  very  great  difadvantagc. 

And  now,  molt  gratious  Soveraign,  having  truely  rcprefcnted  unto  you  the 
ftate  wherein  this  Kingdom  now  ftands,  we  moft  humbly  crave,  that  yout  Ma- 
jcftic's dircftions  and  commands  may  be  fpeedily  fent  hither;  whereby  your 
Royall  Plcafure  may  be  known,  which  fo  far  as  lyeth  in  us,  fliall  be  moft

May  it  pie afe  your  Majeftie-, 

THE  pietie  and  learning  of  this  moft  reverend  Bilhop  (the  Lord  of  Killalla) 
have  been  llifficiently  acknowledged,  and  (if  I  miftake  not)  approved  of 
by  your  Majcftic's  unerring  judgment.  He  hath  fufFered  under  the  rage  and 
malice  of  thofe,  whofe  fpccious  pretences  of  religion  and  loyalty  are  rcfolved 
into  treafon.  And  fuch  facrilegious  outrages,  as  have  been  committed  upon 
the  perfon  and  fortune  of  this  worthy  man,  the  conftancy  wherewith  he  bore 
the  barbarous  cruelties  inflicted  upon  him  here,  for  no  other  reafon  but  becaufe 
he  is  a  venerable  light  in  the  Proteftant  Church,  hath  moft  clearly  manifefted 
the  innocencie  of  his  fufferings  by  calumnies  as  infupportable  and  unjuft  elfe- 
where.

SIR, 

THERE  will  be  a  petition  prefented  to  his  Majcftie  in  the  name  of  Sir 
James  Ware,  Auditor  Generall,  and  one  of  the  Privie  Councill  here  -, 
wherein  his  defire  is  to  have  the  reverfion  of  the  auditor's  place  conferred 
on  his  Son ;  which,  as  I  apprehend  it,  is  fo  modcft  a  fute,  as  will  need  very 
little  recommendation,  confidering  the  value  of  the  place,  and  the  uncertaintic 
of  the  benefit.  Yet  I  conceive  my  felf  obliged  by  my  dutie  to  the  King  to 
aflure  you,  he  hath,  even  when  his  Majeftie's  affaires  were  moft  negledcd,  and 
when  it  was  not  held  fafe  for  any  man  to  fhew  himfelf  for  them,  then  appear- 
ed very  zealoufly  and  ftoutly  for  them,  and  ftill  continues  upon  all  occafions, 
with  very  great  and  neceffary  freedom,  fo  to  declare  himfelf  ^  which  I  fuppofe 
his  Majeftie  will  adjudge  worthy  of  the  incouragement  he  now  petitions  for. 

Since  my  laft  by  Sir  Tatrick  Wemys,  there  hath  nothing  arrived  here  for 
the  relief  of  the  Armiej  fo  that  ftill  we  grow  nearer  to  the  deftrudion  and 
confufion  that  will  certainly  and  fhortly  overcome  us,  if  fome  prefent  courfe 
be  not  prefcribed  for  our  fuppplie  from  London.  There  are  letters  come  that 
tell  us  of  20000/.  that  muft  be  levied  by  way  of  fubfidie;  and  upon  the  cre- 
dit of  that  it  is  fayed,  we  fliall  be  immediately  furnifhed :  but  this  appeares  to 
be  fo  remote  a  hope  to  the  Officers,  as  gives  them  very  little  fatisfadlion,  their 
prefent  extremities  being  fo  much  nearer  them,  that  it  is  with  very  great  diffi- 
cultie  and  difcontent  that  I  can  keep  them  from  going  for  England.  Which 
after  a  while  I  fhall  by  no  means  be  able  to  do  j  and  how  it  will  be  poflible 
to  do  fervice,  or  contain  the  neceflitous  foldier  from  diforder,  when  thofe  that 
fhould  govern  them  are  either  gone,  or  kept  here  with  fo  much  reluftancie, 
may  be  eafily  judged. 

In  this  time  of  ourdiftrefs,  Trejlon  the  Rebells  Generall  hath  gathered  up  the 
courage  and  power  to  befiege  a  place  called  Ballynekill,  notwithftanding  the  late 
defeat  which  was  given  him,  when  1  came  out  of  the  County  of  Wexford.  The 
caftle  is  maintained  by  two  Companies  under  the  command  of  Captain  Ridge- 
'ouay.  Son  to  the  late  Earl  of  Londonderry,  one  that  1  think  will  give  a  very  good 
account  of  it.    Yet  I  do  much  fear,  he  will  not  be  able  of  himfelf  to  hold  out, 
nor  are  we  able  to  fet  forth  fuch  aftrength  as  is  requifite  to  raife  the  fiege.  Yet 
I  have  this  day  fent  out  1300  foot,  150  horfe,  and  fome  artillery,  under  the 
command  of  Colonell  Crawford i  all  which  were  formerly  defigncd  to  go  into 
the  Country  towards  that  place,  in  hope  to  find  corn  and  cattle  to  feed  the  iol- 
diers.     And  I  have  given  him  power  and  inftrudions,  upon  advice  taken  with 
the  Governours  of  the  guarrifons  next   adjacent,  to  endeavour  to  relieve  the 
caftle,  if  it  may  be  done  without  too  apparent  hazard  to  the  partie.     That 
place  is  not  of  much  confequence  of  it  felf;  but  as  the  gaining  of  it  would 
much  incourage  the  Rebells  and  diflieartcn  other  guarrifons,  it  may  be  of  im- 
portance ;  which  is  the  reafon  I  write  fo  much  of  it :    and  that   you  may  fee 
how  by  degrees  we  fhall  lofe  this  Kingdome,  hitherto  prcfervcd  beyond  expec- 
tation, if  we  be  not  fpecdily  and  plentifully  fupplied  with  provifions  for  food 
and  fight.     So,  Sir,  giveing  you  thanks  for  all  your  favours,  I  reft

All  like  to  be  ill  n\  England, 
great  wants  of  all  things  here ;  noe  money  and  little  vidlualls ;  many  difor- 
derly  men  who  pillage  fome  fhops,  and  fain  would  rifle  all  under  colour  of 
one  fort ;  the  fadion  holds  and  thwarts  each  other  here,  and  into  England. 
A  letter  from  Chefier  that  reported,  that  the  Juftices  or  the  firft  are  to  be  al- 
tered, the  King  being  angry  with  both  or  the  firft,  and  that  Sir  Henry  Tich- 
bourne  is  to  be  one  :  others  write  that,  tho'  the  King  were  angry  with  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  yet  by  meanes  of  the  Earlc  of  Northumberland,  he  is  come 
to  favour,  and  is  to  come  over;  he  fent  a  letter  to  be  paid  all  his  arreares. 
The  Commiflion  fent  by  Sir  Cha.  Coote,  who  haftened  to  the  King  j  the  other 
party  not  yet  gone.  Ormond  knows  not  what  hope  thereof,  and  has  received 
noe  letters  yett.  The  Clergy  will  be  powerfuU,  yet  you  muft  not  provoke 
them  till  more  caufe  appeare.  The  fort  and  Sir  Cha.  Coote's  party  will  be  ad- 
vifed  by  you,  to  whom  write.  Doe  not  pardon  Gallway  nor  others,  untill 
more  news  and  diredion.  The  Roundheads  are  very  ftrong,  yet  the  King 
prevailes  in  moft  places ;  much  blood  Ipilt  the  laft  month.  The  Lord  Brooke 
killed  for  certain ;  you  may  not,  with  fafety  to  you  or  any  there,  grant  any 
pardon  without  warrants  from  the  King,  at  leaft  as  things  ftand  -,  prevent  any 
hurt  to  the  fort  and  the  EngUPo,  and  that  I  hope  you  may  doe  on  this  occa- 
fion :  ufe  your  endeavours  now,  and  doe  good  hereafter.  The  King's  Army 
in  the  Northe  are  ftrong,  and  called  the  popifh  Army.  The  terme  of  extirpa- 
tion is  worn  out  here,  and  the  intention  not  acknowledged  to  me  by  the  prime 
authors  therein,  with  whom  I  have  been  plaine  after  my  blunt  way.  I  i^(zt 
thofe  of  the  faction  oppofite  to  each  other  in  my  other  letter,  and  the  new- 
ters  after.

THAT  having  (as  our  laft  refuge  in  this  Kingdom)  prefented  a  petition  to 
the  Lords  in  Parliament  aflembled  upon  the  Lords  Juftices  promifes  of 
giving  way  to  a  legal  hearing  of  the  complaints  therein  contained  j  which  we 
doubt  not  will  be  prefented  by  their  Lordfhips  to  your  Majefty,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  faid  piomife  to  the  Officers  before  their  marching  forth  upon  fervice, 
they  have  made  your  Majeftie's  power  the  refuge  of  the  injuries  done  to  your 
Army  here,  in  proroguing  the  Parliament  for  above  fix  months,  for  no  other 
reafon  that  we  can  conceive,  but  for  proteftion  of  fuch  perfons,  as  have 
been  the  chief  inftruments  of  the  eminent  ruine  and  infupportable  miferies, 
that  this  your  Majeftie's  Army  and  loyal  Subje£ls  here  groane  under. 

We  therefore  humbly  defire  your  Majefty  to  take  it  into  your  confidera- 
tion,  and  to  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  look  upon  us,  and  the  Government  that 
your  Majeftie's  fervice  and  we  now  fuffer  under ;  and  that  your  Majeftie's  moft

Honourable  Sir, 

ON  the  20th  day  of  this  month  this  Parliament  fate  by  prorogation,  and 
the  inclofed  petition  was  prefented  into  the  Lords  Houfe  of  Parliament 
by  the  Officers  of  his  Majeftie's  Army  in  thefe  parts,  expreffing  their  great 
wants  and  llifferings,  and  their  deflres  (fupplies  failing  which  were  long  ex- 
peded  out  of  England)  that  confideration  might  be  taken  of  fomc  other 
meanes  for  their  prefent  relief;  which  they  conceived  would  arife,  if  the  mat- 
ters complained  of  in  this  petition  might  have  been  fairly  and  fully  examined 
in  Parliament.  Wiiereupon,  the  Lords  conceiving  the  (aid  petition  to  be  of 
great  importance,  it  concerning  no  lefs  than  the  lubfiftence  and  iatisfadion  of 
the  Army  here,  and  conlcquently  the  fafety  of  this  his  Majeftie's  Kingdom  ; 
and  underftanding  by  me,  that  I  had  then  lately  received  from  the  Lords  Ju- 
fiices  (in  the  Council  Chamber)  his  Majeftie's  Commiflion  for  proroguing  of 
this  Scilion  of  Parliament  to  the  13  th  day  of  November  next,  applied  them- 
selves to  the  Lords  Tuftices  to  defire  the  fufpcnding  of  the  execution  of  that 
Commiifion  for  fome  convenient  time,  that  confideration  might  be  had  of 
the  particulars  complained  of  j  as  will  appear  unto  you  by  the  feveral  orders 
and  mcdagcs  which  that  day  paft,  the  copies  whereof,  by  their  Lordfhip's  ap- 
pointment, 1  have  fent  you  here  inclofed. 

I  am  alfo  to  let  you  know,  that  although  fome  of  the  Lords,  both  fpiri- 
tual  and  temporal,  fitting  in  the  Houfe,  are  of  his  Majeftie's  Privy  Councill ; 
and  that  it  was  by  the  Lords  Juftices  declared  to  the  Committee  of  this  Houfe, 
that  the  Cominiftion  of  propagation  was  direded,  on  important  reafons,  mov- 
ing the  whole  Councill  i  yet  their  Lordlhips  affirmed  in  Parliament,  that  they 
were  ftrangers  to  any  fpecial  realbns  inducing  any  fuch  prorogation ;  and  con- 
ildering  the  extremity  of  the  condition  unto  which  this  Kingdom  is  at  prefent 
reduced,  and  how  neceftary  it  is  to  give  the  Petitioners  fatisfadion  by  any  juft; 
and  honourable  meanes  that  might  be  found,  the  Houfe  thought  fit  to  dcfirc 
to  know  the  reafons  of  the  faid  prorogation.  But  the  Lords  Juftices  alone 
(having  fecn  the  faid  petition)  denied  to  confent  to  fufpend  the  execution  of 
the  faid  Commiflion,  or  to  fignify  the  reafons  of  the  prefent  prorogation,  as 
was  rcqueft;cd  by  this  Houfe,  the  Members  whereof  are  very  nearly  concerned 
in  the  confcqucnces  of  this  fudden  prorogation,  made  contrary  to  the  defircs  of 
this  Houfe  and,  of  the  Officers  of  the  Army,  upon  whofe  valour,  judgment, 
and  integrity,  the  prefervation  of  this  almoft  perifhing  Kingdom  depends,  and 
who  were  obferved  to  be  very  fcnfible,  that  Nit.  Nicholas  Lofttis-,  Brother  and 
Agent  to  his  Majeftie's  Vice-Trcalurer  and  Treafurer  of  wars,  was  not  cxa- 
niiwcd  at  the  requcft  of  the  petitioners  made  at  the  Council  Board,  concern- 
ing the  abufc  ufed  in  making  payments  in  a  coyn  of  much  lefs  value  than  that 
of  liis  Majeftie's,  wherein  payments  were  made  for  them  in  England.  And 
neitlicr  they  nor  this  Houfe  could  yet  underftand  that  any  thing  was  done  to- 
wards their  fatisfadion,  touching  the  value  of  the  faid  coyn,  upon  a  former 
order  of  this  Houfe  fent  unto  their  Lordfhips,  dated  the  i6th  day  oi  j^iignft 
Jafti  a  copy  whereof  I  fend  you  alfo  here  inclofed.  Iheir 
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Their LordHiips  therefore  have  commanded  me  to  requcft  you  from  thisHoufe,' 
humbly  to  move  his  facred  Majefty  to  talce  the  whole  matter  into  his  princely 
confidcration,  and  to  direct  a  Ipecdy  courfe  by  putting  of  the  bufinefs  in  fuch 
a  way,  and  into  fuch  hands,  as  may  give  the  Petitioners  (who  are  worthy  of 
all  encouragement)  hopes  of  rcall  iatisfaftion,  fuch  as  his  facrcd  Mvijcfty  in  his 
goodnel's  and  wilclom  fhall  think  fit,  and  as  may  moft  conduce  to  the  fafety 
of  this  diftrefled  Kingdom,  and  of  the  fmall  number  of  his  Majeftic's  good 
fubjefts  here.

YOUR.  Royal  gratious  Letter  and  Declaration  of  the  i  pth  of  "January,  I 
received  on  the  zoth  of  March-,  not  fur  from  Trim,  where  1  attended 
the  execution  of  your  Majeftic's  CommiiTion;  and  upon  my  return,  with  all 
pofliblc  diligence  I  publilhed  your  Majeftic's  Letter  and  Declaration  upon  the 
29th  of  March;  which,  though  it  muft  in  all  fortunes  make  me  happy  by  the 
tcftimony  of  your  favour,  yet  I  doubt  it  will  not  produce  the  wifhed  efFeds  I 
cxpefted  for  the  advancement  of  your  fcrvice,  and  fcctlement  of  this  County; 
many  perfons  of  Quality,  and  moft  of  the  towne  of  Gallway,  having  foe  cap- 
tivated their  underftandings  to  the  will  and  power  of  new  credcd  Councills, 
(one  of  which  has  the  title  of  Supreame)  and  their  obedience  Ibc  enthralled  to 
the  pafTionate  zcale  of  fome  of  the  Clergy,  who  doe  terrify  thcii*  conlclences 
with  heavy  cenfures,  that  they  will  not  entertain  thole  mercycs  which  your 
Majeftic's  infinite  goodnefs  has  offered  to  them,  but  will  attend  the  gencrall 
fate  of  this  unfortunate  Kingdom. 

I  have  hitherto  found  means  to  ftirre  up  fuch  divifions  amongft  them  here, 
that  they  have  not  been  able  to  attempt  your  Majeftic's  fort  by  Gallway,  or 
fall  upon  the  Englijh  garrilbns  in  the  County  of  Rofcommon ;  both  which 
dcfignes  have  been  in  agitation  ever  fincc  Chrifimas,  and  ftill  diverted  by  his 
private  induftry,  who  has  noe  publick  power  to  rcfift  them,  and  who  is  now 
the  principall  marke  at  which  their  mallice  aimes  at. 

I  render  your  Majefty  moft  humble  thanks  for  confirming  your  former  li- 
cence for  my  rcpaire  into  England,  if  I  found  it  not  prcjudiciall  to  your  fer- 
vice ;  of  which  you  were  gracioufly  pleafed  to  make  my  felfe  judge.  And 
upon  contemplation  of  your  Majeftic's  abundant  mercy  and  favour  therein,  I 
have  refolved  to  pronounce  judgment  againft  my  felfe,  and  to  abide  (unlefs 
compelled  by  inevitable  ncceffity)  the  calamities  that  muft  certainly  fall  upon 
me,  if  I  be  not  fpeedily  relieved,  rather  than  have  my  unfpotted  fidelity  and 
loyalty  to  your  Majeftie  fubjed  to  any  future  queftion,  or  my  honour  or  refo" 
lution  brought  to  any  maitiall  tryall. 

If  it  had  been  agreable  to  your  pleafure,  and  might  have  forted  with  the 
ftate  ol  your  affairs  in  other  places,  to  have  honoured  and  trufted  me  with 
the  command  of  your  Majeftic's  fort,  which  did  and  doth  properly  belong  to 
this  Government,  and  for  which  I  was  long  ITnce  an  humble  fuiter,  Lam  con- 
fident the  confufion  and  diforders,  not  only  of  this  County,  but  it  may  be  of 
the  Province,  had  been  ftifled  in  their  firft  birth ,  or  having  foe  fecure  a  refi- 
dence  for  my  family,  and  retreate  for  my  felfe  and  forces,  I  ftiould  have 
made  the  moft  infolent  repent  their  ralh  and  difobedient  undertakings.  And 
to  informe  your  Majeftie  truly,  thefe  parts  have  been  much  exafperated  by  the 
humorous  and  unadvifed  proceedings  of  the  Commander  there.     For  his  dif- 
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refpeds  to  me,  I  have  been  i'^^c  many  ways  abufcd  and  neglcclcd  by  others, 
that  I  will  not  complaine  of  him  alone  ;  but  I  may  upon  good  grounds  af- 
firme,  that  your  Majcftic  will  hardly  be  well  ferved  here,  untill  the  command 
be  as  formerly  united :  yet  in  regard  of  the  inlolent  demands  of  fome  of  the 
Country,  I  lliall  prefumc  humbly  to  deliver  my  opinion,  that  it  will  not  (land 
with  your  Majeftic's  Honour  at  this  prefcnt,  to  conferr  that  command  upon 
me,  but  your  Majcllie  may  be  pleafed  to  make  choice  of  fome  other  fitt  per- 
fon  ;  or  if  Captain  IVilloitghby  muft  be  ftill  continued,  as  an  argument  of  your 
favour  and  truft  in  me,  to  lay  your  Commands  upon  any  of  them,  that  for 
any  fervice  to  be  afted  within  my  Government,  they  fliall  receive  their  in^ 
ftrudions  and  direftions  from  me,  and  that  I  may  command  the  receiving  of 
my  felfe,  Wife  and  Children,  and  fome  few  ncceflary  attendants,  upon  any- 
urgent  occafion  or  necefllty. 

I  did  never  imagine  the  natives  of  this  Kingdom  would  have  raifed  a  pcrfe- 
cution  againft  their  ownc  Religion;  and  yett  many  are,  and  my  felfe  to  be, 
debarred  the  private  exercife  of  our  devotions,  which  by  a  copy  of  a  letter, 
amongft  others  which  I  humbly  prefent  herewith,  your  Majeftie  may  obferve, 
and  thereby  difcerne  in  what  a  hard  condition  I  am  in,  by  negleds  of  the 
one  fide,  and  violence  of  the  other. 

By  letters  this  day  from  the  Earle  of  Thomond,  I  am  informed  that  your 
Majeftie's  late  Letters  and  Declaration  in  thofe  parts  cannot  worke  upon  their 
obftinate  difpofitions  there. 

I  have  been  informed  that  there  have  been  private  confultations  held  by 
fome  of  the  Confederates,  to  invite  the  Emperor's  Brother  to  be  their  Pro- 
tedlor.  Whether  it  were  rejeded  by  themfelves,  or  how  farr  it  has  been  in 
agitation  abroad,  or  the  probability  of  it,  is  farr  beyond  my  knowledge.  To 
your  Majeftie's  clear  difcerning  judgment  I  humbly  fubmit  it,  holding  it  my 
duty,  to  give  you  a  right  information  of  what  is  delivered  to  me,  how  im- 
probable foever,  not  knowing  how  to  judge  thereof  in  the  obfcure  condition 
I  am  in,  debarred  even  of  ordinary  intelligence  5  but  this  1  am  fure  of,  they^ 
have  very  bufy  and  ftirring  Agents  abroad. 

I  prefume  your  Majeftie  has  been  long  fmce  informed  of  ^rejtons  coming 
downe  upon  fort  Faulkland  with  the  forces  of  Leinjier,  and  that  it  was  fur- 
rendered  to  him,  there  being  no  power  in  thefe  parts  of  the  Kingdom  able  to 
look  towards  him.  And  I  am  confident  the  Commanders  of  that  fort  have 
given  teftimony  of  me,  as  that  I  was  not  failing  to  them  in  any  thing,  as  long 
as  it  could  be  preferved  by  any  power  or  dilligence  of  mine. 

In  the  conclufion,  I  have  three  humble  apologies  to  make  :  Firft,  for  my  pre- 
fumption,  by  the  frequency  of  my  immediate  addreflcs  to  your  Majeftie,  for 
which  I  claime  your  juftice  to  acquit  me,  being  hitherto  encouraged  by  your 
Majeftie's  accepting  and  receiving  them  with  favour. 

The  fecond  is  the  largenefs  of  my  applications,  and  the  papers  that  accom- 
pany them,  for  which  I  plead  necefllty,  and  the  humours  of  the  times ;  thofe 
here,  though  guilty  of  high  difobedience,  I  conceive,  hold  it  a  facrilcdge  to 
violate  any  thing  direfted  to  your  Majeftie,  which  would  fufFer  under  any  o- 
ther  fuperfcription. 

The  third  is,  the  errors  of  my  expreflHons,  which,  if  guilty  of  any  crime,' 
was  farr  from  intention,  and  has  this  advantage,  that  they  are  direfted  to  your 
Majeftie  free  from  concealment  or  alteration  by  the  glofs  of  any  other's  ex- 
planation ;  and  upon  your  cenfure  andRoyall  judgment  folely  depends  the  life 
fortune  and  happinefs  of

The  latcft  news  out  of 
England  is  (as  farr  as  I  know  it  truth)  communicated  to  juUice  'Donellan,  who 
has  undertaken  to  advcrtife  your  Lordlhip  of  it.  Sure  I  am,  there  can  noc 
certain  judgment  be  grounded  thereon  of  the  f^iccefs  oi  th-cfe  great  diftempers 
by  me,  and  therefore  I  fhall  not  offer  at  any,  to  which  the  coming  of  your 
Lordfhip's  letters  unopened  would  otherwife  incline  me. 

The  towne  d  Reading  was  lately  given  up  to  the  Parliament  forces,  his 
Majeftic's  Army  being  then  not  farr  off,  with  intention  and  (I  think)  power 
to  rekive  it.  Sir  Arthur  Aften,  Governor  of  that  place,  had  received  a  dange- 
rous hurt  not  long  before,  foe  that  the  defence  and  treaty  was  managed  by  Col- 
lonell  Richard  Fielding,  who  rendered,  or  rather  betrayed  it ;  for  fince  I  heare 
he  is  condemned  to  death  by  a  Martiall  Court,  whereat  his  Majeftie  was.  He' 
teford  has  run  the  £ame  fortune  with  Reading,  as  Sir  Richard  Cave  is  like  to 
doc  with  Feilding^  for  the  fame  treachery,  as  it  is  faid.  This  fuccefs  has  ad- 
vanced the  infolcncy  of  that  party  to  an  height  beyond  exprcffion,  but  not  a- 
bove  the  jufticc  which  I  hope  will  one  day  reach  them.  This,  tho'  I  beleivc 
it  publique,  and  written  to  you  by  the  Juftice ;  yet  having  not  told  him  of  it, 
I  venture  to  iofc  my  labour,  rather  than  your  Lordfliip  fhould  want  this  acci- 
dent worth  your  obfcrvation,  regard  being  had  to  the    perlbns  of  the   mea 

failing 
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failing  in  their  trufts  and  loyalty.  The  wind  has  been  fo  long  eafterly,  that 
your  difpatch  to  Court  is  ftill  in  my  hands;  but  Ihall  be  lent  by  the  next 
that  goes.  I  have  adventured  upon  your  pardon  for  putting  fome  letters  un- 
der your  Lordlhip's  cover,  in  hope  they  may  foe  fcape  a  fearch  for  what  in 
truth  is  not  in  them,  and  arrive  to  thofc  they  are  direftcd.  One  of  them  is 
to  the  *  Gentleman  foe  commendably  importunate  with  you  and  me :  1  hear- 
tily wifh  there  were  many  of  his  mind ;  then  fhould  I  have  fome  hope  with 
more  freedom,  and  at  a  nearer  diftance,  to  profefs  to  you  my  being,  as  moft 
really  I  am,

wrote  in  cypher. 

THE  Papers  I  fliew'd  to  the  State,  as  you  direfted,  which  I  would  not  have 
done  otherwife,  as  things  now  ftand.  The  meflenger,  as  he  ufeth,  de- 
livered your  letters  at  the  Board  and  to  others,  and  came  to  me  at  nine  at 
night  on  Sunday.  He  is  an  ufefuU  man,  but  I  cannot  keep  him  from  too  much 
foolifh  talk  ;  let  him  be  advifed  to  be  more  wary.  Copies  are  taken  of  all, 
and  a  di (patch  into  England  thereupon ;  but  to  whom  or  what  end  1  cannot 
learne.  Your  Lordfhip  is  much  applauded  by  all  tongues  where  I  am  here. 
The  Prefident  is  under  a  cloud  at  Court,  but  Sir  Cha.  Coote  has  effeded  no- 
thing againft  him;  but  has  brought  direftions  for  3000  men  to  be  fent  to 
Connaght :  I  fee  not  how  they  will  be  gott  here.  It  is  reported  they  will  be 
Scotts  out  of  the  North  ;  it  is  not  yett  refolved.  If  you  hear  of  his  going 
to  the  North,  believe  they  come  thence.  The  Roundheads  are  ftrong,  and 
begin  to  plunder  and  take  many  places.  The  King  has  many  men  of  Ranke, 
but  wants  money,  arms  and  ammunition :  the  loffe  of  Reading  troubles  him 
and  heartens  them.  Many  hard  fliifts  to  fupply  the  Army  here,  who  threaten 
to  deparr,  and  are  difcontent.  It  is  written  to  me  from  Court,  that  the  old 
man  was  removed,  or  much  blamed,  as  others,  of  whom  the  Mafter  of  the 
Rolls  and  Vice  Treafurcr  are  moft  blamed.  The  King  is  not  pleafed  with  the 
requefts  in  the  CommilTipn;  but  there  is  a  party  at  Court  that  labour  (or  Ire- 
land. There  is  a  power  come  to  Ormond  to  conclude  a  ceffation  for  a  yeare 
here. 

The  King  would  have  it  carryed  with  fecrecy ;  I  and  one  more  only  are  ac- 
quainted with  it  yet :  there  is  a  courfe  taken  to  fee  how  the  motion  would  re- 
lifli,  if  it  might  be  obtained  before  it  be  made  knowne ;  yet  as  it  is  come, 
Ormond  would  have  me  acquaint  you  with  it,  that  you  may  with  all  motives 
incline  that  foolifh  people  to  defire  it.  If  they  of  Kilkenny  would  feeme  to 
defire  it  with  fafecy  and  without  high  demands,  it  would  gaine  much  upon  the 
King :  if  it  may  be  effeded,  it  may  doe  much  good  without  difadvantage  to 
either  fide ;  but  I  feare  we  are  not  worthy  to  be  foe  happy.  The  King  had 
noe  time,  by  reafon  of  the  late  fiege,  to  fend  any  anfwer  concerning  the  Com- 
midion  to  any ;  but  I  conceive  the  other  power  is  a  preparation  thereunto,  if 
people  would  apprehend  it. 

Ormond  wifhcd  me  to  lett  you  know,  that  when  there  is  neede  for  your 
removall,  he  will  without  direftion  march  with  all  the  Army  to  conduft  you; 
but  would  have  you  lofe  noe  footing  yett.  It  is  written  to  me,  the  humour 
at  Court  inclines  to  peace  here.

May  it  f  leaf e  your  moji  excellent  Majejfy, 

AS  foon  as  we  your  Majefty's  Jufticcs  entered  into  the  charge  of  the  Go- 
vernment, we  took  into  our  confideration  at  this  Board,  the  ftatc  of  your 
Army  here,  which  we  find  fufFcring  under  unfpeakable  extremities  of  want  of 
all  things  neceffary  for  the  fupport  of  their  perfons ,  or  maintenance  of  the 
war ;  here  being  no  viftuals,  clothes,  or  other  provifions  requifite  towards  their 
fuftenance,  nor  money  to  provide  them  of  any  thing  they  want,  nor  arms  in 
your  Majefty's  ftores  to  fupply  their  many  defective  arms ;  not  above  forty  bar- 
rels of  powder  in  the  ftores,  no  ftrength  of  ferviceablc  horfe  being  now  left 
here,  and  thofe  few  that  are,  their  armcs  for  the  moft  part  loft  or  unicrvice- 
able  ;  no  fhips  arrived  here  to  guard  the  coafts,  and  conlcqucntly  no  fccurity 
rendered  to  any  that  might  on  their  private  adventures  bring  in  provifions  or 
viduals,  or  other  ncceflaries  towards  our  fubfiftence^  and  finally,  no  vifible 
means  by  fea  or  land  of  being  able  to  prefcrve  for  you  this  your  Kingdom, 
and  to  render  deliverance  from  utter  deftruftion  to  the  remnant  of  your  good 
Ibbjeds  yet  left  here. 

We  find  that  your  Majefty's  late  Juftices  and  this  Board  have  often  and  fully 
by  very  many  letters  advertifed  the  Parliament  in  England  of  the  extremities 
of  affairs  here,  and  befought  relief  with  all  pollible  importunity;  which  alfo 
have  been  fully  rcprefented  to  your  Majcfty,  and  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  and 
Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  be  made  known  to  your  Majefty  ;  and  although  the 
winds  have  of  late  for  many  days,  and  often  formerly,  ftood  very  fair  for  ac- 
ceflion  of  fupply  forth  of  England  hither,  and  that  we  have  ftill  with  long 
expedations  hoped  to  find  provifions  arrive  here,  in  fome  degree  anfwerablc 
to  the  neceflities  of  your  affairs  j  yet  (now  to  our  inexprefllble  grief)  after  full 
fix  months  waiting,  and  much  longer  patience,  and  long  fuffering,  we  find  all 
our  great  expectations  anfwered,  in  a  mean  and  inconfidcrable  quantity  of  pro- 
vifions, {viz.  thrcefcore  and  fifteen  barrels  of  butter,  and  fourteen  tun  of 
cheefe,  being  but  the  fourth  part  of  a  fmall  veird's  lading,  which  was  fent 
from  London,  and  arrived  here  the  5  th  day  of  this  month,  which  is  not  above 
fevcn,  or  eight  days  provifion  for  that  part  of  the  Army  which  lyes  in  T)ub- 
lin,  and  the  out  garrifons  thereof;  no  money  nor  viduals  (other  than  that  in- 
confidcrable proportion  of  viduals)  having  arrived  in  this  place,  as  fent  from 
the  Parliament  of  England,  or  from  any  other  forth  of  England  for  the  ulb 
of  the  Army,  fince  the  beginning  of  November  laft. 

We  have  (by  the  bleflingof  God)  been  hitherto  profperous  and  fucccfsfuU  in 
your  Majefty's  affairs  here,  and  fhould  be  ftill  hopcfuU,  by  the  mercy  of  God, 
under  the  Royall  dircdion  of  your  Sacred  Majefty,  to  vindicate  your  Majefty's 
Honour,  and  recover  your  Rights  here,  and  take  due  vengeance  on  thefe  Tray- 
tors  for  the  innocent  blood  they  have  fpilt,  if  we  might  be  ftrcngthcned  and 
fupported  therein  by  needful  fupplics  forth  o'i  England  -,  but  thofe  fupplics  having 
hitherto  been  expeded  to  come  from  the  Parliament  oi  England,  (on  which, 
if  your  Majefty  had  not  relyed,  we  are  affured  you  would  in  your  high  wif- 
dom  have  found  out  Ibme  other  means  to  prefcrve  this  your  Kingdom)  and 
lb  great  and  apparent  a  failure  having  happened  therein,  and  all  the  former, 
and  late  long  continuing  eaftcrly  winds,  bringing  us  no  other  provifions  than 
thctc  few  cheefcs  and  butter,  and  no  advertifement  being  brought  us  of  any 
future  fupply  to  be  (o  much  as  in  the  way  hither,  whereby  there  might  be  any 
likelihood  that  confidcrablc  means  of  flipport  for  your  Majefty's  Army  might 
arrive  here  in  any  rcalbnablc  time,  before  we  be  totally  fwallowed  up  by  the 
Rcbclls,  and  your  Kingdom  by  them  wreftcd  from  you ;  we  find  our  Iclvcs

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fo  difappointcd  of  our  hopes  from  the  Parliament,  as  mufl:  needs  trench  to  the 
utter  lols  of  the  Kingdom,  if  your  Majefty  in  your  high  wifdom  ordain  not 
lome  prefent  means  of  prefervation  for  us. 

And  confidering  that  now  by  occafion  of  that  unhappy  and  unexpected  fail- 
ing of  fupport  from  thence,  we  Ihall  be  lefs  fuccelsfuU  in  our  fcrvices  here 
a^ainft  the  llebelis  than  hitherto,  {whiill:  we  were  enabled  with  fomc  means 
to  fcrvc  you)  we  have  been,  the  ihamc  and  dilhonour  may,  in  common  con- 
ftruiftion  of  thofe  that  know  not  the  inward  of  the  caufc,  be  imputed  to  us, 
and  not  to  the  failings  that  dilablcd  us  i  and  confidering  principally  and  above 
all  things  the  high  and  eminent  truft  of  your  affairs  here  depofited  with  us  by 
your  Sacred  Majeify,  we  may  not  forbear,  in  difcharge  of  our  duty,  thus 
freely  and  plainly  to  declare  our  humble  apprehenfions,  to  the  end  that  your 
Majclh',  thus  truly  underftanding  the  terriblencfs  of  our  condition,  may  finde 
out  ibmc  fuch  means  of  fupport  to  prefcrve  to  your  Majcfty  and  your  Royall 
Pofterity  this  your  ancient  and  rightfuli  Crown  and  Kingdom,  and  derive  de- 
liverance and  fafety  to  the  remnant  of  your  good  fubjefts  yet  left  here ;  as  in 
your  excellent  judgement  you  Ihali  find  to  be  moft  for  your  Honour  and  ad- 
vantage. 

And  fo  praying  to  the  King  of  Kings  to  guide  and  direft  you  for  the  beft 
in  this  high  and  important  caufe,  and  in  all  other  your  counicils  and  adions,

SIR, 

BY  your  letter  of  the  9th  prefent,  your  return  hither  will  bring  upon  us 
the  burden  of  many  more  than  this  place  is  poUIbly  able  to  fuftain,  or 
leave  that  terrified  Country  to  their  own  fears ;  a  much  more  dangerous  enemy 
than  any  they  have  to  deal  with  in  Trefton,  or  his  great  gun.  Wherefore,  to 
enable  your  ftay  abroad  for  the  encouragement  of  the  King's  good  fubjeds, 
and  interruption  of  the  defigns  the  Rebells  may  have  upon  them,  I  have  fent 
you  two  pieces  of  battery,  with  ammunition  and  other  provifions  :  they  will 
march  hence  on  Saturday  the  13  th  of  this  month,  whereof  I  thought  good 
to  give  you  notice,  to  the  end  you  may  fend  a  party  to  meet  and  convoy 
them.  I  have  endeavoured  to  fend  to  the  horfe  a  further  fupply  of  victuals, 
which  you  may  fend  for  as  your  want  or  leifure  fhall  require  or  permit  you ; 
and  left  thofe  provifions  fhould  not  be  fufficient,  I  have  lent  you  full  power 
to  command,  not  only  the  men,  but  all  (lores  of  viftualls,  of  what  kind  fo- 
ever,  in  the  pofleilion  of  any  of  his  Majefty's  garrifons,  or  other  good  fub- 
jcfts  in  that  Country  ;  which,  though  I  fuppofe  it  will  be  needlels,  for  that  I 
believe  the  fenfe  of  their  own  fafety  (which  depends  entirely  upon  your  fub- 
fiftence  amongft  them)  will  difpofe  them  to  a  free  participation  of  what  they 
have  with  you.  Yet  it  is  fo  frequent  to  find  men  more  thrifty  than  ftands 
even  with  their  particular  fecurity,  that  I  have  held  it  fit  for  the  good  of  the 
fervice,  to  give  you  power  to  compel!  them  to  their  own  prefervation. 

Being  ignorant  of  the  condition  of  the  Country,  and  pofturc  of  the  Re- 
bels, I  am  not  able  to  give  pofitive  orders  ;  but  our  exceeding  wants  here  do 
inforce  from  me  this  one,  which  is,  that  you  maintain  the  party  under  your 
command  abroad  as  long  as  poflibly  you  can  find  fubfiftence  for  it,  for  here

you  will  find  empty  ftores,  poor  inhabitants,  and  indeed  all  the  wants  that 
can  diftrcfs  an  Army. 

In  my  laft,  dated  the  8th  of  this  month,  I  defircd  you,  in  cafe  Trefton  were 
through  want  or  fear  retired,  that  then  you  fhould  prepare  to  beficge  Balli- 
fonam  but  for  other  reafons  fince  appearing,  I  defire  you  not  to  attempt  it, 
which  is  the  only  thing  wherein  I  fhall  limit  you,  but  do  leave  you  wholly  to 
your  own  ways,  how  todifpofeof  the  Army  in  fuch  manner,  either  divided 
or  united,  as  may  moft  conduce  to  the  main  end  of  keeping  it  abroad,  than

My  very  good  Lord, 

BY  this  diipatch  moft  of  all  thofe  particulars  mentioned  in  your  LordOiip's 
feveral  letters  arc  fent,  that  concerning  my  Lord  Chancellor  excepted, 
which  his  Majefty  forbears  to  do,  being  unwilling  to  divert  to  any  particular 
man  any  money  which  may  be  made  ufefuU  to  the  publick,  by  helping  to 
fupply  the  miferable  wants  of  the  Army. 

Your  Lordfhip  will  with  this  receive  a  warrant  for  your  Lordftiip  to  be  paid 
in  the  firft  place,  (as  by  a  copy  of  that  letter  you  will  perceive)  a  letter  for 
Sir  'James  Ware,  Sir  Taid  'T)avys,  concerning  Sir  John  Temple,  fo  as  your 
Lordftiip's  letter  to  Sir  ^Patrick  Wemyfs  did  intimate. 

Since  the  rendering  of  Reading,  the  King's  Forces  in  thefe  parts  and  the 
Weft  have  profpcred  exceedingly,  as  by  the  inclofed  your  Lordlhip  will  fee. 
We  now  hear  that  Sir  William  Waller  having  beleaguered  Worcejler,  after 
he  had  made  many  bold  ailaults  upon  it,  he  in  the  night  retreated  with  his  for- 
ces, with  the  lofs  of  about  fixty  of  his  men,  and  is  now  going  to  fee  what  he 
can  do  to  relieve  Exeter,  which  is  befieged  by  Sir  Ralph  Hopton.  The  King 
4  had 
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had  a  great  lofs  at  Wakefield,  through  the  rcmiflhcfs  of  fome  Officers,  but  the 
Earl  of  Ne-wcaftle  we  doubt  not  will  redeem  that  lofs  within  a  fhort  time.  By 
the  printed  papers  fent  herewith  your  Lordlhip   will  fee  the  news  of  there- 
parts. 

As  I  had  written  thus  far,  there  came  certain  advertifement  that  Exeter  is 
rendered  to  Sir  Ralph  Hopton  for  the  King,  which  being  the  principall  town 
in  "Devonpire,  it  is  thought  that  all  that  Country  will  Ihbmit. 

The  fadious  party  at  London  are  much  difturbed  for  want  of  money.  The 
Commons  Houfe  hath  fuffered  with  impunity  a  motion  for  depofing  the  King 
to  palTc  ;  and  they  have  impeached  the  Queen  of  High  Treafon  for  having  af- 
fifted  his  Majefty  with  munition,  money,  and  armes.  They  voted  the  making 
of  a  new  Great  Scale ;  but  the  Houfe  of  Peers  hath  rejcdted  the  laft,  and  not 
confented  or  approved  of  the  firft ;  and  it  is  conceived,  that  when  the  Impeach- 
ment fhali  be  brought  up,  they  will  rejed  it.  Thefe  extremities  wc  hope  will 
not  laft  long :  all  honeft  and  confcientious  men  deteft  thefe  proceedings.  God 
be  mcrcifuU  to  us. 

Whiift  thefe  high  and  rebellious  proceedings  are  in  this  Kingdom,  your 
Lordfhip  cannot  expeft  much  fuccour  from  hence.  The  Lord  of  Heaven  put 
a  fpeedy  and  happy  iflue  to  thefe  extremities,  and  fend  us  peace,  which  is  the 
carneft  prayer  of

Charles  R. 

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  well  beloved  Coufin  and  Councellor,  we  greet 
you  well.  Some  months  ago  (being  then  at  Tork)  vfc  wrote  our  Letters 
feverally,  both  to  you,  and  into  Ireland  to  our  Juftices  there,  that  the  Earl  of 
Antrim  (then  under  reftraint  in  Ireland)  might  either  be  fent  to  our  city  of 
'Dublin,  or  to  us,  with  the  reafons  of  his  committment,  as  he  moft  humbly 
implored,  hoping  that  he  ftiould  make  clearly  manifeft  his  loyalty  to  us,  and 
the  good  offices  he  had  done  to  divers  of  our  diftreffed  fubjefts,  relieved  and 
affifted  fevcral  times  by  him,  in  cafes  of  great  extremity,  at  Colerain  and  other 
parts  of  Ireland,  as  by  atteftation  hath  fince  appeared.  We  never  hitherto  re- 
ceived any  account  of  thofe  our  Letters :  on  the  contrary,  we  underftand  he 
was  driven  to  make  his  own  way  over  into  the  North  of  this  our  Kingdom, 
where  in  his  attendance  upon  our  dear  Confort  the  Queen,  he  fo  behaved 
himfelf,  as  became  the  duty  of  a  good  and  loyal  fubjed:.  But  that  out  of  an 
earneft  defire  to  provide  for  the  fecurity  of  his  eftate  in  Ireland,  he  lately  re- 
pairing thither,  was  anew  apprehended  and  imprifoned,  and  very  barbaroufly 
treated,  and  fo  remains  at  Knockfergus,  or  fome  other  place  under  the  com- 
mand of  our  Scottifh  forces.  Therefore  that  we  may  well  underftand  what 
his  fault  is,  and  caufe  him  accordingly  to  be  proceeded  againft,  our  Pleafure 
and  Command  is,  that  you  fail  not,  upon  the  receipt  of  thefe  our  Letters, 
forthwith  to  give  order,  that  the  faid  Earle  oi Antrim,  with  his  attendants^ 
and  fervants,  be  fent  prefently  to  our  faid  city  of  'Dublin,  together  with  the 
particular  charge  againft  him ;  whereupon  we  fhall  foon  take  a  courfe  to  have 
him  proceeded  againft  according  to  his  merit.  In  the  interim,  we  will  and 
require  you  to  give  fufficient  direftions  alfo,  that  the  houfcs,  chattels,  and 
other  eftates  of  the  faid  Earl  of  Antrim  in  any  part  of  Ireland,  be  faved 
harmlefs  both  from  the  fpoile  of  the  Irijh  Rebels,  and  our  own  forces  there 
under  yom-  command  -,  that  fo  they  may  be  found  unimbezzcled,   or  other- 
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wife  wafted,  whenfoever  or  howfoever  law  and  juftice  iliall  difpofc  of  them. 
We  fhall  expeft  that  you  perform  your  part  therein  with  that  indifFcrcncy  to 
him  and  regard  to  us,  which  fhall  befit  your  duty  and  charge,  and  that  you 
give  us  a  fpeedy  account  thereof  accordingly.  For  which  thefe  our  Letters 
fhall  be  your  warrant.

RIGHT  trufty,  &c.  The  prefent  diftraftions  here  have  rendered  us  unable, 
as  (by  experience  we  find)  the  remaining  part  of  the  two  Houfes  are  un- 
willing to  fupply  or  relieve  our  Army  in  Ireland.  And  if  the  money  we 
confented  fhould  be  raifed  in  this  our  Kingdom  for  the  relief  of  Ireland,  had 
not  been  diverted  by  them,  and  rebellioufly  employed  againft  us  here  in  Eng- 
land, we  fhould  not  have  been  conftrained  to  have  hearkened  to  a  ceflation  of 
armes  on  that  fide :  but  fince  we  lee  no  other  hope,  during  the  unhippy  di- 
ftempers  here,  to  fettle  the  peace  of  that  our  Kingdom,  but  by  a  Ceflation  of 
armes  between  us  and  the  Irijh  now  in  armes  there  -,  and  doubt  very  much 
how  our  forces  now  in  that  our  Kingdom  will  be  there  maintauied,  if  we  fhall 
admit  of  a  Ceflation ;  we  have  thought  expedient,  by  thefe  our  Letters,  to  re- 
commend it  to  your  care  and  induftry,  to  confider  ferioufly  how  our  affairs 
on  that  fide  may  be  enabled  to  fubfifl:  during  a  Ceflation  ;  and  if  there  be  means 
found  for  that,  we  do  then  hereby  authorize  and  require  you  to  agree  to  a 
Ceflfation  of  armes  there  for  a  year  ;  and  in  our  name  to  aflure  the  faid  Irifh, 
that  we  are  gracioufly  inclined  to  diflTolve  the  prefent  Parliament,  and  to  call 
a  new  one  between  this  and  the  loth  oi  November  next,  and  to  take  acourfe 
to  put  all  thofe  that  fliall  be  chofen  Members  of  the  faid  Parliament  into  lucli 
a  condition,  as  they  fhall  not  be  prejudiced  of  their  liberty  of  aflifting,  fitting, 
and  voting  in  the  laid  Parliament.  For  better  cft\fting  whereof,  we  do  hereby 
further  authorize  and  require  you  to  give  licence  to  fuch  Commiflioners  as 
the  faid  Irijh  Ihall  appoint  to  come  over  hither  to  us,  to  treat  of  that  bufinefs 
and  fuch  other  particulars  (to  be  propofed  by  way  of  petition)  as  fhall  neccf- 
farily  conduce,  not  only  to  the  ratifying  of  the  faid  Ceflation,  but  to  a  pre- 
paration of  what  fhall  be  requifite  for  the  fetling  of  a  jufl:,  honourable,  and 
perfeft  Peace  "in  that  our  Kingdom.  And  we  further  require  you,  in  cafe  the  faid 
Irifl)  now  in  arms  fhall  agree  to  fuch  a  CeflTation  and  Treaty,  to  advertile  us  of 
fome  fuch  able  and  fitting  Minifters  or  Servants  of  ours  on  that  fide,  as  you 
conceive  fit  to  be  lent  over  hither  to  aflifl:  in  the  Treaty  here,  when  Commif- 
iioners  Ihall  come  over  from  the  faid  IriJh.  In  which  bufinefs  we  require 
you  to  ufe  all  convenient  expedition,  and  to  give  us  a  fpeedy  accomit,  for 
which,  &c.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty, 

BY  the  time  your  Letters  touching  the  CcfTation  came  to  my  hands,  this 
place  was  full  of  that  bufinefs,  and  it  became  the  common  difcourfc  of 
all  men.  And  prefently  after,  when  I  had  newly  entered  into  it,  as  I  was  di- 
refted,  fome  had  letters  thereof  from  London,  fome  out  of  Wales,  and  the 
printed  Weekly  Intelligencer  from  London  took  upon  him  to  trace  foinc  of 
this  Nation  from  Court  hither,  and  in  their  journey  all  the  way,  to  fet  down 
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what  difcourfc  fell  from  fomc  of  them  concerning  it ;  and  all  much  contrary 
to  truth,  and  to  the  difadvantagc  of  your  Majertie's  commands. 

How  this  affair  of  fo  great  importance  became  fo  loon  thus  vulgar,  I  know 
not,  but  it  put  me  out  of  the  courfe  I  was  commanded  and  had  begun  to  hold 
therein.  For  perceiving  how  the  Army,  for  want  of  true  mformation,  did 
begin  to  rtagger  at  the  falle  reports  that  were  fpread  abroad  thereof,  how  many 
of  your  good  fubjeds  here  did  murmure  at  it,  and  that  tome  of  your  Coun- 
cill  of  State  pretended  to  conceive  great  jealoufies  and  fears,  that  a  bufinels 
of  fo  great  concernment  Ihould  be  fo  publickly  known  to  every  common  per- 
fon,  and  yet  kept  horn  them  ;  and  tinding  by  General  Major  Mvnroe'^  letter 
to  Colonel  Crawford-,  (whereof  I  feiit  your  Majelty  an  extrad)  how  ready  he 
would  be  to  lay  hold  on  any  occafion  that  might  give  the  leaft  countenance 
to  his  feigned  fears,  and  make  Inch  ufc  thereof,  as  might  not  only  difadvantagc 
and  hinder  the  thing,  but  perhaps  prejudice  your  affairs  elfewhcre,  and  be  ibme 
colour  of  iuftificjtion  of  the  dilbbedience  (1  think)  he  intends,  and  he  is  ani- 
mated unto,  in  breach  of  the  ccflarion,  if  it  fhall  be  concluded  on;  I  thought 
it  moll  neceflary  for  his  Majedie's  feivicc,  and  for  the  preventing  of  many  ill 
effects  that  might  follow,  if  a  right  undcrftanding  of  this  particular  were  not 
placed  in  your  Army  and  good  people  here,  to  communicate  your  Letters  of 
the  23d  ok  April  and  the  3d  oi  May  unto  fuch  of  your  Council,  as  I  was 
confident  had  right  affedions  to  your  lervice,  and  would  eafily  be  latisficd  and 
endeavour  to  fatisfy  others;  that  your  Commands  in  this  bufintfs  had  princi- 
pally for  ground  and  end,  the  prei'ervation  of  this  Kingdom  and  Army,  and  of 
your  Proteftant  iubjeds  in  both  ;  and  to  take  their  advice  with  me,  through  all 
the  Treaty  and  the  pafl'ages  conducing  thereunto. 

According  to  which,  when  1  had  made  fome  entrance  into  the  bufinefs,  it 
became  necelfary  to  defire  the  afliftance  of  the  Lords  Juftices,  and  confequently 
impoflible  to  negotiate  that  matter  with  that  fecrecy,  but  that  it  muft  be  com- 
municated to  the  whole  Councill.  Nor  was  I  unwilling  it  fhould  be  fo,  for 
that  1  was  confident  lome  of  them,  upon  the  light  they  had,  would  write 
flightly,  if  not  malicioufly,  of  it  to  London--,  which  by  a  clearer  knowiedge 
given  them,  would  be  prevented,  or  at  leafl  the  excufc  of  ignorance,  or  tak- 
ing up  reports  upon  publick  faith  taken  from  them.  For  this  and  other  rea- 
fons,  all  tending  to  the  vindication  of  your  Majeftie's  Commands  and  Inten- 
tions from  the  calumnies  which  upon  this  occafion  were  caft  upon  them,  I  was 
refolvcd  and  advifed  to  produce  your  Letters  at  the  Council  Board,  and  from 
the  Lords  Juftices  to  exped  advice  and  afliftance  in  purfuance  of  your  pleafure 
in  that  behalf  fignified. 

After  fome  debate  there  had  of  the  matter  and  manner  of  treaty,  and  after 
fome  motions  made  by  me,  conducing  (as  I  thought)  to  your  Majeftie's  fervice, 
which  are  inferred  into  the  coUcdions  of  papers  I  fend  by  this  difpatch  to 
Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas,  I  defired  fome  of  the  Council  might  be  appointed  to 
go  along  with  me  to  the  treaty  ;  which  being  affented  to,  I  alfo  took  with  me 
fome  of  the  chief  Officers  of  the  Army,  and  proceeded  therein,  as  by  the  col- 
ledion  may  appear. 

If  in  the  carriage  of  this  great  affair,  fo  much  beyond  my  skill,  ^and  above 
my  experience,  I  have  Iwerved  from,  or  exceeded  your  Majeftie's  diredions 
in  the  l.teral  lenfe,  1  have  certainly  guided  my  felf  by  that  which,  to  the  befl: 
of  my  underftanding,  was  the  fcope  of  your  Commands,  and  moft  for  the  ad- 
vantp.ge  of  your  fervice,  in  the  prefervation  of  this  Kingdom  for  your  Majefty, 
th<  vindication  of  your  Honour,  and  the  continuance  of  the  affedions  of  this 
Army,  and  others  your  good  fubjeds  unto  you.  And  in  confidence  of  a  gra- 
cious acceptance  of  my  faithfuU  endeavours  herein,  I  am  bold  to  fubfcribe  my

My  Lord, 

LATE  laft  night  I  received  a  letter  fubfcribed  by  your  Lordfhip,  and  the 
chief  Officers  ferving  under  your  command  in  Munjler,  whereunto  I 
cannot  give  fo  large  an  anfwer  as  I  defire,  and  as  my  relpeft  to  your  Lord- 
fhip and  them  would  induce  me,  by  reafon  that  this  morning  I  am  ready  to 
take  horfe,  and  follow  the  Army,  which  ycfterday  I  fent  forth.  Therefore,  I 
defire  your  Lordfliip  in  my  behalf  to  acknowledge  unto  them  the  very  many 
good  fervices  they  have  performed  for  his  Majefty,  fmce  their  being  employed 
by  his  authority  in  this  Kingdom  j  and  to  afl'ure  them,  that  upon  all  occafions 
I  fhall  value  their  merits  and  perfons  unto  him  to  be  fuch  as  deferve  his  gra- 
cious acceptance  and  favour ;  which  I  make  no  doubt  will  fhinc  upon  them  to 
their  fatisfadlion,  honour,  and  advantage. 

The  thing  defired  by  your  Lordfhip  and  them  being  very  general,  I  will  for 
the  prefent  give  unto  it  only  a  general  anfwer ;  and  yet  fince  by  the  circum- 
ftance  of  the  treaty  with  the  Lord  Muskerry,  I  fuppofe  the  matter  intended  by 
your  Lordfliip  and  them,  and  wherein  you  defire  to  receive  direftion  and  in- 
formation ,  is  concerning  my  late  treaty  with  him  and  others ;  and  finding 
that  his  Majefty 's  Commands  in  that  particular  have  been  by  fome  mifundcr- 
ftood,  I  hold  it  not  unfit  for  the  vindication  of  his  Majeftie's  intentions,  and 
the  manifefting  of  them  to  be  no  other  than  for  the  prefervation  of  this  King- 
dom, and  good  fubjeds  of  the  Britijh  Nation  and  Proteftant  Religion,  and  for 
the  fatisfadion  of  your  Lordfhip  and  them,  to  fend  unto  you  to  be  communi- 
cated to  them,  not  only  a  copy  of  his  Majefty's  Letters,  whereby  1  was  autho- 
rized and  commanded  to  treat  for  a  CelTation,  but  likewife  my  whole  proceed- 
ing thereon,  whereby  your  Lordfhip  and  they  may  perceive  how  that  bufinefs 
hath  been  proceeded  in,  and  where  it  now  refts.

RIGHT  trufty,  S'C.  Whereas  by  former  Letters,  dated  the  23d  oi  April 
and  3d  of  May,  we  have  authorized  our  right  trufty  and  right  entirely 
beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  "James  Marquefs  of  Ormond,  to  treat  and 
conclude  with  our  fubjeds  in  that  our  Kingdom,  who  have  taken  armes  there 
againft  us  and  our  authority,  for  a  CcflTation  of  armes,  for  one  whole  year,  as 
by  our  faid  Letters  more  particularly  may  appear :  And  fince  that  time,  we  have 
fecn  their  propofitions,  and  the  faid  Marquefs  his  anfwer  thereunto  j  which 
anfwer,  as  alfo  his  whole  carriage  and  proceeding  in  the  faid  treaty,  though 
we  find  good  caufe  very  well  to  approve  of,  yet  we  leave  it  to  him  to  enlarge, 
alter,  or  add  to  his  anfwcrs,  as  he  ftiall  fee  caufe  :  And  for  his  better  authority 
and  power  to  efFeft  what  he  hath  fo  well  begun,  thefe  are  to  will  and  to 
require  you  to  caufe  our  Commiffion  under  our  Great  Seal  of  that  our  King- 
2  dom 
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dom  to  be  made  unto  the  laid  Marquefs,  authorizing  him  to  treat  and  conclude 
tor  us,  and  in  our  name  with  our  laid  fubjcfts,  upon  a  Cellation  of  Arms  for 
one  wliole   year,   to  begin  at  fuch  time,  as  to  him  lliall  be  thought  fit ;  and 
upon  luch  articles  or  agreements,  as  to  him  in  his  judgement  Ihall  Teem  moft 
necelVary  for  our  fervice,  or  otherwife  to  break  off  the  laid  Treaty,  as  he  Ihall 
fee  caule.     And  in  cafe  the  laid  Cellation  fliall  be  agreed  and  concluded  upon 
before  or  after  thelc  our  Letters  iliall  come  unto  your  hands,  we  do  by  thele 
our  Letters  will  and  require  you  to  caufe  our  Letters  Patents  of  confirmation 
under  the  Great  Seal  of  that  our  Kingdom,  by  the  advice  of  fome  of  our  learned 
Council  there,  with  the  aflllbnce  of  all  or  Ibme  of  our  Judges,  to  be  made  in 
the  moft  elfedual  manner,  as  well  for  the  ratifying,  confirming,  and  allowing 
the  laid  Treaty  and  Cellation,  and  the  proceedings  therein,  and  all  and  every 
the  matters  and  things,  which  on  our  part  are,  or  (hall  be  be  undertaken  by 
the  laid  Marquis,  to  be  obferved,  fuUfiUed  and  kept,  as  for  the  juftifying,  warrant- 
ing, and  faving  harmlefs  the  laid  Marquefs,  and  all  and  every  fuch  perfon  and  per- 
fons,  as  have  been  or  fhall  be  attendmg,  aiding,  afilfting,  and  advifing  him  in, 
or  upon  the  faid  Treaty,  or  conclufion  of  the  faid  Cellhtion,   againft  us,  our 
heirs  and  fuccelTors,  and  all  other  perfon  and  pcrfons  whatlbever,  from  all  man- 
ner of  vexation,   trouble,  damage,  prejudice   or  danger  which  may  hereafter 
happen  unto  him  or  them,  or  to  any  of  them  in  their  perfons  or  eftates,  for 
or  by  reafon  of  the  laid  Treaty  with  our  faid  fubjeds,  or  concluding  the  laid 
cclTation.     And  it  is  our  further  will  and  pleafure,  that  whether  the  laid  Celfa- 
tion  upon  Treaty  be  or  Ihall  be  agreed  upon,  or  broken  off,  you  do  from  time 
to  time,  as  often  as  the  fame  Ihall  be  thought  requifite,  caufc  all  fuch  further 
Letters  Patents  and  Grants  to  be  made  for  his  and  their  further  and  better  fe- 
curity  againft  us,  our  heirs  and  fuccelTors,  and  all  other  perfon  and  pcrfons  what- 
ever, for  or  by  reafon  of  the  premiles,  as  by  his  or  their  learned  Council  re- 
fpedively  fhall  be  devifed  or  advifed.     And  we  do  laftly  will  and  require  you, 
and  our  Council  there,  that  in  cafe  a  Ceffation  is  already,  or  fliall  be  agreed 
on,  that  you  do  and  caufe  to  be  done,  all  fuch  further  ad  and  afts,  for  the 
publUhing,  ratifying,  and  confirming  and  ftrengthningof  the  faid  Ceflation,  as 
Ihall  be  necelTary.

May  it  pleafe  your  Lordjloip, 

YOU  will  herein  receive  his  Majeftie's  Letter,  as  your  Lordfhip  defired  it, 
and  a  copy  of  his  Majeftie's  Letter  of  the  2d  of  this  inftant  July.  When 
the  King  ftiall  underftand  what  your  Lordfhip  hath  done  upon  thefe,  you  will, 
if  there  fhall  be  caufe,  hear  further  from  him. 

I  believe  your  Lordfhip  hath  heard  of  his  Majeftie's  many  late  viftories  in 
the  North,  and  in  the  Weft ;  the  great  defeat  given  to  Sir  IV.  Waller  near  the 
*I)e'vifes,  and  thereupon  his  Majefty's  taking  of  Brijiol,  whither  he  is  gone  to 
fettle  a  garrifon,  and  the  principal  part  of  the  trade  of  this  Kingdom.  By 
thefe  late  happy  viftories,  all  the  Weft  is  in  a  fair  and  probable  way  to  be 
fpeedily  reduced  to  obedience :  And  (God  be  praifed)  his  Majeftie's  armcs  in 
the  North  are  fo  profperous,  as  Torkfhire  is  all  entirely  reduced,  except  Hull 
and  a  poor  town  called  Beverley.     The  Earl  of  Ejfex  his  army  is  wafted  even 
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to  nothing  conliderable,  and  himfelf  is  by  the  Rebclls  held  fufpedled  to  be  in- 
clining to  loyalty. 

There  is  a  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  accompts  of  receipts  and 
disburfements  of  money  raifed  by  the  two  Houfes,  it  being  openly  avowed, 
that  fome  of  the  Committees  have  fent  beyond  fcas  300000/. 

There  are  very  many  and  great  divifions  amongft  the  Grandees  in  the  two 
Houfes,  and  all  is  like  to  be  in  confufion  amongft  them.  There  are  lately  put 
in  readinefs  for  the  King's  fervicein  Cumberland  and  Weftmorland  3000  men, 
and  4000  in  Northumberland  and  in  the  Bifhoprick  of  'T>urefme\  which  will 
be  ready  to  curbe  the  Scots,  if  they  fhall  attempt  to  come  into  this  Kingdom, 
as  the  Rebels  here  have  invited  them  to  doe. 

The  people  here  begin  to  be  very  fenfible  and  weary  of  the  oppreflions  of 
the  new  projeded  Government,  and  (we  doubt  not)  will  Ihortly  rejeft  the 
fame ;  which  is  now  fupported  but  by  the  Lord  Say,  Mr.  Tym,  young  Sir 
H.  Vane,  and  a  few  other  factious  peribns,  who  enrich  themfclvcs,  and  make 
flaves  of  all  their  fellow  fubjedts,  under  pretence  of  (what  they  never  loved) 
Religion.  It  is  moft  certain  truth,  that  at  this  inftant  they  have  a  troop  of 
Wallons  that  ferve  them,  who  are  all  Papifts,  and  have  Pricfts  with  them  that 
fay  mafle  to  them  wherefoever  they  go.     This  is  a  real  truth. 

The  printed  Mercuries  will  let  your  Lordfhip  underftand  the  other  news  in 
thefe  parts,  and  therefore  1  fliall  trouble  your  Lordfhip  with  no  more  than  the 
humble  fervice  of

My  Lord, 

BEING  now  returned  from  the  fervice  that  withheld  me  from  the  intended 
Treaty,  it  has  pleafed  the  Lords  Jufticcs  to  command  me  to  give  thofe  that 
laft  treated  with  me  a  meeting  at  on  the        day  of  this  month ;  whereof 

I  thought  good  to  informe  your  Lordfhip,  to  the  end  I  may  have  the  happinefs 
of  waiteing  on  you  there,  if  it  may  ftand  with  your  health  and  other  occa- 
fions,  where  fhall  be  provided  for  you  the  bcft  accommodation  that  thefc 
wretched  times  will  afford. 

Mr.  Brent  landed  lately  here,  and  hath  brought  with  him  fuch  letters  as  have 
fomething  changed  the  face  of  this  Government  from  what  it  was,  when  the 
Parliament  pamphlets  were  received  as  oracles,  their  commands  obeyed  as  laws, 
and  extirpation  preached  for  gofpell.  Some  of  our  Councellors  are  now  pri- 
foners  by  his  Majeftie's  exprefs  pleafure,  and  upon  the  accufation  of  the  Lord 
'Dillon,  Harry  Wilmott  lately  created  a  Baron,  Sir  Faithfull  Fortefcue,  'Da- 
niell  and  Bryan  O  Neale.  A  CommiHion  is  to  be  dircfted  to  my  Lord  Chan- 
cellor, my  lelfe,  the  Earle  of  Rofcommon,  and  Sir  Maurice  Euftace  to  examine 
and  returne  to  his  Majeftie  the  truth  thereof.  I  wifh  that  the  right  ufe  may  be 
made  of  this  change. 

By  divers  good  hands  we  have  it,  that  his  Majeftie's  affairs  profper  exceed- 
ingly.    The  North  is  totally  in  fubjedion,  except  Hull,  whcrcunto  the  Lord 
Fairfax  is  retired,  after  a  totall  routing  of  his  Forces  by  the  Earle  o^ Neisjcajile. 
S'ltjohn  Hotham,  his  Son,  and  Sit  Edward  Roades  are  in  faire  poflibility  to 
2  be 
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be  hanged  at  London,  whither  they  were  lately  brought  prifoners  fot  attempt- 
ing a  return  to  their  loyalty,  and  the  lurrendcr  of  Hull  to  the  King ;  to  whom 
(I  think)  they  iTiall  performe  almoft  as  good  fcrvicc,  if  they  hang  handlbmely. 

The  Weft  is  alio  reduced,  except  Exceter  and  Brijloll,  the  latter  whereof  is 
faid  to  be  rendered  j  but  of  that  there  is  noe  certainty.  Sure  it  is,  that  their 
great  man  of  war  Waller  is  wholly  defeated  by  Prince  Maurice,  the  Marquefs 
oi  Hartford,  and  Sit  Ralph  Hopton--,  twenty-eight  foot  colours  taken, — cor- 
nets, twenty-four  pieces  of  cannon,  all  the  baggage,  amies,  and  ammunition ; 
5000  men  laid  to  be  killed  upon  the  place,  and  more  taken  prifoners.  This 
is  imputed  to  my  Lord  of  Ejjex,  who  (they  fay)  might  have  hindered  it  by 
marching  to  his  fuccour,  or  by  making  fonie  diveitifemcnt  towards  Oxford. 
This  conjcfture  is  ftrengthencd  in  them  at  London  by  a  letter  his  Lordmip  is 
faid  to  have  written  to  the  Parliament,  advifing  them  to  petition  for  a  fecond 
Treaty ;  and,  if  that  fhould  be  refufed,  a  day  and  place  might  be  afligned  for 
a  fctt  battle ;  and  that  his  Majeftie  Ihould  be  defired  to  withdraw  his  Pcrfon 
from  the  hazard  of  it.  Great  is  the  confufion  and  feare  of  that  party,  which 
thrufts  them  upon  odious  fhifts  for  money  and  men,  as  impofing  an  excife  upon 
all  kind  of  provifions,  and  endeavouring  to  draw  in  the  Scotts  with  large  pro- 
mifes  of  Papifts  and  Prelates  lands  in  the  North.  For  this  embafly  were  dc- 
figncd  the  Earle  of  Rutland,  the  Lord  Gray  of  tVarke ,  of  the  Lords;  Sir 
William  Ermine,  Sir  Henry  Vane  the  younger,  one  Hatcher  and  one  more, 
whole  name  I  remember  not,  from  the  Commons.  It  is  reported  the  Lord 
Gray  has  refufed  the  Honour,  and  is  therefore  committed  to  the  Tower.  The 
Earie  of  Rutland  takes  time  to  confidcr,  whether  to  the  Tower  or  Scotland  be 
the  fafer  journey ;  but  all  the  Commoners  are  ready  for  the  negotiation. 

Her  Majeftie  is  fafely  arrived  at  Oxford,  and  her  coming  has  added  foe  con- 
fiderably  to  his  Majeftie's  ftrength,  that  my  Lord  of  Ej[ex  is  retired  towards 
London  ;  fomc  fay  to  Reading,  and  others  to  Stony  Stratford,  and  others  to 
Windfor,  which  I  the  eafier  believe,  for  that  I  am  aflured  by  Mr.  Secretary  Ni- 
cholas, that  his  forces  exceed  not  4000  foot,  and  2000  horfe.  It  is  faid  they 
intend  a  new  Generall,  fuch  as  the  citty  fhall  appoint. 

Chefter  was  lately  atixmpted  by  Sir  William  Brereton ;  but  he  was  beaten  off 
with  fome  little  lofle  of  men,  but  much  of  reputation,  if  any  he  had. 

Having  gotten  a  fpnre  hour,  I  fend  you  this  difordered  accompt  of  things, 
which  in  the  fubftance;  you  will  find  to  be  truth,  as  alfoe  that  I  am

My  Lord, 

AS  I  am  forty  for  the  interruptions  that  the  publick  bufinefs  has  received, 
foe  am  I  much  troubled  that  I  have  been  foe  often  difappointed  in  my 
hopes  of  waiting  on  your  Lordfhip.  His  Majeftie's  Commands,  and  the  gene- 
rail  advantage  a  fpeedy  conclufion  of  the  Ceflation  would  be  to  the  Kingdom 
at  this  feafon,  (wherein  every  day  that  diverts  the  people  from  their  harveft  is 
a  great  lolk)  made  the  Lords  Juftices  and  me  to  dcfire  the  meeting  might  be 
haftened,  whereunto  we  have  yet  received  noe  anfwer ;  nor  can  we  now  ex- 
pefl  any  fhould  come  foe  feafonably,  as  to  make  us  alter  that  day  defired  by 
them.  Thefe  delays  will  not  be  undcrftood  here  for  any  other  reafon  but 
TO  profecute  the  advantage  (they  fuppofe)  they  have  in  Connaght ;  which  I  am 
unwilling  haftily  to  beleive,  till  1  fee  what  effecl  the  authority  fent  your  Lord- 
Ihip  will  produce,  according  to  which  I  cannot  but  frame  my  judgment.  I 
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I  ftay'd  this  bearer  untill  now,  in  hope  of  a  returne  from  them ;  but  the 
day  defircd  by  us  for  the  meeting  being  to  morrow,  I  now  difpatch  him  to 
lett  your  Lordfiiip  know,  it  will  be  upon  the  laft  of  this  month,  or  thereabouts; 
it  may  be  a  day  fooner  or  later. 

It  is  here  reported  that  Mr.  Tjm,  with  three  other  Members  of  the  Houfc 
of  Commons,  arc  confined,  being  accufed  of  tranfporting  much  of  the  money 
they  have  gulled  the  Kingdom  into  fome  forreignc  Country.  If  this  be  foe, 
(as  I  beleive  there  is  fomething  in  it)  the  knot  will  break,  and  true  men  may 
come  to  their  owne.     1  am

N°.  CLXIX.      The  King  to  the  Lords  JuJiiceSy  and  the  Marquefs 

of  Ormonde 

Charles  R. 

RIGHT  trufty  and  well  beloved  Councellors,  and  right  trufty  and  right  en- 
tirely beloved  Coufin  and  Councellour,  we  greet  you  well.  Whereas  notr 
only  the  great  negleft  of  the  affairs  of  that  our  Kingdom,  by  the  remaining 
part  of  our  Houfes  of  Parliament,  who  pretended  fo  great  care  of  it ;  but 
their  impious  perverting  of  all  the  fupplies  deftincd  to  their  rcleif  by  our  au- 
thority, (which  did  ever  moft  readiJy  concur  to  any  levy  of  men,  money,  or 
any  other  work  in  order  to  the  allillance  of  our  Proteftant  fubjeds  there)  and 
employing  the  fame  in  an  unnatural  war  againft  us  their  liege  Lord  and  Sove- 
reign, hath  reduced  our  Army  in  that  our  Kingdom  into  fo  heavy  ftreights, 
that  out  of  our  care  of  the  prefervation  of  them  who  fo  faithfully  ventured 
their  lives  for  our  fervice,  we  were  brought  to  condefcend  to  a  Treaty  for  a 
Cefl'ation  of  Armes.  Our  will  and  pleafure  is,  and  we  do  hereby  charge  and 
command  you,  that  in  cafe,  according  to  the  authority  given  unto  you  by  us, 
you  have  agreed  upon  a  Ceflation,  or  as  foon  as  you  (hall  agree  thereupon, 
you,  or  any  two  of  you,  do  immediately  confider  of,  and  put  in  execution, 
thefc  our  following  Commands. 

1 .  That  you  agree  upon  what  number  of  our  Army  will  be  neceflary  to  be 
kept  in  garrifons  there,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  fame,  during  the  time  of 
the  Ceffation,  and  what  fouldicrs  they  Ihall  be,  and  what  perfons  fhall  com- 
mand the  fame;  and  that  you  fettle  them  accordingly  in  that  manner,  as  fhall 
appear  to  your  difcretions  to  be  moft  conducing  to  our  fervice. 

2.  That  you  do  confider  and  advife  of  the  beft  means  of  tranfporting  the 
reft  of  our  Army  in  that  our  Province  of  Leinfter  (excepting  fuch  as  are  to 
be  kept  in  garrifons)  into  our  Kingdom  of  England;  and  to  that  end,  we  do 
hereby  give  you,  or  any  one  of  you,  full  power  and  authority  to  feize  all 
fhips,  barks,  or  vcflels  whatfoever,  and  to  treat  with  any  perfons  whatfoever 
for  the  loan,  hire,  or  fale  of  any  fhips,  barks,  or  veflcls,  upon  fuch  conditi- 
ons, as  you,  or  any  one  of  you,  fhall  agree  upon  with  them. 

3.  That  in  fuch  time  and  manner  as  to  you  fhall  feem  meet,  you  commu- 
nicate unto  the  Officers  and  fbldiers  of  that  our  Array  this  our  intention,  to 
make  ufe  of  their  known  courage  and  fidelity  in  the  defence  of  our  Perfbn 
and  Crown,  againft  the  unnatural  Rebellion  railed  againft  us  in  this  our  King- 
dom, and  againft  the  like,  laboured  by  the  Rebells  here,  to  be  railed  againft  us 
out  of  our  Kingdom  oi  Scotland. 

4.  That  you  fignify  unto  them,  that  we  are  the  more  moved  and  necefti- 
tated  unto  this  courfc,  for  as  much  as  it  is  refolved  by  fome  ill  aft-edcd  pcr- 
Jbns  in  that  our  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  to  call  over  the  Army  of  our  Scottijb 
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fubjccts  out  of  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  to  the  end  to  make  ufc  of  them 
for  the  invafion  of  us  and  of  our  good  fubjefts  of  England.  And  forafmuch 
as  this  Rebellion  againft  us,  under  colour  of  the  authority  of  our  two  Houfes 
of  Parliament,  hath  exhaufted  the  means  appointed  by  the  concurrence  of  our 
Royal  Authority  for  the  furtentation  of  that  our  Army  there  5  and  by  force  hath 
leizcd  and  taken  from  us  all  thofe  our  Revenues,  which  might  have  enabled 
us  to  have  fupplyed  them  in  that  our  Kingdome ;  foe  that  we  ought  in  reafon 
(befides  the  bond  of  their  allegiance)  to  expeft  their  ready  concurrence  againft 
thofe  pcrfons,  who  are  as  well  the  caufes  of  all  the  miferies  they  have  endur- 
ed, as  of  all  the  injuries  we  have  fuffcred. 

5.  That  you  aflure  them,  both  Officers  and  Souldiers,  that  upon  their  land- 
ing here,  they  iTiall  immediately  receive  our  pay  in  the  fame  proportion  and 
manner  with  the  reft  of  our  Army  here.  And  you  are  to  aflure  the  Souldiers, 
that  all  care  (hall  be  taken  that  cloathes,  flioes,  and  other  neceftaries  be  forth- 
with provided  them,  after  they  are  landed  hercj  and  that  care  fhall  be  taken 
for  the  provifion  of  all  fuch  as  fhall  happen  to  be  maymed  here  in  our  fervice ; 
and  for  the  payment  of  all  the  arreares  that  fhall  be  due  to  any  of  them,  that 
fh.iU  happen  to  be  killed  in  the  fame,  to  their  Wives,  Children  or  neareft 
friends. 

And  you  are  to  afllire  both  Officers  and  Souldiers,  that  we  will  take  efpe- 
ciall  care  to  reward  all  fuch,  according  to  their  merit  and  quality,  that  fhall 
doe  us  any  eminent  fervice  in  this  our  warre  againft  this  odious  and  moft  un- 
naturall  Rebellion. 

6.  We  will  and  require,  and  doe  hereby  authorize  you,  to  ufe  your  utmoft 
intcreft  and  induftry  for  the  fpeedy  tranfportation  of  this  forementioned  part  of 
our  Army,  with  their  armes,  horfes,  and  fuch  ammunition,  and  the  like,  as 
you  fhall  think  fitt,  into  our  Kingdome  oi  England  ■■,  and  particularly,  if  it  may 
be,  to  the  port  of  our  citty  of  Chefter,  or  to  the  moft  commodious  haven  in 
North-Wales.  And  for  your  obedience  in  this,  and  every  other  of  thefe  our 
Commands,  this  fhall  be  to  you,  and  every  of  you,  a  fufficient  warrant.  Given 
at  our  Court  at  Sudeley  caftle,  the  7th  day  of  September  in  the  nyneteenth  year 
of  our  reigne.

N°  CLXX.     Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  noble  Lord, 

YOUR  Lordfhip's  laft  difpatch  came  not  to  my  hands  at  all :  the  King  met 
with  it  at  Gloiicefier,  and  there  keeps  it.  I  have  inclofed  fent  your 
Lordfhip  a  copy  of  his  Majeftie's  letter  to  the  Lords  Juftices  concerning  mak- 
ing up  the  Officer's  accompts,  which  your  Lordfhip  may  be  pleafed  to  caufe  to 
be  delivered  to  their  Lordfhips. 

The  King  is  now  at  Evejham,  not  far  from  Gloticejier.  His  Majefty  hath 
9000  foot,  and  6000  horfe  at  the  leaft.  The  Earl  of  Ejfex  lieth  between  the 
rivers  of  Severne  and  ^von,  in  a  woodland  and  hedgy  country,  fo  as  there  is 
no  accefle  for  horfe  to  come  at  him.  Brijiol,  Exeter,  T)orchefter,  Weymouth^ 
Biddiford,  Barneftaple,  and  almoft  all  the  Weft  are  reduced  to  his  Majeftie's 
obedience. 

The  Rebels  want  money  extremely :  they  labour  the  Scots  to  come  into 
their  ayde,  have  promifed  to  pay  them  looooo/.  the  5th  of  the  next  month, 
to  have  an  army  ready  to  march  into  England  the  20th  of  the  fame  5  which 
the  Scots  have  undertaken  :  whereby  your  Lordfhip  may  fee,  that  though  there 
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be  no  money  to  pay  or  relieve  the  Army  in  Ireland,  there  is  money  provided 
to  draw  in  foreign  forces  into  this  Kingdom  by  the  Rebels  here. 

I  have  herein  fcnt  your  Lordfhip  fome  of  our  printed  news,  and  crave  your 
pardon  for  my  hafty  lines,  which  cannot  exprefle  how  much  1  am

'Dr.  Fennell, 

IT  is  long  fince  I  durft  write  to  you  in  this  open  way.  Now  I  am  not  out 
of  hope,  that  an  undifguifed  correfpondence  may  endure  the  light  within  a 
•while ;  yet  to  avoid  the  prejudice  thefe  may  doe  you,  I  have  given  the  bearer 
direftion  to  give  them  to  you  privately. 

I  have  all  this  while  ferved  my  Matter  faithfully,  and  according  to  his  own 
direftionj  which  way  I  intend  to  purfue  to  the  end.  Yet  I  have  not  been 
negleftfull  of  my  country,  and  the  fruits  of  my  care  of  it  may  be  felt  by  it, 
when  I  am  gone,  if  they  will  not  be  their  own  greateft  enemies.

N^  CLXXII.     7%e  Privy  Council  aitd  Officers  approbation  of  the. 

Ceffation. 

WHEREAS  the  Lord  Marques  of  Ormond  hath  demanded  the  opinions, 
as  well  of  the  Members  appoynted  from  the  Councell  Board  to  aflift 
his  Lordfhip  in  the  prefent  Treaty,  as  of  other  Pcrfons  of  Honour  and  Com- 
mand, that  have  fince  the  beginning  thereof,  repaired  out  of  feverall  parts  of 
this  Kingdome  to  his  Lordfhip :  They  therefore  ferioufly  confidering  how 
much  his  Majcfly's  Army  here  hath  already  fufFered,  through  want  of  releife 
out  of  England,  though  the  fame  was  often  preflcd  and  importuned  by  his 
moft  gratious  Majeftie,  who  hath  left  nothing  unattempted,  which  might  con- 
duce to  their  fupport  and  maintenance,  and  unto  what  common  mifery,  not 
only  the  Officers  and  Souldicrs,  but  others  alio  his  Majcftie's  good  fubjeds 
within  this  Kingdome  are  reduced  :  And  further,  confiderring  how  many  of 
his  Majcfty's  principall  forts  and  places  of  ftrength  are  at  this  prefent  in  great 
diftrefle,  and  the  eminent  danger  the  Kingdome  is  like  to  fall  into,  and  find- 
ing noc  poffibillity  of  profecuting  this  warr,  without  large  fupplycs,  whereof 
they  can  apprehend  noe  hope  nor  poffibillity  in  due  time  5  they  for  thefe  cau- 
fes  doe  conceive  it  neceflary  for  his  Majcftie's  Honour  and  fervice,  that  the 
faid  Lord  Marqueflc  aflcnt  to  a  Ceffation  of  Armcs  for  one  whole  yeare, 
on  the  articles  and  conditions  this  day  drawn  up  and  to  be  perfeftcd,  by  virtue 
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of  his  Majeftie's  Commiflion  for  the  prcfervation  of  this  Kingdome  o?  Ireland. 
Witnefs  our  hands  the  15  th  day  of  September  1643.

N°.  CLXXIII.  The  Grounds  and  Motives  inducing  his  Majejiy 
to  agree  to  a  Ceffation  of  Armes  for  one  Year  with  the  Roman 
Catholiques  of  Ireland. 

AS  there  hath  been  no  argument,  with  which  the  mindcs  and  affedions  of 
our  people  have  with  more  lubtilty  and  malice  been  infeftcd,  and  cor- 
rupted by  the  great  authors  and  contrivers  of  this  unnatural!  and  odious  Re- 
bellion in  England^  than  witli  the  grofle  and  fencelefs  imputations  of  our  neg- 
led  of  our  poor  Proteftant  fubjedls  in  Ireland;  foe  there  is  noe  calumny  of 
theirs,  againft  which  we  can  with  more  confidence,  clearnefs,  and  integrity  ju- 
ftify  our  felves  and  all  our  actions  before  God  and  man.  We  will  not  now 
trouble  our  felves  with  the  remembring  our  feverall  meffages  and  importuni- 
ties to  our  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  in  that  bufinefs,  our  offer  to  engage  our 
owne  Royall  Perfon  in  that  warr,  and  the  fcornefuU  rejeftion  of  that  offer ; 
our  confenting  to  all  propofitions  and  ads  propofed  to  us  for  the  raifing  of 
men,  or  providing  of  money  for  that  fervice,  till  it  was  evident  that  men  and 
money  being  raifed  under  pretence  of  quenching  the  Rebellion  there,  were 
both  imployed  in  kindling  and  maintaining  the  Rebellion  here ;  our  granting 
a  Commiflion  to  perfons  named  by  themfelves  for  the  manageing  the  affaires 
of  that  Kingdom,  according  to  inftruftions  drawn  by  themfelves,  not  one  of 
which  have  been  obferved  by  them.  Wefhall  have  occafion  of  publilhing  all 
thefe  particulars  in  a  full  and  cleare  narration  to  the  world,  that  all  our  good 
fubjefts  may  fee,  that  the  fame  men  (and  only  they)  who  have  brought  all 
thefe  miferies  and  calamityes  upon  them  here,  have  been  the  promoters  (if 
not  the  contrivers)  of  the  miferies  of  their  brethren  in  Ireland:  By  preventing 
thofe  remedies,  and  diverting  that  afliftance,  which  being  feafonably  applyed, 
might  have  eafed  that  poor  people  of  many  of  thofe  calamities  they  have  fince 
endured.  But  for  the  prefent,  we  fhall  only  (being  to  publifh  the  articles  of 
Ceffation  agreed  on  our  behalfe  by  the  perfons  trufted  by  us  in  that  Kingdome) 
let  our  good  fubjefts  briefly  know  the  grounds  and  circumftances  of  that  Treaty 
and  conclufion. 

About  the  month  of  November  laft  (after  we  had  been  advertifed,  as  well 
by  our  Councill  Board  of  that  Kingdome,  as  by  feveral  petitions  and  remon- 
ftrances  of  all  the  principall  Commanders  and  Officers  of  our  Army,  of  the 
miferable  condition  of  our  forces  there,  by  the  extreame  want  of  money,  vic- 
tnallsand  ammunition,  of  which  they  were  foe  farr  from  being  like  to  receive 
fupply  from  our  two  Houfes  here,  who  had  undertaken  to  defray  thofe  charges, 
that  we  had  had  too  fad  experience  that  both  the  mony  raifed  by  aft  of  Par- 
liament, and  the  men  raifed  by  our  own  CommifHon  for  that  purpofe,  were 
imployed  againft  us  in  that  rebellious  Army,  which  not  long  before  had  given 
us  battaile)  a  fhort  petition  was  fent  to  us  by  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Councill  of 
that  Kingdome,  which  they  had  received  in  the  name  of  the  Roman  Catholi- 
ques of  our  Kingdome  of  Ireland,  direfted  to  us,  in  which  nothing  was  de- 
lired  of  us,  but  that  we  would  appoynt  fome  perfons  to  heare  what  they  could 
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fay  for  themfclves,  with  many  exprcflions  of  duty  and  fubmiffion  to  us.  Shortly 
after,  in  the  end  of  that  month  or  beginning  of  "December,  the  Committee 
for  Ireland  attended  us  at  Oxford,  and  fct  forth  by  their  petition,  that  all  paf- 
fages,  by  which  comfort  and  life  fhould  be  conveyed  unto  that  gafping  King- 
dome,  feemed  totally  to  be  obftrufted ;  and  that  unlefs  timely  relief  were  af- 
forded, our  loyall  fubjefts  mufl:  yeild  their  fortunes  a  prey,  their  Uvcs  a  facri- 
fice,  and  their  Religion  a  fcorne  to  the  mercilefle  Rcbells. 

Hereupon  we  granted  a  Commiflion  to  fomc  perfons  of  Honour  and  Trufl:, 
to  meet  and  conferr  with  fuch  perfons  as  the  Rcbells  fhould  imploy  ;  but  with- 
out power  to  conclude  any  thing,  or  with  other  authority,  than  only  to  receive 
fuch  propofitions  as  they  fhould  make,  and  to  derive  the  fame  to  us.  The 
meeting  upon  this  Commiflion  produced  little  efFed,  infomuch  that  the  Lieu- 
tenant Generall  of  our  Army  there,  (whom  we  trufted  principally  in  that  Com- 
miflion) being  unfatisfied  with  the  cavills  and  proceedings  of  the  Rcbells,  in 
February  marched  out  with  2.500  foot,  and  500  horfe  to  force  vidluall  and 
provifion  from  them  for  the  fubfiftence  of  our  Army.  In  which  expedition, 
he  performed  thofe  good  fervices  which  are  known  to  moft  men ;  fo  that  all 
men  may  obferve  the  difcourfe  or  expedtation  of  a  Treaty  caufed  us  not  to 
omitt  any  opportunity  which  was  offered  for  our  advantage.  No  fucceffe  of 
our  Army  there  (tho'  God  blcffed  it  then  with  a  very  great  vidory)  could  fupply 
the  cxtream  wants  they  fuffered  by  not  having  received  any  reliefe,  cither  of 
mony  or  viftuall,  in  above  four  months  from  hence ;  and  therefore  the  Lords 
Juftices  and  Councill,  by  their  Letters  of  the  1 6th  of  March,  fignified  unto  us, 
that  the  State  and  Army  there  were  in  very  terrible  want  of  meanes  to  fup- 
port  a  warre  5  and  unlefle  fupplyes  of  money,  munition,  armes,  cloathes,  and 
other  abiliments  of  warr  were  fpeedily  fent  thither,  there  was  little  hope  to 
efcape  utter  deftrudion  and  lofle  of  the  Kingdome.  And  by  their  Letters  of 
the  4th  of  July,  after  mentioning  how  often,  and  how  much  in  vaine  they 
had  recommended  this  condition  to  the  two  Houfes,  they  told  us  plainly,  that 
unlefs  the  fupplies  then  mentioned  in  their  Letters  to  the  Speaker  oftheHoufe 
of  Commons  (a  coppie  of  which  was  fent  to  us)  were  forthwith  fent  to  them, 
that  our  Army  would  be  forced  through  wants  to  disband  or  depart  the  King- 
dom ;  and  that  there  would  be  nothing  to  be  expeded  there  but  the  inftant 
lofle  of  the  Kingdome,  and  the  deftrudion  of  the  remnant  of  our  good  fub- 
jeds  yet  left  there.  Inftead  of  any  redrefle  or  reUef,  according  to  thefe  Let- 
ters, fuch  fhippes  as  were  by  the  care  and  charity  of  fome  well  afFeded  per- 
fons, provided  to  tranfport  clothes  and  vidualls  to  them,  were  in  their  voyage 
thither  feized  and  taken  by  the  fhips  under  the  command  of  the  Earle  diWar- 
isoick  5  and  inftead  of  endeavours  to  fend  more  forces  thither,  attempts  were 
made  to  draw  the  Scotch  forces  from  thence  into  this  Kingdome ;  Ibe  that  we 
thought  our  felves  bound  in  duty  and  confcience,  fincc  it  was  not  in  our  power 
otherwife  to  preferve  the  Kingdome  from  utter  rulne,  at  leaft  to  admit  any  ex- 
pedient which,  with  God's  blefllng,  might  be  a  meanes  to  preferve  that  peo- 
ple ;  and  therefore  we  direded  the  Lord  Marquefle  of  Ormonde,  whom  for  his 
courage,  affedion  and  loyalty,  we  had  made  our  Lieutenant  General  of  that 
our  Army,  and  who,  having  gotten  foe  many  notable  vidories  upon  the  Re- 
bells,  was  very  well  approved  of  by  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament,  to  agree 
on  our  behalfe  to  fuch  a  Ceflation  of  Armes  with  the  Rcbells,  as  upon  his 
underftanding  and  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  our  affaires  there,  fhould  be 
thought  reafonable. 

This  Ceflation  was  concluded  on  the  15th  day  of  September  for  one  whole 
yearej  and  the  articles  thereof,  printed  ^t^ublm,  were  fent  to  us  by  our  Lords 
Juftices  and  Councill,  and  arrived  here  on  Saturday  laft,  with  a  letter  from 
them  to  one  of  our  Secrctarys,  cxprefllng  the  great  llifferings  of  our  Army 
there,  through  want  of  reliefe  out  of  England.    We  have  thought  (it,  with 

4  this 
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this  true  and  plaine  relation  to  publiili  the  faid  articles  according  to  the  copy 
lent  us,  that  all  our  good  I'ubjcfts  may  fee  how  we  have  proceeded  herein,  and 
what  opinion  the  principall  perfons,  as  well  of  our  Councill  as  the  Officers 
of  our  Army  there,  have  of  this  Ccilation,  may  appeare  by  the  tcftimony 
which  wc  have  caufed  to  be  printed  after  the  articles,  with  their  names  who 
have  fet  their  hands  to  the  fame.  And  let  all  our  good  fubjcds  be  allured, 
that  as  we  have  for  thefe  rcafons,  and  with  caution  and  deliberation,  confented 
to  this  preparation  to  Peace,  and  to  that  purpofe  doe  continue  our  Parliament 
there ;  foe  we  Ihall  proceed  in  the  accompliihing  thereof  with  that  care  and 
circumfpedion,  that  wc  fliall  not  admitt  even  Peace  it  felfe,  otherwife  than  as 
it  may  be  agrcable  to  confcience,  honour,  and  juftice,

My  Lord^ 

I  Am  unable  to  exprefs  the  acknowledgments  due  to  the  great  obligations 
you  have  put  upon  me,  and  the  intcreft  you  have  allowed  me  in  your 
favour ;  only  in  a  word,  be  allured  I  am  moft  faithfully  and  affedionately  your 
Lordlhips  upon  all  occafions  wherein  endeavours  may  conduce  to  your  fervice. 

By  difcourlc  with  fome  well  difpofed  of  the  other  party,  I  find  them  much 
unfettled  concerning  a  Parliament  here,  the  validity  of  the  prefent  being  doubt- 
full  and  hardly  to  be  trufted  unto  for  the  fettlement  of  a  Kingdome  5  befidcs 
the  prejudice  that  may  fall  out  by  the  difpofition  of  many  Members  of  whom 
they  are  fufpitious ;  and  to  call  a  new  one,  they  are  as  fearful!  of  fome  tumul- 
tuous cledion  likely  to  be  made  of  their  own  fide.  By  what  I  obfcrvc,  they 
arc  rather  inclined  by  their  Agents  into  England  to  endeavour  fome  prefent 
affurance  of  pardon  and  other  fitt  conditions,  if  fuch  a  courfe  could  be  found 
to  be  fecure,  untill  it  might  be  confirmed  in  a  more  fettled  time  by  aft  of 
Parliament,  hi  my  poore  opinion,  if  this  Parliament  be  valid,  I  ihould  con- 
ceive it  bcft  to  have  it  flill  kept  up  by  adjornment,  only  to  pafs  and  confirmc 
fuch  bills  as  Ihould  be  agreed  of  in  England  by  their  Agents  and  his  Majeftie's 
Minifters  imploycd  thither,  lb  there  be  a  fit  choice  made  of  thofe  that  (hall 
repaire  unto  his  Majcftie  on  both  fides. 

I  fliall  defire  your  Lordfhip  to  be  fparing  in  calling  away  any  of  the  EngU^ 
forces  in  this  Province  as  yet;  for  though  I  doe  not  find  but  that  the  Cefl'ation 
is  likely  to  be  obeyed  here,  yet  there  are  fome  turbulent  difpofitions  fitt  to  be 
awed,  and  the  bcfi:  affeded  will  be  encouraged  thereby. 

I  am  informed  from  Limerick-,  that  the  Agent  from  Rome  coming  thither  with 
fome  twenty  horfe,  found  the  gates  fhutt  againft  him  with  a  compliment  from 
the  Magiftrates,  that  they  were  forry  he  had  undertaken  foe  tedious  and  trou- 
blefome  a  journey  at  foe  unfeafonable  a  time,  when  all  the  citty  was  bufily 
imployed  in  matters  of  great  confequence,  in  choofing  of  Magiftrates  for  this 
next  ycare,  and  the  applotting  of  above  800/.  towards  the  firfl:  payment  of 
the  30000/;  which  did  foe  diftrad  them,  that  they  could  not  give  him  fit  at- 
tendance  ;  but  offered  to  lodge  him  a  mile  off  the  city,  and  he  fhould  know 
the  next  day  their  refolution  concerning  his  admittance.  He  replyed,  that  if 
they  were  not  at  leifure  to  receive  him  then,  he  would  not  attend  their  leifure 
the  next  day,  and  foe  went  his  wayes ;  and  the  powring  an  Excommunication 
upon  them  by  their  owne  Clergy  of  the  towne,  is  the  conclufion  of  this  fl:ory, 
delivered  me  for  a  fecret,  though  I  know  not  how  it  can  prove  foe. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Councill,  who  aflume  the  title  of  Supreame,  are  gone  or 
going  to  Limerick  ;  but  I  believe  they  that  have  declined  the  Apoftolicall  Bene- 
diclion,  after  fuch  a  trefpafs,  will  not  admitt  their  temporall  power  within  their 
walls.  Z  E  I  am 
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I  am  informed  that  my  Lord  of  Muskery,  Sir  Luke  "Dillon,  Mr.  Tluncket, 
'Patrick  T)arcy,  and  Geffrey  Broiane  are  now  abfcnt  from  that  Coimcill ;  which 
makes  me  very  doubtful!,  that  the  remaine  of  them  have  neither  the  judg- 
ment nor  incUnation  to  give  timely  fatisfadion  in  that  important  affaire  now 
in  agitation  amongft  them. 

There  is  greate  want  of  the  Commiflion  here  for  the  fettling  of  quarters, 
wherein  I  am  fure  to  fuflfcr,  and  I  feare  the  aplottment  of  the  firft  payment, 
which  is  to  be  only  cattle  in  this  Province,  will  hardly  come  in  due  time,  hav- 
ing not  been  yet  begun  withall,  as  I  am  informed.  There  hath  been  no  omif- 
fion  to  ftirre  them  up  to  take  a  fpecdy  courfe  therein,  if  their  own  dilfenfions 
be  not  an  interruption  thereto. 

I  humbly  defire  to  know  the  certainty  of  your  refolutions  for  England,  the 
time  of  going,  and  intentions  of  ftay  there,  and  in  abfence,  to  whom  to  di- 
rccl  my  difpatchcs  to  be  fafely  conveyed  over.  The  confidence  I  have  that  this 
will  come  lafely  to  you,  makes  me  negledl  the  ufe  of  the  other  paper,  which 
I  will  pradife  againft  my  next  difpatch.  It  is  now  time  to  conclude  this,  with

My  very  good  Lordy 

YOUR  Lordfhip  will  find  by  this  difpatch  an  anfvver  to  many  things  your 
Lordfhip  might  exped  from  hence.  The  CommifTion  for  continuance  of 
the  prelent  Parliament  in  Ireland  is  now  fent  over,  and  your  Lordfhip's  pru- 
dence in  infilHng  lb  much  for  the  continuance  thereof,  is  here  very  much  ap- 
proved of  And  indeed  I  may  not  forbear  to  tell  your  Lordfliip,  that  you  pro- 
ceeded in  the  Trcatv  concerning  the  Ceflation  with  fo  much  caution  and  fince- 
rity,  (as  appears  by  the  particular  paflages  of  that  bufinefs)  as  hath  plainly  Ihewed 
you  had  therein  no  eye  but  to  his  Majeftie's  honour  and  fervice ;  which  hath 
acquired  your  Lordfhip  much  honour  and  etlecm  on  this  fide,  amongft  all  per- 
fons  of  integrity  and  right  affecfions. 

By  your  Lordlhip's  of  the  19th  oi  Augiift  laft,  I  had  the  honour  to  receive 
a  particular  alfurance  of  your  Lordfhip's  well  meaning  to  me :  but  in  thefe 
times  of  ncceflity,  I  am  not  fo  bold  a  Courtier  (though  I  want  not  for  ftore 
of  prcfi(k'nts)  as  to  move  the  King  for  any  thing  for  my  felf ;  and  though  for 
thel'c  two  years  (wherein  1  have  had  the  honour  to  be  one  of  his  Majeftie's 
principal  Secretaries)  I  have  had  a  good  fhare  of  trouble  and  pains,  and  have 
been  plundered  by  the  Rebels  of  above  the  value  of  2000  /;  yet  I  have  not 
had  any  fuitc  to  the  King,  nor  received  from  him  to  the  value  of  fix-pence 
by  way  of  reward,  or  fo  much  as  my  ordinary  falary.  I  am  much  bound  to 
your  Lordfliip  for  thinking  of  one,  and  Ihall  not  faile  to  pay  you  the  duty  of 
an  afFcclionate  fervant  upon  all  occafions. 

The  King  is  now  (thanks  be  to  God)  in  a  very  good  condition,  being  able 
on  any  good  occafion  to  draw  forth  from  his  quarters  hereabouts  near  15000 
foote  and  horfe ;  befides  about  4000  which  the  Lord  Hapten  hath  about  Bri- 
Jloly  and  bcfidcs  the  forces  in  the  Weft,  in  IFales,  and  inShropfbire.  And  the 
Marquefs  of  Ne-^-caJlle  hath  lately  fo  fettled  the  affairs  in  the  North,  and  {o 
feafonably  and  fully  recruited  his  Army  there,  as  he  defires  nothing  more,  than 
that  the  Scots  would  come  to  vifit  Newcaftle.  The  King  hath  put  a  garrifon 
into  Reading,  where  he  hath  4000  foote,  which  m.uch  troubles  the  Rebels  at 
London,  who  trearen  to  fend  forces  to  beat  them  thence  :  but  we  do  not 
much  apprehend  that  rebellious  crew  fince  they  were  beaten  lately  at  Newberry^ 
There  are  great  ftore  of  fhips  and  ordinance  at  'Dartmouth  (which  was  lately 
rendered  to  the  King)  making;  fit  for  fea  fervice.

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We  hear  that  the  Rebels  of  London  are  packing  thcu'  gooHs  away  for  Ne-x 
Emland  and  other  foreign  parts ;  their  own  diflenfions  increafing  daily  amongft 
themfelves ;  which  God  continue,  and  fend  us  a  fpecdy  peace.     So  prayeth,

SIR, 

I  Received  your  letter  of  the  3d  of  this  month  the  13th,  and,  a  good  while 
(incc,  his  Majcftic's  Letters  concerning  you  by  Mr.  Kettleby-,  but  have  long 
before  that  deilred  fome  ground  for  an  intercourfe  with  you  this  way ;  which 
now  I  defire  may  be  frequent  in  what  fhall  concerne  the  King's  fervice,  or  in 
any  thing  elfe,  wherein  I  may  be  of  particular  ule  to  you. 

In  place  of  that  one  peece  of  Mr.  Carpenters  which  was  not  mounted,  or 
together  with  it,  I  know  not  whether,  I  have  procured  out  of  his  Majeftie's  ftorc 
here  four  demi-culvcrins,  and  two  whole  culvcrins,  all  iron,  mounted,  with 
their  appurtenances  to  lade  and  difcharge  them,  to  be  fcnt  in  Captain  Thomas 
Bartlefs  ;  as  alfo  400  demi-culverin,  and  200  culvcrin  fhot.  Some  fmall  quan- 
tity of  powder  I  fhall  get,  and  fome  match ;  but  thofe  commodities  are  ex- 
ceeding fcarce  here,  and  fo  is  money,  elfe  it  had  been  in  better  proportion. 

And  now  I  am  to  inform  you  that,  by  his  Majeftie's  Command,  I  am  pre- 
paring to  tranfport  part  of  his  Army  here  to  his  fervice  there  ;  and  I  truft  it 
will  be  to  the  number  of  3000  foote  at  the  leaft,  and  300  horfe.  The  main 
difHculty  I  find  in  the  work  is  fhipping  to  tranfporte,  and  fafely  to  convoy  them 
to  that  pore  of  Chefter,  whither,  by  the  King's  Command,  I  am  direfted. 
This  want  is  much  increafed,  and  our  fupply  thereof  made  almoft  impofllble, 
by  the  coming  hither  and  lying  here  of  certain  Parliament  fhips,  who  hinder 
the  coming  in  of  vcflcls,  and  the  relief  they  would  bring  us,  not  only  to  the 
diriiculting  of  this  fervice,  but  to  the  deftrudion  of  his  Majeftie's  Proteftant 
fubjeds  here.  Which  forefeeing  might  happen,  I  humbly  befought  his  .Maje- 
fty in  two  former  difpatchcs,  and  do  now  again  renew  it,  that  he  would  im- 
mediately command  hither  fome  fhips  of  force,  for  the  fecurity  of  this  har- 
bour. 
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hour,  and  the  waftagc  of  that  part  of  his  Army.  And  this  was  promifcd  by 
letters  of  the  Sth  of  September  from  Sadely,  but  yet  we  hear  noticing  of 
them. 

In  thofe  former  difpatchcs  1  exprcfled,  as  ncate  as  words  could  doc  it,  at 
Icaft  any  of  mine,  the  milaable  wants  the  Souldier  had  fuftained  here,  and  how 
abfolutely  nccellary  it  would  be  to  have  provifion  in  good  meafure  made  for 
them  of  viduals,  money,  cloathes,  fhocs  and  (lockings  ;  without  which  they 
would  not  only  be  unferviceable,  but  very  feduceable,  by  thofe  that  doubtlels 
will  attcmpc  to  corrupt  both  them  and  their  Officers  from  their  allegiance. 
Which  I  inform  you  of,  becaufe  I  underftand  you  arc  principally,  and  dcfcr- 
vedly,  trufted  by  his  Majefty  in  thofe  parts;  and  to  the  end  you  may  fet  the 
uttermoft  of  your  endeavours  awork  to  prevent  the  danger  the  wants  of  the 
Army,  when  it  ihall  arrive  (if  it  fo  plcafe  God)  on  that  Jide,  may  bring  upon 
his  Majeftic's  fervice ;  which  would  be  an  unfpcakable  grief  to  me  to  fee  fuffer 
by  that  means,  whereby  I  have  endeavoured,  and  have  good  hope  to  fee  it  ad- 
vantaged :  And  though  I  prefume  his  Majefty  hath  taken  care  of  this,  yet  I 
accompt  it  a  neceflary  difcharge  of  my  duty,  not  to  omit  the  reprefenting  of 
our  condition  in  prefent,  and  what  elfc  I  conceive  conducing  to  the  good 
conduft  of  this  maine  defign,  to  thofe  affcdtionate  to,  and  employed  in,  his 
fervice. 

Captain  Morris,  mentioned  in  your  letter,  was  gone  hence  before  Captain 
Bart  let  t  arrived ;  but  his  return  is  expelled  with  the  next  fair  wind  from  Mil- 
ford.

IT  were  equally  fuperfluous  for  me  to  write  unto  your  Lordfhip  by  this 
bearer,  either  profeflions  or  bufmefs:  In  the  later  he  goes  fo  fully  in- 
ftruded,  and  foe  fully  trufted  by  his  Majeftie,  that  nothing  can  be  added ;  and

May  it  pleafe  your  Grace, 

I  Received  your  letter  of  the  15th  of  this  month,  and  in  it  foe  noble  cx- 
preflions  of  your  favour  to  me,  that  I  dare  only  own  them,  as  they  pro- 
ceed from  an  exceffe  of  civility  in  your  Grace ;  and  as  a  diredion  unto  me  to 
become  more  ferviceable  to  our  gracious  Mafter,  whereunto  my  power  holds 
no  proportion  with  my  will,  or  to  the  infinite  obligations  that  are  upon  me 
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to  be  foe.  But  I  dare  fay  I  have  contended  with  as  many  difficulties  to  enable 
my  fclfe  to  offer  my  poore  mite,  as  thofe  that  have  been  more  fortunate  in 
their  undertakings  ;  and  of  my  mean  endeavours,  I  yet  hope  fome  advantage 
may  redound  to  his  fervice,  notwithftanding  all  the  arts  that  are  ufed  to  inter- 
rupt it,  and  calumniate  me.  And  now  befeeching  your  Grace  to  receive  my 
humble  acknowledgments  in  carncft  of  the  reall  fervices  I  rcfolve  to  pay  you, 
give  me  leave  to  let  you  know  what  is  done  in  thofe  things  you  were  pleafcd 
to  command  mc. 

Captain  Thomas  Bartlett  hath  aboard  him  fourteen  barrels  of  powder,  and 
fome  fmall  proportion  of  match  for  the  ufe  of  the  ordinance  he  carries  with 
him  5  which  arc  four  demy-culverin  mounted  with  all  appurtenances,  and  400 
fhot  for  them ,-  two  whole  culverin  would  have  been  fent,  but  that  the  maft 
of  his  fhipp  would  not  beare  them  ;  when  your  Grace  fhall  find  means  to  con- 
vey them,  they  will  be  readily  fent. 

The  pieces  are  configned  to  Mr.  Bulkley  at  Beaumoris,  and  foe  is  the  pow- 
der, except  one  barrell,  which  is  for  Captain  Bartlett's  owne  provifion.  The 
Lord  Archbifhop  of  'Dublin  paied  5  /.  a  barrell  for  ten  barrells,  and  I  as  much 
for  four.  This  is,  except  money,  the  fcarcefl  commodity  with  us ;  but  left 
this  proportion  fliould  not  anfwer  his  Majeflie's  occafions  in  thofe  parts,  I 
have  a  week  fince  fent  blank  warrants  or  pafTes  for  fuch  Irijb  or  outlandifh 
Merchants  or  Captains  of  fhipps,  as  are  at  Wexford,  or  in  any  other  port  in 
the  power  of  the  Irifh,  whereby  they  are  promifed,  if  they  goe  to  Beau- 
moris or  Chefier  with  powder,  amies,  or  any  other  neceffarys  for  warr,  that 
they  fhall  receive  ready  money  for  fuch  wares,  and  free  liberty  to  depart  when 
they  have  fold  them :  And  divers  letters  to  the  fame  effedt  I  have  written  to 
your  Grace  and  the  SherifFe  oi  Anglefey-,  the  blank,  both  in  the  letters  and 
paffes,  will  be  filled  up  in  another  hand  than  the  letters  are  written  in,  as  the 
names  are  of  thofe  that  lliall  undertake  the  bufmefs.  And  here  I  mufl  aske 
your  Grace  pardon  for  doeing  this  without  your  approbation,  which  was,  be- 
caufe  I  was  loth  to  lofe  foe  much  time  as  the  uncertainty  of  winter  paf- 
fages  (being  alfoe  obflrudted  by  fome  Parliament  fhips)  might  require  :  And 
for  ought  I  know,  thofe  things  may  be  come  to  thofe  places  ere  now;  for 
I  was  put  in  good  hope  the  bufuiefs  would  be  undertaken,  and  fpeedily  ef- 
feded. 

About  the  26th  of  the  laft  month,  there  arrived  here  letters  to  the  Lords 
Juflices  and  me  from  his  Majeftie,  direfting,  that  in  cafe  a  CefTation  of  Armes 
were,  concluded  on,  fuch  part  of  his  Army  as  might  be  fpared  from  garrifon- 
ing  the  mofl  important  places  of  this  Province,  fhould  be,  with  all  convenient 
fpeed,  tranfported  to  his  fervice  in  England.  To  this  I  find  a  ready  inclina- 
tion in  the  beft  and  moft  confiderable  part  of  the  Army,  though  here  have 
been,  and  is  ftill,  great  induflry  ut'ed  to  corrupt  the  Officers,  and  debauch  the 
Souldiers.  But  the  greatefl  difficulty  I  meet  with,  is  the  want  of  fhipping  for 
their  tranfportation,  and  the  greateft  danger  I  feare  when  they  are  landed  on 
the  other  fide,  that  if  provifion  of  fhocs,  ftockings,  clothes  and  money  be  not 
inflantly  made  for  them,  it  will  be  eafy  to  fcducc  them  with  likely  promifcs 
of  having  thofe  wants  fupplyed.  And  I  make  little  doubt,  but  the  Rcbells 
there  will  promife  all  this,  and  perform  as  much  as  they  can  of  it  :  Which, 
if  not  prevented  by  timely  provifion  to  be  made  for  Officers  and  Souldiers  by 
his  Majeflie's  fervants,  this  part  of  the  Army  will  not  only  be  ufelcfle  to  his 
MajelUe,  but  perhaps  be  drawn  in  a  great  part  to  fight  againfl  him. 

Thus  much  I  have  written  to  Mr.  Orlando  Bridgman  to  Chefter  by  this 
bearer,  becauie  I  find  he  is  trufled  by  his  Majeftie  here ;  and  I  hold  it  fit  to 
fay  as  much  to  your  Grace,  fince  1  know  none  more  able  or  willing  to  fcrvc 
the  King  in  all  thofe  Countryes,  where  it  may  fall  out  we  may  be  forced  to 
land  ;  and  this  I  have  more  than  once  informed  the  King  of. 
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I  bcfcech  your  Grace  to  pardon  the  difordcr  of  this  letter,  occafioncd  fonie- 
-thin>^  by  my  hall :  1  defire  to  be  hereafter  known  to  you  as

N°.  CLXXXII.     The  Lords  Juflices  and  Comtcil  of  Ireland  to  the 
Speakers  of  the  two  Hotfes  of  Parliament  in  England. 

Our  very  good  Lord,  and  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Commons  Houfe  in  Parliaments 

YOUR  joint  letters  of  the  4th  of  'Jtdy  laft,  direfted  to  us,  were  foe  long 
in  comcing,  as  they  came  not  to  our  hands  untill  the  6th  of  October. 
By  thofe  your  letters  you  fignifie,  that  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  Parlia- 
ment have  commanded  you  to  let  us  know,  that  they  have  fecne  our  letters 
of  the  loth  of  June,  direfted  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  ac- 
companied with  an  aft  of  ftate  in  the  preamble,  whereof  there  is  an  expreflion 
to  this  effeft.  That  our  prefent  difficulties  are  occafioncd  through  the  failer 
of  the  Houfes  of  Parliament  in  England,  who  undcrtooke  the  charge  of  this 
Warr.  To  which  expreflion  (it  feems)  exception  is  taken,  and  interpretations 
made  thereof,  farr  otherwife  (wee  are  fure)  than  was  intended  by  us,  and  (as 
wee  conceive )  otherwife  than  the  true  fenfe  of  thofe  words  can  beare. 

It  is  true,  that  when  wee  were  neceflitated  to  fett  on  foote  the  new  impofi- 
tion  raifcd  here  in  nature  of  an  excife,  towards  keepcing  this  Army  from  pe- 
lifliing  by  famine,  it  became  neceflary  to  exprefs  (in  the  Aft  of  Councell 
whereby  wee  ordered  it)  the  reafons  induceing  us  to  fett  on  foote  here  a  thing 
foe  unknowne  to  his  Majeftie's  Lawes  and  gracious  Government,  and  the  dif- 
ficulties wherewith  we  contended,  which  did  neceflSitate  that  refolution  ;  and  in 
exprefling  thofe  difficulties,  wee  ufed  that  expreflion,  to  fhew  whence  our  dif- 
ficulties were  occalioned ;  and  that  wee  have  therein  declared  the  truth,  wee 
crave  leave  to  minde  you  of  fome  particulars. 

If  wee  fhould  looke  foe  farr  back  as  to  repcate  the  fubftance  of  many  dif- 
patches  fent  from  this  Board  fince  the  begining  of  this  Rebellion,  fome  to  our 
ver}'  good  Lord  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  this  Kingdome,  fome  to  the  Lords  and 
others  Members  of  both  Houfes  (his  Majeftie's  Commiffioners  for  the  affaires 
of  this  Kingdome)  and  fome  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Commons  Houfe  of  Par- 
liament there,  it  would  proove  a  voluminous  work  j  and  therefore  wee  for- 
beare  to  looke  further  back  into  thofe  difpatches,  than  to  the  tyme,  when  the 
Committee  fent  thence  hither,  were  here,  who,  at  theire  arrivall  here  in  the 
end  of  October  i6'42,  brought  with  them  fome  money  and  provifions,  but  farr 
fhort  of  that,  which  the  neceffities  of  this  Armie  required  j  and  indeede  foe 
inconfiderable,  in  refpeft  of  thofe  neceffityes,  as  even  before  that  Committee 
departed  hence,  they  faw  the  money  they  had  brought  wholly  iffued,  and  the 
high  and  unavoidable  neceffitie  of  a  further  fpeedie  and  plentifuU  fupply  of 
money  and  other  provifions. 

By  letters  from  this  Board  of  the  20th  of  January  164.2,  and  direfted  to 
the  Speaker  of  the  Commons  Houfe  of  Parliament  there,  it  was  fignified  thi- 
ther, that  the  provifions  of  viftualls  heere  were  then  at  the  very  bottome, 
that  that  Committee  then  heere  had  certified  thither  thofe  wants. 

That  if  a  plentiful!  fupply  of  viftualls  arrived  not  heere  very  fpeedily,  the 
Army  could  not  fubfift ;  but  muft  have  beene  conftrained  to  disband,  to  the 
lofs  of  this  Kingdome,  and  utter  deftruftion  of  the  few  fubjefts  heere.  That 
the  want  of  treafure  heere  to  pay  the  Armie,  enforced  this  Board  to  iffuc  vic- 
tuall  CO  the  common  Soldier,  and  others,  towards  their  pay,  which  did  the 
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foonei'  exhaufl:  the  magazines  of  viftuall.  That  the  Captains  and  other  Officers 
(not  having  had  releife  that  way)  were  reduced  to  great  extremities,  as  had 
beene  formerly  often  rcprefented  thither ;  and  therefore  this  Board  by  the  faid 
letters  then  moved,  that  treafure  might  be  fent  us  (peediiy,  foe  to  redeeme 
the  Officers  from  the  calamities  they  fufFercd,  and  this  Board  from  their  un- 
fupportable  clamors ;  and  to  enable  the  payment  of  fome  part  in  money  to 
the  conion  Soldier,  foe  to  make  the  viftuall,  wee  then  expcded,  to  hold  out 
the  longer.  It  was  alfoe  by  thofe  letters  then  advertifed  thither,  that  the  ex- 
tremities of  the  Officers  of  the  Armie  had  begot  fo  much  difcontent  amongft 
them,  as  divers  CoUonells  and  others  of  them  prefented  at  this  Board  a  Re- 
monftrance,  whereof  a  coppy  was  then  fent  inclofed  in  the  faid  letters ;  which 
Remonftrancc  did  exceedingly  trouble  and  perplex  us,  leaft  it  might  begett 
luch  diftradions  amongft  us,  as  might  give  too  much  advantage  to  the  Rebells. 
But  after  full  debate  thereof  at  this  Board,  it  was  here  direded,  that  (in  prefent 
to  render  fome  fubfiftence  to  the  Officers,  untill  treafure  arrived  forth  of  Eng- 
land) every  man  in  this  cittie  fhould  bring  in  halfc  of  his  plate,  to  bee  paid 
for  it  when  treafure  arrived.  Whereupon  fome  plate  was  brought  in,  and 
applycd  towards  the  Armie.  This  Board  did  alfoe  fignifie  by  thofe  letters,  that 
without  fome  fpeedie  releife  forth  of  England,  the  burden  heare  was  become 
too  heavie  to  bee  borne ;  and  therefore,  in  dilcharge  of  our  dutie  to  God, 
to  our  gracious  Soveraigne,  to  that  Kingdome  and  to  this,  wee  held  our  felves 
bound  checrefully  to  make  knowne,  that  unlelle  wee  were  fpeedily  fupplyed 
from  thence  with  money,  armes,  and  vidualls,  it  would  bee  impoffible  for  us 
any  further  to  profecute  this  warr,  or  to  preferve  from  fuddaine  confufion  this 
State  and  Government;  foe  highly  did  the  difcontent  of  the  Officers,  and  the 
diforder  of  the  Soldier  threaten  us,  that  it  might  cafily  bee  apprehended  what 
in  all  humane  probabilitie  muft  become  of  us,  when  it  was  then  evident,  that 
heere  was  noe  money,  nor  any  poffibilitie  of  procuring  any  in  this  cittie,  when 
our  vidualls  were  fpent,  when  a  great  part  of  the  Armie  had  noe  armes,  when 
wee  doubted  and  feared,  for  the  reafons  in  thofe  letters  exprefted,  that  the 
Soldiers  would  make  prey  of  us,  and  this  cittie  at  laft ;  and  when  wee  faw 
that  the  deftrudlion  then  threatned  againft  us  muft  then  goe  farther,  even  to 
the  lofte  of  this  Crowne  and  Kingdome,  and  to  the  highly  endangering  of 
that  Kingdome  alfoe,  which  for  the  honour  of  his  Majeftie,  and  the  Englijh 
Nation,  wee  by  our  faid  Letters  defircd  might  (by  the  wifdome  of  that  ho- 
nourable Houfe)  be  fpeedily  prevented,  by  haftening  away  with  all  poffible  fpeede 
fupply  of  money,  amies,  and  vidualls. 

By  other  letters  of  this  Board  direded  to  Mr.  Speaker,  and  dated  the  faid 
20th  of  January  164.2,  it  was  advertiled  thither,  that  it  was  become  of  abfo- 
lute  ncceffitic,  that  there  fhould  bee  fent  us  from  thence  fpeedily  fix  hundred 
able  light  geldings  for  recruits,  to  bee  defaulked  out  of  the  cntertainemcnts  of 
thofe  that  fhould  receive  them. 

By  other  letters  from  this  Board  of  the  fame  date,  dircfted  to  Mr.  Speaker, 
it  was  fignified  thither,  that  wee  had  contraded  an  agreement  heere  with  Theo- 
dor  Scowte  and  Jacob  Ablin,  Merchants,  \\\iX  Anthony  Ticens  in  London,  or 
lianiell  [Vibrant  in  Amficrdam  fhould  receive  feaven  thoufand  eight  hundred 
fourfcore  and  thirteene  pounds,  three  Ihillings,  for  which  the  faid  Theodor 
and  Jacob  had  undertaken  by  theirc  agreement  with  us  to  buy  in  Holland, 
and  to  tranfport  from  thence  hither,  att  their  own  charge  and  adventure,  fe- 
vcrall  proportions  of  armes,  mentioned  in  a  docquett  then  fent,  inclofed  in 
our  faid  letters;  and  they  undertooke  foe  to  fecurc  it  by  infurance,  and  to 
provide  llich  a  Ihipp  of  force,  as  wee  might  bee  afllircd  to  have  all  thofe  armes 
arrive  heere  by  the  loth  of  March  now  laft  paft.  And  wee  by  our  faid  letters 
carneftly  bcfought,  that  the  faid  fummc  of  feaven  thoufand  eight  hundred 
fourcfcore  and  thirteene  pounds,  three  fliillings,  might,  by  order  of  that  ho- 
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nourablc  Houfc  bee  fpcedily  paid  to  the  faid  Ticens  or  JVibrant,  tliat  foe 
thofe  provifions  might  arrive  here  by  the  \oth.oi  March,  that  wee  niiglit  nor 
loofc  the  advantage  of  the  then  next  fpring,  for  recovery  of  fuch  of  the  Tea 
ports,  and  other  places  of  importance,  as  the  Rebells  had  gotten,  and  for  pro- 
ceeding cftedually  in  this  Warr. 

Thefe  Icttqrs  alfoc  moved  for  other  provifions  ofwair,  which  we  conceived 
might  bee  had  in  England  in  reafonable  tyme ;  and  wee  then  fcnt  a  docquett 
of  thofe  alfoe,  dcfiremg  earneftly  they  might  he  Tent  us  fpecdily. 

And  although  there  was  an  Agent  fcnt  from  hence  in  November  1 6 j^\,  to 
follicit  the  difpatches  fcnt  from  hence,  who  attended  at  London  when  thofe 
our  letters  were  fent  hence  ;  yett  of  foe  great  importance  was  that  difpatch, 
requireing  inftant  and  fpccdieanfwcre  and  lupply  from  thence,  as  wee  adjudged 
it  ncccflarie  to  give  fpeciall  inftrudions  to  the  Lord  Conway  and  others,  fbc- 
fidcs  that  Agent  then  there  attending)  to  move  his  Majeftic,  and  foUicit  the 
Houfes  of  Parliament  to  haftcn  unto  us,  with  all  pofliblc  fpcede,  the  provifions 
in  thofe  three  letters  mentioned. 

And  that  there  might  nothing  bee  omitted  that  by  folicitation  could  bee 
obtained,  there  were  Agents  alfoe  fent  thither  from  the  Armic  to  follicit  for 
them. 

By  letters  from  this  Board  of  the  20th  of  February  1642,  dircfted  to  Mr. 
Speaker,  wee  againe  defired  with  all  poflible  earneftnefs,  that  the  provifions  of 
all  forts,  cxpreflcd  in  thofe  three  letters  of  the  20th  of  January,  and  in  the 
docquetts  therewith  fcnt,  might  bee  haftened  to  us;  and  that  the  faid  feaven 
thoufand  eight  hundred  fourefcore  and  thirteene  pounds  three  fhillings  for 
amies  to  bee  provided  in  Holland,  might  be  fpcedily  paid.  And  in  thofe  laft 
letters,  wee  againe  fignified  our  miferable  and  unfpeakable  wants  of  vidualls, 
armes,  ammunition,  money,  and  clothes,  fhooes,  and  other  neceffarics ;  and 
that  if  the  fupplies  wee  moved  for  came  not  fpcedily,  that  wee  were  unavoid- 
ably in  danger  to  be  as  much  devoured  by  our  owne  wants,  as  by  the  fword 
of  the  Rebells ;  and  that  our  want  of  corne  was  foe  much  the  more,  in  re- 
gard that  in  confidence  to  bee  plentifully  fupplyed  forth  of  England,  wee 
caufed  great  deftrudion  to  bee  made  of  corne,  there  beeing  indeede  nothing 
conduceing  more  to  the  deftrudion  of  the  Rebells  then  the  burneing  of  all 
corne.  VVc  alfo  then  fignified  the  necelTitie  of  fending  a  further  fupply  of 
powder  and  matche,  and  wee  declared,  that  noe  words  could  fufficienrly  ex- 
prefle  the  greatnefs  of  the  danger  wee  Ihould  incurr,  if  our  fupplyes  came  not 
fpeedily.  That  the  plate  brought  in  amounted  not  to  twelve  hundred  pounds, 
a  fume  very  inconfidcrable  towards  relief  of  the  Officers. 

By  letters  of  this  Board  of  the  25th  oi February  1 642,  dircfted  to  Mr.  Speaker, 
wee  fignified,  that  when  our  meanes  from  thence  failed,  and  our  credits  could 
hould  out  noe  longer,  wee  were  conftrained  towards  releife  of  the  Armie, 
to  force  from  the  Proteftant  Merchants  here,  as  well  Englijh  as  ftrangers,  not 
only  the  commodities  they  had  brought  hither,  but  the  native  commodities 
alfoe,  undertakeing  to  them  that  they  fhould  receive  payment  zt  London,  which 
failing,  that  thofe  that  would  fupply  us  were  difheartened,  and  durft  not  come 
hither  with  commodities.  Wherefore  wee  againe  by  thofe  letters  befought 
fpeedy  fupply  from  thence,  declaring  that  otherwife  the  Armie  and  wee  muft 
perilh ;  and  foe  farr  were  wee  tranfported  with  greife  in  the  confideration  of 
the  high  extremities  of  this  Kingdome  and  Army,  as  wee  did  by  thofe  letters 
lament,  for  the  fhame  and  diflionour  which  wee  then  forefaw  would  reflect 
upon  the  EngHpj  Nation,  if  then,  after  foe  long  and  often  forewarnings  given 
by  us  to  that  honourable  Houfe,  this  Kingdome  were  lofl;,  and  that  for  want 
of  fupplyes  from  thence ;  wherein  wee  then  declared,  that  all  the  comfort 
left  us  was,  that  wee  had  done  our  parts,  and  difcharged  our  duties  to  God,  to 
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his  Majeftie,  and  to  all  his  Kingdomes,  who  muft  have  borne  their  parts  witil 
us  in  fo  heavie  a  lofs. 

By  letters  from  tliis  Board,  dated  the  23d  oi  March  164.2,  direftcd  to  Mr. 
Speaker,  wee  fignified  that  our  wants  enforced  us  to  diftribute  the  Soldiers  for 
their  viftualls  in  and  througliout  this  cittie  and  fuburbs,  which  wee  fignified 
could  not  long  hould,  confidering  the  povertie  of  this  place ;  and  therefore  to 
avoid  utter  confufion,  wee  did  againe  and  againe  befeech  moft  earneftly  that 
above  all  things  vidualls  and  munition  might  be  fent  us  fpeedily,  and  tliat  mo- 
ney, armes,  cloches,  fhooes,  and  other  provifions  might  bee  alfoe  fent,  declar- 
ins  that  if  they  yet  came  fpeedily,  the  Kingdome  and  his  Majeftie's  Forces 
he'ere  might  bee  thereby  redeemed  out  of  part  of  theire  diftrclTes,  and  vj^ee  en- 
abled (by  the  blefling  of  God)  to  give  his  Majeftie  luch  an  accompt  of  this 
Kingdome,  as  would  bee  for  the  glory  of  the  King  our  Mafter,  and  the  ho- 
nour of  the  Englijh  Nation  in  the  fubdueing  this  horrid  Rebellion,  which  by 
reafon  of  our  wants  (and  in  noe  other  rel'ped)  was  then  growen  very  terrible ; 
and  wee  did  againe  call  for  the  provifions  moved  for  by  our  feverall  former 
letters  of  the  20th  of  January  and  20th  of  Febritary,  and  for  the  payment  of 
the  feavcn  thoufand  eight  hundred  fourcfcore  and  thirteene  pounds  three  ihil- 
lings  for  armes  to  bee  provided  in  Holland,  and  thofe  alfoe  which  we  exped- 
cd  from  London,  declaring  that  unlefs  thofe  fupplies  came,  wee  fliould  bee 
difabled  from  doeing  fervice  on  the  Rebells  the  then  next  fpring,  or  the  then 
fucceedeing  fummer,  and  muft  undoubtedly  putt  the  Rebells  into  a  condition 
of  prevaileing  againft  us,  which  wee  well  beleeved  the  Kingdome  oi  England 
would  never  have  permitted  againft  foe  faithful!  fervants  and  valiant  Soldiers 
as  his  Majeftie  yett  had  here.  By  thofe  letters  alfoe  wee  fignified,  that  it  was 
neceflarie  that  there  fhould  bee  heere  at  this  harbor  of  "Dublin  by  the  middle 
of  April  at  leaft  two  fhipps  of  good  ftrength,  and  that  the  ftiipps  defigned 
for  guarding  the  other  partes  of  the  coafts  of  the  Kingdome  fliould  be  haften- 
ed  away  with  all  poflible  fpeede. 

By  letters  from  this  Board,  direded  to  Mr.  Speaker,  dated  the  4th  of  Aprill 
1643,  wee  reprefented  againe  the  unfpeakeable  miferies  of  the  Officers  and 
Souldiers  for  want  of  all  things,  and  all  thofe  made  the  more  unfupportablc 
in  the  want  of  foode,  and  that  this  cittie  was  then  apparently  found  to  bee 
unable  to  helpe  us,  as  it  had  formerly  done,  and  repeated  againe  in  as  lively 
tcrmes  as  wee  could,  the  high  extremities  fallen  and  increafing  upon  us,  de- 
claring that  wee  were  enforced  to  fee  who  had  any  thing  yett  left  him,  not 
taken  from  him  to  helpe  us ;  and  that  although  there  were  but  fewe  fuch,  and 
fome  poore  Merchants  whom  wee  had  formerly  (by  the  lawe  of  neceflltie)  ut- 
terly undon,  yet  that  wee  were  forced  to  wreft  theire  commodities  from  them. 
That  there  were  few  here  of  our  felves  or  others  that  had  not  felt  theire  parts 
;n  the  enforced  rigor  of  our  proceedcings  towards  preferveing  the  Armie,  and 
wee  earneftly  defircd  that  his  Majeftie  and  the  Englijh  Nation  might  not  fuffcc 
foe  great,  if  not  irrecoverable,  prejudice  and  diihonour,  as  muft  unavoidably 
bee  the  confequence  of  our  not  bceing  releeved  fuddainely ;  but  that  yett  (al- 
though it  were  then  even  almoft  at  the  pointe  to  bee  too  late)  fupplies  of 
vidualls  and  munition  in  prefent  might  bee  haftened  hither  to  keepe  life  un- 
till  the  reft  might  follow,  dcclareing  allbe,  that  there  was  noe  viduall  in  the 
ftore,  and  that  there  would  not  bee  an  hundred  barrels  of  powder  left  when 
the  out  guarifllons  (as  they  muft  then  inftantly  have  beene)  were  fupplycd, 
and  that  the  refidue  of  our  provifions  muft  alfoe  come  fpeedily  after,  or  other- 
wife  that  England  could  not  hope  to  fecurc  Ireland,  or  fecure  themfelvcs  a- 
gainft  Ireland;  but  in  the  lofs  of  it,  muft  look  for  llich  enemies  from  hence 
as  would  perpetually  difturbe  the  peace  of  his  Majeftie  and  his  Kingdome  of 
Englandr  and  among  them  by  lea  and  land,  as  \vc  had  often  formerly  rcprc- 
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Tented  thither;  which  mifdicifes  wee  fignificd  might  then  be  prevented,  if  wee 
were  but  yet  then  forthwith  enabled  from  thence  with  meancs  to  overcome 
this  Rebellion.  Wee  then  alfoe  againe  renewed  our  requefts  for  the  provifions 
mentioned  in  our  letters  of  the  20th  of  Januarv,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
feaven  thoufand  eight  hundred  fourcfcore  and  thirteeno  pounds  three  ("hillings 
for  armes  to  bee  provided  in  Holland,  befides  thofe  wee  cxpcfted  from  Lon- 
don. Wee  then  alfoe  fent  enclofed  in  our  lettets  to  Mr.  Speaker  a  copic  of  a 
writeing  figned  by  fundry  Officers  of  the  Armie,  which  was  in  a  ftilc  thrcat- 
ning  much  danger,  whereby  appeared  the  high  ncceflitic  of  haftening  trcafurc 
hither  to  pay  them  and  the  rert  of  the  Officers,  and  provide  vidtuall  for  the 
foldier. 

On  the  loth  o^  Apr  ill  1645,  wee  received  letters  from  Mr.  Speaker  of  the 
17th  of  March,  in  anfwcre  of  our  letters  of  the  20th  and  25  th  of  February. 
Thofe  letters  from  Mr.  Speaker  aclvifcd  free  trade  and  truck  to  bee  given  to 
Merchants,  by  takeing  our  native  commodities  that  cannot  bee  manufactured 
hcere,  for  theire  cornc,  and  other  vicluall,  and  carrying  them  into  England, 
or  other  places  not  prohibited. 

And  by  our  letters  directed  to  Mr.  Speaker,  dated  the  2  2d  o^  A  prill,  in  an- 
fwere  of  his  faid  letters  of  the  17th  oi  March,  wee  made  it  appcaie,  that  that 
dcfigne  could  not  hold  to  derive  benefitt  to  this  Armie.     By  tliofe  our  letters 
wee  fignificd  alloc,  that  the  neccffities  of  the  Armie  ftill  prcflcd  us  by  degrees 
to  breake  the  Merchants  here,  by  wrefting  their  commodities  from  them,  upon 
promis  of  fatisfadion  in  England.     That  the  failcing  of  that  fatisfadion  in 
England,  as  it  had  undone  them,  foe  had  it  infinitely  prejudiced  the  fcrvice 
here.     That  wee  engaged  the  word  of  this  State  to  procure  payment  to  many 
others  out  of  the  next  trcafure   that  fhall  arrive  forth   of  England  -,    which 
courfes  (though  very  hard)  did  help  us  for  a  tyme.  That  when  thofe  failed,  wee 
began  at  our  felves,  then  at  others,  then  at  all  fraternities  and  corporations,  as 
bakers,  bruers,  butchers,  vintners,  and  the  like ;  then  at  all  particular  pcrfons 
obfervcd  to  have  any  vifible  fubftance,  not  beeing  able  to  fpare  poore  men 
who  (to  gaine  a  poore  liveing)   made  profellion,  fome  of  felling  hott waters, 
and  fome  of  cutting  tobaccoe.     That  in  the  end  (all  other  meanes  failing)  wee 
had  recourfe  to  the  onely  native  commoditie,  hides,  feizing  on  all  that  could 
bee  found,  either  on  fhippboard,  redy  to  bee  exported  hence,  (with  purpofc  in 
fome  of  the  owners  of  them  to  returne  viftualls  hether,  which  we  were  not 
able  to  waite  for)  or  on  fhoare  prepared  for  fliippboard,  and  made  ufe  of  them 
to  gett  the  Armie  a  fewdayes  bread,  ftill  hopeing  provifions  of  vidualls  might 
come  to  keepe  them  alive,  which  did  draw  upon  us  infinite  clamor.     And  by 
the  faid  letters  wee  earneftly  befought,  that  before  wee  fhould  be  utterly  fwal- 
lowed  upp  in  the  confufions  of  affaires  wherewith  wee  were  befett,  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  this  State  and  Armie  andKingdome  being  then  noe  lefs  feared  to  arrife 
from  the  Armie,  though  fent  hether  for  theire  prefervation,  then  from  the  fu- 
rie  of  the  Rebells,  if  that  honourable  Houfe  would  not  look  back  into  all  our 
feverall  letters  fent  thither,  which  wee  then  declared  fnould  for  ever  acquitt  us 
before  God  and  the  world,  as  haveing  difcharged  our  duties  to  God,    to  his 
Majeftie,  and  to  this  his  Kingdome,  in  fully  and  tymely  and  often  rcprefenting 
thither  the  evills  then  ready  to  feize  upon  this  State,  the  Army  and  Kingdome, 
and  the  meanes  of  preventing  them ;  yet  that  at  leaft  they  would  bee  pleafed 
to  reviewe  our  faid  feverall  letters  of  the  20th  and  2 5th  of  February,  of  the 
20th  of  January,  2jd  oi  March,  and  4th  oi  Apr  ill.  We  then  alfoe  %nified. 
That  the  Soldiers  (preffed  through  wants)  attempted  tumults  and  mutinie,  plun- 
dered divers  of  the  inabitants  of  this  cittie,  as  well  EngUfh  and  Proteftants,  as 
others.     That  wee  apprehended   thofe  diforders   but  beginings  of  what  wee 
doubted  would  then  (hortly  enfue,  even  the  ranfack  of  this  cittie,  if  by  tymely 
fupplyes  forth  of  England  it  were  not  prevented.     That  then  there  would  bee 
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noe  refuge  left,  either  for  the  Armie  or  other  Engl/fj  here.  That  wee  were 
not  able  to  fend  out  the  Soldiers,  for  want  of  money  to  furnilh  ordinary  ne- 
ceflities,  and  of  munition  :  Wherefore  wee  then  againe  earneftly  moved,  that 
fome  meanes  might  be  found  for  complyiQg  with  our  defircs,  in  thefe  our  fe- 
verall  letters  expreffed,  certifieing  that  the  State  of  affaires  here  could  not  pol- 
iibly  admitt  the  leaft  deferring ;  and  that  noe  hclpe  was  to  bee  expedcd  from 
hence,  as  wee  had  often  and  fully  in  former  letters  fignified  thither.  That  if 
we  were  not  immediately  fupplyed  forth  of  England  with  powder,  wee  fliould 
not  bee  able  to  defend  our  felves,  or  offend  the  Rebells ;  and  that  above  all 
things  munition,  money  and  vidualls  were  of  necefTitie  to  be  fent  in  the  firft 
place,  and  the  other  provifions  to  bee  fent  after,  which  alfoe  wee  certified  moft 
needfuU  to  bee  done  with  all  poffible  fpeede. 

•  By  our  letters  of  the  6th  of  May  1643,  direfted  to  Mr.  Speaker,  we  figni- 
fied  how  neceffarie  it  was  that  the  intended  eftablii"hment  fhould  be  confidercd 
there,  and  put  into  fuch  way,  as  to  be  made  perfcdl  (and  recciveing  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  gracious  approbation)  might  bee  fent  hither,  which  we  defired  to  bee 
haftened,  that  the  Officers,  who  dayly  labor  in  the  publick  ferviccs,  might  the 
better  know  what  they  are  to  have,  of  which  eflabliihment  wee  have  not  yett 
had  any  returne. 

By  our  letters  to  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  \\x\voi  May  1643,  wee fignified,  that 
although  by  letters  from  Mr.  Speaker,  dated  the  \'j\\i  oi March ,  it  was  adver- 
tifed  hether,  that  fix  weekes  provifion  of  viftualls  for  each  Province  was  in 
preparing,  yet  that  it  was  riot  come,  or  if  it  were  come,  that  it  was  a  fupply 
farr  below  that  which  was  neceffarie  to  bee  then  fent  hether ;  and  wee  then 
againe  repeated  the  mifcrable  condition  of  this  Armie  through  want  of  all  things, 
efpecially  money,  viftualls,  clothes,  armes,  and  munition.  That  there  was 
not  above  forty  barrells  of  pouder  in  the  flore  (a  meane  and  inconfiderablc 
quantity  for  this  Armie,  on  whom  depends  the  prefervation  of  the  Kingdomc) 
and  wee  againe  defired  in  a  cafe  of  foe  high  and  eminent  danger,  and  that 
with  all  pofllble  importunitie,  that  a  courfe  might  be  then  inflantly  taken  for 
haftening  away  pouder  with  all  fpeede ;  and  that  the  other  provifions  alfoe  of 
all  forts,  mentioned  in  our  former  feveral  letters  of  the  20th  of  January,  the 
20th  and  25  th  of  February,  the  23d  of  March,  and  4th  and  2  2d  oi  Apr  illy 
might  bee  alfoe  haflened  away,  and  that  the  feaven  thoufand  eight  hundred 
fourefcore  and  thirteene  pound  three  fhillings  for  armes  to  be  provided  in  Hol- 
land, befides  thofe  wee  expeftcd  from  London,  might  bee  paid.  By  thefe  let- 
ters alfoe  wee  fignified,  that  wee  could  not  but  lament  our  misfortune,  and 
the  difhonour  reflefting  on  the  Englijh  Nation,  that  the  feafon  of  the  yeare 
fhould  bee  foe  farr  entrcd  into,  and  yett  notwithflanding  all  the  reprefentations 
often  and  tymely  enough  made  thither  of  affaires  here,  noe  meanes  put  into 
our  power  to  make  ule  thereof  in  a  vigorous  profecution  of  the  warr :  but 
inflead  therof  (notwithflanding  all  the  endeavour  and  induflrie  ufed  heere  to 
prevent  it)  wee  then  beheld  ourfelves  funk  deepely  into  a  gulph  of  confufion 
and  diftreffe  of  affaires,  beeing  equally  in  danger  to  bee  devoured  through  our 
wants,  or  to  bee  deflroyed  by  the  Rebells  for  want  of  nccdfuU  abiliments  of 
warr  to  enable  our  defence,  as  had  been  formerly  often  and  fully  declared  thi- 
ther; and  therefore  wee  againe  prefled  to  bee  redeemed  from  the  tcrriblencfs 
of  our  condition,  by  fuch  tymely  acceffions  of  fupplics  forth  oi  E^igland,  as 
were  contained  in  our  faid  former  difpatches. 

By  our  letters  to  Mr.  Speaker,  dated  the  16th  of  May  1643,  wee  defired 
that  three  hundred  and  twenty  pound  might  bee  paid  there,  as  wee  had  formerly 
defired,  for  fundry  particulars  necefl'ary  for  the  chirurgeons  of  this  Armie,  there 
beeing  great  want  thereof  for  the  cures  of  wounded  men  :  And  then  wee  fent 
and  imploycd  Sir  Thomas  Wharton,  Knight,  a  member  of  this  Armie,  pur- 
pofcly  to  folicit  the  meanes  of  our  relcife,  that  foe  wee  might  omitt  nothing

that  wcc  conceived  might  conduce  to  the  haftcning  of  our  cxpedcd  fupplyes; 
and  by  our  letters  of  the  i6th  oi  May,  then  fcnt  to  Mr.  Speaker,  wee  figni- 
ficd,  that  the  Kingdome  was  then  in  more  danger  than  ever  to  bee  forced  out 
of  our  hands  for  want  of  tymely  fupplies  out  of  England  h  and  wee  dcfired 
moft  carncrtly.  that  his  difpatch  might  bee  haftened  for  our  prefervation,  that 
if  it  were  poflible  the  King  and  Kingdome  of  England  might  yet  then  bee 
prefcrved  from  that  irrecoverable  prejudice  and  diflionour  which  muft  ncceffa- 
rily  accompany  and  follow  the  lofle  of  this  Kingdome. 

And  hccre  wee  may  not  omitt  to  mention  that  wee  prevailed  with  divers 
perfons  ro  advance  provifions  to  us  at  fcverall  tymes  to  anfwete  the  crying  ne- 
ceflitics  of  rhis  Armie,  and  to  fomc  wee  gave  our  bills  in  nature  of  bills  of 
exchange,  and  to  others  our  owne  bonds,  undertakeing  repayments  at  London 
by  the  Parliament  there,  which  we  did  in  confidence  to  finde  ready  payment 
made  there  accordingly ;  and  wee  doe  not  yett  heare  that  thofe  bills  of  ex- 
change or  bonds  are  yett  paid  there.  But  wee  finde  fome  of  the  parties  ready 
to  fue  and  implead  us  heere  for  thofe  debts,  though  contraded  only  for  the 
publicquc  fcrvicc. 

Which  procccdcings  of  this  Board  from  tyme  to  tyme,  wee  thus  at  large 
deduce,  that  Ibe  it  may  appeare  fully,  that  Wee  haVe  difcharged  thofe  duties 
which  wcc  owe  to  his  Majeftie  and  to  the  truft  of  his  Majeftie's  affaires  heere, 
in  rcprefent^ng  thither  fully  and  tymely  and  often  the  wants  and  extremities 
to  which  tiiis  his  Kingdome  and  Armie  were  reduced,  and  the  meanes  requi- 
iit  to  bee  fcnt  for  the  rclcife   and  prefervation  of  both  ;    and  yett  in  all  that 
tyme,  namely,  from  the  faid  20th  day  of  January  1642,  to  the  loth  of  June 
1643,  which  is  the  day  of  the  date  of  our  letter^,  to  which  yours  of  the  4th 
of  y Illy  is  an  anfwere,  or  from  that  tyme  to  this,  there  arrived  heere  as  fent 
from  the  Parliament  of  England  towards  releife  of  this  Armie,  and  for  the 
maintaineing  of  this  Warr,  but  the  particulars  following,  'viz-  *  forty  nine 
thoufand  two  hundred  forty  eight  pound  of  butter,  forty  nine  thoufand  fix 
hundred  forty  nine  poUnd  of  chcefc,  foure  hundred   forty  feaven  barrels  and 
an  halfc  of  wheate  and  rye,  three  hundred  threefcore  and  feaven  barrells  of 
peafc,  and  three  hundred  fifty  fix  barrells  of  oates ;  alfoc  five  hundred  fuites  of, 
cloathes,  one  thoufand  caffocks,  two   thoufand  eight  hundred  and  eighteenc 
caps ;  aUbe  eight  hundred  and  twenty  hundred  three  quarters  and  one  pound 
of  matchc,  thirty  eight  hundred  two  quarters  and  nine  pound  of  fhott,  and 
three  hundred  threefcore  and  foureteene  barrells  of  powder,  of  which  provifi- 
ons of  munition,  there  were  three  hundred  and  one  and  forty  barrels  of  pow-^ 
der,  and   five  hundred  fifty  five  hundred  two  quarters  and  fower  and  twenty 
pound  of  matche,  which  was  the  munition  wee  had  conuraded  for  heere,  and 
in  the  way  comeing  from  Holland,  was  intercepted  at  fea,  and  carryed  to  Cal- 
lis,  and  afterwards  fett  free  there,  by  the  mediation  of  his  Majeftie  and  the 
Houfcs  of  Parliament  m  England ^  but  the  price  thereof  ftands  charged  on  the 
laid  Houles  of  Parliament. 

Soe  as  certainely  there  was  a  failer  in  fupplyeing  us,  and  that  that  failer  was 
not  occafioned  through  any  negled  on  our  partes,  in  not  reprefenting  thither 
tiie  wants  and  extremities  indured  by  this  Armie,  and  the  meanes  of  theire 
fupply  is,  as  wee  conceive)  very  deere  by  thofe  feverall  difpatches  fent  from 
us  to  Mr.  vSpeaker. '  '<"?' ;  iKyVr  ■       '  .■  ' ^^^v'  ; .  •  .••■  '3  j;  ■  i" '-^■'  '^^^ 

And  feeing  that  the  cliarge  of  this  Warr  was  referred  to  and  undertaken  by 
the  Houles  of  Parliament  of  England,  and  that  by  thofe  difpatches  they  fully 
underftood  the  condition  of  affaires  here,  wee  offer  it  to  any  man's  confideration, 
whether  or  noe  wee  had  not  fufficient  caufe  to  conceive,  and  accordingly  to

*  This  was  not  above  a  week's  provifion  of  viaualls,  or  thereabouts,  for  the  A^my  in'  leinfter,  being  fi/tecM 
regiments  orfoote,  two  and  t^venty  tioopes  of  horfe,  and  foure  troopes  of  diagooners,  befides  the  trains  of  ar- 
tillery, and  fewer  hundred  firelocks. 

C  c  c  cxpreflc 
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exprefle  in  that  a£t  of  Councell,  that  our  difficulties  (which  were  iiecclTaric  to 
bee  conceived  in  that  Ad)  were  occafioned  through  the  failer  of  the  Houfes 
of  Parliament  in  England. 

And  whereas  you  write,  that  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  Parliament  doe 
beleeve  wee  have  fent  coppies  of  our  faid  Letters  and  Aft  of  Councell  to  his 
Majeftie ;  it  is  true  that  wee  have  foe  done,  and  therein  acquitted  our  felvcs 
towards  that  dutie;  which  wee  owe  him,  and  liad  failed  in  our  duties  if  wee 
had  done  otiierwife.  But  how  from  that  (as  wee  conceive  neccflary  and  true) 
expreffion  of  ours  in  the  faid  Ad  of  Councell,  or  from  our  fending  a  coppie 
thereof,  and  of  oiu-  faid  letters  to  his  Majefte,  there  can  bee  any  juli  caulb  to 
fufped  (as  your  letters  feeme  to  inferr)  that  there  is  fuch  an  impious  defignc 
now  on  foote  as  your  letters  mention,  wee  confefle  wee  doe  not  underftand, 
or  any  deligne  at  all,  other  than  the  needfull  fettling  heere  of  an  impofition  in 
nature  of  an  excifc,  in.thofe  our  letters  and  Ad  of  Councell  mentioned;  with- 
out which,  this  Armie  could  not  have  fubfifted  to  this  tynie,  and  which  was 
prefled  by  the  Committee  from  the  Parliament  heere,  but  then  avoided,  our 
hopes  beeing  then  more,  and  our  neceflities  not  foe  great,  as  they  were  when 
wee  laid  it. 

And  as  wee  finde  by  your  letters,  that  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  Parlia- 
ment there  have  done  us  the  right  by  your  faid  letters  to  lignifie  that  they  can- 
not thinke,  wee  intended  by  that  expreffion  to  farther  the  defignc  in  your 
letters  mentioried ;  foe  wee  hold  it  neccflary  to  declare,  that  wee  neither  have 
forgotten,  nor  can  forgctt  the  prefent  condition  of  that  Kingdomc ;  but  wee 
have  a  long  tyme  beheld  and  ftill  behold  and  lament  with  bleeding  hearts  the 
woeful!  condition  of  that  Kingdome,  and  how  God's  hand  is  ftill  ftretched  out 
againft  us  in  thofe  heavie  diftradions  there ;  yet  wee  comfort  our  felves  with 
hope,  that  God  (in  mercy  to  his  Majefty,  and  to  all  his  Kingdomes  and  Peo- 
ple) will  at  length  in  his  owne  good  tyme  anfwere  the  prayers  and  teares  of  us 
his  Majeftie's  fervants,  and  many  thoufands  of  others  his  good  fubjeds  there 
and  heere  continually  powered  out  for  his  Majeftie  and  his  Kingdoms  in  re- 
moveing  that  heavie  judgement,  and  fettleing  peace  and  tranquillitie  there,  to 
the  glory  of  God,  the  honour  of  his  Majeftie,  and  the  joynt  happinefs  of  all 
his  fubjeds  in  all  his  Kingdomes  and  Dominions. 

Nor  have  wee  forgotten  the  fupplies  of  all  forts  fent  hither  by  the  Parlia- 
ment ,  but  doe  very  well  remember  them ;  but  wee  confefle  wee  know  not 
what  releife  comeing  hether  hath  beene  taken  away  either  by  fea  or  land,  or 
by  whom,  or  what  difcouragement  hath  beene  given  them  in  returne ;  only 
wee  have  lieard  that  the  fhipping  imployed  by  the  Rebells  at  Wexford^  did  give 
them  lomc  interruption  at  fea,  and  that  was  occafioned  by  negled  of  dutie  in 
thofe  \yho  commanded  the  fhips  defigned  for  the  guard  of  the  coafts  of  this 
Kirjgdome ;  and  thefaid  {hi pp  bound  hether  from  Holland.,  with  munition  which 
wee  had  contraded  for  heere,  was  intercepted  at  fea,  and  carry ed  to  CalLis^ 
and  afterwards  fett  free  there  by  the  mediation  of  his  Majeftie  and  the  Houfes 
of  Vzx\\zx^iXit,\\\.Engla7id.  And  wee  finde  that  fome  ftiipps  fent  hether,  it 
fcemes  at  firft  with  provifions  from  London,  and  other  fhipps  bound  hether  with 
provifion^  orx  p^vate  mpns  adventures,  -were  taken  away  even  from  this  harbor 
a  few  dayqs  before  the  Ccflation  of  Armes  heere,  as  they  were  comeing  in,  and 
carryed  to  Leverpoole  by  one  Captain  T)ansk,  a  perfon  imployed  by  the  twa 
Houfes  of  Parliament  there  ii}: the  command  of  a  fhipp. 

•(^nd  fljxat  fhipp  commanded  by  T)ansk,'  and  other  ffiipps  imployed  zt  Lever- 
poplar  doe  nowi  and  have  a  long  tymeftaid  on  that  fide  very  many  veflcls  loaden 
TjVith  provifion -of  vidualjis,  j:oales,  and,  other  necefiarie  releife  bound  from 
thence  hether,  to  be  fouid,  which  if  they  had  arrived  hccre,  would  have  brought 
greait  irelelfe  to  this  Atmic  and  the  inhabitants  in  this  cittie,  though  on  the 
advcnttirc  of  the  bringers,  which  wee  hould  neccflary  to  reprefcnt  thither  to  the

end  that  their  unchai-itablenefs  towards  thofc  poore  men  that  would  adventure 
hethcr  to  rclccve^us,  and  thcire  inhumanity  towards  this  diftreffed  Army  and 
cittic,  and  many  of  his  Majcftie's  Protcftant  fubjeds  therein  may  (being  found 
true)  receive  due  punifhment  there,  foe  as  they  or  others  may  not  hereafter 
prclume  to  offend  in  that  icinde. 

And  whereas  you  write  that  wee  fliould  not  conceive  that  only  the  charge 
of  this  Warr  was  referred  to  and  undertaken  by  the  Parliament,  as  if  theire 
parte  were  to  be  our  bankers,  only  to  provide  monycs  for  us  to  fpend,  and 
were  not  to  advifc  and  dircd  the  managcing  of  the  Warr. 

Wee  confefle  wee  neither  did  nor  doe  conceive  the  Parliament  there  to  bee 
bankers  for  us,  but  did  elkeme  them  as  thofe  to  v^'home  the  King  our  Mafter 
referred  the  charge  of  his  Warr,  and  to  whom,  as  foe  intruded  by  his  Majeftie, 
this  Board  from  tyme  to  tyme  made  application.  And  if  any  advice  had  come 
from  them  concerneing  the  manageing  of  the  Warr,  wee  fhould  have  endea- 
voured to  have  made  the  beft  ufc  thereof  for  the  furtherance  of  his  Majeftie's 
fervicc  hecrc.  And  heere  wee  hold  it  neceflarie  to  declare,  that  when  wee 
undcrftood  that  his  Majeftie,  at  the  humble  defire  of  the  Lords  and  Commons- 
of  Parliament  in  England,  had,  in  Aprtll  1642,  granted  a  Commiflion  to  fome 
Members  of  both  Houles  for  ordering  and  difpofeing  all  matters  there,  for  the 
defence,  releife  and  recovery  of  this  Kingdome ;  and  that  his  Majeftie  com- 
manded all  his  Officers,  Minifters  and  fubjeds  of  this  Kingdome  of  England 
and  Ireland  to  bee  obedient,  aiding  and  aflifting  to  the  faid  Commiflioners  in 
the  due  execution  of  the  faid  Commiflion ;  and  that  by  his  Majcftie's  inftruc- 
tions  annexed  to  the  laid  Commiflion,  his  Majeftie  gave  it  in  charge  to  thofe 
Commiflloners  to  advertife  his  Lieutenant  of  7r^/^«<^,  the  Councells,  and  other 
Governors  and  Commanders  here  what  they  conceived  to  bee  needful!  for  the 
profectttion  of  the  Warr  in  the  beft  manner  for  the  defenfc  of  this  his  King- 
dome,  and  cafe  of  the  great  charges  and  expenfes  which,  by  occafion  of  this 
Rebellion,  lay  upon  his  loveing  fubjefts  of  his  Kingdome  of  England.  Wee 
therefore  by  our  letters  of  the  7ch  of  June  1642,  direfted  to  thofe  his  Majc- 
ftie's Commiflloners,  befought,  amongft  other  things,  prefent  and  particular 
diredion  for  the  profecution  of  the  Warr,  which  yett  wee  have  not  received ; 
only  wee  had  advice  from  thence  to  fend  fomc  forces  into  Connatight-,  which 
was  done,  and  for  fending  fome  forces  into  Munjier,  which  by  our  letters  of 
the  15th  of  September  1642,  to  the  Commiflloners  there,  wee  fignified  was 
not  poflible  for  us  to  doe,  unlefle  wee  were  plentifully  fupplyed  of  thofe 
things  whereof  the  wants  then  certified  thither  did  then  difablc  us. 

Concerneing  the  Commiflion  in  your  letters  mentioned,  it  was  not  to  heare 
what  the  Rebells  could  fay  or  propound  for  theire  owne  advantage,  as  your 
letters  mention  :  But  his  Majeftie  haveing  received  an  humble  petition  in  the 
name  of  the  Recufants  of  Ireland,  defireing  to  bee  heard,  his  Majeftie  thought 
it  not  unjuft  or  inconvenient  for  him  to  receive  from  them  what  they  could  fay 
unto  him,  to  whom  they  infinuated'  that  they  would  yet  yeild  due  obedience. 
And  therefore  his  Majeftie  by  Commiflion  under  his  Great  Scale  of  England 
(wherein  -hae  declared  his  extreme  detcftation  of  the  odious  Rebellion  which 
the  Recufants  di  IrelMd  hzvc-,  without  any  ground  or  coullor,  raifed  againft 
him,.hisCfowne'ahdDignitie)  authorized  fome  of  his  Minifters  heere  to  heare 
at  large  what  the  Petitioners  fhould  fay  or  propound,  which  his  Majeftie  by 
the  faid  Commiflion  direded  that  the  Petitioners  or  the  principall  of  them  au- 
thorized by^  the  reft  fhould  fett  downe  in  writeing  under  theire  hands,  and  the' 
CommilTioners  to  fend  the  fame  to  his  Majeftie.  Whereupon  his  Majeftie  by 
tlie  laid  Commiflioa  declared  hee  would  take  fiich  further  confideration  as 
fhould  bee  juft,  hoitoUr'able,  and  fitt  for  his  Majeftie ;  and  that  that  courfc  gave 
not  the  leaft  interruptibfl  to  the- proceedings  of  the  Warr,  appeares  by  this: 
That  on  tiie'TSth'bf 'iliyr<r;&'(bee'ihg'ihthe  tyme  the  Commiflloners  authorized 
xi-.ii'  2  -by 
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by  his  Majeftie  gave  mccteing  to  thofe  of  the  other  fide  upon  that  Commiflion) 
the  Lord  JVIarques  of  Ormond,  though  one  of  thofe  CommilTioncrs,  in  his  re- 
turne  from  Rofs,  with  about  two  thoufand  five  hundred  footc,  and  five  hun- 
dred horfe  of  his  Majeftie's  Arniie,  fought  with  the  Armie  of  the  Rebells,  con- 
lifting  of  about  fix  thoufand  foote,  and  fix  hundred  and  fifty  horle,  and  ob- 
tained a  happie  and  glorious  vidorie  againfl:  them :  And  the  Rebells  Armie  bec- 
ing  defeated  and  wholly  routed,  and  thcire  baggage  and  munition  fcized  on, 
his  Majeftie's  forces  lodged  that  night,  where  they  had  gained  the  viftory,  as 
by  former  letters  of  this  Board  of  the  4th  ol  Apr  ill  1643,  direded  to  Mr. 
Speaker,  wee  formerly  fignificd  thither,  which  wee  thus  repeate,  to  manifefi: 
that  the  Commiflion,  or  the  meeteing  thereupon,  gave  not  any  manner  of  in- 
terruption to  the  proceeding  of  theWarr. 

Concerneing  the  letters  you  mention  to  deveft  the  Committee  of  both  Hou- 
fes  there,  of  an  authoritie  given  them  by  both  Houfcs,  wee  remember  that  his 
Majcfty  by  his  Letters  of  the  ^doi  February  1(342,  underftanding  that  the  then 
Juftices  and  Councell  had  admitted,  without  his  order  or  knowledge,  to  fitt  in 
Councell  with  them  in  this  his  Kingdome,  Mr.  Robert  Good'uvm  zndMr.Ren- 
nolds,  and  that  thereby  they  were  become  foe  bold,  as  to  take  upon  them  to 
heare  and  debate  of  matters  treated  of  in  Councell,  his  Majeftie  by  his  faid 
Letters  fignified  his  exprefle  Command,  that  they  fhould  not  be  permitted  to 
fitt  or  be  prefent  any  more  at  his  Majeftie's  Councell  Table  heercj  but  if  they 
had  any  bufinefs,  his  Majeftie  willed  that  they  fhould  attend,  as  others  of  theire 
qualitie  5  which  his  Majeftie's  pleafure  was  humbly  obeyed  by  his  faid  Jufiices 
and  Councell,  with  that  dutie  and  fubmiflion  which  was  due  from  them  to  his 
Royal  Commands, 

And  as  his  Majeftie  by  his  faid  Letters  required,  that  if  thofe  perfqns  had 
any  bufinefs  they  fliould  attend  as  others  of  their  qualitie,  foe  if  tli^y  had 
afterwards  offered  any  bufinefs  at  this  Board,  they  fhould  have  beene  heard 
therein,  which  was  alfoe  fignified  to  them  before  theire  departure  hence.  And 
now  upon  this  occalion,  wee  haveing  perufed  the  coppies  they  delivered  at  this 
Board  of  the  order  of  both  Houfcs,  dated  the  6th  of  OBober  1642,  and  of 
theire  inftrudlions,  doe  finde  indeede  that  by  the  faid  order  the  faid  Robert 
Reynolds  and  Robert  Good'-^in  were  to  have  the  credence,  power  and  erteeme 
of  a  Committee  fent  hether  by  the  advice  and  authoritie  of  both  Houfes  of 
Parliament,  and  that  by  the  faid  inftruclions  they  were  to  bee  admitted  to  bee 
prelenc  and  vote  at  all  confultations  concerneing  the  Warr;  yet  there  is  no- 
thing in  the  faid  order  or  inftrudiions  for  admitting  them  to  fitt  or  bee  pre- 
fent at  his  Majeftie's  Councell  Table,  which  is  that  which  his  Majeftie  by  his 
faid  Letters  required  fhould  not  bee  permitted,  which  cannot  bee  conceived  to 
bee  a  devcfting  them  of  any  authority  given  them  by  both  Houfes. 

'And  as  to  the  late  alteration  pf  Government  heere  cxpreffed  in  your  letters, 
although  his  Majeftie  in  his  high  wifedome  adjudged  it  fitt  to  alter  one  of 
thofe  Governors  which  he  had  placed  heere,  which  was  noe  more  than  hee  and 
his  Royall  Predeceflbrs  had  ufually  dqne  in  all  ages  as  often  as  they  thought 
fitt ;  yctt  that  made  noe  alteration  ;p:  the  Government,  but  it  in  all  tymcs 
continued,  and  ftill  continues  the  fame,  though  in  other  perfons, 
^  That  parte  of  your  letters  which  declares  that  you  are  forbidden  to  tell  us 
wljiat  llipplycs  of  money,  viduall,  amunition,  and  other  neceflTaries  were  then 
in 'a  good  forwardnes  to  bee  fent  hither  for  the  fupport  of  the  Officers  and  fol- 
diers  here,  requires  noe  aofwer?  on  our  partes,  other  than  this  truith,  that  they 

arc  not  yett  arrived  he^re.'      _      ,,M^ii.''       

Concerneing  Mountroei  letters  to  Collonell  Crawfordy  wc  know  of  noe 

treafon  to  l?ee  difcovercd  thereby  :  But  (or  the  fea  Captens  in  your  letters  men^ 

tioned,  it  is   ccrtaine  that  theire  neglefts  and  mifdecds  dcfervc   punifhrnent;' 

which  wee  dcfirc  they  may  finde,  rather  ,t9  thcire  corrections  theato  their  ruinc. 

I  Thus 
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Thus  wee  have  given  anfwcre  to  thofe  parts  of  your  letters  which  wee  con- 
ceived concerned  us,  whereby  we  hope  both  Houfcs  of  Parhament  there  will 
now  remaine  fatisfied,  as  in  the  ncceflitie  and  juftnefs  of  our  aftions,  ibe  in 
the  truth  and  candor  of  our  intentions  in  thofe  particulars  to  which  your  faid 
letters  feemc  to  take  exception.  And  foe  wee  remaine  from  his  Majeftie's  ca- 
ftle  oi  Dublin  the  28th  oi  OBober  1643,

N°.  CLXXXIII.     Lord  Inchiquin  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

IAccompt  itt  a  great  addition  to  my  misfortunes,  that  the  State  exped  fuch 
things  att  my  hands  as  are  abfolutcly  impoflible ;  for  that  I  could  feed  6000 
foot  and  500  horfe,  from  the  time  of  ceflation  till  now,  with  500/,  and  that 
proportion  of  biskett  and  come  (mentioned  in  my  laft  letter  to  your  Lordfhip) 
cannot  be  thought ;  and  what  help  the  free  accefs  of  (hipping  can  afford  us  to 
that  end,  I  cannot  imagine,  except  1  fhould  pillage  them  ;  for  to  buy  their 
commodities  we  are  not  able,  and  if  we  were,  the  Countryes  would  fupply  us 
att  farr  eafier  rates.  Another  advantage  we  have  (as  it  is  fuppofcd)  in  that  we 
had  Ihipping  here  to  tranfport  our  men ;  but  that  the  men  muft  have  pro- 
vifion  fct  aboard  for  them,  and  that  the  Officers  will  not  ftirr  without  feme 
help  of  money  to  keepe  them  from  begging  as  foon  as  they  land,  is  forgotten  j 
yet  I  founde  noe  way  to  avoyde  it ;  though  I  endeavoured  itt  with  all  the  in- 
duftrie  I  could  ufe ;  and  the  two  regiments  that  are  gone,  had  (though  fore 
againft  my  will)  noe  lefs  than  350/.  betweene  all  their  Officers. 

Their  laft  conclufion  is,  that  I  have  many  other  advantages  which  they 
have  not.  It  is  true  1  had  contribution  from  Imokelly  and  Barrymore,  that  I 
had  great  helps  by  preys  which  were  converted  to  the  maintenance  of  this 
Army ;  that  I  had  likewiie  townes,  whofe  eftates  were  foe  preferved,  that  they 
helped  exceedingly  towards  our  fubfiftence ;  and  laftly,  that  we  lighted  into  a 
corn  Countrie,  which  for  three  monthcs  maintained  3000  foote  and  all  our 
horfe.  But  that  we  have  none  of  thefe  now  is  moft  certainely  true ;  and  for 
what  other  advantages  are  fuppofed  to  remaine,  if  I  be  not  direded  how  to 
ufe  them,  truely  I  cannot  make  them  availe  this  Army  any  thing. 

The  few  fhipps  that  are  left  are  of  noe  force,  and  goe  all  away  to  morrow 
with  the  remainder  of  Sir  John  Tawlef%  regiment.  By  them  I  doe  intimate 
your  condition  at  'Dublin.  My  diredion  for  landing  men  is  at  Briftoll,  Min- 
heady  or,  if  we  be  driven  to  it,  in  any  part  of  the  Weft  oi  England  •■,  for  it 
was  conceived  dangerous  to  carry  any  of  us  towards  Chefter,  as  well  for  the 
danger  of  interception,  as  the  feafon.  And  for  our  horfe,  ir  was  not  held 
poffible  to  fend  them  that  way ;  I  conceive  convenient  that  the  fhips  you  hire 
be  firft  imployed  to  carry  over  thefe  here,  feeing  you  are  interrupted  ( at  pre- 
fent)  in  fending  from  thence  ;  and  that  foe  the  difpatching  of  ours  may  take 
away  that  occafion,  which  otherwife  muft  needs  caufe  much  of  the  money  to 
be  fpent  here,  that  you  will  want  there  5  for  I  muft  crave  leave  to  fay,  that 
I  will  not  undertake  to  keepe  the  Army  in  Mounfter  together,  except  the  State 
give  me  authoritie  to  make  ufe  of  the  fum  to  be  raifed  in  it,  as  neceffitie 

D  d  d  fliall 
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fhall  require;  and  more  I  will  not  ufe,  though  I  know  the  whole  fum  raifcd 
here  is  not  foe  much  as  upon  an  cquall  dividend  we  may  expert.  Muskery 
makes  me  beleivc,  that  things  lliall  be  fairely  carrycd  according  to  what  they 
have  profeffed  ;  but  1  finde  in  my  laft  journey  to  Limerick,  that  the  Clergie 
will  oppofe  peace  exceedingly,  except  they  have  the  churches,  with  all  things 
belonging  to  them,  left  unto  them.  Many  of  the  Gentry,  efpecially  thofe  of 
defperate  fortunes,  are  like  to  ftick  to  them  ;  and  tlius  farr  I  am  a  wittnefs, 
that  all  our  parts  doe  feeme  to  prepare  for  warr  j  firft,  they  permitt  no  body 
to  goe  with  us  into  England,  they  recruite  their  owne  companycs,  they  make 
magazines  in  all  walled  towncs  where  they  confide  ;  and  they  kcepe  provifions 
from  us  as  much  as  they  can,  though  we  get  what  we  arc  able  to  buy  in  fpite 
of  their  threats  on  them  who  fhould  bring  us  any.  And  laftly,  we  have  injuries 
offered  dayly  on  all  occafions  of  difputes,  wherein  we  are  ever  behind  hand, 
becaufe  they  challenge  a  pofleflion  gained  by  their  Army;  and  we  can  exped 
noe  right,  becaufe  the  men  interrefted  in  what  is  in  controvcrfic,  are  made 
Commiflloners  by  them  to  determine  what  is  right  according  to  the  articles ; 
which  they  foe  wreft  for  their  owne  ends,  as  that  I  can  exped  noe  agreement 
betweene  us,  untill  they  imploy  fome  of  the  Commillioners  that  treated  about 
the  differences  in  queftion ;  and  becaufe  there  is  none  of  our  fide  that  con- 
troverted the  fenfe  of  the  articles  with  them,  but  S'l^ Maurice  Euji ace. 

I  defire  your  Lordfliip,  if  you  regard  the  continuance  of  this  Ceffation  as  a 
thing  advantageous  to  his  Majeftie,  that  you  will  pleafe  to  fend  him  to  be  one 
of  the  Commillioners  for  us;  being  Muskery  has  undertaken,  that  fome  of 
theirs,  who  difcourfed  with  him  of  it  at  Giginftowne,  fhall  meete  him;  and' 
if  this  courfe  be  not  taken,  I  doubt  what  is  begune  will  have  but  an  unhappy 
progrefs.  This  is  allreadie  too  long,  therefore  I  will  add  noe  more,  but  that

I  finde  that  though  the  Councell  Ihould  give  their  men  way  to  goe  with 
us,  yet  we  fhall  reape  but  fmall  advantage  by  it,  except  their  Officers  may  goe 
too ;  and  foe  I  beleive  we  may  have  many  goe  armed ;  but  I  fhall  take  none 
till  I  receive  your  commands,  though  I  have  a  letter  direding  me  to  raife  and 
give  Commiflions  to  what  new  forces  I  think  fit.

My  Lord, 

I  Shall  remaine  much  unfatisfied  in  mind,  and  otherwife  in  a  very  fad  and 
dangerous  condition,  if  I  have  not  the  happinefs  to  waite  upon  your  Lord- 
Ihip  before  your  intended  voyage,  my  thoughts  being  bufied  with  fome  things 
that  I  conceive  may  be  neceflary  for  your  Lordfliip's  knowledge  and  confide- 
ration,  which  will  require  fomewhat  more  debate  and  difcourfe  than  can  be 
performed  at  this  diftance:  1  Ihould  therefore  be  very  glad  to  receive  your 
Lordfhip's  refolutions  for  your  journey,  as  foone  as  you  can  with  any  cer- 
tainty give  me  notice  of  it ;  and  if  your  Lordfliip  doe  not  meete  with  occa- 
fton  to  advife  the  contrary,  or  that  I  receive  affurance  a  later  time  may  bring 
me  feafonably  to  you  upon  the  returnc  of  this  mcflenger,  I  will  waitte  upon 
your  Lordlhip  with  all  expedition. 

z  Counfells 
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Counfclls  of  all  kindcs,  except  thole  of  wifdome  and  forccaft,  have  fate  at 
Gall-ji-ay  this  long  time,  and  nothing  at  all  concluded  that  I  can  hcare  of  j 
but  to  put  affronts  and  prejudices  upon  me,  and  allow  me  no  quarter  at  all. 
And  I  afliirc  your  Lordlliip  their  weak  unfcttled  judgments  and  ftrong  and 
violent  palHons  doth  foe  much  difturbe  me,  that  I  am  weary  and  unwilling  to 
make  any  longer  rcfidencc  in  thefe  parts. 

With  much  prefumption  upon  your  Lordlhip's  patience,  I  fend  herewith  a 
copy  of  my  infttudtions  to  the  Commiflioners  for  this  County  halHly  written 
when  I  was  in  extream  pain,  and  upon  their  rcturnc  from  Athenry  and  Gall- 
IjVUY  without  anfwerc  in  writing  or  fatisfadory  meflage.  I  writt  to  Sir  Richard 
Blake,  being  near  them  at  Tirrellan :  the  copy  I  fend  your  Lordlhip,  and  the 
originall  rcturnes  I  received  from  him  after  a  week's  detaining  my  meflcngcr; 
and  laftly,  my  letter  fcnt  unto  him  yeftcrday  conceiving  it  might  fomewhat 
ftartle  them  to  have  their  proceedings  declared  at  'Dublin  before  the  departure 
of  the  Army.  What  it  will  produce,  1  will  either  fpeedily  bring  or  fend  your 
Lordlhip,  and  by  thefe  papers  your  Lordfhip  will  foone  obferve,  that  though 
what  1  have  done  may  pals  among  country  capacityes,  they  will  hardly  abide 
the  cenfure  of  the  State ;  but  your  Lordfhip  may  be  pleafed,  if  you  heare  mc 
named,  or  think  fit  to  name  me  in  this  bufincfs,  to  make  choice  of  fome  parte 
of  them  for  my  juftification,  as  likewife  to  reprehend  the  errours  part,  and 
inftrucl  me  for  my  future  proceeding. 

My  Lord,  they  have  difcontented  foe  many,  that  I  am  confident  with  the 
litlc  rcfervc  of  ftrength  I  have  of  my  owne,  I  fliould  find  noe  difficulty  both 
to  make  good  my  owne  quarters,  and  doe  them  a  fhrewd  turne :  But  then  I 
confidcr  your  Lordfhip's  departure  with  a  maine  parte  of  the  Englijh  Army, 
and  that  it  might  be  layed  as  a  charge  upon  me  to  have  kindled  a  fire  here  that 
xnight  grow  into  a  greater  flame,  and  they  glad  of  a  pretence  to  take  advan- 
tage of  your  Lordfhip's  abfence.  On  the  other  fide,  for  me  to  remaine  here, 
and  lofe  by  the  Ceffation  what  I  maintained  by  force  during  the  Warr,  and 
deliver  up  thofe  to  their  fpoile,  that  have  flood  firme,  cannot  ftand  with  my 
honour,  duty  or  fafety.  What  to  doe  in  this,  having  fuch  ftrange  people  to 
cope  withal,  doth  infinitely  diftraft  me.  And  to  deale  freely  with  your  Lord- 
fhip, I  cannot  imagine  why  they  fhould  put  fuch  affronts  upon  me,  or  think 
me  a  perfon  fo  little  to  be  regarded,  or  fo  inconfiderable,  either  for  their  pu- 
nifhment  or  prefervation,  if  feme  of  them  had  not  entertained  and  plotted 
fome  mifchievous  defigne  both  to  break  the  Ceffation,  and  ingage  this  King- 
dome  in  a  continued  warr,  and  draw  in  aides  not  yet  miftrufted. 

I  am  much  afhamed  that  my  pen  hath  taken  the  liberty  to  intrude  thus 
farr,  your  Lordfhip  being,  I  am  fure,  burthened  with  the  weight  of  many- 
great  and  troublefome  affaires ;  but  your  Lordfhip  will  obferve  there  is  juft 
occafion  given  me  to  be  fcnfible  of  my  prefent  condition  j  and  as  none  hath 
better  judgment  nor  power  to  direft  and  afllft  me,  foe  the  incouragement  of 
your  former  favours  invites  me  to  beleive  you  will  readily  vouchfafe  your  ad- 
vice and  afliftance  to

I  am  told  my  Lord  Taafe  hath  taken  (hipping  at  IVexford  for  England.  I 
wonder  who  could  have  the  ability  to  difturbe  your  Lordfhip,  he  and  I  being 
both  abfent.

YOUR.  Lordfnips  will  herein  receive  his  Majeftic's  Letter  in  anfwer  of  your 
Lordfhips  touching  the  Petition  of  his  Majeftie's  Proteftant  Subjeds  in 
Ireland,  wherein  his  Majefty  conceives  he  hath  given  them  a  full  and  fatis- 
fadory  anfwer :  and  I  affure  your  Lordfhips  that  the  Proteftants  on  that  fide 
will  find  here  with  his  Majefty  (notwithftanding  all  falfe  reports  raifed  by  Re- 
bels here)  as  much  grace  and  favour  as  they  can  pofllbly  expeft. 

There  are  three  regiments  of  the  Englip  foldiers  landed  here  at  Brifiol  from 
Munjier,  and  cloaths  arc  making  for  them  as  faft  as  may  be. 

The  letter  your  Lordfhips  fent  hither  direded  to  the  two  Speakers  of  the 
two  Houfes,  in  anfwer  of  a  letter  your  Lordfhips  received  from  them,  dated 
4°  Jttly>  is  fafely  fent  to  the  Earl  of  Ejjex,  to  be  by  him  fent  to  London ;  for 
the  Rebels  there  commit  as  fpies  any  meflenger  that  comes  to  London  without 
their  leave. 

The  King  hath  given  order  to  the  Earl  of  Carberry  to  procure  fome  provi- 
fions  of  vidualls  to  be  fent  to  Ireland  out  of  Wales  upon  all  occafions ;  and  if 
your  Lordfhips  fhall  fend  into  Tembrokejhire,  Cardigan  or  Caermarthen,  where 
the  Earl  of  Carberry  is  chief  Commander,  your  Lordfhips  will  find  him  very 
ready  to  fupply  you  with  fuch  provifions  as  thofe  parts  afford.  The  King  hath 
alfo  fent  into  Holland  for  fixty  barrels  of  powder  to  be  forthwith  fent  to 
'Dublin  for  fupply  of  your  prefent  occafions. 

The  King  (God  be  praifed)  is  in  a  good  condition  of  ftrength,  and  trading 
begins  to  be  now  in  the  ports  in  his  Majeftie's  obedience,  as  Briftol,  Weymouth, 
'Dartmouth,  Exon,  Fallmouth,  Barneftaple,  &c.  I  fhall  not  trouble  your

My  Lord, 

Hope  Sir  George  Hamilton  will  have  bccne  with  you  long  iincc,  and  that 

thole  tliingcs,  concerning  which  he  went  inftru£ted,  are  in  a  good  forward- 
uefs ;  and  that  there  is  Tuch  a  proportion  of  ihipps  procured  from  the  Irijlj,  as, 
with  the  help  of  thofe  twelve  or  thirteene  fent  from  Brijioll  above  a  week 
ilnce,  will  fuffice  for  the  tranfportation  of  thz  Leinjler  forces  to  Beaumaurice ; 
for  the  good  reception  of  which,  and  refreihment  with  money,  cloathes,  Ihocs, 
ftockins,  and  other  provifions,  there  is  all  poflible  order  taken  in  thofe  parts, 
the  bufinefs  beinge  principally  recommended  to  my  Lord  of  Tork  and  Mr, 
Bridgman.  Wee  are  in  hopes  that  wee  fliall  foon  have  a  good  partye  on  foote 
in  Lancaflnre  to  joyn  with  them. 

The  report  of  foe  confidcrable  a  power  to  come  into  thofe  partes  from 
Ireland  hath  already  ftrucke  a  great  terrour  among  the  Rebclls ;  and  I  am 
advertifed  that  they  are  bending  their  chief  forces  of  the  northern  partes  to- 
ward Chejter,  in  hopes  to  prevent  thofe  forces,  if  not  of  landing,  yctt  of 
thofe  advantages  and  ilipplycs  that  may  be  intended  them, 

I  have  but  two  thinges  to  adde  to  your  Lordfhip,  the  one  in  anfwer  to  a 
propofition  made  by  Lord  Taafe,  that  the  K-ing  would  admit  of  the  Iri^  to 
come  over  and  ll-rve  him,  promifing,  in  cafe  the  King  give  way  to  if,  to  bring 
over  quickly  2000  well  armed  :  To  this  the  King  willingly  contents,  conceiv- 
ing that  he  lliall  not  only  be  advantaged  by  their  prefence  in  the  affaires  of 
England,  but  alio  in  the  affairs  of  Ireland  by  their  abfence.  It  is  therefore 
his  Majeftie's  pleafiare,  that  your  Lordlhip  give  all  pollible  furtherance  to  the 
coming  over  of  as  many  of  the  principal  Irijh  as  can  be  engaged,  leaving  the 
Kingdome  ftrong  enough  againft  the  Scots.  The  other  thinge  is  to  acquainte 
you  with  the  defigne  of  the  Rebells  here  in  relation  to  Ireland:  Wee  are  al- 
lured from  the  beft  hands,  that  the  Scots  are  diredled  to  fufpend  the  declaring 
to  lubmit  to  or  oppofe  the  Ceflation,  till  the  fupplies  of  money,  armes,  and 
provifions  are  there  arrived,  already  fent  from  London,  a  very  confidcrable 
quantity  to  Belfajl  j  but  that  then  they  are  to  denounce  fire  and  fword  to  all 
that  fhall  embrace  the  Ceffation,  and  march  in  a  body  with  all  necellarie  pro- 
vifions with  them  towards  'Dublin.  The  great  controverfy  that  fett  fome  flopp 
upon  the  refolutions  at  London  concerning  Ireland,  is  who  fhall  command  there 
in  chief,  Monroe  or  the  Lord  Lijle.  The  firfl  being  argued  for  by  the  confi- 
dence, that  the  old  Scots  will  all  joine  with  him :  The  other  by  a  perfwafion 
which  the  Lord  LiJle  is  pofTefl  with,  that  he  can  draw  after  him  fome  of 
your  Lordlhip's  regiments.  He  names  Moncke,  Gibbs  and  Tillier ;  but  I  believe 
it  a  vanity  of  his,  whereby  he  hopes  to  perlwade  them ;  for  I  heare  gallantlye 
enough  of  thofe  men  ;  and  I  have  written  in  the  King's  name  to  Moncke,  tak- 
inge  notice  of  his  good  afFedion,  and  encouraging  him  in  the  King's  fervice. 
To  conclude,  my  Lord,  it  is  refolved,  as  wee  are  informed,  that  they  will  fet 
up  their  refl  to  withfland  the  Ceffation ;  from  whence  certainlye  there  cannot 
but  arife,  if  rightly  made  ufe  of,  great  advantages,  both  there,  in  Scotland, 
and  here,  to  his  Majeftie's  affayres.

SIR, 

I  Have  been  fince  the  7th  of  this  month  (the  day  that  his  Majeftie's  fleet  un- 
der the  command  of  Captain  JVakcj  confifting  of  two  fhips  and  five  barkcs, 
arrived  here)  in  continual  thought  how  to  tranfport  part  of  this  Army  (accord- 
ing to  his  Majeftie's  Command)  to  the  port  of  Chefter  5  and  I  am  now  in  that 
forwardnefs,  tliat  I  hope  a  few  days  with  a  good  wind  will  bring  them  thither 
to  the  number  of  about  3000  foote,  as  the  lifts  are  given  me  by  the  Officers, 
and  that  is  the  onely  way  of  mufter  that  will  now  be  endured.  The  horfe, 
artillery,  and  fome  more  men  (I  intend)  fhall  follow,  according  as  means  of 
tranfportation  and  other  important  things  fhall  admit  of  my  own  departing 
hence. 

In  the  mean  time,  I  hold  it  neceflary  for  me  by  thefe  to  fecond  my  former 
letter  Tent  you  by  Captain  Bart  left,  dated  05i.  25.  and  to  defire  you  that  all 
poflible  provifion  be  made  for  the  good  entertainment  of  the  Officers  and 
Soldiers,  who  are  in  the  greateft  want  that  can  be  imagined,  and  in  fuch  di- 
ftemper  by  reafon  thereof,  that  I  much  fear  great  inconveniences  will  unavoid- 
ably fall  upon  the  King's  fervice,  if  they  find  not  their  condition  much  mend- 
ed upon  the  inftant  of  their  landing.  And  if  the  cafe  be  fuch,  that  plentiful! 
provifion  cannot  be  inftantly  ready,  it  is  abfolutely  needfuU,  that  a  competent 
ftrength  of  horfe  and  foote,  of  whofe  affedlions  you  are  confident,  fhould  be 
in  readincfs  by  force  to  keep  the  common  Soldiers  in  awe.  And  whatever 
provifion  is  made  for  them,  this  will  not  be  amifs ;  for  they  have  gotten  fuch 
an  head,  and  punifliment  hath  been  fo  moderately  inflifted  on  them,  by  reafon 
of  their  extrcam  fufferings,  that  they  will  be  apt  to  fall  into  diforders,  and 
will  think  themfelves  delivered  from  prifon,  when  they  come  on  EngUpi 
ground,  and  that  they  may  make  ufe  of  their  liberty  to  go  whither  they  will. 

There  cannot  go  much  ammunition  with  them  this  time,  ten  or  twelve 
barrels  will  be  the  moft  j  and  therefore  if  they  be  fuddenly  put  upon  fervice, 
(which  1  could  wilh  they  might  be)  preparation  muft  be  made  accordingly  j 
nor  is  there  much  more  to  be  expeded  when  I  go,  fo  empty  our  ftores  are.

WITH  my  humble  fervice  to  your  Excellency,  moft  noble  Lord,  you  have 
much  obliged  all  this  Country  with  thofc  peeces  and  ammunition  you 
were  pleafcd  to  fend  to  BeaumoriSy  which  I  have  fignified  unto  his  Majcftie, 
and  humbly  defircd  his  Majeftie  to  take  notice  thereof,  as  a  fervice  done  to 
this  Country  by  your  Excellency,  to  fccure  them  unto  hisMajefty's  obedience. 
And  however  it  feemes  his  Majcfty  is  informed  (by  fome  fpeedier  way)  that 
this  worthy  aft  was  done  by  the  Juftices  ;  yet  I  doe  prefume,  when  his  Majc- 
fty fliall  have  received  my  letters,  his  Majeftie's  acknowledgments  will  be  rightly 
placed  and  diftinguifhcd.  Captain  Bartlett  being  returned  again  to  thofe  parts, 
(though  without  calling  for  my  letter,  according  to  his  promife)  I  humbly  bc- 
leech  your  Excellency,  that  he  may  rcturne  with  fome  provifions  of  powder 
for  my  ufe,  (Mr.  Bulkley  having  taken  up  all  the  former  for  the  ufe  of  that  ifland) 
1  and 
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and  I  {hall  be  ready  with  all   thankfuU  acknowledgment  to  rcturne  the  mo- 
ney. 

The  bcft  ufe  I  (a  private  man)  could  make  of  your  Excellency's  wife  and 
judicious  letter,  was  to  fend  it  up  for  his  Majcftie's  perufall,  with  my  humble 
advice,  that  according  to  thole  intimations  given,  his  xMajcflic  would  not  draw 
over  a  pcrfon  of  that  confideration  in  the  head  ofau  Army  foe  weak  and  unpro- 
vided for,  without  a  certain  and  pofitive  provifion  of  cloathes,  fhocs,  ftockings, 
and  money  competentlye  to  engage  them  in  his  ownc,  and  fecure  them  from 
running  into  the  cncmyc  now  vidlorious  and  triumphing  in  thofe  parts,  where 
thefe  forces  were  to  land,  and  full  of  allurements  to  draw  men  to  their  parties. 
Thus  things  flood  as  then,  now  altered  in  many  circumftanccs. 

For  as  your  Excellency  is  not  to  come,  but  to  receive  further  commands  in 
that  Kingdom,  (which  1  pray  God  to  make  as  joyfuU  and  profpcrous  unto 
you,  as  all  men  efteeme  you  worthy  of  it)  and  as  neither  of  the  Princes  arc 
to  fupplye  your  place  from  above,  (as  was  informed)  but  a  noble  Lord  of  aa 
inferiour  ranke,  but  full  of  worth,  the  l^oid  Byron ;  and  in  what  capacity  I  doe 
not  yet  underftand :  foe  the  fcene  is  much  altered  in  my  neighbourhood,  and 
the  fuppofed  landing  place  of  that  Army,  if  it  be  provided  of  competent 
Ihipping  for  the  tranfportation  thereof,  being  (certainly)  not  to  cxped  the 
Vice-Admirall  Bennington,  whofe  courfe  is  diredled  a  clean  contrary  way,  as 
I  hear  from  Oxford. 

For  now  (moft  excellent  Lord)  the  encmie  are  polTeft  of  Worral^  where 
your  Excellencie  intended  to  land,  are  entered  into  'Dejibighjhire,  have  taken 
Wrexham  and  Ruthn,  (as  fomc  fay)  plunder  up  and  down  the  whole  Country 
without  refinance  J  and  whether  with  a  rcfolution  tofortifie  here,  or  to  rcturne 
againe  and  befiege  Chejter,  upon  the  JVelJl:)  as  well  as  the  EnglifJj  fide,  I  am 
not  able  to  conceive.  Soe  that,  if  the  Engli^  IriJJj  Army  (hall  now  come 
over,  unlefs  it  be  foe  well  provided  (by  fea  and  land)  as  to  force  their  enter- 
tainment in  Lancajldirey  Liverpoole,  (which  they  now  feem  to  negled,  as  I 
am  informed)  or  IForral,  where  it  is  feared  they  will  fortifie ;  they  will  be 
necellitated  to  land  fomewhere  in  thefe  parts,  or  at  Holyhead-,  and  foe  much 
difaccommodated  by  the  poverty  of  the  Country  through  which  they  are  to 
pafs,  and  thofe  tw^o  ferries  at  Beaumoris  and  CoWiVay,  which  of  neceflity 
they  are  to  w^aft  over  very  incommodioufly,  and  (as  farr  as  I  can  conceive) 
without  carrying  their  cannon  with  them  ;  but  fending  it  by  fea  to  meet  them 
at  Ormjhead,  Abergely,  Ruthland,  or  as  near  Conway  as  the  Enemye's  advanc- 
ing will  permitt  and  give  them  leave.  And  how  I  fhall  be  able  to  keep  this 
towne  of  Conway  (without  any  power  of,  but  that  weak  one  of  kindred  and 
good  will)  without  any  afliftance  of  Soldiers  or  Commiffions  of  array,  is  unto 
my  fclfe  very  doubtfull  5  becaufe  this  imprellion  upon  the  neighbour  Country 
is  fudden  and  unexpcdled  unto  me,  the  Lord  Capel  hiding  himfelf  in  Shrewf- 
btiry,  and  not  daring  to  take  the  field,  left  he  be  fhut  out  from  that  town  5  the 
cittizens  whereof,  with  the  inhabitants  of  that  fhire,  having  not  only  a  meane, 
but  a  malignant  eftiiv.ation  of  his  Lordfhip. 

Thus  1  have  declared  unto  your  Excellency  what  ftate  I  (a  private  and  un- 
imployable  man)  doe  conceive  thofe  Countryes  to  ftand  in  at  this  time  :  That  if 
you  refolve  upon  any  fudden  tranfportation  of  thofe  men  into  thefe  partes,  your 
Excellency  may  give  the  Commiffioners  of  Array  and  Juftices  of  the  Peace  ti- 
mous  notice  thereof;  wherein  likewife  I  fliall  further  any  fervice  your  Excel- 
lency fhall  direcT:,  as  farr  as  that  forefaid  cftate  of  a  private  man  will  permitt  me.

BY  the  lift  fent  herewith,  your  Majefty  will  fee  in  what  proportions  the 
Lords  Juftices  and  1  have  been  able  for  the  prelent  to  fulfill  your  Com- 
mands for  the  tranfportation  of  part  of  yom  Leinfter  Army  to  your  fervice  in 
England.  By  that  time  it  fliall  pleafe  God  and  your  Majefty  to  fend  back 
fuch  part  of  this  fleet  as  are  fitted  to  come,  1  fhall  endeavour  to  have  all  the 
remainder  of  horfe  and  foote  that  can  be  fpared  from  the  neceflary  fervice  of 
this  part  of  the  Kingdom  in  a  readinefs  to  follow  them.

My  Lord^ 

YOURS  of  the  rsih  had  a  much  quicker  conveyance  than  mine  of  the  7th', 
for  ycfternight  I  received  it  from  Sir  George  Hamilton,  and  in  it  very 
ftrong  rcafons  to  divert  me  from  the  voyage  I  have  been  for  a  long  time  in- 
tent upon.  Cut  by  a  later  letter  I  writt  from  a  place  full  of  diftradlions,  you 
will  find  my  ftay  here  will  be  commanded  from  the  other  fide,  and  1  put  to 
Ihew  my  weaknefs  from  a  more  perfpicuous  place  than  that  I  have  yet  held. 

I  wil"h  the  belief  of  thofe,  that  think  the  major  part  of  the  ableft  and  moft 
confidcrablc  men  for  power  and  judgment  are  inclined  to  the  waies  of  peace, 
may  not  be  deceived  ;  or  that  even  thofe  be  not  miftaken  in  themfclvcs,  by 
thinking  they  are  fufficiently  moderate  in  their  cxpe6\ations,  if  they  look  not 
fo  high  as  the  lofticft.  But  a  little  time  will  difcover  the  bottom  of  their 
aimes,  which,  as  far  as  is  any  way  reafonable  or  confiftent  with  his  Majeftie's 
honour  and  intcrcfts  to  grant,  will  not  at  this  time  be  denied  tlicm.

I  "ivc  no  infallibility  to  the  judgment  of  the  Gentleman,  whofe  complaint 
came  with  your  Lordfliips ;  but  1  eafily  believe,  that  neither  in  form  nor  llib- 
ftance  he  hath  been  well  dealt  with. 

If  Sir  Roger  Shaghtnui]}'  come  hither  with  a  complaint  of  his  ufage  in  Mun- 
ftir,  he  had  need  bring  with  him  very  pregnant  proofs  of  the  injuUice  of  his 
luftcrings ;  elfc  it  will  be  hard  to  give  him  redrels  till  thofe  he  complains  of 
be  heard  ;  or,  which  may  be  more  unpleafing  to  him,  he  may  chance  to  be  re- 
ferred to  them  for  remedy.  This  I  lay  out  of  my  rcfpetfi:  to  the  Gentleman, 
to  the  end  he  may  come  fo  provided,  that  his  journey  be  not  fruitlcfs. 

The  two  bufinefles  in  debate  at  Waterford  arc  of  weighty  confideration ; 
they  are  indeed  fuch,  as  wherein  errours  are  like  thofe  in  battels,  foon  com- 
mitted, and  ever  repented.  The  one  of  them  had  need  be  executed  with 
Inch  clear  demonftration  of  faire  dealing,  that  may  leave  no  roome,  for  fear 
to  thofe  that  are  not  intended,  nor  for  calumny  to  thofe  that  will  readily  brand 
riiem  with  treachery.  And  upon  the  dilcreet  choice  in  the  other  muft  be  laid 
the  foundations  of  happinefs,  or  perpetual  trouble  to  this  Kingdom.  If  the 
promifcd  fupplies  come  in  yet  roundly,  it  will  be  an  argument  of  fair  intenti- 
ons ;  but  if  they  be  now  more  than  heretofore  retarded ,  it  may  probably 
enough  be  inferred,  that  the  tranfportation  of  part  of  our  forces  is  taken  for 
a  difcharge  of  their  debt ;  which  by  the  way  is  here  fo  far  proceeded  in,  that 
above  2000  foote  are  now  aboard,  and  (1  hope)  will  be  under  fail  by  to  mor- 
row noon. 

My  Lord  Taafe^  Sir  Robert  Walpj,  and  "Jack  Barry  are,  I  fuppofe,  conteft- 
ing  with  thofe  your  Lordihip  forbears  to  name ;  but  I  fear  they  will  be  as  ill 
foyled  as  the  Lord  Taafe  was  by  your  Lordfhip  here. 

By  what  I  have  now  and  formerly  writt,  it  appears  I  am  like  to  be  found 
here,  when  it  fhall  pleafe  your  Lordfhip  to  come ;  where  I  fhall  in  all  condi- 
tions ftill  endeavour  to  retaine  that  of  being

My  Lord, 
OUR  Commiffion  to  be  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  is  now  fent  you  by 
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this  bearer  Sir  ^Patrick  Weemes,  which  imployment  I  doe  much  congra- 
tulate to  your  Lordfhip,  but  much  more  to  his  Majeftie.  And  now  that  this 
is  done,  lett  me  tell  you  as  much  without  flattery  as  I  beleeve  you  will  hear 
it  without  vanitye,  that  you  are  at  this  prefent  fuch  an  example  of  eminencye 
in  the  King's  fervice,  as  can  hardly  be  parallel'd  ;  for  at  the  fame  time  that 
little  leffe  than  the  neceflary  prefervation  of  Ireland  hath  made  you  Governour 
of  that  Kingdome,  you  are  conceived  foe  perfonally  neceflary  alfoe  to  the  fup- 
port  of  his  Majeftie's  aff'aires  in  this,  that  his  Majeftie,  nor  all  his  Minifters 
whom  he  is  pleafed  to  truft  with  the  confideration  of  his  weightieft  difficulties 
are  not  able  at  all  to  determine  whether  your  prefence  be  moft  eflentiall  in 
this  Kingdome  or  in  that ;  nor  can  they  at  all  advife  to  which  way  yourLord- 
fliip  fliould  applye  your  felfe  for  the  mofl:  advantage  of  his  Majeftie's  fervice. 
And  therefore  his  Majeftie  hath  commanded  mee  barely  to  ftate  unto  you  with- 
out opinion  the  arguments  on  both  fides,  leavinge  it  abfolutelye  free  to  your 
judgment  and  eleftion,  to  chufe  which  you  will  doe,  accordinge  to  the  clearer 
inlpeftion  which  you  have  there  into  the  condition  and  aff^edion  of  that  King- 
dome  and  of  the  Armye  which  is  to  come  over  hither ;  from  the  confideration 
of  which  two,  the  reafons  and  moments  on  both  fides  doe  principally  arife.

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My  Lord,  oi\  the  firft  part,  thofe  confiderations  of  the  nice  and  hazardous 
condition  of  that  Kingdome,  the  power,  andperhapps  the  appetite  of  the /r/yS, 
the  weaknefle  and  feares  of  the  remayninge  EnglipJ^  when  the  Armyes  fhall 
be  drawne  away,  the  fcandall  upon  his  Majeftie  (fince  the  being  and  preferva- 
tion  of  his  Crowne  heere  inforces  him  to  draw  that  Army  hither)  fhould  he 
not  fettle  there  the  next  bcft  meanes  to  temper  and  allay  the  one,  and  to  for- 
tifie  and  fccure  the  other  :  And  that  beft  and  only  meanes  beinge  your  Lord- 
fhip's  Perfon,  whoe  are  happye  in  foe  powerful!  an  intereft  both  of  love  and 
authority  with  both  fides. 

Thefe  confiderations,  I  fay,  which  made  it  appcare  abfolutely  neceflary  for 
his  Majeftie  to  make  you  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  feeme  to  import  the 
fame  precife  neceflityc  that  your  Perfon  fliould  be  fixt  there.  On  the  other 
fide,  my  Lord,  the  Armye  that  is  tranfportinge  hither,  confidered  as  fatail  to 
the  Rebells  heere,  in  cafe  it  come  over  and  continue  with  hearty  and  entire 
afFedions ;  but  fully  as  fatail  to  his  Majeftie's  affaires,  in  cafe  it  fliould  revolt : 
The  temptations  alfoe  confidered  to  fuch  a  revolt  by  infinuations  and  practices 
upon  thcire  afFcdlions  there,  and  the  fame  or  greater  artes  which  probably  may 
be  nfed  heere  att  theire  landinge  to  debauche  them;  when  poflibly  the  con- 
currence of  things  in  thofe  partes,  where  they  are  to  land,  may  be  of  more 
dangerous  force  than  arguments  and  infinuations,  as  namely,  an  impofllbilityc 
perhapps  of  theire  meeting  with  foe  good  rcfreftment  and  accommodation  at 
their  landinge  as  they  may  promife  themfclves,  though  (in  truth)  all  care  ima- 
ginable is  taken  in  that  point :  A  ftrong  power  of  the  Rebells  in  thole  partes 
likely  foone  to  face  them,  and  either  to  invite  them  to  joyne,  or  to  interrupt 
their  hoped  for  refreftiment,  with  a  neceflitye  to  fight  foe  much  Iboner  than 
they  expeded  ;  for  the  truth  is,  his  Majeftie's  affaires,  though  extreamly  prof- 
perous,  God  be  thanked,  in  more  vitall  partes,  have  lately  received  a  very  greater 
declination  in  thofe.  Thefe  temptations,  I  fay,  weighed,  and  your  Lordfhip's 
Perfon  at  the  head  of  that  Armye  confidered  as  the  onlye  fure  meanes  to  fru- 
ftrate  their  efFed  by  the  power  and  affedion  whereby  you  have  fubmitted  that 
Armye  to  an  exad  obedience,  and  conteined  it  therein,  when  preft  with  greater 
difficulties  than  thefe,  your  perfonall  prefence  heere  for  fome  time  cannot 
but  be  look't  upon  by  all  prudent  men,  as  of  an  importance  and  moment 
hardly  to  be  outweighed. 

The  firft  part  of  the  necefiHty  of  your  remayninge  in  Ireland  hath  noc  ob- 
jedions,  but  only  the  arguments  for  your  being  more  neceflary  here :  But 
your  comming  over  hither  feemes  clogged  with  many  impediments,  befides  the 
importance  of  your  being  there  :  As  firft,  fince  it  hath  beene  neceflary  to  divide 
the  Iripj  Army,  and  to  diftribute  one  part  of  it  to  feveral  differring  imploy- 
ments,  whether  the  Leinfter  forces  will  be  an  Army  fitt  for  your  Honour  and 
Quallitie  to  command  in  perfon  heere ;  but  this  objedion  will  be  in  fome  fore 
Iblvcd  by  fubmitting  unto  you,  when  you  come  over,  all  other  forces  and 
commands  in  thofe  partes  of  England,  which  are  not  inconfidcrable,  though 
for  the  prefent  fomewhat  overborne  by  fome  late  fucceflTes  of  the  Rebells. 

A  fecond  objedion  is,  whether  it  be  fitt  for  the  King  to  venture  a  perfon 
in  the  hazourdoufeft  part  of  his  fervice  in  this  Kingdome,  whofe  honour  and 
reputation  is  the  cheife  fupport  of  his  affaires  in  that ;  wherein  if  your  Lord- 
iliip  fhould  unfortunately  receive  a  foile,  it  might  much  leffen  your  power  to 
ferve  his  Majeftie  foe  eminentlyc,  even  there,  as  he  promifes  himfclf  now 
you  may. 

A  third  difficultyc  is,  whether,  fctting  afidc  the  manifcft  prejudice  to  his 
Majeftie's  fervice  in  Ireland,  the  fcandall  of  leaving  that  Kingdome  foe  aban- 
don'd  by  withdrawing  your  Lordfliip  thence,  will  not  doe  his  good  llibjeds 
hcerc  more  hurt,  than  your  prefence  can  doc  his  Rebells.

Fourthly, 
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Fourthly,  whether  your  Lordlliip  givuig  out  that  you  will  conic  over,  the 
qood  aifections  of  the  Officers  you  fend  over  with  the  Army,  and  tlic  fitting 
choice  here  of  my  Lord  Byron  to  command  them  in  chcife,  in  cai'e  you  doe 
not  come,  may  not  Ibffice  in  fomc  good  meafure  to  continue  them,  and  to 
prevent  their  apprehended  debauching. 

Fifthly,  whether,  in  cafe  your  coming  over  fiiould  be  the  better  advice,  the 
^portunity  of  doing  it  be  not  already  loft,  fincc  though  this  fhould  come  to 
your  hand  before  the  Armye's  embarking,  it  muft  not  ftay  for  you;  for  the 
leaft  delay  of  that  fupply  is  as  ruinous  to  thofe  Countryes  of  Lancafhire,  Che- 
j}ytre,  ShropJl:)ire,  and  North  JVales-,  as  if,  when  they  did  come,  a  good  part 
cf  them  ihould  revolt,  his  Majefty,  by  relying  upon  that  rclcife,  having  pro- 
vided for  noe  other. 

Laftly,  it  is  fcrioufly  confidered  hecre,  and  recommended  to  your  Lordfliip, 
whether  in  ftaying  there  you  may  not  foe  imploy  your  credit  and  authority 
with  the  /r//7j,  fo  as  to  be  able  by  the  next  fpring  to  bring  over  a  gallant  Ar- 
my ;  indeed  fuch  an  one,  as  fhall  not  only  fettle  his  Majcftie's  affaires  here  by 
their  power  and  by  their  prefence,  but  alfo  fecure  that  Kingdom  ,by  their  ab- 
fence. 

And  thus,  my  Lord,  I  have  ftated  unto  you  the  cafe  wherein,  though  the 
arguments  for  your  ftay  there  arc  great,  and  the  objedlions  againft  your  com- 
ing hither  ftrong,  yett  when  you  fhall  have  put  into  the  ballancc  againft  them, 
how  much  more  his  Majcftie's  Ibccefles  or  misfortunes  in  this  Kingdomc  doe 
trench  upon  the  vitalls  of  both,  than  the  prefent  fecuiity  of  that,  your  Lord- 
Hiip  (I  conceive)  will  thinke  never  a  whitt  the  worfe  of  our  underftandings  that 
wee  are  able  to  deliver  noe  opinion,  but  leave  it  wholly  to  your  Lordfhip's 
free  judgment  and  choice,  whoe  can  fee  much  farther  into  the  principall  argu- 
ments of  either  fide  than  wee,  as  knowing  both  the  State  of  Ireland  better, 
and  the  fteadynefs  or  wavering  of  that  Armye's  affedions.  I  have  only  to  add 
this  unto  your  Lordihip,  that  in  cafe  you  fhould  incline  to  come  over  for  a 
time,  you  muft  take  fpeciall  care  to  leave  an  able  Deputy,  and  that  there  fliall 
be  fuch  Commiffions  ready  here  againft  you  come,  as  are  fitt  for  your  ho- 
nour, v/hich  is  in  higher  confideration  with  noe  man  living  more  than  with,

My  Lord, 

NOW  that  fome  part  of  our  bufinefs  is  over,  and  that  there  is  no  pofli- 
bility  of  aflifting  you  by  any  meanes  that  can  be  thought  of  here,  I  hold 
it  feafonable  to  difpatch  the  bearer  Sir  Hards  Waller  who  was  commanded  to 
come  hither  before  he  went  to  Munfter-,  and  (as  it  fliould  feeme)  hath  layen 
under  fome  fufpicion  for  a  good  while  at  Court.  What  the  ground  of  it  was 
I  know  only  by  himfelf,  nor  does  there  appeare  to  me  any  reafon  longer  to 
detain  him  from  the  place  where  his  intereft  and  charge  is. 

By  him  I  underftand,  that  he  very  much  apprehends  the  weaknefs  of  the 
force  your  Lordfliip  intends  to  leave  for  the  defence  of  that  Province :  And 
by  your  Lordfliip's  laft  letter,  I  perceive  you  have  no  intire  confidence  in  your 

neighbours. 
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neighbours.  It  is  farr  from  my  intention,  by  any  advice  of  mine,  to  Icflen 
the  numbers  defigned  for  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in  England;  and  I  fuppoic  it 
will  be  needlefle  for  me  to  let  you  know  the  King  would  not  buy  the  help 
thofe  forces  can  give  him  in  England  at  the  price  of  this  Kingdomc.  And 
I  doubt  not  you,  who  have  been  foe  long  truftcd  with  the  care  of  that  Pro- 
vince, and  foe  well  underftand  the  importance  of  it,  will  leave  it  provided  in 
the  beft  manner  you  can.  This  I  take  to  be  fufficient  for  me  to  fay  ;  pofitiv* 
advice  at  this  diftance  being  as  dangerous  to  the  giver,  as  it  would  be  trouble- 
fome  to  the  receiver.     I  am

Mofi  excellent  and  moft  noble  Lord, 

SIthence  I  wrote  unto  your  Excellency  in  acknowledgement  of  your  mofl: 
noble  favours  to  our  poor  Country,  things  in  the  borders  of  North  Wales 
are  grown  worfe  rather  than  better.  The  people  of  'Denbighshire  and  Flint- 
Jloire  (which  border  upon  Chefhire  and  Shropshire)  being  difunited  amongfl: 
rhemfelves,  and  ill-united  under  an  unfortunate  Commander,  who  never  led 
them  on  to  any  aflion,  but  when  they  were  entered  upon  the  fame,  he  re- 
tired and  commanded  them  back  again ;  fo  difcouraging  and  difheartning  all 
thofe  of  his  obedience ;  and  now  that  the  enemy  is  entered  thefe  parts,  dares 
not  flicw  his  head.  They  (I  fay)  thus  abandoned  by  the  Prince  his  Lieute- 
nant in  thofe  parts,  are  quite  driven  before  an  handful!  of  the  Rebels  like 
fheep,  and  do  not  know  how  to  get,  nor  confequently  to  make  a  head. 

Young  Booth  is  at  Wrexham  with  very  near  900  men  out  of  Manchejler 
and  Lancafiire.  Brereton  the  General,  and  Middleton  his  Sub-General  (as  they 
tcrme  them)  are  at  Haverden  (which  caftle  was  betrayed  by  one  Ravenfcroft 
to  the  Rebels)  with  five  or  600  men,  horfe  and  foote,  and  the  traine-bands  of 
Chefhire  are  at  Mold  and  Holt,  (the  caftle  whereof,  defended  by  young  Ro- 
bitijbn,  who  hath  lived  much  at  Dublin,  holds  ftill  out,  and  for  the  King)  and 
by  thefe  contemptible  numbers,  thefe  great  and  populous  Counties,  for  want 
of  an  head,  and  armes,  and  ammunition,  are  quite  routed  and  fcattered  up  and 
down  thefe  mountainous  Countries. 

Now  the  Rebels  thus  fcattered  up  and  down  (the  caufe  I  trouble  your  Ex- 
cellency with  this  pundlual  narration)  in  the  borders  of  Wales,  all  Lancashire 
and  Worrall  is  conceived  clear  enough,  and  of  eafy  landing  at  this  conjunc- 
ture of  time ;  fo  are  all  the  ports  of  North  Wales,  from  Holyhead  to  Beau- 
morice,  Ormjhead,  Abergeley,  Ruth  land  or  Rhyd  a  Vouved,  there  being  no 
enemies  yet  advanced  to  any  of  thofe  places  in  Denbighjloire  and  Flintshire, 
and  Lancashire  and  Chefhire  much  emptied  of  forces  drawn  out  as  aforefaid. 
This  is  the  condition  of  thefe  Countries  at  this  inftant,  when  I  have  faid  that 
Chefter  (much  aimed  at  by  the  Rebels)  prepares  for  a  ftout  defence,  and  Den- 
bigh-ciSi\c,  in  the  way,  is  fortified  for  the  King. 

But,  alafs !  we  grow  daily  in  more  uncertainty  of  the  landing  of  the  forces 
from  your  parts  than  we  were  ;  fome  giving  out,  that  they  are  not  for  thefe 
parts,  but  for  Briftol;  which  if  it  be  true,  thefe  parts  are  quite  loft,  and  will 
take  themfclves  deferred  by  his  Majcfty.  But  if  thofe  forces  fhall  land  here, 
or  in  any  of  the  ports  dcfcribed  above,  they  fhall  be  waited  on  by  two  or  3000 
foote  at  the  leaft,  and  fome  two  or  300  horfe,  to  the  skirts  of  England;  all 
which  people  fhall  fubmit  to  their  Commanders,  and  do  them  good  fervice, 
if  they  come  hither  fpccdily,  and  have  any  armes  and  ammunition  to  fpare  their 
auxiliaries.  2  However, 
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However,  moft  noble  Lord,  I  continue  my  fuitc  unto  your  Excellency  to 
fp.ire  100  able  Soldiers,  well  commanded  for  Officers,  for  the  guard  of  this 
ftrong  townc  and  caftlc,  where  they  (hall  have  good  quarters,  and  be  ready  at 
fix  dayes  warning  to  returne  again  to  'Dublin.  1  do  not  care  of  what  Coun- 
try they  are,  fo  as  they  come  with  amies  and  competency  of  ammunition,  which 
fhall  be  paid  for  or  returned.  Captain  Thomas  Bartktt  will  help  to  convoy 
them. 

If  the  Iriflj  forces  come  not  this  way,  (I  meane  through  fome  parts  of  Wales 
to  go  for  Che^ire  and  LancajlHre)  the  Rebels  will  gaine  this  Country,  begin- 
ning already  to  levy  forces  of  our  Nation,  whereof  they  never  had  any  "be- 
fore.    I  ccafe  to  trouble  your  Excellency  further,  being,

My  noble  Lord, 

NONE  knowes  better  than  your  Lordfhip  what  caufe  I  have,  in  refped  of 
my  owne  particular,  to  be  glad  that  his  Majeftie  has  put  the  fword  into 
your  Lordfhip's  hands.  I  am  very  confident  alfo,  that  this  is  almoft  the  onely 
mcanes  to  reftore  peace  and  obedience  unto  that  miferablc  Kingdome.  I  wifh 
and  pray  that  your  owne  private  interefts  may  profper,  together  with  the  pub- 
lique  5  and  if  my  poorc  (weaknefles  rather  than)  abilityes  may  contribute  any 
thing  to  your  fervice,  your  Lordfhip  will  doe  me  that  right  as  to  believe,  that 
you  may  difpofe  of  me  as  you  pleafe. 

I  forefee  what  oppolition  you  are  like  to  encounter  arifing  feverall  wayes 
in  all  three  Kingdomes ;  what  little  fupplies,  affiftance  and  fupport  you  may 
cxped,  on  which  regard  I  durft  not  adventure  to  wifli  you  this  place.  But 
feeinge  you  are  called  unto  it,  not  by  your  own  feeking  or  fuit,  but  by 
the  hand  of  a  Divine  Providence,  and  the  rewarde  of  your  former  merit,  I 
doubt  not  but  that  the  fame  goodnefs  will  carry  you  on  and  through  with 
Ibcccfs  and  honour. 

I  have  two  fuits  to  your  Lordfhip :  Firft,  that  I  may  receive  a  cypher  from 
you,  fo  as  I  may  more  freely  communicate  fuch  privacyes  as  may  occurr.  Se- 
condly, that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  take  into  your  care  and  protedion  George 
Carre  and  Joftouah  Carpenter ;  your  Lordfhip  knowes  them  to  be  honcft  and 
able  men,  nor  doe  I  need  to  recommend  them  to  your  Lordfhip  ;  but  onely  to 
let  you  know,  that  your  favours  to  them  will  oblige  me  as  much  as  them.  I 
was  about  to  have  been  a  fuitor  to  the  Kinge  for  fomethinge  in  the  behalfe  of 
Mr.  Carpenter ;  but  I  defire  that  he  may  acknowledge  it  onely  to  your  Lord- 
fhip: And  I  fhall  endeavour  to  keepe  the  rights  of  your  place  entire,  and 
prevent  what  1  may  all  fuits  here  for  fuch  thinges  as  are  in  your  Lordfhip's 
power  to  grant.

Lords  Jufticc  of  that  your  Kingdom,  Sir  Adam  Loftus,  Sir  John  Temple,  and 
Sir  Robert  Meredith  have  by  divers  waies  and  meanes  abufed  the  truft  rcpofcd 
in  them  by  your  Majefty  in  their  feveral  offices  and  employments,  and  trayte- 
roufly  have  endeavoured  to  draw  your  Majeftie's  Army  there  from  your  obe- 
dience to  fide  with  the  Rebells  in  this  yourKingdomof  £w^/^«</ now  in  armes 
againft  you,  whom  they  have  by  all  meanes  countenanced  and  upheld  againft 
your  Majefty,  we  have  thought  our  felves  obliged,  according  to  the  duty  of 
our  allegiance,  to  accufe  the  faid  ill  Minifters  of  their  crimes  and  mifdcmea- 
nours,  that  they  may  receive  condigne  punilhmcnt  for  the  fame,  and  to  that 
purpofc  do  prclcnt  unto  your  Majefty  thefe  particulars  following: 

I.  That  contrary  to  their  duty  and  allegiance  to  your  Majefty,  and  their 

oath  as  Privy  Councellours,  they  have  taken  and  publifhed  fcandalous  exami- 
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nations  of  yotir  Majcfty,  thereby  endeavouring  to  afpcrfc  youi*  facrcd  Majefty 
as  author  of  the  bloody  Rebellion  in  Ireland. 

2.  Thar  Robert  Good-Jiin  and  Robert  Reynolds,  two  Members  of  the  Houfc 
of  Commons,  and  perfons  ill  affedcd  to  your  Majeftic's  fcrvicc,  being  fent  by 
the  Parliament  here  about  November  lall  into  that  Kingdom,  endeavouring  to 
raifc  a  party  in  the  Army  there  againft  your  Majcfty,  were  by  them  countenanced 
and  upheld  in  that  adion :  And  notwithftanding  a  charge  of  treafon  and  other 
high  crimes  and  mifdemeanours  were  put  in  againft  the  faid  Goodiann  ^vc^A  Rey- 
nolds by  many  of  the  Officers  of  your  Majcrtie's  Army  there,  and  thereupon 
it  was  dcfircd  that  their  perfons  might  be  fccurcd ;  yet  they  not  only  rcfufed 
to  rcftraine  them,  but  did  alio  admit  them  to  the  Council  Board,  communicat- 
ing to  them  all  the  affairs  of  the  Kingdom,  and  fecrets  of  your  Majeftic's  dif- 
patchcs  and  diredions  to  the  Board,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Rebels  here; 
and  after  conveicd  them  away  to  London  in  one  of  your  Majeftic's  fhips,  there- 
by withdrawing  thole  guilty  perfons  from  their  juft  tryall,  and  fending  that 
ftiip  to  the  Rebels  now  in  amies  againft  your  Majefty,  who  have  feized  and  de- 
tained the  lame  ever  fincc. 

J.  That  they  have  at  feveral  times  uttered  many  reproachfull  and  dilhonour- 
able  fpeechcs  againft  your  Majefty,  vilifying  your  power,  and  countenancing  and 
commending  the  caufc  and  carriage  of  the  Rebels  here  in  amies  againft  your 
Majefty,  thereby  endeavouring  to  deftroy  your  Majeftic's  power  and  authority 
"with  your  Army  in  that  Kingdom. 

4.  That  the  faid  Sir  JV.  ^arfbns  prefently  after  the  happy  victory  obtained 
by  your  Majefty  againft  the  Rebells  in  the  battel  at  EdghilU  did  publickly,  with 
a  great  fccming  content  and  defirc  it  fhould  be  foe,  report,  that  your  Majefty 
was  killed  and  gone,  repeating  it  divers  times. 

That  many  great  funis  of  money,  raifed  in  this  Kingdom  for  fupport  of  your 
Majeftic's  Army  there,  being  paid  to  the  fame  Sn  jidam  Loftus '\n  the  current 
coinc  of  this  Kingdom,  he  for  private  lucre,  and  contrary  to  the  truft  repofed 
in  him,  hath  changed  the  fame,  and  paid  the  Army  \nT)ollars  and  other G>r- 
mm  coine  at  ^s.  %d.  the  peece,  whereas  he  bought  the  fame  for  3  j.  6d.  and 
4</.  the  peece,  thereby  enriching  himfelf  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  foldiers, 
and  impovcrilliment  of  the  whole  Kingdom. 

6,  That  the  faid  Sir  John  Temple  did  in  the  month  of  May  laft  and  June 
inftant  write  two  traiterous  and  fcandalous  letters  againft  your  Majeftie  to  the 
faid  Goodwin  and  Reynolds ;  which  letters  have  been  fince  read  at  the  clofc 
Committee,  and  ufe  made  of  them  to  caft  falfe  afperfions  upon  your  Majefty, 
as  fomenting  and  favouring  the  Rebels  in  Ireland. 

7.  That  one  Jerome,  a  Preacher,  in  or  about  the  month  of  February  laft, 
having  at  IDublin  preached  a  traiterous  and  feditious  fermon  againft  your  Ma- 
jefty and  your  Royal  Confort  the  Queen,  in  the  pulpit,  was  by  the  Lord  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin  impeached  of  treafon  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  the  Parliament 
being  then  fitting,  aiid  was  for  the  fame  and  by  them  committed.  The  Houfe 
being  adjourned  foon  after  by  the  Lords  Juftices,  the  faid  Jerome  was  by  them 
and  their  parties  aforcfaid  fet  at  liberty,  and  being  fent  hither  into  England, 
is  now  with  the  Rebels  in  Manchejier,  where  he  now  remaines,  continuing 
his  traiterous  and  railing  manner  of  preaching  againft  your  Majefty,  and  jufti- 
fying  his  fermons  preached  in  Ireland,  and  applauding  the  faid  Juftices  and  their 
confederates  for  their  aff'edions  to  the  Parliament.  And  owz.  Adam  Be agh an 
was  by  them  about  the  month  of  T>ecember  laft  alfo  committed  to  the  caftle  of 
^Dublin,  and  reftrained  divers  weekes,  becaufe  he  faid  the  Earl  oi  Ejfex  was  a 
traitor,  and  juftified  the  fame  by  a  Proclamation  from  your  Majefty  to  that 
purpofe. 

That  the  faid  parties  are  guilty,  not  only  of  thefe,  but  alfo  of  divers  trea- 
fonable  ads  and  confpiracies,  and  other  high  and  heinous  mifdemeanours  not 

hereia 
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herein  expreflcd,  which  we  defire  hereafter  to  have  the  Hberty  to  infcrt  parti- 
cularly i  and  that  in  the  interim  the  faid  perfons  may  be  fequeftrcd  from  the 
Council  Board,  and  from  all  Courts  and  places  of  judicature  in  that  Kingdom, 
and  fuch  other  courfe  prefcribcd  for  examining  and  tryal  of  them,  as  Ihall  be 
fit.

N''.  CXCVIII.     Arthur  Trevor,  kYq\  to  the  Maj-quefs  of  Ormonde. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

FROM  the  place  of  this  humble  difpatch,  Sir  Tatrick  Wemyfs  will  give 
your  Lordfhip  a  full  account  of  the  body  that  fills  it,  and  of  the  afFcflions 
that  animate  and  govern  that  body  ;  and  wherein  the  contrariety  of  opinions 
and  waies  arc  equally  diftant  with  thofe  of  the  elements,  and  as  dcftrudive,  if 
there  were  not  a  fpecial  Providence,  the  moderator  of  States,  that  keeps  men 
in  one  mind  againft  a  third  pcrfon,  though  they  agree  in  no  one  thing  among 
themfelves. 

The  Army  is  much  divided,  and  the  Prince  at  true  diftance  with  many  of 
the  Officers  of  horfc ;  which  hath  much  danger  in  it,  out  of  this  that  I  find 
many  gallant  men  willing  to  get  governments  and  fit  down,  or  get  employ- 
ments at  large,  and  fo  be  out  of  the  way.  In  Ihort,  my  Lord,  there  muft  be 
a  better  underftanding  amongft  our  great  horfcmen  here,  elfe  they  may  fhortly 
fhut  the  ftablc  door. 

The  cxpcftation  of  the  Englifh  Irijh  aydes  is  the  daily  prayers,  and  almoft 
the  daily  bread  of  them  that  love  the  King  and  his  bufuiefs  -,  and  is  put  into 
the  difpenfatory  and  medicine-book  of  State  as  a  cure  for  the  Scotch.  The 
obftrudion  now  made  in  North  Wales  makes  many  doubtfull,  all  fearfull  of 
fomc  diftrcfs  that  may  befall  them  at  their  landing.  My  Lord  Byron  marched 
this  very  day  with  looo  horfe  and  300  foote  to  join  with  my  Lord  Capell 
in  the  opening  of  the  paflage,  and  making  one  body  with  your  Lordfhip's 
aydes ;  yet  I  am  ftill  fearfull  it  will  be  a  work  of  much  trouble,  as  well  by 
the  interruption  of  the  enemy,  though  chiefly  by  the  unevennefs  of  the  way. 

The  bulk  of  your  Excellencie's  affaires,  you  will  receive  5  and  I  have  no- 
thing to  fay  more,  than  what  Sir  T.  Wemyfs  will  prefent  to  your  confidera- 
tion.  The  King  hath  promifed  my  Lord  Primate  (for  I  thought  it  beft  to 
oblige  him  by  his  ghoftly  father)  not  to  difpofe  of  any  offices  or  places  to 
other  perfons  than  your  Lordfhip  fhall  recommend  ;  and  that,  as  he  hath  trufted 
your  Excellency  with  the  whole  State,  he  will  give  you  the  choice  of  your 
Minilkrs,  for  whom  you  will  anfwcr. 

My  Lord,  I  ffiall  ftay  here,  and  wait  your  Excellency's  coinmands,  which, 
when  you  fhall  pleafe  to  lay  upon  me,  I  will  readily  with  all  duty  obferve  as 
becomes,  &c.

N°.  CXCIX.     hord  Inchiquin  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord-, 

I  Hope  Captain  Jephfon's  ftay  there  is  rather  occafioncd  by  my  misfortune, 
than  any  difaftcr  happened  unto  him  ;  But  whether  of  them  ftaycs  him,  the 
Jofs  is  confidcrable  his  Majefty  has  fuffered  by  it,  there  being  500  men  run  away 
from  their  colours  for  want  of  mcanes  to  fubfift ;  and  the  reft  were  kept  toge- 
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ther  with  fo  much  difficulty,  that  if  the  Fleet  had  not  come  as  it  did,  truly  I 
think  \vc  had  loft  the  M'holc  Army.  And  though  we  have  lent  700  away 
with  part  of  the  Fleet,  and  fhipped  the  reft  of  thole  foote  that  could  be  found 
aboard  the  reft;  yet  I  feare  our  ruine  will  not  be  avoided,  the  remaining  part 
being  much  the  greater,  and  windbound  in  the  harbours,  where  they  have 
ipcnt  all  their  provifions  which  they  had  for  tranfportation  to  one  pound  of 
bread,  and  half  of  cheelb  per  man  5  and  if  the  winds  carry  them  not  away 
before  they  eat  that,  I  expeft  their  landing  again  here,  and  prefently  after, 
their  disbanding ;  for  1  protcft  !  have  not  any  thing  to  give  them. 

It  may  be  fuppofed  that  the  money  promifed  to  be  lent  by  this  corporation 
will  helpe  me  to  prevent  this  mil'chicfe,  but  I  aftlire  your  Lordlliip  it  will 
not,  there  being  but  400  /.  payed  in  money,  the  reft  they  bring  in  plate,  which 
will  not  availe  me ;  Ibe  that  I  am  forced  to  defirc  my  mother-in-law,  and 
what  other  friends  I  have  any  intereft  in,  to  lend  mc  whatever  money  they 
have,  (to  fupply  the  Souldiers  prefent  want)  upon  promile  of  repayment  when 
I  ftiould  have  the  expeded  authority  to  receive  money  from  the  Irijh  •■,  and  if 
I  faile  them,  in  good  faith  (I  believe)  they  are  undone :  Yet  they  were  content 
to  run  that  hazard,  feeing  noe  other  way  to  keep  us  together,  the  Souldiers 
haveing  eaten  upon  the  townes  as  long  as  they  could  poffibly  fupport  them. 
To  verific  this,  I  aflure  your  Lordfhip,  that  an  AUdcrman  being  charged  but  in 
twenty  ftiillings  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  garrifon  this  laft  weeke,  he 
defired  us  to  take  his  houfe  and  goods  to  difpofe  of  for  his  Majeftie's  fervice, 
but  protefted  inabilitie  to  make  payment  of  that  fum. 

I  fliall  therefore  befeech  your  Lordfhip  to  move  the  Lords  Juftices  to  a  fpee- 
die  concurrence  with  my  fuit  by  Captain  Jephfon,  which  was,  that  they  would 
pleafe  to  give  me  an  authoritie  to  receive  foe  much  of  the  money  to  be  raifed 
in  this  province,  as  my  urgent  neceflities  would  require ;  unto  which,  if  they 
doe  not  aflent  very  fuddenly,  I  proteft  to  God  all  the  King's  forces  here  mull 
disband,  and  all  his  forts  and  townes  muft  be  at  the  difpofition  of  the  Irip. 
I  dare  add  noe  more  to  this,  but  that  I  am  wholly,

N°.  CC.     The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde. 

My  very  good  Lord, 

HAVING  but  very  lately  received  ninety-eight  head  of  cattle  from  the 
County  of  Gall\jvaj,  I  thought  good  to  acquaint  your  Lordfhip  how  ex- 
ceeding (lack  performance  is  made  in  fending  of  the  cattle  promifed  upon 
conclufion  of  the  Treaty  of  Ceflation  ;  infomuch  that  there  is  not  yet  received 
one  tenth  part  of  the  quantity  which  fhould  have  been  delivered  in  the  two 
months  paft ;  and  thereby  his  Majeftie's  fervice  is  foe  much  prejudiced,  that 
I  cannot  fee  how  it  may  be  repaired  by  them,  we  being  forced  to  make  ex- 
treame  bad  bargaines  to  raife  meanes  for  the  Soldiers,  and  to  extend  our 
words  and  credits  to  the  utmoft,  to  containe  the  men;  and  alfo  di fabled  by 
their  failure  to  furnifh  thole  of  the  Army,  as  well  Officers  as  Soldiers,  who 
are  appointed  to  goe  for  England^  whereof  fome  part  are  already  gone,  and 
ftiipping  returned  for  the  reft,  which  we  are  not  furnifhed  for  difpatching  away. 
So  that  for  what  evill  confequences  (hall  happen  by  this  delay  on  that  fide  or 
on  this,  muft  be  imputed  unto  them,  who  have  fo  long  failed  in  fending  the 
promifed  fupply  of  money  and  cattle,  the  latter  whereof  will  be  Ihortly  out 
of  feafon,  and  unlerviceable  as  to  our  occafions. 

H  h  h  Thefe 
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Thefe  things  I  mention  not  to  your  Lordfhip,  as  conceiving  it  in  your 
power  to  lielpe,  but  to  let  your  Lordfhip  know,  liow  much  we  fufFer  every 
day  by  the  delay  of  payment,  efpecialiy  of  the  cattle  due  at  the  dales  paft; 
whereas  we  might  rather  have  expected  the  cattle  due  at  Candlemas  ere  this, 
they  being  now  more  eafily  raifed  than  they  can  be  then,  and  much  more 
ufefuU  for  his  Majeftie's  fervice;  which  I  wilTi  they  that  have  the  charge  of 
that  affaire  would  confider,  for  their  own  fakes,  if  not  for  any  other  rcfpcd. 
And  fo  I  commit  your  Lordfhip  to  God's  protcdion,  and  remaine

My  Lord, 

IPrefume  you  will  afford  me  that  right,  as  to  beleive  your  difpatches  of  the 
15th  and  1 6th  were  joyfully  received  by  me,  not  only  giving  me  affurance 
of  your  prefent  ftay,  but  that,  by  his  Majeftie's  favour  and  your  owne  meritt, 
you  are  placed  in  fuch  a  powerful!  condition,  as  highly  to  advance  his  fervice, 
your  owne  honour  and  interefls,  and,  if  this  Nation  will  be  capable  of  it, 
make  you  a  happy  inftrument  to  convey  mercy  and  peace  unto  them,  now 
that  the  influence  of  his  Majeftie's  power  and  authority  defcends  immediately 
upon  your  Lordfhip's  owne  proceedings,  which  formerly  mett  with  the  inter- 
pofition  of  feverall  pretending  matters.  In  my  owne  behalfe,  1  can  only  give 
your  Lordfhip  this  affurance,  that  as  duty  to  the  King's  fervice  obliges  me  to 
pay  obedience  and  refpeft  to  foe  eminent  a  Minifter  of  his,  foe  many  other 
particular  obligations  binde  me  to  ferve  your  Lordfhip's  perfon  with  the  beft 
of  my  affeftion  and  endeavours ;  and  it  fhall  be  noe  fault  of  mine,  but  a  con- 
tinued diftrufl:  of  thefe  times,  if  I  doe  not  prove  confiderable  to  thofe  ends, 
to  which  I  have  faithfully  dedicated  my  fervice.

that  the  affembly  of  Waterford  fhall  reduce  their  affaires  to  fome  conclufion, 
I  liope  with  due  fatisfaftion  to  your  Lordfhip  in  his  Majcflie's  behalfe,  and  a 
right  fence  of  the  beft  wayes  of  prefervation  to  themfelves ;  though,  if  it  be 
not  infufed  into  them  by  others,  I  doubt  they  will  hardly  attaine  to  that  hap- 
pinefs.  And  now  to  give  your  Lordfhip  likewife  hope  of  my  amendment  of 
former  errours,  I  will  keep  within  the  limitts  of  this  fide  to  exprcfs  me

N°.  CCIII.     Mr.  Orlando  Bridgman  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde, 

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence^ 

YOUR  Excellence's  Letters  by  Mr.  Brent  found  me  at  Oxford;  and  imme- 
diately upon  the  receipt  of  them,  1  acquainted  his  MajclHe  with  the  con- 
tents. Both  your  letters  and  the  exprels  we  had  from  Briftoll  quickned  their 
care  at  Court  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Souldicrs  upon  their  landings  foe 
that  his  Majeftie  fent  downe  letters  to  the  fevcrall  Countyes  of  North  J  Vales  y 
as  alio  a  Gentleman  (one  Collonell  Tildejly)  to  thofe  of  Lancajhire  refiding  in 
thefe  parts  for  a  prefent  fupply  of  clothes,  viduals,  and  fome  proportion  of 
money,  to  which  there  was  a  fair  return  of  promifes ;  but  the  enemy  hav- 
ing fatally  (whether  through  abominable  cowardife,  or  treachery,  or  both,  I 
cannot  tell)  forced  a  paflage  into  IVales  over  Holt-Bridge,  a  place  of  great 
import  within  five  miles  of  Chejier,  and  dividing  that  Shire  from  'Denbighjhirei 
when  there  were  as  many  (and  thofe  backt  with  a  ftrong  caftle  at  Holt)  to 
guard  it  as  to  aflault  it ;  by  this  means  for  the  prelcnt  forced  them  to  lay  afide 
their  preparations  for  the  publique  fervice,  and  provide  for  their  own  parti- 
culars. And  by  this  meanes  Chejier  it  felf  being  in  a  manner  blocked  up,  they 
were  forced  to  burn  all  that  part  of  their  fuburbes  which  were  on  the  iVelJli 
fide  of  the  citty. 

Their  condition  being  reprefented  to  his  Majeftie,  he  commanded  me  down 
this  day  fortnight;  and  I  came  happily  to  the  landing  of  the  forces  which  you 
fent  with  Sir  Michael  Ernely  and  Collonell  Gibfon.  I  prefume  they  have  related 
to  your  Excellence  with  what  number  they  landed,  and  in  what  condition  they 
now  are.  The  enemy  have  wholly  deferred  fVales,  (for  Holt-Cajile  they 
had  never  taken)  except  Haiz'arden-Caft le,  which  was  betrayed  to  them,  and 
Is  now  block'd  up  by  looo  men,  moft  of  them  of  the  Country  ;  and  we  are 
in  hope  to  ftarve  them  out^  So  that  now  your  forces  are  at  Chejier,  where  we 
endeavour  all  that  is  pofllble  for  their  accommodations,  hitherto  retarded  by  this 
unhappy  irruption  of  the  Rebells  into  Wales.  I  have  provided  fhoes  and  {lock- 
ings for  toco  or  1200  of  them  already  delivered,  and  the  reft  were  in  making; 
which  I  hope  they  have  by  this  timCi  I  have  gotten  cloth  and  frize  fufficient 
for  them  all,  not  yet  made  into  japparell,  but  haftned  into  Chejier,  where  I 
hope  to  have  it  litted  up  this  week  and  the  next.  And  I  am  now  piu-pofely 
in  thefe  parts  to  raifc  fome  proportion  of  money  for  the  Officers  and  Souldi- 
ers,  and  have  gotten  about  1000/,  which  I  fhall  diftribute  with  their  advice 
to  the  beft  advantage  of  his  Majeftie's  fervice. 

1  am  bold  to  give  your  Excellence  a  more  particular  accompt  of  this  bufinefs, 
both  for  my  excufe  in  the  unreadinefs  of  thofe  accommodations,  which  might 
juftly  have  been  expeftcd,  and  to  give  your  Lordfhip  an  aflurance,  that  I  (hall 
be  fo  provided  for  thofe  that  are  now  to  come  over,  that  1  fhall  have  all  the 
Ihoes  and  ftockings,  and  I  hope  moft,  if  not  all  the  apparell,  ready  againft  their 
landing,  if  they  be  not  above  2000  men. 

And  in  truth,  all  that  can  be  done  is  little  enough  5  for  the  Rebells  do  io 
much  tamper,  and  underhand  infufe  luch  dangerous  notions  into  fome  of  them, 
that  were  it  not  the  difcretion,  loyalty,  and  moderation  of  the  Officers  which

kept  them  in,  many  of  them  would  tmne  to  the  cnemic  through  hopes  of 
their  arrears,  (which  he  hath  cunningly  promifed  them)  though  they  would 
foon  find  themfelves  deceived,  God  be  thanked,  that  treafury  being  now  as 
empty  as  ours. 

The  fad  condition  of  thcfe  parts  (as  they  were  before  thefc  forces  landed)  hath 
haftned  down  my  Lord  Byron  with  fome  1200  horfe  and  foote,  moft  of  Lan- 
cafhire:  He  is  advanced  to  Shre-Ci'sbury-,  and  comes  in  the  quality  of  Field- 
Marlhall  of  Chefiire,  Shrop^me,  and  North  Wales,  and  fo  under  my  Lord 
Capell  in  thofe  parts,  who  is  Lieutenant-Generall  under  the  Prince.  My  Lord 
Byron's  Commiflion  extends  alfo  to  Lancafljire ;  but  when  he  is  there,  he  is 
under  the  command  of  my  Lord  of  Ne-^rajile  •-,  of  which  I  thought  it  my 
duty  to  advertife  your  Excellency,  that,  if  you  fhall  think  fit  to  propofe  any 
thing  to  his  Majeftie  concerning  the  commanding  of  thefe  forces  fent  from 
Ireland,  you  may  know  their  prefent  condition.  1  conceived  the  King's  in- 
tention was,  (unlefs  your  Excellence  fhould  advife  any  other  courfe,  which  I 
am  fiare  will  be  followed)  that  my  Lord  Byron  fhould  command  them  ;  and 
that  he  fhould  with  all  fpeed  march  into  Lancafl^ire  and  attack  Liverpoole,  a 
place  without  any  works  or  defence  of  the  land  fide,  and  is  near  to  Lathanty 
the  Earl  of  'Derby's  houfe,  (a  good  retreat,  if  need  be)  and  in  the  beft  afFefted 
part  of  all  the  Country,  which  (I  beleive)  upon  appearance  of  our  forces,  will 
come  into  us.  Befides,  there  are  2000  men  ready  to  fall  in  upon  the  north 
part  of  Lancajhire,  and  we  hope  to  keep  that  correfpondence  with  my  Lord 
of  Newcaftle,  that  they  will  at  the  fame  time  fall  in  from  Halyfax. 

If  we  can  clear  that  Shire,  we  do  not  only  fpoyle  the  dcfign  of  the  enemic,' 
which  is  to  bring  in  the  Scots  through  We jimor eland  into  Lancajhire,  where 
they  affure  them  (and  as  the  cafe  now  is,  may  make  it  good)  of  many  thoufand 
afliftants ;  but  fhall  be  able,  God  willing,  early  in  the  fpring  to  march  up  to- 
wards the  King,  with  as  confiderable  a  force  as  moft  Armyes  in  the  Kingdome. 
And  I  am  alTured,  (howfoever  the  ill  manage  of  things  hath  rendred  Lanca- 
fhire  wholly  under  the  obedience  of  the  Rebells)  that  they  are  generally  (ex- 
cept about  Manchefter)  as  well  aifeded  as  any. 

My  Lord,  this  town  of  Leverpoole  is  of  great  confequence,  in  refpe£t  of 
the  mutuall  intercourfe  of  thefe  two  Kingdoms,  and  if  it  be  taken  away  from 
the  Rebells,  they  have  no  port  to  bring  in  a  new  ftore  of  arms  or  ammunition.' 
Befides,  if  we  poflefs  it,  it  is  fo  near  Chejler,  that  upon  any  necefTity  we  can 
relieve  them.  I  fhall  therefore  humbly  offer  it  to  your  Lordfiiip,  that,  if  it 
be  poflible,  upon  the  return  of  Captain  Wake,  we  may  have  fome  of  his  fhips 
afligned  for  that  fervice.  I  hope  Ihort  time  will  difpatch  it,  and  the  reward 
of  their  fervice  will  be  anfwerable  to  their  expedation.  Captain  Thomas 
Bartlett's  fhip,  and  the  King's  pinnace,  the  S-Jvan,  now  at  Chejler,  excel- 
lently fitted  of  all  things,  but  fome  few  ordinance  wanting,  joyncd  to  two  or 
three  others,  are  able  to  mafter  all  the  fhips  in  Leverpoole  water ;  and  if  your 
Excellence  pleafe  to  confer  with  him  about  it,  (though  he  know  nothing  of 
the  land  defign)  I  beleive  he  will  give  you  very  good  fatisfaftion ;  and  (if  yoa 
fhall  think  fit)  together  with  the  Souldiers,  will  bring  over  (omc  fmall  pieces 
of  ordinance,  fuch  as  are  fit  for  that  veflel  (one  of  the  beft,  as  they  fay,  in  thcfe 
feas  j )  and  I  will  take  care  they  fliall  be  ready  to  lanch  forth  upon  their  ar- 
rival I. 

I  received  letters  from  Mr.  Secretary,  dated  the  20th  of  this  month,  (before 
they  had  heard  of  the  landing  of  thefe  forces)  which  aflure  me  that  500  of 
Waller's  men  (really)  were  killed  before  Bafing  (the  common  report  goes  of 
a  far  greater  number  -^  that  very  many  were  hurt ;  that  moft  of  the  foote  are 
run  away  to  London,  the  horfe  towards  Sujfex ;  that  my  Lord  Hopton  purfues 
them,  and  if  his  foote  comes  up  as  was  cxpeftcd,  the  day  after  the  letter 
written,  meant  to  vifit  liim  in  Farnham  Cajlle.     We  have  alfo  (befides  the 

great 
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great  fort  at  Plymouth  formerly  taken)  newly  taken  another  fort,  whereby  wc 
are  maftcrs  of  Catt-Water. 

I  hear  fincc  by  other  hands,  that  Prince  Rupert  drew  out  from  Towcefter 
towards  Northampton-,  and  met  with  the  forces  of  fVarwick  and  Northampton 
all  got  together,  whom  he  totally  routed,  and  amongft  others,  took  Turefoy  the 
Knight  of  the  Shire  for  IVar'SJickJljire,  a  great  bellweathcr. 

My  Lord  oi  Ne'oi'cajlle  is  advanced  into  'Derbyjhire,  and  the  whole  fhire  iS 
in  a  manner  quitted  by  the  enemy,  after  he  liad  taken  a  place  (which  my  me- 
mory retaynes  not)  fortified  by  them.  Wc  hear  'Derby  hath  alio  yielded ;  but 
of  thofe  particulars  I  can  render  no  certainty.  There  is  fomcwhat  of  truth  in 
that  good  fuccefs  wc  have  had  ;  but  the  particulars  (I  prelUme)  your  Excellence 
will  receive  from  furer  hands. 

I  fhall  ftay  about  Chefter  about  a  month  or  fix  weeks  ;  during  which  time, 
I  fhall  apply  my  fclf  to  provide  all  the  ammunition  I  can  for  thefe  Soldiers  fcnt 
and  happily  arrived  for  the  relief  of  thefe  parts  5  which  have  reafon  to  blefs 
God  for  you,  as  the  happy  inftrument  of  their  deliverance  from  oppreflion.

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  your  letter  by  Major  Verney,  wherein  your  favours  begot  a 
great  conteftation  within  me,  betwixt  my  publick  and  my  private  joyes, 
which  Ihould  be  greateft ;  the  firft  at  the  moft  happy  and  opportune  landing  of 
the  men  out  of  Ireland  at  the  inftant  to  fave  Chefter  and  all  North  Ifales^ 
or  the  latter  to  find  my  felf  fo  much  obliged  and  honoured  by  the  perfon 
in  the  world  whofe  favour  and  friendlhip  I  am  moft  ambitious  of  5  the  ex- 
tream  value  whereof,  I  muft  confefs  to  be  the  belt  title  that  I  have  to  any 
part  in  them.  My  Lord,  I  wrote  unto  your  Lordfhip  fo  largely  by  Sir  Pa- 
trick fVeemes,  that  I  have  little  to  add  to  that  letter,  and  therefore  I  thought 
it  my  bcft  way  to  fend  your  Lordfhip  a  copy  of  it  for  feare  the  other  fhould 
mifcarry. 

Your  LordfTiip  is  pleafcd  to  mention  a  letter  you  favoured  me  with  by  Cap- 
tain Brian,  which  never  came  to  my  hands  ;  this  by  Major  Verney  being  the 
firft  that  ever  I  received  from  your  Lordfhip  ;  and  therefore  your  Lordfhip  muft 
not  expedl  an  anfwcr  to  any  part  of  this  letter  which  relates  to  that:  I  can 
only  fay  this  unto  your  Lordfliip  in  the  generall,  that  what  powers  foever  your 
Lordfhip  fhall  judge  neceflary  for  the  better  manageing  the  Government  of  that 
Kingdom,  your  Lordfhip  fliall  be  fure  to  receive  rhem  whenfoever  we  fhall  be 
informed  of  the  particulars.  In  the  mean  time,  there  is  a  CommilTion  already 
drawn,  conftituting  you  Generall,  not  only  of  that  Army  which  comes  out  of 
Ireland,  but  alfo  of  all  hisMajeftie's  forces  in  the  Countyes  oi  Chejhire,  Shrop- 
foire,  JForcefterfhire,  and  North  Wales  •-,  it  being  thought  necefTary,  whether 
your  Lordfhip  come  over  or  no,  to  hold  up  in  the  Iri^  Army  the  name  and 
opinion  of  your  Lordfhip  being  their  Generall. 

As  for  inftruftions  and  direftions  from  hence,  there  is  fuch  a  confidence 
here  of  your  Lordlhip's  knowledge  of  that  Kingdom,  and  judgment  how  to 
govern  your  felf  accordingly,  that  your  Lordfhip  will  be  little  troubled  with 
any  from  hence,  but  upon  emergent  occafionsj  efpecially  your  Lordfhip  hav- 
ing been  fo  well  informed  by  Sir  George  Hamilton,  what  is  conceived  to  be 
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the  intereft  and  advantage  of  his  Majeftie  to  be  expc£led  from  the  conduct  of  af- 
fah's  in  that  Kingdom,  confifting  principally  in  thelc  four  points. 

Filft,  to  prevent  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  during  the  Ceflation,  to 
the  prejudice  of  his  Majcftie's  good  fubjefts,  and  to  his  Majeftie's  fcandall  by 
the  Ceflation. 

Secondly,  to  prevent  the  Scots  drawing  their  Army  out  of  Ireland,  upon 
which  their  invading  England  principally  depends. 

Thirdly,  to  difpofe  the  principall  Irijh  by  all  means  pofllblc  to  a  willingnefs 
and  readinefs  to  come  over  with  forces,  either  into  England  or  Scotland,  ac- 
cording as  either  fnall  be  moft  requifite  to  his  Majcftie's  affairs. 

And  laftly,  to  procure  all  the  amies  and  ammunition  you  can  pofllble  from 
the  Irip. 

The  firft  we  conceive  is  principally  to  be  fecured  by  the  entertaining  the 
IriP^  with  hopes  of  good  conditions  from  his  Majeftie  in  thofe  things  upon 
which  their  hearts  are  moft  fct,  and  by  gaining  upon  the  affetlions  or  ambiti- 
ons of  their  principall  leaders  fo  far  forth,  as  to  draw  them  thence. 

To  the  fecond,  we  are  informed  that  Monroe  and  fome  other  chief  Com- 
manders among  them  are,  as  moft  of  that  Nation,  gainable  by  intereft ;  which 
kind  of  perfwafion  on  the  King's  part  muft  be  applyed  to  them  by  fit  inftru- 
ments  and  apt  temptations.  We  receive  frefh  intelligence  from  Scotland,  that 
the  Marquifs  oi  Argyle  and  Generall  Lejly  are  either  gone  or  going  over  into 
Ireland,  to  draw  thence  fome  part  of  the  Scotijh  forces  there.  If  thofe  two 
perfons,  efpecially  Argyle,  could  by  any  art  be  made  fafe,  the  King's  bufmefs 
were  done ;  however  no  induftry  muft  be  omitted  to  make  their  journey  fruit- 
lefs.  Methinks  it  Ihould  be  eafy  for  the  'Dunkirk  frigats  in  fervice  of  the 
Irifh  to  intercept  their  paftage  at  fea,  at  leaft  with  any  confiderable  forces. 

To  the  third  point,  I  fuppofe  your  Lordlhip  knows  of  a  defign  of  my  Lord 
oi  Antrim  h  to  invade  my  Lord  of  Argyle's  Country  with  forces  out  of  the 
north  of  Ireland,  wherein  he  muft  be  incouraged  to  go  on  -,  efpecially  to  fend 
over  into  the  ifles  to  Sir  Donell  Gorme  as  many  Officers,  and  as  foone  as  he 
can.  But  1  find  that  his  Lordfliip  goes  upon  two  grounds  very  contrary  to  his 
Majeftie's  fervice ;  which  your  Lordlhip  muft  either  perfwade  him  from,  or 
prevent  him  in.  The  one  is  an  aime  to  get  the  Scots  Army  out  of  the  north 
of  Ireland,  and  even  to  buy  them  thence  by  a  fum  of  money,  which  he  hopes 
to  raife  from  the  Irifl)  to  that  purpofe.  This  muft  be  lookt  upon  as  a  rui- 
nous and  deftrudive  thing,  it  being  our  work  for  the  prefent  to  keep  the 
coaft  clear. 

His  Lordftiip's  other  ground  is  a  defign  to  be  chofen  Generalifiimoof  all  the 
Popifh  party  there ;  a  thing  in  it  felf  of  fo  dangerous  a  confequence,  and  of 
fo  great  fcandall  to  his  Majeftie,  in  cafe  he  Ihould  have  occafion  to  make  ufe 
of  the  Irijh,  that  your  Lordlhip  muft  look  to  the  prevention  of  it  vigilantly  and 
betimes;  yet  fo  as  to  avoyd  the  difobliging  my  Lord  oi Antrim.  A  principall 
aim  in  ferving  our  felves  of  the  Irijh  muft  be  to  fubmit  them,  if  pofllble,  un- 
to your  Lordfliip's  command,  whereby  the  fcandall  will  be  much  remov'd, 
and  the  ufe  of  them  much  improved. 

To  the  laft  point  concerning  armes  and  ammunition,  I  am  to  recommend 
unto  your  Lordlhip,  that  which  certainly  your  own  wifdom  would  have  di- 
rected you  unto,  that  out  of  what  ftore  you  fhall  procure  from  the  Irijh  for 
his  Majeftie's  fervice,  your  Lordlhip  be  fure  to  furniih  your  forts  and  garrifons 
unobferved  to  doe  it,  that  way  ;  for  fhould  the  CeflTation  be  broken,  and  the 
Irijh  polfcfs  thcmfclvesof  any  of  his  Majcftie's  ftrengths,  it  would  be  an  heavy 
fcandall  upon  him,  and  upon  the  whole  management  of  his  affaires.  Care 
Ihall  be  taken  to  fend  what  other  provifions  Wales  or  Brijiol  can  aftbrd  for 
thole  forts. 

I  have 
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I  have  nothing  to  add  unto  your  Lordfhip  of  publick  matters,  but  only 
this  ;  that,  before  I  received  your  Lordlhip's  commands,  i  had  ingaged  his  Ma- 
jeftie  in  a  promifc  that  he  would  not  beftow  any  confiderable  place  or  office 
in  Ireland  without  conlultation  with  thole  to  whom  he  committed  the  chief 
truft  for  that  Kingdom  ;  that  is  to  lay,  not  without  your  Lordlhip's  advice. 

I  am  to  let  your  Lordlhip  know,  that  the  Duchefs  of  Buckingham  engaged 
me  to  move  his  Majcftie  in  her  behalf  for  the  wardfhip  of  the  Lord  Slane  her 
husband's  nephew,  upon  fuch  termes  as  may  be  for  his  Majeftie's  juft  profit, 
wherein  his  MajelUe's  anfwer  to  me  was,  that  your  Lordlhip  had  defired  him 
not  to  difpofe  of  it,  till  he  had  heard  from  your  Lordlhip  concerning  it.  I 
have  thought  fit  to  acquaint  your  Lordlhip  therewith,  to  the  end  that  your 
Lordfhip  may,  according  as  you  fhall  think  fit,  take  that  occafion  to  oblige  her 
Grace,  or  elfe  direft  me  to  diflwade  her  fro m'^the  pretention,  who  (hall  through- 
out all  things  manifcft  my  felf,

My  Lord, 

BY  letters  from  my  Lord  Taafe  at  his  departure  from  Waterford  but  lately 
come  to  my  hands,  I  received  fome  brief  touches  of  the  proceedings 
there,  and  elcftion  of  Agents ;  and  if  they  have  that  free  power  without  limi- 
tation, which  his  Lordlhip  conceives,  I  do  hope  thofe  perfons  will  difchargc 
their  imployment  with  duty  and  difcretion,  to  his  Majeftie's  fatisfadion,  and 
the  good  of  their  country.  And  as  1  have  formerly  expreffed  my  felf  freely  to 
your  Lordlhip  concerning  the  violent  carriages  of  fome  I  forbore  to  name,  fo 
I  fhall  beg  leave  to  do  that  right  to  others  of  them,  to  give  your  Lordfhip  af- 
furance,  that  fome  do  diligently  labour  to  inftrudl  the  judgments,  and  temper 
the  difpofitions  of  many,  not  only  to  be  lefs  high  than  thofe  that  are  moft 
lofty,  but  even  (as  I  conceive)  to  that  moderation  as  may  come  near  to  an- 
fwer your  Lordlhip's  expeftation  in  his  Majeftie's  behalf;  if  they  will  be  capa- 
ble of  the  good  counfells  that  are  given  them  (I  muft  confefs)  by  much  the  fewer 
number. 

I  find  both  here  and  in  other  partes,  they  have  raifed  fpirits  which  goes  be- 
yond their  skill  to  conjure  down,  or  keep  within  the  circle  of  obedience  to 
their  authority  ;  and  that  many  do  long  for  the  former  government,  that  may 
more  powerfully  fupprels  difordcr  than  the  fupream  title  by  which  they  are 
now  governed ;  that,  and  the  prefervation  and  peace  of  this  poor  Kingdom 
wholly  depending  upon  the  good  fuccefsof  the  intended  negotiation  mto  Eng- 
land. 

It  is  ftrongly  apprehended  here,  that  thofe  of  Cajlle  Coote,  the  Ormshye's, 
and  fome  others  in  the  County  of  Rofcommon,  have  not  only  refolved  to  join 
with  the  Scots-,  if  they  ftir,  but  have  given  them  many  invitations  to  come 
into  this  Province  ^  and  my  obfervation  of  their  carriage  and  proceedings  gives 
me  caufe  to  believe  there  is  fome  ground  for  thofe  apprehenfions.  On  the 
other  fide,  I  am  informed,  that  they  are  not  well  dealt  withall  for  the  fettle- 
ment  of  quarters  by  the  confederate  party,  which  is  a  generall  and  (I  conceive) 
true  complaint  in  moft  places ;  and  the  wants  and  neceflityes  of  thofe  garrifons 
thereby  meeting  with  difpofitions  inclined  to  revenge,  may  invite  them  to  feek 
fuch  dangerous  remedyes :  But  1  am  confident  Sir  Robert  Nucomen,  the  garri- 
fon  of  Rofcommon,  and  I  hope  Sir  George  St.  George,  if  they  be  agrieved,  will 
3  apply 
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apply  themfelves  for  redrefs  to  your  Lordftiip,  and  not  join  in  the  other  way. 
Your  Lordfliip  hath  a  faithful!  accompt  from  mc  of  what  hath  been  fevcrall 
wayes  delivered  me  for  truth,  and  you  may  be  pleafed  to  take  fuch  notice  of 
it  to  either  fide,  as  your  Lordlhip  fhall  think  tit  for  the  prevention  of  the 
other  great  inconvenience,  and  difcovery  of  the  truth;  and  1  that  have  great- 
eft  caufe  of  complaint,  have  direded  it  to  another  for  your  Lordfhip's  informa- 
tion at  your  beft  leifure,  wherein  your  Lordlhip  will  find  me  very  nearly  con- 
cerned. 

By  a  letter  newly  received  from  Mr'.  Juftice  Tionelaine,  I  find  that  his  know- 
ledge of  the  difpofition  of  this  Province,  and  his  good  affeftions  to  me,  hath 
given  him  incouragement  to  intimate  fomething  to  your  Lordfhip  in  my  behalf, 
that  I  might  appear  with  fome  publick  mark  of  his  Majeftie's  favour,  for  the 
better  inabling  me  to  ferve  him ;  and  that  your  Lordlhip  was  pleafed  to  en- 
tertain it  with  good  liking,  and  a  willingnefs  to  extend  your  power  towards 
the  efFeding  of  what  lliould  be  fitly  and  feafonably  propounded  ;  and  that  your 
Lordfliip  would  take  a  motion  he  made  into  your  farther  care  and  confidera- 
tion,  for  which  I  am  not  able  to  make  a  better  return,  than  to  vow  my  felf 
faithfully  conftant  to  thofe  profcffions  I  have  formerly  made. 

My  Lord,  your  noble  difpofition  and  particular  favour  towards  me  doth  with 
confidence  invite  me  to  impart  my  private  thoughts  and  proceedings  to  your 
Lordfhip  without  concealment  or  dilguife,  and  you  may  be  pleafed  to  receive 
it  for  a  certaine  truth,  that  I  never  made  any  addrefs  into  England  to  my  friends 
there  with  any  propofitions  of  that  kind,  nor  fhall  not  exprefs  my  defires  that 
way  without  your  Lordfhip's  allowance  and  approbation  firft.  And  I  am  fo 
apprehenfive  of  the  King's  prefent  condition  and  the  ftate  of  his  affairs,  that 
there  being  very  many  who  (I  believe)  ferve  him  with  lefs  faith  and  (I  am  fure) 
with  much  greater  expeftation  of  reward  and  benefit,  I  am  fo  far  from  thofe 
ambitions,  or  ferving  to  fuch  ends,  that  I  am  highly  fatisfied  with  the  confi- 
dence I  have,  that  he  is  gracioufly  pleafed  to  hold  a  favourable  opinion  of 
me,  and  fliall  to  the  beft  of  my  power  attend  his  fervice  in  any  condition  moft 
agreeable  to  his  Royall  pleafure.  It  is  true,  my  Lord,  that,  in  this  time  of 
generall  triall  who  are  his  moft  faithfuU  fervants,  to  that  end  only,  and  not  for 
private  iotcrcft,  I  fhould  be  glad  to  appear  in  that  pofture,  as  might  render 
me  confiderable  according  to  the  obligations  of  my  duty,  and  the  loyalty  and 
/incerc  affedions  of  my  heart.  And  fuch  being  the  humor  of  thefe  parts,  and 
I  believe  of  moft  of  the  Nation,  that  they  judge  only  by  the  prefent  objed, 
without  any  fpeculation  into  what  might  more  feafonably  appear  in  future  j 
and  in  my  cafe,  whatfoever  they  believe,  are  willing  to  divulge,  that  my  ac- 
tions and  proceedings  are  diftaftefuU  to  his  Majcftie,  and  my  (elf  in  difgracc, 
to  be  freed  from  thefe  afperfions,  to  incourage  thofe  that  continue  with  me 
faithfull  to  the  King's  fervice,  to  invite  others  to  thofe  wayes  of  obedience, 
and  to  ftrike  terrour  into  thofe  moft  guilty  and  repugnant  to  reafon  and  duty. 
I  fhall  not  decline  your  Lordfhip's  mediation,  nor  the  endeavour  of  my  friends 
for  the  obtaining  fuch  teftimonyes  of  his  Majeftie's  favour,  as  may  be  fcafon- 
able  and  proper  for  my  quality  and  condition.  And  I  ftiall  liibmit  to  your 
Lordfhip's  better  judgment  and  noble  inclination,  whether  you  will  make  ap- 
plication, either  in  particular  or  generall  terms,  or  lay  the  confidcration  of  it 
wholly  afide  to  a  more  convenient  time,  with  an  afliirance,  that  it  ftiall  no- 
thing impair  my  endeavours  to  ferve  his  Majcftie,  or  lefl'cn  my  true  affedion 
and  refpeds  to  your  Lordfhip ;  and  in  this  particular,  I  have  given  fome  far- 
ther inftrudion  to  Mr.  |ufticc  "Donelaine,  when  your  Lordiliip's  leifiirc  ihall 
beft  ferve  to  give  him  admittance  of  difcourfe  upon  this  occafion. 

The  extremity  of  fowl  weather,  which  makes  the  wayes  fcarcc  pafTable,  and 
my  feeling  fome  touches  of  my  former  fitts  of  gravell,  together  with  the  af- 
furancc  is  given  mc  that   the  Agents  do  not  begin  their  journey  untill  after 

Chrijlmas 
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Chrijhnash  which  makes  nic  believe  that  thofe  iniploycd  fiom  'Dublin  will 
not  depart  before  that  time,  and  gives  me  occafion  and  liberty  to  deter  my 
journey  and  attendance  upon  your  Lordfhip  to  a  more  leafonablc  time  and  far- 
ther knowledge  of  fome  particulars  that  may  make  nie  more  ufefuU  to  fervG 
you  there.  And  if  your  Lordfhip  will  be  pleafed  to  pardon  the  defpcrate  long 
lally  1  have  now  made  upon  your  LordfJiip's  patience,  to  the  difturbance  of  your 
other  ferious  affairs,  1  will  hereafter  endeavour  to  confine  my  felfc  to  more 
moderate  limits,  and  Ihall  never  failc  to  approve  my  fclf,  &c.

SIR, 

I  Received  your  letter,  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  fent  unto  Colonel  Chkhefiert 
figned  by  the  Speakers  of  the  Houfes  of  Parliament  in  England \  wherein 
they  invite  him,  with  many  large  promifes,  to  oppofe  the  Ccflation,  and  to 
the  taking  of  an  oath  or  covenant,  which  no  man  (in  my  opinion)  can  fafely 
take,  except  he  be  fatisfyed  in  thefe  particulars. 

Firft,  that  the  Religion  profefled  in  the  Church  of  Scotland  needs  no  refor* 
mation  either  in  dodrinc,  worfhip,  difcipline,  or  government :  For  the  oath 
is  to  endeavour  the  prefervation  of  the  Reformed  Religion  there,  in  dodrine, 
worfhip,  difcipline,  and  government ;  and  that  which  is  fworn  to  be  preferved, 
is  not  to  be  altered. 

Secondly,  that  the  Religion  in  the  Kingdom  of  England  doth  need  re- 
formation in  doftrine,  (^c.  for  the  fecond  part  of  the  oath  is  to  endeavour 
the  reformation  of  Religion  there  in  dodrine,  &c.  which  doth  admit  of  that 
which  the  Popifh  party  have  in  all  times  endeavoured  with  much  eagernefs  to 
obtrude  upon  us,  and  which  we  have  always  as  ftiffly  denyed. 

Thirdly,  that  you  will  endeavour  to  bring  the  Churches  of  God  in  the 
three  Kingdoms  to  the  nearcft  conjundlion  and  uniformity  in  Religion,  con- 
feflion  of  faith,  and  form  of  Church  government ;  which  is  as  much  im- 
plicitely  as  to  fwear  that  you  will  endeavour  to  bring  the  Church  of  God  in 
the  Kingdom  of  England  and  Ireland  to  the  uniformity  in  Religion  and  form 
of  the  Churches  in  Scotland;  for  by  the  firft  part  of  the  oath,  that  is  to  be  pre- 
ferved :  And  therefore  the  reft  are  to  be  reduced  to  it ;  and  confequently  you 
muft  believe  that  the  dodrine  and  Church  government  in  Scotland  is  the  beft, 
before  you  can  fafely  take  this  oath. 

Fourthly,  that  the  Church  government  by  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  is  to  be 
extirpated,  as  well  as  Popery,  fuperftition,  and  herefie,  S'C 

Fifthly,  that  his  Majeftie's  Perfon  and  Authority  is  to  be  no  further  defended, 
than  in  the  prefervation  and  defence  of  the  true  Religion  and  Libertyesof  the 
Kingdom. 

Sixthly,  that  you  will  endeavour  to  bring  all  incendiaries  to  publick  tryall, 
and  to  receive  punifhment,  as  the  degree  of  their  offences  (hall  require  or  deferve; 
or  the  Ihpream  judicatories  of  both  Kingdoms  refpedtively,  or  others  having 
power  from  them  for  that  effed,  fhall  judge  convenient,  excluding  thereby  all 
judicature  in  Ireland;  and  not  mentioning  his  Majeftie,  or  others  having  pow- 
er from  him. 

Thefe  particulars ,  and  many  other  things,  which  may  be  obfcrved  in  the 
oath,  will  take  up  fome  time  of  confideration,  before  that  thofe,  who  have 
been  bred  in  the  bofom  of  the  Church  of  England,  can  be  drawn  to  fpurn  at 
the  reverend  fathers  thereof,  the  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops,  under  which  govern- 

K  k  k  menc 
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ment  it  hath  floutlfhed  fince  Chriftianity  was  firft  placed  there ;  or  that  thofe 
who  are  unacquamted  with  the  late  reformed  Church  government  in  Scotland 
can  be  brought  unto  it :  But  when  this  oath  doth  come  recommended  by  let- 
ters, which  ftir  you  up  to  difobedience  (that  1  may  exprcls  it  no  othcrwilc) 
againft  his  Majcftie  ;  and  that  you  Ihould  not  yield  obedience  to  the  Ceflation 
agreed  upon  by  vertue  of  his  Majeftie's  Commiffion  and  Command  by  his 
Proclamation  to  be  kept,  I  cannot  but  conceive  that  there  is  lomewhat  more 
in  it  than  I  can  as  yet  apprehend ;  and  yet  thus  much  doth  appearc  plainly  un- 
to me,  that  for  the  prefent  the  queftion  is  no  more  than  this  :  His  Majcftie  doth 
command  a  thing  lawful!  in  it  felf,  which  is  a  Ceflation  of  Armcs ;  and  that 
but  for  a  time,  which  neceflity  did  enforce  to  be  concluded  ;  and  the  Parlia- 
ment doth  require  you  not  to  obey  it :  To  which  of  ihefe  ought  you  to  fub- 
mit? 

His  Majcftie  having  agreed  thereunto,  and  publifhed  to  the  whole  world  by 
his  Proclamation  that  the  fame  fhould  be  kept,  is  bound  in  honour  and  by  all 
lawes  to  maintaine  it  with  all  his  power :  From  whence  it  doth  follow,  that 
they  who  ftiall  oppofe  it,  muft  oppofe  themfclves  againft  his  power  and  his 
authority  j  and  what  an  offence  that  is,  no  man  can  be  ignorant  of.  And 
whereas  you  do  write  that  you  will  be  forced,  either  to  take  this  oath,  or 
quit  the  Country  j  if  one  of  both  muft  of  neccffity  be  done,  I  had  rather 
quit  my  Country  and  all  that  is  dear  to  me,  than  ftand  in  a  dired  and  diame- 
trical oppofition  to  my  Sovereign,  to  whom,  next  God,  I  do  owe  the  mofl: 
fupream  obedience.  But  I  am  confident  that  his  Majcftie  already  hath,  and 
will,  if  occafion  be,  find  more  power  and  ftrength  to  defend  his  good  fub- 
jefts  ;  and  I  have  already  written  to  his  Majcftie  to  take  order,  that  the  wants 
of  the  remaining  part  of  his  Army  in  this  Kingdom  Ihould  be  fpeedily  fupplied 
from  thence,  which  I  doubt  not  will  be  done  ;  and  then,  believe  it,  I  Ihall 
take  as  much  care  of  as  many  of  you  in  that  Province,  as  fhall  be  firm  to  his 
Majcftie,  as  of  any  thing  that  concerns  my  felf  i  and  what  can  pofllbly  be 
done  in  the  mean  time  for  you,  fliall  not  be  negleded.  And  fmce  you  ask 
my  advice,  what  anfwer  you  fhould  for  the  prefent  give  at  the  meeting, 
when  the  taking  of  this  oath  Ihall  be  propofed  unto  you,  in  my  o^'imon  Mon- 
roe hath  fhcwed  you  the  way,  though  himfelf  took  a  wrong  courfe  ;  for 
when  the  articles  of  Ceflation  and  his  Majeftie's  Proclamation  concerning  it 
were  fent  unto  him,  he  defired  time  to  confider  of  it,  untill  that  he  might 
receive  direftion  from  his  Generall,  who  was  in  Scotland.  And  you  may  much 
better  defire  time  to  confider  of  this  new  oath,  which  is  fo  much  perplexed 
with  fcruples  arifing  hereupon,  untill  you  have  acquainted  the  State  here  with 
what  fhall  be  propounded  unto  you,  which  cannot  be  denyedj  and  from  them 
I  doubt  not  you  will  receive  fuch  diredions  as  ftiall  be  honourable  and  fafe 
for  you  to  obferve.     And  fo  I  remain

N°.  CCVII.     Sir  George  Radcliffe  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  noble  Lord^ 

SIR  Tatrick  tVeems,  when  he  left  Oxford,  defired  me  to  fee  to  the  pafling 
of  a  Commiflion  from  his  Majcftie,  authorizing  your  Lordlhip  to  com- 
mand all  the  forces  tranfported  out  oi  Ireland  into  England  •■,  which  power 
the  King  was  pleafed  to  tell  me,  that  he  intended  for  you  to  execute  in  perfon, 
if  there  fliould  be  any  occafion  to  draw  you  hither,-  and  if  there  be  not,  then 
it  was  to  remaine  with  your  Lordftiip,  as  a  badge  of  his  Majeftie's  favour. 

In 
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In  the  foliciting  of  this  bufinefs  to  get  this  Commifllon  difpatchcd,  I  found 
fome  ftop  and  difficulty,  in  rcipcd  of  the  difpcrfing  of  the  Souldicrs  into  fe- 
vcrall  places  under  leverall  Commanders.  In  conclufton  it  was  refolved  that 
your  Lordlhip  fhould  command  in  chief  all  his  Majeftie's  forces  in  North 
JVales,  and  in  the  Counties  of  Chefiire,  Shropjhire,  and  JVorcejlerfloire-,  (whe- 
ther /r//7j  or  Englijh)  and  have  the  like  power  there  as  Prince  Maurice  had  in 
the  Well.  When  I  law  the  draught  of  your  Commillion,  I  dilliked  the  omillloa 
of  fome  claufes,  (which  I  had  feen  heretofore  in  other  Commiflions  of  like 
nature)  and  the  manner  of  penning  of  others ;  wherein  I  moved  fome  of  the 
Lords,  and  got  diredions  to  rcdify  them.  And  then  the  King's  learned  Coun- 
cell  thou<:ht  fit,  that  Prince  Maurice  his  Commifllon  fliould  be  altered  accord- 
inglyj  and  lb  they  fhould  both  be  made  alike  and  palled  together.  All  this 
fpcnt  fome  time,  and  is  mine  excufe  that  your  Lordfhip  had  not  your  Com- 
mifllon Iboner.  I  prefume  that  my  Lord'Z)/^^y  will  fend  yourLordfliip  notice 
to  grant  Commiflions  under  your  Loidfliip's  hand  and  leal  to  the  Colonels  and 
other  inferior  Officers,  and  to  make  my  Lord  Byron  your  Field- Marlhall  :  But 
for  this  I  have  no  dircdion ;  and  1  think  it  may  be  done  here  by  the  King, 
who  commands  all  his  forces  here  in  chief  himfelf i  and  all  his  Gencralls  are 
not  Captains-Gencrall,  but  his  Lieutenants,  as  I  was  lately  informed,  if  1  mi- 
ftake  not. 

I  have  told  Sir  Thomas  JVharton  fome  particulars  which  I  heard  concerning 
fuits  made  for  places  in  Ireland,  viz.  The  Vice-Prefident  of  Connaght^  the 
Vice-Treafurer,  Mafter  of  the  Rolls,  O'c.  into  which  I  defirc  none  may  be 
admitted,  but  fuch  as  your  Lordfhip  fhall  have  reafon  to  approve ;  and  I  fhall 
follow  fuch  advice  and  diredion  therein,  as  your  Lordfliip  ihall  be  pleafcd  to 
fend  me.  I  forbear  to  write  the  particulars,  to  eafe  your  Lordfliip  of  decy- 
phering,  feeing  I  have  fo  good  a  meflcnger. 

My  Lord  Rofcommon  hath  given  Stephen  Smith  fome  hopes  of  being  enter- 
tained in  your  Lordfhip 's  fervicc.  I  confefs  that  I  love  the  man  very  well,  as 
a  very  honeft,  fair-conditioned,  and  moft  ferviceable  man. 

Your  Lordfhip  will  be  pleafcd  to  think  of  an  Agent  here  for  the  dilpatch  of 
your  bufinefs  at  the  Court ;  Sir  Thomas  Wharton  will  tell  you  mine  opinion. 
In  the  mean  time,  till  you  be  better  provided,  you  have,  my  Lord,

My  noble  Lord, 

YOUR  Commiffion  for  Generalate  of  the  forces  in  North  Wales  and  three 
adjacent  Countycs,  I  cannot  get  difpatchcd  to  fend  by  Sir  Thomas  Whar- 
ton. About  a  weelc  hence  I  hope  it  will  be  done ;  the  reafon  of  this  lafl:  ftay 
was,  bccaufe  the  Prince  of  Wales  had  a  Commifllon  to  be  Captain  General! 
of  all  Wales  and  the  marches,  (which  I  knew  not  till  now)  and  your  Lord- 
lhip muft  be  his  Lieutenant  General  in  North  Wales,  Chejhire,  Shropshire, 
and  Worcefier^ire.  I  have  got  the  Prmce  his  warrant  for  it,  which  he  figned 
yefterday.  My  Lord  Capell's  Commiffion  mufl:  be  fuperfeded,  and  thon  your 
Lordfhip's  will  pafs  under  the  Prince's  Seal,  and  afterwards  be  confirmed  under 
the  Great  Seal. 

Your  Lordfliip  may  be  very  welcome  whenfoever  you  come  hither,  for  you 
have  many  friends  here  that  fet  a  great  value  of  you  ;  yet,  as  things  ftand  in  Ire- 
land, we  had  rather  have  you  ftay  there  a  while,  as  conceiving  the  peace  and  fe- 
curity  of  that  Kingdom  depends  much  upon  your  perlbn  and  prelence.     I  am 
2  the 
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the  bolder  to  wiite  thus  much,  becaufc  I  faw  a  letter  of  your  LordOiip's,  where- 
in you  intimate  a  preparation  for  your  coming  to  Chefter  with  a  train  of  ar- 
tillery j  which,  as  to  your  own  pcrfonail  tranfportation,  I  fliall  totally  diffwadc, 
at  leaft  for  the  prefent.  And  I  have,  concurring  with  mc  in  opinion,  the  ad- 
vice of  a  good  friend  of  your  Lordfhip. 

The  Earl  oi  Antrim  came  to  the  Court  the  laft  night,  and  fodid  the  Dnkc 
of  Hamilton :  I  cannot  fay  this  latter  came  to  the  Court,  for  he  was  commit- 
ted as  foon  as  he  came  to  the  town.  I  cannot  yet  tell  certainly  what  his  charge 
will  be,  but  feme  think  it  will  be  the  highcft  crime.     1  am,  &c.

My  Lord, 

I  Have  indeed  by  two  of  yours  been  informed,  that  choice  is  made  of  you 
to  be  one  of  thofe  that  fliall  attend  his  Majcfty  from  your  party  of  the  King- 
dom, and  in  both  you  dcfire  my  advice,  as  1  think,  touching  your  deportment 
in  that  weighty  employment.  But  fince  I  am  only  acquainted  in  the  general, 
that  your  errand  is  for  a  fcttlement  to  this  Kingdom,  and  that  I  am  utterly  ig- 
norant what  you  will  propofe,  and  how  far  you  have  power  to  affent  to  what 
his  Majefty  fhall  propofe  in  behalf  of  his  own  interefts,  and  thofe  of  his  other 
fubjeds;  I  fay,  this  my  ignorance  confidered,  I  can  only  in  general  advife  you 
to  remember : 

Firft,  with  whom  it  is  you  are  to  treat ;  not  with  your  equall,  but  with 
your  King ;  and  therefore  your  negotiation  muft  be  qualified  with  thofe  due 
refpefts  both  in  forms  and  fubftance,  as  is  needfuU  and  ufual  from  fubjeds  to 
their  Princes. 

Secondly,  to  confider,  that  as  you  come  intruded  to  defire  benefits  and  graces 
from  the  King ;  fo  one  part  of  your  bufinefs  there  may  be  to  give  fatisfadion 
as  far  as  may  be  to  the  injuries  fuftained  by  the  King  and  his  Englipo  and  Pro- 
teftant  fubjedls  (as  will  be  alledged)  by  the  caufelefs  and  unneccflary  taking  of 
armes :  And  therefore  you  are  not  to  expeft  fuch  a  reception  as  at  other 
times  Agents  have  had,  which  would  npt  fuic  with  the  King's  honour,  or  with 
his  aflfairs  to  give. 

Laftly,  confider  what  a  good  exchange  peace  will  be  for  war,  the  name  of 
Loyal  Subjeft  for  that  of  a  Rebel,  and  happinefs  for  devaftation  and  mifery. 
And  then,  I  doubt  not,  though  you  make  fuch  demands  as  you  are  appointed, 
you  will  fatisfy  your  felves  with  what  the  King  fhall  think  fit  for  you ;  which 
is  my  advice,  and  (I  proteft  before  God)  fhould  be  my  pradicc,  if  I  were  in 
your  place. 

Having  given  you  this  fhort  view  of  my  fenfc,  I  muft  tell  you  plainly  that 
I  hold  it  no  wayes  fit  for  you  nor  the  reft  of  the  Agents  to  ftir  hence,  till 
you  have  caufed  his  Majefty's  occafions  (which  now  prefs  very  forely  upon  him) 
to  be  complied  with  in  fome  better  mcafure,  by  paying  the  great  arrear  upon 
you :  For  if  you  do  go  before  that  is  done,  your  entertainment  will  be  the 
worfe,  and  wherever  you  promife  ought,  your  publick  faith,  fo  foully  vio- 
lated in  this,  will  be  rcjedcd  as  a  foiled  and  worthlcfs  afluraacc.     I  am,  c^r.

SIR, 

I  Received  your  letters  of  the  4th  and  9th  of  this  month,  together  with  the 
unfigned  large  narration  of  pallagcs  there,  and  all  the  other  papers  menti- 
oned in  it ;  all  which  are  of  fo  high  concernment  to  his  Majeftie's  Icrvice,  aod 
the  matter  of  them  threatning  fo  delkudive  a  divifion  of  his  Proteftant  lUb- 
jefts  here,  that  I  held  it  moft  necdfuU  to  acquaint  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Coun- 
cill  with  that  important  dif'patch;  whereby  not  only  a  timely  remedy  might  be 
prepared  to  prevent  thofe  cvills,  but  your  vigilance  and  faithfulnefs  in  his  Ma- 
jeftie's fervice  made  known  unto  them.  And  though  I  had  before  from  an- 
other hand  fomc  imperfed  knowledge  of  the  fame  things  which  produced  let- 
ters from  the  State  to  Monroe  and  all  the  Colonels  in  the  North,  forbidding 
them  to  take,  or  fuffer  to  be  taken  by  their  Officers  or  Souldiers,  the  new  fedi- 
tious  Covenant;  yet  are  we  fo  far  inlightened  by  you  into  the  depth  of  the  bu- 
fincfs,  that  it  hath  been  held  ncccflary  to  prepare  a  difpatch  of  it  tohisMajeftie; 
wherein  my  part  ihall  be  to  inform  him,  how  induftrious  you  have  been  in  his 
affairs,  and  what  danger  and  damage  you  are  like  to  incur  thereby.  This  I 
owe  to  his  fervice,  but  am  exceeding  glad  to  pay  it  to  your  honour  and  ad- 
vantage;  and  becaufe  it  was  held  needful!  to  tranfmit  a  copy  of  thofe  letters 
fent  from  the  Commanders  and  Country  about  Londonderry,  I  thought  I  could 
not  in  juftice,  either  to  you  or  them,  fuffer  it  to  go  without  that  part  of  the 
harration  which  vindicates  Sir  IVilllam  and  Sir  Robert  Stewart  from  the  pre- 
judice it  might  otherwile  do  them,  by  giveing  the  reafons  of  their  joyning  in 
that  letter.  Wherefore  I  have  extracted  out  of  that  narration  all  I  thought 
neceflary  for  their  vindication,  or  of  advantage  to  you  or  them  to  be  known. 

In  all  this  I  have  gone  wholly  upon  my  own  judgment,  and  may  have  ex- 
ceeded what  you  would  have  done  ;  therefore  hereafter  in  your  difpatches,  I 
defire  you  would  point  to  me,  in  what  you  would  have  your  name  concealed, 
and  you  lliall  be  lure  it  ihall  be  fo. 

There  are  but  few  things  in  your  difpatch  that  require  any  kind  of  inftruc- 
tion,  other  than  to  recommend  to  you  a  continuance  of  your  vigilance,  and 
a  purfuance  of  thofe  ways,  which  you  have  with  fo  much  judgment  and  inte- 
grity begun  to  tread. 

Touching  the  new  Covenant,  I  fhall  need  to  fay  no  more  than  the  Lords  Ju- 
ftices  have  faid ;  to  take  it,  is  to  (wear  by  force  to  alter  ettablifhed  laws ;  and 
it  is  certainly  fo  incompatible  with  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  fupremacy,  that 
whoever  hath  taken  them  is  perjured  the  firft  minute  he  takes  it.  But  were  it 
as  fair  as  it  feems  to  fome,  and  as  lawfull  as  it  is  unlawfull ;  yet  1  conceive 
it  were  very  unfeafonable  and  improper  to  be  tendered  now,  and  in  this 
Kingdom,  confidering  the  divifion  it  would  make  betwixt  the  remnant  of  the 
Britiflj  and  Proteftants  left  in  this  Kingdom,  and  the  difcovery  it  would  make 
to  the  common  enemy  of  that  divifion,  and  confequentiy  of  our  weaknefs : 
Whereas  yet  the  fear  of  our  united  forces  is  like  to  be  a  means  to  perfwade 
them  to  keep  faith  with  us.  But  I  find  you  fo  refolved  in  this,  that  1  fhall  fay 
no  more  of  it. 

But  the  more  materiall  and  difficult  part  to  refolve  feems  to  be,  whether 
you  would  endeavour  the  flaying  of  the  Scots  forces  here  or  no :  And  with- 
out doubt,  if  there  were  no  more  to  be  confidered  than  their  bare  leaving  us, 
it  were  not  worth  much  labour ;  but  the  confcquence  of  it  to,  and  the  influ- 
ence it  may  have  upon,  the  King's  fervice  elfewherc,  renders  it  fo  materiall, 
that  whatever  inconveniences  follow  it  here,  1  muft  recommend  unto  you  the 
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endeavours  of  flaying  them,  by  all  the  means  you  can,  as  a   fcrvice  of  high 
importance  to  the  King,  and  which  he  will  accordingly  ack.nowlcdt'.c  .Tnd  value. 

1  did  long  fuhence  forefcc,  that  want  would  very  much  endanger  the  faith 
of  the  common  Souldicrs  of  the  En^lifh  regiments  in  the  North,  and  perhaps 
neceflitate  the  Officers  to  a  complyance  with  any,  that  could  or  would  rcleive 
them.  And  I  have  been  fo  well  acquainted  with  the  flownefs  of  Irifl?  pay- 
ments in  times  of  greater  plenty,  that  I  reprel'ented  our  dangerous  condition 
to  the  King.  And  1  am  by  a  later  difpatch  very  probably  allured,  that  what 
Wales  and  the  Weft  oi  England  can  afford,  fhall  be  Ihortly  and  frequently  lent 
us.  And  becaufe  letters  arc  but  dead  folicitors,  I  have  lent  an  exprefs  to  ne- 
gotiate and  procure  effeftual  orders  for  our  relief;  whereof,  when  it  arrives, 
thofe  that  remain  firm  to  his  Majeftie  in  the  North,  Ihall  have  a  (hare  equall 
to  any  in  this  province. 

The  Commifllon  and  order  for  clothes  you  defircd,  and  in  the  behalf  of 
Mr.  Savadge,  is  fent  by  this  bearer,  who  hath  given  me  fome  light  of  thole 
that  look  two  ways  at  once  :  I  hope  they  will  now  be  difcovercd.  Sir,  I  Ihali 
be  ready  always,  and  upon  all  occafions,   to  manifeft  my  felf,  &c.

THIS  meffenger  who  haftens  away  with  the  fafe  condud:  for  the  Ir'ijh  Agents 
allows  not  time  to  fay  more  to  your  Excellence,  than  that  I  have  received 
both  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  28th  part,  and  of  the  2d  prefent ;  the  firft  con- 
cerning Monk,  whom  his  Majeftie  thinks  worth  the  tryall  to  gain  ;  but  in  calc 
that  fail,  care  fliall  be  taken  that  he  do  no  hurt,  hi  your  fecond  letter  I  re- 
ceived the  cypher  you  were  pleafed  to  fend  me,  which  hereafter  I  Ihall  make 
ufe  of;  though  formerly  I  have  written  in  the  King's  altogether.  I  am  not 
allowed  time  to  be  more  particular  at  the  prefent,  than  only  to  tell  your  Ex- 
cellence, that  there  is  already  care  taken  for  the  fending  over  good  quantities 
of  flioes  and  ftockings,  to  the  remaining  Soldiers  in  Ireland,  according  to  your 
Excellency's  defires.

My  Lord, 

YOU  will  perceive  by  the  inclofed  how  we  arc  like  to  be  payed  the  mo* 
neys  afllgncd  us  upon  the  Irij\} ;  which  has  brought  us  into  (b  ill  a  con- 
dition, that  I  mull  unavoidably  disband  almoft  all  thefc  forces,  if  fhipping  come 
not  luddenly  to  convey  them  away ;  which  we  fhall  not  be  able  to  cxpcft 
above  eight  dayes,  the  cxcifc  bringing  in  nothing  to  fpeak  of,  and  all  other 
means  failing  us  totally.  Wherefore  I  muft  be  an  earneft  fuiter  to  your  Lord- 
fhip  to  gainc  me  an  order  for  the  receiving  of  a  certain  fum,  though  it  ex- 
ceed not  1500/;  if  it  be  lefs,  I  (hall  make  the  moft  of  it,  and  1  hope  the  cx- 
peftation  from,  will  fuite  with  the  allowance  given  unto,  me. 

I  befccch  your  Lordfhip,  that  this  may  be  fent  with  all  pofiiblc  hafte,  that 
if  it  be  not  fufficient  to  keep  the  men  together,  till  other  means  of  lupply 
may  be  found  (which  is  only  hoped  for,  when  the  King's  letters  (not  yet  ccwne) 
are  delivered  to  the  corporation  of  Limerick^)  yet  it  may  keep  them  till  fhip- 
ping come  to  fetch  them  off,  which  I  daily  exped, 

I  do  not  conceive  what  good  hope  that  Ihould  be,  which  your  Lordfhip  fayes 
fome  there  do  apprehend  upon  view  of  the  papers  fent  from  the  Parliament  to 
the  North  of  Ireland.  For  my  part,  I  do  much  fear  the  old  will  joine  with 
the  new  Scots,  and  that  both  will  put  thofe  parts  into  fome  danger,  which  yet 
perhaps  may  be  good  news  to  fome  there. 

What  I  have  received  forth  of  England,  I  fend  inclofed,  and  the  next  that 
comes,  I  believe,  will  come  by  Sir  Patrick  Wemyfs,  who  is  driven  into  fVales 
by  foul  weather,  as  we  are  informed  by  a  (hip  that  came  out  with  him. 

My  Lord,  before  the  paflagc  was  open  between  Tiublin  and  this  Province, 
I  fent  frequently  to  Court  for  fuch  diredions,  as  I  fhould  have  expefted  only 
from  your  Lordfliip,  if  I  could  have  found  means  to  have  received  your  com- 
mands any  thing  feafonably.  But  now  I  (hall  not  take  the  boldnefs  to  pro- 
pound any  thing  touching  general  affairs,  (more  than  what  may  concern  the 
fupply  of  our  wants)  without  your  Lordfhip's  approbation.  Wherefore  I  hum- 
bly defire  you  will  be  pleafcd  to  intimate  unto  me,  what  you  would  have  me 
fay,  concerning  the  armies  gone  from  this  Kingdom  into  England  at  my  com- 
ing thither,  which  will  be  about  a  month  hence ;  and  yet  1  (hall  not  difobey 
your  Lordfhip's  commands  to  leave  the  garrifons  in  fuch  a  condition,  as  that 
they  may  fufFcr  no  prejudice  by  my  abfence ;  not  that  I  can  leave  any  provi* 
fion  for  their  fubfiltence,  but  becaufe  I  muft  reduce  our  forces  to  what  the 
places  are  able  to  keep,  not  what  I  defire  might  be  left  to  keep  them. 

What  I  moft  defire  to  know  is,  how  far  you  would  have  me  engaged  in 
commands  there ;  whether  you  defire  I  fhould  ufe  means  to  bring  both  armies 
together :  If  fo,  whether  you  would  have  me  interefTed  in  any  command  with 
them.  For  my  refolution  is  to  meddle  no  further  in  this,  than  according  to 
what  I  fhall  find,  or  have  caufe  to  think  beft  pleafing  unto  your  Lordfhip,  be- 
ing only  defirous  to  ferve  in  that  quality  and  place,  that  may  render  my  endea- 
vours beft  acceptable  to  his  Majefty  and  your  Lordfhip  ;  yet  if  the  King  have 
beftowed  the  Prefidency  on  any  other  (though  more  worthy)  perfonage,  I  hope 
your  Lordfhip  will  not  command  my  ftay  longer  here. 

I  fhall  not  prefume  to  incroach  any  further  upon  your  Lordfliip's  pretious 
time,  having  been  neceflferily  tedious,  and  therefore  muft  abruptly  take  leave 
to  remaine,

SIRS, 

I  Received  your  letter  of  the  6th  of  'December  the  28th  of  the  fame,  and 
I  returned  you  a  more  timely  anfwer  according  to  your  defirc,  and  the 
importance  of  the  bufinefs.  But  fince  that  another  difpatch  figncd  by  you 
and  others,  of  like  weighty  confidcration,  and  direftcd  to  the  Lords  Juftices 
and  me  hath  kept  this  to  accompany  our  joint  anfwer  to  that,  as  alfo  that  I 
had  by  another  iiand  received  juft  the  fame  information  of  the  pradices  that 
were  ufed,  and  the  diforders  that  were  hke  to  enfue  in  yours  and  others  regi- 
ments ;  which  we  held  to  be  of  fuch  dangerous  confequence,  as  that  it  was 
thought  fit  to  reprefent  them  to  his  Majcfty,  and  from  him  to  receive  direc- 
tion how  to  govern  our  ielves  and  thofe  under  our  command  in  an  affair,  up- 
on the  good  management  whereof,  t\\z  happinefs  or  mifery  of  this  Kingdom, 
or  at  lead  of  your  part  of  it,  fcems  fo  much  to  depend  :  All  which  hath  been 
fo  written  to  him,  as  may  let  him  fee  your  diligence  and  indudry  in  his  fer- 
vice^  and  the  reafons  of  your  compliance  with  the  people  you  had  to  deal 
with,  in  fuch  a  manner,  and  of  your  application  to  the  Chancellour  of  Scot- 
land in  fuch  a  way  as  at  another  time,  and  for  any  other  reafon,  would  not 
have  become  pcrfons  of  your  places,  and  fo  intrufted  by  his  Majefty  in  this 
Kingdom,  the  fubjeds  whereof  have  only  dependance  upon,  and  confcquently 
ought  only  (in  fuch  cafes)  to  make  application  unto,  the  King  and  Crown  of 
England.  And  I  am  confident  his  Majcfty  will  make  a  gracious  interpretation 
of  your  proceedings  herein,  when  by  the  courfc  of  duty  and  loyalty,  you  have 
propofed  to  your  Ielves,  he  fhall  evidently  fee  the  clearnefs  and  integrity  of  your 
intentions. 

Touching  the  Covenant,  I  fhall  add  nothing  to  what  is  long  fince  (I  prefumc) 
come  to  your  hands  by  publick  authority,  (hewing  the  unlawfulnefs  and  dan- 
ger, and  forbidding  the  tsking  of  it.  Nor  do  1  find  by  your  letter,  that  you 
either  expeft  or  ncede  dircdion  in  that  particular,  wherein  you  appear  fo  well 
refolved. 

The  courfe  you  have  taken  in  removing  by  degrees  the  worft  aflfeded  of  your 
Officers,  and  placing  others  in  their  roonie,  is  certainly  one  of  the  bcft  means 
to  keep  your  regiments  in  order  and  obedience.  And  that  you  may  doe  this 
with  unqueftionable  authority,  1  have  fent  power  unto  each  of  you,  as  often 
as  there  i"hall  be  places  vacant  in  your  regiments,  to  fill  them  up  with  fuch  as 
you  fhall  find  fit  for  them.  And  what  further  authority  you  fhall  judge  need- 
full  to  this  end,  fhall,  upon  notice  of  your  defire  therein,  be  fent  you. 

And  whereas  you  defire  fupplics  may  be  fent  you,  which  indeed  is  another 
very  powerful  I  means  to  keep  your  troopes  in  order  and  obedience;  if  I  could 
as  readily  have  procured  them,  as  I  am  willing  to  contribute  all  my  endeavours 
to  your  content  and  fatisfadion,  1  fhould  foon  have  fent  them.  But  our  own 
wants  (which  only  in  point  of  place  can  be  faid  to  be  nearer  to  us)  is  the  folc 
obftacle,  which  by  his  Majeftie's  gracious  promife,  and  my  earneft  follicitation, 
I  hope,  will  fhortly  in  fome  meafurc  be  removed ;  and  then  you  may  reft  af- 
fured,  that  you  Ihall  partake  of  what  comes,  in  proportion  equall  to  any  other 
of  his  Majeftie's  armies,  as  you  fhall  always  of  the  care  and  affcdions  of

N°.  CCXIV.     TJje  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Lord  Digby. 

My  Lord, 

YOUR  letter  of  the  29th,  and  a  copy  of  your  other  of  the  i7th  of  No- 
'vember,  came  to  my  hands  the  17th  of  T>ecember,  but  the  ori,;inal  of 
the  letter  is  not  yet  come,  nor  the  Conimiffion*  mentioned  in  it,  though  the 
winds  have  leemed  to  us  fair  from  Briftol.  When  it  comes,  1  fhail  receive  that 
high  mark  of  his  Majcfty's  favour  and  truft,  with  all  thankfnlnels  and  humble 
lubmilhon  to  his  plcafure,  not  troubling  him  with  a  dilcouifc  of  my  unhtnefs 
for  it,  and  the  untitnefs  of  it  for  me.  Nor  will  I  endeavour  (by  fhcvving  the 
confluence  of  difficulties  that  apparently  I  mufl:  ftrivc  with  in  his  fervice)  to 
forellal  his  ever  gracious  acceptance  of  what  I  fhall  be  able  to  do,  or  anticipate 
a  favourable  conftrudion,  if  1  tall  Ihort  of  his  expectation.  But  in  confidence 
of  his  jullice,  (fincc  no  ambition  other  than  that  of  fcrving  him,  could  draw 
my  confent  to  be  railed  to  a  place  from  whence  my  weaknefs  muft  be  more 
perfpicuous,  my  errors  multiplied,  and  perhaps  laid  up  for  me,)  1  Ihall,  with- 
out more  to  do,  apply  myfelf  entirely  and  faithfully  to  his  fervice  in  all  pla- 
ces and  conditions,  wherein  his  bounty  fhall  fet,  or  his  plcafure  remove  mc. 
And  my  hopes  to  effed  fomething  worthy  fo  great  and  gracious  a  Mafl:cr,  even 
in  this  diftrefled  ftation,  is  much  the  ftrongcr,  in  that  1  am  to  receive  his  com- 
mands by  your  Lordlhip,  whofe  judgment  renders  them  fo  plain  and  direc- 
tory, and  unto  whofe  honour  and  noblenefs  1  dare  commit  my  apprchenlions 
with  a  fecurc  freedom. 

My  Lord,  before  I  received  your  difpatch  of  the  29th,  and  copy  of  that  of 
the  17th,  the  forces  I  had  means  to  tranfport  were  embarked,  and  I  hope  fafely 
landed  on  that  fide  ;  and  truft  their  conftancy  to  the  oath  they  took.  The  too 
late  coming  of  thofe  letters  hath  decided  the  queftion  touching  my  going  with 
thcm^  or  ftay  here.  But  1  muft  confefs  to  your  Lordfhip,  had  thofe  letters 
come  to  me  before  their  departure,  1  ftiould  have  been  much  confounded  in 
my  refolutions  which  courfe  to  have  taken ;  the  necellity  of  a  fpeedy  one  in 
a  matter  of  fo  high  importance,  denying  me  time  to  bcfeech  his  Majefty  to 
command  my  perfon  to  whatfoever  adion  or  place  he  fhould  judge  it  to  be 
ufeful,  but  not  to  fubjed  my  faithfulnefs  to  the  mifconftruftion  that  might  be 
made  of  any  want  of  .skill  and  ill  fuccefs  in  the  choice  I  fhould  make  where 
to  ferve  him.  And  what  had  then  been  my  anfwer,  is  now  my  humble  fuit 
for  the  future. 

To  the  firft  point  of  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  29th  o^  November,  I  fhall  ufe 
my  induftry  to  prevent  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  during  the  Ceflation, 
and  will  particularly  endeavour  to  contain  the  Irijh,  by  thofe  means  pielcribed 
by  your  Lordfhip.  But  there  are  fome  things  to  be  done  on  that  fide,  which 
may  very  much  conduce  to  the  fame  end,  and  other  things  to  be  forborne,  which 
may  be  deftructive  to  what  I  labour  here. 

Firft:,  I  conceive  it  very  needful  that  power  be  fent  to  receive  to  mercy,  and 
"  grant  his  Majefty  s  free  pardon  for  life  and  lands,  to  fuch  of  the  /r//fe  as  fhall 
return  to  his  Majefty 's  obedience.  By  this -means,  I  am  perfuadcd  if  there 
fliould  be  any  difturbance  endeavoured  by  the  worft  aff^eded,  it  may  be  poffi- 
ble  fo  to  divide  them,  and  engage  fome  of  them  againft  others,  that  much 
lafety  will  be  thereby  derived  to  his  Majefty's  interefts,  and  to  his  Proteftant 
fubjeds  here  ;  and  at  the  worft,  footing  may  be  kept  in  the  principal  places  of 
this  Kingdom,  till  the  diftradions  of  that  fhall  end,  and  his  Majefty  be  in  cafe 
to  proiecute  fuch  as  ftiall  interrupt  the  affiftance  he  may  have  by  the  quiet  and 
uninterrupted  management  of  his  affairs  here.     I  know  not  how  congruous 

*  Of  Lord  Lieutenant. 
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the  granting  of  fuch  power  may  be  to  the  aft  aflentcd  to  by  his  MajcOy  in  Eti^- 
land,  or  what  may  be  inferred  out  of  his  dilpenfing  with  it  to  his  prejudice 
there :  But  1  am  confident,  if  the  war  break  out  here  again,  it  can  never  end 
profperoufly  or  feafonably  without  that  courie  be  held,  hi  the  mean  time,  it 
may  be  kept  as  a  private  relerve ,  to  be  made  ufc  of  only  when  the  evident 
danger  of  the  lofs  of  the  Kingdom  calls  for  it.  This  was  it  I  intended  in  my 
letter  of  the  i6th  of  November  to  your  Lordfhip,  which  I  offered  to  hisMa- 
jefty's  confideration  in  my  letter  of  the  Sth  of  November,  direftcd  to  Mr.  Se- 
cretary Nicholas. 

A  fecond  means  is,  that  of  fending  hither  fupply  of  victuals  and  other  pro- 
vifions  which  may  with  more  eafe  and  Ipeed  be  got  at  Briftol,  and  elfewhere, 
whereunto  I  find  by  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  29th  oi  November,  there  arc  al- 
ready fo  forward  inclinations  on  that  lide,  that  I  fhall  add  nothing  in  this  point 
to  what  I  wrote  in  my  letter  of  the  2d  0*1  "December,  fent  by  Colonel //^<2rrwj 
but  our  wants  increaftng  to  a  defperate  height,  and  with  them  my  doubts,  that 
the  Iriflj  will  be  flow  in  the  payments  they  are  to  make  to  us ;  and  this  being 
fo  effential  towards  the  performance  of  what  his  Majcfty  may  expeifl  from  hence, 
I  have,  in  confidence  of  your  Lordlhip's  recommendation,  fent  the  bearer  Mr. 
Sommers  with  this  difpatch,  and  principally  to  follicit  this  part  of  it. 

A  third  way  is  that  propofed  by  your  Lordfhip  of  entertaining  the  IriJJj  with 
hopes  of  good  conditions  in  thofe  things,  whereon  their  hearts  are  moft  fet, 
and  by  gaining  upon  the  ambition  of  leading  men.  To  do  this  latter  effec- 
tually, it  will  help  much  that  there  be  no  hafty  difpofing  of  places  that  are  or 
fhall  be  void ;  which,  if  it  fhould  be,  and  to  pertbns  hateful,  or  flrangers  to 
Ireland,  would  take  from  them  all  hope  to  be  made  capable  of  places  of  ho- 
nour and  advantage,  or  at  leaft  pertuade  them,  that  fuch  a  capacity  would  be  as 
meffedual  to  them  as  an  incapacity,  in  permitting  of  their  perfons  nearer  the 
Court.  And  certainly,  they  cannot  be  entertained  with  any  hope  more  plea- 
ling  to  them  than  that,  which  I  find  ftrons:  in  the  mofl  moderate  of  them,  and 
the  want  of  it  afngned  as  the  moft  forcible  caufe  of  their  firft  taking  arms, 
though  they  held  that  of  religion  fitteft  to  engage  the  people ;  which  will  be 
the  thing  they  will  break  upon,  if  they  fail  in  their  expeftations  in  this  and  o- 
ther  things  conducing  unto  it.  I  tell  your  Lordfhip  their  aims,  but  am  as  far 
from  advifing,  as  I  would  be  careful  to  avoid  any  engagement  that  may  be  dif- 
honourable  to  the  King,  or  hurtful  to  his  affairs  elfewhere. 

But  if  it  be  more  needful  to  difpofe  of  places  out  of  hand,  and  that  it  may 
ftand  with  his  Majefty's  pleafure,  to  fill  Ibme  of  them  with  Irijh  that  are  Pro- 
teftants,  and  that  have  not  been  for  the  extirpation  of  the  Papift  natives,  it 
will  much  fatisfy  both,  and  cannot  be  juftly  excepted  againft.  This  1  write 
now,  becaufe  I  have  heard  his  Majefty  is  much  prefled  for  places,  bur  intend 
no  flop  to  what  your  Lordfhip  may  defire  for  your  friend,  who  in  that,  and  in 
your  defcription  of  him,  is  without  my  exception. 

To  this  may  be  added,  that  there  be  no  countenance  given  on  that  fide 
to  fome  that  may  pretend  to  be  powerful  with  the  Irifl),  and  may  promifc  to 
work  them  to  great  matters  for  the  King,  whereby  it  may  fall  out  that,  to  com- 
pafs  particular  defigns,  which  perhaps  their  ambition  perfuades  them  to  attempt, 
he  may  promife  the  Irijh  fuch  high  conditions,  as  will  lefl'cn  the  juft  efteeni 
they  ought  to  have  of  what  his  Majefty  may  gracioufly  and  really  incline  to 
afford  them.  It  will  make  them  think  they  have  a  nearer  and  more  eafy  way 
to  their  ends,  than  by  thofe  in  whom  his  Majefty  hath  placed  his  authority, 
and  by  whom  he  expeds  they  fhould  be  contained  in  obedience,  and  made  ufe- 
ful  to  him.  And  if  there  be  difficulty  made  to  grant  thofe  things  which  fuch 
an  undertaker  may  make  them  believe  his  Majefty  is  inclinable  unto,  (tho'  their 
unreafonablenefs  in  themfclvcs,  or  the  danger  that  yielding  to  them  would 
bring  on  the  King,  necefTitates  a  denial  or  fufpenfion)  that  interruption  will  be 
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held  by  them  to  be  the  work,  of  the  Governor,  againft  whom  they  will  then 
have  fuch  prejudice,  that  whatever  he  propounds,  will  be  rulpedcd  and  fruitlelii. 
To  this  fulpicion,  and  to  a  credulity  in  any  man  that  comes  never  fo  little 
countenanced  and  plcafing  to  their  hopes,  there  are  no  people  more  prone.  I 
infill  the  more  upon  this  point,  for  that  there  hath  already  been  Ibmcthing 
done  in  this  kind:  Particularly  they  have  been  told  by  fome  they  believe  iii, 
from  that  fide  or  here,  that  money  given  at  Court  would  more  advantage  them, 
than  any  they  could  give  here.  This  wrought  lb  in  the  retarding  of  the  pay- 
ment here,  that,  had  not  my  private  credit  gotten  a  thouland  pounds  from  di- 
vers places,  the  men  that  came  To  opportunely  into  North  IVales,  had  not  gone 
To  foon,  if  at  all. 

To  the  fecond,  I  have,  fince  I  received  your  Lordfhip's,  employed  all  my 
skill  to  flop  the  going  over  of  the  Scots  Army,  which  1  hope  will  prevail, 
itnce  it  is  advantaged  by  the  intereft  and  importunity  of  the  Scots^  formerly 
poflcflcd  of  a  great  part  of  the  North,  and  now  defiring  to  drive  out,  and  fear- 
ing to  be  driven  out  by  xhzlrip.  And  perhaps  Monroe  will  be  inclinable,  hav- 
ing married  the  late  Lord  oi  Ardes  his  widow.  If  thcfe  confiderations  fail,  I 
fhall  look  out  the  fitteft  temptations  I  can  think  of;  but  our  condition  is  fo 
miferably  poor,  that  I  can  make  no  probable  offers ;  therefore  I  defire  to  be 
put  into  a  way  from  that  fide.  In  this  bufinefs  I  Ihall  make  ufe  of  Sir  James 
Montgomery-,  who  profcffeth  very  good  afFeftions  to  the  King's  fervicc,  and 
hath  given  fome  proofs  of  it,  by  fending  frequent  intelligence.  From  him  I 
had  the  papers  fent  by  the  Lords  Juftices  to  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas.  I  chofe 
that  publick  way  of  difpatch,  to  engage  the  whole  Board  againft  that  party ; 
and  1  mention  this  to  do  the  Gentleman  right,  and  that  his  Majcfty  may  be 
pleafed  to  fignify  his  gracious  acceptance  of  his  fervice  for  his  encouragement. 

My  Lord,  the  keeping  the  Scots  here  hath  an  appearance  of  prefent  danger 
to  Ireland,  and  an  annoyance  to  England  in  time.  And  though  perhaps  their 
ftay  may  at  once  weaken  the  intended  invafion  of  England  by  that  nation,  and 
moderate  the  aims  of  this ;  yet  if  they  be  largely  fupplied,  and  we  not  at  all, 
it  may  prove  very  dangerous  to  his  Majefty's  intereft  here,  and  immediately  de- 
ftruftive  to  his  beft  fubjeds.  This  is  a  prcffing  motive  to  haften  to  us  fupplies, 
elfe  they  will  feduce  our  men,  as  they  have  done  fome. 

I  cannot  find  that  Argyle  or  General  Lejley  are  come  or  looked  for,  nor  can 
I  promifc  any  more  than  the  attempt  of  what  is  propofed,  I  mean  in  one  part 
of  it ;  for  the  other,  I  am  in  good  hope  to  effed  it. 

As  to  the  difpofing  of  the  principal  Iri^  to  come  with  Forces  into  England 
or  Scotland,  as  his  Majefty  fhall  appoint;  this  feems  to  be  inconfiftent  with  the 
ftay  of  the  Scots  here,  and  cannot  in  any  confiderable  proportion  be  expefted, 
in  cafe  the  Scots  withdraw  their  forces.  However,  all  poffible  means  fhall  be 
ufed  to  prepare  them  for  it  on  this  fide,  which  may  be  furthered  there,  when 
their  Agents  come.  I  hold  it  my  duty  to  advife,  that  nothing  confiderably  pre- 
judicial to  his  Majefty  here  or  there,  be  haftily  granted  to  them,  upon  the  hope 
or  promife  of  this  laft  condition;  for,  if  peace  be  made,  I  hope  to  do  that  in- 
to the  bargain. 

The  Earl  of  Antrim  is  now  at  Court,  where  he  will  give  an  account  of  his 
fuccefs  and  intentions. 

I  am  in  hope,  one  way  or  other,  to  get  arms  and  ammunition  of  the  /r//Z>, 
which  fhall  be  beftowed  as  your  Lordftiip  direfts.  If  I  could  aflure  payment, 
I  could  not  want  that  commodity  in  any  proportion  I  would  defire.  I  have 
yet  in  this  Province  many  more  men  than  I  can  poffibly  maintain,  and  there- 
fore I  am  fending  two  regiments  more  to  the  King's  fervice  in  England,  and 
foui  troops  of  horfe.  I  take  this  time,  his  Majefty's  fleet  being  on  the  coaft 
of  Wales,  to  fecure  the  fhips  of  Liverpool^  and  before  the  Parliament  ftiips 
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come  upon  thisj  elle  their  fervice  may  be  loft  there,    and  their  burden  may 
unavoidably  haften  and  increafc  the  wants  that  already  terribly  threaten  us. 

I  have  luch  obligations  to  my  Lady  Dutchefs  of  Buckingham,  that  ilie  can 
command  me  in  nothing,  wherein  I  fhall  not  with  any  hazard  to  my  felf  ferve 
her ;  yet  I  know  not  how  to  advife  the  granting  of  the  Lord  of  Slane's  ward- 
fhip  to  her  Lord,  or  his  Sifter,  the  young  Lord's  mother,  (for  either  of  thofc 
muft,  I  fuppofe,  be  the  end  of  her  defiring  it)  the  fcandal  would  be  fo  great 
and  generally  taken  here.  Your  Lordfhip  may  do  me  a  very  noble  favour,  to 
let  me  be  rightly  underftood  in  this  particular. 

I  fhall  defire  the  King  would  do  his  fervice  cntrufted  with  me  the  right, 
and  me  the  honour  to  hear  me,  before  he  difpofes  of  fuch  places  here  as  are 
or  fiiall  be  void.  In  this  I  fear  no  mifconftruftion,  the  rcatbn  of  my  humble 
defire  being  as  plain,  as  my  intentions  are  free  from  any  particular  end  of  ad- 
vantage to  my  felf,  more  than  what  I  hope  to  derive  from  a  faithful  and  luc- 
cefsful  performance  of  my  duty  in  the  place  I  am  to  do  ir. 

My  advice  for  the  continuance  of  the  Parliament  came  to  be  known  to  fome 
about  the  Court,  that  gave  intimation  of  it  to  the  Irifi :  lihall  notwithftand- 
ing  continue  to  deliver  my  opinion  freely  and  faithfully.  But  if  I  be  not  un- 
neceflarily  rcprefented  to  them,  as  an  hmdcrcr  of  their  defires,  I  fhall  the  bet- 
ter be  able  to  ferve  the  King  in  what  he  cxpedls.  1  fufped  Sir  Brian  O  Neile, 
but  Willi  that  none  of  the  Irifh  be  made  acquainted  with  my  difpatches. 

My  Lord,  if  this  letter  contained  only  my  own  bufinefs,  I  had  to  anfwer 
for  the  unmannerly  length  of  it :  it  hath  been  long  a  writing,  and  been  ftayed 
fome  time  for  a  wind.     I  am,  c^r.

N°.  CCXV.     TJje  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Lord  Byron. 

My  Lord, 

HIS  Majefty's  choice  of  your  Lordfhip  to  command  in  thofe  parts,  and  over 
thofe  men  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  fend  fo  feafonably  to  his  fervice,  I 
find  generally  approved,  and  that  approbation  confirmed  by  the  happy  luccefs 
of  your  condud  in  the  defeat  of  thole  rebellious  forces,  that,  before  your 
coming,  and  the  arrival  of  thofe  men,  had  upon  the  matter  pofleflcd  thofe 
Counties,  and  ftrucken  fear  into  others.  In  all  this  I  receive  infinite  fatisfac- 
tion,  and,  next  to  the  profperity  of  his  Majefty's  juft  amies,  in  nothing  more 
than  in  that  it  hath  plealed  him  to  dired  my  endeavours  into  an  hand  that  is 
fo  like  to  improve  them  in  his  fervice,  and  to  whom  I  defire  fo  much  to  be 
known  by  all  the  particular  lervices  and  offices  of  friendftiip  I  fhall  be  able 
to  do. 

There  are  fome  reafons  that,  notwithftanding  the  difficulty  of  providing  for 
more  men  in  thofe  parts,  induce  me  to  fend  you  two  regiments  more  of  foot 
and  four  troops  of  liorfe.  The  foot  will  not  be  much  above  1000,  and  the 
horfe  not  many  more  than  1 60. 

Firft,  I  hope  that  by  the  happy  overthrow  you  gave  the  Rebels  fince  the  date 
of  your  letter,  you  have  extended  your  quarters  and  confequently  your  abi- 
lity to  give  fubfiftcnce  to  thcfe  men  now  to  be  fcnt :  and  if  you  had  not,  yet 
I  fuppofe  this  addition  of  ftrcngth  will  enable  you  to  advance  with  more  fc- 
curity  into,  and  live  upon  the  charge  of,  the  enemy's  country. 

a  Secondly, 
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Secondly,  I  much  fear,  if  the  fending  of  thefc  men  (foi*  whom  I  cannot 
pofllbly  gain  a  fuppoit  in  this  Kingdom)  fhould  be  delayed,  there  might  arrive 
here  (bme  of  the  Rebels  fliips,  whereby  his  Majefty  would  not  only  lofc  the 
fervice  they  will  do  him  there ;  but  they  will  be  Ilich  an  overcharge  to  our 
little  means,  that  they  will  endanger  the  ftarving  of  themfclves  and  the  reft 
of  the  Army  j  or  (which  is  as  bad)  be  feduced  to  join  with  a  party  here  as  ill 
affeifted  as  the  worft  there.  The  fame  inconveniences  will  follow,  if  I  (end 
them  not  whilft  his  Majefty's  Fleet  is  upon  that  coalt  to  countenance  their  land- 
ing 5  for  when  they  are  gone,  it  is  too  probable  the  Leverpoole  Ihips  will  look 
out  again,  if  that  town  be  not  in  the  mean  time  reduced  ;  which  1  moft  ear- 
neftly  recommend  to  your  Lordlliip  to  think  of,  and  attempt  as  foon  as  pof- 
fibly  you  can,  there  being  no  fervice  that  to  my  apprehenfion  can  at  once  fo 
much  advantage  this  place  and  ChefteTi  and  make  them  fo  ufefull  to  each 
other. 

A  third  reafon  is  a  frefh  report  of  the  Scots  advanceing  to  the  ayd  of  the 
Rebels,  in  which  cafe  I  was  certified  there  was  an  intention  to  draw  thofc  for- 
ces to  encounter  them.  If  this  fliould  fall  out  to  be  fo,  I  fuppofe  it  may  be 
done  with  better  efFed  to  their  interruption,  and  with  more  fccurity  to  what 
you  have  fo  lately  reduced,  by  this  acccls  of  ftrength. 

Upon  thefe  grounds,  I  Ihall  with  all  the  fpeed  I  can  embark  the  aforefaid 
two  regiments  of  foot,  and  four  troops  of  horfe  -,  the  foot  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Broughton  and  Colonel  Tylyer,  the  horfe  under  the  charge  of  Sir 
William  Vnughan  5  for  all  which  your  Lordlhip  will  be  pleafed  to  provide,  as 
for  men  in  want  of  all  things,  and  fo  ufed  to  that  want,  that  I  doubt  not  any 
reafonable  provifion  will  fatisfy  them. 

In  this  laft  place,  be  pleafed  to  excufe  the  length  of  this  firft  letter,  the 
neceflitated  difagreement  of  it  with  your  Lordfhip's  fenfe,  and  favour  me  with 
a  firm  belief,  that  I  defire  nothing  more  than  to  be  known  and  efteemed

y.  S.  My  Lord,  I  underftand  by  Captain  Bartlett,  that  he  is  employed  by 
your  Lordfhip  to  buy  powder  in  this  Kingdom  ;  I  fhall  give  him  my  bcft  help. 
In  the  mean  time,  1  will  fend  you  by  Captain  Bartlett  a  fmall  proportion 
bought  by  my  felf ;  for  which  1  defire  money  may  be  returned  me,  at  the 
rates  exprefled  in  the  inclofed  note.  If  you  defire  more,  and  give  me  hopes 
to  pay  for  it,  I  will  fend  more  by  the  next. 

N^  CCXVI.     Tie  Marqiiefs  <?/"  Ormonde  to  Lord  Inchiquine. 

My  Lord-, 

THIS  bearer  will  bring  you  authority  to  receive  fuch  a  proportion  of  mo- 
ney, as  is  adjudged  more  than  anfwerable  to  what  hath  been  received  for 
the  ufe  of  this  Province,  which  is  much  more  burdened  and  threatened  than 
that  can  be.  With  this,  and  the  fupply  (I  am  credibly  informed)  his  Majefty 
hath  fent  you,  it  is  not  doubted  but  your  Lordfhip  will  be  in  a  much  better 
condition  than  we  are  here.  If  thefe  fupplies  be  not  come,  I  defire  to  be 
fpcedily  informed ;  if  they  be,  I  defire  to  know,  in  what  proportion.  My 
author  is  one  Btmbiiry  that  was  Agent  for  my  Lord  Efmond  in  England. 

My  Lord,  I  am  fo  little  able  to  dired  you  what  to  propound,  when  you 
come  to  Court,  that  I  am  not  yet  fatisfied  why  you  fhould  goe ;  efpecially  if 
you  be  fo  furniihed  for  the  maintenance  of  that  place,  as  I  hear.     But  if  you 
continue  ftill  in  that  fcarcity  you  mention,  and  that  you  hold  it  fit  to  make ' 
a  journey  thither  to  procure  fupport  for  the  Army,  leaving  it  in  a  way  of  fecu- 
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rity  for  the  time  you  propofe  to  be  abfent ;  in  that  cafe  you  will  foon  difcover 
upon  the  place  how  to  make  propofitions  fuitable  to  the  King's  fervice,  the 
crood  of  this  Kingdom,  and  your  own  honour.  And  if  the  King  fhould  have 
difpofed  of  the  government  of  that  Province,  (which  1  cannot  believe  he  hath)

fhip.  And  if  it  be  meant  1  fhall  continue  here,  1  fhall  dcfire  your  Lordfliip 
may  continue  in  the  command  you  have.  This  1  fhall  certainly  make  known 
to  the  King,  as  I  fhall  upon  all  occafions  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  I  am

My  mofi  honoured  Lord, 

AFTER  long  attendance,  and  fundry  ftops  removed,  about  your  Commif- 
fion  for  North  Wales,  and  three  adjacent  Counties,  when  I  had  it  ready 
to  be  fealed,  1  was  juft  then  countermanded  and  forbidden  to  proceed  ;  for 
Prince  Rupert  muft  have  it,  in  all  points,  (lo  far  as  I  underftand)  as  your  Lord- 
fhip fhould  have  had  it.  It  is  an  accommodation  for  his  Highnefs,  and  no  dif- 
refpeft  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  caufed  this  change,  as  I  hope  my  Lord  T)igby 
will  better  exprefs  to  your  Lordfhip;  for  fo  my  Lord  T)igby  promifed  me  that 
he  would  write  to  give  you  fatisfaftion. 

After  I  had  a  little  enquired  into  it,  and  found  fo  much,  as  perfwaded  me 
that  it  was  necefTary  that  Prince  Rupert  fhould  have  this  command,  and  that 
it  conduced  much  to  his  Majeflie's  fervice:  I  thought  not  fit  to  ftruggle,  both 
in  regard  of  the  thing  itfelf,  and  much  more  in  refpeft  of  the  perfon  for  whom 
it  is  defigned. 

The  Irijlo  Souldiers  in  Chejhrre,  who  fcrved  fo  cheerfully  under  your  Lord- 
fhip's  name  and  authority,  will  ftill,  I  hope,  quit  themfclves  like  men  under 
the  command  of  fo  eminent  a  pcrfon  as  this  Prince ;  and  then,  if  the  fervice 
of  the  King  and  publick  be  done,  all  partyes  will  be  well  pleafed. 

My  Lord  of  Antrim  is  coming  now  for  Ireland-,  the  particulars  of  his  de- 
fign,  I  am  not  acquainted  with :  I  widi  his  fuccefs  may  be  as  good  as  his  af- 
fedions  fcem  to  be.  I  thought  it  ufcfull,  that  your  Lordfhip  iTiould  have  been 
confulted  with,  which,  how  far  it  was  thought  fit  of  by  others,  I  well  know 
not.  But  it  feems  there  was  more  hafte  required,  than  was  compatible  with 
fo  much  delay,  as  the  expeftation  of  an  anfwer  from  your  Lordfhip  would  have 
implyed. 

Sir  Henry  Skipwith,  one  of  the  King's  fervants,  tells  me,  that  he  has  a  ije- 
phew  of  his  own  name,  who  is  now  in  Dublin  j  and  that  he  has  carried  him- 
felf  very  well  in  fome  fervice  in  that  Kingdom  ;  and  that  the  King  has  written 
in  his  behalf  to  your  Lordfhip  for  a  foot  company.  Sir  Henry  thinks  that  my 
fuit  to  your  Lordfhip  for  his  nephew  may  facilitate  the  obtaining  of  his  dc- 
fires ;  wherein,  if  your  Lordlhip's  favour  have  occcafioned  you  more  trouble 
from  me,  I  know  not  whom  to  blame  j  but  I  befeech  your  Lordfhip's  patience 
to  endure  the  effeft  (that  trouble,)  rather  than  to  take  away  the  caufe  (your 
favour.) 

I  am  exceeding  loth  to  be  importunate  with  your  Lordfliip  for  fucii  as  con- 
cern me  much  nearer.  1  begin  to  blulh  to  think  how  many  I  have  recommended 

already  J 
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already  ;  yet  this  Gentleman,  though  almoH:  a  ftninger  to  me,  yet  being  of  a 
very  civil  carriage,  and  a  Icrvant  ot"  the  lame  malk-r  with  me,  1  cou!d  not  de- 
ny his  defire,  but  rather  put  my  Iclf  upon  your  Lorddiip's  pardon,  and  mtreat 
your  Lordlhip  to  take  notice  to  Mr.  Skipwith,  that  he  was  rccommeadtd  by 
me  to  your  Lorddiip's  good  opinion. 

We  have  not  much  news  of  confcquencc  that  I  could  now  write  to  your 
Lordlhip.  What  we  have.  Sir  Edm.  Butler  can  fo  fully  tell,  as  will  cafe  your 
Lordfhip  of  reading  it  fcriblcd  by  me,  who  can  fcarcc  hold  my  pen  this  ex- 
treme cold  weather.  What  cffeft  the  meeting  of  the  Parliament-men  the  next 
week  will  pioducc,  I  fhall  take  the  boldncfs  to  advertife  your  Lordfhip  by  the 
next.     In  the  mean  time,  I  kifs  your  hands.

N°  CCXVIII.     Prince  Rupert  to  the  Lords  and  Gentlemen  ajfenh- 

bled  at  Kilkenny. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

THE  King  is  pleafed  to  command  me  to  take  the  care  and  conduft  of  the 
Army  in  Chejhire  and  the  parts  thereabouts,  with  power  to  recruitc  and 
raife  all  poflible  forces  for  the  rcpulfing  of  the  Scots,  who  are  now  marching, 
and  ready  to  invade  this  Kingdom.  In  which  undertaking,  I  am  very  much 
encouraged  by  the  hope  of  your  good  kindncfs  to  the  King's  affairs  in  furnifti- 
ing  me  with  5000  muskets,  and  300  barrels  of  powder,  andniatch  proportion- 
able, to  Chejier,  Water,  or  any  other  port  in  North  Wales  j  for  which  I  de- 
fire  only  credit  with  your  Lordfhips,  and  a  day  of  payment  and  return  of  the 
commodity  in  kind,  or  the  value,  as  the  armes  and  ammunition  fhall  be  valued 
by  your  bills  of  (tore. 

This  I  rather  prefs  to  you,  and  am  the  more  inftant  with  your  Aflemblyand 
Councill  therein,  as  in  that,  from  whence  this  prefent  Rebellion  took  footing 
in  this  Kingdom,  and  wherein  I  am  hopefull,  by  God's  blefling,  and  your  good 
alTiftance  to  me  in  this  favour,  to  fee  it  fall  and  dye. 

This  Knight,  Sir  Edmund  Butler,  who  hath  born  himfelf  very  eminently  in 
his  Majeftie's  affairs  here,  is  particularly  addreffed  to  you  for  this  fervice.  I  pray 
you  look  upon  him  as  a  perfon  that  your  Lordfhips,  and  the  Knights  and  Gen- 
tlemen of  your  Convocation  and  Councell  will  find  induftrious  in  his  Maje- 
ftie's fervice,  and  for  whom  I  have  this  further  fuite  to  you,  that  you  will 
pleafe  to  difpatch  him  away  to  me  again  with  all  convenient  fpeed,  the  pre- 
fent condition  of  his  Majeftie's  affairs  engaging  him  to  make  provifions  by  fea 
in  winter,  when  the  weather  fights  for  him. 

My  Lords,  I  expeft  very  greedily  a  good  fuccefs  of  this  my  firft  fuite  unto 
your  Lordftiips,  and  fliall  for  ever  reft

N°.  CCXIX.     Arthur  Trevor  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

SI R  Edmond  Butler  will  lay  the  law  of  this  place  to  your  Lordfhip  better 
than  I  can ;  for  he  is  by  much  the  better  proficient,  and  his  opinion  will 
yield  more.     My  Lord  of  Antrim^  intereft,  and  how  it  moves,  and  in  what 
it  points  at  your  Lordfhip,  and  how,  this  Knight  will  acquaint  your  Excellence ; 
2  for 
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for  I  dare  not  venture  the  ftatc  of  fuch  a  queftion  in  a  paper-boate.  And  in- 
deed there  was  nothing  that  hath  been  a>^ed  here,  but  lie  is  an  index  to  tiie 
hiftory  of  Ireland,  (that  is)  fo  much  of  it  as  hath  been  tranfafted  fmce  his 
taking  on  in  the  King's  bufinefs  on  this  fide  the  water.  So  I  leave  him  and  his 
relation  to  your  Excellence's  examination,  untouched,  and  without  a  foyle. 

Our  great  Aflembly  is  looked  upon  here  with  divers  countenances.  Some 
think  it  will  prove  an  inquifition  to  the  Courtiers,  who,  the  Soldiers  lay,  have 
pocketed  up  moft  of  the  King's  money.  Others  think  they  will  declare  thcm- 
felves  a  Parliament,  and  take  the  care  of  the  Army  upon  them.  Others  (and 
there  I  am)  that  this  meeting  will  beget  a  conference  between  the  Members. 
And  if  they  meet,  and  the  gamefters  at  JVeftminfter  and  the  gamcfters  of  O.v- 
ford  part  without  making  fure  of  peace,  I  am  foully  cozened ;  for  I  find  both 
fides  very  weary  and  willing  to  go  to  bed  and  be  out  of  harmcs  way,  and  es- 
pecially they  that  are  in  authority  over  us. 

If  the  Excife  be  made  general  for  fome  feven  years  or  more  towards  the 
payment  of  the  debts  of  the  war,  it  may  do  well ;  and  the  lands  and  revenues 
of  Deans  and  Chapters  be  given  in  rewards ;  the  caftles,  (^c.  put  into  hands 
that  fliall  not  diflike,  and  all  Religions,  befides  Popery,  uled  without  enter- 
fering  of  confciences.  I  do  not  think  but  you  will  find  much  of  this  fuc- 
ceed. 

My  cypher  is  almoft  finifhed,  and  then  your  Excellence  fhall  have  the  ftate  of

SIR, 

YOUR  letters  of  Nov.  29.  and  ^ec.  10,  came  to  my  hands  the  nth  of 
this  month,  and  though  they  contained  very  neceflary  advertifements ;  yet 
cur  men  having  got  lb  prolperous  a  paffage,  and  fo  good  provifion  and  lucceis 
fince  their  landing,  there  is  little  for  me  to  anfwer  to  both  your  letters. 

In  the  firft  place,  I  fhall  carneftly  recommend  it  to  you  to  continue  your 
care  of  that  little  Army  that  went  hence,  who  have  already  given  lb  good 
proof  of  their  conftancy  to  the  King,  and  courage  in  his  fervicc.  Next,  I  am 
to  inform  you  that  I  find  it  abfolutely  neceffary  in  relation  to  our  wants  here, 
and  perhaps  not  ill  for  the  King's  fervicc  there,  to  fend  hence  with  all  polli- 
ble  fpeed  two  regiments  of  foote  more,  and  two  troopes  of  horfe ;  for  which 
you  will  be  pleafed  to  make  the  beft  provifion  you  can,  as  for  the  former, 
thefe  being  nothing  inferiour  to  them.  If  I  cannot  get  fhipping  for  them  all 
at  once,  I  muft  fend  them  as  I  can  :  At  this  time  there  cannot  goe  above  1 500 
foote  and  140  horfe  at  the  moft.  How  many  more  the  regiments  and  horfe 
troopes  will  confift  of,  I  cannot  certainly  tell,  though  I  think  not  of  many  ;  but 
thefe  will  be  with  you  by  the  next  fair  wind  after  this.  I  fhall  haften  them, 
for  fear  the  King's  Fleet  Ihould  remove,  the  Leverpoole  men  get  out,  or  fomc 
Parliament  fhips  arrive  in  this  harbour ;  all  which  is  probable  enough,  and  ci- 
ther fufficient  to  hinder  the  fending  any  more  aydcs  hence,  when  it  may  fail 
out  that  there  be  great  ufe  of  them  5  as  doubtlefs  there  will  be,  if  the  Scots 
come  mio England,  who  are  for  certain  nc^t  Berivick,  with  12000  foote  and 
2000  horfe,  as  I  am  told  by  a  Lieutenant  of  this  Army  that  arrived  here,  but 
the  laft  night  from  Whitehaven  in  Cumberland.  1  have  advert ifed  my  Lord 
Byron  of  my  intention,  and  defired  his  care  likewife  in  providing  for  the  men. 

2  I  know 
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I  know  that  the  two  Bart  left's  would  be  of  very  great  ufc  to  be  entertained 
for  the  fcrvice,  and  to  Iccure  an  intcrcouric  betwixt  this  place  and  thofe  parts : 
And  I  am  confident  the  King's  fervice  in  both  Kingdoms  will  exceedingly  lut- 
fer,  if  they  or  Ibme  other  be  not  appointed  for  that  end  5  yet  I  am  not  able 
by  any  means  to  llipporc  them  from  hence,  our  charge  exceeding  already  what 
we  have  or  can  hope  for.  I  will  endeavour  for  all  that  to  give  them  fomc 
help,  if  there  may  be  care  taken  to  fupply  them  on  that  fide  with  what  I 
cannot  fupply  them  here.  However,  Captain  Thomas  Bartlett  fhall  be  once 
more  fent  over,  and  I  (hall  rcprefent  to  his  Majefty  the  importance  of  having 
Ihips  to  pals  betwixt  this  and  that  coaft. 

If  Captain  John  Bartlett  come  hither,  and  fhall  be  to  continue  his  fcrvice 
here,  1  will  endeavour  to  furnifh  him  with  any  pieces  he  Ihall  need.  Upon 
a  former  dcfire  from  that  lidc,  I  caufed  this  city  to  be  fearched  for  brimftone, 
but  then  found  no  confiderable  quantity.  I  ihall  again  give  order  to  fee  what 
may  be  had  of  that  commodity ;  but  if  it  come  to  much  money,  there  can 
none  be  fent,  unlefs  we  be  provided  or  aflured  of  payment  thence. 

I  have  written  to  my  Lord  Byron  to  caufc  payment  to  be  made  for  a  pro- 
portion of  powder  I  Ihall  lend  by  Captain  Thomas  Bartlett.  And  if  money 
be  laid  afide  for  that  ufe,  and  intimation  given  me  thereof,  I  fhall  not  doubt 
but  to  be  able  to  furniih  you  with  what  quantities  you  pleafe  to  have,  and  at 
caller  rates  than  this  now  fent. 

Sir,  I  thank  you  for  your  advertifcments,  and  fhall  defire  you  to  continue

My  Lord, 

SINCE  the  making  up  of  my  long  letter,  which  yet  ftayes  for  a  fettled 
wind,  Sir  Tatrick  Wemys  arrived  here,  and  a  few  days  before  him  came 
S\x  Thomas TVharton  and  Mx.ChicheJhr;  from  them  I  have  received  five  letters 
from  your  Lordihip,  befides  thar,  whereof  I  fomicrly  had  a  copy  by  the  bearer 
to  thefe,  I  fliall  give  your  Lordfhip  as  clear  anfwers  as  the  diftradfions  I  am  in 
at  my  being  to  enter  into  this  Government  will  permit  me. 

That  of  the  ift  of  November  contains  only  a  recommendation  of  Mr.  George 
Stroud  for  a  Curtomer's  place  at  'Droghedah  for  which  the  very  fame  day  I  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  his  Majcftie  for  one  Twyford--,  but  that  letter  is  not  (b 
cxprefs,  but  that  I  may  be  able  to  ferve  your  Lordfhip's  friend  in  that  parti- 
cular, if  there  be  not  fome  other  duely  polTefled  of  the  places  by  the  Lords 
Juftices,  whereof  1  am  not  as  yet  certain  ^  but  by  the  next  your  Lordfliip  fhall 
have  a  punctall  accompt  of  it. 

Thofe  of  the  loth  of  November  and  23d  of  'December,  in  the  moft  important 
parts  of  them  are  to  one  purpole  in  relation  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  though  to 
be  performed  by  divers  perfons  5  and  therefore  they  will  need  but  this  one 
anfwer  to  both,  that  I  fhall  give  my  bed  afliflancc  to  my  Lord  Taafe,  and  the 
reft  that  purpofe  the  bringing  of  men  to  ferve  the  King  in  England,  though 
I  much  doubt  they  will  not  prevail  with  the  Iriflo  to  part  with  many  armed 
men  :  For  befides  the  ufe  they  probably  have  of  men  and  armes  againft  the 
Scots,  I  am  newly  informed  by  Colonel  Barry  from  Kilkenny,  where  thofe 
that  manage  their  part  of  the  Irijh  affairs  fit,  that  amongft  fome  fhips  lately 
arrived  at  IVaterford  and  Wexford  with  good  ftore  of  armes  and  ammunition, 
there  are  two  come  to  fVaterford,  the  one  out  of  France,  the  other  out  of 

O  o  o  Sfahii 
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Spain'-,  and  in  eithei:  of  them  a  peifon  from  each  of  thofc  Kingdoms  in  the 
nature  of  an  Ambaflkdor  to  tiic  Irijli  •■,  who  directed  their  ftay  there  till  it  were 
well,  and  at  a  full  Council  debated  in  what  manner  to  receive  them.  What 
they  came  for,  he  had  not  then  certainly  learnt,  the  great  guidcrs  of  their  af- 
fairs having  him  in  fufplcion,  and  keeping  at  a  wary  diftancc  with  him ;  but  he 
fays,  that  one  of  the  brothers  (for  lb  he  calls  his  informers)  told  him,  that  he 
confidently  believes  they  came  to  procure  aids  of  men  from  them,  or  at  leaft 
to  hinder  each  other  from  prevailing  therein.  And  though  I  cannot  fee  what 
great  advantage  it  will  be  to  cither  of  thole  Princes  to  have  the  bare  bodies 
of  men  at  fuch  a  rate,  as  they  will  coft  them,  before  they  can  come  where 
they  may  be  of  ufe  to  them ;  yet  I  cannot  imagine  for  what  other  realbn  fuch 
men  fhould  be  addrcficd  to  thofe,  that  arc  in  nothing  elfe  at  all  confidcrable 
as  to  them. 

Whatever  their  bufinefs  is,  I  fear  their  coming  will  exalt  the  IriJJ^,  make 
them  higher  in  their  treaty,  and  perhaps  be  lome  hindrance  to  Lord  Taafe  and 
the  reft.  Amongft  other  ways,  whereby  1  will  endeavour  to  know  thefe  mens 
errand,  and  the  inclination  of  the  Iriflj,  I  meane  immediately  by  Ibme  of  the 
principal  of  them,  to  put  them  in  mind  of  their  offer  of  loooo  men  made  to 
his  Majefty  in  their  Remonftrancc  in  March  laft  ;  which  may  flop  any  hafty 
aflent  of  theirs,  till  1  fhall  receive  his  Majeftie's  further  plcalurc. 

As  foon  as  the  diforder,  occafioned  by  this  change  in  the  Government,  is 
over,  I  fhall  fend  Mr.  Chkhefter  into  the  North  to  his  brother ;  and,  as  I  fhall 
be  informed  by  them,  I  fhall  make  ufe  of  them  in  the  King's  fervice,  and  do 
them  all  the  fervice  I  can ;  your  Lordfhip's  judgment  leading  no  man  more, 
nor  your  recommendation   being  more  powerfull  with  any  than

RIGHT  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Councellor,  wc  greet  you 
well.  Whereas  wc  have  imploy'd  our  right  tiiifty  and  wcll-bcloved  Cou- 
fin, Randall  Earl  0*1  Antrim  into  that  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland^  in  hopes  of 
his  being  able  to  do  us  ibme  eminent  fervice  there,  conducing  to  the  peace  of 
both  Kingdoms,  we  do  recommend  it  unto  you,  to  give  the  faid  Earl  oi  Antrim 
fuch  furtherance  and  afliftance  by  your  authority,  as  ihali  be  requifitc  to  the 
better  performing  of  thole  fcrvices  wherein  he  Ihall  be  engaged  ;  particularly, 
if  he  Ihall  not  be  able  upon  his  own  credit  and  intereft  with  the  Iri^  therc^ 
to  obtain  the  loan  of  fuch  proportions  of  amies  and  ammunition,  as  fhall  be 
neceflary  for  the  furnilhing  of  thofc  men,  which  wc  have  appointed  him  to 
raife  for  our  fervice  ;  as  alfo  of  fhips  for  their  tranfportation,  either  into  this 
Kingdom,  or  into  our  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  as  wc  Ihall  dircft.  Our  will  and 
pleafure  is,  and  we  do  ftrictly  charge  and  command  you,  that,  for  the  provid- 
ing him  with  fuch  requifite  armes,  ammunition  and  vidualling  you  endeavour 
to  furniHi  him  with  all  the  poflible  credit  that  you  can  give  him  there  in  Ire- 
land for  that  purpofe,  whether  by  engaging  any  cuftoms  within  that  our  King- 
dom, or  by  the  farmers  giving  fecurity  for  them  upon  their  cuftoms  within 
tliat  our  Kingdom,  or  any  other  way  that  that  Kingdom  can  afford  3  whereby 
he  may  be  inabled  for  the  performance  of  thofe  fervices,  which  we  efteem  lb 
neceflary  to  the  condition  of  our  affairs :  And  whatfoevcr  fettlement  you  fliall 
make  of  this  kind  fliall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  us.  As  for  all  other  par- 
ticulars, we  remit  you  to  receive  full  information  from  the  faid  Earl  of  An- 
trim, and  from  our  trufly  and  well-beloved  Daniel  O  Neil,  whom  we  have 
fent  over  on  purpofe,  as  a  fit  inftrument  to  be  employed  by  you,  and  between 
you  in  our  prefent  defigns  concerning  that  Kingdom.  And  fo  no  way  doubts 
ing  of  your  ready  concurrence,  in  what  we  conceive  fo  much  for  our  fervice, 
we  bid  you  heartily  farewel.

My  Lord^ 

THIS  bearer  Mr.  'Daniel  O  Neile  my  fpecial  dear  and  intimate  friend  is 
fent  over  fo  fully  inftrudted,  and  it  is  fo  precifely  his  errand  and  bu- 
linefs  to  inform  your  Excellence  more  particularly,  than  we  could  fafely  do 
any  other  way,  of  his  Majeftie's  intentions  and  defigns  concerning  that  King- 
dom, not  only  in  the  imployment  of  my  Lord  o^  Antrim,  but  in  all  other 
things  concerning  his  Majeftie's  fervice  there  i  that  it  were  very  fuperfluous  for 
me  to  make  additions  in  writing  to  what  he  is  fo  fully  incharged  with ;  and 
therefore  I  fliall  wholly  refer  your  Lordlhip  unto  him.  1  fhall  only  exprefs 
unto  your  Lordfhip  one  thing  in  his  Majeftie's  name,  which  is  of  a  fevered 
nature,  and  therefore  omitted  in  his  inftrudions ;  that  is,  the  reafon  of  his 
Majeftie's  not  continuing  unto  your  Lordfliip  the  command  which  he  had  given 
you  of  the  forces  come  out  of  Ireland,  and  of  thofe  Countries  where  they 
landed.  The  truth  of  it  is,  his  Majeftie  finding  daily  the  necellity  of  your 
conftant  refidence  in  Ireland  during  thefe  diftraaions,  and  the  impoflibility  to 
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admit  of  your  abfcnce  from  thence,  without  infinite  hazard  of  that  Kingdom; 
and  on  the  other  fide,  that  Army  requiring  fome  extraordinary  pcrfon  to  com- 
mand it,  that  might  in  Ibmc  mealure  repair  the  mifs  of  your  Lordfhip,  his 
Majeftie  thought  no  body  capable  of  doing  that  but  his  Nephew  Prince  Ru- 
pert. And  therefore  at  once  to  remove  from  your  Lordfhip  the  temptation 
to  come  over,  and  to  place  fomebody  in  the  iicad  of  that  Army,  who  might

God  continue  it  the  fame  vigour  and  good 
fortune  ftill  •■,  for  1  believe  it  will  fall  to  its  fhare  to  be  the  principall  bullwark. 
of  this  Kingdom  againft  the  Scots.  And  your  Lordfhip  is  defired  by  his  Ma- 
jeftie to  procure  and  haften  over  to  it  all  the  additions  of  ftrength  which  that 
Kingdom  can  furniih,  either  upon  new  levyes,  or  out  of  what  you  can  further 
Iparc  of  the  old  Army ;  and  that  you  will  be  pleafcd  to  fend  word  over  fpee- 
dily  what  numbers  may  be  expefted,  and  in  what  time,  that  we  may  fend  back 
the  fhips  for  tranfportation  of  them. 

I  fuppole  your  Lordfhip  will  have  received  already  fome  relief  from  hence 
of  llioes  and  ftockings  for  the  Souldiers  there :  And  we  Ihall  be  fure  to  take 
fpecial  care  of  what  new  fupplyes  of  men  you  fliall  fend  over  hither,  who 
fliall  be  as  well  received  and  accommodated  as  the  former  were.

May  it  pleafe  your  Lordjhip, 

THERE  have  been  fevcrall  petitions  prefented  at  this  Board  in  the  name  of 
divers  of  his  Majeftie's  Protcftant  fubjeds  of  this  Kingdom,  which  by  your 
Lordfliips  were  tranfmitted,  and  on  their  behalf  recommended  unto  his  High- 
nefs,  the  happy  fuccefs  whereof  the  Petitioners  liave  found  in  his  Majeftie's  moft: 
gracious  letter  of  the  6th  of  November  1643,  wherein  they  have  received  ex- 
ceeding great  content,  and  therein  reft  abundantly  fatisfied. 

Which  his  Majeftie's  great  grace  and  goodnels  being  to  them  derived  through 
your  Lordfhip's  hands,  and  by  your  means,  they  have  commanded  me  to  pre- 
fent your  Honour  and  this  honourable  Board  with  their  due  and  thankful  ac- 
knowledgments. 

And  they  pray,  that  by  the  fame  hands  and  from  your  Lordfhip  his  Majeftie

My  very  good  Lord, 

HAV I N  G  clofed  my  other  letters  to  your  Lordfiiip,  I  now  receive  fome 
out  of  the  North,  which,  in  regard  they  relate  the  prefent  condition  of 
thofe  parts,  I  hold  them  fit  to  be  advertifed  over  to  your  Lordfhip ;  and  there- 
fore here  inclofed  your  Lordfhip  receives  duplicates  of  Sir  'James  Montgomery  s^ 
and  of  a  part  of  the  Mayor  of  Londonderry  %  letters  to  me,  as  alfo  of  a  letter 
from  the  Parliament  to  the  faid  Mayor,  and  the  feveral  Colonels  in  thofe  parts. 
The  other  papers  of  the  late  Covenant,  and  the  Scotifh  Declaration,  I  fpare  your 
Lordfiiip  the  trouble  of,  prefuming  you  have  them  already. 

By  thefe  duplicates  which  I  now  fend,  your  Lordfiiip  fees  how  feditioufly 
bufy  others  are  to  withdraw  and  miflead  the  affedions  of  the  King's  fubjeds; 
infomuch  as,  on  the  contrary  part,  I  conceive  it  might  be  to  very  good  pur- 
pofe,  and  conducing  to  his  fervice,  if  his  Majeftie  fiiall  be  gratioufly  pleafed 
by  a  fiiort  particular  letter  to  Sir  James  Montgomery,  (who  is  a  leading  and 
confiderable  perfon  in  thofe  parts,  by  his  Nephew  the  Lord  Montgomery,  and 
his  two  Fathers-in-law  Sir  William  Stewart  and  Sir  William  Cole)  to  take  no- 
tice of  his  good  affedions,  the  better  to  confirme  and  incourage  him  to  per- 
fift  and  go  forward  therein. 

As  likewife,  that  fuch  a  general  letter  may  be  fent  to  all  the  Commanders 
of  the  Englijlo  and  Scots  under  that  Englifli  command  in  thofe  parts,  (to  be 
read  at  fome  pubhck  meeting  for  that  purpofe,  and  particularly  at  the  head  of 
every  regiment)  as  may  both  by  declaring  the  difloyalty  of  the  faid  Covenant, 
divert  the  Souldiers  from  taking  thereof,  and  alfo  fatten  their  dependancc 
upon  his  Majcftie's  fupplyes,  and  not  elfewhere,  by  afturance  of  fpeedy  relief  in 
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fuch  mcafurc,  as  his  Majeftie  fliall  gracloufly  think  fir,  and  may  be  effc£lually 
and  expcditely  made  good  unto  them. 

Bcfides,  the  high  reputation  and  grace  of  a  letter  from  his  Majeftie  will 
doubtlefs  prevail  further  than  the  late  Proclamation  of  this  State  touching  that 
Covenant  may  do,  by  more  powerfully  enlivening  the  atfeclions  of  thofe  that 
are  rightly  and  (through  the  greater  fcnfe  of  their  own  demerit)  more  forcibly 
flopping,  if  not  reduceing  to  better,  thofe  that  are  otherwife  minded:  And  to 
the  fame  ends,  1  fhall  not  ncgleft  in  the  mean  time  by  letters  from  hence, 
upon  advice  with  this  Council],  to  contribute  the  beft  I  can.     So  I  reft:

My  very  good  Lord, 

I  Have  ever  accounted  it  as  one  of  the  greateft  misfortunes  that  could  befall 
me  fince  the  beginning  of  thefe  difaftrous  times,  that  1  could  not  have  the 
freedom  to  continue  an  intercourfe  of  writing  to  your  Lordfhip,  or  of  giviJig 
the  State  an  accompt  of  my  proceedings,  and  fruiilefs  care  to  prefervc  this 
County  in  a  due  obedience. 

Your  Lordfhip's  noble  favour  exprefled  by  your  letter,  and  invitation  of  a 
correlpondence,  are  deep  obligations  upon  me;  wherein,  if  your  Lordfliip  would 
pleafe  to  chalk  me  the  way  how  1  might  give  incouragement,  or  apply  my  own 
lervice  to  his  Majeftie,  no  parts  nor  power  I  have  Ihall  be  deemed  otherwife 
than  as  too  too  little  to  be  imployed  in  difcharge  of  my  unfeigned  affcdions 
to  both.  But  living  (as  your  Lordfhip  rightly  apprehends  it)  in  this  remotenels 
from,  the  place  where  the  greateft  affairs  are  agitated,  (which  cannot  fo  eafily 
come  to  my  knowledge)  puts  me  into  fuch  a  perplexed  ignorance,  as  I  cannot 
well  refolve  what  to  fay  or  do,  more  than  to  retain  my  true  loyalty  and  zeal 
to  his  Majeftie's  fervice ;  wherein,  if  1  fall  fliort  of  what  my  duty  requires, 
your  Lordfhip's  advice  and  commands  fhall  with  my  beft  affeftions  be  obferved 
to  fupply  it.  And  that  I  may  not  ftill  continue  unacquainted  with  the  courfe 
of  affairs  there,  or  keep  my  felf  any  longer  from  attendance  on  the  State,  I 
have  taken  a  refolution  (as  foon  as  the  feafon  of  the  year  permits  my  travel)  to 
make  a  journey  thither,  to  receive  your  Lordfhip's  commands,  and  prefent  the 
beft  teftimonies  1  may  of  my  conftant  defire  to  continue

SIR, 

MY  anfwcr  to  yours  of  the  12th  prcfcnr,  written  in  my  Secretary's  hand, 
(you  will  perceive  by  it)  is  that,  if  you  find  it  fit,  you  may  make  ufc  of 
it  to  whom  you  Ihall  think  ncceflary  to  fhew  it ;  which  you  may  as  well  do  of 
this,  fince  that  being  real  truth,  this  cannot  differ  from  it. 

I  am  glad  to  find  by  yours,  that  the  General  Major  concurs  with  you  in  hin- 
dering the  going  over  of  your  Soldiers  ;  wherein  if  he  pcrfift,  and  will  give 
me  Commillion  for  it,  I  Ihall  reprefent  his  good  fervice  therein  to  hisMajcfiie, 
and  that  in  fuch  a  way,  as  fhall  no  further  nor  fooner  be  taken  notice  of,  than 
he  fhall  dired.  I  have  heard  fo  much  of  the  worth  and  plain  hftnetty  of  the 
man,  that  1  would  be  very  glad  to  afllire  fuch  a  fervant  to  the  King  ;  yet  on 
the  other  part,  I  intend  not  to  make  a  cheap  or  fruitlefs  tender  of  his  Maje- 
ftie's  favours,  which  1  doubt  not  in  fpitc  of  all  oppofition,  will  again  be  worth 
the  having  ;  and  particularly  to  thofe  that  defire  lettlement  in  this  Kingdom. 
To  be  Ihort  and  plain,  let  him  or  any  elfe  propofe  the  particular  fervice  he  or 
they  will  do,  and  the  recompence  they  will  exped,  and  1  will  give  them  fa- 
tisfadory  afllirance  for  the  one,  if  they  do  the  other ;  that  is  to  fay,  if  I  like 
the  propofinon.

May  it  pleafe  your  Lordjl^ij), 

I  Find  by  your  Lordfhip's  letter,  that  one  Bunbury  has  informed  you  of  greaC 
proportions  of  viduals  arrived  here  ;  the  truth  whereof  your  Lordfliip  com- 
mands me  to  certify  :  Which  indeed  is  far  different  from  his  report,  there 
being  not  above  20000  weight  of  biskct,  fifty  fmall  casks  of  butter,  and  2000 
weight  of  cheefe,  come  to  all  our  ports  for  the  vidualling  of  the  Soldier  now 
tranfported.  But  indeed  I  have  received  letters  from  Sir  John  Tennington, 
wherein  he  intimates  that  his  Majelty  has  fent  him  exprefs  orders  for  the  pro- 
viding of  1500/.  worth  of  viftuals  to  be  prefcntly  tranfported  to  Corker  Toug- 
hall  zv\d.  Kinfale ;  in  the  doing  whereof.  Sir  John  promifes  all  poflible  dili- 
gence, and  fayes  thefe  provifions  above-mentioned  are  part  of  them.  But  fayes 
withall,  that  he  has  not  yet  one  penny  of  money  for  it,  neither  can  he  pay 
the  fmall  fum  for  which  he  was  enforced  to  make  a  deep  engagement  of  his 
credit,  to  gainc  that  proportion  of  vidual  lent  us  by  the  firft  fleet ;  by  which 
it  does  appear  his  Majeftie's  commands  will  be  difficultly  obeyed. 

Your  Lordfhip  is  pleafcd  to  think  my  going  into  Engla?id  needlefs,  and  I 
could  wilh  it  were  fo ;  but  indeed  1  cannot  apprehend  a  poflibility  to  fet  what 
I  fhall  propound  in  a  right  courle  to  be  effeded,  if  I  be  not  perfonally  prefent 
there,  and  if  the  defign  on  Limerick  be  not  managed  according  to  what  is  now 
agreed  on  betwixt  the  better,  and  the  ff ronger  party  there,  and  me  j  which  I 
neither  have,  nor  can  reduce  to  writing  now,  being  prefently  to  go  on  fhip- 
board ;  otherwife  I  (hould  endeavour  to  give  your  Lordlhip  the  beft  account 
I  could  of  it.  4 

His 
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His  Majeftie's  letter  font  by  me  to  the  Corporation  was  received  with  much 
joy  by  the  Mayor  and  the  well-afFcded  party,  w  ho  caufcd  it  to  be  read  ia 
Court  before  the  Commons,  carncftly  prcfling  them  to  a  chcerfull  loane;  and 
the  Mayor  with  divers  of  his  party  offered  them  good  example,  by  naming  of 
confidcrablc  funis  from  themlch'es  j  which  yet  would  move  nothing  with  the 
other  party  adhering  to  the  fupream  Council!,  who  fay  they  are  furc  the  city 
of  Limerick  may  be  confident  of  good  conditions  from  his  Majcfty,  without 
the  loane  of  money,  if  they  would  unanimoufly  adhere  to  them,  and  that 
therefore  they  would  lend  none  ,  adding,  that  they  were,  by  the  articles,  of 
the  fame  party  with  them,  and  that  they  ought  not  to  lend  money,  without 
their  approbation,  to  any  of  our  party.  Having  private  intelligence  of  this, 
I  fpoke  to  Tatrick  'Darcy  and  Gerald  Fennell  (who  were  there  in  the  nature 
of  a  Committee)  to  let  them  know  that  a  Fleet  of  his  Majeftie's  did  attend  for 
Soldiers  that  could  not  be  fent,  without  fome  money  were  h;id  at  Limerick ; 
and  did  tell  them  the  great  lofs  it  would  prove  to  his  Majcfty  to  calhccr  them. 
Which  alfo  muft  be  done  in  this  Country,  where  they  could  live  by  no  other 
means  than  theft  and  robbery,  the  prejudice  whereof  muft  for  the  moft  part 
light  upon  the  7r//7j,  the  Englifi  having  little  to  lofe.  Upon  which  they 
feemed  to  the  Townfmen  to  be  very  glad  that  they  would  lend  me  money, 
but  privately  let  them  know  the  contrary  5  fo  that  nothing  could  be  done  ia 
the  general  bufinefs  upon  the  King's  Letter,  Which  being  perceived  by  the 
well-affedled,  they  lent  me  500/.  for  the  prefent  expedition,  and  arc  rclblved. 
to  comply  with  his  Majcfty  for  the  future,  giving  me  all  the  advice,  which 
they  thought  might  beft  conduce  to  the  compalllng  of  his  Majeftie's  defigns 
there. 

The  Commiffioners  appointed  by  me  for  the  Civil  Government  are  my  Lord 
of  Cloyne  and  Sir  William  Fenton.  I  have  left  Sir  Hardes  Waller  the  charge 
of  martial  affaires ;  and,  if  your  Lordfhip  think  fit,  I  fhould  be  glad  they  had 
approbation  from  you  to  ftrengthen  their  proceedings. 

I  hope  the  latter  part  of  your  Lordfhip's  letter  will  guide  me  to  the  bounds 
of  my  difcourfe  in  England,  which  I  fhall  dired  (to  the  beft  of  my  underftand- 
ing)  according  to  your  Lordfhip's  pleafure;  and  it  fhall   be  my  carneft  defire 
that  my  words  and  adtions  may  always  render  me

Officers,  as  Ernely,  Warren,  Gibfon,  Butler,  and  Monck  taken  prifoners,  con- 
vert it  into  a  great  overthrow,  and  occafions  this  fuddain  difpatch  to  your 
Excellence,  earncftly  to  defire  you  to  difpofe  all  the  forces  that  can  be  fparcd 
in  that  Kingdom,  to  a  readinefs  to  come  over  hither  with  all  fpced  to  fUpply 
and  recruit  that  Army  under  my  Lord  Byron. 

Captain  Wake's  fquadron  of  fhips,  that  lies  ftill  at  Beamnorris,  fliall  have 
direftions  to  tranfport  them  with  all  pofliblc  diligence. 

There  fhall  within  very  few  days  be  dilpatched  another  cxprefs  to  your  Ex- 
cellence, by  whom  I  fhall  write  particularly  and  largely,  this  being  only  fcnt 
to  avoid  lofs  of  time.

RIGHT  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufirl  and  Counfellor,  we  greet  yoii 
well.  Whereas  we  are  informed  by  our  trufty  and  well  beloved  fer- 
vant  Lieutenant  Colonel  'John  Read-,  that,  befides  the  cruell  and  inhuman  rack- 
ing of  him,  there  was  a  feizure  made  of  his  houfe,  moneys,  plate,  and  othei: 
goods :  We  being  fully  fatisfyed  of  his  loyalty  and  fidelity  to  us,  and  that  he  never 
gave  any  juft  caufe  why  any  fuch  feizure  rtiould  be  made,  and  much  lefs  caufe 
to  be  uled  fo  barbaroufly  as  he  was,  do  therefore  will  and  require  you  that, 
upon  receipt  hereof,  you  caufe  to  be  reftored  unto  him  his  houl'e,  and  all  fuch 
moneys,  plate,  and  other  goods  as  were  feized  on,  or  that  he  can  prove  were 
in  his  houfe,  when  they  took  pofl'efllon  thereof  j  and  if  any  of  them  be  either 
cmbczzcled,  fpoyled,  or  otherwife  loft,  that  j^efent  fatisfaftion  be  made  unto 
him,  according  to  the  true  value  of  what  fhall  be  wanting  or  fpoyled,  out  of 
the  eftates  of  thofc  who  commanded  the  faid  feizure  to  be  made  :  And  for  fo 
doing  this  (hall  be  your  warrant.

My  Lordy 

I  Received  from  your  Excellence  by  IVilL  Sommers  five  letters,  one  of  them 
concerning  fupplyes  to  his  Majeftie's  forces  in  that  Kingdom,  which  we 
will  ufc  all  means  poflible,  notwirhftanding  our  other  exigences,  to  procure  j 
the  other  concerning  the  ftate  of  affairs  in  the  North,  and  Sir  'James  Montgo- 
mery's parr  therein,  wherein  the  bcft  anfwer  can  be  given  is,  by  following 
your  direftions,  as  will  appear  to  you  by  thefe  inclofed  letters  from  his  Ma- 
jeftie.  The  third,  reprefenting  my  Lord  of  St.  Albans  merit,  which  care  fliall 
be  taken  to  acknowledge  and  encourage.  The  fourth,  of  the  19th  oi  January y 
was  a-Iarge  letter  in  cypher;  and  the  fifth,  of  the  13th,  a  volume,  unto  both 
which,  with  great  admiration  of  your  pains  and  induftry,  as  well  as  of  your 
prudence,  I  return  this  anfwer.  To  the  firft  part  of  your  Lordfhip's,  dcfiring 
precife  diredions,  and  not  to  be  left  to  eledion,  in  the  wayes  of  his  Majeftie's 
fervice  ;  the  requeft  is  very  juft  and  reafonable  in  fuch  things  as  may  be  judged 
of  better  here  than  there :  but  in  fuch  other  where  you  are  likely  to  have  a 
clearer  proipccl:  than  we,  it  were  a  diminution  to  the  great  and  juft  opinion, 
which  his  Majeftie  hath  of  your  Excellence's  prudence,  not  to  leave  it  the  la- 
titude of  choice.  Of  this  nature  was,  at  that  time  when  I  wrote  concerning 
it,  the  queftion  of  your  Excellence's  coming  into  England,  or  ftay  there ;  and 
of  this  nature  is  the  fecond  point  of  your  Excellence's  long  letter  touching 
the  receiving  to  mercy,  and  granting  pardon  in  life  and  land  to  fuch  of  the 
Irilfh  as  fhall  come  in.     The  power  of  promifing  it,  and  of  making  good  your 
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promifes  in  thnt  kind,  his  Majcftie  doth  give  your  Excellence  both  fully  and 
freely  ;  but  how  far  forth  to  make  ufc  of  it,  that  is  left  to  your  Excellence's 
judgment.  Whereunto  there  ought  to  be  no  impediment  in  tlie  judgments 
that  may  be  made  of  it  by  the  Rebel  party  here ;  we  arc  paft  thofe  fcruples 
long  fince,  and  muft  not  be  diverted  by  them  from  what  may  conduce  to  his 
Majeftie's  fervice.  I  have  heard  of  another  Icruple  in  this  point,  that  is,  whe- 
ther it  may  not  provoke  the  Irijh  publickly  to  allure  their  party  from  them 
during  the  Cefiation  :  But  the  query  feems  not  to  me  of  moment.  As  to  the 
third  point  of  this  letter,  and  which  is  infixed  upon  in  all  the  reft,  concerning 
the  fending  over  of  proviflons,  we  have  already  lent  into  Mimjier  fuch  quan- 
tities as  we  were  informed  proportionable  to  the  garrifons  there  for  three 
monthes,  though  Vv^c  are  ignorant  of  your  numbers  of  men  in  other  parrs,  we 
fhall  make  an  eftimate  by  guefs,  and  fend  over  in  confiderable  quantity  to 'Dw^- 
Im,  from  whence  your  Excellence  may  difpence  them,  as  you  fee  occafion, 
even  into  the  North ;  but  we  dare  not  direft  them  thither  from  hence  in  re- 
gard of  the  uncertain  condition  of  thofe  parts,  which  may,  ere  the  provifions 
come  thither,  be  perverted  againft  us,  and  fo  prove  a  relief  and  fupport  to  our 
enemies.  In  this  bufinefs  I  do  employ  SommerSy  in  whofe  difpatch  all  polliblc 
diligence  fhall  be  ufcd. 

To  the  fourth  point,  touching  the  allurements  by  honours,  places,  and  bene- 
fits, I  acknowledge  it  to  be  the  very  cflential  of  all,  that  none  be  bcftowcd, 
but  by  yourExfi^lence's  advice^whereunto  1  have  engaged  the  King's  promifc, 
and  1  am  lure  tiiothing  hath  or  Ihall  pafs  me  contrary  to  it,  notwithftanding 
many  preflurcs,  efpeciaily  by  my  Lord  oi  Antrim.  And  I  am  confident  my 
fellow  Secretary  will  take  the  fame  care  that  nothing  flip  by  him,  which  will 
be  fecurity  enough ;  for  your  Excellence  will  be  pleafed  to  take  notice,  that 
fince  his  Majeftie  honoured  me  with  the  place  I  hold,  he  hath  fettled  an  order, 
that  nothing  fliall  pafs,  nor  be  imputed  as  a  grant  from  him,  that  is  not  at- 
tefted  by  one  of  his  Secretaries,  or  in  Martial  affairs  by  the  Secretary  of  a 
Councill  of  war ;  which  your  Excellence  will  be  pleafed  to  obferve,  in  cafe 
any  thing  Ihould  be  brought  to  you  under  the  King's  hand  unfubfigncd.  I 
fhall  add  only  this  one  thing  on  this  fubjed,  that  I  Ihould  think  my  felf  un- 
faithful to  my  Mafter,  as  well  as  unworthy  to  your  Excellence,  whom  I  pro- 
fefs  to  honour  fo  highly,  fhould  I  fuffer  any  thing  to  pafs  that  were  in  my 
power  to  hinder,  which  fhould  be  in  the  Icaft  kind  derogatory  from  your  Ex- 
cellence's honour  and  authority,  or  make  any  of  that  Kingdom  believe,  that 
there  were  a  fhorter  way  to  obtain  either  publick  graces,  or  private  preferments, 
from  his  Majeftie  than  by  your  Excellence. 

To  the  other  point,  which  in  your  letter  you  make  dependant  upon  this, 
namely,  that  no  countenance  be  given  here  to  any  that  Ihall  come  with  fpe- 
cious  pretences  of  doing  great  things  by  their  power  and  intereft  with  the 
Irip :  I  aflure  your  Excellence,  if  my  reafon  had  been  as  prevalent  with  others 
as  it  was  peremptory  with  me  in  the  point,  there  had  no  fuch  thing  been 
done  at  all.  But  thus  far  I  have  been  able  to  ferve  my  own  reafon,  as  well 
as  your  fubfequent  commands,  as  that  although  my  Lord  oi ylntrims  propofi- 
tions,  carrying  fuch  appearances  and  probabilities  with  them,  could  not  totally 
be  withftood  ;  yet  I  am  confident  he  hath  not  obteyned  any  power  that  can 
be  of  eftential  inconvenience,  or  of  diminution  to  your  Lordfliip.  We  know 
the  perfon  well,  and  therefore  wondered  to  finde  thole  probabilities,  which 
he  made  appear  unto  us  of  his  power  with  the  IriJh,  notwithftanding  by  way 
of  ballaft  my  good  friend  T>aniel  O  Ncile,  Groome  of  the  Bed-chamber,  was 
fent  over  with  him  to  acquaint  your  Lordftiip  with  all,  both  my  Lord  Antrim's 
and  his  owne  powers  and  inftruclions,  which  he  read  here  before  his  going, 
and  took  fhort  notes  of:  But  cannot  read  again,  ti!'  he  come  to  your  Excel- 
lence to  dccypher.     He  was  thought  the  fittcft  pcuou  to  ftcer  my  Lord  of  An- 
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trim  by  your  dircdions,  as  havcing  great  intcrcft  in  him,  and  being  thoroughly 
your  Lordlhip's  fcrvanr,  and  one  over  whom  I  am  confident  I  have  a  prevayl- 
in2;  power.  But  yet  I  befcech  your  Excellence,  let  not  your  good  opinion  of 
him  be  a  hinderancc  to  your  Excellence's  delivering  your  free  opinion  to  me, 
even  of  him,  upon  all  occafions.  I  mart  confefs  I  cannot  but  \ery  much  won- 
der at  one  thing  which  Jack  Barry  writes,  viz.  that  my  Lord  Antrim  fliould 
have  encouraged  the  Irijh  in  high  expectations,  and  to  hopes  of  obtaining  ea- 
llly  unreafonabic  ends:  Whereas  all  his  difcourfc  here  was  of  what  moderation 
he  was  confident  to  reduce  them  to,  and  of  what  parties  he  would  rayfc 
among  themfelves,  in  cafe  they  fhould  be  unreafonable,  and  upon  the  high 
horfe.  It  was  thought  fit  to  give  him  countenance  in  thofe  things  which  you 
will  find  in  his  inftrudions. 

To  the  fifth  point,  touching  the  hindering  of  the  Scots  Army  from  going 
over  into  Scotland ,  when  that  was  advifed,  it  was  in  hopes  given  us  from 
Scotland,  that  if  that  ftrength  were  withlield  from  them,  they  would  not  be 
able  to  invade  England  with  any  confiderable  power :  But  fince  now  we  fee 
the  contrary,  and  that  the  Scots  have  invaded  us  without  them,  I  do  not  fee 
why  the  flaying  them  in  /r^/^«^  fliould  be  more  laboured,  where  they  will  do 
more  hurt  than  any  where  elfe,  in  cafe  their  being  there  fhould  awe  the  lrij]j 
from  fparing  us  any  fupply  from  thence.  But  yet,  my  Lord,  you  arc  not  ad- 
vifed to  permit  their  departure  till  we  are  at  fome  certainty  in  two  things  ^  firft, 
■whether  my  Lord  Montr ofs  and  divers  others  of  the  Scots  Lords  undertakings 
for  the  King  will  come  to  any  thing  or  no.  The  Irif.\  in  cafe  they  be  rid 
of  that  appiehenfion  of  the  Scots,  will  engage  thoroughly,  numeroully,  and 
entirely  in  his  Majeftie's  fervice  here.  This  (I  fuppofc)  cannot  be  difcovered 
till  we  have  treated  with  the  Agents ;  and  therefore,  in  the  mean  time,  the 
only  fafe  courfe  will  be  to  unite  the  old  Scots  the  beft  you  can  to  the  King's 
party,  and  to  work,  if  pofllblc,  upon  the  new  ;  of  which,  tirat  which  I  hear 
leveral  waves  concerning  Monroe  gives  me  comfortable  hopes,  towards  which 
work  his  Majefty  gives  you  full  liberty  to  ufe  all  allurements,  and  will  make 
good  to  Monroe  and  others  all  fuch  fitting  rewards,  whether  of  honour  or 
benefit,  as  your  Lordl"hip  in  your  wifdom  iliall  think  fit  to  engage  them  by 
your  promilc  of  eflfeding. 

I  -am  very  glad  to  hear  of  the  two  regiments  of  foot,  and  four  troopes  of 
horfe  more,  whicli  your  Excellence  is  fending  over  •■,  whereof  my  Lord  Byron's 
late  defeat  make  the  neccfllty  more  prefllng,  though  I  niuft  needs  tell  you  that 
the  Irijli  will  be  much  more  wellcome  fupplies,  in  regard  that  the  Englifi 
there  in  Leinfter  being  moft  JVeljlo  and  Chej^oiremen,  are  very  fubjed  to  be  cor- 
rupted in  their  own  Countries,  and  the  treacherous  revolt  of  fome  of  them, 
was  the  occafion  of  my  Lord  Byron's  late  misfortune.  I  muft  therefore  re-ite- 
rate and  prefs  it  to  your  Lordfhip,  to  haften  by  all  meanes  poflible  the  levyes 
and  tranfportation  of  Iriflo,  to  whom  no  temptations  or  corruptives  here  can 
be  applyed. 

I  was  in  good  hopes  that  by  this  time  my  Lord  Taafe,  Colonel  Barry, 
1)ick  'Po-Ji'er,  and  Milo  Tower  would  have  been  in  good  forwardnefs  with 
their  regiments;  towards  which  the  King  hath  granted  them  a  good  pro- 
portion of  London  debts  tiaere  in  Ireland,  which  they  writ  to  me,  and  T)ick 
'Power  tells  me  they  have  very  good  hopes  to  recover,  and  he  fhall  fuddainly 
be  difpatched  over  unto  your  Lordfhip  about  it. 

Your  Lordfhip  gives  us  very  prudently  a  moft  necefl"ary  caution,  that  we 
fhould  take  care  that  you  be  not  unneceflarily  reprefentcd  unto  the  Irijh,  as  the 
hinderer  of  their  delires,  though  unrealbnable.  But  I  believe  that  for  the 
particular  of  your  advifing  the  continuance  of  the  Parliament  there,  it  was  ra- 
ther by  conjedure,  than  intelligence.  As  for  Sir  Brian  O  Neile,  I  have  no 
acquaintance  with  him ;  and  this  I  will  aflure  your  Lordfliip  of  two  things, 
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that  no  Irijhman,  how  near  foever,  fhall  be  acquainted  with  your  difpatcheSj 
and  that  no  dilpatch  or  inftruftion  of  any  other  man  concerning  that  Kingdom 
fhall  be  concealed  from  you. 

This  bearer,  Sir  John  Read,  is  thought  very  faithfuU  to  the  King,  and  ca- 
pable of  negotiating  with  good  efFed  in  fome  things  ;  the  particulars  he  is  com- 
manded to  fnew  your  Lordfhip. 

Concerning  amies  and  ammunition,  your  Lordfhip  is  defired  to  provide 
there  all  the  quantityes  you  can  obtaine  ;  and  what  more  you  can  fend,  either 
to  Briftol  or  Chefter,  fhall  be  bought  off  with  ready  money. 

Touching  the  Agents  from  Spain  and  France,  imployed  to  the  Trifh,  I  con- 
ceive your  Lordfhip  makes  a  right  judgement  of  them,  'viz.  that  they  are  em- 
ployed thither  about  raifing  of  men.  For  the  French,  I  am  fure  that  is  his 
errand ;  for  Pr.  Harcourt  hath  obtayned  ^  Commiflion  here  to  rayfe  three 
thoufand  foot,  and  your  Excellence  will  receive  a  letter  from  the  King  to  that 
cfFed.  It  is  a  thing,  which,  as  it  was  prefl  to  us,  could  not  be  denyed ;  but  I 
doubt  not  your  Lordfhip  will  have  skill  enough,  without  fhewing  an  unwilling- 
nefs  to  the  thing,  to  protraft  matters  fo,  as  that  they  fhall  not  reape  fuch 
fruits  of  that  permifiion,  as  may  be  to  the  hinderance  of  his  Majeftie's  levyes. 
As  for  the  Spanijlj  Agent,  I  do  not  know  what  fecret  defignes  he  may  have 
with  the  Jeluited  party  there  i  but  1  believe  his  principall  errand  is  to  hinder 
the  other. 

The  Dutchefs  of  Buckingham  acknowledges  her  felf  very  much  obliged  to 
your  Excellence  in  the  bufinefs  of  my  Lord  Slane's  wardfhip,  and  thinks  your 
Lordfhip  hath  a  great  deal  of  reafon  to  avoyd  the  fcandal  of  pafling  it  to  one 
of  his  religion.  She  doth  therefore  defire  it  may  be  granted  in  the  name  of 
one  Mr.  'Pearce  Moore,  an  Irifh  Proteftant :  But  even  in  this  (he  defires  your 
Excellence  to  take  your  own  time. 

There  is  one  Colonel  Nicholas  Minn  here,  who  brought  a  regiment  out  of 
Munfter,  who  hath  had  formerly  the  Government  of  Halboling-cz^\z.  It  is  his 
Majeftie's  plcafure,  if  your  Lordfhip  approve  of  it,  that  that  Government  fhould 
be  paft  to  him  under  the  Great  Scale  of  that  Kingdom. 

Here  is  my  Lord  of  Inchiquin  newly  come  over.  I  Ihould  be  very  glad 
your  Excellence  would  write  freely  concerning  him,  whether  you  think  it  for 
his  Majeftie's  fervice,  that  he  fhould  be  hearkened  unto  in  his  pretenfions  to 
the  Prefidentfhip  of  Munjier,  in  cafe  my  Lord  of  ^Portland  fhould  be  fatisfied, 
who  hath  had  a  former  engagement  from  the  King  for  it. 

My  Lord,  I  believe  I  have  now  given  an  anfwer  to  all  the  points  of  your 
fevcral  letters   which  required  it,  but  only  to  the  great  obligation  which  you 
lay  upon  me  in  them,  that  mufl  be  the  work  of  my  whole  life  to  anfwer  in 
the  quality  of

May  it  pleafe  your  Lordjhip, 

I  Cannot  give  your  Lordfhip  fuch  an  aecompt  of  affairs  here  as  I  could  wifh, 
his  Majeftie's  forces  having  fuffered  great  loffcs  this  laft  month,  the  Frencfi 
Ambaftador  having  alio  left  us  but  cold  hopes  of  alliftancc  from  that  Nation : 
And  the  IriJJj  (who  are  here  extremely  rclyed  on)  being  (I  fear)  unable  to  do 
more  than  defend  themfelvcs  from  the  Scots,  who,  I  doubt,  will  prove  dange- 
rous Rebel  Is  to  his  Majeftie:  Yet  the  afUftance  which  is  here  expeded  from 
the  Irijh,  will  not  (as  I  conceive)  be  very  difficult  for  them  to  give,  being 
but  to  permit  fome  5000  men  to  be  raifed  and  tranfported  hither;  which  (I 

3  think) 
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think)  may  be  done,  though  his  Majeftic  fhould  defire  none  but  volunteers  not 
inlifted  there. 

Here  is  a  'Dutchman,  called  an  Ambaflador,  who  had  publick  audience  ycfter- 
day ;  what  he  will  negotiate,  I  cannot  tell :  But  I  do  not  find  there  is  any 
great  hopes  at  Court,  that  his  Majeftie  may  be  advantaged  by  it. 

I  have  made  the  condition  of  Munjier  known,  and  have  propounded  fuch 
means  as  1  thought  bcft  conduceing  for  the  prelervation  of  it ;  which  the  Lords, 
appointed  by  his  Majeftie  to  confidcr  of  Irifh  affairs,  are  this  day  to  think  of  5 
and  by  the  next  I  fhall  give  your  Lordfhip  an  accomptof  their  determinations. 

My  Lord  TDigby  tells  me,  that  he  had  prevailed  with  his  Ma)cftic  to  confer 
the  Prelidcncy  of  Munfler  on  me ;  but  he  finds  that  my  Lord  of  Tort  land  had 
not  only  a  bare    promife  of  it,    but  the  Letter  under  his  Majeflic's  hand  for 
the  drawing  of  his  Patents ;   and  that  though   he   had   forborne  hitherto   to 
make  ulc  of  it,  yet  he  would  not  now  relinquifti  it ;  and  fayes,  that  when  his 
Majeftie  had  defigncd  it  for  me,  he  did  not  know  that  my  Lord  of  Tortland 
had   fo  deep  an  engagement  on  him  ;  but  being  a  perfon  fo  highly  deferving 
from  his  Majeftie,  might  not  be  difobliged :  That  I  fhould  be  called  to  my  charge 
here,  and  1  fhall  have  the  forces  of  Mtmfter  united  againft  the  fpring,  with  a 
confiderable  body  of  horfe  joyned  to  them,  under  my  command.     This,  my 
Lord,  I  confefs  is  a  great  honour :  But  how  it  will  be  brought  about,  I  know 
not ;  for  two  of  my  regiments  arc  a  confiderable  part  of  my  Lord  Hopton's 
Army,  and  it  is  thought  he  will  as  foon  quit  his  command,  as  part  with  them. 
The  reft  are  divided  under  other  Generalls,  from  whence  there  will  be  no  fmall 
ftir  to  get  them.     And  laftly,  when  I  ftiali  get  them  together,  I  know  no  pof- 
fibility  to  keep  them  for  two  days,  if  there  be  not  a  place  of  rendezvous  ap- 
pointed us,  where  I  may  have  the  command  of  a  Country  which  may  yield  a 
contribution  that  will  afford  them  fuftenance  5  which  I  do  not  yet  find  within 
his  Majeftic's  power  to  aflign  me,  except  betakes  it  from  fome  that  has  it  now 
under  their  command ;  which  cannot  be  without  unmaking  a  Generall.     So 
that,  my  Lord,  you  may  perceive  I  am  like  at  lafl:  to  be  thought  unworthy  of 
any  imployment,  (though  I  hope  not  by  his  Majeftie,  yet)  I  muft  needs  fear 
the  world,  feeing  me  fall  from  the  command  of  an  Army,  to  my  troope  and 
foote  company  in  Ireland,  will  think  that  the  ground.     And,  though  this  be 
moft  likely  to  be  the  event  of  my  bufinefs,  I  muft  (with  all  humble  thankful- 
nefs)  confefs,  his  Majeftie's  exprefilons  towards  me  to  be  exceeding  gracious, 
and  I  am  confident  his  Royall  intentions  are  as  reall ;  neither  do  I  find  that  I 
have  any  enemy  in  the  Court. 

My  Lord,  I  underftand  from  Sir  Tatrick  Weemes,  that  I  was  interefted  in 
fome  command  under  your  Lordfhip  in  the  Army  there  5  and  if  your  Lordfhip 
hold  me  worthy  of  any  fuch,  I  ftiall  not  decline  it,  for  I  defire  nothing  more 
than  a  capacity  to  do  your  Lordfhip  fome  fervice,  hoping  thereby  to  manifeft

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

YOU  will  very  fuddainly  receive  very  inftant  letters  from  the  Qiieen,  to 
be  as  kind  as  pofllbly  your  Lordfhip  can  unto  Prince  Rupert ;  el'pecially 
in  a  prefent  furnifhment  of  fome  armes  and  powder,  which  is  the  only  want 
oiVtincc  Rupert  ■■>  and  that  fupplied,  I  am  confident  your  Excellency  will  foon 
hear  of  his  motions.  This  lies  lb  for  your  Excellence's  hand,  that  1  cannot 
but  prefent  you  with  this  forefight,  that  your  return  may  be  the  nimbler, 
whereby  your  Excellence  will  double  the  obligation. 

Lord  'T)illon  is  going  to  the  Irifi  Councill  to  fecond  Sir  Edmond  Butler  i 
but  our  confidence  is  upon  your  Excellence's  endeavour. 

Lord  Inchiquin  is  returning  as  full  of  anger  as  his  buttons  will  endure ;  and 
furely  he  hath  reafon,  for  the  King  hath  denied  him  Mtmfter,  after  Tortlandy 
who  is  now  providing  for  a  prefent  march  thither.  Lord  Jermyn  is  coming 
on  very  fairly  to  be  of  near  and  much  intimacy  with  your  Excellence.  I  have 
it  now  in  my  power,  for  I  find  it  defired  ;  but  I  forbear  the  clofing  till  I  re- 
ceive your  Excellence's  pleafure,  which  I  exped,  together  with  your  leave  to 
ufe  my  own  hberty,  which  fhall  oblige  neither  part  more  than  dcmonftration 
perfwades.

The 
Parliament  here  do  rather  pull  men  to  pieces,  than  mend  the  Army.  If  it 
fatisfy  no  man  more  than  my  felf,  I  will  not  be  any  undertaker  that  we  fhall 
be  viftorious.  Mr.  Ven  from  W'tndforCajHe  hath  fetched  in  upon  Saturday 
Mrs.  Jermyn  from  Maidenhead.

The  Earl  of  Corke  would  be  Lord  Treallucr  of  Ireland.  It  is  very  pro- 
bable that  the  Earl  of  Corke  will  buy  the  Prefidcntlhip  of  Mimfler  of  Lord 
'Portland.  This  I  cannot  lay  abiblutely,  but  fevcral  reafons  make  me  think 
fo.  I  apprehend  very  much  ill  to  Miinjler,  to  Ireland,  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
to  the  King,  and  to  the  Protcftants  in  Munjler,  that  Lord  Inchiqnin  is  not 
Prefidcnt  of  that  Province ;  but  the  Earl  of  Portland  murt  be.  It  may  be 
your  Lordihip's  writing  to  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  (hew  it  to  the  King,  may 
help  it.  Sir  G.  Radclijfe  will  endeavour  what  he  may.  The  Lord  Treafurer 
difclaimes  to  have  any  hand  ia  it.  The  Duke  of  Lenox  has  done  it  a  year 
and  half  ago,  and  claimes  a  promife  five  years  ago  for  Lord  Portland.  The 
King  gave  Lord  Inchiqnin  a  warrant  to  be  an  Earl,  but  Lord  Inchiqnin  is  not 
pleafed. 

Let  Sir  G.  Radclijfe  have  your  help  to  take  off"  his  charge  in  Parliamcnr. 
1 1.^  Secretary  will  give  you  rcalons  for  it.  Lord  T)igby  tells  Sir  G.  Radclijfe 
that  iic  did  write  the  lame  advice  that  Secretary  Nicholas  gave  to  your  Lord- 
Ihip.  Loul  T>igby  profefl'eth  very  ferioufly  much  good  will  to  your  Lordlhip, 
and  was  carefuii  that  Sir  G.  Radclifje  might  write  fo  much  fully  to  your  Lord- 
fhip.  Lord  'D/^/^ydid  fwear  deeply  that  "^Daniel  O  Neile  is  a  true  and  zealous 
Icrwmt  to  your  Lordfhip,  and  has  been  long  and  ftill  prelled  that  you  might 
be  Lord  Lieutenant  ;  which  1  promifed  alio  to  write,  for  Lord  T)igby  fears 
elfe  left  your  Lordfliip  fhould  miftake  Daniel,  I  fee  by  this  that  he  is  trufted 
here. 

Jack  Barry  writes  to  Lord  T)igby  that  the  Earl  of  Cajllehaven  was  General 
of  the  Irifh  Army,  and  Lord  Antrim  Lieutenant-General.  Lord  Antrim  will 
not  believe  but  that  Antrim  is  General,  and  Lord  Cajilehaven  Licurenant-Ge- 
neral ;  for  fo  hath  the  Earl  oi  Antrim  refolutcly  told  Lord  'Digbj  and  the  King. 
This  methinks  fhould  be  eafily  decided. 

Lord  Inchiqnin  is  promifed  by  the  King  to  be  Prefident  of  Munjier,  when 
Lord  Portland  leaves  it  j  which  was  all  that  he  defired,  after  he  faw  that  Lord 
Portland  was  to  have  it  prefently ;  and  this  we  now  think  has  fo  pleafed 
him,  that  he  will  doe  all  things  for  as  much  advantage  of  the  King,  as  if  he 
had  it  in  poflefllon.    I  perceive  no  fatisfadion  hereby  given  to  Lord  Inchiquin. 

I  have  been  two  dayes  about  this  paper  by  fnatches,  as  you  may  perceive 
by  the  manner  of  it ;  for  I  have  fpoken  with  feveral  men  between  the  writing 
of  one  pa<t  and  another.  Indeed  I  thought  that  I  fhould  not  get  thus  much  time 
before  the  meflcnger  went  away.

P.  S.  The  Queen  is  with  child,  and  meanes  to  be  brought  to  bed  in  Ire- 
land. This  I  cannot  fwear,  for  all  things  dre  mutable ;  but  an  Earl  told  it  me 
as  a  fecret. 

Here  are  three  T>utch  Embaftadors  from  the  States,  propofing  terms  of  ac- 
commodation, of  which  I  have  fmall  hope.  The  Earl  of  Portland  is  Prefident 
of  Munjler :  They  did  keep  this  private,  and  on  good  caufe,  for  it  will  hazard 
Munjier.  Secretary  Nicholas  doth  think  there  is  no  other  help  but  for  you 
to  write  plainly  hither,  that  Lord  Inchiqnin  is  neceflary  for  that  place  :  But 
you  are  not  to  take  notice  of  the  Secretary,  who  did  fpeak  it  privately  to  me  j 
and  for  the  thing  it  felf,  (that  Lord  Portland  is  Prefident  of  Munjler)  you  may 
fay  that  you  heard  it  commonly  reported. 

This  day  comes  news  of  the  Scots  advancing  within  fix  miles  of  Newcajlle 
with  1000  horfe,  and  9000  foote.  Coming  by  Anwicke,  they  were  flopped 
from  palling  that  bridge;  and  having  loft  there  forty  men,  they  went  over 
three  miles  more  weftward.     Since  that,  their  horfe  quarters  were  beaten  up, 

4.  and 
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and  fomc  of  their  men  killed.  They  have  no  ordinance.  The  Marqucfs  of 
NeiiJcaftle  has  marched  night  and  day  with  3000  horfc,  and  4000  footc,  and 
fome  more,  which  were  there  before.  He  is  reiolvcd  to  fight  with  them  as 
foon  as  he  can,  for  fo  he  hath  lent  the  King  word.  They  did  not  exped  him 
fo  foon. 

The  Scots  Agents  at  London  have  perfwadcd  the  two  Houfes  to  fend  pro- 
pofitions  to  Oxford:  They  are  not  yet  come  hither.

It  is  a  thing  that  imports  us  fo  much,  efpecially  as  to  our  Army  in  Chejhire, 
that  if  we  can  be  plentifully  fupplyed  with  them,  we  fhall  before  the  begin- 
ning oi  April  have  in  thofe  partes  an  Army  of  10000  effedive  foote.  Hi» 
Majeftie  would  not  be  fatisfyed  in  this  particular  with  what  I  had  formerly 
written,  or  could  now  write  to  your  Excellence ;  but  would  needs  have  me 
fend  over  this  exprefs,  merely  to  negotiate  that  bufinefs  i  and  he  hath  power, 
under  the  King's  hand,  to  allure  all  Merchants  with  whom  he  can  deal  in 
that  kind,  that  what  armes  or  powder  foever  they  fhall  bring  over  either  to 
Chejler,  Beaumorris ,  or  to  Brijiol,  efpecially  to  the  two  former,  fhali  be 
taken  off  their  hands  at  any  reafonable  rates.  Your  Excellence  would  be 
pleafed  to  direft  him  as  you  fliall  think  beft ;  he  hath  nothing  elfe  to  do,  but 
to  tend  and  expedite  that  work.  Notwithftanding,  I  have  thought  fit  to  fend 
unto  yout  Excellence  a  duplicate  of  my  laft  difpatch  unto  you  by  Sir  John 
Reade,  unto  which  I  have  nothing  to  add,  but  only  to  defire  your  Excellence 
to  haften  the  levies  of  Iri^,  and  to  tell  your  Excellence,  that  there  are  divers 
here  who  prefs  for  commands  of  forts  and  places  in  Ireland,  and  fome  of 
them  fuch  as  the  King  cannot  well  deny.  In  fuch  cafe,  it  is  not  to  be  avoyded ; 
but  the  King  muft  write  to  your  Excellence  in  their  behalfe  :  But  let  me  alTure 
your  Excellence  that  it  is  the  King's  refolution,  and  which,  by  the  grace  of 
God,  while  I  have  the  honour  to  have  truft  near  him,  I  fliall  ever  hold  him 
firme  unto,  npt  to  beftow  any  there,  but  with  your  approbation ;  and  when- 
ever any  letters  of  that  kinde,  either  recommendatory  or  mandatory,  fhall 
come  unto  you,  it  is  underftood  by  his  Majefty,  that  if  they  be  contrary  to 
your  reafon  for  the  good  of  his  fervice,  they  fhould  fufpend,  and  we  ply ; 
which  you  may  be  fure  fhall  ever  be  faithfully  and  effeftually  reprefentcd  by

My  Lord, 

MY  Lord  of  Antrim  his  Majcftie  fcnt  hither  to  this  Council  to  demand 
tiie  fending  of  the  loooo  foote,  which  in  their  Remonftrancc  they  iiave 
promifcd  to  aflifl:  his  Majeftie  with.  That  part  of  my  errand  that  relates  to  this 
Councill,  is  only  to  acquaint  them  with  his  Majcftie's  and  his  enemies  condi- 
tion in  England,  to  allure  them,  that  the  fending  of  this  Army  before  any 
thing  be  concluded,  will  rather  be  an  advantage,  than  a  prejudice  to  their  de- 
mands; and  to  foUicite  their  fending  of  3000  men  for  the  ifles  of  Scotland. 
That  part  which  refers  to  your  Lordfhip,  is  in  the  cypher,  which  is  between  your 
Lordfhip  and  my  Lord  Digby,  which  bars  me  from  giveing  your  Lorddiip  an 
account  of  it  by  this  conveyance  About  the  end  of  the  next  week  I  am  in 
hope  to  wait  upon  your  Lordfhip  with  that  his  Majeftic's  and  my  Lord  'Digbfs 
letters. 

Ycfternight  my  Lord  Antrim  came  hither.  Soon  after  he  arrived,  he  declared 
his  Majeftic's  commands  to  the  Councill,  and  fo  did  I.  This  day  they  have 
taken  to  refolve  what  anfwer  to  returne:  The  morrow  I  expe£t  to  fend  to 
T^tmcannon,  where  one  of  his  Majcftie's  (hips  wait  for  it. 

By  the  date  of  thefe  inclofed,  your  Lordftiip  will  find  that  I  am  long  from 
Court,  fo  that  I  can  tell  you  nothing  of  the  late  intrigues  :  But  in  general  I 
can  aflure  your  Lordfhip,  that  if  his  Majeftie  be  not  fupplied  with  a  very  con- 
liderable  force  from  hence  before  the  end  oi  April i  or  aflifted  by  fome  greater 
miracle  than  he  has  known  yet,  though  he  has  done  many,  his  condition  is 
fuch,  that  he  will  be  forced  to  a  fhamefuU  and  a  deftruftive  peace,  both  to 
himfelfe,  and  all  thofe  that  are  efteemed  faithfull  to  him  j  and  above  all,  to 
the  Irip),  as  well  Proteftant  as  Papifts.     I  am

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence^ 

TO  receive  from  your  moft  humble  fervant  the  inclofed  papers,  as  the 
minutes  of  the  prefent  work  of  this  place,  I  fhall  not  need  to  fpend 
your  time  (which  is  now  publick  fl:ock)  in  an  illuftration.  Your  Excellence 
will  fee  without  a  hand  in  the  margent,  or  a  finger,  what  our  wants  are,  and 
therefore  our  defires ;  yet,  I  thank  God,  we  are  neither  troubled  with  jcalou- 
fics,  nor  fears,  the  difeafes  of  our  neighbour  State.  If  this  prove  fuccefsfull, 
every  man  hath  his  wifh ;  if  otherwife,  very  few  are  furprifed,  for  they  goe 
on  very  well  and  cheerfully  in  the  recruits,  both  of  horfe  and  foote. 

Lord  Inchiquin  is  gone  over  better  pleafed  than  I  expefted.  He  doth  ac- 
knowledge much  to  your  Excellence ;  and  I  have  not  wanted  to  ferve  him  very 
faithfully  upon  that  account.  You  will  receive  by  him  fome  St.  George  orna- 
ments, which  were  once  in  your  houfe,  and  given  by  Lord  Thomas  Earl  of 
Ormond  unto  the  Earl  of  T>anby-,  and  by  him,  by  will,  left  to  the  Lord  Wil- 
tnot,  who  is  an  infinite  fervant  to  your  noble  family,  and  hath  made  your  Ex- 
cellence a  prefent  of  your  owne  hcire-loome ;  which  certainly  are  not  to  be 
"Withheld  from  your  Houfe  without  fome  kind  of  facrilege, 

I  have  fo  much  power  and  way  with  Lord  Jermyn,  that  I  do  prefume  I  am 
able  to  ferve  your  Excellence  there,  if  I  may  receive  your  commands  how  I

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fhall  carry  my  felf  towards  him  in  any  intereft  of  your  Excellence.  His  letters 
of  the  laft  day  were  written  with  a  great  dcfire  of  a  teeming  friendfhip.  The 
matter  of  that  difpatch  is  looked  upon  as  our  great  hopes,  which  (I  am  confident) 
are  not  mifplaced  in  your  Excellence,  and  for  which  you  will  receive  very  many 
recognifance  from  the  King,  the  Queen,  and  Vnncc  Rupert  himfelf;  for  whofc 
prefent  acknowledgment  and  future  pay,  I  dare  firmly  and  for  ever  oblige  my

N°  CCXL.  ExtraEi  of  a  Letter  of  Mr.  Daniell  O  Neile,  dated 
2  March,  fent  in  a  Letter  frojn  my  Lord  Digby  to  the  Mar- 
quefs  of  Ormonde,  dated  14  March  1643. 

THE  23d  of  February  we  came  hither,  where  Lord  Antrim  met  with  his 
feares,  that  part  of  the  Supream  Council,  which  he  told  you  would  be 
ready  to  oppofe  any  undertaking  of  his.  Neverthelefs,  it  being  neceflary  to 
give  the  King  a  fpeedy  accompt  of  what  he  might  exped  from  hence,  he 
'propounded  to  the  Council  concerning  the  loooo  men  in  England,  2000 
for  Scotland,  and  the  lending  Prince  Rupert  300  barrells  of  powder,  and  the 
4000  muskets  he  writ  for  to  the  Council,  with  aflurance  that  the  Marquefs  of 
Ormond  fliould  ingage  himfelf,  that  either  in  money  or  commodities  out  of 
England,  Prince  Rupert  fhould  make  fatisfadion  for  what  the  Council  Ihould 
fend  Prince  Rupert.  Five  dayes  the  Council  took  to  confider  what  anfwer  to 
make.  At  laft,  the  two  laft  were  anfwercd  as  followeth,  after  much  oppofi- 
tion.  The  2000  for  Scotland,  Lord  Antrim  fliall  have  with  armes  and  ammu- 
nition, and  two  months  provifion  at  Carlinford-Caflle  in  Uljier,  by  the  latter 
end  of  Aprill  next,  where  he  is  to  have  his  men  and  fiiipping  to  tranfport 
them  to  the  ifles.  The  other  was  agreed  unto  as  thus :  Lord  Antrim,  rather 
than  the  fervice  fhould  fuflFer,  or  Vxinct  Ruj?ert  fhould  have  adenyall,  ingagcd 
himfelf,  that  if  the  Marquefs  of  Ormond  would  fend  him  an  acquittance  for 
the  2800  cowes,  which  are  yet  due  to  him  upon  Uljier,  he  would  undertake 
to  procure  Ulfler  to  make  a  payment,  which  as  yet  noe  command  of  the 
Council  could  do,  by  reafon  the  Ceflation  was  not  obferved  with  them,  as 
with  the  reft.  To  procure  the  acquittance,  I  undertake  upon  this  incourage- 
ment. 

There  was  a  letter  written  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormond  to  this  effxd:  That 
as  foon  as  the  Marquefs  of  Ormond  fends  the  acquittance  to  Lord  Antrim,  or 
Writes  that  he  will  allow  of  the  agreement,  and  that  Lord  Antrim  Ihall  fend 
from  Ulfter  afllirance,  the  cowes  Ihall  be  payd  to  the  Council,  then  the  armes 
and  ammunition  fhall  be  dehvered  at  Waterford  and  Wexford. 

As  for  the  anfwer  to  the  loooo,  that  I  fend  you  in  thcire  owne  language, 
but  their  frivolous  reafons  I'll  jiive  :  That  the  King  hath  not  writ  to  them  con- 
cerning  our  demands,  by  which  they  find  that  they  are  not  owned  as  fubjcds: 
That  a  Declaration  fince  the  Ceflation  terms  them  Rebels  :  That  they  doubt  much 
any  fatisfadion  intended  them,  when  the  impeached  Members  at  'Dublin  arc 
bailed :  That  neither  the  King  nor  they  can  be  fecure  in  Munjler,  whilft  the  Lord 
Inchiquin  governs  there,  Or  any  that  he  deputes  :  That  the  fort  of  'Dtincannon 
is  in  the  hands  of  a  peftilent  Roundhead  ;  if  the  Treaty  now  in  agitation  at 
Oxford  take  cft'eft,  they  fcare  the  King  will  not  include  them  in  his  conditi- 
ons. Laftly,  they  would  much  betray  the  truft  put  in  them  by  the  Kingdom, 
without  more  aflurance  than  we  can  give  to  put  out  of  their  power  their  men, 
armes,  and  ammunition  :  For  their  fecurity,  I  profcrred  what  were  in  the  power 
of  the  King,  or  the  Marquefs  of  Ormond.     At  laft,  when  I  thought  all  obftaclcs 
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taken  away,  I  had  tlic  aforcfaid  anfwcr  brought  mc  with  much  ceremony,  the 
fadion  giving  way  to  no  better.  The  very  truth  to  tell  you,  this  Council,  if 
they  were  together,  might  do  much ;  but  thofe  that  arc  deputed  to  refidc,  arc 
foe  divided  between  thefe  two  great  men,  the  Marquefs  of  Ortnond  and  Lord 
Antrim,  that  neither  can  fervc  the  King  eminently  in  this  kind  feparate,  but 
joynt  may  doe  any  thing.  The  Marquefs  of  Ormond's  party  dares  not  move  any 
thing  he  would  have  for  feare,  nor  will  yield  to  any  of  the  others  defircs,  the' 
both  have  the  fame  end.  But  this  (I  make  no  doubt)  will  be  eafily  helpec^, 
and  all  goe  unanimoufly  on  together,  when  I  fliall  have  been  at  T>iiblin,  and 
that  there  is  that  good  correfpondence  fettled  betwixt  Ormond  and  Antrim, 
which  1  hope  to  give  you  afllirance  of  fhortly  from  thence.  If  that  be,  dcfuc 
what  you  will,  and  it  fhall  be  obeyed.  As  for  that  part  of  the  inftrudtions 
which  commands  Antrim  to  divide  them  among  themfelves ,  though  we  are 
here  but  a  few  dayes,  that  matter  (upon  my  credit)  is  foe  well  ordered,  that  it 
is  not  in  the  power  of  either  Catholick  Clergy,  or  Pope's  Nuncio,  Spaniflo  or 
French,  to  make  any  party  againft  the  King.  And  to  confirm  you  in  this.  Lord 
Antrim  can  bring  the  forces  and  perfons  in  the  lift  I  fend  you.  And  if  the 
Marquefs  of  Ormond  and  Lord  Antrim  agree,  he  can  bring,  not  only  them, 
but  the  old  and  beft  Soldiers  in  this  Kingdom  ;  foe  that  you  need  not,  unlefs 
your  occafions  there  prefs  you,  yield  to  any  exorbitant  demands  of  the  Agents, 
either  of  Religion  or  any  thing  elfe. 

The  Nation  in  general  I  find  ftrongly  inclined  to  receive  and  obey  what 
commands  come  from  the  King ;  but  there  are  fome  of  Leinfter  and  Munjier, 
either  out  of  ambition  to  rule,  or  in  hopes  to  be  drawne  off"  from  their  vio- 
lence by  preferments,  that  can  relifh  nothing  that  comes  not  their  way.  If 
the  Agents  exceed  not  their  inftruftions,  your  work  will  have  foon  done  with 
them.  They  have  power  to  communicate  their  inftruftions  to  any,  as  they  fee 
caufe ;  but  are  injoyned  to  acquaint  the  Dutchefs  of  Buckingham  with  them  : 
Soe  were  they  to  Lord  Antrim,  if  he  had  ftayed.  I  have  writ  unto  her  to  re- 
ceive your  advice,  and  to  communicate  to  you  all  things.  They  are  direded 
to  conceale  nothing  from  Brian  O  Neilcj  whom  you  have  fure,  if  you  but 
ufe  him  kindly. 

Some  diforders  in  Connaght  draws  the  Council  there.  I  goe  to  'DubUn  to 
morrow.  Lord  Antrim  ftayes  here  till  he  hears  from  me.  This  day  letters 
came  hither,  that  Monroe  hath  drawn  all  his  garrifons  which  were  in  Tyrone, 
and  yet  he  hath  already  fent  fome  of  his  men  for  Scotland:  Whether  he  will 
follow  with  all  the  reft  is  not  as  yet  known.  The  Army  intended  againft  them 
by  the  /r//Z?  neverthelefs  draws  together,  under  the  command  of  my  Lord 
of  Cajtlehaven,  untill  it  be  in  Ulfter,  then  my  Lord  of  Antrim  is  to  command 
in  chief;  when  that  is,  fear  no  inconvenience  from  hence. 

'Tis  not  to  be  imagined  the  zeal  of  Lord  Antrim  to  ferve  the  King  :  'tis  fo 
much  that  it  hiirts  ;  a  Commifiion  for  the  government  of  Lotidonderry  and 
Coleraine,  is  much  defired  and  held  neceflary,  by  Lord  Antrim  for  the  prefent 
fervice.  Send  a  letter  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormond,  authorizing  him  to  give 
the  government  of  Newry  and  Greenecajile  to  Walter  BagnaU  a  gallant  man, 
who  promifeth  much,  and  will  performe,  I  am  confident. 

N°.  CCXLI.     Sir  Edward  Nicholas  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 
May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

I  Have  herewith  fent  your  Excellence  feveral  difpatches  from  his  Majeftie  in 
anfwer  to  divers  letters  I  received  from  your  Lordfhip  and  the  Council  on 
that  fide  ;  and  I  muft  not  omit  to  let  your  Excellence  underftand  that  youc 
fetters,  whereof  they  are  anfwets,  gave  his  Majeftie  fingular  contentment. 

I  have 
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I  have  advertifement  from  London,  that  the  new  Scots  have  fent  word  hi- 
ther, that  if  they  will  pay  them  their  arrears,  and  fupply  them  with  meanes, 
they  will  not  embrace  the  Ceflation,  but  ftand  it  outj  and  1  hear  that  thoIc 
of  London  refolve  to  fend  them  fome  fupply  very  fpcedily  into  Ireland. 

By  the  Proclamations  herewith  fent,  your  Excellency  will  fee  his  Majcftic's 
invincible  care  of  his  good  fubjefts  in  Ireland,  notwithftanding  all  the  preflurcs 
that  are  upon  him  here  ;  and  for  the  prefent,  his  Majeftie  hath  taken  order 
that  500/.  worth  of  come  and  provifions  be  forthwith  fent  from  the  parts 
near  Brijlol  unto  "Dublin,  at  his  Majeftie's  charge,  towards  a  prefent  fupply 
of  thofe  parts,  as  he  hath  formerly  fent  provifions  for  fupply  of  Munfter. 

The  Affembly  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  Parliament  fit  here  duely  every 
day,  and  fometimes  twice  a  day,  and  proceed  very  unanimoufly  and  prudently 
here ;  and  they  are  fo  earncft  to  have  a  Treaty  for  an  accommodation,  as  at 
London  this  is  called  the  Parliament  for  peace,  and  that  at  Weftminjier  the 
Parliament  for  war,  becaufe  the  meffages  fo  frequently  fent  from  hence  for  a 
Treaty  of  Peace  have  been  fo  many  times  rejefted  upon  frivolous  excufes. 

The  Soldiers  which  your  Excellency  fent  over  to  Chtfter  came  very  feafon- 
ably  to  help  divert  a  force  that  was  preparing  to  march  out  of  thofe  pares  to 
the  afliftance  of  our  curfed  htcxhifiwoi  Scotland,  who  have  invaded  this  King- 
dom, 

At  London  they  are  now  forming  a  Republique,  and  to  that  purpofe  they 
have  put  the  power  and  authority  of  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  into  a 
great  Council  of  State  (as  they  call  it)  of  feven  Lords,  fourteen  Common- 
ers, and  four  Scots,  who  for  a  tryal,  (to  lee  how  people  will  relifh  their  gra- 
cious government)  are  for  three  months  to  manage  all  affairs  concerning  war 
and  peace,  and  all  thefe,  and  the  Clerks  that  attend  them,  are  to  take  an  oath 
of  fecrecy,  not  to  fpeak  of  any  thing  in  agitation  amongft  them,  no,  not  to 
either  Houfe,  which  is  no  lefs  for  the  prefervation  of  the  privilege  of  Parlia- 
inent,  than  to  levy  armes  againft  the  King,  is  for  a  defence  of  his  Royal  Per- 
fon.  By  this  meanes  the  rebellious  faftion  hopes  they  ftiall  be  able  to  fteal 
into  a  Republique,  before  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces  fhall  difccrn  it, 
left  they  (whofe  intereft  it  is  not  to  have  this  Kingdom  governed  other  than 
by  a  Monarch)  fhould  not  only  not  favour  their  ill  caufe,  (whereof  the  people 
there  have  been  more  tender  than  now  they  find  it  merits)  or  oppofe  their 
rebellious  Wales. 

The  King's  Letter  to  your  Lordfhip  concerning  accomptants,  is  agreeable  to 
your  Lordfhip's  and  the  Council's  advice  there.  There  were  long  fince  letters 
lent  by  the  King  to  Sir  Ed.  Bagfhaw,  Mr.  Loftus,  and  Mr.  Carleton  to  ac- 
compt ;  the  laft  of  which  is  now  here,  and  fays  he  will  haften  over  with  all 
diligence,  albeit  he  alledgeth  he  hath  little  in  his  hands  to  pay  in. 

As  concerning  the  two  pinnaces,  commanded  by  the  two  Captains  Bartlett, 
I  have  fpoken  of  it  to  his  Majefty  and  my  Lord  Treafurer,  and  find  fmall 
hope  of  effefting  therein  what  is  defired  5  for  that  there  is  no  meanes  here  to 
fupply  them  with  neceflaries  and  provifions.  But  fince  thofe  fhips  may  be 
ufefull,  as  well  to  Chefier  and  thofe  partes,  as  to  you  in  Ireland,  I  have  here 
propounded  to  have  the  charge  thereof  bore  partly  by  that  County,  and  partly 
otherwife,  by  way  of  tranfporting  paflengers  and  goods.  And  I  wifh  your 
Excellency  would  there  fee,  if  you  can  get  any  private  men  to  fet  forth  (hips 
at  their  own  charge  from  that  Kingdom,  with  letters  of  marine  to  take  any 
fuch  Englipi  or  other  veffels  as  are  belonging  to  the  Rebells  here,  which  is  the 
way  for  you  to  have  fhips  for  your  occafions  fometimes ;  and  here  fhips  arc 
not  unprofitably  fo  employed  on  this  coaft. 

As  I  was  clofing  this  letter,  I  received  a  difpatch  from  Ireland  with  the 

charge  and  anfwcrs  of  the  four  Privy  Counfellors,  wherewith  I  (hall  at  the  firft 

opportunity  attend  his  Majefty,  and  thereupon  give  your  Excellency  a  further 
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account  of  that  bufincfs  by  my  next.  Sir  Richard  Greenville  came  Sunday 
laft  with  thirty  horfe  to  Htvc  his  Majcfty,  who  hath  gracioully  received  him.

We  hear  that  my  Lord  of  Neii'caftle  hath  given  the  Scots  near  Newcajlle 
a  good  blow,  having  killed  about  300,  and  taken  as  many  prifoncrs,  and  fif- 
teen colours  of  horfe  and  dragoons,  but  of  this  we  have  no  cxpiefs  from  my 
Lord  Marquefs  oi  Ne^^caftle.

SINCE  the  remembrances  I  gave  Mr.  Saul-,  and  fince  my  laft  letter  unto 
you,  wherein  I  advifed  a  fpeedy  and  punduall  complyance  from  your  party 
with  the  Earl  oi  Antrinis  defires,  I  have  feen  foe  much  of  his  Majeftie's  au- 
thority to  countenance  his  LordChip's  negotiation,  and  am  fo  well  acquainted 
with  the  prefllng  necefllty,  that  his  Majeftie  fhould  be  powerfully  and  fcafon- 
ably  artifted  hence,  that  1  muft  recommend  to  your  judgment  and  care  to  dif- 
pofe  thofe  in  authority  with  you  to  that  work,  wherein  their  own  intereft  is 
Ibe  far  concerned,  that  we  think  it  is  evidently  the  moft  probable  way  to 
gaine  thofe  good  conditions  unto  them,  when  his  Majeftie  (hall  not  only  be 
engaged  in  honour,  (which  is  the  ftrongeft  tye  upon  a  Prince)  but  inabled  to 
perform  that  engagement  by  an  opportune  and  confiderable  afliftance. 

The  particulars  defired  1  find  have  been  already  made  known  to  you,  and 
are  no  more  than  by  your  publick  Remonftance,  by  many  and  frequent  pro- 
feflions,  by  your  own  intereft,  if  rightly  confidered,  and  by  your  duty  to  the 
King,  you  are  obliged  unto.  And  therefore  I  fhall  not  doubt  but  that,  adding 
to  all  this  your  afFeftion  to  me,  who  am  particularly  and  ftridly  commanded 
to  contribute  my  afliftance  to  the  performance  of  the  Earl  of  Antrim's  charge, 
you  will  put  your  whole  ftrength  to  obtain  for  him  a  fpeedy  and  fatistadory 
dilpatch. 

As  to  that  part  of  his  Lordfhip's  negotiation,  whereunto  (as  I  am  informed) 
you  have  aflented,  I  prefume  you  will  confider  how  precious  time  is,  foe  much 
that  the  lofs  of  a  few  weeks  will  render  the  defign  ineffedtual  and  irrecover- 
able. 

When  you  (hall  advertife  me  that  your  amies,  ammunition,  provifions  of 
victual  and  fhipping  for  the  conveyance  of  it  is  ready,  and  whither  it  is  held 
moft  convenient  to  have  them  fent,  there  fhall  not  be  wanting  a  place  to  re- 
ceive and  fecure  them  to  your  fatisfaftion,  if  reafonable  and  evident  demon- 
ftration  in  that  point  fhall  fatisfy  you. 

Of  thefe  particulars  I  defire  a  very  fpeedy  accompt,  as  things  wherein  the 
King's  fervice,  the  fafety  of  this  Kingdom,  and  my  particular  fatisfadlion  are 
infinitely  concerned.

May  it  pkafe  your  Excellence, 

WITH  foe  much  of  the  letter  I  received  by  this  bearer,  as  did  concern 
the  new  and  further  fupply,  I  did  inftantly  acquaint  both  the  King,  and 
(occafion  foe  offered)  the  Queen's  Majeftie,  who  both  received  it  very  accepta- 
bly, and  cominanded  me  to  leave  your  Excellence's  letter  with  the  Lord  'Digby.t 
which  I  did  accordingly  ;  from  whom  I  doe  conceive,  by  what  fell  from  his 
Lordfhip  in  fome  difcourfe  with  me,  your  Excellence  hath  received  fome  re- 
turn e'rc  this. 

I  humbly  thank  your  Excellence  for  your  continual  care  of  thofe  partes 
wherein  I  fojourn  ;  but  what  armes  and  ammunition  are  fallen  to  Chefler  or 
the  Lord  Byron's  hands,  are  gone  thither,  unde  negant  redire  quicquam,  from 
whence  we  of  Wales  fhall  have  noe  return  of  any  thing,  but  muft  depend 
upon  your  Excellence's  further  charity  towards  us  upon  fome  opportunity  of 
tranfportation. 

I  have  very  little  to  write,  and  not  much  (if  I  were  upon  the  place)  to  fay 
unto  your  Excellence.  Somewhat  I  fhould  prefume  to  do  ;  but  the  bearer  hath 
freed  me  of  one  fcruple,  that  the  patents  for  Lieutenancy  being  but  during 
pleafure,  the  latter  may  fuperfede  the  former,  without  further  legal  difcharge 
or  furrender.  Otherwife  your  Lordfhip  is  too  prudent  to  conceive  there  can 
be  any  want  of  malice,  either  in  the  pretended  Parliament  of  IVeftminfter ,  or 
in  my  neighbour  here  your  predeceffor  in  that  place,  to  raife  (if  God  for  our 
fuis  fhould  worft  our  fide)  all  objeftions  which  can  be  invented  againft  your 
Excellence. 

Things  are  fo  unfixed  in  this  Court,  and  his  Majeftie  (out  of  his  too  much 
goodnefs  and  piety)  foe  obnoxious  to  be  fhaken  and  removed  by  variety  of 
councells,  out  of  any  fettled  refolution,  that  I  prefume  your  Excellence  is 
ftored  (and  foe  you  had  need  be)  with  fome  fundamental  inftrudions  for  the 
government  of  that  Kingdom,  as  are  not  to  be  whifpercd  away,  or  difcom- 
pofed  with  private  informations  or  letters  of  command  upon  fuch  grounds  as 
thofe.  If  the  worft  fall  out,  which  for  the  greatnefs  of  our  fins  is  not  im- 
pollible,  whofoever  gives  the  advice,  your  Excellence  muft  bear  the  fault. 

The  Lord  Tiigby  is  like  to  be  the  only  man  of  affaires  upon  whom  your 
Excellence  can  place  your  cube  ;  he  is  a  man  of  good  fortune,  partes,  induftiy 
and  honour,  and  is  part  the  rubicon,  though  not  peradventure  foe  forwardly 
advanced  as  your  Excellence.  Moft  of  our  other  gamcftcrs  are  not  yet  come 
foe  far  in,  but  that  they  have  an  eye  upon  the  door,  and  fome  refervation  of 
hope  to  fteale  out  again  upon  occafion. 

We  are  not  unmenaced,  nor  without  daily  loffcs  in  this  very  place  5  and  if 
we  be  fecure,  (as  I  hope  wc  yet  are)  it  is  not  becaufe  we  are  not  very  weak 
and  poore,  but  becaufe  the  enemy  (though  they  face  it  better)  arc  every  way 
as  weak,  and  almoft  as  poor  as  we  are. 

It  were  impertinence  to  put  your  Excellence  in  mind  that  you  are  to  play 
your  game  wholly  in  your  own  tables,  without  cxpcding  any  help,  or  much 
advice  from  this  Kingdom,  untill  God  vouchfafe  to  fend  us  better  times  :  If 
you  could  rid  that  ifland  from  thofe  venomous  men  of  the  North,  as  nature 
hath  done  it  from  venomous  bcaftes,  you  might  live  happily  within  your  fclvcs, 
and  be  the  moft  bleflcd  neighbours  that  ever  this  Kingdom  had.  They  have 
been  hitherto  not  foe  much  beaten,  (I  fear  me)  as  a  little  fleabittcn,  fichcnce 


their  bold  invafion  of  this  miferable  Kingdom.

My  Lord, 

I  Received  the  copy  of  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  Sth  of  February  the  7th  of  this 
month,  which  containing  very  punftual  anfvvers  to  all  mine  fcnt  by  H'^ill. 
Sommers,  and  others  about  the  time  he  went,  I  (hall  now  endeavour  to  con- 
trad  this  letter  to  a  moderate  length.  To  that  end  I  do  now  this  once  for 
all  give  your  Lordfhip  moft  humble  thanks  for  all  thofc  things,  wherein  by 
your  Lordihip's  favour  I  reft  fully  fatisfyed,  and  whereof  you  fhall  have  noe  fur- 
ther mention  j  by  which  mark  you  will  be  pleafed  to  take  notice  of  them. 

I  received,  fubfigned  by  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas,  a  letter  from  his  Majcftie, 
giving  me  power  to  receive  fnch  of  the  Irijh  to  mercy,  as  I  ihould  find  necef- 
fary,  and  fomething  of  inftrudlion  how  to  doe  it ;  which  (hall  be  foe  carefully 
oblerved  by  me,  that  I  truft  the  King's  affairs,  neither  here,  nor  in  England, 
(hall  at  all  fuftcr  by  my  management  of  that  power,  which  (hall  only  be  made 
ufe  of  upon  very  evident  and  prefling  neceflltyes,  or  by  the  granting  of  it,  if 
it  be  kept  as  private  there,  as  I  intend  it  fhall  be  here. 

I  doe  not  find  by  thofe  intrufted  with  the  Government  of  Mtmfter,  that  the 
provifions  fent  thither  anfwer  the  proportion  mentioned  in  your  Lordfhip's 
letter ;  nor  by  IVill.  Sommers,  that  thofe  in  preparation  for  this  place,  and  to 
be  fuddcnly  cxpefted,  will  laft  for  more  than  five  weeks,  if  appJyed  only  to 
the  men  garrifoned  in  this  city ;  though  thofe  in  other  neceffary  garrifons  of 
this  Province,  and  all  the  North  exped  to  be  fupplyed  hence.  Therefore  I 
murt  humbly  and  earneftly  propofe,  that  the  fupplyes  for  Munfter  may  be  made 
good  according  to  the  proportion  defigned  ;  thofe  for  this  place  enlarged,  as 
your  Lordfhip  fhall  find  needfuU  upon  difcourfe  with  Sir  Thilip  Vercivall-,  (who 
can  bcft  of  any  man  inform  you  of  our  numbers  and  wants)  and  that  from 
that  fide  timely  care  might  be  taken  of,  and  plentifuU  fupplics  fent  to  T)uncan- 
non  fort,  which  is  in  prefent  much  diftrefled  by  want,  and  the  moft  important 
place  to  be  furely  kept  that  I  know  in  this  Kingdom.  And  now  that  I  have 
mentioned  Sir  'Philip  Tercivall,  I  may  not  pafs  him  by  without  a  very  parti- 
cular recommendation,  as  of  a  man  exceedingly  knowing  in  all  the  affaires  of 
this  Kingdom,  that  hat:h  been  both  before,  in  the  War,  in  the  Treaty,  and  fince 
the  Cellation,  extremely  induftrious  to  advance  the  King's  fervice;  particularly 
in  providing  with  great  dexterity,  labour,  and  frequently  upon  his  own  credit, 
provifions  for  the  men,  which  at  feverall  times  were  fent  hence,  who  elfe 
could  not  have  gone  foe  feafonably  or  well  furnifhed.  The  only  thing  I  parti- 
cularly move  for  him,  is  that,  if  in  this  voyage,  which  he  undertakes  by  his 
Majeftie's  efpccial  commands,  he  fhould  die  or  otherwife  mifcarry,  he  may  be 
favourably  dealt  with  in  his  accompts,  which  are  many  and  great.  This  to  me 
fcemes  a  reafonable  requeft. 

Touching  the  Scots,  your  Lordfhip  hath  (I  hope!  received  the  certain  notice 
I  fent  of  the  preparation  of  part  of  them  for  Scotland  •■>  particularly  the  Lord 
Sinclare'^  regiment,  which  was  above  ten  dayes  fuice  imbarkedj  more  being 
ready  to  follow,  and  all  commanded  over,  as  your  Lordfhip  will  find  by  the 
inclofcd  copy  of  the  order  made  to  that  eflfeft  in  Scotland.  Yet  the  inclina- 
tions and  intereft  of  the  Scots  here,  urged  and  fomented  by  fuch  as  I  fet  on, 
hath  not  yet  left  working,  but  is  ftill  on  foot  to  the  difturbance  of  the  oppofire 
counfells,  as  by  the  inclofed  copy  of  a  letter  from  Sir  Robert  Stewart  may 
2  partly 
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partly  appear.  I  will  endeavour  all  I  can  to  unite  the  old  Scots  and  the  Eng- 
lifh  in  the  North  to  the  King's  party,  and  doe  hope  to  prevail  with  the  chief 
Officers :  But  the  truth  is,  the  Soldiers  and  common  people  arc  lb  deeply  in- 
feded,  that  I  have  little  hope  they  can  be  unanimoufly,  or  in  any  confiderable 
number,  drawn  to  Terve  the  King  againft  the  Rebells  in  England  or  Scotland. 
Of  the  new  Scots,  your  Lordfhip  fees  there  is  no  hope,  except  that  when  they 
come  into  Scotland  they  will  be  refty  and  mutiny  for  their  arrears,  as  I  am 
certainly  informed  they  have  banded  themfelves  to  doe. 

Monroe  hath  noe  mind  to  quit  this  Kingdom  ;  but  can  no  other  way  be 
confiderably  made  ufe  of,  I  doubt,  though  I  intend  to  make  tryal  of  him. 

There  is  no  time  loft,  nor  meancs  unattempted,  to  haften  the  levyes  of  /ri/&. 
The  Earl  of  Antrim  is  about  his  work,  and  is  aflifted  by  me  very  really  and 
with  all  induftry  ;  yet  I  doubt  there  is  no  trufting  to  what  my  Lord  or  I  fhall 
be  able  to  doe  upon  that  defign.  Your  Lordihip  hits  upon  the  right  way,  as 
well  for  this,  as  for  difcovering  whether  the  Iri^  will  ingage  thoroughly  for 
the  King,  when  you  mention  the  Iriflo  Agents,  who  (1  hope)  arc  at  Oxford  by 
this ;  but  if  I  had  armes,  provifions  to  keep,  and  fhips  to  tranfport  them,  I 
fhould  not  doubt  from  the  ports  in  the  King's  obedience  to  fend  at  times  con- 
fiderable numbers  oi  Irijh  with  little  noyfe,  and  without  the  help  of  the  pre- 
tended Irijh  Councill,  whereof  my  Lord  oi  Antrim  was  fworn,  fince  his  laft  ar- 
rivall,  before  1  heard  from  him. 

There  went  yefterday  hence  five  good  companies  of  foot,  confifting  of  7ri/& 
and  Englijlo,  that  are  utter  ftrangers  to  the  place  they  goe  to.  Lord  Taafe 
and  the  reft  had  been  with  you,  but  that  the  Irijh  would  give  them  neither 
help  nor  permiffion ;  nor  was  I  able  to  fend  them.  Sir  John  Read  is  not 
yet  come,  therefore  1  can  fay  nothing  to  his  inftrudlions ;  but  1  am  and  have 
been  this  good  while  endeavouring  to  get  armes  and  ammunition  from  the 
Irijh  for  part  of  the  arrcar  they  are  in,  and  I  hope  in  fome  meafure  to  prevail. 
In  which  cafe  it  will  be  ncceflary,  that  the  value  of  what  fhall  be  fent  hence 
in  thofe  commodity es  be  returned  hither  in  money,  vidual,  or  cloth,  for  the 
fupport  of  the  army  here.  I  am  dealing  with  merchants  to  land  at  Chejier^ 
Briftol  City,  or  Minhead,  good  proportion  of  armes  and  ammunition,  upon 
aflurance  they  fhall  be  taken  off  with  ready  money;  the  prices,  quantities, 
and  time  when  they  may  be  expeded,  I  will  inform  your  Lordfhip  very  fpeedily. 
I  defire  to  know  whether  letters  of  mart  may  be  given  xoT>unkirkers;  if  fo, 
upon  what  conditions,  and  to  have  the  form  of  one  lent  hither,  but  with  li- 
berty to  vary,  according  to  what  may  be  held  to  fute  better  with  this  King- 
dom. 

His  Majeftie's  letters  touching  Prince  Harcourt  are  not  yet  come  to  my 
hands :  When  they  fhall,  I  will  perform  my  duty. 

There  Ihall  be  forthwith  a  grant  to  Colonel  Mine,  as  his  Majeftie  com- 
mands. 

Touching  my  Lord  of  Inchiquins  pretence  to  the  Prefidency  of  Munjler,  I 
can  fay  no  more  than  is  well  known  to  his  Majeftie,  viz.  that  he  hath  faith- 
fully and  fuccefsfully  ferved  him  here,  and  was  diligent  and  forward  in  fend- 
ing to  the  King's  fervice  in  England  ^^ht^t  men  couid  be  fparcd  out  o^  Munjler , 
and  I  think  it  will  be  for  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  both  here  and  in  England,  that 
my  Lord  of  ^Portland  be  taken  otF  with  latisfadtion,  and  the  granting  of  that 
place  for  fome  time  fufpended. 

My  Lord,  this  letter  is  written  in  fome  haftc,  which  may  add  fomething  to 
the  dcfcds  1  could  not  mend  in  a  year's  time.     I  am  moft  really

My  Lord, 

THIS  bearer,  h\x.  Sojnmers ,  hath  imployed  hi mfelf  carefully  in  your 
commands  here  concerning  the  provifions  to  be  fent  over  into  Ireland'^ 
and  there  being  a  courfe  fettled  for  the  fpecdy  tranfportation  of  fueh  a  pro- 
portion as  we  could  for  the  prefent  provide,  his  longer  ftay  here  feems  necd- 
Icl's  j  and  therefore  he  returns  unto  your  Excellence  the  neareft  way,  to  give 
you  an  account  of  what  is  already  done,  and  aflurancc  that  we  will  haften 
away  what  other  fupplyes  can  pollibly  be  procured.  He  goes  well  inftrufted 
of  occurienccs  here,  and  therefore  I  ihali  not  need  trouble  your  Excellence 
with  relations.  He  hath  likewife  in  charge  to  reprefent  unto  your  Excellence 
the  great  neceflitie  which  the  Army  in  Chefhire  hath  of  greater  quantities  of 
amies  and  ammunition  than  we  are  able  to  fpare  from  hence.  Upon  which 
errand,  I  fent  over  three  weeks  fince  a  fcrvant  of  my  own  to  follicit  your 
Excellence,  and  I  mufl:  by  every  meffenger  renew  the  fame  prefTures. 

I  have  newly  received  your  Excellence's  letter  of  the  24th,  with  the  inclofed 
advertifements  out  of  the  north  of  Ireland  •■>  and  I  have,  according  to  your 
Excellence's  commands,  given  Cz^x.z\n  Bald-jnin  JVake  order  to  hafl;en  x.o'TDub- 
Im  with  his  fhips,  there  to  attend  your  commands.  And  I  hope  that,  by  that 
time  thofe  you  write  to  me  of  be  ready  to  embarke,  there  will  be  fome  other 
levies  in  a  good  forwardnefs ;  efpecially  now  that  you  are  likely  to  be  freed 
from  the  jealoufy  of  the  Scots  from  the  north  of  Ireland^  who  now  I  think 
would  doe  us  more  hurt  there,  than  they  can  cither  in  Scotland  ox  England; 
lince  whilft  they  remain  in  Ireland,  it  is  not  probable  that  the  Iriflo  would 
fpare  any  of  their  men  or  amies  over  hither ;  which,  being  rid  of  that  fear, 
it  is  probable  they  may  in  good  numbers,  in  cafe  we  come  to  any  good  agree- 
ment with  the  Agents.  'Tis  true  that,  whilfl:  we  thought  that  the  Scots  would 
not  be  able  to  invade  England,  unlefs  they  drew  their  men  out  of  Ireland,  our 
Councils  went  wholly  upon  the  keeping  them  there  :  But  now  that  we  fee 
they  have  invaded  England  without  them,  we  conceive  they  doe  us  more  hurt 
there  by  withholding  thofe  aydes,  which  otherwife  we  might  expeft  from  Ire- 
land, than  they  could  doe  us  here.  And  therefore  your  Excellence  is  noe 
more  advifed  to  labour  the  detaining  of  them  there  above  a  month  longer ; 
by  which  time,  the  King's  undertaking  party  in  Scotland,  whereof  my  Lord 
Montrofe  is  the  head,  will  have  either  gone  through  with  their  worke,  or  it 
"will  bedefperate  ;  the  being  a  hinderance  unto  which,  is  now  the  only  remain- 
ing occafion  for  us  to  wifh  any  longer  the  fl:ay  of  the  Scots  in  Ireland;  pro- 
vided always  (which  I  make  no  doubt  but  your  Excellence  hath  well  fore- 
thought) that  there  be  meanes  of  following  them  into  Scotland  or  England 
with  ftore  of  Irijlo. 

It  is  further  thought  fit  to  reprefent  unto  your  Excellence,  whether,  when  the 
Scots  fhall  be  gone,  it  may  not  be  poflible  fo  to  fortify  the  landing  places  in 
the  north  of  Ireland,  as  to  prevent  any  more  fuch  inundations  from  Scotland. 

Since  the  writing  of  this,  I  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Baldwin  JVake, 
wherein  I  find  that  he  having  endeavoured  to  pafs  over  again  to  IDublm  with 
his  fhips,  he  found  them  in  fo  ill  cafe,  and  his  men  fo  difobedient,  that  he  was 
faine  to  tack  about,  and  return  to  Briftol,  where  now  he  is ;  foe  that  by  this 
meanes  we  are  likely  to  be  difappointed  of  the  former  convenience  for  tranf- 

U  u  u  portation 
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portation  of  men  out  of  Ireland.  There  remaining  now  upon  that  coaft  only- 
two  fhips  of  Captain  Bart  left's,  which  your  Excellence  can  get  feme  help 
from ;  the  Irifo  Ihips  muft  endeavour  to  do  that  work  at  many  returns,  which 
the  other  might  have  done  at  few  ;  and  your  Excellence  is  earncftly  defired, 
that  you  will  ftill  be  fending  over  what  numbers  you  pofllbiy  can. 

At  this  inftant  I  receive  a  long  difpatch  in  cypher  from  my  Lord  oi  Antrim 
and  Tianiel  O  Ne'de,  wherein  all  that  I  can  read  without  cypher  feemcs  to 
promife  wonders. 

I  have  delayed  the  going  of  this  bearer  foe  long  from  day  to  day,  that  I 
cannot  ftay  him  any  longer  to  give  your  Excellence  a  larger  account,  he  being 
charged  with  letters  of  great  importance  to  Prince  Rupert  in  Chejhire ;  but  I 
fliall  difpatch  ^ick  'Power  unto  your  Excellence  within  very  few  daycs,  with 
full  advertifements  of  all  things.  Thus  humbly  kifling  your  Excellence's 
hands,  I  reft,

My  noble  Lord, 

I  Am  very  much  your  Lordfhip's  fervant  for  your  favour  fhewn  to  Mr,  Car- 
f  enter  at  the  laft  meeting  of  Parliament,  whereby  he  is  freed  from  the  oc- 
casion of  much  clamorous  trouble. 

I  befeech  your  Lordfhip  continue  your  goodncfs  ftill  towards  him,  which 
I  fhall  acknowledge  as  great  an  obligation  put  upon  me,  as  if  it  were  done  im- 
mediately to  my  felf 

I  have  been  a  fuiter  to  his  Majeftie  for  his  liberty  or  future  proteftion ;  and 
I  have  procured  fo  much  as  I  conceive  will  be  a  good  warrant  for  that  favour 
which  your  Lordfliip  fhall  think  fit  to  extend  unto  him. 

I  perceive  by  Lord  'Digby  that  the  Earl  of  Antrim  was  a  fuitor  for  Bagnall 
to  be  Governour  of  Newry,  but  Lord  "Digby  ftopt  it  ;  fo  I  think  that  is  at 
peace. 

The  Prince  Eleftor  doth  write  kindly,  others  would  fay  bafely,  to  the 
Roundhead  Parliament  in  England,  and  is  expeftcd  to  come  over  fhortly  with 
his  Mother  to  London--,  where,  no  doubt,  he  ftiall  have  fome  great  office,  as 
Great  Conftable  under  the  new  Great  Scale.     This  is  our  conceit. 

My  Lord,  1  have  not  any  thing  worth  your  trouble,  more  than  Mr.  Sum- 
mers can  tell  you,  only  to  write  my  felf

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

SINCE  my  letters  by  Mr.  Roberts,  I  have  not  had  the  honour  of  receiv- 
ing any  of  your  commands,  though  I  have  ftaycd  here  behind  the  Prince 
in  cxpeftation  of  your  Excellence's  pleafure ;  and  upon  that  account  I  ftiall  ftill 
waite,  being  well  fatisfied  I  am  doing  my  duty,  though  difabled  to  be  fcrvicc- 
ablc  otherwife  to  you,  than  in  my  prayers,  which  ftiali  never  depart  from  your 
noble  pcrfon  and  family  whilft  I  ftay  in  the  world. 

The 
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The  cldcrt  Brother  of  Prince  Rupert  hath  written  to  the  Parhament  in  Eng- 
land, much  approving  the  prcl'ent  work',  with  offer  to  take  the  Covenant,  and 
judify  it  with  liis  blood ;  and  Ibme  fay  Prince  Maurice'%  Mother  is  coming  to 
Whitehall  to  the  fame  purpole.  This  puts  great  amazement  into  fome,  and 
the  more,  becaule  it  conies  from  very  good  iiands,  that  cannot  in  civility  be 
unbclievcd. 

The  Queen  is  refolved  to  go  to  Brifiol  or  Ludlc-jv  to  lye  in,  but  whether  of 
both  is  not  yet  known.  The  fupream  Councill  of  the  Irijh  Rebels  by  the 
letters  of  the  Earl  of  Ayitrim  offer  4000  /.  by  the  month  to  the  Quten,  if  fhe 
come  to  Ireland  during  her  flay  there. 

'Daniel  O  Neile  is  full  of  this  defign,  and  pretends  by  his  letters  to  Lord 
^igby  and  Lord  Jermyn  to  have  ibme  great  worke  to  finifh  at  ^Dublin.  He 
and  Lord  Antrim  by  their  letters  promife  very  largely ;  but  I  prefume  your 
Excellence  guefles  whereabouts  the  ballance  of  the  accompt  will  be.  They 
feem  to  refer  much  to  the  content  that  fliall  be  given  to  tlie  Iriflo  Agents,  and 
accordingly  they  hope  to  thrive  in  their  undertakings. 

Sir  Richard  Greenville  is  come  hither  with  his  Commifllon  of  being  Lieu- 
tenant General  to  Sir  William  Waller  in  his  pocket.  Upon  his  coming,  the 
Earl  of  Leicejier  went  out  to  take  the  aire ;  but  men  conceive  he  is  gone  to 
the  Parliament.  Sir  Anthony  Afloley  Cooper  and  Sir  Gerard  Napper  are  both 
run  away  to  the  Parliament  from  their  brethren  the  Commons  here. 

Ejfex  and  Waller  are  drawing  down  upon  my  Lord  Hopton  to  Wincheflett 
where  he  is  in  his  head  quarters.  Upon  advice  of  the  ftrength  of  the  enemy 
to  be  7000  foote  and  horfe,  and  no  more,  it  is  now  refolved  that  his  Lord- 
fhip  fhall  draw  to  Newberry,  where  the  King  meets  him  with  1000  horfe,  and 
1500  foote.     My  Lord  Hopton  is  of  himfelf  4500  foote,  and  2300  horfe. 

The  Earl  of  Forth,  the  General,  went  out  upon  Tuefday  to  command  the 
King's  forces  that  lye  in  the  parts  about  Gloiicefter,  to  prevent  the  relief  of 
it.  And  yeflerday  the  L.  General  Wilmot  followed  him  with  1800  horfe. 
The  relation  of  this  particular  1  befeech  your  Excellence  to  receive  from  the 
bearer,  who  is  to  pafs  through  the  batable  ground  in  queftion,  and  will  thereby 
be  able  to  make  a  demonftration  of  that,  which  I  can  give  you  but  in  enthy* 
me  me. 

The  Lords  and  Commons  here  fent  up  a  letter  to  them  at  Wefiminflery 
whereunto  there  is  no  anfwer  made.  For  my  fhare,  I  expeft  nought,  being 
fatisfied  in  my  foul  that  they  have  put  the  wayes  of  peace  far  from  them. 

The  report  that  Monroe  and  the  new  Scots  in  Ireland  are  gone  home  is  part 
of  the  belief  here  ■■,  for  it  comes  to  Lord  Jermyn,  written  from  Tianiel  O  Neile 
at  the  Council  of  Kilkenny,  and  therefore  cannot  want  the  fpirit  of  truth.  If 
it  be  fo,  or  what  likelyhood  there  is  of  it,  I  defire  and  beg  humbly  your  Ex- 
cellence's judgment,  that  accordingly  I  may  difpofe  of  fome  poor  people,  which 
I  have  upon  my  hands  in  Wales  into  thofe  parts,  if  they  may  be  there  with 
fafety. 

The  King  wants  armes  and  money  abominably.  It  is  hoped  the  IriJh 
Agents  will  cure  this  double  fever,  and  if  it  doe,  the  phyfician  will  be  ho- 
nourable. 

Lord  Jermyn  tells  me,  that  the  Lady  Elizabeth,  Sifter  to  Prince  Ruperti 
( who  is  a  very  Tionna  Imperia)  is  the  very  engineer  of  this  fad  work  in  her 
family. 

There  are  now  fome  Councils  held  about  difpofing  of  the  Princes.  Wales 
is  much  preffed  for  Ireland,  and  Tork  for  Wales,  as  thinking  it  too  much  to 
venture  all  at  once  in  one  bottom. 

Our  advice  from  the  North  comes  very  coolely.  I  prefume  it  is  by  reafon 
of  the  interruption  that  is  given  to  the  palTage  by  the  forces  that  lye  about 
•Ne'-^'ark  in  the  fiege  of  it. 

2  From 
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From  Sir  Charles  Lucas  that  commands  the  horfe  towards  Lancafhire,  we 
hear  there  have  been  divers  encounters  between  him  and  Fairfax  ;  but  foe  as 
neither  fide  can  yet  brag  of  the  forcgame.  They  are  yet  in  tlie  fett,  and  if 
Sir  Charles  be  able  to  keep  him  from  making  his  way  to  the  Scots  quarters, 
he  beats  him,  and  the  Scots  into  the  bargainc ;  for  of  their  galloways,  and 
piftols  proportionable,  their  brethren  here  are  not  over  confident. 

My  whole  ftudy  is  how  I  can  handlbmely  l"hape  an  employment  to  waite 
upon  your  Excellence  for  fome  time ;  wherein  I  humbly  beg  your  afllftance. 
If  your  Excellence  can  think  of  a  way  without  jealoufy,  (which  1  find  to  be  a 
difficult  labour  for  me  to  efted)  I  have  fo  much  fet  my  mind  on  feeing  your 
Excellence  once  more,  that  if  I  fhould  dye  before  I  have  fatisfied  that  defire, 
my  ghoft  will  not  faile  to  vifit  you,  and  fee  the  duty  of  a  faithfull  fervant

SIR, 

I  Am  better  fatisfyed  why  it  was  neceflary  to  place  the  command  of  North 
Wales  and  the  adjacent  Counties  in  Prince  Rupert,  than  why  it  was  at 
any  time  held  fit  to  give  it  unto  me ;  if  then  it  was  conceived  needful  1  that  I 
Ihould  remain  here.  In  fhort,  I  reft  fully  fatisfyed  in  that  matter,  and  exceed- 
ing much  with  your  care  of  me  in  it. 

Lord  Antrim  he  fayes  is  bufy  in  the  King's  affaires,  but  I  doubt  he  mindes 
other  bufinefs.  This  under  the  rofe  for  a  while  i  you  will  fpeak  more  of 
it  in  a  little  time. 

Mr.  Skip'worth  underftands  of  your  recommendation  of  him,  and  Ihall 
fhortly  find  the  fruits  of  it.  This  to  your  letter  of  the  1 7th  of  'January,  that 
of  the  loth  of  February  requires  noe  other  anfwer,  than  that  I  ftill  keep  my 
felf  uningaged  for  an  Agent ;  and  foe  I  fhall  doe  till  1  can  find  one  I  may 
truft  for  the  King's  bufinefs  and  my  owne  5  or  till  you  fhall  propofe  one  to 
me. 

The  advice  of  my  very  good  friend,  whofe  face  I  never  faw  that  I  can  re- 
member, fhall  be  followed.  I  forbeare  to  thank  him  for  that  particular,  left 
it  be  not  fit  for  me,  in  relation  to  you,  to  take  notice  of  him. 

Something  is  now  written  to  Lord  T>igby  touching  the  Prefidency  of  il/«»- 
fier ;  but  for  fome  reafons,  which  hereafter  you  fhall  know,  I  am  not  pofitive 
for  Lord  Inchiquin's  prefent  having  it.  I  believe  much  in  Lord  T>igby,  and  I 
eafily  believe  Daniel  O  Neile  was  willing  I  fhould  be  Lord  Lieutenant,  and 
perhaps  he  will  unwifh  it  again. 

In  Colonel  Barry  I  was  not  rightly  underftood  I  believe ;  but  the  difference 
is  decided  by  this  with  you. 

I  fliall  find  fome  time  of  better  leifure  to  be  more  large  and  clear  with  you.

My  Lord, 

DANIEL  O  Neile,  who  lately  fpoke  with  the  Earl  ol  Antrim,  wiildoubt- 
lefs  inform  your  Lorddiip  what  hopes  his  Lordfliip  hath  to  prcvailc  in 
the  defign  committed  to  his  management.  For  my  parr,  I  tinde  no  ground  to 
alter  what  1  have  writ ;  but  becaufe  the  defign  of  the  ides  feemes  to  be  af- 
Icntcd  unto  by  the  Irijh,  and  in  a  forwardnels  to  be  put  in  execution,  I  de- 
fire  humbly  to  inform  his  Majeftie  that  it  hath  been  propoll'd  unto  mc,  that 
a  port  of  ftrcngth  in  Uljler  fhould  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Iripo  to  fecure 
their  armcs,  ammunition,  and  other  provifions,  and  from  whence  they  may 
conveniently  imbarke.  To  this  I  have  fo  anfwcred,  as  can  neither  give  them 
colour  to  retard  their  preparations,  or  to  challenge  any  promife,  that  fuch  a 
place  fhould  be  put  into  their  hands  without  equivalent  caution.  But  that  his 
Majeftic  may  the  better  judge  what  is  fit  to  be  done  in  this,  I  humbly  offer, 

Firft,  that  I  had,  before  the  Earl  of  Antrim  arrived,  a  letter  from  two  Co- 
lonels, fignifying  a  defign  the  Iri^o  had  to  pofl'efs  themfelvcs  of  a  port  in  Ulfter, 
and  dcfiring  mc  to  be  careful!  of  Carlingford  and  Greenecajile,  which  in  Uljier 
are  the  only  places  that  I  can  fay  are  in  my  power,  as  they  would  be  o'i  Strang- 
ford  and  other  ports  pofleft  by  them  ;  as  may  appear  by  the  faid  letter  fent  here- 
with, together  with  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  Lord  Moore  thereupon. 

Secondly,  that  the  old  Scots  and  Englifl}  in  Uljier  haveing  this  apprehenfion, 
it  is  to  be  doubted  whether  they  will  deliver  any  port  within  their  power, 
though  commanded. 

Thirdly,  if  notwithftanding  the  aforefaid  intimation,  fuch  a  place  were  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  IriJJj,  and  by  them  made  ufe  of  againft  the  old  Scots  and 
Eng/ifl},  (who  profefs  to  be  for  the  King)  it  fhould  be  confidered  what  fcandal 
it  might  bring  upon  his  Majefty,  what  difcontent  it  would  give  to  all  his  Pro- 
teftant  fubjefts,  and  how  hurtful!  every  way  to  his  fervice.  But  if  the  necef- 
flty  and  advantage  of  this  enterprife  fliall  out-ballance  thefe  confiderations,  and 
that  his  Majefty  fliall  think  fit  to  command  me  to  put  one  of  the  ports  in  my 
power  into  their  hands,  I  do  in  fuch  cafe  humbly  defire,  that  the  place  to  be  fo 
delivered,  and  tlie  perfon  to  whom,  may  be  named  by  his  Majefty. 

Thefe  things  are  but  lately  come  to  my  knowledge,  (I  meane  in  part)  and 
tliofe  appointed  by  his  Majefty  to  attend  him  hence,  are  ready  to  take  fhipping, 
elfe  I  would  have  oppofed  to  what  I  have  faid,  wiiat  occurs  to  me  on  the 
other  part;  but  that  is  more  properly  their  work  on  that  fide,  that  are  much 
better  able  to  do  it.     I  am

HIS  Majefty  hath  lately  received  an  account  from  the  Earl  o^ Antrim  and 
Tianiel  O  Neile  of  their  negotiation  at  Kilkenny ;  of  all  which  this  in- 
cloled  extract,  not  to  fay  copy,  of  'Daniel  O  Neile'%  letter,  will  give  you  the 

X  X  X  clearcft 
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cleareft  information;  wherein  certainly  your  Excellence  will  find  how  ncccfTary 
it  is  for  the  King's  fcrvice,  that  there  be  a  perfect  good  correfpondencc  fettled 
betwixt  your  Excellence  and  the  Earl  oi  Antrim.  It  is  confcft  that  without 
your  power,  his  intereft  can  availe  little;  and  yet  perhaps  may  hinder  the  good 
effefts  of  your  power,  if  he  fliould  fettle  to  an  oppofition  :  Whereas  both  con- 
curring and  co-operating  in  the  fame  way  to  the  common  end  of  the  King's 
fervice,  you  may  both  advance  it  with  eminent  fucceis. 

The  life  and  fafety  of  our  bufuiels  here  depends  upon  the  diverfion  to  be 
given  to  the  Scots  from  Ireland  by  an  Army  out  of  Ireland^  in  cafe  they  fhould 
prevaile  againft  my  Lord  Ne-ovcaftle ;  which  may  yet  be  doubtful,  though,  God 
be  thanked,  hitherto  they  have  ftill  been  beaten  and  rcpulft.  In  confideratioii 
of  this  great  importance  to  obtainc  thefe  aydes  from  the  /r//^,  your  Excellence 
is  defired  by  his  Majefty  to  afford  the  Earl  of  Antrim  all  the  afliftancc  of  your 
power,  favour,  and  authority,  which  fhall  be  made  appear  to  you  nccelfary 
for  the  going  through  with  thofe  ferviccs  he  hath  undertaken,  both  in  matters 
of  credit  and  of  the  ports  and  governments  required;  as  alfo  of  thole  fhips  in 
his  Majeftie's  fervice  which  have  order  to  attend  your  commands;  whereof 
you  will  find  the  particulars  in  O  Neile's  letter. 

I  fend  your  Excellence  alfo  here  inclofed  all  the  other  papers  which  I  received 
from  T>aniel  O  Neile,  by  which  you  will  make  the  cleareft  judgment  what 
grounds  and  what  probabilities  there  are  of  fuccefs  in  their  undertakings  ;  only 
thus  much  I  muft  add  by  way  of  alTurance  of  the  thoroughnefs  of  my  Lord  of 
Antrim's  intentions  and  affedions  to  the  King's  fervice,  that  1  have  got  a  fight 
of  his  intimate  and  free  letter  to  the  Dutchefs  his  wife;  wherein  he  gives fucli 
advices  concerning  the  King's  dealing  with  the  Agents,  when  they  come  over, 
as  would  become  a  man  whofe  interefts  of  religion  were  quite  overborne  by 
the  intereft  of  his  Majeftie's  honour  and  power.  This,  take  upon  my  credit, 
I  faw  with  wonder,  confidering  how  he  had  been  formerly  reprefented  as  a 
perfon  likely  to  encourage  the  Agents  to  demands  in  that  kind. 

I  intend  within  very  few  dayes  to  difpatch  "Dick  'Power  to  your  Excellence, 
by  whom  1  will  write  more  largely  and  freely.  \\\  the  mean  time,  give  me 
leave  to  beg  one  thing  of  your  Excellence,  that  is,  that  you  will  be  kind 
to  O  Neile,  and  not  eafily  to  entertaine  ill  impreflions  of  him  ;  for  I  muft: 
give  him  this  teftimony  faithfully,  that  I  never  obferved  any  m.an  fo  devoted 
to  another's  interefts,  as  he  hath  conftantly  been  to  your  Excellence's,  ever  fince 
I  have  had  any  accefs  or  truft  near  his  Majefty;  and  I  am  confident,  he  will 
not  be  lefs  valued  by  you,  in  that  he  is  owned  for  a  very  particular  friend  by

My  Lord, 

I  Find  that  no  labour  or  induftry  of  mine  can  ever  make  me  capable  of  ftate 
aff^airs,  being  now  more  in  the  dark  than  ever. 

It  being  true  that  Antrim  hath  commifllon   from  the  King  to  command 
10000  men,  with  "Daniel  O  Neile  of  the  bedchamber;   it   is  reported  from 
them,  that  the  King  believes  well  of  me,  but  fayeth,  I  have  no  power.     If  I 
have  not,  it  was  my  duty  and  faith  to  him  hath  loft  it  me,  and  not  being  re- 
garded 


concerning  State-Affairs.  263 

gaided  for  it.  I  have  gone  much  aftray  it  fcems,  but  know  not  wherein,  nor 
what  courfc  to  take;  and  but  for  my  confidence  in  you,  and  rclpeds  to  you, 
1  Ihould  for  ever  quit  this  unhappy  Kingdom. 

I  muft  confcls  my  abihty  hath  noc  wayanfwered  my  dcfire  to  fcrve  his  Ma- 
jcftic ;  yet  I  prefume  with  truth,  and  free  from  arrogance,  I  may  affirmc,  that 
none  of  this  Kingdome  upon  his  own  private  flrcngth  and  intcrcft,  without 
the  ailirtance  of  Englijh  forces,  hath  kept  up  a  ftronger  party,  nor  preferved 
more  of  the  EngUfit  Nation,  than  I  have  done,  having  never  received  pay, 
amies,  nor  provilion  from  either  Hate. 

I  am  informed  by  a  letter  from  Kilkenny ^  that  the  Earl  of  Antrim  parted 
from  thence  in  fome  difcontenr,  they  having  not  fully  anlwcred  his  Lordihip's 
cxpedlation ;  but  I  hope  they  will  not  fail  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  which  his 
Lordlhip  hath  undertaken  with  fo  much  forward  afFeftion. 

I  did  not  conceive  that  his  Mnjeftie  would  have  made  ufc  of  the  Irijlo  forces 
of  this  Kingdom  in  a  body,  untill  they  had  been  firft  declared  good  fubjcfts  by 
a  fettled  obedience  to  your  Lordfhip's  government;  and  for  my  own  particular, 
I  fhall  not  be  ambitious  to  command  any  forces  to  that  fervice,  untill  wc  may 
waite  upon  your  Lordlhip  in  fuch  an  expedition,  or  at  lead:  goe  over  by  your 
command  and  diredion ;  and  then  I  hope  I  fhall  be  able  to  carry  as  many  able 
good  men  with  me,  as  fhall  be  required  or  expcded  of  me. 

On  Friday  night  I  received  letters  from  Sir  James  'Dillon,  being  on  his  way 
to  Gallivay  with  my  Lord  Cajilehaven.  He  writes  to  me  he  hath  fomcthing 
of  importance  to  impart  unto  me,  and  that  a  fpecdy  meeting  would  be  very 
neceflary  between  my  Lord  Cajilehaven,  my  Lord  Taafe,  and  my  felf,  on  which 
he  would  give  his  attendance,  I  returned  anfwer,  I  would  be  all  the  next 
week  at  Loghreagh-,  and  if  they  pleafcd  to  vifit  me  as  friends  and  antient  ac- 
quaintance, and  not  as  Generals  and  Governours,  they  fhould  be  very  wellcome. 
If  there  be  any  thing  material,  I  fhall  fpeedily  convey  it  to  your  Lordfhip. 

There  is  daily  expedation  in  thefc  parts  of  my  Lord  of  Cojlello's  arrival, 
with  his  Commiflion  for  the  government  of  this  Province;  and  no  arguments 
I  can  ufe  will  alter  the  apprehenfions  of  moft  men  here,  but  that  his  imploy- 
ment  doth  refleft  difgracefuUy  upon  me. 

Por  my  part,  I  love  his  perfon,  and  am  no  wayes  ambitious  of  fuch  a  charge ; 
and  yet  it  may  be  the  choice  of  fome  other,  though  below  him,  and  not  foe 
well  cftcemed  by  me,  might  in  fome  opinions  have  much  lefs  concerned  me  j 
but  thofe  are  but  variety  of  conjedurcs,  and  fhall  not  trouble  me  who  will 
ever  be  moft  conflantly

I  have  newly  received  your  Excellence's  difpatch  by  Major  Trafford,  and  I 
fhall  within  very  few  dayes  return  anfwers  to  all  particulars  by  an  exprefs ;  only 
two  things  I  fhall  touch  unto  your  Highncfs :  The  one,  that  the  defires  of  the 
Irijh  touching  Carlingford  and  Greencaflle  look  very  fufpiciouQy,  and  there- 
fore your  Excellence  hath  great  reafon  to  be  cautious  in  the  point.  The  other 
is  to  defire  your  Excellence,  that  the  armes  and  ammunition,  which  both  your 
Excellence  and  Sir  George  Hamilton  write  of,  may  be  fpeeded  away  to  any  of 
the  King's  ports,  where  they  fhall  be  taken  off  with  ready  money,  principally 
let  them  aim  at  Chejier. 

N°.  CCLIII.    Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  theMarqiiefs  of  Ormonde. 

May  it  pleafe  jour  Excellence, 

AL  L  your  Excellence's  commands  are  very  wellcome  to  me,  but  any  that 
concernes  your  felf,  I  receive  as  a  great  favour  from  your  Lordthip.  I 
have  herein  fent  your  Excellency  his  Majeftie's  letter  for  a  grant  to  be  pafled 
to  your  Lordfhip  for  the  cuflody  of  the  fort  of  Duncannon,  after  the  Lord  Ef- 
mond;  which  his  Majefty  granted  very  readily,  and  alfo  the  increafe  of  the 
number  of  men,  as  your  Excellency  defired  5  only  he  hath  forborne  to  increafe 
their  pay,  left  the  precedent  of  it  fhould  make  other  forts  fue  for  the  fame  fa- 
vour. But  when  your  Lordfhip  fhall  be  pofleffed  of  it,  it  will  be  eafy,  upon 
renewing  the  eftabliihment,  to  procure  an  addition  of  pay  for  the  foldiers  of  that 
fort. 

The  other  letters  to  the  corporations  of  Lymerick,  Gall'way,  and  Waterford 
are  alfo  herewith  fent  to  your  Excellency.  The  letter  your  Excellency  fent 
me  of  the  13  th  of  March  concerning  the  cuftomes  at  Waterford,  and  the  co- 
pies of  letters  there  inclofed,  as  what  your  Excellency  and  the  Council  did 
therein,  is  here  well  approved  of,  fo  ufe  will  be  made  of  it  when  the  Treaty 
fhall  be  begun  with  the  Agents,  who  prefs  to  be  fpeedily  difpatched.  I  fhould 
have  been  glad  that  your  Excellency  from  that  fide  had  advifed  what  would 
have  been  fit  to  have  been  here  infilled  on  for  the  King's  fervice,  and  the  peace 
and  fecurity  of  that  Kingdom. 

I  have  advcrtifement  from  foreign  parts,  that  both  France  and  Spa'me  are  la- 
bouring who  fhall  gaine  moft  upon  Irelande.  It  muft  be  your  Excellencie's 
care  to  prevent  them  both  in  their  dcfigns,  for  whatfoever  intercft  or  engage- 
ment either  of  thefe  Kings  may  have,  the  King  our  Mafler  will  lofe  by  it. 

My  private  opinion  is,  that  if  the  King  fhall  give  leave  to  either  of  thofc 
Kings  to  levy  men  in  Ireland,  that  it  were  much  better  that  fuch  leave  were 
granted  to  the  French  than  to  the  Spaniard  i  and  if  there  were  5000  of  the 
Catholiques  of  Ireland  lent  to  the  French  King,  it  would  I  believe  fccure  that 
Kingdom.

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N°.  CCLIV.     Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde 

and  Council  of  Ireland. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Lordjloifs, 

ON  the  20th  inftant  I  received  your  LordfTiips  letters,  dated  at  "Dublin  the 
26th  of  February  laft?  by  the  which  his  Majeftie  hath  fecn  your  Lord- 
Ihips  carcfulnels  to  obfervc  the  Catholicks  fetting  forward  towards  Court. 
Yelkrday  they  arrived  here,  having  landed  in  Cornwall.  The  Proteftant  Gen- 
tlemen as  yet  are  not  come ;  but  good  order  hath  been  taken  for  convenient 
accommodation  for  them  in  this  city,  when  they  fliall  arrive,  as  fuitablc  to 
their  qualities  and  imployment  as  this  place  can  afford.  The  allowances  by 
the  day  agreed  upon  at  the  Board  there  for  them,  his  Majeftie  doth  very  well 
like  and  approve,  and  willies  the  means  to  fatisfy  the  fame  were  as  ready  at 
hand. 

His  Majeftie  is  well  pleafed  with  your  Lordlhips  direftions  fent  to  Sir  Wil- 
liam Stewart  to  come  hither,  if  it  may  ftand  with  his  health  ;  and  feeing  your 
joint  dcfires  for  Sir  ^aul  T)avis's  ftay  in  his  neccflary  attendance  upon  the 
Board  there,  is  well  contented  to  give  way  thereunto. 

Of  thofc  fevcral  letters  which  your  Lordfliips  mention  to  have  been  direded 
to  me,  and  defire  to  know  the  receipt,  I  can  find  no  more  but  thefe,  viz.  of 
the  8th,  nth,  and  19th  of  'December;  thofe  of  the  8th,  9th,  and  i8th  of 
November,  and  of  the  13th  of  December  are  miffing. 

On  the  fame  20th  inftant  1  alfo  received  your  Lordfhips  letter  of  the  firft  of 
March  current,  with  an  inclofed  copy  of  an  order  of  that  Board  22  ^pril  laft 
concerning  hydcs  of  one  Barnwell  and  others.  Upon  perufal  of  which  letter 
and  order,  his  Majefty  commands  me  to  make  this  anfwer,  that  he  cannot  but 
approve  the  carefuU  proceedings  of  the  Lords  Juftices  and  Council  then  in 
that  matter,  and  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  now  in  order  to  the 
prcfervation  of  that  his  Kingdom,  recommending  it  to  your  Lordfhips  to  take 
a  fitting  courfe  for  the  petitioners  fatisfaftion  foe  foon  as  there  Ihall  be  means 
for  it. 

Our  laft  advertifcmcnts  from  my  Lord  Newcajile  are,  that  the  Scots  had 
made  fhift  with  the  lofs  of  many  men  to  pafs  the  Tjne  5  but  were  glad  to  be- 
take themfelves  to  a  narrow  quarter  at  Sunderland j  which  his  Excellence  fo 
befets,  as  I  hear  they  write  moft  carneftly  to  London  for  relief  by  fea,  (that 
being  the  only  way  yet  left  them  to  receive  it)  left  they  be  elfe  fuddainly  re- 
duced to  the  laft  extremities. 

His  Majcftie's  garrifon  in  Newark  (commanded  by  Sir  Richard  Byron)  hath 
ftoutly  endured  divers  weekes  hard  fiege  laid  to  it  by  a  great  force  of  the  Re- 
bells,  who  have  loft  (as  'tis  credibly  affirmed)  one  thoufand  men  already  before 
it,  and  among  them  fome  eminent  perfons,  the  Lord  Willoughby  of  Tarham, 
Sir  Richard  Hubert,  and  others. 

His  Highnefs  Prince  Rupert  marched  to  the  relief  of  it  divers  dayes  fince, 
and  we  expeft  that  this  week  will  prove  a  bufy  one,  both  thereabouts  and  in 
thefe  parts ;  for  although  the  Earl  of  Ejfexs  Army  is  not  yet  recruited,  yet 
Sir  William  Wallers,  Balfour's,  and  other  of  the  Rebels  forces  begin  to  move 
in  Hamppiire ;  and  my  Lord  Hopton  from  Winchefter  towards  them,  my  Lord 
General  Forth  being  alfo  at  hand  with  a  good  ftrength  to  join  with  his  Lord- 
fhip's,  and  we  conceive  them  both  together  to  exceed  the  Rebells  numbers. 

They  are  zx.  London  bufy  with  propofitions  for  peace,  but  what  they  are  like 
to  prove,  your  Lordfhips  may  imagine  by  what  is  paft ;  and  by  this  declaration

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

TO  give  me  leave  to  give  you  a  general  acquittance,  confefllng  my  felf 
fatisfied  to  a  letter,  lb  fully,  fo  evenly  have  you  cleared  with  me,  and 
without  correfting  my  bill,  as  if  you  had  a  meaning  to  change  your  chapmen, 
but  were  loth  to  anger  him  at  parting.  1  am  afraid  you  will  remember  the 
ftory  of  the  Lawyer  that  had  wrapped  his  Client  in  a  long  fuite,  and  at  length 
told  him  he  was  outlawed.  Marry,  faid  the  Client,  I  am  glad  on't,  and  I  pro- 
mife  you  1  will  not  come  into  the  law  as  long  as  I  live  again.  But  be  it  as  it 
happens,  your  Excellence  is  fo  fair  a  reckoner,  and  fo  rare  a  paymafter,  (qua- 
iit.ies  that  are  not  always  of  the  whole  blood  in  Noblemen  of  your  years)  that 
I  cannot  but  give  you  credit  for  all  the  ware  in  my  fhop,  though  you  take  fix 
and  fix,  the  two  ftages  of  the  ftaple  for  payment. 

From  henceforth  I  will  begin  to  conceive  my  felf  made  happy  by  being 
writ  down  by  your  noble  hand  amongft  your  fervants  to  do  your  commands, 
and  fliall  therefore  humbly  acquaint  your  Excellence,  that  I  fhall  ever  marke 
my  letters  with  figures,  making  this  my  firft,  to  the  end  your  Excellence  may 
be  affured  of  mifcaniage  where  you  find  the  numbers  broken.  I  fliall  keep  by 
me  a  note  of  the  hand,  the  time,  and  way,  by  which  I  fend  under  that  num- 
ber; fo  that  upon  advice  from  your  Excellence,  I  may  retrieve  the  letter,  or 
leave  the  failure,  where  it  ought  to  be  charged. 

The  affaire  of  the  Earl  of  Antrim  and  Daniel  0  Neile  is  now  underftood, 
and  that  myftery  riddled  to  be  a  bragge.  My  Lord  Muskerry  hath  fo  fatisfied 
Lord  Jermyn,  whom  I  have  made  very  much  his  fervant  for  your  Excellence's 
fake.  And  now  I  am  upon  Lord  Jermyn,  I  fliall  finilh  with  him,  as  a  piece 
that  is  very  entirely  your  own  to  a  rhread.  1  fliewed  him  a  part  of  your  let- 
ter, which  I  pricked  to  his  hand  ;  with  which  he  was  infinitely  well  pleafed, 
and  reckoned  it  as  a  very  blefling  referved  to  be  conferred  feafonably.  The 
bufinefs  of  the  Garter  he  undertakes. 

I  find  now  by  the  tranfadtion  of  Prince  Rupert's  bufinefs,  that  he  is  fufpeded 
by  Lord  Jermyn,  and  relyeth  on  an  odd  one,  the  Queen,  (for  whofc  fake  the 
King  writes  to  me  in  every  letter  he  fendeth)  and  would  elfe  go  into  France. 
But  I  now  find  where  the  game  lyes,  and  I  cannot  wifli  it  in  a  better  hand  to 
ferve  my  friends,  both  in  temper  and  honour. 

I  am  very  well  fatisfied  by  fomething  that  is  already  begun  in  the  bufinefs 
of  the  honour,  your  Excellence  will  receive  good  and  fpeedy  fatisfadion  in  that 
particular. 

I  have  a  free  paffage  to  Lord  Jermyn's  letters,  and  find  in  thofe  of  Daniel 
O  Neile  to  him,  that  he  defircs  him  to  truft  to  him,  to  make  him  a  free- 
holder in  Ireland.  This  is  put  on  in  good  earncfl;  there,  and  fomewhcre  elfe  ; 
but  the  complement  is  entertained  for  a  well-meaning  meflage.  I  find  his 
and  his  general  friends  fallen  two  fliillings  in  the  pound  fince  the  Irijlj  Agents 
arrived. 

The  Earl  of  Leicejier  told  the  Bifliop  of  Tork  that  you  were  the  beginner  of 
the  Monroe  rebellion,  and  may  well  finifli  with  them.  I  will  fpeak  with  Mus- 
kerry what  is  bcft  to  be  done,  untill  I  receive  your  pleafurc. 

Bryan 
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Brynn  O  Neile  makes  very  great  fuite  to  be  admitted  Agent  for  the  new 
Scots  in  Ireland,  but  I  believe  will  not  prevail.  Lord  Dillon  tells  me,  that  by 
his  perfwafion  he  writ  for  him.  \_ 

To  morrow  the  Lord  of  Mnskerry,  and  the  Gentlemen  that  came  with  him 
out  of  Ireland  are  to  be  heard  what  they  can  fay  for  themfclvcs  in  defence 
of  the  adions  in  Ireland  fince  the  Rebellion  there.  What  likelyhood  there 
will  be  of  a  fettlcment  of  a  firm  peace  there,  1  fhall  not  faile  to  let  your  Ex- 
cellence know  by  the  very  firft  wind. 

Sir  George  Radcliffe  and  Bathe  arc  very  violent,  which  makes  the  lrip3 
fwaggcr  very  feverely, 

The  Prince  is  marched  towards  Nev^ark  with  a  ftrong  Army,  and  we  hear 
this  evening  by  my  Lord  of  Northampton'^  brother,  that  all  the  forces  that 
lay  hovering  about  Ne^jjark  are  drawn  after  him.  Prince  Rupert  writes  to  the 
Queen,  that  he  hath  but  twelve  barrels  of  powder,  and  that  he  fliall  be  ruined. 

The  Queen  defignes  for  Exeter  to  lye  in.  T>aniel  O  Neile  hath  written  a 
long  letter  to  invite  her  for  Irela?id,  (this  was  to  Lord  Jermjn)  and  therein 
undertaking  in  a  monthly  allowance  of  4000/.  Hereby  you  fee  what  a  new 
gamefter  may  do,  if  he  will  be  brisk. 

I  faw  your  letter  to  that  purpofe,  but  it  could  not  be  expcdled  fo  pundually 
for  one  of  fo  fmall  intcreft  as  you. 

Sir  Edivard  Hyde  and  Sir  John  Colepepper  are  fufpcdcd  to  be  fomething 
rigid  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  Irijh.     This  from  Lord  Primate,  who  is  yet  well. 

IVindfor-CaJile  was  the  laft  week  to  have  been  returned  to  the  right  owner, 
but  the  defign  was  difcovered  (as  it  is  privately  faid)  by  Mrs.  Murray,  who 
went  from  her  husband  here  to  London,  from  whence  this  intelligence  comes, 
as  they  fay  here. 

I  do  not  perceive  they  have  any  fwelling  force  about  London  to  tear  us  up 
by  the  roots  here,  as  they  threaten.  Waller  and  Ej[ex  arc  again  at  great  odds. 
My  Lord  Hopton  lyes  out  towards  Winchefter,  and  hath  a  fmart  ftrength,  and 
is  placed  in  a  kindly  foile,  where  his  Army  receiveth  nourifhment  and  growth. 

All  our  eyes  look  northward  after  the  Earl  oi  Newcaftle,  who  hath  an  Army 
fo  brave,  that  nothing  but  a  general  judgment  can  hinder  to  be  vidorious.  He 
is  much  loft  here  fince  the  Scots  paiTed  the  river. 

For  what  concernes  my  felf  in  your  noble  care  of  me :  In  manu  tua  fum. 
Difpofe  of  me  as  you  pleafe,  knowing  therein  your  order ;  or  fettle  him  that 
in  all  things  on  this  fide  idolatry  hath  entirely  devoted  himfelf,  and  all  the  fa- 
culties of  his  foul  to  ferve  you,  who  are  the  pillar  of  your  country,  and  the 
buckler  of  the  Briti/b  Nation.  I  am

K°.  CCLVI.  The  Earl  of  Cknricarde  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord^ 

UPON  the  17th,  after  my  difpatch  to  your  Lordfhip,  my  Lord  oi  Antrim 
was  pleafed  to  bcftow  a  vifit  upon  me,  and  did  acquaint  me  with  his 
Majcftie's  Commiffion  for  his  command  of  loooo  men  5  and  that  notwithftand- 
ing  his  forward  complyance  with  the  confederate  party,  by  taking  their  oaths 
of  affociation  and  that  of  a  fupream  Counfellor,  he  was  delayed,  if  not  deluded, 
by  them,  both  for  his  being  Lieutenant  Generall  of  their  forces  here,  and  his 
employment  into  England,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  his  Majeftie's  affaires,  the 
advancement  of  which  did  very  much  depend  upon  the  fuddennefs  of  his  ex- 
pedition; anddefired  that  I  would  ufe  my  beft  endeavours,  by  all  wayes  I  could 
work,  to  further  thofe  ends  he  had  propofed  for  the  King's  fervice ;  which 

2  indeed. 
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indeed,  my  Lord,  was  a  rcqucft  came  very  fuddenly,  and  miicli  unexpected 
upon  me,  though  moft  forward  to  ferve  his  Majeftie,  and  wilUng  to  appear 
rcfpcdive  to  his  Lordfhip. 

My  Lord  was  pleafcd  to  oblige  me  farther  by  f>aying  with  mc,  until!  he 
might  receive  a  return  from  thofe  he  fent  to  Gallway ;  and  upon  the  20th 
went  with  me  to  Loghreagh,  where  the  next  day  arrived  my  Lord  oiCnftle- 
ha-ven,  my  Lord  Taafe,  and  Sir  James  'Dillon.  And  then  the  debate  grew 
hot  between  the  two  Generals,  elpecially  concerning  the  Lieutenant  General- 
fiiip ;  and  I  conceive  the  conclufion  was,  that  Antrim  fhould  quit  that  claim, 
and  Caftlehaven  to  further  and  expedite  his  other  employment  into  England. 

Some  here  (I  am  very  confident)  moft  affcdionate  to  liis  Majeftic's  fervice, 
careful!  of  the  prefervation  of  this  Kingdom,  and  not  forgetfuU  of  the  par- 
ticular interefts  of  fome  perfons  of  Qiiality  therein,  have,  according  to  their 
bcft  abilityes,  confidered  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  affaires  j  and  for  any  thing  yet 
appearing  to  them,  doe  conceive  it  neceflary  that  Antrim  fhould  be  fpeedily 
diipatched  with  thofe  forces,  and  that  command  he  defircs ;  it  being  obferved 
by  them,  that  his  Lordfhip  intends  to  carry  few  with  him,  but  thofe  of  UlJleVy 
fome  of  the  old  Iriflo  in  other  partes  of  the  Kingdom,  and  the  difcontented 
Officers  that  have  been  disbanded  of  their  party  5  and  that  if  fome  other  per- 
fon,  cither  in  prefent  or  future,  fhould  be  imployed  by  his  Majeftie,  they  would 
hardly  take  the  command  of  fuch  upon  them ;  and  to  carry  others,  and  leave 
them  here  in  difcontcnt,  would  be  of  dangerous  confequence.  And  withall 
I  conceive  it  is  not  out  of  your  Lordfhip's  knowledge,  and  is  confidently  be- 
lieved by  me,  that  in  moft  parts  of  the  Kingdom  defigns  are  laid  to  raife  a 
new  and  violent  diftcmpcr,  and  want  but  a  perfon  of  Quality  to  be  their  head, 
and  (for  any  thing  I  know)  upon  fuch  a  pretence  of  diftafte,  it  may  be  repre- 
fented  over  as  a  fervice,  this  Nation  appearing  backward  to  comply  with  his 
JVIajcftie's  defires.  But  if  the  Kingdom  be  thus  cleared,  and  the  war  continue 
in  England^  all  will  be  Iccured  here  without  difficulty,  and  his  Majeftie  after- 
wardi  ferved  there  with  more  confiderable  and  orderly  forces  from  hence. 

Thefe,  my  Lord,  are  the  apprchenfions  of  fome  well-affcdled  perfons,  and 
will  (I  believe)  be  purfued  to  give  prefent  fatisfadion,  but  nothing  to  be  con- 
cluded, untill  a  more  clear  and  right  underftanding  be  obtained.  And  I  muft 
confcfs  my  own  thoughts  at  this  time,  though  not  altogether  free  from  fome 
private  refentments,  doth  incline  that  way,  there  being  but  one  difficulty  that 
yet  appeares  to  me,  which  is  my  being  doubtfuU,  that  my  Lord  o^  Antrhn's 
entering  into  their  afibciation  in  Ibe  high  a  degree,  and  carrying  fuch  with  him, 
as  may  perhaps  ftand  charged  with  the  fouleft  anions  committed  here,  may 
fomewhat  rcflcd  upon  the  King  in  England,  and  leflen  his  party  in  that  King- 
dom;  there  being  thofe  that  will  make  ufe  of  the  leaft  fhadows  to  put  a  pre- 
judice upon  his  government  and  proceedings.  But  his  Lordfhip  coming  im- 
mediately from  his  Majeftie,  and  with  iuch  full  power  and  command,  it  obliges 
me  to  believe,  that  thofe  impediments  are  foe  well  provided  for,  as  that  I  am  to 
fupprcfs  thefe  weak  conceptions  of  mine;  though  it  be  the  difcourfc  of  the 
time  in  thefe  parts,  that  it  doth  evidently  appear  I  have  taken  a  wrong  courfc ; 
and  feme  not  of  the  meancft  quality  doe  not  ftick  to  report,  that  your  Lord- 
fhip hath  comniiffion  to  punifh  all  thofe  that  doe  not  enter  into  the  afibciation. 

My  Lord,  I  doe  humbly  and  earneftly  propofc  and  defire,  that  yourLordfliip 
will  be  pleafcd  to  fend  fpeedily  hither  my  Coufin  John  Barry,  with  fuch  in- 
ftruftions  as  your  Lordftiip  fhall  find  neceflary,  my  fclfc  and  others  having 
much  to  fay  that  may  be  intruftcd  to  him,  and  not  to  be  ventured  by  this 
way  of  conveyance.  And  1  doe  prefumc  there  are  now  very  many  that  only 
want  a  right  information  to  dircft  their  proceedings  for  his  Majeftie's  fervice, 
and  the  firm  fcttlement  of  his  government  and  authority  in  this  Kingdomc. 
My  own  intentions  of  waiting  upon  your  Lordfhip  being  interrupted  by  the 
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arrival  into  this  County  of  800  Scotch  Iripo  commanded  by  Collakitagh'%  Son, 
for  w  horn  I  am  at  tliis  inftant  preparing,  cither  to  dcdroy,  or  nun  them  over 
to  the  dilcretion  of  fomc  of  the  neighbouring  Counties.  And  withall,  my 
Lord  of  Cajilehaven  comes  through  thcfe  partes  with  his  Army  very  fuddeniy, 
and  it  will  concern  me  to  take  care  of  the  prcferving  of  my  quarters  ;  and  I 
hope  your  Lordlliip  will  pardon  mc,  though  I  doc  again  fecond  my  former 
lequelt  for  my  Coufin  Barry' ^  repair  hither. 

I  left  Antrim  fick  at  Loghreagh,  fomc  occafions  calling  me  hither ;  but  I  am 
informed  he  went  ycfterday  from  thence  towards  Gall-jvay,  and  goes  after  to 
the  Counties  of  Mayo  and  Sligo,  and  fo  to  the  North.  'Tiwfe  went  from  iience 
this  day  to  Gall-Ji'ay,  and  Cajtlebaven  and  James  T>tllon  over  the  Shannon  to 
their  Army.  And  if  your  Lordfhip  find  any  taint  in  my  cxpreflions  they  are 
guilty  of  it,  and  your  fcrvant  at  Waterford  a  powerfuU  afllftant  therein. 

YourLordihip's  difpatch  of  the  isth  I  received  the  aid,  and  inclofcd  therein 
a  mod:  gracious  letter  from  his  Majertie ;  and  as  he  vouchfafcs  to  believe,  foe  I 
fhall  ever  be  found  a  moll:  faithful  and  loyal  fubjeft  and  fcrvant,  and  will  Ihortly 
take  the  prefumption  upon  me  to  return  my  moft  humble  acknowledgments 
by  an  immediate  addreis  unto  him.  In  prefent  I  muft  not  omit  to  cxprcfs  my 
fclf  very  fenfible  of  the  great  obligations  your  Lordlliip  hath  put  upon  me, 
finding  that  honour  and  happinefs  1  have  received  to  proceed  from  your  Lord- 
fliip's  noble  and  favourable  reprelcntations,  fupplying  my  difabilityes,  and  gain- 
ing mc  tuch  unmerited  favours. 

And  by  this  time  I  hope  your  Lordihip  hath  received  your  difpatches  with 
fome  comfortable  additions  to  the  former  good  fucceflcs  of  his  Majeftie's  for- 
ces ;  And  though  peace  ought  to  be  the  end  and  aimc  of  all  good  men's  endea- 
vours, yet  it  may  well  be  doubted,  it  will  not  prove  much  to  the  advantage  of 
the  King's  affaires,  untill  his  rebellious  fubjefts  be  reduced  to  a  lower  condition 
than  they  yet  appear  in.  I  will  now  add  nothing  more,  but  to  repeat  my  con-

My  Lord, 

WE  have  this  afternoon  prefented  our  demands  to  his  Majcfty,  which  we 
ftudied  to  make  fo  moderate  and  realbnable,  as  we  know  not  how  it 
may  be  hoped,  that  the  Nation  may  fubfift  in  the  condition  of  free  fubjeds,  if 
our  defires  be  not  granted.  Neither  is  the  higheft  of  them  fuch  a  rock,  but 
that  the  King  may  find  a  way  to  fatisfy  his  people  in  that  Kingdom,  without 
prejudice  to  his  party  here.  And  the  reall  advantage  of  the  aflurance  of  our 
Kingdom,  and  of  a  Nation  fo  faithfully  affeded  to  his  fervice,  is  much  more 
confiderable  than  the  fears  and  jealoufics  to  difcontent  a  party. 

My  Lord,  I  believe  a  copy  of  our  demands  are  now  fent  you,  and  you  may 
be  fo  far  intrufted  by  his  Majcfty  therein,  as  it  may  lie  in  your  way  either  there, 
or  by  your  advice  hither,  to  give  very  great  furtherance  to  the  prefent  fettle- 
mcnt  of  the  affaires  of  that  Kingdom.  I  do  not  hope  to  perfwade  you  to  this, 
not  by  any  good  that  may  redound  to  your  felf,  pofterity,  kindred,  or  Nation  j 
for  I  know  in  the  place  you  hold,  you  regard  not  thefe  :  But  as  you  know 
the  ftate  of  that  Kingdom,  and  the  ftrong  difeafe  that  reigns  here,  fpccially  in 
the  Commons  generally  all  over  the  Kingdom,  you  fhall  find  the  peace  of  that 
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Kingdom  to  be  of  extrcam  great  confcqucnce  to  his  Majcftie's  fervicc.     All 
which  1  fubniit  to  your  Lordlliip's  better  confideration,  and  rcmaine

Our  very  good  Lord, 

WE  do  not  conceive  that  we  may  difcharge  the  truft  rcpofed  in  us  by  the 
Confederate  Catholicks,  if  befides  confirming  the  people  of  our  party 
in  their  loyalty  and  good  affedions  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  we  doc  not  ad- 
vertife  your  Lordfhip  how  great  our  fearcs  are,  and  how  juft  the  grounds  of 
them,  that  many  who  pretend  to  ferve  the  King  of  your  party,  and  have  places 
of  high  truft  and  confequence  in  their  command,  have  hollow  hearts,  and 
may,  to  his  Majeftie's  unfpeakable  diflervice,  and  the  ruin  of  this  Kingdom, 
receive  the  Rebells  now  in  amies  againft  his  Majcftie  in  England  into  the  ma- 
ritime townes  and  forts  which  they  have  in  their  hands. 

In  the  firft  place,  we  doe  pray  your  Lordihip  to  have  a  care  of  the  fort  of 
'Duncannon,  where  the  Lord  E/mond,  whom  we  fufped:  to  be  ready  to  adhere 
to  the  malignant  party  of  the  Parliament  in  England,  commands,  and  two  or 
three  Roundheads,  who  are  gracious  with  him,  arc  in  office. 

To  confirme  this,  we  have  heard  that  in  difcourfe  with  a  Gentleman,  who 
faid  it  was  reported  your  Lordfhip  had  his  Majeftie's  letter  to  appoint  him  a 
fucceflbr,  he  faid,  that  muft  not  be,  untill  he  were  paid  off"  all  his  arrears. 

Concerning  Tonghall,  we  are  given  to  underftand  that  upon  report  of  that 
part  of  the  Parliament's  Fleet,  which  is  under  the  command  of  the  Lord  Lijle 
and  Greenville,  their  being  in  Milfordhaven,  the  town  is  divided,  fome  ready 
to  defend  it  for  his  Majefty,  others  to  receive  the  forces  prepared  for  an  inva- 
fion,  and  in  what  condition  the  young  Earl's  affedions  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice 
doe  ftand,  your  Lordfliip  beft  knows ;  but  we  always  fufpeftcd  the  Father  and 
the  Son  to  be  well-wiflicrs  to  thofe  Rebells  in  England. 

Cork  was,  in  the  abfence  of  the  Lord  of  Inchiquin,  put  into  the  hands  of 
Sir  Hardres  Waller,  who  moft  men  doe  believe  to  be  a  Roundhead ;  and  the 
government  of  that  part  of  the  Province  which  lyes  within  your  quarters,  was 
intrufted  with  Sir  William  Fenton,  one  of  the  fame  cut.  And  now  the  Lord 
of  Inchiqitin  is  returned,  we  feare  the  power  of  Cork  and  Kinfale  may  be  in  a 
worfe  hand,  for  it  is  reportedihe  came  diicontented  from  Court.  We  doe  befeech 
your  Lordftiip  to  refleft  upon  the  importance  of  the  place,  and  to  prevent  a 
mifchief  which  may  be  fatall  to  this  Kingdom. 

We  doe  underftand  further,  that  letters  have  been  procured  out  of  England, 
by  which  one  of  the  Creaghs  is  appointed  Colledor  of  the  Cuftoms  within 
the  port  of  Lymerick,  and  that  fome  other  (they  fay  the  Lord  of  Broghill)  is, 
nominated  Governour  of  the  caftle  there. 

It  appears  by  the  articles  of  Ceflation,  that  the  city  of  Lymerick  and  the 
County  of  it  are  within  our  quarters;  and  therefore  we  pray  your  Lordfhip, 
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tlut  way  be  given  to  no  aft  which  may  violate  tlic  Ccllation.     Thus  with  our

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  your  Excellence's  two  letters  of  the  8th  and  of  13  th  oi  March 
by  this  bearer  Lieutenant  Colonel  Trafford.  In  return  whereunto,  I  have 
not  much  to  lay  by  way  of  direftion  from  his  Majcftie,  fince  he  is  rclblved  to 
leave  the  finall  determination  of  all  things  concerning  that  Kingdom  unto  your 
Excellence's  judgment  upon  the  place  ;  and  for  matter  of  difcourfe  and  opinion, 
I  have  delivered  it  already  upon  moft  of  the  fubjefts  of  thefe  letters  in  former 
difpatches.  Notwithftanding,  upon  occafion  of  fome  advertifements  from  O 
Neile  and  others,  I  mult  at  this  time  inlargc  unto  your  Excellence  with  free- 
dom concerning  the  publick,  when  1  (hall  firft  have  rid  my  hands  of  fome  par- 
ticular bufinelVes,  that  I  may  have  both  you  and  my  felf  more  free  in  the  im- 
portant part. 

In  the  firft  place,  your  Excellence  is  defired  to  exprefs  to  my  Lord  Taafe 
and  to  Jack  Barry  the  particular  notice  which  the  King  takes  of  both  their 
afFeftions  and  induftry  in  his  fervice  -,  as  fome  teftimony  whereof  for  the  pre- 
fent,  his  Majcftie  is  pleafed  to  confer  upon  them  and  T)ick  Tower,  according 
to  the  inclofed  letters,  one  third  part  of  fuch  Londoners  or  other Rebells  debts 
of  this  Kingdom,  as  they  fhall  difcover  in  that  for  the  raifing  of  three  regi- 
ments of  foote  for  his  fervice,  over  and  above  another  third  part  due  of  courfe 
to  the  difcoverer.  And  it  is  his  Majeftie's  further  pleafure,  that  the  remaining 
third  part  of  the  debts  in  this  inclofed  paper,  whereof  they  have  made  difco- 
very,  be  employed  for  the  arming,  maintaining,  and  tranfporting  of  the  faid 
regiments. 

My  fccond  private  bufinefs  is  to  recommend  unto  you  the  intereft  of  my 
worthy  friend  Sir  George  Hamilton  in  the  fute  which  his  Majcftie  hath  granted 
him  :  For  1  am  afraid  that  his  near  relation  to  your  Excellence  may  be  lykely 
rather  to  hinder  than  advance  him  with  you,  in  that  which  might  be  of  any- 
ill  example  for  the  King  to  grant ;  but  I  hope  this  is  not  at  all  of  that  na- 
ture. 

In  the  third  place,  your  Excellence  is  defired  to  think  of,  and  to  propofe  fome 
way  of  obliging  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde,  whofe  great  merit  in  the  King's  fer- 
vice hath  been  feveral  wayes  reprefented  to  his  Majcftie. 

Fourthly,  your  Excellences  approbation  is  inquired  after  to  the  making  the 
Earl  of  Corke  Treafurer  of  Ireland,  as  his  Father  was  before  him.  We  are 
well  perfwaded  here  of  his  affedion  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  but  nothing  fliaU 
be  done  of  this  nature  without  your  Excellence's  concurrent  favour  and  opi- 
nion. 

The  next  fort  of  bufinefs  I  have  to  write  of  is  of  things,  though  relating  to 
perfons,  yet  of  a  more  publick  nature. 

Firft,  concerning  Sir  William  Tarfons  and  the  other  three  Privy  Counfellors, 
whofe  bailing  lately  is  reprefented  here  as  a  very  odious  thing  to  that  King- 
dom, and  threatened  to  be  of  great  difl'ervice  to  his  Majcftie;  if  that  be  your 
Excellence's  opinion,  you  cannot  want  pretence  to  make  them  faft  again  j  and 
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it  is  his  Majcftie's  pleafure  that  yon  fliould  doe  fo.  The  Rcbells  here  have 
avowed  them  for  theirs,  and  fhew  how  dear  they  are  to  them,  by  offering  m 
exchange  for  them  four  of  the  chicfeft  Commanders  that  they  have  prifoners 
at  London.  Unto  this  point,  I  lend  your  Lordlhip  here  inclofed  the  copy  of 
a  letter  from  my  Lord  Caftlehaven. 

Secondly,  concerning  the  Prelidentfhip  of  Mtinfter,  the  engagement  to  my 
Lord  of  Tortland  was  too  far  gone  to  be  recalled  or  flayed :  he  had  it  under 
the  King's  hand  before  my  time,  and  his  Patent  is  paft  the  Seal ;  but  if  your 
Excellence  fhould  apprehend  any  great  inconvenience  by  it  to  the  King's  affaires 
there,  all  pofTible  induftry  ihall  be  ufcd  to  make  him  relinquifh  it,  by  fatisfying 
him  with  fomewhat  elfe. 

Your  Excellence  is  pleafed  to  take  notice  of  the  ftraight  proportion  of  pro- 
vifions,  which  you  hear  are  provided  to  be  fent  over  into  Ireland.  Truly,  my 
Lord,  as  the  cafe  ftands  with  our  necelTities,  we  thought  we  had  done  wonders 
in  procuring  fo  much;  but  all  farther  meanes  pollible  fhall  be  ufed  to  enlarge 
the  fupply.  In  the  mean  time,  God  fend  that  which  is  ready  well  over ;  for 
the  fhips  which  are  to  carry  it  have  been  twice  chas'd  back  by  the  Rebells, 

As  for  the  fore  of  1)uncannon,  Ibe  particularly  recommended  by  your  Ex- 
cellence, there  hath  been  newly  fent  over  thither  apart,  over  and  above  the 
reft,  three  hundred  pounds  worth  of  provifions  by  a  fervant  of  my  Lord  Es- 
mond's, fent  over  to  me  of  purpofe  to  foUicit  the  relief  of  that  important  place ; 
the  mention  whereof  gives  me  occafion  a  little  to  complain  of  your  Excellence, 
that  you  doe  not  think  me  worthy  of  your  commands  in  fuch  fervices  as  con- 
cern your  fclf ;  which,  how  inconfiderabie  foever,  I  cannot  but  envy  that  they 
fhould  pafs  by  any  other  hands. 

This  bearer.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Trafford,  will  acquaint  your  Excellence 
more  at  large  with  the  refolutions  here  for  the  feeuring  of  Beaumorris  and  the 
adjacent  ftrcngths  of  IVales,  foe  neccflary  to  our  communication  with  Ireland; 
which,  in  fhort,  concludes  in  this :  In  cafe  Prince  Rupert  approve  of  it,  (whereof 
Trafford  will  certify  you)  that  your  Excellence  would  be  pleaied  to  fend  over 
to  Beaumorris  300  men  well  armed,  and  fuch  a  Commander  with  them,  as 
may  be  a  difcreet  and  adive  man,  fit  to  take  the  whole  charge,  as  Colonel  or 
Major  General  of  Anglefey^  Caernarvon,  and  Merioneth. 

I  believe  this  bearer  hath  inclination  enough  to  the  thing,  but  upon  foe  fmail 
acquaintance  I  cannot  judge  of  his  fitnefs. 

I  was  very  much  joyed  to  find  'Daniel  O  Neile  in  his  laft  letter  fo  refigned 
up  to  your  Excellence  in  his  own  perfon  and  opinions,  and  foe  well  fatisfied 
of  your  favour  to  Lord  Antrim.  For  though,  perhaps  even  with  it,  his  Lord- 
fhip  cannot  do  much  good,  he  will  go  on  cheerfully,  without  mutiny  and 
difcontcnt;  and  foe  confequently  rather  contribute  than  doe  hurt  to  thofe  great 
and  folid  fervices  to  his  Majeftie,  which  are  folely  expeded  from  you. 

1  doe  not  think  your  Excellence  believes  that  I  could  eafily  fwallow  a  con- 
ceipt  of  Lord  ^«?m«'s  bringing  over  at  this  time  into  England  loooo  men,  or 
half  the  number ;  fincc  if  he  were  able  to  raife  and  armc  them,  it  can  fignify 
nothing  without  provifions  for  them,  which  can  never  be  obtayned  there,  but 
by  a  peace  and  perfed  fettlement  with  the  Irifh.  And  in  that  cafe,  your  Ex- 
cellence ihould  little  need  his  help  to  a  work,  which  I  fuppofe  would  then  be 
cafy  to  your  Excellence.  My  Lord,  I  guefs  at  Antrim's  power,  and  I  knov 
indifferent  well  his  perlbn,  the  latter  of  which  may  afliire  you,  that  I  never 
could  expcd  miracles  from  him.  But  perhaps  your  Excellence,  who  knows 
him  better,  may  think  that  if  I  cxpedcd  any  thing  from  him,  it  muft  be  mi- 
racles, where  natural  caufes  failc. 

Two  things  there  are,  which  indeed  I  defpaired  not,  but  that  Lord  may  be 
ufcfull  in  ;  the  one,  in  cafe  of  a  rupture  with  the  IriJJ.\  to  raife  a  party  for  the 
King  among  thcmfclves ;  unto  which,  as  I  wrote  unto  you  formerly,  I  find 
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that  really  he  hath  engaged  that  way  fomc  leading  perfons  among  them.     For 
the  performing  of  which  feivice,  it  was  thought  ncccllary  to  grant  him  the 
credit  and  authority  of  a  commiilion  to  command  thole  men  that  he  fhould. 
raife.     The  other  is,  in  the  matter  of  the  Iflands  and  Highlands,  upon  agree- 
ment with  the  Earl  of  Montrofe  and  other  Lords  of  the  King's  party  in  Scot- 
land.     And  this  truly  is  the  only  fervice  that   we  expeft  from   him  with  any 
confidence,  in  cafe  the  Irip^  will  perform  their  promife  of  lending  amies  and 
provifions  by  the  laft  oi  April.     But  I  muft  confefs  to  your  Excellence,  that 
even  before  I  received  your  Excellence's  queries  concerning  the  putting  a  port 
or  two  of  thofe  which  you  poflefs  into  their  hands,  their  very  demands  of  it 
upon  that  occafion  fuggefted  unto  me  very  ftrong  fufpicions  of  fome  ill-defign 
in  it ;  for  they  lending  to  the  King  fuch  a  quantity  of  amies  and  provifions  for 
a  fervice  of  a  fevered  nature  from  the  bufinefs  of  Ireland-.,   and  confcquently 
it  being  his  Majeftie's  intcreft,  not  theirs,  to  take  care  that  they  be  rightly  em- 
ployed, I  cannot  fee  under  what  colour  or  pretence  they  (hould  expeft  upon 
this  occafion  to  have  a  port  put   into  their  hands,  unlefs  it  were  by  way  of 
caution  and  fecurity  for  the  loane  of  thofe  amies,  and  then  furely  the  pawn  is 
much  too  great  and  dangerous  to  be  allowed.     My  jealoufy   in  this   point  is 
much  heightened  by  thofe  intimations  which  your  Excellence  received  from 
the  North,  elpecially  finding  both  by  Lord  Antrim  and  by  T>aniel  O  Neilcy 
that  Carlingford  and  Greenecajile  arc  the  places  aimed  at.     It  is  true,  as  I  tell 
your  Excellence,  that   1  believe  there  is  fome  by   defign  in  this  uncolourable 
demand  of  theirs ;  but  yet,  fince  I  underftand  that  Bagnall  hath  fome  kind  of 
pretence  to  Carlingford  or  Greenecajile.,  or  both  ;  and  that  Bagnall  is  the  man 
named  in  thofe  demands  to  have  thofe  ports  put  into  his  hands,  1  am  inclin- 
able to  think  there  may  be  more  of  private  defign  in  it,  than  of  publick  ill 
intent.     In  which  1  am  the  rather  confirmed,  in  regard  that  at  Lord  Antrim's  be- 
ing here,  we  have  been,  and  are  ftill  very  much  preft,  that  the  laid  Bagnall 
may  be  made  Governour  of  the  Neury ;  unto  which  place,  as  I  am  informed, 
he  hath  alfo  the  like  pretenfions.     His  Majeftie  hath  been,  and  is  fo  earneftly 
Ibllicited  in  this  particular,  that   your  Excellence  is  defired  to  let  'Daniel  O 
Neile  know  that  Bagnall  hath  been  recommended  unto  you  from  hence  for 
that  government ;  for  you  cannot  want  pretences  there  to  keep  it  5  and  ihould 
it  directly  be  refufcd  here,  it  might  make  Bagnall  revolt  from  his  refolutions, 
which  I  have  feen  under  his  hand,  (but  this  your  Excellence  will  be  pleafed  to 
keep  very  fecret)  that  he  would  be  for  the  King  with  all  his  power,  in  cafe  of 
a  rupture  with  the  Iriflo  ;  divers  other  principall  perfons  haveing  made  engage- 
ments in  the  fame  kind. 

In  Daniel  0  Neile's  laft  difpatch,  there  were  two  requefts  renewed  in  Lord 
Antrim's  behalf:  The  one,  that  he  might  have  the  government  of  Coleraine 
and  Londonderry ;  the  other,  that  he  have  your  leave  and  afliftance  to  the  en- 
joying his  own  eftate  in  the  North,  The  latter  of  which,  his  Majeftie  doth 
willingly  condefcend  unto,  and  doth  earneftly  recommend  it  to  your  Excel- 
lence to  give  him  therein  what  furtherance  you  can.  In  the  other,  concerning 
the  governments,  your  Excellence  is  defired  to  give  him  what  fair  and  fmooth 
contentment  you  can,  without  prejudice  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in  eftentials. 

Upon  this  occafion  of  thefe  demands  relating  to  private  interefts,  I  muft 
needs  acquaint  your  Excellence  with  my  greateft  jealoufy  in  what  concernes 
Lord  Antrim's  undertaking,  and  which  I  muft  recommend  to  your  Excellence 
to  have  a  carefuU  eye  upon,  that  is,  left  Antrim's  friends  and  dependants  of 
Ulfter  fhould,  upon  pretence  of  ferving  the  King  under  his  command,  carry 
along  defigns  of  re-eftablifhing  themfelves  in  the  territories  of  their  antient 
fepts  forfeited  by  their  predecelTors  5  and  that  when  they  had  got  a  power  to- 
gether, under  colour  of  ferving  his  Majeftie's  intereft,  they  fhould  apply  it  to 
ferve  their  own.     If  this  fhould  be,  it  would  ruin  all  the  affaires  of  that  King- 
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dom,  and  the  hopes  of  all  benefits  to  this  from  thence.  This  is  foe  dan- 
o-erous  a  point,  cfpc.cially  with  all  thole  who  having  been  of  thole  great  and 
powerfuU  families,  have  now  nothing  left,  that  if  it  were  poilible  for  me  in 
any  kind  to  fufpedt  a  biafs  in  my  dear  friend  "Daniel  O  Neile,  it  could  be 
only  in  this  particular.  But  really  I  doc  not,  only  it  may  fcrve  as  a  tcfli- 
mony  to  your  Excellence,  how  in  all  things  1  proceed  with  you,  without  any 
manner  of  referve,  that  I  mention  him  to  you  upon  this  occafion.  in  cafe 
your  Excellence  concur  with  me  in  the  apprehenfion  of  this  danger,  I  fhall  not 
need  difcourfe  to  you  of  the  probableft  preventives  ;  your  Excellence  upon 
the  place  will  judge  fo  clearly,  as  to  need  no  fuggcftions  from  hence.  This 
only  I  conceive,  at  all  events  it  will  be  requifite  now  that  the  new  Scots  are 
"■one,  or  upon  going,  to  confirm  to  you  by  all  meanes  poUiblc  all  the  remaincs, 
both  Scots  and  Englijlj  in  Ulfier,  where  the  principall  fcene  of  this  danger 
lyes.  And  in  cafe  that  Lord  Antrim  fliould  be  able  to  raife  any  conftderable 
power  for  the  King,  that  you  endeavour  to  prevent  his  drawing  it  into  Ulfier ; 
but  that  he  embark  it  in  fome  other  part  of  the  Kingdom. 

Thus  far  I  had  written  two  dayes  fincc,  but  have  deferred  the  fending  till  I 
could  withall  fend  you  thefe  inclofed  propofitions  of  the  Agents,  of  whofc 
promifed  and  expefted  good  temper  and  fair  intentions  I  grow  to  be  lefs  con- 
lident.  But  1  comfort  my  felf  with  this  confideration,  that  in  this  Treaty  we 
ihall  either  reape  the  benefits  of  a  happy  accommodation,  or  the  advantage  of 
a  very  popular  rupture  with  them.  If  the  firft  be  likely,  we  ought  then  to 
haften  a  conclufion  by  all  meanes  poflible,  that  we  may  have  a  timely  tafte  of 
the  fruits  of  it ;  if  the  latter,  I  conceive  that  then  our  part  is  here  to  protract 
and  draw  out  the  Treaty  to  length,  and  in  the  meane  time  to  fupply  your 
Excellence  and  all  the  forts  there  with  neceffary  provifions  ;  with  which, 
and  perhaps,  if  God  blefs  us  here,  as  he  hath  done  of  late,  with  better  aydes, 
v/e  fhall  be  able  to  fupply  you,  before  the  end  of  the  Ceflation,  which  they 
will  not  dare  break,  as  long  as  their  Agents  are  here.  In  cafe  we  fucceed 
with  the  Agents,  our  firft  endeavour  muft  be  to  procure  the  ufe  of  fome 
of  their  frigatsj  if  not,  we  have  taken  the  beft  order  we  can  to  be  fupplied 
from  Dunkirk.  In  the  mean  time,  we  are  fending  two  or  three  men  of  war 
more  from  Brijlol  to  that  coaft ;  and  your  Excellence  is  defired,  and  my  Lord 
Byron  alfo  on  this  fide,  to  hire  all  the  barkcs  that  may  be  got  to  tranfportLord 
Antrim's  men  over  into  the  itlands,  in  cafe  you  find  that  he  is  likely  to  go 
through  with  the  defign,  which  is  the  part  of  his  undertaking,  wherein  I  have 
the  greateft  belief,  and  truly  of  great  importance  in  relation  to  other  dcfigns 
laid  already  in  Scotland ;  in  regard  of  which,  I  only  feare  the  return  of  the 
Scots  out  of  Ireland  thither :  But  if  they  will,  as  your  Excellence  Icemes  to 
hope,  mutiny  luftily  for  pay,  they  will  then  doe  more  good  than  hurt ;  for 
we  fhall  have  meanes  there  of  applying  further  temptations  to  them. 

When  1  Ihall  have  again  foUicited  your  Excellence,  that  all  expedition  may 
be  ufed  in  procuring  and  fending  over  armes  and  ammunition  to  any  of  the 
Kin"  s  ports,  (where  they  fhall  be  taken  off  with  ready  money  or  equivalent 
commoditycs)  I  conceive  I  have  touched  every  point  that  I  can  think  of  in  re- 
lation to  the  bufinefs  of  that  Kingdom ;  and  that  there  remaincs  only  to  beg 
your  pardon  for  this  tedious  trouble  given  you  by

My  Lord, 

TO  your  difpatch  lately  brought  me  by  my  fervant  Summers,  I  (liall  very 
fliortly  give  your  Lordfhip  accompt  by  an  cxprcfs ;  and  do  hereby  anfwer 
only  the  particulars  of  your  later  letters  of  the  21ft  of  laft  month  newly  de- 
livered me  by  Major  'Dillon. 

I  need  not  tell  your  Lordfliip  how  ready  I  fhall  be  to  give  all  poflible  aflift- 
ance  to  this  Gentleman;  the  recommendation  your  Lordfhip  hath  given  him, 
my  Lord,  may  affurc  you  fufficicntly  of  lb  much.  Howbeit,  either  for  the 
charges  in  furnilhing,  or  the  fafety  in  tranfporting  his  troope  here  to  be  railed, 
I  cannot,  1  dare  not  be  accomptable ;  both  in  regard  of  the  great  difficulties 
we  are  here  put  to  for  want  of  money,  (for  the  Irifh  pay  in  the  moneys  due 
from  them  to  his  Majcfty  very  flowly,  and  are  in  great  arreare)  wherewith  fit- 
tingly and  fufficicntly  to  provide  and  furnilh  fuch  forces,  asotherwife  we  might 
Ibpply  his  Majcfty  hence  withall ;  as  alfo  through  the  great  hazard  they  will 
run  in  their  tranfportation,  whilft  the  (hips  imployed  by  the  Parliament,  as  it 
were  block  up  thcfe  coafts,  fome  now  riding  (as  I  hear)  upon  the  point  oi  Aire 
near  MoJ[o?i,  betwixt  Beaumaris  and  Chefler.  The  fame  lately  took  away 
leven  barks,  with  much  fcandal  and  infolency,  out  of  the  very  port  oi  Holy- 
head, they  being  bound  hither  for  the  relief  of  this  place  :  So  as  if  fome 
leaibnable  courfe  be  not  taken  from  that  fide  for  clearing  of  thefe  coafts,  his 
Majcftie's  fubjedts  here  fhall  neither  have  traffick  or  livelyhood  from  that  fide, 
nor  hisMiniftcrs  the  mcanes  to  fend  but  their  very  difpatches  fafely  from  hence. 
And  thefe  are  the  two  maine  difficulties  why  the  armes  and  ammunition,  men- 
tioned by  my  felf  and  Sir  George  Hamilton,  cannot  in  prefent  be  fpeeded  hence 
as  your  Lordfhip  direfts.  For  we  not  only  want  money  to  fetch  them  from  the 
Merchants,  owners  thereof,  but  fafety  of  tranfportation  for  them  after,  untill  thefe 
common  fpoilers  be  removed  from  thecoaft;  which  1  befeech  you  humbly  to 
reprefent  to  his  facred  Majefty,  whofe  affaires,  as  well  as  the  mutual  affiftanccs 
of  his  lubjects  of  both  Kingdoms,  arc  in  no  fmall  degree  concerned  therein. 

Touching  Car  ling  ford  and  Greenecaflle,  I  fhall  be  fure  to  have  a  very  parti- 
cular care  of  them  ;  and  fo,  my  Lord,  I  remaine,  (^yc.

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

TH  E  Commiflioners  from  the  Supream  Councill  have  been  here  ever  fincc 
Saturday  the  23d  of  March.  They  have  attended  the  King  with  propo- 
fitions,  which  this  afternoon  are  to  be  read  at  the  Councill  Board.  What 
they  are,  I  know  not ;  for  I  have  not  feen  them.  Sir  Brian  O  Neile  did  me 
the  courtefie  to  perfwade  Mtiskerry  and  the  reft  to  move  that  Sir  G.  Rad- 
clijfe  might  not  be  admitted  to  advife  in  their  bufinefs.  Lord  T>igby  telleth 
Radclife,  that  the  propofitions  were  firft  high  and  fcandalous,  at  which  Lord 
^igby  ftormed  notably  ;  and  then  my  Gentlemen  came  down  notably.  There 
is  nothing  that  is  fcandalous  now,  nor  difhonourablc  for  the  King  to  treat  on. 
I  hear  by  another  hand,  not  fo  good  I  confefs,  yet  reafonably  good,  that  wc 
fhall  have  peace,  and  that  they  will  fubmit  much  to  the  King. 

My  Lord  Ranelangh  brings  fome  recommendation  to  your  Lordfhip  about  a 
Counfellor's  place  in  Ireland,  as  a  badge  of  his  Majeftie's  favour,  and  an  argu- 
ment that  he  is  well  accepted  here.  All  1  am  to  fay  in  it  is,  that  your  Lord- 
fhip  had  much  refpeft  on  all  fides ;  neither  would  it  be  granted,  without  firft 
confulting  your  Lordfhip  ;  nor  would  my  Lord  Ranelaugh  have  it,  but  by  your 
Lordfhip's  favour. 

A  wife  man  faid  here  on  another  fubjed,  that  the  King  had  fools  enough 
of  his  Council  already ;  and  that  1  believe  your  Lordfhip  findes  true.  This 
motion  came  from  Lord  'Dillon  of  Coftellogh  in  favour  of  his  coufin. 

Prince  Rupert  had  very  great  fuccefs  in  relieving  A^^fic'^r/^;  and  fince  all  Lin- 
colnPoire  (except  B^y?(?w)  is  reduced  to  the  King's  obedience.  He  got  at  Ne-Ji'ark, 
Lincoln,  and  other  little  garrilbns  thereabouts,  thirty  pieces  of  ordnance,  and 
8000  fire  amies.  The  Scots  arc  at  Sunderland,  befet  by  four  garrilbns  of  my 
Lord  Ne\Ji'caJlles,  Hartlepoole,  'Durham,  Lumley-Caftle,  and  Nevjcaftle.  They 
want  horfe-meat  very  much,  and  have  no  ftore  of  man's-meat.  They  begin 
to  be  fick.  We  took  fix  fhips  at  Scarborough  laden  with  viftuals  from  London. 
My  Lord  Hopton  fought  with  Waller  on  Friday  v^zzr  Alesford :  Our  men 
had  the  better  all  the  fore  part  of  the  day,  but  towards  even  we  got  a  flirewd 
brufh  :  We  fay  that  we  have  not  loft  above  400  men.  Wc  brought  off  all 
our  colours,  bag,  baggage,  ammunition,  and  great  gunns.  Waller  is  fincc 
gone  to  Winchefter,  and  then  to  Salisbury,  and  it  is  thought  he  will  goe  on 
wcftward.  We  are  fending  after  him  all  the  ftrength  that  can  be  fpared,  and 
I  hope  it  will  be  a  very  gallant  Army.  I  heare  to  day  that  the  King  himfelf 
will  take  the  field.  If  God  fend  us  good  fuccefs  now,  I  fhall  hope  for  a  fpccdy 
peace. 

My  Lord,  I  am  exceedingly  your  debtor  for  fundry  civilityes  and  real  cour- 
tefies  to  my  Lord  of  Strafford;  that  which  I  heard  laft  of,  was  your  favours 
about  the  Officers  of  his  troope.  I  hope  he  will  one  day  be  able  to  pay  your 
Lordfhip  with  better  refpcfts,  than  thefc  poorc  acknowledgments  from

My  Lord, 

THE  King  is  gone  to  the  Army,  and  is  marching  after  Waller  to  Winchefter, 
with  6600  foote,  and  3000  horfe.  The  Queen  ftayes  to  look  upon  the 
fuccefs ;  if  it  hit,  fhe  is  for  Brijlol,  if  not,  for  Chefter ;  and  then  have  at 
Ireland  for  one  boute,  wherein  I  muft  confefs  I  cannot  tell  my  own  wifh. 

B  b-  b  b  Prince 
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Prince  Rupert  is  mightily  in  love  with  the  Iriflj,  and  counts  the  lofs  of  the 
Army  that  came  thence  into  England  a  maymc.  He  is  now  sooo  foote  and 
3000  horfe,  and  expefts  only  orders  for  his  march.  Legg  is  gone  with  the 
defign  to  the  Queen  and  Lord  Jermyn,  upon  whom  Prince  Rupert  wins,  and 
willingly  receives  orders  from  none  cli'c.  He  himfelf  inclines  much  towards 
Norfolk,  and  if  left  to  himfelf,  that  courfe  he  will  hold;  but  1  have  before 
mentioned  the  moment  whereupon  depends  his  eternity.  Lord  'Digby,  with 
-whom  Prince  Rupert  hath  no  prefent  kindnefs,  writ  yefterday  unto  him  about 
the  relief  of  Latham  ;  but  the  paper  (which  was  not  an  order,  but  would  faine 
have  difputed  itfelf  into  authonty)  was  fo  ill  received,  that  I  am  afraid  my 
work  of  reconciliation  is  at  an  end.  Prince  Rupert  commands  me  to  tell  you 
to  look  to  the  Earl  of  Antrim  and  'Daniel  O  Neile.  There  are  great  appre- 
henfions;  how  they  arife,  1  know  not:  when  I  doe,  your  Excellence  Ihall. 
Legg  and  'Daniel  0  Neile  are  enemies. 

When  I  took  horfe,  the  King  aflured  me  of  them  in  Ireland,  and  fo  did 
Lord  Jermyn.  Lord  Muskery  beares  himfelf  very  well,  and  indeed  fo  do  fome 
more.  If  you  will  pleafe  to  have  Sir  Robert  'Poyntz  over,  to  put  on  your 
private  cares  and  weare  them  for  you,  let  me  receive  your  Excellence's  com- 
mands. I  will  perfwade  him  to  come  over  to  your  Excellence ;  he  is  a  pru- 
dent man,  and  hath  thrown  up  his  own  game,  yet  may  be  invited  by  a  line 
or  two  to  play  yours.  I  am

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency, 

ALBEIT  the  perfons  appointed  by  the  King  to  come  over  from  Ireland 
to  aflift  the  King's  Minifters  here  in  the  Treaty,  are  not  yet  come  over, 
we  are  here  entered  into  the  Treaty  with  the  Agents  for  the  Roman  Catho- 
licks  of  Ireland i  wherein  1  much  doubt  we  fhall,  for  want  of  their  aiTiftancc, 
faile  of  doing  the  King  that  fervice  which  we  defire.  And  therefore  I  pray 
your  Excellency  to  haften  them  away  hither  with  all  poflible  diligence,  and  to 
caufe  them  to  bring  with  them  the  printed  ftacutes  of  Ireland,  which  heie  we 
cannot  meet  with. 

And  becaufe  divers  of  the  faid  Catholicks  propofitions  do  concern  many 
things  contained  in  their  bills  of  grace  and  the  articles  agreed  upon  in  the 
year  1641.  at  the  Council  Table  at  London,  with  the  Agents  then  attending 
the  King  from  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  in  Ireland,  Secretary  Nicholas 
prayes  your  Lordlhip  to  be  pleafed  to  procure  to  be  fent  hither  copies  of  the 
faid  bills  of  grace  and  articles,  that  upon  perufal  of  what  hnth  been  by  his 
Majefty  done  therein,  we  may  know  the  better  how  to  proceed  in  thofc  par- 
ticulars for  his  Majeftie's  fervice.  The  three  things  that  we  find  moft  unrea- 
fonable  in  thcfe  Agents  propofitions  are,  the  libcrryes  of  Religion  defired  by 
them,  which  is  very  unreafonable ;  but  they  fay  they  will  therein  be  more 
moderate.  And  the  next  is,  to  have  a  new  Parliament  called,  in  regard  that 
the  prefent  Parliament  (as  they  fay)  is  not  legall,  by  reafon  of  the  death  of 
Mafter  Wandesford,  as  your  Excellency  hath  heard.  And  the  third,  that  Toin- 
ings  law  may  be  fufpended,  which,  though  it  hath  been  once  done,  yet  (it  is 
conceived)  may  now  be  of  very  great  incovenience  to  the  King's  affaires  on 
that  fide. 

There  are  great  preparations  making  at  London  and  other  partes  by  the  Re- 
bells  to  draw  hither  againft  the  King,  who  is  gathering  together  all  his  ftrengih, 
foe  as  it  is  very  probable  that  within  a  month  or  five  weeks  at  fartheft  there 
•;vill  be  a  battle  fought.  God 
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God  blcfs  his  Majcftie  with  a  fucccfs  anfwcrablc  to  the  righteoufncfs  of  his 
caulc  ;  fo  prayeth.

Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  to  the  Marquefs  of  Or- 
monde. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

I  Hear  my  Lord  Loit'ther  and  the  reft  of  the  Protcftant  Gentlemen  are  now 
approaching  towards  Court,  and  will  be  here  on  Wednefday,  which  for  my 
part  I  am  glad  of;  for  without  them  we  cannot  well  proceed  with  the  others, 
who  have  been  here  fome  weekes.  I  wifli  they  had  come  fooner,  for  the 
time  of  adion  is  far  advanced,  and  the  Rebells  preparations  foe  vigorous,  as  I 
doubt  we  fhall  not  have  much  leifure  for  confultation. 

I  had  this  day  certain  advice  from  London,  that  they  are  there  ftrongly  pro- 
viding of  all  neceflaries  for  the  held,  meaning  to  bring  forth  a  great  Army  from 
thence  and  the  eaftern  Counties.  To  which  purpofe,  the  Earl  of  Manchejier 
drawes  this  way  all  his  forces,  and  the  Earl  of  Ejfex  is  to  bring  out  what  he 
can  from  the  rebellious  city  of  London,  which  is  made  to  believe  that  this  is 
the  laft  time  their  afliftance  in  this  kind  fhall  be  required.  In  efFeft,  they  arc 
refolvcd  to  play  all  at  this  caft,  and  to  put  a  defperate  caufe  (as  theirs  is)  to  a 
defperate  iiluc.  His  Majcftie's  preparations  are  therefore  haftened  accordingly, 
both  for  the  fecuring  of  this  place  and  Reading,  (which  arc  the  Rebells  chief 
aimcs  to  begin  withall)  and  for  the  allembling  of  as  great  a  force  as  can  be 
made. 

My  Lord  Gcnerall  Forth,  my  Lord  Wilmot,  and  my  Lord  Hopton  have  at 
Marlborough  a  very  fair  Army  of  about  9000  horfe  and  footej  to  whom  Prince 
Maurice  (who  is  attempting  Lyme)  will  be  ready  to  joine  another  gallant  bo- 
dy, and  yet  leave  garrifons  fecured.  Warham  in  Dorfetjhire  we  have  lately 
taken  by  alfault,  as  in  fome  weekes  before,  many  other  caftles  and  garrifons 
which  the  Rebells  held,  whereof  your  Excellence  will  find  exaft  relation  in 
the  mercuries  adjoined. 

We  found  in  IVarham  200  muskets,  forty  cafe  of  piftols,  fifteen  pieces  of 
ordnance,  and  a  good  quantity  of  powder  and  ammunition.  Lieutenant  Co- 
lonel Obryan  is  appointed  Governour  of  it,  his  regiment  having  done  good 
fervice. 

Prince  Rupert  is  aflembling  all  his  forces,  and  will  be  in  a  few  dayes  able 
to  march  up  to  his  Majeftie  with  a  ftrong  Army,  if  need  be. 

Here  is  fad  news  come  from  the  North  concerning  a  defeate  given  by  Fair- 
fax to  Colonel  Bellafys  (Governour  of  Torii)  at  Selby :  But  we  hope  the  lofs 
on  our  fide  is  not  fuch  as  the  Rebells  give  out,  for  we  have  yet  noe  par- 
ticulars thereof  by  any  exprefs.  My  Lord  Newcaftle  notwithftanding  holds 
the  Scots  haid  to  it,  being  in  very  good  condition  with  his  Army  about  ©«r^ 
ham.  And  it  is  certain  there  are  fome  diforders  in  Scotland,  my  Lord  Mar- 
quefs  of  Huntley  having  feized  upon  Aberdeen  with  the  forces  which  he  hath

May  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs, 

According  and  in  obedience  to  your  command  in  your  letter  of  the  5th 
of  this  month,  and  in  purfuance  of  like  commands  fent  me  from  his 
Majeftie  by  Colonel  Trafford,  1  am  now  preparing  three  companies  well  armed 
and  commanded  to  be  lent  to  North-Wales,  where,  God  willing,  they  will 
be  by  the  end  of  the  next  week,  or  very  loon  after,  to  receive  your  Highnefs's 
pleafure. 

The  good  affedions  I  have  always  obferved  in  Colonel  Trajford  to  the 
King's  fervice,  and  my  belief  that  his  knowledge  of,  and  intereft  in  thofc 
partes  will  make  him  ufeful  to  the  fervice  of  both  Kingdoms,  gives  me  bold- 
nefs  humbly  to  recommend  him  to  your  Highnefs  for  the  command  of  the 
men  he  fhall  tranfport,  and  of  the  places  wherein  thofe  men  Ihall  be  placed. 

In  things  within  my  power,  your  Highnefs's  pleafure  rtiall  noe  fooner  be 
underftood  than  obeyed  by  me ;  and  I  truft  my  performances  fliall  at  leaft  cor- 
refpond  with  my  undertakings ;  but  in  things  depending  upon  the  abilityes  or 
inclinations  of  others,  though  I  fliall  very  rarely  be  pofitive  in  them,  yet  I 
may  fometimes  be  miftaken  in  the  promifes  of  others,  when  I  fee  probability 
for  it.  Of  this  nature  were  your  Highnefs's  commands  touching  the  procur- 
ing of  armes  and  ammunition  from  his  Majeftie's  Roman  Catholick  fubjefts  of 
this  Kingdom,  whereof  though  (if  I  remember)  I  gave  your  Highnefs  noe  full 
afllirance,  yet  I  confefs  I  was,  when  I  writ,  in  greater  hope  of  prevailing  than 
now  I  am ;  nor  are  they  very  much  to  be  blamed,  the  Scots  being  yet  here 
in  great  numbers.  And  frefh  reports  coming  daily,  that  they  will  not  only 
begin  the  war  afrefh  with  them,  but  endeavour  to  impofe  the  taking  of  their 
Covenant  upon  us  by  force  of  armes  5  yet  if  your  Highnefs  fliall  command, 
fliipping  and  provifion  hither,  I  hope  I  fliall  be  able  to  fend  800  or  1000 
good  men  reafonably  well  armed  ;  but  without  fliipping  and  provifion  be  fent, 
our  wants  are  fuch,  that  I  fliall  be  able  to  doe  little  towards  the  recruiting  tlic 
Army  under  your  Highnefs's  command.  I  moll  humbly  befeech  your  High- 
nefs's pardon  for  the  plainnefs  of  this  letter,  and  the  trouble  it  gives  you,  anfl 
to  be  pleafed  to  difpofe  intircly  of

TH  E  inclofed  letter  to  your  fclf  and  mc  from  Captain  To'-joer  and  your 
fadors  will  let  you  ice  how  fortunately  that  Squuc  was  fcnt,  and  that 
Ihippini;  will  he  had,  if  the  Suprcam  Council  will  do  their  parts :  Whcrcunto 
1  have  provoked  them,  by  fending  the  original  of  the  inclofed  copy  to  Fen- 
nel and  Belling.  That  of  the  Marque  is  of  Huntley  and  Aberdeen  is  certain  ;

UPON  the  18  th  I  received  a  hot  alarum  from  my  Lord  Taafe,  that  Sir 
Frederick  was  come  to  Mannour- Hamilton  with  2000  foote  and  fome 
horle  5  and  Monroe  marching  after  with  8000  more,  with  a  refolution  to  de- 
ftroy  man,  woman,  and  child  within  this  Province.  And  very  much  difturbed 
lie  was,  that  your  Lordlhip  had  neither  declared  them  enemies,  nor  directed 
any  other  way  of  prevention  for  this  general  danger.  At  the  fame  time  I  re- 
ceived the  like  advertifement  from  my  Lord  of  Cajilehaven  out  of  the  County 
of  Mayo,  with  addition,  that  he  was  confident  moft  of  the  Englifh  garrifons 
in  Connaght,  Munfter,  and  Leinjier  would  readily  open  the  gates,  if  not  in- 
vite the  Scots  unto  them  ;  and  withall,  was  certainly  informed,  that  powerful! 
forces  from  the  Parliament  were  at  fca  to  invade  this  Kingdom.  All  which  was 
foe  rtrongly  apprehended  by  him,  that  Tern  Begge  was  in  a  great  rage,  think- 
ing your  Lordlhip  did  much  negled:  the  fafety  of  the  Kingdom  j  and  my  felf, 
as  your  humble  fervant,  had  a  large  fhare  of  his  difpleafure.  But  foon  after 
I  received  a  very  handCome  recantion  of  his  former  earneft  expreflions;  and 
indeed,  if  I  be  not  much  raiftaken,  his  Lordlhip  hath  very  faire  intentions, 
and  is  moft  ambitious  of  your  Lordftiip's  favour  and  good  opinion.

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The  great  Council  at  Gallway  were  highly  difturbed  with  this  fuddain  alarm. 
My  Lord  Netterville  in  a  Iweating  agony,  and  others  more  dangeroufly  fick, 
and  fome  (I  believe)  contriving  the  beft  waycs  of  making  an  efcapc,  and  not 
forry  that  fome  'Dunkirk  frigats  were  in  the  harbour.  My  afllftancc  was  carncftly 
importuned,  and  pofts  fent  up  and  down  the  Country  to  put  them  all  into  con- 
fufion.  This  dreadfull  invafion  is  newly  difcovercd  to  be  Sir  Fredericks  coming 
home  with  a  convoy  of  forty  horfe  and  as  many  foote,  and  his  return  again 
upon  Tuefday  lait. 

But,  my  Lord,  Icaft  this  comedy  of  errors  fhould  hereafter  turn  to  a  more 
tragicall  ftory,  give  me  leave  humbly  to  defire  your  Lordfhip's  inftrudions  and 
commiflion  for  to  guide  and  warrant  my  proceedings.  For  though  the  Scots 
doe  not  yet  advance  this  way,  yet  I  am  uiformed  they  ftill  keep  in  a  body  j 
and  it  is  confidently  reported,  xhziCra'-jvford  is  arrived  in  the  North  with  5000 
Scots,  which,  if  true,  I  muft  beg  leave  to  joine  with  others  in  moving,  that 
your  Lordfhip  will  foe  fettle  a  courfe,  as  we  may  not  be  indangercd  by  too 
much  fecurity  or  truft  in  their  proceedings.  And  now  1  humbly  offer  fome 
few  inclofed  propofitions  to  your  Lordlhip's  confideration  for  my  own  particu- 
lar direftion. 

The  garrifons  of  Cajlle  Coote  and  thereabouts  doe  ftill  commit  infinite  fpoiles, 
and  moft  fpitefully  doe  deftroy  all  my  tenants,  and  poore  Juftice  'Donelain's  in  a 
fmall  proportion  he  hath  there.  And  indeed,  my  Lord,  I  am  forry  that  thofe 
I  have  endeavoured  to  preferve  1  can  fpeak  no  better  of,  than  that  1  believe 
they  are  as  violent  and  malitious  Rebells  as  any  in  the  three  Kingdoms.  I  now 
fend  your  Lordiliip  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  my  Lord  Taafe's,  dircded  to  your 
Lordrtiip,  he  being  doubtful  that  his  letters  might  be  intercepted  by  the  unruly 
garrifons. 

My  Lord,  I  muft  conftantly  aver,  that  I  ever  had  a  high  ambition  to  fervc 
the  King  both  faithfully  and  effedtually ;  and  if,  from  that  foundation,  any  en- 
deavours of  mine  have  appeared  like  fervice  to  his  Majeftie,  the  reward  and 
recompence  did  ever  accompany  the  ad,  by  difcharging  fome  part  of  that  duty 
I  was  fo  much  obliged  unto  -,  but  if  it  be  his  Majeftie's  gratious  intention,  by 
fome  publick  mark  of  favour,  to  infufe  ability  to  the  zealc  and  fervour  inhe- 
rent in  me,  I  efteem  it  my  part  with  all  humility  to  receive,  and  not  with  cu- 
riofity  to  difpute  his  Royall  bounty. 

I  did  not  untill  this  prefent  imagine  your  Lordfhip  could  foe  contrive  your 
commands  as  that  I  fhould  ftop  in  the  paying  of  ready  obedience  to  them ;  and 
I  humbly  crave  your  pardon  for  my  now  omitting  to  make  particular  men- 
tion of  what  your  Lordfhip  was  pleafed  to  require  :  But  1  have  had  difcourfe 
with  my  Coufin  Barry  upon  chat  fubjeft,  and  to  his  relation  and  your  Lordfhip's 
noble  favour  I  fubmit  and  refer  all  things  wherein  I  am  any  wayes  concerned. 
And  I  proteft  unfeignedly,  your  Lordfhip  cannot  oblige  me  more  than  to  keep 
back  from  me  all  things  that  may  in  the  Icaft  circumftancc  refleft  with  preju- 
dice upon  the  King,  or  divert  any  former  engagements  of  your  Lordfhip,  or 
your  defire  to  pleafure  fome  other  friends,  who  perhaps  will  not  be  foe  firm 
unto  you,  without  looking  fomewhat  into  their  owne  private  interefts.  For 
my  part,  my  Lord,  I  know  nothing  of  ambition  but  how  to  lervc  the  King, 
and  be  true  to  my  friend  j  and  God  grant  me  ability  to  maintain  what  i  now 
enjoy.

Noble  Coujin, 

BEING  but  newly  delivered  from  the  feare  and  danger  of  Sir  Frederick's 
dreadful  invafion,  and  (as  I  conceived)  in  a  fettled  fccurity,  a  much  more 
luddaine,  deftrudlive,  and  unexpcfted  enemy  did  moft  violently  opprefs  me. 
Having  a  little  before  dinner  finifh'd  my  letters  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant  in  my 
dofet,  I  went  to  my  chamber  for  your  difpatch,  and  there  I  might  behold  an 
outragious  monkey  of  James  Sanies,  newly  prefented  to  my  Wife,  burning 
and  tearing  all  the  letters,  and  nothing  remaining  but  thofe  few  broken  pie- 
ces I  now  fend  you,  the  reft  totally  deftroyed  by  fire  and  teeth.  And  left  your 
memory  might  not  fully  ferve  to  give  my  Lord  an  accompt  of  the  whole  bu- 
finefs,  I  immediately  difpatched  to  Mr.  Bealing  to  acquaint  him  with  this  fad 
accident ;  and  that  if  he  held  it  neceffary  to  write  new  difpatches,  I  would 
convey  them  fafely  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant. 

I  Ihould  have  been  much  difturbcd,  but  that  fomething  of  mirth  did  appear 
in  the  midft  of  the  difafter.  There  was  another  large  packet  written  by  moft 
of  the  women  in  the  houfe  to  their  fervants  and  fwcethcarts  in  England,  and 
this  mercilefs  creature  brought  them  to  the  fame  deftrudion.  There  was  plainly 
to  be  fcen  a  grave  fupream  Counfellor,  all  burnt  and  torne,  and  the  fcattered 
limbs  of  a  martyred  lover  lying  by  him ;  but  fome  foe  defaced,  that  the  be- 
loved could  not  tell  over  whom  to  lament :  Some  were  fo  preferved  as  to  make 
fome  difcoveries  of  handfomc  harmlefs  mirth.  And  now  you  have  the  ftory 
as  far  as  I  can  goe.  It  may  hereafter  be  fupplyed  by  Mr.  Bealing:,  when  time 
hath  mitigated  his  prefent  difcontent.  My  difpatches  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant

If  it  be  granted  that  in  fuch  cafe  I  am  to  afTift  the  confedcrnre  party,  whe- 
ther I  am  to  doe  it  in  all  partes  of  this  Province,  or  only  for  the  defence  of 
this  County ;  or  if  in  other  partes,  whether  I  may  goe  my  fclf  in  perfon,  and 
leave  this  Government,  or  fend  forces  to  their  afllftance. 

If  I  goe  my  felf,  under  what  title  or  command,  or  what  power  to  make  in- 
ferior officers,  ^c. 

If  any  of  the  Gentlemen  or  Captains  of  the  confederate  party  in  this  Pro- 
vince fhall  defue  to  ferve  under  my  command,  whether  I  may  entertain  them 
or  not. 

What  kind  of  correfpondency  I  am  to  keep  with  the  Counfclls  and  chief 
Commanders  of  the  confederate  party,  and  a  clear  rule  fet  down  to  guide  my 
proceedings  therein.

My  Lord, 

TH  E  Scotfman  that  was  let  out  at  the  wrong  end  has  nothing  trufted  to 
him  that  can  prejudice  our  perfons  or  defign.  Gone  he  is  with  a  letter 
and  meflage  to  Monroe  that,  as  your  Lordfliip  advifes,  prefles  him  to  be  pofi- 
tive  in  his  anfwer.  Much  this  man  promifes,  and  my  Lord  oi  Antrim  expeds; 
but  I  have  no  faith  till  I  fee  his  works.  The  void  place  in  the  warrant  to 
prefs  a  fliip  at  Carlingford  I  filled  with  the  name  of  Captain  John  Gordon^ 
left  Mac  'T)onell  Ihould  give  offence,  and  fent  the  men  rather  to  "Dimdalke  to 
Captain  Toiinjly,  than  where  the  warrant  was  diiedcd  ;  becaufe  Toimjly  told 
me,  that  the  garrifons  left  by  young  Trevor  at  Carlingford  and  Greenecaftle 
were  not  obedient  to, your  Lordftiip's  commands;  and  withall,  1  was  unwilling 
your  warrants  fliould  receive  fuch  ufage  near  home,  as,  your  Lordfhip  will  find 
by  thefc  two  letters  of  Sir  Robert  Steisjart's  and  his  Major's,  fome  of  yours 
have  at  Derry.  The  coming  of  the  man  with  the  heathen  name  to  Carling- 
ford I  have  prevented. 

My  Lord  of  Antrim,  left  the  putting  of  any  of  his  Majeftie's  forts  into  the 
hands  of  the  Irifl)  ftiould  draw  a  fcandall  upon  your  Lordfhip,  or  any  incon- 
venience upon  his  Majefty,  has  writ  to  the  Supream  Council,  that  he  will  take 
the  armes  and  the  other  provifions,  which  they  give  for  his  Scots  journey,  at 
Waterford  or  Wexford,  and  give  them  no  further  trouble  than  to  deliver  them 
there ;  and  that  he  has  given  order  to  hire  a  fhip  that  will  go  with  them  to  Mull 
or  Mula,  which  is  his  rendezvous  in  the  Ifles.  The  Council's  agreeing  to  this 
he  is  confident  of.  All  our  fears  are  the  want  of  (hipping,  and  that  the  Re- 
bels (hips  will  lay  him.  My  Lord's  friends  in  the  Ifles  encourage  him  much 
to  attempt  fomething  there,  while  thofe  partes  are  difgufted  with  the  prcfcnt 
government  of  their  Country.

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My  unkle  has  according  to  your  Lordfhip's  dircdions  given  aflignations  upon 
the  Icvcral  Counties  under  his  power  to  thofc  who  by  your  orders  ihould  re- 
ceive the  cowes  due  upon  this  Province.  He  aQlires  me  that  he  lus  taken  fuch 
a  courfe,  that  very  fpeedily  there  fiiall  not  be  many  cowes  unpaid,  and  then 
he  hopes  your  LordHiip  will  do  him  juftice  againft  thofe  of  'Derry,  for  keep- 
ing his  nephew  and  the  reft  of  the  piiibners,  contrary  to  the  articles  of  the 
CelVation,  and  againft  Sir  JViUtam  Cole  and  the  Scots  of  'DonegaU  who  at  fc- 
veral  times  have  taken  1500  cowes  from  the  Irtjh  fmce  the  Ceffation.  With 
Sir  IVilliam  Cole  he  would  make  even  long  fince,  if  he  did  not  fcare  to  difguft 
your  Lordlhip  ■■,  and  yet  he  has  the  fame  rod  over  him,  which  is  an  offer  of 
one  of  his  Captains  to  betray  Eniskilling  unto  him  :  But  he  defires  me  to  ac- 
quaint your  Lordlhip,  that  he  will  neither  attempt  that,  nor  any  thing  of  that 
nature,  without  firft  knowing  from  you  the  conveniencies  or  the  inconvenien- 
cics  they  bring  with  them  to  his  Majefty  or  your  Lordfhip,  of  whofe  honour 
and  fafety,  I  can  upon  my  credit  afiure  your  Lordlhip,  he  has  efpecial  care. 

My  Lord,  if  you  at  all  doubt  Sir  William  Cole's  joining  with  the  Scots,  or 
that  by  fome  other  way  that  command  could  not  be  got  from  him,  I  think 
it  were  neceflary  this  defign  of  my  Unkle's  Ihould  be  winked  at.  The  place 
is  very  confiderable,  and  'tis  the  beft  pafs  out  of  this  Province  into  Connaght. 
If  )  our  Lordfhip  had  this  place  fecured,  and  'Deny  in  Mervyn's  hands,  the 
Scot'  might  eaiily  be  dealt  with:  Though  I  hear  much  of  the  devices  of  the 
old  Scots  of  the  Claneboys ;  yet  left  they  fhould  be  no  newer,  nor  of  more 
coii:equence  than  what  you  receive  from  your  friend  Campbel  in  Scotland,  Pll 
be  filent,  more  than  to  fay,  that  from  the  Lord  to  the  Jockey,  I  believe  them 
all  falle-loones.  Thefe  eafterly  winds  (I  hope)  have  brought  your  Lordfhip 
good  news.

LONG  afore  now  I  hope  you  are  gotten  into  the  lifts :  We  here  hourly 
expeft  the  iffue.  For  my  part,  I  am  ftill  at  the  old  ward.  My  friend 
'Daniel  Hutchenfon  and  I  are  every  week's  end  at  our  wit's  end.  A  few  days 
fmce  there  came  in  near  i  coo  /.  from  the  Country,  which  I  have  quartered  out 
to  be  payd,  not  where  there  is  moft  reafon,  in  relation  to  antiquity  of  debts, 
but  where  it  is  moft  probable  to  get  us  more  credit. 

I  know  from  other  hands  you  hear  our  brethren  in  the  North  have  a  care 
of  our  fouls,  and  promife  to  teach  us  the  way  to  Kirk ;  if  they  attempt  it,  I 
live  not  out  of  hope  to  fend  fome  of  them  to  a  worfe  or  better  place }  but  to 
that  let  them  look. 

You  will  alio  hear  how  my  Kinfman  Sir  Arthur  Loftus  has  ufed  me  :  I  doe 
not  know  what  the  Devil  fhould  make  him  meddle  with  me  before  he  got  into 
England,  where  fuch  ftufF  would  very  well  have  feconded  that  learned  author 
Cra-juford. 

We  are  told  here,  that  the  way  to  Chefter  from  Oxon  is  much  clearer  by 
the  taking  of  Wem :  If  fo,  you  may  pleafe  to  fend  my  ware  (if  any  you  can 
get  for  me)  that  way,  where  Tom  Trafford  will  take  care  to  fend  them  in  a 
frigat  that  no  Parliament  fhip  can  blow  wind  in  the  tail  of. 

The  obftruclion  of  the  northern  road  is  fuch,  that  it  may  be  news  to  you 
that  Aberdeen  is  taken  by  the  Marquefs  of  Huntley,  a  great  party  declared  for 
the  King ;  and  in  fine,  the  clouds  gathering  faft  for  a  ftorm  in  that  Country.

My  Lord, 

TO  proceed  in  anfwer  to  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  29th  of  March,  which  I 
was  not  able  to  finifii  and  fend  by  your  fervant  Shirley-,  your  Lordlhip 
may  be  pleafed  to  caufe  the  enclofed  copies  of  letters  to  be  decyphered ;  wherein 
will  appear  what  hopes  there  are  of  the  defign  upon  the  Iflands,  and  where  it 
now  refts.  From  the  firft  time  I  heard  of  that  dcfign,  I  have  ufed  all  my 
power  and  skill  to  advance  it,  as  a  fervice  for  the  Earl  of  Antrim  of  all  others 
moft  proper  and  feafible ;  and  to  the  King  as  availeable  as  any  lo  many  Iripj 
can  do  him.  But  fince  I  underftand  that  his  Majeftie's  party  hath  appeared  in 
Scotland,  I  have  doubled  my  endeavours,  and  left  no  way  unattempted  my  wit 
could  fuggcft  to  me  probable  to  haften  it. 

By  the  enclofed  copies  of  letters  from  the  Colonels  in  the  North,  your 
Lordfhip  will  perceive  how  the  fupplies  fent  in  charity  out  of  the  Lo'-jj-Coim- 
tries  to  the  poor  Proteftants  of  this  Kingdom  in  general,  is  by  interpretation 
and  orders  from  London,  applyable  only  to  the  Army ;  and  therein  only  to 
fuch  as  fhall  oppofe  his  Majeftie's  authority  in  breach  of  the  Ceflation,  and  ia 
taking  the  Covenant,  as  may  be  coUefted  by  the  letter,  though  the  Colonels 
fort^ot  to  fend  the  copy  mentioned  in  it,  which  I  have  fent  for  to  be  tranf- 
mittcd  by  the  next.  I  am  informed  the  'Dutch  Skippers  are  much  diipleafed 
at  the  diftribution  of  thofe  provifions,  as  not  fuiteing  with  the  intention  of 
the  givers.  How  far  his  Majeftie  will  pleafe  to  take  notice  of  this  to  the  States, 
or  of  what  ufe  it  may  be  to  let  them  know  this  delufion  and  mifapplying  of 
their  charity,  I  am  not  able  to  advife,  being  ignorant  in  what  condition  of  amity 
his  Majefty  ftands  with  them ;  but  I  hold  it  my  duty  to  advertife  this.  Your 
Lordfliip  will  alfo  find  by  thefe  letters  how  far  thefe  provifions  (joined  with 
the  people's  inclinations,  who  are  for  the  moft  part  Scots)  are  like  to  make 
way, for  the  Covenant  j  and  in  what  a  ftreight  the  few  Engliflo  in  the  North 
are,  through  wants,  by  this  temptation  and  the  threats  of  the  Scots,  who  give 
out  that  there  arc  orders  coming  from  the  Lords  and  Commons  at  Weftmin- 
fier,  to  profecute  the  refufers  of  the  Covenant  as  enemies.  Belfaft,  (where 
Colonel  Chichejier  hath  a  garrifon  entirely  Englifh)  if  it  were  well  vidualled, 
mi^ht  interrupt  and  difappoint  the  advancing  of  the  Scots  toward  us ;  which 
they  threaten  to  do,  and  teach  us  the  way  to  Kirk.  1  doubt  there  are  among 
us  that  would  be  content  to  learn  of  them :  Therefore  I  humbly  defire  that 
provifions  may  be  fpeedily  fent  thither  (if  poflibly  may  be)  from  JVhitehaven, 
or  feme  port  in  Cumberland  where  things  arc  cheap,  and  means  of  tranfpor- 
tation  more  frequent  and  lafe  than  from  Briftol :  And  if  your  Lordfhip  think 
fit  to  avoid  fo  many  iharers  of  what  I  doubt  will  not  be  much,  it  may  be  fent 
particularly  to  Colonel  Chichejier,  as  at  his  own  charge,  and  by  your  Lord- 
fhip's  care  of  him.  And  I  humbly  offer  whether  it  may  not  be  fir,  by  fome 
fuch  oath  or  protcftation  as  is  taken  by  his  Majeftie's  Englijli  and  Scott/Jh  fob- 
jcds  in  England,  to  make  tryall  of  the  affedlions  of  thofe  here.  In  cafe  this 
be  held  fit,  it  will  be  needful!  to  have  thofe  oathes  or  proteftations  fent,  with 
a  letter  to  me  and  the  Council,  authorizing   us  to   ifllic  Commiflions  to  fit 

2  pcrlbn.*; 
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pcrfons  to  tender  thefc  oaths;  but  with  liberty  to  make  ufc  of,  or  defer  the 
execution,  as  fliall  be  thought  beft  for  the  King's  fervice. 

There  is  tranfmitted  to  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas  a  petition  from  the  Lords 
and  Commons  of  this  Parliament  to  his  Majeftic.  Upon  perufal  of  it,  your 
Lordfliip  may  perhaps  find  fome  ufc  to  be  made  of  it,  there  being  no  Papifl: 
in  cither  of  the  Houfes,  except  one  in  the  Lords  Houfe.  When  it  was  or- 
dered to  be  fent,  two  other  things  they  had  in  agitation  ;  the  one  a  Declaration 
againtt  the  Covenant  in  purfuance  of  letters  from  the  Speakers  of  both  Houfes 
to  Monroe  and  the  Colonels  of  his  Majeftic's  Army  in  the  North  :  The  other 
a  Declaration  that  lawes  made  in  England  bind  not  the  Subjeds  of  this  King- 
dom, unlcfs  luch  laws  pafs  the  Parliament  here.  In  the  former  I  conceive 
they  may  be  encouraged,  but  the  other  being  perhaps  in  treaty  there,  and  a 
thing  of  high  importance,  I  lliall  exped  diredion  in  it. 

Since  the  writing  of  my  laft  by  your  Lordlliip's  fervant,  I  received  his  Ma- 
jeftic's Letters  for  Mr.  Spencer  s  having  the  reverfion  of  the  Vicc-Treafurer's 
place,  and  a  letter  from  Mr.  Spencer  himfelf,  to  whom  1  returned  in  anfwer 
the  original  of  the  inclofed  copy. 

His  Majeftic's  Commands  touching  Mr.  Feltony  your  Lordfhip's  fervant,  fhall 
be  forthwith  obeyed  ;  but  I  muft  humbly  defire  that  his  Majeftie  will  be  graci- 
oully  pleafed  for  the  time  to  come  to  fuffer  me  to  difpofc  of  fuch  places,  as 
the  only  means  I  have  to  reward  thofe  that  do  him  fervice,  and  to  whom  I 
am  particularly  ingaged.  This  is  not  all  intended  to,  however  it  falles  to  be 
written  upon  this  occafion ;  and  that  it  is  not  fo  taken,  I  defire  to  be  aflured 
by  receiving  your  Lordlliip's  commands  for  any  you  favour,  and  whofe  condi- 
tion may  be  bettered  by  me. 

I  underftand  that  Colonel  Crawford,  who  run  away  from  hence,  is  in  fome 
eminent  command  with  the  Rebells.  To  my  knowledge  he  is  a  very  worth- 
Icfs  fellow,  and  (if  I  be  not  miftaken)  vain  and  avaritious.  What  ufe  may  be 
made  of  fuch  a  thing,  I  leave  to  your  Lordfhip  to  confider. 

The  coming  abroad  of  fo  many  of  the  Rebells  fhips  encreafes  the  danger, 
and  confequently  the  rates  of  conveying  armes  into  any  port  of  England  or 
Ireland.  And  I  find  the  Iri/Jj  Merchants  are  reftrained  from  felling  the  armes 
they  have  by  their  Council,  who  yet  have  been  perfwaded  by  Colonel  Barry 
to  contract  with  foreign  Merchants  for  5000  armes  and  500  barrells  of  powder. 
The  contract  for  their  honour  is  made  by  them,  and  I  am  engaged  to  take  off 
with  ready  money  or  equivalent  commodities,  what  they  fhall  not,  which  will 
be  all,  if  peace  be  concluded,  or  the  Treaty  continued  without  difguft  to  them 
till  the  armes  arrive ;  but  I  muft  be  enabled  from  thence  to  perform. 

As  I  had  written  thus  far,  I  received  the  enclofed  propofitions  from  the 
Earl  of  Clanrkarde.  I  am  not  able  to  give  full  anfwers  to  them  till  I  be  di- 
reded  and  authorized  by  his  Majeftie,  which  I  humbly  defire  to  be  with  all 
fpecd,  and  with  all  poflible  honour  and  content  to  the  Earl  of  Clanrkarde, 
whofe  power  to  ferve  the  King  daily  increafes ;  your  Lordfhip  may  very  fafely 
communicate  them  with  Juftice  'Donelain,  a  very  honeft  man,  knowing  in 
Connaght,  where  the  Earl  of  Clanrkarde^  intereft  is. 

I  humbly  thank  your  Lordfhip  for  Sir  Thtlip  Tercivall.   T)kk  Tcji'er  fiiall 

find  advantage  in  your  recommendations,  and  in  the  afliurance  I  have  that  he

My  Lord, 

THE  enclofcd  arc  copies  of  letters  come  to  my  hands  fince  I  made  up  my 
difpatch  from  the  Colonels  in  the  North:  Whereupon  your  Lordfhip  will 
eafily  make  this  judgment,  that  our  condition,  and  the  condition  of  his  Maje- 
ftie's  interefts  in  this  Kingdom  is  in  hazard,  and  that  it  is  needful!  we  be  fupplyed 
one  way  or  other.  If  your  Lordfhip  pleafe  to  compare  their  former  letters 
with  thofe  now  fent,  I  think  it  will  appear  to  you,  that  the  orders  from  hence 
have  rather  difcovercd  who  were  ready  to  fell  their  faith  for  meal,  than  gven 
caufe  for  the  taking  of  the  Covenant.  I  am  very  far  from  fo  much  as  pomt- 
ing  at  Colonel  Chichefter,  or  at  any  other  Colonel  in  this. 

I  fend  your  Lordfhip  herewith  a  copy  of  my  Lord  of  Muskerfs  letter  to 
me,  and  of  the  anfwer  I  now  fend  him,  to  be  given  him  or  burnt,  as  your 
Lordfliip  fhall  judge  beft  for  the  King's  fervice. 

I  have  been  fo  often  forced  to  prefs  barks  for  the  tranfport  of  men  with- 
out paying  the  owners,  that  now,  after  a  long  eafterly  wind,  the  harbour 
is  empty  ;  fo  that  I  cannot  fend  Colonel  Trafford  with  the  300  men  for 
Anglefey  for  want  of  lliipping.  Armes  I  have  gotten  for  him,  and  provifions 
I  fhall  make  a  hard  fhift  for ;  but  the  prices  of  both  are  taken  out  of  what 
fliould  feed  the  Army  here :  Therefore  when  I  am  able  to  make  certain  the 
fum,  I  fhall  humbly  move  that  it  may  be  paid  back  again  in  money,  or  mo- 
ney worth. 

I  hear  nothing  of  the  three  ftiips  mentioned  in  one  of  your  Lordfhip's  let- 
ters. They,  and  meanes  to  make  provifions,  will  be  needfuU  here,  efpecially 
if  more  men  be  expefted  hence. 

I  hear  Captain  Bartlet  the  elder  is  arrived  here  juft  now;  but  I  hear  of  no 
difpatch  he  or  any  body  elfe  brings.  He  fhall  fhortly  convey  over  the  men  for 
North-Wales.     I  am

My  Lord, 

I  Am  very  glad  to  hear  from  you,  that  you  took  pains  to  make  your  propo-" 
fitions  moderate  :  but  they  were  given  fo  lately  before  my  difpatchcs  came, 
that  I  know  not  whether  they  be  fo  efteemed  by  his  Majefty  or  no  -,  fo  that  I 
can  fay  nothing  of  them,  fave  that,,  if  they  be  not,  I  wifh  you  would  make 
them  lb. 

I  apprehend  very  well  what  advantage  it  may  be  to  his  Majefty  to  make 
an  honourable  and  jul1:  peace  with  his  fubjeds;  and  I  am  confident,  if  there 
were  no  other,  the  laving  of  a  kingdom  from  dcfolation,  and  many  innocent 
people  (who  muft  fall  with  the  guilty  in  a  war)  from  deftruftion,  arc  motives 
fufficient  to  incline  his  Royal  heart  to  receive  the  humble  fubmifllons  of  his 
people.  My  labour  therefore  on  that  part  is  needlefs;  but  if  I  had  confidence 
that  my  advice  had  any  efteem  with  you,  who  are  employed  from  your  party 
in  this  Kingdom,  and  muft  give  a  ftridt  accompt  of  every  drop  of  blood  that 
fhall  be  flied,  in  cafe  a  breach  enfuc  the  unreafonablenefs  of  your  demands ; 
1  fay,  if  I  were  pcrfwadcd  my  words  bore  any  weight  with  you,  I  fhould  ad- 
vife  you  to  prefer  (like  thofe  good  lubjcds  you  fay  you  are)  his  Majeftie's  ho- 
nour and  fafety,  much  wounded  and  threatened  by  falfc  rumours  railed  of  him 
2  touching 
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touching  the  bufinels  of  Ireland,  before  the  prefent  fatisfadion  of  fuch  of  your 
defircs,  as  may  perliaps  in  themfdves  be  fo  juft  that  his  Majefty  may  hereafter 
with  more  lafety  grant,  than  he  can  as  yet  hear  them  propounded. 

For  my  part,  I  fhall  give  all  the  furtherance  I  can  to  the  juft  fettlement  of 
this  broken  Kingdom  ;  wherein  few  have  more  intereft,  and  in  the  2;rowing

My  Lord, 

I  Shall  at  this  only  anfwer  your  Lordftiip's  of  the  2^i\i  of  March  in  part, 
many  particulars  requiring  none,  except  a  reiteration  of  the  fatisfadion  I 
receive  by  all  your  dilpatches  in  all  things  that  have  relation  to  my  particular 
intereft  or  contentment. 

I  have  by  letters  to  the  Lord  T'aafe  and  Jack  Barry  let  them  know  how 
gracioufly  his  Majeftie  receives,  and  bountifully  rewards  their  endeavours  in  his 
lervice,  wherein  with  them  ?>k  George  Hamilton  is  now  employed  ;  and  there- 
fore your  Lordlhip  will  be  pleafed  to  receive  my  humble  thanks  for  them  all, 
and  for  the  laft,  not  only  in  regard  of  what  his  Majeftie  hath,  at  your  Lord- 
ftiip's inftance,  been  pleafed  to  do  for  him,  (the  particular  whereof  I  yet  know 
not)  but  in  refpect  alfo  of  the  obhgation  laid  upon  me  in  the  manner  of  it. 

The  Earl  of  Clanricarde's  merits  and  abilities  are  fuch,  that  I  cannot  readily 
advile  of  any  proportionable  reward  and  incouragemeut  for  them  •  but  it  fhall 
be  my  work,  and  a  hard  one  it  will  be  (his  modefty  and  the  times  confidered) 
to  find  out  what  will  beft  fit  and  plcafe  him. 

My  Lord  of  Cork  hath  my  humble  opinion  for  him  in  the  particular  he  de- 
fires,  and  fhould  have  my  moft  earneft  recommendation,  if  it  were  needfull  ;

The  only  doufet  is,  whctlier  the  Earl  o{  CI atirtc arete  may  not  he  fatisfied 
with  that  place,  which  (in  cale  his  Majeftie  fhail  be  necelfitatcd  fo  far  as  to 
condefccnd  to  the  Jrifh  aS'  Co  admit  any  Recufant  into  his  Councils,  and  to" 
places  of  eminency)  may  be  given  him  with  more  advantage  to  his  fervice, 
fatisfadion  to  the  Proteftant  and  beft  of  the  Jr//?'  parties  than  to  any  man 
of  his  profeflion.  In  this  I  would  be  underftood  rather  to  fhow  how  foch  a 
thing  may  beft  be  done,  in  cafe  of  high  neceffity,  than  to  advife  it  fhould  be 

done. 

I  conceive  the  bailing  of  the  four  Councellors  may  have  done  hurt  in  mi- 
niftring  caufe  of  jealoufy  to  the  Ir'ifh^  of  incouragement  to  the  difaffcded 
Proteftants,  and  of  mcanes  to  do  mifchief  to  the  Perfons  themfclves  \  but  his 
Maieftie's  publick  letters  having  come  firft  for  their  imprifonment,  then  for  their 
bailino-,  I  doubt,  as  the  cafe  now  ftands,  the  returning  of  them  to  prilbn, 
without  new  caufe  fhewn,  may  breed  more  difturbance  than  1  am  in  cafe  to 
fupprefe.  The  copy  of  the  letter  touching  this,  mentioned  to  be  inclolcd  in 
your  Lordfliip's  is  wanting,  and  the  Perfons  name,  from  whom  it  was  fent  to 
Court,  certainly  mifcyphered,  being  thus,  the  Earl  of  CaJJkhaven  •  fo  that, 
if  it  be  held  fit  to  do  any  more,  I  defire  letters  may  be  diredted  to  the  Coun- 
cil and  me,  with  grounds  for  the  doing  of  it,  and  liberty  left  me  to  take  the 
jitteft  time  for  it,  or  leave  it  undone,  as  upon  the  place  Ihall  be  found  beft  for 
the  King's  fervice. 

Thofe  provifions,  defigned  for  this  place  and  Dnncamon^  arc  not  yet  come, 
and  when  they  ftiall,  will  be  but  fmall  in  relation  to  our  wants,  or  indeed 
to  what  have  been  here  Ipent  for  the  tranfportation  and  fitting  of  men  for  his 
Maieftie's  fervice  in  England.  Yet,  as  fmall  as  it  is,  it  would  give  us  fome 
help  ;  therefore  I  muft  again  move  they  may  be  fent,  and  what  more  can  be 
had  upon  the  firft  opportunity. 

Here  I  muft  beg  your  pardon  for  an  omiffion  proceeding  from  my  refpcd 
and  unwiilingnefs  to  overburden  you  with  things  in  themfelves  eafy,  and  fo  not 
worth  your  trouble  ;  but  I  am  now  inftruded  by,  and  exceedingly  thankfull 
for  fo  noble  and  friendly  an  expoftulation. 

The  300  men  defigned  for  the  fecurity  of  Beaumaris  and  other  maritime 
places  thereabouts,  ftiall  be  fent  under  the  conduft  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  TraJ- 
ford;  whofe  affedions  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  and  interefts  in  that  Country 
hath  encouraged  me  to  recommend  him  to  his  Highnefs  Prince  Rttpert  for  the 
command  of  them. 

JHow  the  defign  for  thelfles  goes  forward,  your  Lordfliip  hath  a  full  accompt 
from  Mr.  0  Neile.  My  Lord  of  Jntrim  is  confident,  the  men,  armes,  and 
provifions  will  be  ready  at  the  port  j  but  I  doubt  the  latter,  fo  well  I  am  ac- 
quainted with  the  improvidence  of  the  Irijh.  However,  the  defign  is  like  to 
be  fruftrated  for  want  of  ftiips  of  our  own,  and  may  be  by  having  too  many 
of  the  Rebelli  upon  thefe  coafts. 

To  fupply  the  firft,  I  have  fent  to  Wexford  and  other  fea  towns  to  hire 
velTels,  and  with  offer  to  dedud  their  wages  out  of  the  moneys  due  to  his  Ma- 
jeftie, which  is  all  that  can  be  done  on  this  fide.  I  know  no  need  that  a  port 
ftiould  be  put  into  their  hands  for  this  work,  fince  the  armcs  may  be  delivered 
to  men  out  of  their  ftiips  fides,  nor  need  their  provifions  be  unloaded,  and 
your  Lordlhip's  fufpicion  was  certainly  well  grounded,  and  yourreafons  unan- 
fwerable,  at  leaft  as  to  Bagmlh  private,  who  of  all  men  is  nioft  unfit  to  have 
it  ;  and  I  fliiould  be  very  lorry  to  be  commanded  to  aft  pny  part  in  his  coming 
into  that  place,  under  countenance  of  his  Majcftic's  .luthority,  to  the  injury 
of  a  third  perfon.  Yet  Bcigikill  is  my  Coufin-Gernian,  a  perfon  I  love  as 
well  as  any  in  his  condition,  and  fit  to  be  encourage^  in  thole  good  incli- 
4  nations 
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nations  he  profefles ;  and  there  niaj'  be  much  faid  (at  Icafl  thought)  for  his  right 
in  that  particuhir.  Any  man  that  knows  Irelavd,  and  hath  known  Sir  Arthur 
fyrivgham,  his  Lady,  and  her  former  Husband,  can  unriddle  this  \  but  this  is 
from  the  prelcnt  purpolc. 

My  Lord,  here  I  am  taken  Ihort,  and  niuft  ask  your  pardon  till  the  next 
week  :  By  tlicn,  I  iliall  give  you  more  particular  anfwers  to  your  Lordfhip's, 
and  notice  of  our  condition.  In  the  mean  jime,  I  hold  it  fit  to  fend  you  this 
from,  &c.

I  Believe  you  have  heard  how  an  outragious  monkey  defaced  A  difpafcW  di- 
rected to  me  from  thofe  you  obey.  I  am  not  fully  informed  in  the  bofi- 
ncls  of  thofe  letters  ;  when  I  am,  I  fhall  return  a  befitting  anfwer.  In  the 
mean  time,  I  am  to  let  you  know  of  a  like  milhap  occafioned  by  the  eurri 
ofity  of  one  here,  and  by  the  negligence  of  Mr.  Chr.  Bf^yan.  The  ilo^y  \i 
thus  told  me  : 

Upon  Monday  laft  at  night,  Mr.  Bryau  being  in  company  with  half  a  dozen 
(I  believe)  good  fellows,  having  occafion  to  withdraw  himfelf  to  fome  other 
room,  left  fome  pacquets,  where  one  of  the  company  came  at  the  enclofed, 
and  with  the  help  of  an  hot  knife,  opened  the  fcale,  and  took  copies  of  the 
feveral  letters  under  the  cover,  and  made  up  the  letter  again  as  you  fee,  (for 
fince  the  feale  hath  not  been  touched)  with  intent  to  convey  it  into  its  place.

THIS  bearer  was  fent  over  from  the  Earl  of  Jt7tnm  to  let  us  know  here, 
that  his  undertaking  for  the  Ifles  was  ripe  for  execution  on  his  part,  fa 
thiit  he  were  not  difappointed  of  fhips  to  tranlport  his  men,  which  he  confi- 
dently affirms  are  in  readinefs  to  the  number  of  3000  :  But  the  Agents  here 
are  not  willing  to  believe  that  he  hath  any  fuch  forces  Icvyed.  Nothwith- 
ftanding,  I  have  prevailed  with  them  to  write  to  the  Snprcam  Council  to  pro- 
cure two  or  three  frigats  (if  it  be  poffible)  both  to  tranlport  the  armies  and.pro- 
vifions,  which  they  have  fent  unto  the  Earl  of  Antrim^  to  what  porte  he  Ihall 
affign,  as  alfo  to  help  waft  over  his  men. 

I  have  alio  fent  orders  to  Captain  Barf  let  to  haften  over  to;  Duhlin,  there 
to  obey  your  Lordfhip's  commands.  If  the  Earl  of  Antrim  hath  really  fuch  a 
force  on  foot,  it  were  great  pity  that  important  fervice  fhould  faile,  now  that 
the  King  hath  fo  good  a  party  already  appearing  in  Scotland  to  join  with  them. 
I  am  fure  I  fhall  not  need  to  recommend  any  more  this  bufinefs  to  your  Ex- 
cellence, if  you  fee  probabilityes  in  it,  being  fure  that  you  will  accommodate

My  Lord, 

HAVING  begun  a  large  difpatch  unto  your  Excellence  concerning  all  the 
particulars  of  your  letter  by  my  fcrvant  Shirley,  and  of  yoursof  the  27th 
of  April,  as  alio  of  the  ftate  of  our  Treaty  here  with  the  Jr//Z' Agents ;  and  be- 
ing hindered  by  a  multitude  of  other  preffing  bufinefs  from  finilhing  it  lb  loon 
as  I  intended,  this  bearer  being  able  to  ftay  no  longer,  I  have  thought  fit  only 
to  fend  your  Lordlhip   by  him  the  inclofed  propofitions  from  the  Proteltant 
Agents,  and  the  advertifements  of  the  Irijh  Catholick  Agents  concerning  tome 
things  wherein  they  fecm  to  be  much  concerned  in  zeal  (as  they  pretend)  to 
his  Majeftie's  fervice.     In  the  firft  your  Excellence  will  perceive  cither  the  mad- 
nefs  or  the  malice  of  thofe  men  ;  (for  we  cannot  undcrftand  them  to  have  pro- 
ceeded from  lefs  than  a  high  degree  of  one  of  thele)  the  firft,  if  propofed  with 
the  thought  that  peace  could  be  procured  upon  condition  of  any  affinity  with'

i.nn'HE  city  of  Cork,  commanded  by  Sh  Hardes  Waller,  Cou fin-German 
X     to  Sir  William  Waller,  and  always  devoted  and  afteded  to  the  Par- 
liament. 

2.  The  fort  of  Cork,  commanded  by  Captain  Mufchamp,  a  man  of  no 
cftate,  and  whole  Father,  Brother,  and  friends  are  in  adual  fervice  of  the  Par- 
liament, with  whom  he  kecpeth  correfpondence,  and  is  himfelf  totally  affedcd 
to  that  party. 

3.  The  fort  of  'Duncannon,  commanded  by  the  Lord  Efmond,  extreamly 
decayed  with  age,  very  ill  afFeded  to  your  Majeftie  fmce  the  Earl  of  Strafford's 
time,  much  favoured  and  obliged  by  the  Parliament  during  thefe  wars,  and  moft 
of  his  Officers  and  Soldiers  fent  thither  by  the  Parliament,  and  who  hath  lately 
broken  the  Ceflation. 

4.  The  fort  of  Kinfale,  commanded  by  Captain  William  Brockett,  by  the 
appointment  of  the  Parliament  in  the  place  of  Captain  Kettleby,  who  was  dif^ 
placed  and  imprifoned  for  his  loyalty  to  your  Majefty;  which  Brockett  might 
furprize  fixteen  of  your  Majeftie's  royal  fiiips  in  the  fervice  of  the  Parliament, 
as  was  defigned  by  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde ;  but  inftead  of  fo  doing,  feafted 
the  Captains,  warned  them  of  the  danger,  and  fo  all  fcaped. 

5.  The  caftle  commanding  the  harbour  ol  Baltimore,  being  a  place  of  great 
confequence  and  well  planted  with  ordnance,  is  in  the  hands  and  under  the 
command  of  Tho.  Bennett,  a  man  appointed  by  the  Parliament,  of  no  eftate 
in  England  or  Ireland,  and  one  that  received  feven  months  provifions  of  late 
fince  the  Ceflation  from  the  Parliament,  and  withall  one  that  (knowing  Forbes 
proclaimed  a  traitor  by  your  Majefty)  entertained  and  feafted  him  for  two  or 
three  dayes  together. 

6.  The  caftle  of  Cajllehaven,  a  place  of  great  confequence,  well  planted 
with  ordnance,  commanding  that  harbour,  is  in  the  hands  of  Robert  Salmany 

F  f  f  f  a  man 
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a  man  having  not  a  foote  of  eftate  in  England  or  Ireland,  who  (by  his  own 
confcilion)  was  at  London  fince  the  Ccflation,  and  fevcral  times  during  the 
commotion ;  which  argueth  the  greater  fearc  of  fufpicion,  it  being  to  be  feared 
his  repair  fo  often  to  the  ParUament  was  in  afllirance  of  thefe  forementioncd 
harbours,  and  withall  to  be  fufpeded.  He  was  employed  as  Agent  from  the 
reft  to  afiure  their  fidehty  to  them  and  their  caufe ;  and  this  the  rather,  bccaufe 
that  he  and  the  reft  received  the  provifions  aforefaid,  procured  by  this  man's 
follicitation. 

7.  The  refidence  of  the  Lord  Kerry  at  London,  and  the  report  of  his  ac- 
ceptance there,  breeds  a  fear  that  being  in  eleftion  to  be  employed  in  Forbes's 
plac^  the  laft  voyage,  he  will  be  now  employed  j  and  this  the  rather,  for  thac 
his  eldeft  fon  being  at  fchool  at  Briftol,  was  by  him  fent  for  to  London  5  which 
giveth  more  caufe  of  fufpicion,  it  being  feared  his  father  being  an  Iriflo  Peer, 
may  faile  truft  unto  them,  and  therefore  for  aflurance  of  his  fidelity  to  the 
Parliament,  he  fhould  have  his  eldeft  Son  and  heir  with  them  as  a  pledge  or 
hoftage  of  his  fidelity  towards  them. 

8.  The  arrival  of  Daniel  Maccarthy,  fon  and  heir  of  Florence  Maccarthy, 
who  was  committed  in  the  Tower,  and  there  continued  upwards  of  forty  years, 
and  a  man  that  fuftained  fundry  other  croflcs  by  the  King,  (as  he  conceives) 
and  being  a  powerful!  man  in  alliance,  and  dependance  in  the  Counties  of 
Kerry  and  Cork,  and  a  man  having  a  claime  to  the  Earldom  of  'Defmond  and 
Valentia,  and  very  intimate  with  the  Lord  of  Kerry  by  alliance,  and  other- 
wife,  and  withall  matched  to  a  near  Coufin  to  the  Marquefs  oi Hamilton,  may 
be  fufpeded  and  feared  ;  and  this  the  rather,  becaufe  it  is  not  full  three  months 
Jirhence  he  left  London,  having  his  pafs  from  the  Parliament  5  wherefore  the 
Marquefs  of  Hamilton  being  taken,  and  Kerry  in  London,  and  he  here,  and  a 
Fleet,  as  they  fay,  in  preparation  for  that  Kingdom,  and  thefe  forts  and  caftles 
in  the  hands  of  luch  fufpcfted  perlbns,  fpeedy  prevention  is  to  be  ufed. 

9.  Rofcommon,  Boyle,  Elphin,  Tidske,  Cajtle-Coote,  and  yames-Town,  garri- 
fons  of  the  County  of  Rofcommon  belonging  to  Sir  Charles  Coote,  Sir  Robert 
King,  and  the  Lord  Ranelagh,  and  at  this  time  commanded  by  their  fervants 
and  Officers,  do  daily  commit  ads  of  hoftility,  and  obey  no  command  of  your 
Majcftie's  Officers,  either  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  the  Governour  0I  Athlone, 
and  at  this  prefent  by  the  means  of  Sir  Frederick  Hamilton,  and  Sir  William 
Cole,  with  whom  they  are  joined  in  an  ailbciation  to  draw  the  Scots  to  the 
Province  oi  Connaght. 

10.  Thefe  informations  received  by  us  from  Ireland  we  humbly  prefent 
out  of  the  duty  we  owe  to  your  Majcftie's  fervice,  that  by  putting  thefe  com- 
mands into  faithfull  hands  for  your  Majcftie's  ufe,  the  places  may  be  fccurcd, 
and  the  dcfigns  of  your  enemies  prevented. 

1 1 .  We  have  been  written  unto  by  thofe,  from  whom  wc  arc  cntrufted  hi- 
ther, that  they  are  informed  that  feveral  men,  who  would  engratiatc  themfclvcs 
to  your  Majcftie,  and  magnify  thcmfelves  in  your  efteem,  endeavour  to  perfuadc 
your  Majeftie  that  they  have  that  power  either  by  their  alliance  or  dependance, 
that  they  are  able  to  bring  you  men,  we  defire  that  your  Majcftie  may  be  in- 
formed l^ow  vaine  thole  fuggeftions  are,  and  how  unfafe  it  will  be  to  graft 
any  dcfigh  upon  fuch  expcdations,  thofe  cntrufted  by  the  confederate  Catho- 
licks  to  manage  their  affaires,  are  only  able  to  perform  what  fuch  do  promifc; 
though  to  draw  men  to  their  dcfires,  they  promife  treble  pay  to  that  which 
they  arc  to  exped,  which  may  prove  inconvenient  to  your  Majcftie's  fervice, 
and  therefore  we  defire  fuch  particular  applications  be  not  liftcncd  unto. 

It  is  come  to  us  likewile  from  thence,  that  your  Majeftie  hath  lately  fincc  the

Cuftoms  in  that  city,  the  fame  being  within  our  quarters,  we  hope  that  therein,

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency, 

AS  I  could  not  have  heard  with  any  patience,  fo  cannot  I  juftify  with  any 
true  averment,  that  thofe  words,  reported  unto  me  by  my  good  friend 
Mr.  Arthur  Trccor,  were  ever  Ipoken  by  any  perfon  in  my  hearing.  I  did 
convcrfe  at  dinner  and  lupper  only  with  a  great  perfonage,  not  fo  well  fatis- 
ficd,  peradventure,  with  your  Excellence  as  I  and  others  are.  There  fome  dif- 
courfes  palled  to  and  fro  concerning  your  Lordlhip,  as  that  your  Lordlhip  loft 
nothing  or  very  little  by  this  Rebellion  5  that  you  brought  but  fmall  forces  of 
your  own  to  reprefs  it,  ^c.

I  Wrote  unto  your  Excellence  yefterday,  and  Tent  you  enclofed  in  that  Icttcf 
the  propofitions  of  the  Proteftant  Agents,  (as  they  call  themfelves)  and  fome 
advertifemcnts  from  the  Irijh  Agents  j  concerning  which,  1  defire  to  receive 
your  Excellence's  opinion  as  foon  as  may  be.  I  fignified  to  your  Excellence 
alfo  at  the  fame  time  his  Majeftie's  approbation  of  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde's 
propofitions,  in  all  which  he  would  have  your  Excellence  give  fuch  directions 
as  (hall  be  necctlary  to  the  beft  efFeding  of  them.  Unto  which  there  is  no 
more  to  be  added  but  this,  that  for  the  point  of  command,  which  it  is  fit  my 
Lord  Clanricarde  ("hoTtld  have  for  the  enabling  him  in  thofe  fervices,  my  Lord 
IVilbnot  and  my  Lord  'Dillon  are  very  well  content  that  Lord  Clanricarde 
Ihould  be  made  by  your  Excellence  Commander  in  chief  of  all  the  forces  in 
Connaght  in  the  abfence  of  the  Prefident,  with  what  title  you  think  fit  to  give 
him.

I  fliall  now  apply  my  felf  in  the  firlt  place  to  give  an  anfwcr  unto  the  par- 
ticulars of  your  Excellence's  fcveral  letters  received  by  my  fervant  Shirley,  and 
fincc  of  the  27th  oi  April •-,  and  then  I  fhall  acquaint  you  with  the  11  a  c,  and 
my  judgment  of  the  Treaty  with  the  Irij]^  Agents. 

In  the  bufinefs  concerning  the  Trealurer's  place,  your  Excellence  cxpreflcth 
jointly  your  great  favour  and  civility  to  my  Lord  of  Cork,  and  your  great  con- 
fideration  of  the  King's  fervice  in  all  things,  by  that  which  you  propote  touch- 
ing Lord  Clanricarde's  fatisfadion,  in  cale  it  fhould  be  fit  for  his  Majcflic 
to" admit  any  of  his  religion  to  thofe  honours.  For  the  prefenr,  his  Majeftie 
hath  thought  fit  to  oblige  my  Lord  of  Cork  with  a  promile  of  the  place,  and 
a  letter  to"  your  Excellence  concerning  it;  but  withail  hath  forbid  him  as  yet 
to  make  ufc  of  or  declare  it,  his  Majeftie  conceiving  it  moft  for  his  feivicc 
nor  to  difpofe  as  yet  of  places  there,  as  being  perhaps  the  bcft  meanes  by  the 
hopes  of  fome  of  them  to  lure  in  the  Iri^o  unto  good  conditions.  And  in 
cale  thar,  upon  tb.e  conclufion  of  that  Treaty,  it  fliall  be  judged  expedient  for 
the  King's  Icrvice  to  oblige  Lord  Clanricarde,  and  in  him  thofe  of  the  Reli- 
gion with  the  place,  I  make  no  doubt  but  I  fliall  be  able  to  perfuade  my  Lord 
of  Corke  by  argunienrs  of  the  King's  lervicc,  and  of  his  own  intereft  in  another 
particular  here,  whereupon  his  heart  is  much  fet,  willingly  to  confcnt  to  it. 

Concerning  the  Vice-Treafurcr's  place,  1  muft  apply  to  that  alio  the  fame 
refolution  of  the  King  not  to  difpofe  as  yet  of  places  there ;  however  departed 
unawares  from  it,  without  my  knowledge,  in  the  letter  fent  in  Mr.  Spencer's 
behalf,  a  perfon  very  worthy  and  of  much  merit  in  his  Majeftie's  fervice.  And 
your  Excellence  will  give  me  leave  to  repeat  to  you  upon  this  occafion  that 
which  I  have  formerly  told  you  by  his  Majeftie's  Command,  that  what  grant 
foever  within  that  Kingdom  the  nccelHty  of  his  Majeftie's  complying  with 
perfons  who  have  deferved  much  of  him,  may  force  him  to  yield  unto,  the 
liberty  is  ftill  left  unto  your  Excellence  to  demur  and  to  reply,  till  your  judg- 
ment, advices,  and  inclinations  be  fully  underftood.  It  is  true,  my  Lord,  it  may 
bring  a  great  inconvenience  upon  your  noble  nature,  in  making  you  the  dif- 
appointcr  of  many  men  in  their  hopes ;  but  your  Excellence  muft  confider 
that  in  thefe  times  one  of  the  beft  ferviccs  we  can  do  our  Mafter,  is  to  eafc 
him  of  the  burden  and  prejudice  of  giving  negatives  unto  well  meriting  per- 
fons. 

As  for  my  dear  friend  'Daniel  ,0  Neile's  pretcnfions  to  that  place,  'tis  true, 
that  in  relation  to  him  I  wrote  unto  your  Excellence  that  you  would  be  pleafed 
to.fufpend  the  engaging  your  felf  for  it ;  but  that  was  at  a  time  when  I  doubted 
whether  we  ftioufd  prevail  fo  far  for  him  as  to  place  him  in  the  King's  bed- 
chamber :  But  being  now  there,  and  yet  fcarcc  warm  in  his  place,  I  think  it 
very  imprudently  done  of  him,  in  order  to  his  own  interefts,  to  fet  afoot  as 
yet  any  other  pretcnfions.  He  cannot  fail  there  of  making  a  fortune,  even 
without  the  help  of  his  friends,  unlcfs  he  prejudice  his  reputation  by  appearing 
too  hafty  in  it,  and  overweddcd  to  his  own  interefts.  I  have  writ  to  him  very 
roundly  and  freely  upon  the  fubjeft,  as  becomes  a  friend  by  another  convey- 
ance, and  1  befeech  your  Excellence,  if  this  concur  with  your  judgment,  con- 
tribute your  advices  alfo  to  rcdify  his  reafon  in  this  point. 

1  humbly  thank  your  Excellence  for  your  favour  to  my  fervant  Felton, 
which  1  do  not  confcnt  to  his  accepting  of;  he  lliall  rcfign  up  his  pretcnfions 
to  that  place,  for  which  the  King  wrote  in  his  behalf,  unto  whom  foever  your 
Excellence  ftiall  think  fit  to  give  it.  Nor  is  that  enough  to  make  me  forgive  him 
the  engaging  me  ignorantly  in  that  which  might  rob  any  fervant  of  yours  of 
a  proper  reward;  although  1  aftiire  your  Excellence  the  King  granted  it  him, 
without  relation  to  me,  for  ferviccs  and  fiifFgrings  of  his  before  he  had  any 
domcftick  dcpcndaiice  upon  me.  5  O  Neile 
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O  Neile  writes  to  mc  that  your  Excellence  wonders  much  at  the  grants  of 
a  pcnfion  and  other  thinQ;s  obtained  here  by  Sir  John  Reade.  They  were 
things  pad,  but  not  obtained  by  me  5  he  is  a  perfon  conceived  to  have  lufFered 
much  for  the  King,  and  in  that  confidcration,  in  the  number  of  thofe  for- 
merly mentioned  "to  whom  the  King  was  unwilling  to  give  a  negative  in  a 
pretcnfion  that  were  not  very  unrealbnablc.  I  fhould  be  very  glad  to  receive 
from  your  Excellence  your  opinion  of  the  man,  for  there  is  a  very  good  opi- 
nion of  him  at  Court  •■,  and  I  am  apt  enough  to  have  it  too,  but  upon  very 
fmall  acquaintance. 

Concerning  the  four  Councilors,  their  enlargement  hath  certainly  had  a 
very  ill  etfcd,"  both  upon  the  Agents  here,  and  on  the  Irifh  in  general.  Cer- 
tainly they  arc  perfons  very  difatfcfted  to  the  King,  and  it  were  much  to  be 
wilh'd  that  their  perfons  could  be  again  faircly  reftrained  ;  and  the  rather,  to 
make  them  labour  the  exchange,  which  the  King  hath  given  leave  to  be  prof- 
fered for  Earnle,  Warren,  Mimcke,  and  Gibfon.  I  conceive  there  hath  been 
letters,  or  will  be  fent  by  my  brother  Secretary  from  the  King  concerning  their 
recommitment,  through  whofe  hands  that  bufineis  paft :  Othcrwife  1  conceive 
your  Excellence  can  do  nothing  further  in  it  with  any  decorum. 

The  letters  from  a  Nobleman  in  Ireland  concerning  them,  was  left  out  of 
my  packet  by  my  Secretary ;  but  the  name  was  not  wrong  cyphered,  for  it 
was  from  my  Lord  Cajilehaven  to  the  Earl  of  T)orfet,  but  it  is  little  material. 
Concerning  the  provifions  for  'Dtincannon  fort,  I  have  received  letters  from 
my  LotdofEf/nond  of  the  receipt  of  them,  and  I  hope  the  reft  are  alfo  arrived, 
at  the  fmall  proportion  of  which  we  are  much  grieved ;  and  the  ftreights  and. 
neccllities  we  are  in  here  are  not  more  fenfible  to  us  in  any  point,  than  that 
they  difable  us  from  giving  you  confiderable  reliefs;  but  what  poflibly  can  be 
done  fhall. 

1  conceive  your  Excellence  hath  made  a  very  good  choice  in  Lieutenant  Co- 
lonel Traffbrd  to  command  at  Beaumaris.  1  make  no  doubt  but  the  Prince 
will  well  approve  of  it. 

Thus  much  to  your  Excellence's  former  letter,  and  to  fuch  parts  of  that  of 
the  27th  of  Jj)ril  as  concerns  the  fame  fubjeft.  To  the  reft  be  pleafed  to  ac- 
cept of  this  anfwer. 

Concerning  the  Earl  of  Jntrim's  undertaking  for  the  Iflands,  the  King  hath 
commanded  me  to  give  your  Excellence  thanks  for  your  forwardnefs  to  allift 
him  in  it ;  it  being,  as  you  fay,  the  only  proper  part  for  that  Lord  to  play,  and 
wherein  1  can  allow  my  felf  to  expedl  fomewhat  from  him,  efpecially  concur- 
ring with  the  Earl  of  Montrofs's-^nd  Marquefs  of  Huntley's  prefent  enterprifes 
and  fucceflfes  there.  I  hope  your  Excellence  will  fucceed  in  your  negotiation 
for  fhips  for  that  fervice,  I  having  procured  letters  from  the  Irijh  Agents  here 
unto  the  Supream  Council  to  that  purpofe,  and  Captain  Bartlett  I  hope  is  by 
this  time  with  his  fhips  to  receive  your  commands  at  Dublin. 

The  letters  out  of  the  North,  whereof  your  Excellence  fent  me  the  copies, 
give  us  much  fadnefs  here,  both  as  the  infeftion  of  the  Covenant  appears  in 
them  likely  to  fpread,  and  confequently  to  fortify  the  Rebels  party  of  England; 
and  as  it  may  probably  be  an  impediment  to  the  Irip)  to  furnilh  us  thofe  fup- 
plyes  which  are  promifed  by  them  in  cafe  of  agreement.  In  order  to  this  of 
the  North,  your  Excellence  advifes  two  very  fitting  things ;  the  one,  that  the 
Hollanders  may  be  made  fenfible  how  their  charities  have  been  abufed,  whereby 
perhaps  they  may  be  more  diverted  from  affording  any  more  fupplyes,  than  if 
the  King  refent  it  in  another  way.  The  other  is,  that  1  ihould  endeavour  the 
lupplying  my  brother  Chichefter  at  Belfafi  with  provifions.  I  have  fent  my 
fervant  Shirley  on  purpofc  into  Cumberland  to  try  what  may  be  done  there, 
and  1  defire  vour  Excellence  to  "ive  my  Brother  and  Sifter  notice  of  it,  and  to 
encourage  them  ;  if  thofe  of  Cumberland  faile,  we  will  do  our  beft  to  get  them 
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relief  from  Brijioh  if  they  can  but  hold  out  time  enough  for  provifions  to  be 
made  in  and  tranfported. 

Touching  the  Oath  or  Counter-covenant  which  your  Excellence  propofcs,  it 
is  thought  a  moft  neceflary  antidote  againft  the  fpreading  venom,  elpecially  in 
purfuance  of  the  late  proceedings  of  the  Parliament,  wherein  there  have  been 
very  good  avant-coureurs  to  it.  A  form  (hall  be  fent  your  Excellence  by  the 
next,  with  that  liberty  which  is  left  unto  you  in  all  things  to  govern  your  fclf 
according  to  your  judgment  upon  the  place. 

Touching  the  Declaration  there,  that  lawes  made  in  England  bind  not  the 
fubjefts  of  that  Kingdom,  unlefs  paft  in  that  Parliament  alio.  It  is  one  of  the 
Agents  propofitions  in  effedl,  but  fuch  a  one,  as  that  I  conceive  the  thing  fitter 
to  rife  there  by  way  of  declaration  of  right  (as  it  feems  it  does)  that  the  Par- 
liaments of  Ireland  are  independent  upon  the  Parliament  of  England,  than 
either  to  be  granted  by  the  King  as  an  article,  or  to  be  advifed  in  by  any 
Councellour  of  England. 

I  fliall  enquire  after  that  tranlitory  corruptible  thing  which  your  Excellence 
writes  of  Colonel  Cr afford,  and  if  any  good  may  be  generated  out  of  his 
corruption,  it  (hall  be  tryed  and  made  ufe  of. 

It  is  a  moft  uncomfortable  thing  unto  us  in  all  relations  the  dominion  which 
the  Rebells  have  gotten  of  thofe  feas :  It  hazards  our  beft  hopes,  but  ir  is  our 
daily  ftudy  how  to  encourage  all  men  to  fet  to  fea.  And  we  fhall  Ihortly,  I 
truft,  have  confiderable  Fleets  abroad,  efpecially  of  Dunkirk  frigats,  the  pro- 
pereft  for  thofe  feas  and  fervice. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  of  the  contraft  made  by  your  Excellence  for  500oarmes 
and  500  barrels  of  powder;  it  is  that  which  we  muft  not  mifs,  and  your  Ex- 
cellence muft  be  enabled  to  perform  your  agreement,  though  we  were  to  fell 
our  fhirts  for  it.  And  I  fhall  not  need  alTure  your  Excellence  of  my  greateft 
induftry  to  procure  your  Excellence  all  poflible  enablements,  both  in  this  and 
other  particulars  neceflary  to  thofe  gallant  and  noble  undertakings  in  your 
Matter's  fervice. 

Thus  much  in  anfwer  to  your  Excellence's  letters :  If  I  have  omitted  any 
thing,  I  befeech  you  to  attribute  it  to  oppreflion  of  bufinefs  at  this  time,  a 
principal  part  of  which  is  the  Treaty  with  the  Irijh  Agents,  unto  the  chief  of 
whom,  I  mean  my  Lord  Muskerry^  I  delivered  your  Excellence's  moft  prudent 
and  feafonable  letter.  My  Lord,  we  are  now  come  thus  far  in  that  Treaty, 
as  that  a  Committee  appointed  for  that  negotiation  having  vi'ith  much  leifure 
and  patience  heard  all  fides,  (the  Proteftant  Agents  in  their  wife  propofitions 
which  I  fent  you  formerly,  and  the  afllftants  fent  for  out  of  Ireland  unto  all 
particulars  of  the  IriJh  Agents  propofitions,  and  upon  the  inclofed  queries  and 
anfwers)  is  now  ready  to  make  their  report  unto  the  whole  matter ;  of  which 
my  judgment  is,  that  although  the  IriJh  Agents  Ihould  be  moderate  and  rea- 
fonable,  it  is  fo  nice  and  dangerous  a  bufinefs,  that  it  will  hardly  be  in  the 
King's  power  at  prefent  to  give  them,  with  any  approbation  of  his  Council, 
any  fuch  conditions  as  wife  men  can  accept  and  anfwer  to  thofe  that  trufted 
them.  The  danger  of  fcandal  for  his  Majeftie  to  grant  them  almoft  any  thing 
more  than  private  promifcs,  which  I  conceive  he  will  alfo  be  chary  to  do,  is 
likely  to  be  much  improv'd  by  the  wild  and  extravagant  propofitions  of  thofe 
that  call  themfelvcs  the  Proteftant  Agents.  The  truth  of  the  cafe  is  thus, 
every  body  that  is  faithfuU  to  the  King's  interefts  apprehends  the  ncccflity  of 
a  peace,  both  for  the  prefervation  of  the  Protcftants  in  Ireland,  and  the  fup- 
port  of  our  affaires  here ;  but  every  body  alfo  is  fccking,  as  the  ape  did,  to 
pull  the  chefnut  out  of  the  fire  with  the  puppy's  foot,  and  to  caft  off  the 
eounfell  of  granting  the  IriP)  any  thing  at  all  to  his  neighbour :  Which  is  the 
reafon  why  I  do  not  wonder  at  all,  (though  I  know  your  Excellence  be  of  a 
frank  and  avowed  nature  in  all  things  prudent  and  reafonable)  that  in  none 
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of  your  letters  I  have  ever  received  any  opinion  from  you  concerning  this 
matter.  Only  in  one  thing  I  fhall  prefume  to  provoke  your  advice,  and  that 
is,  how  you  think  it  may  agree  with  his  Majcftie's  interefts  there,  and  the 
fafety  of  the  Proteftant  fubjefts  condition.  For  to  tell  you  freely  my  apprc- 
henfion,  I  do  not  think  the  matter  likely  to  proceed  to  further  terms  of  ae- 
commodation  than  fo ;  not  but  that  every  body  defires  a  better  fcttlcment  in 
relation  to  Ireland  i  but  every  body  is  reftrained  in  Council  by  apprchenfions 
of  the  ill  cffefts  which  any  concelFion  to  the  Irifli  Catholicks  at  this  time 
may  have  upon  the  affedions  of  the  people  here.  I  befeech  your  Excellence 
to  vouchfafe  me  your  opinion,  without  engaging  in  an  advice  to  be  made 
ufc  of}  but  only  to  confirm  or  redify  the  underftanding  of

Sir  George  Radcliffe  to  the  Marquefs  of  Or- 
monde. 

My  noble  Lord, 

I  Have  forborne  to  write  to  your  Excellence,  hoping  to  have  met  with  fome- 
thing  worth  your  knowledge,  efpecially  in  this  Treaty  with  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholick  Agents :  But  in  truth  I  can  as  yet  give  no  manner  of  account  thereof, 
I  was  till  of  late  perfwaded  that  w.e  fhould  have  had  peace :  I  now  begin 
fomewhat  to  doubt  of  it.  It  is  almoft  impoffible  to  fatisfy  the  Proteftant  Agents 
that  they  can  have  any  fecurity.  Indeed  their  demands  for  fecurity  are  very 
high,  and  fuch  as  cannot  be  hoped  for  to  be  gotten  by  treaty ;  as  namely,  ex- 
emplary punilhment,  and  plantations,  ^c.  which  makes  fome  here  jealous  that 
they  are  fet  on  to  break  the  peace  expeded.  Very  few  here  dare  give  the  King 
any  counfcl  in  this  matter  j  a  very  hard  condition  he  is  in,  not  able  either  to 
maintain  a  war,  or  juftify  the  making  peace,  fo  far  as  to  fay  he  did  it  by  ad- 
vice of  his  Council.  But  I  believe  your  Lordlhip  hears  more  fully  of  his  bu- 
finefs  from  Sir  Thilip  Tercival,  and  efpecially  from  my  Lord  T>igby. 

Though  I  have  little  to  fay  in  any  thing  elfe,  yet  I  have  a  very  great  acknow- 
ledgment to  make  for  a  great  many  of  your  noble  favours  now  lately  received  : 
My  own  bufinefs  in  Parliament,  your  goodnefs  to  Dr.  Greaves,  to  Enfign  Skip- 
worth-,  and  above  all  to  Mr.  Carpenter,  (in  whofe  imprifonment  his  late  Lord's 
Honour  fuffered ;)  all  thefe,  though  they  far  exceed  any  thing  that  I  can  de- 
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fervc,  yet  they  are  very  proportionable  to  your  own  innate  genteel  difpofition, 
which  cannot  but  do  things  freely  and  gallantly,  that  is,  like  your  I'elf.  1  am 
loth  to  trouble  your  Lordlhip  with  only  words ;  I  know  you  are  not  delighted 
therein :  If  there  be  any  thing  in  my  power  that  is  worth  your  commanding 
it,  I  am  fure  it  is  my  duty  and  ambition  to  prefent  my  felf.

I  Have  thefe  three  months  maintained  by  my  credit  with  my  friends  at  leafl: 
iooo  men,  which  in  thefe  times  is  no  fmall  charge.  There  are  many  that 
fufFer  much  by  the  weight  of  that  burden,  and  fome  particular  perfons  have 
fent  complaints  to  the  Supream  Council,  to  informe  them  that  the  Country 
cannot  longer  fubfift  under  that  burden.  I  believe  no  man  will  doubt  but 
that  I  have  done  what  lay  in  my  power,  and  I  fhould  ftill  have  done  the  fame, 
if  my  defire  or  intereft  might  longer  prevaile.  I  ihali  humbly  defire  your 
Lordfhip  to  advife  me  a  way  how  the  Soldiers  may  be  relieved  till  the  armes 
and  provifion  be  at  the  port,  whither  I  feare  they  will  not  pafs  fo  foon  as  was 
expeded,  whilft  the  Parliament  fhips  are  fo  thick  upon  this  coaft.  I  will  give 
no  orders  to  disband  the  men  till  I  underftand  your  Lordfhip's  opinion,  which 
I  expedt  fpeedily,  becaufe  of  my  former  reafons,  and  that  I  am  fhortly  to  go 
to  Kilkenny.  I  muft  difcharge  Alexander  Mac  Colle  to  go  look  after  his  own 
waies,  whereby  he  may  relieve  his  Soldiers,  and  Raghlin  he  muft  be  forced  to 
abandon,  without  fome  courfe  be  taken  by  your  Lordfhip  to  vidual  it.  I  be- 
lieve I  Ihall  be  able  to  give  the  King  an  account  of  my  endeavours  to  perform 
all  that  was  expefted  of  my  part,  whereof  I  am  confident  I  fhall  have  your

S  I  R, 

IN  my  laft  letter  I  acquainted  you  with  the  ftreights  and  cxigencts  wc  are  put 
into  by  rcafon  of  the  Parliament  fhips  which  have  blocked  up  this  harbour. 
And  now  I  thought  fit  to  let  you  know  further,  that  upon  Tiiefday  laft  Mon- 
roe with  2000  men  furprifed  Belfajfy  and  the  fame  time  fent  2000  more  to 
LifnegarvVy  whereof  the  Soldiers  now  in  garrifon  there  having  notice,  betook 
theml'elves  to  their  armes,  and  kept  them  out.  But  they  ftill  lyc  before  the 
town,  with  a  refolution  to  take  it  by  force,  if  they  cannot  otherwife  prcvaile. 
It  is  faid  that  O'ji'en  Roe  O  Neile  hath  been  fent  unto  by  the  Lord  Blayney, 
who  is  within  the  town,  to  come  to  their  relief,  and  that  he  is  preparing  to 
go  to  raife  the  fiege  :  But  whether  this  be  fo  or  no,  is  more  than  I  can  aflTure 
you.  It  is  rather  thought  that  fuch  an  opportunity  (if  offered)  is  more  like  to 
be  negleded  than  laid  hold  on  ;  for  it  is  obferved  that  much  time  is  loft,  and 
little  done  by  fome,  whom  it  doth  concerne  to  be  moft  adtive. 

And  now  it  behoveth  me  to  let  you  know  how  much  it  concerneth  his 
Majeftie's  fervice,  my  own  honour,  dearer  to  me  than  my  life,  and  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  Kingdom,  that  I  be  forthwith  fupplyed  with  meanes,  accord- 
ing to  the  agreement  upon  the  articles  of  the  Cellation,  to  keep  thofe  men  I 
have  here  in  a  pofture  to  oppofe  the  Scots,  who  certainly  will  advance  into 
the  bowels  of  the  Kingdom,  if  fome  ftop  be  not  given  them.  The  wants  of 
the  common  Soldier  at  Belfaji  was  the  caufe  of  the  lofs  of  that  place,  and  I 
may  as  well  feare  the  like  or  worfe,  (there  being  the  fame  caufe)  if  I  be  not 
timely  fupplied  by  you,  from  whom  only  I  can  now  expeft  it ;  whereof,  if 
you  failc  me,  the  lofs  may  be  more  than  is  fit  for  me  to  exprefs.  Which  I 
pray  you  to  make  known  to  thofe  who  have  the  managing  of  your  affaires ; 
wherein,  if  they  be  carelefs,  let  the  blame  fall  upon  them.  I  am  free  thereof, 
and  fo  I  reft

HAV I N  G  the  opportunity  of  this  noble  Lord,  I  have  no  more  at  this 
time  wherewithall  to  trouble  your  Excellence  than  to  let  your  Excellence 
undcrftand,  that  I  am  once  more  come  into  thofe  parts,  where  I  would  I  were 
as  capable  as  I  am  ready  to  lerve  your  Excellence  ;  that  alfo  I  have  written  by 
Arthur  Trevor  unto  your  Excellence  from  Worcefter  to  difavow  my  ever  hear- 
ing of  your  predeceffor  that  fhould  have  been,  to  make  your  Excellence  the 
author  of  fo  horrid  an  effeft  as  Mr.  Trevor  had  informed  your  Excellence. 
What  others  have  heard  from  him  I  know  not,  becaufe  I  know  him  fuffici- 
ently  difaffcded  to  your  Excellence.  Howbeit  he  never  let  fall  ought  where  I 
was,  which  received  not  fo  full  an  anfwcr  as  needs  no  rehearfal  or  repetition. 

I  expecled  fome  provifion  of  powder  by  Captain  Thomas  Bartlet,  which, 
by  my  repaire  to  the  Court,  is  gone  to  Chejler,  and  I  humbly  defire  by  your 
Excellence's  favour  I  may  be  fupplyed  ten  or  eight  barrels  with  the  next  opj 
portunity.

in  the  Univerfity  fomc  five  years,  then  followed  the  Lord  Goring  at  Court 
fome  three,  years,  thence  recommended  by  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  to  me  :  He 
was  my  Secretary  (being  then  Lord  Keeper)  for  fix  years.  After  that  he  tra- 
velled abroad  for  certain  years,  was  a  Cuftomer  under  his  Majeftie  for  five  or

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency, 

WE  have  here  been  very  bufy  in  the  Treaty  with  the  Agents  of  the  confe- 
derate Catholiques  of  Ireland,  which  is  now  grown  to  fome  maturity  ; 
but  I  forbeare  to  write  of  it,  becaufe  order  is  taken  that  account  of  it  fhall 
be  civen  you  by  Lord  T>igby.  I  with  the  fuccefs  of  that  Treaty  may  anfwer 
expeftation,  and  be  for  the  fettling  of  a  good  peace  on  that  fide.  There 
hath  been  very  good  afliftance  given  by  the  Gentlemen  who  were  fent  over 
hither  to  attend  the  King  about  that  Treaty,  they  being  very  able  and  knowing 

men. 

I  confefs  I  have  no  faith  in  what  I  hear  the  Earl  o{  Antrim  hath  undertaken, 
nor  am  I  apt  to  believe  in  any  piece  of  a  Scot. 

The  letter  from  the  Privy  Council  of  Ireland  touching  Sir  Arthur  Loftus 
brought  ftrange  news  to  his  Majefty,  who  gives  no  credit  to  any  part  of  it. 
Your  Excellency  will  by  a  copy  inclofed  fee  his  Majeftie's  fenfe  of  it,  and  his 
order  in  it. 

1  am  forry  the  paflage  to  and  from  Ireland  is  by  the  Englijlo  Rebels  fhipping 
on  that  coaft  rendered  fo  difficult.  There  is  no  poflibility  for  the  King  fud- 
denly  to  fct  forth  and  maintaine  fuch  a  guard  upon  the  Iriflo  coaft,  as  to  fup- 
prefs  their  force  by  fca :  But  I  have  advertifement  from  London  that  their  (hips 
are  like  every  day  to  diminifh  for  want  of  means  to  viftuall  and  pay  their 
feamen,  fo  as  I  hope  the  pafTing  will  be  every  day  more  open  and  free  than 
other. 

Other  very  great  and  important  occafions  have  kept  Prince  Rupert  out  of 
Lancafbire,  and  untili  the  Scots  be  repelled,  he  will  not  pofllbly  have  any 
time  to  fall  into  Lancafhire ;  though  his  Highnefs  fays  he  intends  to  vifit  fome 
part  of  that  County  in  his  march  towards  Torke,  which  began  the  1 6th  of  this 
month.     God  profper  him  with  good  fuccefs. 

The  Queen  is  at  Exeter,  where  flie  hath  been  very  much  indifpofed  in  her 
health,  being  near  her  time  ;  but  fince  her  midwife  is  come  to  her,  Ihe  is 
much  amended,  fo  as  it  is  hoped  fhe  will  overcome  this,  as  fhe  hath  other  fits 
of  the  like  nature. 

I  have  heard  no  more  concerning  the  proceedings  againft  the  four  Coun- 
ccllours,  fince  the  letter  1  font  your  Excellence  for  bailing  of  them. 

>  His 
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His  Majefty  hath  given  order  for  S\r  George  Wentworth'%  Patent  to  be  Vice- 
Admiral  of  Leinfter  to   be  renewed  to  him,  and  it  is  here  in  hand. 

Ihe  King  acknowledgeth  Sir  Maurice Etifiace s  dcCcvts,  and  faith  he  will  be 
ready  to  recompence  him,  but  the  example  of  abating  that  his  yearly  revenue, 
by  diminifhing  of  his  fee  farm  rents,  is  of  fo  ill  confcqucnce,  as  he  forbeares 
in  that  particular  to  fatisfy  Sir  Maurice.  And  his  Majefty  conceives  it  no  Icfs 
unfeafonablc  at  prefcnt  to  increafc  the  fee  of  Baron  Hilton-,  when  he  is  not 
able  to  pay  his  Miniltcrs  the  old  ordinary  fees  belonging  to  them, 

I  have  received  a  complaint  from  S'n  JohnTennington,  that  Dr. Coo/Cv( Judge 
of  the  Admiralty  in  Ireland)  hath  made  Ihiy  of  a  velill  called  the  George  of 
Leverpoolc,  which  was  left  there  by  Captain  IVake,  and  hath  caufed  her  to  be 
appraifed  at  fuch  rate  as  he  plcafeth,  and  difpofcd  of  her  for  his  own  private 
benefit;  which  vcll'cl  S\):  J.  "Pennington  writes  would  have  yielded  above  loo/. 
with  her  ordnance  and  furniture.  1  bcfccch  your  Excellency  to  caufc  her  to  be 
enquired  after,  that  his  Majcfty  may  have  an  accompt  of  her.  Sir  J.  Penning- 
ton alfo  writes,  that  he  hath  above  three  weeks  fince  lent  away  for  'Dublin 
the  lart  part  of  the  500/.  wortli  of  provifions  ordered  for  that  place,  which  I 
hope  is  lafely  arrived  there  before  this.  For  the  prefent  the  King  is  not  able  to 
fend  further  fupplies  into  that  Kingdom. 

I  fhall  now  trouble  your  Lordfhip  no  further  till  the  next  opportunity,  red- 
ing ever,

and  dillentions.

RIGHT  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  and  right  trufty 
and  well-beloved  Coufms  and  Counfellors,  we  greet  you  well.  Your 
letters  of  the  18th  of  April  laft  to  Secretary  Nicholas  we  have  feen,  and  for 
your  diligence  and  care  ufed,  by  the  Proclamation  therein  mentioned,  and  by 
your  letters  to  Monroe  and  others  to  keep  our  Soldiers  and  other  our  good  fub- 
jecls  in  Ulfter  from  being  enfnared  in  the  Rebells  Covenant,  we  much  com- 
mend and  thank  you.  God  we  hope  will  fhortly  enable  us,  as  well  to  relieve 
the  great  wants  our  good  people  do  fuffer,  as  we  are  truly  fenfible  of,  and 
forry  for  their  fufferings.  Which,  befides  your  often  foUicitous  reprefentations, 
we  find  earneftly  urged  in  the  humble  petition  of  the  Lords  and  Commons 
there  aflcmbled  in  Parliament,  tranfmitted  and  recommended  unto  us  by  you 
our  Lieutenant  General  in  the  faid  difpatch  to  Secretary  Nicholas. 

We  have  lately  fent  over  fome  fupplies,  and  fhall  leave  no  meanes  unat- 
tempted  to  provide  and  fend  more,  fo  foon  as  God  fhall  enable  us,  whereby 
to  help  the  necefllties  of  that  our  Kingdom  :  And  glad  we  fhall  be  of  any  ex- 
pedient that  may  be  found  out  to  further  the  fame.  In  the  mean  time,  we 
muft  encourage  you  to  make  yet  what  fhifts  may  be,  till  it  (hall  pleafe  God 
to  difpofe  our  affaires  here  to  fome  better  pafs,  whereof  by  his  divine  blefling 
we  have  very  good  hopes.

My  Lord^ 

TH  E  information  I  teceived  from  Mr.  George  Lane  that  your  Lordfhip 
would  fend  an  exprefs  into  thefe  parts  hath  eafed  your  Lordfhip  of  much 
trouble  by  keeping  me  in  a  long  filence. 

The  fpoile  and  almoft  ruin  of  the  County  of  Mayo,  and  much  of  this 
County  by  my  Lord  oiCaJilehavensAtmj^  and  the  fending  of  my  Lordof  M2;'0 
prifoner  to  Kilkenny  after  the  ranfacking  of  his  eftate,  and  taking  many  caftles 
in  that  County,  is,  lam  fure,  long  fince  come  to  your  Lordlhip's  knowledge  j 
but  the  ftrangcft  news  is,  that  after  much  wrangling,  and  many  great  dilputes, 
my  quarters  are  now  fettled  fo  much  to  my  prefent  fatisfaftion,  as  the  times 
are,  that  I  am  in  hope  to  receive  fome  confiderable  proportion  of  rent  this 
year. 

The  laft  week  about  500  Scots  advanced  into  the  Counties  of  Letrim  and 
SligOy  and  after  taking  fome  preys,  returned  back.  Their  coming  gave  almoft 
as  hot  an  alarum  as  the  firft,  and  proves  fo  trouble  fome  to  me  by  the  cxpedta- 
tion  and  importunities  of  the  confederate  party  to  have  my  alTiftance,  as  it 
invites  me  to  renew  my  former  requeft  for  your  Lordlhip's  commands  and  in- 
ftruftions  therein  5  it  being  conceived  that  the  publick  lafcty  and  my  particular 
repuraiton  are  fomcwhat  negleded,  and  the  infolencies  of  fome  garrifons  there 
permitted  to  grow  dangerous;  befidcs  the  daily  fpoiles  committed  by  them  to 
my  infinite  prejudice,  who  have  already  had  a  large  proportion  of  lufFering  in 
both  Kingdoms. 

I  am  informed  there  are  fome  difpatchcs  come  from  the  Irijlo  Agents  to  Kil- 
kenny ^  but  what  they  import  is  not  publiflied.  Neither  have  I  heard  any  cer- 
tainty of  the  affaires  of  England  this  long  time ;  only  fome  flying  rumours, 
which  I  am  not  willing  to  give  credit  to,  and  do  much  wonder  what  is  be- 
come of  my  old  friend  Mr.  Juftice  "Donelain,  that  his  pen  is  not  ftirring  with 
fome  intelligence. 

The  bearer,  Enfign  Scot,  a  very  honeft  and  able  Soldier,  having  been  long 
imployed  in  that  command  under  me,  and  formerly  ferved  many  years  under 
the  King  of  S'Xeden-,  1  fliall  humbly  recommend  him  to  your  Lordlhip's  fa- 
vour, that  he  may  be  relieved  and  freed  from  the  oppreflions  of  fome  at  'Dub-^ 
lin  that  have  taken  advantage  of  the  times  and  his  abfence  from  thence;  and 
that,  upon  all  juft  occafions,  there  may  be  notice  taken  of  him  as  one  that 
hath  ventured  far  and  fuffcred  much  for  the  relief  of  the  fort  by  Gallway., 
as  long  as  it  could  be  preferved.  His  particular  defues  I  have  fent  unto  Mr. 
Lane,  recommending  it  to  his  care  to  put  your  Lordfhip  in  mind  of  him.  I 
will  now  trouble  your  Lordiliip  no  farther,  than  briefly,  but  conftantly  and 
faithfully,  to  profefs  my  felf

My  Lord, 

I  Doubt  not  but  long  fince  you  have  concluded  that,  with  your  mcflengcr, 
all  manners  are  loft  and  forgotten  here.  I  muft  ask  your  pardon,  and  hope 
to  find  it  the  rather,  becaufc  you  will  find  in  this  difpatch  a  more  authentick 
rcfolution  to  your  propofitions,  than  you  could  have  had  from  me  ;  though 
in  the  anfwers  to  them  your  Lordfhip  may  fee  they  were  writ  amidft  the  di- 
ftraftions  and  interpofition  of  other  bufincfs.  However,  the  beft  is  to  be  made 
of  it,  till  more  punduall  may  be  had ;  and  in  cafe  of  thofe  neceflities  pro- 
pofcd,  1  fhall  make  no  fcruple  at  the  authority. 

I  fend  your  Lordfhip,  with  the  copy  of  my  Lord  T)igbys  letter  and  a  pac- 
quet  direfted  to  your  felf,  the  copy  of  twenty-two  propofitions  given  in  by 
Sir  Charles  and  his  brethren.  His  Lordfhip's  fenfe  of  them  and  the  propofers 
is  clearly  mine.  They  are  not  publick  here,  and  perhaps  your  Lordfhip  will 
not  think  them  fit  to  be  made  known  amongft  the  fiery  fpirits  there.  Your 
Lordfhip  will  alfo  receive  from  George  Lane  an  account  of  the  Scots  proceed- 
ings here,  I  mean  in  Uljier,  and  all  other  news  now  ftirring. 

I  fhall  prepare  things  fit  for  you,  in  cafe  of  the  Scots  coming  into  Con- 
naght.

A  letter  from  Lord  Byron  I  caufed  to  be  copied,  it  containing  the  laft  ac- 
count of  Prince  Rupert's  motion  towards  the  Scots. 

N°.  CCXCVI.    Sir  Philip  Percival  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde, 

May  it  pleafe  your  Lord^ip-, 

I  Made  bold  to  trouble  your  Lordfhip  with  late  letters  hence  by  Mr^'Philip 
Roche,  by  Mr.  Tho.  T>ungaris  Son,  by  another  Gentleman,  and  by  a  Mi- 
nifter.  That  I  wrote  no  oftcner,  I  hope  your  Lordlhip  will  conceive  was  oc- 
cafioned  partly  for  want  of  time,  partly  by  reafon  of  the  often  changes  (as 
fecmed  to  me)  of  what  I  fhould  have  written. 

At  our  firft  coming,  we  kiffed  the  King's  hands  and  received  noble  ufage,  ais 
I  formerly  wrote.  After  a  while,  we  were  put  three  queries  by  Sir  John  Cole- 
pepper,  the  Earl  of  Brifiol,  Earl  of  Tortland,  Lord  T>igby,  Mr.  Secretary  iV>- 
cholas,  and  Sir  Ed:£:ard  Hyde,  upon  the  propofitions  of  the  Irifh.  The  un- 
ufualncfs  and  dangeroufneis  whereof,  the  ftrid  injundlion  of  fecrecy,  (while 
others  took  liberty  to  difcourfe  the  particulars  in  queftiori,  and  to  fhew  the  rea- 
fonablenefs  of  their  fide  to  divers  of  both  fexes)  together  with  fome  ftrong  re- 
ports, (which  1  forbeare  to  mention)  gave  us  juft  caufe  to  be  the  more  wary 
in  our  written  anfwer,  conceiving  (not  altogether  without  ground)  that  we 
fliould  in  due  time  have  been  acquainted  with  what  the  Irifo  moft  infifted  on, 
and  what  they  waved,  and  what  they  inclined  to  grant,  that  we  might  come 
to  clofer  fight. 

On  Saturday  laft  we  heard  that  the  /ri/&  were  difpatched,  and  two  of  them 
gone  to  Exeter.  On  Tuefday  the  reft  went  away  unknown  to  any  of  us.  The 
Agents  of  the  Proteftants  obferved  the  Irijh  high,  and  courted  by  divers,  and 

1  i  i  i  thcmfelves. 
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themfelves,  even  by  their  acquaintance,  (as  they  thought)  neglccled,  and  us 
fo  referved  towards  them,  that  they  Teemed  not  ro  take  well  of  us  or  others. 
Afterwards  they  took  counfel,  fuch  as  they  could  find  here,  and  made  propo- 
fitions  more  difliked,  yet  warranted  (as  they  fay)  by  their  inftructions,  approved 
by  the  Board,  and  by  moft  of  the  Lords,  conceived  to  be  in  themfelves  more 
juft  than  the  others,  if  the  times  were  feafonablc.  The  copies  of  all,  I  am 
confident,  are  fent  to  your  Lordlhip. 

The  King  feeing  that  at  this  time  he  could  not  make  a  peace  with  any  fe- 
curity,  and  without  granting  fuch  things  as  fcarcc  any  of  his  Council  durlf  ad- 
vife,  he  refolved  to  continue  the  Ceflation,  as  the  lead  of  danger,  and  was 
pleafed  to  let  me  know  as  much.  At  which  time  he  did  tell  me  too,  how 
abundantly  he  was  fatisfied  with  your  Lordl"hip,  and  I  made  bold  to  acquaint 
his  Majeftie  what  extraordinary  burthens  you  have  borne  for  his  fcrvicc,  whereof 
he  did  protcft  he  was  very  fenfible. 

On  Wednefday  this  was  approved  by  almoft  every  one  of  the  Council,  con- 
fented  to  by  the  Lord  Muskerry,  (as  the  King  did  tell  me)  and  ordered  to  be 
the  debate  of  the  next  day. 

The  next  day  his  Majeftie  was  advifed  to  go  to  Reading,  and  at  the  fame 
time  the  fame  party  did  (as  I  doubt)  advife  to  caft  part  of  the  burthen  of  this 
bufinefs  on  your  Lordfhip.  I  confefs  I  did  exprefs  a  greater  lenfe  of  it  in  your 
Lordfhip's  behalf,  than  perhaps  became  me,  and  did  let  them  that  rule  moft 
know  how  much  eafier  it  would  be  for  them  to  give  the  Iriflj  content  here 
than  for  your  Lordlhip  there ;  how  you  had  for  his  Majcftie's  fervice  already 
gained  the  envy  of  the  Scottijh  Nation  and  of  the  Parliament,  and  that  they 
would  put  you  into  the  fame  danger  with  the  reft  of  the  Nation  of  Englandy 
and  with  the  Irijh  too,  who  probably  will  demand,  or  do  fomething  that  your 
goodnefs  could  not  brook. 

They  fcarcely  ever  conferred  with  the  Agents  from  Ireland^  Protcftant  party, 
or  us,  to  fee  how  things  might  be  moderated ;  but  were  glad  (as  fome  fay)  of 
any  occafion  to  put  the  burthen  (which  is  dangerous)  on  others.  And  yet  they 
feem  to  have  granted  the  things  moft  oppofed. 

I  am  told  'tis  one  that  labours  to  be  commanded  thither,  and  hopes  to  rule 
all  there,  did  further  this ;  yet  without  wronging  him,  I  cannot  fay  any  fuch 
thing. 

If  I  have  failed  to  give  your  Lordlhip  fo  full  or  particular  an  accompt  of 
our  proceedings  as  you  might  expeft,  1  hope  your  Lordlhip  in  your  goodnefs 
will  impute  it  to  my  weaknefs  and  want  of  knowledge  in  thefc  aftaires.  And 
if  any  other  reprefentation  be  made  unto  you  of  me,  be  pleafed  to  do  me  the 
honour  to  acquaint  me  with  the  particulars,  and  I  will  give  your  Lordlhip  an 
honeft  accompt  of  that,  affuring  your  Lordlhip  that  there  is  not  any  man  living 
that  intends  more  really,  or  loves  or  honours  you  and  yours  more  than  1  do, 
who  am

My  Lord,  as  foon  as  I  could  find  Mr.  Carleton,  I  qucftioncd  him  about  that 
bufinefs.  He  told  me  that  he  had  paid  500/.  only  to  Mr.  Loftus  znd  to  the 
Earl  of  Leicejler,  and  promifed  weekly  to  be  going,  until  the  forces  of  the 
Parliament  prevailed  thereabouts ;  fo  as  now  he  cannot  come,  as  his  brother 
fayes,  who  would  fain  get  him  the  fight  of  the  anfwers  to  the  Iripj  ■■>  but  he 
and  I  are  wholly  ftrangers  to  it  in  every  particular. 

Colonel  Tower  is  preparing  that  bufinefs,  which  I  paid  for ;  but  how  to 
fend  it,  I  know  not.

My  Lordy 

TTOUR  Lordfliip's  from  the  Council  Board  of  the  34th  of  April  I  received 
X  the  I  ft  of  this  prefcnt;  and  in  obedience  to  thofe  commands,  I  did  forth- 
with caufc  the  Proclamation  to  be  publifhed  in  all  the  market  towns  within 
thofe  quarters  that  remain  obedient  to  this  Government,  which  requircth  the 
bringing  in  of  all  tickets  and  accompts  for  money,  cloathes,  or  victual  deli- 
vered formerly  to  the  ufe  of  his  Majcftie's  Army,  for  To  much  as  I  disburfed, 
for  the  llipply  of  his  Majeftie's  fort  by  Gallijoay,  or  procured  upon  any  fccu- 
rity.  The  accompt  was  delivered  in  to  Mr.  Bryan  "Jones,  and  all  of  it  (as  I 
conceive)  was  acknowledged  at  'Dublin  under  Captain  JVilloughbfs  hands.  Some 
other  tickets  are  now  fent  up  for  provifions  taken  by  him,  and  many  more,  I 
believe,  would  be,  but  that  the  town  of  Gall'-juay  being  in  prefent  out  of  my 
jurifdidion,  I  had  no  authority  to  publifh  the  Proclamation  in  that  place ;  and, 
as  I  am  informed,  befides  the  natives  of  the  town,  there  arc  many  EngliJJy 
now  there,  who  ferved  in  the  fort,  and  complain  of  wanting  their  entertain- 
ment, and  of  fome  things  disburfed  by  them  for  fupply  of  the  laid  fort ;  and 
many  that  by  letters  were  promiicd  tickets,  by  reafon  of  their  abfence  at  the 
time  the  fort  was  furrendered,  or  fome  other  accidents,  could  never  obtain 
thofe  tickets  from  Captain  WiUonghby ;  fo  that  I  (Tiall  humbly  defirc  to  receive 
your  Lordfhip's  farther  pleafure  and  diredions  what  courfe  ihall  be  taken  for 
their  relief  and  fatisfaftion. 

The  old  ftanding  company  under  my  command,  who  were  reinforced  to 
on^  hundred  the  firft  of  January  1641,  by  diredtion  of  the  Lords  Juftices  and 
Council,  have  been  conftantly  paid  out  of  my  own  purfe,  both  long  before  and 
ever  fince  thefe  late  troubles,  without  any  fupply  from  the  Country,  who  were 
not  able  to  maintain  feveral  other  companies  raifed  by  me  for  his  Majeftie's  fer- 
vice,  without  addition  of  many  large  fums  disburfed  out  of  my  own  private 
revenue ;  and  they  not  being  lifted  as  part  of  his  Majeftie's  Army,  and  To  (as 
I  conceive)  not  included  in  this  Proclamation,  1  humbly  leave  it  to  your  Lord- 
fhip's favourable  confideration  to  direft  fome  courfe  for  my  fatisfadtion,  and  itl 
what  way  fuch  accompts  (hall  be  ordered  and  made  up,  the  burthen  having 
been  very  great  upon  me,  and  moft  of  the  money  taken  up  by  me  at  intereft, 
and  ftill  lo  remaining. 

My  cftate  in  the  County  of  Rofcommon,  and  particularly  my  manor  q{  Ath- 
leage-,  the  garrifons  of  that  County,  and  moft  efpecially  C/2/?/^-Co^/f,  have  taken 
away  the  whole  fubfiftence  of  all  my  tenants  there  ;  for  which  Sir  Charles 
Coote  by  letters  promifed  tickets,  but  none  could  be  obtained.  And  by  a 
book  of  particulars  delivered  in  to  me  by  Captain  John  Kelly-,  intrufted  by 
me  for  that  part  of  my  eftare,  it  doth  amount  to  above  1000/.  befides  the 
charge  of  keeping  a  ftrong  ward  in  that  caftle,  who  by  my  command  did  ne- 
ver give  any  interruption  to  them  ;  but  at  all  times  admitted  them  to  take  what 
they  thought  fit  out  of  that  manor,  and  my  felf  leaving  it  to  Sir  Charles  Coote's 
own  difcretion  and  difpofal.  And  there  having  been  fome  changes  of  Officers 
in  thofe  garrifons,  thofe  now  there,  to  defraud  me,  pretended  ignorance  to 
what  was  formerly  taken  by  them  ;  fo  that  I  muft  be  an  humble  fuiter  to  your 
Lordfliip  for  to  grant  a  Commiftion  to  examine  and  take  the  proofs  of  that 
accompr,  and  likewife  your  Lordfhip's  commands  to"  preferve  my  eftate  there 
(ready  to  fall  totally  wafte)  from  thfc  infolent  proceedings  and  demands  of  Or- 
mesby  and  the  garrifon  of  CaJileCoote.

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I  fend  your  Lordfhip  herewith  a  petition  delivered  in  by  my  fcrvant  Mr. 
John  Morgan,  Cuftomer  of  the  port  of  Gallway,  who  very  ftoutly  preferved 
a  caftlc  of  mine  of  very  great  importance  on  the  fca  fide  nor  far  from  Gallway 
during  all  thefe  commotions.  Thofe  of  whom  he  complains  do  allcdgc  (as  I 
am  informed)  that  what  they  did  was  by  order  and  command  of  thofe  who  af- 
fume  the  title  of  the  Supream  Council  then  refident  at  Gallway ;  and  being 
now  removed  to  Kilkenny,  1  do  not  find  any  thing  within  my  power  to  be 
done  therein,  more  than  this,  to  inform  your  Lordfhip  of  my  knowledge  in 
the  bufinefs,  untill  I  receive  your  Lordlhip's  farther  pleafure  and  command,

My  Lord, 

THIS  more  learned  than  wife  Council  have,  after  much  debate,  given 
way  the  men  for  the  Ifles  fhall  march  through  thefe  Counties  to  Tajfage 
and  Ballehack,  and  there  be  fhipped.  The  6th  of  June  they  are  to  be  there : 
The  fhip  that  is  at  Wexford  muft  come  thither,  I  cannot  tell  whether  Mr. 
Archer  will  fend  her  about  without  your  Lordfhip's  order. 

This  letter  of  Torlogh  0  Neile's  will  inform  how  Trafford's  men  may  be 
tranfported,  if  your  Lordfhip  like  the  barkes :  'Tis  but  fending  hither,  and 
they  fhall  have  order  to  meet  your  men  at  Wexford. 

At  Waterford  they  will  not  give  way  they  ftiould  be  fhipped.  I  was  think- 
ing of  fending  boats  from  Wexford  to  ArkloBy  but  they  tell  me  that  there  is 
none  other  that  is  capable  of  receiving  thirty  men  with  its  own.  I  am  ear- 
neftly  folliciting  for  your  money  :  By  fome  I  am  told  that  there  is  little  due, 
if  the  accounts  were  made  ;  for  tho'  by  the  agreement  in  writing,  your  Lordfhip 
was  to  receive  30000/.  yet  to  their  Agents  or  Commiflioners  that  treated  with 
you,  your  Lordfhip  engaged  your  honour  15000/.  fhould  make  fatisfadtion. 

The  corn  and  ammunition  they  have  agreed  to  give  me  'iot  Raugblin,  Alex- 
ander Mac  Colle  goes  with  it  in  Captain  Stafford's  frigat  prefently. 

'Don  Antonio's  frigat  is  returned  with  a  good  prize.  I  have  moved  the 
Council  to  offer  him,  that  if  he  would  fend  her  to  waite  upon  this  fervice, 
he  fhould  have  what  he  got,  without  fharing  with  them  5  and  if  that  would 
not  take,  that  if  he  agreed  his  frigat  fhould  waite  two  months,  he  fhould  have 
a  fum  of  money,  the  half  of  which  I  undertook  your  Lordfhip  fhould  allow 
upon  your  accounts.  Before  I  made  this  offer,  I  conferred  with  your  friend 
Archer,  who  believes  Don  Antonio  will  take  lefs  than  200/.  I  have  yet  no 
refolution.  I  Ihall  defire  your  Lordfhip  to  prels  them  to  procure  this  fhip ; 
the  having  her  will  fecure  our  journey  through  the  channel,  and  leave  the 
Iflandcrs  without  any  excufc ;  for  fhipping  was  that  which  they  moft  prefl  his 
Majcftie  for.  The  fooner  your  Lordfhip  fends,  the  better;  for  Mr.  Archer 
fayes,  that  the  dayes  run  on ;  that  the  veffel  is  not  tallowed  nor  viclualled,  and 
that  fhe  mufl  come  about  to  Taffage ;  and  all  this,  he  fayes,  requires  time. 
He  advifcs  many  more  things,  which  I  believe  he  troubles  your  Lordfhip  with 
in  his  own  letters. 

Here  are  fymptomsof  great  diflradions  in  this  moft  irregular  Commonwealth. 
They  give  my  Lord  oi  Antrim  an  abfolute  command  of  all  their  forces;  unto 
my  Lord  Cafllehaven  they  gave  another,  independent  of  any  but  rhcmlclves: 
The  one  defires  the  benefit  of  his  Commifllon,  which  the  Council  will  not 
give  hihij  the  other  endeavours  to  prcfervc  his  pofTenion. 

This 
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This  folly  is  grown  to  fuch  a  height,  that  if  it  be  not  prevented  by  your 
Lordlliip,  evidently  the  Country  will  be  dcftroyed.  The  Supream  Council  paf 
flonately  maintain  Cajtlehaven ;  the  other  clearly  can  draw  the  Army  from  him 
and  them. 

By  good  fortune  I  came  hither  before  my  Lord  of  Antrim,  and  from  the  l5i- 
Ihop  of  IDoivne  underftood  much  of  the  intentions  of  both ;  which  prepared 
me  to  give  him  liich  reafons,  as  yet  keeps  him  quiet ;  but  I  plainly  find  no 
reafon  will  hold  him  long  fo,  without  your  Lordfiiip  yield  to  receive  the  Army, 
if  offered  you.  And  truly,  my  Lord,  1  can  hear  no  reafon  yet,  that  draws 
me  to  that  opinion  that  fome  have  of  this  matter.  I  am  very  much  oppoiite 
to  it,  for  1  conceive  it  the  only  way  you  have  to  your  own  fafety,  and  to 
prefervc  this  Kingdom  in  unity  and  obedience  to  his  Majeftie.  My  Lord,  my 
zeal  for  the  good  of  this  Kingdom,  the  King's  fervice,  and  your  own  perfon, 
obliges  me  to  trouble  your  Lordfhip  thus  often  with  this  opinion. 

I  befcech  God  to  dire£t  your  Lordihip. 

I  fhall  the  morrow  for  Waterford,  with  Mr.  Archer,  to  fee  all  things  fitted 
in  the  Ihips.

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

ALTHOUGH  we  believe  it  hath  been  already  made  known  to  your  Excel- 
lence how  much  this  poor  Province  in  many  parts  of  it  hath  fuffered  by 
the  deftrudive  and  unwarrantable  proceedings  of  divers  of  the  Englifb  garrifons, 
and  that  the  Commanders  of  them  were  perfons  malitioufly  averfe  to  any  pof- 
fibility  of  peace,  as  hath  been  clearly  evidenced  in  feveral  particulars,  and  their 
daily  violation  of  the  articles  of  the  Ceflation ;  yet  we  being  fuch  as  are  im- 
mediately concerned  to  interpofe  for  the  prefent  and  future  fecurity  of  this 
Province,  hold  our  felves  neceflarily  obliged  to  acquaint  your  Excellence  that 
we  have  very  juft  ground  to  conclude  this  Province  to  be  in  a  very  unfecure 
condition  fo  long  as  the  Cootes  and  Ormsbyes,  now  refident  there,  fhall  con- 
tinue in  any  command  over  fo  many  needlefs,  and  by  them  made  difaffefted. 
Soldiers ;  and  that  unlefs  your  Excellence  be  pleafed  to  command  away  thefe 
men  to  fome  other  part  of  the  Kingdom,  we  can  expeft  no  other  but  that 
this  Province  will  be  in  apparent  danger  to  be  deftroyed,  fhould  the  Scots  ad- 
vance with  any  confiderable  forces  into  it  j  and  by  many  pregnant  circumftances 
we  are  induced  to  beUeve  that  they  do  not  want  an  invitation,  nor  would  not 
faile  of  the  allitlance  of  thofe  garrifons.  The  relation  whereof,  and  of  all  other 
particulars  concerning  the  juftice  and  neceffity  of  thefe  our  defires,  your  Excel^ 
lence  will  be  fpeedily  informed  by  fome  one  of  our  felves  who  have  joined  in 
this  application,  and  do  offer  it  as  our  humble  advice  and  earnefl  defire  to  your 
Excellence,  that  thofe  perfons  fhould  be  commanded  away,  and  only  fuch  a 
number  left  as  may  fecure  the  caftles,  and  thofe  commanded  by  fuch  as  your 
Excellence  may  have  confidence  in.  All  which  we  humbly  fubmit  to  your 
Excellence's  better  judgment,  and  fhall  ftill  remain

SIR, 

I  Have  lately  received  yours  of  the  i  ith  of  this  inftant,  whereby  you  have 
been  pleafcd  to  reconipt  unto  me  your  proceedings  in  thole  parts,  fince  his 
Highnefs  Prince  Rupert  lent  you  down  upon  your  employment  thither;  which 
have  been,  1  conceive,  very  difcreet  and  judicious,  in  dealing  fo  civilly  with  the 
inhabitants,  and  acquiring  the  caftle  and  holds  into  your  own  power  there. 
And  for  the  rcqueft  you  make  that,  for  the  better  lining  of  thole  places  wirli 
fuch  a  ftrength  of  foote  as  is  necellary,  1  would  haften  the  fending  over  of 
the  300  men,  which,  you  have  underflood  from  my  Lord  Byron,  are  ready  to 
be  tranfported  hence  ;  it  is  very  true  the  men  are  ready,  and  l"hall  be  difpatched 
(as  indeed  they  had  been  before  this  time,  if  the  fliips  employed  by  the  Par- 
liament now  lying  upon  thofe  coafts  had  not  hindered)  lo  Ibon  as  pofllblc 
their  paflage  may  be  fafe ;  for  I  would  be  loth  to  expofe  them  defperately  to 
their  mercies,  who  fliewed  fo  little  Chriftianity  of  late  to  a  many  of  thofe  that 
went  with  Colonel  Willoughby^  which  Soldiers  they  caft  over  board,  becaufc 
Irijh,  although  the  moft  of  them  had  faithfully  ferved  the  King  againft  their 
own  Countrymen  all  the  time  of  thofe  troubles.  Which  muft  likewife  be  the 
juft  excufe  for  the  prefent  ftay  here  of  the  Griffin  frigot  till  the  coaft  be  more 
clear,  whofe  return  to  you  Ihall  not  be  longer  delayed  than  in  the  regard  afore- 
faid,  of  meer  necciTity  and  in  all  good  difcretion,  muft  and  ought  to  be.  How- 
beit  then  Bartlet  cannot  be  fpared  hence,  there  being  no  other  bark  of  coun- 
tenance for  the  fecurity  of  this  harbour. 

And  fince  you  are  pleafed  to  defire  it,  I  fliall  with  obligation  to  you,  and 
contentment  to  my  felf,  by  all  conveniences,  as  occafion  fliall  ferve,  and  his 
Majcftie's  fervice  require,  hold  ftrift  intelligence  with  you ;  and  for  the  more 
fecure  freedom  therein,  you  may  do  well  to  fend  me  your  cypher. 

When  the  paflage  is  open  for  thefe  men  to  go  over,  they  Ihall  carry  along 
with  them  fuch  a  competency  of  ammunition  as  may  fupply  them  for  occa- 
fional  fervice,  if  need  be. 

And  let  me  know  the  quantities  of  ammunition  you  defire  fnould  be  fcnt 
hence  for  fupply  and  furnifhing  of  your  ufe  and  ftore  there,  and  accordingly 
it  fhall  be  effected.  But  then  you  muft  withali  firft  fend  over  the  commodi- 
ties you  intend  to  have  it  in  truck  for,  and  according  to  the  rates  of  the  mar- 
kets here  you  fhall  be  fure  to  liavc  fent  you  proportionable  ammunition  in  ex- 
change thereof;  otherwife  the  Merchants,  in  whofe  hands  it  lies,  will  be  loth 
to  part  with  it  upon  expedancies,  and  the  whilft  to  have  adventure  of  the 
fea  and  other  cafualties  to  lie  on  them.  And  on  like  terms  1  conceive  you 
may  have  timber  hence,  (for  I  muft  buy  that  alfo)  if  fuch  as  beares  fourteen 
inch  fquare  may  ferve  your  occafions.  Larger  at  prefent  I  cannot  learn  of 
(for  any  good  proportion)  to  be  had  from  hence ;  which  I  doubt  will  be  too 
ilender  for  planks,  though  it  may  be  ufefull  for  beames,  rafters,  and  other  oc- 
cafions. 

When  Captain  Jeffon  comes  to  me,  I  fhall  give  all  the  furtherance  1  can 
for  raifing  his  company  here,  as  is  defircd.     So  1  reft

My  Lord, 

YOU  have  fo  highly  rccompcnccd  the  fliort  time  I  was  held  in  fufpencCi 
that  I  want  language  to  cxprefs  my  gratcfuU  acknowledgments  for  fuch 
unmerited  favours. 

The  twenty-two  propofitions  delivered  by  Sir  Charles  Coote  and  his  com- 
panions doth  certainly  defcrve  no  other  conftrudtion  than  what  both  your 
Lorufhips  doth  afford  them  ;  and  in  my  poor  opinion,  they  have  a  near  affi- 
nitv,  if  not  in  effed  the  lame  with  the  Scotch  Covenant  and  Parliament  Dc- 
claration.  For  though  extirpation  both  of  Nation  and  Religion  be  not  named, 
yet  I  conceive  it  is  contrived  almoft  in  every  propofition,  and  the  confideration 
thereof  confirms  me  in  a  full  belief  of  the  malicious  praftices  of  the  Cootei 
and  Ormsbyes  in  the  County  of  Rofcommon,  and  hath  invited  me  to  join  with 
my  Lords  Taafe  and  Ranelagh  in  a  letter  to  your  Excellence  for  their  remo- 
val, as  perlbns  dangerous  or  rather  deftrudive  to  the  whole  Province. 

The  intelligence  of  the  Irijh  Agents,  if  I  may  prefume  to  deliver  my  opi- 
nion, may  delerve  your  Excellence's  ferious  confideration ;  for  1  do  apprehend 
the  bufinefs  to  be  more  dangerous,  in  regard  it  comes  informed  to  me  that 
the  Hollanders  lend  the  Parliament  large  fums  of  money  for  the  reducing  of 
this  Kingdom,  and  it  is  probable  they  will  expeft  fome  important  cautionary 
towns  or  forts. 

By  my  Lord  Digbfs  letter,  and  the  expreflions  of  your  Excellence  there- 
upon, I  find  that  I  am  permitted  to  give  affiftance  to  the  confederate  party,  in 
cafe  of  a  Scotch  invafion  upon  this  Province ;  but  the  command  I  am  to  have, 
or  the  correfpondence  I  am  to  keep,  is  not  yet  imparted  to  me.  I  fhall  pro- 
vide to  fend  them  the  beft  forces  I  can  make,  when  any  fuch  danger  appears, 
according  to  the  farther  inftruftions  I  fhall  receive.  But  now  that  Lord  ©/'/- 
Ion  is  declared  Prefident,  it  is  far  from  my  thought  to  make  any  incroachment 
upon  his  Lordlhip's  government ;  and  I  do  prefume  your  Excellence  will  noc 
think  fit  to  impofe  any  perfonal  command  upon  me,  any  farther  into  Con- 
naght  than  this  County,  being  hopefull  that  my  Lord  Prefident  will  fo  fpee- 
dily  repair  to  his  charge,  or  provide  otherwife  for  the  fafety  of  it,  that  there 
wiil  be  no  caufe  for  me  to  hazard  a  publick  difcovery  of  my  own  imperfec- 
tions, which  otherwife  my  zeal  to  the  King's  fervice  would  have  invited  me 
to  upon  any  conditions. 

My  earneft  defire  to  waite  upon  your  Excellence,  drew  a  promife  from  me 
to  my  Lord  Taafe  to  repair  to  Dublin  this  next  week  j  but  if  your  Excel- 
lence pleafe  to  difpenfe  with  me,  and  that  there  be  no  urgent  occafion,  it 
will  be  more  convenient  for  me  to  defer  my  journey  untill  Whitfon  week ; 
but  what  commands  foever  I  receive,  they  fhall  be  fpeedily  and  pundually

My  Lord, 

THIS  day  I  received  a  letter  from  my  Lord  Mountgarret  and  other  No- 
blemen and  Gentlemen  aflembled  at  Kilkenny ;  wherein  they  fay,  that 
your  Lordfhip,  upon  fome  diftafte,  was  pleafed  to  declare  you  would  defert 
the  imployment  of  the  Ides,  and  that  your  men  fhould  not  go.  Which  ex- 
preflions,  your  Lordfhip  will  be  pleafed  to  give  me  leave  to  believe,  proceed 
rather  from  fome  prefent  paflion  or  refcntment,  than  from  any  fettled  rcfo- 
lution  you  have  taken  upon  any  provocation  to  decline  that  fcrvice  fo  highly 
conducing  to  his  Majeftie's  advantage,  fo  readily  undertaken  by  your  Lordfhip, 
and  now  lb  near  to  be  put  in  execution,  at  his  Majeftie's  very  great  and  irre- 
coverable charge,  if  the  defign  fall  to  the  ground. 

My  Lord,  in  confidence  that  thefe  motives,  joined  to  that  fenfe  I  know 
you  have  of  your  honour,  will  prevaile  with  you  to  proceed  in  that  defign, 
laid  with  fo  much  judgment  and  reafon  by  your  Lordfhip,  I  have  here  in- 
clofed  lent  diredions  to  ^Patrick  Archer.,  that  the  fhips  taken  on  for  his  Ma- 
jeftie's fervice,  fhould  receive  and  pundtually  obey  your  Lordfhip's  orders  >  and 
I  humbly  befecch  your  Lordfhip,  that  you  will  lay  afide  all  things  that  may 
difttaft  this  bufinefsj  and  that  you  would  believe  me  (for  it  is  a  real  truth) 
to  be

N°.  CCCIII.     The  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  to  Mr.  Secretary 

Nicholas. 

SIR, 

ON  the  17th  of  May  I  the  Lieutenant  received  letters  of  the  15th  from 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Edmond  Matthews,  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  Re- 
giment commanded  by  Colonel  Arthur  Chichefter,  advertifing  me  that  General 
Major  Monroe  in  his  own  perfon,  with  about  2000  men,  marched  on  Tuefday 
the  14th  of  May  into  the  town  of  Belfaft,  a  town  belonging  to  Colonel  Chi- 
chejler,  and  where  his  regiment  was  garrifoned  -,  that  with  thofc  forces  Gene- 
ral Major  Monroe  poflefled  himfelf  of  that  town  and  his  Majeftie's  ordnance 
there,  and  difplaccd  Colonel  Chichejler's  regiment;  that  he  fent  as  many  more 
towards  Lifnegar^vy,  a  town  belonging  to  the  Lord  Conway,  to  attempt  the 
like  on  that  town  alfo. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  thofe  letters,  I  the  Lieutenant  immediately  aflembled 
the  Council,  and  the  faid  letters  being  read,  and  Serjeant  Major  Chichefier^ 
who  brought  us  thofc  letters,  heard,  and  the  matter  fully  debated  at  this  Board, 
\vc  upon  deliberate  confultation  thereof,  adjudged  it  fit  to  dircft  letters  from 
this  Board  to  General  Major  Monroe,  requiring  the  rendring  up  of  that  town 
and  of  his  Majeftie's  armes,  ammunition,  and  ordnance  therein,  and  his  remo- 
val with  his  forces  from  thence,  as  you  will  more  fully  underftand  by  the  in- 
clolcd  copies  of  the  faid  letters  to  him,  dated  the  fame  day  the  intelligence 
came  to  our  hands.  Which  letters  we  then  inftantly  cauibd  to  be  drawn,  and 
Jlgned  them  before  our  rifing  from  Council,  and  immediately  fent  them  away. 
What  return  we  had,  you  may  perceive  by  the  inclofed  copy  of  General  Ma- 
jor Monroe's  letters,  in  an  anfwcr  of  the  faid  letters  to  him. 

The  manner  of  this  taking  Belfaft  appears  fully  in  a   relation  thereof  in 

writing  given  to  me  the  Lieutenant  by  Colonel  Chichefter,  who  with  his  Wife 

J,  and 
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ind  fomc  of  his  troop  are  now  removed  hither j  a  copy  of  which  relation  uc 
fend  you  here  inclolcd. 

If  this  beginning  of  difordcr,  (thrcatning  further  and  more  general  diftem- 
pers  in  this  already  too  much  diftcmpcrcd  body)  had  been  attempted  on  any 
other  places  than  his  Majeflie's  own  gairifons,  and  on  any  other  perfons  than 
Englifb  and  Proteftants,  and  thofe  alio  fuch  as  (even  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
furprilcrs)  have  born  a  great  pare  in  the  common  calamity  in  rhcfc  unhappy 
times  fallen  upon  this  Kingdom,  and  contributed  (with  the  hazard  of  their  per- 
fons and  lives,  and  the  confumption  of  the  remnant  of  their  eftates  and  for- 
tunes) towards  vindicating  his  Majeftie's  honour  and  rights  here,  and  the  prc- 
fcrvation  of  the  remnant  of  his  Br/t/Jh  and  Proteftant  fubjeds  in  this  Kingdom, 
then  perhaps  there  might  have  been  fome  colour  for  an  indulgent  interpretation 
to  be  made  of  thofe  publick  hoftilc  attempts,  though  even  in  that  cafe  alfo  the 
aft  were  unanfwerable,  confidering  the  prefent  Ccfl'ation  of  Armcs  fettled  in  this 
Kingdom  by  his  Majeftie's  Royal  Authority.  But  this  hoftility  being  railed 
againft  thofe,  whofe  fufferings  and  merits  in  the  publick  were  abundantly 
known  to  thofe  that  have  thus  rifen  againft  them,  doth  lb  far  aggravate 
thofe  aftions  in  all  circumftances,  as  there  is  no  place  left  for  any  realonablc 
cxcufe  wherewith  to  colour  them.  However  matters  ftanding  here  as  now 
they  do,  we  humbly  move  for  his  Majeftie's  Princely  direction  therein,  tiiat 
we  may  be  thereby  guided  how  to  proceed,  and  for  fuch  fupply  to  be  ordain- 
ed for  us  by  his  gracious  Majcftie,  as  in  his  high  wifdom  he  ihall  adjudge  fir. 
Wherein  we  forbear  to  defcend  to  particulars,  partly  for  that  vi'e  have  in  feve^ 
ral  letters  given  you  fome  intimation  of  our  condition,  and  partly  in  regard 
we  are  doubtfull,  whether  or  no  thele  our  letters  can  get  fafcly  to  your  hands, 
confidering  that  thele  coafts  and  harbours  are  befet  with  the  Ihipping  imploycd 
by  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  Parliament  afiembled  at  Weftmi?ijhr,  and  that 
thofe  ftiips  lye,  and  have  done  this  fixteen  days  paft,  even  in  our  view  at  the 
mouth  of  this  harbour,  and  others  of  them  all  along  thefe  coafts,  and  have 
taken  divers  veflels  and  goods,  fome  of  great  value  bound  hither  with  provi- 
fions,  and  give  out  that  they  and  others  will  ftill  continue  on  thefe  coafts  to 
hinder  all  relief  from  being  imported  hither,  and  to  interrupt  all  paftage  be- 
tween Kngland  and  this  place. 

And  here  we  crave  leave  to  obfcrve  to  his  Majeftie,  that  during  all  the 
time  of  the  Rebellion  here  before  the  Ceflation,  this  Board  did  very  often 
with  all  polTlble  importunitie  move,  that  the  Parliament  would  fend  fhipping 
hither  to  guard  thefe  coaftes,  and  fo  hinder  the  importation  of  armes,  am- 
munition, and  other  provifions  for  the  Rebells.  Yet  all  thofe  motions  wrought 
not  the  effedl  we  defircd,  but  the  coafts  were  left  open  to  the  fpoile  and  depre- 
dation of  the  enemy  j  and  thofe  that  then  promifed  to  fupply  us  are  now  very 
diligent  and  watchful  to  guard  thefe  coafts  as  well  here  as  at  Cork,  Kinfale, 
and  Toghall,  to  the  annoyance  of  his  Majeftie's  good  fubjeds,  and  are  lo  in- 
tent thereupon,  as  while  we  are  thus  furrounded  by  them,  the  coafts  and  har- 
bours of  Wexford-,  IVaterford,  Limerick,  Gall-juay,  and  other  places  pofleffed 
by  the  Irijlo,  have  not  fuch  prejudice  put  upon  them  as  we  endure ;  but  they 
may  and  do  import  and  export  what  they  pleafe,  and  thofe  of  Wexford  have 
lately  taken  and  brought  into  their  harbour  fome  Englifh  and  T)iitch  i"hips, 
and  much  goods  and  to  great  values. 

And  albeit,  notwithftanding  thofe  courfes  held  againft  us  by  thofe  fhips,  we 
arc  not  in  prefent  in  that  want  of  all  things  which  perhaps  they  think  we  are, 
as  you  may  find  by  our  feveral  letters  to  you  of  the  3d  oi  February,  the  18th 
and  20th  of  April,  and  8th  of  May  -,  yet  we  do  not  fo  abound,  but  that  frelh 
fupplies  of  all  things  would  add  much  ftrength  and  comfort  to  us,  and  beget 
the  greater  difappointment  to  thofe  that  may  attempt  any  thing  againft  us.

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In  the  mean  time,  as  the  duty  we  owe  to  his  Majcftic,  and  to  the  truft  of 
his  affaires  here,  hath  moved  us  thus  humbly  to  rcprcfcnt  to  his  Majeftic  thefc 
particulars,  which  relate  in  a  high  degree  to  his  fcrvice  and  interefts  here,  fo 
the  lame  duty  calls  upon  us  (wherein  we  will  not  be  wanting)  to  make  all 
needfull  preparation  here  (fo  far  as  we  may)  to  meet  with,  and  (if  it  be  pof- 
fible)  to  prevent  the  further  growth  or  increafe  of  thofc  great  and  general  mif- 
chiefs  which  fuch  beginnings  as  thcfe  do  apparently  threaten  to  his  Majeftic's 
Kingdom,  and  to  guide  and  govern  his  affaires  here  the  bcft  we  may  in  all 
things  by  our  counfels  and  anions  for  his  Majeftie's  honour  and  advantage. 
And  To  we  remain  from  his  Majeftie's  caftle  of  Dublin,  4  Jnnn  1644.

N°.  CCCIV.     The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Lord   Digby. 

My  Lord, 

SINCE  the  writing  of  the  greater  part  of  my  letter,  dated  the  13th  of 
this  month,  Belfafi  was  furprifcd,  and  Lifnegarvy  attempted  by  the  Scots  •■, 
the  manner  of  both,  and  the  prclcnt  condition  of  thofe  parts  of  Ulfter,  will 
beft  appear  to  your  Lordfliip  by  the  enclolcd  relations  and  copies  of  letters 
fent  me  from  the  Officers  commanding  there  in  chief. 

My  inability  to  relieve  their  wants,  or  proteft  them  from  the  violence  in- 
tended againft  them,  cannot  be  unknown  to  your  Lordfliip,  who  have  by  you 
fome  letters  of  mine  upon  that  fubjeft. 

On  the  other  fide  the  Scots  are  plentifully  provided  with  viduall,  and  pro- 
mifed  a  monthly  fupply  of  8000/.  which  temptation,  joined  to  their  power 
and  feverity,  have  prevailed  with  the  moft,  and  many  of  the  beft  affeded  of  the 
Officers,  Soldiers,  and  Inhabitants,  to  an  unjuftifiable  complyancc  with  them. 
The  plain  truth  is,  the  hatred  they  have  contracted  (upon  intolerable  provo- 
cation) againft  the  /ri/7?,  will  not  fuffer  the  beft  affefted  of  them  to  confider 
how  far  his  Majeftie  is  concerned  in  the  prefent  quiet  of  this  Kingdom.  Un- 
der the  warrantable  profeffion  of  this  hatred,  thole  here  that  affecl  not  the 
King's  caufe  do  fo  cunningly  prepare  this  Army  and  People  to  refift  all  accom- 
modation with  the  Iri^,  that  they  cannot  be  punifhcd,  but  it  will  appear  to 
ordinary  underftandings  to  be  in  juftiiication  of  the  Iri^,  and  in  countenance 
to  their  Religion.  Yet  I  am  in  hope  that  if  a  juft  and  fecure  Peace  fhall  be 
concluded,  and  the  Army  in  any  good  meafure  provided  for,  the  greater  part 
here  will  embrace  it,  and  the  malicious  will  not  dare  to  oppofc  it :  But  if 
provifion  be  not  made  for  the  Army,  and  that  at  the  inftant  of  publifliing  the 
Peace,  I  doubt  lome  very  great  difordcr  will  arife. 

I  fend  your  Lordfhip  cnclofcd  a  copy  of  our  letter  from  the  Board  to  Ge- 
neral Major  Monroe,  and  of  his  anfwcr ;  the  civility  whereof,  I  am  told  (by 
thofe  that  know  him)  is  a  probable  fign  that  he  hath  fome  dcfign  upon  us ; 
and  it  is  publickly  fpoken  by  the  common  Soldiers  and  fome  of  his  Officers, 
that  this  place  Ihall  be  fhortly  attempted  ,  but  whether  he  will  advance  towards 
us  by  Lifnegarvy  to  the  Neivry  and  '^Dundalk,  or  by  Sir  JVilliamCole  and  Sir 
Frederick  Hamilton's  garrifons  (by  whom  and  their  Soldiers  the  Covenant  is 
taken)  into  Connaght,  where  through  want  and  hatred  to  the  Irijh  they  cxpcd, 
and  I  doubt  will  tind,  almoft  all  his  Majeftic's  garrifons  ready  to  receive  and 
I  )oia 
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join  with  them,  I  know  not ;  for  though  in  all  probability  their  work  will 
be  moft  cafy  in  Connaght,  and  their  attempt  there  lels  fcandalous,  as  againft 
/rz/Jj  and  Papifts,  and'' tor  the  relief  of  Engliflo  and  Protcftants  j  yet  whether 
they  may  not  hope  for  a  party  here  and  find  ir,  and  propofc  to  thcmfclvcs  an 
end  of  the  greatcft  part  of  their  work,  if  they  be  matters  of  'Dubl'm-,  and  at- 
tempt it  is  a  danger  worth  the  doubting,  (threatening  no  lels  tlun  the  lofs  of 
this,  and  the  perpetual  annoyance  of  that  Kingdom)  in  prevention  of  lb  greac 
a  milchief. 

I  have  upon  my  own  credit  furnifhcd  the  Ne'-jury,  Carlingford,  Greencaftle 
and  T>iindalk  with  money  and  provifions,  and  have  placed  in  them  llich  Of- 
ficers and  men  as  1  am  confident  will  give  a  good  accompt  of  thofe  places ; 
but  my  credit,  like  my  meanes  of  payment,  being  at  the  bottom,  it  was  very 
little  1  could  do. 

I  have  with  much  carneftnefs  preflcd  the  /r//7j  for  fome  confiderablc  payments 
of  their  arrear  by  T)anicl  O  Neile  and  Colonel  Barry  •■>  but  their  preparations 
for  their  own  defence,  and  the  poverty  of  the  Kingdom,  wafted  and  exhaufted 
by  war,  makes  me  doubt  their  fupply  will  be  flow  and  fmall. 

The  furprifing  of  Belfaft  by  Monroe,  in  part  by  the  treachery  of  fome  in 
the  garrilbn,  gave  occafion  for  the  enclolcd  Declaration  and  Oath,  which  by 
the  Council  are  held  fit  to  be  publifhcd  and  tendered  to  all  that  live  within 
our  quarters,  and  fhall  forthwith  be  put  in  execution  ;  our  prefent  condition 
not  admitting  the  lols  of  lb  much  time  as  to  cxped  his  Majeftie's  pleafure. 

When  I  have  added  that  now  1  humbly  inform  his  Majeftie  by  your  Lord- 
fhip  of  the  defperate  condition  of  this  his  Kingdom,  all  is  done  that  for  the 
prefent  lies  in  my  power  towards  the  prcfervation  of  ir. 

By  lome  of  thcfe  papers,  your  Lordihip  will  judge  that  I  have  little  reafon 
to  think  of  relieving  any  garrilbns  beyond  the  Nevory,  if  it  were  in  my  power ; 
yet  I  intend  not  to  let  thofe  I  moft  fufpeft  find,  that  I  have  laid  the  thought 
of  them  afide ;  for  I  conceive  it  more  fafe  to  let  them  fpend  time  in  ordering 
their  bufinefs,  and  let  them  believe  they  do  it  handfomely,  than  by  difcover- 
ing  that  they  are  found  out,  to  thruft  them  into  open  and  violent  joining  againft 
us,  before  we  are  in  fome  better  cafe  to  oppofe  them. 

The  inclofed  copies  of  examinations  taken  upon  the  oaths  of  perfons  with- 
out exception,  doe  fufficiently  evidence,  that  neither  Religion  nor  zeal  to  ju- 
ftice  do  govern  the  counfels  or  adions  of  thofe  that  in  the  North  of  this 
Kingdom  have  promoted  the  Covenant ;  for  they  arc  content  to  employ  in 
their  Army  here,  and  have  fent  into  Scotland,  either  to  do  them  fervicc  there, 
or  to  recruit  their  Army  in  England,  many  of  the  northern  /r//&,  who  have 
had  their  hands  fo  deeply  and  fouly  in  Englifi  blood,  that  thofe  affuming  au- 
thority among  the  IriJJjh^vc  long  fincc  difclaimed  many  of  them,  and  profefled 
an  earneft  defire  they  might  be  brought  to  juftice. 

Touching  the  Earl  of  Antrim's  defign  upon  the  Iflands,  I  muft  refer  your 
Lordfhip  to  l^aniel  O  Neile. 

By  what  I  have  written  in  this  and  my  letter  of  the  13th  of  May^  your 
Lordfhip  will  find  that  the  advertifements  given  there  by  the  Irijh  Agents 
touching  Munfter  and  Connaght  were  not  altogether  groundlefs,  wherein  I  am 
confirmed  daily  by  concurrent  circumftances.  The  moft  probable  remedy  I 
can  propofc  is,  the  fpeedy  fending  over  of  the  Earl  oiTortland,  and  the  plac- 
ing of  the  military  power  in  Connaght  in  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde,  who  is 
evidently  the  only  man  fit  for  it,  as  the  times  now  are ;  but  this  latter  to  be 
done  with  the  free  and  full  confent  and  fatisfadtion  of  the  Lord  TVillmot,  for 
Lord  Dillon  certainly,  if  he  confider  the  danger  that  Province  (where  the 
maine  of  his  fortune  lies)  is  in,  he  will  for  a  time  lay  afide  his  pretenfions,  or 
give  them  up,  in  confideration  of  his  Majeftie's  fervice  and  the  fafery  of  the 
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It  is  very  hard  to  know  how  far  the  propofitions  of  thofc  called  the  ProtC" 
flant  Agents  agree  with  the  general  fenfe  of  the  Proteftants  here,  in  relation 
to  their  prefent  condition,  there  being  no  fuch  body  of  thcni  together  here, 
as  can  rcafonably  pretend  to  the  declaring  of  any  fenfe  binding  to  the  whole. 
But  if  the  qiieftion  be,  whether  the  Proteftants  cftated  and  intereftcd  in  this 
Kingdom  would  choofe  a  war  rather  than  peace,  without  they  might  have  all 
thole  propofitions  allentcd  unto,  as  they  are  propofed,  1  am  able  to  fay  that  all 
I  ever  fpoke  with  concerning  them  (which  were  the  Council  together,  and  apart, 
and  all  others  of  any  confideration  for  fortune  or  judgment  that  I  could  hnd) 
anfwer  negatively ;  and  fome  are  of  opinion  that  if  we  were  as  abfolute  con- 
querors of  the  Irijhy  as  any  people  can  be  imagined  to  be  over  another,  it 
would  hardly  be  fit  (and  perhaps  not  wifdom',  the  prefent  ftate  of  England 
weighed)  to  impofe  upon  them  what  by  thofe  propofitions  (taking  them  all  to- 
gether) is  dcfircd.  It  is  therefore  with  great  reafon  that  the  propofers  of  Inch 
conditions  to  the  acceptance  of  a  people  poflcfled  of  good  towns  and  fioic  of 
armes  and  ammunition,  are  efteemed  unwilling  to  have  any  Peace,  or  very  un- 
knowing how  to  propofe  for  it. 

The  Parliament  hath  indeed  once  fate  fince  I  received  thofe  propofitions 
from  your  Lordlhip,  but  it  would  have  taken  up  more  time  by  debate  there 
to  have  fevered  the  fit  from  the  unfit,  the  reafonable  from  the  urireafonable 
part  of  the  propofitions,  than  could  confift  with  his  Majeftie's  otho:  affaires  to 
fulfer  them  to  fit. 

It  is  true  alfo  that  there  are  here  certain  perfons  that  take  upon  them  to  re- 
ceive accompts  from  thofe  Agents  of  their  proceedings,  and  perhaps  to  fend 
them  advices  for  it :  Thcfe  have  been  asked  how  far  thofe  propofitions  agreed 
with  their  fenfe,  whereunto  they  give  no  clear  anfwer,  being  (i  think)  unwil- 
ling to  difavow  under  their  hands  thofe  imployed  by  them  ;  but  I  have  fpokea 
apart  with  one  of  the  ableft  of  them,  who  is  of  opinion  with  thofe  others  I 
formerly  mentioned  to  have  fpoken  with. 

This  letter  has  been  in  writing  by  fnatches,  and  as  I  received  frefli  intelli- 
gence, fince  the  latter  end  oi  May.  It  anfwers  more  than  one  of  your  Lord- 
(Tiip's ;  you  will  be  pleafed  therefore  to  pardon  the  incoherence  and  diforder  of 
it.

N^  CCCV.     Sir  George  Radcliffe  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  noble  Lord, 

MY  laft,  if  it  came  fafe  to  .your  hands,  will  fufficiently  let  you  fee  how 
much  a  ftranger  I  have  been  to  the  fecrets  of  the  late  Treaty  with  the 
Irijb  Roman  Catholick  Agents.  The  beft  information  I  could  get  (and  that 
as  a  fecret  too)  was  that  there  was  no  hope  of  peace.  I  am  very  confident 
that  moft  of  the  Lords  of  the  Council  thought  not  fit  to  advife  the  King  to 
do  that,  which  in  their  private  opinions  they  thought  he  muft  do  for  the  nc- 
cefilty  of  his  affaires.  A  great  prejudice  to  the  King  to  do  that  which  his 
Council  durft  not  avow.  I  hope  it  is  not  intended  that  your  Excellence  fhall 
take  the  thorn  out  of  his  Majeftie's  foote,  and  put  it  in  your  own.  Sir  JV. 
Stei^art  and  Lord  Chief-Juftice  Lo'i^ther  have  played  the  fools  notably,  (as 
we  think  here)  oppofing  Papifts  more  than  there  was  any  hope  to  prcvailc, 
fearing  to  offend  the  Parliament,  and  indeed  fecniing  very  avcrfc  from  peace, 
upon  fuch  terms  as  it  might  be  hoped  for. 

Sir  Thilip'Percivall  agreed  with  them  in  all  things,  and  had  gone  here  for 
a  Roundhead,  if  your  Excellence  had  not  recommended  him  as  you  did ;  but 
this  is  under  the  rofe.  Your 
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Your  Lorddiip  will  know  better  than  wc  how  Prince  Rupert  has  relieved 
Latham,  taken  Stopford  and  Bolton :  He  is  now  joined  with  the  Marquefs  of 
Nenrajfle;  they  are  above  20000  tbote,  and  near  loooo  horfe,  as  wc  here  do 
reckon  them.  Hull  will  not  admit  any  Scots  to  come  into  their  town.  It" 
this  defign  fuceeed,  wc  may  yet  fee  the  King  in  his  full  authority. 

Wc  hoped  (I  may  fay  rather*  than  feared)  that  Oxford  would  have  been 
befiegcd.  Effex  and  Waller  with  all  their  ftrength  (20000  horfe  and  foote) 
came  near  it,  and  made  account  that  all  was  theirs.  The  King  thought  it  not 
honourable  to  be  befiegcd,  and  therefore  with  3000  horfe  and  as  many  foote 
went  through  rhe  enemies  quarters  (fafely)  towards  fVorceJter,  where  he  is  now 
recruiting.  Waller  goes  after  the  King ;  Ejfex  is  gone  into  the  Weft.  This 
town  is  fo  vidualled  and  fortified,  as  it  is  not  in  danger  of  a  fiege. 

Your  Lordfhip  hath  many  friends  here  at  Court,  but  I  defire  to  add  one  to 
the  number,  Mt.John  AJloburnham  of  the  Bed-chamber.  We  had  no  En^lifj- 
tnan  in  the  Bed-chamber  before,  but  only  Mr.  Endimion  Torter  (who  I  think 
is  an  honcft  man,  and  loves  your  Lordfhip :)  Mr.  ,<^^//r«^tfW  is  a  Gentleman  as 
well  defcended  as  any,  a  witty  man,  a  great  lover  of  the  Church  in  the  right 
Proteftant  way,  in  very  great  credit  with  our  Matter,  and  (I  believe)  a  very 
honcft  man.  If  your  Lordfhip  give  me  leave,  I  will  make  the  bargain  to  have 
you  undcrftand  one  another. 

I  would  faine  do  fomething  for  your  Excellence  about  Tiperary.  The  King 
was  firft  engaged  to  your  Excellence  for  a  quarter  5  if  you  can  deale  with  Vif- 
count  Muskery  to  leave  it  out  of  the  ad  which  is  to  pafs  there,  it  would  do 
many  feates  to  the  advantage  of  your  Excellence,  Lord  Inchiquin,  and  many 
more.  Think  on  it,  I  befecch  you,  and  let  me  know  your  pleafure  about 
it. 

All  honour  and  happinefs  attend  your  Lordfhip.     God  fend  us  peace.

May  it  pleafe  your  Lordjhipj 

THOSE  examinations  which  I  fent  to  let  you  fee  the  Mayor  of  Cork's 
behaviour  Ihould  have  had  better  form,  but  that  I  fuppofed  they  fhould 
have  been  no  further  ufefull  than  to  have  prevented  the  Agents  employed  by 
this  city  of  their  defires,  untill  fuch  time  as  your  Lordfhip  had  fent  diredions 
from  thence  for  the  examinations  of  witneffes.  But  if  your  Lordfhip  thinks 
it  fit  to  be  proceeded  in  any  farther,  I  doubt  not  to  manifeft  their  intentions 
in  this  city  to  be  worfe  than  I  have  yet  declared  them. 

I  had  fent  an  exprefs  with  what  I  received  forth  of  England,  but  this  bearer 
being  able  to  fay  all  that  I  have  heard  with  better  fatisfaftion  than  I  can  write, 
1  fhall  only  mention  poor  Briges  his  great  defeate,  his  whole  troope  being  run 
away  to  the  Parliament,  leaving  him  no  other  employment  but  to  ftudy  how 
to  coufin  the  merchants  by  the  help  of  their  wives  in  Brijlol. 

xMy  Lord  of  Muskery  with  his  brethren  are  come  down  to  Tadftow,^\\zxc 
my  frigat  is  to  take  them  in,  and  bring  them  into  Ireland:  His  Lordfhip  has 
told  his  Majeftie  fuch  a  ftory  of  me,  as  proves  exceedingly  prejudicial  to  me, 
having  fome  fhadow  of  truth  in  it,  and  my  tale  being  unheard.

\w"  of  this  matter  will  not  at  all  advance  the  efteem  of  his  Lordfhip's  policy, 
nor  faftcn  any  prejudice  on  me,  when  I  am  heard,  and  alio  that  this  injury  is 
offered  to  one  who  was  no  more  his  enemy  than  duty  bound  him  to :  and  I 
am  forry  I  fhould  be  thus  difobliged  to  ferve  any  man  of  fo  near  relation  to 
your  Lorddiip,  (who  of  all  men  living  I  profcfs  to  honour  moft)  clpccially  at 
liich  a  time  as  I  expea:  that  all  publick  occaiions  of  enmity  may  be  taken

1  may  not  omit  to  aflure  your  Lordfhip  that  Mr.  O  Neile  hath  with  much 
diligence  and  judgment  wrought  in  what  he  was  employed;  the  fuccefs  rcmaincs 
yet  difputable. 

Mr.  Trevor  hath  Ibme  things  to  deliver  his  Majeflie  from  me,  wherewith 
he  will  acquaint  your  Lordfhip,  and  from  me  defire  your  alllftance.

The  inclofed  paper  was  given  me  in  the  nature  of  a  propofition. 

N°.  CCCVIil.  The  Earl  of  Antrim  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

I  Have  been  ever  fo  bufy  fincc  my  coming  from  Kilkenny,  that  I  could  not 
give  your  Lordfhip  any  certain  account  of  my  troubicfomc  employment. 
The  men  were  fhipped  three  dayes,  who  could  not  fct  forth,  the  wind  being 
contrary,  out  of  the  river.  It  is  not  pofllblc  to  believe  what  delays  and  crof- 
fcs  they  were  driven  to  for  want  of  provifion  and  other  neceflaries.  I  could 
obtainc  no  more  amies  than  is  mentioned  in  this  enclofed  note ;  but  1  Cent 
as  many  men  as  the  Ihips  could  tonvenicntly  hold,  being  hard  upon  1600, 
T  i  !  '.'!  i;  wlio 
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who  are  compleatly  armed  by  my  own  fhifrs,  bcfides  1500  pikes.  I  difcharged 
feven  or  800  men  for  want  of  Ihipping  ;  they  are  gone  to  fca  by  nine  a  clock 
this  morning,  and  I  commanded  them  to  go  which  fide  the  wind  firfl:  lerved. 
1  have  direded  the  three  ihips  with  ordinance  to  attend  the  lervice  till  towards 
Hallontide  •■>  the  other  to  return  to  give  notice  of  their  landing,  and  to  waite 
your  Lordlhip's  further  pleafure  'mlDiiblinot  the  next  fecure  port.  I  fhall  de- 
fire  your  Lordfliip  to  join  with  me  to  procure  the  remain  of  the  amies  pro- 
milcd  me,  that  1  may  fend  my  brother  with  a  lecond  fupply,  who  fliall  go 
thither  with  more  men ;  if  thole  amies  be  had,  which  1  wi(h  were  made  up 
a  1000.  I  m\.\[\  acknowledge  your  Lorfhip's  favours  and  furtherance  of  this 
expedition;  and  I  believe  the  work  would  not  prove  any  way  difficult,  if  fuch 
as  are  fuppofed  your  friends,  were  near  as  willing  to  forward  the  fervice  as  your 
felf ;  which  makes  me  conceive  that  they  are  not  your  Lordfhip's  friends,  be- 
ing I  do  not  find  them  correfpondent  to  the  profellions  you  made  me. 

Tianiel  O  Ncile  did  tell  me,  that  your  Lordfhip  would  do  my  good  woman 
the  fa\our  to  let  her  have  your  houfe  at  Carrick  if  flie  chance  to  come  hither  j 
which  I  Ihortly  exped  :  I  Ihall  defire  your  pleafure  herein,  and  the  honour  to 
believe  I  am.

My  Lord  Marquefs  of  Ormonde, 

I  A  M  now  arrived  at  Cbejler,  and  am  in  fome  feare  I  fhall  not  be  able  to 
goe  farther  northward ;  Prince  Rupert  being  by  all  computation  at  Tork 
this  night :  within  a  day  or  two  I  fhall  be  fatisfied  of  that  fcrupic,  and  then  the 
Marquefs  of  Ormonde  may  remember  I  am  for  Oxford. 

I  find  no  man  here  confident  of  the  condition  of  the  King,  Efex  put  him 
unto  much  extremity,  but  now  at  laft  he  is  returned  to  Oxford;  though  by 
the  way,  I  niuft  tell  you,    he  broke  more  bridges  than  loooo/.  will  repaire. 

Prince  Rupert  by  letter  from  Court  underftands,  that  the  King  grows  daily 
more  and  more  jealous  of  him  and  his  army;  and  that  it  is  the  common  dif^ 
courfe  at  the  openeft  places  where  men  can  difcover  themfelves,  (free  Tables) 
of  the  Lord  D'lgby,  Lord  Tercy,  Sir  John  Culpeper  and  Willmot ;  that  it  is 
indifferent  whether  the  Parliament  or  Prince  i?//y«>^r?  doth  prevaile ;  which  did 
fo  highly  incenfe  Prince  Rupert,  that  he  was  once  refolved  to  fend  the  King 
his  Commillion  and  get  to  France. 

This  fury  interrupted  the  march  ten  dayes ;  but  at  length  time  and  a  Lady, 
the  beft  coolers  of  the  blood,  fpent  the  humour  of  travail  in  him,  though 
not  that  of  revenge ;  to  which  purpofe  he  hath  fent  his  letter  to  the  King  for 
the  removal  of  them  from  his  Council!,  and  if  this  be  not  done,  he  will  leave 
this  war  and  fit  down. 

I  hear  that  Cottington  hath  been  free  of  his  opinion  of  him  concerning 
the  danger,  and  muft  be  conquefted  likewife.  What  the  iflue  will  be,  I  can- 
not give  any  opinion,  but  muft  leave  thefe  premifles,  (which  I  befeech  your 
Excellence  to  receive  as  fufficiently  proved)  and  then  conclude  with  your  own 
rcafon  upon  them.  I  find  they  at  Court  give  the  King  advice  not  to  fight,  to 
preferve  his  Army,  though  not  his  Honour  j  which  fo  ftomachs  the  other, 
that  he  could  without  difficulty  bite  a  ftone. 

This  quarrell  hath  a  ftrong  referve,  and  I  am  fearfull  that  a  little  ill  C\iC- 
cefs  will  fend  my  new  Matter  home  into  Holland.  I  perceive  the  tyde  is 
ftrong  againft  him,  and  that  nothing  will  bring  hina  to  port  but  the  wind 
which  is  called  contra  gentes.  _  The 
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The  King  is  at  Oxford  in  a  very  good  condition.  Ejfex  is  gone  towafds 
the  Weft;  fome  think  to  Bath  for  the  head-ach:  JValler  ^n^X  he  parted  with- 
out much  ceremony,  and  he  lyeth  now  about  Tc-^'ksbnry ;  and  'tis  thouglir  lie 
and  his  4000  dragooners  will  continue  there  untiil  buckhunring  come  in,  and 
then  they  will  into  the  forcft.  All  the  King's  quarters  are  in  very  good  con- 
dition ;  no  munition,  and  if  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  fend  none,  we  may 
run  for  it :  All  will  be  naught,  all  expcdation  of  fupply  is  from  that  hand. 
Gloncefler^nre  is  loft  totally. 

The  fiege  at  Lyme  raifed  with  difadvantage.  Liverpoole  coft  a  hundred 
barrells  of  Munition,  which  makes  Prince  Rupert  march  ill  provided.  Prince 
Rupert  hath  given  away  'Daniel  O  Neile's  place  and  troop,  who  will  give  hint 
occafion  to  conqucft  him  too  fhortly.  As  yet  the  wind  is  fair;  if  we  can  blefs 
us  from  a  ftrong  north  wind,  that  may  drive  us  againft  the  Scots  coafts;  if  wc 
mifs  thofe  rocks,  it  will  prove  a  hopeful  work  in  the  end,  when  it  fhall  be 
difputed  face  to  face. 

Poor  Sir  Charles  Blount  was  piftolled  by  one  Langjion,  the  laft  day  in  the 
King's  prefence ;  which  I  take  to  be  an  ill  augury,  that  my  Lady  will  have  no 
lands  on  this  fide  the  water.     Your  Excellence  fliall  every  day  receive  the 
humbleft  fervice  of

1  hope  they  will  make  up  the  compleat  number  to  you,  againft  the  time 
your  Lordihip  fhall  be  able  to  tranfport  more  men  ;  wherein  you  fhall  have 
ail  poflible  alliftance  I  can  give. 

I  thank  your  Lordihip  for  doing  me  right  in  your  belief,  that,  according  to 
his  Majeftic's  Commands,  I  have  endeavoured  to  advance  this  defign.  The 
fame  juftice  will  induce  your  Lordfhip  not  to  put  the  failures  or  crolFings  of 
others,  (though  fuppofed  my  friends)  upon  my  accompt,  who  defirc  not  to 
anfwcr  for  any  man's  aftions,  that  gives  not  full  obedience  to  his  Majcftie'.s 
Authority.

My  Lord, 

THE  23d  oijurie  the  Commifrioners  employed  from  tht  Irijh  to  attend 
his  Majcftic  arrived  at  W.aterford--,  by  whom  or  fomc  other  conveyance, 
1  hoped  to  have  received  fome  knowledge  of  what  had  there  pafl'ed  or  been  con- 
cluded, and  diredions  how  to  govern  my  felf  in  the  moft  dcfperarc  and  hcart- 
lefs  condition,  wherein  with  mc  his  Majcftie's  Affairs  now  are.  But  to  the 
increalc  of  many  aftonilhing  diftradions,  as  the  being  near  eaten  up  by  want  5 
almofi:  hopelels  of  relief,  blockt  up  at  fea,  encompafled  with  powcrfuU  armyes, 
Scots  and  Irijlh  (the  end  of  whole  contention  in  all  probability  will  be  the 
ruin  of  his  Majcftie's  bcft  fubjccfs,  and  the  fubverfion  of  his  Government,) 
ftrengthencd  againft  all  thofc  with  a  very  fmall,  indigent,  unfatisfied  army,  un- 
fortified towns,  unfaithful  inhabitants  for  the  moft  part,  and  upon,  the  matter 
empty  magazines  and  ftores;  I  fay  in  addition  to  all  thcfc  miferies,  I  am  totally 
in  the  dark  as  to  his  Majcftie's  Pleafurc,  (which  is  the  fight  I  have  propofed  to 
guide  all  my  ai^ions  by,)  except  that  the  inclofed  ticket  is  by  chance  come  to 
my  hands,  being  given  out  by  the  Commiflloners  to  fatisfy  the  inquifitive  of 
their  party,  till  that  at  their  General  Atlcmbly,  which  is  to  be  On  the  20th  of 
this  month,  they  give  a  full  accompt  of  their  negotiation.  What  credit  to  give 
this  ticket,  what  it  fignifies,  or  what  Commiflion  can  come  hither  to  z'S^cdi 
what  is  mentioned  in  it,  I  know  not:  And  therefore  I  will  not  prefume  to  pre- 
judge what  I  believe  is  with  great  wifdoni  determined  there  ;  though  to  my 
infinite  misfortune  I  be  ignorant  of  it ;  for  I  know  it  hath  been  confidered 
that  it  will  be  hard  to  find  CommilHoners  here,  that  will  take  upon  them  to 
conclude  what  his  Majeftic  in  perfon,  ailiftcd  by  his  Council  of  Englandy 
and  by  feledled  men  from  hence,  found  difficulty  in.  I  knowalfo,  that  being 
fo  affifted,  it  could  not  fcapc  confideration,  that  if  the  people  of  £«^/^Wi^,  (and 
of  them  fuch  as  arc  moft  concerned  in  the  good  fuccefs  of  the  King's  Aft'aires,) 
have  fuch  a  reludancc  to  a  peace  with  the  Irtjlo,  out  of  their  compallion  to 
the  fufferings  of  their  Countrymen,  or  a  iealoufy  of  the  honour  of  the  Englijh 
Nation;  how  it  can  be  pollible  that  the  Engltflo  here,  who  for  the  moft  part 
have  felt  thofe  injuries  and  afftonts,  which  the  other  fo  much  pity  and  refenr, 
will  be  induced  to  acquiefce  to  a  fettlement  not  held  fit  to  be  avowed  on 
that  fide,  but  concluded  by  a  derived  authority  on  this :  Which  therefore  with 
more  boldnefs  they  will  venture  to  queftion,  if  not  dilbbey. 

Since  the  arrival  of  thefe  Gentlemen,  there  pafled  betwixt  me  and  their 
Council  the  inclofed  letter  and  anfwer;  and  I  find  that  they  are  fo  confident 
that  fuch  diredions  are  come  to  me,  that  1  have  loft  much  of  their  former  be- 
lief There  is  fomething  in  the  matter  not  underftood  by  me,  having  (ccn  a 
letter  from  your  Lordlhip  to  the  Lord  Taafe^  dated  as  I  remember  the  6th  of 
February,  wherein  is  this  claufe,  viz.  "  in  yours  of  the  1 9th  you  write  to  me 
"  very  earneftly  about  the  Scots  in  Ireland,  and  accufe  us  here  of  having  neg- 
"  lecled  your  former  advices  in  that  kind,  becaufe  you  have  received  no  anfwer 
"  to  them :  But  I  afllire  you  they  have  not  been  negleded,  for  the  Marquefs 
**  of  Ormonde  hath  received  direction  in  the  point. 

Which  gives  me  occafion  to  inform  your  Lordthip  of  a  paflage  not  unlike 
this,  as  to  the  matter  of  it.  Before  the  landing  of  the  Commiflloners  I  was 
exceedingly  prefled  to  take  upon  me  the  command  and  conduft  of  the  Irifh 
forces  againft  the  Scots,  particularly  by  your  good  friend  and  mine  'Daniel  O 
Neile :  Many  reafons  were  given  for  this  advice,  the  moft  important,  I  fhall 
as  well  as  I  can  remember,  impart  to  your  Lordftiip  with  my  apprehenfion, 
and  (referving  my  humble  fubmiflion  to  his  Majcftie's  Commands,)  with  my 

N  n  n  n  refolution 
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rcfolution  on  the  contrary,  as  the  cafe  ftands,  and  for  ought  yet  appearing  to 
me. 

The  firfl:  is,  that  by  this  means  I  may  draw  the  dependance  of  their  forces 
upon  me,  and  be  able  to  difpolc  of  them  according  to  his  Majcftie's  Pkafure, 
for  the  advantage  of  his  fervice  here  or  elfewhcre  :  Whereas,  if  I  refufe,  it  is  Uke 
to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  one  perhaps  otherwil'e  incUned. 

The  fecond,  that  by  this  means,  and  the  general  fubmiflion  promifcd  to 
me,  there  will  be  an  end  of  the  contention  that  is  betwixt  two  great  men  for 
the  chief  command ;  which  is  laid  to  be  rifcn  to  that  height,  and  the  fadions 
divided  fo  equally,  as  to  threaten  the  fruftrating  of  their  defigns  againft  the 
Scots,  the  lofs  of  very  great  and  irrecoverable  preparations,  and  embroiling  of 
them  in  unfeafonable  and  deftruftive  quarrels  amongfl:  themfelves. 

Thirdly,  it  is  conceived,  that  his  Majcftie's  Authority  in  me,  countenancing 
their  actions  againft  the  Scots,  will  draw  many  of  the  beft  aft'cded  Protcftants 
to  join  in  the  fervice,  and  deter  many  ill  affedled  from  appearing  adively  on 
the  other  fide. 

Fourthly,  in  cafe  I  accept  of  the  command,  they  will  provide  the  army  now 
in  my  charge;  but  if  I  refufe,  they  conceive  they  are  not  obliged  to  it,  hav- 
ing as  they  pretend  paid  in  all  that  was  promifed,  or  been  damnified  by  our 
party  in  more  than  remains  due,  fince  the  ceflation:  And  further  to  provide  for 
us  (they  fay)  they  have  no  reafon,  till  they  be  better  afflired,  than  they  will  be- 
lieve they  are,  unlefs  I  confent  to  their  defire. 

Fifthly,  it  is  doubted  whether  my  refufal,  as  ufe  may  and  is  like  to  be  made 
of  it,  may  not  fo  cool  the  affedions  of  my  kindred,  allies,  and  friends  now 
of  their  party,  that  I  Ihall  be  of  little  power  or  efteem  with  them,  and  fo  un- 
ferviceable  to  his  Majeftie. 

Thefe  are  colledions  of  the  moft  powerful!  reafons,  that  I  can  remember 
to  have  been  ur2;ed  by  any  man  in  the  affirmative  :  And  though  they  be  not 
fuch  as  can  perfwade  me  to  become  the  leader  of  a  People  ftanding  in  the  con- 
dition they  do  with  his  Majeftie,  and  in  the  conftrudlion  of  Law;  yet  I  held 
it  beft  for  his  Majcftie's  fervice,  and  more  fafe  for  his  Proteftant  fubjeds  here, 
confidering  that  all  our  hope  of  fupply  depends  for  the  prefent  upon  the  Irijht 
to  entertain  them  with  a  treaty  fomething  of  kin  to  this  propofition,  till  I  may 
receive  commands  from  the  King  to  dired  me,  rather  than  by  an  ablblutc 
breach,  to  give  them  colour  to  withdraw  the  fmall  fupply  they  are  now  fend- 
ing; which  together  with  the  hindering  of  the  commerce  and  freedom  of 
markets,  would  (as  we  are  hemmed  in,)  in  a  very  moment,  (as  1  may  fay,) 
dcftroy  us.  For  this  reafon  I  gave  the  inclofcd  heads  to  one  to  treat  with  them 
upon,  but  have  yet  had  no  anfwer  to  them.  In  fhewing  your  Lordlhip  my 
reafons  againft  the  taking  of  that  charge  over  the  Irtp?  forces  fo  prefled  on  me, 
and  carrying  fuch  a  lliew  of  advantage  to  his  Majcftie's  fervice.  1  fhall  begin 
with  what  is,  and  ever  fhall  be,  firft  and  principally  in  my  intention,  and  the 
ir.ain  fcope  of  my  endeavours,  namely  his  Majcftie's  honour  and  fervice. 

Firft  then,  I  conceive  it  can  be  for  neither,  that  I,  who  have  the  honour  to 
reprefent  his  Royal  Perfon,  and  as  immediately  as  any  fubjed  can,  (if  I  be  not 
miftakcn,)  cxercifc  his  Sovereign  Authority,  fliould  mix  his  rightful  power, 
and  unblemilhcd,  though  fmall,  forces  with  the  wild  ufurped  authority,  and 
yet  unlawful  amies  of  the  other  party  :  And  without  fuch  a  mixture,  1  undcr- 
ftand  not  how  the  thing  defired  can  be  done. 

In  the  next  place,  1  believe  no  man  will  think  me  fo  mad,  as  to  venture 
upon  this  high  ftrain,  but  by  the  King's  Command;  or  fo  difloyall  as  to  do  it 
without  his  approbation ;  and  what  i'candall  it  may  be  to  him  to  have  that  be- 
lieved, or  what  hearts  it  may  lofe  him  in  £w^/^»^  and  elfewhcre,  his  Majeftie 
is  beft  able  to  judge.  Here  I  do  not  think  ten  Protcftants  would  follow  me, 
but  rather  rife  like  one  man  againft  me,  and  adhere  to  the  Scots.  The  affec- 
I  '  tions 
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tions  of  the  Protcftants  ftanding  thus,  as  certainly  they  do ;  methinks  in  the 
third  place,  it  is  very  evident,  that  if  1  take  either  of  the  ways  defired  by  thenii 
that  is,  to  take  the  charge  of  their  army,  or  to  denounce  immediately  an  of- 
fenfive  war  againft  the  Scots,  thole  efFeds  propolcd  will  not  follow;  but  on 
the  contrary  it  will  give  the  ill  afFefted  fo  fpccious  a  pretence  for  their  own 
defedion,  and  furnifh  them  with  llich  plaufible  arguments  to  (educe  others  5 
that  1  am  confident  1  Ihall  be  fuddainly  and  totally  del'erted  by  all  the  Protcf- 
tants :  Which  will  be  the  fooner  believed,  if  it  be  confidered,  that  all  of  them 
now  remaining  here,  whether  of  the  army  or  others,  are  fuch  as  have  had 
their  livelihood  in  this  Kingdom,  and  have  fulFered  in  the  firftofthe  infurrec- 
tion:  Who  being  now,  for  ought  yet  known  here,  difappointcd  of  the  rclHtu^ 
tion  of  their  lands  and  other  advantages,  which  they  cxpeded  by  a  peace,  will 
be  ready  upon  ftrained  pretences,  (being  brought  to  the  extremity  of  want  and 
defpair,)  to  leek  fubfiltence,  and  become  adventurers  with  thofe  that  make 
the  war,  and  will  promife  them  prefent  relief,  and  fharers  in  the  booty.  To 
this  they  will  be  incited  by  the  Clergie  opprefled  with  the  fame  wants  and  de- 
fpaire;  but  if  the  Irijh  will  fupply  me  fpeedily  and  freely,  and  not  prcfs  me  to 
fo  ufelefs  and  dangerous  a  declaration,  1  fhall  not  only  keep  all  the  garrilbns 
under  my  command  from  joining  with  the  Scots;  but  am  very  confident  to 
draw  from  them  many  of  their  beft  armed  Soldiers,  horfe  and  foote  -,  and  if  I 
be  feafonably  enabled  thereto,  I  Ihall  without  declaration,  by  drawing  forth 
to  our  frontiers  towards  the  Scots,  divert  a  great  part  of  their  forces,  that  elfe 
will  be  entirely  bent  againll  the  Irif/j. 

In  the  laft  place,  I  confefs  I  confider  my  felf,  and  in  my  felf  neither  my 
life  nor  fortune,  but  the  honour  of  my  family,  confiding  chiefly  in  this, 
that  from  the  fivll:  planting  of  it  here,  it  hath  never  been  tainted  in  the  chief 
of  it,  except  that  in  the  great  ftrife  for  the  Crown  between  the  Houfes  of  Tork 
and  Lancajier,  (where  the  variety  of  fuccefs,  at  one  time  or  other,  criminated 
all  men  of  adion,)  one  of  my  houfe  fuffered  in  the  quarrell  of  the  crowned 
King  Henry  the  fixth :  And  however,  I  know  my  felf  already  unjuftly  pro- 
fcribed  for  my  loyalty,  with  many  others;  yet  I  ftiall  never,  (by  God's  grace,) 
do  that  which  may  juftify  my  proscription,  though  it  fliould  carry  an  appear- 
ance of  prefent  fecurity  and  future  advantage :  And  fo  I  conclude  my  appre- 
hcnfions  upon  this  matter. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  letter,  your  Lordfhip  finds  the  ftate  of  this  place 
very  truly  declared,  and  not  at  all  made  worfe  by  my  defcription :  But  lefi:  it 
fhould  be  wondred  how  it  comes  to  be  more  impofllble  for  us  to  fubfifi:  for 
fome  longer  time,  than  it  hath  been  hitherto ;  I  humbly  defire  it  may  be  con- 
fidered, that  till  now,  I  have  had  thefe  helps  and  expeftations  to  maintain  the 
army,  and  fupport  in  fome  reafonable  manner  the  places  I  hold,  which  now  are 
wholly  taken  away,  or  abated  to  very  little  better  than  nothing. 

Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  army,  there  was  firft  the  excife  and  con- 
tribution of  this  city,  and  of  the  quarters  laid  out  for  us  by  the  articles  of  Cef- 
fation.  Thofe  contributions  we  were  forced  to  rate  fo  high,  that  now  both 
begin  to  fail  us;  fome  of  the  inhabitants  being  brought  to  that  poverty,  that 
they  are  no  longer  able  to  bear  the  burden  laid  upon  them,  nor  indeed  to  con- 
tribute at  all ;  others  to  avoid  being  reduced  to  the  like  beggary  removing  them- 
felves,  the  Englifh  into  England,  the  Irtjh  into  the  Irijh  quarters ;  whereby 
the  excife,  our  only  certainty,  daily  abates. 

Secondly,  we  had  fome  help  by  what  was  promifed  upon  the  conclufion  of 
the  Ceflation ;  which  in  part  is  paid,  and  the  refl:  fought  to  be  defaulked  upon 
the  pretence  formerly  mentioned,  and  for  the  hire  of  fhips  for  the  Earl  of 
Antrim's  defign. 

A  third  means,  was  my  credit  with  the  Merchants  that  imported  provifions; 
this  fails  in  a  great  meafure  by  the  blocking  up  of  the  harbour  ;  but  more  de- 
fperately  by  my  neceflitated  breaking  with  them  for  want.  A  fourth 
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A  fourth  was,  the  fupply  in  part  received,  and  more  expc£led  by  his  Majef- 
tie's  Command  out  of  England:  This  hope  is  taken  from  us  by  the  faid  block- 
ing up. 

The  fifth  was  a  fliifr,  which  I  made,  fince  the  Ceffation,  to  pcrfwade  fomc 
of  my  tenants  and  otiaer  monicd  men  where  my  eftate  lies,  to  take  mortgages, 
(for  rent  I  could  get  none,)  for  lands  fallen  to  me  fmce  the  war  at  low  rates. 
Much  the  greater  part  of  this  money  I  have  employed  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
army  ;  the  reft  to  my  own  fupport,  in  a  higher  way  (I  muft  confefs)  than  was 
neceflary  for  mc,  in  relation  to  my  felf,  though  much  too  low  for  the  Ma- 
jeftie  I  am  forced  poorly  to  reprefcnt :  But  this  aUb  begins  utterly  to  fail;  there 
remaining  little  of  my  eftate  but  what  is  cither  thus  or  formerly  engaged  ;  and 
thofe  that  dealt  with  me,  being  (for  ought  I  hear)  lefs  confident  of  peace  than 
they  were,  will  not  now  fo  lay  out  their  money. 

Laftly,  there  was  till  now  a  magazine  of  tobacco,  the  goods  of  the  Earl  of 
Strafford,  wherewith  Ibme  time  we  fatisfied  the  Officers,  after  the  rate  of  fif- 
teen lliillings  a  week  to  Captains,  and  rateably  to  inferior  Officers,  (for  all  that 
I  have  formerly  mentioned,  fcrved  only  to  give  the  common  Soldiers  two 
Ihillings  aweek,  or  viftual  to  that  value,)  but  the  tobacco  is alfo  at  an  end;  and 
I  cannot  imagine  where  the  Officers  will  have  bread  to  eat.  I  mention  not 
the  King's  revenue,  becaufe  I  believe  it  already  underftood  to  be  brought  to 
nothing;  by  which  means  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Judges,  and  all  thcCi/il 
Officers,  from  the  higheft  to  the  loweft  mellenger  belonging,  to  the  State,  and 
of  neceffity  to  be  employed,  are  brought  to  fuch  want,  that  nothing  can  be 
done  but  with  fiich  murmurings  and  clamour  for  money,  that  it  is  a  great  and 
mofl  irkfome  part  of  my  bufinefs  to  anfwer  and  fhift  off  the  hourly  petitions 
I  receive,  and  continual  cries  I  hear,  from  people  ready  to  ftarve  for  want  of 
what  is  owing  them. 

To  conclude  all,  I  humbly  befeech  your  Lorddiip  to  mind  his  Majcftie,  that 
there  remains  but  about  two  months  unexpired  of  the  time  agreed  on  for  the 
Ceflation,  and  to  inform  him  that  the  Irijl?  are  now  ftrong  in  the  field,  and 
making  all  poffible  preparation  for  War;  and  that  I  moft  humbly  dcfire,  by 
this  bearer  Stephen  Smith  my  fervant  exprefly  fent,  to  receive  his  moft  gra- 
cious pleafure  and  diredion,  with  fuch  fpeed  as  the  condition  of  his  affairs  re- 
quire.    I  reft

My  Lord, 

I  Returned  anfwer  to  your  Lordfhip's  concerning  my  houfc  of  Carrick,  which 
1  ftiall  think  very  happy  to  receive  your  Lady,  to  whom  I  have  fo  great 
obligations,  and  dcfircs  to  be  fcrviccable. 

I  have  by  divers  hands  received  figncs  of  your  Lordfhip's  being  un fatisfied 
with  my  intentions  to  your  fervice  ;  and  though  I  take  thofe  jealoufics  as  marks 
of  your  defire  to  contradl  a  friendfhip  with  me,  and  in  that  regard  value  them 
beyond  cffcntial  benefits  from  another ;  yet  as  they  imply  an  unbelief  of  my 
real  profcflions  (and  fome,  though  mean,  performances)  of  ferviccs  to  you,  I 
reckon  them  amongft  my  misfortunes.  But,  my  Lord,  to  end  this  queftion, 
which  on  my  part  is  none,  I  befeech  your  Lordfliip  to  inform  me  what  I 
fhall  do  to  gain  the  cfteem  of  your  friendfhip,  and  when  lam  fo  inftiuftcd,  if 
either  I  perform  not  what  you  defire,  or  do  not  evidently  fliew  that  the  fault 
is  not  in  me,  let  me  want  the  title  I  fo  much  afFed,  that  is,  of

May  it  pleafe  your  Majejly, 

THOUGH  wc  believe  that  the  prefcnt  ftate  and  condition  of  yoiu*  Ma- 
jcrtic's  party  and  forces  in  this  Kingdom,  is  more  fully  and  clearly 
reprcfentcd  to  your  Majeftie  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council,  thni  can 
proceed  from  any  knowledge  or  information  of  ours  5  yet  we  hold  it  a  ncccf- 
lary  part  of  our  duty  to  your  Majefty  Ibmewhat  to  contribute  to  the  general 
good,  and  to  feck  the  mcanes  of  our  own  prcfcrvation,  by  humbly  rcprefcnt- 
ing  to  your  Majeftie's  gracious  confideration  our  mod;  unhappy  and  dillraded 
condition,  and  our  long  fuffcrings,  even  to  the  ruin  of  our  eftatcs  and  families, 
and  at  this  time,  without  any  confiderable  defence,  expofed  to  the  mercy  of 
two  powerful  armies  now  in  the  field,  the  one  of  the  confederate  Catholick 
party,  if  they  were  difpofcd  to  make  any  invafion  upon  us,  and  the  other  of 
the  Scotch  Covenanters,  and  fuch  as  adhere  unto  them,  who  by  burning, 
Ipoiling,  and  the  committing  of  cruel  and  hollile  ads,  have  broken  the  Cef- 
fation,  and  caft  off  their  obedience  to  your  Majeftie's  Government  here  ;  which 
gives  us  full  aflurance  of  our  imminent  danger,  and  the  neceflity  of  prefuming 
in  this  manner  to  prefent  our  humble  fupplications  to  your  Majefty. 

We  humbly  offset  to  your  Majeftie's  gracious  confideration,  that  during  all 
thefe  unhappy  diftempers  and  commotions  raifed  in  your  Majeftie's  feveral 
dominions,  wc  have  conftantly  continued  moft  loyal  to  your  Majefty,  and  obe- 
dient to  your  Royal  Commands ;  though  by  reafon  of  the  high  diftraftions 
in  England,  and  the  flow  proceedings  or  fufpicions  of  fome  that  formerly 
managed  the  Government  here,  many  of  us  have  been  totally  negleded,  and 
without  any  manner  of  encouragement  or  afliftance,  have  expofed  our  perfons 
to  imminent  hazard,  and  our  eftates  to  dcflruftion,  out  of  Our  zeal  to  your  fcr- 
vice,  and  for  the  prcfcrvation  of  your  Majeftie's  Authority  and  the  defence  of 
your  good  fubjecis  in  the  feveral  places  of  our  refidence ;  and  fuch  of  us  as 
were  beft  afllfted  and  trufted  with  imployment  and  command,  have  been  fo 
flowly  fupplycd  and  relieved,  and  the  dangers  and  difficulties  fo  great,  that 
we  have  caufe  to  admire  God's  infinite  mercy  towards  us,  by  enabling  us  in 
fome  fort  to  fubfift  in  the  midft  of  fo  many  tumults  and  diftradions. 

We  muft  likewife  humbly  acknowledge  your  Majeftie's  great  wifdom  and 
gracious  goodnefs  towards  us,  that  finding  by  the  difobedience  of  many  of 
your  Majeftie's  fubjeds  in  thefe  partes,  and  the  fad  diftempers  of  England, 
your  Majeftie  could  not  by  your  own  Royal  power  fcafonably  proted  and  de- 
fend us  from  the  dangers  we  were  in,  you  were  gracioufly  pleafed  to  admit 
of  a  timely  remedy,  by  condefcending  to  a  Ceflation  of  Amies  for  a  year,  the 
only  expedient  that  could  then  be  found  to  preferve  us,  and  to  which  we  do 
attribute  our  fafety  j  and  humbly  acknowledge  your  Majeftie's  great  favour 
therein,  and  from  thence  we  were  hopefull  that  a  happy  fettlemcnt  would  en- 
fuc  in  this  Kingdom,  to  the  content  and  fatisfaftion  of  all  your  Majeftie's 
well-afFefted  fubjeds,  fo  far  as  could  be  expcded  in  a  Country  fo  miferably 
wafted  by  the  cruelties  of  a  civil  war.  But  the  rime  appointed  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  Ccffation  being  now  near  expired,  and  nothing  appointed  to 
us  of  fupply  or  neceflary  defence,  nor  any  thing  of  peace  or  Icttlemcnt  con- 
cluded, we  cannot  but  be  very  fenfible  of  the  general  calamities  of  this  King- 
dom, and  the  certain  ruin  like  to  fall  upon  us  and  many  other  of  your  Maje- 
fue's   faichfuU  fubjeds,    in  their  perfons,    fortunes    and  families,   if  a   war  be 

O  o  o  o  again 
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af^ain  renewed  in  that  condirion  \vc  aic  in,  and  your  Majcftie's  power  fo  rc- 
ftraincd  by  the  unnatural!  continuance  and  increafe  of  the  troubles  in  E'ng- 
land,  as  that  there  is  little  expedacions  of  any  fitting  or  timely  aillibnce  tor 
,your  Majeftie's  fcrvice  and  your  own  prefervation. 

We  moft  humbly  befccch  your  Majcrty  to  look  upon  us  with  a  favourable 
and  compaflionate  regard  of  our  part  (uffcrings  and  prcfent  danger ;  and  that 
our  loyalty,  zeal  and  conftant  faithfull  endeavours  in  your  fervice  may  be  ib 
confidcred,  as  not  to  continue  us  in  a  more  perplexed  and  dedrudive  eflatc, 
than  any  other  of  your  Majeftie's  Subjeds,  even  thole  who  have  taken  amies 
in  oppofition  to  your  Majeftie's  authority,  who  are  upon  their  guard  and  pro- 
vided for  defence,  and  we  only  cxpofcd  to  the  malice  and  violence  of  all  ia- 
fulting  enemies. 

We  humbly  propofe,  that  if  the  Agents  for  the  confederate  cuholick  par- 
ty, out  of  the  opinion  of  their  own  ftrength,  or  taking  advantage  of  the  prc- 
fent diftradions,  have  been  high  and  immoderate  in  their  propofition  and  de- 
mands;  or  if  thole  that  went  as  Agents  from  your  Majeftie's  Protcftant  iiib- 
jeds,  and  their  adherents  in  this  Kingdom,  through  too  fharp  a  rcfcntment  of 
their  private  lofles,  or  for  other  particular  ends,  have,  under  the  title  of  Pro- 
tcftant fubjeds,  received  inftrudions,  or  introduced  the  opinion  of  others,  not 
well  afFeded,  either  to  the  Religion  or  Government  eftabliftied  here,  inftead  of 
the  intention  and  inclinations  of  others  more  moderate  and  truly  faithfull  to 
your  Majeftie's  fervice,  and  thereby  put  unneceflary  rubs  and  doubts  upon  the 
profecution  of  the  Treaty,  to  continue  a  difturbance,  and  by  a  divifion  here 
hinder  your  Majefty  from  the  united  afliftance  of  your  fubjeds  of  this  King- 
dom ; 

That  your  Majefty,  by  your  own  great  wifdom  and  Royal  judgment,  will 
be  pleafed  to  moderate  and  reconcile  thofe  differences,  in  fuch  a  way  as  may 
probably  produce  a  fpeedy  and  happy  agreement;  or  if  that  your  Majeftie's  lei- 
fure  will  not  fo  permit,  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  here  xnay  have 
Commiflion  to  proceed  in  the  articles  and  conditions  of  peace,  upon  debate 
and  conference  with  the  moderate  and  well-affxded  on  both  fides;  and  then 
we  are  humbly  of  opinion,  that  no  fuch  diftance  will  appear,  as  is  now  dif- 
courfed  of,  and  that  your  Majefty  and  your  faithfull  fubjeds  here  will  foon 
find  the  benefit  of  fo  happy  a  reconciliation. 

Our  prefent  danger  doth  further  invite  us  humbly  to  propofe  unto  your 
Majefty,  that  in  regard  the  Scotch  Covenanters  and  their  adherents  are  now 
in  armes  in  this  Kingdom,  violating  and  breaking  the  Ceflation,  and  do  refufc 
to  pay  obedience  to  your  Majeftie's  Government;  and  that  upon  very  proba- 
ble grounds,  we  have  juft  caufe  to  believe  that  as  they  gain  advantage,  there 
will  be  little  diftindion  made  between  us  and  thofe  whom  they  moft  aflault ; 
that  therefore  they  may  be  fpeedily  declared  enemies,  and  your  Majeftie's  power 
imployed  for  the  fupprefllng  of  them ;  to  which  the  confederate  party  who 
keep  the  Ceflation,  and  feem  more  ready  to  return  to  their  obedience,  will 
doubtlefs  give  their  beft  afliftance  :  And  to  fubfift  in  this  divided  condition, 
without  joining  or  receiving  the  help  of  one  party  or  other,  we  conceive  ut- 
terly impofllble.  All  which  we  humbly  fubmit  to  your  Majeftie's  gracious  con- 
fideration,  and  your  fpeedy  refolution  is  begged  by

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N°  CCCXIV.     The  Marqtiefs  of  Ormonde  to  Lord  Digby. 

My  Lord, 

SINCE  my  letter  of  the  9th  of  this  month,  (which  I  could  not  fend  away 
till  now,  the  wind  being  for  fome  time  crols,  and  thcfe  coafts  infelkd 
with  a  fwarm  of  the  Rcbells  Ihips)  the  Scots  arc  returned  towards  their  quar- 
ters for  want  of  viduall,  having  committed  Ibmc  fpoile  in  the  /rz/Z)  quarters, 
but  none  that  I  can  hear  of  in  ours,  though  they  marched  through  Ibme  of 
them  ;  which  1  attribute  rather  to  their  inability  to  come  into  the  main  end 
of  their  defign  at  this  time,  than  to  any  better  intention  I  can  believe  they 
have  towards  us  that  join  not  with  them  in  the  profecution  of  the  IrtJlOy  nor 
in  taking  the  Covenant.  This  march  hath  given  tcftimony,  that  for  all  the 
Cellation  or  any  Peace,  if  it  Ihall  be  concluded  by  his  Majefl-ie,  the  War  will 
ftill  continue  here,  if  fupplies  be  fent  them  ;  which  to  procure,  (I  conceive) 
wjs  the  principal  reafon  of  their  late  expedition.  And  I  hold  their  fair  car- 
riage towards  us  and  our  quarters  to  be  a  very  probable  fign  of  their  return 
to  attempt  us,  that  being  but  an  artifice  to  bring  the  wcU-aflfedled  into  fecu- 
rity,  and  to  confirm  fuch  as  are  already  inclinable  to  them;  for  I  cannot  doubt 
bat  that,  when  they  are  all  able,  they  will  endeavour  to'  be  mafters  of  all  the 
harbours  and  other  places  of  conlequcnce  in  this  Kingdom,  under  the  pretence 
of  fecuring  them  againft  Irijlo  Papifts  and  Malignants.  Their  carriage  at  the 
Ne-jjry  and  'Dttndalk  (whereof  the  enclofed  extrads  of  letters  will  give  your 
Lordrfiip  an  accompt)  with  their  dilatory  management  of  their  parts  of  the 
war  fince  they  came  into  this  Kingdom,  confirms  my  belief  in  it. 

The  Iripd,  who  were  not  fully  drawn  together  till  the  Scots  were  returning 
homewards,  are  now  fomewhat  above  twenty  miles  north  of  us ,  pretending 
to  follow  the  Scots  into  their  quarters,  which  are  fo  bare  for  the  moft  part, 
and  fo  well  defended,  where  there  remaines  any  thing  to  maintaine  an  Army, 
that  it  is  doubtfuU  whether  that  be  their  real  (at  leaft  only)  intention  ;  and 
not  rather  to  ftay  near  us  now  upon  the  ending  of  the  Ceffation,  to  take  their 
advantage,  if  it  prove  War,  or  better  their  conditions,  if  there  fhall  be  any 
Treaty  for  a  longer  time  of  quiet. 

How  we  are  provided  to  defend  his  Majeftie's  authority  and  our  felvcs  againft 
any  of  thefe  parties,  appears  to  your  Lordlliip  by  my  letter  of  the  9th,  and  by 
feveral  other  difpatches  from  me;  and  it  is  alfo  made  known  to  his  Majefty 
by  letters  from  the  Board  of  the  20th  of  June,  and  others  now  fent  to  Mr. 
Secretary  Nicholas  with  this.  I  fiiall  therefore  fay  no  more  of  it,  fave  that 
we  grow  daily  more  and  more  in  want  and  weaknefs. 

Since  I  began  my  letter  of  the  9th,  the  Lord  Muskery,  with  two  more  of 
thofe  that  attended  his  Majefty,  came  hither,  and  told  me  that  they  were  af- 
iured  at  Court,  that  diretlions  were,  or  ftiortly  would,  come  to  me  from  his 
Majefty,  to  join  with  them  againft  the  Scots,  who  had  broken  the  Ceffation, 
and  entered  into  the  Covenant,  with  thofe  in  armes  againft  his  Majefty  in 
England;  and  they  defircd  to  know  whether  I  had  received  fuch  direftions  or 
no ;  but  if  1  had  not,  they  conceived  that,  as  this  cafe  was,  my  place  and  the 
power  I  have  by  ir,  was  llifficicnt  authority  and  obligation  upon  me  to  do  it. 
Another  queftion  they  asked  me  was,  whether  I  had  not  received  a  Commif- 
fion  to  go  on  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  and  to  conclude  it,  which  they  faid  thej^ 
were  alfo  told  at  Court,  cither  was  or  ftiould  be  immediately  fent  me. 

To  the  firft  I  anfwercd,  by  advice  of  the  Council,  that  1  had  received  no 
direftion  to  join  with  them  againft  the  Scots,  and  that  I  held  it  unfit  for  me 
fo  to  do,  without  his  Majefty's  direction,  which  Ihould  in  all  humility  be  obey'd 
whenever  it  ftiould  come  to  hand. 

To 
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To  the  fecond  I  anfwcrcd,  as  the  truth  is,  that  1  had  received  no  fuch  Cbm- 
miflion  to  treat  for  a  Peace. 

My  ignorance  of  what  had  paficd  in  England  made  my  anfwcrs  very 
fhort,  and  kept  me  at  a  warier  diftance  .viththem  than  I  doubt  pleal'ed  them; 
for  fince  1  find  the  cavils  touching  the  payments  do  multiply,  and  To  do  their 
forces;  therefore  I  again  do  befeech  your  Lordlhip  to  obtain  with  all  fpecd 
his  Majeftie's  commands  to  guide  me,  and  of  your  favour  to  give  me  clear 
intimation  what  I  have  to  truft  to,  that  I  may  accordingly  govern  my  fclf  with 
fome  kind  of  aflurednefs,  though  with  never  fo  much  hazard,  rather  than 
languifh  and  at  laft  pcrifh  in  fo  ridiculous  a  pofturc  as  now  1  am  in. 

About  a  fortnight  fince  or  more  the  Earl  oi  Antrim  imbarkcdfrom  Water- 
ford  and  other  adjacent  places  2500  men  well  armed  and  victualled  for  two 
months.  The  men  arc  doubtlefs  landed  in  the  Iflcs,  or  as  feme  fay,  more  to 
the  North,  and  nearer  to  my  Lord  Himtlefs  Country.  The  fliips  that  con- 
veyed the  men  ply  up  and  down  between  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  have 
taken  fome  prizes  and  many  paffengers,  among  them  two  of  the  Minhlers  that 
came  to  preach  the  Covenant  here;  the  late  Lord  of  Clandeboy's  Nephew,  Ma- 
tter John  Hamilton,  is  one  of  them.  Him  I  fhall  endeavour  to  get  into  my 
hands,  and  if  his  Majefty  fhall  pleafe  to  fuffer  him  to  be  exchanged,  I  humbly 
defire  it  may  be  for  a  friend  of  mine  taken  prifoncr  in  his  fervice.  I  am,  ^c.

My  Lordy 

SINCE  my  laft  to  your  Lordfhip  from  Evefljam,  we  have  been  rather  in 
perpetual!  motion  than  marching  as  an  Army ;  which  caft  Waller  fo  much 
behind,  that  we  have  time  enough,  if  fortune  favour,  to  meet  Prince  Man- 
rice  and  beat  EJfex,  which  is  now  our  defign.  The  two  Nights  ftay  we  made 
here,  gave  my  Lord  T>igby  and  me  leifure  to  give  you  this  fhort  account  of 
your  commands. 

Thefe  propofitions  inclofed,  as  power  efTentiall  to  your  prefent  condition, 
I  made :  His  Majeff  ie's  anfwers  to  each  are  in  the  margent ;  but  more  fully  in 
my  Lord  'Digbfs  letter  to  your  Lordfhip;  if  any  thing  be  wanting  of  giving 
you  freedom,  I  muft  fay,  'tis  my  fault,  not  his  Majeftie's. 

If  1  have  done  amils  in  moving  the  King  for  the  wardfhip  of  my  Lord  of 
OJforv,  without  your  commillion,  I  humbly  crave  your  pardon,  defiring  you 
to  receive  this  for  truth,  that  all  my  errors  towards  your  Lordfhip  can  never 
be  of  any  other  nature. 

My  Lord  Digby  underftanding  by  fome  former  letters  of  mine,  that  it  was 
your  Lordlhip's  pleafure,  that  Sir  Maurice  Eujiace  fhould  be  Mafter  of  the 
Rolls,  has  procured  it  for  him  :  So  much  he  fays  in  his  letter  to  your  Lordfhip ; 
if  he  needs  a  letter  to  pafs  it,  let  him  fend  one  as  large  as  he  will :  His  other 
demands  are  fo  meane,  that  I'll  make  them  my  task  in  time. 

By  the  general  power  given  you,  his  Majeftie  commanded  me  to  tell  you, 
that  you  may  either  delay  or  deny  any  thing  of  the  conditions  of  Sir  John 
Read's  grant.  His  Majeftie  underftands  it  no  fault  of  yours,  why  Tom  Traf- 
ford  came  not  to  Beaumaris  with  the  300  men. 

I  ihould  fay  fomething  of  the  condition  of  both  parties  here,  if  the  bearer 
were  not  fufliciently  knowing  both  of  the  defigns,  powers,  and  fears  of  each; 
and  to  avoid  giving  your  Lordfhip  the  trouble  of  decyphcring  fuch  a  relation, 
as  that  fubjed  would  minifter. 

If 
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If  I  had  known  the  heavy  burthen  is  laid  upon  you  from  Iicncc,  no  com- 
mands, (no  not  paps,)  would  have  drawn  me  from  a  place  wlicrc  I  might  m 
I'ome  mcafurc  fcrvc  you. 

As  to  that  bufinefs,  I  am  notable  to  advife  more  than  that,  if  you  give  not 
an  end  to  the  diftraclions  tlicre,  you  will  ruin  all  here.  Whcnfocvcr  you  think 
1  may  be  more  Icrviccable  to  your  Lordfliip  there,  than  here,  believe  you  fliall 
find  I  value  nothing  like  your  commands. 

I  have  written  to  Emer  Mac  Mahon,  and  my  uncle,  to  Hicw  their  integrity 
to  his  Majcftie,  in  obeying  your  commands  now. 

This  bearer,  my  coufin  Brian  O  Neile,  I  have  alfo  got  to  undertake  this 
journey  to  wait  upon  you.  His  knowledge  of  what  has  pafled  here  between 
the  King  and  the  Agents  may  be  a  good  guide  to  your  Lordfhip  :  He  is  a  per- 
fbn,  I  can  give  you  upon  my  credit,  full  of  zeal  to  his  Majeftie's  fcrvice,  and 
ambition  to  be  your  creature.  The  fliortnefs  of  my  time,  and  the  convcniency 
of  the  meflengcr  makes  me  flop  here,  and  promife  to  offer  you  no  further 
trouble,  untill  after  the  next  battle,  (which  ofneceflity  muft  be  within  twenty 
dayes,)  after  that  an  exprefs  or  my  ghoft  fhall  wait  upon  you  to  tell  you  the 
event ;  for  that  will  be  the  bcft  meafure  you  can  have  to  govern  your  prcfent 
task.  God  preferve  you  for  the  comfort  of  the  King,  all  your  friends,  and  in 
particular  of

N°.  CCCXVI.     Sir  George  Radcliffe  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  hoble  Lord, 

THOUGH  I  have  nothing  at  all  to  write,  yet  I  cannot  let  thefe  men  go 
without  prefenting  my  fervice  to  your  Excellence.  I  long  to  hear  that 
the  Earl  of  Antrim  were  gone  about  his  bufinefs,  though  I  cannot  promife 
much  in  his  undertaking ;  but  I  would  have  him  there,  I  have  moved  ear- 
neftly  about  Lord  Incbiqnin  to  get  him  pleafed  or  removed  •,  but  it  flicks  I  know 
not  how.  The  Earl  of  ^Portland  will  not  go  to  Munjler,  but  would  gladly 
fell  his  intereft.  Whether  the  Earl  oi  Cork  be  now  in  cafe  to  purchafe  the 
prefidency  of  Munfter  or  no,  I  know  not.  I  think  they  dare  not  let  Lord  Vif^ 
count  Muskery  buy  it. 

Thefe  men  can  tell  you  how  things  go  here.  We  have  great  expedation, 
both  out  of  the  North,  where  after  a  fhrewd  bang.  Prince  Rupert  is  recruit- 
ing gallantly,  and  hopes  to  clear  Torkjhire  of  the  remainder  of  thofe  fliattered 
forces  which  are  left  to  Lejley,  and  alfo  out  of  the  Weft,  where  the  King 
and  Prince  Maurice  have  near  about  2.0000  horfe  and  foote,  to  deal  with  the 
Earl  oi  Ejfex  and  his  7000,  or  as  fome  fay  11 000. 

Great  fear  fome  have  of  Prince  Rupert  his  fuccefs  and  greatnefs.  Prince 
Rupert  profelTeth  againft  Lord  T)igby,  Lord  Tercy,  Lord  fVillmot,  and  fome 
others.  Some  think  that  Prince  Rupert  will  remove  them  from  the  King.  The 
fear  of  this  may  do  harm ;  perhaps  has  done  already. 

We  pray  for  peace,  but  fee  fmall  hopes  yet  of  it.  I  believe  we  fhall  have 
no  great  helps  from  your  fide,  if  the  Covenant  fpread,  as  we  hear  it  doth  in 
Uljler.  God  fend  your  Excellence  that  quietnefs  and  fettlement  in  Irelandt 
which  we  cannot  yet  exped  in  England,

Noble  Sir, 

AS  I  muft  confefs  I  had  always  great  inducement  to  love  your  perfon,  fo 
muft  I  acknowledge  an  obligation  now,  both  to  increafc  that  affeftion, 
and  profefs  my  felf  infinitely  your  fervant ;  for  I  have  it  from  many  good  hands, 
that  you  were  noble,  juft  and  friendly  zealous  in  defence  of  my  honour ;  being 
wounded  very  much  by  my  Lord  of  Cork's  traducing  me  for  betraying  his 
towns  unto  the  Irijh  Rebels. 

Sir,  I  could  wifh  now  that  I  had  told  you  fbmewhat  more  than  I  did  of  that 
bufmefs,  which  truly  I  forbore,  becaulc  I  thought  it  would  be  deemed  vain- 
glory in  me ;  for  if  ever  I  did  any  thing  towards  the  defence  of  this  Province 
againft  the  Irifl},  this  was  that  I  had  caufe  to  brag  of;  whereof  I  (hall  take  you 
for  a  witnefs :  for  you  know  that  at  the  time  when  the  enemy  came  to  Lif- 
more,  we  had  no  provifions  in  any  of  our  ftores  i  and  a  week  before  their 
coming  (that  falfe  friend)  my  uncle  Edmond  came  unto  me  to  let  me  know, 
that  the  Irifi  Army  were  advancing  towards  our  ports ;  and  that  if  I  would 
give  way  to  their  taking  of  Capoquin  and  Lifmore,  they  would  fpare  the  reft 
of  our  quarters,  which  he  faid  they  would  otherwife  burn  and  deftroy  ;  but 
before  he  delivered  me  this  meffage  from  my  Lord  of  Muskery,  he  made  mc 
promife  him  fecrecy ;  which  as  1  made  good,  fo  I  made  ufe  of  what  he  told 
me  for  my  own  advantage ;  for  prefently  I  fent  all  the  provifion  I  could  get 
in  Cork  and  Toughall  with  all  hafte  to  Capoquin,  and  with  it  400  commanded 
Men  J  Lifmore  w^s  of  itfelf  well  provided;  but  if  it  had  not,  you  know  1 
was  not  then  able  to  help  it.  At  that  time  I  communicated  to  your  felf  and  the 
Officers  the  intelligence  I  received  of  the  enemies  advancing  ;  and  after  advice 
taken  of  what  was  fit  to  be  done,  we  found  our  wants,  and  the  fcarcity  that 
was  in  all  places,  would  make  it  impofllble  for  us  to  keep  the  field  with  our 
Army,  part  whereof,  to  the  number  of  1200  men,  were  with  Colonel  Myrm 
in  the  Weft ;  were  they  had  no  food,  but  what  corn  they  cut,  burnt,  and  drcft 
the  fame  day  to  eat ;  fo  that  all  we  were  able  to  do,  was  only  to  draw  1 600 
foote,  and  250  horfc  to  Tallow,  out  of  the  feveral  garrifons,  for  whom  I  had 
not  one  day's  victuals  to  march ;  they  being  only  on  billets  in  their  fevera! 
quarters :  When  I  found  that  this  was  all  I  could  do,  then  I  bethought  my 
felf  to  make  ufe  of  the  motion  made  unto  me  by  my  uncle;  and  whereas  he 
(under  pretence  of  giving  me  intelligence,)  went  about  to  work  upon  mc,  in 
hopes  to  make  me  an  inftrument  to  betray  the  EngUpo ;  I  did  in  the  like  man- 
ner endeavour  to  make  ufe  of  him  for  the  overthrowing  the  Rebels  dellgns ; 
which  with  God's  afllftance  I  did  thus  happily  cfFed. 

After  1  had  taken  advice  with  you,  and  found  that  we  could  not  draw  them 
weftern  forces  unto  us,  and  that  without  them  there  was  no  fighting,  I  fecmcd 
to  him  to  have  put  on  a  refolution  with  your  advice  prefently  to  gather  all 
our  forces  together,  and  told  him  of  a  great  ftrength  that  we  were  able  to 
make,  letting  of  him  know  that  I  was  glad  the  Irijh  were  coming  into  the  trap 
to  us,  for  that  1  knew  there  would  none  of  them  get  off  again  ;  and  then  to  fetch 
him  about,  1  told  him,  that  I  was  forty  that  my  Lord  of  Muskery  was  not 
more  reall  in  his  profefllons  to  the  King,  which  I  petceived  were  all  but  dif- 
fimulation,  or  that  otherwife  he  would  not  now  prefs  fo  hard  upon  our  quar 
tcrs,  being  he  cxpcded  a  Cefiation  foon  after;  and  being  that  then  it  was  pro- 
felled  by  them,  that  they  would  go  into  England  with  forces,  fo  foon  as  that 
was  agreed  on  :  1  marvelled  that  they  would  be  fo  much  the  King's  and  their 
own  enemies,  as  to  feck  the  dcftruftion  of  thole  People  (meaning  theirs)  whole 
afllftance  I  did  foon  cxpeft  in  his  Majeftic's  fcrvice,    which  1  told  him  was  a 

thing 
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thing  I  would  willingly  avoid,  if  I  could ;  and  then  finding  by  liini  that  they 
were  refolvcd  to  come,  notwithftanding  all  my  threats,  I  told  him  that  I  would 
not  draw  our  forces  together  till  fuch  a  day,  if  they  aimed  at  notliing  but  my 
Lord  of  Cork's  towns,  for  that  I  cared  not  if  they  took  them ;  and  that  there- 
fore I  had  fo  ordered  it,  that  the  forces  fhould  be  there  no  fooner  to  hinder 
them  ;  which  would  be  time  enough  for  them  to  take  them  in  -.  But  laid,  that 
if  they  took  them  not  by  that  day,  that  then  they  muft  refoh  e  to  retreat,  or 
that  othcrwife  I  mull  fall  upon  them :  This  they  thought  was  enough  ;  and 
therefore  they  promifed  that  they  would  retreat  that  day,  whether  they  took 
them  or  not ;  though  with  as  little  intention  to  perform  as  I  expected.  Now 
that  I  might  feem  unto  him  to  be  able  to  do  this,  I  prefently  made  all  the  noife 
I  could  of  my  refolution  to  fight  with  the  enemy,  and  wrote  unto  all  the 
garrifons  to  let  the  inhabitants  know,  that  if  they  did  not  make  fome  fhift  to  fur- 
nidi  the  Soldiers  knapfacks  for  the  field,  that  they  were  all  loft ;  whereupon 
they  furnifhed  us  with  five  dayes  provifion,  fo  that  you  and  1  made  a  Ihift  with 
the  bcforementioned  number  to  get  thither  by  the  day  that  1  threatned  to  fight 
with  them,  if  they  were  not  gonej  which  you  know  was  the  fooneft  I  could 
be  there,  you  being  a  witncfs  of  the  diligence  I  ufed  to  get  the  men  into  the 
field ;  and  certainly  if  I  could  have  come  thither  fooner,  1  would  have  threatned  the 
enemy  accordingly :  But  when  we  were  come  to  Talbw,  the  Rebels  belike, 
having  notice  of  our  weaknefs,  continued  the  fiege  notwithftanding  the  promi- 
lesj  which  I  perceiving,  and  being  fearful  they  might  take  Liftnore,  offered 
unto  yourfelf  Lieutenant  Colonel  Appleyard,  and  the  Officers  to  fall  upon 
them  if  you  fhould  advife.  Whereupon  you  all  advifed  to  fend  prefently  foe 
Colonel  Mynn,  and  not  to  attempt  any  thing  till  he  came.  This  delay,  after 
I  had  threatned  to  fight  with  them,  I  was  fearfull  would  make  the  enemy  con- 
temn us;  and  thinking  that  it  was  very  likely,  that  before  Colonel  Mynn 
(who  could  not  in  lefs  than  five  dayes  time  be  with  us)  fhould  come,  the  place 
muft  needs  have  been  loft,  I  bethought  my  lelf  to  fend  "Jack  Fitz,  Gerald 
privately  to  them,  to  let  them  know,  that  they  were  very  happy,  in  that  Mynrt 
was  not  yet  come  unto  me;  and  that  I  had  received  letters  from  him,  intimating 
his  being  on  his  march  towards  me ;  whereof  I  gave  them  notice  out  of  my 
defue  to  prcferve  them,  whom  we  thought  would  foon  become  his  Majeftie's 
fubjccls  and  fervants.  And  therefore  let  them  know  that  if  they  did  not  go 
away  the  next  day,  that  I  muft  of  necefiHty  fall  upon  them ;  but  all  I  could  do 
could  not  divert  them  from  their  own  ends,  till  the  Lord  of  Cork  landed,  and 
brought  me  a  Letter  from  the  King,  commanding  me  to  give  credit  to  what 
he  Ihould  tell  me  ;  who  told  me,  that  it  was  his  Majeftie's  Command  that  I 
ftiould  forward  the  Ceflation  by  all  the  means  I  could ;  whereupon  I  defired  a 
conference  with  my  Lord  Muskery  ;  and  you  know  how  my  Lord  of  Cork 
delivered  the  meflage  fent  unto  me  there  before  my  Lord  of  Muskery ;  and 
did  afilire  my  Lord,  that  if  he  would  withdraw  the  fieges,  he  knew  his  Ma- 
jcftie  would  take  it  well*;  which  my  Lord,  (thinking  that  I  would  have 
fallen  upon  them  the  next  day,)  aflented  unto  :  Now  let  the  world  judge  whe- 
ther I  did  intend  to  give  up  my  Lord  of  Corks  towns,  they  knowing  our 
wants,  our  condition,  our  ftrength,  Nick  Mynns  being  in  the  Weft  unable  to 
come  to  us ;  my  off^cring  daily  to  fall  on,  if  a  Council  of  War  (hould  advife 
it,  and  all  other  circumftances  to  be  as  I  have  related ;  and  let  them  alfo  that 
know  how  we  were,  fay,  if  it  had  not  been  eafy  for  their  3000  foote  and 
goo  horfe  to  have  taken  all  our  quarters,  if  I  had  not  by  this  means  prevented 
it,  by  giving  the  occafion  to  ftay,  where  I  had  provided  againft  their  attempts? 
whereas  if  they  had  marched  on  into  our  quarters,  I  could  never  make  head 
againft  them,  knowing  the  Country  to  be  ready  to  rife  and  aftbrd  them  their  aflif- 
tance  againft  us;  and  that  we  could  never  bring  our  Army  into  a  body  to  have 
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oivcn  them  battle,  fo  that  truly  I  never  was  fo  happy  in  any  thing  concern- 
in"^  this  War,  as  in  that  diverfion,  which  (by  my  uncle  Edmond's  and  my  Lord 
of  Miiskerfs  ambufh)  it  pleafed  God  I  gave  them,  and  thereby  preleivcd  all 
the  poor  Engli^  that  were  abroad  in  our  quarters.  And,  Sir,  for  confirma- 
tion hereof,  you  know  we  were  frequently  told,  that  it  was  a  common  report 
amongft  the  Iri^,  that  I  had  fooled  my  Lord  of  Miiskery,  and  he  them ;  then 
let  all  the  world  think  whether  I  could  be  fo  foolifli  as  to  give  way,  that  fo 
many  of  them  fhould  know  fuch  a  fecret,  if  I  had  not  my  own  ends  in  it ;  or  if 
thofe  ends  had  been  to  favour  them,  whether  that  favour  muft  not  proceed 
from  hope  of  reward  or  afFedlion  to  their  party:  Thelirft  of  thefe  (I  am  con- 
fident) no  enemy  will  alledge  againft  me  -,  and  I  hope  my  adions  have  never 
given  caufe  to  fufped  me  for  the  laft.  Perhaps  my  Lord  of  Cork  will  fay,  I 
did  it  out  of  malice  to  him  ;  to  which  I  anfwer,  that  it  were  ftrange  I  fhould 
put  my  fafety  into  the  hands  of  the  Irii^,  only  to  do  him  a  prejudice,  who  I 
know  durft  not  affront  me;  nor  any  man  durft  ftrike  a  known  coward,  unlefs 
I  did  intend  to  become  one  of  the  Iri^  party  ;  which  furc  now  1  Ihall  not  be 
fufpeded  for,  feeing  I  have  put  on  a  refolution  to  follow  the  War  againll  the 
Infhh  whereunto  my  felf  and  the  reft  of  the  Officers  here  have  been  induced 
by  the  certain  knowledge  of  their  defigns,  being  no  lets  than  to  extirpate  all 
the  Proteftants  and  their  Religion,  and  give  this  Kingdom  into  the  hands  of 
another  Prince,  who  they  think  better  able  to  affift  them  againft  the  Parliament, 
than  the  King  oi  England  \%. 

Sir,  we  have  made  this  known  to  the  King  and  the  world  in  a  large  Declara- 
tion ;  but  we  fear  that  the  fame  Inftrumcnts  that  gained  fuch  truft  for  the  Iri^^ 
(as  that  the  King  condefcended  to  leave  this  in  their  power,  fuppofing  them  to 
be  more  faithfull  to  him  than  that  they  would  do  any  luch  thing,)  will  alfo 
prevail  to  make  him  difcrcdit  our  Declaration,  and  dilapprove  of  our  proceed- 
ings; which  yet  fhall  appear  to  be  cffcduall  for  his  lervice.  But  becaufe 
we  know  that  his  Majeftie  (by  reafonof  the  Parliament's  ftrength  at  fca)  could 
not  affift  us,  we  have  applied  our  felves  to  the  Parliament  alfo,  defiring  their 
affiftance  againft  the  /ri/& ;  and  have  befought  both  King  and  Parliament,  that 
they  would,  (from  the  knowledge  of  their  treacheries,)  take  a  rife  to  begin 
fuch  an  accommodation,  as  that  by  their  joint  confent  this  War  might  be 
followed,    and  that  in  England  may  furceafe. 

Lknow  not  what  effedts  this  may  produce  for  the  good  of  that  Kingdom ; 
but  1  know  we  fhall  have  large  fupplies  here,  and  good  pay  for  loooo  horlc 
and  foote  to  keep  the  field  ;  and  that  it  may  be  an  encouragement  for  our  old 
friends  to  come  over  to  us  again,  the  Parliament  do  undertake  to  pay  the  ar- 
rears due  unto  all  the  Officers  and  us  in  fo  much  adventure  ;  befides  which, 
there  is  no  doubt  (if  God  make  us  vanquilhers,)  but  deferving  men  will  have 
cftatcs  conferred  on  them  in  the  end  of  this,  as  it  was  in  the  laft  Wars,  (I 
mean  Tyrone's  Wars)  of  Ir eland  \  1  fhould  think  it  a  great  happinefs  that  I  might 
have  your  affiftance  in  this  bufinels ;  promifing  you  that  (if  it  lay  in  my  power) 
your  condition  fhall  be  one  of  the  chief  in  the  Army.  But  I  know  your  no- 
blenefs  and  uprightnefs  to  be  fuch,  as  that  1  fhall  offer  nothing  as  an  induce- 
ment to  you ;  but  that  here  you  may  fight  in  a  caufe,  which  firft  is  God's  own ; 
then  that  we  may  fight  againft  thofe  who  are  Papiflsand  Rebels;  and  who  wc 
know  to  be  enemies  to  the  King  and  our  Religion. 

And  laftly,  I  would  defire  you  to  confider,  that  if  the  King  fliould  get  the 
upper  hand  with  the  help  of  thefe  men,  whether  it  be  likely,  that  it  will  be 
in  his  power  to  eftablifh  the  Proteftant  Religion.  If  you  think  fit  to  come,  you 
muft  not  make  known  your  refolution  till  you  fee  how  the  King  approves  of 
our  Declaration;  but  if  that  be  not  come  to  his  hands,  I  would  advife  you  to 
come  without  the  knowledge  of  any,  (but  fuch  as  you  think  will  come  with 
2  you,) 
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you)  to  Milford  Hvivcn,  where  the  Parliament  (liipping  will  receive  yOu,  and 
tranlport  hirhcr  any  that  defirc  to  come.  I  pray  God  dircdi  you  for  the  beft, 
which  is  heartily  wilhed  by,  Sir,

N°  CCCXVIII.    Lord  Digby  to  the  Marqucfs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

I  Who  am  the  faithfullcft  and  nioft  affedionate  fervant  your  Excellence  hath 
in  the  world,  and  the  moft  concerned  in  your  honour  and  intercfts,  am 
not  more  I'cnliblc  of  the  hard  tayk.  which  is  put  upon  your  Excellence,  by 
referring  the  bufinefs  of  the  Peace  of  Ireland  unto  you,  than  his  Majeftie 
himfclf  is  5  but  his  Majeftie  being  neceflitatcd  unto  that  courfe,  by  the  condi- 
tion of  his  affaires  here,  that  would  not  permit  him  without  great  hazard  to 
ad  any  thing  himfelf  in  that  bufinefs  at  this  conjundlure  of  time,  it  is  the  part 
of  a  gallant  Minifter  to  fcrve  his  Majeftie  in  great  ftreights  and  difficulties  by 
eafing  him  of  thofe  burdens  that  would  lie  heavy  upon  him ;  efpecially  when 
the  weight  of  them  confifts  fo  in  circumftances  of  time  and  collateral  confide- 
rations,  which  are  not  likely  to  continue  long  ;  but  that,  as  in  one  fcafon  the 
Minifter  takes  from  theMafter,  fo  in  another  the  Maftcr  may  e^e  the  Minifter 
wholly  of  ir. 

And  now  that  I  have  exprcft  to  your  Excellence  the  truth  of  his  Majcftie's 
carefull  fenfe  of  you,  let  me  tell  you,  that  I  am  not  out  of  hopes,  but  that  the 
work  may  prove  eafier  and  of  lefs  inconvenience  in  the  confequence  of  it,  than 
is  apprehended,  if  there  were  reality  in  thofe  great  profeflions,  which  the 
Agents,  when  they  went  away,  made  of  their  fenfe  of  the  King's  condition, 
and  of  their  refolutions  to  comply  with  it,  and  to  apply  themfelves  rather  to 
merit  advantageous  conditions  for  themfelves  hereafter,  than  to  extort  them 
from  him  now  :  Unto  which  difpofition  there  have  not  been  neglefted  here 
any  private  preparations  and  encouragements  that  could  be  thought  effectual. 
I  fend  your  Excellence  herewithall  a  paper  of  additional  propofitions  made 
by  the  Agents,  a  little  while  before  their  going;  unto  which  there  was  not 
time  to  give  an  anfwer. 

In  thele  and  the  former  all  is  comprifed  that  they  fay  they  mean  to  defire. 
1  fend  your  Excellence  alfo  a  draught  of  fuch  demands  as  were  prefented  by  the 
Counfellors  and  Clergy  oi  Ireland  here,  as  fit  to  be  made  on  the  King's  partj 
all  which  are  entirely  fubmitted  unto  your  Excellence's  judgment  upon  the 
place. 

Thus  far  I  had  written,  and  was  within  few  hours  of  clofing  my  difpatch 
when  'Daniel  O  Neile  comes  to  us,  laden  with  difpatches  and  with  inftrudli- 
ons  ;  unto  which  the  unfcttlcd  floating  condition  that  we  have  been  in  ever 
fince,  hath  not  permitted  me  till  now  to  return  any  anfwer,  and  even  now  a 
very  fhort  and  imperfedt  one. 

In  the  firft  place ;  as  for  all  thofe  long  difpatches  from  your  Excellence  and 
the  Council  unto  Secretary  Nicholas  ;  which,  he  being  left  behind  at  Oxford, 
were  opened  by  me  ;  I  am  conftrained  to  refer  the  longer  anfwer  of  them  unto 
another  opportunity,  and  only  to  fay  thefe  two  things  unto  them  from  his  Maje- 
ftie: Firft,  that  the  prefent  and  more  growing  diforders  in  that  Kingdom  which 
they  exprefs,  import  a  greater  neceflity  of  a  Peace  with  the  Irifl],  if  it  may  be 
obtained  upon  juft  and  honourable  termes,  and  of  an  union  againft  thofe  trai- 
tors of  the  Covenant,  fo  much  more  dangerous  than  any  other,  as  they  are 
more  firmly  linkt  unto  the  Rebells  here.     Secondly,  that  his  Majeftie  having 

Q^q  q  q  referred, 
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referred  the  whole  bufinefs  of  that  Kingdom  fo  abfolutcly  and  lb  unUmitedly 
unto  your  Excellence's  fidelity  and  judgment  upon  the  place,  your  Excellence 
muft  not  expedt  much  of  ditedion  from  hence.  You  have  a  difficult  task  put 
upon  you,  'tis  true;  but  yet  I  make  no  doubt  but  it  will  prove  a  glorious 
one,  and  wherein,  notwithftanding  all  appearing  hazards  that  might  deter  vul- 
gar fpirits,  your  Excellence  hath  nothing  to  fear,  but  in  the  ruines  of  his  Ma- 
jeftie,  and  of  Monarchy  it  felf,  with  which  (I  am  confidcirt)  you  will  rather 
perifh  than  fubffft  after  it. 

Thefc  two  animadverfions  I  am  alfo  to  apply  unto  the  greatefl:  part  of  your 
Excellence's  letter  unto  me  of  the  28th  of  June,  (that  of  the  13th  mentioned 
therein  having  mifcarried)  particularly  in  what  concerns  the  lofTes  and  defedi- 
ons  in  the  north  o^ Ireland,  and  the  contrivances  and  animofities  againft  Peace, 
with  the  difficulties  and  fcandals,  which  you  conceive  cannot  be  avoided  in  the 
endeavouring  to  fupprefs  them.  It  is  true,  as  your  Excellence  laith,  that  no- 
thing could  fo  much  diminifh  the  prejudices  likely  to  arife  againft  a  Peace  or 
further  Ccflation,  as  if  there  were  means,  againft  the  conclufion  or  publication  of 
cither,  that  the  Army  and  Forts  might  be  well  provided  for.  But,  my  Lord,  I 
muft  not  flatter  you  with  falfe  hopes,  we  have  not  as  yet  the  poffibility  to  do 
it :  We  ftruggle  even  for  life  with  our  own  neceffities  here,  and  if  we  were, 
as  to  the  point  of  want,  in  better  condition,  I  do  not  know  how  we  could 
hope  to  fupply  you  this  fummer,  the  feas  being  fo  commanded  by  the  Rebells. 
But  if  it  could  be  hoped,  that  the  Army  and  Forts  could  fubfift  till  winter,  we 
fhould  not  delfair  of  the  meanes  to  fupply  them,  and  be  hopcfuU  of  the  waycs. 
However,  my  Lord,  I  cannot  but  admire  your  prudence  and  power  in  what 
you  have  done  already  for  furnifhing  the  Neivry,  Carlingford,  Greencajlle,  and 
'\Dundalk  •■>  for  which,  jointly  with  the  other  great  fervices,  I  am  to  return  you 
thanks  from  his  Majcftie. 

That  which  your  Excellence  writes  of  the  general  fenfe  of  the  Proteftants 
there  in  relation  to  Peace,  and  their  own  prefent  condition,  I  ever  conjedured 
to  be  the  truth ;  and  found  clearly  thofe  four  perfons  employed  hither  to  be 
perfons,  either  corrupt  in  their  loyalty,  or  fanatick  in  their  underftandings ,  and 
their  upholders  and  correfpondents  of  Ireland  were  in  an  union  with  the  Scots 
Covenanters ;  and  according  to  this  dodrine,  I  hear  their  difcourfes  and  demea- 
nour are  at  Londvn. 

Having  difcovered  thus  much  unto  your  Excellence  in  the  general,  I  fliall  as 
fhortly  as  I  may  give  you  an  anfwer,  by  his  Majcftie's  Command,  to  the  fevc- 
ral  particulars,  both  of  your  letter,  and  of  fuch  things  as  were  propofed  from 
you  by  'Daniel  O  Neile. 

For  my  Lord  of  Tortland;  he  is  making  all  poflible  haftc  into  Munjier.  I 
hope  his  ftay  from  thence  will  not  be  of  many  dayes. 

For  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde,  I  herewithall  fend  your  Excellence  a  Commif- 
fion,  with  Lord  Wilmot's  confent,  whereby  he  is  to  command  all  the  mili- 
tary part  of  Connaght  in  Chief  under  your  Excellence,  notwithftanding  all  for- 
mer Commiffions. 

Touching  what  your  Excellence  defires ;  that  fuch  diredions  as  the  King 
iliall  think  fit  to  give  you  concerning  the  affaires  of  Ireland,  particularly  con- 
cerning offices,  graces,  or  benefits  there,  might  pafs  through  one  hand  ;  his 
Majeftie  thinks  it  a  convenicncy  for  your  Excellence  to  defirc,  for  the  avoid- 
ing of  contradidory  commands:  and  therefore  it  is  his  Majcftie's  pleafure, that 
all  commands  of  his  Majeftie  of  that  nature  to  your  Excellence  be  tranfmittcd 
by  only  one  of  his  Secretaries,  and  that  what  fhall  come  to  you  fignified  by 
any  other  hand,  unlefs  merely  in  ordinary  matters  of  courfe,  your  Excellence 
fhould  underftand  it  as  a  flip  of  memory ;  his  Majeftie  being  refolvcd  to  ob- 
ferve  the  order  as  aforefaid  betwixt  him  and  your  Excellence.  And  the  contents 
of  this  letter  arc  the  beginning  of  my  fignifications  unto  your  Excellence  ac- 
cording to  this  fettlcment.  2  A  fccond 
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A  fccond  thins;,  which  his  MaicRic  commands  mc,  and  which  I  Ihall  piUKfl^u- 
ally  obfcrvc  on  my  pair,  is  that  nothing  of  any  confcqucncc  Ihall  be  granted 
here  within  that  Kingdom,  without  firll  advifing  with  your  Excellency. 

His  Majeftie  is  farther  plcafed  to  lignify  unto  you  by  mc,  that  it  is  his  inten- 
tion, that  you  fhould  ulc  your  power  in  recalling  and  diipofing  of  all  Govern- 
ments and  Commillions  which  arc  during  plcalure,  granted  by  his  Majeftie  to 
any  perfon  whatfoever  fincc  this  Rebellion,  if  you  fhall  find  or  believe  them 
prejudicial  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice. 

His  Majeftie  is  alfo  plcafed,  according  to  your  dcfire,  that  there  be  a  Pro- 
clamation made  here  in  England,  commanding  all  fuch  as  have  eftatcs  or  ofli- 
ces  in  that  Kingdom,  and  are  not  aftually  in  his  Majeftie's  fervice  here  or  a- 
broad,  to  rcpaire  into  Ireland  within  two  months  after  the  publifliing  thereof 
to  defend  their  cftates  againft  the  Covenanters,  or  any  other,  there, raifing  armes 
againrt  his  Majeftie,  upon  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  offices,  and  feifure  of  their 
cftates. 

Concerning  the  Covenant,  it  is  conceived,  that  yout  Excellence  cannot  make 
too  high  declarations  of  the  treafonablenefs  of  it. 

I  fend  your  Excellence  hercwithall  a  copy  of  the  Proteftation  againft  it, 
which  all  the  Scotfmen  at  Oxford  were,  by  advice  of  the  Lords  and  Commons 
there,  obliged  to  take,  or  to  lofe  their  places,  and  not  to  be  permitted  to 
live  under  the  King's  protedion  :  Your  Excellence  will  be  plcafed  to  make 
what  ufe  of  it  you  in  your  wifdom  Hiall  think  fit. 

Concerning  the  four  Councellors  of  Ireland^  I  believe  that  they  will  now 
be  exchanged  for  Monk,  Warren,  Butler,  and  Gibfon. 

There  remaines  nothing  more,  that  I  can  remember,  for  me  to  trouble  your 
Excellence  with,  concerning  particulars,  either  of  your  letter,  or  of  O  Neile's 
inftrudlions.  There  are  fome  by  the  by,  of  which  I  muft  acquit  my  felf.  The 
firft  is,  to  fignify  unto  your  Excellence,  that  his  Majeftie  is  pleafed  to  beftow 
upon  you  the  wardfhip  of  my  Lord  your  Son,  though  with  ftrong  defircs  that 
your  family  may  never  have  oc-cafion  to  reap  the  benefits  of  that  favour. 

In  the  next  place  his  Majeftie  is  pleafed  to  defign  Sir  Maurice  Euftace  to 
the  Mafterfhip  of  the  Rolls  of  that  Kingdom,  if  your  Excellence  fhall  approve 
of  it,  and  when  you  fhall  think  the  time  fit  to  declare  it. 

Thirdly,  his  Majeftie  is  pleafed  to  recommend  unto  you,  in  cafe  you  fhall 
think  him  worthy  of  it,  my  Brother  Chichefter  to  be  fworn  a  Privy  Councel- 
lor  of  Ireland. 

Laftly,  give  me  leave  to  give  your  Excellence  humble  thanks  for  your  favour 
to  my  iervant  Felton. 

There  is  one  fuite  more,  that  I  fhould  make  to  your  Excellence,  but  that  I 
will  have  no  fhare  in  that,  which  I  defire  may  be  an  entire  obligation  from 
your  felf,  knowing  that  you  are  prone  to  love  the  perfon ;  it  is  in  the  behalf 
of  my  honeft  friend  'Dick  Tower  ;  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  carry  him  in 
your  thoughts  for  fome  fitting  accommodation  in  that  Kingdom,  either  by  way 
of  ftanding  troop  of  horfe,  or,  where  his  Religion  may  be  no  obftacle,  for  the 
government  of  fome  fort.  I  am  confident  he  is  worthy  of  a  very  eminent 
good  one,  though  1  confefs  I  have  friendlhip  enough  for  him  to  make  me  par- 
tiall.  He  was  defigncd  to  be  the  bearer  of  this  difpatch;  but  that  befidcs  fome 
occafion  of  much  confequence  that  I  had  to  ftay  him  here,  this  bearer.  Sir 
Brian  O  Neile,  was  judged  a  perfon  that  might  be  very  ufefuU  in  the  bufinefs 
of  the  Treaty.  I  know  not  with  what  prejudices  he  may  have  been  repre- 
fented  to  your  Excellence  in  that  bufinefs,  for  he  was  the  like  unto  us ;  but  I 
muft  give  him  this  teftimony,  that  he  hath  carried  himfelf  very  heartily  for  the 
King's  fervice,  and  had  a  great  part  in  any  thing  that  was  of  moderation  in  the 
Irip  Agents.  I  am  confident,  if  your  Excellence  admit  him  to  truft  in  that  bu- 
finefs, he  will  do  good  fervice,  and  deferve  your  favour  5  which  then  I  ihall  be 
a  fuitor  that  vou  will  afford  him.  Thus 
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Thus  humbly  befceching  your  Excellence's  pardon  for  this  tedious  ufurpin^ 
upon  your  time,  I  reft  moft  entirely

My  Lord, 

I  Shall  add  to  my  other  letters  but  two  things  ^  the  one  is,  that  though  I  ftill 
believe  it  had  been  much  better  for  the  King's  fcrvice  that  the  Earl  of  Clan- 
ricarde  had  been  put  into  the  government  of  Connaght,  than  the  Lord  'Dillon ; 
yet  I  conceive  the  Lord  ^Dillon  cannot  now  be  removed,  but  with  more  dan- 
ger of  prejudice  than  hope  of  advantage  to  his  Majeftie's  affaires. 

The  other  is,  that  underftanding  by  his  Majeftie's  Letter  to  me,  that  he  in- 
tends to  fend  over  a  Commiflion  for  a  further  Treaty  with  the  Irifli,  by  Sir 
Brian  O  Neile,  Imuft  freely  declare  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  as  he  is  a  pcrfoii 
of  fmall  efteem,  and  not  at  all  gracious  with  the  Englijh  and  Proteftants  j  fo 
neither  is  he  a  man  with  whom  I  dare  otherwife  deal  than  at  the  ftaves  end. 
I  leave  it  to  your  Lordftiip  to  confider,  whether  any  ufe  may  be  made  of  this 
latter  point :  if  it  come  too  late,  I  have  yet  this  advantage  by  it;  that  your 
Lordfhip  will  fee  there  is  nothing  concealed  from  you  of  the  apprchcnfions  or

N°  CCCXX.  The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Mr.  Secretary  Nicholas. 

SIR, 

YOURS  of  the  20th  of  May  gave  me  all  the  knowledge  I  yet  have  of  the 
Irijh  Treaty  there  J  what  I  can  ground  upon  that  advertifemcnt,  you  may 
judge ;  and  how  neceflary  it  is,  that  we  be  inftruded  in  that  affaire,  and  more 
clearly  and  fpecdily  direded  by  his  Majeftie,  is  manifclf  by  the  difpatch  from 
the  board,  which  is  fo  full  that  1  fliall  add  nothing  to  it,  but  my  moft  earncft 
defire  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  haften  the  bearer  Stephen  Smith,  (who  is 
exprefly  fent)  back  with  an  anfwer;  fuch  as  his  Majeftie  fhall  think  fit  to  give 
for  our  dircftion  in  his  fervice. 

I  was  well  afllued,  that  the  Gentlemen  fent  from  hence  by  his  Majeftie's 
Command  were  able  to  give  very  great  afliftance  in  the  Treaty ;  and  I  widi, 
if  his  Majeftie  have  not  confiderable  fervice  for  them  to  do  there,  that  they  may 
be  fpecdily  commanded  to  return  hither,  where  their  help  was  never  more  nc- 
ceffary. 

That  his  Majefty  gave  no  credit  to  the  ftrange  news  contained  in  the  letter 
from  the  Council  touching  Sir  Arthur  Lofttts,  and  that  he  hath  been  graci- 
oufly  pleafed  to  direft  a  way  for  my  vindication,  gives  me  fingular  encourage- 
ment to  proceed  in  his  fervice  with  all  chearfulncfs,  notwithftanding  the  diffi- 
culties I  encounter,  and  the  art  of  the  ill  affcdcd  to  difcourage  me. 

I  am  fbrry  his  Majeftie  is  not  yet  in  condition  to  clear  thcfc  fcas  of  thofc 
fhips  that  infcft  rhcm,  and  commit  great  fpoil  upon  his  good  fubjedls  trading 
hither  i  God  be  thanked,  the  greatcft  hurt  they  do  this  place,  is  the  hindering 
of  intelligence,  which  yet  might  be  had,  if  thofe  in  command  in  Anglefea^w^ 
other  fea  ports  were  as  carcfuU  as  they  ought  to  be  :  Viduall  wc  have  out  of 
the  Country  in  good  plenty,  and  fhall  have  during  the  CclVation  ;  but  wc  want 
2  wherewith 
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wherewith  to  buy  it  for  the  Soldier,  who  is  reduced  to  great  extremity ;  in- 
Ibmuch,  thap  daily  men  run  from  us  to  the  l"hips,  and  arc  tranfported  into 
South  Wales  to  join  with  the  Rebels  there,  where  they  prove  the  bcft  nien 
they  have. 

By  tlic  next  you  fliall  have  a  pcrfccl  accompt  of  Do£lor  Cooke's  carriage  abciut 
the  bark  fold  here  by  him,  and  complained  of  by  Sir  John  'Penhigton. 

The  Scots  arc  returned  to  their  quarters  in  the  North,  and  the  Irifi  arc 
following  them  as  they  pretend,  our  fecurity  confifts  more  in  their  enmity 
againil  each  other,  and  in  their  ballanccd  power,  than  in  any  thing  we  can 
depend  upon  of  our  Iclvcs ;  which  is  a  condition  fo  fubjed  to  change,  and  fo 
little  honourable,  as  renders  my  employment  moft  comfortlefs  and  diftraftcd. 

The  Earl  of  ^«/r//// hath  lately  lent  into  fomc  part  oi  Scotland  2$ oo  men 
well  armed  and  viftualled  for  two  months  i  the  iliips  that  conveyed  them 
have  done  much  hurt  to  the  Scots,  and  have  taken  two  of  the  four  Minifters 
that  came  out  oi Scotland  xo  promote  the  Covenant  and  fow  fedition  here.  I 
muft  recommend  to  your  ta\'our  the  ftatc  of  Mr.  Nicholas  White,  husband  to 
the  Lady  Bliindell,  who  hath  loll:  much  by  the  Rebellion  here,  and  (as  I  hear) 
hath  fuftered  by  his  Majeftie's  forces  on  that  fide,  contrary  I  am  confident  to 
his  Majcllie's  will.     Sir,  1  reft

Mjf  Lord, 

IUnderftand  that  the  fliips  employed  by  your  Lordfhip  to  convey  your  men 
to  the  Ifles,  have  taken  fome  of  the  Scottifh  Minifters,  that  came  hither  to 
preach  the  Covenant  and  feduce  his  Majeftie's  good  fubjefts  to  Sedition  and  Re- 
bellion ;  if  it  be  fo,  (as  I  very  believe  it  is)  I  fhall  humbly  advife  your  Lord- 
fhip by  all  poflible  meanes  to  get  them  fpeedily  and  fafely  into  your  hands, 
die  they  may  perhaps  be  recovered  by  the  Parliament  fhips  to  the  King's  very 
great  diftcrvice. 

I  know  I  iTiall  not  need  to  advife  your  Lordfliip  to  make  ufe  of  your 
power  and  intereft  in  this  affembly  now  at  Kilkenny,  to  bring  them  into  that 
moderation  and  humble  fubmiffion  to  his  Majeftie,  as  befits  the  duty  of  good 
fubjefls,  and  is  moft  like  to  bring  this  Kingdom  into  a  happy  and  lafting 
Peace ;  for  I  am  confident  this  was  a  great  part  of  your  bufinefs  into  the  King- 
dom, and  I  believe  a  principall  reafon  that  induced  you  to  join  your  felf  to 
their  party. 

I  can  hear  no  certainty  of  the  landing  of  the  men  your  Lordfhip  fent ;  but 
I  make  no  queftion  they  are  fome  where  at  work.  It  is  here  reported,  that 
the  men  left  by  Alexander  Mac  "Donell  at  Raghlin,  upon  their  return  to  the 
Iflcs,  were  all  taken  and  hanged  5  whether  that  be  fo,  or  no,  I  know  not

Mj  Lord, 

I  Perceive  by  your  Lordfhip's  letter,  and  that  other  direftcd  to  his  Majeftic, 
that  we  are  in  eminent  danger,  (wiio  have  adhered  to  his  Majeftie,)  unlels 
he  be  gracioufly  pleafed,  and  alio  able  to  dired  and  fettle  fome  way  of  fafety 
for  us :  Which  I  am  of  opinion,  (with  your  Lordfhip's  favour,)  cannot  be  done 
by  the  courfe  propofed  in  that  letter ;  being  well  afllired  that  the  7r//Z)  will  not 
be  fatisfied  with  any  thing,  nor  think  themfelves  fecure  till  they  have  rid  this 
Kingdom  of  all  us,  who  have  oppofed  them  in  this  late  Rebellion,  have  all  our 
Churches  in  their  hands,  and  have  eftablifhed  fuch  a  form  of  government,  both 
civil  and  martial,  as  fhall  be  moft  acceptable  to  them,  and  may  beft  conduce  to 
their  future  fafety,  when  they  know  his  Majeftie  fhall  attempt  the  recovery  of 
that  prerogative  by  force,  which  now  they  intend  to  deprive  him  of  by  Fraud 
and  Rebellion. 

My  Lord,  if  this  fhould  happen  to  prove  otherwife,  and  that  the  Iripy  will 
really  become  obedient  to  his  Majeftie,  I  know  it  will  fuddenly  appear ;  fori 
am  confident  this  Aflembly  will  fufficiently  difcover  their  intents.  And  there- 
fore I  thought  not  fit  to  fign  the  letter,  untill  fome  intelligence,  that  I  exped 
from  one  that  is  there,  do  overtake  me;  but  in  regard  of  my  now  entring  into 
a  pofture  of  defence,  I  thought  it  requifite  to  fend  back  this  bearer  to  let  your 
Lordfhip  know  that  there  was  a  plot  laid  to  take  thefe  garrifons,  under  pretence 
of  a  fufpicion  they  had  of  my  intention  to  bring  in  the  Parliament  fhipping  and 
forces ;  and  that  it  is  not  unlikely,  that  under  fome  other  falfe  pretence,  they 
may  take  occafion  to  furprize  what  forces  and  places  of  ftrength  are  in  your  Lord- 
ihip's  and  all  other  hands,  where  their  powers  or  policies  could  reach  them. 

This  would  render  the  letter  not  only  ufelefs  but  fcandalous  to  us,  being 
in  effed  to  defue  his  Majeftie  to  conclude  a  peace  on  any  terms  with  the 
Iripj,  that  fo  we  might  join  unanimoufly  againft  the  Scots,  who  as  yet  are  not 
more  rebellious  than  they,  and  I  fear  will  fhortly  appeare  not  to  be  fo  dan- 
gerous enemies  to  his  Majeftie  and  his  Protcftant  fubjeds;  but  if  it  pleafeGod 
to  put  other  thoughts  into  their  hearts,  I  fhall  put  the  letter  into  the  hands  of 
a  trufty  meflfenger,  who  will  not  fail  to  make  all  hafte  to  deliver  it.     I  am.

THIS  Gentleman,  doubting  the  fpccdy  conveyance  of  his  and  my  letters 
fent  yefterday  unto  your  Lordfhip,  defired  to  follow  them ;  whom  there- 
fore I  thought  fit  to  accompany  with  this  intelligence  unto  your  Lordfhip,  that 
his  Majeftie  and  the  Parliament  are  now  upon  a  Treaty,  and  that  wc  cxped  if 
the  IriP)  do  not  return  to  their  obedience,  that  his  Majeftie  will  make  fome 
agreement  with  the  Parliament,  that  fo  there  may  forces  come  hither  to  afllft 
us  for  the  preferving  of  his  Highnefs's  intereft  here,  which  the  Irifh  have  dc- 
figncd  to  put  into  the  hands  of  another  Prince ;  but  if  the  Irijh  do  behave 
themfelves  as  becomes  them  towards  his  Majeftic,  they  exped  a  fpccdy  Peace 
here ;  either  of  which  wc  hope  will  conduce  to  our  prefervaiion  j  more  I  have 
not  to  fay,  but  that  I  am  really

Mdy  it  pleafe  your  Lord^ip, 

WH  E  N  it  was  difcovercd  here  what  the  refolutions  of  the  /rz/Z?  were, 
and  how  his  Majeftie's  gracious  intentions  towards  them  touching  a  Peace 
were  no  lefs  flighted  than  decUned,  it  was  charged  upon  me  as  my  duty  to  put 
my  fclf  into  as  ftridt  a  pofture  of  defence  as  I  could.  And  as  the  exigency  of  the 
jnatter  would  not  permit  me  time  to  confult  with  your  Lordlhip's  plcafure  in 
if,  fo  I  did  not  faile  with  all  convenient  fpced  to  dilpatch  unto  your  Lordlhip 
fpccdy  notice  both  of  the  caufes  and  manner  of  our  {landing  on  our  defence  5 
which  I  thought  fittcft  to  do  by  the  conveyance  of  a  fmall  veflel  of  little  va- 
lue, which  1  accompted  of  lels  hazard  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Parliament 
Ihipping,  to  whom  the  matter  of  my  letter  would  not  be  unacceptable,  than 
into  the  hands  of  the  /r//7j,  who  (1  feared)  would  never  let  them  arrive  at  yours. 
Yet  left  any  miiadventure  Ihould  befall  the  letters  at  Tea,  1  thought  good  to 
cxpofe  thel'e  others  to  the  fortune  of  a  conveyance  by  land ;  which  arc  only 
to  give  your  Lordfhip  notice,  that  when  we  palpably  difcerned  a  rclblution 
(and  that  made  publick)  in  the  Iri^  generally,  and  more  particularly  in  their 
Clergy,  not  to  accept  of  any  termes  of  Peace  not  fuitable  in  all  points  to 
their  own  defires  and  ends  of  extirpating  the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  fup- 
planting  the  Englif)  Government  i  and  that  they  had  already  put  in  praftice 
fcvcrai  defigns  to  corrupt  and  poyfon  the  loyalties  and  affedions  of  the  Irijb 
in  our  garrifons,  and  to  frame  among  them  fuch  inftrumcnts,  as  might  be 
ready  to  execute  any  treacherous  defigns  of  theirs  upon  us,  of  which  we  have 
gained  feveral  inftances. 

It  was  therefore  the  unanimous  and  joint  confents  of  all  the  poor  remnant 
of  his  Majeftie's  forces  here,  who  in  regard  of  their  inconfiderable  ftrength, 
were  the  more  obnoxious  to  furprifes,  and  ought  in  that  refped  to  be  more 
ftridly  wary,  that  we  ought  to  free  and  fecure  our  felves,  by  all  wayes  and 
meanes  we  could  find  out,  againft  the  foreign  plots  of  our  enemies  abroad, 
and  fecret  practices  of  our  malignants  at  home ;  and  to  that  end  have  we  put 
our  felves  into  fuch  a  defepfive  pofture,  as  that  our  garrifons  are  in  fome  mea- 
furc  fecured  againft  the  one  and  the  other,  untill  we  may  receive  the  lignifi- 
cation  of  your  Lordfhip's  pleafure. 

That  they  have  voted  againft  any  Peace,  but  on  their  own  conditions,  is 
fo  general  a  difcourfe,  that  they  ftick  not  to  divulge  it  publickly,  and  that 
divers  of  this  town  had  promifed  their  afliftance  to  them  is  moft  certain ;  but 
it  will  now  be  unfeafonable  to  fend  the  proofs,  it  being  very  rcquifite  that 
we  may  firft  receive  your  Lordfhip's  commands  touching  our  prefent  condi- 
tion, which  I  fhall  attend,  and  remaine,

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency y 

THE  S  E  four  months  at  the  leaft  I  have  not  had  any  letter  from  your 
Excellence,  fo  as  if  any  have  been  fcnt,  either  they  mifcarried,  or  fell 
into  other  hands  than  mine.  Wherefore,  having  no  letters  of  your  Excellence's 
to  anfwer,  I  fhall  by  thek  worthy  pcrfonage*  (to  whom  I  wifh  a  fafe  and 

4  ^ecdy 
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fpeedy  paflagc)  only  acquaint  your  Excellence  with  a  fummary  view  of  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  prefcnt  affaires  here. 

In  the  lofs  of  Tork,  (fuccceding  the  bloody  battle  fought  near  it  by  his  Highnefs 
Prince  Rupert  and  the  Englijh  and  Scottijh  Rebels)  your  Excellence  may  well 
imagine  what  prejudice  we  luflxr  in  the  North,  and  how  infolent  thofc  Rebels 
are  become  upon  it.  But  as  his  Highnefs  hath  ufed  great  diligence  in  rallying 
his  difperfed  men,  whereof  he  hath  now  no  lefs  than  loooo  together  in  Lan- 
cafh!re,  fo  as  his  Highnefs  hopes  to  give  a  very  good  accompt  of  the  Rebells 
that  purfue  him  ;  folt  is  remarkable  that,  notwithftanding  their  triumphs  and 
boaftings,  they  rather  crumble  away  than  augment  their  forces,  and  have  made 
no  pro2;rcfs  at  all,  fincc  that  city  fell  into  their  rebellious  hands,  the  ambition 
of  the  Scots  perhaps  being  a  great  occafion  that  they  know  not  how  to  pro- 
ceed, for  they  refolutely  profcfs  they  cannot  think  themfelves  fecure,  unlels 
they  may  have  a  garrifon  of  that  nation  in  London  fufficient  to  mafter  that 
city  and  the  parts  adjoining,  there  being  many  (efpecially  in  Kent,  where  they 
fay  they  withrtood  the  Norman  conqueft,  and  will  never  fubmit  to  the  Scot- 
tijlo,)  who  ihcv^  their  diQike  of  a  Scottijh  tyranny. 

Waller  and  Bro'wne  hover  hereabouts  with  their  feveral  forces ;  which  yet 
are  not  great  enough  to  attempt  this  city,  or  to  make  any  notable  addition  to 
the  Earl  of  Ejfex,  who  hath  been  fome  time  in  the  Weft,  and  hath  now  on 
this  fide  the  King  and  his  Army,  and  on  the  other  fide  Prince  Maurice  with  his 
Army,  (each  at  leaft  lOooo,  and  not  far  afunder)  drawing  daily  nearer  and 
nearer  to  him  ;  infomuch  as  we  exped  very  fuddenly  to  hear  of  fome  aftion 
between  the  King's  and  the  Earl's  forces,  and  hope  the  rather  that  it  will  be 
fuccefsfuU  to  us,  they  being  inferior  in  number,  and  far  from  feconds. 

The  Queen  is  at  ^endennts  by  Fahnouth.  I  write  in  fuch  hafte  as  I  can 
add  no  more,  but  that  I  am.

My  Lord, 

YOURS  of  the  7th  I  received  the  26th  of  this  month,  a  few  dayes  after 
mine  of  the  9th,  17th,  and  2  2d,  were  fent  by  my  fervant  Stephen  Smith, 
who  I  hope  hath  before  now  delivered  them  to  your  Lordfhip.  The  demands 
prefented  by  the  Councellors  and  Clergie  of  Ireland  as  fit  to  be  made  on  the 
King's  part,  and  mentioned  by  your  Lordfhip  to  be  fent  with  your  Lordfliip's 
faid  letter  of  the  7th  I  have  not  received ;  nor  did  I  know  there  were  any 
fuch  demands  prefented,  till  I  received  your  Lordfhip's.  1  fliall  now  humbly 
defire  that  they  may  with  all  fpeed  fend  me,  together  with  his  Majeftie's  plea- 
fure,  direfting  how  far  they  fhall  be  infifted  upon,  the  reft  of  the  paper? 
mentioned  in  his  Majeftie's  of  the  fame  date  with  your  Lordlhip's,  and  the  ad- 
ditional propofitions  I  have  received  ■■>  but  I  conceive  it  very  ncceflary  that  your 
Lordfhip  would  be  pleafed  to  attcft  the  anfwers  given  by  his  Majefty  to  the 
propofitions  of  thofe  deputed  from  the  Irijh ;  whereby  all  fcruplc  will  be 
taken  from  thofe,  that  I  muft  neceflarily  advife  with  in  this  Treaty,  fo  far  as 
there  is  any  concefllon  in  thofe  anfwers  to  the  defire  of  the  other  party. 

This  day,  by  the  advice  of  the  Council,  (which  I  intend  to  take  along 
with  me  to  the  end  of  this  great  work)  I  fignified  to  the  Lord  of  Muskery 
and  the  reft  of  thofe  that  attended  his  Majeftie,  that  a  Commiflion  was  come 
to  me,  authorizing  me  to  treat  and  conclude  of  a  Peace,  or  further  Ceflation 
of  Armes.  To  morrow  I  fhall  fend  it  away,  and  henceforth  endeavour  to 
bring  the  Treaty  to  the  fpeedicft  and  bcft  condufioa  I  can. 

Having 
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Having  informed  your  Lordfliip  what  is  already  done  in  purfuance  of  his 
Majeftie's  Commands,  and  now  afluring  your  Lordfhip  that  I  fhall,  with  all 
my  power  and  induftry,  endeavour  to  effcd  them.  It  remaincs  that  in  dis- 
charge of  the  truft  his  Majeftie  doth  me  the  honour  to  rcpofe  in  me,  that 
I  humbly  and  clearly  inform  him  by  your  LordOiip,  that  by  any  obfcrvation 
of  mine  I  have  little  grounds  to  hope  that  this  Commiffion  will  etFcd  that 
for  which  it  was  lent :  To  wit,  the  concluding  of  fuch  a  Peace  as  may  be 
for  his  Majeftie's  honour,  or  for  the  juft  and  reafonable  fatisfaftion  of  his  Pro- 
teftant  fubje^ts ;  or  that  the  Irifb  will  agree  to  a  new  Ceflation,  unlefs  upon 
fuch  conditions  as  will  more  certainly  dcftroy  us  than  a  war,  and  almoft  in  as 
fliort  a  time.  I  have  not  time  to  fhew  your  Lordlhip  the  reafon  of  this  opi- 
nion 5  but  if  our  late  difpatches  be  fafely  come  to  your  hands,  they  will  in  a 
great  part  latisfy  your  Lordfhip. 

By  the  very  next  I  fhall  befeech   your  Lordfhip  more  at  large  to   prefent 
his  Majeftie  my  moft  humble  thanks  for  his  gracious  care  of  me :  And  I  now 
affure  your  Lordfhip  of  my  conftant  being

My  Lord, 

YO  U  may  eafily  imagine  I  was  much  amazed  and  diftrafted  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  your  Lordfhip's  letter,  both  in  regard  of  the  unexpeded  intelli- 
gance  it  brought  me,  and  your  Lordfhip's  detaining  the  letter  direfted  to  his 
Majeftie,  figned  by  fo  many  of  the  Nobility,  who  will  probably  apprehend  it 
a  great  injury  done  unto  them  in  a  bufinefs  of  fuch  importance,  having  juft 
reafon  to  expeft  that  though  your  Lordfliip  fhould  be  pre-ingaged  in  other  de- 
fgns  that  might  divert  your  figning  of  the  letter;  yet  that  your  Lordfhip  would 
cither  have  permitted  the  conveyance  of  it  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant  accompanied 
with  your  Lordfhip's  difcovery  and  information,  and  fo  left  it  to  his  Lordfhip's 
judgment  and  refolution,  to  whom  it  properly  and  only  belongs,  to  confider 
of  the  fitnefs  of  tranlmitting  it  over  to  his  Majeftie;  or  elfe  that  your  Lordfhip 
would  have  returned  it  back  to  me  who  was  entrufted  with  the  conveyance, 
that  thofe  noble  perfons  who  were  concerned  therein  might  have  confidered 
of  their  farther  proceeding ;  many  of  the  Lords  who  have  fubfcribed  having 
their  refidence  near  to  me.  And  now,  though  late,  I  do  exped,  and  muft 
earneftly  deftre  for  their  fatisfadion  and  the  difcharge  of  their  truft  repofed  in  me, 
that  your  Lordfhip  will  fpeedily  return  the  letter  to  me,  together  with  fuch 
farther  knowledge,  as  your  Lordfhip  hath  gained  of  the  confpiracy  formerly 
mentioned,  having  caufe  to  believe  that  your  Lordfhip,  who  is  fo  anciently 
and  honourably  defcendcd  here,  would  not  be  the  author  or  divulger  of  fo 
high  a  tamt  upon  this  Nation,  but  upon  very  fure  grounds  and  evident  proofes 
prepared  to  make  it  good :  for  appearing  otherwife,  it  would  certainly  be  a 
very  great  differvice  to  his  Majeftie,  as  well  as  an  injury  to  the  whole  Nation, 
to  have  fuch  reports  divulged.  Yet  it  feems  ftrange,  that  it  could  be  fo  clofely 
carried,  as  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  (from  whom  I  lately  received  letters,)  nor  none 
of  thofe  other  Lords  who  fubfcribed  with  me,  who  have  great  alliance  and  in- 
tercft  in  the  Kingdom,  could  not  by  any  diligence  of  theirs  make  the  leaft  dif^ 
covery  of  any  fuch  practice :  Which  makes  me  hope,  it  could  at  moft  be  only 
the  dcfign  of  fome  particular  perfons,  who  upon  knowledge  may  be  brought 
to  their  deferved  punifhment. 

Your  Lordfhip's  tirft  letter  1  have  not  received,  and  I  do  not  now  find  any  thing 
more  to  trouble  your  Lordfhip  with  at  this  prefent,  than  to  renew  my  requeft:

My  good  Lord, 

I  Have  received  your  Lordfhip's  by  this  bearer ;  and  in  regard  your  Lordfhip 
doth  fo  earneftly  enjoin  it,  have  returned  the  letter  dellgned  to  be  fent  unto 
his  Majcftie  :  but  have  as  yet  forborn  to  fubfcribe  thereunto,  being  in  no  point 
fatisfied  of  the  integrity  of  the  Irijh,  or  that  my  diftruft  and  jealoufy  of  them 
was  in  any  fort  groundlefs  or  imaginary ;  but  on  the  contrary  am  very  confi- 
dent to  make  it  appear  to  all  the  world,  that  there  were  fuch  deftruftive  de- 
iigns  on  foote  at  the  time  of  my  putting  my  felf  in  a  pofture  of  defence,  as 
would  have  determined  in  our  utter  ruine,  if  they  had  been  purfued  to  efFeft ; 
wherein  I  will  not  fay  that  the  generality  of  the  Nation  or  country  were  con- 
current, for  I  well  know  that  there  are  feverall  perfons  rightly  and  loyally  affected, 
who  endeavoured  the  fettlement  of  publick  tranquillity,  and  the  reception  of 
the  Englijh  Nation  and  Government  with  much  zeal  and  faithfulncfs.  But  I 
dare  confidently  affirm,  that  there  were  of  contrary  relolutions  and  intentions 
at  the  leaft  ten  men  for  one.  And  I  doubt  your  Lordfhip  will  too  fuddainly 
find  the  evident  truth  thereof,  and  therefore  apparently  difcerning  the  faftion, 
difaffeded  to  Peace,  in  no  lefs  probability  of  prevailing  in  that,  than  in  our 
ruin.  It  could  not  be  accompted  other  than  madnefs  or  ftupidity  in  me  to  fuf- 
fer  my  felf  to  be  encompafl'ed  in  the  power  of  thofe  people,  who  by  too  many 
evident  teftimonies  have  made  it  appear  tome,  (as I  fhall  be  ready  to  do  to  all  the 
world,)  that  there  was  apropenfe  readinefs  in  them  to  deliver  both  his  Majcftie's 
forces  and  intcrefts,  into  the  hands  of  thofe  formerly  mentioned  adverfa.iies 
to  Peace,  whole  inveterate  malice  hath  manifcfted  it  felf  in  fo  many  violent 
exprcflions,  as  that  I  cannot  find  any  the  leaft  hope  or  expedation  of  fafety, 
or  afiurance  to  my  felf  or  the  charge  intrufted  with  me,  whilft  I  exift  in  any 
condition  reduceable  under  their  power.  And  therefore  my  firm  refolution  is 
to  continue  my  felf  on  the  fame  guard  and  pofture  of  defence,  which  by  God's 
Bleffing  I  am  put  into,  untill  by  the  command  of  his  Majcftie  or  my  Lord 
Lieutenant  I  am  driven  from  it.  And  as  I  am  conftant  to  this  refolution,  {o 
am  I  to  that  opinion  of  my  former  letters,  that  the  Scots  will  not  in  the  end 
become  more  dangerous  Enemies  than  the  Irijh  are  at  this  prefent. 

I  have  not  received  any  intelligence  of  late,  but  what  your  Lordfhip's  fervant 
informed  me  to  have  already  come  to  your  Lordfhip's  ears  5  and  therefore  I  ihall 
not  add  any  thing  to  your  Lordfhip'.s  trouble,  more  than  a  fubfcription  of  my 
felf,

My  Lord, 

IF  my  fortune  had  anfwered  my  induftry,  your  Lordfhip  had  long  before  your 
fending  of  Mr.  Smith,  received  a  difpatch  from  Evepwlme  by  one  Nani^le, 
and  another  from  Su  Brian  O  Neile;  by  both  which  your  Excellency  had  found 

that 
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that  I  have  not  been  negligent  of  your  commands,  or  unfenfible  of  your  con- 
dition. 

This  of  your  Lordfhip's  by  Mr.  Smith  (he  can  tell  you)  had  not  been  flept 
upon,  if  the  time  were  not  fitter  to  make  difpatchcs  by  the  fword  than  the 
pen.  Hitherto  we  hourly  expcded  a  battle,  but  the  Earl  will  not  give  us  the 
fatisfadion  of  a  day;  which  made  me  prefs  for  that  return  Mr.  Smith  brings 
your  Lordihip  ;  which,  if  I  be  not  miftaken,  has  more  of  Ihew  than  fubftancc 
in  it. 

Your  condition  which  you  fo  feelingly  and  wifely  deliver  in  your  letter  to 
my  Lord  'Digby,  cannot  be  remedied  from  hence,  more  than  by  giving  you 
what  power  you  will  to  better  it,  their  own  having  as  much  uncertainty  and 
lownefs  as  yours. 

The  rciblutions  you  defire  to  the  two  moft  important  things  in  your  letter,  the' 
I  prcfl'ed  his  Majefty  to  be  pofitivc  in  his  Commands  as  to  them  both,  I  find 
they  arc  not  to  be  given,  you  arc  to  ftand  or  fall  by  what  is  good  in  your  own 
eyes.  This  is  not  what  I  know  you  exped  or  defire ;  but  let  mc  aifure  you, 
'tis  all  the  dircftion  that  can  be  hoped  from  the  condition  of  affaires,  or  from 
our  cautious  Councellours ;  among  which  I  reckon  not  Lord  T)igby.  Him  I 
find  free  and  faithful  to  the  end  we  all  intend,  without  referve,  and  to  walk  in 
thefc  afl^fires  of  Ireland  finglc. 

I  did  hope  by  this  opportunity  to  have  given  you  nn  cxad  account  of  our 
own  and  adverl'aries  condition  ■■,  but  my  hafte  to  return  Mr,  Smith,  and  for  that 
the  moft  patt  muft  have  been  writ  in  cypher,  forces  mc  to  beg  of  your  Excel- 
lency at  this  time  to  be  fatisfied  with  a  general  one. 

The  enemy  in  all  parts  were  nevermore  voiced,  norftronger;  nor  we  more 
the  contrary,  with  fewer  retreats,  referves  or  hopes  of  any.  How  we  arc  here, 
lAi.  Smith  will  informe  your  Excellency.  If  we  come  off  well,  we  have  as 
many  battles  to  fight  after  before  we  come  to  our  end,  as  Bejfiis  had  combats. 
But  in  a  word,  all  that  the  wifeft  hope  from  a  vidtory  againft  Ejfex  is  no  more 
than  that  it  will  enable  the  King  to  deliver  himfelf,  and  all  thofe  that  will  re- 
maine  of  his  friends,  to  the  yoke.  Amongft  which,  by  God's  Grace,  your  fer- 
vant  intends  not  to  be,  though  as  yet  he  is  not  refolvcd,  which  way  to  turn 
his  face. 

Now  that  I  have  briefly  told  your  Lordfliip  how  matters  are  with  both  par- 
tyes,  I  am  not  able  to  give  you  any  advice,  more  than  to  repeat  old  T>avid'i 
to  all  mankind,  fut  not  your  trtift  in  'Princes,  and  fo  forth ;  and  to  beg  of 
you  to  do  all  things  in  order  to  your  own  and  Country's  fafcty,  and  to  be- 
lieve us  all  loft  here. 

The  King  lately  offered  at  a  Treaty  with  the  Earl  of  Ejfex^  as  you  will  find 
by  the  copy  of  his  Letter  ro  the  Earl,  which  I  fend  you.  Unto  it  there  was 
no  anfvvcr  returned,  but  that  he  had  no  power  to  treat;  and  not  that  in  writ- 
ing. The  Officers  of  the  Army  perfwaded  that  this  anfwer  proceeded  from 
I'omc  diftruft  of  his  Majeftie's  performance,  writ  another  Letter  to  the  fame 
effecl:  to  the  inconfideratc  Earl,  but  had  the  fame  anfwer  yet  in  writing.  He 
was  fent  to,  to  demand  what  he  would  for  himfelf,  his  Army  and  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  it  fliould  be  granted.  Nay  more,  that  he  fhould  command 
our  Army  ;  that  his  Majefty  would  go  under  his  protcciion  to  London :  But 
God,  who  intends  fome  ftrange  alteration  in  this  Kingdom,  would  not  give 
him  underftanding,  to  lay  hold  on  an  offer  that  would  make  himfelf  the  moft 
glorious  fubjeft  that  ever  was  in  this  Kingdom,  or  fave  his  Country  from  the 
llavcry  and  mifcry  it  is  likely  to  fall  into  under  the  government  of  the  Scots 
and  their  party,  who  at  this  inftant  endeavour  and  ftudy  that  fool's  ruine  as 
much  as  his  Alajeftie's. 

Here  is  lately  come  hither  one  Colonel  Cabb :    at  the  delivery  of  Tork,  he 

commanded  the  caftle.     From  fome  of  thofe  Armies  that  befieged  the  Town, 

3  he 
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he  has  brought  an  offer  that  if  the  King  fliall  give  way  that  Epifcopacy  fhali 
down,  and  that  Lord  'Digbby  and  our  Treafurcr,  and  Lord  Jermyn  fhall  be 
put  from  Court;  this  is  a  fecret  not  yet  communicated  to  Lord  T>igby  who  is 
ignorant  of  it,  and  1  fcare  will  be,  unlels  Daniel  O  Neile  tell  him.  An  old 
friendlhip  with  this  Gentleman,  being  once  a  Captain  of  the  Queen's  regiment, 
induced  him  to  acquaint  me  with  this  paflage,  which  I  thought  fit  for  you  to 
know.  I  believe  the  demands  will  be  granted,  or  any  thing  elfe  that  fhail 
bring  us  to  London,  how  infamous  foever. 

Now  that  I  have  done  with  the  publick,  let  me  trouble  you  with  the  rela- 
tion of  the  fad  effeds  of  an  unfortunate  falling  out  of  my  two  heft  friends,  thar 
at  my  going  for  Ireland  I  left  the  beft  friends;  which  are  my  Lord  'Digby  and 
my  Lord  JVilmot.  At  ray  return  I  endeavoured  to  prevent  that  milchief,  which 
I  did  fee  muft  befall  me  and  themfclves  in  their  difunion:  But  found  my  Lord 
Wilmot  (whom  I  conceived  mofl:  in  the  wrong,)  moft  averfe  to  a  reconcile- 
ment. While  I  was  contriving  other  ways  to  bring  him  about,  he  endea- 
vours to  render  my  Lord  T>igby  ib  odious  to  the  Army,  and  indeed  to  all 
honeft  people,  by  accufing  him  of  diffwading  the  King  from  any  thoughts  of 
Peace  or  agreement  with  his  people,  that  were  it  not  for  his  Majeftie's  pub- 
lick  adl  to  the  contrary,  and  giving  way  to  the  letter  of  the  Army  to  my  Lord 
of  EJfex,  the  whole  Army  were  about  to  petition  againft  my  Lord  T^igby. 
'Loidi'Digby,  feeing  that  he  could  not  work  him  to  his  friendlhip,  endeavoured 
to  remov-e  him  from  his  power,  and  therefore  accufed  him  to  his  Majefty  of 
thofe  things  in  that  charge  1  fend  you.  Whereupon  his  Majefty  caufed  him  to 
be  arrcfted  the  fame  day  we  came  hither  in  the  face  of  all  the  Army ;  which 
fo  incenfcd  the  Army,  that  prefently  they  petitioned  his  Majefty,  the  copy  of 
which,  with  the  anfwer,  I  lend  you.  As  yet  he  is  not  come  to  a  tryal :  How 
guilty  he  will  be,  I  know  not ;  but  fure  I  am  the  accufing  of  him  was  not  (o 
feafonable,  and  his  commitment  was  lefs  fo.  Two  friends  I  have  loft,  for  my 
Lord  "Digby  has  fo  much  malice  upon  him,  that  I  fee  clearly  he  cannot  ftand 
long  after  the  other.  How  unfortunate  I  am  at  this  inftant,  I  need  not  tell 
your  Lordfhip  more  than  that  I  know  not  any  fo  poor,  that  I  could  not  eafily 
change  condition  and  thoughts  with. 

What  fuccefs  we  fhall  have  here,  your  Excellency  ftiall  have  as  foon  as  I 
can  make  any  judgment  upon  it.  We  know  not  how,  or  where,  the  Queen 
is  in  France.  The  Dutchefs  of  Buckingham  went  lately  from  Tendennis,  whe- 
ther for  France  or  Ireland  I  know  not.  I  am  glad  my  Lord  of  Antrim's  men 
are  in  Scotland,  though,  as  matters  arc  now,  it  conduces  little  to  our  fafety. 
My  Lord,  I  need  not  commend  my  unkle  to  your  care;  if  he  defcrves  well, 
I  know  you  cannot  negledl  virtue. 

If  I  have  forgot  to  give  your  Excellency  an  account  of  all  your  commands, 
impute  it  to  the  prefent  diftraftion  I  am  in :  For  certainly  I  have  not  a  greater 
fatisfaftion,  than  when  I  find  any  occafion  to  exprefs  the  paflion  I  have  to  ap- 
prove my  felf

My  moft  honoured  Lord, 

TIME  hath  brought  his  Majcftie's  affaires  to  fuch  a  pafs  now,  as  that  he 
hath  Imall  hopes  to  prcvailc  hereafter,  if  he  mifs  the  dcftroying  of  this 
rcbelhous  Army,  which  oppofcs  his  right  and  their  own  happinefs ;  but  I  hope 
that  God,  which  hath  proteded  him  hitherto,  will  deUver  him  now  from  the 
hands  of  his  enemies,  and  give  him  fuch  a  viftory,  as  our  blinded  Nation  may 
fee  their  errors  and  hearken  to  peace,  which  as  yet  they  rafhly  defpife.  1  had 
a  great  faith  in  expedling  fuccours  from  Ireland,  and  had  his  Majertic  referred 
the  accommodation  of  miftak.es  there  wholly  to  your  Lordfhip,  I  am  fure  you 
would  have  handled  bufinefs  fo,  as  the  Scots  could  not  have  invaded  us ;  nor 
durft  they  have  prepared  mifchiefs  for  us  fo  boldly,  had  the  King  given  your 
Lordfhip  power  in  time  to  fervc  him  your  own  way.  And  yet  I  hope  your 
Lordftiip  will  not  give  over  thinking  on  a  meancs  to  fet  the  Crown  on  his 
head  again ;  for  though  he  beat  Elfes  now,  yet  the  northern  forces  are  fo 
great,  as  his  Majeftie  will  have  a  hard  pull  to  make  good  the  juftcft  caufe  that 
ever  King  had. 

I  am  of  fo  fmall  confideration  as  I  am  afhamed  to  profcfs  how  much  I  love 
and  honour  your  Lordfhip,  and  yet  I  am  willing  to  make  many  offers  of  my 
fervice  to  you,  which  my  defcds  may  make  appear  like  loft  tryalls,  if  your 
Lordfhip,  out  of  your  charity  and  goodnefs,  look  not  merely  upon  that  good 
will,  which  hath  long  fince  rendered  me  inviolably

My  Lord, 

I  Never  received  a  more  fenfiblc  afflidion  than  in  your  Excellence's  letter  of 
the  9th  of  July  by  Mr.  Smith,  finding  the  great  and  juft  difcontcnt  you 
exprefs  in  it,  to  be  kept  in  fuch  ignorance  of  what  hath  been  done  here,  in 
order  to  the  aftaires  of  that  Kingdom  wherewith  you  are  entruftcd ;  cfpecially 
at  a  time  of  fo  great  perplexity  and  diftradion  there,  when  things  are  upon 
lb  (hort  and  lliarp  a  crifis,  as  the  efFe£t  of  treaty  with  the  Iri^,  which  muft  be 
concluded,  one  way  or  other,  before  the  15  th  of  September. 

My  Lord,  could  I  accufe  ray  felf  of  the  leaft  negleft  of  giving  you  full, 
clear,  and  timely  information  of  all  things  neceffary  for  you  to  know,  I  ftiould 
never  forgive  my  felf;  for  I  proteft  to  God,  if  1  am  capable  of  vigilance  and 
induftry  in  the  King's  fervice,  it  hath  been,  and  ever  fhall  be,  to  the  higheft 
degree  in  what  may  any  way  concern  your  Excellence.  And  in  this  particu- 
lar, wherein  you  want  fo  much  enlightning,  1  am  fure  I  have  not  failed  of 
any  thing  that  was  pofllble;  for  immediarcly  after  the  Agents  going  from  0,v- 
ford,  I  fent  you  an  accompt  of  all  that  paft ;  the  particular  date  of  it  I  cannot 
lay,  having  not  my  papers  here  :  But  it  fcems  that  difpatch  mifcarried,  though 
committed  to  careful!  hands.  Soon  after  that,  when  we  were  preparing  to 
fend  over  to  you  the  Conimiflion  under  the  Great  Seal,  for  concluding  with 
the  Irifh,  cither  upon  a  Peace  or  further  Ceffation,  Effex  and  Wallers  Armies 
coming  down  upon  us,  reduced  the  King  with  his  fmall  Army  to  fuch  ftreights 
at  Oxford,  that  we  were  fain  to  leave  all  things  at  fixes  and  fevens,  and  to  be- 
take our  fclves  to  thofe  ftiifts,  which,  I  hope,  e're  this,  Sit  Bryan  O  Neile  will 

T  t  t  t  have 
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have  related  unto  you  ;  and  from  which  we  arc  raifed  again  to  an  indifferent 
"ood  condition,  as  it  were  by  miracle.  There  was  not  a  minute  omitted, 
after  thofe  difficulties  could  poflibly  permit  it,  in  fending  unto  your  Excel- 
lence the  faid  Commiifion  by  one  iV^^/«? ;  and  for  fear  of  mifcarriage,  an- 
other in  like  manner  under  the  Great  Seal  by  Sir  Brian  O  Neile,  jointly  with 
a  large  and  pundual  difpatch,  in  anfwer  to  all  particulars  propofed  from  you 
by  'T>aniel  O  Neile.  If  the  imployment  of  Sir  Brian  O  Neile  upon  that  er- 
rand were  not  fo  proper  nor  fo  acceptable,  the  error  muft  lye,  where  really 
it  was,  that  is,  in  his  Majcftic's  choice  ;  for  I  had  defigned  1)ick  Tozzcr  to  it. 
But  it  fccmes  his  Majcflie  had,  without  my  knowledge,  written  unto  your 
Excellence  that  he  would  fend  Sir  Brian  O  Neile ;  but  1  hope  there  will  be 
no  "reat  hurt  in  it,  for  1  muft  really  do  him  the  right  as  to  let  your  Excel- 
lence know,  that  during  the  Agents  being  here,  he  behaved  himfelf  very  well 
in  the  bufinefs  of  the  Treaty. 

I  fend  your  Excellence  herewithall  a  duplicate  of  my  former  difpatch  by  Sir 
Brian  O  Neile,  which  containes  all  that  1  can  yet  be  punduai  in.  The  advice 
which  is  to  be  taken  in  divers  of  thofe  things,  wherein  your  Excellence  re- 
quired direftions  from  hence,  depending  much  upon  the  fuccefs  of  this  adion, 
wherein  we  are  now  engaged  with  the  Earl  of  Ejfcx.  If  we  fucceed,  and 
confequently  have  a  fliir  game  depending  upon  hearts  and  hands  here,  wc  muft 
be  cautious  of  giving  fach  fcandals  by  our  behaviour  in  the  bufinefs  of  Ireland, 
as  may  hazard  the  lofing  them,  if  we  faile  of  fuccefs  here.  Our  cafe  will 
be  then  fuch,  as  we  muft  lay  afidc  all  ncceftity,  and  have  recourfe  unto  the 
cxtremeft  remedies.  1  write  this  with  an  afpeft  only  to  the  propofition  of  your 
Excellence's  taking  the  command  of  the  Irijh  Army,  a  thing  not  to  be  ven- 
tured upon,  but  in  cafe  of  great  extremity  or  of  a  fettled  peace  with  thclrifhi 
but  yet  fo  far  fit  to  be  entertained  as  to  hold  the  thing  in  your  power,  in 
cafe  that  extremity  ihould  happen. 

1  ihall  not  faile  to  dilpatch  an  exprefs  unto  your  Excellence  upon  the  in- 
ftant  that  we  fhall  fee  the  event  of  that  great  crifis  which  we  are  now 
upon.  In  the  mean  time,  there  can  be  nothing  added  unto  the  judgment 
which  your  Excellence  makes  in  your  letter  of  the  benefits  and  dangers  of 
that  propofition,  concerning  which  the  event  here  muft  caft  the  fcale.  Touch- 
inc^  the  other  very  important  point,  upon  which  the  Agents  fo  much  infift, 
of  your  declaring  with  them  againft  the  Scots.  It  is  true  that  his  Majeftie  did 
promife  that  you  fhould  join  with  them  againft  the  Scofs,  when  a  Peace  or 
Ceflation  fhall  be  concluded,  which  we  hope  will  be  fpeedily.  It  was  un- 
derft'ood  that,  if  the  Scots  fubmitted  not  to  it,  they  fhould  then  be  declared 
a'^ainft  as  common  enemies  :  Cut  till  then,  that  the  joining  againft  them  fhould 
be  in  that  way  which  your  Excellence  fhould  find  moft  advantagious,  which  is 
conceived  to  be  that  which  your  Excellence  propofes  in  your  letters.  It  is 
very  true,  that  1  wrote  unto  my  Lord  Taafe  in  the  terms  you  mention,  hav- 
iu"  been  often  prcft  by  him  and  others  in  the  point.  But  your  Lorddiip  may 
be  plcafcd  to  obfervc,  that  what  1  writ  to  him  was  rather  to  let  him  know  that 
the  thin"-  was  not  forgotten,  (but  that  your  Excellence  had  received  directions 
in  it)  than  to  give  him  any  accompt  what  thofe  dircdlions  were,  which  1  Ihould 
have  thought  a  great  impertinence  in  me  to  have  done. 

Your  Excellence  defires,  in  this  and  divers  others  things,  to  receive  prccife 
commands  from  his  Majeftie,  and  you  have  reafon  to  defire  it :  But  I  muft 
deale  fieely  with  you,  you  are  not  to  exped:  them  ;  for  befides,  that  wc  arc 
not  fo  fit  judges  here  as  your  Excellence  of  what  may  be  beft  for  his  Majeftic's 
fcrvice  there.  If  we  were,  the  condition  of  things  both  there  and  here  is  fo 
variable,  and  conveyances  of  orders  to  you  fo  tedious  and  uncertain,  that  what 
is  thought  very  advantagious,  when  advifed,  may,  before  it  comes  to  your 
Jiands,  be,  by  a  change  of  fcene,  moft  pernicious.  The  cafe  therefore  is  in  fhort 
1  this ; 
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this ;  the  King  hath  committed  that  Kingdom  to  your  care,  prudence,  and  fi- 
delity, and  you  arc  to  manage  it  according  to  your  beft  difcretion,  with  the 
help  of  the  bell:  lights  and  lupports  we  can  poflibly  give  from  hence,  but  very 
little  of  commands  ordiredions.  Tis  true,  you  have  a  hard  task  put  upon  you, 
but  fuch  difficulties  and  hazards  all  his  Majeftie's  faithfull  Minifters  muft  wre- 
ftle  with  proportionably  in  their  levcral  fphcres ;  and  there  is  none  who  ought 
to  be  fo  contidcnt  of  his  Majeftie's  adhcreing  to  him  and  his  proceedings,  if 
God  prolpcr  him,  as  your  Excellence  may  be  ;  and  if  his  affaires  milcarry,  I 
am  pcrfwadcd  there  is  none  will  Ids  repent  to  have  fet  up  his  reft  with  Mo- 
narchy, nor  that  will  be  able  to  ftrugglc  better  in  the  hazards  of  it. 

That  which  principally  afflids  us  here  is,  the  want  of  means  to  fupply  the 
neceifitics  of  your  Army  and  garrifons  there,  which  for  the  prefent  we  can 
but  lament.  But  if  it  pleafe  God  to  blels  us  in  our  prefent  expectations  againft 
the  Earl  of  Elfex,  there  fhall  be  immediately  fcnt  over  to  you  into  Mimfter 
from  thefc  parts  all  the  provifions  that  either  love,  credit,  or  power  can  pro- 
cure. 

I  find  a  paflage  in  your  letter  to  0  Neile,  which  much  troubles  his  Majcftie, 
that  there  had  been  fomc  fo  malitious  as  to  fuggeft  unto  the  Iri^  Agents  jea- 
loufics  of  an  intention  to  have  ftayed  them  here;  a  thing  fo  odious  and  of  fo 
great  fcandal  to  his  Majeftie,  that  I  am  commanded  to  defire  your  Excellence 
to  require  in  his  Majeftie's  name  from  the  Iri^  Agents  a  difcovery  of  the  au- 
thors of  it,  to  the  end  that  his  Majeftie's  honour  may  be  cleared  by  their 
punifhment. 

I  fent  you  over  by  Sir  Brian  O  Neile  fuch  a  Commiftion  for  the  Earl  of 
Clanricarde  to  command  the  forces  of  Connaght  as  was  defired  >  but  it  was 
ftiil  fent  with  an  intent  that  your  Excellence  fhould  make  ufe  of  it  or  fupprefs 
it,  according  as  you  fhould  judge  moft  for  his  Majeftie's  fervice.  Mr.  Smith 
Ihews  me  a  note  of  fome  peribns  who  have  the  command  of  garrifons  in 
Ireland,  of  whom  your  Excellence  hath  fome  jealoufy :  I  Signified  unto  you 
formerly  his  Majeftie's  pleafure,  that  you  fhould  difpofe  of  them  according  to 
your  difcrction,  which  I  am  commanded  to  repeat  unto  you ;  and  fhould  be  , 

very  glad  if  your  Excellence  did  think  'Dick  'Power  worthy  of  the  command  y 

of  Kinfale,  who  had  a  promife  of  it  from  the  King  when  upon  my  Lord  In- 
chiquin's  importunity,  1  procured  it  for  Brocket,  he  alledging  it  to  be  for  the 
King's  fervice. 

My  Lord  of  Tortland  is  now  upon  point  of  taking  his  journey  towards 
Mmfter ;  notwithftanding  I  thought  fit  to  fend  unto  your  Excellence  thefe 
inclofed  papers,  which  were  the  fubjecl  of  Sir  Hardres  Wallers  employment 
hither. 

This  is  all  that  I  fhall  trouble  your  Excellence  with  at  prefent ;  but  as  foon 
as  we  fhall  fee  any  iffue  of  the  prefent  bufinefs  with  Ejfex,  and  by  that  means 
obtain  the  time  to  do  it,  as  well  as  the  judgment  how  to  do  the  beft,  your 
Excellence  fhall  receive  as  full  direftions  concerning  all  the  particulars  you  de-

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

IF  our  humble  endeavours  for  his  Majeftic's  fervicc  and  the  obtaining  of  a 
tit  and  happy  fettlenient  in  this  Kingdom  had  met  with  that  concurrence  in 
iny  Lord  of  Incbiquin  as  we  cxpe£ted,  this  inclofcd  addrcfs  to  his  Majeftie 
would  have  been  long  llnce  offered  to  your  Lordfhip's  view  and  confideration. 
And  as  our  intentions  in  the  rcprcfentation  of  our  dangerous  and  diftracted 
condition  was  with  all  humility  and  duty,  and  the  means  of  our  prefervation 
propolcd,  with  a  due  regard  of  his  Majeftic's  fervice,  as  that  which  we  value 
far  above  all  intereft  of  our  own,  fo  wc  might  have  hoped  it  would  have  ob- 
tained a  fafe  and  feafonable  conveyance  to  his  Majeftie  by  your  Lordfliip's  fa- 
vourable approbation  and  tranfmifllou  over. 

The  occafion  of  the  ftay  of  this  our  letter  untill  now  hath  been  for  that 
the  Lord  of  Incbiquin,  to  whom  (as  a  perfon  of  honour,  and  interefi'ed  in  the 
good  of  this  Kingdom)  the  fame  was  fent  to  be  figned,  upon  a  fuppofuion  by 
us  that  he  would  concur  in  any  thing  that  was  for  the  advancement  of  the 
King's  fervice,  and  the  general  peace  and  quiet  of  the  Kingdom,  did  keep  it 
by  him,  and  it  was  not  reftored  till  very  lately,  and  for  detaining  of  it  and 
refufing  to  fign  thereunto,  his  own  letter  lent  herewith  will  fully  inform  your 
Excellence,  to  whom  we  humbly  leave  it  to  confider,  whether  thole  informa- 
tions carry  that  weight  and  danger  as  is  there  reprelentcd,  and  not  any  other 
way  difcovered  to  usj  or  whether  his  Lordlhip's  intentions  are  not  in  favour 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Parliament  of  £';7^/^«<j^  and  their  adherents  in  this 
Kingdom  :  However,  (for  any  thing  yet  come  to  our  knowledge)  wc  do  not 
find  it  grounded  upon  fuch  probabilities  as  might  invite  us  to  alter  our  former 
intentions :  And  left  fome  ufe  may  have  been  made  of  our  letter  to  the  pre- 
judice of  his  Majeftic's  fervicc  and  our  own  particulars,  notwithftanding  the 
arrival  of  his  Majeftic's  commiflion,  authorizing  your  Excellence  to  treat  and 
conclude  a  Peace  with  the  confederate  Catholicks  here;  (wherein  we  have  fo 
fully  obtained  the  grant  of  our  dcfires,  as  we  have  nothing  more  to  wiili  in 
that  particular)  yet  we  think  bcft,  with  your  Excellence's  approbation,  to  fend 
the  fame,  not  only  to  prevent  (by  producing  of  the  letter)  any  prejudice  or 
mifconftruftion  that  might  befall,  either  to  our  felves  or  the  publick,  by  mi- 
ftaken  copies  or  inferences  to  be  drawn  out  of  it  ;  but  alfo  to  make  it  appear 
we  were  not  unmindful  of  the  King's  fervice,  our  own  fafety,  and  the  pul^lick 
welfare  of  our  Country,  although  his  Majeftie,  whofe  Princely  wifdom  and 
care  hath  left  nothing  unattempted  which  might  conduce  unto  the  good  and 
quiet  of  his  fubjeds,  hath  prevented  us  therein,  by  granting  fuch  a  prime  part 
of  our  humble  defircs,  before  we  could  prefent  them  to  his  Royal  view. 

We  have  herewith  lent  your  Excellence  this  humble  fupplication  of  our?,

My  Lord, 

I  Have  forborne  to  prcfcnt  your  Excellence  with  any  letters  in  an  cxpcclatioii 
of  the  motion  of  Prince  Rupert .^  who  is  now  moving  from  Chefter  to  the 
King.  It  is  e'en,  being  for  the  moft  part  without  amies  a  General  of  an  Army, 
of  ordnance  without  cure,  not  a  gun  too,  lefs  money,  much  mutiny.  IVill. 
Leg  i1:aies  upon  his  place,  and  by  him  your  Excellence  fliall  receive  conftantly 
a  journal  of  my  travels. 

Daniel  O  Neile  hath  written  to  me  very  earncllly  not  to  endeavour  to  dif- 
liiadc  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  from  undertaking  the  Peace  of  Ireland.  I 
fhall  fay  no  more,  but  that  the  employment  is  dangerous,  when  the  employers 
are  not  bid  God  favc  the  plough.  My  Lord,  I  fliall  not  be  over  ambitious  of 
that  blelVing  at  this  time  for  the  Marquefs  of  Ormond,  if  the  Earl  of  Brijloh 
Lord  T>igby,  Lord  Cottington,  and  the  Council  put  the  ftock  into  your  hands, 
and  ftand  themfclves  behind  the  hangings.  I  prefume  the  Marquefs  of  Or- 
monde  will  think  it  proportionable  to  rcalon,  that  they  go  their  ihares,  if  they 
expect  a  profit  in  the  return. 

General  Lefly  is  with  his  ragged  forces  drawn  before  Newcajile,  and  the 
Ne-Ji'  Scots  under  Cale7idar  marched  unto  his  own  Country  to  put  out  the 
fire  there.  The  fmall  caftles  in  the  North  revolt  daily ;  which  dance  was  led 
by  Sir  Edivard  Loftiis  in  his  caftle  of  Midleham. 

Sir  Adam  Loftns,  fon  to  the  Lieutenant  Colonel,  is  fled  to  the  Parliament, 
and  pofted  for  that  fcate  upon  all  the  gallowfes  in  the  King's  quarters.  Cap- 
tain Culham,  whom  he  betrayed  to  the  enemy,  and  hath  fince  efcaped  hither, 
fays,  that  Loftns  told  him  the  reafon  why  he  quitted  the  King's  fide,  was, 
becaufe  Sir  Adam  his  father  oft  told  him  it  was  againft  his  own  opinion,  and 
that  he  often  faid  to  him  with  much  grief  upon  his  coming  over  hither,  that 
it  was  a  very  fad  thing,  when  the  fon  undertakes  a  bufinefs,  wherein  the  fa- 
ther cannot  bid  God  blcfs  him.  This  and  the  often  affurance  he  had  from  his 
brother,  that  if  ever  he  obtains  his  liberty,  he  will  take  up  armcs  on  that  fide, 
made  him  run  into  rebellion.  If  your  Excellence  pleafe,  I  can  fend  you  all 
this  atteftcd  by  Captain  Cnlham. 

Chtidley  Coote,  Michael  "Jones,  young  JVtngfield,  and  many  more  are  at 
Namptwich,  and  have  taken  conditions  from  Sir  W.  Brereton,  whofe  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Michael  Jones  it. 

From  Court  I  fhall  fay  nothing  to  your  Excellence,  but  that  honours  abound 
there  more  than  viftory.  My  Lord  of  Forth  is  Earl  of  Brentford  and  Baron 
of  Kineton.  Sir  Jacob  Ajhley  is  a  Baron,  my  Lord  Savil,  Earl  of  Sujfex,  my 
Lord  Setmour  an  Earl,  and  in  a  word  half  the  Commons  are  Lords.

My  Lord, 

YOUR  Excellence  was  not  in  more  impatience  to  hear  out  of  England  when 
you  fent  Mr.  Smith,  than  we  are  here  at  this  time  to  receive  from  you 
fome  advertifements  of  the  prefent  condition  of  that  Kingdom ;  how  Munfter 
ftands  fince  my  Lord  Inchiquin'i  revolt,  how  you  advance  in  the  Treaty  with  the 

U  u  u  u  Iripi 
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Irijb}  with  what  hopes  of  good  fuccefs;  and  whether  the  news  that  flics  about 
here  of  the  Scots  having  totally  defeated  the  IriJb  be  true  ;  for  I  can  hardly 
make  a  judgment,  whether,  if  it  be  fo,  it  will  hinder  or  advance  the  Peace 
there  upon  juft  termcs :  probably  it  will  make  the  Irijh  more  moderate  in  their 
demands,  but  whether  it  will  not  raife  a  worfe  fpirit  than  it  hath  conjured 
down,  that  is  the  queftion. 

I  hope  that  his  Majeftie's  glorious  fuccefs  againft  the  Rebells  here,  will  have 
a  great  effed  there,  to  the  advantage  of  his  affaires,  which  way  foever  the  fuccefs 
doth  run ;  and  therefore  I  muft  not  detain  from  you  this  fhort  account  of  it, 
having  no  meanes  to  fay  more  by  this  conveyance,  nor  time  to  put  much  in 
cypher;  the  fhort  of  all  is,  that  fince  his  Majeftie's  retreat  from  Oxford,  with 
2000  foote  and  as  many  horfe,  through  the  midft  of  two  great  armyes  to 
Worceftery   God  hath  bleft  his  Majeftie's  affairs  even  to  a  miracle. 

We  firft  gave  Waller'^  Army  fuch  a  blow  in  thofe  parts,  as  it  hath  never  been 
able  to  recover :  And  fince  have  purfucd  Ejfex  into  Cornwall,  and  there  made 
all  his  foote,  being  upon  the  point  of  7000  effedive,  lay  down  their  armes  at 
his  Majeflie's  feet,  and  leave  their  train  of  artillery  confifting  of  34,  the  befl 
brafs  guns  of  England^  befides  four  drakes,  and  a  mortar  piece,  1 00  barrels  of 
powder,  ^c.  We  have  fince  reduced  Bamfiable ;  and  are  now  marching  eaft- 
ward  viftorious  and  ftrong;  but  yet  ftronger  in  their  weaknefs  and  diftraftion, 
fo  that  you  may  confidently  efteeni  his  Majeftie's  affaires  here  in  the  bcft  po- 
fture  that  they  have  been  at  any  time  fince  thefe  unhappy  Wars.  God  fend 
your  Excellence  that  fuccefs  and  glory,  which,  over  and  above  the  interefts 
of  the  publick,  is  moft  paffionately  wifht  you  in  your  own,  by

to  procure  it  from  the  King.

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellencey 

SOME  indifpofition  and  want  of  health  diverting  my  perfonall  attendance, 
and  being  informed  by  my  Lord  oi  Muskery,  that  himfelf  and  the  reft  of 
the  CommifTioncrs  do  intend  a  very  fpeedy  departure,  though  it  be  my  fortune 
to  be  only  an  idle  looker  on,  and  many  others  who  cannot  exceed. me  in  duty 
and  affeftion,  and  (I  conceive)  much  below  me  in  point  of  intereft,  arc  judges 
at  leaft  powerfull  afllftants  to  your  Excellence  in  this  bufinefs  of  high  concern- 
ment to  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  and  the  gcnerall  fortune  of  this  Kingdom  :  yet 
I  hold  it  a  neceflTary  duty  in  me  to  propofe  unto  your  Excellence,  that  if  it  be 
your  refolution  in  this  great  disjunfture  of  affaires  to  ufe  that  warinefs  and  cau- 
tion, as  not  to  conclude  a  Peace  without  more  abfolute  dircdion  from  his 
Majeftici  then  that  your  Excellence  will  be  pleated  to  difpatch  immediately 
over,  and  take  fome  courfe  to  ftay  the  CommifTioners  here  and  continue  the 
Treaty,  untill  you  receive  a  return,  or  if  that  delay  be  not  admitted,  untill  the 
next  difpatch  comes  over ;  which  probably  will  be  fuddcn :  for  certainly  they 
Will  not  long  continue  filent  there,  but  fend  your  Excellence  fomewhat  of  in- 
couragement  fpeedily  to  conclude  or  diflblvc  this  Treaty.

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If  the  Commiflloncrs  fhall  now  depart  in  this  unfettlcd  condition,  I  am  mod 
confident  it  will  not  be  in  the  power  of  any  the  beft  aifcfted  to  prevent  a 
fiidden  and  irrecoverable  breach,  and  whether  that  may  not  (all  things  confi- 
dered)  refleft  upon  your  Excellence  with  as  much  or  more  danger  than  to  ha- 
zard Ibmewhat  the  other  way,  I  humbly  fubmit  to  your  better  judgment : 
though  freely  to  declare  my  own  opinion,  if  they  have  lb  moderated  their  pro- 
pofitions,  as  is  reported,  that  they  will  infift  upon  no  material  demand,  but 
that  without  which  neither  themfelves  nor  any  of  that  religion,  though  never 
fo  defcrving,  can  fccurely  enjoy  the  liberty  of  confcience,  or  live  cither  with 
honour  or  lafety ;  to  break  upon  fuch  a  point,  may  prove  much  to  the  dill'er- 
vice  of  his  Majeftie,  and  of  lb  great  advantage  to  them,  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  that  it  had  been  much  better  not  to  have  yeilded  to  any  Treaty  at  all; 
and  for  my  own  particular  it  will  by  confequence  inforce  me,  after  above  500 
years  fettlemcnt  and  continued  fervicc  to  the  Crown  by  my  anccftors,  to  feek 
Ibme  remote  Country  for  my  future  habitation.

My  Lord, 

IK  M  forry  we  fhould  want  your  afUftance  at  any  time  by  reafon  of  indifpofitioa 
of  health ;  but  now  that  the  fortune  of  the  Kingdom  does  fo  much  depend 
upon  fome  fpeedy  and  temperate  refolutions  from  both  fides,  1  cannot  but  efleem 
that  accident,  which  fhall  difable  your  Lordfhip  to  make  ufe  of  thofe  right  af- 
fedions,  that  deep  judgment,  and  great  power  of  command  over  me,  and  per- 
fwafion  over  all  reafonable  men  of  the  other  party,  among  the  raoft  evident  of 
thofe  figns  that  feem  to  forefliew  a  continuance,  and  (if  it  be  poflible)  an  in- 
creafe  of  the  diftradlions  of  this  Kingdom.  What  ground  I  have  for  the  cau- 
tion your  Lordfhip  fpeaks  of,  is  known  to  you,  and  not  to  fome  of  thofe  whom 
your  Lordfliip  may  fuppofe  to  be  afliftant  to  me  in  this  bufinefs ;  and  your  ad- 
vice, a  few  dayes  fmce  given  me,  touching  the  fpeedy  fending  over,  made  me 
refolve  on  that  courfe,  which  I  intimated  to  fuch  as  I  believe  have  advertifed 
the  Commiflioners  of  it. 

I  concur  with  your  Lordfhip  in  opinion,  that  the  departure  of  the  Commif^ 
fioners  at  all,  but  efpecially  in  appearance  fo  unfatisfied,  may,  and  is  like  to 
take  away  all  hope  of  reconcilement :  But  how  to  perfwade  their  ftay  I  know 
not.  If  your  Lordfhip  will  be  pleafed  of  your  felf  to  endeavour  ir,  or  put  me 
into  a  likely  way  to  do  it,  or  both  to  put  to  your  help  and  inftrud  me  to 
co-operate  with  you,  it  will  be  (I  conceive)  a  further  manifeftation  of  your  ap-

My  Lordy 

TH  E  day  after  our  defeat  of  Ejfex's  Army,  I  writ  to  your  Excellency  of 
it,  and  what  then  was  dcfigned  ;  but  the  Merchant,  who  fliould  have 
been  the  bearer,  I  meet  here,  after  being  taken  by  Milford  men.  Another 
which  I  fent,  after  our  quieting  Plymouth,  by  an  cxprcls  which  went  to  Sir 
'John  Minnes,  had  no  better  lucccVs  at  land.  What  1  wtit  then  are  too  old 
to  trouble  your  Excellence  with  now. 

As  matters  ftand  now  with  both  parties,  I'll  give  your  Excellency  as  faith- 
fully as  1  undcrftand  them.  The  ruining  of  Ejfex's  Army  and  the  reducing 
of  Barnftable  and  llfortCombe  began  fo  to  buoy  his  Majcltie's  reputation  thro' 
the  Kingdom ,  efpecially  at  London,  that  we  began  to  hope  the  Members  at 
London  would  give  a  good  anfwer  to  a  mcffagc  the  King  lent  them  immedi- 
ately upon  EjJ'ex''s  defeat.  But  the  fate  of  this  unhappy  Kingdom  will  not 
have  her  miferics  end  lb  loon.  For  the  blow  my  Lord  Byron  received  near 
Montgomery  caftle,  and  Majfeys  taking  of  Monmouth  and  other  little  garrifons 
thereabouts,  which  makes  that  County  wholly  his,  has  lb  hardened  the  Lon- 
doners hearts,  that  they  will  hearken  to  nothing  that  peaceably  will  end  thcfc 
troubles :  Therefore  they  draw  all  the  force  they  can  towards  Salisbury  to  flop 
his  Majcftie  from  going  towards  London,  or  their  free  Counties,  into  which 
they  feare  the  King  is  invited.  This  Army  is  to  be  commanded  by  Ejfex,  and 
is  effedive  6ooo  horfe  and  as  many  foote. 

His  Majeftie  is  now  at  T)orchefier\f\t\\  near  that  number,  where  he  ftaycs  a 
few  dayes  to  fit  himfelf  againft  that  great  day  which  will  make  him  King  or  no 
King,  and  all  of  us  happy  fubjefts  or  flaves.  Your  friend  Sir  Richard  Green- 
'vilie  is  left  to  block  up  Tlymoiith ;  he  is  not  fo  bloody  as  he  was  in  Ireland^ 
but  nothing  leflened  in  the  reft  of  his  good  qualities. 

Oxford  is  in  a  manner  blocked  up.  Thus  affaires  ftand  weft  of  London. 
Northward  we  have  no  Army,  nor  likclyhood  to  have  any,  unlefs  you  can 
fend  one.  All  the  towns  we  poflcfs  are  Ne'wark,Ne'WcaJile,  ^ndCar/iJ/e.  Some 
few  caftles  we  have  in  Torkjloire,  one  of  which  lately  did  the  King  good  fer- 
vice  in  killing  of  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax.  We  undcrftand  that  the  ftirs  in  the 
north  of  Scotland  has  drawn  Lefley  and  the  remainder  of  his  Army  home, 
and  that  Calendar,  who  was  left  to  befiege  Newcaftle,  is  with  lofs  retreated 
from  thence  to'^ztds  Scotland.  The  truth  of  the  laft  I  dare  not  affirm,  though 
Sir  Nicholas  lends  it  the  King  as  current  money.  The  Marquefs  oi  Ne'oi.'cajile 
and  the  traytor  King  arc  at  Hambrough,  the  one  for  fhamc  and  the  other  for 
feare,  will  not  return  in  hafte  hither  it  is  thought.  My  Lord  Byron's  unfortu- 
nate defeat  renders  us  as  little  confiderablc  in  Chejhire,  Lancafloire,  and  North- 
Wales. 

By  the  diligence  and  gallantry  of  Charles  Garret,  we  have  good  footing  in 
South-Wales ;  how  long  he  will  be  able  to  refift  the  torrent,  1  cannot  tell. 

My  Lord,  thus  in  flhort  you  have  what  I  know,  and  upon  it  may  conclude, 
that  we  have  not  more  to  truft  to  for  the  three  Kingdoms,  than  wc  had  this 
time  two  years  at  Edgehill. 

The  great  diftra£lions  which  both  our  home  and  abroad  enemies  hoped  in 
our  Court  and  Army,  upon  my  Lord  Willmot's  tryali,  are  vanilhcd  ,  for  my 
Lord  wifely  confidering  the  prejudice  his  bufincfs  was  like  to  bring  upon  his 
Majeftie's  affaires  and  to  himfelf,  if  there  had  been  any  further  proceedings, 
writ  to  the  King  that  he  would  wave  his  tryal,  and  go  to  France  to  wait  up- 
on the  Queen,  unto  whom  the  King  has  writ  to  prepare  her  to  receive  iiim 

well. 

Prince 
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Prince  Rupert,  who  now  is  known  to  be  the  primum  mobile  of  that  mif- 
chief,  is  ftrangcly  unfatisrtcd  with  JVillmot'^  refolution,  for  he  thought  to  make 
ufe  of  this  occafion  to  ruin  Lord  'D'tgby;  but  his  projcd  failing,  plays  the 
Courtier,  and  is  reconciled,  which  is  a  great  happinefs  to  the  King.  Our  old 
General  has  his  writ  of  cafe ;  for  his  fervices  he  is  rewarded  Ibfficiently.  Prince 
Rupert  will  command  our  Army  \  my  Lord  JFentworth  fhall  be  Lieutenant- 
General  of  our  horfe ;  who  Commiflary,  I  cannot  tell.  My  Lord  Hopton  is 
General  of  the  Ordinance  j  my  friend  Lord  'Percy  is  laid  by,  not  only  from 
that,  but  all  other  bufinefs.     So  much  for  our  Court  and  Army. 

The  poverty  of  our  Nobles,  Gentry,  and  thofe  Shires  which  we  pofTefs  ard 
fo  unfufferable,  that  I  feare  we  fhall  not  hold  out  many  months,  without  yield- 
ing.    Already  3000  Gentlemen  have  compounded,  and  daily  more  go. 

There  are  lately  gone  to  the  Parliament  of  your  acquaintance  my  Lord  Va- 
get,  Mr.  Fretp-Ji'ell,  and  his  filent  Wife.  One  of  our  beau  garfons,  the  Earl 
of  'Doune,  was  debauched  thither  by  my  Lord  Conway.  Sir  Fulk  Huncks  was 
put  from  his  command  for  fear  he  iliould  run  the  fame  way  •■,  now  that  he  is 
alone,  'tis  no  matter  whether  we  have  him  or  no. 

Of  the  Treaty  I  told  you  of  in  my  letter  by  Mr.  Smith,  there  is  great  hopes. 
I  have  learned  fince  that  my  Lord  Fairfax  is  the  man.  Another  is  now  in 
agitation  with  the  Governour  of  Glocefter.  I  was  font  hither  about  it,  but  I 
feare  'twill  not  work  kindly.  I  believe  it  will  not  be  unneceflary  for  yout 
Excellence  to  know,  that  my  Lord  of  Tortland  and  my  Lord  Willmot  will 
upon  very  eafy  termes  part  with  their  commands  in  Ireland.  If  there  be  a 
Peace,  as  we  certainly  believe  here  there  will,  the  commands  were  proper  for 
Muskery  and  Clanricarde. 

The  King  is  much  troubled  at  Incbiquin's  revolt.  He  gave  order  to  my 
Lord  "Digby  to  recommend  thofe  poor  People  that  were  thruft  out  of  thofe 
towns  to  your  Excellence,  commanded  me  alfo  to  put  you  in  mind  of  them 
when  I  writ.  The  King  is  very  fenfible  of  their  diftreffed  condition,  and  I 
am  confident  will  not  foon  forget  the  inhumanity  of  that  Lord. 

When  I  was  in  Ireland,  I  moved  your  Excellence  in  the  behalf  of  a  friend 
of  mine,  Mr.  Fro'-Ji'de  >  he  is  a  perfon  of  a  very  clean  reputation,  and  good 
cfteem  with  the  King.  If  it  be  fo  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Hampers  place  is  to 
be  difpofcd  of,  as  I  hear,  your  Excellency  cannot  place  it  upon  a  more  de- 
ferving  man.  I  (hould  not  prefs  for  one  that  is  a  ftranger  to  your  Excellency, 
if  I  did  not  know  that  within  a  little  time  you  will  find  his  parts  will  merit 
this  favour. 

Here  I  underftand  of  the  good  fuccefs  of  the  Irip)  Army  in  the  North  and 
Connaght ;  but  that  which  more  rejoices  me,  though  I  am  much  interefted  in 
the  good  fortune  of  my  Countrymen,  is  that  my  good  Lady  Marquefs  is  reco- 
vered, and  well  in  health:  All  this  laft  month  fhe  was  almofl:  dead  with  us. 
I  have  bought  many  things  for  your  Excellency,  but  cannot  now  fend  them 
by  fea  or  land.  I  fear  I  muft  make  my  felf  brave  with  them  this  winter,  but 
where  God  knows,  not 
Bnpii.th\s^Aoioadc,  Tour  Excellences,  &CC.

May  it  pleafeyour  Excellence, 

AT  my  coming  to  Brijlol,  where  I  now  am,  I  found  the  Prince  newly  re- 
turned from  the  King's  Army,  and  with  him  my  Lords  'Digby,  Hopton-, 
Goring-,  Newport,  and  Capell,  who  are  all  returned  this  day,  except  the  Prince, 
who  ftays  for  the  Torkfiire  horfe,  that  arc  coming  over  at  y^///?  ferry,  and  will 
fpcedily  follow  them.  The  Rebels  are  drawing  together  all  they  can  to  fight 
the  King,  and  make  Salisbury  their  general  rendezvous.  Effex  is  not  yet  come 
from  fea,  nor  will  it  be  fafcfor  him  at  all  to  come  to  London,  where  his  fum- 
mer  voyage  into  Cornwall  is  accounted  little  lefs  than  defign. 

The  King  intends  his  winter  quarter  in  Norfolk  and  thofe  parts,  but  in  the 
way  will  vifit  Oxford.  Banbury  is  ftill  befieged,  but  will  not  be  fo  long ;  and 
Brown  the  woodmonger  is  in  Abingdon.  The  Rebclls  were  before  Bafing  j 
but  I  hear  they  are  rifen  from  thence,  and  draw  with  Manchejier  and  Crom- 
well's  horfe  towards  Waller  to  Salisbury.  The  King  is  in  no  good  condition; 
5000  foote  and  4000  horfe  is  the  true  ftate  of  that  queftion.  The  Prince  will 
bring  2000  horfe  and  1000  foote,  fo  that  your  Lordihip  fees  Wales  abandoned 
untill  this  great  game  be  played  out. 

The  Prince  of  Wales  is  made  GeneralilTimo,  and  Prince  Rupert  Captain  Ge- 
neral of  all  the  King's  Armies.  The  old  General  Forth  hath  laid  down  his 
Commiflion,  and  fince  that  time,  with  a  fall  from  his  horfe,  hath  broke  his 
fhoulder.  This,  my  Lord,  is  the  great  bufinefs,  and  if  it  hit,  we  ride  in  coaches 
whither  we  pleafe  for  this  winter. 

There  arc  propofitions  coming  from  the  Parliament,  procured  by  the  Scot  i 
yet  I  hear  the  Treaty  will  be  entertained,  be  they  as  unreafonable  as  can  be 
cxpefted  by  fuch  negotiation.  My  Lord  of  Northumberland  is  now  the  darling 
of  the  wile  Matters  at  Wejiminjler,  but  is  willing  to  fee  the  King  end  his 
march  before  he  take  his  ftate  of  Generaliillmo  for  the  Rebels. 

Ireland  will  be  mainely  looked  upon,  and  the  firft  place  in  the  Treaty : 
Therefore  what  is  done  towards  peace  muft  be  effefted  very  fpcedily.  I  hope 
the  King  will  do  nothing  without  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde;  if  he  do,  (as  I 
hope  to  be  faved)  I  will  not  be  included. 

The  Prince  is  now  writing  to  your  Excellence  to  befpeak  credit  for  him 
for  100  barrels  of  powder  to  be  fent  to  Chefler.  The  pafl'age  is  fo  difficult 
andftraitened  from  hence  by  the  taking  of  Montgomery  caftle,  that  1  almofl 
defpair  of  the  fafcty  of  it. 

Sir  Richard  Greenville  cut  off  800  of  the  enemy  that  had  poflcflcd  thcni- 
felvcs  of  Saltajlo,  and  put  moft  of  them  to  the  fword.  At  Oxford  there  hath 
fallen  out  a  lamentable  fire,  which  hath  burnt  from  Carfax  to  Fryar  Ba- 
con's ftudy  near  200  houfes;  which  is  fuppofed  to  be  done  by  treachery;  for 
that  Browne  the  woodmonger  at  the  fame  time  faced  the  town,  and  warmed 
his  hands,  and  went  to  his  quarters  to  bed. 

My  Lord  Wilmott  by  the  King's  leave  is  gone  to  travcll,  but  before  his  go- 
ing, had  500/.  fent  him  by  the  King,  and  upon  a  march,  and  is  of  the  Bed- 
chamber to  the  Prince  of  Wales-,  fo  that  either  his  crime  was  not  much,  or 
the  inconvenience  very  great,  that  would  have  followed  upon  his  tryall ;  I  for 
my  part  believe  both.  I  underftand  by  one  come  from  Wilmott,  that  he  and 
the  Marquefs  of  Newcaflle  are  preparing  a  charge  againft  Prince  Rupert,  and 
will  be  at  the  next  advice  of  Parliament  at  Oxford,  wherein  their  party  will 
be  great ;  the  Marquefs  of  Hertford,  Lord  Herbert,  you  may  guefs  the  reft. 

1  find  by  letters  fince  the  finifhing  the  firft  part  of  this  letter,  that  the 
enemy  prcfs  upon  the  King  :  If  it  be  fo,  1  fear  all  will  be  ill.    Prince  Rupert

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is  {o  much  given  to  liis  eafe  and  plcafiires,  that  every  man  is  diHicartened  that 
ll\s  it.  This  city  of  BriJIol  is  but  a  great  houfe  of  baudry,  and  will  ruine  the 
King  J  and  by  all  I  fee,  Prince  Rupert  is  refolved  to  lye  by  it. 

I  defire  your  Excellence  to  beware  of  Tianiel  O  Neile,  and  his  namcfake 
with  you  5  who,  they  fay,  is  become  a  great  Officer,  yet  not  the  fitter  for  your 
Excellence's  trull:  All  will  be  naught  with  O Neile.  Prince  Rupert  and  "2)4- 
nkl  O  Neile  arc  inconfiltcnt  in  this  State.

My  Lord, 

I  Have  omitted  to  give  your  Lordfhip  an  accompt  of  the  anfwer  the  confe- 
derate Commiflioncrs  make  to  the  queftion  I  was  commanded  to  ask  them, 
touching  a  report  they  heard  of  an  intention  to  make  ftay  of  them  at  Oxford. 
They  confefs  to  have  been  told,  that  there  was  fome  fuch  thing  in  difcourfe ; 
but  that  they  were  fo  confident  of  his  Majeftie's  clear  intentions,  that  they 
took  little  heed  of  it ;  and  they  affirm  that  what  they  heard  of  it  came  from 
Sir  Charles  Coote  and  the  reft  of  his  fellows,  or  from  fome  of  them ;  and  this 
is  all  I  can  get  from  them  in  that  point.  Another  thing  omitted  is,  to  affure 
your  Lordfhip  that  my  care  of  TDick  Tower,  if  it  be  capable  of  addition,  fliall 
be  doubled  in  refpecl  of  your  Lordfhip's  favour  to  him. 

I  fhall  fay  nothing  like  recommendation  of  my  Coufin  Jack  Bdrry ;  but 
fhall  befeech  your  Lordfhip  to  give  entire  credit  to  him  in  any  thing  concern- 
ing my  particular. 

Before  thefe  Counfellors  now  fent  to  attend  his  Majeftie  are  gone,  I  evi- 
dently forcfec  the  King's  bufinefs  will  have  great  want  of  them,  there  remain- 
ing now  but  very  few,  and  of  them  fome  that  have  of  late  difcovered  very 
ill  afFeftions.  If  your  Lordfhip  be  free  with  Sir  James  Ware,  he  will  let  you 
know  them.

My  Lord, 

I  Have  chofen  rather  to  anfwrer  fuch  particulars  of  your  Lordlhip's  of  the  22d 
oijuly,  and  1 3  th  of  Auguft,  as  are  not  anfwered  in  my  other  letter  apart, 
than  to  mix  with  it  things  not  pertinent  to  the  Treaty  of  Peace. 

In 
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In  that  of  the  fccond  oi  July,  I  find  fuch  exprcfllons  of  the  fcnfe  his  Ma- 
jeftie  hath  of  the  difficult  task  I  was  to  undertake  for  his  fervicc,  that  if  I  had 
received  no  other  tcftimonies  than  that  letter,  I  ihould  have  refted  fully  aflurcd 
of  his  gracious  favour  to  me  ;  and  in  that  affurance  fhould  have  been  fufficiently 
armed  againft  any  apprehenfions  of  danger,  that  my  obedience  to  his  Com- 
mands might  draw  upon  me;  but  at  the  fame  time  I  received  from  his  own  hand 
fo  powerful!  affurances,  that  my  inconfiderable  fafety  fhould  depend  upon  his, 
that  there  could  remain  no  fliadow  of  fear  in  me,  unlefs  I  had  a  wifh  to  out- 
live the  mine  of  fo  great  and  good  a  mafter,  and  of  Monarchy  icielf ;  and  cer- 
tainly, I  fhall  pray  againft  fuch  a  life  as  heartily  as  againft  any  death.  If  there- 
fore his  Majeftie's  Commands  have  not  been  fuUfiUcd,  the  failure  muft  be 
imputed  to  my  mifunderftanding  of  them,  or  that  the  performance  of  theni 
lay  not  in  my  fingle  power;  for  when  I  fhall  receive  and  clearly  underftand 
his  pleafure,  I  Ihall  my  felf  chcarfuUy  obey  it;  and  as  far  as  I  have  power,  fee 
it  obeyed  by  others ;  which,  together  with  my  humble  thankfullnefs  for  his 
great  care  of  me,  I  befeech  your  Lordfhip  to  make  known  to  his  Majeftie. 

Next  to  this  profeflion  and  acknowledgment  to  his  Majeftie,  1  muft  without 
compliment  confefs  my  obligations  to  your  Lordfhip  to  be  greater  than  to  any 
man  clfe  alive  ;  and  with  much  truth  I  profefs,  that  I  fhall  be  very  induftrious 
to  preferve  the  honour  of  your  friendfnip,  as  the  moft  free  and  noble  I  ever 
met  with. 

I  am  fully  fatisfied  by  your  Lordfhip,  why  his  Majeftie  will  not  give  pofi- 
tive  Commands  for  the  management  of  his  aff"aircs  here ;  which  I  fhould  not 
exped,  or  prefs  for,  with  fuch  earncftncfs,  untill  the  paflage  were  more  open, 
and  the  times  lefs  fubjed  to  fuddain  change,  but  that  things  to  be  adled  here 
may  have  much  influence  upon  the  King's  bufinefs  in  England.  And  if  his 
Majeftie  will  have  me  to  fhape  my  courfe  fo  here,  as  may  be  moft  for  his  ad- 
vantage in  England,  or  leaft  hurtful!  to  him ;  it  is  of  neceflity,  that  I  receive 
clear  inftrudion,  elfe  it  is  odds,  but  that,  thorough  my  ignorance,  or  by  a  fud- 
dain change,  which  may  be  more  probably  forefeen  there  than  here,  I  Ihall 
unwillingly  fall  into  fome  pernicious  error. 

The  Earl  of  Clanricarde  makes  no  ufe  of  his  Commifllon,  being  unfatisfied 
with  the  claufe  in  it,  that  dircds  him  for  inftrudion  to  the  Lord  IVillmott,  or 
at  leaft  gives  the  Lord  Wtllmott  power  to  inftrudt  him.  Nor  is  the  Lord  'Dil- 
lon fatisfied,  tliat  there  is  no  mention  of  him  in  the  Commillion ;  fo  that  un- 
lefs the  intire  Government  might  be  given  him  without  prejudice  to  his  Majel- 
tie  on  that  fide  by  reafon  of  his  Religion,  and  without  injury  to  others,  I  con- 
ceive it  better  to  fatisfy  him  fome  other  way,  which  will  be  propofed  to  your 
Lordfhip  by  "Jack  Barry. 

The  Earl  o'i  Antrim  (who  with  the  Lady  Duchefs  is  now  here,)  hath  received 
late  intelligence  out  of  Scotland,  that  the  men  he  fent  thither  have  marched 
forty  miles  into  Argyles  Country  wafting  and  deftroying  all  afore  them,  and 
that  they  are  joined  to  my  Lord  Huntley  and  others :  His  LordfTiip  refolvcs  to 
go  into  France  to  the  Queen  for  amies  and  munition  in  that  fervice,  and  de- 
lires  the  King's  letter  to  her  Majefty  for  his  furtherance.  In  the  mean  time  I 
fhall  again  try  the  Irip,  tho'  with  little  hope  of  prevailing.  His  Lordfliip  alfo 
defires  me  to  write  to  the  Earl  of  Seaforth  and  others  to  joine  in  the  fervice,  as 
his  Majeftie's,  and  to  aftlire  him  and  them  of  fupplics;  which  I  ftiall  do  but  fpar- 
ingly,  being  ignorant  of  the  inclinations  of  the  men,  as  \(ipU  as  of  the  ways  to 
keep  my  promife,  if  I  ftiould  give  it  them. 

The  Lord  Brabazon  having  fome  occafion  of  his  own  to  attend  his  Majeftie 
at  this  time,  it  was  held  fit  to  add  him  to  Sir  Henry  Tichburne  and  Sir  James 
Ware,  but  he  is  not  made  acquainted  with  the  inwards  of  the  bufinels. 

The  Lord  Ldmbart  was  pleafed  lately  to  make  a  propofition  at  the  Coun- 
clll  Board  touching  the  maintenance  of  the  Army,  in  cafe  war  fhould  be  rc- 

I  ncwcd : 
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newcd :  but  it  depends  upon  fo  many  contingencies,  and  was  fo  uncertain,  (to 
lay  no  worlc  ot  it)  that  ir  was  not  lield  worth  a  debate  5  yet  it  is  i'ent,  that  no- 
thing that  palVcb  here  might  be  concealed  from  his  Majettic. 

1  hold  it  very  fit  that  Colloncll  Chtchefter  lliould  be  of  his  Majeftie's  Coun- 
cill  here,  the  Board  being  now  thin,  and  the  addition  of  a  pcrfon  of  his  good 
affections  and  abilities  very  requifitc.  This  had  been  done,  but  that  upon  en- 
quiry and  fcarch,  we  find  no  precedent  of  any  Counccllor  made  without  an 
cxprcis  letter  under  the  King's  hand  j  which  in  this  particular  I  dcfuc  may  be 
Ipeedily  tranlmirted. 

1  mull  give  your  Lordlhip  very  humble  thanks  for  my  friend  Sir  Maurice 
Eujlace,  who  gives  very  great  ailillance  in  all  his  Majeftie's  affaires  here:  but 
the  particular,  wherein  his  Majeftie  defigns  him  a  reward  for  his  fervicc,  can- 
not yet  be  ulefull  to  him;  when  it  may,  1  Ihall  humbly  defirc  the  engagement 
to  him  may  be  remembered. 

1  Ihall  recommend  the  inclofed  letter  to  his  Majeflie's  Signature,  in  behalf 
of  Sir  Henry  Tichburne,  whole  modefty  may  hinder  any  motion  from  him- 
felf  for  it  ■■,  and  whenever  his  Majeftie  ihall  think  of  difpofing  of  the  Martiall's 
place  oi  Ireland,  I  conceive  it  cannot  be  better  placed  than  upon  him,  for  he 
appeared  as  early,  and  hath  continued  as  conftantly,  his  fervant,  as  any  man  in 
this  Kingdom. 

1  befcech  your  Lordlhip  to  lay  at  his  Majeftie's  feet  my  moft  humble  thanks 
for  his  bounty  in  giving  me  tlie  Wardfhip  of  my  fon  :  but  he  being  by  his 
gracious  favour  knighted,  and  my  land  conveyed,  the  only  ufc  I  ftiall  make  of 
his  laft  gift  fhall  be  with  comfort  to  contemplate  the  goodnefs  of  the  Maftcr

My  Lord, 

AFTER  I  had  made  up  my  feverall  letters  of  the  19th  oi  October,  and 
before  I  could  fend  them  away,  here  arrived  a  Parliament  (hip,  and  pre- 
fently  after  her,  your  Lordfhip's  letter  of  the  23d  oi  September  by  NanglCt 
who  got  in  in  the  latter  end  of  a  ftorm,  for  all  that  fhip,  which  fo  blocks  us 
up,  that  I  dare  not  venture  to  fend  the  Lord  Brabazon,  Sir  Henry  Tichburne 
and  Sir  James  fVare,  as  was  intended,  and  as  our  condition  here  required. 
But  your  Lordfhip's  laft  letter  importing  an  earneft  defire  to  be  informed  how 
things  ftand  here,  the  bearer  Collonell  Butler  is  prevailed  with  to  adventure 
upon  the  voyage  with  fome  of  thofe  letters  the  Councellors  fhould  have  car- 
ried, and  with  this  additionall  accompc  of  fome  things,  wherein  your  Lord- 
lhip defires  information. 

Since  the  Lord  of  Inchiquins  revolt,  I  have  had  little  intelligence  with  any 
in  Munjier,  all  thofe  that  have  not  joined  in  his  defedion  being  come  from 
thence,  and  if  any  remain  that  approve  not  his  treachery,  they  cannot  fafely 
adventure  upon  a  correfpondency  with  me :  His  Lordfhip  hath,  for  ought  I  can 
hear,  received  very  little  of  thofe  great  fupplies  he  promifed  himfelf.  The 
Earl  of  Ejfex  lent  him  over  300  Cornijh  men  he  had  (it  feems)  taken  prifoners, 
but  without  arnies,  clothes,  or  money,  and  fo  little  afFefted  to  that  fervice, 
that  they  daily  run  hither,  and  are  fent  hence  for  England  with  the  beft  en- 
couragement I  can  give  them.     Broket  the  Governor  oi  Kinfale  wavers  as  yet, 

y  y  y  y  I  bcUevc, 
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I  believe,  in  expeif^ation  of  his  Majcftic's  fucccfs,  and  will  accordingly  (I  think) 
declare  himfelf.  I  conceive  if  the  Earl  of  Cork  were  fent  over  with  authority, 
his  intereft  in  the  Eng/ifh  of  Mnnfter  would  do  good. 

In  one  of  the  letters  lent  herewith,  your  Lordfhip  receives  a  true  accompt 
of  the  adions  of  the  Scotip  and  IriJJj  Armies,  nothing  anfwerable  to  their 
great  brags,  preparations,  or  to  the  report  given  out  in  England  of  cither  fide. 
To  fay  truth,  I  wonder  how  it  was  poflible,  two  Armies  that  had  marched  fo 
many  miles  to  feck  each  other,  fhould,  after  lying  fo  long  at  a  near  diftancc, 
at  laft  part  without  having  done  either  fo  much  hurt,  as  a  found  fray  in  a 
fair  might  almoft  have  done;  but  this  is  to  be  attributed  to  God's  mercy  to  us, 
whofc  fecurity  he  hath  wonderfully  wrought  in  their  divifion,  and  equality  of 
power  and  fuccefs. 

His  Majcftic's  glorious  fuccefs  in  the  Weft,  hath  raifcd  up  the  hearts  of  his 
lervants  here,  with  great  hopes,  that  he  will  fliortly  be  in  condition  to  prefcrve 
them,  and  vindicate  his  authority  from  the  infolent  ufurpation  of  thofe,  that 
in  this  Kingdom  have  feduced  his  fubjeds  into  Rebellion  under  the  pretext  of 
Religion;  which  1  heartily  pray  for,  and  for  all  addition  of  honour  and  hap-

My  Lord, 

THIS  Councell  had  many  fcrious  debates  about  the  bufinefs  oi Scotland i 
but  concluded  nothing  yet.  They  are  jealous  that  the  honour  and  thanks 
of  any  fervice,  that  was  or  may  be  done  there,  fliall  be  rather  attributed  to  a 
particular  perfon,  than  to  this  Nation ;  at  whofe  coft  only  they  conceive  all  that 
expedition  from  hence  was  effefted,  and  they  will  hardly  be  drawn  to  be  at 
further  charges  upon  the  fame  termes.  But  1  difcerne,  they  apprehend  the  im- 
portance and  necelTity  of  furthering  that  fervice  to  the  full,  and  would  there- 
fore get  it  forward,  as  much  as  lieth  in  them ;  if  they  were  affured,  the  Na- 
tion onely  may  have  the  honour  of  their  work. 

This  excepted,  the  greateft  rub  I  faw  them  light  upon,  was  the  difficulty  of 
providing  fhipping,  the  lofs  and  ufagc  of  the  former  Ihips  having  frighted  the 
I'eamen  from  dealing  any  more  that  way.  They  have  appointed  certain  dayes 
to  confult  further  of  this  matter. 

Richard  and  Henry  Comerford  doe  what  they  can  to  bring  in  your  rents, 
and  they  fliall  be  fent  you  as  often  as  any  confiderable  fum  fhall  be  brought  in.

2)r.  Fennell, 

IN  my  apprchenfion  the  firft  of  the  difficulties  that  is  made,  of  fending  more 
forces  to  keep  life  in  the  War  of  Scotland,  ought  for  divers  reafons  to  take 
no  place  with  wife  men  ■■,  who  arc  not  to  neglcft  what  may  be  of  fubftantiall 

and 
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and  lafting  advantage  to  them  for  a  vain  and  tranfitory  pundilio.  Of  what 
rcall  advantage  it  muft  be  to  your  party  to  keep  in  the  tire  of  Scotland,  is  plain 
to  every  man ;  and  if  you  pleale  (o  to  order  it,  it  is  eafy  for  you  to  make  what 
fhall  be  done  to  appeare  as  plainly  to  be  by  your  only  power,  as  at  your  proper 
charge.  It  is  true,  that  whoever  is  employed  will  exped  his  ihare  of  honour, 
that  belongs  to  llich  as  do  well  execute  what  by  the  originall  power  of  others 
he  is  enabled  to  perform  :  and  that  is  it,  which  is  never  denied  to  fuch  as  are 
profperous  in  their  undertakings.  And  in  this  cafe  I  conceive,  without  dimi- 
nution to  your  reputation,  you  may  allow  fomething  more ;  for  I  believe  it 
will  be  confcfled,  that  the  men  already  fent,  could  not  have  been  fo  well  re- 
ceived, nor  would  have  been  fo  foon  joined  with,  as  they  vi^ere,  if  they 
had  gone  in  the  name  or  under  the  condud  of  a  ftranger.  Nor  do  I  believe 
you  would  at  all  have  thought  of  fending  fuch  a  handfull,  but  upon  the  aflurance 
that  was  given  you,  they  would  be  received  and  joined  with  upon  my  Lord  of 
Antrim's  interert;  and  if  he  attribute  to  himfelfmore  than  belongs  to  his  parr, 
his  vanity  cannot  be  a  reafon  for  fober  men  to  leave  the  purfuit  of  a  defign 
of  fuch  huge  advantage.  But  of  this  I  fliall  fay  no  more,  having  no  private 
end  in,  nor  expcding  no  particular  advantage  by,  the  bufinefs;  only  I  muft 
mind  you,  that  the  laft  men  that  went  were  long  in  preparation ;  that  the 
winter  is  the  only  fafe  feafon  to  fend  them  in  i  and  that  I  am  ready  to  con- 
tribute all  that  lies  in  my  power  towards  the  defign. 

I  can  fay  nothing  to  your  want  of  Ihipping,  but  that  if  you  take  the  right 
feafon,  the  matter  is  not  much,  whether  they  be  of  force  or  no,  and  fuch  as 
are  not,  I  prefume,  are  eafily  and  cheaply  had. 

I  underftand  the  Scots  have  quit  and  burnt  Montjoy.  As  the  place  is  de- 
fcribed  to  me,  it  is  very  well  worth  the  fortifying,  and  the  charge  of  a  good 
garrifon ;  therefore  methinks  no  time  fhould  be  loft  to  make  it  fure. 

The  Councellors  went  hence  on  the  fourth  of  this  month  in  the  night,  that 
they  might  get  by  the  eaficr.  I  fent  Edmond  Matthews  aboard  the  Parliament 
fliip  to  drink  hard  with  the  Captain,  who  was  of  his  acquaintance,  which  he 
performed  fo  well  that  he  hath  brought  him  afhore. 

1  have  ftruggled,  as  long  as  I  am  able,  to  keep  a  garrifon  in  the  Newry ; 
but  that  with  other  charges  are  grown  fo  unfupportable  by  me,  that  I  fear  I 
muft  Ihortly  quit  it ;  I  pray  endeavour  to  make  me  hold  out,  till  I  hear  from 
the  Councellors.

I  Wrote  to  you  yefterday  by  St.  Malloe,  and  gave  you  notice  of  the  good 
difpofition,  wherein  this  Court  is,  to  fuccour  you.  E're  yefterday  I  was 
with  the  Lord  Cardinal,  who  gave  me  his  word  you  fhould  have  it  out  of 
hand,  and  willit  me  come  to  him  this  morning  to  take  his  orders :  but  the 
weather  hath  been  fo  contrary  to  his  health,  as  few  have  been  admitted  to 
come  at  him.  The  Secretary  of  State  returning  from  his  chamber,  told  mc 
that  his  Emincncy  did  wilh  him  look  to  my  difpatch,  and  appointed  me  nine 
a  clock  to  morrow  to  go  to  his  Eminency,  where  1  will  know  to  the  full  what 
and  when  he  is  to  give,  i  am  perfwaded  he  will  command  it  be  given  me 
ouf  of  hand,  to  prevent  your  unglorious  falling  to  Peace  with  God,  King,  and 
Countrie's  enemies  5  notwithftanding  any  colour  they  in  'Dublin  and  their  fac- 
tors about  the  Board  give  to  their  doings.  A  letter  of  Father  Waddings,  I 
received  this  very  day,  contains  great  matter  of  conlblation;  for  he  tells  me  his 
Holinefs  hath  a  favour  in  readincfs  for  you,  and  intends  to  add  a  far  greater. 
1  can  allure  you,  if  I  may  rely  upon  great  men's  words,  that  Rome  and  France 
will  difpute  which  fliall  give  you  moft,  when  they  put  once  their  hand  to  the 
work :  Our  gracious  QLicen's  coming  to  this  Court  did  you  no  hurt  as  yet, 
and  I  hope  will  do  you  good,  and  contribute  much  to  the  King's  fervice.  It 
is  here  reported  your  Commiffioners  have  been  flighted  by  the  Council  in 
"Dublin  5  that  Cafilehaven  hath  played  his  parte,  but  not  an  Zr//&  Catholick 
General's  part  in  the  laft  Expedition. 

That  Ormonde,  Clanricarde,  and  Cajllehaven's  factions  are  ftrong  about  your 
Board ;  that  Ormondes  fadioners  meet  every  night,  and  refolve  what  is  to  be 
propofed  and  concluded  for  my  Lord's  intercfts  next  day  ;  that  though  Dr. 
Barry  was  with  the  Commiffioners  at  "Dublin,  little  or  nothing  was  imparted 
to  him  of  the  affaires ;  that  the  Church  and  Churches  intereft  is  neglcded,  by 
reafon  fome  Church  livings  are  in  Ormonde,  Jeffrey  Browne,  and  fuch  men's 
pollcffion;  xhM.  Clanricarde  robs  more  from  the  Catholick  party,  than  the  villa- 
nous  Scots  kill ;  and  other  fuch  unhappy  things :  all  which  1  write,  becaufe  I  am 
bound  to  give  you  accompt  of  what  is  thought  or  faid  of  you  where  I  am.  I  do 
not  take  upon  my  felf  to  be  a  prophet ;  yet  I  muft  advance  this  much,  that  fomc 
of  your  perfidious  Catholicks  will  feel  the  fmart  of  their  unconfcionable  car- 
riage and  malveriations  in  God's  caufe,  e're  it  be  long.  Some  malignantsgivc 
out  here,  that  our  King  was  flain  or  poifoned  by  the  Parliamentiers,  but  (thank 
God)  he  lives  in  perfedl  health  to  the  Roundheads  confufion.  This  Court's 
Embafladour  in  Rome  is  commanded  to  come  back :  the  reafon  I  gave  in  my 
laft  letter,  that  he  received  20000  piftolcs  for  Cardinal  Tamphilio  his  promo- 
tion. 

You  may  fee  by  this  fuddain  good  news  from  hence  and  Rome,  that  Father 
IVadding  and  I  do  not  flcep,  and  that  your  friends  do  not  ncgleft  your  caufe.

My  Lords  J 

BY  my  laft  letters  I  gave  you,  the  Board,  accounts  with  what  chearfullncfs  our 
gracious  Queen  received  your  letters.  I  rcpre Tented  unto  her  fince,  how 
expedient  it  was  Ihc  made  you  a  faire  anfwer,  and  fhould  not  be  fparing  of  her 
words,  when  (Tie  is  lb  liberal  of  her  good  offices  for  you  here.  She  anfwercd 
me  at  firft  ihc  would  not  dare  do  it,  without  fhe  acquainted  firft  the  King, 
and  had  his  allowance.  I  replied,  fhe  might  make  a  full  and  proportionable 
anfwer  to  your  letter,  which  fought  no  condition  or  any  thing  at  all  5  but 
expreflcd  only  your  loyalty  and  readinefs  to  ferve  his  Majeftie.  Then  Ihe  an- 
fwercd me,  fhe  would  make  me  a  return  within  a  few  days.  Friday  laft  (ere 
ycftcrday)  Cardinal  Mazarine  came  to  receive  and  confer  with  her  upon  all 
the  demands,  motions,  and  articles  fhe  would  propound  5  fhe  did  not  forget 
your  intercft  and  aftaircs  ;  but  was  very  earneft  to  prefs  upon  his  Eminency,  that 
if  France  intended  really  to  fuccour  the  King,  it  muft  be  done  by  Ireland  % 
which  when  his  Eminency  heard  her  fay,  he  promifed  her  (as  he  told  me  this 
day)  that  France  (notwithftanding  its  infinite  other  charges)  would  make  an 
effort,  which  is  as  much  as  to  fay,  ftrain  or  bind  its  forces  to  fuccour  Ireland. 
He  forthwith  wifhed  her  call  me,  and  refolvc  what  might  be  done,  and  that  he 
would  return  to  her,  and  receive  her  orders  to  be  difcufled  by  the  Council, 
and  then  efFeded  accordingly. 

Yefterday,  as  I  vifitcd  one  of  the  prime  Minifters  of  State,  he  told  me  un- 
der fecret  of  not  divulging  his  name,  that  it  was  refolved  in  Council,  that 
armes  and  ammunition  fliould  be  fent  into  England,  and  money  into  Ireland i 
and  that  of  a  hundred  thoufand  weight  of  powder,  and  6000  muskets  her  Ma- 
jeftie demanded  for  the  King,  fhe  Ihould  have  the  one  half;  and  that  of  200000 
crowns  I  fought  for  your  affiftance,  I  (hould  have  the  one  half;  fo  wilhed  me 
follicite  the  execution,  and  get  the  Lord  Nuncius  to  aflift  me. 

I  went  forthwith  to  the  Lord  Nuncius,  and  induced  him  to  come  along  with 
me,  to  follicite  one  of  the  Cardinal's  greateft  confidents,  (becaufe  he  cannot  get 
audience  from  his  Eminencie)  which  was  done  inftantly. 

This  day  about  noon  I  vifited  our  Queen,  and  had  a  long  talk  with  her ;  dur- 
ing which  time  Ihc  acquainted  me  of  the  Lord  Cardinal's  favourable  anfwer 
above  touched,  and  appointed  me  to  come  to  her  to  morrow  about  one  of  the 
clock,  to  refolvc  what  fpeedy  courfe  may  be  beft  for  fuccouring  Ireland.  What 
refolution  Ihall  be  taken,  you  fhall  know  by  my  next;  credibly  it  will  be  this, 
that  the  King  Ihall  refer  the  compofing  of  the  affaires  of  Ireland  (giving  you  all 
content)  to  our  Queen  and  the  Queen  Regent's  arbitrement ;  and  in  the  mean 
time,  the  Queen  Regent  fhall  fend  you  fuccour  of  money  and  armes,  that  af- 
ter the  enemies  ihall  be  expelled  from  Ireland,  and  all  the  holds  of  the  land 
[put  to  Catholick  hands,  (and  ic^  to  Proteftants)  then  you  fhall  fend  10000 
jitien  (at  leaft)  to  help  the  King  in  England;  all  which  may  agree  with  your 
intentions  and  propofitions  offiered  to  his  Majeftie  laft  fummcr,

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The  l.:!iAj  Bambery  has  promifcd  mc  loooo/.  ftcrling  to  further  the  work, 
if  it  goes  on,  and  the  Lord  Montague  and  others  have  made  mc  very  large 
promifes  to  the  fame  effect :  The  Lord  Nuncius  offers  us  all  he  is  worth  to  be 
engaged,  and  we  are  both  to  vifit  fliortly  one  Frenchman,  of  whom  we  exped 
a  good  liim  of  ready  money.  Father  Luke  IVadding  writes  he  hath  the  Pope's 
word  for  a  confiderable  fum.  Father  Bourke  lends  you  Ibmewhar.  All  which 
confidered,  you  fhould  take  hearts,  and  care  little  for  Or7rwnde,  Clanricarde^ 
and  fuch  unnatural  patriots.

My  Lardy 

YOUR  Excellence  tranfmitted  hither  a  bill,  to  be  propofed  and  enadlcd  in 
the  Parliament  of  Ireland-,  touching  his  Majeflie's  remiflion  to  the  Pro- 
teflants  of  Ireland-,  as  well  of  the  Clergy  as  of  the  Laity,  and  fuch  others  as 
have  joined  with  the  Proreflants,  of  all  rents,  fervices,  compofitions,  twentieth, 
parts,  and  firft  fruits,  due  unto  his  Majeflie  in  the  Kingdom  at  Michaebnafs 
1641,  or  at  any  time  fince,  or  to  be  due  unto  him  at  Eajler  next  being  1645, 
and  untill  and  for  fuch  farther  time  as  fuch  a  peace  were  fettled,  as  that  they 
might  peaceably  and  quietly  receive  the  rents  of  their  lands,  tenements,  and 
hereditaments.  His  Majeftie  with  the  advice  of  his  Council  hath  confidered 
of  the  bill,  and  is  very  gracioufly  inclined  to  give  eafe  and  comfort  to  his  good 
fubjeds  there,  by  parting  with  that  which  is  his  own,  and  to  that  purpofe  hath 
tranfmitted  back  the  bill  to  be  paffed  for  remifTion  of  all  due  at  Michaelrnafs 
1 64 1,  or  at  any  time  fince,  or  to  be  due  at  Eajler  next.  But  for  that  other 
claufe  of  remiflion  for  the  future  time  to  come  after  Eajler,  untill  fuch  peace 
be  fettled,  as  they  may  peaceably  and  quietly  receive  their  rents,  it  is  con- 
ceived to  be  a  very  uncertain  limitation,  that  no  man  knows  when  it  may- 
be faid  to  end,  nor  what  the  King  fhall  part  with,  and  not  ufual  in  precedent 
to  remit  future  rents  and  duties,  and  not  fit  or  fafe  for  his  Majeftie  to  affent 
unto  it.  Therefore  that  claufe  only  is  omitted  out  of  the  bill,  now  fcnt  you 
without  any  other  alteration. 

And  his  Majeftie's  good  fubjeds  of  that  Kingdom  may  reft  confident  of  fur- 
ther grace  and  favour  hereafter,  as  occafion  fhall  require.     I  reft,

My  Lord, 

YOUR  Excellence  will  hercwithall  receive  from  his  Majeftie  himfelf  fuch 
dircdions  as  he  thinks  fit  to  give  from  hence  concerning  the  peace  of  Ire- 
land.    Our  principall  hopes  of  the  fettling  whereof  are  grounded  upon  the 

-  hft 
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lafl  paper  delivered  in  by  Bro\Z"ney  whicli  fcemcs  to  wave  their  ftifFncfs  in 
matter  of  Religion,  whieh  is  the  point  tliat  cannot  be  yielded  in  by  his  Ma* 
jeftie  at  this  time,  further  than  you  have  done  in  your  anfwers,  without  appa- 
rent ruinc  to  his  affaires  j  whieh,  whatlbever  thole  bufy  fellows  you  mention 
may  have  faid,  hath  throughout  been  fo  pofitivc  a  rule  with  his  Aiajellie,  and 
founded  in  lb  much  reafon,  as  the  Iriflo  Commiflioners  themfclvcs,  when  they 
were  here,  feemed  convinced  with  the  neceillty  of  it,  and  to  apprehend  it  fa- 
tal to  his  Majeftic's  affaires,  and  confequcntly,  though  more  remotely,  even  to 
themfelves,  fnould  his  Majeftie  draw  upon  hinifelf  at  this  time  the  fcandal  of 
luch  a  concelllon  to  the  Roman  Catholicks  there,  as  the  repeal  of  the  penal 
Jaws  would  amount  unto;  and  feemed  fully  engaged  to  perl'wade  their  party 
to  reft  fatisfied  with  fuch  lecurity  from  punilhmcnt  for  the  modeft  exercifc  of 
their  Religion,  as  might  be  given  them  without  fuch  mifchief  to  his  Majeflic. 
And  indeed  I  think  his  Majeftie  lb  much  diifervcd  by  thole  that  have  reported 
the  contrary,  that  it  were  worth  the  further  enquiry  into  the  proofes  of  thofc 
Ipeeches. 

This  direclion  from  his  Majeftie  will  fave  me  the  labour  of  faying  any  thing 
concerning  thole  memorials  fcnt  over  by  Bitrke,  or  any  other  thing  in  relation 
to  the  Treaty  there  5  fo  that  all  that  I  fhall  fay  upon  this  fubjeft  is,  that  his 
Majcftie's  rcfolutions  therein  arc  kept  fecret  from  all  perfons  but  Sir  Htjiry 
Ttcbburne  and  ^\k 'James  Wares  of  whole  aftcftions  and  integrities  in  his  Ma- 
jcftie's fervice,  his  Majeftie  is  very  well  fatisfied,  and  I  hope  they  will  return 
very  well  fatisfied  that  he  is  fo ;  only  I  am  much  troubled,  that  my  continual 
want  of  health,  fincc  their  being  here,  hath  hindered  me  from  applying  unto 
them  thole  pcrlbnal  civilities,  and  giving  my  felf  that  frequency  and  freedom 
of  convcrfation  with  them  concerning  the  affaires  of  both  Kingdoms,  which 
otherwifc  I  fhould  have  done. 

Upon  your  Excellence's  recommendation,  his  Majeftie  is  likewife  plcafed  to 
gratify  my  Lord  Brabafon  in  his  fute,  in  cafe  your  E.-icellencc  fhall  approve  of 
the  particular,  not  othcrwife. 

I  here  fend  your  Excellence  all  thofe  letters  figned,  which  were  defired  by 
you,  with  a  particular  note  of  them ;  among  the  reft  one  for  fwearing  my 
brother  Chichejier  a  Privy  Councellour,  whofe  name  I  cannot  pafs  by  without 
making  a  thoufand  acknowledgments  to  your  Excellence  for  the  noble  and  ge- 
nerous obligations,  which  you  are  pleafed  to  lay  on  him  and  my  poor  fiftcr. 

In  my  laft  to  your  Excellence  of  the  5  th  of  ^December,  I  gave  you  a  ftiort 
account  of  our  condition  here  5  in  which  I  fhall  not  enlarge  now  by  letter,  but 
refer  you  to  the  bearer  Sir  Henry  Tichbourne  and  Sir  James  Ware,  who  re- 
turn fully  informed. 

I  fhall  only  take  the  liberty  to  inculcate  to  your  Excellence  the  nccelTity, 
both  in  order  to  the  procuring  us  a  good  Peace,  or  the  maintaining  a  war 
here,  that  the  fupplies  from  Ireland  of  men  and  armes  be,  not  only  as  large 
as  can  be  procured,  but  as  fpeedy;  and  that  no  time  be  loft  in  fettling  the 
ways  of  diawing  them  together,  and  tranfporting  them :  To  which  end  I  am 
commanded  moft  carneftly  to  conjure  your  Excellence  that  I  may  hear  from 
you  with  all  polliblc  expedition,  what  numbers,  upon  the  fettlement  of  tne 
Peace,  may  be  relyed  upon  from  thence,  what  fhips  may  be  procured  there, 
and  to  what  ports  we  had  beft  direft  thofe  things  that  are  to  be  lent  from  his 
Majeftie  for  that  fervice. 

As  concerning  the  Bartlett's  two  fhips,  unlefs  upon  the  fettlement  of  the 
peace,  fome  fupplies  may  be  obtained  for  them  from  the  Irijli,  or  fome  other 
expedient  found  out  there  to  furnifh  them,  we  know  here  no  courfe  for  them 
to  take,  but  to  come  to  Brijioll,  where  we  will  endeavour  to  fatisfy  them,  and 
to  fend  them  back  furnini'd  for  the  intended  tranfportation. 

I  (hall 
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I  fliall  contra£t  my  felf  in  this  letter  as  much  a5  I  can,  both  as  being  in  a 
temper  of  health  very  unfit  to  write,  and  as  intending  to  write  at  large  con- 
cerning all  particulars  omitted  here,  efpecially  of  what  concerns  your  felf,  by* 
Jack  Barry,  who  will  not  ftay  many  days  after  this.  In  the  mean  time,  llhail 
only  recommend  three  things  more  unto  your  Excellence :  The  one,  the  prc- 
ferving  the  Earl  o^ Clanrkarde  in  a  right  opinion  of  his  Majeftie's  value  of  him, 
of  which  he  Ihall  receive  very  fhortly  demonftrations.  Another,  that  you  would 
ufe  all  pofllblc  meancs  to  aflift  and  encourage  the  Earl  o'i  Antrim,  and  his  for- 
ces in  the  fcrvice  of  Scotland,  whereof  we  find  admirable  cfFefts  here.  And 
laftly,  that  no  a£ls  may  be  omitted  to  regain  (if  it  be  poflible)  Inchiqnin,  of 
which,  if  there  be  no  hopes,  then  I  conceive  it  may  be  very  proper  to  fend  over 
the  Earl  of  Corke ;  otherwife  it  is  conceived,  that  his  appearing  in  Ireland  will 
make  Inchiqnin  the  more  averfe  and  defperate. 

I  befeech  your  Excellence  pardon  the  difordcr  and  imperfcdions  of  this  dK- 
patch,  huddled  up  in  great  diftemper  of  health,  and  confcquently  of  underftand- 
ing,  finding  my  felf  clearc  and  ferene  only  in  this  of  being,

Over  and  above  thofe  draughts  of  letters  fent  over  by  your  Excellence,  it 
is  thought  fit  to  fend  you  one,  giving  you  power  to  fulpend  from  the  Coun- 
cil Board,  which  you  will  make  fuch  ufe  of,  as  in  your  wifdom  you  ihall  think 
fit. 

I  am  alfo  commanded  to  recommend  unto  you,  but  without  any  impofing 
upon  your  choice.  Sir  Faithfull  Fortefcue  for  the  Government  of  'T)ublin,  in 
cafe  you  fhall  remove  Lord  Lambert  j  but  it  is  wholly  left  to  you  to  make 
what  eledlion  you  plcafe.

I  Finding  in  my  Lord  Lieutenant  a  fweet  difpofition  to  your  Lordfliip,  and 
a  full  purpoic  of  his  to  fet  all  things  faire  upon  your  part  with  his  Maje- 
ftie,  if  he  could  perceive  that  you  would  apprehend  your  miftake  of  the  caufc 
you  have  undertaken,  did  write  to  the  Deane,  that  there  was  means  to  fet 
you  right,  and  to  place  you,  with  honour  and  truft,  where  you  would  be  ;  and 
I  conceive,  when  the  Deane  was  here,  that  he  received  fuch  free  cxprcflions 
from  his  Excellence,  that  your  Lordfhip  need  not  doubt  but  what  I  had  written 
would  be  firmly  aflured  unto  you.  But  thefe  laft  letters  of  your  Lordlhip's 
containing  a  juftification  of  your  undertakings,  which  his  Lordfiiip  conceives 
you  only  pafllonately  fell  into ;  my  Lord  having  not  liberty  at  this  time  to 
difpute  the  point,  hath  given  me  leave  to  tell  yonr  Lordfhip  thus  much. 

That  whatfoever  he  hath  undertaken  for  you,  and  whatfoever  hath  been  ad- 
vifcd,  hath  been  done  for  no  other  refpefts,  (his  Majeftie's  fervice  excepted) 
but  out  of  his  affedionate  defires  to  be  an  inftrumcnt  of  your  honour  and 
fafety  ;  and  doubts  not  but,  if  his  good  intentions  towards  your  Lordlhip  could 
have  prevailed,  your  Lordfhip  might  with  more  peace  and  comfort  of  confci- 
cnce,  afilft  the  Proteftant  party  and  caufe  with  him  than  in  the  way  your  Lord- 
ihip  doth  now  tread  in,  or  hereafter  do  purpofc  to  go. 

For  the  particulars  that  concern  my  felf,  I  hope  I  fhall  ftand  for  Religion 
before  the  world,  life,  or  Myter,  (I  mean  any  earthly  concomitant  of  it ;  for  a 
Myter  and  Religion  have  long  lived  together,  and  cannot  be  feparated  without 
a  maimc)  but  to  take  armes  in  defence  of  Religion  (though  it  were  to  pre- 
Icrvc  my  Myter)  againft  the  Prince,  or  without  him,  I  never  faid  I  would  dOy 

being 
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being  fully  aflured,  (whatfoevcr   men  pretend)  that  there  is  nothing  of  Chrift 
that  doth  direft,  or  will  juftify  fuch  adions.     I  am,  ^c.

Inchiquin. 

I  Am  forry  your  journey  to  us  hath  produced  ^o  little  good,  or  that  things 
are  now  othcrwifc  with  you,  than  they  appeared  to  us,  when  you  were 
here.  I  did  communicate  to  his  Excellence  what  was  written,  both  to  my 
Lord  of  Inchiquin  and  your  fclf  j  and  truly  I  cannot  find  that  any  neceflitythc 
King  may  be  in,  will  make  him  caft  his  affections  other  ways  than  he  hath 
done. 

If  it  were,  as  you  report,  that  the  Parliament  party  were  prevalent,  yet  his 
Excellence  doth  not  think  his  condition  dcfperatc,  whilft  it  is  Chriftian  and 
Loyall :  Neither  doth  he  conceive,  that  fuch  a  time  (of  all  times)  were  fit  to 
defert  his  Majeftie.  But  however  the  face  of  things  appear  to  you  in  England, 
let  your  duty  never  be  ncglcded  to  advife  to  thofc  paths,  which  both  God  and 
Religion  will  juftify  you  in.  If  you  and  I  cannot  get  our  defircd  ends,  it  will 
much  comfort  us  that  we  have  performed  our  duties,  and  laboured  their  pre- 
fervations,  that  have  not  dealt  fo  mercifully  with  us. 

And  a  better  occafton  you  cannot  have  than  the  prcfent  condition  of  his 
Majeftie  5  for  fuch  an  aftioa  from  my  Lord  at  this  time  would  crown  his  loy- 
alty, and  obliterate  all  things  conceived  heretofore  againft  him  j  and  let  mc 
tell  you,  this  is  not  defperate  pcrfwafion. 

Montrofs  hath  now  all  Scotland,  which  (one  year  fince)  was  more  the  Par- 
liament's than  ever  England  was.     And  it  is  not  impoflible  but  you  may  hear 
that  the  King  will  have  a  Scottijh  and  Northern  Army  before  the  Weft:  be  con- 
quered.

7'he  humble  Petition  of  the  Archbipops^  BiJJjops,  ajid  the  refl  of  the. 
Clergy  in  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland* 

SUCH  is,  and  always  hath  been,  your  Majeftie's  Princely  and  unparallelled 
care  of  the  Church  in  that  your  Majeftie's  Kingdom,  that  without  any  pe- 
tition of  ours,  more  is  already  performed,  than  could  be  expeded,  in  a  time 
fo  full  of  diftradions  j  not  only  in  protefting  it  againft  foreign  jurifdiftion,  and 
donieftick  fchifm,  but  likewife  in  committing  the  Government  of  that  whole 
Kingdom  to  a  perfon  of  tliat  nobility,  vigilancy,  integrity,  and  unqueftionable 
affcdion  to  your  petitioners,  that  (if  not  prevented)  they  had  been  compelled 
to  petition  your  Majeftie  for  fo  great  a  Blelling.  All  which  we  moft  thank- 
fully acknowledge,  and  with  that  chearfulnefs,  as  much  abateth  the  fenfe  of 
our  own  moft  fad  condition  and  prefent  mifery.  So  that  your  Majeftie  may 
now  juftly  feem  to  have  anticipated  all  that  can  be  defired,  faving  your  Ma- 
jeftie's continuance  long  to  maintain  the  dodrine,  worfhip,  and  government 
already  by  law  eftablifhed,  and  by  your  incomparable  wifdom  and  piety  at  this 
time  more  efpecially  preferved.  Yet  becaufe  the  Clergy  there  in  fo  general  a 
combuftion,  muft  needs  be  liable  to  many  emergent  calamities  and  preffures, 
which  can  neither  be  known  to  your  Ma;eftie,  normade  now  known  by  usj 
we  therefore  moft  humbly  fupplicate, 

5  A  i-  That 
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1.  Thar  your  Majeftie  would  be  gracioufly  plcafcd  efFcclually  to  recommend 
your  diftrefled  petitioners  and  Church,  as  well  in  general!,  as  following  parti- 
culars, to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  that  your  Majetlie's  Kingdom;  not  that  wc 
doubt  his  good  affeftion,  diftruft  his  zealc,  or  that  he  hath  omitted  any  thing 
which  the  prefent  diftradions  could  permit ;  but  that  this  your  Majcftie's  re- 
commendation including  yourlloyall  approbation,  meeting  with  his  Lordfhip's 
own  defires  and  endeavours,  may  add  to  his  encouragement,  though  not  to  his 
performances,  when  it  fhall  pleafe  God  to  make  the  times  more  peaceable. 

2.  That  your  Majeftie  would  be  pleafed  to  give  order  for  the  continuance  of 
that  protedion  and  afliftance  at  Council  Board,  which  that  Church  hath  enjoy- 
ed under  your  Majeftie's  blefled  Father  and  Queen  Eliz.abeth  -,  fo  that  neither 
arbitrary  orders  of  Parliament,  nor  Popifh  jurors  may  have  it  in  their  power  to 
difmherit  the  Church,  or  undo  that  which  authority  and  confent  of  parties 
have  fettled  on  us,  or  vindicated,  or  preferved  unto  us. 

3.  In  rcfped:  your  petitioners  have  loft  all  their  means,  rents,  and  perfonall 
eftates,  during  the  late  commotions,  and  yet  are  chargeable  with  great  fums  of 
mony  for  fubfidies  due  to  your  Majeftie,  which  they  are  altogether  unable  to 
pay.  Your  Majeftie  would  be  pleafed  to  give  power  to  your  Minifters  there 
to  whom  it  appertaineth,  to  make  luch  enftallmcnt  or  abatement  ofthefe  fub- 
fidies, as  may  ftand  with  your  Majeftie's  goodnefs  and  their  inhabilities;  and 
the  rather  becaufe  your  petitioners  enjoy  their  eftates  but  for  term  of  life  > 
and  their  burthen  in  fubfidies  as  far  greater  in  proportion  than  the  laitie's  is. 

4.  That  it  may  be  referred  by  your  MajelHc  to  the  Councill  Board,  to  give 
unto  your  petitioners  fuch  large  and  convenient  time,  as  to  their  Lordlhips 
fhall  feem  fitting  and  reaibnable,  for  reparation  of  many  houfes  and  chancels 
dcmolifhed,  or  impaired  by  the  late  Wars.  And  that  their  executors  may  not: 
be  charged  with  the  whole  dilapidation,  now  happening  without  the  fault  of 
the  incumbent,  but  only  for  a  proportionable  part  of  thofe  reparations,  accord- 
ing to  the  time  allotted  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  for  rebuilding  the  fame. 

5.  That  your  Majeftie  would  take  no  advantage  of  lapfe,  (except  what  is 
taken  already)  againft  any  Archbifhop  or  Bifhop,  or  other  your  petitioners, 
having  right  of  collation  or  prefentation,  (ince  the  23d  day  of  OEiober  1641. 
untill  fix  months  after  the  proclamation  of  Peace  in  that  Kingdom ;  but  that 
they  may  ftill  collate,  or  prefent  to  luch  benefices  as  are  now  void,  and  of 
their  patronage. 

6.  Forafmuch  as  the  Church  hath  no  other  cenfure  to  inflid  upon  contu- 
macious refufers,  to  appeare  in  Ecclefiafticall  Courts,  or  to  abide  the  fcntences 
there  given ;  but  only  excommunication,  and  that  as  well  in  caufes  which  con- 
cern intereft,  as  fpiritual  oft^ences:  By  occafion  whereof  many  perfons,  rather 
confidering  the  fmallnefs  of  the  matter  of  the  fuit,  than  the  heinoufnefs  of  the 
offence,  of  contumacy,  take  fcandall  to  fee  the  fevereft  cenfure  inflided  upon 
fuch  occafion. 

It  would  therefore  pleafe  your  Majeftie  to  recommend  it  to  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant and  Councell,  to  advife  fomc  other  procefs  to  be  fettled  according  to 
law,  to  compell  the  appearance,  or  punilh  the  contumacy,  of  fuch  as  ihall  be 
cited  to  appeare  in  the  Ecclefiafticall  Court,  after  the  manner  ufed  either  in  the 
Courts  of  common  law,  or  of  equity  in  the  faid  Ivingdom.  The  execution 
thereof  to  be  left  unto  Officers  to  be  appointed  by  your  Majeftie  for  that  pur- 
pofe. 

7.  That  the  Minifters  of  'Dublin,  'Droghedah,  and  other  incorporate  towns, 
having  no  prediall  tythcs,  but  only  ftipends  charged  upon  the  Icverall  houlcs 
within  their  pariftiies  proportionable  to  their  rents,  may  ftill  levy  and  take  up 
their  refpeflive  ftipends,  whether  by  diftrefs  or  otherwife,  as  they  were  formerly 
accuftomed.  If  any  refift,  their  punifhment  to  be  referred  to  the  Councell 
Board ;  and  if,  through  wafte  made  in  any  other  paridies,    any  of  them  want 

competency 
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competency  of  maintenance,   order  there  to  be  taken  at  that  Board  for  their 
relief.

IT  having  pleafed  God  fo  far  to  blefs  my  affaires  in  Scotland,  under  the  Mar- 
quefs of  Montr  of S-,  by  thofe  helps,  which  have  been  given  him  from  Ire- 
land,  whereof  I  find  very  powerfull  cfFefts  in  the  temper  of  the  ScottiJJ)  Na- 
tion at  London,  I  cannot  but  confidcr  the  fupporting  of  the  Marquefs  of  Mon- 
trofs's  power  there,  as  one  of  the  moft  cflentiall  points  of  all  my  affaires  j  and 
therefore  I  have  lent  over  this  bearer  Colonell  Steward  on.  purpofe  to  foUicite 
you,  and,  according  to  your  diredions,  the  Iriflj,  for  the  procuring  the  fpec- 
dieft  and  confiderablcft  fiipplies  of  amies,  ammunition,  and  men  alfo,  that  can 
be  obtained  to  be  fent  over  with  all  pofllblc  expedition  into  Scotland:  whom 
I  have  alfo  commanded  wholly  to  tend  that  fervicc  in  fuch  w^ay,  as  you  fhall 
think  may  be  moft  ufefull ;  he  being  a  perfon  of  approved  fidelity  and  ability,  and 
intimate  wirh  the  Marquefs  of  Montrofs,  with  whom  I  defire  you  to  hold  fre- 
quent and  careful!  correfpondence.  And  fo  no  way  doubting  of  the  fame  care 
m  this  matter  of  fo  great  importance,  which  you  have  ever  expreft  in  all  things

The  Earl  of  Clanricarde  to  the  Marquefs  of  Or- 
monde. 


May  it  pleafe  your  Excellencey 


UPON  the  30th  of  the  laft  month,  I  received  your  difpatch  of  the  23  d, 
and  by  the  large  extent  of  your  favour  in  fo  particular  a  relation  of  the 
feverall  paftagcs  and  condition  of  affaires  in  England,  your  Lordfhip  hath  laid 
before  me  a  large  field  for  my  imaginations  to  wander  in.  And  I  muft  confefs, 
that  therein  I  have  met  with  fuch  variety  of  objeds,  as  doth  much  diftrad  and 
perplex  my  underftanding  ;  for  in  my  weak,  and  I  hope  deceived  apprehenfton, 
(though  it  hath  pleafed  God  to  grant  very  profperous  fuccclTes  to  all  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  proceedings  wherein  he  hath  appeared  in  his  Royall  perfon,  yet)  it  feems 
to  me,  either  through  pradice  or  negligence,  as  much  as  want  of  power,  the 
moft  confidcrable  parts  for  ftrength  or  contribution,  are  fallen  off  from  his 
Majcftie  _;  and  the  lofs  oi  Newcastle,  if  the  Scotch  brethren  continue  their  kind- 
nefs  to  London,  muft  be  of  much  advantage  and  incouragement  to  them  to  pur- 
fue  their  former  infolent  prefumptions;  and  the  taking  o'i Liverpool,  and  the  too 
vifible  impairing  of  his  Majeftie's  party  in  Wales  and  the  adjoining  fhires,  can- 
not but  be  a  great  diverfion  to  your  Lordfhip's  noble  defigns  and  unwearied  in- 
duftry,  for  the  advancement  of  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in  either  Kingdom:  and 
to  deal  clearly  with  your  Lordfhip,  there  is  not  any  thing  1  am  more  fenfible 
of,  than  that  the  gieatcft  part  of  the  winter  is  paft  over,  and  the  Treaty  of 
Peace  or  fettlement  here  fo  little  advanced,  that  there  is  fcarce  any  hope  left, 
that  it  can  be  fo  feafonably  concluded,  as  to  make  a  fit  preparation  for  any  con- 
fidcrable forces  to  be  tranfported  to  his  Majeftie's  afliftance  in  England,  before 
the  coming  abroad  of  the  Parliament  fleetes,  who  queftionlefs  will  encreafe  their 
ftrength  at  fea,  to  prevent  the  danger  Ukely  to  fall  upon  them  from  thefe  parts; 
4  .        . the 
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the  winter,  in  my  poor  opinion,  being  the  only  proper  time  that  doth  afford 
a  hopcfull  probability  of  profpcrous  I'ucceis  to  that  great,  and  moft  neceflary 
undertaking.  Thole  on  the  other  fide,  that  did  not  formerly  give  his  Majcl- 
tie  incouragemcnt  to  be  more  ablblute  and  clear  in  his  commands  for  a  fettle- 
ment  here,  may  too  late  find  the  inconvenience  of  lofing  fo  fair  an  opportu- 
nity; and  if  they  apprehend  afliftance  from  hence  likely  to  be  loft  for  this  fea- 
fon,  I  do  very  much  doubt  their  own  diftradions  will  much  divert  the  timely 
confideration  of  the  Peace  and  fafcty  of  this  Kingdom,  and  confequcntly  expofe 
all  here  to  a  general!  ruin. 

My  Lord,  in  the  conclufion  of  your  difpatch,  you  were  pleafcd  to  impart 
unto  me  your  obfervation  of  fome  late  coldncfs  and  difrefpecl  towaids  your 
Lordihip,  in  thofe  that  manage  the  affaires  of  the  confederates,  and  that  a  ftrong 
party  of  them  are  induftrioully  working  to  divert  the  Peace  of  this  Kingdom, 
and  my  apprehenfions  therein  is  required  by  your  Lordfhip's  commands  ;  which 
to  the  bell  of  my  ability,  I  fhall  now  perform  with  all  truth  and  clearnefs, 
though  I  muft  prefume  to  fay,  your  Lordfhip  hath  put  a  very  great  difficulty 
upon  me  ;  it  being  in  my  opinion,  almoft  impollible  to  make  any  fettled  judg- 
ment, or  even  to  frame  any  probable  conjecture  upon  the  refolutions  or  pro- 
ceedings of  thofe  that  aflume  authority  over  that  party ;  fince  I  find  the  heft 
underftandings  that  have  fubjedied  thcmfclves  and  their  obedience  to  their  or- 
ders and  commands,  do  not  know  what  conftruftions  to  make  of  their  aftions 
or  intentions ;  and  indeed  the  wonder  is  not  great,  when  confideration  is  taken 
that  no  one  of  them  hath  had  the  leaft  breeding,  that  did  fo  much  as  look  to- 
wards ftate  affaires,  more  than  to  diflike  all  Government. 

My  Lord,  I  am  moft  confident  they  are  now  in  very  great  poverty  ;  the  Country 
grown  weary  and  fufpicious  of  them  for  the  difpofall  of  their  moneys;  that 
there  are  undoubtedly  feverall  great  factions  and  divifions  amongft  them ;  and 
nothing  but  one  particular  that  keeps  the  links  from  breaking  quite  afunder ; 
and  that  they  can  have  but  little  expcdation  of  any  confiderable  afliftance  from 
abroad,  without  fome  greater  occafion  appearc,  and  better  knowledge  had  of 
their  pretended  inforcement  to  continue  a  war :  lb  that,  my  Lord,  what  fhcw 
foevcr  they  make  upon  the  whole  matter,  I  cannot  imagine,  that  any  of  judg- 
ment amongft  them  can  be  oppofite  to  a  well  fettled  Peace,  that  may  be  of 
feeurity  to  them,  unlefs  it  be  Inch  whofe  guilty  confcienccs  have  invited  them 
to  provide  for  their  departure  and  fcttlement  in  fome  foreign  Kingdom,  when 
they'  have  dcftroyed  their  own ;  and  I  alfurc  your  Lordihip,  it  is  fufpeded, 
that  fome  amongft  them  have  fuch  intentions. 

My  Lord.  I  prefume  upon  very  good  grounds,  I  may  confidently  affirm,  that,  if 
it  do  agree  with  his  Majcftie's  pleafure  and  prcfent  condition  tocondcfcend  to  fome 
few  particulars,  which  I  did  briefly  touch  upon  in  former  difcourfe,  there  is  no 
queftion  to  be  made  that  the  moft  confiderable  parties  will  conform  themfelves 
to  their  due  obedience  under  your  Lordfhip's  command  ;  and  whatfoever  may 
be  the  pradices  or  defigns  of  fome  few  violent  and  felf  intcrefted  perfons,  they 
will  be  ibon  beaten  down  and  vaniih  to  nothing,  and  your  Lordihip  have  the 
honour  of  reducing  this  Kingdom  by  your  own  power  and  intereft,  and  like- 
wife  of  putting  them  into  a  pofture  of  being  fpcedily  ready  to  ferve  his  Ma- 
jeftic  cliewherc,  when  meancs  of  tranfportation  fliall  be  provided.  And  this,  my 
Lord,  I  fpcak  upon  better  and  more  certain  knowledge,  than  I  can  now  with 
convcnicncy  exprefs;  though,  I  muft  confcfs,  it  is  a  great  prcfumption  in  me 
to  deliver  my  felf  in  this  confident  kind  of  language  to  your  Lordihip,  whofc 
particular  intereft,  befides  publick  authority,  is  far  above  any  thing  1  can  pre- 
tend unto,  and  by  that  meanes  your  knowledge  and  intelligence  more  cxad; 
but  your  Lordfliip  may  probably  guefs  at  the  occafion,  that  may  invite  many  at 
this  time  to  a  greater  freedom  and  confidence  in  me,  than  they  know  how  to 
exprefs  in  their  prefent  addrcfles  to  your  Lordfhip;  and  the  command  you  have 
laid  upon  me  pleads  my  excufe.  Now, 
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Now,  my  Lord,  to  come  to  the  other  part,  which  is,  that  it"  his  Majeflic  fliall 
not  think  fit  to  grant  thofc  conditions,  and  may  be  pcrfiiaded  by  fome,  that  an 
ordinary  proclamation  of  pardon  will  break  the  faiftion  and  make  the  conqucft 
ealy,  I  lliall  out  of  my  confidence  in  your  Lordlhip,  and  the  clearncfs  of  my  con- 
icicnce  and  integrity  to  his  Majeftic's  fervice,  freely  declare  my  fenfc,  that  it 
will  certainly  make  a  perfed  unity,  and  reconcile  all  ditFcrences  between  them, 
and  gain  them  that  advantage  both  at  home  and  abroad,  as  will  continue  a  lad- 
ing trouble,  until  I  all  be  To  deftroyed,  as  will  make  the  Kingdom  ufelefs,  not 
only  to  his  Majeftic's  prefent  Icrvice,  but  to  the  Crown  of  England  for  very 
many  years  to  come. 

Mr.  Tat.  T)arcy  calling  here  in  his  return  from  Gallway  to  Kilkenny,  he 
did  earncftly  prels  me  to  countenance  the  adions  and  fcrviccs  of  his  party  againft 
thofc  garrifons  of  i?<?/2"<?ww<?w,  who,  both  by  private  letters  and  publick  dif- 
obediences,  did  declare  themlelvcs  enemies  to  his  Majeftie;  that  if  I  would  not 
in  perfon  appeare  againft  them,  yet  that  I  would  permit  fome  of  my  followers 
and  adherents  to  contribute  and  join  with  them.  Upon  this  occafion  I  told 
him,  that  the  mifcarriages  of  thole  garrifons  in  the  general,  and  their  parti- 
cular difrefpects  to  me,  had  indeed  invited  me  to  confider  of  fome  way  of  com- 
plyance  with  his  party  for  the  fafety  and  prefervation  of  the  Country,  fo  far 
as  I  might  juftify  ;  but  that  of  late,  by  my  own  obfervation,  and  the  informa- 
tion of  others,  there  did  appeare  a  great  change  and  alteration  in  the  difpofi- 
tion  and  carriage  of  his  fellow  Councellours  at  Kilkenny-,  their  former  profef^ 
fions  and  prefent  proceedings  feeming  to  look  feveral  wayes ;  and  that  it  was 
obfcrved,  they  did  not  apply  themfelves  with  that  diligence  and  duty  that  be- 
came them  towards  your  Lordfhip,  by  whofe  mediation,  and  through  whofe 
conveyance,  they  were  to  expeft  the  benefit  of  his  Majeftic's  grace  and  favour; 
that  it  was  believed,  dangerous  fadions  were  raifed  to  difturb  the  quiet  fettlc- 
ment  of  the  Kingdom ;  that  confultations  had  been  held  amongft  them  to  dif- 
charge  my  Lord  of  Cafilehaven  out  of  all  imployment,  which  increafed  the 
fufpicion  held  of  them  ;  that  they  had  declared  Oisjen  Roe  O  Neile  to  be  Ge- 
neral of  this  Province  of  Connaght,  which  lookt  like  fome  ill  intended  defign, 
both  upon  the  publick  and  my  own  particular;  that  the  departure  of  Mr. 
Richard  Sealing  beyond  fea,  to  treat  and  negotiate  in  foreign  parts,  at  the 
very  inftant  of  time  that  they  were  in  expectation  of  a  return  from  his  Ma- 
jeftie,  could  hardly  admit  of  any  other  conftrudion,  than  fome  dangerous  prac- 
tice to  gain  forces  and  protedion  from  abroad,  to  continue  their  difobedience 
to  his  Majeftic's  Government  ^  that  therefore  for  my  part,  untill  I  received  good 
fatisfadlion  in  thefe  points,  and  full  affurances  that  their  intentions  were  an- 
fwerable  to  their  profeflions,  1  would  not  at  all  comply  with  them  in  any 
thing;  but  rather  endeavour  to  ftrengthen  and  preferve  my  quarters  and  adhe- 
rents againft  all  attempts  or  pradice  of  theirs,  either  by  fad  or  perfwafion. 
To  this  he  replyed,  that  he  did  confidently  hope  no  diftafte  had  been  given  to 
your  Lordfhip,  but  that,  if  through  miftake  any  fiich  thing  happened  in  the 
abfence  of  Mr.  Bealing  and  himfelf,  it  fhould  foon  be  redified ;  that  they 
never  gave  incouragement  to  any  fadion,  much  lefs  to  one  of  fuch  a  dangerous 
confequence;  and  that,  if  any  fuch  did  appeare,  it  fhould  be  fupprcft;  their 
intentions  and  refolutions  being  unalterably  fair  and  clear  towards  the  advance- 
ment of  the  King's  fervice  and  prefervation  of  the  Kingdom,  threatned  to  be 
deftroyed  by  the  profefled  enemies  both  of  King  and  Country;  that  they 
had  no  intention  to  difcharge  my  Lord  of  Cajilehaven ;  but  on  the  contrary, 
had  newly  appointed  him  General  of  Munfter  -,  that  Owen  Roe  was  not 
declared  General  of  Connaght,  but  only  to  be  imployed  for  an  intended 
expedition  againft  the  Rofcommon  garrifons;  and  that  finding  it  diftafteful 
to  the  Province,  they  would  not  make  ufe  of  him  here  at  all,  though  there 
would  be    much  want  of  him;    that   ^i.  Beating's  imployment  was  rather 
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to  further,  than  any  way  divert,  a  lafc  and  honourable  Peace ;  and  that  he 
hoped  the  fuddenncfs  of  his  return  would  remove  all  doubts  and  jealoufies 
railed  by  his  departure;  and  this  was  the  fubftance  of  what  paft  between  us; 
only  by  fome  flafhes  upon  the  bye,  I  doubt  my  old  friend  is  not  fo  right,  as 
I  could  wifh  him ,  though  indeed  I  cannot  pofitively  charge  him  with  any  thing 
more  than  levity. 

I  had  much  Iboner  informed  your  Lordfliip  of  Mr.  healings  intended  voyage 
and  departure  upon  New-Tear  s-day ;  but  that  I  was  told  it  was  Ipoken  of  at 
T^ubUrii  before  I  had  knowledge  of  his  rcfolution ;  and  fome  do  believe  he  is 
gone  to  RomCy  though  Mr.  'Darcy  fpeaks  of  a  Ipeedy  return. 

At  this  inftant  it  comes  credibly  reported,  that  the  Commiflioners  imployed 
by  your  Lordfhip,  were  returned  to  the  water  fide,  and  fome  hope  that  they 
might  be  arrived  at  'Dublin  s  but  the  making  no  mention  of  my  Lord  Taafe 
and  my  coufin  Barry,  doth  much  trouble  me,  and  invites  me  to  renew  my 
former  rcqueft  to  your  Loidfhip,  that  if  any  difficulties  are  like  to  arile,  you 
will  be  plcafed  to  afford  me  timely  information,  that  I  may  provide  for  the 
fafety  of  my  family,  who  will  othcrwife  be  in  a  very  defperate  condition. 

There  now  remains  to  crave  your  Lordlhip's  pardon  for  the  length  and  de- 
feds  of  this  difpatch;    and  likewife  that  it  was  not  fooner  directed  to  your 
Lordfhip,  occafioned  through  my  defire  of  right  information,    and  not  any 
willfull  negledl  in

My  Lord, 

YOUR  difpatch  of  the  loth  of  this  month  found  mecntanglcjd  in  the  dif- 
covery  of  a  treachery,  whereby  "Drogheda  firft,  and  by  confequence  thi^ 
place,  fhould  have  been  put  into  the  power  of  the  Scots,  at  leaft  into  the  obe- 
dience of  the  Parliament ;  I  cannot  alfure  my  felf  that  it  is  fully  prevented, 
though  1  have  in  fafe  hold  fuch  as  yet  appeare  the  principall  confpirators. 

The  elder  Lady  Moore  hath  been  active,  in  debauching  the  Officers,  in  in- 
telligence with  Monroe,  and  in  preparations  for  the  admittance  of  a  party  from 
him  into  the  town,  by  providing  falfe  keys  for  the  ports.  My  old  friend  Sir 
'Patrick  Wemys,  I  doubt,  will  be  found  faulty;  at  leaft  as  far  as  amounts  to  con- 
cealing; which  in  him  (confidcring  the  favours  done  him  by  his  Majeftie,  and 
the  good  offices  by  me)  in  my  judgment  is  Icfs  pardonable,  than  the  contri- 
vance and  adion  of  others  lefs  obliged.  The  difcovery  was  made  unto  me  two 
feveral  wayes,  firft  from  one  in  the  North,  and  laft  by  one  of  the  confederacy, 
I  mean  this  new  one. 

Many  difficulties  arifein  the  management  of  this  matter  now  it  is  difcovercd; 
which  will  be  beft  cleared  when  our  Commiflioners  are  landed,  for  whom  I 
have  fent  Captain  Bartlett  about  a  week  fince. 

They  have  been  at  the  water  fide  fmce  about  the  laft  oiDecember,  as  I  find 
by  relation  of  an  Officer  that  landed  here  the  fecond  of  this  month,  and  by  let- 
ters from  an  Officer  at  Beatimoris  to  George  Carr.  But  from  themfelvcs  1  have 
not  had  one  fyllable,  (ince  their  firft  landing  on  the  other  fide. 

The  Officer  that  arrived  here,    faid,    that  neither  the  Lord  Taafe  nor  my 

coufin  Barry  were  with  them,  nor  did  he  that  writ  make  any  mention  of  them; 

yet  it  is  poflible  they  may  be  with  them  by  this  time ;  for  the  one  Officer  came 

away  towards  Holyhead,  and  the  other  wrote  by  fome  one  that  came  with  him 
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at  the  inftant  of  their  coming  to  Beautnoris,  where  miiX\v\g  Bar tlett,  they  rode 
immediately  to  Carnarvan. 

That  which  gives  me  more  caufe  to  believe  they  may  be  with  them  is,  that 
at  tiieir  going  to  Court  they  parted  companyes,  either  for  the  fafety  or  con- 
venience of  their  journey,  which  may  occafion  the  like  reparation  at  their 
return  :  and  perhaps  the  difpatch  was  of  fuch  importance,  that  they  m\"\\t  be 
fent  with  a  duplicate  of  it  by  the  Weft  to  land  at  Wexford  or  Diincanon. 

By  this  your  Lordfhip  perceives,  how  unable  I  am  to  give  you  any  informa- 
tion in  what  you  dcfirej  though  I  be  exceeding  inclinabfe,  and  highly  obliged 
by  the  freedom  and  prudence  of  your  Lordfhip's  laft  letter,  to  give  all  poflfble 
and  clear  intimation  in  whatlbever  may  conduce  to  your  fatisfadion  or  fafety. 

Mr.  IDarc/s  apology  to  your  Lordfhip's  expoftulation  in  fome  things  feems 
fatisfadory  -,  but  will  be  much  more  when  it  is  followed  by  a  fuitable  reforma- 
tion and  fuppreflion  of  the  too  much  licenfed  inveighers  againft  Peace  and  its 
well  wifliers. 

The  particular  wherein  I  chiefly  obferve  fome  alteration  in  their  deportment 
towards  me  is  this.  Upon  the  firft  beginning  of  intcrcourfe  betwixt  the  then 
Lords  Juftices,  and  thofe  that  call  themfelves  the  Supreme  Council,  there 
came  a  letter  from  them  direded  to  the  Lords  Juftices  concluding  thus,  viz. 
Tour  Lordfhip's  loving  friends,  which  was  a  fublcription  fo  unufual  from  any 
fubjcft  in  Ireland  to  the  Govcrnour,  that  it  gave  at  firft  a  Very  ill  impreflion 
of  them,  and  much  difguft  to  thofe  beft  inclined  to  Peace.  Of  this  I  took  oc- 
cafion to  fpeak  with  one  of  them  that  fublcribed  it,  and  fo  far  fatisfied  him  o£ 
the  unfitnefs  of  fuch  a  fubfcription,  and  the  ill  ufe  that  might  be  made  of  it, 
that  it  was  in  the  next  letter  mended  thus,  viz.  Tour  Lordjhip's  humble  fer- 
'vants;  and  this  laft  was  obferved  in  all  their  addrefles  ever  fince,  as  well  to  the 
Lords  Juftices  as  to  me,  till  that  about  a  month  ago  they  have  again  changed  it 
to  Loving  friends.  That  this  can  be  an  overfight  through  the  abfence  of  their 
more  courtly  Secretary,  is  not  probable ;  for  their  letters  come  written  in  the 
hand  of  one  that  hath  often  wrote  it  otherways^  nor  could  fuch  an  alteration 
fcape  the  obfervation  of  the  fubfcribers :  and  if  it  be  defigned  and  voluntary, 
I  leave  it^o  your  Lordihip  to  put  it  to  other  things,  and  make  a  judgment 
upon  it.  ' 

I  am  not  able  to  conjedlure  what  a  Proclamation  may  do,  till  I  know  what 
it  may  contain  5  and  that  depends  upon  the  expeded  difpatch  from  his  Ma- 
jeftie,  which  I  hope  may  be  fuch  as  will  fatisfy  the  lefs  infolent  and  the  more 
interefted  men  in  the  Peace  of  the  Kingdom,  when  they  (hall  ferioufly  confider 
the  certain  damage,  and  the  uncertain  event,  even  of  juft  and  equally  power- 
full  armes ;  but  if  they  will  have  War,  till  they  may  have  fuch  a  Peace  as  fhall 
fecure  all  their  fears,  real  and  imaginary,  all  Treaty  will  be  fmitlefs,  and  in 
my  fimple  judgment,  if  there  appeare  fome  hazard  and  inconvenience  in  a  Peace, 
it  is  not  to  be  laid  afide  for  War ;  the  nature  whereof  is  unalterably  cafual  and 
deftruftive. 

Your  Lordlhip  will  be  pleafed  to  pardon  the  flaying  of  your  fervant,  occa- 
fioned  by  the  oppreflion  of  bufinefs  now  upon

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  CounfcUor,  we  greet 
you  well.  We  having  taken  into  ferious  confideration  the  account  which 
you  have  lately  given  us,  by  our  trufty  and  wcU-belovcd  Counfcilors  the  Lord 
Brabazon,  Sir  Henry  Tichburn,  and  Sir  James  Ware,  of  your  proceedings  in 
the  late  Treaty  with  our  Roman  Catholick  lubjeds  of  Ireland,  in  purfuance  of 
the  Commifllon  granted  unto  you  by  us  for  the  treating  and  concluding  of  a 
Peace  in  that  our  Kingdom  :    We  do  very  well  approve  of  your  proceedings 
therein,  and  particularly  of  the  anfwers  given  by  you  unto  the  feveral  parti- 
cular propofitions  of  our  faid  Catholick  fubjcfts.     And  we  do  hereby  require 
you  to  infift  upon   the  faid  anfwers,  fo  far  forth  as  you  (hall  find  it  any  wile 
probable  that  you  can  prevaile  with  our  faid  Catholick  Ihbjedls  to  reft  fatisficd 
with  the  fame,  and  to  fettle  a  Peace  upon  juft  and  reafonable  conditions.   But 
in  cafe  you  fhall  perceive  it  impoflible  to  reduce  them  to  that  moderation,  but 
that  the  War  muft  break  out  again  in  that  our  Kingdom,  unlefs  they  may  be 
further  yielded  unto  in  their  demands  :    Upon  a  moft  carefull  enquiry  into, 
and  full  confideration  of  the  true  ftate  of  that  Kingdom,  and  of  the  condition 
of  our  Proteftant  fubjeds  there,  unanimoufly  rcprefented  unto  us,  (as  well  by 
the  Agents  employed  from  them  to  us  upon  the  firft  overtures  of  this  Treaty, 
as  by  all  thofe  who  for  their  know^ledge  of  the  ftate  of  that  Kingdom,  were 
commanded  to  attend  us  upon  that  occafion)  to  be  fo  weak  and  indigent  of  alL 
things  neceflary  to  a  War,  as  that  there  was  not  the  leaft  hopes  that  they  could 
be  able  to  niaintaine  themfelves  againft  the  power  of  the  7r//7.?,  unlefs  fupported 
by  fuch  extraordinary  fupplies  from  hence,  as  all  the  world  knows  are  altoge-   , 
ther  impoflible  for  us  in  our  prefent  condition  to  afford  them.     We  finding  | 
that  there  is  no  way  to  procure  the  fafety  and  protedion  of  our  Proteftant  fub- 
jeds there,  but  by  the  fettlement  of  a  Peace  in  that  our  Kingdom  ;  in  pious 
and  tender  care  of  their  prefervation,  we  do  think  our  felves  bound  to  remit 
much  of  what  in  relation   to  our  dignity  and  intereft,  we  fliould   otherwife 
efteem  our  felves  obliged  to  infift  upon  j  and  we  do  therefore  hereby  autho- 
rife  and  require  you   to  conclude  and    fettle  a  prefent  Peace  within  that  our 
Kingdom,  upon  fuch  further  degrees  of  conccflion  to  the  faid  Catholick  de- 
mands, as  you  fhall  find  cannot  be  denied  without  relapfing  into  a  War :  Two 
points  only  to  be  excepted,  the  one  the  repeal  of  the  penal  ftatutcs  againft  rc- 
cufants,  in  v/hich  we  may  not  confent  to  more  than  is  exprcft  in  your  anfv^^ers 
to  their  propofitions  concerning  Religion,  either  with  our  own  honour,  or  the 
fafety  of  our  Proteftant  fubjeds  there,  for  whofe  fakes  we  are  induced  to  yield 
fo  far.     The  other  the  fufpenfion  oiToynings  ad  ;  but  as  for  this  latter,  if  upon 
more  free  debate  there,  fome  fuch  expedient  may  be  found,  whereby  the  dan- 
ger which  you  rightly  forefee  by  the   prefent  fufpenfion  of  the  fame  may  be 
prevented :    We  do  in  that   cale  allow  and  command  you  rather  to  yield  in 
that  point  alfo,  than  to  fall  back  unto  the  extremity  of  a  War,  wherein  God 
knows  we  are  at  this  time  fo  little  able  to  maintain  and  proted  our  good  fub- 
jeds there.     So  no  way  doubting  of  your  care  and  difcretion  in  a  bufinefs 
fo  highly  concerning  the  welfare  of  all  our  Dominions,  we  bid  you  heartily 
farewell.     Given  at  our  Court  at  Oxford  the  2  2d  day  of  January  1644.

RIGHT  tiLifty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  CounfcUor,  we  greet 
you  well.     Whereas   complaint    hath  been  made  unto  us  by  our  trufty 
and  wcU-belovcd  fervant  Sir  John  Render  Knight,  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of 
our  Privy  Chamber,  that  notwithftanding  he  was  imployed  unto  us  with  let- 
ters from  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  of  the  Englifh  Pale  of  that  our  Kingdom, 
and  that  thereupon  he  fent  a  fervant  of  his  with  a  letter  to  Sir  IVHUam  "-Par- 
fo7is,  one  of  our  then  Lords  Juftices,  for  a  pafs  to  come   into  this  our  King- 
dom; who  with  our  othcrjurticcs  and  Council  returned  him  anfwcr  by  letter 
to  repaire  to  'Dublin,  that  they  might  confer  with  him  before  his  departure,  at 
his  coming  to  Dublin  was  committed  clofe  priibner  to  our  caftle  there,  not^ 
withftanding  they  wrote  for  him,  and  that  he  told  them  he  brought  letters  to 
us  >  and  that  he  brought  another  letter  from  the  Lord  Vifcount  Netterville,  to 
defire  a  i'afe-condud  ifor  himfclf  and  two  or   three  more  to  come  and  fee  a 
Proclamation  of  ours,  whereof  they  had  a  rumour  which  commanded  them  to 
Jay  down  their  amies,  and  fubmit  to  our  mercy,  that,  if  true,  they  might  ren- 
der their  obedience  thereunto;  and  that  foon  after  he  was  racked,  and  after- 
wards indided,  and  after  that,  though  a  prifoner,  and  in  that  condition  fent  to 
London,  he  was  outlawed  of  High-Treafon,  and  that,  before  he  was  either  in- 
didcd  or  out-lawed,  his  houfe  and  goods  were  fcized  upon,  and  his  children 
and  family  thruft  out  of  doors ;  nor  upon  his  wife's  petition  would  they  give 
her  any  part  of  her  own  goods,  to  maintain  herfelf  and  her  fmall  children, 
though  the  Barons  of  our  Exchequer,  to  whom  her  petition  was  referred,  did 
certify  that  it  did  not  appear  unto  them  what  his  oifence  was,  nor  how,  or  for 
what  caufe,  we  either  were  or  might  be  entitled  to  his  goods,  or  other  eftate  j 
which  high  and  extreme  courfes,  (if  true)   as  we  do  utterly  diftafte  and  diflike 
them,  fo  we  defire  to  be  fully  informed  of  the  truth  thereof.     We  do  there- 
fore by  thefe  our  Letters  will  and  requeft  you  to  direft  a  Commillion  under  our 
Great  Scale  there  to  fuch  Commiflioners  as  you  fhall  think  fit,  to  examine  fuch 
witnefles  as  ihall  be   produced  touching  the  premiffes,  and  to  make  enquiry 
what   became  of  the  faid  letters  he  was  to  bring  to  us,  and  what  anfwer  was 
given  to  the  Lord  Netter'ville's  letter  by  our  Juftices ;  and  by  whofe  diredion 
or  allowance  the  faid  Sir  John  Reade  was  racked,  and  by  whofe  diredion, 
order,  or  advice,  he  was  indicted,  and  by  whofe  direftion  he  was  fent  prifoner 
to  London,  and  afterwards  outlawed,  being  known  to  be  fent  prifoner  thither, 
and  to  caufe  a  true  copy  of  the  faid  examinations  to  be  fent  to  us  with  all  con- 
venient fpeed,  that  we  may  give  fuch  further  diredions  thereupon,  as  to  ho- 
nour and  juftice  appertaineth.

HI  S  Majeftie  hath  newly  received  advertifemcnt  from  a  very  good  hand 
in  London,  that  Captain  Swanky  (one  well  known  in  the  Irijh  feas,  ef- 
pccially  for  his  cruelties  the  laft  year)  hath  written  to  thole  at  fVeJiminJler  for

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three  or  four  fhips  only  to  afllft  him  and  feme  fmall  force,  fayhig  he  is  confi- 
tlcnt  therewith  to  furprife  T>ublm ;  for  that  he  hath  good  intelUgence  there, 
and  above  two  hundred  perfons  in  that  city,  who  will  concur  with  him  in  the 
defign.  His  Majcftie  therefore  commands  mc  with  all  Ipced  to  give  your  Ex- 
cellence notice  thereof,  and  requires  your  utmoft  care,  as  to  prevent  fo  great  a 
mifchicf,  fo  to  caufe  fevere  inquiry  and  puniihment  to  pafs  upon  the  conlpira- 
tors.  The  importance  hereof  your  Excellence  will  fufficicntly  forcfcc  to  de- 
ferve  all  polliblc  precaution,  and  effectual  provifion  too,  that  other  important 
places  be  fecured  againft  the  like  defigns.  1  Ihall  add  hereto  no  more,  but  the 
affurance  that  I  am,

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

THIS  faire  weather  being  likely  to  produce  an  eaftcrly  wind,  I  hope  by 
that  time  thefe  fhall  attain  the  happinefs  to  kifs  your  hands,  your  Lord- 
fliip  will  have  received  the  long  expefted  return  out  of  England,  and  there- 
in fomc  timely  remedy  for  the  recovering  this  gafping  Kingdom. 

To  give  your  Lordlhip  fome  accompt  of  this  unlucky  Province,  befides  the 
formerly  known  divifions  of  a  fmall  party  for  his  Majeftie,  confifting  (as  I  con- 
ceive) of  little  more  than  the  caftle  0I  Athlone,  and  my  three  Baronies,  and 
fome  few  caftles  of  mine  upon  the  frontiers,  the  Roundhead  gariilbns  of  Rof- 
common,  who  are  mifchievous  to  all  fides,  and  the  confederate  party,  that  are 
fufficicntly  deftruftive  to  themfelves,  by  their  oppreflions  upon  the  Country, 
there  are  another  fort  of  people  rifen  into  a  new  Rebellion  in  the  Counties 
of  Sligo,  Letrim,  and  Mayo,  increafed  from  100  to  1700,  (as  I  am  credibly 
informed)  who  do  commit  great  infolencies,  and  are  likely  to  grow  into  a 
more  formidable  body,  no  courfe  being  taken  to  fupprcfs  them. 

I  prefume  your  Lordfliip  hath  heard  of  my  Lord  of  Mayo  his  cfcapc  from 
Kilkenny,  and  arrival  home,  and  whether  he  will  join  with  thefe  latter  difcon- 
tented  Gentlemen,  or  fet  up  for  himfelf,  or  make  his  applications  to  your 
Lordlhip,  is  doubtfully  reported  ;  but  certain  it  is,  that  he  hath  vowed  never  to 
be  under  the  obedience  of  the  Supream  Council.  Though  thefe  particulars 
afford  appearance  of  much  danger  and  confufion,  yet  I  do  much  more  appre- 
hend the  mifchicf  that  may  arife  by  the  fwarms  of  northern  men  that  wander 
about  the  Country,  and  the  frefh  reports  of  Oisi^en  Roe  O  Neile's  coming  and 
jurifdidion  in  this  Province,  notwithftanding  the  former  intelligcncci  gave  your 
Lordfhip.  And  I  doubt  thofe  promifes  and  fair  fhews  will  likewife  faile  in 
other  particulars;  and  if  all  thefe  forts  of  people  fhall  be  liccnfcd  (or  at  leaft 
will  take  it)  to  combine  and  pradife  what  they  pleafe,  and  that  we  muft  fit 
flill  confined  within  the  rules  of  the  ftrid  letter  of  the  law,  our  cafe  and  con- 
dition muft  be  very  ill ;  but  let  your  Lordfhip  timely  give  the  word,  and  I  am 
ftill  confident  of  the  truth  of  my  former  information  and  opinion  delivered  to 
your  Lordfliip. 

By  this  relation  your  Lordfhip  may  be  inclined  to  that  aflcrtion  which  de- 
clares, that  moft  men  have  a  more  lively  feelinj^  of  what  concerns  or  comes 
neareft  to  their  own  particular,  than  of  their  afiaires  of  more  importance  fa- 
ther off;  but  though  the  diforder  of  thefe  parts  have  accidentally  gained  the 
priority  of  the  firft  expielHons,  yet  I  afiiirc  your  Lordlhip  1  have  with  much 
more  difturbance  apprehended  thcconfcquence  of  the  dangerous  confpiracy  you 
were  plcafed  to  impart  unto  me;  which  I  hope  is  now  fully  prevented,  by 
$  the 
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the-  hnppy  difcovciy  of  the  principal  contrivers  and  aftors  of  it,  if  thofe  arc  to 
be  called  To  whom  your  Lordlhip  mentioned  to  me.  And  as  your  Lordlhip 
hath  found  the  ill  ufe  thole  people  ha\e  made  of  your  favour  and  indulgence 
towards  them,  fo  I  prcfume  you  will  now  judge  fcverity  as  neceflary  to  be  in- 
flicted upon  them,  and  timely  confider  of  the  power  and  mcanes  of  effeding 
it;  which  indeed  is  the  greatcrt difficulty,  as  affaires  are  not  yet  compofed.  And 
certainly,  my  Lord,  untill  the  covenanting  Scots  are  publickly  declared  ene- 
mies, and  their  Roundhead  adherents  thoroughly  fifted  out,  thofe  treacherous 
pradices  will  daily  renew,  and  dangerouHy  increafe ;  but  I  hope  the  fpcedy  ar- 
rival of  the  Commillioners  will  loon  enable  your  Lordfliip,  not  only  to  fup- 
prefs  them,  but  happily  to  fettle  and  unite  the  other  divided  partes  of  your 
Government ;  that  the  deftruftivc  title  of  confederacy  may  be  likewife  diflblved, 
and  the  well  difpofed  of  them  encouraged,  and  made  capable  of  fcrving  his 
Majellie  cffcftually  under  your  Lorddiip's  noble  and  prolperous  conduft.  In 
the  mean  time,  I  do  heartily  wifh  your  Lordfhip  had  a  regiment  of  the  youths 
about  mc  here  for  your  prefent  fafety,  who  never  aflbciatcd  themfelves ;  a  com- 
modity fomcwhat  rare  at  this  time. 

My  Lord,  ha\  ing  travelled  or  rather  wandered  thus  far  by  land,  I  muft  now 
beg  leave  to  trade  fomewhat  in  maritime  affaires. 

I  fend  your  LordOiip  herewith  a  letter  I  received  the  laft  night  from  Cap- 
tain Brooke,  a  prifoner  at  Kilkenriy,  together  with  fo  much  of  the  bufincfs  as 
is  come  to  my  knowledge,  humbly  leaving  his  requeft  to  your  Lordlhip's  con- 
iideration. 

He  apprehended  his  danger  great,  and  like  to  fall  fuddainly  upon  him,  the* 
it  may  well  be  that  he  hath  offered  fome  abufe  to  the  fubjefts  of  the  King  of 
Spain-,  yet  his  and  his  companions  Commiflions  being  unqueftionably  right, 
as  affaires  now  ftand,  I  conceive  it  might  have  better  become  the  fupream  con- 
federates, according  to  their  profeflions  of  duty,  to  have  in  the  firft  place  re- 
gard to  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  before  the  fatisfaftion  due  to  his  allies ;  (the  want 
of  a  fleet  at  fea  being  the  greatefl:  prefent  defed)  or  clfe  have  found  out  fome 
other  expedient  than  the  detention  of  thofe  fhips  fo  long.  And  if  there  be 
any  difficulty  in  requiring  him  and  the  trial  to  be  brought  to  'Dublin,  I  hum- 
bly propofe,  whether  it  may  not  be  convenient  for  your  Lordlhip  to  fend  down 
a  Commiffion  for  the  full  examination  of  the  caufe,  that  upon  a  right  infor- 
mation, your  Lordfhip  may  judge,  whether  it  be  not  a  great  breach  of  theCef- 
fation,  and  differvice  to  his  Majeftie ;  and  I  am  confident,  if  Ferns  go  away 
unfatisfied,  he  being  yet  upon  this  coafl:,  it  will  raife  a  great  noife  in  England, 
and  a  flopping  of  all  traffick  from  thence  hither. 

My  Lord,  the  liberty  and  freedom  you  allow  me  ftill  incrcafeth  my  pre- 
fumption,  which  receiveth  farther  growth  from  my  earneft  defire  clearly  to 
manifcft  the  fincerity  of  my  refpeds  and  affedions,  though  accompanied  with 
a  difcovery  of  the  weaknefs  of  my  judgment,  yet  defigning  a  double  advan- 
tage to  my  felf  thereby,  the  gaining  a  right  and  firm  belief  of  the  firfl,  and, 
by  inftrudion,  the  redifying  and  enabling  of  the  fecond,  and  both  conftantly 
employed  in  giving  the  befl:  teftimony  of  my  being

He  preft  earneftly  to  know  what  you 
write  to  me  of  him,  wherein  your  Lordfliip  put  no  fmall  trouble  upon  me.

My  Lord, 

ALMOST  at  the  very  inftant  I  received  yours  of  the  29th  of  J,miiarv,  I 
received  a  letter  of  the  5  th  of  the  fame  from  the  Lord  Brabazcrij  Sir 
Henry  Tichburne-,  and  Sir  James  PFare,  giving  me  an  accompt  of  their  un- 
fortunate furprifai  at  Tea  by  a  ParUament  fhip  on  the  laft  of  'December  ■■,  and  of 
the  refolution  of  Captain  Swanky  to  fend  tlicm  from  Milford  to  London. 
By  fome  that  were  taken  with  tlicm,  I  underftand,  they  made  a  fhift  to  fling 
all  their  letters  and  papers  into  the  fea :  and  this  for  the  prefcnt  is  all  the  ac- 
compt I  can  give  your  Lordfhip  with  any  certainty  of  their  negotiation  and  fuc- 
cefs,  though  by  very  probable  circumftances,  as  well  as  by  letters  from  the 
Lord  Byron  and  Sir  John  Mennes,  I  find  caufe  to  believe  they  had  that  with 
them,  which  gave  good  aflurance  on  the  other  fide,  that  a  Peace  would  follow 
foon  after  their  arrivals. 

Before  I  received  your  Lordfhip's,  I  was  advertifed  of  the  new  commotion 
in  fome  Counties  oiConnaght,  and  of  my  Lord  of  Mayo's  efcape  j  but  have  not 
yet  heard  what  courfe  he  intends  to  take.  By  his  correfpondents  here,  I  rather 
believe  he  may  enterleague  (my  Lord  Inchiquin'^  phrafc  for  covenanting)  with 
the  Roundhead  garrifons  than  make  any  application  hither.  Of  thofe  loofc 
northern  men,  your  Lordfhip  has  rcafon  to  be  apprehenfive ;  but  very  little  to 
believe  in  fuch  as  want  either  truth  or  conftancy  j  for  from  die  of  thefe  it  muft 
proceed,  that,  contrary  to  what  your  Lordfliip  laft  writ  and  were  promifcd, 
Owen  O  Neile  is  appointed  to  command  that  Province,  to  whofc  perfon  I 
have  no  exception,  and  believe  much  in  his  parts.  There  is  now  a  fair  oppor- 
tunity offered,  not  only  to  rid  the  Country  of  fo  unprofitable  members  as  thofc 
loofe  men  are,  but  to  difpofe  of  them  where  they  may  be  of  lingular  ufe  to 
his  Majeftie,  and  of  great  advantage  to  this  Kingdom;  and  that  is,  by  putting 
them  under  command,  and  fending  them  into  Scotland  to  alllft  his  Majeftie's 
party  there,  who  under  the  Marque  fs  of  Montr  of s,  and  with  the  help  of  thole 
lent  fince  the  laft  fummer,  have  been  very  profperous ;  and  now  call  to  his  Ma- 
jeftie for  help  againft  the  preparations  that  are  making  againft  them.  To  this 
I  am  direded  to  invite  and  incite  the  confederates,  in  cafe  the  Peace  be  not 
fo  concluded,  as  that  by  his  Majeftie's  authority  I  may  do  it  fcafonably ;  that 
is,  before  the  Parliament  Ihips  be  fent  abroad  on  purpofe  to  prevent  it,  as  cer- 
tainly they  will  be  with  the  firft  of  the  fpring. 

There  are  many  rcafons  all  tending  to  their  own  fafety  and  advantage,  that 
might  and  Ihall  be  allcdged  to  induce  them  to  a  compliance  with  his  Majeftie 
in  this  j  wherein  I  fliall  defire  your  Lordfhip's  afllftancc,  and  concurrence  with 
me,  by  perfwading  fuch  of  their  Councill,  as  you  have  power  with,  to  befriend 
and  further  the  defign. 

Your  Lordfhip  hath  a  noble  fenfe  of  the  defperate  condition  your  fervant  is 
in,  by  the  late  detedcd  conlpiracy ;  and  at  once  you  hit  upon  the  right  re- 
medy, and  the  difficulty  that  attends  it ;  which  is  much  incrcafcd  by  the  fad 
accident  befallen  thofe  Gentlemen  now  prifoners.  I  fhould  with  thankfulncfs 
lay  hold  of  that  your  Lordfhip  touches  at  for  my  fecurity,  if  1  knew  how  to 
provide  for  their  (ubfiftcnce ;  however,  I  muft  not  be  wanting  in  my  acknow- 
ledgments to  your  Lordfhip's  affcdion  and  forefight. 

1  have  written  to  Kilkenny  about  Captain  ZJrc^/fej,  and  do  hope  they  conceive 
his  Majcfty  more  worthy  their  fatisfying,  than  their  Spanijlj  Agent,  who  (for 
ought  1  can  hear)  under  the  title  of  Agency  negotiates  his  own  and  other  Mer- 
chants affaires.

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My  Lord,  Captain  Swanky  hoping  to  convert  me,  hath  ient  me  divers  co- 
pics  of  letters  dircdcd  from  one  fiertcgan  a  Jcfuit  to  the  confederate  Councell, 
by  whome  it  fhould  feem  he  is  imploycd.  By  fome  of  the  copies,  (if  they  be 
true  copies,  as  the  vanity  of  the  ftilc,  and  the  contexture  of  the  bufinefs  makes 
me  bcheve  they  are)  your  Lordfhip  will  find  1  have  the  honour  to  wait  upon 
you  in  the  reverend  cllcem  of  that  Father.  Some  part  of  his  difpatch  may  be 
worth  your  oblervation,  and  the  moft  of  it  may  provoke  your  mirth.  And 
now,  that  it  fcems,  he  is  weary  of  his  imployment,  Mr.  Eujiace  may  be  pre- 
ferred to  luccecd  him,  your  Lordfliip  may  pleafe  to  keep  them  to  your  felf. 

1  am  by  the  next  wind  fending  a  difpatch  to  Court  by  an  exprefs,  to  let 
them  know  our  misfortune  in  the  mifcariiage  of  thofc  Gentlemen,  and  that  I 
am  dill  in  the  dark  as  to  the  main  bufinefs;  with  the  preparation  of  which 
difpatch  I  am  lb  puzzled,  that  1  mull  ask  your  pardon  for  this  unhandfome 
letter,  remaining

My  Lord, 

THOUGH  I  believe  the  taking  of  the  Lord  Brabazon,  Sir  Henry  Tich- 
burne,  and  Sir  James  JVare  at  Tea,  and  their  being  carried  to  London, 
be  already  come  to  your  knowledge;  and  that  his  Majeftie's  Commands,  which 
they  were  to  bring,  are  renewed  and  upon  the  way  hither ;  yet  I  have  fent  this 
bearer  Francis  Viejley  exprefly  with  this  difpatch  to  acquaint  your  Lordftiip 
with  fome  things,  tliat  I  humbly  conceive  fit  to  beoff^ered  to  his  Majeftie's  con- 
fideration upon  this  occafion. 

And  firft  I  ask  leave  moft  humbly  to  befeech  his  Majeftie  to  be  pleafed  to 
think  of  the  moft  probable  way  for  their  fpeedy  enlargement,  which  will  not 
more  content  them,  than  it  will  encourage  others,  and  every  way  advantage 
his  fervice  here,  which  in  the  mean  time  will  fomething  fuff^er  for  want  of 
them.  I  confefs,  I  know  not  well  what  to  propofe  towards  their  delivery, 
nor  indeed  why  they  ftioiild  be  detained  prifoners,  their  negotiation  having  had 
no  relation  to  the  differences  in  England.  Sure  1  am,  the  three  remaining 
members  of  this  Councell,  that  were  in  reftraint,  and  are  now  at  liberty  upon 
bonds  by  his  Majeftie's  Command,  may  with  more  reafon  be  again  imprifoned, 
if  his  Majeftie  (hall  pleafe  fo  to  have  it;  and  I  dare  confidently  affirm,  the  ex- 
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change  for  them,  will  be  as  readily  taken  at  London,  as  that  of  Sir  John  Tem- 
ple for  Juftice  Mallett.  If  thefe  men's  having  eftates  within  our  quarters  (which 
Sir  John  Temple  wants)  and  their  aim  at  doing  more  mifchicf  in  them,  make 
not  the  difference. 

I  underftand  by  my  Lord  Byron,  the  houfcsat  Weftminftcr  have  made  an  or- 
dinance, that  no  Officer  that  hath  lervcd  hisMajcItic  here,  fhall  be  capable  of 
exchange  or  ranfome.  I  fuppofe  they  intend  fuch  as  arc  taken  bearing  amies 
for  his  Majeftie  in  England,  and  that  the  Lord  Brabazon  and  Sir  Henry  Tich- 
burne  are  not  comprehended ;  yet,  if  it  might  ftand  with  his  Majcftie's  plca- 
fure  and  affaires  on  that  fide,  1  fliould  humbly  offer,  whether  it  were  not  fit 
to  ftay  all  exchanges  till  that  order  be  revoked ;  if  the  number  and  quahty  of 
prifoners  be  near  cquall,  I  am  fure  fuch  a  couric  is. 

In  the  next  place  I  humbly  propofe,  that  to  the  end  his  Majcfty  may  be  fare 
of  a  ruling  number  in  his  Councell,  which  (as  the  cafe  flands)  I  cannot  fay  he 
now  is,  he  would  be  pleafcd  (befides  Colonel  Chichefter)  to  command  by  let- 
ter, that  the  Lord  Bifliop  of  Cloyne  and  Sir  Robert  Forth,  fhould  be  of  his 
Councell,  they  are  the  fittefl ;  indeed  the  only  men  here  I  can  name. 

Your  Lordfhip's  of  the  4th  oijanuary,  1  received  by  Colonel  Stewart,  with 
one  of  the  fame  date  from  his  Majeftie.  Immediately,  1  bethought  my  fclf  of 
the  likeliefl  way  to  effcft  what  I  am  commanded  5  but  can  yet  only  affure  your 
Lordlhip  of  my  urtermofl  endeavour,  the  lucceis  depending  upon  the  wills  of 
fuch,  as  do  not  alwayes  guide  themfelvcs  by  the  rules  of  duty  to  his  Majeftie, 
or  of  prudence  in  their  own  affaires ;  in  a  few  dayes  I  Ihall  be  able  to  fay  more 
of  this  bufinefs. 

In  a  difpatch  from  me  and  the  Councell,  your  Lordfhip  will  have  a  relation 
of  a  treafon  happily  difcovered,  and  (I  truft)  fully  prevented.  I  have  long 
feared  our  wants,  joyned  to  the  generall  averfion  the  Engltjlj  here  have  to 
a  Peace  with  the  Irijh,  and  the  large  promifes  that  are  made  from  London, 
would  at  length  produce  fbme  fuch  defign ;  which  being  now  brought  to  light, 
and  the  principall  confpirators  (for  ought  yet  appearing)  found  out,  it  is  made 
fome  queftion  how  we  fhall  proceed  with  them;  the  number  of  the  ill  affected, 
the  diflance  wc  are  yet  at  with  the  Iripo,  and  the  weakneis  and  wants  of  fuch  as 
ftand  right  being  confidcrcd.  But  for  my  part,  I  conceive  it  better  to  try  once 
what  the  punilhment  of  the  mofl  guilty  will  work,  though  there  be  hazard  in 
the  experiment,  than,  by  pafling  the  matter  gently  over,  to  encourage  others, 
and  lay  his  Majcftie's  remaining  intereft  and  party  open  to  continuall  contri- 
vances of  this  kind.  In  this,  as  in  all  other  things,  I  expected  to  be  fully  guided 
by  the  return  of  thofe  perfons  now  prilbners;  however,  I  fliall  follow  the  befl 
advice  his  Majcftie's  moft  faithful  I  fcrvants,  and  my  own  weak  judgment  fhall 
lead  me  to,  in  cafe  it  prove  ncceffary  to  do  lomcthing  before  I  can  receive  his 
Majcftie's  pleafure.  I  fhall  bcfeech  your  Lordlhip,  when  you  find  Sir  'pa- 
trick  Wemys  among  the  delinquents,  to  call  to  mind,  he  is  not  the  firft  trufl- 
breaker,  nor  I  the  only  man  fb  deceived  fince  thele  times  of  tryall.  I  fhall 
not  extenuate  his  faulc,  to  excufe  my  folly,  in  faying  he  yet  only  appeares  a 
concealer;  for  that  in  him  1  take  to  be  worfe,  than  the  plotting  was  in  another. 
I  leave  him  to  his  Majcftie's  judgment,  whofc  pardon  I  moft  humbly  beg,  if 
my  miftakc  hath  been  any  part  of  the  caufc,  that  his  Majeftie  hath  mifplaced 
his  truft  and  bounty. 

The  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Lord  Brabazon  and  his  fellow  prifoners,  and 
another  from  onz  Swanky,  both  fent  herewith,  will  fhew  your  Lordlhip,  how 
I  came  by  thefe  feverall  copies  of  letters  faid  to  be  direfted  from  a  ]el"uit  in 
France  to  thofe  called  the  confederate  Councell  at  Kilkenny;  from  whom  (it 
fhould  feem)  he  is  imploycd.  What  ufe  will  be  made  of  them  at  London,  or 
whether  they  be  worth  the  fending  to  Oxford  I  know  not ;  yet  I  venture  to 
fill  up  a  box  with  them  rather  than  your  Lordlhip  fhould  want  the  divcrfion 
of  that  Father's  flilc,  if  his  they  be.  By

By  Colonel  Francis  Traford  I  am  told,  that  in  North  Wales,  they  are  in  a 
dangerous  Icciuityj  little  doubting,  at  leaft  not  providing  to  refift  a  threatncd 
invafion.  I  hold  it  my  duty  in  relation  to  the  lafcty  of  this  place,  and  for  the 
continuance  of  fome  pofllblc  by-way  of  receiving  his  Majeftie's  Commands, 
to  move  him  that  fome  order  be  taken  to  man,  and  fortify  at  lead  the  harbours 
in  thofc  parts. 

I  had  almoft  forgot  to  tell  your  Lordfhip,  that  in  cafe  the  Irijh  fliall  be  wil- 
ling to  fend  fuccours  into  Scotland,  1  forcfcc  that  Ihips  may  be  a  real  want ; 
and  if  unwilling,  doubtlefs  it  will  be  a  pictcndcd  difficulty.  Therefore,  if  it 
be  polllblc  to  procure  fome  frigats  from  'Dunkirk  in  time,  it  will  much  facili- 
tate that  dcfign,  if  it  go  on  ;  if  not,  they  will  be  of  great  ufc  here,  where  there 
are  convenient  harbours  from  whence  they  may  annoy  the  Rebels  of  Scotland, 
hinder  the  relieving  of  their  Army  here,  and  fecurc  intelligence,  or  what  cllc 
can  be  expefted  hence,  hi  fhort  without  ("hips,  1  know  not  how,  that  which 
is  left  of  this  Kingdom  to  his  Majertie,  can  be  preferved,  much  lefs  be  of  any 
ufe  to  him  :  nor  is  it  pofllble,  here  to  provide  any  thing  towards  the  defraying 
of  the  charge  of  them,  as  the  cafe  rtands. 

My  Lord,  1  fuppofc  there  is  no  danger,  that  our  condition  here  can  be 
thought  there  any  thing  bettered  fmce  my  lafl:  difpatch ;  therefore,  1  forbear 
the  wonted  conclufions  of  my  letters,  and  fhall  end  this  with  a  hearty  wifli 
for  the  full  accomplifhment  of  your  health;  wherein,  though  all  honell  men 
be  concerned,  yet  give  me  leave  particularly  to  intcreft  my  felf

May  it  f  leaf e  your  Excellence, 

I  Have  received  your  letter  of  the  25  th  of  the  laft,  wherein  you  are  pleafed 
to  command  me  ro  deliver  my  knowledge  in  a  report  given  out  by  one 
Major  Mufchampe,  wherein  your  Excellence  (as  you  are  pleafed  to  take  notice) 
finds  your  felf  highly  concerned. 

My  Lord,  before  I  (hall  proceed  to  deliver  my  knowledge  of  that  bufinefs, 
in  the  firft  place  I  fhall  crave  your  Excellence's  pardon,  if,  for  compafling  my 
own  ends,  it  Ihall  appear  that  I  have  made  ufe  of  your  Excellence's  name 
without  warrant,  through  which  there  may  arife  any  blame  or  blemifh  to  your 
Lordfhip.     This  being  granted  me,  all  that  I  can  remember  is  as  foUoweth : 

It  is  very  true,  my  Lord,  Mufchampe  employed  one  of  his  friends  unto  me, 
fignifying  his  dillike  of  my  Lord  of  Inchiqtiin,  wliom  he  found  to  be  entirely 
in  his  adions  and  refolutions  for  the  Parliament ;  and  therefore  thought  fit  to- 
feek  my  advice  to  put  him  in  a  prefent  way,  whereby  he  may  fecure  the  fort 
for  his  Majeftie's  fervice.  Truly,  my  Lord,  I  was  loth  to  lofe  fuch  an  oppor- 
tunity to  do  my  Country  fervice,  and  immediately  returned  him  an  anfwer  to 
meet  me  the  next  day  after  at  a  caftle  of  mine  called  Blarny ;  which  he  performed 
that  day  or  the  next  after,  (as  near  as  I  can  remember)  and  upon  our  meeting, 
he  being  fworn  to  fecrecy  in  all  things,  I  moved  unto  him  concerning  the 
fort  5  to  which  he  feemed  to  incline,  making  great  exprefllons  and  fervency  in 
all  refpeds  to  preferve  his  loyalty,  and  to  obfervc  (upon  the  leaft  intimation  or 
notice)  any  commands  that  fhould  come  unto  him  from  your  Excellence.  Then 
upon  farther  difcourfe  he  fell  to  wifh  I  had  the  fort  in  my  poffeflion,  io  h^ 
were  fure,  that  the  party  whereof  I  was,  and  my  felf  were  for  the  King ;  to 
which  I  anfwered,  that  by  the  good  countenance  and  ufage  the  reft  of  the 
Commiflioners  and  my  felf  had  in  England,  and  our  coming  without  rub  or 
3  interruptioft 
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inteiruption  from  thence,  might  in  fomc  fort  allure  him  thereof;  which  prov- 
ing not  altogether  fatisfadory  unto  him,  he  replied,  that  if  he  hid  feen  any 
diredions  from  ycmr  Excellence  for  him  to  difpofe  of  the  place,  he  would  obev 
it  to  the  lofs  of  his  life,  and  deliver  it,  cither  unto  mc,  or  any  body  elfe  your 
Lordfhip  would  appoint ;  which  I  apprehended  a  bufuiefs  much  conducing  to 
his  Majeftie's  fervice,  and  the  prelervation  of  this  Province  againft  the  Rebels 
in  England,  into  whofc  hands  I  was  aifurcd  the  fame  fhould  be  put  as  now  it 
is;  and  prefuming  that  it  would  not  have  been  prejudicial  to  his  Majcflie  or 
your  Lordlhip  for  me  to  ufe  any  llight  or  means  to  get  it  out  of  their  hands, 
I  prefumcd  to  frame  a  warrant  in  your  Lorddiip's  name,  authorizing  him  to 
furrcnder  me  that  hold  to  his  Majcllie's  ufe,  and  that  your  Lordfhip  had  re- 
ceived fufficient  aflurancc  from  me  to  redeliver  it  upon  demand,  which  I  read 
unto  him.  He  would  have  it  into  his  own  hands  (as  he  alledged)  for  his  jufti- 
fication ;  but  I  infiikd  that  I  would  not  part  with  the  inftrument  until!  the 
work  were  accomplifhed  according  to  the  dircftions,  whereupon  he  took  time 
to  prepare  and  confider  of  the  bufinefs,  for  two  days  as  near  as  I  can  remem- 
ber, and  then  he  was  to  fend  his  further  rcfolution  unto  me,  or  to  appoint  an- 
other meeting  :  And  fincc  I  have  not  heard  any  thing  from  him  5  but  within 
fix  days  after  I  could  hear  that  he  difcovcred  all  to  my  Lord  of  Inchtquin  and 
fome  others  at  a  Council  of  War.  My  Lord,  he  thought  to  catch  me,  and  I 
was  hopeful  to  catch  him ;  and  if  in  the  progrefs  or  carriage  of  the  matter, 
I  have  (aid  or  done  any  thing  that  gives  your  Lordfhip  caule  of  offence,  I 
crave  your  forgivenefs  and  pardon.  Your  Lordlhip  may  be  the  more  indulgent 
unto  me  in  this  particular;  for  thar  upon  my  filvation,  I  had  a  full  refolution 
(if  I  had  compaflbd  rhe  place  upon  thofe  terms)  to  picferve  all  the  Englijlj  wnth- 
out  any  prejudice,  cither  in  their  lives,  Religion,  or  goods,  and  to  lurrcndcr  it 
unto  your  Lordlhip  or  fuch  as  you  would  appoint,  whenfocver  your  Lordlhip 
would  call  for  it. 

My  Lord,  this  is  the  truth  of  whar  pafl:  betwixt  Mufihampe  and  me  in  that 
bufinefs.     I   have  no  more  to  add  unto  it,  but  that  1  delire,  if  in  this  I  have 
forfeited  any  thing  of  your  Lordlhip's  good  opinion,  I    may  be  rcllored,  and 
accompted  by  your  Excellence

My  moft  honoured  Lord, 

NO  commands  from  his  MajefHe  could  more  fully  meet  with  my  own  in- 
clinations, than  thofe  I  lately  had  the  honour  to  receive  by  Colonel 
Stewart  to  ferve  your  Lordfhip  in  thofe  noble  undertakings,  wherein,  with  fo 
much  honour  to  your  fclf,  and  admiration  to  all  the  world,  God  hath  prof- 
pered  you. 

This  bearer.  Captain  Mac  T>onnell,  being  left  here  by  the  Lord  of  Antrim, 
I  have  made  choice  of  him  to  convey  to  your  Lordlhip  full  aflurance,  that  no 
time  fhall  be  loft  or  pains  fpared,  to  procure  and  fend  your  Lordfhip  from 
hence  armed  men  and  ammunition,  if  a  peace  fliall  be  concluded  with  thi:  Irijh; 
whereof  there  is  great  probability,  I  fhall  then,  by  his  Majeftie's  power  and 
authority,  be  able  (1  truft)  to  anfwer  his  commands  and  your  Lordlhip's  expec- 
tation ;  and  left  the  concluding  of  a  Peace  might  take  up  more  rime  than  can 
confift  with  your  Lordfhip's  condition  to  want  liiccours,  I  am  already  fbme- 
thing  advanced  in  a  Treaty  with  thofe  that  govern  the  Iriflj  affaires,  for  tJicir 
afliftancc  to  fend  you  immediate  fupplies,  and  I  am  in  good  hope  to  prcvaile 
3  with 
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with  them.  In  the  mean  time,  by  this  bearer  I  humbly  dcfirc,  with  all  pofll- 
blc  Ipccd  to  be  informed  by  your  Lordfhip,  what  it  is  you  molt  iland  in  need 
of,  and  where  a  fupply  of  that  may  moft  conveniently  and  fafely  be  landed; 
that  if  there  fhould  be  any  delay  in  fending  you  compleat  fupplies,  (as  1  hope 
there  will  not)  I  may  fend  your  Lordlhip  what  I  am  able,  in  what  may  be  of 
prelent  ufe  to  you.  I  already  forclcc  the  greatcft  difliculty  may  be  fliipping  for 
tranfportation  of  men,  which  yet  I  hope  to  procure  ;  but  if  your  Lordlhip  couli 
fend  veflels,  cither  of  burden  or  force,  to  Carlingford,  (where  I  will  immedi- 
ately build  a  fort  to  fecure  the  harbour)  it  would  much  facilitate  the  work. 

I  am  commanded  by  his  Majeftic,  as  neceflary  for  the  furtherance  of  his  fcr- 
vicc,  to  hold  frequent  and  ftrid  corrcfpondencc  with  your  Lordfhip  ;  which 
on  my  part  I  Ihall  endeavour  with  much  ambition :  And  that  this  may  be 
the  more  fecure,  I  humbly  dcfirc  to  receive  from  you  a  cypher  proper  for  the 
bufinefs,  which,  being  a  ftranger  to  that  Kingdom,  I  am  not  able  to  frame.

N".  CCCXLIV.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefi  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

THIS  bearer,  Sit  Timothy  Fetfjerjton,  hath  been  an  extreme  faithfuU  and 
adive  perfon  in  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in  his  Country  of  Cumberland  i 
which  being  now  much  oppreft  by  the  Rebels,  he  hath  been  a  conftant  and 
earneft  follicitor  for  fome  relief  to  it. 

But  his  Majeftic  not  being  able  to  afford  it  for  the  prefent  from  hence,  and 
having  given  him  hopes,  in  cafe  a  Peace  were  concluded  in  Ireland,  there 
might  be  fome  forces  fent  over  thither  from  thence,  he  would  needs  take  this 
journey  to  follicit  your  Excellence  upon  that  fubjed.  I  hope  in  God,  before 
he  come  thither,  the  Peace  there  will  be  fo  well  advanced,  that  his  journey 
will  not  be  loft ;  but  that  you  may  poflibly  have  means  of  fending  over  fome 
confiderable  relief  into  thofe  parts ;  of  the  nature  of  which,  in  point  of  the 
fitteft  landing  places,  as  alfo  affcdions,  he  will  be  able  fully  to  inform  your 
Excellence.  It  is  necdlefs  for  me  to  tell  your  Excellence  of  how  vaft  impor- 
tance it  is  to  his  Majeftie's  affaires,  if  upon  the  conclufion  of  a  juft  and  honour- 
able Peace  there,  fuch  fupplies  may  be  procured  ;  of  which  we  we  long  to  hear 
the  certainty,  that  accordingly  order  may  be  taken  for  fuch  Ihipping  to  be 
fent  to  what  place  you  (hall  appoint,  as  can  be  afforded  you  from  hence. 

I  have  never  heard  from  your  Excellence  fince  Jack  Barry's  coming  over, 
only  I  received  a  fuperfcription  from  your  Excellence  of  the  loth  of  January, 
but  nothing  within  your  packet,  but  two  letters  from  my  brother  Chichejier. 

I  have  no  news  to  write  to  your  Excellence  from  hence,  more  than  that  of 
late  it  hath  plcafcd  God  to  blefs  his  Majeftie's  forces  with  divers  good  ilicceffes  i 
the  laft  and  the  moft  important  of  which  was  the  taking  of  JVeymouth,  a  port 
of  high  confequence,  in  relation  to  thofe  fupplies  which  are  expedted  from 
beyond  Tea. 

As  for  the  treaty  of  Peace,  it  continues  ftill  at  Uxbridge,  but  without  any 
probability  of  fruits  by  it ;  thofe  at  London  continuing  peremptory  to  the 
higheft  degree  in  all  their  higheft  demands,  his  Majeftic  having  courted  thcm^ 
to  Peace  by  all  the  offers  that  can  be  made  without  an  abfolute  fubverfion  of 
the  Church  and  Monarchical  power.  For  the  matter  of  Bifhops  he  "hath  of- 
fered fo  to  regulate  them,  as  that  they  (hall  cxercife  no  Ecclefiaftical  jurifdidion, 
without  an  afliftant  Presbytery  j  with  all  other  conceflions  that  may  tend  to  the 

^  E  moderating 
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moderating  thcli'  power,  and  re£lifying  all  abufes  whatfocvcr,  without  over- 
throwing their  fundion. 

As  for  the  Militia,  his  Majeftic  hath  offered  to  fettle  that ;  the  fhips  and  forts 
to  be  for  three  years  in  the  folc  power  of  twenty  pcrfons,  whereof  ten  to  be 
chofen  by  them,  and  ten  by  his  Majeftie  ;  and  as  any  of  them  fhall  die  of  ci- 
ther fide,  to  be  fupplicd  by  that  fide's  cleftion. 

Concerning  Ireland,  the  reafons  for  the  laft  Ccffation  and  for  the  conclude 
ing  of  a  Peace  there,  if  it  may  be  obtained,  upon  juft  and  honourable  termer, 
hath  been  fo  reprefentcd,  as  no  rational  perfon  can  remain  unfatisficd. 

This,  my  Lord,  is  a  brief  of  our  prefent  condition.     I  reft,

My  Lord, 

MR.  Teajlfs  return  in  this  nick  of  time,  upon  the  breaking  of  our  hope^ 
ful  Treaty,  hath  faved  me  the  fending  your  Excellence  an  exprcfs  with 
the  refult  of  that  negotiation ;  which,  though  it  be  expreffcd  by  faying,  that 
hereafter  wc  are  to  expeft  no  Peace  but  what  the  fword  gives  us;  yet  'tis  ma- 
terial you  fhould  not  be  ignorant  of  it,  no  longer  than  accidents  can  keep  it 
from  you.  My  Lord  'Digby  fends  your  Excellence  (though  not  all)  fome  paf- 
fages  that  will  make  clear  the  King's  moderation,  and  the  infolency  of  the 
enemy,  and  draw  you  to  believe  with  us,  that  his  Majeftie  cannot  but  draw 
advantage  from  his  fincere  and  clear  dealing  in  this  bufinefs.  Shortly  all  the 
proceedings  of  both  fides  will  be  printed  here,  in  the  fame  order  that  they 
were  debated ;  that  you  (hall  have  with  all  poflible  fpeed. 

Among  the  reft  of  the  villanies  that  this  Treaty  has  unmasked,  one  is,  that 
Ireland  is  given  to  the  Scots,  and  your  Excellence's  eftatc  in  particular  to  the 
Lord  Chancellor  oi  Scotland;  it  behoves  you  to  be  a  little  more  careful  of  that 
Nation,  than  you  were  in  my  time.  Their  late  defignes  there  anfwer  this  of 
the  Parliament  here.  I  pray  God  deliver  you  from  all  their  fnares.  I  am 
confident  there  are  many  laid  for  you.  What  the  fruit  will  be  of  what  Jack 
Barry  brought  to  you  is  much  longed  for  here ;  for  my  part  I  fear,  'twill  not 
anfwer  the  expedation,  and  that  I  have  freely  told  the  King ;  but  as  yet  I  have 
no  credit. 

The  taking  of  Wejmoiith  had  much  advantaged  our  condition,  if  the  news, 
of  the  day  of  the  revolt  of  the  town  of  Shrewsbury  had  not  allayed  our  hopes  j 
that  I  muft  confefs  is  a  Rowland  for  our  Oliver. 

My  Lord,  be  prepared  with  cheerfulnefs  for  a  recommendation  that  will 
be  fent  you,  both  from  the  King  and  the  Queen,  of  a  perfon  that  both  of  them 
refolve  to  fettle  there,  in  that  condition  which  they  have  defigned  for  him. 
The  man  is  Sir  W'tlliam  Killegrew,  and  the  place  the  Mafter  of  the  Wards. 
This  comfort  I  can  give  you,  that  you  will  be  fatisfied  very  well  with  the  man 
within  a  little  time,  for  he  is  a  man  of  fingular  honefty,  and  of  very  good 
parts ;  and  this  advantage  you  will  have  from  it,  that  you  will  not  be  prefled 
upon  concerning  the  Vice-Treafurer's  place.  I  believe  you  will  be  the  Icfs  un- 
fatisficd with  this  refolution,  becaufe  1  heard  your  Excellence  willi,  that  the  King 
would  fend  thither  fome  able  honeft  man  to  take  a  part  of  that  burthen  you 
bear,  and  to  be  a  witncfs  of  your  actions.  If  I  am  not  deceived,  you  will 
find  this  Gentleman  fuch  a  one  as  you  defirc. 

Here  wc  have  great  news  out  of  Scotland  of  the  fucccfs  of  Montrojs  to  a 
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miracle ;  but  you  know  better  there  the  truth :  But  that  hope  is  remote,  grant 
it  true.  Mine  is  only,  that  the  hard  ufage  of  the  Lords  at  London  will  cer- 
tainly drive  them  to  do  fomcthing  for  their  own  defence;  clfc  the  fame  ruin 
is  threatened  to  them  as  us.  If  this  does  not,  good  night.  The  lofs  of  Shrcsif- 
bnry  hath  ib  diftempered  mc,  that  I  can  tell  you  no  more  now,  than  that, 
come  of  mc  what  God  will,  I  am  rcfolved  to  live  and  die

My  Lardy 

I  Have  received  yours  of  the  4th  of  February ;  concerning  the  two  chief 
points  of  which,  your  Excellence  will  receive  an  anfwer  from  the  King 
himfcif ;  unto  which  I  fhall  only  add,  that  I  fhall  make  it  my  care  to  follicitc 
the  exchange  of  thofe  perfons,  whofc  afliftancc  (you  fay)  is  lb  nccdfull  to  you 
there,  and  the  courle  advifed  by  you  of  a  flop  in  all  exchanges  is  already  de- 
clared. In  the  mean  time  to  ilipply  the  want  of  more  to  be  relied  upon  at 
the  board,  I  fend  your  Excellence  the  warrants  for  fwearing  thofc  two  Coun- 
cellors  whom  you  were  pleafed  to  recommend. 

The  admirable  fucceflcs  of  my  Lord  oi  Montr  of s  in  Scotland  will  (I  hope) 
facilitate  your  obtaining  from  the  Iripj  the  aides  dcfired,  and  enable  him  to 
fupport  the  War  there,  till  they  may  be  afforded  him. 

As  for  fhipping,  all  is  done  that  we  can  think  of  toward  the  providing  them : 
and  I  make  no  doubt,  but,  before  the  beginning  of  April,  his  Majeftie  will 
have  aflembled  at  a  generall  rendezvous  at  Falmouth,  a  confiderable  fleet  to  be 
applied  to  the  iranfportation  out  of  Ireland,  or  to  any  other  fcrvice  of  that  na- 
ture. But  it  is  hoped,  that  meancs  may  be  found  before  that,  by  the  Irifl),  of 
fending  over  fome  fupplyes  to  Montrofs,  of  ammunition  at  leaft,  if  not  of 
men. 

I  thank  your  Excellence  for  your  advertifements  and  advice  concerning  the 
fccuring  of  the  maritime  parts  of  JVales,  in  which  all  pofllblc  care  is  now 
taken :  but  we  daily  exped  a  great  crifis  near  thofe  Country es  between  Prince 
Maurice  with  an  Army  of  6000  horfc  and  foote,  and  all  the  Rebels  coUeftcd 
forces  of  thofe  parts  -,  which,  when  we  laft  heard  from  them,  were  within 
half  a  day's  march  of  one  another :  and  I  believe  this  bearer  will,  as  he  paflcs, 
receive  the  news  of  the  fuccefs  to  carry  over  to  you  fooner  than  we  can  have 
it  here. 

His  Majeftie's  forces  have  of  late  been  bleft  with  extraordinary  fuccefs  in  fe- 
vcral  parts,  principally  in  the  taking  oi  Weymouth,  a  part  of  high  confequence 
in  relation  to  all  foreign  helpes,  of  which  we  have  great  aflurances:  but  not 
at  all  in  the  way,  that  Mr.  Hartegan  is  fo  wife  in ;  of  whofc  letters  I  IhalL 
need  fay  no  more,  than  of  a  madman's,  whofc  calumnies  cannot  wound;  clfe 
truly  his  prefumptuous  lies  concerning  the  Queen  in  relation  to  Ormonde  and 
Lord  Clanricarde  (I  confefs)  would  anger  me ;  for  on  my  foul  no  man  liv- 
ing is  more  clear  and  unblemifht  in  the  Queen's  favour,  than  Ormonde;  and 
this  you  may  rely  on,  if  I  have  truth,  or  am  your  fervant. 

Our  Treaty  of  Peace  at  Uxbridge  is  this  day  ended,  though  the  continua- 
tion of  it  hath  been  mofl:  earneftly  foUicited  on  his  Majeftie's  part,  and  all 
things  offered  to  purchafe  Peace  that  can  polTibly  confift  with  the  very  being, 
either  of  the  Church  or  Monarchy,  as  your  Excellence  will  perceive  by  the  papers 
themfelves,  that  have  paft,  which  I  fhall  fend  you  (for  fooner  I  cannot)  by  the 
next  exprefs,  which  fhall  be  difpatched  unto  you  within  very  few  dayes,   with 
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fuchdiredions  concerning  the  Peace  oi Ireland,  as  upon  occanonof  this  breach, 
will  be  fit  to  be  added  into  the  former  lent  by  the  Councellours,  which  were 
taken,  and  fince  renewed  both  by  Jack  Barry  and  Sir  Timothy  Fetherjlon. 

The  Scotip  CommiUloncrs,  having  gained  a  tyranny  over  the  Englijlo,  have 
been  the  only  hinderers  of  Peace,  and  moft  fierce  in  the  point  of  Ireland,  as 
they  have  reafon ;  for  in  this  Treaty  a  clear  difcovery  is  made,  that  Ireland  is 
wholly  given  to  them  by  the  clofe  Committee  of  State:  but  his  Majeflic's 
Commiflloners  (as  you  will  find)  have  carried  themfelves  in  that  argument  with 
much  conftancy  and  dexterity.  I  fhall  add  no  more  at  prelcnt,  but  in  his  Ma- 
Jeftie's  name  to  conjure  your  Excellence,  that,  though  the  /r//7j  ihould  not  ftib- 
mit  upon  thofe  further  conceflions  which  you  have  power  to  make  unto  them, 
you  do  by  all  arts  poflible  prevent  a  breach,  till  you  can  inform  the  King 
punftually  what  will  content  them,  and  receive  the  King's  pleafure  therein.  1 
will  conclude  with  that  which  I  am  confident  will  be  wellcome  to  you,  that  it 
hath  pleafed  God  to  reftore  to  perfedl  health,

My  Lord, 

MY  coufin  Barry  hath  been  at  Beaumoris  about  three  weeks;  in  which 
time  he  might  feverall  times  fafely  have  come  over ;  but  having  ftaycd 
fo  long,  I  fent  to  him  ycfterday  by  a  fi(lier-boat  not  to  ftir  iiW  Bartlett  come 
to  him  ;  which,  if  wind  ferve,  will  be  by  the  end  of  this  week.  I  have  had 
feveral  letters  from  him  fince  his  coming  to  the  water  fide ;  but  no  word, 
whereon  I  can  ground  a  judgment  of  what  he  brings,  more  than  that  he  fays, 
he  hath  all  that  thofe  that  were  taken  fliould  have  brought,  with  fome  fup- 
plcmcnt.  Of  his  Majeftie's  condition  in  England,  and  of  the  Treaty  for  Peace 
now  on  foote  there,  he  makes  no  mention :  from  other  hands  diverfly  afFeft- 
cd,  there  are  many  feverall  reports  of  both ;  but  fo  uncertain,  that  they  are  not 
worth  the  colleding,  or  your  Lordfhip's  trouble. 

To  morrow  it  will  be  a  fortnight  fuice  I  fent  a  fervant  of  my  own  cxprefs 
to  Court;  I  hope  he  will  be  returned  time  enough  to  come  over  with  Jack 
Barry,  and  that  by  him  we  fhall  have  fomething,  whereon  to  make  a  proba- 
ble conjcdurc  at  the  event  of  the  Treaty  in  England;  which  may  perhaps  have 
had  fo  great  an  influence  upon  this  here,  that  the  letter  by  my  fervant  may  be 
the  more  pofitive  direftion. 

I  find  the  confederates  flow  and  fcrupulous  in  their  anfwers  to  my  propor- 
tion for  the  aid  of  his  Majeftie's  party  in  Scotland;  infomuch  that  I  believe 
they  will  either  do  nothing  in  it,  or  be  fo  long  about  it,  that  it  will  be  inef- 
fcdlual.  And  fo  far  they  are  from  aflifting  me  with  mcanes  to  fupport  the 
King's  affaires  here,  or  my  fclf  in  the  management  of  them,  that  they  refule 
nie  liccnfc  by  mortgage  of  my  eftatc  (all  in  their  quarters)  to  do  it;  but  i 
hope,  e'er  it  be  long,  the  world  will  alter  i  for  with  me  it  cannot  be  worfe. 
I  could  wifli,  if  it  might  be  without  too  much  trouble  to  your  Lordfliip,  that 
you  were  here  againft  (or  prefently  after)  my  coufin  Barry  is  arrived,  that  by 
your  advice  and  furtherance  fome  refolution  for  the  King's  fervice,  and  the 
good  of  this  Kingdom,  might  be  taken  by

YOUR  letter  of  the  29th  oi  January  hath  been  coming  to  me  till  this 
day :  which  I  tell  you,  left  that  not  knowing  the  interruption  it  hath  met 
with,  you  might  judge  me  not  fo  thanktuU  unto  you  for  your  important  and 
prudent  advertilcments,  as  in  truth  I  am,  and  fhall  be  found  to  be,  whenever 
it  comes  in  my  way  to  make  it  appeare  to  you. 

By  other  letters  from  thofc  partes  I  am  confirmed,  that  your  obfervations 
are  well  grounded,  and  that  your  ftay  theix,  though  it  may  have  been  trouble- 
Ibme  to  your  felf,  was  of  good  advantage  to  the  King's  fervice,  in  the  reduc- 
tion of  thofe  fcduccd  people,  fomc  degree  towards  their  wonted  temper  and 
dutiful  regard  to  lawful  authority. 

I  am  preparing  anfwers  to  thofe  letters  and  overtures,  which  are  yet  fome- 
thing  general,  for  matter  of  undertaking  from  thence,  and  expedation  from 
hence ;  perhaps  one  return  more  will  make  us  undcrftand  one  another  better. 
In  the  mean  time,  I  conceive  both  the  wayes  touched  on  by  you,  may  be  well 
and  neccflarily  taken  to  make  advantage,  both  to  the  King  and  themfelves,  of 
the  beginning  of  alteration  you  find  in  the  humour  of  the  people. 

The  letters  I  fiiall  readily  prepare,  and  furnifh  with  as  winning  matter,  as 
truth  will  ditlate  to  me  5  for  further  no  refpeft  can  draw  any  thing  willingly 
from  me :  but  being  a  ftranger  in  thofe  parts,  I  know  not  what  inftruments  to 
make  choice  of,  or  to  whom  with  moft  probability  of  fuccefs  to  dired  my  let- 
ters. Of  this,  and  of  the  apteft  allurements  to  draw  them  to  the  King's  fervice 
and  their  own  good,  I  ihall  defire  to  be  informed  by  you,  with  what  fpeed 
you  may ;  and  let  your  letters  be  direfted  to  my  felf,  and  conveyed  to  me  by 
Major  Gore,  who  may  iioxnT>rogheda  fend  a  meflenger  of  his  own  with  them. 
By  this  meanes  your  correfpondence  with  me  fhall  be  fure  to  do  you  no  hurt, 
and  I  fhall  willingly  take  the  pains  to  read  and  anfwer  your  difpatches  my  felf: 
for  I  am  here  to  no  other  end,  than  to  ferve  my  Mafter  and  Country ;  to  which 
your  letters  (I  am  confident)  will  tend, 

I  believe,  fmce  you  writ  your  letter,  you  have  heard  of  a  plot  that  was  here 
difcovered,  fet  on  foote  by  malicious,  and  to  have  been  aded  by  mifled,  peo- 
ple ;  as  in  charity  I  am  apt  to  believe. 

By  letters  from  thence,  I  find  it  is  mifunderftood  and  believed,  that  all  the 
Scots  ferving  here  were  in  it,  or  fo  far  miftruftcd  as  that  they  were  under  a  great 
cloud  of  fufpicion.  You  have  learned  how  difficult  it  is  to  ftop  the  mouths 
of  common  people,  for  whofe  difcourfes  in  thefe  licentious  times,  it  were  hard 
juftice  to  make  thofe  that  fhould  govern  them  anfwer.  Allowing  this,  1  confi- 
demly  affirm  to  you,  that  though  fome  Scots,  and  of  thofe  fuch  as  had  leaft  reafon, 
have  been  too  far  guilty;  yet  the  nation  hath  loft  no  jot  of  efteem  or  truft  in 
the  more  confiderate  fort  by  it ;  and  it  will  be  found,  that  no  rigour  beyond 
neceffity,  in  order  to  our  prefervation,  hath  been  or  will  be  ufed.  This,  be- 
caufe  you  are  in  a  place  where  you  may  hear  much  of  this  bufinefs,  I  held  need- 
full  to  let  you  know  upon  this  occafion ;  and  lb  giving  you  thanks  for  your 
intelligence,  and  defiring  the  frequency  of  it,  I  reft

My  Lord, 

I  Give  your  Lordfhip  moft  humble  thanks  for  your  letter  of  the  24th  this  day 
received ;  without  which,  I  had  been  led  into  a  wrong  belief,  that  my  cou- 
fin  Barry  was  returned  back  to  Oxford,  related  to  me  by  other  letters  from 
'Dublin.  And  in  obedience  to  your  Lordfhip's  commands,  though  (I  fear)  a 
very  ufelefs  perfon,  I  fliall  upon  the  obfervance  of  the  firft  fair  wind  immediately 
begin  my  journey  from  hence  j  and  if  that  fhould  be  delayed,  if  my  attendance 
fooner  be  requifite  and  may  conduce  to  your  Lordfhip's  fervice,  upon  the  return 
of  this  bearer,  I  will  at  an  hour's  warning  be  ready  to  wait  upon  you. 

I  have  ufed  all  pofllblc  diligence  within  my  power  to  further  and  expedite 
the  defigne  for  Scotland;  and  I  can  yet  give  your  Lordfhip  no  better  accompt 
of  it,  than  by  a  letter  from  Mr.  'Patrick  Darcy  thus  exprefllng  himfelf 

"  The  Councell  will  now  upon  a  fecond  letter,  give  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
"  their  final  anfwer  concerning  the  bufinefs  of  Scotland^  and  had  they  Car- 
"  lingford  in  their  pofleflion  (which  for  ought  1  underftand  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
"  will  not  be  foon  in  a  condition  to  preferve)  the  King's  fervice  both  in  Ulfter 
"  and  Scotland  had  been  thereby  much  advanced  by  our  party. 

He  writes  with  much  confidence,  that  the  fort  of  'Diincanon  will  be  fpeedily 
gained,  and  that  or  fomething  elfe  hath  elevated  his  fpirits  unto  very  lofty 
ftrains. 

There  is  a  CefTation  of  armes  for  eight  daycs  in  the  County  of  Mayo,  and 
it  is  believed,  that  his  Lordfliip,  who  bears  that  title,  is  once  more  upon  his 
humble  fubmiflions  to  the  Supremacies;  and  the  Country  in  the  meantime  very 
fufficiently  deftroyed  by  the  diforder  of  the  forces  of  both  fides. 

I  prefume  your  Lordfhip  hath  heard  of  Mr.  Bealings  arrival  at  Taris,  and 
departure  from  thence  towards  Rome,  (as  I  was  informed)  upon  the  2  2d  of  the 
laft  month ;  and  fo  much  of  his  imployment,  as  is  come  to  my  knowledge, 
with  fome  appearance  of  truth  and  pretended  fecrecy,  is,  that  being  elkcmed 
both  an  acute  and  a£live  Courtier  and  Statefman,  he  is  fenc  to  difcover  more 
clearly  the  intention  and  myftery  of  the  large  piomifcs  and  compliments  pro- 
cured for  them  by  the  induftry  of  their  former  Agents ;  and,  if  pofiibic,  to 
convert  thofe  formalities  to  a  iubftantial  fettled  revenue  for  a  lafting  mainte- 
nance of  their  caufe.  And  according  to  the  ebbs  and  flows  he  incountcrs  with, 
their  refoJutions  here  towards  Peace  or  War  are  to  rife  and  fall ;  and  that  un- 
till  his  returne,  or  full  intelligence  from  him,  protradlion  of  time  is  the  chief 
part  they  are  to  aft ;  but  when  affaires  on  your  Lordfhip's  fide  fhall  be  ready 
prepared  to  haften  a  conclufion,  I  hope  fuch  delays  will  not  be  admitted. 

An  honeft  able  man  of  Gallway  (of  late  a  great  rarity  in  that  town)  writes, 
that  two  great  fhips  of  the  King  of  France  are  come  into  that  port,  laden  with 
armour  and  ammunition,  and  fome  great  quantity  of  plate  for  the  Supreme 
Councell  from  the  ftate  of  France ,  which  he  doubts  is  no  fign  of  Peace  ;  that 
they  give  out  the  fhipping  are  to  carry  foldiers,  which  (he  fayes)  is  but  a  colour, 
and  feares  we  fhall  have  "unfortunate  dayes  of  it,  and  no  hopes  of  Peace. 

Somewhat  to  confirm  that  opinion,  1  have  lately  feen  letters  from  fiery  fpi- 
rits of  this  Nation  abroad,  direfted  to  private  perfons  here,  labouring  that  an 
avcrfion  to  Peace  might  be  generally  infufed,  with  great  promifes  (by  them 
called  aflliranccs)  of  plentiful  fupplics,  and  a  large  relation  of  a  rich  Ita- 
lian Prelate,  filled  Bifhop  of  Fermo,  ready  to  come  over  to  fpcnd  his  revenue 
in  this  holy  War.  But  thefe  relations  have  wrought  nothing  upon  Ibme  to 
whom  they  were  direded  j  who  are  rather  confirmed  in  a  contrary  belief,  know- 
•         ■  2  ing 
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ing  the  uncertainty  of  rholc  rtorics,  and  aflTured  that  all  is  grounded  upon  the 
mifintbrmation  of  the  ttacc  of  aftaircs  here,  and  that  the  arrival  of  any  fuch 
pcrfons  would  but  difgracc  the  caufc  and  Country,  when  they  fhould  find  all 
things  lb  contrary  to  their  cxpetlation.  And  I  am  ftill  hopeful,  that  the  well 
affcdcd  will  be  the  more  powerful  and  numerous  party,  though  men's  incli- 
nations are  fo  unfcttlcd  and  ticklilh  in  this  age,  that  it  is  hard  to  depend  with 
much  confidence  upon  the  refolutions  of  any. 

The  intercepted  copies  your  Lordlhip  was  plcafed  to  intruft  me  with,  do  very 
rightly  confirm  the  former  charader  given  me  of  that  bufy  Agent's  difpoiition : 
and  1  do  find  that  upon  knowledge  of  fome  former  letters  of  his  to  the  fame 
effed,  fome  Iharp  reprchenfions  were  diredled  to  him  about  Chrijtmafs  laft  from 
others  of  his  own  vocation,  who  do  earneftly  labour  to  withdraw  him  from 
thar  imployment;  and  my  apprehenfions  upon  fome  palfages  of  his  intelligence 
I  ihall  relavc,  untill  I  have  the  happinels  to  wait  upon  you. 

My  Lord  Taafe  not  being  with  my  coufin  Barry,  nor  at  all  mentioned  by 
your  Lordlhip,  makes  me  fearful  that  he  might  come  to  fome  mifchance  in 
England,  or  hath  given  your  Lordlhip  occafion  of  diftafte,  which  I  Ihould  ac- 
compt  equal  to  any  other  difafter.  Some  relate  that  he  hath  taken  imployment 
and  command  upon  him  there,  which  doth  as  much  dilturb  my  prefent  thoughts, 
as  being  doubtful  that  he  is  not  fatisfied  with  that,  which  your  Lordfliip  hath 
iiot  been  yet  informed  of;  but  then  I  conceive  him  too  noble  to  foriakc  his 
friends  ingaged  here,  and  not  to  bear  his  part  of  the  burthen  with  them.  The 
world  being  fo  full  of  jealoufies  and  fears,  I  hope  your  Lordfhip  will  the  more 
cafily  pardon  thefe  unfettled  imaginations  of

Ormonde, 

TH  E  impofUbility  of  preferving  my  Proteftant  fubjeds  in  Ireland  by  con- 
tinuation of  the  War,  having  moved  me  to  give  you  thofe  powers  and 
direftions,  which  I  have  formerly  done,  for  the  concluding  of  a  Peace  there ; 
and  the  lame  growing  daily  much  more  evident,  that  alone  is  reafon  enough  for 
me  to  enlarge  your  powers,  and  make  my  commands  in  that  point  more  pofitive. 
But  befides  thefe  confiderations,  it  being  now  manifeft,  that  the  Englifi  Rebels 
have,  as  far  as  in  them  lies,  given  the  command  of  Ireland  to  the  Scots  ^  that 
their  aim  is  at  a  total  fubverfion  of  Religion  and  Regal  power ;  and  that  nothing 
lefs  will  content  them,  or  purchafe  Peace  here ;  I  think  my  felf  bound  in  con- 
fcience  not  to  let  flip  the  means  of  fettling  that  Kingdom,  if  it  may  be  law- 
fully, under  my  obedience,  nor  lofe  that  afliftance  which  I  may  hope  for  from 
my  Irijh  fubjeds,  for  fuch  fcruples,  as  in  a  lefs  preiling  condition  might  rea- 
fonably  be  ftuck  at  by  me  for  their  fatisfaftion  :  1  do  therefore  command  you 
to  conclude  a  Peace  with  the  Irifh,  whatever  it  coft ;  fo  that  my  Proteftant 
fubjeds  there  may  be  fecure,  and  my  Regal  authority  preferved.  But  for  all 
this,  you  are  to  make  me  the  beft  bargaine  you  can,  and  not  to  difcover  your 
enlargement  of  power,  till  you  needs  muft.  And  though  I  leave  the  managing 
of  this  great  and  neceflary  work  entirely  to  you  5   yet  I  cannot  but  tell  you, 

that 
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that  if  the  fufpeiirion  of  Poyning's  Ad:  for  fuch  bills  as  (hall  be  agreed  upon 
between  you  there,  and  the  prelent  taking  off  the  penal  lawes  againft  Papifts 
by  a  law  will  do  ir,  I  fliall  not  think  it  an  hard  bargaine  j  fo  that  freely  and 
vigoroufly  they  engage  themfclves  in  my  afllftance  againft  my  Rebels  of  Eng- 
land and  Scotland,  for  which  no  conditions  can  be  too  hard,  not  being  againft 
confcience  or  honour.

My  Lord, 

TH  E  inclofed  copy  of  a  letter  from  one  in  the  North  will  acquaint  your 
Lordfhip  with  the  prefent  inclinations  of  moft  of  the  anticnt  inhabitants 
of  Ulfter  5  whereof  1  fhali  endeavour  to  make  the  beft  ufe  1  may,  though  the 
known  neceifity  we  are  in,  and  by  confequence  our  inability  to  relieve  or  pro- 
ted  them,  will  be  a  main  hindrance  to  what  (if  we  were  in  better  condition) 
might  be  done  for  his  Majeftie's  great  advantage,  upon  this,  and  fome  other 
overtures  of  the  like  kind  that  are  made  unto  me. 

I  am  told  that  Sir  Robert  Meredith  is  to  be  releafed,  as  Sir  John  Temple 
vi'as,  for  fome  one  in  hold  at  London  •■>  but  having  no  relation  to  this  King- 
dom ;  if  any  fuch  diredion  come  from  his  Majeftie,  1  Ihall  make  fome  ftay 
of  performing  it,  prefuming  that  it  was  obtained  before  the  taking  of  the  Lord 
Brabazon  and  thofe  that  went  with  him,  of  whom  Sir  Henry  Tichbourn  and 
Sir  James  Ware  had  no  other  bufinefs  than  his  Majeftie's ;  which  they  under- 
took cheerfully,  though  with  much  hazard  and  little  expedation  of  particular 
advantage  to  themfelves.  And  therefore  1  believe  his  Majeftie  will  think  fit, 
that  what  prifoners  are  here  fhould  upon  no  other  terms,  than  the  releafe  of 
thofe  Gentlemen,  be  fet  at  liberty. 

T)uncanon  fort  continues  ftreightly  befieged  by  the  /r//^,  and  is  in  fbmc 
danger  to  be  taken  j  thofe  within  having  catried  themfelves  very  meanly.

^oft  honourable,  and  my  'uery  good  Lord, 

I  Did  prefumc  to  trouble  your  Lordfliip  with  a  letter  bearing  date  the  8th  of 
the  laft  month,  as  alio  with  fuch  news  as  was  here  ftirring  about  the  end 
of  the  fame.  I  fent  thofe  letters  by  long  fea,  and  for  as  much  as  they  may  ei- 
ther be  long  in  going,  or  mifcarry  by  that  way,  I  now  take  the  boldnefs  to 
write  again  the  fubftance  of  them,  1  therein  told  your  Lordfhip  that  I  held 
my  felf  bound  in  duty  for  the  many  favours  1  have  received  from  you,  though 
with  hazard  of  your  cenfure  for  fuch  hardinefs,  humbly  to  give  yourLordlhip 
a  caveat  of  what  1  forefaw  in  all  likelihood  would  mine  you  and  yours,  if  you 
fell  into  it ;  and  I  apprehended  the  danger  the  more,  becaufe  I  thought  your  Lord- 
fhip at  this  diftance  in  thefe  diftradcd  times,  and  hearing  but  one  fide,  might 
be  the  eafilier  milled.  The  evil  1  feared  was  this,  that  your  Lordfliip  not  rightly 
underftanding  the  ftate  of  things  here,  might  by  mi  fin  form  at  ion  be  induced  to 
join  with  the  Rebels  and  Papifts  againft  the  Britifh  Protcftants.  Truly,  my 
Lord,  my  humble  opinion  is,  that  fuch  a  courfe  would  abfolutely  undo  you, 
and  the  contrary  courl'e  (I  am  furc)  under  God,  is  the  only  vifible  means  to 
prcferve  youi  and  if  your  Lordfhip  think  it  worth  the  looking  into  to  fee, 

z  whether 
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whether  I  have  grounds  for  what  I  fay,  I  fhall  think  a   journey  thither  very 
well  bellowed,  to  give  your  Lordlhip  a  further  fatisfadion  in  it. 

I  fend  your  Lordfhip  the  copies  of  two  letters,  the  one  from  O  Hartegan  out 
oi  France  to  the  Suprcam  Council  zx  Kilkenny}  the  other  (as  is  fuppofed  by  com- 
paring the  hand  with  former  intercepted  letters)  written  from  Sir  Brian  O  Neile 
to  his  Coufin  O'zcrw  O  Neile  at  Kilkenny.  I  am  furc  your  Lorddiip  is  concerned 
in  the  former,  and  I  think  alfo  in  the  latter ;  a  good  part  whereof  was  written 
in  charafters,  and  cyphers  fet  for  the  names.  He  that  did  undccypher  it  is  a 
moft  honcft  man,  and  is  very  confident  he  hath  hit  it  right.  As  for  the  names, 
your  Lordlhip  may  better  guefs  at  them  there  than  1  can.  As  for  other  news, 
I  wrote  to  your  Lordfhip  of  the  taking  of  Scarborough  town  and  harbour  in 
Torkp^ire  lately  by  Sir  John  Meldriim,  the  ftrange  takmg  of  Shrewsbury  town 
and  caftle,  both  in  one  day  ;  the  great  defeat  Sir  Richard  Greenfield  had  laft 
week  at  'Plymouth :  And  fince  here  is  news  come  from  Colonel  Ma([ey  of  a 
defeat  given  Sir  John  Winter^  his  houfe  ftormed,  his  Brother  taken  prifoner, 
with  many  more,  and  izo  killed  and  drowned. 

There  is  an  Army  now  railing  here  of  about  20000  for  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  ^ 
Colonel  BrQ-jt^n  maintains  his  garrifon  ^t  Abington  within  five  miles  of  Oxford^ 
and  fears  no  ftrength  to  remove  him.  It  is  taken  for  granted  here  by  all  men, 
that  the  King  has  not  in  all  England  one  entire  Shire  to  himfelf  but  Cornwall. 
Colonel  Goring  did  lately  furprilc  Weymouth  in  the  Weft  ;  but  Melcombregis, 
which  lies  beyond  the  bridge,  holds  out  for  the  Parliament :  So  that  the  har- 
bour is  not  like  to  be  of  much  ufe  to  him,  and  it  is  here  faid  he  has  left  the 
place. 

I  fear  I  have  already  been  too  troublefome  to  your  Lordfhip,  and  therefore  I 
will  fay  no  more ;  only  1  herewith  fend  you  tranfcripts  of  the  two  former 
mentioned  intercepted  letters,  and  do  moft  humbly  defire  that  I  may  retain  that 
place  in  your  Lordfliip's  thoughts,  which  formerly  I  have  had  the  honour  of, 
in  being  efteemed

ricarde. 

My  Lord, 

ON  Friday  at  night  laft  Bartlett  went  hence,  and  had  fo  fair  a  wind,  that 
I  am  confident  he  was  on  the  other  fhore  on  Saturday  betimes.  Before 
his  departure,  he  alTured  me  that,  if  the  weather  were  not  foul,  he  would  land 
my  Coufin  Barry  in  fome  of  thofe  few  ports  under  his  Majeftie's  obedience, 
within  a  week  after  his  arrival  on  the  other  fide,  let  the  wind  blow  where  it 
Hfted.  And  if  the  weather  hold  as  it  is  now  but  a  few  days,  I  fhall  confidently 
expeft  him  landed  here  or  at  Carlingford.  I  confefs  I  know  not  what  to  make 
of  my  Lord  Taafe's  ftay  on  the  other  fide,  being  as  ignorant  of  the  caufe  de- 
taining him,  as  I  am  confident  of  his  friendfhip  and  hearty  affedion  to  me  and 
many  other  his  friends  here. 

Yefterday,  a  little  after  1  received  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  27th  of  the  laft 
month,  I  received  a  letter  from  their  Confederate  Council,  which  I  believe  to 
be  that  intended  by  Mr.  T>arcy's  to  your  Lordfhip  for  a  final  anfwer  to  the  bu- 
linefs  of  Scotland.  I  could  wifh  they  had  fooner  given  me  this  anfwer,  that  I 
might  feafonably  have  fought  his  Majeftie's  direftions  in  thofe  two  particulars 
they  infift  on,  who  beft  knows  the  importance  of  their  proffer,  and  the  confe- 
quence  of  thofe  things  they  expeft  5  for  it  could  not  be  thought,  that  without 
his  pleafure  fignified,  I  would  adventure  upon  fuch  high  things,  as  the  putting  into 

5  G  their 
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their  hands  fo  important  a  port  in  the  condition  they  yet  ftand  in,  and  the 
appearing  in  adlual  fervice  againft  fo  powerful  an  enemy  in  the  condition  we 
are  in.  And  now  I  find  that  which  hitherto  was  no  fmall  mylkry  to  me, 
namely  the  rcafon  why  they  will  not  permit  me  to  undo  my  eftatc  for  the 
maintenance  of  my  fclf,  and  the  place  under  my  command,  to  be  in  hope  to 
neceflitate  mc  in  thofc  two  particulars,  or  at  leaft  in  one  of  them,  to  comply 
with  them.  But  till  I  have  direction  for  it,  or  till  I  hold  it  a  thing  to  be 
done,  without  breach  of  truft  and  lofs  of  honour,  no  danger  or  diftrcfs  will 
induce  me  to  it;  not  but  that,  if  they  fliall  make  apparent  their  intention 
to  deal  fairely,  I  may  be  of  opinion  his  Majcftie  ihould  liften  to  their  propo- 
fitions. 

1  fend  your  Lordfhip  a  copy  of  their  letter,  and  my  anfwer,  which  will  bcft 
let  you  fee  how  that  bufinefs  ftands. 

1  am  at  this  time  fo  troubled  with  the  fplcen,  that  I  muft  ask  your  pardon ; 
if  at  prcfcnt  I  enlarge  my  felf  no  further,  I  remain

My  Lord, 

BY  the  papers  fent  hcrcwithall  your  Excellence  will  find  at  how  dear  a 
price  to  himfelf  his  Majeftie  would  have  been  content  to  purchafe  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  his  people  in  this  laft  Treaty  at  Uxbridge,  and  how  hopelefs 
we  are  to  procure  it  at  any  lefs  rate  than  a  totall  fubverfion  of  the  Church 
and  Religion  it  felf,  a  rcfigning  of  the  Regal  power  here  into  the  Rebels  hands, 
and  an  entire  giving  up  of  that  Kingdom  to  the  Scots,  unlcfs  they  can  be  forced 
by  the  power  of  the  fword  unto  thofe  terms  of  reafon,  unto  which  no  pity, 
juftice,  nor  indulgence  can  perfwade  them.  How  to  do  this  is  not  imaginable, 
but  by  aides  from  without,  fincc  forces  here  are  fo  ballanced  on  both  fides,  as, 
without  that  to  call:  the  fcale,  nothing  can  be  looked  for,  but  an  alternative 
ruining  of  one  another,  and,  whilft  the  fuperiority  is  doubtfully  contended  for, 
a  common  dclblation  of  the  whole.  Since  then  his  Majeftie's  condition  is 
fuch,  as  to  jufiify,  nay  to  oblige,  him  to  endeavour  the  fupporting  of  his  con- 
fciencc  and  his  Crown  by  any  helping  hand  whatfoever,  it  were  great  impru- 
dence to  negled  the  means  of  doing  it,  rather  by  his  own  fubjefts  of  that 
Kingdom  than  by  foreigners. 

Ly  this  your  Excellence  will  fee,  how  much  it  imports  his  Majefiie  to  make 
that  Kingdom,  as  much  as  he  can,  his  own,  and  to  procure  timely  fupplies  of 
men  from  thence,  by  the  fpeedy  fettlcment  of  a  peace,  if  it  may  be  obtained 
upon  terms  confifting  with  honour  and  confciencc,  and  the  fafcty  of  his  Maje- 
ftie's  Protcftant  Subjcds  there;  concerning  which  your  Excellence  will  receive 
his  Majcftie's  directions  from  his  own  hand  ■■,  unto  which  I  afllire  you  no  crea- 
ture living  is  the  leaft  privy,  but  only  thofc  from  whom  none  of  his  Majeftie's 
counfcls  are  concealed.  I  ihall  only  add  thus  much  upon  this  fubject,  that  I 
am  confident,  that  that  part  in  the  laft  Treaty  at  Uxbridge,  which  concerns 
Ireland,  will  appear  to  your  Excellence  to  have  been  fo  skilfully  managed,  as 
that  you  will  find  the  way  to  a  Peace  with  the  Irifh  in  point  of  fcandal,  ra- 
ther fmoothed  than  made  more  rugged  by  that  agitation. 

My  Lord  Taafe,  who  carries  this  difpatch,  or  a  duplicate  of  it,  is  a  pcrfon 

,    unto  whom  his  Majeftie  would  willingly  do  any  fitting  favour,  and  much  the 

rather  upon  your  Excellence's  recommendation  of  him ;  but  withall  he  is  one, 

who  would  fain  be,  and  appear  to  be,  truftcd  in  rclblutions  concerning  Ireland. 

I  more 
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more  than  comes  to  his  fhare;  failing  of  which,  he  was  apt  to  be  difcontentcd, 
and  he  hath  heightened  the  occafions  of  his  own  difcontent  by  his  unreafon- 
ablenefs  in  other  pretenfions  aUb.  He  hath  prcft  his  Majcftic  eamertly  in  two 
things,  the  one  for  a  Cuftodiuni  of  Sir  Robert  Kmg's  cftate,  the  other  for  a 
prefent  command  to  vour  Excellence  to  make  him  a  Privy  Counfellor  o(  Ire- 
land. To  the  firfl  of  thefc  I  tell  him  that  the  King  is  engaged  to  your  Ex- 
cellence not  to  beftow  any  thing  of  that  nature  without  your  particular  appro- 
bation. To  the  fecond,  the  lame  engagement  is  infifted  on  ;  and  over  and 
above  that,  the  neccflity  of  breaking  the  ice  firft  in  fo  tender  a  bufinefs  by 
Ibmc  very  popular  man  of  his  Religion,  even  with  the  Protcrtants  themfelvcs, 
which  could  only  be  by  doing  it  to  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde.  He  replied  to 
both,  that  he  hath  your  Excellence's  full  approbation  to  any  thing  that  the  King 
fliall  do  for  him  in  your  general  letter  of  favour ;  and  to  the  latter,  that  he 
fees  no  reafon  why  fuch  difference  Ihould  be  made  betwixt  the  Earl  of  Clanri- 
carde and  himfelf  5  that  he  is  as  well  thought  of  amongft  the  IriJ^o  as  he,  and 
that  the  King  ought  to  conftder  the  pleafmg  them  5  that  he  will  owe  no  favour 
of  that  nature  but  to  the  King  himfelf.  I  reply,  that  I  conceive  your  Excel- 
lence may  wifh  high  honours  and  benefits  in  one  kind  to  a  gallant  perfon, 
to  whom  you  would  be  forry  to  have  favours  of  a  lefs  degree  done  with- 
out your  advice  in  another,  where  the  properncfs  of  the  thing  may  be  dif- 
puted,  and  that  general  letters  do  not  diftinguifh.  And  thus  we  part,  he  as 
little  fatisfied  with  my  logick,  as  I  with  his  difcretion.  Your  Excellence  will 
be  pleafcd  to  return  your  opinion  in  the  particulars,  which  fhall  be  our  direc- 
tory here. 

I  fend  you  herewithall  an  order  from  the  King  for  the  fwearing  my  Lord 
of  Clanricarde  a  Privy  Counfellor,  if  you  fhall  find  no  greater  inconvenience 
in  it  there  than  is  vifible  here. 

Concerning  the  ftate  of  his  Majeftie's  affaires  here,  it  is  true  they  are  much 
caft  back  by  the  lofs  of  ShreiJDsbiiry  and  by  the  Rebells  recovery  of  Weymouth ; 
for  before  that,  they  were  in  the  moft  profperous  ftate  that  I  have  known  them 
fmce  thefe  troubles;  and  1  make  no  doubt  notwithftanding,  but  his  Majeftie 
fhall  be  as  early  and  as  powerful  in  the  field  this  fummer  as  he  ever  yet  hath 
been,  over  and  above  that  Army  which  is  expefted  to  be  raifed  for  the  Prince, 
of  Wales  in  the  Weft,  who  is  going  to  Briftoll  to  morrow. 

The  diftradlion  of  the  Rebels  among  themfelvcs  is  very  great,  and  increaf- 
eth  daily. 

I  befeech  your  Excellence  to  continue  your  favours,  and  good  opinion  of

My  Lord,  although  my  Lord  Taafe  hath  not  behaved  himfelf  fo  wifely  in 
the  bufinefs  above  mentioned  as  I  fhould  have  expefted,  yet  he  is  one  whom 
his  Majeftie  is  willing  to  do  good  for,  and  I  to  ferve ;  and  his  Majeftie  hath 
commanded  me  to  fignify  unto  your  Excellence,  that  whereas  his  Majeftie  for- 
merly made  a  grant  unto  him.  Jack  Barry,  and  nay  deceafed  friend  ^ick 
Tower,  his  Majeftie  defires  your  Excellence  to  give  unto  my  Lord  Taafe  and 
Jack  Barry  all  the  alTiftance  that  may  be  to  make  their  benefit  of  that  grant.

May  it  pleafe  yfiur  Excellence, 

ALL  the  papers  concerning  the  late  Treaty  at  Uxbridge  being  not  yet  im- 
printed, I  cannot  draw  you  a  fuller  breviate  thereof,  than  you  will  find 
inclofed  in  tlicfe  feveral  pieces,  which  we  have  made  hafte  to  publifh  for  fome 
timely  fatisfatlion  to  the  world,  what  paffcd  in  that  twenty  days  Treaty  j  the 
breaking  up  whereof,  wc  owe  (befides  other  good  turns)  to  our  brethren  the 
Scots,  with  whom  we  could  get  no  reafons  to  prevaile,  when  once  they  per- 
ceived that  the  fpecious  arguments  they  had  framed  to  overthrow  Epifcopacy 
proved  too  weak,  and  how  clearly  their  laboured  fpeeches  againft  it  were  an- 
fwered  by  our  Divines ;  for  then  they  defpaired  to  carry  the  Church  Patrimo- 
ny, the  morfel  they  have  fo  long  gaped  after.  So  notwithftanding  all  our  en- 
deavours, and  frequent  prefling  of  further  time  to  be  granted  for  the  Treaty, 
that  his  Majeftie's  propofitions  might  have  come  into  confideration  alfo,  (which 
they  ftill  deferred)  we  were  told  plainly  by  thofe  Commiflioncrs  that  their  time 
and  inftrudions  to  treat  with  us  were  at  an  end.  Neither  can  we  find  that, 
fince  the  recefs,  they  have  once  thought  of  refuming  the  Treaty,  albeit  the 
King's  fuccefles  in  Scotland,  and  under  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale  in  the  North, 
(whereof  the  particulars  are  in  the  adjoined  papers)  the  divifions  in  London, 
and  mutinies  of  Ejfex,  Manchejier's,  and  Wallers  men  might  will  enough  in- 
cline them  to  lay  hold  of  thofe  defires  and  overtures  we  left  with  them  at 
Uxbridge. 

But  rhey  are  now  high  and  elevated  with  our  lofs,  as  of  Shrewsbury f  io  of 
Weymouth,  (but  a  while  fince  taken  by  us)  which  laft  is  indeed  a  very  unlucky 
blow  to  the  affaires  of  the  Weft ;  to  the  repair  of  which,  his  Highneft  Prince 
Charles  went  on  Wedmfday  laft  from  hence  into  thofe  parts  with  his  Council 
and  attendants,  and  we  hope  he  will  foon  have  a  good  Army  there. 

The  Earl  of  Kingjion,  Lord  Hopton,  and  Lord  Capel  arc  fworn  of  his  Privy 
Council,  and  the  young  Prince  of  Orange  and  Duke  of  Efernon  are  eleftcd 
Peers  of  the  Garter. 

The  reverend  bearer  hereof  can  give  your  Excellence  accompt  of  things  as 
they  ft-s'id  here,  and  brings  with  him  divers  letters  from  his  Majeftie  concern- 
ing particular  rrntters.  To  this  I  fhall  add  only,  that  1  hope  we  fhall  ere  long 
have  my  Lord  Brabazon  and  the  reft  of  the  Proteftant  Commiflioncrs  from/r^- 
land,  and  other  Irip  Gentlemen  and  Officers  here  again  by  exchange,  his  Ma- 
jeftie taking  for  them  efpecial  care  that  way,  and  fufFering  no  exchanges  to 
pafs  till  theirs  be  accomplifhed.  I  conclude  therefore  with  the  tender  of  all 
refpeftful  fervices  to  your  Excellence  from,

My  Lord, 

SEVERAL  touches  of  my  old  infirmity  and  fome  other  indifpofition,  have 
lately  put  me  into  Doctor  Meards  hands,  from  whom  though  I  do 
now  hope  to  be  fpeedily  freed,  yet  the  extremity  of  foul  weather,  which  hath 
blown  down  houfcs  and  thrown  men  off  their  horfes,  having  (I  prcfume) 

2  in forced 
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inforccd  Captain  Bartlett  to  (lay  a  while  in  a  good  hnrhouf,  nthcr  than  triift 
his  skill  too  m\.\d\  in  this  moll  xiolcnt  tcmpclluous  ("calon,  doth  Mkcwifc  invite 
me  ibmcwhat  longer  to  delay  my  attendance  upon  your  Lordihip,  with  an  in- 
clination, if  it  may  receive  your  Lordfhip's  allowance,  to  defer  my  journcv  un- 
till  Eafier  week;  but  with  a  relblution  to  be  prepared  at  an  inftanf,  when  your 
Lordihip's  commands  fliall  call  upon  me;  and  by  this  bearer's  return,  I  humbly 
beg  the  favour,  without  farther  trouble  than  by  one  line,  to  receive  your  Lord- 
iliip's  prcfent  lummons,  or  farther  difpenfation  to  that  time. 

My  honeft  Merchant  of  Galljiay,  by  the  omilFion  of  one  fmall  word,  hath 
much  altered  the  buluicfs  from  what  1  fent  your  Lordihip  of  the  arrival  of 
two  great  French  fhips  into  that  port :  He  writ  they  were  come,  and  now  I 
nnd  they  were  to  come  ;  I  fuppole  when  Father  Hartegan  can  prevail  in  that 
behalf,  and  the  incloied  from  Paris  by  the  Ilile  may  be  known  to  be  one  of 
his  relations. 

A  man  of  war  about  a  hundred  tun  of  the  Weft  o^  Enirland,  commanded 
by  one  Captain  Taafe,  came  this  laft  week  to  Gallivay,  and  his  intelligence 
of  the  condition  of  thole  parts,  I  pre  fume  to  fend  your  Lordihip,  to  be  com- 
pared wich  your  more  cxaft  relations. 

There  is  a  Peace  concluded  between  my  Lord  Mayo,  aild  the  confederate 
Council  of  this  Province,  upon  vety  poor  and  iubmiillve  terms  on  his  Lord- 
fhip's part,  as  comes  related  to  me  from  one  of  them  at  Gall-jvay,  where  they 
were  ycfterday  to  be  publilhcd;  the  particulars  I  have  not  yet  received. 

I  have  fo  poflelled  all  of  that  Council  here,  what  a  great  advantage  might 
be  gained  for  the  whole  Kingdom  by  fending  a  prcfent  llipply  into  Scotland, 
befiues  the  particular  eafe  and  benefit  to  this  Province  of  being  rid  of  fuch  a 
multitude  of  northern  people  that  now  do  heavily  opprefs  it ;  that  they  have 
all  joined  (as  they  inform  me)  in  a  very  earneft  and  importunate  addrefs  to  ex- 
pedite that  defign  to  their  fupcriors  at  Kilkenny  ;  which  may  perhaps  produce 
a  more  fatisfaftory  return  to  your  Lordihip,  having  obferved  that  their  fupreani 
decrees  are  not  fo  irrevocable,  as  the  antient  laws  of  the  Medes  and  '^Per- 
Jians. 

Caftle-Coote  and  thofe  garrifons  arc  moft  mifchievoully  fpightful  againft  me 
and  all  that  have  relation  to  me.  The  ground  of  the  quarrel  I  conceive  is 
their  opinion  that  we  have  fomewhat  to  lofe,  and  I  know  not  now  what  title  to 
give  them ;  being  certainly  informed  there  is  not  above  twenty  Englifl)  in  Ca- 
jile-Coote,  the  reft  being  moft  of  thern  the  pillagers  of  the  Engll^)  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  troubles,  and  they  have  two  young  Friers  very  adivc  amongft 
thetn.  They  are  now  drawn  into  a  body,  and  having  wafted  all  Rofcommon, 
their  dcfign  muft  certainly  be  upon  this  County  5  and  my  eftate  and  adherents 
being  mixt  with  the  Confederates  in  thofe  lower  parts,  how  I  am  then  to  be- 
have my  felf  is  humbly  defired  by

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I  hope  my  fellow  collcguc  will  by  duplicates  fupply  the  difpatchcs  lent  by  Sii- 
Henry  Tichbnrne  and  the  other  Coinmiflloncrs. 

1  have  very  certain  advertilemcnt  I'rom  London,  that  they  there  have  fent  the 
Frte?idfliip  of  London  to  Toughall  and  other  parts  of  Ireland  with  foldiers  and 
provifions ;  and  that  the  Increafe  of  London  is  gone  with  Sir  Arthur  LoftnSy 
and  his  eighty  men  for  IDuncannon.  Lord  T>igby  h:.ta  copies  of  all  the  papers 
that  palled  between  his  Majeftic's  Commillioners,  and  the  London  and  Scots 
Commiflloners  at  Uxbridge  touching  Ireland,  which  he  will  fend  your  Excel- 
lency. The  Scots  Commiflloners  were  very  eager  againfl:  the  Ceflation  made 
in  Ireland,  as  being  very  prejudicial  to  their  wicked  defigns,  to  gain  an  interell 
to  thcmfelvcs  and  their  Nation  in  the  Government  of  that  Kingdom,  as  well 
as  of  England;  in  which  we  made  it  appear,  how  the  Scots  had  over-reached 
or  rather  cheated  the  two  Houfes  at  London.  God  will,  I  hope,  in  his  good 
time  heap  on  their  heads  the  mifchief  they  have  plotted  for  others,  under  pre- 
tence of  brotherhood  and  intimate  fricndlhip. 

The  King  hath  by  this  difpatch  written  to  your  Excellency  for  performance 
of  part  of  what  was  defired  by  Sir  Maurice  Eujlace.  As  for  the  reft,  his  Ma- 
jefty  forbears  to  make  any  fuch  precedent,  but  acknowledgeth  the  great  Merit 
of  Sir  Maurice,  whom  his  Majeftie  refolves  to  reward  accordingly  as  loon  as  God 
Ihall  enable  him. 

There  is  here  a  reportc  that  the  Papifts  in  Ireland  have  4000  men  ready  to 
fend  over  to  the  King,  as  foon  as  a  Peace  Ihall  be  there  concluded.  Your  Ex- 
cellency beft  knows  the  truth  of  this  report. 

Though  I  am  not  covetous  of  much  bufinefs,  yet  I  am  very  ambitious  to 
ferve  your  Excellency  in  all  things,  wherein  I  am  capable,  and  Ihall  do  it  faith- 
fully whenfoever  your  Excellency  fliall  honour  with  your  commands,

My  Lord, 

I  Have  not  the  vanity  to  believe  my  felf  in  any  degree  known  or  remembered 
by  your  Lordlhip,  though  I  have  had  fometimcs  the  honour  to  wait  on 
your  Lordfhip  in  London :  but  1  have  a  great  ambition  to  be  received  by  you, 
as  one  who  holds  your  Lordfhip  in  lingular  admiration;  and  I  hope  your  ex- 
traordinary comportment  in  thcfc  degenerate  times  will  have  lb  great  an  in- 
fluence upon  other  noble  breafts,  that  if  neither  virtue  or  confcience  makes  any 
imprcflion,  even  envy  may  make  them  follow  your  Lordlhip's  example,  that 
they  may  in  fomc  degree  have  the  recompencc  of  fuch  an  excellent  fame  and 
eftimation. 

When  I  came  from  Oxford  (which  is  not  a  week  fince)  having  by  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  Command  the  honour  to  wait  on  the  Prince  into  thcfe  parts,  1  had  a 
fpecial  command  from  the  King  to  ufe  all  mcanes  to  give  your  Lordfliip  fre- 
quent advertifements  of  what  paflcs  here,  and  to  endeavour  to  underltand  the 
condition  of  affaires  in  that  Kingdom  where  your  Lordfliip  worthily  fits  at  the 
helm ;  and  finding  the  Prince  lb  folicitous  to  write  to  your  Lordlhip  that  I 
think  he  hath  committed  a  duplicate  of  his  letter  to  three  feveral  hands,  I 
found  it  no  Icls  my  duty  than  my  inclination  to  make  this  addreis  to  your 
Lordfliip.  Indeed  the  Prince  much  pleafes  himfclf  with  the  hope  of  a  few  men 
from  you  for  his  guard  of  firelocks,  being  informed  of  the  rare  diligence,  and 
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acliviry  in  light  marciics  of  thole  men  ;  but  whether  it  be  convenient  for  you 
to  Ipare  any  of  yonr  numbers  I  know  not.  I  (hould  be  very  glad  to  hear  that 
your  Lordlhip  were  in  any  probable  forwardnei's  of  uniting  the  afledions  of 
that  Kingdom  5  but  I  confefs,  I  have  not  skill  enough  to  underftand  the  mean- 
ing of  thole  with  whom  you  are  to  treat,  be  their  pretences  never  lo  Ibeci- 
ous ;  but  as  }our  Lordfhip's  great  power  and  admirable  vivacity  hath  hithertd 
llipported  that  milerablc  Kingdom,  fo  the  prefervation  of  it  is  refcrved  only 
for  you 5  when,  at  the  diflancc  wc  ftand  in,  the  meanes  feems  mofl:  difficult.  I 
ask  your  Lordlhip's  pardon  for

AFTER  our  hearty  commendations,  we  received  your  letter  of  the  14th 
of  M<?rr^  on  the  19th  of  fame;  and  will  according  to  your  dcfirc  prc- 
lent  your  propofitions  unto  his  Majeftic :  but  if  you  defer  the  fending  of  thofc 
fupplies  you  mention  in  your  faid  letters,  untill  you  receive  his  Majelfic's  refo- 
iution,  we  fear,  that  through  your  own  want  of  ihipping  (which  you  write  you 
cannot  provide)  and  the  multitude  of  Parliament  ihips,  which  (as  loon  as  the 
fealbn  of  the  year  will  permit)  will  undoubtedly  infcft  thole  coafts,  there  will 
be  an  impolTibility  of  tranfporting  thofc  men. 

Therefore  we  again  recommend  to  your  ferious  confideration  the  importance 
of  the  fervicc,  in  relation  to  the  fecurity  of  this  Kingdom,  as  well  as  to  the  ad- 
vantage it  may  be  of  to  his  Majeftic's  affaires  elfewhere;  whereof  wc  have  fuch 
a  Icnfe,  that,  though  the  difficulty  be  great,  yet  wc  undertake  to  provide  Ihip- 
ping fufficicnt  for  the  tranfportation  of  the  number  you  mention,  and  the  pro- 
vifions  you  Ihall  fend  with  them,  to  be  ready  at  Carlingford,  by  the  time  you 
fhall  promife  to  have  the  men  and  provifions  there  :  for  the  lafcty  whereof  in 
that  harbour,  we  fhall  pafs  unto  you  his  Majeftic's  Royal  Word;  which  is  an  al- 
Turance,  we  believe,  you  will  not  except  againft.  Which  that  we  may  be  the 
better  able  to  difcharge,  we  have  a  good  while  fincc  given  order  to  build  a 
block-houfc  in  the  mouth  of  that  harbour,  which  we  hope  is  in  good  forward- 
nefs  by  this  time,  and  will  be  finilhcd  before  your  men  be  there.  So  expcd- 
ing  your  anfwer  to  this  our  letter,  we  remain

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellency, 

MY  Lord  of  OJforj,  who  is  full  of  your  Excellencie's  favours  towards  him 
and  all  Clergymen  befidcs,  (for  which  your  reward  will  be  great  m  heaven) 
being  now  to  return  to  that  Kingdom,  and  to  have  one  boute  with  the  Par- 
liamenteeres  in  that  meridian,  as  he  hath  had  many,  in  print,  with  thofe  kind 
of  people  in  ours,  calls  upon  me  for  this  letter,  to  give  your  Excellency  all 
humble  thanks,  both  in  his  behalf  and  mine  own. 

But  I  am  deftitute  of  all  manner  of  news,  worthy  the  imparting,  as  wearing 
much  in  age,  and  out  of  any  high  employment,  which  might  bring  into  my 
notice  any  affaires  of  that  confequence  :  and  therefore  muft  prcfume  to  refer 
your  Excellency  over  in  that  kind  unto  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  who  cometh 
from  the  Court  as  I  believe. 

Your 
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Your  ExccUcncv  will  hear,  that  the  Treaty  at  Uxbrid([e  is  broken  ofF 
abruptlv  by  the  Rebels;  that  although  his  Majclty  yielded  much  unto  the  three 
propofitions  in  debate,  was  very  importunate  to  proceed  in  difputation  ot'  the 
reft  of  the  propolltions,  and  to  go  in  pcrfon  to  l.ovdon-,  upon  realbnable 
lecuriry,  yet  they  difio'ved  their  AOembly  diforderly  and  abruptly,  having  (pent 
all  the  tinie  of  rhe  conference  in  huge  preparations  oi  men  and  amies,  (whereof 
every  houfc  in  Londo'a  is  ftuf:  up)  upon  the  unfortunate  obtaining  of  Salopy 
(the  key  and  paflage  between  the  King  and  thele  parts)  by  horrible  treachery 
of  the  citizens,  and  carelefsnefs  of  our  Commanders  in  chief,  they  refufed  to 
treat,  that  is,  to  difiemblc  any  longer. 

The  Prince  oi  (Vales  is  drawn  out  already  as  fir  as  Br'iflol  to  his  government  in 
the  W'^eft,  attended  by  the  Lord  Hopton-,  the  Lord  Colepcpcr,  the  Earl  of  Berk- 
Jhire,  Sir  Ed-jvardHyde,  and  others;  who  are  of  his  Council,  as  I  hear.  O.v- 
y^r(^  IS  cxpeded  to  be  very  fuddenly  befieged,  and  that  his  Majcfty,  and  his 
Court  will  be  this  fummer  in  the  Weil;  which  having  heard  from  a  reafonabic 
good  hand,  I  thought  tit  to  impart  unto  your  Excellency,  lor  to  provide  for 
your  addrelics.  Rumours  from  Chefter^'z  have  of  fome  mutinies  in  the  rebel- 
lious Army,  who  refufe  to  Icrve  under  JFaller,  and  difallow  of  the  cadiiering 
of  the  Earl  of  Effex,  who,  with  all  the  reft  of  the  old  Commanders,  fbefidcs 
Waller  and  Fairfax)  are  intended  to  be  let  afide ;  that  all  the  adive  fpirits  in 
the  Houle  of  Commons  may,  in  a  Confular  way  tafte  of  government  in  their 
fevcrall  turns,  and  feed  (like  new  and  hungry  flies)  upon  the  galled  back  of 
this  unfortunate  Kingdom.  And  this  is  all  1  hear  from  above,  more  than 
Colonel  Barry  was  able  to  inform  your  Excellency. 

Here  below  in  Chefter  and  IVales-,  (where  by  the  privy  diftatcs  between  Leggy 
much  inrercfted  in  Prince  Rupert-,  and  the  Lord  Byron  and  his  valiant  brothers 
on  the  other  fide,  all  lay  neglected  and  in  confufion,)  the  enemies  were  once 
maftcrs  of  all,  as  far  as  Riithen,  and  of  that  very  town  itfelf :  but  the  JVelJJj  of 
the  mountains  (and  of  this  County  efpecially)  falling  down  upon  them  in  great 
nurnbers,  made  them  retreat  prefently  to  the  river  of  'Dee,  and  upon  the  ad- 
vance of  Prince  Maurice,  beyond  that  river.  And  now  that  both  the  Princes 
are  united,  ever  fithence  Thurfday  laft  upon  Treefi  heath,  and  are  fithence  quar- 
tered at  Whitechurch  and  Bnnbury,  the  enemy  ha\'c  quitted  Beefion  caftlc, 
(which  they  had  mainly  befieged,)  Holt-bridge,  all  JVorrall  (except  Hooten 
houll')  Chryfolton,  and  fuch  little  places  near  Chefter,  and  are  gathering  into 
a  body  to  oppole  and  refift  the  two  Princely  brothers,  who  arc  eft edtually  8000 
ftroi,ig. 

With  Prince  Rupert  is  joined  near  Shrcji'sbury  (which  that  Prince  hath  a 
fixed  eye  upon)  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale  with  2000  horlc,  whole  march  from 
the  Weft  to  the  North,  (where  he  beat  Fairfax  and  relieved  y<?«/^r^^  caftlc) 
it  1  ihould  relate  as  it  is  generally  rcprefented,  it  would  feem  a  piece  of  a  ro- 
mance, and  Icarce  credible.  But  furely  the  Gentleman  hath  done  great  won- 
ders in  a  fliort  time,  and  fought  in  his  long  paflagc  live  or  fix  fcvcral  times. 

I  nnift  reprelent  here  unto  your  Excellency  that  Fere  in  garrilbn  at  Latham 
houte  is  grown  mafter  of  the  lield  in  Lajicafnre,  and  beats  the  Rebels  round 
about  him,  is  1500  ftrong,  hath  multiplied  his  garrilbns  to  five  or  fix,  taken 
(as  we  hear  of  all  fides)  Liverpoole,  a  lit  place  to  land  the  Irifh  forces,  when 
Ciod  and  your  Excellency's  providence  Ihall  have  made  them  ready  to  be  tranf- 
ported. 

Your  Excellency,  I  fuppofe,  undcrflands  French,  and  many  about  you.  Et 
voub  entendrez  en  lui  mot,  que  my  Lord  Byron,  qui  eft  grandement  voftre  fcr- 
viteiu',  eft  parti  pour  Oxford  ion  mefconteutc  a  caul'e  de  beaucoup  d'aft'ronte- 
mens  qu'il  penfe  davoir  receu,  de  par  Monficur  le  Prince  Rupert  &i  Ion  favori 
Legg  non  fculcment  en  fa  propre  perfonne,  mais  auni  en  fes  freres,  jettis  hors 
de  leurs  govcrnemens  de  Nca'arc,  Ruthlund,  &  celuy  de  Liverpoole,  cftant 

abaudonac; 
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abandonne  par  le  Roy  &  laiffe  mourir  en  prifon  :  &  rcfolu  il  eft  Ou  dc  gaigncr 
quelquc  redrcs  de  ccs  affronts  ou  quitter  fa  CommifTion,  &  fon  fervicc  tout  a 
fait.  Cc  que  jc  penfois  mon  devoir  de  vous  fairc  entendre  fur  cette  occafion. 

You  fee  I  have  been  very  troublefome  unto  your  Excellency  in  the  relaearfal 
of  particulars,  which  I  hope  your  Excellency  hath  received  from  fome  bettet 
hands  before  this  time.  But  my  Lord  of  Offory  being  afraid  to  be  blown 
away  in  thefc  boiftcrous  tempefts,  would  needs  be  ballafted  in  this  kind. 

I  humbly  beg  your  Excellency's  pardon,  and  befceching  God  to  blefs  your 
Excellency,  do  truly  write  my  felf

N°.CCCLXXXI.     The  Marquefs  of  Ofmonde  to  Lord  Digby. 

My  Lord, 

WITHOUT  ceremony  or  preamble,  I  thus  anfwer  your  LordfKip's  late 
dilpatches. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  Colonel  Barry  on  the  6th  of  this  month,  1  fent  to 
thofe  that  formerly  treated  with  me  on  the  behalf  of  the  confederate  party,  to 
come  hither  to  proceed  in  the  Treaty  the  1 8th  of  the  fame.  But  they  were 
fo  intent  upon  their  expedation  of  help  from  abroad,  upon  the  taking  of  "Dun- 
cannon  fort,  which  was  rendered  to  ^rejion  on  the  faid  rSth,  and  upon  the 
railing  of  an  Army  in  Munfter,  (all  things  whereby  they  hope  to  countenance  the 
Treaty  on  their  part,)  that  they  have  deferred  their  coming  hither  till  the  loth 
of  ^pril. 

By  this  backwardnefs  in  the  Treaty,  occafioned  through  the  late  arrival  of 
his  Majeftie's  Commands,  and  the  other  rubs  it  hath  met  with  here,  yourLord- 
fhip  will  judge  it  impoffible  for  mc  yet  to  affure  his  Majeftie,  what  forces  he 
fhall  have  from  hence,  or  when  they  Ihall  be  fent  -,  which,  if  the  Peace  were 
concluded,  would  be  hard  to  make  certain,  till  it  were  known  what  oppofition  / 
or  obedience  will  be  given  to  the  Peace  by  parties,  either  Proteftant  or  Confe- 
derate, and  till  I  have  informed  my  felf  of  the  power,  and  readinels  to  ferve 
his  Majeftie,  of  fuch  as  will  obey  it;  for  accordingly  his  Majeftie  may  more  or 
lefs  accompt  upon  help  from  hence. 

What  fhipping  may  be  had  here  upon  the  conclufion  of  a  Peace  is  for  other 
parts  of  the  Kingdom  unknown  to  me :  fure  I  am  that  in  all  the  harbours  un- 
der his  Majeftie's  obedience,  the  two  Bart  lefts  are  all  that  can  be  relied  on ; 
though  perhaps  there  may  be  barkes  found  in  fuch  ports  as  fhall  be  free  from 
the  Rebels  fhips.  The  beft  ports  to  dired  fuch  Ihips  to,  as  his  Majeftie  fhall 
think  fit  to  fend,  will  be  according  as  he  intends  to  difpofe  of  the  men,  and 
as  thefe  coafts  fhall  be  cleared  or  infefted  with  Rebels  fhips :  of  the  latter  I  fhall 
endeavour  to  give  your  Lordfhip  timely  notice ;  and  for  the  other,  his  Ma- 
jeftie, when  he  refolves  where  the  men  fhall  land,  may  readily  be  informed  by 
many  there,  that  know  how  the  ports  of  this  Kingdom  anfwer  thofe  of  that 
Kingdom. 

Ever  fince  I  received  his  Majeftie's  of  the  fourth  of  January  by  Colonel 
Ste-j:jarty  I  have  had  one,  refident  at  Kilkenny,  to  foUicite  the  fuccours  of  the 
Marquefs  of  Montr ofs;  but  all  my  endeavours  have  yet  produced  nothing  cer- 
tain; for  after  much  deliberation  thefe  proportions  extrafted  out  of  their  tedious 
letter  were  fent  me;  which  according  to  their  defire,  I  promifed  to  tranfmit  to 
his  Majeftie;  defiring  them  in  the  mean  time  to  confider  that  the  feafon,  and 
by  confequence  a  defign  of  great  advantage  to  themfelves,  might  be  loft; 
undertaking  that,  if  they  would  haften  their  part,  I  would  provide  fhipping, 
which  I  fhall  be  very  unable  to  perform,  unlefs  his  Majeftie  fpeedily  dire^  fhips 

i  I  to 
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to  fomc  port  betwixt  Carlingfordt^nd  'Dungarvan.  Upon  this  offer,  or  rather 
upon  the  tailing  of  T>m2cannon,  they  puomiie  to  rcfume  the  prcfent  thought  of 
that  affair,  wiii^ch  1  i"hall  prefs  while  tliey  are  in  the  humour ;  but  dare  yet  pro- 
mifc  nothing  of  the  fuccefs,  though  1  am  lb  hopeful  of  it,  that  I  wilh  fome 
fliips  fhould  be  haftncd  over. 

I  have  fent  an  exprefs  to  the  Marqucfs  of  Montrofs,  to  let  him  know  what 
Commands  I  have  received  from  his  Majeftie  to  lerve  hisLordfhip,  which  I  have 
undertaken  to  perform  full  as  largely  as  I  have  any  hope  to  compafs  it.  1  daily 
expe£l  the  return  of  the  meffenger. 

I  have  imployed  fuch  as  I  conceive  moft  proper  for  it,  to  difcover  whether  there 
be  any  hopes  of  regaining  the  Lord  Inchiquin :  But  I  dare  venture  no  opinion 
upon  the  event.  1  prcfume  to  be  Prefident  of  Mmfter  will  be  one  of  his  ex- 
pedtations,  if  he  capitulate ;  and  therefore  your  Lordihip  may  pleafe  by  the  next 
to  let  me  know  what  I  may  lay  in  that  cafe. 

I  Ihould  moft  readily  receive  Sir  Faithfull  Fortefcue  in  the  condition  com- 
manded by  his  Majeftie :  But  I  find  the  Lord  Lambert  ftrangely  altered,  and 
fo  ufcfuU  at  Council,  that,  in  place  of  taking  his  Government  from  him,  I 
muft  move  your  Lordihip  for  a  letter  to  make  him  an  Earl,  with  a  blank  for 
the  place  from  whence.  But  it  will  fuffice  for  the  prefent,  if  your  Lordfnip 
pleafe  to  undertake  to  move  his  Majeftie  in  it,  and  let  me  know  as  much  by 
fome  letter  I  may  fhew  him,  exprefllng  good  hope  of  prevailing,  and  giving  fome 
realbn  for  the  delay ;  and  if  he  continue  in  the  way  he  is  in,  I  Ihall  humbly 
be  of  opinion,  it  may  be  really  done. 

Before  I  leave  this  fubjea,  I  muft  inform  your  Lordfhip,  that  there  are  many 
confiderable  pcrfons  of  the  Irijh,  that  (I  conceive)  might  be  gained  with  addi- 
tion, others  with  new  creations,  of  honour  :  but  how  to  contrive  the  way  to 
afilire  them  of  it,  or  whether  it  can  at  all  be  done  without  danger  of  fcandal, 
I  confefs,  I  cannot  rcfolve;  but  muft  leave  it  to  his  Majeftie  to  determine;  only 
I  venture  to  fend  your  Lordfhip  herewith  a  lift  of  the  fitteft  men  I  can  think 
of. 

Thus  far  in  anfwer  to  your  Lordfhip's  duplicate  fent  by  Colonel  Barry. 
Your  letter  of  the  23d  of  February  by  the  bearer  Francis  Teijley,  is  either  an- 
fwcred  in  what  1  have  already  writ,  or  requires  none  other  than  to  aflure  your 
Lordfhip,  I  fliall  endeavour  to  obferve  all  1  am  commanded  by  it.  I  have  in- 
treated  Daniel  O  Neile  to  move  your  Lordfhip  in  behalf  of  the  Earl  of  Rof- 
common--,  and  1  humbly  befeech  your  Lordihip  to  favour  him  with  difpatch 
in  it. 

I  fend  your  Lordiliip  herewith  a  claufe  extrafted  out  of  my  letter  of  the  19th 
of  OBober  fent  by  Sir  Henry  Tichbiirne  and  Sir  James  Ware ;  which  will  give 
yoLu-  Lorddiip  the  rcafon  why  his  Majcftie's  more  particular  diredions  for  an- 
swering the  inclofcd  propolltions,  are  humbly  defu-ed,  whereof  no  ufe  fhall  be 
made,  but  in  cafe  of  evident  neceflity. 

With  this  difpatch,  there  are  two  bills  tranfmitted  :  in  the  end  of  one  of 
them  there  is  a  claufe,  giving  power  to  the  chief  Governour  for  the  time  be- 
ing, during  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  to  re- 
ceive to  his  Majcftie's  grace  and  mercy  fuch  as  they  fhall  think  fit:  which  claufe 
{as  is  conceived  here)  may  be  of  very  great  ufe  for  the  prefervation  of  his  Ma- 
jeflic's  intetcft  and  Proteftant  fubj efts  here,  in  cafe  the  approaching  Treaty  Ihould 
end  in  a  breach;  and  it  is  inferred  in  this  bill  of  Grace,  that  it  may  have  the 
readier  paflagc  in  this  Parliament. 

The  other  bill  touching  the  Ceflation,  is  for  the  better  fecurity  of  his  Ma- 
jcftie's fervants  that  have  any  way  laboured  in  that  neceffary  work,  and  gene- 
rally of  all  his  Majcftie's  good  fubjefts,  that,  without  fuch  an  ad,  may  conceive 
themfelves  to  be  in  fome  danger  by  realbn  of  their  intercourfe  with  Rebels  by 
vertue  of  the  Ceffation.

'Dr.  Fennell, 

I  Find  by  a  late  letter  from  fomc  of  you,  that  you  will  re-aflume  the  confi- 
deration  of  the  Scotland  bufinefs.  1  know  not  what  more  to  fay  to  induce 
you  to  it,  than  it  fccms  is  fully  apprehended  by  you ;  only  I  muft  never  leave 
minding  you,  that  the  feafonable  doing  it  is  the  very  life  of  the  adion. 

Since  I  undertook  unto  you  to  provide  (hipping,  Bartlett's  ihip  is  come  in 
with  fome  prizes  taken  on  the  Scottijlo  coafts,  but  fo  weather  beaten,  that  I 
doubt  fhe  will  not  be  rigged  and  fitted  in  any  reafonable  time  i  yet  I  fhall  ftrain 
hard  to  provide  others  of  force,  and  1  piefume  barks  for  burden  may  be  got- 
ten better  by  you.  I  defire  to  know  whether  you  will  undertake  for  veflcls  of 
any  kind,  and  whether  you  hold  ftill  to  your  opinion  of  jfhipping  them  from 
Carlingford.  In  my  judgment  it  might,  with  lefs  notice  taken,  be  done  from 
JVaterford,  and  with  much  lefs  charge ;  in  regard,  if  it  be  from  Carlingford, 
there  will  be  time,  expence,  and  danger  in  fending  firft  your  provifions,  and 
then  your  men  thither;  in  all  which  Ibmething  will  be  laved  by  difpatchin"- 
them  from  JVaterford,  or  Wexford,  whither  I  could  eafily  fend  what  fhippin"- 
I  can  procure,  if  1  knew  any  certainty  \\h:ther  you  would  be  ready. 

I  doubt  when  your  CommifTioners  come  hither,  your  number  will  be  fo 
few,  and  your  bufinefs  fo  great  and  manifold  that  this  will  be  negleftcd,  or  fo 
far  flowed,  that  the  feafon  will  be  loft  ;  if  therefore  you  could  put  it  into  fome 
way  before,  I  conceive,  it  would  go  on  the  clearer. 

This  1  had  not  time  to  put  into  a  formal  letter  to  thofe  in  authority  with 
you ;  but  defire  you  to  acquaint  them  with  it,  and  to  haften  a  return,  either 
from  them  or  your  fclf,  to

My  Lord, 

I  Find  by  my  Lord  T>igby%  letters,  he  fends  you  as  well  the  progrefs  as  the 
refult  of  our  late  Treaty,  which  cuts  me  off  of  much  that  I  had  to  fay  to 
your  Excellence  upon  that  text. 

Since  the  breach,  nothing  is  offered  of  either  fide  to  renew  it.  The  truth  is, 
the  Parliament  will  have  no  rival,  and  we  no  fuperiors  :  They  contemn  and 
defpife  our  condition,  and  we  will  not  receive  the  yoke,  without  more  blows 
and  worfe  fortune. 

I  am  not  fo  fanguine,  nor  fo  unjuft  to  you,  as  to  tell  you  we  have  equal 
power  or  (hare  of  this  Country.  In  free  Countries,  numbers  of  men,  money, 
and  all  materials,  they  much  excell :  To  ballance  which,  we  have  a  juft  caufe, 
and  the  refolutions  of  defperate  lovers  to  defend  it  to  the  laft  man  of  our 
party. 

What  is  now  fent  by  this  difpatch  (I  hope)  will  end  the  miferies  of  that 
Kingdom,  and  contribute  much  to  this. 
1 

Though 
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Though  this  in  moft  opinions  will  be  thought  a  day  after  the  fair,  I  hope 
we  fhall  find  it  feafonablc  enough  to  the  lionour  of  that  diftrefled  Nation,  and 
the  fafety  of  this.  God  preferve  you,  and  lend  you  his  liand  to  guide  you  in 
all  your  affaires. 

The  diicourfe  you  find  in  my  Lord's  letter  between  him  and  my  Lord  Taafcy 
I  was  made  (though  not  a  witnefs  of)  acquainted  with  by  both ;  if  I  were  to 
be  judge  in  the  cafe,  I  Ihould  not  accufe  Lord  Taafe  of  much  folly,  injuftice, 
and  difrefpeft  to  you ;  and  I  muft  confcfs  I  fliould  not  be  fo  gentle  in  my  cha- 
rafter  of  his  carriage,  not  only  in  this  particular,  but  his  whole  courfc  fince  his 
coming  hither ;  for  he  did  nothing  that  did  dclerve  the  name  of  difcrcct,  ho- 
ned or  gallant.  1  had  much  value  for  the  man  heretofore ;  but  his  ingratitude 
to  your  Excellence,  who  made  him  of  your  domefticks ;  his  ftrange  endeavours 
to  poflefs  the  King  with  an  ill  opinion  of  the  Province  1  was  born  in,  and 
his  ungenerous  way  to  approach  Prince  Rupert,  by  teUing  what  freedoms  pal- 
led heretofore  in  Ireland  between  him  and  Daniel  O  Neile,  concerning  the 
amours  of  Prince  Rupert  and  the  Dutchefs  of  Richmond,  has  fo  unmasked 
him  to  me,  that  hereafter  I'll  be  what  I  ought  to  a  man  of  thofe  virtues. 

I  fhall  fhorcly  write  from  Brifioll  what  will  be  the  defign  of  this  fummer. 
In  the  mean  time  believe  that  none  living  fhall  pafs  without  a  word  and  a 
blow,  except  Jack  Barry,  that  dares  fay  he  is  more  yours  than

My  Lord, 

MY  letter  of  the  28th  of  March  I  kept  by  me  till  now,  in  hope  to  give 
your  Lordfhip  a  more  particular  accompt  of  his  Majeftie's  feveral  com- 
mands, fignified  to  me  in  his  own  and  by  your  Lordfhip's  hand.  But  feveral 
interruptions  have  hindered  the  coming  hither  of  the  Irijh  Commiflloners  till 
now ;  and  fomc  things  in  my  other  letter,  importing  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in 
a  feafonable  return  to  them  ;  I  have  fcnt  it  away,  though  not  by  fo  fare  a 
hand  as  I  would,  refolving  by  an  exprefs  within  a  few  days  to  fend  duplicates 
of  thefe,  and  what  more  I  fhall  conceive  needful  for  his  Majeftie's  knowledge. 

I  have  prefumed  to  fend  your  Lordfhip  draughts  of  letters  for  the  advance- 
ment in  this  Church  of  the  Lord  Cifliop  of  Ktllalla  and  Dodtor  Sibbalds,  both 
perfons  of  great  learning,  piety,  and  aff'eftions  to  the  King's  fervice.  I  do 
humbly  befcech  your  Lordfhip  to  move  his  Majeftie  in  their  behalfs. 

The  letter  your  Lordfhip  mentioned  in  yours  by  my  Lord  Taafe,  in  behalf 
of  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde,  I  found  not  in  that  difpatch,  nor  in  that  brought 
fince  by  the  Bifhop  of  KiUalla. 

There  are  now  riding  in  this  harbour  three  Parliament  fhips,  imployed  (as 
they  fay)  to  hinder  the  tranfportation  of  men  hence.  I  believe  their  fervice 
will  not  be  worth  their  whiles.     I  reft

I  have  fent  your  Lordfliip  copies  of  dcpofitions  taken  here  touching  the 
rendring  of  the  fort  of  'Duncannon,  which  had  undoubtedly  been  ftill  in  Pro- 
teftants  hands,  if  the  Soldiers  had  not  been  feduced  into  the  protedion  of  the 
Parliament,  and  then  left  to  fhift  for  themfclvcs ;  a  copy  alfo  of  Sir  Brian  O 
Neile'%  letter,  not  to  O'ncen  O  Neile,  but  to  Tirlogh  O  Neile,  I  fend  your 
Lorddiip  ;  if  it  be  counterfeited,  it  is  by  Ibmcbody  that  knows  him  well,  and 
his  acquaintance.

May  it  fleafe  your  Majeflky 

TH  E  mifcarriage  of  your  commands  to  mc,  by  the  taking  of  the  Lord 
Brabazon  and  thofe  that  were  with  him  in  their  pafl'age  hither,  hath  fo 
retarded  your  affaires,  tiiat  till  now  I  was  not  able  to  give  your  Ma)eftic  thefe 
following  accounts  of  your  letters  of  the  15th  of  December  and  isth  of  Ja- 
nuary-,  and  of  the  i6th  and  27th  of  February-,  which  being  now  not  fo  cer- 
tain, nor  lb  I'eafonably  advertifed,  as  your  Majeftie  required,  and  as  with  all 
my  power  I  laboured  they  fhould  be,  I  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majeftie, 
that  where  they  anfwcr  not  your  expedtation,  you  would  be  pleafed  to  impute 
the  defeds  in  a  great  meafure  to  the  obftinacy  of  others,  and  to  lay  my  (hare 
of  blame  only  upon  my  natural  weaknefs  and  want  of  skill  to  effed:  your 
pleafure,  and  gracioufly  to  pardon  that  incurable  fault,  the  rather  for  that  it 
was  not  accompanied  with  the  vain  prefumption  of  atfedting  any  imploymenc 
in  your  Majcftie's  i'ervice  beyond  my  proportion  of  wit  and  experience  to  ma- 
nage, as  I  humbly  acknowledge  and  really  find  this,  wherein  I  now  ferve  your 
Majeftie,  to  be. 

By  a  late  difpatch  from  me  to  the  Lord  Digby,  (whereof  there  is  now  1 
duplicate  fcnt)  I  doubt  not  but  your  Majeftie  is  informed  that  the  Treaty  for 
Peace  was  not  to  begin  here  till  the  loth  o^  April,  on  which  day,  four  of 
thofe  deputed  from  the  Coafederate  party  came  hither,  but  had  no  power  to 
treat,  their  authority  requiring  that  five  fhould  be  prefent.  Nor  could  I  make 
known  your  Majeftie's  pleafure  to  Miiskery  and  the  other  two,  according  to 
your  command  of  the  15  th  of  December,  in  regard  thut  Brown  was  abfcnt, 
whofe  prefence  of  all  others  I  conceived  moft  needful.  By  this  there  was 
about  a  week  loft.  Immediately  after  Brown  came,  I  acquainted  him  and  the 
other  two  with  what  I  was  commanded  ;  whereunto  I  was  anfwered,  that  your 
Majeftie,  at  their  being  at  Oxford,  was  pleafed  to  give  them  a  paper  to  the 
efFcd  of  what  I  faid  to  them,  with  liberty  to  impart  it  to  their  Council  only  j 
and  that  though  they  and  their  Council  fhould  be  fatisfied  therewith,  yet  that 
injundion  of  fecrecy  towards  all  others  being  ftill  upon  them,  they  fay  they 
can  make  no  ufe  of  it  to  the  fatisfying  of  a  Committee  of  tnftrudions  ap- 
pointed by  their  General  Affembly  to  dired  them  in  their  treating,  or  of  their 
Affembly,  who  being  to  meet  on  the  15  th  of  this  month,  are  to  determine 
what  conditions  to  accept  of.  I  was  fomething  furprifed  at  the  mention  of  fuch 
a  paper,  and  fo  far  I  doubted  it,  that  I  defired  to  fee  and  compare  it  with  what 
1  had  in  command  to  deliver  in  your  Majeftie's  name,  which  at  their  depar- 
ture hence  they  fhewed  me,  written  in  Brown's  hand  full  to  the  efFed  of  what 
they  faid. 

To  the  inconvenience  afcribed  to  the  injundion  of  fecrecy,  1  could  anfwer 
nothing  that  feemed  fatisfadory  to  them  5  nor  am  I  fatisfied  but  that  they,  ef- 
pecially  the  Lawyers,  may  without  farther  tranfgrelfion  of  that  injundion,  fa- 
tisfy  the  moft  confiderable  of  that  party  if  they  pleafe.  Some  conditional  ex- 
preflions  in  your  Majeftie's  promiie  they  lightly  excepted  to  j  but  not  as  defir- 
ing  any  amendment  of  them,  doubting  (as  I  conceive)  that  that  might  im- 
ply they  would  be  fatisfied,  if  thofe  expreflions  were  made  abfolute. 

After  this  private  difcourfe  with  thofe  three,  all  their  propofitions  (except 
that  concerning  Religion,  wherein  your  Majeftie  is  pleafed  to  command  there 
fhould  be  no  ground  given  them)  were  then  fully  debated  on  j  in  which  debate 
it  was  difcovered,  and  not  much  denied  by  them ;  that  the  meeting  of  their 
Affembly  being  fo  near,  they  would  not  venture  to  conclude  any  thing  withr 
out  their  approbation.     Yet  they  defired  to  have  the  beft  anfwers  that  could 
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be  afforded  them,  that  they  might  (as  they  profefs  they  will)  with  thofe  en- 
deavour to  content  their  party.  After  fome  confultations  had  at  Council,  the 
anfwers  to  their  feveral  propofitions  now  tranfmitted  to  the  Lord  D'lgby  were 
agreed  to  be  given  them,  and  arc  now  humbly  offered  to  your  Majcttic  to  be 
gracioufly  approved  of  or  altered.  And  thus  for  the  prefent  is  the  Treaty  en- 
ded, to  be  refumed  when  they  fhall  have  confulted  their  Aflembly,  if  your 
Majeflie  pleafe. 

That  I  have  made  no  ufe  of  the  addition  of  power  given  me  by  your  Ma- 
jeflie's  Letters  of  the  i7th  of  February  concerning  the  repeal  of  the  penal  fta- 
tutes  againft  Papifts,  was,  firfl,  for  that  I  found  evidently  they  could  not,  or 
would  not,  have  concluded  a  Peace  at  this  meeting,  if  that  had  been  granted 
them. 

Secondly,  your  Majeflie  commanding  me  to  make  the  befl  bargain  I  could 
for  you,  and  not  to  difcover  my  enlargement  of  power,  till  I  needs  mufl, 
(which  I  humbly  conceive  your  Majeflie  principally  expeds  I  fhould  endeavour 
in  the  two  points  touching  Religion  and  the  fufpenfion  of  Toynings  a£l)  I  held 
it  a  dangerous  improvidence  to  let  them  know  either  would  be  granted,  being 
uncertain  whether  that  would  content  them  or  no  ;  and  yet  put  in  hope  by 
fome  of  good  knowledge  and  power  among  them,  that  the  qualitication  of 
the  penal  flatutes,  according  to  the  inclofed  note,  would  do  the  work.  How- 
ever, I  conceived  it  more  fit  your  Majeflie  fhould  know  what  would  fatisfy 
them,  than  that  it  fhould  be  in  their  power,  firfl  to  rejed,  and  then  to  pub- 
lifh,  (for  ought  I  know)  to  the  prejudice  of  your  affaires  elfewhcrc,  and  to 
their  own  "advantage  abroad,  what  hath  been  offered  them.  And  in  this  there 
can  probably  be  no  confiderable  lofs  of  time,  if  your  Majeflie  fhall  pleale  to 
haflen  over  your  pleafure  by  the  end  of  this  month,  which  will  be  as  foon 
as  their  AfTembly  will  have  determined  what  to  infift  on. 

Laflly,  your  Majeflie's  letter  of  the  15  th  of  'December  renewed  by  du- 
plicate of  the  22d  of  January,  containing  a  gracious  approbation  of  the  an- 
fwers formerly  given,  and  a  general  liberty  to  enlarge  thofe  anfwers  for  the 
further  fatisfadion  of  the  Confederate  Party  upon  the  matter  in  all  their  pro- 
pofitions, except  in  that  of  Religion,  (rather  than  a  war  fhould  be  renewed) 
it  was  abfolutely  neceffary  to  have  that  letter  read  to  your  Majeflie's  Privy 
Council,  with  whofe  advice  thofe  anfwers  were  given,  and  without  whofe  ap- 
probation all  further  concefHons  to  the  Iri^  (as  I  humbly  conceive)  will  be 
dangerous  and  ineffedlual  to  all  your  Majeflie's  purpofes.  This  letter  hath  in 
it  a.claufe  touching  the  penal  flatutes,  which  1  have  extradled  and  herewith 
fent,  lefl  this  difpatch  fhould  find  your  Majeflie  where  the  entry  of  it  cannot 
be  readily  had  5  which  claufe  is  fo  pofirive,  that  if  I  fhould  affirm  to  have  re- 
ceived larger  direftions  contrary  to  it ;  if  I  were  believed,  yet  I  have  caufe  to 
fear,  that  fuch  a  way  of  declaring  your  Majeflie's  pleafure,  would  rather  raifc 
in  many  of  your  Council  apprehenfions  of  danger  to  themfelves,  than  induce 
them  to  advife  the  qualification  of  thofe  flatutes,  according  to  the  notes  fent 
herewith,  much  lefs  the  repeal  of  them.  Upon  the  whole  matter,  my  opinion 
is,  and  in  all  duty,  humility,  and  plainnefs,  I  offer  it  to  your  Majeflie's  high 
wifdom,  that  in  this  particular  of  all  other  your  Majeflie  will  not  have  the 
concurrence  of  this  Council  further  than  by  open  and  exprefs  command  they 
are  made  acquainted  with  your  pleafure,  if  even  then  they  may  be  perfwaded 
to  it. 

I  conceive  your  Majeflie  will  be  no  further  troubled  with  their  propofition 
for  the  fufpenfion  of  toynings  aft  ;  for  after  much  difcourfe  upon  it,  rlicy 
feemed  convinced  that  what  your  Majeflie  intends  them,  may  be  as  Ipccdiiy 
and  fecurely  conveyed  to  them,  without  the  fufpenfion  as  with  it.  But  in  place 
of  this,  (wherein  I  take  them  to  be  fatisfied)  they  have  to  my  underflanding 
by  a  late  interpretation  of  their  eighth  propofition,  made  a  new  and  more  un- 
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reafonabic  demand  of  it ;  for  now  they  declare  the  equality  in  your  Majcftic's 
diftribution  of  places  of  honour,  command,  profit  and  trnft  in  this  Kingdom 
defircd  by  them,  is  in  number ;  which  in  all  places  of  that  kind,  they  exped 
your  Majcftic  Ihould  oblige  your  felf  to  make  equally  to  confift  of  Papift  Na- 
tives and  Proteftants.  And  on  this  they  infift  more  than  could  be  believed  of 
reafonable  men ;  but  I  hope,  when  they  come  to  difcourfe  with  their  Afl'cm- 
bly,  there  will  be  many  found,  that  will  efteem  Peace  with  your  Majcftic  and 
the  titles  of  good  fubjeds,  very  good  ftepsto  their  advancement  from  the  ftate 
they  arc  in  at  the  prefent. 

Your  Majcftie's  of  the  pth  of  January  remains  only  to  be  anfwered.  And 
of  that,  (as  I  humbly  conceive)  but  thofe  parts  commanding  me  to  conclude  a 
further  Ceflation  for  a  year,  if  Peace  cannot  be  had,  and  to  prcls  the  Irifh  to 
fend  fupplies  to  your  Majcftic  and  to  their  friends  in  Scotlajjd.  In  the  firft  I 
have  founded  them,  and  believe  it  will  be  poffible  to  gaine  their  aflcnt ;  but 
from  thence  1  doubt  many  inconveniences  muft  inevitably  follow,  unlefs  your 
Majeftie  be  in  condition  out  of  England  to  fupport  the  charge  of  your  Army 
here,  (whereof  I  prefume  to  make  no  judgment)  or  that  the  Irifj  would  do  ir, 
which  I  cannot  hope  to  pcrfwade  them  to  promife,  nor  your  Army  to  believe, 
if  they  Ihould.  A  Ceflation  for  any  longer  time  than  may  be  in  order  to  a 
Peace,  would  give  general  difcontent  to  your  Army  and  all  your  Proteftant  fub- 
jeds, as  well  the  Clergy  as  others,  who  being  in  the  grcatcft  extremity  of  want 
that  can  be  imagined,  and  by  a  CefTation  put  out  of  hope  to  receive  pay,  or 
poflcis  their  eftates  and  livings  for  fo  long  time,  would  (as  is  much  to  be 
feared)  attempt  to  deliver  thefe  garrifons,  and  thofe  few  that  no  extremity  can 
force  from  their  loyalty,  into  the  Engli^  or  Scots  Rebels  hands ;  or  at  the 
leaft  they  would  revolt  to  them,  in  hope  to  gain  part,  as  well  of  what  comes 
from  London,  as  of  booty  from  the  /r/Jfe,  leaving  thefe  places  defpicably  weak, 
and  fo  an  eafy  conqueft  for  the  Scots  or  Irijh,  as  either  party  fhall  be  at  lei- 
fure  to  make  it  their  bufinefs.  Nor  can  your  Majeftie  by  a  CeflTation  exped 
any  confiderable  fuccour  from  hence,  either  into  England  or  Scotland  •■>  for 
though  upon  your  Majcftie's  commands  to  me  by  Colonel  Stewart,  I  have  pref- 
fed  them  to  it  with  all  poffible  art  and  diligence,  I  muft  not  fo  ill  difcharge 
the  truft  your  Majeftie  hath  honoured  me  with,  as  to  tell  your  Majeftie  I  am 
in  any  hope  they  either  can  or  will  do  it  in  prefent;  or  to  advifc  your  Maje- 
ftie to  depend  upon  great  fuccours  from  hence  this  fummer,  even  in  cafe  a 
Peace  fhall  be  prefently  concluded;  though  whenever  that  is,  I  prefume  more  may 
be  done  than  can  now  be  by  thofe  that  govern  the  Confederate  party.  Some 
thing  of  this  and  concerning  fhipping  I  write  in  anfwer  to  a  difpatch  from  the 
Lord  lyigby,  and  therefore  I  will  not  venture  to  trouble  your  Majeftie  with 
repetitions. 

In  the  laft  place  I  may  not  conceal  from  your  Majeftie,  that  even  upon  thefe 
anfwers  already  given,  and  the  ufe  to  be  made  of  one  of  the  bills  now  tranf- 
mitted,  I  conceive  1  am  able  to  ruine  their  fupremacy  by  dividing  their  party  j 
but  in  that  cafe,  neither  can  your  Majeftie  exped  affiftance  from  hence,  nor  I 
undertake  but  that  in  the  end  we  here  fliall  be  all  rooted  out  by  the  Scots  and 
fuch  as  adhere  to  them ;  whilft  they  are  left  at  better  liberty  to  fend  fuccours  to 
their  friends  in  Scotland,  as  lately  they  have  done  to  the  number  of  fourteen 
hundred  men.  Yet  if  Peace  cannot  be  had  upon  conditions  of  honour  and 
fafety  to  your  Majeftie,  and  in  fome  degree  of  contentment  to  your  Council  and 
Proteftant  fubjeds  here  ;  and  that  your  Majeftie  cannot  immediately  fend  hither 
money  and  other  neceflTaries  for  the  fupport  of  your  Army  and  other  charge, 
I  fee  not  by  what  other  way  we  can  fo  much  as  endeavour,  with  any  probabi- 
lity of  fuccefs,  to  prevent  the  revolting,  famifhing,  or  other  as  certain  deftruc- 
tion,  of  all  that  appear  for  your  Majeftie  here. 

2  Now 
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Now  that  your  Majeftie  hath  all  I  can  fay  of  your  affaires  here,  I  fhould  beg 
leave  moft  humbly  t6  lay  my  private  condition  before  your  feet.  But  when 
1  confider  your  Majeftie's  perfonal  danger,  and  the  many  troubles  that  difturb 
you,  1  lofe  all  fenfe  of  what  I  feel  in  prefent,  or  have  to  fear  in  future  for

My  Lordj 

HIS  Majeftie  having  in  feveral  letters  written  in  his  own  hand  given  me 
commands  for  my  direftion  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  not  mentioned  in 
any  of  your  Lordfhip's  letters,  1  have  in  thofe  particulars,  and  in  fome  others 
depending  upon  them,  humbly  addreffed  my  anfwers  and  conceptions  to  his 
Majeftie,  which  will  much  fhorten  my  difpatch  to  your  Lordftiip  at  this  time. 

Your  Lordfhip  receives  herewith  the  refult  of  the  late  Treaty,  which  ended 
here  the  6th,  and  will  be  again  proceeded  in  about  the  latter  end  of  next 
month,  or  as  foon  as  his  Majeftie  fhall  approve  of  the  anfwers  already  given,  or 
command  the  alteration  of  any  of  them ;  for  that  power  is  refcrved,  as  your 
Lordfhip  will  find  in  the  conclufion  of  the  further  anfwers. 

If  his  Majeftie  (hall  approve  of  them,  I  conceive  it  will  be  very  requifite  it 
be  by  letter  direded  to  the  Council  and  me,  wherein  notice  may  be  taken 
of,  and  incouragement  given  for,  our  continuance  in  unanimoufly  ferving  his 
Majeftie. 

In  papers  apart,  your  Lordfliip  will  find  explanations  of  the  anfwers  made 
by  the  Confederate  Commiflioners  to  my  demands  for  his  Majeftie,  the  Pro- 
teftant  fubjefts,  and  Clergy  of  this  Kingdom ;  and  in  my  exceptions  to  them, 
in  effeft  as  much  is  offered  for  the  fecurity  of  the  Confederates  as  is  dcfired, 
and  yet  no  more  than  muft  be  done,  (as  the  ftate  of  the  Kingdom  is,  and  for 
a  time  is  like  to  be)  though  it  had  not  been  articled  for.  A  letter  to  the  ef- 
feft  of  the  inclofed  draught  warranting  the  giving  of  fuch  commilTions  is  held 
neceflary,  and  humbly  defired,  if  his  Majeftie  approve  of  the  way. 

Your  Lordfliip  receives  alfo  herewith  notes,  that  will  inform  his  Majeftie 
how  much  of  his  certain  revenue  he  parts  withall,  in  perpetuity  by  the  anfwers 
to  the  6th  of  their  firft,  and  to  the  izth  of  their  additional  propoflrions.  What 
part  thereof  was  in  charge,  and  what  only  in  cxpedation  before  the  Rebellion, 
and  fome  of  the  reafons  that  induced  the  Council  to  advife  thofc  anfwers. 

A  fortnight  before  the  Treaty  began,  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde  came  hither, 
and  here  ftayed  till  the  end  of  it.  His  being  here  was  of  great  ufe  to  the 
moderating  of  the  Iriflj  Commiflioners,  and  his  going  to  Kilkenny  about  the 
time  that  their  Affembly  is  to  meet,  (whereunto  for  the  King's  fervice  he  is 
perfwaded)  cannot  but  be  of  great  advantage,  whatfoever  fliall  be  there  deter- 
mined. But  I  hope  by  the  endeavour  of  him  and  fome  others  that  I  have  en- 
gaged, the  moft  confiderable  men  at  that  meeting  will  be  perfwaded  to  mo- 
deration in  matter  of  Religion ;  fo  that  if  his  Majeftie  fhall  think  fit  to  fend 
any  enlargement  of  power  in  that  point,  I  wifli  it  fhould  be  with  all  the 
poflible  fecrecy  that  may  confift  with  the  ufe  to  be  made  of  it,  in  cafe  of  ne- 
ceflity. 

Almoft  at  the  end  of  the  Treaty,  hither  came  the  Earl  of  Thomond,  yet 
feafonably  to  give  his  concurrence  and  very  good  afTiftance  to  the  bringing  of 
it  to  the  pals  it  is  at ;  in  behalf  of  whom  and  the  Earl  of  Clanricarde,  (who 
alfo  was  here)  I  befccch  your  Lordfliip  to  move  his  Majeftie,  that  the  inclolcd 
draughts  may  be  framed  into  letters,  and  tran(nii,tted.

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I  find  by  difcoLirfe  with  fomc  not  long  fincc  come  from  Court,  that  by 
rcalbn  of  Ibmc  ad  confcnted  to  by  his  Majcflie  in  E?tgland,  there  is  great 
diliiculcy  found  how  to  frame  a  letter  with  any  fecurity  to  thole  that  fliall  med- 
dle with  it  here  or  there,  for  making  any  Papift  a  CounfcUor  of  Ireland i  if 
any  fuch  thing  be,  I  am  glad  the  /r//7j  know  it  not ;  and  do  wifli  the  queftion 
may  be  avoided,  if  it  cannot  be  relblved  to  the  fatisfadion  of  fome  of  that 
ReHgion. 

Though  I  have  no  full  knowledge  of  what  Lord  Herbert  was  to  bring  with 
him,  yet  by  his  letter  to  me  out  of  JTales,  I  gucfs  his  milling  this  place  was 
a  great  misfortune  to  the  King's  fervicc,  even  in  relation  to  the  credit  1  found 
the  Iriflj  were  apt  to  give  to  his  advices  and  undertakings ;  and  therefore,  if  he 
be  where  he  can  get  once  more  to  the  water's  fide,  and  will  venture  over,  I  am 
very  conlident  the  little  frigat  I  now  lend  to  ftay  the  return  of  the  bearer  will 
land  him  in  fome  fafc  port  of  Irelmtd.

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  your  Excellence's  of  the  28th  o^  March  and  i6th  oi  April, 
together  with  the  other  papers  by  this  bearer,  an  Officer  of  my  'LoY:d  Moore's  i 
concerning  whom  your  Excellence  will  receive  herewithall  a  Letter  from  his 
Majeftie.  Your  Excellence  will  alfo  find  here  the  lettejrs  defired  by  you  con- 
cerning Church  preferments,  unto  which  I  have  only  to  add,  that  his  Majeftie 
is  engaged  to  Dr.  Fuller,  Bifhop  of  Kerry,  to  remove  him  to  a  better  Bifnoprick 
than  what  he  now  holds ;  but  that  will  be  no  impediment  to  thofe  whom 
your  Excellence  defires  to  prefer :  for  there  is  fince  your  Excellence's  letter 
another  Iri^  Bifhop  dead,  the  Bilhop  of  Clogher.  But  I  do  not  fend  any 
letter  for  Dr.  Fuller's  advancement  to  that,  becaufe  I  think  a  lefs  will  content 
him ;  and  I  fhall  expeft  your  Excellence's  further  diredions,  which  you  think 
fittcft  to  be  removed  to  which. 

I  fend  you  alfo  herewithall  the  letter  formerly  mentioned  for  the  fwearing 
the  Earl  of  St.  Albans  a  Privy  Counfellor,  we  could  not  fooner  clear  fome  dif- 
ficulties in  it  and  refolve  upon  the  form. 

The  acts  tranfmitted  came  very  unluckily  fo  near  the  time  of  his  Majeftie's 
remove  from  Oxford,  that  they  cannot  be  returned  by  this  bearer  5  but  as  foon 
as  is  polTible,  they  fhall. 

Concerning  the  fort  of  'Duncannon,  I  hope  a  good  Peace  will  e're  this  have 
reftored  it  into  your  hands,  and  alfo  have  ended  the  controverfy  concerning  the 
delivery  of  Carlingford  port  into  the  hands  of  the  Irijh  for  the  tranfportatioii 
of  fupplies  into  Scotland^  which  is  a  thing  in  no  wife  to  be  yielded  unto,  in 
cafe  the  War  fhould  continue.  As  for  fhipping  to  tranfport  the  intended  fup- 
plies into  Scotland,  if  they  can  poftibly  be  procured,  they  fhall  be  fent  you; 
if  not,  unlefs  they  can  be  got  there,  the  fending  of  men  muft  be  fufpended  ; 
and  your  Excellence  is  defired  to  haften  away  to  the  Marquefs  of  Montrofs 
what  armes  and  ammunition  you  c?in,  which  is  his  greateft  want. 

Concerning  my  Lord  Lambart,  his  Majeftie  is  very  glad  to  hear  that  he  ap- 
plies himfclf  fo  heartily  and  fo  clearly  to  his  fervice.  Of  which  his  Majeftie  is 
io  fenfiblc,  that  having  according  to  your  Excellence's  defire,  moved  him  for 
an  addition  of  honour  unto  his  Lordlhip,  1  find  his  Majeftie  fo  well  inclined 
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therein,  that  I  am  confident,  I  fhould  have  fent  you  now  the  warrant  to 
make  him  an  Earl,  but  that  there  is  at  prefenc  a  fufpenfion  for  Ibmc  time  ia 
matters  of  honours,  for  fome  realbns  not  neceflary  to  trouble  you  withall  j 
but  if  his  Lordlhip  continue  in  his  meriting  courfc,  he  fhall  fpccdily  re- 
ceive it. 

Concerning  my  Lord  Inchiqiiin,  it  were  a  happy  fervice  if  any  allurements 
could  regain  him,  and  if  the  Prefidentfhip  of  Munfter  will  do  it,  and  that  your 
Excellence  think  fit,  you  may  affure  him  of  it ;  the  lift  you  mention  of  other 
perfons  fit  to  be  wrought  upon  there  by  honours  and  preferments  was  not  in 
yourpacquet;  but  the  King  will  rely  upon  your  judgment,  and  make  good 
what  invitations  you  fhall  give  them. 

The  letter  you  fent  me  fuppofed  to  be  Sir  Bryan  O  Neile's  I  do  verily  be- 
lieve to  be  his,  and  I  confefs  he  hath  deceived  me  in  one  thing,  though  not 
in  another.  I  did  not  believe  more  of  his  honefty,  but  I  did  of  his  wit,  than 
to  have  written  fuch  a  letter  fo  little  difguifed:  if  we  light  on  him  here  in 
England,  he  Ihall  be  taught  more  wit;  and  I  make  no  doubt,  but  you  will 
difcipline  him  there,  if  he  comes  within  your  reach. 

Concerning  the  Peace  of  Ireland,  your  Excellence  will  receive  his  Majeftie's 
pleafure  from  his  own  hand;  and  therefore  I  fhall  not  trouble  you  v/ith  any 
thing  more  of  that  fubjed,  than  formerly  I  have  done. 

His  Majeftie  is  here  in  thefe  parts  marching  to  the  relief  of  Cheftcr,  with  a 
very  gallant  Army,  and  the  Prince  oi  Wales  in  the  Weft  with  another,  equal 
to  any  the  Rebels  have  at  this  time. 

We  have  great  unanimity  among  our  felves,  and  the  Rebels  great  diftrac- 
tion.  Fairfax  is  marched  with  his  Army  weftward,  and  probably  Brereton 
and  the  Scots  will  join  againft  the  King.  This  is  in  fhort  our  prefent  condi- 
tion, by  which  your  Excellence  may  judge,  affaires  being  thus  ballanced,  how 
fmall  a  help  would  caft  the  fcale.  This  is  all  at  prefent  more  than  to  renew 
the  aflbrance  that  I  am.

My  Lord, 

Y.OUR  large  difpatch  of  the  8th  oi May  unto  his  Majeftie  and  my  felf  is 
received,  and  as  large  as  it  is,  will  require  at  this  time  but  a  very  fhort 
anfwcr,  his  Majeftie  having  fent  you  as  full  direftions  concerning  the  Treaty  of 
Peace  in  Ireland  under  his  own  hand  with  mine  of  the  1 3th  of  May,  as  he  can 
or  will  give  in  that  bufinefs:  particularly  his  Majeftie's  own  wifdom  fore  thought 
the  objedion  that  would  rife  from  his  reftridtion  in  his  publick  letter  of  the 
2  2d  of  January  1644.  concerning  the  penal  laws;  and  therefore  before  you  de- 
manded it,  he  fent  you  a  revocation  of  the  fame  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Council  there,  when  your  Excellence  Ihall  think  moft  feafonable. 

Your  Excellence  will  receive  herewith  a  duplicate  of  that  difpatch,  for  as 
much  as  concerns  the  publick ;  but  I  thought  it  not  neceflary  to  renew  thofc 
letters  for  the  promotion  of  the  Clergymen,  fince  the  King's  engagement  to 
Dr.  Fuller,  mentioned  in  my  former  letter,  may  perhaps  beget  an  alteration  in 
the  whole.  I  do  find  his  Majeftie  very  well  fatisfied  with  the  prudence  and 
caution  of  your  proceeding  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  as  long  as  there  be  no 
danger  by  that  warinefs  of  relapfing  into  a  War,  which  muft  neccflarily  be  i'o 
fatal  to  all  his  Proteftant  fubjefts  there,  his  Majeftie  having  no  poflibility  of 
maintaining  it.  But  as  to  that  point,  his  Majeftie  conceives  he  hath  given  Or- 
monde, not  only  dircftions  pofitive  enough,  but  commands  alfo  ftrong  enough 
in  fcveral  letters,  all  in  his  own  hand.  As 
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As  for  what  concerns  the  leflcning  of  his  revenue  by  thofe  conccfllons  for 
the  fettling  of  a  Peace,  he  undcrftands  that  to  be  of  no  confideration,  in  com- 
parifon  of  the  manifcft  hazard  of  all,  if  a  Peace  be  not  obtained :  only  thus 
much  as  to  one  particular  point,  his  Majeftic  bids  me  tell  you,  that  he  is  much 
fcandahzed  with  the /r//6  interpretation  of  their  8th  propofition,  whereby  you 
fay,  they  mean  an  equality  of  number  in  the  diftribution  of  offices  and  charges 
to  Papirt  natives;  it  being  not  onlyagainft  reafon,  but  contrary  to  their  cxprefs 
explanation  to  me,  when  I  checkt  at  that  word  equality,  profclling  that  they 
meant  it  only  in  the  fcnfe  of  indifference ;  but  I  hope  they  will  be  more  rea* 
fonable  than  to  infift  upon  it. 

I  am  much  joyed  to  hear,  that  you  are  in  fo  good  hopes  of  drawing  the  Irijh 
to  any  moderation  in  their  demands  for  matter  of  Religion. 

As  for  the  fecrecy  in  what  concerns  your  enlargement  of  power,  I  afTure 
you,  there  is  no  man  privy  to  it ;  but  thofe  from  whom  nothing  of  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  affaires  is  concealed. 

I  fend  your  Excellence  herewithall  the  feveral  letters,  for  which  you  were 
pleafed  to  give  me  dirciftion. 

As  for  my  Lord  Herbert,  he  made  a  dangerous  efcape  5  but  I  hope  is  now 
well  on  his  way  towards  you,  from  Skipton  in  Torkjhire. 

The  former  bills  tranfmitted  by  you  could  not  be  difpatchcd  while  the 
King  was  at  Oxford i  nor  can  thefe  fent  me  now  be  perfeded  in  fome  weeks, 
the  Great  Seal  being  at  Oxford:  but  all  the  diligence  that  can  be  ufcd  in  re- 
turning them  to  you,  with  the  neccifary  formalities  of  his  Majeftie's  alfcnt, 
fhall  not  be  omitted. 

1  have  nothing  to  add  concerning  our  affaires  here,  but  the  relief  of  Chefter, 
and  probable  advertifements  (though  not  as  yet  by  exprefs)  that  General  Goring 
on  Saturday  laft  hath  totally  routed  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  s  if  this  prove  true,  we 
fhall  have  a  fair  profped  towards  London  this  fummer. 

Being  now  here  in  hafte  upon  our  march,  I  chufe  rather  to  leave  many  par- 
ticulars of  your  letters,  either  not  at  all  or  {lightly  anfwered,  than  to  hazard 
the  bearer  with  thefe  important  difpatches  by  carrying  him  a  day's  journey 
further  with  us  into  the  enemies  Country  ;  from  whence  his  paUage  to  the  fea- 
fide  would  be  over  dangerous ;  which  is  the  reafon  that  I  thus  abruptly  con-

RIGHT  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufui  and  Counfellor,  we  greet  you  well. 
Having  received  and  confidered  the  accompt  given  us  by  you  of  your  pro- 
ceedings in  the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  our  Roman  Catholick  fubjeds  of  that  King- 
dom, we  have  thought  fit  not  only  to  exprefs  unto  you  our  approbation  of  your 
condud  therein ;  but  alfo  in  a  very  particular  manner  to  thank  our  Council  there 
for  their  unanimous  and  chearful  concurrence  with  you  in  the  wayes  of  our 
fervice  in  that  bufinefs.  We  are  not  ignorant  what  difficulties  you  have  to 
ftruggle  with  therein,  and  what  fcandals  thofe  malignant  perfons  who  labour 
to  fix  them,  even  upon  the  cleateft  and  fincereft  of  our  own  adions,  will  en- 
deavour to  caft  upon  you  for  your  belt  fervices  in  this  kind,  all  vi^hich  as  it 
I  doth 
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doth  but  make  your  merit  the  more  towards  us;  fo  we  arc  confident  it  will 
have  no  other  effed  than  of  encouraging  you  more  and  more  in  your  duty 
to  us,  and  unanimity  in  the  fame. 

And  it  having  been  made  fo  manifefl:  unto  us  from  your  felves,  in  how  de- 
plorable a  condition  our  Proteftant  fubjefts  there  are,  in  cafe  the  War  fhould 
break  out  again,  we  having  no  poflible  means  to  fupport  it,  or  protcd  them 
from  hence;  we  fhall  not  need  inforce  any  more  to  you  the  nccefllty,  nor  to 
conjure  your  unanimous  induftry  and  diligence,  to  procure  and  fettle  a  Peace 
there;  which  as  it  is  the  only  pollible  means  under  God  of  preferving  that 
Kingdom,  fo  is  it  the  moft  probable  and  hopeful  means  of  curing  the  unhappy 
diftraftions  of  this.     And  fo  we  bid  you  heartily  farewell.

RIGHT  trufly  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  we  greet 
you  well.     Whereas,  upon  the  Treaty  of  Peace  you  did,    amongft  other 
things,  for  us,  and  in  our  name,   agree  with  thofe  who  treated  with  you  in 
the  behalf  of  the  Confederate  Roman  Catholicks,    that   they  fhould  continue 
the  polfeflion  of  fuch  of  our  cities,  towns,  forts  and  caftles,    which  now  they 
have  under  their  obedience,    untill  there  be  fuch  a  lettlement,    as  upon  the 
faid  Treaty  is  agreed  to  be  done  ;    yet  fo  as  they  be  commanded,  ruled,  and 
governed  in  chief  by  fuch  as  we,    or  our  chief  Governour  or  Govcrnours  of 
that  pur  Kingdom,  for  the  time  being,  fhall  appoint.     And   whereas  you  did 
promilc  for  us,  and  in  our  name,  that  we  would  grant  Commiilions  to,  and 
appoint  fuch   perfon    and  perfons   as  fliall  be  agreed  on    in  the  Treaty,   for 
the  executing  of  fuch  command,  rule  or  government,  to  continue  untill  all  the 
Articles  agreed  on  to  be  paffed  in  Parliament,  fhall  be  accordingly  paflcd,  and 
that  we  would  ilfue  Commiffions  to  fuch  perfons  as  fhall  be  agreed  on  in  the 
Treaty    for   the  punifliing   of  fuch   capital  offences    as  have  happened  fincc 
the  14th  of  September  1645,  or  iTiould  henceforward  during  the  tune  aforefaid 
happen  ;  and  for  the  ordering  of  fuch  things  as  fhall  be  for  the  peace  and  tranquil- 
lity of  that  Kingdom,  and  the  well  ordering  of  the  Army,  and  the  raifing  and 
providing  of  means  for  the  fupport  thereof;  we  being  very  willing  and  deHrous, 
that  as  well  that,  as  whatfoevcr  elfe  fhall  be  undertaken  by  you  upon  the  Treaty, 
be  pundually  obferved,  have  thought  fit  by  thefe  our  letters  to  require  and  au- 
thorize you  to  caufe  Letters  Patents  under  the  great  Seal  of  that  our  Kingdom 
to  be  pafled  unto  you,  which  may  authorize  and  give  power  unto  you  to  iflue 
fuch  Commiilions  under  the  Great  Seal  of  that  our  Kingdom,  as  you  fhall  have 
upon  the  Treaty  for  us,  and  in  our  name,    promiicd  to  our  faid  fubjcds,   or 
which  upon  the  faid  Treaty  you  fhall  hereafter  promifc  unto  them,  and  fuch 
other  Commiflions  after  the  conclufion  of  a  Peace  in  that  our  Kingdom,  as 
you  fhall  think  fit  for  the  advancing  of  the  natives  of  that  our  Kingdom  (with- 
out exception  of  any)  to  places  of  command,    honour,   profit  and  truft  in  our 
armies  there,  according  to  their  refpedive  merits  and  abilities ;  and  that  therein 
no  difference  be  made  by  you  between  them  and  our  other  good  llibjeds,  ac- 
cording to  the  anfwer  made  by  you  in  our  behalf  to  the  eighth  propofition ; 
in  which  refpedive  Commiflions,    you  are  to  caufe  Ibch  grants  and  non-ob- 
Jiantes  to  be  inferted,  as  may  remove  all  impediments  and  hindrance  whatfo- 
evcr, which  do  or  may  difable  any  of  our  laid  fubjeds  to  cxcrcifc  the  faid

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places.  And  for  your  lb  doing  this  fliall  be  unto  you,  and  any  other  our  chief 
Govcrnour  and  Govcmours  for  the  time  being,  and  to  all  other  whom  it  may 
concern,  fufficient  warrant,  notwithftanding  any  former  ufagc,  reftrainr,  drderp 
or  Ad  of  Parliament  to  the  contrary.

Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

TH  E  incouragement  I  received  from  your  Lordfliip  to  undertake  this  jour- 
ney, brought  me  hither  upon  IVednefday  laft,  and  I  have  but  newly  over- 
come  the  vexation  of  receiving  and  returning  vifits  from  and  to  perfons  of  very 
various  and  different  inclinations,  and  am  not  yet  able  to  give  your  Lordthip 
any  clear  accompt  of  the  adions  or  refolutions  of  this  place;  but  fo  far  as  my 
obfervation  could  reach  unto,  your  Lordfliip  fhall  now  receive. 

The  anfwers  your  Lordfhip  was  pleafcd  to  give  to  their  propofitions  have  been 
reported  to  the  AfTembly,  and  (as  I  am  informed)  very  fairly  reprefented,  and 
all  entertained  with  appearance  of  good  facisfadion ;  though  fomewhat  perhaps; 
of  addition  or  explanation  may  be  farther  propofcd :  but  that  part  which  con- 
cerneth  Religion  being  referved  to  the  laft,  was  very  fadly  received ;  and  in- 
deed, my  Lord,  the  truth  is,  I  do  find  little  probability  of  perfwading  a  fettle- 
ment  of  Peace,  if  the  penal  laws,  for  fo  much  as  layes  a  penalty  or  incapacity 
upon  them,  for  the  exercife  of  their  confcience,  be  not  repealed ;  or  if  it  could 
be  compafled  upon  the  hopes  and  expcdations  of  future  fatisfadion  therein; 
yet  it  would  leave  all  men  s  minds  fo  unfatisfied,  as  it  would  rather  be  a  Peace 
more  in  outward  fhew,  than  of  real  advantage  to  the  King's  fervice  and  affaires; 
And  I  muft  freely  acknowledge,  1  do  not  apprehend  where  lies  the  difficulty 
of  that  work,  or  why  men  of  judgment  of  the  King's  party  in  either  Kingdom, 
that  defirc  or  exped  alTiftance  from  them,  fhould  be  offended  at  it ;  and  this 
I  am  very  probably  affured  of,  that  if  the  repeal  of  thofe  laws  were  now  grant- 
ed, a  Peace  might  be  fuddenly  concluded  with  the  ready  and  fincere  affcdions 
of  the  beft  of  the  whole  Nation,  to  hazard  the  uttcrmoft  of  their  lives  and 
fortunes  in  his  Majeftie's  fervice.  And  I  am  forry,  that  Ibme  turbulent  difpo- 
fitions  have  the  advantage  given  them  in  this  point,  to  infult  over,  and  work 
upon  the  minds  of  the  beft  affedcd;  and  it  would  be  a  great  comfort  to  your 
Lordfhip's  fcrvants  here,  that  they  might  receive  fome  fpeedy  fatisfadion  on  this 
particular,  upon  which  moft  of  the  whole  work  depends. 

It  is  truth,  my  Lord,  there  arifcth  another  great  difficulty  concerning  the 
Churches;  for  though  moft  men  of  judgment  do  rightly  apprehend  that  the 
King  neither  in  tafery  to  his  affaires,  nor  in  point  of  fatisfadion  to  himfelf, 
can  grant  the  Churches  and  Government  of  them  to  the  Catholick  party  ^  yet 
wirhall,  they  find  much  difturbance  and  tendernels  of  confcience  in  themfelves 
to  article  for  the  reftitution  of  them  to  the  Proteftant  Clergy ;  and  this  very 
powerfully  prcft  upon  them  by  their  fpiritual  guides,  both  by  publick  fermons 
and  private  inftrudions,  and  examination  of  the  confcience;  that  which  I  find 
doth  moft  imploy  men's  thoughts  in  prefenr,  is  a  defire  that  they  might  not  be 
difturbed  in  the  pofleffion  and  ufe  of  their  Churches,  untill  the  conditions  af- 
fented  unto,  be  fettled  by  Ad  of  Parliament,  and  that  there  might  be  nothing 
of  Article  at  all  in  this  point;  but  the  Churches  at  that  time  reftored  to  the 
Proteftant  Clergy  by  the  laws  of  the  land,  that  (as  they  affirm)  do  fufficiently 
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provide  for  it,  when  they  fhall  again  return  to  their  former  obedience,  and  be 
fettled  under  his  Majeftie's  Government;  and  thus  the  lame  in  cfFcd  may  be 
done  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  his  Majeftyand  the  Proteftant  party,  without  Icruple 
or  difturbance  to  themfelves  5  and  whether  any  fuch  medium  may  be  found  out 
and  fitly  aflented  unto,  fo  as  may  be  fatisfadory  to  cither  party,  I  humbly  offer 
to  your  Lordfhip's  confideration.  And  they  pretend  to  this  advantage  thereby, 
that  they  fhall  be  much  better  enabled  to  I'erve  his  Majcftie  effectually  by  the 
fupplies  they  cxped  from  abroad,  which  would  be  (topped  upon  the  knowledge 
of  their  confenting  to  that  Article.  And  now  I  humbly  crave  your  Lordfhip's 
pardon  for  this  large  relation,  being  confidenr  that  I  am  fo  well  known  and 
fettled  in  your  Lordfhip's  favourable  opinion,  that  nothing  fallen  from  my 
pen  fhall  be  fubjeft  to  mifconftrudtion,  or  taken  for  defign  or  particular  in- 
tereft  5  but  will  be  accepted,  as  a  plain  and  true  narration  of  what  I  have  ob- 
ferved. 

Sir  Robucke  Ltnch  and  Mr.  Jeffrey  Brown  have  been  with  me  from  the  af- 
fembly  to  give  me  notice  of  their  former  difpatch  and  your  Lordfliip's  return, 
concerning  the  farther  inlargement  of  the  Ceflation,  and  likewife  their  fecond 
addrefs  unto  your  Lordfhip  to  the  fame  efFed,  defiring  that  I  would  fecond  it 
with  declaring  my  fenfe  and  obfervation  of  paflages  here,  and  protefting  they 
would  ufe  all  poffible  diligence  to  bring  this  great  work  to  a  fpecdy  and  happy 
conclufion. 

My  Lord,  in  this  particular  I  fhall  only  prcfume  to  fay,  that  if  there  have  been 
any  thing  of  delay  ufed,  which  I  cannot  charge  them  with,  it  hath  been  in  thofe 
that  managed  the  report,  and  not  of  the  Affembly  who  have  with  much  im- 
patience called  upon  it,  and  now  it  is  fully  brought  unto  them ;  and  to  mor- 
row, they  begin  their  debate  upon  the  whole  matter ;  and  being  a  bufinefs  of 
fo  great  confequence,  and  difputed  amongft  fo  great  a  number,  I  do  humbly 
conceive  it  of  abfolute  necelTity,  that  the  Ceffation  be  for  fome  fliort  time 
inlarged.  That  which  (I  fuppofe)  they  do  pitch  upon  is  to  the  20th  of  next  month  5 
whether  fo  long  a  time  may  be  convenient,  I  may  not  take  upon  me  to  judge 
of;  but  I  do  hope  fome  inlargement  of  it  may  produce  good  efFedts,  and  in- 
able  the  well  difpofed  to  quiet  and  temper  unruly  difpofitions,  and  beget  a 
right  underftanding  in  all  that  are  confiderable ;  and  your  Lordfhip's  refolution 
in  this  particular,  and  what  farther  inftruftion  or  commands  your  Lordfhip  fliall 
be  pleafed  to  impofe  upon  me,  I  humbly  defire  my  be  conveyed  unto  me  here 
by  Saturday  or  Sunday  at  fartheft ;  for  I  do  not  yet  know  any  occafion,  that 
may  make  my  longer  ftay  here  ufeful  to  the  prefent  fervice.  And  fo  humbly 
craving  your  Lordfhip's  pardon  for  this  confufed  addrefs,    I  fhall  ever  continue

My  Lord, 

SOON  after  the  receipt  of  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  26th  of  this  month,  an 
exprefs  fent  from  thence,  was  returned  with  an  enlargement  of  the  CeflTa- 
tion  to  as  near  the  time  mentioned  by  your  Lordfhip  as  the  Council  could  be 
perfwadcd  to  confent  unto;  not  that  1  propofed  the  20th  of  June,  but  en- 
deavoured to  gain  as  much  time  as  I  could.  I  was  unwilling  to  ftay  that  ex- 
prefs for  my  anfwer  to  your  Lordlhip's,  and  very  little  encouraged  by  his  out- 
ward appearance  to  venture  any  thing  of  confequence  by  him.

When  the  anfwcrs  to  the  propofitions,  which  your  Lordfhip  fays,  were  re- 
ported, and  for  the  moft  part  well  received  in  that  Alfcmbly,  were  framcdi 
all  pofllble  care  was  taken  to  make  them  fo  fatisfaftory  as  not  to  need  much 
debate;  his  Majeftic's  occafions,  as  well  as  the  condition  and  diftraftion  of  the 
Kingdom,  depending  (for  afliftance  and  remedy)  rather  upon  quick  refolutions, 
than  long  difcourfes ;  which,  if  way  be  given  thereto,  may  be  continued  upon 
fo  many  anfwcrs  by  men  of  fo  divers  fancies,  afFedions,  and  interefts,  till  all 
afliftance  that  can  be  derived  to  the  King,  and  advantage  to  the  Kingdom,  by 
our  agreement,  will  come  too  late  for  either.  And  thefc  anfwers  in  all  points, 
but  that  of  Religion,  were  much  enlarged  beyond  what  could  be  expefted, 
not  only  to  fwccten  his  Majeftie's  neceflitated  caution  in  thdt,  but  as  a  tcfti- 
mony  of  his  inclination  to  fatisfy  them  in  that  alfo,  when  his  affaires  Ihould 
be  in  a  condition  not  to  receive  apparent  and  high  prejudice  by  it ;  which  by 
fome  of  themfelves  (who  I  believe  too  wife  to  have  done  it  without  Warraint) 
was  propofed  as  a  reafonable  and  perfwafive  evidence. 

It  is  very  true,  that  feafonable  and  powerful  afliftance  fent  to  the  King  may 
take  off,  or  recompence,  the  prejudice  or  danger  the  qualification  of  the  penal 
laws  may  bting  upon  himj  and  might  in  part  juftify,  at  leaft  extenuate  my 
fault,  if  I  fliould  in  fuch  cafe  fomewhat  exceed  my  Commiflion  ;  but  it  is  ex- 
pedcd  his  Majeftie  fhould  really  and  immediately  poflefs  them  of  their  defires; 
and  that  for  the  matter  of  afliftance  (which  is  the  only  juftifiable  inducement 
for  me  to  undertake  any  thing  in  that  dangerous  point)  I  muft  reft  fatisfied  for 
his  Majeftie  with  general  complemental  expreflions,  fuch  as  the  Parliament  at 
Weftminfter  at  this  time  affbrd  him ;  which  certainly  were  not  equal,  or  a 
bargain  I  could  make  (knowing  fo  much  of  my  Mafter's  pleafure  and  condi- 
tion) without  a  very  foul  breach  of  truft. 

There  are  now  aflembled  fuch  as  very  well  underftand  the  power  and  wealth 
of  their  feveral  Countries  and  Corporations  -,  how  they  are  furnifhed  with  all 
things  neceflary  for  War;  which  when  they  have  computed,  methinks  they 
might  fay,  what  money,  men,  armes,  and  ammunition  they  would  help  the 
King  with,  and  by  what  time,  for  his  fervice,  either  into  England  or  Scotlandt 
over  and  above  what  is  neceflary  for  the  reduction  of  fuch  as  fliall  oppofe  Peace 
here ;  that  tending  to  their  own  prefervation  and  quiet,  as  well  as  to  the  vin- 
dication of  his  Majeftie's  authority.  And  in  cafe  this  be  made  viflbly  certain, 
more  may  be  undertaken  in  that  particular  of  qualification,  than  can  otherwife 
be  fo  much  as  thought  of.  For  without  fuch  aflurance,  it  is  plain  the  Peace 
would  be  more  outward  and  in  fhew,  than  of  any  advantage  to  the  King's  fer- 
vice :  as  it  may  be  in  the  other  cafe,  as  is  apprehended  by  your  Lordfhip  it 
would  be. 

For  the  Churches,  I  conceive,  they  will  not  upon  fo  inconfiderable  a  dif- 
ference as  a  few  weeks  or  months,  lay  any  rub  in  the  way  to  a  Peace ;  nor 
ftiouid  they  efteem  tendernefs  of  confcience  fo  peculiar  to  themfelves,  as  not 
to  think  there  are  fome  feelings  of  the  fame  kind  in  others. 

To  eafe  your  Lordfhip  of  the  trouble  of  long  difcourfe,  they  may  not  expeft 
that  the  King  will  retraft  that  Article;  though  if  they  can  find  fuch  an  anfwer  as 
■will  leave  the  Churches  as  they  were  before  the  War,  and  pleafe  themfelves  too, 
it  is  all  that  I  conceive  is  expefted  in  that  point.  For  their  objedlion,  that  the 
confenting  to  this  Article  will  keep  from  them,  and  by  confequence  from  the 
King,  when  the  Peace  is  concluded,  the  advantage  of  fupplies  from  abroad,  I 
conceive  the  knowledge  that  it  will  be  confented  to,  when  they  are  fecured 
of  what  fhall  be  given  them  by  Aft  of  Parliament  (which  cannot  be  concealed) 
will  have  the  fame  effeft ;  and  befides,  I  doubt  the  prejudice  and  difhonour  of 
fuch  a  retraction  to  his  Majeftie,  is  more  certain  and  confiderable  than  the 
hopes  of  thofe  fupplies. 

This, 
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This,  my  Lord,  is  what  I  am  able  to  fay  for  the  prcfcnt,  to  thofe  obfcrva- 
tions  of  your  Lordlhip,  which  I  Icnow  are  of  far  lefs  moment  towards  the  fa- 
tisfying  of  thofe  there,  than  what  your  own  great  judgment  and  right  affec- 
tions have  furniftied  you  with ;  yet  if  any  thing  in  this  letter  may  conduce 
to  thofe  loyal  and  noble  ends  that  brought  you  thither,  your  Lordfhip  may 
make  ufe  of  it,  as  the  fenfe  and  clear  intention  of

My  Lord, 

WHEN  I  had  newly  written  my  letter  of  yefterday's  date,  my  mznTeiJIy 
arrived,  and  brought  with  him  fo  much  cypher,  that  I  fpent  almoft  all 
yefterday  in  finding  out  myfterics.  I  flayed  my  other  letter  in  hope  that 
I  might  have  guided  your  Lordfhip  for  the  better  efFeding  of  that  great  and 
good  work  you  are  about  5  but  my  letters  finding  the  King  in  motion  with  his 
Army,  with  few  Counfellors,  but  thofe  for  war,  about  him,  I  find  in  eflFe£t 
his  pleafure  formerly  fignified,  only  renewed  by  thefe  later  commands;  nor 
could  my  meflenger  poflibly  have  gotten  back  to  me  in  any  reafonable  time  or 
fecurity,  if  he  had  further  attended  hisMajeftie;  fo  that  for  the  prefervation  of 
the  Kingdom  for  hisMajeftie,  and  the  intereft  of  all  honeft  men  in  it  for  them- 
felves,  we  mufl:  make  the  beft  we  can  of  what  we  have  ;  to  which  end  I  muft 
earneftly  defirc  your  Lordfhip  to  continue  there  till  fome  refolution  be  taken,  as 
I  muft  acknowledge  without  repenting  it,  that  my  humble  advice  was  for  your 
going  thither. 

All  my  anfwers  and  further  conceffions  were  readily  approved  of  by  his  Ma- 
jeftie,  faving  that  it  is  conceived  I  have  been  fomething  liberal  in  giving  away 
fo  much  of  his  Majeftie's  rents,  which  yet  he  is  content  to  pafs  over,  rather 
than  there  fhould  be  a  breach,  in  confidence  that  it  will  be  made  good  to  him 
in  leafonable  and  confiderable  fupplies  of  warlike  provifions. 

The  inclofcd  copies  of  letters  fiom  his  Majcftie  concerning  your  Lordfliip, 
and  the  packet  fent  herewith  came  in  the  fame  vcffel,  though  not  by  the  fame 
meflenger,  as  your  Lordfhip  will  find  by  the  ditfcring  dates :  All  the  news  I 
have  your  Lordfhip  has  in  an  excradl  from  Arthttr  Trevor. 

I  find  my  Lady  Dutchcfs  of  Buckingham  is  much  difplcafcd  with  me;  but 
my  innocence,  and  the  honour  fhe  vouchfafcs  me  to  let  me  know  it  from  her 
felf,  gives  me  hope  1  may  be  reftored  to  her  favour. 

I  have  it  from  a  good  hand  that  the  Scots  will  very  (hortly  be  abroad, 
and  that  they  intend  for  Connaght,  though  perhaps  my  intelligencer  may  be 
miflakcn  in  that ;  but  that  they  will  march,  your  Lordfliip  may  with  aflurancc 
inform  thofe  that  haply  may  be  as  much  concerned  to  inquire  after  their  mo- 
tions, as

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

TH  OUG  H  I  am  here  engaged  in  a  very  dangerous  and  difficult  imploy- 
ment,  being  liable  to  the  cenfure  and  hard  opinion  of  all  fides ;  yet  in 
obedience  to  your  Lordlhip's  commands,  I  Ihall  not  depart  from  hence  untill 
the  fuccefs  of  this  great  affair  be  brought  to  the  uttermoft  trial ;  and  the  per- 
plexed condition  it  now  remains  in,  I  fhall  humbly  offer  to  your  Lordlhip's 
confidcration. 

My  Lord,  it  proves  to  be  the  fettled  pofitivc  refolution,  not  only  of  the 
whole  Aflembly,  but  of  all  others  that  do  attend  the  fuccefs  of  this  Treaty, 
vvhatfocver  their  danger  or  condition  lliall  be,  that  it  is  abfolutely  againft  their 
confcience  to  declare  by  any  article,  or  fign  to  any  thing  for  the  delivering  of 
the  body  of  the  Churches  in  their  poflcnion  to  the  Proteftant  Clergy;  and  do 
apprehend  it  a  very  hard  preflure  upon  their  confciences  to  be  put  upon  that 
ftrain,  when  the  laws  of  the  Kingdom  and  the  power  and  command  invefted 
in  your  Lordfhip  upon  concluding  of  a  Peace  doth  fufficiently  provide  for  the 
performance  of  his  Majeftie's  pleafure  in  that  particular;  and  (as  fir  as  I  can 
obferve)  it  is  the  intention  of  the  greater  and  the  moft  poweri^ul  of  them,  and 
thofe  that  would  reft  fatisfied  with  the  repeal  of  the  penalties,  to  obferve  that 
laying  of  St.  Ambrofe,  I  may  not  deliver  up  my  Churches  ;  but  if  they  be  taken, 
I  ought  not  to  refift-  And  indeed,  my  Lord,  as  I  have,  and  Ihall  ever  fcrve 
his  Majeftie  faithfully,  and  difcharge  the  truft  repofed  in  me  by  your  Lordiliip 
in  that  behalf  with  all  integrity  and  clearnefs,  fo  I  fliall  now  freely  declare  my 
fenfe,  that  as  it  is  my  belief  that  it  is  not  lawful  by  force  to  oppofe  his  Ma- 
jeftie in  thofe  interefts  he  claims,  fo  I  am  not  fatisfied  in  my  confcience  that 
they  can  well  perform,  or  that  I  ought  to  pcrfwade  them  to  what  is  now  re- 
quired ;  and  if  this  do  not  anfwer  your  Lordlhip's  expedation,  or  give  you  the 
fatisfadion  I  dcfire,  I  humbly  crave  your  Lordfhip's  pardon  for  that  which  is 
no  willful  error,  but  only  what  I  apprehend  to  be  a  juft  obligation  and  tye 
upon  my  confcience.  And  now  all  depends  upon  your  Lordfhip's  relblution 
for  the  avoiding  of  this  great  rock,  that  threatens  fhipwrack,  both  to  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  and  all  men's  interefts  in  this  Kingdom. 

My  Lord,  in  point  of  fupply  to  his  Majeftie,  yefterday  in  their  great  Com- 
mittee for  inftruelions,  Mr.  'Plunket  did  declare,  and  it  feemed  to  be  the  fenfc 
of  the  reft,  that  if  the  Peace  were  brought  to  a  conclufion,  they  would  be 
ready  to  aflift  his  Majeftie  as  fully  as  they  had  declared  in  their  Remonftrance; 
and  that  there  fhould  be  little  more  time  fpent  therein  than  would  neceffarily 
ferve  for  the  men  to  march  to  the  ports  from  whence  they  are  to  be  tranf- 
ported  ;  and  that  they  fhould  now  be  able  to  exceed  their  undertakings  by  mak- 
ing fome  provifion  of  fhipping,  which  formerly  they  could  not  promife.  And 
for  the  forces  to  be  maintained  here,  fuch  as  fhould  be  found  nccefiary,  they 
would  fo  take  it  into  debate  and  confideration,  that  thofe  imployed  for  con- 
cluding a  Peace  (if  impediments  were  removed)  fhould  be  fo  inftruded,  as 
(they  hoped)  would  give  your  Lordlhip  fatisfadion,  and  make  appear  their  real 
earneft  defire  to  be  imployed  in  his  Majeftic's  fervice  -,  and  that  the  difficulty 
would  rather  be,  to  keep  back  the  multitude  of  forward  fpirits  that  would  prefs 
into  that  expedition.

IMuft  acknowledge  the  imployment  your  Lordfhip  hath  now  in  hand  wants 
neither  the  difficulties  nor  dangers,  that  at  fuch  times  oppolc  and  wait  upon 
the  moft  honeft  and  noble  endeavours  -,  yet  I  may  with  confidence  afllire  your 
Lordfhip,  that  to  the  beft  of  my  obfervation,  you  are  here  rightly  underftood  by 
all  thofe,  whofc  opinion  are  or  ought  to  be  valued.

ricarde. 

My  Lord, 

THOUGH  I  hope  you  are  now  upon  your  way  hither,  yet  I  conceive  the 
inclofed  advertifement  from  a  very  fure  hand  is  neccflary  to  be  with  all 
poffible  fpeed  made  known  to  your  Lordffiip,  who  are  threatened  to  have  fo 
bad  neighbours,  and  may  happen  to  be  fo,  where  others  as  highly  concerned 
may  be  confulted  with,  for  the  common  good  and  quiet  of  the  Kingdom. 

I>y  a  letter  from  Colonel  Mathcu:,  I  find  he  doubts  the  new  Scots,  in  the 
abfence  of  thofe  to  march,  have  a  defign  upon  the  Newry,  Greencajlle,  and  a 
little  ifland  of  great  importance  that  1  am  now  fortifying  as  faft  as  I  can  get 
whcrewithall.  If  provifion  be  made  for  the  fecuring  of  thofe  places  threatened 
in  Connaght,  and  that  it  were  poffible  to  fend  a  party,  though  a  fmall  one,  to 
fall  into  the  parts  from  whence  this  Army  is  drawn,  I  fuppofe  it  would  call 
it  back  before  it  could  cither  take  the  places  aimed  at,  or  much  dcftroy  the 
Country ;    but  if  that  cannot   be,  the  timely  removal  of  all  things  that  may 
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give  them  encouragement  or  fuftenance  to  flay  abroad,  is  next  bcft:  But  to  do 
both  were  bcft  of  all,  fincc  I  doubt  there  will  be  no  Army  feafonably  gotten 
together,  fit  by  force  to  ftop  them.  It  is  pofllble  the  whole  force  may  be  bent 
towards  thefe  places,  and  the  other  dcfign  given  out  brings  us  into  a  deeper 
Iccurity,  which  is  the  likelier  way  to  fruftrate,  at  leaft  to  difturb  and  protraft 
the  intended  Peace,  which  is  the  thing  principally  aimed  at,  and  for  which  (I 
conceive)  the  Gentlemen  named  in  the  advertifement  are  fent  from  London 
with  letters  and  fupplies.  And  this  I  long  fince  doubted  would  be  attempted, 
as  fome  of  thofe  that  treated  here  will  bear  me  witnefs,  to  whom  I  propofed, 
that  Ibme  forces  Ihould  in  fuch  cafe  be  in  readinefs,  provided  with  pay  and  all 
other  neccllarics  to  meet  with  that  danger ;  but  how  far  forth  care  hath  been 
taken  in  this  particular,  I  know  not. 

In  the  laft  place,  I  conceive  it  were  great  providence  to  have  in  readinefs  at 
Watcrford  or  Wexford  Ibmc  provifions  of  ammunition  and  vidual  to  be  tranf- 
ported  by  fea  to  Carlingford;  from  whence  it  may  be  iflucd  to  fuch  forces  as 
ihall  be  fent,  either  for  diverfion  or  invafion  into  thofe  parts,  and  in  this  no 
lime  Ihould  be  loft.

My  Lord, 

TH  E  unfortunate  lofs  of  a  moft  hopeful  battle  on  the  14th  of  this  month 
near  Harborongh,  hath  rclapfed  his  Majeftie's  affaires  into  a  doubtful  con- 
dition, that  were  before  in  all  parts,  in  fo  profperous  a  one,  as  there  wanted 
nothing  but  a  moderate  fucccfs  of  that  day  to  have  put  an  end  unto  the  cala- 
mities of  this  Kingdom,  which  it  feems  God  hath  determined  to  punifh  further 
for  its  fins. 

This  bearer.  Colonel  Fitz-Williams-,  will  relate  unto  your  Excellence  all  the 
particulars,  having  been  a  very  eminent  ador  perfonally  that  day.  The  mif- 
fortune  truly  was  very  great  5  yet  not  fuch  but  allows  us  very  good  hopes  of  a 
fpeedy  reftitution  ro  that  good  ftate  wherein  we  were  before  it  5  efpecially  if 
from  that  Kingdom  your  Excellence  can  fend  us  any  timely  fupplies  of  foote, 
which  is  the  only  thing  we  want,  our  horfe  having  fuftained  little  lofs.  His 
Majeftie's  prefcnt  bufinefs  is  to  refrefh  and  recruit  here  in  Wales  about  Here- 
ford, and  there  to  exped  fupplies  from  you,  whilft  General  Goring  purfues  his 
advantages  in  the  Weft,  and  prepares  todraweaftward  that  gallant  Army  which 
he  hath  under  his  command,  being  effedive  6000  horfe  and  8000  foote  5  fo 
that  if  by  the  time  he  ftiall  be  ready  to  march,  the  King  may  by  your  help 
be  put  in  a  condition  to  take  the  field  again  with  a  confiderable  body  of  foote 
on  this  fide,  the  confequences  of  this  dilafter  will  have  no  geat  extent.  We 
have  already  a  good  ground- work  here,  General  Gerard  having  efFedive  3000 
foote  and  his  Majeftie  with  him,  and  in  his  feveral  garrifons  betwixt  this  and 
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Leicefter  looo  of  his  old  foote  got  off  from  the  battle,  and  his  horfe  Jonicd 
with  General  Gerard's  are  eftcctive  4000.  Wc  all  take  it  for  granted  here  that 
the  Peace  of  Ireland  is  concluded;  if  fo,  I  hope  the  7r//b  may  be  induced  to 
fend  a  good  fupply,  at  leaft  it  is  conceived  that  your  Excellence  may  I'pare  the 
greateft  part  of  your  old  foote  from  thence.  And  truly  the  King's  ncceflity  of 
them  is  fo  prcffing,  that  you  muft  be  content,  rather  to  hazard  much  there  by 
their  abfcnce,  than  to  hazard  all  here  by  the  want  of  them. 

Your  Excellence  is  defired  likewilc  to  furnifh  them  with  what  armcs  and  am- 
munition you  can,  and  to  haften  away  hither  exprefs  upon  cxprcfs  with  the 
certainty,  what  and  when  we  may  cxpeft;  but  principally  to  what  port  you 
will  have  us  dired  fuch  Ihips  as  we  can  get  here  for  their  tranfportation  j  of 
which  we  hope  to  fend  fome  good  proportion,  not  doubting  but  your  Excel- 
lence will  alfo  on  that  fide  procure  what  Ihips  you  may.  As  for  fuch  fhips  as 
arc  already  vicluallcd  and  in  readinefs,  they  fhall  be  direfted  to  Carlingford, 
according  to  former  advices  from  your  Excellence  ;  although  I  believe  upon  the 
conclufion  of  the  Peace,  fome  more  fouthern  port  may  be  propcrer :  But  con- 
cerning this,  1  fhall  expe£t  a  fpecdy  return  from  your  Excellence. 

This  bearer,  Colonel  Fitz-IVilliams,  having  fcrved  with  much  honour  and 
cftimation  in  France,  hath  quitted  his  employment  there,  out  of  a  defire  to 
fcrve  his  Majcfty,  and  confidence  that  he  fhould  be  able  to  do  it  very  confi- 
dcrably  by  levies  in  Ireland,  and  comes  efpecially  recommended  from  the  Queen. 
He  pretends  to  an  eminent  command  under  your  Excellence,  in  cafe  he  be 
able  to  do  thole  great  fervices,  which  he  promifes  himfelf  he  fliall ;  and  his 
Majefty  thinks  him  very  worrhy  of  a  noble  charge;  but  for  the  particular,  he 
leaves  it  to  your  Excellence's  judgment  of  the  perfon  and  his  power.  He  is 
like  wife  a  fuitor  to  the  King  in  the  behalf  of  his  father,  that  he  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  be  a  Privy  Counccllor  of  that  Kingdom,  when  any  Roman  Catho- 
licks  {hall  be.  His  Majcfty  having  no  knowledge  of  his  Father,  and  being  re- 
folved  to  do  nothing  of  that  kind  but  by  your  advice,  doth  recommend  the 
matter  unto  your  conlldcration,  but  yet  with  ftrong  inclinations  to  oblige  the 
faid  Colonel  FitzlVilltams  therein,  in  cafe  your  Excellence  fhall  not  find  caufc 
to  the  contrary.  This  is  all  at  prefcnt  more  than  to  conjure  your  Excellence 
again  and  again,  that  we  may  hear  fome  certainty  from  you  with  all  pofliblc 
expedition,  reftmg

TH I S  bearer.  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale,  being  now  Governour  of  North- 
Wales,  and  his  northern  horfe  lying  in  thofe  parts  aptly  to  conntcnance 
the  landing  of  men  out  of  Ireland,  his  Majeftie  at  Prince  Rupert's  motion 
hath  thought  it  might  be  for  his  lervice  (although  Sir  Marmaduke  be  Major 
General  of  our  horfe)  to  fpare  him  lb  long  as  that  he  might  confer  with  your 
Excellence  on  that  fubjeft.  He  is  a  perfon  of  whom  probably  you  may  have 
received  from  my  Lord  of  Strafford  heretofore  a  righter  charadler  than  I  can 
give  you  :  He  is  a  fubtle  and  couragious  man,  and  I  believe  very  hearty  in  his 
MajcPiic's  caufe  ;  nor  can  the  mif  behaviour  of  his  northern  horfe  in  the  laft 
battle  rob  him  of  the  honour  of  having  done  his  Majeftie  divers  eminent  fer- 
vices. 

I  have  nothing  to  add  unto  my  letter  by  Colonel  F'ltz-Will'iams,  whereof 

I  fend  hercwithall  a  duplicate,  but  only  to  tell  your  Excellence  that  'Daniel 

O  Neile  is  to  begin  his  journey  to  morrow  towards  your  Excellence  by  tiic 

I  way 
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way  of  Cornwall,  from  whence  (I  hope)  he  will  bring  fomc  good  frigats  with 
him  for  tranfpoitation  of  men.  By  him  I  (hall  entertain  your  Excellence  ac 
large  of  all  my  thoughts :  In  the  mean  while  I  bcfeech  your  Excellence,  that 
there  may  be  no  time  lolt  in  letting  us  know  what  we  may  cxpcft  from  thence, 
and  when.  For  my  part,  I  Ihall  rcfumc  no  more  confidence  of  fucccfs  in  the 
King's  affaires  till  I  fee  your  Excellence  in  England  at  the  head  of  an  Army, 
where  the  General's  caution  and  temper  may  be  relied  on,  as  well  as  his 
courage  or  the  Soldiers  hands.  I  muft  not  conclude  without  telling  your  Ex- 
cellence in  private,  that  in  your  converfation  with  Sir  M.  Langdale  it  will  be 
fit  for  the  Marqueli  of  Ormonde  to  know  he  is  a  creature  of  Prince  Rupert, 
and  fent  over  perhaps  not  without  fomc  jealoufy,  that  'Daniel  O  Neile  may 
be  a  too  frank  relatcr  of  our  military  condud  here.  But  all  this  latter  part, 
not  as  Secretary  of  State,  but  as  without  refervc,

My  Lord, 

ALthough  his  Majeftic  hath  already  fent  unto  your  Excellence  by  Colonel 
FitzlVilliams  and  S'k  Marmaduke  Langdale  to  let  you  know  the  great 
importance  to  his  affaires  that  he  fpeedily  receives  a  confiderable  fupply  of  foote 
and  artillery  out  of  Ireland,  where  he  believes  for  certain  the  Peace  e're  this 
concluded:  Such  is  the  neceflity  and  high  importance  to  his  affaires,  that  the 
faid  afliftance  fhould  be  timcouily  procured,  that  he  hath  thought  fit  to  fend 
Mr.  O  Neile  unto  you  upon  the  fame  errand,  with  more  particular  direftions 
therein,  as  your  Excellence  will  underftand  from  himfelf  and  by  his  inftrudi- 
ons.  He  is  a  perfon  who,  over  and  above  his  Majeftie's  good  opinion  of  him 
in  point  of  faithfullnefs  andinduftry  in  his  fcrvicc,  is  thought  mofl  particularly 
capable  of  doing  fervice  on  this  occafion,  both  by  knowledge  and  intereft  with 
the  Irijh,  and  as  being  one  moft  faithfully  and  intirely  yours,  for  which  part 
1  dare  be  anfwerable.  Wherefore  I  fhall  need  add  no  more  upon  this  fubjeft 
than  to  refer  your  Excellence  unto  him,  who  goes  perfcdly  inftruded  in  all  our 
affaires  here. 

I  am  commanded  by  his  Majeftie  to  write  unto  your  Excellence  concerning 
two  particulars,  the  one  the  Vice-Treafurerfhip  of  Ireland--,  for  the  which  you 
have  been  pleafed  to  move  his  Majeftie  in  the  Earl  of  Rofcommon's  behalf,  of 
whofe  merit,  and  his  Father's  before  him  in  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  his  Majeftie 
is  fo  fenfible,  that  there  is  not  any  man  there,  upon  whom  his  Majeftie  would 
more  willingly  place  any  fitting  marks  of  his  favour;  and  he  wifhes  for  his 
fake  that  he  were  uningaged  in  that  particular.  But  fo  it  is  that  he  hath  long 
fince  affured  it  at  the  Queen's  defire  to  a  very  worthy,  able,  and  meriting  perfon, 
Mr.  Spencer,  in  whole  behalf  he  hath  formerly  wrote  unto  your  Excellence  : 
And  his  Majeftie  would  be  very  loth  to  fruftrate  his  favour  already  engaged, 
and  to  break  his  promife  with  the  Queen ;  the  perfon  recommended  by  her 
being  fo  fit  and  lo  deferving  as  the  faid  Mr.  Spencer  is.  Thus  much  I  am 
commanded  to  fay  unto  you  by  his  Majeftie,  and  I  may  not  omit  to  add  thus 
much  of  my  own  opinion,  that,  as  the  cale  ftands,  I  do  not  fee  how  the  en- 
gagement can  well  be  diipenfed  with,  unlefs  your  Excellence  could  procure  it 
by  an  addrefs  to  the  Queen  upon  the  procurement  of  fomewhat  elfe  equiva- 
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lent  to  accommodate  Mr.  Spencer  withall.  As  for  any  jealoufy  which  may 
arife  to  Mr.  Spencers  prejudice,  for  his  relation  to  my  Lord  of  Leicejiery  I 
can  aflluc  your  Excellence,  that  fcarce  any  man  is  at  greater  diftance  with  that 
Lord  than  the  faid  Mn.  Spencer j  ever  fince  his  Nephew  the  Earl  of  J'««^£'r/^«</s 
death. 

The  other  thing  that  I  am  commanded  by  his  Majeftie  to  defire  your  Ex- 
cellence, is,  to  prefcrve  your  felf  uningaged  for  the  Mafterfhip  of  the  Wards, 
his  Majeftie  having  defigncd  it  unto  an  ancient  fervant  of  his,  who  hath  fuf- 
fered  in  a  high  meafure  for  his  fervice,  Sir  William  Killegrew,  a  pcrfon  of 
much  honefty  and  very  good  ability ;  concerning  whom  I  have  particularly  in- 
ftruded  Mr.  O  Neile  to  fpeak  unto  your  Excellence  from  me,  being  one  whom 
I  iTiould  be  very  glad  to  have  a  part  in  the  obliging,  fo  far  as  that  he  may  find 
himfclf  not  difadvantaged  in  your  favour  by  the  recommendation  of,

Believe  him,  I  befeech  you, 
as  a  perfon,  whom  I  think  much  my  friend  5  and  1  aflure  you  I  fhould  not 
own  him  for  luch,  did  I  not  know  him  to  be  perfectly  your  Excellence's  crea- 
ture. 

N°.  CCCC.     TTjs  King  to  the  Marquefs  o/" Ormonde. 

Ormonde, 

IT  hath  pleafed  God  by  many  fuccefslcfs misfortunes  to  reduce  my  affaires  of 
late  from  a  very  profperous  condition  to  fo  low  an  ebb,  as  to  be  a  perfect 
trial  of  all  men's  integrities  to  me,  and  you  being  a  perfon,  whom  I  confider 
as  moft  entirely  and  generoufly  refolved  to  ftand  and  fall  with  your  King,  I  do 
principally  rely  upon  you  for  your  utmoft  afliftance  in  my  prefent  hazards. 

I  have  commanded  T^igby  to  acquaint  you  at  large  withall  particulars  of  my 
condition,  what  1  have  to  hope,  truft  to,  or  fear;  wherein  you  will  find,  that 
if  my  expectation  of  relief  out  oi  Ireland,  be  not  in  fome  good  meafure  and 
fpccdily  anfwcred,  I  am  likely  to  be  reduced  to  great  extremities.  I  hope  fome 
of  tholc  exprcftes,  I  fent  you  fince  my  misfortune  by  the  battle  oi  Kafeby,  are 
come  to  you,  and  am  therefore  confident,  that  you  are  in  a  good  forwardnefs 
for  the  fending  over  to  me  a  confiderablc  fupply  of  men,  and  artillery  and  am- 
munition. All  that  I  have  to  add,  is,  that  the  necefllity  of  your  fpcedy  per- 
forming them,  is  made  much  more  prefling  by  new  diforders ;  fo  that  I  abfo- 
lutely  command  you  (what  hazard  foever  that  Kingdom  may  run  by  it)  perfo- 
nally  to  bring  me  all  the  forces  of  what  fort  foever  you  can  draw  from  thence, 
and  leave  the  Government  there  (during  your  abfencc)  in  the  fitteft  hands  that 
you  fhall  judge  to  difcharge  it.  For  1  may  not  want  you  here  to  command 
thofe  forces  which  will  be  brought  from  thence,  and  fuch  as  from  hence  fliall 
be  joined  to  them.  But  you  muft  not  underftand  this  as  a  permifiion  for  you 
to  grant  the  Iri^  (in  cafe  they  will  not  otherwifc  have  a  Peace)  any  thing 
more  in  matter  of  Religion,  than  what  I  have  allowed  you  already,  except 
only  in  Ibme  convenient  parifh  where  the  much  greater  number  arc  Papifts,  I 
give  you  power  to  permit  them  to  have  fome  places,  which  they  may  ufe  as 
Chappcls  for  their  devotion,  if  there  be  no  other  expedient  for  obtaining  a 
Peace.  But  I  will  rather  chufe  to  fuffer  all  extremity  than  ever  to  abandon  my 
Religion,  and  particularly,  either  to  Engliflj  or  Irijh  Rebels;  to  which  cfFedt, 
1  have  commanded  "Digby  to  write  to  their  Agents  that  were  imploycd  hither, 

giving 
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giving  you  power  to  caufc,  deliver,  or  fupprcfs,  the  latter  as  you  ftiall  judge 
bcft  for  my  fervice.  To  conclude,  if  the  Irijh  l"hall  lb  unworthily  take  advan- 
tage of  my  weak  condition  as  to  prcls  me  to  that,  which  I  cannot  grant  with 
a  fafe  confcicnce,  and  without  it  to  rejeft  ^  Peace,  I  command  you,  if  you 
can,  to  procure  a  further  Ccflation  5  if  not>  fo  make  what  divifions  you  can 
among  them,  and  rather  leave  it  to  the  chance  of  War  between  them  and  thofe 
forces,  which  you  cannot  draw  to  my  afliftance,  than  to  give  my  confent  to 
any  fuch  allowance  of  Popery,  as  muft  evidently  bring  deftrudtion  to  that  pro- 
fclllon,  which  by  the  grace  of  God  I  Ihall  ever  maintain  through  all  extremities. 
I  know,  Orjuonde,  that  I  impoie  a  very  hard  task  upon  you ;  but  if  God  profpec 
mc,  you  (hall  be  a  happy  and  glorious  fubjed ;  if  otherwife,  you  will  pcriih 
nobly  and  gencroufly  with,  and  for,  hi,m  who  is

N°.  CCCCI.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

I  Make  no  doubt  but  e're  this  the  fad  revolution  of  his  Majeftie's  affaires  is  in 
fome  meafurc  come  to  your  knowledge  by  'Daniel  O  Neile,  or  by  fome 
other  of  the  cxprelles  that  have  been  lent  unto  you;  but  over  and  above  what 
they  can  have  informed  you,  his  Majeftie  thinks  it  neceflary,  that  I  acquaint  your 
Excellence  with  the  whole  feries  of  out  misfortunes,  and  not  to  difguife  unto 
you  the  fadnefs  of  our  condition,  or  to  reprcient  hopes  greater  than  they  are; 
fmce  he  is  moft  fure,  that  no  difference  of  fortune  can  caufe  any  change  in  your 
zeal  and  induftry  for  his  fervice. 

After  the  unfortunate  battle  of  Nafeby,  whilft  the  Rebels  Army  engaged  be- 
fore Leicefler,  we  hoped  that  General  Goring  might  have  leifure  to  redeem  that 
lofs  by  a  fbccefs  in  the  Weft,  having  all  their  forces  of  thofe  parts  fo  inclofed 
in  Taunton^  as  that  probably  they  could  not  efcape  him:  When  as  fhamefully, 
as  unexpededly,  Leicefter  being  delivered  up  without  refiftance,  Fairfax  was 
Jet  loofe  with  his  Army  into  the  Weft  to  refcue  thofe  of  Taunton.  Notwith- 
flanding  the  King  being  here  in  Wales,  found  fo  great  a  forwardnefs  in  thefe 
Countries  to  repair  his  loffes  by  new  levies,  that  in  lefs  than  ten  dayes  time 
we  had  part  ovz.'c  Severne  3000  foote,  and  had  2000  more  almoft  ready,  when 
unfortunately  fome  of  General  Goring^  horfe  being  furprized,  and  fome  of 
his  foote  quitting  a  pafs,  gave  Fairfax  an  opportunity  to  break  in  upon  them, 
and  fo  to  dilbrder  his  whole  Army,  as  that  he  could  never  rally  any  part  of  it, 
till  he  got  into  Bridge-Water ;  and  though  his  lofs  were  not  of  above  500  horfe 
and  foote  in  all ;  yet  the  diforder  ftruck  fuch  a  terror  into  the  reft,  as,  till  his 
men  gained  new  heart,  he  judged  it  neceflary  to  retreat  further  into  IDevon" 
fhire.  Whereupon  Fairfax  fitting  down  before  Bridge- Water,  gave  us  hopey 
that  that  place,  being  one  of  the  ftrongeft  and  beft  provided  we  had,  might  fo 
entertain  and  weaken  his  Army,  as  to  give  us  lime  and  meanes  to  make  head 
again,  the  Prince  of  Wales  being  very  hopeful  of  drawing  a  ftrong  body  of 
men  out  of  Corn'xall  to  join  with  Goring.  But  the  fuddain  and  bafe  delivery 
up  of  that  place,  foon  weakened  thofe  hopes,  and  ftruck  fuch  a  terror  not  only 
into  the  Weft,  but  even  into  thefe  parts,  that  it  has  almoft  ftaggered  them  in 
thofe  refolutions  which  were  moft  heartily  and  unanimoufly  taken  of  rifing 
againft  the  Scots,  (but  God  be  thanked,  they  do  begin  now  to  take  fome  heart 
again.) 

Things  going  thus  unhappily  in  the  Weft,  and  the  affedions  and  courages 
in  the  people  here  being  fo  uncertain,  and  his  Majeftie  being  promifed  by  and 
from  the  fobeteft  men  in  and  of  the  North,  a  great  Army  prefently,  in  cafe 

he 
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he  could  fend  thither  a  confiderablc  body  of  horfe  at  this  time  before  Tomfrett 
were  loft,  it  was  thought  moft  counfellable,  for  his  Majeftie  to  have  gone  him- 
felf  into  the  North,  with  his  body  of  horfe  confifting  ftill  of  2000,  bcildcs  thofe 
belonging  to  Sir  Marmadnke  Langdale--,  whcreunto  wc  were  the  more  incou- 
raged  by  the  certainty  of  my  Lord  Marquefs  of  Montr  of ss  great  victory  on 
the  2d  of  this  month  in  Scotland,  who,  if  he  had  horfe  with  him,  were  in  a 
manner  abfolute  mafter  of  that  Kingdom  -,  the  Rebels  having  not  in  the  field 
the  leaft  body  of  men  there.  But  in  the  very  nick,  when  the  practice  of  this 
dcfign  was  contriving,  comes  the  unhappy  news  of  the  lofs  oiTomfrett,  which 
fruftrates  in  a  manner  all  thofe  hopes ;  fo  that  now  we  have  no  choice  left  us 
(in  cafe  this  Country  fhall  fail  us  in  that  general  infurredtion  againft  the  Scots 
propofed  unto  them)  but  either  for  the  King  to  pafs  over  in  a  light  frigat  into 
Cornwall,  fending  his  horfe  into  the  North,  and  perhaps  into  Scotland,  or  elfe 
to  retire  into  the  faftnclTcs  oi  North-Wales,  there  to  expect  forces  out  of  Ire- 
land, or  fome  further  wonders  from  the  Marquefs  of  Montrofs  in  Scotland j 
or  laftly  to  fee  if  we  can  keep  his  perfon  fafe  upon  a  defenfive  in  North- 
JVales,  till  either  we  get  another  winter  over  our  heads,  which  may  produce 
new  revolutions  againft  the  fpring,  or  that  it  pleafe  God  to  blefs  the  Prince  of 
Wales  with  the  Cornifh  forces,  and  General  Gorings  Army,  with  fome  happy 
fuccefs  by  the  Rebels  attempting  raftily  upon  them  in  thofe  parts,  where  they 
mean  to  make  their  defence. 

This  is  the  undifguifed  truth  of  that  low  condition  whcreunto  it  hath  pleafcd 
God  to  bring  us,  by  our  own  precipitation ;  but  God  can  as  eafily  rcftore  us, 
having  wrought  as  great  miracles  in  this  caufe  already,  which  I  am  confident  he 
will  not  defert. 

One  benefit  we  receive  by  the  Scots  engaging  at  this  time  before  Hereford^ 
that  it  gives  us  leifure  to  paufe  and  confult  with  our  friends  in  the  Weft  by  an 
cxprefs  fent  thither,  what  courfe  of  all  thefe  uncomfortable  ones  may  be  the 
beft  :  As  yet  nothing  is  refolved  on,  but  whatfoever  his  Majeftie  fhall  determine, 
your  Excellence  may  clearly  difcover  that  the  foundation  of  our  greateft  hopes 
is  in  you,  whofc  integrity,  prudence,  and  generofity  makes  me  believe,  that 
God  hath  defigned  you  to  be  the  moft  happy  inftrument  of  reftoring  his  Ma- 
jefty,  which  next  the  publick  blefllng  would  be,  in  relation  to  my  own  affec- 
tions, the  higheft  happinefs  in  this  world  unto

Since  the  writing  of  this,  we  have  received  an  anfwer  from  this  County  and 
the  reft  of  South-lVales,  that  they  will  engage  very  chcarfuUy  in  what  his 
Majeftie  propofed  unto  them  for  repulfing  the  Scots;  and  we  hope  within  very 
few  days  to  have  a  very  good  Army  on  foote  for  that  purpofe ;  but  not  to  be 
reckoned  on  of  further  ufe  than  the  defence  of  Wales.

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

HIS  Majeftie  having  long  cxpe£ted  a  conclufion  of  a  happy  Peace  within 
that  Kingdom,  and  his  affaires  having  highly  fuffered  by  the  failure  of 
his  cxpedtations  from  thence,  cannot  choofe  but  wonder  what  the  caufe  of  it 
is,  calling  to  mind  thofe  fair  profeflions  and  promifes,  which  you  made  unto 
him  when  you  were  imployed  here  as  Agents,  and  knowing  well  what  power 
and  inftrudtions  he  hath  long  fince  given  my  Lord  Lieutenant  to  comply  with 
I  you 
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you  for  your  (atisfadion,  as  tar  forth  as  with  any  rcafon  or  honour,  his  Majcflic 
could  in  civil  things,  or  as  with  prudence  or  confcicncc  in  matters  of  Religion  3 
and  in  this  latter,  as  to  the  utmoft  of  what  for  any  worldly  confidcr.uioa  he 
will  ever  be  induced  unto  j  fo  did  he  conceive  it  nothing  Ids,  than  what  yoii 
declared  unto  him,  you  were  perfwadcd  the  Catholichs  would  be  f.uisficd  with- 
all ;  nay,  ought  not  in  their  own  hiterefls  to  feck  more  in  the  prcient  condi- 
tion his  MajelHe  was  in,  left  any  further  concelllons  might,  by  confirming 
former  fcandals  caft  upon  his  Majeilie  in  matters  of  Religion,  fo  alienate  the 
hearts  of  his  faithful  and  loyal  adherents,  as  to  nuke  them  abandon  hinii 
which,  as  it  would  draw  inevitable  ruin  upon  him,  lb  were  you  rightly  appre- 
henfive,  that  when  the  Rebels  lliould  by  that  means  have  prevailed  here ;  it 
mufl:  foon  after  bring  a  certain  dcftrudion  upon  yourfclvcs. 

W'hat  your  change  of  prmciples,  or  refolutions  are,  his  Majeftic  knows  not; 
but  he  finds  by  the  not  concluding  of  a  Peace  there,  that  your  party  (it  feems) 
is  not  fatisficd  with  the  utmoft  that  his  Majeftic  can  grant  in  matters  of  Reli- 
gion ;  that  is,  the  taking  away  of  the  penal  laws  againft  Roman  Catholicks  with- 
in that  Kingdom  :  And  his  Majeftic  hears,  that  you  infift  upon  the  demands  of 
Churches  for  the  publick  excrcife  of  your  Religion;  which  is  the  occallonthnt 
his  Majcfty  hath  commanded  me  to  write  thus  frankly  unto  you,  and  to  tell 
you,  that  he  cannot  believe  it  pofliblc  that  rational  and  prudent  men  (had  there 
been  no  profeflions  made  to  the  contrary)  can  infift  upon  that  which  muft  needs 
be  fo  dcftructive  to  his  Majeftic  at  the  prcfent,  and  to  themfclvcs  in  the  con- 
lequences  of  his  ruinc,  that  is,  inevitably  to  be  made  a  prey  to  the  Rebels  of 
thefe  Kingdoms,  or  to  a  foreign  Nation. 

Wherefore,  my  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  to  difabufe  you,  I  am  commanded 
by  his  Majeftie  to  declare  unto  you,  that  were  the  condition  of  his  affaires 
much  more  defperatc  than  it  is,  he  would  never  redeem  them  by  any  concef- 
fion  of  fo  much  wrong  both  to  his  honour  and  confcience.  It  is  for  the  defence 
of  his  Religion  principally,  that  he  hath  undergone  the  extremities  of  War 
here;  and  he  will  never  redeem  his  Crown  by  facrificing  it  there.  So  that  to 
deal  clearly  with  you,  as  you  may  be  happy  yourfelves,  and  be  happy  Inftru- 
mentsof  his  Majeftie's  reftoring,  if  you  will  Idc  contented  with  reafon,  and  give 
him  that  fpeedy  aftlftance  which  you  well  may;  fo  if  nothing  wall  content: 
you,  but  what  muft  wound  his  honour  and  confcience,  you  muft  exped  that 
how  low  foever  his  condition  is,  and  how  dcteftable  foever  the  Rebels  of  this 
Kingdom  are  to  him,  he  will  in  that  point  join  with  them,  the  Scots,  or  with" 
any  of  the  Proteftant  profeflion,  rather  than  do  the  leaft  ad  that  may  hazard 
that  Religion ;  in  which,  and  for  which  he  will  live  and  die.  Having  faid 
thus  much  by  his  Majeftie's  command,  1  have  no  more  to  add  j  but  that  I  Ihall 
think  my  felf  very  happy,  if  this  take  any  fuch  eft'ed,  as  may  tend  to  the  Peace 
of  that  Kingdom,  and  make  me

E  P  H  E  W,  this  is  occafioned  by  a  letter  of  yours,  that  the  t)uke  of  Rjc^- 
__  ,  mond  flicwed  me  yefternight.  And  firft,  I  aflure  you,  I  have  been  (and 
ever  will  be)  very  careful  to  advertife  you  of  my  refolutions,  as  foon  as  they 
were  taken  ;  and,  if  I  injoincd  filence  to  that  which  was  no  fecret,  it  was  not 
my  fault,  for  I  thought  it  one  ;  and  lam  fure  it  ought  to  have  been  fo.  Now  as 
for  your  opinion  of  my  bufinefs  and  your  counfel  thereupon,  if  I  had  any  other 
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quarrel  but  the  defence  of  my  Religion,  Crown,  and  Friends,  you  had  full  rcafon 
for  your  advice  ;  for  1  confcfs,  that  fpeaking  cither  as  a  mere  foldicr  or  ftatefman,  I 
muft  fay  there  is  no  probability  but  of  my  ruin  ;  yet,  as  a  Chrillian,  I  mult  tell  you, 
that  God  will  not  fufFcr  Rebels  and  Traytorsto  profpcr,  nor  this  caufe  to  be  over- 
thrown. And  whatfoevcr  perlbnal  punilhmcnt  it  fhall  pleafe  him  to  inflict  upon 
me,  muft  not  make  mc  repine,  much  Icfs  give  over  this  quarrel.  And  there  is 
little  qucftion,  that  a  compofition  with  them  at  this  time  is  nothing  elfcbut  a 
fubmilHon,  which  (by  the  grace  of  God)  1  am  rcfolved  againft,  whatfoevcr  it 
coft  mc;  for  1  know  my  obligation  to  bs  both  in  confcience  and  honour,  nei- 
ther to  abandon  God's  caufe,  injure  my  fucceflbrs,  nor  forfake  my  friends. 
Indeed  1  cannot  flatter  my  fclf  with  expectation  of  good  fuccefs,  more  than 
this,  to  end  my  days  with  honour  and  a  good  confcience,  which  obligeth  mc 
.  to  continue  my  endeavours,  as  not  defpairing  that  God  may  yet  in  due  time 
avenge  his  own  caufe;  though  I  muft  avov/  to  all  my  friends,  that  he  that  will 
flay  with  me  at  this  time,  muft  expcd  and  refolve,  cither  to  die  for  a  good 
caufe,  or  (which  is  worfc)  to  live  as  miferable  in  maintaining  it,  as  the  vio- 
lence of  infulting  Rebels  can  make  him. 

Having  thus  truly  and  impartially  ftated  my  cafe  unto  you,  and  plainly  told  you 
my  poiitive  refolutions ;  which  (by  the  grace  of  God)  I  will  not  alter,  they 
being  neither  lightly  or  fuddcnly  grounded,  I  earneftly  defire  you  not  in  any 
wife  to  hearken  after  Treaties,  afluring  you  as  low  as  I  am,  I  will  do  no  lels 
than  what  was  offered  in  my  name  at  Uxbridge--,  confcfling  that  it  were  as 
great  a  miracle,  that  they  fhould  agree  to  fo  much  reafon,  as  that  I  fhould  be 
within  a  month  in  the  fame  condition,  that  I  was  immediately  before  the  battle 
at  Nafeby. 

Therefore,  for  God's  fake,  let  us  not  flatter  ourfelves  with  thcfe  conceipts : 
and  believe  me,  the  very  imagination  that  you  arc  defirous  of  a  Treaty,  will 
but  lofe  me  fo  much  the  fooner;  wherefore,  as  you  love  me,  whatfoevcr  you 
have  already  done,  apply  your  difcourfe  hereafter  according  to  my  rcfolution 
and  judgment. 

As  for  the  Irtjlj,  I  aftlirc  you,  they  fhall  not  cheat  me;  but  it  is  poflibic, 
they  may  coufin  themfelves ;  for  be  aflured,  what  I  have  rcfufcd  to  the  Engli^j, 
I  will  not  grant  to  the  /r//7.?  Rebels,  never  trufting  to  that  kind  of  people  (of 
what  Nation  foever)  more  than  1  fee  by  their  actions.  And  I  am  a  fending 
to  Ormonde  fuch  a  difpatch,  as  I  am  fure,  will  pleafe  you  and  all  honcft  men ; 
a  copy  whereof  by  the  next  opportunity  you  fhall  have.  Laftly,  be  confident, 
I  would  not  have  put  you  nor  my  fclf  to  the  trouble  of  this  long  letter,  had  I 
not  ai  great  eftimation  of  you,  and  a  full  confidence  of  your  fricndfliip  to

My  Lord, 

I  A  M  now  caft  into  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  am  there  inclofed  with  armies 
and  garrifons  by  land,  and  that  Leviathan  by  fea,  fo  as  I  cannot  tell  how 
to  get  oft-;  this  tun  of  man  which  I  carry  about  mc  hath  a  better  alacrity  in 
fmking,  than  cither  flying  or  fwimming,  and  until  1  learn  that  art,  or  that 
Gonfales  with  his  Ganzaslfetch  me  off  by  the  way  of  the  moon,  I  am  here 
lodged,  until  I  pay  the  ultima  folutio-  If  the  enemy's  Army  do  advance,  we 
muft  try  the  experiment,  who  can  fwim  beft,  and  (as  I  am  very  credibly  in- 
formed, and  fo  as  I  believe  it)  the  King  hath  given  orders  for  the  carrying  his  fon 
into  France. 

0  Bridge'-.sjatcr, 
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Brtdge-Ji'ater,  Bafh  and  S/jerdiim  c^Oilc  have  been  all  yielded  up  to  the  enemy 
upon  eafy  and  dilhonoui-.iblc  rcrms,  being  all  of  them  places  of  much  ftrcngth* 
By  thele  late  new  acquelb,  the  enemy  in  the  Weft  grows  formidable  ;  that 
Army  lies  now  about  Crookhonie;  and  whither  it  will  turn  itfclf  for  the  next 
attempt  is  not  known.  Brijlol  and  Exeter  is  feared ;  Mr.  Goring's  Army  is 
broken,  and  all  his  men  in  dilbrder.  He  hates  the  Council  here,  and  I  find 
plainly  there  is  no  love  loft ;  they  fear  he  will  feizc  on  the  Prince,  and  he, 
that  they  will  t-ike  him.  What  will  follow  hereupon,  may  be  foretold  with- 
out the  aide  of  the  wifcwoman  on  the  bank.  Sir  JohnColepeper  was  at  Court 
lately  to  remove  him,  to  the  difcontent  of  many.  In  Ihort  the  War  is  at  aa 
end  in  the  \^'cft ;  each  one  lookes  for  a  ihip,  and  nothing  more. 

Lord  Vigby  and  Mr.  Goring  are  not  friends ;  Prince  Rupert  yet  goes  with 
Mr.  Goring,  but  how  long  that  will  hold,  I  dare  not  undertake,  knowing  both 
their  conftuutions.  His  Majcfty  is  marched  northward  with  his  Army  of  horfe, 
and  fome  good  ftrength  of  dragooncrs.  Here  the  report  isftrong,  that  theMar- 
quels  oi  Montrofs  by  his  late  lucccfs  upon  Baily  and  his  Army,  hath  fo  quieted 
that  party  in  Scotland,  and  incrcafed  his  own,  that  he  is  able  to  leave  that 
Country  in  defence,  and  march  into  this  with  a  confiderable  ftrength  to  aflift 
the  King  here ;  and  upon  that  allurance  the  King  is  marched  to  meet  him. 
The  truth  is,  he  could  Itay  no  longer  in  Walesy  the  Puritan  party  began  to  be 
fancy. 

The  JVeipo  have  lately  taken  exceptions  to  all  Englijh  Governours,  and  have 
procured  their  removeall  out  of  all  fitting  commands.  My  Lord  Afteley  ftaies 
with  them,  to  go  out  and  in  before  them ;  but  no  otherwife,  yet  he  is  hope- 
full  with  their  ailiftance  to  give  the  Scots  a  rub,  before  they  get  Hereford  ■>  be- 
fore which  they  now  lye ;  if  he  doe,  he  will  fpoil  the  proverb,  in  makin"-  a 
rubbing-brufh  of  a  goat's  taile,  I  naturally  fear  every  thing  done  in  diforder, 
when  order  may  be  purfued ;  and  amongft  all  breakings  in  upon  Government, 
I  dread  that  of  the  people  more  than  the  lea  that  hath  its  limits  and  bounds 
fet.  I  find  the  qucftion  asked,  why  do  the  people  rage  ?  But  I  do  not  remem- 
ber to  have  read  any  anfwer  to  it.  All  that  can  be  fhid  for  it  here  is,  that  it 
is  the  common  errour ;  which  will  excufe  in  civil  intereft,  but  I  doubt  it  will 
not  fall  out  to  be  a  rule  of  ftate. 

The  King  is  gone  to  Ne\j:;ark,  not  knowing  where  he  can  be  elfe.  There 
is  a  Treaty  on  foot  with  the  Scots,  I  am  apt  to  believe  it,  becaufe  Hamilton's 
Agent  went  to  them  fome  daics  fince  with  the  King's  leave ;  though  I  hope  the 
Icfs  good  efFeft  of  it  from  the  conjunfture.  Here  is  an  expedatlon  that  the 
Marqucfs  of  Ormonde  is  to  be  called  over  to  head  the  King's  Army.  Prince 
Rupert  and  Prince  Maurice  are  left  behind,  which  certainly  lookes  like  a  fet- 
fing  down  untill  the  next  year.  No  man  is  difpleafed  with  it,  but  he  that  is 
the  lofcr.  The  truth  is,  all  is  loft  for  want  of  Government.  The  great  Officers 
given  over  to  pleafure,  to  the  ruine  of  the  King. 

My  lingular  Lord,  I  befeech  you  pleafe,  amongft  the  reft  of  your  enjiinent 
favours  to  your  lervant,  to  add  your  pardon  to  him  for  the  unfeafonable  trou- 
ble of  this  letter  at  a  time  fo  little  your  own,  and  to  continue  him  in  the  roll 
of  unprofitable  fcrvants.

My  Lord^ 

I  Am  fo  well  acquainted  with  the  variablenefs  of  fome  there,  that  I  eafily 
believe  your  LordOiip's  trouble  hath  not  been  much  lefs  to  know  what  would 
be  fixedly  infilled  upon,  than  to  draw  them  to  fuch  a  quickneis  and  modera- 
tion, as  the  King's  eminent  danger  and  their  own  would  work  in  good  fub- 
jeds  and  real  lovers  of  their  Country.  But  your  Lordlhip  (not  dilcouraged  by 
their  waywardnefs  or  ftupidity)  will  doubtlefs  labour  in  an  affair  fb  lliirable  to 
your  quality,  intereft  and  affcOions,  as  long  as  there  remaines  any  ground  of 
hope  to  bring  it  to  a  happy  end. 

To  the  fuppofcd  copy  of  his  Majeftie's  letter  to  me,  faid  to  be  taken  at  the 
battel  near  Leicefter-,  printed  at  London,  and  by  the  way  of  France  come  thi- 
ther ;  though  it  might  be  fufficient  anfwer  to  inftance  the  infinite  forgeries  of 
that  kind  in  London--)  and  that  the  late  queries  and  their  Iblutions  arc  known 
to  be  printed  at  IVaterford,  and  not  at  Taris  :  Yet  becaufe  it  is  not  cafy  to 
dctcft  fuch  frauds  to  the  fatisfailion  of  all,  let  it  be  admitted  for  once,  that 
that  copy  is  a  true  one ;  and  yet  it  will  be  clear  by  it,  if  that  which  I  have 
from  Kilkenny  be  rightly  taken,  that  I  am  not  juftly  chargeable  with  keeping 
back  from  them  any  conditions  his  Majefty  hath  given  me  power  or  command 
to  confent  to  3  nay,  it  is  apparent  that,  if  I  had  gone  farther  than  I  have  in 
publick  papers,  and  what  your  Lordfhip  has  power  to  undertake,  1  had  direft- 
]y  and  plainly  exceeded  my  inftrudlions,  broken  my  truft,  and  thereby  not  on- 
ly betrayed  the  King  and  my  own  confcience,  but  deluded  thofe  that  treated 
with  me  with  the  fhadows  of  conceflions,  for  the  fubftance  would  have  been 
loft  to  them  by  my  tranfgrefTmg  the  rules  given  me  in  any  one  particular ; 
which,  I  think,  was  acknowledged  before  your  Lordfhip  by  thofe  that  treated 
here.  But  befides  this,  (which  by  evident  confequence  out  of  the  pretended 
copy,  and  which  by  other  letters  from  his  Majefty  is  declaredly  and  apparently 
his  conflrudlion  of  himfelf)  the  objedcd  letter  rquircs  me,  both  to  make  the 
bcft  bargain  I  could,  and  not  to  difcover  my  enlargement  of  power  till  I  needs 
muflj  which  injundion  alone  clears  me  from  all  that  would  be  inferred  to  my 
prejudice  by  this  difcovery,  efpecially  if  to  all  this  be  added  the  very  lafl:  claufe 
but  one,  which  is  a  pofitivc  condition,  whereupon  all  the  reft  of  the  letter  is 
grounded.  And  if  that  letter  perfwade  fuch  a  belief  in  the  People  there,  as 
to  caufe  them  to  infifl  upon  what  his  Majeftie  will  not  give,  (and  fo  difappoint 
the  King  of  the  expeded  aid  from  hence)  or  if  he  fliould,  what  would  make 
his  party  in  England  to  forfake  him,  (which  too  many  in  his  declining  fortune, 
and  prcft  by  their  own  wants  and  dangers,  arc  too  apt  to  do)  I  am  confident 
the  publifhers  of  it  at  London  have  gained  their  main  end  in  printing  it.  And 
that  your  Lorddiip  may  receive  Ibme  confirmation  of  what  1  have  always  told 
you  in.  this  point  of  Religion,  I  fend  you  herewith  the  copy  of  a  letter,  toge- 
ther with  the  original,  direded  by  his  Majeflie's  Command  from  the  Lord 
T>igby  to  thofe  that  attended  him  zx.  Oxford -,  which  your  Lordfhip  may  com- 
municate with  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan,  my  Coufin  Barry,  and  Mr.  O  Neile,  (if 
he  be  there  flill)  and  afterwards  deliver  it  or  fupprel's  it,  as  you  fhall  judge  fit- 
teft  for  the  good  of  the  fervice. 

This  letter  came  to  my  hands  the  i8rh  of  this  month,  before  his  Majefty 
could  have  any  intimation  from  me  where  the  Treaty  ftuck,  or  that  Churches 
were  expcclcd  by  the  Confederate  party  j  Sir  Nicholas  Byron,  by  whom  I  fent 
my  only  difpatch  to  Court  fincc  the  8th  of  May,  going  from  hence  but  thclaft 
week. 

I  am 
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1  am  not  able  to  judge  how  far  the  ftatutes  are  qualified  or  taken  away, 
where  they  lay  heavy  upon  the  Roman  Catholicks ;  but  I  am  fure  the  printed 
book  of  the  Treaty,  drawn  certainly  with  good  deliberation,  (but  with  what 
intention  1  know  not)  makes  thofe  things  provided  againft  in  the  late  concef- 
fions  to  be  fo  far  within  thofe  ftatutes,  that  within  a  few  months  the  law  rigo- 
roufly  executed  would  have  made  them  High-Treafon.  And  therefore,  cither 
there  is  more  granted  than  is  now  acknowledged,  or  that  printed  book,  and 
the  great  cry  that  was  railed  upon  thofe  ftatutes,  was  needlefs  and  malitious. 
But  however  it  be,  I  have,  to  the  beft  of  my  underftanding,  gone  as  far  in  the 
papers  your  Lordlhip  had  with  you,  (wherein  the  od.z  Sunday,  and  fome  other 
things  in  civil  matters  mentioned  in  the  heads  I  received  with  your  Lordlhip's 
are,  or  ftiall  be  included,  if  there  remain  any  ambiguity  in  the  expreflions)  as 
without  breach  of  truft  I  could;  and  further  I  know  it  will  not  be  yourLord- 
fhip's  advice  I  fliould  fruitlefly  adventure. 

I  did  not  intend  that  letter  of  mine  to  my  Lord  of  Muskery  fhould  have 
been  made  ufe  of  as  of  a  publick  difpatch,  nor  at  all  as  an  alteration  of  what 
1  had  faid  to  your  Lordfhip,  in  cafe  a  Peace  could  not  be  had ;  and  herein  I 
hope  your  Lordftiip  is  fatisfied  by  a  letter  of  mine  fent  in  anfwer  to  their  offer 
upon  my  heedlefs  motion,  (for  fo  indeed  it  was)  infomuch  that  I  kept  not  a 
copy  of  it.  But  hereafter  1  ftiall  better  weigh  my  addreffcs  thither,  though  by 
this  I  impute  nothing  to  my  Brother  in  that  matter.  Having  by  this  time 
wearied  your  Lordftiip,  1  fhall  now  let  you  loofe  to  wreftle  with  thofe  grants.

Loving  Coiijin, 

I  Came  hither  through  many  difficulties  and  hazards,  and  through  waies  that 
the  Devil  never  paft  worfe.  lo  had  written  fome  letters  hither,  wherein 
he  did  endeavour  to  do  me  all  the  ill  offices  he  could :  He  is  not,  nor  ever 
will  be  any  friend  of  ours.  I  found  1 1  very  kind,  but  in  an  ill  condition  for 
power.  It  is  ftrange,  and  without  14  give  us  help  before  May -day,  it  is  im- 
poffible  too  we  can  hold  out.  There  is  a  Treaty  of  Peace  here,  but  no  danger 
of  it.  If  you  take  bafe  conditions,  you  are  undone;  there  is  no  trufting  to 
thefe  people.  10  is  a  knave,  and  fo  is  his  Agent  17;  and  therefore  1  fear 
O'-jjen  Roe  and  they  have  a  plot.  Therefore,  if  the  war  goes  on,  he  muft  be 
clapt  up.  Truft  to  your  felves,  and  make  your  conditions  now  well  or  never. 
There  is  none  but  rogues  here  as  falfe  as  the  Devil,  and  intend  nothing  but 
the  deftru(flion  of  you  all.  The  Parliament  will  never  come  to  an  agreement 
that  will  take  effed.  Now  or  never  is  the  time.  I  have  fent  you  the  mer- 
cury that  fets  down  the  Parliament's  propofitions,  which  are  fo  unreafonable,  as 
no  man  could  expedt  the  like  from  fubjefts.  John  Barry  came  hither  to  play 
the  knave,  an  enemy  to  us  and  to  our  good.  The  penal  law  is  not  to  be 
taken  up,  but  you  muft  take  his  promiCe  for  it.  The  Queen  of  Spain  is  dead, 
for  whom  the  King  doth  mourn.  I  intend  to  be  with  you  my  felf,  and  to  run 
your  way.  I  hope  to  fee  you  Ihortly.  In  the  interim,  commend  me  to  all 
our  friends.  17  is  my  mortal  enemy  by  10  meanes,  and  fo  he  is  to  15.  Mr. 
Maho'wne  is  executed  at  London  lately.    I  reft:

N".  CCCCVII.     Dean  Boyle  to  the  Bifiop  of  Cloyne. 

I  Have  communicated  to  my  Lord  llnchiquinl  what  pafTed  betwixt  us  at 
'Dublin,  whom  I  find  to  be  fo  mudi  at  my  Lord  Lieutenant's  devotion,  that 
it  (hall  be  a  very  great  difficulty,  which  he  will  not  undertake  to  do  him  fer- 
vicc  ;  yet  he  conceives  that  neither  War  or  Peace  can  be  concluded  witliout 
bringing  deftrudion  upon  our  whole  party.  The  former  cxpofing  to  an  appa- 
rent ruin ;  the  latter  fubmitting  us  to  our  enemies  mercy.  I  need  not  enlarge 
thereon.  This  enclofcd  from  himfelf  will  manifeft  his  thoughts  better  than  I 
can ;  only  thus  much  let  me  tell  your  Lordfhip,  and  from  himfelf,  that  the 
defign  which  he  here  purfues  is  not  to  ftrengthen  the  Parliament  party  in  Eng- 
land, (as  it  is  fuggefted)  he  utterly  difavows  it,  and  protefts  to  God,  that  if  he 
faw  any  likelyhood  of  fecurity  for  the  Proteftants  here  by  fome  foreign  relief 
or  otherwife,  he  would  wave  all  dependance  upon  them,  and  imploy  his  beft 
endeavours  to  ferve  his  Majcftie  in  what  commands  he  would  impofe  upon 
him. 

I  prefume  you  hear  how  far  the  Parliament  party  have  prevailed  in  England, 
and  know  upon  what  defpeiate  terms  my  Lord  Lieutenant  ftands,  if  they  prove 
victors,  which  is  nearly  accomplifhed.  My  Lord  here  doth  humbly  prefent  his 
fervice  to  his  Lordfhip ;  and  if  he  fhall  think  him  worthy  to  engage  him  in 
any  command,  he  doubts  not  but  he  hath  friends  in  England  that  have  fo  much 
power  with  the  Parliament,  as  fhall  effed  anything  that  his  Lordfhip  fhall  think 
reafonable  to  propound.  I  know  not  how  thefe  free  motions  maybe  interpreted 
by  his  Lordfhip ;  but  were  he  once  fatisfied  that  thefe  extremes  of  good  wifhes 
flow  from  no  other  fountains  but  thofe  of  love  and  honour  to  his  Lordfhip, 
they  would  at  leafl  prevaile  for  pardon  (if  they  would  do  no  more.)  That 
which  makes  this  vaft  diftance  between  our  parties  is  the  noife  of  the  Cove- 
nant ;  but  my  Lord  here  ftands  upon  no  fuch  terms,  though  Scottipj  zeal  pre- 
tend it.  If  a  way  of  fafety  and  honour  fliall  be  difcovered  for  him  to  walk 
in,  he  will  think  himfelf  happy  to  be  an  inftrumeut  under  that  Lord's  com- 
mands j  and  this  I  befeech  you  receive  from

Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

I  Have  caufed  the  letter  of  complaint  perufcd  by  your  Lordfhip  yeftcrday  to 
be  drawn  up  into  heads  for  the  more  clear  and  eafy  rcprcfenting  it  to  your 
Lordfhip's  confidcration  5  and  having  reflefted  upon  them  with  more  attention 
than  formerly  I  did,  they  offer  me  fome  occafion  of  doubt  (though  I  do  very 
much  affcft  the  perfon,  and  am  confident  of  his  affedion  to  me)  that  my  Lord 
Taafe  hath  in  fome  of  thefe  particulars  dealt  fomewhat  feverely  with  me,  at 
Icaft  in  point  of  friendlliip,  if  not  in  other  rcfpeds.  For  though  the  honour 
of  the  adion,  and  the  well  managing  of  it  are  attributes  due  to  his  Lorddiip's 
merit,  yet  I  ihall  prefume  to  believe  in  my  own  behalf,  that  my  Lord,  with- 
out difparagcmcnt  to  himfclf,  may  well  allow  me  an  ample  fliare  in  the  ability, 
and  making  his  Lordfhip  capable  of  ading  that  fervice,  and  by  confequence 
fome  intereft  in  the  diftribution  of  his  conquefts.  And  indeed,  my  Lord,  if 
it  muft  be  believed  in  this  Kingdom,  and  fo  reprefented  into  England,  that  my 
Lord  Taafe  by  his  own  power,  without  any  derivation  from  me,  hath  reduced 
that  Province  to  the  King's  obedience,  I  cannot  but  efteem  my  felf  very  un- 
fortunate, (though  warranted  by  your  Lordfhip's  commands)  at  the  expence  of 
fo  much  time  here,  and  the  feeming  negleft  of  thofe  affaires,  which  may  bring 
in  queftion  my  honour  in  particular,  and  my  publick  duty  to  the  fervice  of  his 
Majeftie.  But  I  do  not  entertain  thefe  thoughts  with  any  fettled  fufpicion  of 
his  Lordfhip's  intentions  towards  me,  but  am  rather  inclined  to  believe,  that 
my  Lord  will  efleem  it  no  impairing  of  his  merit  to  make  it  his  own  decla- 
ration, from  whence  the  force  and  power  of  ading  thofe  fervices  (next  under 
your  Lordfliip)  is  derived :  And  v^^hatfoever  my  own  apprehenfions  are,  I  fhall 
in  this,  as  in  all  other  things,  readily  fubmit  and  conform  my  felf  to  your 
Lordfhip's  plcafure  and  judgment,  and  will  only  in  prefent  (firft  craving  par- 
don for  my  unmannerly  interruption  to  your  Lordfhip's  affaires  of  much  greater 
weight)  humbly  defue  your  Lordfhip,  that  if  my  Lord  Taafe  fhall  either  come 
or  fend  before  I  waite  upon  your  Lordfhip  to  morrow,  to  get  the  command 
or  cuftodium  of  Cafile-Coote,  your  Lordfhip  will  be  pleafed  to  paufe  upon  it 
at  the  requeft  of

N°.  CCCCIX.    Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  your  Excellence's  difpatch  by  Sir  Nicholas  Byron,  and  his 
Majeftie  commands  me  to  return  you  his  full  approbation  of  all  your  pro- 
ceedings in  the  Treaty  of  Ireland,  of  which  his  Majeftie  is  very  impatiently  dc- 
firous  to  hear  the  ilTue  ;  his  affaires  depending  fo  highly  upon  it,  being  by  the 
ftrange  delivery  up  of  Briftol  by  Prince  Rupert,  after  fo  many  other  misfor- 
tunes, brought  to  fo  low  a  condition,  as,  were  it  not  for  the  Marquefs  of 
Montrofs%  fucceffes,  and  the  hopes  of  alTiftance  out  of  Ireland,  we  ftiould  al- 
moft  defpair.  His  Majeftie  conceives  that  the  reducement  of  Scotland  to  his 
obedience  will  have  two  notable  effeds  of  advantage  in  order  to  Ireland;  the 
one  of  making  the  Scots  there  fubmit  to  the  Peace ;  the  other  of  affording  fafc 
tranfpoitation  of,  and  landing  in  Scotland  to  fuch  forces  as  may  be  had  fronx 
Ireland,  which  it  would  be  almoft  impofTible  to  tranfport  with  any  fafcty  into 
England.  I  have. 
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I  have  written  to  my  Lord  Marque fs  of  Montrofs  upon  both  thefe  fubjeds, 
your  Excellence  will  be  pleafed  to  correfpond  with  him,  and  to  agree  upon 
particulars,  fince  we  muft  fet  up  all  refts  to  make  a  ftrong  war  upon  the  Re- 
bclls  this  winter,  in  which  their  London  forces  will  be  hardly  kept,  for  the 
next  fpring  they  will  Iwarm  againft  us. 

This  inclofed  relation  of  our  condition  will  let  you  fee  the  danger  of  Che- 
fier,  which  is  Ibmcwhat  more  than  is  there  cxpreft,  through  want  of  powder. 
The  iMarqucfs  of  Ormonde  is  conjured  to  haften  over  fomc  fupplics  thither  of 
ammunition,  and,  if  poffible,  of  men.  You  know  the  great  importance  of 
that  place  in  relation  to  Ireland. 

The  adl  tranfmitted  hither,  which  your  Excellence  mentions,  was  unfortu- 
nately taken  by  the  Rebells  as  it  was  carrying  to  Oxford  ■■,  be  pleafed  to  dired 
how  it  inay  be  fupplied. 

As  for  what  concerns  your  Excellence's  own  perfon,  his  Majeftic  perfifts  in 
his  carncft  dcfire  to  have  you  here ;  for  in  good  faith,  without  flattery,  we  are 
likely  to  be  in  more  want  of  fuch  a  General  than  of  an  Army ;  and  Prince 
Ru'jert's  remove  from  all  military  power  hath  made  way  for  your  Excellence 
to  be  here  in  luch  a  condition  as  may  be  for  your  honour,  where  you  will  be 
fure  to  have  this  comfort  of  high  value  in  his  Majeftie  to  your  perfon,  and  of 
an  entire  afFedion  to  ferve  you  in  all  thofe,  that  have  the  honour  to  be  near 
him,  and  in  no  man  living  more  than  in

N°.  CCCCX.     The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Lord  Digby. 

My  Lord, 

THOUGH  the  difpatch  from  me  and  the  Board  will  at  large  acquaint  you 
with  the  preparations  to,  and  whole  progrefs  of,  the  Treaty  of  Peace, 
which  I  lately  had  with  thofe  deputed  from  the  Confederate  party,  where  it 
now  rcfts,  and  of  the  adjournment  of  it  to  the  4th  of  November ;  yet  I  (hall 
beg  leave  by  your  Lordfhip  to  give  his  Majefty  a  more  particular  accomptwhy 
the  Treaty  could  not  at  this  time  end  here  in  a  Peace,  but  muft  of  necellity 
be  again  tranfmitted  to  receive  a  final  determination  one  way  or  other  by  his 
Wajdlic's  diredion;  who  being  informed  of  thofe  points  whereon  the  lri(h 
peremptorily  infift,  what  courfe  (it  is  faid  and  probably  believed)  they  will  take 
in  calc  of  difagreement,  and  of  the  prefcnt  condition  of  his  party  here,  will 
be  beft  able  to  judge  how  far  it  may  be  fafe  or  dangerous  to  the  main  of  his 
affaires  here  and  clfewherc  to  condefccnd  to  them. 

My  Lord,  I  conceive  it  would  be  very  dangerous,  if  it  be  poflible,  to  make 
Peace  here,  without  or  againft  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  this  Kingdom  i 
for  a  Peace  fo  made  would  be  called  no  Peace,  but  a  countenancing  of  the 
hifd  by  the  Royal  authority  againft  the  Engl't^  and  Proteftants,  who  will  cer- 
tainly difobey,  if  the  Council  difavow  the  Peace.  But  I  fuppofe  it  is  not  at 
all  to  be  done  without  them,  for  whatever  the  agreement  be,  it  muft  for  the 
cficntial  part  of  it,  be  drawn  into  Ads  to  pafs  in  the  Parliament  here  ;  in  the 
tranfmitting  whereof,  according  to  law,  this  Council  will  have  their  vote,  and 
may  then  ftop  it,  unlefs  Toynings  Ad  were  fufpended,  which  muft  alio  pafs 
their  votes.  And  I  find  by  experience,  that  further  than  they  fee  his  Majeftie's 
dircdions  for  it,  they  will  not  confent  to  any  thing  of  favour  to  the  Irijh  } 
fomc  of  them  being  negative  in  things  reafonablc  and  confentedto  by  the  King 
in  Ewrland:  And  therefore,  it  is  of  neceftity,  that  recourfc  is  now  had  to  his 
Majefty,  for  dircdions  in  what  he  fhall  think  fit  to  be  further  done  in  this  bufi- 
nefs.  I  Bcfidcs, 
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Bcfidcs,  I  Iwvc  long  had  by  me  the  inclofcd  Memorial  for  the  Irifh  Treaty,  fo 
indorll-d  by  his  Majcftie  in  his  own  hand,  and  brought  mc  (as  1  think)  by  Matter 
Burke.  Your  Lordfhip  will  find  in  it  pofitivc  rcftriftions  to  fome  points,  wherein 
it  was  then  forcfecn,  the  Irijh  would  principally  expeft  fatisfadtion ;  and  how 
far  his  Majcftie  would  have  mc  underftand  that  Memorial  to  be  revoked  by 
any  later  commands,  I  (hould  have  defired  to  know  before  I  had  concluded  a 
Treaty  upon  any  conditions  beyond  what  is  admitted  in  it,  if  it  had  been  in 
my  abfolutc  power  effedually  to  do  it  without  the  Council. 

In  the  laft  place,  I  find  a  claufe  in  his  Majeftie's  letter  of  the  fiift  of  Jn/yj 
dircding  me  that,  in  the  Treaty  or  conclufion  of  a  Peace  or  further  Ceflation, 
I  ihould"  have  regard,  as  to  the  good  principally  of  his  Proteftant  Subjeds,  and 
generally  of  this  whole  Kingdom,  fo  to  his  advantage  in  relation  to  the  conl- 
pofurc  of  the  diftradions  of  that ;  which  being  the  work  of  greateft  concern- 
ment to  the  King,  leaft  undcrftood  by  me,  and  whereto  this  Peace  or  Ceflatioti 
muft  be  fublcrvicnt,  I  fliould  not  haftily  have  concluded  any  thing  here  till  I 
had  firft  acquainted  his  Majcftie  with  the  conditions.  And  to  this  refolution 
1  found  it  more  needful  for  me  to  hold  my  fclf  after  I  received  your  Lord- 
fhip's  of  the  15  th  oi  Augitji,  whereby  I  was  promifcd  further  diredions  upon 
the  event  of  the  expedition  his  Majcfty  was  then  upon  againfl:  the  Earl  of 
Ejfex. 

The  points  principally  infifted  on  by  the  Confederates  will  appear  in  the 
joint  dilpatch.  Though  I  am  made  believe  that,  if  they  were  fecured  againfl; 
the  penalties,  and  freed  from  the  incapacities  they  arc  liable  to,  by  reafon  of 
the  penal  ftatutes,  no  confidcrable  party  of  them  would  oppofe  Peace  for  any 
other  of  the  propofitions.  But  without  fuch  fecurity  and  freedom  by  Ad  of 
Parliament,  it  is  profeffed  by  the  moft  moderate  of  them,  that  they  will  un- 
dergo any  hazard  rather  than  fubjed  themfelves  to  the  rigor  of  thofe  Laws, 
which,  they  fear,  the  late  foul  adion  of  fome  will  be  a  meanes  to  let  loofe 
upon  them  all  indifferently.  And  your  Lordfhip  will  perceive,  that  I  have, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  gone  as  far  for  their  fatisfadion  iii  that  point, 
as  without  confenting  to  the  repeal  of  thofe  ftatutes,  or  the  enading  of  a 
new  one  to  free  them  from  the  penalties  and  incapacities  of  them,  I  could; 
and  yet  no  further  than  a  declaration  of  the  meaning  of  the  ftatute,  as  your 
Lordfhip  will  find  by  the  Lord  Chancellor's  expofition  of  it. 

Another  point  that  may  abide  much  debate  is,  touching  the  excepting  of  \ 

fome  out  of  the  ad  of  oblivion,  and  the  tryal  of  fuch  as  fhall  be  excepted  by 
the  laws  of  the  land.  For  this  I  am  told  they  may  be  perfwaded  to  except 
crimes,  though  not  perfonsj  which  may  do  the  bufinefs  as  well.  And  I  be- 
lieve they  may  be  brought  to  wave  their  defire  of  having  them  tried  in  their 
new  Parliament,  which  is  at  no  hand  to  be  admitted  of:  For  though  perhaps 
they  may  (as  they  profefs  they  will)  do  fevere  juftice  upon  fuch  as  fliall  be  ex- 
cepted ;  yet  1  conceive  it  is  a  way  to  punifli  not  to  be  allowed  of,  as  things 
ftand ;  and  1  doubt  the  giving  way  to  that  proceeding  would  rather  terrify  and 
diftafte,  than  any  thing  (atisfy,  the  Englijh  and  Proteftants. 

A  third  point  may  be  the  fufpenfion  of  'Poyning's  Ad,  as  to  the  bills  to  be 
agreed  on  in  this  Treaty.  But  his  Majefty  being  with  very  great  reafon  pofi- 
tivc in  the  denyal  of  that,  I  fhall  by  no  means  advife  it  Ihould  be  given  way 
unto ;  for  it  would  be  an  ill  precedent,  and  would  give  caufe  of  fear  to  fuch 
of  the  Englifl)  as  would  not  underftand  the  reftridion ;  and  I  believe  the  Irijh 
would  not  infift  upon  it,  but  for  fear  the  other  ads,  which  are  to  be  agreed 
on  for  their  fecurity  and  fettlemcnt,  (hould  receive  a  flop  by  the  Council  here, 
or  be  alcered  in  England. 

The  courfe  intended  by  them,  in  cafe  of  a  rupture  with  his  Majefty,  may 
probably  be  to  put  themfelves  under  the  protedion  of  fome  foreign  State: 
For  I  believe  it  is  underftood  by  them,  that  of  themfelves  they  will  not  be 

J  R  able 
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able  to  maintain  a  war,  in  cafe  it  fliall  pleafc  God  to  reftorc  his  Majcftytohis 
rights  in  England ;  againfl:  which  (it  may  be  conjedurcd)  they  labour  to  pre- 
pare themfelves,  whilft  they  entertain  Agents  from,  and  fend  Agents  to,  the 
French  and  Spanijh  Kings,  and  to  the  Pope,  and  keep  themfelves,  for  ought 
publickly  appearing,  to  the  height  of  their  propofition  in  matter  of  Religion, 
as  that  whereby  they  hope  to  gain  moft  credit  and  afllftancc  from  abroad. 

The  main  danger  of  this  (I  conceive)  is  not  in  any  fupplics  of  monies  or 
other  neceffaries  for  war  they  can  exped  j  but  that,  if  any  foreign  Prince  be 
fo  much  at  leifure  as  to  make  this  Kingdom  his  defign,  he  may  perhaps  pre- 
vail to  have  fome  Tea  towns  and  other  places  of  ftrcngth  put  into  his  hands. 
But  of  their  working  this,  (if  any  fuch  there  be)  I  doubt  not  his  Majefty  has 
intelligence  by  his  Miniftcrs  abroad. 

My  Lord,  you  have  obfcrved  unto  you,  in  the  Publick  difpatch,  fome  ad- 
vantages the  advcrfe  party  had  upon  this  Treaty,  as  caufes  that  perhaps  kept 
them  fo  ftifF  to  their  firft  propofitions. 

I  fhall  add  to  thofe  this  one,  that  they  have  been  alTurcd  by  divers,  and  by  fome 
of  thofe,  as  from  the  King,  that  his  Majeftic  would  not  flick  at  the  repeal  of 
the  penal  laws. 

They  have  been  told  this  firft  by  Mafter  Burke,  and  fmce  by  the  Lord  Taafe 
and  Mr.  William  Brent,  the  two  latter  affirming  that  they  had  command  from 
the  King  to  give  them  that  alTurance ;  and  generally  all  that  come  from  Court 
affirm,  that  it  was  not  only  his  Majeftie's  fenfe,  but  held  rcafonable  by  moft 
of  his  fervants  of  that  fide,  whether  of  the  Army  or  others.  Infomuch  that  I 
was  forced  to  deny  the  having  any  fuch  inftruftions,  and  that  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner, as  might  let  them  conjedure  I  had  direction  to  the  contrary.  If  I  had 
not  done  this,  the  Treaty  would  immediately  have  been  broken,  and  the  great- 
eft  part  of  our  fubfiftence  (which  is  from  their  quarters  by  traffick  and  conni- 
vance at  the  fhifts  I  make)  would  have  been  taken  from  us ;  which  might 
have  produced  fo  great  and  fudden  inconvenience,  as  would  have  denied  mc 
the  lliort  time  now  left  me  moft  humbly  to  beg  and  receive  his  Majeftie's 
commands. 

I  fhould  now  apply  my  felf  to  give  his  Majeftie  an  account  of  our  condition 
here  :  But  when  1  call  to  mind  my  letter  of  the  9th  of  July,  and  confidcr  the 
difpatch  now  fcnt,  I  find  there  remains  little  for  me  to  fay  upon  that  fubjedr. 
Efpecially  now,  that  Sir  Henry  Tichbourn  and  Sir  James  Ware,  who  are  fo 
well  afFefted  to  the  King's  fervice,  and  fo  well  acquainted  with  the  ftate  of  this 
Kingdom,  are  fent  to  give  his  Majeftie  a  true  accompt  of  the  one,  and  to 
bring  us  fuch  directions  for  the  other,  as  may,  if  not  prcferve,  yet  in  the  worft 
of  our  fufferings  fatisfy  and  acquit  us,  as  having  with  diligence  fought,  and  with 
all  duty  and  faithfulnefs  obeyed,  his  Royal  Commands. 

Hitherto  I  have  given  your  Lordfhip  a  true  relation  of  the  pofture  we  are  in^ 
and  of  theprofcfled  refolution  of  the  confederate  party,  as  I  underftand  them 
by  themfelves  and  by  others,  who,  though  they  be  not  of  their  party,  nor  I 
am  perfwadcd  ever  will  be  againft  the  King ;  yet  being  of  their  Religion, 
they  may  perhaps  be  content  to  fhare  with  them  in  the  benefits  that  upon  this 
Treaty  may  be  obtained  for  Papifts  in  general :  And  therefore  I  defire,  that 
what  I  write  touching  their  unanimous  ftanding  upon  the  repeal  of  the  penal 
ftatutes,  may  be  underftood  as  tlveir  declared  fenfe,  and  not  as  a  thing  that  I 
am  fully  affured  will  be  univerfally  infifted  on. 

I  fhall  conclude  with  this  humble  advice,  that,  what  refolution  foevcr  Ihall 
be  taken,  it  may  be  kept  as  private  as  poffible  may  be,  efpecially  from  any 
that  may  give  the  /rz/fe  intimation  of  it :  For  it  may  be  of  great  advantage  xo 
his  Majeftie,  that  his  Minifters  have  the  firft  notice  of  it.    I  am,  d-c.

IFind  by  yours  to  T^igby,  that  you  are  fomewhat  cautious  not  to  conclude 
the  Peace  without  at  leaft  the  concurrence  of  the  Council  there ;  which  if 
you  could  procure,  I  confefs,  it  would  be  fo  much  the  better  5  and  therefore, 
I  have  fcnt  herewithall  another  letter  to  you  to  be  communicated  to  them,  which 
iakes  ofFthofe  reftridions,  that  I  laid  formerly  upon  you  in  a  publick  letter. 
But  the  Iripo  Peace  is  of  fuch  abfolute  neceflity,  that  no  compliments  or  par- 
ticular refpefts  whatfoever  muft  hinder  it.  Wherefore  I  abfolutely  command 
you  (and  without  reply)  to  execute  the  diredions  I  fcnt  you  the  27th  of  Fe- 
bruary laft;  giving  you  leave  to  get  the  approbation  of  the  Council  fo  as,  and 
no  otherwifc,  that  by  feeking  it  you  do  not  hazard  the  Peace,  or  fo  much  as 
an  affront  by  their  foolilh  rcfufing  to  concur  with  you ;  promifing  upon  the 
word  of  a  King,  that  if  God  profper  me,  you  fhall  be  fo  far  from  receiving 
any  prejudice  by  doing  this  fo  ncccffary  work,  though  alone,  that  I  will  ac- 
compt  it  as  one  of  the  chiefeft  of  your  great  fervices  to  me,  and  accordingly

SIR, 

I  Received  yours  of  the  36th  6i  Septernht,  the  27  th  of  Ottobet,  the  firft  I 
had  from  you  fince  that  which  came  with  the  little  commodities  you  took 
the  pains  to  provide  for  me.  It  hath  been  fome  part  of  my  ftudy  that  my  friend- 
Ihip  rtiould  not  be  a  cumber,  much  lefs  a  damage  to  you,  and  if  it  have  proved 
otherwife,  I  am  yet  fomewhat  fatisfied  in  that,  I  conceive,  it  proceeded  rather 
from  the  malice  of  fome,  than  any  fault  of  yours,  or  impertinent  addrefs  of 
mine. 

Sir,  I  thank  you  for  your  obfervations,  but  chiefly  for  your  friendly  inten- 
tion in  imparting  them  to  me,  with  whom  (I  affure  you)  they  have  as  much 
credit,  as  can  be  given  by  any  man  to  another.  But  there  was  no  great  need 
of  the  narrative  part;  for,  fave  a  few  of  thofe  confequences  that  followed  his 
Majeftie's  late  main  misfortunes,  we  were  fully  and  (I  believe)  more  truly  in- 
formed in  the  condition  of  things  there,  than  you  have  been,  either  of  per- 
fons  or  paffages  here.  The  Gentleman  [the  M.  of  Ormonde'}  you  mention,  and 
of  whofe  welfare  (it  is  not  doubted,  either  by  him  or  me,  but)  you  are 
abundantly  careful  and  follicitous,  remembers  himfelf  very  affedionately  to 
you,  I  find  him  ftill  where  he  was,  that  is,  refolved  with  what  danger  foever, 
and  to  the  beft  of  his  knowledge,  to  difcharge  the  trufl:  repofed  in  him  j  and  I 
have  heard  him  lately  fay,  that  in  the  oaths  he  hath  taken,  which  are  the  fame 
taken  by  others,  (who  perhaps  are  of  a  differing  opinion)  he  finds  not  his  faith 
knd  allegiance  tied  to  the  King's  fortune,  but  to  his  perfon  and  authority. 
Yet  I  have  heard  him  alfo  fay,  that  even  in  this  way,  he  hath  preferved  more 
footing  for  the  intereft  of  England,  and  bceh  the  occafion  of  fubfiftence  at 
leaft,  to  as  many  Proteftants,  as  any  that  hath  moft  bragged  thereof,  or  pretend- 
ed thereunto.  Withall,  I  am  fure  no  man  whatfoever  wifhes  the  Peace  of 
England  more  heartily  than  he,  though  it  Were  fuch  a  one  as  would  promife 
ho  fafety  to  him,  and  though  (it  is  cOttc^ived)  he  had  rtiore  particular  caufe  to

be  unfatisfied  in  the  printed  declaration  touching  Holland  fliips,  than  it  may- 
be was  neceflary  to  the  bufinefs  then  in  agitation ;  but  that  flicks  not,  cither 
with,  or  upon  him. 

Sir,  to  be  fhort,  my  opinion  of  him  is,  that  he  will  rather  chufe  to  fufFer 
by  being  deferted  by,  than  to  preferve  himfelf,  by  deferring  of,  the  King;  yet, 
he  is  more  a  friend  to  himfelf  and  his,  than  to  refufe  any  way  that  may  ftand 
with  honour ;  and  I  doubt  not  he  knows  how  to  value  fuch  an  aft  of  fricnd- 
fhip,  as  the  propofing  to  him,  or  advifing  of  him  to  any  fuch  way. 

To  conclude,  be  confident,  that  with  my  good  will,  your  letters,   nor  any 
of  them,  nor  your  advices  to  me,  or  your  mentioned  friends,  fhall  do  you  pre- 
judice; but  arc,  and  fhall  be,  received  and  made  ufe  of,  with  all  polllble  care 
of,  and  acknowledgments  to,  youj  and  fo  I  reft

My  Lord, 

I  Have  met  moft  of  the  Officers  of  the  old  Brhifb  in  Clandeboys,  and  find 
in  all  an  earneft  dcfire,  that  this  War  were  carried  on  with  your  allowance 
and  concurrence ;  whereof,  when  I  gave  them  hopes,  as  from  the  mouth  of  a 
confident  of  yours  (if  fit  cautions  were  provided  reciprocally  for  avoiding  fu- 
ture jealoufies)  they  were  overjoyed,  and  approved  well  the  cautions  1  fhewed 
them.  But  upon  further  debate  how  means  might  be  had,  there  appeared  none 
but  from  the  Parliament ;  hereupon,  we  found  a  neceffity  to  try  how  far  the 
Parliament  Agents  here  would  approve  of  this.  For  this  efFeft,  my  Lord 
Montgomery  came  with  me  to  them  :  There  I  made  choice  to  found  Sir 
Robert  King  firft,  as  being  my  old  acquaintance,  and  (as  I  hoped)  a  faithful 
fervant  to  you.  I  found  him  indeed  make  large  profeffions  of  regard,  and  this 
gave  me  the  confidence  to  unfold  my  felf;  yet  not  untill  faith  interpofed;  nor 
did  I  fpeak,  but  as  from  my  felf.  I  cannot  now  defcend  to  the  particular  dis- 
putes that  paft  i  but  this  was  the  refult.  I  found  the  defign  of  Sir  Robert  King 
and  complices  bent  wholly  to  make  a  party  here  for  the  Parliament,  and  there- 
fore altogether  unwilling  to  condefcend  to  the  fecond  Article ;  nor  do  I  believe 
they  can  do  any  thing  without  the  Parliament.  However,  they  are  very  de- 
lirous  to  entertain  the  motion,  and  fee  what  may  further  be  efFefted ;  but  un- 
till the  Scots  Committee,  whom  they  daily  expeft,  come  to  them,  they  can 
do  nothing  pofitivcly  ;  and  when  they  come,  they  refolve  to  defire  me  to  take 
the  pains  to  attend  you,  and  fo  we  parted.  After  that  the  Lord  Montgomery 
came  with  me  to  Monroe,  whom  we  found  fully  afFefted  that  way,  and  wifh- 
ed  he  had  known  my  dcfire  two  months  fooner,  but  now  he  is  caft  in  the 
ilaycs,  for  want  of  means  to  carry  on  without  the  Parliament's  help  and  allow- 
ance ;  but  he  will  confidcr  of  it. 

1  am  now  this  morning  going  on  {oxT)erry,  where  I  hope  of  a  kind  welcome  j 
for  I  doubt  not,  but  that  Sir  William  Steward,  Sir  Robert  Steward,  and  Colo- 
nel Mervyn  will  readily  comply ;  but  it  is  a  great  difadvantage  that  T^erry  is 
not  as  it  was  in  Colonel  Mervyn.  This  is  all  I  can  fay  in  the  pre  fen t,  you 
fhall  fliortly  have  a  better  and  fuller  account.  In  the  mean  time,  I  befeech 
be  careful  of  my  dear  friend,  'Dublin  and  Drogheda,  for  before  I  came  to 
thefe  parts,  there  was  a  ftrong  endeavour  by  Sir  Robert  King  and  his  comrades 
to  have  furprifed  them  with  profeflion,  that  that  fervice  would  be  more  ac- 
ceptable than  the  taking  of  Kilkenny  i  but  I  believe,  that  was  wifely  diverted

RIGHT  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  we  greet  yoti 
well.  It  hath  been  no  fmall  prejudice  to  our  fervice,  that  (through  the 
occafion  of  the  unhappy  diftradlions  of  thefe  times)  we  have  not  fince  Sir  Ni- 
cholas Byron's  arrival  received  any  advertifement  at  all  from  you  of  the  ftate 
of  our  affaires  on  that  fide,  whereby  wc  might  the  better  know  how  to  forme 
our  refolutions,  and  govern  our  proceedings  here,  which  now  depend  much 
upon  what  you  have  done,  or  are  like  to  do  there.  Wherefore  we  held  it 
neceffary  to  haften  this  cxprefs  to  you,  requiring  you  with  all  fpeed  as  well  to 
give  us  particular  knowledge,  what  we  may  with  certainty  rely  upon  for  our 
afllftance  in  Ireland,  as  to  let  you  underftand,  thatunlefs  we  may  receive  from 
thence  an  ayde  of  at  lead  loooo  horfe  and  foote  well  armed  to  be  landed  in 
Ibme  part  of  England  by  or  before  the  firft  of  March  next,  a  Peace  with  our 
Roman  Catholick  fubjeds  there,  will  not  be  of  fo  much  advantage  to  us,  as  a 
continued  Ceffation.  This  being  our  condition  here  in  relation  to  Ireland, 
our  exprefs  command  is,  that  you  ferioufly  endeavour  either  the  prefent  con- 
clufion  of  a  Peace  there  according  to  your  former  inftruftions  -,  with  a  pofitivc 
and  certain  aflurance  of  the  aforefaid  afliftance  by  the  time  prefixed,  (for  which 
we  expeft,  that  you  be  as  well  fatisfied  of  their  abilities  and  meanes  to  per- 
form what  fhall  be  by  them  on  that  behalf  undertaken,  as  of  their  engage- 
ment and  obligation  to  do  it)  or  if  in  your  judgment  and  knowledge  of  their  con- 
dition and  affedions,  you  find  our  faid  fubjefts  either  unwilling  or  not  able  to  fend 
us  fuch  a  confiderable  afllftance  by  that  time,  we  will  that  you  immediately 
advertife  us  thereof,  and  in  the  mean  time  forbear  to  conclude  a  Peace,  or  to 
break  off  the  Treaty  or  CeflTation,  untill  having  advertifed  us,  particularly,  what 
afllftance  may  be  expeded  from  thence,  and  what  conditions  they  defire  from 
us,  you  fliall  receive  our  further  pleafure  and  diredions  therein.  In  this  wc 
cxped  that  you  expedite  to  us  an  exad  and  particular  accompt  of  your  pro- 
ceedings with  all  pofllble  diligence ;  for  which  thefe  our  letters  fliali  be  your 
warrant.

My  Lord, 

UPON  the  fhort  difcourfe  I  had  yefterday  with  Mr.  Waljh,  who  then  gave 
me  both  your  letters  of  the  i  ith  of  this  month,   I  find  that  he  is  fully 
inftruded  in  all  the  points  treated  of  for  the  conclufion  of  a  Peace.     But  I 
doubt  he  comes  not  prepared  to  give  my  Lord  'Digby  fatisfaftion,  in  the  wayes 
and  certainty  offending  the  King  fo  feafonable  and  confiderable  fupplyes  as  the 
condition  of  his  affaires  do  in  prefent  require :  which  to  underftand  and  pro- 
mote was  the  fole  end  of  his  Lordfhip's  coming  hither;  whatever  other  con- 
jeftures  are  or  have  been   made   of  it.     And  to  the  end,  he  may  with  more 
clearnefs  and  affurance  give  his  Majeftie  an  accompt  of  thofe  aydes  fo  long  ex- 
pcded  and  depended  on,  his  Lordfhip  hath  now  written  to  thofe  that  attend- 
ed his  Majefty  at  Oxon,  and  that  have  fince  treated  with  me  here,   with  all 
fpeed  to  take  a  journey  hither;  which  I  conceive  will  likewife  conduce  much 
to  a  clear  underftanding  of  all  parties  in  the  whole  frame  of  the  bufinefs  now 
in  hand.     And  if  this  be  held  fit,    I  am  of  opinion,  a  fitter  choice  cannot  be 
made  than  of  Mx.'Plmckett  and  M.^.  Browne.     My  Lord,   I  have  fometimes 
told  you,  that  as  the  fupplies  of  his  Majeftie  could  not  but  be  underftood  an 
inducement  to  the  gracious  ear   and  anfwers,  that  by  him,  and  for  him,  have 
been  given  to  your  propofitions ;    fo  there  could  be  nothing  more  eflcntially 
ncceftary  for  fccuring  unto  you  thofe  things,  that  by  his  goodnefs,  and  in  cx- 
pedation  of  a  folid  fupport,  you  have  or  fhall  receive  from  him,  than  that  the 
fuccours  be  now  made  vifible,  and  hereafter  vigorous.     So  that  I  hope,  thefc 
two  Gentlemen,    who   have  had  fo  continued   a  part   in  the  tranfadion  of 
this  bufinefs  in  England,  and  in  the  management  of  your  affaires  here,  will 
need  little  or  no  time  to  be  inftruftcd  there  for  giving  of  full  fatisfadion  in

Ormonde. 

SIR, 

MY  firft,  if  it  be  come  fafe,  did  difcover  the  good  approbation  which  my 
propofitions  did  generally  receive  from  all  the  chief  of  both  Armies; 
but  withall,  their  great  fears  of  an  impoflibility  to  proceed  accordingly,  unlefs 
the  Parliament  Committee  (and  the  Parliament  by  them;  could  be  perfwaded 
likewife  to  approve.  It  did  alfo  fhew  how  averfe  I  did  find  the  Committee, 
notwithftanding  all  arguments  could  be  ufed  of  advantage,  and  how  I  did  in- 
truft  Major  Royden  (in  regard  of  his  nearnefs  in  place  and  afFeftion)  to  me- 
diate yet  further  with  them,  and  to  certify  you  of  his  fuccefs.  My  fecond 
ftnce  that,  did  inform  a  refolution  of  meeting  intended  c're  this  of  the  chief 
Officers  of  Ulfter  at  one  place,  where  I  was  hopeful  of  a  good  conclufion. 
But  that  meeting  is  retarded  hitherto,  by  what  nicanes  I  cannot  afcertain ;  but 
1  have  reafon  to  fufped,  that  it  is  by  the  pra6tice  of  a  malicious  inftrument 
come  lately  from  'Dublin,  who  doth  in  all  things  comply  with  the  Committee, 
and  laboureth  violently  likewife  with  the  Officers  of  both  Armies,  efpecially 
Monroe,  the  Lord  of  Ardres  and  Sir  James  Montgomery,  to  crofs  my  defires. 
This  much  I  underftand  by  Colonel  George  Monroe,  who  telleth  me  withall, 
the  chief  arguments  he  ufeth  are  drawn  from  ftrong  affirmation  of  his  own 
knowledge  of  your  innate  malice  againft  the  Scots  in  general.  This,  how 
ftlfe  foever,  coming  from  fuch  a  man,  cannot  but  rake  fome  impreffions,  and 
be  a  great  let  to  the  work  in  hand.  Therefore  it  was  the  advice  of  Colonel 
George  Monroe,  both  to  Sir  Robert  Stewart  and  me,  that  wc  might  endeavour 
with  you,  that  you  might  be  pleafed,  by  a  letter  of  your  own  hand  direfted 
to  himfcif  (I  mean  Colonel  George  Monroe)  to  take  notice,  that  you  under- 
ftood  there  were  fome  evill  inftruments  who  did  labour  to  poflcfs  all  Scots, 
that  you  entertain  an  implacable  prejudice  againft  them,  and  that  therefore  you 
having  no  other  way  to  vindicate  yourfelf  from  fuch  fecret  wounds,  where 
you  could  not  know  from  what  hand  they  did  proceed,  had  made  choice  of 
him  (as  one  who  was  likelieft  to  converfe  with  all  parties  concerned)  unto 
whom  you  might  addrels  your  juft  and  necelfary  apology,  prcfuming  that  he 
would  not  only  himfelf  entertain  a  better  opinion,  but  likewife  gain  the  like 
from  all  others  of  his  Nation,  either  here  or  in  Scotland,  with  whom  he  fhould 
have  occafion  of  difcourfe  upon  that  fubjedl;  and  that  all  of  them  might  be 
perfwaded  of  the  fincerity  of  your  affedion  to  that  Nation,  and  of  your  en- 
deavour to  ferve  every  of  them  with  your  beft  offices  of  friendfhip,  as  oppor- 
tunity fliould  be  prefented,  and  their  own  carriage  ffiould  merit,  without  all 
difference  of  Nation,  unlefs  to  their  advantage  (or  what  elfe  you  pleafe  to 
this  purpofe.)     But  Colonel  George  Monroe  prayeth,    that  if  you  write,  there 

may 
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may  not  be  in  your  letter  a  fyllable  \vhich  may  infinuate  any  particular  confi- 
dence in  him.  This  letter  you  may  fend,  cither  to  Sir  Robert  Ste'voart  or 
me,  who  fhall  fee  it  delivered,  and  doubt  not  to  return  a  good  account 
of  it. 

There  is  daily  expeftation  of  money  and  ammunition  from  the  Parliament; 
if  thefe  were  received,  it  is  probable  the  Army  here  will  not  fo  much  obferve 
the  Committee  as  hitherto  -,  for  all  of  them  almoft  diflike  the  defign  to  en- 
gage them  in  the  caufe  of  the  Parliament ;  and  the  Scots  fee  clearly  enough  a 
purpofe  to  weaken  them  all  they  can,  and  they  are  not  ignorant  of  their  rea- 
fons  in  doing  fo,  for  fear  of  a  breach  in  the  end  betwixt  the  Parliament  and 
the  Scots,  either  for  meum  &  tiium,  <Jr  for  the  too  much  fupprc fling  of  the 
King,  or  for  the  difference  of  presbytery  and  independents,  or  for  all  three. 
Now  upon  all  thefe  confidcrations,  I  have  good  hopes  of  a  good  iflue,  if  you 
can  with  patience  brook  the  expence  of  a  little  time ;  yet  dare  I  not,  for  fear 
of  the  ilTue,  give  you  any  further  incouragemenr,  than  what  your  own  judg- 
ment can  better  colledt  from  my  ingenuous  and  fimple  relation  of  matter  of 
fadl:,  and  prefent  condition  of  things. 

In  the  mean  time,  I  muft  ftill  perfift  to  beg  your  favourable  conftrudion  of 
whatever  cometh  from

N°  CCCCXVIII.     Tie  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Mr.  Secretary 

^iicholas. 

SIR, 

HOW  defirous  foever  we  are  in  his  Majeftie's  affaires  to  be  guided  in  our 
counfels  and  adtions  under  the  prudent  conduftof  his  gracious  dircflions, 
yet  when  any  fuddain  accident  occurs,  threatning  apparent  danger  to  his  Ma- 
jeftie's honour  and  fervice,  which  cannot  admit  a  deferring  for  fo  long  a  time 
as  is  requifite  to  expert  a  fignification  of  his  Majeftie's  good  pleafurc  therein; 
we  judge  it  fafe  and  agreeable  with  the  duty  of  faithful  fervants  to  his  Majeftie, 
as  to  haften  advertifement  to  him,  fo  in  the  mean  time,  whilft  we  expcft  his 
gracious  pleafure,  to  be  watchful  feafonably  to  interpofe  his  Royal  authority, 
towards  preventing  (as  far  as  we  may)  the  dangerous  inconveniences  and  mif^ 
chiefs  which  might  otherwife  happen. 

Hence  it  is,  and  confidering  alio  the  prefent  conjundure  of  affaires  both 
there  and  here,  that  we  have  been  ncceflitated  (without  application  firft  had 
to  his  Majeftie)  to  adventure  on  fomc  proceedings  in  this  matter,  which  we 
are  now  humbly  to  offer  to  his  Majeftie's  Royal  confideration. 

On  the  26th  oi 'December,  we  being  affembled  in  Council,  our  very  good 
Lord  the  Lord  George  Digby,  his  Majeftie's  principal  Secretary  of  State,  came 
unto  us  at  this  Board,  and  told  us,  that  he  had  very  much  to  fay  againft  Ed- 
ward  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  which  highly  concerned  his  Majeftie ;  and  therefore 
deftred  that  the  faid  Earl  might  be  called  before  us  at  this  Board,  that  in  his 
Lordfhip's  prefence  he  might  declare  what  he  had  to  fay. 

We  thein  fent  for  the  faid  Earl,  whofe  Perfon  I  the  Lieutenant  had  about 
two  hours  before  caufed  to  be  fecured,  to  prevent  intervening  and  accidents, 
(yet  with  as  much  refped  to  him  as  might  be)  upon  knowledge  firft  had  of 
that,  which  the  Lord  'T>'tgby  purpofcd  to  declare  at  this  Board  touching  the  faid 
Earl. 

The  Earl  being  come,  the  Lord  T>'tgby  (In  his  Lordfhip's  prefence)  declared 
that  he  had  fo  much  matter  come  to  his  hands  againft  the  faid  Earl,  as  he 
was  enforced  in  our  prefence  to  charge  the  Earl  with  fufpicion  of  High-Treafon ; 

and 
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and  therefore  moved  us,  that,  for  his  Majeftie's  honour  and  fcrvicc,  the  Enrl's 
pcrfon  might  be  fecurcd,  untill  upon  humble  rcprcfcntation  made  to  his  Ma- 
jeftie  of  the  ftate  of  the  matter,  we  might  undcrlknd  his  Royal  pleafure 
therein. 

Then  (the  Earl  being  withdrawn  into  the  next  room)  the  Lord  'D/gby  pro- 
duced a  writing  which  came  to  his  hands  two  or  three  days  before  5  which 
writing  contains, 

Firft,  A  copy  of  articles  of  agreement  made  and  concluded  upon,  by  and  be- 
tween the  faid  Earl,  as  it  were  in  purluance  and  by  vcrtuc  of  his  Majeftie's 
authority,  under  his  Signet  and  Royal  Signature  on  his  Majeftie's  behalf,  of 
the  one  parr,  and /?/V/?rtr^  Lord  Vifcount  M?««?^<!zrr^/'  and  others  therein  named 
on  the  behalf  of  his  Majeftie's  Roman  Catholick  Subjeds,  and  the  Catholick 

/Clergy  of  Ireland,  on  the  other  part. 
Secondly,  A  copy  of  certain  other  Commiflions  (befides  thofe  contained  in 
the  faid  articles  of  agreement)  made  to  that  party  by  the  faid  Earl,  as  it  were 
by  his  Majeftie's  authority,  wherein  is  recited  in  hac  verba,  A  copy  of  a  pre- 
tended authority  from  his  Majeftie  to  the  Earl,  faid  to  be  dated  the  1 2th  of 
March  164+,  to  treat  and  conclude  with  the  faid  Confederates.  And  laftly, 
A  copy  of  an  oath  fworn  by  the  faid  Earl  to  the  faid  Confederates. 

That  writing  containing  all  thefe  particulars,  being  read  at  this  Board,  the 
Lord  T>igby  then  declared,  that  any  fuch  pretended  authority  from  his  Majefty 
muft  be  cither  forged  or  liirreptitioufly  gained  ;  or  if  poflibly  the  laid  Earl  had 
any  colour  of  authority,  that  it  was  certainly  bound  up  and  limited  by  fuch 
Inftruftions  and  Declarations  of  his  Majeftie's  intentions  therein,  as  could  in 
no  wife  licenfe  the  faid  Earl  to  any  tranfadion  of  that  nature  ;  for  moft  con- 
fident he  was,  that  the  King,  to  redeem  his  Crown,  his  own  life,  the  lives  of 
his  Queen  and  Children,  would  not  grant  unto  them  the  leaft  piece  of  con- 
ceflions  fo  deftrudive  both  to  his  Regality  and  Religion.  And  we  who  have 
the  honour  to  ferve  his  Majeftie  here  are  well  aflured,  that  fuch  and  fo  great 
is  his  Majeftie's  piety  and  wifdom,  and  his  care  of  the  prefervation  of  the  Pro- 
teftant  Religion  and  the  happinefs  of  this  his  Kingdom,  as  he  would  never 
give  warrant  or  authority  for  granting  thofe  things.  And  confidering  that  his 
Majeftie  may,  upon  this  occafion,  exped  our  fenfe  of  a  matter  fo  nearly  relat- 
ing to  this  his  Kingdom,  we  humbly  crave  leave  to  declare  to  his  Majeftie, 
that  the  faid  writing  contains  matter  of  hi^h  fcandal  to  his  Majeftie  in  his  ho- 
nour  and  juftice,  of  infinite  detriment  to  him  and  his  Royal  Pofterity  in  point 
of  Regal  Power,  Royal  Authority,  revenue,  intereft,  dependence,  jurifdidion,  and 
government;  and  that  in  fo  high  a  degree,  as  to  import  no  lefs  than  an  abfo- 
lute  giving  up  of  the  King's  Ecclefiaftical  Supremacy  within  this  Kingdom,  and 
in  lieu  of  it,  introducing  the  fullnefs  of  Papal  Power,  of  vaft  prejudice  to  all  the 
Proteftant  Clergy ;  and  that  not  only  to  their  utter  ruin  in  point  of  fubfiftcnce, 
but  alfoto  the  abfolute  taking  away  of  their  Churches  and  Ecclefiaftical  eftates, 
pofleflions,  rights,  interefts,  jurifdidion,  and  government.  Of  mighty  hinde- 
rance  in  point  of  profit,  right  and  intereft  to  very  many  of  his  Majeftie's  fub- 
jeds  of  this  Kingdom  ;  befides  many  other  great  and  general  mifchiefs  and  con- 
fufions  which  muft  have  followed  thereupon,  as  well  in  the  Civil  as  Ecclefia- 
ftical Government,  and  (which  we  well  know  his  Majeftie  values  above  all)  of 
moft  high  and  unfpeakable  prejudice,  and  indeed  utterly  deftrudive  to  the  Pro- 
teftant Religion  here,  whereof  his  Majeftie  hath  the  great  and  high  honour, 
next  under  God,  to  be  the  principal  defender  and  true  maintainer.  And  therefore 
we  confefs  we  were  ftrucken  with  moft  wonderful  horrour  and  aftonifhmcnt  to 
find  fo  facred  a  Majeftie  fo  highly  fcandalled  and  difhonoured,  and  the  per- 
plexity and  trouble  of  mind  which  is  begot  in  us,  were  much  increafed  in  that 
we  found  that  there  arc  many  copies  of  that  writing  difperfed  intofeveral  hands, 
and  one  copy  alfo  faid  to  be  found  with  the  dead  body  of  the  late  Popifh  titu- 
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lary  pretended  Archbifhop  of  Tttam,  when  he  was  (lain  about  thtee  months  fince 
near  Sligo  in  the  Province  of  Connaght,  in  a  skirmifh  there  between  fome  for- 
ces of  the  Irip),  and  fome  forces  of  the  Scots  in  the  Province  of  Ulfter. 

We  then,  in  difcharge  of  our  duty  to  his  Majcftie,  could  do  no  lefs  (the 
faid  Earl  (landing  fo  deeply  charged,  and  in  a  matter  of  fo  high  and  tranfcen- 
dent  a  nature)  than  to  give  warrant  for  his  Lordfhip's  committal  to  the  cufto- 
dy  of  the  Conftable  of  his  Majeftic's  caftlc  of  'Dublin  in  the  condition  of  a 
clofe  prilbner  until  farther  diredion  from  us;  in  which  condition  he  continued 
(yet  with  needful  attendance  and  accommodation)  from  that  2  6x\\oi  "December 
until  he  was  examined,  and  until  he  fent  us  the  original  counterpart  of  the 
faid  writings,  paft  betwixt  him  and  the  other  perfons,  and  the  copy  of  the  faid 
oath  fworn  by  his  Lordfhip  to  them;  which  things  he  fent  us  on  the  30th  of 
'December^  and  then  he  was  fet  free  from  his  clofe  imprifonment :  But  he  ftill 
remains  a  prifoner  in  the  caftlc,  having  the  liberty  of  the  houfe,  until  we  re- 
ceive his  Majeftie's  pleafure  concerning  him. 

A  copy  of  his  examination  taken  by  our  direftions  before  certain  Members 
of  this  Board,  and  of  the  interrogatories  framed  by  our  appointment  on  which 
he  was  examined,  and  a  copy  alfo  of  that  writing  whereupon  we  proceeded 
■with  him ;  as  alfo  copies  of  the  faid  counterparts  and  oath  delivered  in  by  his 
Lordfhip,  we  humbly  offer  here  inclofed  for  his  Majeftie's  view. 

And  here  wc  humbly  crave  leave  to  obferve  to  his  Majeftie  that  upon  com- 
paring the  writing  on  which  we  proceeded  with  thofe  delivered  us  by  his  Lord- 
fhip, we  find, 

Firft,  That  the  faid  counterparts  are  neither  figned  nor  fealed  by  the  Lord 
Vifcount  Muskery  or  'Dermot  O  Brians  though  both  are  named  in  the  body  of 
the  Inftruments  as  parties  to  them. 

Secondly,  In  the  copy  of  the  oath  fent  us  by  his  Lordfhip,  thefe  words, 
mz.  (or  his  pleafure  known)  are  added  in  the  conclufion,  which  words  are  not 
in  the  copy  contained  in  the  writing  on  which  we  proceeded ;  and  thofe  words 
(though  few)  do  make  a  wide  difference  in  the  fenfe,  as  we  humbly  conceive. 

Thirdly,  That  the  copy  of  the  oath  which  his  I  ordfhip  fent  us  is  without 
date,  whereas  the  copy  we  went  by  is  dated  the  3d  of  September  1645. 

Fourthly,  That  there  are  between  the  copy  of  the  oath  his  Lordfhip  fent  us 
and  the  copy  we  proceeded  on,  fome  few  other  differences  of  words,  and  be- 
tween the  counter  parts  fent  us  by  his  Lordfhip  and  the  copies  of  them  whereon 
we  proceeded,  fome  differences  alfo  of  words,  feeming  in  both  to  be  errors 
cafually  in  the  writing  of  them ;  which  yet  do  not  fo  much  alter  the  fenfe, 
but  that  they  remain  (taking  all  together)  agreeable  in  fubftance  with  the  ori- 
ginal counter-parts  and  copy  of  the  oath  fent  us  by  his  Lordfhip. 

Alfo  in  the  fame  inftrument  they  fay,  that  fundry  matters  neceflarily  requi- 
fite  to  be  condefcended  to  by  me  the  Lieutenant  for  the  lafety  of  the  Confede- 
rate Roman  Catholicks,  were  not  hitherto  agreed  upon ;  which  they  fay  re- 
tards the  conclufion  of  a  firm  Peace  and  Settlement  in  the  Kingdom.  Whereas 
the  Confederates  well  know,  that  in  his  Majeftie's  gracious  conccftions,  given 
them  by  me  the  Lieutenant,  all  things  requifitc  to  be  by  me  in  his  Majeftie's 
behalf  condefcended  to  for  their  fafety,  hath  been  condefcended  to  by  me :  So 
as  it  is  manifeft  that  the  retarding  of  the  Peace  is  no  way  on  the  part  of  me 
the  Lieutenant,  but  ought  rather  to  be  attributed  to  that  underhand  dealing  of 
the  faid  Earl,  whereby  that  party  have  been  encouraged  to  hope  for  fuch  con- 
ceflions  as  they  themfelves  had  before  receded  from,  as  wanting  confidence  to 
infift  on  matters  fo  unreafonable. 

Likewifc  Ibme  cxprcfllons  there  are  in  the  faid  inftruments  to  this  purpofc. 
That  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan  hath  here  upon  the  place  feen  the  ardent  defires 
of  the  faid  Catholicks  to  aflift  his  Majeftie  againft  all  that  do  or  fhall  'oppofc 
his  Royal  Rights  or  Monarchic  Government,  and  that  the  faid  Earl  difcern'd 
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the  alacrity  and  chcerfulncfs  of  the  faid  Catholicks  to  embrace  honourable  con- 
ditions of  Peace,  which  may  prefcrve  their  Religion  and  other  juft  intcrcfts. 
Whereunto  we  lay,  that  what  the  Earl  law  or  dilcerncd  in  them,  we  know 
not :  But  fure  we  are,  that  the  conditions  of  Peace  offered  them  by  mc  the 
Lieutenant  on  his  Majeftie's  behalf  are  fuch  as  in  duty  to  his  Majefty,  and  in 
wifdom  to  themfelves,  they  ought  not  to  rejed ;  and  confcquently  were  moft 
fit  for  them  to  embrace  with  all  humble  duty  and  thankfulnefs  to  his  Majeftie, 
rather  than  to  infill:  on  fuch  conditions  as  they  have  drawn  from  the  faid  Earl ; 
which,  as  they  are  accompanied  with  all  the  inconveniences  and  mifchiefs  here- 
in formerly  mentioned  to  his  facred  Majefty,  to  his  Royal  Pofterity,  to  this  his 
Kingdom,  and  to  the  Proteftant  Religion  therein,  fo  we  arc  very  confident  (and 
that  upon  grounds  of  moft  certain  afllirance)  that  his  Majeftie  in  his  high  wif- 
dom will  adjudge  them  to  be  fuch,  and  confcquently  inconfiftent  with  his  ho- 
nour and  juftice,  and  with  the  happinels  and  welfare  of  this  his  Kingdom  and 
people. 

Many  other  things  of  extraordinary  prefumption  there  are  in  this  tranfaftion 
of  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan's,  as  the  milrecital  of  his  Majeftie's  Commiflion  to  me 
the  Lieutenant,  authorizing  the  Treaty  of  Peace  here,  the  uncomely  admiflion 
to  the  Lord  Mountgarret,  of  the  ufurped  ftile  and  title  of  Lord  Prefident  of 
the  Suprcam  Council,  ^c.  and  other  particulars  alfo ;  which  being  fo  much  ex- 
ceeded by  the  height  and  weight  of  the  other  matters  in  that  writing  contained* 
we  forbear  to  enlarge  any  farther  upon  them. 

And  in  the  laft  place,  we  humbly  crave  leave  to  obferve  to  his  Majeftie  that 
as  thofe  Confederates  were  publickly  treating  with  me  the  Lieutenant  as  his 
Majeftie's  Commiflioner,  and  during  the  fame  time  privately  treating  with  the 
Earl  of  Glamorgan.,  and  had  entertained  a  Nuncio  from  the  Pope,  as  by  our 
difpatch  of  the  25  th  of  'November  to  the  Lord  'Digby  we  formerly  humbly 
made  known  to  his  Majefty,  which  Nuncio  ftill  continues  with  them :  So  fince 
oiu:  faid  difpatch,  there  is  come  unto  them  a  meflenger  faid  to  be  fent  to  them 
from  the  King  of  Spain ;  but  what  is  in  confultation  between  them  and  that 
Nuncio  of  the  Pope's  and  that  meflenger  from  Spain,  we  cannot  yet  learn  j 
and  how  comely  it  is  that  fuch  Treaty  with  foreigners  fhould  be  held  by  them 
at  the  fame  time  they  are  in  Treaty  with  his  Majeftie's  Commiffioners,  we 
humbly  fubmit  to  his  Majeftie's  high  wifdom. 

And  now  having  humbly  reprefented  to  his  Majeftie  the  true  ftate  of  this 
matter,  fo  far  as  it  appears  unto  us,  wherein  our  proceeding  hath  been  to  no 
other  end,  than  as  to  endeavour  to  the  uttermoft  of  our  power  to  vindicate  his 
Majeftie's  Honour,  fo  to  labour  to  prevent  the  other  dangerous  confequences  of 
thofe  writings,  and  in  both  to  difcharge  the  duty  of  faithful  fervants  to  his 
Majeftie,  we  do  in  all  humility  fubmit  the  fame  to  his  excellent  judgment, 
moft  humbly  befeeching  his  Majeftie  to  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  fignify  unto 
us  his  Royal  pleafure  herein,  that  thereby  we  may  be  guided  and  governed  in 
our  proceedings  in  this  important  caufe.  And  fo  we  remain  from  his  Majeftie's 
caftle  of  T)ublin  the  5  th  day  of  January  1645.

SIR, 

I  Hope  fomc  of  thofe  letters  I  writ  to  you  fincc  I  received  yours  by  Robert 
Smith,  are  come  to  your  hands  j  and  then  I  am  hopeful  you  will  find 
caufe  to  acquit  me  from  any  negled  of  you,  or  dif-efteem  of  your  favour  and 
friendlhip;  though  1  have  not  made  my  difpatchcs  to  you  fo  frequently  as  here- 
tofore. If  thofe  letters  have  mifcarried  (as  1  doubt  many  of  mine  have)  and  that 
fo  you  want  my  ingenuous  juftification,  I  fhall  befcech  you  fufpend  any  opinion 
to  the  prejudice  of  my  great  value  of  you,  till  it  fhall  pleafe  God  to  make  the 
ways  to  his  Majeftie  more  fecure,  than  hitherto  they  have  been,  and  than  I 
fear  they  now  are. 

You  will  receive  in  the  difpatches  from  the  Counfcl  here,  and  from  the 
Lord  T^igby  a  full  accompt  of  the  Treaty,  and  generally  of  all  the  King's  bu- 
finefs  here,  and  of  the  late  proceedings  with  and  by  the  Earl  of  Glamorgam 
whereunto  I  can  add  nothing  worthy  of  your  trouble.  I  fhall  only  defire  you 
to  move  his  Majeftie  to  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  fign  to  a  letter  according  to 
the  inclofed  draught,  for  the  advancement  of  Sir  Edward  Butler  of  the 
Grange  to  the  degree  of  a  Vifcount,  and  to  fill  the  blottings  out  with  his  name. 
He  is  a  perfon  of  exceeding  good  afFeftions,  and  of  an  efl^ate  able  to  fupport 
that  dignity,  befides  a  particular  fervice  I  cxped  fromhimtohis  Majefty,  upoa 
this  favour  done  him.     Sir  I  am

the  Lord  Tiigby  to  your  Majeftie,  and  him  fo  fully  and  faithfully  reprefcnted, 
that  there  remains  nothing  for  me  to  add,  but  my  continued  and  to  your  Ma- 
jeftie unprofitable  profeflion  of  my  being

May  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs, 

HAVING  received  intelligence  of  your  being  at  Worcefter,  and  a  difpatch 
now  going  to  his  Majeftie,  I  hold  it  my  duty  to  acquaint  your  Highnefs 
with  a  report  brought  hither,  or  perhaps  framed  here,  that  your  intention  is 
to  come  into  this  Kingdom;  a  thing  fo  impoflible  that  I  can  give  no  credit 
unto  it.  Yet  I  hold  it  my  duty  as  well  to  his  Majefty  as  your  Highnefs  to 
inform  you,  that  as  yet  there  is  no  Peace  concluded  here,  and  that  through  an 
accident  lately  fallen  out  (wherein  thq  Earl  of  Glamorgan  hath  a  part)  his  Ma- 
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jcftie's  affaires  here,  and  all  his  Icrvants,  are  not  only  upon  very  great  uncer- 
tainty, but  in  apparent  and  continual  danger  of  lurprizc  and  diftrefs,  as  well  by 
the  Irijlj,  as  by  the  Covenanters  in  the  North  and  other  parts  of  this  Kingdom. 
All  which  is  now  advertiled  to  his  Majefty ;  and  therefore  if  any  fuch  intention 
of  your  Ilighnefs  coming  into  this  Kingdom  fhould  be  (which  I  take  to  be 
impollible)  I  humbly  offer,  whether  your  Highnefs  may  not  hold  it  fit  to  cxpeft 
his  MajelHe's  further  pleallirc,  which  he  may  declare  upon  the  knowledge  he 
will  receive  of  the  flate  of  things  here,  by  the  difpatch  that  goes  herewith,  be- 
fore any  fuch  dangerous  adventure  of  your  Highnefs's  perlbn,  as  you  mufl  in 
fuch  cafe  undergo  in  your  coming,  and  during  your  Highnefs's  abode  here.

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  we  greet 
you  well.  When  we  made  our  difpatch  to  you  of  the  fecond  oiT>eceni- 
ber  laft,  we  were  in  hope  to  have  had  a  perfonal  Treaty  with  the  two  Houfes 
at  London^  upon  our  feveral  gracious  meffages  fent  to  them  to  that  purpofe^ 
and  for  the  better  effcdling  of  a  good  and  firm  Peace  with  our  lubjefts  here 
(which  we  hoped  would  induce  the  like  with  our  fubjefts  in  Ireland)  wc 
thought  it  requifite  then  to  give  you  order  not  to  conclude  a  Peace  on  that 
fide,  but  on  fuch  termes  as  we  expreffed  in  our  faid  difpatch.  But  we  now  find  by 
the  faid  Houfes  anfwer  to  the  faid  meffages  and  otherwife,  that  notwithftanding 
their  great  profefHons  for  Peace,  they  will  not  give  ear  to  a  Treaty  for  an  Ac- 
commodation. Wherefore,  as  before  we  gave  you  diredions  not  abfolutely  to 
conclude  a  Peace,  except  within  the  time  therein  limited,  you  might  be  certain 
to  procure  a  confiderable  afllflance  for  us,  fo  now  we  exprefly  command  you 
to  conclude  a  Peace,  fo  that  it  be  according  to  thofe  inflruftions  we  have  al-^ 
ready  given  you.  But  if  there  fhall  be  (contrary  to  our  expedation)  a  Treaty, 
you  may  be  affured  that  we  will  be  careful  that  nothing  fhall  be  here  finally 
concluded  by  us  concerning  Ireland^  without  acquainting  you  therewith,  and 
receiving  your  advice  thereupon.  We  refolved  to  have  fent  our  dear  Son  the 
Duke  of  Tork  into  Ireland,  but  as  he  was  ready  in  order  thereto  to  part  from 
hence  to  IVorcefter,  the  town  of  Hereford  was  by  treachery  furrcndered,  by 
which  meanes,  and  the  continued  (iege  of  Chejier,  the  paffages  in  thofe  parts 
are  obftrufted.  As  we  have  for  the  prefent  laid  afide  that  intention,  which  we 
fhall  refume  again,  when  we  (hall  fee  a  fitting  opportunity;  wherefore  you 
may  now  fpare  the  fending  of  any  velfel  to  Anglefey  for  that  fervice,  as  we 
formerly  diredled.  It  much  imports  our  fervice,  that  we  receive  very  frequent 
advertifement  from  you  of  your  proceedings,  and  the  ftate  of  our  affaires  on 
that  fide,  from  time  to  time  j  in  which  we  defire  you  to  ufe  all  pofllble  dili- 
gence.

May  it  pie afe  your  Majejiie-, 

YO  U  have  been  gracioufly  pleafcd  of  late  to  reward  fome  that  have  cither 
fcrved  your  Majcflie  adually,  or  fuffcred  for  you  eminently  in  their  pcr- 
fons  or  fortunes,  with  new  creations,  or  with  additions  of  honour  in  this 
Kingdom.  That  Colonel  Arthur  Chichefier  hath  milled  fuch  a  mark  of  your 
Maicllie's  favour,  I  conceive  to  have  been  through  his  own  modefty,  and  my 
not  rcprefenting  his  perfonal  merit.  If  he  out-lives  his  father,  he  will  be  in 
among  the  forcmoftof  the  Vifcounts  of  this  Kingdom  in  place,  and  (I  am  fure) 
beyond  them  all,  except  one,  in  fortune,  though  he  be  for  the  prefent  deprived 
of  the  latter  for  his  faithfulnefs  to  your  Majeftic's  Crown,  the  fame  meanes 
whereby  his  uncle  got  both  it  and  his  honour.  He  hath  ferved  your  Majcftie 
againft  the  Irijlj  Rebellion  fince  the  beginning  of  it,  and  when  through  an  al- 
moft  general  dcfedion  of  the  northern  Army,  he  was  no  longer  able  to  fervc 
your  Majcftie  there,  he  came  with  much  hazard  to  take  his  fhare  of  the  fuftcr- 
ings  of  your  fervants  here,  and  with  them  to  attend  for  that  happy  time,  that 
(we  truft)  will  put  us  in  condition  to  contribute  more  to  your  fervice  than  our 
prayers.  If  your  Majcftie  Ihall  think  fit  to  advance  this  Gentleman  to  an  Earl- 
dom, 1  conceive  that  of  T^imnegall^  a  County  in  the  Province  of  Uljier,  wherein 
he  Ihould  have  a  good  inheritance,  is  fitteft  5  which  I  humbly  offer  to  your  Majeftic's

SIR, 

I  Received  your  letters  of  the  3d  and  8th  o^ 'December  upon  the  13th  of 
this  month,  and  have  now  in  the  letters  enclofed  here  within,  befought 
his  Majeftie's  pardon  for  my  long  ftlence,  and  given  him  the  laft  accompt  I  am 
able  of  his  Majeftic's  commands  fignificd  in  his  own  letters  of  the  ift  and  2d 
of  December.  Wherewith  prefuming  you  will  be  made  acquainted,  I  fhall 
herein  touch  upon  nothing  1  have  faid  in  my  letter  to  the  King,  nor  am  I  yet 
able  to  fay  any  thing  of  the  ftate  of  his  Majeftie's  affaires  here,  more  than  you 
have  in  a  difpatch  direfted  to  the  Lord  Digby,  and  by  his  Lordihip  fent  hence 
fince  his  arrival,  a  duplicate  whereof  as  to  all  the  material  parrs  of  it  goes  now  al  fo. 
There  hath  been  indeed  a  rumour  often  here  of  the  Marquefs  of  Argyles 
coming  hither  for  the  ends  expreflcd  in  your  letter  of  the  3d  o^  December ^ 
but  I  am  fure  that  on  the  5  th  of  this  month  he  was  not  arrived,  and  do  much 
doubt,  if  he  fhould  come  with  purpofe  to  draw  over  thofe  called  the  New 
Scots,  whether  he  could  prevail  or  no,  fo  well  they  are  pleafcd  with,  and  fo 
fure  they  accompt  themfelves  of  holding  thofe  places  they  poifefs,  though  be- 
longing for  the  moft  part  to  his  Majeftie's  good  fubjcds.  I  have  not  yet  heard, 
otherwife  than  by  your  faid  letter  of  the  3d  of  the  laft  month,  of  any  fiich 
motion,  as  (you  intimate)  was  in  preparation  for  me  at  London,  nor  do  I  be- 
lieve they  hold  me  either  worthy  of,  or  tradable  by,  fuch  an  addrefs ;  yet  left 
any  fuch  attempt  fhould  be  made  upon  me,  I  humbly  defire,  with  what  con- 
venient fpecd  may  be,  to  be  dircdcd  by  his  Majcftie  how  1  may  bcft  receive 
and  manage  it  for  his  fervice.  One  of  the  three  Counfellors  named  in  your 
faid  letter,    namely  Sir  Robert  Meredith,  is  already  at  liberty,  as  part  of  the 
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exchange  given  for  the  freedom  of  the  Lord  Brabaz,on,  Sir  Henry  Tkhbiirnc  and 
Sir  James  Jl^are  -,  the  other  two,  upon  a  petition  of  theirs,  were  by  advice  of  the 
Counfel,  upon  the  return  of  the  faid  Lord  Brabaz,on,  &c.  fct  at  hbeity  upon 
bail,  in  which  condition  they  flood  when  the  three  laft  mentioned  Counfeliors 
were  taken  at  fca.  Sir  Adam  Loftus  is  not  now  in  town,  but  I  fhall  fend 
for  him,  and  by  the  next  give  you  an  accompt  what  he  and  Sir  JFiUiavi  Tar- 
fons  will  undertake  in  the  matter  of  exchange;  which  hitherto  tlicy  have  ftiil 
waved.     And  thus  I  have  done  with  yours  of  the  3d  of  December. 

That  of  the  Sth  hath  in  it  only  one  advertifement,  that  of  his  Majcflie's 
refolution  already  taken,  and  I  fuppolc  in  part  executed ;  fo  that  I  know  not 
how  comely  it  may  be  for  me  to  offer  any  thing,  that  may  feem  contrnry  to 
a  determined  Counfel,  in  a  thing  of  fo  high  a  nature,  which  hath  doubtlcfs  aims 
of  advantage  to  his  Majeftie  of  other  relation  than  to  this  Kingdom,  beyond 
which  I  have  feldom  taken  the  boldnefs  to  interpofe  any  conceptions  of  mine. 
Kor  were  it  now  needful,  the  Lord  'T>'igby  (with  whom  only  I  communica- 
ted that  letter)  having  faid  fo  much  upon  that  fubjed.  I  fliall  therefore  only 
by  you,  humbly  advertife  his  Majeftie,  that  in  this  place,  as  it  yet  ftands,  there 
is  neither  means  fitting  for  the  fupport  of  his  Highncfs  the  Duke  ofTork,  nor  any 
probable  affurance  of  his  fafety ;  nor  that  there  can  be  any  probable  aflurancc 
of  either,  till  not  only  a  Peace  be  concluded,  but  in  fome  degree  fettled  here ; 
and  that  in  the  laft  place  Bart/et's  fhip,  expected  for  his  Highnefs's  tranfporta- 
tion,  was  long  fince  partly  fiirprifed,  and  partly  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  the 
Rebels ;  and  that  there  is  now  here  no  vclfel  fit  or  lafe  for  fucha  fcrvice.  If  his 
Majeftie  continue  his  refolution,  and  his  Highnefs  ftiall  arrive  here,  1  fhall,  to 
the  utmoftof  my  power,  pundually  obfcrve  his  Majcftie's  cominands  concern- 
ing  him,  eftecming  it  a  great  happinefs  that  his  Majeftie  holds  me  worthy  fo 
great  a  truft,  which  is  all  I  Ihall  take  the  boldnefs  to  fay  in  that  particular. 
Only  I  fend  you  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  his  Highnefs,  written  upon  notice  of  his 
being  ztirorce^er,  hoping  it  may  find  him  there,  where  his  Majeftie's  pleafure  may 
foon  be  fignified  unto  him,  if  the  knowledge  of  the  uncertain  ftate  of  things 
here  fhall  induce  him  to  change  his  Royal!  pleafure.     I  am,  ^c.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majeftie y 

THOUGH  I  might  (with  truth)  offer  in  excufe  of  rtiy  filence,  fince  the 
time  of  Sir  Nicholas  Byron's  departure  hence,  till  the  date  of  a  difpatch 
direded  to  the  Lord  'Digby,  and  by  him  lent  over  fince  his  arrival  here  (which 
I  muft  confefs  to  have  been  too  long)  the  many  impediments  that  in  this  har- 
bour, and  on  the  other  fide,  lay  in  the  way  to  your  Majeftie  and  fome  other 
difficulties,  not  eafily  to  be  believed  by  any  bur  fuch  as  have  been  witnefles  of 
the  extreme  penury  of  this  place ;  yet  as  to  a  more  certain  and  never  failing- 
refuge,  I  humbly  caft  my  felf  upon  your  Majeftie's  goodnefs  for  pardon  of  tha't 
fault,  whereunto,  in  a  great  meafure,  I  afcribe  the  difficulties,  that  I  humbly 
conceive  are  impofed  on  me  by  your  Majeftie's  Letters  of  the  firft  and  fecond. 
oi 'December,  which  I  received  the  13  th  o'i  January .  Not  that  I  have  had,  or 
ever  will  have,  fuch  apprehenfion  of  the  danger  your  Majeftie's  commands  caa 
bring  upon  me,  as  to  fcruple  at  the  ready  performance  of  them ;  whereof  I 
have  given  fuch  teftimonies,  as  though  in  themfelves  trivial,  and  to  your  Ma- 
jeftie of  lefs  advantage  than  I  hoped  they  would  be,  have  yet  brought  me  to  cer- 
tain beggary,  and  me  and  mine  to  very  probable  ruin.  Nor  have  1  a  thought  like 
a  wilh,  that  thofe  proofs  had  not  been  given,  whatever  may  be  the  confequences-'- 
of  them  to  me,  or  the  leaft  inclination  to  be  otherwife  prefer ved,  than  by  and 
^  with 
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with  your  Majeftie's  power  and  intereft.  But  when  I  find  your  Majcftie'splea- 
fure  fo  expreffed  to  me,  that  there  Teems  no  room  left  for  my  juftification  (for 
what  I  ("hall  attempt  for  your  Ma)eftie's  fervice)  by  the  cafualties  lb  incident  to 
fuch  times  as  thefe,  and  to  your  Majeftie's  prefent  condition,  that  it  muft  be 
attributed  to  a  wonderful  Providence  of  God  if  they  be  efcaped,  and  that  there 
remains  not  time  lufficient  for  me  to  have  recourfe  to  your  Majeftie,  for  a 
gracious  interpretation  of  the  hardnefs  of  the  literal  fenfe,  then  I  fay  I  appre- 
hend with  much  trouble  the  ftreights  I  am  in,  and  that  in  relation  only  to  the 
prejudice  my  reiblutions  may  bring  upon  your  Ma)efty,  and  the  unfuccefsfulncfs 
of  what  I  fhail  determine  upon  my  duty  and  faith. 

To  fhew  that  by  thofe  letters  I  am  thus  ftreightned,  I  humbly  offer  to  your 
Majeftie's  confideration,  how  your  pleafure  is  llgnified  in  your  letter  of  the  fe- 
cond;  which,  though  dated  a  day  after  your  Majeftie's  of  the  firft  oi'DecembeVt 
I  underftand  as  firft  in  your  intention ;  that  of  the  firft  mentioning  an  enlarge- 
ment as  to  time  and  number  beyond  that  of  the  fecond.  Where  I  befecch 
your  Majeftie  be  pleafed  to  confider,  whether  one  but  reafonably  wary  might 
not  doubt  himfelf  unwarranted  to  proceed  in  a  matter  of  this  weight  according 
to  that  of  the  firft  5  which  being  intended  as  an  inlargement  to  that  of  the  fe- 
cond, is  not  only  firft  dated,  but  wanting  in  other  held  neceflary  formalities. 

Your  Majeftie,  in  your  letter  of  the  fecond  oi'Decembery  commands  with 
all  fpeed  to  have  particular  knowledge,  what  afTiftance  you  may  with  certainty 
rely  on  from  hence,  and  your  Majeftie  declares,  that  unlefs  you  may  receive 
from  hence  an  aide  of  at  leaft  ten  thoufand  horfe  and  foote  well  armed,  to  be 
landed  in  fome  part  of  England,  by  or  before  the  firft  of  March  next,  a  Peace 
here  will  not  be  of  fo  much  advantage  to  your  Majeftie  as  a  Ceflation. 

This  qucftion,  though  not  new  unto  me,  is  yet  fo  far  beyond  my  skill  to 
anfwer,  with  fatisfaftion  to  your  Majefty,  and  without  apparent  danger  of  here- 
after appearing  to  have  betrayed  your  fervice  by  folly,  or  upon  defign,  that  I 
dare  not  with  confidence  pitch  upon  any  proportion  of  afllftance  for  your  Ma- 
jeftie to  rely  on  from  hence;  much  lefs  with  certainty  to  aflure  your  Ma- 
jeftie, that  at  leaft  ten  thoufand  horfe  and  foote  fhall  from  hence  land  in  any 
part  of  England  by  the  firft  of  March  next.  For  befides  the  cafualties  at  fea, 
which  no  man  can  forefee,  1  am  very  much  a  ftranger  to  what  ftore  of  mo- 
ney, armes,  or  fhipping  the  Iri^  have  or  can  procure,  or  by  what  timej 
neither  can  I  take  upon  me  to  aniwer  for  their  affedlions.  But  I  am  of  opi- 
nion (and  that  in  fome  clearnefs)  that  they  aie  able  before  the  firft  oi  April 
next  to  draw  to  the  water  fide  fix  thoufand  foot  armed,  half  with  fire  armes, 
and  the  other  half  with  pikes,  that  for  the  tranfportation  of  thofe  numbei-s 
they  may  provide  fhipping  fufficient ;  and  I  conceive,  though  their  duty  and  af- 
feftions  fliould  not  lead  them  to  your  Majeftie's  afllftance,  that  yet  their  own 
intereft  ought  in  all  reafon  to  induce  them  to  it;  which  is  all  I  am  able  to 
fay  to  thofe  parts  of  your  Majeftie's  letters  of  the  ift  and  2d  of  'December, 
commanding  mc  to  let  you  know  what  you  have  to  truft  to  in  point  of  af- 
llftance from  hence. 

To  thofe  parts  of  your  Majeftie's  faid  letters,  commanding  me  fcrioufly  to 
endeavour  the  concluding  of  a  Peace  upon  pofitive  and  certain  aflurance  of  the 
afllftance  in  them  mentioned,  and  according  to  my  former  inftrudions ;  I  hum- 
bly anfwer,  that  for  the  former  rcafons,  1  conceive  it  impofllble  to  have  from 
the  Iri^  any  fuch  pofitive  aflurance  of  their  afllftance  in  all  the  circumftances 
of  it  as  fcems  to  be  required  :  Yet  if  I  can  conclude  a  Peace  at  all,  I  will  en- 
deavour that  it  be  upon  condition  that  they  fhall  do  all  that  can  be  expefted 
from  them  towards  your  Majeftie's  having  the  afllftance  of  fix  thoufand  foote 
fo  armed,  and  by  the  time  in  your  Majeftie's  of  the  ift  of 'D^f^w^^r  expreflcd ; 
and  that  otherwifc  your  Majeftie  fliall  not  be  bound  by  what  fliali  be  con- 
cluded.

And  if  ftich  a  Peace  cannot  be  obtained,  as  Ihall  fatisfy  me  tliat  your  Ma- 
jcftic's  intentions  are  complied  with,  I  will  endeavour  to  keep  the  Cellatioil 
and  Treaty  on  foot  till  1  have  advertifed  your  MajeQie,  with  the  beft  alVuiance 
I  can,  what  alliftance  may  be  expeded,  and  what  conditions  will  larisfy  them  5 
though  there  can  be  nothing  imagined  more  irkfome  or  dangerous  to  all  your 
Majeftie's  faithful  fcrvants  here,  than  the  lingering  milcrics  they  liifFcr,  and 
the  hazards  of  furprile  by  treachery  they  arc  cxpofed  unto  by  continuing  the 
Treaty  and  Cellation  with  the  Irifi.

RIGHT  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufinand  Counfellor,  and  right  trufty 
and  well-beloved  Counfellors,  we  greet  you  well.  We  have  feen  and  con- 
sidered thedifpatch  direded  from  you  and  our  Council  there  to  our  right  truft)^ 
and  well-beloved  Counfellor  Sir  Edward  Nicholas,  one  of  our  Principal  Se- 
cretaries of  State,  concerning  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan's  accufation,  and    yout* 
proceedings  thereupon.     And  as  we  could  not  but  receive  the  one  with  extra- 
ordinary amazement,  that  any  man's  folly  and  prefumption  fhould  carry  him  to 
fuch  a  degree  of  abufing  our  truft,  how  little  foever :  So  we  could  not  but  be 
very  fenfible  of  the  gueat  afFedion  and  zeal  to  our  fervice,  which  you  have  ex- 
prcflcd  in  putting  our  honour  (fo  highly  traduced)  into  fo  fpecdy  and  eflFedual 
a  way  of  vindication  by  the  proceeding   againft  the  faid  Earl.     And  although 
we  are  ['o  well  alTured  of  you  and  the  reft  of  our  Council's  entire  confidence 
in  the  juftice  and  piety  of  our  refolution  in  what  concerns  the  maintenance 
of  the  true  Proteftant  Religion,  and    particularly  of  the  Church  and  the  Re- 
venues thereto  belonging,  and  our  conftant  care  of  our  good  fubjeds  of  the 
fame  in  that  our  Kingdom,    as  we  do  not  think  it  needful  to  fay  any  more 
unto  you  upon  that  fubjed  than  what  hath  been  fufficiently  declared   by  the 
pradice  and  profeflions  of  our  whole  life ;  yet  to  the  end  that  your  zeal  may- 
be the  better  inftruded  in  that  particular,  whereby  to  fatisfy  fuch  of  our  good 
fubjeds  as  might  be  apt  to  be  milled  by  the  fubtlety  and  malice  of  our  ene- 
mies, we  have  thought  fit  to  let  you  know  the  whole  truth  of  what  hath  palt 
from  us  unto  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  whereby  he  might  in  any  Wife  pretend 
to  the  leaft  kind  of  truft  or  authority  from  us  in  what  concerned  the  Treaty  of 
that  Kingdom.     The  truth  is,  that  the  prefling  condition  of  our  affaires  ob- 
liging us  to  procure  a  Peace   in  that  Kingdom,  if  it  might  be  had  upon  any 
terms  fafe  to  our  honour  and  confcience,  and  to  our  Proteftant  fubjeds  there  > 
and  finding  alfothat  the  faid  Peace  could  not  be  gained  but  by  fome  indulgence 
to  the  Roman  Catholicks  in  point  of  freeing  them  from  the  penalties  impofcd 
upon  the  exercife  of  their  Religion,    as  although  juftly  and  duly  we    might 
grant,   yet  haply  in  a  publick  tranfadion  could  not  be  without  fome  fcandal 
to  fuch  our  good  fubjeds,  as  might  be  apt  to  be  wrought  upon  by  their  arts, 
who  did  continually  watch  all  advantages  to  blaft  the  integrity  of  our  adionsy 
we  thought  fit,  over  and  above  our  publick  power  and  diredions  to  you  out* 
Lieutenant,   to   give  you  private    inftrudions  and   power  to    aflure  the  faid 
Roman  Catholicks  in  a  lefs  publick  way  of  the  faid  exemptions  from  the  pe- 
nalties of  the  law,  and  of  fome  fuch  other  graces  as  might,  without  blemifh  to 
our  honour  and  confcience,  or  prejudice  to  our  Proteftant  fubjeds,  be  afforded 
them.     With  the  knowledge  of  thefe  fecret  inftrudions  to  you,  we  thought 
fit  to  acquaint  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan  at  his  going  to  Ireland,  being  confident 
of  his  hearty  affedions  to  our  fervice ;  and  withall,  knowing  his  inrereft  wirh 
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the  Roman  Catholick  party  to  be  very  confiderable,  we  thought  it  not  unhkcly 
that  you  might  make  good  ule  of  him  by  imploying  that  intereft  in  pcrfwad- 
ing  them  to  a  moderation,  and  to  reft  fatisticd,  upon  his  engagement  alio,  with 
thofe  above-mentioned  conceflions,  of  which  in  the  condition  of  our  affaires, 
you  could  give  them  no  other  than  a  private  aflurance.  To  this  end,  (and  with 
the  ftrideft  Hmitations  that  we  could  enjoin  him,  merely  to  thofe  particulars 
concerning  which  we  had  given  you  fecret  inftruclions,  as  alfo  even  in  that  to 
do  nothing  but  by  your  efpccial  direftions)  it  is  poflible  we  might  have  thought 
fit  to  have  given  unto  the  faid  Earl  of  Glamorgan  llich  a  credential  as  might 
give  him  credit  with  the  Roman  Catholicks,  in  cafe  you  Ihould  find  occafton 
to  make  ufe  of  him,  ehher  as  a  farther  afllirancc  unto  them  of  what  you  fhould 
privately  promife,  or  in  cafe  you  fhould  judge  it  ncccilary  to  manage  thofe  mat- 
ters for  their  greater  confidence  apart  by  him,  of  whom,  in  regard  of  his  Re- 
ligion and  intereft,  they  might  be  the  lefs  jealous.     This  is  all,  and  the  very- 
bottom  of  what  we  might  have  poflibly  entrufted  unto  the  faid  Earl  of  Glamor- 
gan in  this  affair;  which,  as  things  then  flood,  might  have  been  very  ufeful  to 
our  fcrvice  in  accelerating  the  Peace,  and  whereof  there  was  To  much  need,  as 
well  for  the  prefervation  of  our  Proteftant  fubjeds  there,  as  for  haftening  thofe 
neceflary  aids  which  we  were  to  exped  from  thence,  had  we  had  the  luck  to 
imploy  a  wifer  man.     But  the  truth  is,  being  very  confident  of  his  affedions 
and  obedience,  we  had  not  much  regard  to  his  abilities,  fTnce  he  was  bound 
up  by  our  pofitivc  commands  from  doing  any  thing,  but  what  you  fhould  par- 
ticularly and  precifcly  dired  him  to,   both  in  the  matter  and  manner  of  his 
negotiation. 

Wherefore  our  pleafure  is,  that  the  charge,  begun  by  our  Secretary  accord- 
ing to  his  duty,  be  thoroughly  and  diligently  profecuted  againft  the  faid  Earl. 
And  fo  no  way  doubting  of  your  and  out  Council's  further  care  there  cor- 
rcfpondent  to  your  beginning  in  a  matter  fo  highly  concerning  us,  we  bid  you 
heartily  farewell.

My  Lords, 

HI S  Majcfty  having,  with  the  Lords  of  his  Privy  Council  here,  heard  and 
duely  weighed  your  Lordfhips  to  me  of  the  5  th  prefcnt  concerning  your 
prudent  and  grave  proceedings  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  Lord  Ed'ivard  Herbert 
of  Ragland  lb  highly  importing  his  Majeftic,  hath  commanded  me  to  fend 
your  Lordfhips  his  Royal  thanks,  as  well  for  your  affedionate  cxprcflions  of 
your  tendernefs  of  his  honour,  as  your  juft  relentment,  how  fcandalous  and 
difadvantagious  fuch  the  faid  Lord  Herbert's  proceedings  might  have  been  to 
his  Majeftie's  affaires  and  fervice  here  and  on  that  fide,  if  the  wife  courfe  your 
Lordfhips  have  taken  to  vindicate  his  Majeftie  had  been  deferred.  Your  Lord- 
fliips  will  by  the  King's  own  letter  herewith  fent  receive  the  particulars  of  all 
that  his  Majeftie  can  call  to  mind  or  imagine  he  may  have  done  or  faid  to  the 
Lord  Herbert  in  that  bufinefs.  And  fince  the  warrant  whereby  his  Lordfhip 
pretends  to  be  authorized  to  treat  with  the  Roman  Catliolicks  there  is  not 
fealed  with  the  Signet,  as  it  mentions ;  nor  atteftcd  by  either  of  his  Majeftie's 
Secretaries  as  it  ought,  nor  written  in  the  ftile  that  warrants  of  that  nature  ufc 
to  be,  neither  refers  to  any  inftrudions  at  all,  your  LordHiips  cannot  but  judge 
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it  to  be  (at  Icnfl)  furixptitioufly  gotten,  if  not  worfc ;  for  his  Mnjcftic  faith  he 
remembers  it  not.  And  as  the  warrant  is  a  very  ftrangc  one,  lb  hath  been  al- 
io the  execution  of  it :  For  it  is  manifeft  the  Lord  Herbert  did  not  acquaint 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  with  any  part  of  it  before  he  concluded  with  the  faid  Ra- 
f/ian  Catiiolicks,  nor  ever  advcrtifed  his  Majcftie,  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  or  any 
of  his  Council  here  or  there,  what  he  had  done  in  an  affair  of  fo  great  mo- 
ment and  confequencc  four  months  before^  till  it  was  difcovcrcd  by  accidenti 
This  doth  not  Ibund  like  good  meaning,  and  I  am  fure  is  not  fair  dealing. 
But  his  Majcftie  having  by  his  letter  to  your  Lord("hips  left  the  charge  againft 
the  Lord  Herbert  to  be  profccuted  by  your  Lordlliips,  I  fliall  fay  no  more  of 
that  unhappy  fubjed. 

His  Majcftie  commands  me  to  acquaint  yourLordfhips,  that  he  likewife  thanks 
you  for  your  care  in  demanding  jufticc  of  the  Roman  Catholicks,  as  well  for 
the  barbarous  murther  of  'John  Joyce  and  thofe  who  were  with  him  in  his 
Majcftic's  cartle  of  JVickloe^  as  for  reparation  of  the  building  there  by  them 
burnt,  and  rcftitution  of  what  was  taken  from  the  murthered  perfons.  And 
hisMajcftie  approves  very  well  of  your  care  to  repair  thofe  buildings  which  were 
there  burnt.  1  (nail  not  now  add  any  more  to  your  Lordlhips  trouble,  but

"^"OUR  Lordfhip's  of  the  19th  I  received  the  24th  prefcnt,  being  the  only 
X  letter  that  hath  come  to  my  hands  from  your  Excellence  fince  Robert 
Smith  went  hence,  or  in  many  months  before  ;  and  I  am  very  glad  to  find 
that  I  have  ftill  a  place  in  your  Lordfhip's  eftcem,  which  I  fhall  endeavour  to 
prefcrve,  though  I  cannot  merit. 

His  Majcftie  did  very  readily  and  gracioufly  condcfcend  to  the  conferring  of 
the  honour  your  Lord("hip  defired  on  Sir  Ed\Ji-ard  Butler,  for  which  your  Ex- 
cellence will  herewith  receive  his  Majcftic's  warrant  and  dircdions. 

We  arc  all  here  much  amazed  at  the  news  of  the  Lord  Herbert's  imprudent 
action  (to  fay  no  more  of  it)  which  hath  moft  extremely  prejudiced  his  Ma- 
jefty  and  his  affaires  here. 

Your  Excellence  and  the  Council  there,  will  herewith  receive  a  full  and 
particular  relation  from  his  Majcftie,  of  all  that  he  can  call  to  mind  concern- 
ing that  bufinefs ;  wherein  as  the  Lord  Herbert  hath  dealt  very  unworthily  with 
his  Majcftie,  fo  it  is  believed,  that  even  the  Roman  Catholicks  themfelves  will 
condemn  him  for  his  imprudent  proceeding  therein.  For  if  his  pretended  war- 
rant had  been  authentick,  yet  to  do  any  thing  thereupon  without  your  Excel- 
lence's privity,  was  a  madnefs,  rather  than  a  folly,  and  the  concealing  fo  long 
what  he  had  done,  argues  fomething  worfe.  The  King  hath  commanded  me 
to  advertife  your  Lordlliip,  that  the  patent  for  making  the  faid  Lord  Herbert 
GiRagland,  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  is  not  paflcd  the  Great  Seal  hercj  fo  as  he  is  no 
Peer  of  this  Kingdom,  notwithftanding  he  ftiles  himfelf,  and  hath  tteated  with 
the  Rebels  in  Ireland,  by  the  name  of  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  which  is  as  vainly 
taken  upon  him  as  his  pretended  warrant  (if  any  fuch  be)  was  furreptitioufly 
gotten.  And  I  am  fure  that  honour  cannot  be  conferred  on  him  under  the 
fignet  (as  firmly  as  under  the  Great  Seal  to  all  intents  and  purpofes)  as  his 
Lordftiip's  pretended  warrant  and  power  is  alledgcd  to  be,  though  there  be  no 
iignet  to  it.  I  intend 
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I  intend  herewith  to  lend  your  Excellence  copies  of  his  Majellic's  inanV 
gracious  meflages  to  the  two  Houles  at  JVeflminJier  -,  but  nothing  will  fatisfy 
them  (as  1  believe)  but  an  utter  rubverfion  of  the  ancient  government  o'i  Eng- 
land, which  I  hope  God  will  not  lliffer. 

It  were  neccll'ary,  that  his  Majelly  knew,  as  foon  as  might  be,  what  he 
may  cxped:  from  Ireland;  whence  it  is  here  believed  no  great  ftore  of  forces 
can  be  had,  if  that  Peace  were  there  concluded. 

Thole  at  London  cannot  agree  in  the  choice  of  a  Lord  Deputy  for  Ireland} 
fome  have  voted  (as  I  hear)  the  Lord  Lijle,  others  would  have  the  Lord  Inchi- 
mt'tn.  Crom\vell  (who  is  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Army  in  the  Weft  under 
i)ir  Thomas  Fairfax)  hath  been  otfcred  by  the  two  Houfes,  to  be  fent  over 
General  of  an  Army  into  Ireland;  but  he  hath  refufed  it,  refolving  firft  to  fee 
the  Independents  fettled  in  their  hoped  for  Government  m  England,  that  party 
being  here  much  ftronger  than  the  Presbyterian;  though  this  latter  with  the 
help  of  the  Scots  do  yet  keep  the  reins  in  their  hands. 

His  Majeftie's  intention  to  fend  the  Duke  of  Tork  for  Ireland,  was  by  the 
lofs  of  Hereford  and  otiier  accidents,  laid  afide,  as  your  Lordlhip  hath  been 
formerly  advertifed  by  the  King,  fo  as  there  is  no  ule  for  a  fhip  to  be  fent  to 
Antrlefey  for  that  purpolb,  as  was  by  his  Majeftie  formerly  direfted.  I  Ihall 
readily  obfervc  your  Exce.Ience's  commands  here,  in  all  particulars  for  his  Ma- 
jeftie's fcrvice,  or  wherein  I  may  by  my  endeavours  exprefs  how  much  your 
Excellence's  integrity  is  honoured  by.

I  Have  not  otherwife  heard  of  the  audience  given  to  the  Nuncio  there,  than 
by  your  Lordfliip'sof  the  8th  of  this  month;  nor  do  at  all  underftand  what 
ground  there  is  for  the  expeftation  your  Lordihip  mentions  of  advantageous 
conditions  by  means  of  her  Majeftie,  wherein  if  your  Lordftiip  pleafe  to  give 
jTie  further  light,  1  fhall  accompt  it  an  encreafe  of  my  obligation  to  your  fervicc. 
My  Lord,  my  affedlions  and  intereft  are  fo  tied  to  his  Majeftie's  caufe,  that

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  we  greet 
you  well.  Having  well  weighed  your  letter  of  the  ipth  oi  January,  wc 
are  very  fenfiblc  of  the  hard  condition  you  are  in,  and  therefore  do  not  won- 
der to  find  you  troubled  at  the  ftrift  commands  we  have  fent  you ;  which  was 
to  fhew  you  the  neceflity  of  our  condition,  but  no  waycs  to  oblige  you  to  do 
further  than  a  difcrcct  and  prudent  Minifter  ought  to  perform.  You  conceive 
very  truly,  that  there  was  a  miftake  in  the  date  oftheletter  written  with  our  own 
pen  to  you,  which  fhould  have  been  dated  after  our  other  ^  but  howfoevcr  you 
may  be  allured,  that  our  intention  was  not  to  tie  you  to  the  literal,  but  the 
true,  meaning  of  our  letters.  It  is  not  poftible  for  any  King  to  have  more  con- 
fidence, not  only  in  the  fidelity  and  aftcftion,  but  likewife  in  the  induftry  and 
judgment  of  a  Minifter,  than  we  have  of  you;  and  therefore  we  thought  good 
by  thefe  our  letters  to  afllire  you,  that  if  you  can  conclude  a  Peace,  according 
to  the  latter  part  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  of  January,  you  fhall  do  us  very 
good  and  acceptable  fervice.

I  Have  received  your  Lordfhip's  feveral  letters  of  the  1 9th  of  January  laft,  by 
Colonel  Butler  i  with  which  I  have  acquainted  his  Majeftie.  I  hear  no 
more  of  the  Rebels  purpofe  to  treat  with  your  Lordfhip,  but  believe  by  their 
voting  the  Lord  Lifle  to  be  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  they  doubt  you  are 
too  faithful  and  prudent  a  Minifter  to  be  wrought  upon  5  and  fo  they  laid  that 
defign  afide.  I  am  advertifed,  that  they  have  given  the  Lord  Inchiquin  much 
trouble  and  difcontent,  in  preferring  the  Lord  Lijle  before  him  to  that  great, 
office. 

1  have,  by  the  King's  command,  written  at  large  concerning  the  reafon  of 
his  Majeftie's  intention  to  fend  the  Duke  of  Tork  into  Ireland,  which  was  to 
fend  him  the  fafer  into  France,  if  your  Excellence  found  it  not  fafe  or  con- 
venient for  him  to  continue  in  Ireland.  And  I  aflure  your  LordlTiip,  now  that 
defign  is  laid  afide,  the  King  is  reduced  to  that  extremity,  as  he  knows  not 
how  to  difpofe  of  the  Duke  with  fafety,  which  gives  the  King  no  little  trou- 
ble. The  King  was  glad  your  Lordftiip's  letter  to  the  Duke  was  by  you 
fo  well  difguifed;  for  his  Highnefs  knew  nothing  of  the  King's  purpofe 
therein.

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The  Lord  Primate  is  not  dead,  and  though  in  ill  hands  in  Wales,  yet  \Ve 
hope  his  piety  will  by  God's  mercy  prcferve  him  yet  longer  an  ornament  to 
the  Proteftant  Church,  and  honour  to  his  funftion. 

I  have  by  this  fent  your  Excellency  a  full  difpatch  of  all  other  particulars  you 
defired.  As  for  the  bill  of  graces  which  your  Lordlhip  fenc  hither  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  Ireland,  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  King's  learned  Counfcl  here, 
and  had  been  fent  by  this  bearer ;  but  that  he  durft  not  now,  ilnce  the  lofs  of 
Chefter,  adventure  to  carry  any  thing  of  fo  great  a  bulk,  the  paflagcs  being  all 
fo  full  of  the  enemie's  Soldiers. 

Your  Excellency  will  receive  from  the  King's  own  pen  (I  believe)  what  you 
may  exped  of  direftions  from  him.  We  are  here  now  bufy  in  gathering  the 
King's  forces  together,  the  King  intending  by  the  beginning  of  next  month  to 
take  the  field ;  and  we  hope  he  will  have  five  thoufand  horfe  and  dragoons 
and  foote  ready  to  march  with  him  by  that  time. 

The  Houfes  have  not  as  yet  fent  his  Majeftie  any  anfwer  to  his  meffage  of 
the  2,9th  oi  January  X^^--,  they  pretend  reformation,  but  their  defign  is  the 
extirpation,  not  only  of  Epifcopacy,  but  of  Monarchy  itfelf 

I  fent  full  anfwer  to  your  Lordfhip's  firft  difpatch  concerning  the  Earl  of 
Glamorgan  two  feveral  ways,  the  laft  of  "January. 

I  have  by  this  fent  a  triplicate  of  the  King's  anfwer  to  the  letter  his  Ma- 
jefty  received  from  your  Lordfhip  and  the  Council  there,  left  the  former  Ihould 
mifcarry.  The  King  expeds  to  hear  fpeedily  what  is  like  to  be  the  iffue  of 
your  prefent  Treaty  at  'T>ublm.

My  Lord, 

THOUGH  we  find  it  here  moft  difficult  to  hear  from  Ireland  (his  Highnefs 
having  received  no  difpatch,  or  the  leaft  account  of  the  affaires  of  that 
Kingdom,  fince  his  coming  from  Barnejiaple  till  the  6th  of  this  month)  yet 
I  fear  our  ill  news  from  thefe  parts  will  find  a  fpeedier  conveyance  to  your 
Lordfhip. 

The  forces  of  the  Enemy  being  fo  great  in  Cornwall,  and  his  Highnefs  be- 
ing refolved  not  to  be  fhut  up  in  'Pendennis  caftle,  on  Monday  night  laft  he 
fet  fail  from  thence,  and  on  Wednefday  arrived  here  in  a  place  very  ftrong  of 
itfelf,  and  capable  of  being  eafily  made  impregnable;  but  as  full  of  prefent 
wants  and  dilaccommodations  as  can  be  imagined.  One  of  the  great  benefits 
his  Highnefs  reckons  the  neighbourhood  to  you,  and  defires  your  Lordfhip  to 
find  fome  meanes  that  he  may  hear  from  you  :  And  truly,  if  your  Irt^i  Mer- 
chants could  be  encouraged  to  trade  hither,  they  will  be  fure  to  receive  ready 
money  ;  and  if  they  bring  timber,  ruggs  and  any  provifions  of  vidual,  they 
will  make  good  markets,  bcfides  the  accommodating  the  place.

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Tl^e  Prince  very  earneftly  dcfircs  your  Lordlhip  to  fend  him  three  companies, 
of  100  in  each  company,  for  his  guards,  armed  (if  pofliblc)  with  firelocks,  other- 
wife  with  muskets,  and  for  the  tranfportation  of  them  hither,  \\\$  Higlinefs 
will  fpeedily  fend  a  fliip  to  T)ublm,  againft  which  time  he  hopes  the  men  will 
be  ready. 

The  day  the  Prince  came  from  ^endennis,  he  received  a  letter  from  my  Lord 
of  Glamorgan  dated  at  PVaterford  the  20th,  in  which  his  Lordfhip  afl'ures  him, 
that  there  is  a  perfedt  Peace  concluded,  and  6000  men  ready  to  be  tranfport- 
ed  into  England;  which  being  fo  different  from  the  intelligence  we  receive  in 
the  prints  from  London,  and  in  fome  letters  from  Oxford,  puts  us  here  into 
pew  amazement.  Having  never  yet  the  good  fortune  to  know  whether  the 
cypher  I  prefumed  to  fend  your  Lordfhip  (I  think  by  Sir  Arthur  Aft  on)  came 
fafe  to  you,  I  dare  not  write  more  particularly,  though  your  Lordfliip  will  eafily 
conceive  his  Highnefs's  condition  and  fervice  would  require  a  franker  intercourfe ;

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  we  greet 
you  well.  We  have  been  at  a  great  lofs  divers  weeks  for  want  of  ad- 
vertifement  out  of  Ireland,  and  our  condition  is  now  very  low  and  fad,  by 
the  late  disbanding  of  our  Army  in  the  Weft  (which,  if  fuccours  of  foote  had 
arrived  in  time  from  Ireland,  might  have  been  preferved  to  our  moft  certain 
advantage)  and  by  the  defeat  given  to  the  Lord  Afteley  and  the  forces  he  was 
bringing  from  Worcefter,  to  join  with  fuch  as  we  have  in  thefe  parts;  fo  as 
we  have  no  face  of  an  Army  left,  nor  vifible  meanes  to  relieve  Exeter,  Newark 
and  other  our  befieged  gavrifons.  In  this  perplexed  ftate  of  things,  we  have 
once  more  fent  to  Weftminfter  our  gracious  meflage,  a  copy  whereof  you  fhall 
have  herewith,  and  may  obferve  thereby,  that  we  have  left  nothing  un-ofFered 
that  may  be  conceived  conducing  to  Peace.  We  have  thought  fit  to  advertife 
thefe  particulars  to  you  with  fpeed,  and  that  our  Son  the  Prince  is  gone  into 
^Denmark,  as  in  cafe  of  neceflity  we  appointed  him  to  do ;  that  you  may  ftop 
the  fending  over  of  foot,  which  would  be  loft,  if  they  fhould  now  come,  we 
having  no  horfe  nor  ports  in  our  power  to  fecure  them.  And  for  the  reft  of 
our  affaires  in  and  concerning  that  Kingdom,  you  are  to  take  your  meafures 
hereby,  how  to  order  and  difpofe  things  there  for  the  beft ;  wherein  we  rely 
upon  your  approved  great  fidelity  and  wifdom.  And  fo  for  the  prefent  bid  you 
heartily  farewell.

D  I  G  B  Y, 

SINCE  my  laft  to  you  by  Colonel  Butler,  niisfortunes  have  fo  multiplied 
upon  me,  that  I  have  been  forced  to  fend  this  (to  fay  no  more  but)  ftrange 
meflage  to  London :  yet  whatfoever  come  of  me,  I  muft  not  forget  my  friends, 
wherever  they  are.  Having  little  time,  I  command  you  to  excufe  me  to  Or- 
monde for  not  writing  a  particular  letter  to  him,  meaning  that  this  fhould  fcrve 
for  you  both. 

As  the  ftate  of  my  affairs  now  ftand,  forces  from  Ireland  (except  they  were 
much  greater  than  I  believe  can  be  fent  me  from  thence)  will  do  me  more 
harm  than  good  :  and  yet  1  much  defire  that  the  Peace  there  were  made.  In- 
deed if  my  condition  were  fuch  as  to  make  any  thing  of  an  equal  Treaty  with 
the  Rebels,  I  could  then  wifh  that  that  Peace  were  at  my  difpofing :  But  now 
my  cafe  is  fuch,  that  if  I  be  not  before-hand  bound  up  by  my  word,  Ifhall  be 
forced  (and  that  without  contradiftion)  to  call  that  Kingdom  loofe  for  a  prey, 
cither  to  Rebels  or  foreigners.  Wherefore,  if  it  be  not  already,  I  wifh  this 
way  to  bind  my  hands,  left  againft  my  judgment  I  do  my  felf  harm  ;  but  with- 
all  that  Ormonde  flop  any  forces  from  coming  over,  and  employ  them  for  the 
reducing  that  Kingdom  into  a  perfefl  obedience  5  by  which  it  is  poffible  that 
it  may  pleafe  God  to  reftore  the  King  the  other  two,  or  be  a  retreat  for  my 
felf. 

Now  for  my  own  particular  refolution,  it  is  this.  I  am  endeavouring  to  get 
to  London,  fo  that  the  conditions  may  be  fuch  as  a  Gentleman  may  own,  and 
that  the  Rebels  may  acknowledge  me  King,  being  not  without  hope,  that  I 
fhall  be  able  fo  to  draw  either  the  Presbyterians  or  Independents  to  fide  with 
me  for  extirpating  one  the  other,  that  I  fhall  be  really  King  again. 

Howfoever  I  defire  you  to  afllire  all  my  friends  that,  if  I  cannot  live  as  King, 
I  fhall  die  like  a  Gentleman,  without  doing  that  which  may  make  honeft  men 
bluih  for  me.  I  confefs  that  my  Son's  abfencc,  though  I  know  not  particularly 
where  he  is,  more  than  that  I  am  confident  he  is  fafe,  and  out  of  any  Rebel's 
power,  which  is  of  the  greateft  fecurity  for  me,  makes  me  not  the  lefs  bold ; 
and  I  could  wilh  that  the  Duke  of  Tork  were  in  fome  fuch  place  as  Irelandy 
notwithftanding  the  opinion  of  wifcr  men.  I  will  conclude  with  this  affii- 
rance,  that  whatlbever  becomes  of  me,  by  the  grace  of  God,  I  will  never  for- 
fake  the  Church,  my  Friends,  nor  my  Crown,  nor  be  other  than

Upon  fecond  thoughts,  I  find  it  very  poflible  to  have  ufe  of  Irifj  forces, 
albeit  they  were  but  3  or  4000,  and  would  do  nothing  to  impofllbilitate 
ayde  from  thence ;  but,  if  it  be  poflible,  have  them  ready  againft  I  fend  you 
word,  which,  by  the  grace  of  God,  you  ftiall  not  faile  to  have  this  next  week, 
and  that  pofitively,  what  you  arc  to  do.

My  Lord, 

SINCE  the  duplicate  from  'Dublin  by  Sir  Alan  Butler y  who  returned  hence 
with  anfwcr  about  tiac  i8th  oi  February  laft,  (whereof  Sir  Wtlltam  Byron 
carried  a  duplicate  fome  few  days  after)  there  hath  come  no  letter  from  Ire^ 
land,  whereby  we  have  been  many  weeks  in  great  ignorance  of  what  hath  paA 
led  there.     That  nevcrthelefs  is  the  lead  evil  of  two ;  for  not  only  Chefiert 
but  lately  the  whole  Weft,  (that  is,  the  Army  we  had  there)  hath  been  mife- 
rably  loll  for  want  of  that  fuccour  that  we  have  fo  expcded  from  that  King- 
dom.    Foot  we  wanted  in  Corn'V.'all  to  help  our  horfcj  if  thofe  had  come,  we 
Ihould  have  been  in  a  condition  to  drive  Fairfax  out  of  the  Weft.     That  fail- 
ing, and  likewife  fome  chief  men  among  the  Cornijb,  our  forces  disbanded 
almoft  daily  out  of  difcontent;  the  reft,  debauched  by  the  fpecious  arts  of  the 
enemy,   who  (we  hear)  daily  breaks  conditions  with  them.     The  Prince  of 
J^ales  with  his  Council  pafl'ed  into  the  Ifle  of  Scilly,  and  are  gone  thence,  as 
wc  conceive,  to  Denmark,  as  the  King  had  ordered,  in  cafe  of  neceffity.  *Pen- 
dennis  caftic  and  Barnjlaple  are  the  only  holds  we  now   have  in  the  Weft; 
and  it  cannot  be  expefted  we  fhould  have  them  long,  there  being  no  vifible 
relief  for  them  in  this  Kingdom,    and  as  little  appearance  to  have  it  from  a- 
broad,  without  horfc,  and  without  ports  to  fecure  it.     For  to  that  difafter  in 
the  Weft,  it  hath  plcafed  God  to  permit  the  addition  of  my  Lord  AJlle/s  de- 
feat on  Saturday  laft  at  Stow  on  the  fVotdd^  as  he  was  coming  from  fVorcefier 
with  about  2000  foot  and  horfe  to  join  with  the  forces  hereabouts.     Lord 
Aftley  is  prifoner   at  Warwick,  Sir  Charles  Lucas  at  Comptonhow^c :  About 
400  horfe  efcaped   hither  with  the  Lord  St.  Taul,  and  fome  few  foot ;  the 
reft  all  taken  or  flain,  all  his  carriages  and  baggage  loft.  The  handful!  of  horfc 
now  hereabouts  is  all  the  force  the  King  hath  left,  fave  what  is  in  the  few 
remaining  garrifons,  moft  of  which  are  blocked  up  or  befieged.     In  this  fad 
pofture  your  Lordfhip  may  imagine  how  difficult  it  is  for  the  King  to  refolvc 
what  to  do :  But  to  (hew  his  conftant  paffion  for  Peace,  he  hath  newly  fent 
to  Wefiminfter  a  moft  fatisfaftory  meflage,  (as  we  conceive  it)  if  any  thing  be 
fb  to  them ;  whereof  your  Lordfhip  will  find  a  copy  herein.     What  operation 
it  hath  had,  we  exped  to  hear. 

Mr.  W.  Murray  is  prifoner  in  the  Tower,  but  not  yet  farther  proceeded 
againft ;  by  which,  and  by  the  publication  of  the  late  ordinance  for  choofing 
Lay-Elders  throughout  England  and  Wales,  it  is  collefted,  that  the  Presbyte- 
rians prevail  yet ;  In  this  they  are  curbed,  that  they  cannot  yet  obtain  the 
Presbytery  to  be  fettled  de  jure  divino,  the  point  now  in  higheft  conteftation.

THIS  place  affording  me  more  time  of  recolle£lion  than  the  fuddennefs 
of  my  departure  and  the  important  affaires  there  in  agitation  would  al- 
low me ,  I  fhall  humbly  offer  fome  particulars  to  your  Lordfliip's  confider^- 
tion. 

f  Z  I  prefume 
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I  prefume  that,  immediately  upon  my  arrival  into  Connnght,  I  Hiall  be  im- 
portuned perfonally  and  vigoroufly  to  oppofe  and  refill  the  invafion  of  the 
Scots,  and  the  attempts  of  the  malignant  garrifons  of  that  Province  ■■>  for  which 
1  have  nothing  of  inftruftion  or  authority  from  your  Lordlhip,  nor  any  thing 
to  guide  my  proceedings  therein,  farther  than  what  I  can  derive  from  my  Com- 
miflion  for  the  government  of  the  County  of  Gallway,  which  confines  me 
■within  the  limits  of  that  County.  And  though  it  fhould  ftill  be  your  Lord- 
fhip's  refolution  to  confer  the  place  of  Lieutenant  General  upon  me,  which  I 
muft  acknowledge  my  felf  in  all  circumftances  moft  uncapable  of,  more  thaa 
what  a  firm  zeal  to  the  fervice  of  his  Majeftie  fhall  inable  me  to  perform, 
I  know  not  whether  that  will  be  a  fufficienc  warrant  for  me,  without  fpecial 
order  to  alTume  any  power  within  my  Lord  Prefident's  government :  And  if  his 
Lordlhip  in  his  prefent  condition  find  it  fit  for  his  undertaking,  I  fhall  cftcem 
it  a  very  great  happinefs  to  keep  within  my  own  jurifdidion,  knowing  my  own 
difability,  and  being  well  acquainted  with  the  unruly  difpofitions  of  that  Pro- 
vince. So  that  without  your  Lordfhip's  exprefs  authority,  no  perfwafions  of 
the  other  party  fliall  prevail  with  me  to  appear  with  them,  otherwife  than  by 
fending  afliftance  to  them.  But  if  your  Lordihip  fhall  by  your  commands  en- 
gage me  in  any  farther  imployment,  I  fhall  humbly  defire  that  fome  better  Offi- 
cers may  be  chofen  for  me  than  yet  appears  in  our  parts ;  and  I  do  efpecially 
defire  and  offer  to  your  Lordihip's  favour  Colonel  Francis  'Traford;  other- 
wife  I  muft  be  driven  to  hazard  my  felf  and  the  fafety  of  thole  parts  in  un- 
skilful hands,  or  lofe  the  afFe(ftion  of  the  people  there,  by  making  it  my  own 
aft  to  difplace  any  already  in  command.  I  find  my  felf  much  gravelled  upon 
the  confideration  of  fome  particulars,  which,  if  my  memory  had  ferved,  would 
have  been  moft  proper  for  difcourfe.  I  do  imagine  by  fome  words  let  fall  by 
a  friend  of  mine,  that  the  Nuncio  will  fhortly  make  fome  addrefles  to  me,  and 
provide  money  for  the  profecution  of  the  war  in  Connaght ;  or  elfe  that  I  fhall 
be  invited  and  earneftly  importuned  to  write  unto  him,  upon  affurance  of  his 
performance  therein.  And  there  is  fome  conjedure  that  he  may  vifit  the 
town  of  Gallway,  and  pafs  by  fome  houfes  of  mine;  and  how  to  behave  my 
felf  in  any  of  thefe,  being  loth  to  lofe  his  money,  doth  much  perplex  nic  : 
Befidcs  that,  I  fhall  fuflfer  in  the  opinion-  of  the  people  by  any  publick  neg- 
led  towards  him.  And  if  it  be  not  a  ftrange  prefumption  in  me,  I  Ihould 
humbly  defire  that  your  Lordfhip,  not  in  the  way  of  your  place  and  authority, 
but  upon  the  perfonal  intereft  your  Lordfhip  hath  in  your  faithful  fcrvant,  would 
be  pleafed  to  afford  me  fome  advice,  being  confident  that  your  Lordfhip's  clear 
judgmient  may  find  out  fome  fit  mediums  to  eafe  him  of  his  treafurc,  without 
any  dangerous  fcandal,  which  my  weak  capacity  cannot  reach  unto. 

I  muft  ftill  beg  leave  to  importune  your  Lordfhip  concerning  Siijohn  Reade; 
and  though  I  do  very  much  commiferate  his  hard  condition  in  the  latter  end 
of  his  age  5  yet  I  am  invited  to  this  boldnefs  more  in  regard  of  your  Lordihip's 
ingagement  therein :  For  he  affirms  that  he  did  put  your  Lordfhip  in  mind  to 
prevent  their  gaining  thofe  arrears  of  the  King's  allotted  to  him,  and  that 
your  Lordihip  did  warrant  him,  and  give  him  allurance  that  you  would  be 
careful  of  it;  which,  if  fo,  doth  (as  I  conceive)  prefs  very  far  upon  your  Lord- 
ihip to  give  him  fatisfaftion.  I  fhall  therefore  humbly  offer  it  to  your  Lord- 
ihip's confideration,  that  if  thofe  of  Kilkenny  cannot  be  prevailed  with,  whe- 
ther your  Lordfhip  may  not  think  it  fit  in  your  difpatch  to  the  King  to  move 
for  fome  direftions  from  thence,  that  they  may  be  preft  to  difcharge  that  debt 
upon  the  publication  of  the  Peace.

RIGHT  trufty  and  entirely  beloved  Coufin  and  Counfellor,  wc  greet  you 
well.  Having  ufed  all  poiliblc  means  by  fending  many  gracious  mefla- 
gcs  to  the  two  Houlcs  of  Parliament,  wherein  we  have  offered  them  all  they 
have  heretofore  defircd,  and  dcfired  from  them  nothing  but,  what  themfelves 
fince  thcfc  unhappy  wars  have  offered  to  procure,  our  perfonal  Treaty  with 
them  for  a  fafc  and  well  grounded  Peace ;  and  having,  inflead  of  a  dutiful  and 
peaceable  return  to  our  faid  melfages,  received  cither  no  anfwer  at  all,  or 
fuch  as  argues,  that  nothing  will  fatisfy  them  but  the  ruin,  not  only  of  us,  our 
poftcrity  and  friends,  but  even  the  Monarchy  it  felf :  And  having  lately  re- 
ceived very  good  fecurity,  that  we,  and  all  that  do  and  fhall  adhere  to  us,  (hall 
be  fafe  in  our  perfons,  honours,  and  confciences,  in  the  Scots  Army  ;  and  that 
they  fhall  really  and  effedually  join  with  us,  and  with  fuch  as  will  come  ia 
unto  us,  and  join  with  them  for  our  prefervation,  and  fhall  imploy  their  Ar- 
mies to  aflift  us  to  the  procuring  of  a  happy  and  well-grounded  Peace  for  the 
good  of  us  and  our  Kingdoms,  and  in  the  recovery  of  our  juft  rights ;  we 
have  refolved  to  put  our  felves  to  the  hazard  of  paffing  into  the  Scotch  Anny 
now  lying  before  Ne'-jnark.  And  if  it  fhall  pleafe  God  that  we  come  fafe  thi- 
ther, we  are  refolved  to  ufe  our  befl  endeavours,  with  their  alliftance,  and 
with  the  conjunftion  of  the  forces  under  the  Marquefs  of  Montrofs  and  fuch 
of  our  well-affefted  fubjefts  of  England  as  fhall  rife  for  us,  to  procure  (if  it 
may  be)  an  honourable  and  fpcedy  peace  with  thofe,  who  have  hitherto  refufed 
to  give  ear  to  any  means  tending  thereunto.  Of  which  our  rcfolution,  we 
held  it  necefTary  to  give  you  this  advertifement,  as  well  to  fatisfy  you,  as  all 
our  Council  and  loyal  fubjeds  with  you,  to  whom  we  will  that  you  commu- 
nicate thefe  our  letters,  that  failing  in  our  earneft  and  fmcere  endeavours  by 
Treaty  to  put  an  end  to  the  miferies  of  this  our  Kingdom,  we  efteem  our  felf 
obliged  to  leave  no  probable  expedient  unattcmpted  to  preferve  our  Crown, 
and  our  friends,  from  the  ufurpation  and  tyranny  of  thofe  whofe  anions  de- 
clare fo  manifeftly  their  defign  is  to  overthrow  the  laws  and  happy  eftabUfhed 
government  of  this  Kingdom.  And  now  we  have  made  known  to  you  our 
refolution,  we  recommend  to  your  fpecial  care  the  difpofing  and  managing  of 
our  affaires  on  that  fide,  as  you  fhall  conceive  moft  for  our  honour  and  fervice, 
being  confident  that  the  courfe  we  have  taken  (though  with  fome  hazard  to 
our  perfon)  will  have  a  good  influence  on  that  our  Kingdom,  and  defer,  if 
not  altogether  prevent,  the  Rebels  tranfporting  of  forces  from  thefe  parts  into 
that  our  Kingdom.  And  we  defire  you  to  fatisfy  all  our  wcU-afFeded  fubjefts 
on  that  fide  of  our  Princely  care  of  them,  whereof  they  fhall  receive  rhe  effed 
as  foon  as  God  fhall  enable  us.  We  defire  you  to  ufe  fome  means  to  let  us 
and  our  Council  at  Oxford  hear  frequently  from  you,  and  of  your  adtions  and 
conditions  there.

My  Lord, 

I  Arrived  here  ycftcrday  about  two  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon.  I  was  met 
out  of  town  by  my  Lord  of  Muskeryj  by  Oin'en  O  Nei/e,  and  by  Colonel 
Butler,  my  Lord  Mountgarret's  Brother,  and  fome  others.  Soon  after  their 
leaving  me  at  my  lodgings,  I  was  vifited  by  all  that  (I  think)  are  in  town 
of  the  Supream  Council,  whom  I  find  fo  paflionately  afFeftcd  with  our  defign, 
that  I  am  likely  to  be  their  great  favourite  by  it ;  infomuch  as  (I  think)  my 
Lord  of  Glamorgan  grows  jealous  of  my  fupplanting  him  in  the  favour  of  thefc 
Gentlemen.  Whate're  the  matter  is,  his  Lordfhip  is  in  great  indignation  againft 
me,  and  went  out  of  town  half  an  hour  before  I  came  into  it.  It  feemshis 
Lordfhip  thinks  himfelf  undervalued  by  my  laft  propofitions  to  hira.  But  to 
return  unto  our  bufinefs ;  the  Council  with  great  cheerfulncfs  undertakes  to 
furnifh  me  with  all  I  defire,  and  in  the  way  defired  :  The  300  men  are  to  be 
under  Milo  'Power,  and  three  fuch  Captains  under  him  as  I  fhall  approve.  I 
befecch  your  Lordfhip  to  haften  me  down  yourCommillion  unto  Mi lo  Tower ^ 
to  command  them,  and  to  obey  fuch  orders  as  he  fhall  receive  from  me.  I 
fhall  be  furnifh'd  on  Sunday  next  with  500/.  out  of  your  monies,  they  under- 
taking to  repay  it  your  Excellence  within  a  fortnight.  I  receive  it  from  them 
as  upon  my  own  fcore,  going  upon  this  fervice,  without  other  relation  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales  -,  it  being  too  inconfiderable  a  fum  for  his  name  to  be  ufed  in, 
and  perhaps  not  fit  as  yet  to  be  accepted  by  him  from  them.  They  have  writ 
efFeftually  to  my  Lord  of  Antrim  concerning  his  frigats  j  and  my  Lord  of 
Muskery  and  I  fhall  go  to-morrow  to  Waterford  to  fee  in  what  condition  and 
forwardnefs  for  fea  they  are.  They  will  likewife  find  a  fhip  of  provifions  for 
the  men.  I  hope  to  find  the  frigats  fo  provided,  as  that  I  may  be  going  by 
the  middle  of  the  next  week  at  fartheft.     Thus  much  for  that  bufinefs. 

I  find  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan  has  failed  them  for  matter  of  fhipping,  efpc- 
cially  of  fliips  of  war  for  their  convoy ;  without  which,  the  Officers  and  Sol- 
diers are  unwilling  to  venture.  Befides,  they  are  fo  daunted  with  the  Prince 
of  Wales' %  difafler  and  flight,  as  they  term  it,  to  Sctlly,  that  they  do  in  a 
manner  mutiny  againft  their  going,  as  apprehending  themfelves  fent  to  facri- 
fice ;  unlefs  there  may  be  fome  more  certainty  of  a  fecure  landing  place  for 
them,  and  of  a  conjunftion  of  horfe  on  the  other  fide  ;  wherein  (as  wc  have 
rcafon  to  think  things  ftand  in  England)  I  cannot  fay  but  they  have  reafon. 
I  fuppofe  that  they  having  failed  on  their  parts,  have  taken  the  beft  way  of 
excufe  they  could,  by  imputing  it  to  the  croflhefs  of  the  winds  to  the  fhipping 
which  they  expefted ;  there  being  a  provifb  in  the  defeafance  relative  to  that 
impediment :  Whereby  your  Excellence  will  be  furnifh'd  with  the  bcft  pre- 
tence to  thofe  you  have  to  deal  with  there,  for  holding  that  bufinefs  of  the 
Peace  in  fufpence  upon  the  fame  terms  where  now  it  ftauds,  till  fuch  time  as 
you  Ihall  lee  the  effeft  of  my  journey,  which  (if  it  fucceed)  will  furnifh  you  with 
)ut\  grounds  of  an  avowed  change  of  counfel  in  what  concerns  the  time  and 
manner  of  the  fupply  for  England.  Only,  in  the  mean  time,  it  being  of  fo 
vaft  a  charge  to  the  Council  here  to  keep  the  Army  where  now  it  is,  unim- 
ployed,  and  ihofe  of  Bonratty  fortifying  daily  that  place,  and  another  lower 
upon  the  river,  as  if  they  expected  a  fuddain  fupply  out  oi  England,  1  fhould  think 
ic  very  nccclTary  that  your  Excellence  would  give  them  leave  to  employ  their 
men  in  that  fervice,  till  fuch  time  as  their  fhipping  come ;  which  they  may 
pretend  to  cxpcd,  referving  only  2500  or  3000  men  to  be  fuddain ly  fcnt  for 
the  fccuring  of  Anglefey  and  his  Majcflic's  garrilbns  of  Wales,  as  foon  as  your 
Excellence  fhall  have  learnt  in  what  ftatc  his  Majcfiic's  forces  are  there  to  re- 
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ceivc  them.  For  as  foon  as  that  can  be  known,  I  think  this  a  moft  ncceflary 
work,  and  the  more  neceffary,  in  ca("c  you  do  rcfolvc  to  ftay  all  the  reft  of 
the  Army  upon  thole  grounds,  whereof  we  have  formerly  difcouri'd.  I  have 
no  more  to  add  at  prefent,  but  only  to  defirc  your  Excellence,  that  you  will 
haften  your  diredions  one  way  or  other  to  your  Muftermafters  here.  I  think 
it  is  not  at  all  material,  now  the  Confederates  have  failed  of  their  part,  whe- 
ther they  go  to  mufter  them  at  the  places  defircd  by  the  Council  here  or  not ;

Mv  Lord, 

YOURS  of  the  3d  of  this  month,  I  received  this  day  about  noon;  and 
am  glad  by  it  to  find,  that  your  Lordfhip's  fafe  arrival  there,  is  accompa- 
nied with  fo  good  a  reception,  and  fuch  fair  hopes  of  thofc  neceflary  further- 
ances you  expefted  thence ;  for  the  profperous  accomplifliment  of  what  you 
go  about.  And  I  am  not  forry,  that  fince  Lieutenant  Colonel  Moore  (that 
went  hence  yefterday  with  a  letter  of  mine  to  your  Lordfhip)  muft  fail  of  his 
expedation  of  commanding  the  300  men,  the  lot  is  fallen  upon  my  friend 
Milo,  to  whom  I  have  direfted  herewith  fuch  a  Commiflion  as  your  Lordihip 
defires  for  him ;  leaving  you  and  your  beft  rhetorick  to  appeafc  the  wrath  of 
the  difappointed  Commander.  I  fear  your  Lordfhip  will  find  it  a  harder  task 
to  perfwade  my  Lord  of  Antrim  out  of  his  frigats,  the  rather  that  my  Lord 
of  Glamorgan  is  gone  before  you  to  Waterford,  whofe  oratory  he  will  per- 
haps more  liften  to,  as  more  fuitable  to  his  capacity,  than  any  thing  you  can 
defcend  unto.  But  if  you  overcome  that  difficulty,  I  (hall  hold  the  work  half 
done,  and  with  more  chearfulnefs  endeavour  to  keep  things  hete  in  a  con- 
dition to  anfwer  the  good  event  of  your  undertaking;  though  I  doubt  I  fhall 
find  fome  difficulty  to  make  thefe  here  to  underftand  a  continued  wefterly  wind 
to  be  fuch  an  impediment,  as  is  within  the  letter  or  conftruftion  of  the  defea- 
fance.  For  it  will  be  eafily  found  out,  and  faid  they  could  hardly  want  a  pre- 
tence to  keep  their  men,  if  an  eafterly  and  wefterly  wind  both  may  ferve  the 
turn ;  and  your  Lordfhip  may  pleafe  to  remember  that  the  fupply  of  the  King 
and  this  defeafance,  making  it  a  condition  of  the  Peace,  were  the  main  argu- 
ments, indeed  the  only,  that  could  beat  down  the  objedions  of  thofe  that  found 
fault  with  divers  of  the  articles ;  which  alfo  will  be  remembered,  and  perhaps 
by  him  that  declared  for  figning  in  relation  only  to  the  King's  affiftance,  and 
in  obedience  to  the  King's  commands,  which  he  took  upon  my  word.  For  I 
never  lliewed  him  the  letters  prefcribing  the  numbers  the  King  expefted,  and 
the  time  when  he  looked  for  them.  But  with  the  help  of  the  expeded  fupply 
of  money,  and  under  colour  of  the  Ceflation,  which  is  to  continue  longer  than 
I  hope  you  will  be  in  your  journey,  I  doubt  not  but  I  (hall  keep  things  from 
an  open  breach. 

For  fending  thofe  men  or  any  part  of  them  againft  Bunratty,  I  dare  give 
neither  advice  nor  leave  to  them.  But  I  dare  tell  your  Lordfhip,  that  if  they 
find  themfelves  unable  to  perform  according  to  their  undertaking,  it  is  a  great 
weaknefs  in  them,  for  a  fruitlefs  expeftation  of  making  the  world  believe,  they 
had  done  their  parts,  to  lofe  fo  much  time  and  money  as  may  be  better  fpent 
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and  imployed,  both  for  themfelves  and  the  King,  if  your  Lordfhip's  bufinefs 
take  eftedt.  For  upon  that  depends  all  my  hope,  that  this  Kingdom  can  be 
ufeful  to  the  Crown  of  England,  at  leaft  for  the  prefent.  I  fhall  immediately 
fend  over  to  my  Lord  Byron,  to  know  the  condition  of  thofc  parts,  and  ac- 
cording to  what  I  (hall  receive  from  him,  direft  the  fending  over  of  the  num- 
bers named  in  your  Lordfhip's ;  and  for  the  Commiflaries,  the  time  limited  by

My  Lord-, 

IN  anfwer  to  yours  of  the  3d  of  this  month  (which  you  fay  was  written  by 
direftion  of  your  Council)  you  may  pleafe  to  let  them  know,  that  as  there 
are  many  reafons  inducing  me  to  wifh  this  Nation  happy  in  themfelves,  and 
confiderable  to  others  5  fo  I  have,  not  without  hazard  to  my  felf,  and  ruin  to 
my  private  fortune,  laboured  to  make  it  fo,  ever  fmce  his  Majefty  gave  me 
probable  means  to  efFe£l  my  purpofe,  by  trufling  me  firft  with  the  Government 
of  this  Kingdom,  and  then  with  his  Commifhon  to  treat  for  a  Peace.  But  I 
muft  acknowledge  to  your  Lordihip,  that  I  had  caufe  to  believe  that  this  latter 
truft  was  not  without  Ibme  expedation  in  his  Majeftie,  to  have  before  now  re- 
ceived from  this  Kingdom  fuch  an  afliftance,  as  might  (if  feafonably  fent)  have 
kept  him  out  of  thofe  flreights  whereunto  (it  is  conceived)  he  is  now  reduced. 
Which  your  Lordfhip,  and  thofe  that  have  treated  with  me,  can  witnefs,  I  al- 
ways urged,  and  that,  with  all  poflible  earneftnefs,  as  a  neceflary  adjunft  to 
the  Peace,  and  a  means,  not  only  to  fecure  it,  but  to  make  this  people  truly 
confiderable  in  the  maintenance  of  that  power;  from  whence,  and  from  whence 
only,  they  were  reafonably  to  exped  performance,  protedion,  and  what  elfc 
could  be  expeded  from  a  gracious  Prince  opportunely  aflifted  by  his  fubjeds : 
And  I  know  his  Majeftie  did  fo  far  rely  thereon,  that  I  cannot  believe  he  hath 
as  yet  confented  to  any  conditions  deftrudive  to  the  Powers  he  hath  given  me 
to  conclude  with  your  party ;  which  if  he  had,  it  is  certain  the  Parliament 
would  have  given  free  paffages  to  the  bringcrs  of  fuch  news.  And  this  con- 
firms my  belief,  that  your  firft  doubt  is  yet  groundlcfs.  hi  the  next  place,  if 
it  be  granted,  that  the  King  hath  not  yet  yielded  to  what  the  Parliament 
propounds,  and  that  ftill  he  hath  a  party,  I  conceive  nothing  can  be  clearer  than 
that,  in  duty  to  him  and  in  relation  to  your  own  fafetics,  you  ought,  not- 
withftanding  all  thofe  hazards  and  difcouragements  at  fca,  at  landing,  and  after 
landing,  to  attempt  his  fuccour.  hi  duty  to  him,  you  ought  to  endeavour  to 
keep  him  from  being  utterly  fubdued,  and  caft  out  of  his  Kingdom  of  Eng- 
land,  or  into  fome  wofuU  condition  in  it.  In  relation  to  your  own  fafetics, 
it  is  certainly  Providence  to  fight  at  your  enemy's  charge,  and  in  his  Country  ; 
and  if  it  be  coolly  confidered,  I  believe,  it  will  be  found  as  likely  a  way  to 
clear  Ireland,  as  it  is  evidently  a  help  to  his  Majefty  in  England. 

To  conclude,  as  I  may  at  no  hand  decline  your  undertaking  to  fcrve  his 
Majeftie  in  England i  fo  neither  fhall  I  refufe  your  offer  towards  it  in  this 
Kingdom.  But  as  occafion  fhall  be  offered,  and  I  enabled,  will  chearfully  en- 
deavour to  prefcrve  his  intercft  here,  and  the  lives,  liberties,  and  fortunes  of 
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all  thofe  that  fhall  therein  join   with  me,   even  with  the  uttcrmoft  hazard  of

May  it  pleafe  your  Majeftie, 

TH  E  Treaty  here  is  at  length  brought  to  this  conclufion ;  ail  matters  of 
Religion  are  fubmitted  to  your  Majeftie,  in  other  things  your  Royal 
power  is  prelerved,  and  your  Majeftie  is  obliged  to  nothing,  unlefs  you  be  af- 
iiftcd  in  the  proportion  and  time  fet  down  in  your  letter  of  the  firft  of  'De- 
cember laft;  as  appears  by  the  copy  of  an  inftrument  figned  and  fealed  by  their 
Commiflioners,  and  herewith  fent.  The  time  is  already  clapfed  for  want  of 
ftiipping ;  but  I  am  confident  the  men  were  and  ftill  are  ready :  So  that  the 
bufinefs  of  Ireland  is  intire  and  to  be  yet  moulded  as  may  beft  fuit  with  the 
main  of  your  affaires.  I  have  fent  to  the  Lord  Byron  to  know  the  ftate  of 
North- Wales-,  and  whether  3000  men  (for  whom  there  is  Ihipping)  may  be 
ufeful  and  fafely  difpofed  there ;  and  according  to  what  I  fhall  receive  from 
him,  will  lend  or  ftay  them;  being  in  defpair  of  receiving  your  Majcfty's  com- 
mands fo  feafonably  as  is  rcquifitc.  I  can  have  the  Iri^  Army  put  under  my 
command,  which,  though  it  tend  to  my  fccurity,  I  have  not  accepted,  being

My  Lord, 

ACCORDING  to  my  refolution  expreft  unto  you  in  my  laft  from  Kil- 
kenny^ I  came  hither  to  IVaterford  on  Saturday  night,  accompanied  by 
my  Lord  "of  Muskery,  Sir  Robert  Talbot,  Mr.  Bagnall,  and  Jeffrey  Browne. 

Our  firft  work  was  to  make  our  addrefs  unto  my  Lord  of  Antrim  for  his 
frigats ;  but  fo  far  from  good  effcd:,  that  we  difcover  clearly  in  him  a  defire, 
rather  to  hinder,  than  to  further,  any  thing  that  Ihall  be  propounded,  as  ad- 
vantagious  to  Ireland;  efpecially  under  any  kind  of  relation  to  your  Excellence, 
or  indeed  to  the  Supream  Counfel,  it  being  hard  to  tell  againft  which  of  the 
two  he  difcovers  the  greater  animofity.  But  (God  be  thanked)  it  falls  out  fo, 
that  the  important  fervice  I  am  going  about,  is  not  likely  to  fuffer  much  by 
his  averfenefs;  for  here  are  two  excellent  frigats  bcfidcs,  fufficient  totranfport 
all  my  men,  which  we  hope  will  be  ready  to  fet  fail  by  Friday  at  the  furtheft. 
If  it  pleafe  God  I  come  to  Scilly,  before  the  Prince  of  JVales  be  gone  thence 
(which  I  do  not  much  apprehend)  I  make  no  queftion,  but  I  (hall  retun  within 
few  days  a  very  welcom  perfon  to  Ireland.  For  indeed  I  find  the  advantagious 
confequences  of  the  thing  very  rightly  apprehended,  and  a  general  refolution 
in  the  Confederates  to  fubmit  all  to  your  Excellence.  They  intend  to  fend 
away  the  money  to  your  Excellence  upon  Ttiefday  next,  and  do  very  earncftly 
exped  an  anfwer  of  my  difpatch  from  Kilkenny t  with  your  permiflion  to  im- 
ploy  fome  of  their  men  againft  Bonratty,  from  whence  the  mifchitf  gains  daily 
ground  upon  them.  But  I  muft  again  take  the  liberty  to  prefs  unto  you  my 
opinion   of  the  neceftity  of  fending  3000  men  to  fecure  Anglefey,  and  the 
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King's  garrifons  in  Wales,  as  foon  as  pofTibly  you  can  have  gained  any  intelli- 
gence from  thence.  For,  bcfides  the  importance  of  it  in  order  to  the  landing 
of  fuch  forces  as  fhall  hereafter  be  fent  over  from  hence,  I  do  not  know,  how 
without  it,  cither  the  King's  remaining  horfe  can  pofTibly  be  prcfervcd,  or  in- 
deed his  Perfon  have  any  fafe  retreat  where  to  fccure  itfclf  this  fummcr. 

Here  at  Waterford,  I  have  met  with  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan,  whom  I  find 
(as  he  hath  reafon)  a  very  fad  man,  and  withall  highly  incenfed  by  fome  about 
him  againft  me.  But  for  this  latter  part,  I  believe  his  good  nature,  and  the 
reafons  which  I  have  given  him,  have  well  fettled  him  in  a  good  meafure  of 
kindnefs;  which  my  Lord  of  Muskery  and  the  reft  did  think  very  neceflary  to 
the  carrying  on  of  bufinefs  unanimoufly.  He  tells  me  now,  that  he  is  rc- 
folved  to  expeft  nothing  in  his  own  particular  from  hence,  till  he  hath  actually 
brought  you  hither  twenty  Ihips  of  war,  his  brave  train  of  artillery  loooo  muC- 
kets,  800  barrels  of  powder,  and  40000  pound  in  money,  which  he  affures  wc 
fhall  fee  done  before  the  laft  of  June.  And  in  that  cafe  he  makes  no  queftion, 
but  your  Excellence  will  think  him  Vk^orthy  to  lead  an  Army  from  hence. 
Lord  increafe  our  faith. 

Some  tell  me,  that  the  Nuncio  is  offended,  that  I  would  not  vifit  him ; 
and  others  whifper  exceptions,  that  I  would  not  addrefs  my  felf  publickly  to 
the  Supreme  Counfel;  but  yet  I  am  well  fatisfied,  that  this  bufinefs  I  am  go- 
ing upon  has  fet  me  very  right  with  the  latter.  But  whether  that  were  or  no, 
as  long  as  I  am  perfwaded  that  they  refolve  wholly  to  fubmit  and  be  governed 
by  your  Excellence,  they  fliould  be  much  in  my  favour,  who  am  unalterably

My  honoured  Lord, 

BEFORE  I  received  the  honour  of  your  letters  of  the  sth  o(  November, 
and  29th  of  'December,  we  had  gotten  notice  of  the  difafter  befallen 
fome  of  your  Lordfhip's  forces,  through  the  treachery  of  fome  feeming  friends. 
But  it  came  to  us  (as  all  reports  of  that  kind  do)  with  difadvantage  to  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  party.  This  Gentleman,  that  brought  me  one  of  your  Lordfhip's,  has 
been  where  he  could  learn  more  of  the  condition  of  this  Kingdom  (and  will 
relate  it  to  your  Lordfliip)  than  I  can  fafely  write ;  being  in  doubt  that  the 
cypher  fent  by  Sir  Robert  Spotifwood  was  with  him  taken.  I  fliall  only  tell 
your  Lordfhip  in  general,  that  there  are  here  ftrong  parties  for  the  Parliament, 
which  are  daily  encreafed  by  their  fuccefs  in  England i  that  the  power  at  fea 
is  almoft  entirely  theirs,  and  that  they  brag  of  great  Armies  they  will  fend  over 
hither  this  fummer.  All  this  your  Lordfhip  will  eafily  judge  to  be  great  im- 
pediments to  the  afliftance  his  Majeftie  hath  commanded  me  to  fend  your  Lord- 
Ihip ;  but  yet  they  are  not  fuch  as  fhall  at  all  difcourage  me  from  endeavour- 
ing it,  nor  fo  great,  but  that  I  hope  your  Lordfhip  will  find  fome  fruit  thereof 
before  the  feafon  end;  though  1  hold  it  little  Icfs  than  a  treachery,  not  to  let 
your  Lordfhip  freely  know  the  obftaclcs  that  arc  in  my  way,  that  you  may  ac- 
cordingly fit  your  felf  to  receive  it,  if  it  come,  and  not  to  prejudice  the  King's 
affaires,  defcrvedly  committed  to  your  management,  in  cafe  it  fhould  fail  in 
the  expedlation.

My  Lord, 

IRefoIved  to  ftay  your  footman,  till  I  were  paft  all  accidents  to  ftay  me ;  and 
now  from  the  Ihip  I  return  him  with  this  accompt,  which  is  due  from  mc 
to  the  Supreme  Councel,  that  the  delays  that  have  been,  both  in  my  difpatch 
and  in  fending  your  Excellence  the  monies  agreed  on,  are  not  to  be  imputed 
to  them,  who  in  both  have  cxprcfl'cd  as  much  warmth  and  reality  as  was  pof- 
fible ;  both  bufinclVcs  having  fuffered  only  by  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan's  failing 
them.  But  I  hope  your  Excellence's  fupply  will  come  time  enough  to  repair 
and  fct  things  right  there,  as  I  make  no  doubt,  but  by  God's  blefllng,  I  {hall 
find  the  Prince  flill  at  Scilly,  or  at  t\\tljle  of  Jerfey  at  thefurtheft.  l£  Barke- 
/ay's  frigat  returns  fuddainly,  and  that  your  Excellence  have  not  fome  other 
very  prefllng  employment  for  her,  it  were  very  good  that  fhe  were  fent  to- 
wards Sd//y  with  advertifemcnt  what  Parliament  (hips  lie  before  'Dublin,  where 
certainly  it  were  to  be  wifhed  that  the  Prince  fhould  land ;  although  it  be  now 
the  more  indifferent  to  me,  in  regard  I  have  fuflicient  engagements  from  whonl 
1  defired  them,  in  cafe  he  Ihall  land  in  the  Irif}  quarters.  I  may  not  conclude 
this  point  without  telling  your  Excellence,  that  fince  my  coming  into  thefe 
quarters  I  have  been  much  obliged  by  my  Lord  of  Muskerj,  and  that  Mr. 
Bro''s;ne  hath  taken  fuch  exceflive  pains  here  in  my  bufinefs,  as  it  is  impoflible 
for  me  to  thank  him  fufficiently  without  your  help.  1  befeech  your  Excellence 
let  him  lind  your  fenfe  of  it.

My  Lord^ 

ON  the  28  th  of  this  month  I  received  the  enclofed  letters,  which  will  lec 
you  fee  the  King's  condition  and  refolution ;  the  one  as  fad  and  low 
as  Rebellion  can  bring  it  j  the  other  gallant  and  kingly  even  to  admiration. 
God  continue  it.  You  likewife  fee  his  pleafure  touching  this  Kingdom,  and 
know  how  difficult  it  will  be  for  me  fo  to  reconcile  his  feveral  diredions,  as 
by  them  to  warrant  what  he  would  have  me  do,  or  to  bring  thofe  lam  to  ad- 
vife  with  to  a  concurrence  with  me.  But  if  your  Lordfhip  fucceed  in  your  de- 
fign,  I  fhall  not  want  authority,  fuch  as  will  fatisfy,  though  not  fecure  me  j 
nor  fhall  I  want  power  to  effed  what  fhall  be  judged  fit  to  be  done,  if  I  be 
not  much  miftaken,  but  if  your  Lordfhip  fail,  I  am  crefl  fallen. 

My  Lord  Byron  is  in  great  diftrefs  and  hazard  •,  and  though  the  King  feems 
to  forbid  the  fending  of  men  thither ;  yet  if  I  can  get  them  feafonably  fent,  I 
will  venture  at  it,  knowing  how  much  it  will  fecure  the  Prince  to  have  thofe 
places  that  remain  in  North-Wales,  in  fafe  hands;  and  of  what  ufe  it  may  be 
to  have  an  inlet  to  England.  I  am  in  Treaty  with  the  Parliament  Com- 
mifTioners,    in  iiope  to  keep  them  off  our  quarters,    to  fatisfy  fome  wavering 
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minds,  and  in  full  affurance  to  make  advantage  of  it ;    their  infolcnce  is  fuch 
upon  their  late  fuccefs.

My  Lordy 

THE  beginning  of  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  6th  of  this  month,  which  I  re- 
ceived yefterday,  abundantly  fatisfies  for  the  latter  part,  which  gives  a  very 
fad  accompt  of  the  condition  of  that  Province,  and  mentions  the  fuccours  de- 
figned  for  it,  with  more  uncertainty  than  could  at  this  time  of  the  day  have 
been  expefted.  Upon  the  firft  rumour  of  your  Lordfhip's  being  beficged,  I 
bethought  me  how,  in  the  ftate  I  am  in,  1  might  be  of  any  kind  of  ufe  to 
you;  and  finding  that  I  had  nothing  of  ftrength  to  apply  to  your  feafonable  re- 
lief, I  held  it  my  part  to  procure  from  the  Council,  and  to  direft  to  your  be- 
ficgers  fuch  a  meflage  as  might  let  them  fee  we  accompted  their  attempts  upon 
your  Lordfhip  as  done  to  our  felves,  and  fhould  endeavour  to  bring  them  to 
reafon  for  it.  And  of  this  (I  conceive)  good  ufe  may  be  made,  if  from  the 
Confederates  I  can  have  performance,  which  I  have  caufe  to  doubt,  having  heard 
nothing  from  them,  nor  from  Mx.'Plunkett,  fince  his  going  hence,  which  was 
on  Tuefday  \iz%  fortnight;  though  I  have  by  feveral  letters  prcft  for  a  full  re- 
folution  from  them.  As  your  Lordfhip  was  promifed  that  Trefton  (hould  be 
ready  to  aflift  and  receive  orders  from  you,  fo  was  1  put  in  hope,  that  O'SJen 
O  Neile,  with  a  ftrong  party,  would  long  fmce  have  been  in  the  field  to  have 
received  orders  from  me;  but  hearing  nothing  of  him  or  his,  but  complaints 
of  the  irreparable  fpoil  committed  by  his  men  in  their  march  northward,  I 
have  fent  him  a  letter,  a  copy  whereof  your  Lordfhip  receives  herewith,  as  you 
fhall  the  anfwer  I  fhall  have,  as  foon  as  1  can  fend  it.  In  the  mean  time  your 
Lordfhip  may,  by  my  letter  to  him,  obfcrve  that  I  fhall  make  no  fcrupic  to 
make  ufe  of  any  forces  whatfoever  to  defend  the  King's  authority,  now  in  dan- 
ger to  be  wholly  fubverted  in  all  his  dominions.  But  if  I  find  1  cannot  be 
aflifted'  upon  terms  of  honour,  I  leave  your  Lordfhip  to  confidcr,  what  remains 
for  me  to  do  or  refolve  on,  morii  than  to  perilh  in,  or  quit,  the  ftation  the 
King  hath  placed  me  in. 

The  letter,  which  I  hope  your  Lordfhip  hath  received  by  Cunningham,  I 
intended  fhould  have  gone  by  Colonel  Trafford,  who  was  moft  ready  to  have 
ventured  thorough  all  hazards  to  have  gotten  in  to  you.  I  doubt  not  but  he  will 
yet  be  of  great  ufe  to  your  Lordlhip,  and  will  find  a  reception  worthy  his  merit 
and  affections.  I  wiOi  your  Lordfhip's  continuance  of  health,  and  increafc  of 
ftrength  every  way,  and  am  conftantly

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

TH  E  great  torments  I  have  fuftained  by  a  moft  violent  fickncfs,  the  weak 
condition  I  (till  remain  in,  and  the  many  Ihd  diftraftions  and  misfortLincs 
that  have  lately  befallen  me,  muft  plead  my  excufe,  if  I  fail  in  my  cxprc (lions 
of  returning  due  acknowledgments  unto  your  Excellence  and  the  State  for  your 
great  and  extraordinary  favours  and  care  to  relieve  and  preferve  me  from  tiie 
danger  I  was  in.  But  it  hath  pleafcd  God  fo  to  prored  me,  the  enemy  who 
invaded  this  County,  and  more  particularly  any  thing  that  had  mofl:  rclatioix. 
to  me,  wanted  at  firll  the  judgment,  and fince  the  courage,  to aflault  this  place; 
giving  me  opportunity  foto  provide  for  my  fafcty  as  to  keep  them  at  a  diftancc, 
and  after  fome  flight  attempts,  to  reft  fatisficd  with  breaking  down  my  park 
pales,  and  burning  my  lodge,  and  fo  afterwards  proceeding  to  their  poor  bale 
defign  of  burning  forfakcn  villages,  which  they  have  compaflcd  throughout 
moft  part  of  this  County,  and  I  believe  dcftroycd  much  corn;  butdurft  not  at- 
tempt any  ftone  walls  or  places  of  ftrength,  nor  gained  any  confidcrablc  preys 
of  cattle. 

If  the  enemy  had  ftayed  here  untill  the  arrival  of  your  Excellence's  declara- 
tion, without  queftion  their  contempt  and  difobedience  would  have  evidently 
appeared ;  and  though  it  was  intended  for  my  prefervation,  and  I  do  fo  humbly 
acknowledge  it,  yet  1  muft  confefs  it  doth  fomewhat  difturb  and  perplex  my 
thoughts  to  obferve  therein,  that  thofe  whom  I  conceived  my  felf  bound  in  duty 
to  oppofe,  having  all  or  moft  of  them  taken  the  Covenant,  affumed  power  and 
government  contrary  to  his  Majeftie's  authority  and  quite  oppofite  to  his  Royal 
grants  to  others,  conftant  violators  of  the  Ceflation,  and  frequent  invaders  of 
my  eftate  and  adherents,  and  (if  I  be  not  much  miftaken)  fuch  as  rather  expeft 
fubmillion  from  their  Sovereign  than  any  inclination  to  fubmit  or  treat  with 
him  or  any  that  derive  their  authority  from  him,  do  feem  ftill  to  be  accompted. 
loyal  fubjedts,  and  within  the  compafs  of  obedience  to  your  Excellence's  go- 
vernment; and  that,  by  implication,  the  breach  ofCeffation  doth  likewife  feem 
to  be  allowed  them,  at  leaft  not  corredled,  fo  they  had  forborne  their  attempt 
upon  me. 

Being  now  reduced  into  the  condition  I  am  in,  give  me  leave  with  an  af- 
fured  confidence,  to  call  upon  your  Excellence  and  the  State,  even  in  the  King's 
behalf  and  for  juftice  fake,  that  Sir  Charles  Coote,  who  commanded  in  chief 
the  forces  here  under  the  title  of  Lord  Prefidcnt  of  Connaght,  with  an  addition 
of  this  County  to  it,  may  be  forthwith  declared  and  proclaimed  a  rebel  and 
traitor  according  to  his  defert ;  and  all  fuch  as  fliall  hereafter  aflift  or  adhere 
unto  him.  For  the  matter  hath  now  proceeded  fo  far  as  certainly  thofe  attri- 
butes muft  be  fixed  either  upon  him  or  me,  pardon  me,  if  I  fliould  farther  af- 
firm, upon  your  Excellence :  for  upon  fome  meflages  that  paffed  between  us, 
he  fent  me  word  by  my  Kinfman  Mr.  Garret  Moore,  that  now  I  avowed  my 
felf  to  be  of  my  Lord  Lieutenant's  party,  he  muft  profefs  and  declare  himfelf 
my  enemy.  By  which  your  Excellence  may  difcern  the  caufe  of  my  fuff"er- 
ings,  judge  what  his  words  and  aftions  merit,  and  fettle  fome  fpeedy  courfe, 
that  perfons  of  honour  and  fidelity  may  not  be  deftroyed  for  their  obedience, 
and  others  preferved  and  ftrengthened  under  the  fhelter  of  your  Excellence's  au- 
thority, at  leaft  connivance,  who  have  given  fuch  evident  teftimonies  of  their  dif- 
loyalties. 

If  what  I  have  propofed,  do  not  agree  with  the  prefent  conftitution  of  ftate 
affaires,  of  which  I  acknowledge  my  felf  totally  ignorant,    I  fhall  humbly  de- 
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fire  to  be  better  Inftrufted,  how  to  behave  my  fclf,  and  how  I  may  bcft  ex- 
prefs  my  loyalty  and  obedience,  having  always  indeavoured  to  walk  in  a  right 
path,  and  yet  find  my  felf  aftray,  I  know  not  by  what  means.  And  if  this 
freedom  have  given  your  Excellence  any  occafion  of  diftafle,  I  claim  the  privi- 
lege of  a  lofer,  and  have  for  my  protcftion  the  fettled  refolution  of  an  exaft 
obedience  to  what  your  Excellence  ihall  declare  upon  this  fubjed ;  the  King's 
fervice  and  interefts,  your  Excellence's  honour  and  authority  ingagcd,  and  the 
publick  fafety  depending  thereupon,  being  of  much  greater  concernment  in 
every  circumftance,  than  can  any  ways  befal  the  pcrfon  or  private  fortune  of

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 


THE  inclofed  is  intended  by  me  for  a  publick  acknowledgment  of  your 
Lordfhip's  favour,  as  it  was  accompanied  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Council  y  to  which  I  have  added  my  apprehenfion  of  the  means  then  ufed  for 
my  prefervation,  together  with  a  propofition  for  the  more  efFedual  profccution 
of  the  intended  fervice  here.  Whether  it  may  be  fit  for  your  Lordfhip  to  con- 
defcend  unto  it,  I  will  not  prefume  to  judge  5  but  moft  confident  I  am,  it 
moves  not  improperly  from  a  perfon  fo  highly  difhonoured  and  injured  (as  I 
have  been)  by  an  infolent  viper  that  glories  in  the  deftrudion  of  his  prefcrver, 
and  brags  of  the  juftnefs  of  his  caufe ;  the  Irip  having  been  proclaimed  Re- 
bells  by  the  King's  authority,  but  nothing  declared  againft  him  or  his  aflbciates : 
Which  begets  a  hope  in  me,  that  your  Lordfhip  will  find  it  moft  neceffary  to 
proceed  immediately  againft  him  5  otherwifc,  though  my  danger  be  imminent, 
or  rather  my  ruin  afcertained,  I  fhall  make  that  choice,  rather  than  appear  in 
the  head  of  an  Army  againft  any,  whom  your  Lordfhip  (hall  not  think  fit  to 
declare  as  enemies  to  the  King,  and  perfons  difobedient  to  your  Government. 
I  fend  your  Lordfhip  a  letter  I  received  from  Major  General  Taafe,  which  I 
conceive  of  great  concernment,  and  worthy  yourLordftiip's  fpecial  confideration, 
and  a  confirmation  of  that  Gentleman's  inclinations ;  which  I  have  befides  re- 
ceived from  very  good  hands;  and  if  your  Lordihip  fhall  pleafe  to  impofe  any 
commands  upon  me  in  that  particular,  1  fhall  very  punftually  obey  arud  obfervc 

them. 

General  Trefion  was  with  me  this  day,  and  gives  me  afTurance  that  his  Ar- 
my, confifting  of  3000  foote  and  300  horfe,  at  any  time  I  fhall  appoint  them 
to  march  into  this  Province,  fhall  be  in  a  readineis  for  it ;  but  his  traine  of 
artillery  would  not  be  ready  until  the  next  week.  Whereupon  receiving  intel- 
ligence that  the  enemy  were  upon  their  retreat  home,  and  fuppofing  by  the 
informations  come  unto  me,  that  the  northern  forces  will  return  back  to  their 
own  garrifons,  when  they  have  left  Sir  Charles  Coote  at  Rofcommon^  I  held  it 
the  beft  courfe,  until  his  ordnance  was  ready,  to  difpcnfe  with  the  prefent  ad- 
vance of  his  Army,  in  regard  they  are  maintained  by  the  Country  on  the  other 
fide,  and  his  two  months  means  for  profccution  of  his  fervice  not  to  be  broken 
until  his  arrival  into  the  Province. 

The  Confederate  Council  at  Limerick  hath  appointed  him  to  be  under  my 
command,  with  the  reft  of  their  forces  in  this  Province,  and  defired  me  by 
their  letters  to  join  my  forces  with  them,  and  take  the  whole  command  upon 
me.  But  before  I  undertake  fo  difficult  a  charge,  it  concerns  me  humbly  to 
dcfire,  that  1  may  be  declared  Gejieral  of  this  Province  by  your  Lordfhip's  pub- 
lick 
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lick  authority,  or  elfe  his  M.ijeftie's  former  Commiflion  dircded  to  mc,  or 
that  command  which  the  Commiffioners  propofed  to  your  Lordfliip  before  my 
departure  from  'Dublin. 

1  have  received  ibme  intimation  from  Limerick  that  difpatches  arc  fent 
thence  by  Mr.'T/uncket  to  your  Lordfliip,  and  principally  concerning  the  fpee- 
dy  publication  of  the  Peace  j  and  1  have  been  privately  importuned  to  fecond 
it  with  my  humble  addrefles  and  perfvvafions.  I  know  it  a  bufincfs  of  that 
weight  and  difficulty,  as  the  confideration  of  it  hath  very  much  difturbed  my 
thoughts,  and  even  broken  my  reft ;  and  I  find  that,  if  fome  fuch  couifc  be 
not  fpeedily  taken,  the  Kingdom  will  be  fuddenly  and  totally  ruined  paft  all 
hope  of  recovery.  And  what  my  memory  hath  put  together  upon  this  lubjed, 
though  yet  confufedly,  I  fhall  endeavour  to  ofter  to  your  Lordlhip's  confidera- 
tion with  as  much  clearnefs  as  I  can. 

The  power  of  concluding  the  Peace  is  unqueftionably  inverted  in  your  Lord- 
fiiip,  (as  I  conceive,  without  limitation)  and  under  the  Great  Seal, 

The  reftridion  that  limits  your  LordOiip  to  certain  conditions  is  but  by  private 
letters,  and  hisMajeftie's  affaires  have  been  liable  to  great  alterations  fince  thofe 
were  directed  to  you,  and  all  accefs  unto  him,  to  know  his  farther  pleafurc,  or 
to  give  him  a  right  information  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  affaires,  now  made  im- 
polllble. 

The  queftion  (I  conceive)  will  be,  whether  your  Lordfhip,  without  breach 
of  truft  to  his  Majeftie,  and  hazard  of  your  honour  and  fafety,  can  conclude  a 
Peace,  the  conditions  being  not  performed,  to  which  you  were  limited. 

I  humbly  offer  to  this  objeftion,  that  at  fo  great  a  diftance,  and  when  all 
application  is  debarred,  whether  it  might  not  be  a  great  prejudice  to  Princes, 
and  deftruflive  to  all  governments  under  them,  if  fo  great  a  Minifter,  as  your 
LordlTiip,  l"hould  not  fometimes  afTume  the  power  to  vary  from  your  inftrudi- 
ons,  according  to  the  necefllties  and  exigents  of  the  time. 

It  may  (1  prefume)  be  farther  affirmed,  that  the  Confederate  party,  in  order 
to  what  was  required  of  them,  had  provided  fhipping  for  tranfportation,  and 
drawn  a  confiderable  body  of  men  to  the  fea  fide,  whether  to  the  juft  num- 
ber is,  L  conceive,  too  nice  a  fcrutiny  in  thefe  diftrafted  times.  And  it  then 
appeared,  there  was  no  Army  of  the  King's  in  the  field  to  join  with  them  near 
thofe  parts  to  which  they  were  to  guide  their  courfe,  nor  no  harbour  left  to 
fecurc  their  landing  j  fo  that  their  going  would  have  been  only  the  deftruc- 
tion  of  fo  many  men,  and  nothing  of  afliftance  or  prefervation  to  his  Majefty. 
And  at  that  time  likewife  happened  the  revolt  of  the  Earl  of  Thomondy  and 
his  invitation  of  the  Scots  into  this  Province,  and  (if  they  had  been  able)  to 
his  alliftance  at  Bunratty,  being  purpofely  defigned  to  divert  the  tranfportation 
of  thofe  fupplies  to  the  King,  and  was  an  accident  that  could  hardly  beforefeen 
or  probably  fufpected. 

I  muft  acknowledge  that  the  hazard  and  danger  to  your  Lordfhip  is  great 
every  way  ;  but  the  one  is  prefent  and  the  deftrudtion  of  a  Kingdom;  the  other 
appears  at  a  diftance,  and  may  be  prevented  or  diverted  by  feveral  accidents 
and  alteration  of  the  times.  And  I  prefume  your  Lordftiip  cannot  receive  clear 
fatisfaftion,  whether  the  King's  direftions  (environed  with  fo  many  dangers, 
and  by  that  means  fometimes  inforced  to  comply  with  the  paflions  and  hu- 
mours of  others)  were  always  agreeable  to  his  own  inclination  and  refolutions. 
And  according  to  my  apprehenfion  and  the  principles  I  have  been  inftrud>ed  in, 
your  Lordlhip  will  not  only  be  acquitted  both  by  the  laws  of  God  and  nature, 
but  (I  conceive)  tied  and  obliged  to  underrake  the  moft  probable  ways  for  the 
prefervation  of  your  lelf,  your  family,  your  friends  and  Country  5  efpecially 
when  I  am  moft  confident  it  cannot  be  rationally  demonftrated,  that  a  breach 
here,  or  a  continuance  of  our  unfettled  condition,  can  in  the  leaft  circum- 
ftance  conduce  to  the  fervice  of  his  Majefty,  who  is  fo  irrecoverably  loft  in 
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the  opinion  of  his  rebellious  fubjefts,  as  that  no  adlion  of  his,  how  great  or 
"lorious  foevcr,  but  will  receive  a  condemnation  from  them  :  And  to  endea^ 
vour  to  gain  them  to  him  by  any  compliance  of  thofe  that  are  faithful  to  his 
fervice,  muft  be,  in  my  poor  opinion,  as  vain  a  labour  as  to  contain  water  in 
a  fieve  ;  but  on  the  other  fide,  by  a  fpeedy  fettlement,  reducing  this  people  to 
their  obedience,  your  Lordfhip  will  not  only  probably  prcferve  a  Kingdom  for 
his  Majefty,  but  be  perhaps  inabled  thereby,  yet  feafonably  to  affift  him  before 
all  is  loft,  or  elfe  in  time  be  a  pov^^erful  and  happy  inftrument  in  his  Reftora- 
tion. 

Two  objedions  I  have  made  to  what  I  now  propofe ;  firft,  that  your  Lord- 
fhip fhould  run  a  defperate  venture,  without  any  advantage  to  you ,  they  ftill 
expefting  to  keep  a  power  and  fome  form  of  Government  amongft  themfclves, 
until  all  conditions  were  fettled  by  Aft  of  Parliament ;  the  other,  that  con- 
cluding aPeace  in  this  manner,  your  Lordfhip  could  not  fecurely  undertake  the 
performance  of  what  you  promiicd  in  the  King's  behalf. 

To  the  firft,  it  was  with  fome  confidence  privately  affirmed  unto  me,  that 
upon  your  Lordfhip's  publication  of  the  Peace,  the  generality  of  the  whole 
Kingdom  would  declare  thcmfelves  to  be  foleiy  and  entirely  under  your  Lord- 
fhip's  government;  and  that  fome,  if  not  all,  of  their  Council,  would  follow 
the  fame  courfe;  and  for  the  other,  if  your  Lordfhip  would  promifc  to  ufc 
your  beft  endeavours,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  your  fiiithful  fervant  under- 
take, and  pofitively  declare  your  felf  bound  and  obliged  to  fee  them  performed, 
they  would  reft  fully  fatisficd  therewith. 

I  am  not  now  able  to   add  any  thing  more  to  thefe  weak  conceptions  of 
mine,  but  to  offer  up  with  them  faithfully  devoted  to  your  fervice,  the  perfon, 
fortune,  power,  and  intercft  of

May  it  pie afe  your  Excellence, 

YOUR  letter  of  the  9th  I  received  the  laft  night,  after  I  had  finifh'd  my 
difpatches  of  ycfterday's  date  fent  herewith,  and  that,  with  the  former 
fent  by  Cunningham,  doth  give  me  fuch  clear  and  evident  teftimonics  of  your 
Lordlhip's  conftant  favours  and  extraordinary  care  of  my  prelervation,  as  Ihavecaulc 
rather  to  rejoice  than  any  ways  repine  at  my  late  misfortunes,  fince  they  have 
been  a  means  to  convey  unto  me  fuch  great  afluranccs  of  your  Lordfhip's  en- 
tire afFcdion.  And  though  mine  can  admit  of  no  addition,  being  formerly 
raifed  to  the  height  by  your  Lordfhip's  eminent  vertucs,  and  the  familiarity 
and  friendfhip  you  vouchfafed  to  afford  me,  yet  it  ftirs  up  a  reftlcfs  ambition 
in  me  to  find  out  the  occafions,  and  obtain  the  ability,  as  well  adually  as  by 
profefTion,  to  appear  confiderably  in  your  fervice. 

Being  informed  that  Mr.  Tluncket  departed  from  your  Lordfhip  very  highly 
fatisfied  with  your  Lordfhip's  proceedings  and  refolutions,  I  was  moft  confident, 
until  the  receipt  of  your  Lordfhip's  letter,  that  he  had  likcwife  given  you  full 
fatisfaftion  in  the  promiicd  fupply,  and  had  payed  ready  obedience  to  all  other 
commands  of  your  Lordfhip.  I  hope  his  prcfent  repair  unto  you  will  make 
amends  for  all  former  omillions,  and  produce  fome  timely  remedies  for  the 
recovery  of  this  gafping  Kingdom. 

The  copy  of  your  Lordfhip's  letter  to  General  O  Neile  did  afford  me  a  great 
deal  of  comfort,  obferving  therein  your  Lordfhip's  freedom  in  giving  your  ad- 
vice and  inftrudion  for  the  fupprefiing  of  thofe,  whom  I  may  juftly  call  wicked 
2  and 
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and  infolent  enemies;  and  I  take  it  for  a  preparative  to  a  more  publick  decla- 
ration againft  them.  But  I  am  very  doubttul  of  the  pcrfon  to  whom  your 
Lordlhip's  letter  was  directed,  and  am  contident  that  thole  who  range  abroad 
under  the  title  of  his  Soldiers,  have  been  much  more  deflrudivc  to  this  King- 
dom, than  the  Scots  or  other  Parliament  forces  as  yet  in  the  Kingdomc.  It 
is  now  certainly  in  his  power  to  perform  good  fervice,  and  I  wifh  I  may  be 
deceived,  and  that  he  may  defervc  your  Lordihip's  good  opinion,  and  then  mine 
Ihall  not  be  wanting  to  him. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  former  letter  from  your  Lordfliip  in  behalf  of  your  Cor- 
net, Mr.  Craft  on,  the  enemy  gathering  into  a  body  in  the  County  oi  Rofcomont 
and  feeming  to  be  malicious  to  him,  the  better  to  preferve  him,  and  the  more 
firmly  to  engage  him,  he  received  the  money  from  me  your  Lordlhip  menti- 
on'd  out  of  a  fmall  ftock  defigned  for  'Dublin  to  pay  old  fcores,  and  after  fent 
your  Lordihip's  letter  to  Limerick  in  expectation  of  repayment.  But  Mr. 
*Darcy  was  pleafed  to  return  only  a  fcornful  anfwer  to  my  Steward,  that  his 
Lord  and  his  money  were  eafily  parted,  and  Sir  Luke  'Tiillon  affirmed  that 
Crafton  was  but  a  diflcmbler,  and  had  preyed  upon  him.  In  my  opinion  it  is 
a  ftrange  malice  and  high  prcfumption  in  them  to  oppofe  your  Lordfhip's  pre- 
fcrvation  of  one  Englijh  Gentleman  that  hath  relation  to  you  ;  and  I  much 
doubt  Sir  Luke's  former  mifcarriage  and  ill  ufagc  of  the  EnglijI]  garrifons  in 
the  County  of  Rofcomon  hath  been  the  principal  occafion  of  all  the  mi  ("erics 
and  dellrudion  that  hath  befallen  C^ww^^^r  fincc  the  Ceflation.  By  a  difpatch 
to  morrow,  I  fliall  be  very  free,  or  rather  fevere,  with  my  two  friends  upon 
that  point. 

One  of  my  Officers,  Captain  Hugh  Kelly,  was  unfortunately  taken,  main- 
taining a  paflage  againft  the  enemy  upon  their  firfl:  attempt  upon  this  County. 
I  have  tried  all  ways  for  his  ranfome  and  enlargement,  but  can  no  other  ways 
prevail  but  by  exchange  for  Captain  St.  George  at  Athlone.  1  am  not  ignorant 
of  the  diftinflion  between  one  taken  in  fight,  and  another  imprifoned  for  trea- 
chery;  but,  if  your  Lord fhip  do  not  intend  to  juftify  him,  I  humbly  defire  (if 
it  may  well  be  done)  your  Lordfhip's  diredlions  to  my  Lord  Prefidcnt  to  allow 
of  the  exchange,  mine  being  indeed  a  very  excellent  Officer,  and  mofl  efpeci- 
ally  for  the  fervice  of  tfiofe  parts. 

I  am  now  preparing  for  the  removal  of  my  Wife  and  family  to  my  houfe 
of  Terrellan  near  Gallway  for  their  better  fafety,  and  (if  danger  grow  gene- 
ral) to  be  near  their  tranfportation ;  and  if  you  will  not  do  righteous  things  at 
^Dublin,  I  muft  crave  your  Lordihip's  pardon  if  I  do  perfonally  fee  them  fettled 
in  another  climate. 

I  had  almoft  forgotten  earneftly  to  defire  your  Lordfnip  immediately  to  re- 
call your  orders  and  advice  to  General  O  Neile  for  his  repair  into  thefe  parts, 
having  no  want  of  his  affiftance,  and  being  very  confident,  if  General  Trejlon 
keep  touch  with  me,  we  fhall  very  fpeedily  clear  this  Province  of  the  enemy, 
and  then  will  be  my  time  of  confolation,  when  it  ffiall  hardly  be  in  your 
Lordfhip's  power  to  keep  off  from  you  the  perfonal  attendance  of

My  Lord, 

YOUR  letters  of  the  loth,  i  ith,  and  12th  of  this  month  I  received  on  the 
15th,  and  foon  after  Mr.  ?*/«wf to  arrived  here,  with  inftriidions  from 
Limerick,  fo  many  and  moft  of  them  of  fuch  a  nature,  as  required  fomc  time 
to  come  to  a  full  underftanding  of  them ;  and  more  was  needful  for  me  to 
take  refolutions  upon  them,  fuch  as  fliould  be  final,  according  to  their  defire 
and  cxprefllon.  Yet  at  laft  I  had  conceived  fuch  anfwers,  as  I  thought  fitting 
for  me  to  ftand  unto,  and  was  ready  to  have  given  them  to  him  :  Bur  oxv  the 
morning  I  had  appointed  for  it,  I  received  difpatches  out  of  England  from  his 
Majeftie,  importing  his  refolution  to  go  into  the  Scots  Army  then  lying  before 
Newark,  and  from  other  hands  certain  information  that  he  was  through  much 
danger  gotten  thither.  This  change  of  things  m  England  (\  conceived)  might 
occafion  fome  alteration  in  my  anfwers  and  refolutions,  as  to  the  manner  I 
fhould  propofe  for  the  King's  fervice,  and  the  fettlement  of  this  Kingdom; 
and  therefore  underftanding  that  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  in- 
ftrudtions  to  be  at  Limerick,  I  perfwaded  Mr.  'Pluncket  to  haften  thither,  pro- 
mifing  that  by  the  end  of  the  next  week  at  fartheft,  I  would  fend  unto  them 
by  fome  inftruded  and  authorized  my  full  fenfe  of  all  he  had  propofed.  And 
upon  thefe  terms  yefterday  we  parted,  and  about  Tuefday  next  I  intend  to 
fend  my  Brother  Hamilton  or  Jack  Barry,  or  both,  upon  that  affair ;  and  at 
the  fame  time  will  fend  your  Lordfhip  copies  of  all,  and  what  further  is  neceC- 
fary  in  anfwer  to  your  feveral  letters.  In  the  mean  time,  I  beg  your  pardon, 
and  belief  of  my  conftant  being

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 


UPON  the  i4th,  to  my  infinite  comfort,  I  received  your  Excellence's  dif- 
patch  of  the  22d,  giving  mc  aflurance  that  his  Majeftie  hath  gained  fo 
much  liberty  and  likelyhood  of  future  profpcrity,  as  to  be  fafely  arrived  in  the 
Scotch  Army  in  England.  And  by  the  relation  of  others,  I  am  informed  it 
hath  already  wrought  good  eff\:fts  in  the  North,  and  muft  in  all  probability 
work  a  great  alteration  in  all  parts  of  his  Majcftie's  dominions.  And  I  hum- 
bly conceive  that,  upon  your  Lordfhip's  prefent  refolutions,  and  the  fit  and 
timely  compliance  of  the  Confederate  party,  doth  wholly  depend  the  recovery 
and  happy  fettlement  of  this  yet  languifliing  Kingdom ;  and  that  if  this  oppor- 
tunity be  loft,  or  not  carefully  managed,  nothing  can  be  cxpcdlcd  but  difabi- 
hty  to  fervc  the  King,  and  ruin  and  mifery  upon  the  Nation. 

If  it  fhould  fo  unfortunately  fall  out,  as  that  the  Confederates  ftiould  be 
refradory,  or  not  rightly  underftand  what  your  Lordfhip  fhall  require  of  them, 
in  order  to  the  King's  fervice  and  their  own  prefcrvations  ;  and  that  thereupon, 
cither  by  inftrudion  from  his  Majeftie,  or  the  judgment  your  Lordfhip  Ihall 
frame  upon  the  prefent  ftate  of  aff^aires,  there  muft  be  a  neceflity  to  make  ufc 
of  power  and  compulfion  to  bring  them  to  a  right  temper,  your  Lordfhip  will 
be  plcafed  to  confider  my  dangerous  condition  here,  and  truft  mc  with  timely 
notice  of  thofe  refolutions,  that   I  may  provide  for  the  fafcty  of  my  fclf  and 

%  family ; 
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family ;  othcrwife  thofc  forces  dc%ncd  to  be  under  my  command  will  be  fitly 
placed,  and  drawn  together  to  deftroy  mc.  And  certainly  I  Hiall  not  call  upon 
Sir  Charles  Cootes  afliitancc  for  my  defence. 

The  long  Ihy  of  my  melVenger  at  'Dublin  made  me  confident  your  Lord- 
fhip  would  have  fent  me  authority  and  inftrudions,  according  to  my  carneft 
defire  and  humble  rcquefts,  or  at  lead  fomewhat  of  encouragement  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  fervice  1  propolcd.  But  your  Lordlhip  not  taking  notice  of  any 
part  of  my  difpatchcs,  doth  very  much  perplex  me,  and  would  have  produced 
ill  cfFcds  here,  if  the  unweildinefs  of  General  Trcjion'%  artillery,  and  the  flow 
proceedings  of  Gall-^'oy  for  the  advancing  of  monies,  had  not  given  me  a 
few  days  refpit  both  to  importune  and  receive  your  Lordfhip's  fettled  refolu- 
tion.  For  indeed,  my  Lord,  though  for  any  thing  yet  appearing  to  me,  I  am 
likely  to  futfer  fomc  dilgrace  by  being  intitled  a  Marquefs  without  Patent ; 
certainly  I  muft  not  run  that  hazard  and  danger  as  to  be  a  General  without 
Commilllon,  and  aiiainft  thofe  that  are  not  declared  enemies  to  his  Majeftic. 
And  therefore,  if  your  Lordfhip  upon  other  confiderations  do  find  it  unfit  or 
unfeafonable  to  authorife  me  for  that  employment,  I  fhall  humbly  propofe  that 
my  forces  may  be  admitted  to  the  afliftance  of  General  Treftotit  and  that  your 
Lordlhip  will  lay  your  commands  upon  my  fcif  to  waitc  upon  you  at  Vnblint 
until  thele  myfterics  fhall  be  difcloled,  and  imployments  and  commands  pub- 
lick  ly  avowed. 

I  have  made  choice  of  my  Coufin  Garret  Moore  to  prefent  thefe  addreffes 
to  your  Lordfhip,  and  to  give  you  information  of  my  condition  and  the  pre- 
fent ftate  of  affaires  in  thefe  parts ;  and  that  without  putting  your  Lordfhip  to 
the  trouble  of  too  much  writing,  I  may  by  him  receive  what  your  Lordfhip 
ftiall  pleafe  to  impole  upon,  or  impart  unto

My  Lordy 

I  Received  your  letter  of  the  26th  of  this  month  on  the  28th  by  Mr.  Moore  -, 
by  whom  as  well  as  by  that  letter  I  find  your  Lordfhip  expedls  a  fudden  ac- 
compt  of  your  former  difpatches,  and  my  fettled  refolution  touching  the  powers 
you  hold  neceflary  to  have  from  hence,  for  your  taking  upon  you  the  command  of 
the  forces  to  be  employed  in  the  Province  of  Connaght.  To  all  which  1  fhall 
deliver  my  fenfe,  with  what  clearnefs  I  am  able,  and  with  the  freedom  that  my 
refped  and  vowed  affedtion  to  your  perfon  and  fervice  may  juftify,  hoping  you 
will  either  findreafon  in  what  I  write,  or  indulgence  for  errors  proceeding  from 
one,  that  will  ftand  convinced  of  them,  when  you  fhall  declare  them  fuch. 
And  that  I  may  clearly  difcharge  my  felf  of  the  great  arrear  I  am  in,  I  fhall 
begin  with  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  loth  of  May,  intended  by  you  to  have  been 
communicated  to  the  Council  as  your  fenfe  of  the  means  ufed  by  me  and  them 
jointly  for  your  Lordfhip's  prefervation.  1  fhall  give  your  Lordfhip  the  reafons, 
why  I  have  not  yet  held  fit  to  impart  that  letter  to  them. 

Firft,  1  believe  it  would  not  have  produced  the  proclaiming  of  Sir  Charles 
Coote  and  his  adherents,  Rebels,  and  Traitors.  Next  1  doubted  it  would  have 
given  them  fome  colourable,  if  not  juft,  ground  to  apprehend  their  care  of, 
and  expreflions  touching  your  Lordfhip  not  fo  well  taken,  as  perhaps  they  had 
reafon  to  exped,  nor  themfelves  and  their  carriage  in  the  truft  repofed  in  them 
by  his  Majeftie  rightly  under ftood. 
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That  it  would  not  have  produced  fuch  a  proclamation,  I  was  of  opinion,^ 
firft,  becaufe  it  was  needlefs ;  all  thofe  adlions  of  theirs,  exprcflcd  by  your  Lord- 
fhip,  not  only  proclaiming  but  really  making  them  iuch,  and  juftifying  refif- 
tance  and  all  other  ads  of  hoftility  againft  them,  in  fuch  as  arc  armed  with 
power,  beyond  all  the  proclamations  in  the  world.  For  if  1  be  not  midaken, 
(as  1  may  cafily  be  in  matter  of  law)  it  muft  be  a  man's  own  crime,  and  not 
even  the  King's  declaration  that  can  make  a  Rebel  or  Traitor. 

In  the  next  place  I  doubt,  whether  it  would  have  been  held  fafc,  or  prudent, 
at  that  time,  in  the  great  want  and  weaknefs  we  were  in,  and  during  fo  great 
uncertainty  of  agreement  with  the  Confederate  party  or  of  help  from  them, 
by  fuch  a  proclamation,  that  could  not  be  feconded  with  fuitable  power,  to 
draw  on  his  Majeftie's  authority,  and  on  ourfelvcs  that  manage  it,  danger  and 
derifion  from  a  party  then  only  ftrong  in  the  field ;  whilft  former  experience 
could  make  us  expeft  Uttle  or  no  other  effeft,  it  would  have  in  the  Confederates, 
than  to  heighten  the  exorbitance  of  their  expeftations  and  demands,  when  they 
fhould  fee  us  fo  engaged  and  neccfTuated  to  a  relyance  on  their  ftrength  for  our 
fupport:  A  third  reafon  (which  I  confefs  could  not  then  have  come  under  con- 
lideration)  is  the  late  turn  in  Engkndy  which,  by  all  rules  of  Providence  that  I 
can  fafhion  to  my  felf,  requires  that  we  cxped  whereto  fo  great  a  change  will 
bend,  before  fo  new,  great,  and  (for  ought  yet  appears  to  me)  fo  inefFeftual  a 
denouncing  of  war  proceed  from  us;  which  yet  forbids  us  not  in  a  more  filent 
way  to  profecute  our  forefettled  refolutions  for  our  own  fafecies. 

That  the  imparting  to  them  your  Lordfhip's  faid  letter  might  have  given  them 
caufe  to  fear,  that  their  defue  to  ferve  your  Lordfhip  was  not  well  taken,  but 
themfelves  and  their  proceedings  mifunderftood,  I  doubted  by  confidering  fome 
expreflions  in  your  Lordfhip's  letter ;  as  where  your  Lordfhip  faies  that  thofe 
who  have  committed  the  outrages,  and  affumed  the  authority  beforementioned 
feemcd  to  be  accompted  loyal  fubjeds,  and  that  the  breach  of  the  Ccflation 
feems  to  be  allowed  them,  at  leaft  not  corrected,  if  they  had  forborne  your 
Lordfhip.  Whereas  I  conceive  no  fuch  conftrudion  can  be  reafonably  made  of 
any  thing  pafl:  from  me  and  them ;  though  that  warrant  directed  to  your  then 
beflegers  was  held  fit,  fince  it  mufl  either  procure  your  Lordfhip's  deliverance 
from  the  peril  we  took  you  to  be  in,  or  add  to  the  meafure  of  their  difobe- 
dience,  and,  by  confequence  of  their  punifhment,  when  his  Majeftie's  authority 
fhall  recover  the  vigour  to  inflift  it :  And  though  we  efteemed  not  our  felves 
equally  concerned  in  the  invafion  of  yout  Lordfhip  and  of  the  Confederate  party, 
being  as  yet  in  fuch  cafe  no  further  obliged  to  them  by  the  Articles  of  the  Cef- 
Tation,  than  not  to  proted  fuch  as  fhould  invade  them. 

Another  exprefllon  that  I  feared  would  have  confirmed  fuch  a  belief  in  the 
Council,  is  where  your  Lordfhip  defires  fome  fpeedy  courfe  may  be  fettled 
that  perfons  of  honour  and  fidelity  may  not  be  dcftroyed  for  their  obedience, 
whilft  others  giving  the  forementioned  teftimonies  of  their  difloyalty,  are  pre- 
ferved  and  ftrcngthened  under  the  Ihelter  of  our  authority,  or  at  leaft  conni- 
vance, implying  them  guilty  of  the  greateft  and  moft  punifhment-delerving  crimes, 
that  can  be  objedcd  againft  any  JMinifters  of  State.  Whereunto  they  could  not 
but  have  returned  fuch  anfwer  for  their  own  vindication,  as  might  have  bred 
a  greater  diftance  betwixt  your  Lordfhip  and  them,  than  (I  judge)  can  confifl 
with  the  King's  fervice,  and  confequcntly  with  your  Lordlhip's  intentions. 
Thus  far  in  anfwer  to  yours  of  May  lo,  and  of  fo  much  of  that  of  the  nth 
as  relates  to  it. 

To  the  reft  of  that  of  the  nth  your  Lordfhip  receives  herewith  his  Majeftie's 
Commillion  under  the  Great  Seal,  a  better  authority  for  your  Lordfhip  to  take 
upon  you  tlie  command  of  all  the  forces  raifcd,  to  be  railed,  or  that  ihall  be 
fent  to  your  afliftancc  into  that  Province,  than  can  come  from  mc  without  a 
fpccial  letter  from  his  Majefty,  confidering  the  patents  already  on  foot,  which 
can  only  be  fuperfcdcd  by  the  like  lubfcqucnt  giants  from  his  Majefty.  I 
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I  have  from  the  Gentleman's  own  hand  named  by  Major  General  Taafe,  re- 
ceived good  alVurance  of  his  inehnations  to  be  of  the  King's  paity,  as  Ibon  as 
proviiion  can  be  made  foi  the  fafcty  and  fubfillcnce  of  his  Men  5  without  which 
it  were  fiuitlefs,  and  a  kind  of  treachery  to  him  to  draw  him  from  where  he 
makes  a  fhift  to  live.  But  if  your  Lordlhip  can  prcvaile  with  the  Confederates 
to  allign  him  a  certain  maintenance  (which  by  their  ul'age  and  opinion  of  Cap- 
rain  Crofton  I  have  caufe  to  doubt )  I  Ihall  quickly  make  addreiVes  to  him  to 
the  North,  whither  (I  hear)  he  is  retired. 

Mr.  Tltmcket  arrived  here  about  the  time  I  received  the  letter  I  am  now  an- 
fwering;  and  his  bufinefs  indeed  was,  among  other  things,  to  propofe  the  i'pcedy 
publication  of  a  Peace,  but  not  without  the  addition  of  thofe  conccfllons  made 
by  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan,  againft  which  the  King  hath  declared  fo  juftly  and 
fo  openly,  that  I  may  not  admit  they  (hould  come  in  at  the  end  of  any  bar- 
gain of  my  making.  Some  other  propofitions  of  equall  wildnefs  he  made  which 
1  have  extraded,  and  herewith  fent  your  Lordfhip,  that  you  may  judge  how 
cndlefs  a  labour  it  is  like  to  be  to  come  to  a  conclufion  with  men,  that  fet  no 
limits  to  their  propofeings.  Yet  that  nothing  be  left  undone  on  my  part,  I 
{"hall  return  the  bcft  and  mod  fatisfying  anfwer  I  can  frame,  even  to  thole  un- 
cxpc£led  motions,  which,  according  to  my  promile  in  mine  of  the  2 id,  had 
been  with  your  Lordfhip  and  them  before  now,  but  for  the  intervening,  firft 
of  the  news  out  of  England,  and  fince  of  a  fad  accident,  that  had  like  to  have 
btreft  me  of  three  children  at  once,  but  by  God's  great  mercy  took  from  me 
only  the  youngeft. 

In  this  letter  of  the  nth  your  Lordfhip  doth  rightly  ftate,  and  (I  muft  ac- 
knowledge) make  a  moll  folid  judgment  of  the  ftate  of  the  Treaty  as  it  now 
ftands;  fave  that  touching  their  preparations  towards  performance  of  their  un- 
dertakings for  his  Majeftie's  aillftance  in  England,  the  accidents  preventing  the 
fame,  and  the  want  of  a  fafe  landing  and  conjundion  of  forces  on  the  other 
fide,  much  may  be  faied  to  the  weakening  of  their  plea,  if  it  were  held  need- 
full.  But  as  your  Lordlhip  hath  put  together  all  that  may  poflibly  induce,  and 
probably  excufe  a  going  beyond  or  befide  his  Majeftie's  inftrudtions,  as  the 
matter  lay  then  before  you,  and  have  upon  the  matter  perfwaded  me  in  the 
neceflity  of  concluding  a  Peace,  in  relation  to  the  King's  fervice,  and  the  fafety 
of  his  fervants  and  interefts  here,  fo  have  you  made  the  onely  eflential  objec- 
tions that  then  lay  againft  it  in  your  Lordlhip's  view ;  if  thefe  propofitions 
made  by  Mr.  'Pluncket  were  not  known  to  you.  And  thofe  objeiSlions  are  (I 
conceive)  too  weighty  to  be  removed  by  any  private  or  conjectural  affirma- 
tions, upon  which  no  man  can  be  farther  challenged  than  of  a  mifunderftand- 
ing  of  men's  inclinations,  though  perhaps  really  the  fault  may  be  in  his  want 
of  will  to  have  his  opinions  reduced  into  real  certainty.  And  therefore  if  your 
Lordfhip  fhall  think  tit,  to  avoid  all  future  difputes,  to  propofe  to  fuch  as  are 
of  belief,  that  upon  pubUcation  of  the  Peace,  the  generality  of  the  Kingdom 
will  declare  themfelves  to  be  folely  and  entirely  under  his  Majeftie's  Govern- 
ment ;  that  they  will  beforehand  engage  themfelves,  not  only  to  lead  the  way, 
but  to  endeavour  with  all  their  power  to  draw  others  after  them.  When  I  fhall 
know  who  they  are  that  will  thus  engage,  I  may  then  judge  of  their  power, 
and  accordingly  reckon  the  hazards  I  am  to  encounter  with,  more  or  lefs, 
which  may  alio  be  an  inducement  to  me  to  engage  my  felf  in  the  other  par- 
ticulars. 

To  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  nth,  there  needs  no  other  anfwer,  than  that  I 
Ihall  write  to  my  Lord  Prefident  for  the  exchange  of  Captain  St.  George  for 
your  Lordfhip's  Officer,  and  that  there  is  no  fear  of  Owen  O  Neile's  troubling 
that  Province  upon  any  injundion  of  mine. 

Your  Lordlhip's  of  the  26th  remaines  to  anfwer ;  which  before  I  enter  into, 

I  muft  let  your  Lordfhip  know,  that  fince  the  arrival  here  of  his  Majeftie's  let- 
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ter  (fince  printed)  I  have  heard  nothing  out  of  England  or  Scotland,  where 
fome  fay  the  Kino;  is:  nor  do  I  certainly  i^now  what  cfFeds  his  coming  to  that 
Army  will  produce  in  the  North,  though  more  than  a  week  fince  I  dilpatched 
one  to  Monroe,  with  a  copy  of  his  Majeftie's  letter,  accompanied  with  one  of 
civility  only  from  me. 

Your  fear  of  being  furprized  in  a  breach  with  the  /r(/Z>  Confederates,  I  con- 
ceive, your  Lordfhip  will  lay  afide,  when  you  have  read  this  letter,  and  (hall 
know  that  the  Ceflation  is  continued  till  the  13th  of  July  next.  But  if  any 
accident  fhould  happen,  that  in  my  apprehenfion  would  lay  you  open  to  any 
thing  of  danger,  I  Ihould  not  faile  to  give  you  timely  notice  of  it. 

The  reafon  why  I  have  not  fooner  given  your  Lordfhip  this  accompt,  I  hope 
your  Lordfhip  will  fo  far  approve,  as  to  believe  it  could  not  proceed  from  any 
want  of  dcfire  in  me  to  give  you  all  pofllble  and  timely  fatisfadion  in  what- 
ever comes  from  you  to  me. 

For  inftruftions,  which  (I  conceive)  your  Lordfhip  expects  fhould  accompany, 
I  can  for  the  prefcnt  only  refer  you  to  your  Commiflion,  which  in  general  di- 
reds  your  LordlTiip  againft  whom  to  employ  the  forces  you  iTiall  get  together, 
the  number,  provifion  and  prefent  pofture  whereof,  as  well  as  of  the  enemy, 
being  unknown  to  me,  I  know  not  what  particular  inftrudlions  to  give.  And 
now  that  your  Lordfhip  hath  a  Commiflion  ftrong  enough,  which  (I  conceive) 
all  that  in  this  Kingdom  are  loyal,  will  not  ftick  publickly  to  avow,  and  ac- 
knowledge, I  fuppofe  your  Lordfhip  expefts  no  approbation  from  me,  that 
your  forces  fhould  be  admitted  to  the  aftiftance  of  General  T  reft  on. 

Having  by  this  time  tired  your  Lordfhip,  you  muft  yet  give  me  leave  to  af- 
fure  you,  that  I  am,  and  ever  will  be

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

TH  E  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  30th  of  May  makes  me  much  aOiamed 
to  have  been  the  occafion  of  putting  your  Lordfhip  to  fo  great  a  trou- 
ble j  and  to  prevent  any  increafe  thereof,  it  begot  a  relblution  in  me  this  day 
to  begin  my  journey,  and  to  have  perfonally  waited  upon  your  Lordiliip.  But 
my  prefent  ftate  of  health  doth  fo  evidently  impair,  that  my  ftrength  is  no  ways 
anfwerable  to  my  mind,  or  agreeable  to  the  condition  of  thefe  times. 

I  am  fully  convinced  by  your  Lordfhip's  judgment  upon  my  difpatch  of  the 
ioth  oiMay,  and  it  fhall  be  my  inftruftion  for  the  future  not  to  deal  with 
Statefmen,  when  paflion  and  revenge  for  late  received  injuries  are  predominant 
and  work  powerfully  upon  the  imagination.  Yet  if  there  might  have  been  a 
reparation  made  therein  between  your  Lordfhip's  intcreft  and  that  of  others, 
(which  I  prefumc  your  Lordfhip  believes  was  my  aim)  and  that  ufe  might  have 
been  made  of  my  boldnefs  and  prcfumption  therein  to  put  them  to  a  grant  or 
denial  (which  would  have  been  in  fome  fort  of  equal  fatisfaftion  to  me)  I  fhould 
not  have  feared  thofe  difpleafures  grounded  upon  that,  which  1  then  conceived 
to  be  the  truth,  and  my  felf  necellltated  to  be  free  and  clear  therein.  Pardon 
me,  my  Lord,  difcourfe  upon  this  fubjcdt  rubs  the  fore  afrcfli,  and  draws  mc 
to  inconveniencies  I  refolvcd  to  avoid ;  without  any  farther  difpute,  I  humbly 
fubmit  to  your  Lordfhip's  cenfure. 

When  I  propofed,  amongfl  other  authorities,   the  fending  the  King's  Com- 

mifTion  to  me,  which  I  long  fince  refigned  and  left  in  your  Lordfhip's  cuftody, 

I  had  indeed  forgotten  the  claulcs  that  had  relation  to  my  Lord  IVtllmot,  and 
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made  nic  upon  the  matter  but  his  Vice  Picfidcnt  and  my  Loid  ©///<?»  nothing  j 
and  finding  the  power  granted  mc,  but  in  general  words,  to  profccute  Traitors  and 
Rebels,  though  your  Lordlhip  doth  rightly  oblcrvc  that  it  is  the  crime  and  not 
the  declaration  that  proves  them  guilty,  yet  I  do  humbly  conceive  (cfpccially 
the  many  divifions  of  patties  now  in  the  Kingdom  coniidered)  until  they  be 
declared  by  fuch  as  have  authority  for  it,  it  goes  beyond  the  ftrcngth  of  ray 
Commidion  to  adault  or  purfue  them,  as  Traitors  or  Rebells,  by  forces  not  yet 
publickly  avowed}  and  by  my  fuffcrings  I  conceive  my  felf  too  much  a  party 
to  be  judge  of  the  offence,  though  I  may  be  commanded  to  be  an  inftrument  in 
the  punifhment.  And  when  your  Lorddiip  fhall  be  pleafed  to  reflcft  upon  the 
date  of  my  Commifllon,  I  Ibppofe  it  will  be  difputablc  to  whom  it  had  then 
relation  ;  and  not  to  hold  your  Lordfhip  too  long  upon  this  point,  give  me  leave 
to  exprcfs  my  relblution,  that  untill  your  Lordlhip  find  it  fit  and  convenient  to 
give  me  a  new  Commiflion,  or  Ibmewhat  of  publick  declaration,  that  I  may 
take  the  command  in  chief  upon  me  of  thefe  forces  for  the  prefent  expedition 
into  Connaght,  againft  thofe  that  have  not  only  frequently  broken  the  Cefla- 
tion,  but  violently  aflaulted  me  and  others  included  within  your  Lorddiip's 
quarters,  let  my  honour  and  fortune  be  never  lo  much  engaged,  and  my  felf 
liable  to  many  harfh  conftrudions,  1  muft  not  venture  to  take  that  charge  upon 
me.  But  fhall  yet  rely  fo  far  upon  fuppofitions,  as  to  fend  my  forces  to  Ge- 
neral Trejion's  afllftance,  and  frame  my  felf  to  that  quiet  courfc  of  life  moft 
proper  to  my  prefent  condition,  much  cither  of  bufuiefs  or  cxercife  being  very 
painful  to  me. 

For  what  I  propounded  to  your  Lordfliip  concerning  the  fpeedy  fettlement 
of  this  Kingdom  by  the  publication  of  the  Peace,  I  can  no  fartiaer  juftify  either 
the  matter  or  exprcfllon,  than  to  affure  your  Lordfhip  I  have  not  the  leafl  no- 
tion of  thofc  propofitions  fent  from  Limerick-,  more  than  in  general  that  they 
defired  the  proclaiming  of  the  Peace ;  and  that  whatfoever  appeared  before  your 
Lordfhip  from  me  upon  that  fubjed,  proceeded  from  a  fettled  entire  duty  to 
his  Majeftie,  a  real  and  conflant  affedion  to  your  Lordfhip,  and  an  earnefl  de- 
fire  to  advance  the  publick  good  and  fafcty  of  this  Kingdom  in  a  right  obedi- 
ence to  his  Majcftie's  authority. 

I  mufl  acknowledge  that  thole  who  have  endeavoured  to  put  a  confidence  in 
rue,  that  the  generality  of  the  Kingdom  would  return  into  an  entire  obedience 
upon  publication  of  the  Peace,  are  not  of  that  leading  power  and  quality  in 
the  Country,  as  that  your  Lordfhip  can  with  a  full  fecurity  ground  your  refo- 
lutions  thereupon.  But  they  are  fuch,  as  1  am  much  fatisfied  with  in  point  of 
honefty,  judgment  and  knowledge  of  the  perfons  and  inclinations  of  thofe  that  are 
of  greateft  power  of  that  party.  And  for  the  Gentry  of  this  Province  and  a 
confiderable  part  of  Leinjler,  by  my  own  obfervation,  I  make  no  qucflion  of 
their  conformity.  And  as  it  is  confidently  related  to  me,  I  have  much  to  fay 
even  of  the  defires  and  intentions  of  fome  of  their  Supream  Council,  which  at 
this  diflance  1  know  not  how  to  exprefs  to  give  your  Lordfhip  clear  fatisfac- 
tion.  But  I  hope  the  return  of  thofe  your  Lordfliip  employs  to  Limerick,  and 
Mr.  ^luncket  accompanying  them,  which  (as  I  am  informed)  is  intended,  will 
clear  all  difficulties,  and  fettle  a  right  underftanding.  If  not,  your  Lordfhip 
may  be  pleafed  to  infift  pofitively  upon  this  point,  which  will  determine  their 
endlefs  difputes  and  dubious  propofitions.  And  I  am  much  inclined  to  believe 
that  truth  will  out,  and  themfelves  acknowledge  they  cannot  fubfifl  any  other 
way  5  though  if  they  fhould  faile  in  that  your  Lordfhip  hath  already  granted,  I 
am  fearful  that  defperation  may  drive  them  to  very  deftrudive  refolutions,  by 
which  however  they  might  be  vanquifh'd ;  yet  it  would  not,  (as  I  conceive)  ac- 
cording to  the  prefent  jundure  of  affaires,  be  of  any  advantage  to  the  King's 
fervice,  or  fecurity  to  your  Lordfhip.  And  I  have  fomewhat  more  than  conjec- 
ture to  ground  my  belief,  that  your  Lordfhip  is  well  fatisfied  that  the  I<.ing  is 
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ftill  defirous  of  the  peace  of  this  Kingdom,  though  he  failed  of  the  fupplics  at 
the  time  appointed ;  which,  in  my  weak  judgment,  takes  off  much,  if  it  do 
not  wholly  remove  your  Lordfhip's  hazard  in  the  proclamation  of  the  Peace, 
though  the  conditions  were  not  leafonably  performed. 

Thefe  particulars,  craving  pardon  for  their  length  and  weakncfs  of  cxprcf- 
fion,    are  humbly  offered  to  your  Lordfhip's  confidcration  by

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  well-beloved  Coufin  and  Counfcllor,  we  greet  you 
well.  Having  long  with  much  grief  looked  upon  the  fad  condition  our 
Kingdom  of  Ireland  hath  been  in  thefe  divers  years,  through  the  wicked  and 
defperate  Rebellion  there,  and  the  bloody  effeds  have  cnfucd  thereupon  ;  for 
the  fettling  whereof,  we  would  have  wholly  applied  our  felvcs,  if  the  difteren- 
ces  betwixt  us  and  our  fubjeds  here  had  not  diverted  and  withdrawn  us. 

And  not  having  been  able  by  force  (for  that  refpcft)  to  reduce  them,  wc 
were  neceflitated  for  the  prefent  fafety  of  our  Protelhnt  fubjcds  there,  to  give 
you  power  and  authority  to  treat  with  them  upon  fuch  pious,  honourable  and 
fafe  grounds,  as  the  good  of  that  our  Kingdom  did  then  require.  But  for  ma- 
ny reafons  too  long  for  a  letter,  we  think  fit  to  require  you  to  proceed  no 
further  in  Treaty  with  the  Rebels,  nor  to  engage  us  upon  conditions  with 
them  after  fight  hereof.  And  having  formerly  found  fuch  real  proofs  of  your 
ready  obedience  to  our  commands,  we  doubt  not  of  your  care  in  this,  where- 
in our  fervice  and  the  good  of  our  Proteftant  fubje£ts  in  Ireland  is  fo  much 
concerned.

Parliament  Commiflloners ;  the  reafons  for  it ;  our  humble  defire  to  be  re- 
membered and  protected,  as  your  conftantly  loyal  and  faithful  fubjeds  and  fer- 
vants ;  with  our  prayers  to  God  for  your  Majeftie's  happinefs  and  profperity

I  Am  as  much  troubled  to  find  by  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  3d  of  this  month, 
that  you  retain  fomc  feeling  of  your  laft  fit,  or  apprehend  the  accefs  of  a 
new  one,  as  I  am  abundantly  fatisfied  to  oblerve,  that  my  freedom  with  your 
Lordlhip  hath  met  with  an  interpretation  fo  fuitable  to  my  intentions  of  ref- 
ped  unto  you. 

I  confcfs  the  Commiflion  I  fent  your  Lordfhip  was  not  fuch  as  I  could  have 
wiflied  you,  and  that  1  believed  not  you  would  make  ufc  of  it,  but  for  want 
of  power  in  me  to  give  you  a  better,  and  in  cafe  of  a  prclling  neceflity ;  both 
which,  as  I  took  it,  being  met  at  the  time  your  Lordfhip  fent  for  it,  gave  me 
encouragement  to  fend  it. 

I  have  not  heard  from  Jack  Barry  or  my  Brother  Hamilton  fmce  they  went 
hence  to  demand  the  pofitive  refolution  of  the  Limerick  Council,  whether  they 
intend  to  infill:  upon  the  publication  of  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan's  agreement 
with  them  or  no  5  and  until  I  do,  the  bufinels  of  the  Treaty  mufi:  refi:  at  a 
ftand.  As  (bon  as  it  fliall  recover  motion  by  any  return  from  them,  your 
Lordfhip  fliall  again  hear  from

N°.  CCCCLVI.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord,  Paris,  June  17.  St.  No.  1646. 

I  Believe  we  may  vie  with  one  another  in  care  and  trouble  for  my  long  flay 
from  your  Excellence ;  but  I  hope  in  God  to  be  with  you  within  few  days 
after  this,  with  fuch  fruits  of  my  journey  as  fliall  make  you  think  it  well  im- 
ployed,  if  it  pleafe  God  you  have  been  but  able  to  prevent  ill-accidents  there, 
and  to  keep  things  in  the  ftate  I  left  them  till  my  return,  I  intend  to  begin 
my  journey  to  morrow  towards  y^r/^,  where  my  frigat  ftays  for  me,  but  with- 
all,  I  thought  it  neccflary  to  fend  unto  your  Excellence,  the  neareft  way,  this 
accompt  of  what  efFecl  you  may  expeft  of  my  negotiation,  if  it  pleafe  God  I 
get  fafely  to  you  ;  and  if  otherwifc,  receive  from  me  the  befl:  meafures  I  can 
give  you  how  to  govern  your  felf  moft  to  the  advantage  of  his  Majeftie's 
affaires,  and  of  your  own  honour  and  interefts,  the  latter  of  which  I  fhall  not 
need  tell  you  is  next  the  firft,  the  dcarefl  thing  to  me  in  the  world. 

At  my  coming  to  Jerfey,  I  found  clearly  my  misfortune  in  having  come 
too  late  to  Scilly,  both  in  the  certainty  of  my  power  to  have  brought  the  Prince 
thence  into  Ireland,  and  in  the  impofllbility  of  doing  it  where  I  then  was, 
there  being  fuch  an  invincible  averfion  in  the  Prince's  Council  againft  rhat  de- 
fign,  as  nothing  could  have  overcome  but  the  fears  they  were  in  in  Scilly,  or 
force  which  I  had  not  power  to  apply  in  Jerfey :  Befides,  I  found  them  ftreng- 
thened  at  that  time  againfl  it  by  arguments  taken  from  the  uncertainty  how 
my  propofition  might  fuit  with  the  King's  new  defigns,  of  which  there  was  no 
more  then  known,  than  that  he  was  refolve^  to  get  out  of  Oxford.  Over  and 
above  this  they  armed  themfelves  againft  me  with  the  Queen's  vehement  pref- 
fures,  and  fome  exprefllons  of  the  King's  pleafure  for  his  coming  mto  France, 
notwithftanding  that  themfelves  were  almoft  as  averfe  from  that  as  from  Ire- 
2  land. 
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land,  upon  the  whole  matter,  I  thought  it  neceffary  to  try  if  I  could  meet 
with  more  reafonable  people  in  France  than  at  Jerfey,  and  ftrengthen  my  felf 
from  thence.  At  my  coming  hither,  1  found  the  Queen  very  earncft  in  her 
defires  to  have  the  Prince  here,  but  rather  out  of  an  unfatisfiednefs  of  his  fafety 
at  Jerfey,  and  ignorance  of  the  condition  of  Ireland,  than  out  of  any  padion 
or  defign  relative  to  France  ;  for  when  I  had  once  given  her  a  true  ftate  of  af- 
faires in  Ireland,  I  found  her  very  ready  to  embrace  whatfoever  upon  a  judi- 
cious debate  fliould  be  found  moft  eflcntial  for  the  prefcrvation  of  that  King- 
dom, and  the  laying  the  foUidcft  foundations  for  his  Majeftie's  afliftance,  it 
was  not  thought  fit  to  come  to  any  refolution  in  the  point,  without  confulting 
the  Cardinal,  who  now  doth  give  fuch  teftimonies  of  the  real  defires  of  France 
to  reftore  the  King,  as  the  Queen  hath  great  reafon  to  refign  her  felf  up  much 
to  his  counfel.  By  that  time  I  came  to  wait  upon  his  Eminence  it  was  known 
that  the  King  had  put  himfelf  into  the  hands  of  the  Scots,  grounding  his  hopes 
in  them,  upon  the  negotiations  and  powers  of  France  with  the  Scots,  which 
had  in  a  manner  engaged  it  felf  to  declare  for  the  King,  in  cafe  he  fhould  join 
with  the  Scots,  and  likewife  to  fct  up  their  reft  to  prcferve  the  Scots  firm  to 
his  juft  interefts. 

I  thought  it  not  the  worft  feafon  to  prefs  home  unto  him  my  propofition 
concerning  the  Prince's  going  to  Ireland,  adding,  that  it  might  be  an  excellent 
means  of  ftrengthening  what  was  begun  with  the  Scots,  by  begetting  an  union 
between  them  and  the  Irifb  by  the  Prince's  prefence  in  Ireland,  and  the  pow- 
erful mediation  of  France  between  them,  and  that  it  would  be  a  very  good 
tryal  of  the  reality  of  the  Scots  intentions  j  which,  if  they  were  fincere  towards 
the  King,  doubtlefs  they  would  not  be  nice  of  ftrengthening  themfelves  by  fuch 
a  conjundlion.  I  found  the  Cardinal  as  fenfible  of  the  reafon  of  what  I  pro- 
pofed,  as  1  could  poflibly  wifh,  and  he  inftantly  condefcended  unto  the  nccef- 
fity  of  the  Prince's  prefence  in  Ireland,  and  of  France'%  engaging  it  felf  imme- 
diately in  the  procuring  a  prefent  communication  between  the  Scots  and  the 
Irifh,  and  a  refolution  from  the  Scots  not  to  embrace  any  accommodation,  but 
upon  a  joint  compiifal  of  the  Irijht  and  a  ratification  of  the  Peace  there ;  and 
to  affiire  me  of  his  reality  herein,  he  gave  prefent  order  for  a  difpatch  to  that 
purpofe  unto  Montrueil  their  Agent  with  the  Scots^  and  for  another  to  Mr. 
T>u  Moulin  their  Agent  in  Ireland,  to  afllire  both  your  Excellence  and  the  Iri^ 
of  this  refolution  of  France,  which  difpatch  I  have  to  bring  with  me  j  and  I 
afTure  you  alfo  that  this  point  is  made  a  prime  inftru£lion  of  the  extraordinary 
Embaftador  that  is  now  fending  into  England  under  pretence  of  mediating  an 
accommodation. 

As  for  the  prefent  potting  in  execution  the  Prince's  going  into  Ireland,  tho* 
he  fully  confented  unto  the  ufefulnefs  of  the  thing ;  yet  he  fcrupled  at  the 
pofllbility  of  effeding  it  time  enough  before  the  conclufion  of  the  Peace  in 
Ireland,  which  was  of  neceflity  to  be  haftened ;  and  left  it  might  be  fome- 
what  too  fuddain  before  the  Scots  were  enough  declared,  and  give  them  fome 
pretext  to  fly  off  in  cafe  they  were  not  fo  firm  and  right  as  was  hoped  for 
here ;  but  that  if  there  could  be  any  other  means  found  out  to  go  through 
with  the  Peace  in  Ireland  fuddainly,  and  to  conjoin  the  Proteftant  party  with 
the  /r(/6,  he  thought  it  might  be  beft  for  the  prefent  and  eafilier  effefted  to 
bring  the  Prince's  perfon  firft  hither,  from  whence  he  fhould  be  at  full  liberty, 
and  have  at  all  times  all  conveniences  to  tranfport  himfelf  whitherfoever  the 
advantage  of  his  affaires  fliould  call  him ;  and  for  this  freedom  there  is  a  fo- 
lemn  and  publick  engagement  given  by  the  Queen,  Cardinal,  and  Council  of 
France.  I  finding  his  inclinations  on  the  one  fide,  and  on  the  other  the 
impoflibility  of  getting  the  Prince  from  Jerfey  into  Ireland,  without  bring- 
ing him  firft  hither,  told  his  Eminence  that  I  was  of  his  opinion  -,  but  that 
there  was  only  one  way  pofliblc  bcfidcs  the  Prince's  prefent  repair  thither  to 
■L  fettle 
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fettle  the  Pe^ice  o^ Ireland,  which  was  by  a  firm  afllirancc  of  the  Prince's  coming 
thither  as  foon  as  pollibly  might  be  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  a  fum  of  money  where- 
by to  fatisfy  till  his  coming  the  Proteftant  Soldiers,  and  thereby  to  give  your  Exccl- 
Jencc  the  power  to  difplacc  thofe  Officers  whom  you  had  caulc  to  diftrnft,  he  told 
me  that  as  the  aflurance  of  the  Prince's  going  into  Ireland  when  it  Ihould  be  pofi- 
tivcly  neceflary,  would,  when  once  he  were  here,  ablblutcly  be  in  his  own  and  our 
Queen's  power ;  fo  as  great  as  Frances  prcfent  necefllties  were,  if  a  modetate  fum 
for  the  prefcnt  would  fufficc,  I  fliould  not  want  that  to  difpofe  of  in  what  way  I 
fhould  think  tit  for  the  King's  fcrvicc  in  Ireland--,  and  accordingly  he  prcfently 
gave  order  for  loooopiftoles  to  be  payed  me,  which  I  have  received,  and  dial  I 
bring  with  mc  to  employ  as  your  Excellence  lliall  command,  no  way  doubt- 
ing but  if  we  can  compafs  to  get  the  Prince  of  Wales  fuddainly  hither,  as  I 
am  confident  we  fliall,  we  fhall  have  his  perfon  in  Ireland  whenever  welhail 
think  it  neceflary.  And  in  the  mean  time,  by  pretending  it  neceflary,  though 
it  fhould  not  be  pofitivcly  fo,  be  able  to  draw  a  conftant  fupply  of  monies 
out  of  France  for  the  forbearance  j  for  I  find  that  although  they  have  made  a 
very  frank  and  fatisfaftory  engagement  for  his  freedom  to  difpofe  of  himfelf 
when  he  fhall  be  here,  yet  they  do  fo  much  dcfire  to  have  him,  as  that  they 
will  be  willing  to  purchafe  the  continuance  of  pofleflion  at  a  very  good 
rate  ;  and  truly  I  cannot  yet  underfl:and  but  that  when  he  fhall  be  here,  and 
your  Excellence  have  received  from  him  and  the  Queen  jointly  aflurances  of 
their  adhereing  to  you,  and  engagement  from  them  of  their  feeing  the  King 
make  good  your  engagements  in  Ireland,  a  confl:ant  fupply  of  money  may  be 
more  ufeful  there,  and  his  prefence  more  ufcful  here,  and  which  of  thefe  you 
Ihall  think  beft:,  I  am  very  confident  you  may  build  upon.  Over  and  above 
this,  I  have  great  reafon  to  be  confident  that  we  fliali  be  able  to  procure  a 
conftant  fupply  of  monies  from  Rome,  without  any  other  engagement  for  it, 
than  fuch  advantages  to  the  Catholicks  as  every  honeft  Proteftant  will  be  willing 
to  afford  them,  as  well  in  England  as  in  Ireland,  to  purchafe  by  it  fuch  advan- 
tages to  the  King.  Upon  which  occafion  I  muft  not  omit  to  tell  you  that  which 
hath  beenoneof  mychiefeft  joys  ftnce  I  came  hither,  which  is,  that  thcC^een 
hath  been  infinitely  juft  to  your  Excellence,  and  fo  far  from  entering  into  any 
Treaty  with  the  Pope  concerning  Ireland,  nocwithftanding  the  Nuncio's  impu- 
dence to  publifh  what  he  did  at  Kilkenny,  that  iTie  would  never  fuffer  Sir  Ke- 
nelme  'D'tgby  to  hearken  to  any  thing  on  that  fubjed,  and  her  Majeftie  having 
received  Ibme  propofitions  from  the  Pope  concerning  Ireland,  her  anfwer  ftill 
was,  that  the  bufinefs  of  that  Kingdom  was  already  in  thofe  hands  that  were 
beft  able  to  manage  it,  and  that  whatfoever  was  fought  for  there,  muft  not  be 
cxpefted  from  any  but  your  Excellence.  Yea  fo  far  went  her  Majeftie,  that 
when  the  Nuncio  of  Ireland  paft  this  way,  and  made  an  addrefs  to  her  Maje- 
ftie, aflliring  her  that  he  had  orders  to  govern  himfelf  in  the  affairs  of  Ireland 
as  flic  fhould  direft,  fhe  would  not  fo  much  as  once  admit  him  to  her  pre- 
fence, or  own  him  in  the  leaft  degree.  This  I  aflTure  your  Excellence  is  punc- 
tually true;  yet  I  bcfeech  you  to  forbear  expreffing  any  thing  againft  the  Nun- 
cio till  I  have  waited  upon  you,  more  than  in  fatisfying  thofe  whom  you  Ihall 
think  neceflTary  with  the  knowledge  of  this  truth. 

Having  given  your  Excellence  this  true  ftate  of  things  here,  it  is  neceflTary 
that  you  be  likewife  informed  how  things  ftand  with  the  King  in  Ejigland-, 
according  to  our  yefterday's  intelligence,  which  is  in  fhort  this :  That  the  Scots 
are  likely  to  fail  both  ours  and  France'^  expeftations,  and  to  make  ufc  of  the 
King's  Perfon  only  to  force  him  to  what  they  have  aimed  at,  with  the  Parlia- 
ment, all  this  while,  infomuch  as  you  are  to  confider  the  King  at  prcfent  among 
them  in  fhews  and  formalities  treated  as  a  King,  but  really  worfe  than  a  pri- 
foner ;  for  befides  the  guards  about  him,  and  ftrift  obfervation  of  his  Perfon, 
he  hath  no  kind  of  liberty  of  mind,  fmce  all  power  of  exprcfling  any  thmg 

6  F  but 
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but  what  they  will  have  him  is  taken  away ;  A^biirnham  being  ciiafcd  from 
him,  and  not  a  perfon  permitted  about  him,  by  whom  he  can  cither  receive  or 
tranfmit  any  thing  to  or  from  thofe  whom  he  would  have  know  his  mind. 
This  only  we  have  had  the  happinefs  to  know  from  him,  when  he  forelaw  the 
condition  he  was  likely  to  be  in,  that  he  defircs  that  the  Prince  his  Son,  the 
Queen,  and  all  his  faithful  fervants  Ihould  jointly  govern  themfelves  according 
to  what  they  fhall  Judge  to  be  the  true  intcrefts  of  his  Crown  and  poilcrity, 
and  not  according  to  what  in  his  forced  condition  may  outwardly  be  made  ap- 
pear as  his  pleafure  -,  and  1  am  confident  that  if  there  be  a  poillbility  of  his 
conveying  any  thing  of  fecret  to  you,  your  Lordfliip  will  receive  his  cxprefe 
pleafure  to  this  effeft.  This  is  that  which  I  think  my  felf  bound  to  let  your 
Excellence  know  this  way,  in  cafe  any  misfortune  fhould  befal  me,  as  that 
which  I  hope  you  will  purfue,  though  I  were  not  of  the  world,  being  you  arc 
now  the  perlbn  upon  whom  all  the  eyes  of  the  world  are  fct  for  the  conduct 
and  management  in  chief  under  the  Prince  of  Wales  of  the  intcrefts  of  the 
Crown  of  England.  If  it  pleafe  God  I  come  fafe  to  you,  I  make  no  queftioii 
but  I  fhall  bring  thofe  aflurances  with  me  as  fiiall  remove  all  fcruples :  If  God 
fhould  otherwife  difpofe  of  me,  I  am  confident  that  upon  thefe  grounds,  your 
Excellence  making  your  addrefs  to  the  Queen  and  the  Prince,  you  will  find 
them  never  a  whit  the  lefs  firm  and  fteady  to  you :  In  the  way  of  which  I  do 
recommend  unto  your  friendfhip  my  hoxdjermin,  as  a  moft  entire  and  worthy 
perfon,  and  to  whom  you  are  already  highly  obliged.  My  greateft  fear  is  left 
before  my  return  to  you,  the  King  fhould  have  been  forced  by  the  Scots  to  fet 
any  embargo  upon  the  Peace  of  Ireland;  but  though  he  have,  I  hope  you  will 
be  able  to  keep  things  fair  till  I  come,  and  that  then  having  received  iuch  far- 
ther affurances  as  I  fhall  be  able  to  give  you  of  the  King's  condition,  of  the 
Queen  and  Prince's  refolutions,  and  of  the  grounds  laid  to  carry  them  through, 
no  fuch  imbargo  will  be  any  hinderance  to  you  to  purfue  vigoroufly  that  courle 
which  you  fhall  judge  prudent,  juft,  and  honourable,  and  wherein,  if  God  give 
me  life,  you  Ihall  be  accompanied  infeparably  by,

I  have  divers  things  to  have  added,  which  would  have  fwelled  this  letter 
to  too  vaft  a  bulk ;  and  therefore  I  have  committed  them  to  this  bearer 
Bennet,  the  young  Gentleman  whom  I  have  fpoken  to  you  of  before,  who  is 
now  returned  to  me  out  of  Italy,  whither  I  had  fent  him,  and  is  one  whofc 
difcretion  and  fidelity  I  do  infinitely  truft.

My  Lord, 

YOUR  Lordfhip  hath  been  long  fiiicc  informed  where  niy  Lord  T)/^^/ 
found  the  Prince,  and  from  thence  have  pardoned  my  not  acknowledg- 
ment of  your  great  favour  to  me  for  the  impoflibility  of  prefenting  it  to  you, 
I  confefs  in  that  conjuncture  of  time,  I  thought  the  remove  from  Jerfey  to 
Ireland  to  be  very  fit  to  be  deliberately  weighed,  before  attempted ;  but  I 
would  have  chofen  it  much  more  chcarfuUy  than  this  that  is  embraced,  which 
I  hope  will  be  a  memorial  of  my  weaknefs.  For  it  is  my  misfortune  to  differ 
in  opinion  from  thofe  with  whom  I  have  hitherto  agreed,  and  efpecially  with 
my  bed  friend,  who,  I  hope,  will  not  render  me  the  lefs  fit  for  your  charity, 
though  I  may  be  for  your  confideration.  Indeed  there  is  not  light  enough  for 
me  to  fee  my  way,  and  I  cannot  walk  in  the  dark ;  and  therefore  I  have  de- 
lired  leave  of  the  Prince  to  breathe  in  this  Ifland  a  little  for  my  refrefliment 
till  I  may  difcern  fome  way  in  which  I  may  ferve  his  Majefty,  I  hope  your 
Lordfhip  fliall  never  meet  with  any  interruption  in  the  exercifc  of  that  devo- 
tion, which  hath  rendered  you  the  envied  example  of  three  Kingdoms,  and 
that  I  Ihall  yet  find  an  opportunity  to  attend  upon  your  Lordfhip,  and  have

May  it  pleafe  your  moft  Excellent  Majefiie, 

WE  humbly  crave  leave  to  advertife  your  Majeftie  of  fome  occurrents  here, 
which  came  to  our  knowledge  after  we  had  prepared  our  letters  to  your 
Majeftie  of  the  ninth  of  this  month,  now  fent  by  this  bearer  Sir  Thomas  Arm- 
Jlrong-,  and  which  we  humbly  conceive  are  neceflary  to  be  made  Jsnown  to  your 
Majeftie. 

When  we  were  preparing  that  difpatch,  we  forefaw  the  very  great  difficulty 
of  fending  it  fafely  to  your  Majeftie,  otherwife  than  by  the  way  of  Scotland, 
And  therefore  on  the  fourth  of  this  month,  we  direded  our  letters  to  General 
Major  Robert  Monroe,  who  commands  the  forces  fent  hither  out  of  Scotland, 
defiring  to  know  whether  or  no  he  would  give  a  fafe  conduft  for  our  melTen- 
ger,  that  fo  he  might  with  the  more  fafety  pafs  by  the  way  of  Scotland  with 
our  letters  to  your  Majeftie. 

On  the  then  next  day  the  fifth  of  June,  General  Major  Monroe  with  his 
forces,  encountered  O'ouen  Roe  O  Neile  with  his  forces  near  Benbitr  in  the 
County  of  Tyrone,  in  the  Province  of  Uljier,  and  in  that  fight  General  Major 
Monroe's  forces  were  routed  and  defeated :  .The  particulars  whereof  he  hath 
not  been  pleafed  to  fignify  to  us,  nor  can  we  from  the  diverfity  of  reports 
thereof,  brought  unto  us  by  feveral  ways,  frame  fuch  an  exad  relation  of  the 
particulars,  as  we  defire  to  do,  without  prejudice  to  any  for  your  Majeftie's  in- 
formation 3 
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formation;  but  we  believe  you  have  it  fully  from  the  North  o^ Inland  whcre 
the  fight  was,  and  where  the  particulars  are  much  better  known  than  unto  us. 

On  the  eleventh  we  received  letters  of  the  eighth  of  this  month  from  Ar- 
tlmr  Aamiley,  Efq;  General  Major  A/^wr^?^,  z.x\^Qo\o\\c\  J  Villi  am  Beaky  where- 
in they  mention  that  defeat ;  yet  in  a  generality,  and  they  therein  call  upon 
me  the  Lieutenant  to  declare  againft  the  Rebels  here ;  but  then,  neither  in 
thofe  letters,  nor  otherwife,  giving  any  anfwer  to  our  faid  letters  of  the  fourth 
of  this  month,  concerning  the  fafe  conduct  dcfired  by  us  for  our  mcllcnger  to 
be  fent  to  your  Majeftie;  which  letters  wc  then  undcrftood,  were  come  to  Ge- 
neral Major  Monroes  hands  before  he  fent  us  the  faid  letters  from  him,  and  the 
reft  of  the  eighth  of  this  month. 

Upon  confidcration  had  at  this  Board  of  their  faid  letters,,  we  by  our  letters 
of  the  1 2th  of  this  month,  gave  fuch  anfwer  thereunto,  as  wc  judged  mofl:  fit 
and  fafe  for  your  Majeftic's  fervice,  wherein  we  again  moved  for  the  fafe  con- 
dud:  for  our  meflenger  to  your  Majeftie. 

On  the  1 5  th  we  received  letters  from  them  of  the  14th  in  anfwer  to  ours  of 
the  12th  of  this  month,  whereby  we  find  that  fafe  condud  denied  us;  yet  on 
the  1 6th  of  this  month,  wc  gave  fuch  anfwer  to  thofe  letters  alio,  as  wc  con- 
ceived moft  agreeable  to  our  duty  in  relation  to  your  Majeftie's  fervice ;  copies 
of  which  feveral  letters  from  us  to  him  and  them,  and  from  them  to  us,  we 
humbly  offer  here  inclofed  for  your  Majeft:ie's  view. 

And  now  having  from  the  9th  of  this  month  to  this  prcfcnt,  deferred  the 
fending  away  our  letters  to  your  Majeftie,  hoping  to  have  gained  that  fafe  con- 
dlift,  which  is  now  denied  us ;  we  are  enforced  without  it  to  hazard  the  fend- 
ing of  our  difpatch  to  your  Majeftie,  wherein  we  humbly  crave  your  Majeftie's 
pardon,  confidering  the  neceflity  therein  impofed  on  us. 

And  although  we  held  it  not  fit,  nor  in  any  degree  fuitable  with  the  emi- 
nencie  of  that  truft  which  is  depofited  with  us  by  your  Majeftie  to  declare  to 
him,  or  thofe  other  perfons  with  him,  any  reafon  for  our  not  declaring  at 
this  time  againft  the  Rebels,  other  than  the  neceflity  of  our  confulting  your 
Majeftie  therein  (which  alfo  we  mentioned  to  them,  the  rather  in  hope  fo  to 
gain  that  fafe  condud:  which  is  now  denied  us)  yet  to  deal  clearly  and  plainly  with 
your  Majeftie,  as  in  duty  becomes  us,  our  further  rcafons  are 

1.  Our  extreme  wants  of  all  requifites  of  War,  cxpreflai  in  fome  degree  in 
our  letters  to  your  Majeftie  of  the  9th  of  this  month,  which  wc  hope  will  with 
thcfe  come  to  your  Majeftie's  hands. 

2.  If  we  were  fupplicd  in  all  thofe  wants,  yet  confidering  that  by  your  Ma- 
jeftie's authority,  1  the  Lieutenant,  by  advice  of  this  Board,  had  before  receipt 
of  their  letters,  agreed  on  a  Ceflation  of  Arms  with  the  others  untill  the  13  th 
oi  July  next;  as  we  have  declared  to  your  Majeftie  by  our  faid  letters  of  the 
9th  of  this  month,  we  could  not  therefore,  without  violating  the  honour  of 
your  Majeftie's  word  given  by  us  in  that  Ceflation,  make  any  fuch  declaration 
in  prcfcnt. 

3.  We  confidered,  that  albeit  the  ftill  further  renewing  ofCeflTations  from 
time  to  time  will  in  fhort  time  weaken  and  much  decay  our  ftrength,  efpccially 
while  the  foldier  is  unprovided  for  (as  now  he  is)  yet  untill  by  your  Majeftic's 
appointmcrit  we  be  enabled  to  profecute  a  War  (if  fuch  fhall  be  your  Majeftie's 
plcafurc)  we  mufl:  refolve  to  undergo  the  inconvenience  of  Ceflations  fo  to 
avoid  greater  mifchief ;  and  particularly  it  will  be  neceflary  to  renew  the  pre- 
lent  Ceflation  for  fome  further  time  beyond  the  13  th  oi  July,  to  the  end,  in 
that  interim  we  may  be  fo  relieved,  as  may  enable  us  to  prcfcrvc  your  Majeftic's 
interefts  and  Royal  Sovereignty  here. 

4.  If  wc  fliould  at  this  time  make  that  declaration  which  they  dcfire,  wc 
being  fo  difablcd  as  we  are,  to  profecute  a  War,  we  forefee  clearly,  that  then 
wc  Ihould  draw  ag.'unfl;  us  here  more  forces  of  the  Irijlj,  than  in  cur  prc- 
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fcnt  condition  wc  are  enabled  with  means  to  rcfift  -,  which  might  much  en- 
danger this  place,  the  piece  of  moll:  importance  in  this  Kingdom,  and  confe- 
quently  all  your  Majeflie's  loyal  Ilibjeds  hcreaboius. 

Thus  have  wc  humbly  reprefentcd  to  your  Majcftie  the  reafons  inducing  us  to 
forbear  making  the  declaration  they  delirc  j  which  reafons  we  held  not  fit  to 
impart  to  them,  or  any  other  than  your  Majeftie;  and  do  humbly  fubmit  it  to 
your  excellent  judgment  upon  the  whole  matter,  whether  we  had  juft  caule  to 
forbeaf-that  declaration  or  not. 

On  the  17th  of  this  month,  I  the  Lieutenant  received  letters,  dated  the  loth 
of  the  fame,  and  figned  by  moft  of  the  chief  Commanders  of  the  Britijb 
forces  in  the  Province  oiUlJhr^  namely,  the  Lord  Foliott,  Sir  IVillmm  Steisj- 
arty  Sit  Robert  Ste-joart,  General  Maior  Robert  Monroe,  Colonel  Andley 
Mervin,  Colonel  George  Monroe,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  JVilliarn  Cunning' 
hant;  and  figned  alio  by  Sir  Charles  Coote  commanding  in  the  Province  of 
Connaght  (as  we  hear)  under  the  title  of  the  Lord  Prefidcnt  of  that  Province. 
And  we  find  that  Arthur  Aymejlcy,  Efq;  and  Colonel  IVilliam  Beak,  perfons 
imployed  in  Ulfter  by  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament,  have  figned  on  the  mar- 
gent  of  the  faid  letters,  expre fling  their  allowance  thereof. 

On  the  18th  of  this  month  wc  aflcmbled  in  Council,  where  I  the  Lieutenant 
communicated  their  faid  letters  to  your  Council;  and  we  all  jointly  by  ouc 
letters  of  the  22d  of  this  month  gave  anfwer  to  the  faid  letters;  and  to  the 
end  your  Majeftie  may  fully  underlhnd  the  fubftance  of  their  letters  to  us,  and 
ours  to  them,  we  fend  here  inclofed  copies  of  both,  humbly  fubmitting  them 
to  your  high  wifdom. 

Upon  this  occafion,  we  hold  it  a  civility  fit  to  be  rendered  by  us  to  the  Earl 
oi  Le'ven,  to  write  to  him;  and  do  herewith  humbly  tranfmit  to  your  Majeftie, 
a  copy  of  our  letters  to  his  Lorddiip. 

And  now  we  humbly  befeech  your  Majeftie,  having  taken  into  your  Princely 
confideration  not  only  thefe  our  letters,  but  alfo  our  faid  letters  of  the  9th  of 
this  riionth,  to  vouchfafe  the  fignification  of  your  Royal  pleafure  thereupon, 
with  all  poflible  fpced ;  the  occafions  of  your  fervice  here  neceftarily  prefllng 
it.  And  fo  with  our  continual  prayers  to  Almighty  God,  for  the  fafety,  pre- 
fervation  and  happinefs  of  your  Royal  Majeftie,  we  moft  humbly  take  leave 
and  remain;  from  your  Majeftie's  caftle  oi 'Dublin,  the  22d  day  otjtme  16^6.

HAVING  feen  the  Articles  of  the  Irifh  Treaty,  and  difcerning  the  eflen- 
tial  ufes  to  the  King's  affaires  of  the  conclufion  of  the  Peace  thereupon; 
and  having  great  reafon  to  believe,  that  if  the  King  have  not  already  taken  off 
the  reftraint  he  had  impoled  upon  you,  and  commanded  you  to  proceed  to  the 
conclufion,  it  hath  been  for  want  of  means  of  making  his  niind  known  t® 
you:  I  have  thought  fit  to  afTure  you,  that  if  you  upon  the  place  fhall  judge  ir 
neceflary  to  conclude  before  you  can  hear  from  him,  that  I  fhall  not  fail,  in 
cafe  there  be  occafion  of  it  (which  I  am  confident  there  will  not)  to  imploy 
my  utmoft  care  and  credit  with  him  to  confirm  it ;  and  if,  which  I  can  have 
no  caufe  to  imagine,  there  fhould  any  accident  happen  to  hinder  it,  I  fhall  never 
feparate  my  felf  from  your  intereft,  but  adhere  to  you  in  them  with  that  af- 
fection and  conftancy,  of  which  I  have  commanded  my  Lord  'Digby  to  give

May  it  pie afe  your  moft  excellent  Majeftie, 

ON  the  24th,  I  the  Lieutenant  received  your  Majeftie's  letter  of  the  nth, 
inclofed  in  the  letters  of  the  izA.  of  June  diredted  to  me  from  Arthur 
Annejley,  Efq;  General  Major  Robert  Monroe,  and  Colonel  William  Beak. 

By  thole  your  Majeftie's  letters,  you  are  plealed  to  command  me  to  proceed 
no  further  in  the  Treaty  with  the  Rebels,  nor  to  ingage  your  Majeftie  upon 
any  conditions  with  them,  after  fight  of  your  faid  letters. 

I  did  (as  I  ufually  do  all  matters  of  importance  concerning  your  Majeftie's 
fervice)  communicate  your  Majeftie's  faid  letters  to  your  Council ;  and  now  we 
humbly  crave  leave,  in  difcharge  of  our  duty,  to  return  to  your  Majeftie  our 
joint  anfwer  to  your  faid  letters. 

Such  was  our  care  in  the  matter  of  that  Treaty  to  order  our  Counfels  there- 
in, as  not  to  conclude  any  thing  here  which  might  engage  your  Majefty  upon 
any  conditions  with  them  j  but  fo  as  all  was  to  be  of  no  effed  and  abfolutely 
void,  unlefs  thofe  afts  of  duty  which  were  expefted  to  be  rendered  by  tliem 
to  your  Majeftie  were  on  their  part  firft  duly  performed  5  which  alfo  your  Ma- 
jeftie will  find  by  our  letters  of  the  9th  oijune^  wherein  we  humbly  fignificd 
to  your  Majeftie,  that  you  are  free  and  difobliged  from  any  engagement  to 
them  on  that  Treaty  ;  that  all  Commiffions  made  to  them  on  that  Treaty, 
are  now  void  and  of  no  effed;  and  fo  the  whole  matter  ftands  clear  and  intirc 
before  you  to  give  rule  therein,  as  if  that  Treaty  or  any  Conceflions  thereupon 
had  never  been  had  or  made.  And  as  we  fo  ordered  our  Counfels  in  that 
matter  before  receipt  of  your  Majeftie's  letters ;  fo  now  much  more  fhall  we 
perfift  in  that  Counfel,  and  in  humble  obedience  to  your  Majeftie's  commands, 
will  proceed  no  further  in  that  Treaty  with  the  Rebels,  nor  engage  your  Ma- 
jeftie upon  any  conditions  with  them. 

And  now  upon  this  occafion  of  your  Majeftie's  faid  letters,  we  debated  at 
this  faid  Board,  what  was  moft  fit  to  be  done  by  us,  in  order  as  to  the  rendring 
all  due  obedience  to  your  Majeftie's  commands,  fo  to  the  prefervation  of  this 
your  Majeftie's  Government,  and  other  your  Royal  intcrefts  here;  and  therein 
of  your  Army,  and  of  all  your  Proteftant  fubjedts  with  us.  In  this  debate  we 
confidercd 

1.  That  the  Rebels  have  at  this  time  three  Armies  in  the  field,  one  in  the 
Province  of  Ulfter,  another  in  the  Province  of  Connaght,  the  third  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  Miinjter.  The  laft  are  now  (as  for  feveral  weeks  they  have  been)  lying 
before  Bimratty,  the  Earl  of  Thomonde's  houfe,  beficging  it.  That  in  Connaght 
lies  now  before  Rofcommon,  the  Earl  of  Ranelagh's  houfe,  bcfieging  it,  as  we 
are  lately  informed  The  third,  namely,  that  in  Uljier,  do  fo  hover,  as  we 
know  not  where  they  will  fit  down ;  but  they  were  within  a  few  days  march 
of  this  city  of  Dublin,  when  we  received  your  Majeftie's  faid  letters,  and  arc 
now  near  us. 

2.  That  if  the  Ceflation,  now  continuing  untill  the  13th  o^  July  next,  be 
not  renewed  for  a  further  time  beyond  the  faid  13  th  oijuly,  perhaps  both, 
or  one  of  thofe  laft  mentioned  Armies,  may  immediately  after  the  1 3  th  of 
July  advance  hither  to  befiege  this  your  Majeftie's  caftie  and  city  of  'Dublin, 
or  if  not  to  lay  clofe  ficge  to  us,  yet  to  difpcrlc  their  forces  at  Ibme  diftancc 
round  about  usj  and  then  they  may  cafily  not  only  hinder  all  acccfs  of  provi- 
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fions  to  us  from  the  Country  (which  would  in  a  very  few  days  very  much  di- 
ftrefs  us,  and  the  ratiier  in  regard  Icveral  Ihips  of  War  imploycd  by  the  two 
Houl'es  of  Parliament  at  Wejhninflcr-,  are  continually  and  even  at  this  time  ly- 
ing in  the  mouth  of  this  harbour  of  'Dublin,  hindering  the  accefs  of  all  pro- 
vifions  to  us)  but  alfo  hinder  us  from  drawing  your  Majcftie's  forces  from  the 
out  garrifons,  and  uniting  them  into  an  intire  body,  fo  to  encoimtcr  the 
enemy. 

3.  If  we  (liould  in  fuch  cafe  gain  fo  much  time  as  to  draw  the  forces  from 
all  the  out  garrifons,  then  all  thofe  places  mud:  be  deferred,  which  will  then 
leave  the  enemy  mailer  of  them  and  of  all  the  Country,  and  of  all  the  corn  and 
hay  growing  in  the  Country;  and  then  immediately  our  weekly  contribution  and 
excifc  ariltng  from  the  Country,  will  ablblutely  fail,  and  the  excife  in  this  city, 
by  not  having  accefs  from  the  Country,  will  be  brought  to  little  or  nothing; 
and  the  men  fo  drawn  from  the  out  garrifons  may  add  to  our  number,  but 
withall  they  will  increafe  our  want,  and  confequently  our  danger :  For  we  that 
are  now  unable  to  maintain  the  Soldiers  kept  here  in  this  city,  having  alfo 
fome  help  towards  it  by  the  weekly  contribution  and  cxcifc  paid  by  the  Coun- 
try, will  be  then  much  lefs  able  to  relieve  them,  and  the  others  alfo  with  them, 
which  Ihall  come  in  unto  us  from  the  out  garrifons;  efpecially,  when  that 
weekly  contribution  and  excife  paid  by  the  Country,  fhall  be  wholly  taken 
from  us,  and  the  excifc  in  the  city  (hall  be  brought  fo  low  as  it  will  not  be 
confiderable ;  and  then  ic  will  come  to  pal's,  if  ipccdy  fupply  come  not  to  us, 
that  if  we  be  not  deftroyed  by  the  enemy,  we  fhall  be  in  danger  to  be  devoured 
by  our  own  want. 

4.  In  cafe  both,  or  either  of  thofe  Armies  (liall  advance  hither  againfl:  us,  we 
want  not  only  men,  but  alfo  money,  viduals,  clothes,  and  Ihoes  for  the  Sol- 
diers, and  arms,  and  ammunition,  and  indeed  all  things  requifite  towards  enabling 
us  to  encounter  an  enemy,  and  above  all  powder  j  there  being  in  your  Majcftie's 
ftore  zt'Dublin  (as  by  our  letters  of  the  9th  oijiine  we  declared)  but  thirteen 
barrels  of  powder.  And  moreover,  it  is  to  be  confidered,  that  the  carriages  for 
the  artillery  are  out  of  repair,  and  the  ordinance  unmounted,  and  the  carriages 
for  viduals  and  other  provifions  requifite  for  marches,  are  all  worn,  broken,  and 
utterly  unferviceable.  That  fuch  is  our  want  of  money  (all  helps  that  way 
being  utterly  exhaufted)  as  we  are  not  able  to  renew  or  repair  thofe  carriages, 
or  make  new,  or  to  mount  fome  of  the  ordinance,  as  were  neceffary  in  apt 
places  here  for  defence  of  this  city,  or  to  anfwer  any  other  fudden  or  extraor- 
dinary occafion,  wherein  expence  of  money  is  necefl'ary. 

We  therefore  confidcring  this  our  hard  (indeed  very  hard)  condition,  and  the 
impoflibility  (as  we  conceive)  of  the  arriving  of  our  fupplies  here  before  the  13th 
of  July,  when  the  prefent  Ceffation  ends,  could  not  apprehend  any  way  likely 
to  fecure  this  place  for  your  Majeftie,  and  to  preferve  this  your  Majeftie's  Go- 
vernment,  your  Army,  and  your  Proteftant  fubjefts  here,  for  a  time,  untill  by 
your  Majeftie's  appointment  thofe  our  wants  be  fupplied ;  but  a  renewing  of 
the  Ceilation  for  Ibme  further  time  beyond  the  13  th  of  July.  And  therefore, 
after  long  and  ferious  debate,  we  refolved  at  this  Board  to  endeavour  (if  we 
may)  to  gain  a  renewing  of  the  Ceffation  for  fome  further  time  beyond  the 
13th  of  July  ;  which  alfo  we  formerly  forefaw  would  now  become  neceffary, 
and  fo  we  humbly  declared  to  your  Majeftie  by  our  letters  of  the  2 2d  of 
June. 

That  then  being  fo  refolved,  we  confidered  in  the  next  place  of  the  time, 
to  which  we  fhould  move  to  renew  the  Ceflation,  being  defirous  on  the  one 
lide  not  to  make  it  for  too  long  a  time,  left  fo  (in  cafe  our  fupplies  ftiould 
arrive  here  fooner  than  we  expeft)  we  might  prevent  your  Majeftie's  direction 
for  going  on  in  the  War  this  fummer,  if  your  Majefty  fhall  fo  think  fit ;  and 
on  the  other  fide  not  to  make  it  for  too  (hort  a  time ,  left  the  many  pre- 
parations 
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parations  requifite  to  a  full  fupply,  and  the  uncertainty  of  wind  and  weather, 
or  any  other  intervening  accident,  might  retard  it,  fo  as  not  to  arrive  here  fo 
fpeedily  as  we  dcfirc,  and  as  indeed  is  extremely  neceflary ;  we  therefore  fixed 
on  the  13  th  oi  Auguft,  as  the  time,  to  which  we  hold  mofl  fit  to  renew  the 
Ceflation  >  that  if  by  that  time  our  fupplies  arrive  here,  we  may  then  go  on  in 
the  War,  if  your  Majeftie  fhall  fo  appoint.  And  in  the  appointment  of  that 
time,  we  confidered  alfo,  that  in  cafe  our  fuppHes  fhall  arrive  hereby  the  13th 
of  'July,  as  it  will  be  no  inconvenience  to  the  fervice,  that  the  men  have  that 
time  after  their  arrival  to  refrefh  themfelves  and  put  themfclves  in  order  for  their 
work,  fo  it  will  be  alfo  neceffary,  that  we  have  the  fame  time,  with  the  money 
to  be  fent  thence,  to  repair  all  our  defeft  in  our  carriages,  and  all  other  materials 
for  marching,  and  to  anfwer  many  other  extraordinary  charges  incident  to  an 
Army  taking  the  field. 

And  now  the  renewing  of  the  Ceflation,  and  the  time  to  which  we  defire 
it  may  be  renewed,  being  by  us  fo  refolved,  we  are  labouring  to  gain  the  other 
fide  to  aflent  thereunto,  which  if  we  can  gain,  the  advantage  to  your  Majeftie 
will  be  very  great  in  the  fecurity,  which  we  may  probably  hope  to  be  thence 
rendered  to  this  place,  untill  by  your  Majcftie's  appointment,  we  may  be  in- 
ftruded  how  to  preferve  your  Majeftie's  interefts,  and  therein  your  Majeftic's 
Army,  and  your  Proteftant  fubjeds  here. 

We  obferve  in  the  letters  to  us  from  Mr.  Annejley-,  General  Major  Monroe^ 
and  Colonel  5f<z/^  (within  which  your  Majeftic's  faid  letters  came  inclofed)  that 
they  interpret  your  Majeftie's  letters  in  another  fenfe,  than  (as  we  humbly  con- 
ceive) your  Majeftie  intended ;  for  they  fay,  that  if  we  muft  not  engage  your 
Majeftie  upon  any  conditions  with  the  Rebels  (which  are  part  of  the  words  of 
your  Majeftie's  letters)  we  are  not  to  renew  any  Treaty  or  Ceflation.  And  we 
therein  concur  with  them  thus  far,  that  by  your  Majeftie's  faid  letters,  I  the 
Lieutenant  am  fo  reftrained,  as  I  may  not  renew  the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  them, 
nor  will  I  in  any  degree.  •  - 

But  we  humbly  conceive,  that  although  your  Majeftie  intended  by  your  let- 
ters to  forbid  any  further  proceeding  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  yet  that  your 
Majeftie  did  not  by  thofe  your  letters  mean,  or  intend  to  abridge  that  power 
by  which  all  the  Ceflations  I  have  made  with  them  (after  that  was  expired, 
which  ended  the  15  th  oi  September  1644,)  have  been  made,  and  that  by  advice 
of  this  Board  (as  the  now  intended  Ceflation  alfo  is)  namely,  your  Majeftie's 
Commiflion  conftituting  me  the  Lieutenant,  your  Majeftie's  Lieutenant  Gene- 
ral, and  General  Governour  of  this  your  Kingdom ;  by  vertue  whereof,  as  Chief 
Governour  of  this  your  Kingdom  under  your  Majeftie,  I  humbly  conceive,  I 
have  that  power  which  every  Governour  of  a  fort  or  town  hath,  namely  to  parly 
with  an  enemy,  and  (if  neceflity  require  it)  to  make  Ceflations  from  adls  of 
hoftility  for  a  time,  until!  from  a  fuperior  power,  relief  or  other  diredion  may 
come. 

Such  then  being  our  cafe,  though  in  a  far  higher  degree,  and  of  much  more 
concernment  than  an  ordinary  fort  or  town,  by  how  much  in  this  cafe,  no  lefs 
than  the  moft  important  piece  of  a  Kingdom  lies,  as  it  were,  at  the  ftake,  and 
therein  the  prefervation  of  your  Majeftie's  Government  and  Army,  and  fo  many 
of  your  Majeftie's  Proteftant  fubjefts;  it  cannot  enter  into  our  thoughts  to  con- 
ceive or  imagine,  that  your  Majeftie  could  mean  or  intend  by  thofe  your  letters 
any  other  dircftion  to  us,  than  only  to  forbid  us  to  make  any  fuch  agreement 
or  conclufion  on  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  as  might  bind  up  or  foreclofc  your  Ma- 
jeftie from  applying  thofe  remedies  to  the  prcfent  diftempcrs  of  this  now  mi- 
ferable  Kingdom,  as  your  Majeftie  Ihould  in  your  high  wifdom  think  fit ,  but 
not  to  forbid  us  to  make  a  temporary  and  fhort  Ceflation,  in  the  condition 
wherein  we  now  arc,  if  for  the  fafety  of  your  affaires,  we  your  fervants  here 
upon  the  place  fhould  find  it  more  neceflary,  than  (as  wc  humbly  conceive)  your 
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Majcftie  at  fo  great  a  diftance  of  place  (and  your  Minifters  here  unconfulted) 
could  forfl-c. 

Nay  admitting  that  your  Majcftie  (upon  the  information  given  you  by  thofe 
who  cannot  fo  fully  fee  into  out  condition  as  we  your  fcrvants  here  upon  the 
place)  ihould  have  required  us  cxprcfly  not  to  make  any  Ccflation;  yet  even 
in  that  caie,  confidcring  how  irrecoverably  prejudicial  the  executing  of  fuch 
your  commands  (in  the  ftatc  and  condition  wherein  we  now  arc)  would  prove 
to  your  Majcftie,  to  this  your  Government,  to  your  Army,  to  all  your  loyal 
fubjeds  hereabouts;  we  humbly  conceive,  that  in  that  cafe  your  Majcftie  would 
have  held  it  a  great  and  more  acceptable  duty  and  fcrvice  to  your  Majcftie,  that 
wc  fliould  have  made  a  Ceflation  than  otherwife.  For  by  the  latter  we  iliould  un- 
avoidably draw  upon  your  Majcftie,  and  your  Army,  and  other  your  loyal  fubjefts 
hereabouts,  inccovcrablc  mifchicfs ;  whereas  by  the  former  we  might  in  likelihood 
and  probability  prevent  thofe  mifchicfs.  And  certainly  we  fhould  in  fuch  cafe 
choofe  rather,  for  making  a  Ceflation  at  this  time,  to  fall  at  your  Majeftie's 
feet,  for  a  gracious  and  benign  interpretation  of  our  proceedings,  when  we  did 
it  only  for  your  honour  and  fervice,  than  by  not  making  it  expofe  your  Ma- 
jeftie's Government  here,  ourfelves,  this  place,  your  Majeftie's  Army,  and  all 
your  loyal  fubjeds  here,  to  the  apparent  danger  of  falling  into  the  enemy's 
hands. 

Moreover,  I  the  Lieutenant  have  a  fpccial  dire£lion  from  your  Majcftie  (fcnt 
me  foon  after  my  entraiicc  into  this  Government)  that  if  any  diredion  were 
brought  me  from  your  Majcftie  for  doing  any  thing,  which  I  Ihould  find  might 
beget  inconvenience  to  your  fervice,  that  I  fhould  in  fuch  cafe  humbly  reprefcnt 
it  to  your  Majcftie,  and  in  the  interim  forbear  to  execute  fuch  your  direc- 
tions. 

And  (as  is  known  to  mofl:  of  us)  the  like  diredions  have  been  in  the  times 
of  feveral  former  Governours  of  this  Kingdom,  fo  to  prevent  all  inconveni- 
ences which  might,  for  wanr  of  full  information  from  hence,  have  happened 
to  the  publick  fervices  of  the  Crown  ;  and  former  Governours  here  have  often 
done  accordingly,  to  the  advantage  of  the  Crown.  And  now  what  interpre- 
tation foever  others  (who  know  not  the  inwards  of  affaires  here)  may  make  of 
our  renewing  the  CeflTation  for  a  time;  yet  we  humbly  conceive  your  Majcftie 
will  gracioufly  interpret  it,  to  whofc  excellent  judgment  we  humbly  fub- 
mit  it. 

And  here  we  do  with  all  poflible  earneftnefs  moft  humbly  bcfeech  your  Ma- 
jcftie, that  we  may  by  the  13  th  o(  yulj,  receive  your  gracious  diredion  in 
anfwer  of  thefc,  and  our  other  letters  of  the  9th  and  2 2d  oi'  June. 

And  (in  cafe  your  Majcftie  fhall  refolve  to  go  on  in  the  War  here)  that  by 
the  1 3  th  of  Jti/j  (if  it  be  polliblc)  or  if  not  by  that  time,  as  foon  after  as  may 
be,  there  may  arrive  here  a  competent  fupply  of  men,  money,  viduals,  clothes, 
ftioes,  arms,  aminunition;  and  above  all,  in  the  firft  place,  a  proportion  of 
powder,  and  fome  money.  And  if  the  full  proportions  of  all  kinds  to  be  de- 
signed for  us,  cannot  come  fo  fpeedily ;  yet  that  fuch  of  them  as  fnall  be 
fooneft  ready,  and  efpecially  pov/der  and  money,  may  be  fent  away  immedi- 
ately, and  the  reft  to  follow  after  with  all  poflible  fpeed.  For  albeit  the  Cef- 
fation  may  give  us  hope  to  be  able  to  live  to  exped  thofe  fupplies ;  yet  when 
it  (hall  be  publick,  that  a  War  is  intended  (which  cannot  be  long  kept  fccret) 
it  is  poflible  that  thofe  who  unprovoked,  fell  upon  us  in  a  time  of  full  Peace, 
may  perhaps  (efpecially  at  this  time)  not  much  fcruple  to  violate  a  CeflTation  ; 
and  the  ratlier,  there  being  fuch  pretences  for  it,  as  in  fuch  diverfity  of  Go- 
vernments, as  now  are  in  this  Kingdom,  could  not  be  avoided,  and  therefore 
the  haftening  of  fupplies  hither,  is  the  more  neceflary. 

In  the  lart  place,  we  moft  humbly  bcfeech,  that  when  wc  fhall  receive  your 
Majeftie's  diredion  for  proceeding  in  the  War  here  (if  fo  vour  Majcftie  in  your 
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high  wiluom  fhall  adjudge  fit)  we  may  at  the  fame  time  receive  afllirance  of 
your  prcfcrvation  of  us  your  fcrvants,  and  others  of  your  fubjeds,  (in  thcfe  and 
in  our  other  letters  to  your  Majcftie  of  this  day's  date  mentioned)  in  our  per- 
Ibns,  confeicnces,  and  eflatcs,  that  lb  we  may  with  the  more  chearfulnels  co- 
operate in  your  Majeftie's  Icrvices  here,  with  that  duty  which  becomes  us  ; 
wherein  (in  all  humility  we  fpeak  it)  it  is  not  to  be  imagined,  that  any  man 
can  proceed  with  comfort  and  alacrity,  whilft  his  thoughts  are  difturbcd  with 
the  fad  apprehenfion  of  the  dangers  of  his  perlbn,  confcience,  eftate,  and  po- 
ftcrity ;  which  we  humbly  otfcr  to  your  Majeftie's  Royal  Confideration. 

And  fo  with  our  prayers  to  Almighty  God,  for  your  Majeftie's  continual  hap- 
pincfs,  we  moft  humbly  remain,  from  your  Majeftie's  caftlc  of  ^Dublin,  the 
29th  day  of  June  1646.

May  it  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  Majejlies 

rT  TLTOW  unwilling  foever  we  are  to  difturb  your  Royal  Majeftie,  efpecially  at 
XjL  this  time,  in  any  particulars  relating  to  private  interefts;  yet  whenthofe 
intcrcfts  are  lb  involved  in  the  publick  as  they  cannot  well  be  fevered,  and 
when  therein  your  Majeftie's  honour  and  fervice  now  and  in  future  are  fo  highly 
concerned  5  we  humbly  crave  leave  to  caft  our  felvcs  at  your  Majeftie's  feet, 
not  only  in  demonftration  of  our  loyalty  and  faithfuinefs  to  your  Majeftie, 
but  alio  moft  humbly  to  fupplicate,  that  your  Majeftie  will  be  gracioufly  pleated 
to  be  advertifcd  from  us  your  fcrvants,  That  we  who  have  the  honour  to  fervc 
you  as  your  Lieutenant  and  Council  here,  have  (out  of  confcience  towards 
God,  and  duty  to  your  Sacred  Perfon  and  Royal  Scepter)  moft  dutifully  and 
aff'edionately  laboured  to  maintain  your  Majeftie's  interefts  and  Royal  Sove- 
reignty here  againft  all  oppofers ;  that  the  Commanders,  Officers  and  Soldiers 
of  your  Army  now  here  have  faithfully  and  valiantly  afllfted  us  therein  ;  that 
we  have  had  here  with  us,  and  ftill  have,  a  great  number  of  the  defpoiled 
Clergy  of  this  Kingdom,  many  of  them  of  eminent  degrees  in  Church  and 
fchool,  whofe  great  learning  and  piety,  and  conftant  labours  in  preaching  and 
other  duties  of  their  fundion  have  been  to  us  and  all  other  your  Proteftant  fub- 
jecfs here  a  lingular  comfort  amidft  all  our  diftreftcs,  and  certainly  have  not 
been  the  leaft  occafion  of  the  great  blefllngs  of  God  hitherto  accompanying 
our  councils  and  adlions,  and  ftill  going  along  with  your  Majeftie's  Armies 
here,  in  profperous  fucccflcs  for  prefervation  of  this  your  Kingdom,  to  your 
Majeftie,  and  your  Royal  Poftcrity. 

That  your  Judges  of  your  Courts  of  Juftice,  and  your  Majeftie's  learned 
Council  here,  pcrfons  of  great  learning  in  their  profeflions,  and  of  great  fuf- 
licicncy  and  integrity  in  their  places,  and  your  other  Officers  and  Miniftcrs  of 
yoiu-  Crown,  pcrfons  of  eminent  ability  and  integrity  in  their  places,  have  alfo 
chcarfully  and  affcdionately  concurred  with  us  in  all  things  for  your  Majeftie's 
honour  and  fervice,  and  prefervation  of  your  rights  and  intereft  here  j  that 
W(^  and  all  thole,  as  well  of  the  Clergy  as  of  the  laity,  have  been  robbed  and 
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fpoilcd  by  the  Rebels  of  all  our  eftatcs  nnd  fortunes,  and  arc  thereby  reduced 
to  that  extremity,  that  from  the  higheft  to  the  lowcft,  we  have  little  now  left 
but  our  lives,  whereby  to  fuftaia  our  felvcs,  wives,  children,  families,  and 
other  dcl'poilcd  friends  and  allies  depending  upon  us. 

That  as  many  of  us  or  them  as  had  any  thing  left  us  out  of  the  power  of 
the  Rebels,  have  (even  out  of  that  remnant)  contributed  to  the  Uttermoft  of  our 
abilities,  towards  defraying  the  publick  charge  here  for  prefcrvation  of  your 
Majeftic's  Army;  that  when  I,  the  Lieutenant,  faw  the  perilling  condition  of 
this  Army,  and  the  declining  of  your  Majeftic's  honour,  and  the  honour  of 
the  Engltjh  Nation  in  this  your  Government,  for  want  of  means  to  fupport 
both,  I  did  engage  my  own  private  cftate,  and  with  much  difficulty  found 
means  to  gain  fo  much  credit,  as  I  have  contraded  above  three  and  twenty 
thoufand  and  fix  hundred  pounds  debt  for  maintaining  this  Army,  and  uphold- 
ing in  fome  degree  the  honour  of  your  Majeftic's  Government  here,  choofing 
rather  to  expofe  the  cftate  of  me  and  my  pofterity  to  ruin,  than  to  fee  this 
Army  and  your  Majeftic's  Government  here,  and  therein  the  honour  of  the 
Crown  and  Kingdom  of  England  expofed  to  that  contempt  and  fcorn  of  the 
enemy,  which  othcrwifc  muft  have  fallen  upon  them. 

That  bcfides  thofe  debts  contra£lcd  by  me  the  Lieutenant  alone,  your  Ma- 
jcft;ie's  late  Jufticcs  Sir  'John  Borlace  and  Sir  Henry  Tichburne,  and  before  them 
Sir  William  Tarfons  and  Sir  'John  Borlace,  and  I  the  Lieutenant,  before  my 
being  your  Majeftic's  Lieutenant  of  this  your  Kingdom,  and  divers  Members 
of  this  Board,  and  others  of  your  Majeftic's  Officers  and  Minifters  of  this  King- 
dom have,  fincc  the  beginning  of  this  Rebellion,  entered  into  feveral  bonds  in 
great  funis  of  money  to  particular  perlbns  for  feveral  provifions  for  your  Maje- 
ftic's Army,  and  other  your  fervices  here  ;  under  which  engagement  (to  which 
our  pcrfons  and  eftates  are  liable)  we  all  ftill  continue,  and  fhall  be  thereby 
utterly  ruined,  if  fome  courfe  be  not  taken  for  our  indemnity. 

And  although  we  cannot  doubt  your  Majeftic's  piety  and  goodnefs  in  yout 
continued  care,  as  of  all  your  fubjcds,  fo  particularly  of  us  your  fervants,  and 
.lOthcr  your  fubje^s  of  feveral  conditions  herein  formerly  mentioned,  who  in 
all  our  Uclions  have  laboured  to  difcharge  the  duty  of  faithful  fubjefts  to  your 
Sacred  Majcfty  :  Yet  that  we  may  not  be  wanting  to  our  felvcs,  or  thofe  others 
formerly  herein  mentioned,  in  minding  your  Majeftie  at  this  time  of  us  and 
them,  we  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majeftie  to  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  re- 
tain fuch  a  memory  of  us  and  them,  as  that  by  your  high  wifdom  we  and  they 
may  be  fo  prcfervcd,  as  the  ruin  of  our  eftates,  and  the  lofs  thereof  for  thefe 
five  years  paft,  which  hath  reduced  us  to  all  imaginable  extremities  of  want, 
(and  that  for  no  other  caufe  than  for  being  of  your  Majeftic's  Proteftant  fub- 
jecls)  may  not  be  followed  with  the  deftruftion  of  our  pcrfons,  or  the  future 
lois  of  our  eftates,  or  the  preflure  of  our  confciences,  that  fo  the  common 
enemy  of  Protcftants,  who  have  already  glutted  themfelves  in  the  ruin  of  out 
fortunes,  and  do  yet  poflefs  the  greateft  part  of  our  eftates  as  if  they  were  their 
own,  may  not  yet  further  triumph  in  any  fuch  prejudice  to  be  brought  upon 
lis. 

And  we  here  humbly  crave  leave  to  proteft  to  your  Majeftie,  our  moft  dear 
and  gracious  Sovereign,  (and  that  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty  God,  the  righ- 
teons  Judge  of  heaven  and  earth)  that  we  move  not  this,  as  being  confcious  to 
our  felvcs  of  any  the  Icaft  guilt  in  us  towards  your  Majeftie,  or  any  of  youc 
Crowns  or  Kingdoms  ■■>  but  that  all  we  have  done  hath  been  to  no  other  end 
than,  according  to  our  beft  underftanding,  to  difcharge  the  duty  of  loyal  fub- 
jcds  to  your  Majeftie,  and  therein  the  duty  of  good  Chriftians  towards  Al- 
mighty God,  whom  we  befeech  (whatfocver  becomes  of  us)  fo  to  direft  your 
counfels  and  refolutions,  as  may  confirm  a  happy  union  of  the  two  Kingdoms 
of  Er.'gland  and  Scotland^  a  right  underftanding  betwixt  your  Majeflic  andall 

your 
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your  fubjcfls,  a  firm  eftablifhment  of  your  Majeftie's  Throne  in  glory  and  ho- 
nour,  and  all  your  fubjcdls  in  peace  and  righteoufnefs,  that  the  true  reformed 
Frotcftant  Religion  may  for  ever  flourifh  in  peace  and  profperity  in  ail  youc 
Kingdoms  and  Dominions,  and  that  all  the  enemies  thereof  may  be  cither 
converted  to  it,  or  fupprefled  by  that  eternal  power,  which  we  pray  may  ever- 
laftingly  fupport  it.  And  fo  we  moft  humbly  remain,  from  your  Majeftie's 
eaftle  of  'Dublin,  the  29th  day  of  June  1646,

1SI°.  CCCCLXIII.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marqtiefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lordt 

BEING  returned  out  of  France,  where,  very  few  days  before  my  coming 
away,  I  received  by  an  exprels  the  knowledge  of  his  Majeftie's  condition, 
and  of  his  pofitive  pleafure  in  the  weightieft  of  his  affaires,  and  particularly  of 
this  Kingdom  of  Ireland;  and  his  Majeftie  being  not  in  a  condition  where  he 
ean  pofTibly  do  it  himfelf,  I  am  by  command  to  fignify  the  fame  unto  your 
Excellence,  as  Secretary  of  State.  Your  Excellence  therefore  is  to  take  notice, 
that  his  Majefty  having,  upon  moft  pofitive  engagements  of  the  Scots,  both 
unto  the  Crown  of  France  and  unto  himfelf,  by  the  French  Agent  rcfiding 
with  the  Scots,  received  afllirances  from  them  of  three  points ;  namely,  that 
they  would  not  endeavour  to  force  his  confcience,  that  they  would  give  a  fure 
retreat  among  them  to  all  his  faithful  fervants  and  adherents,  and  laftly,  that 
they  would  endeavour,  by  Treaty  or  by  force,  to  rcftorc  him  to,  and  cftablifh 
hini  in,  his  juft  rights,  put  himfelf  voluntarily  into  their  hands.  But  being 
there,  he  hath  found  them  fo  far  from  performing  any  part  of  their  engage- 
ments, that  they  have  ufed  him,  according  to  his  Majeftie's  own  cxpreftion, 
barbarouOy ;  and  had  made  him,  at  the  time  of  his  faid  laft  difpatc-Ii,  (which 
was  of  the  2d  of  June)  a  prifoncr  of  the  ftricteft  kind,  having  not  only  chafed 
from  him  Mr.  AjJjburnham,  who  was  the  only  perlbn  that  accompanied  him 
thither;  but  alio  fct  forth  a  Proclamation  of  death  againft  any  who  had  ferved 
jhim  d urine;  thefe  troubles,  that  fhould  prefume  to  come  among  them  ;  and  in- 
^cad  of  them,  had  placed  about  him,  and  nearcft  his  perfon,  fuch  as  had  been 
pipft  eminently  adivc  againft  him,  as  particularly  the  Earl  of  Lanerick,  who 
having  had  his  Secretary's  place  taken  from  him,  and  difpofed  of  to  another, 
and  being  committed  clofe  prifoner  at  Oxford,  and  made  an  efcapc,  and  ever 
llnce  ferved  actively  againft  his  Majeftie  in  Scotland:  Infomuch  as  that  his 
Majefty  dcclavcs,  that  he  hath  no  pofllbility  left  him,  either  of  receiving  any 
knowledge  of  his  own  affaires,  but  as  his  enemies  fliall  reprefent  them,  or  any 
advices  from  his  faithful  fervants ;  much  lefs  to  exprcfs  unto  them  his  plea- 
fure, in  any  way  but  what  they  Ihall  force  from  him  :  And  that  having  with 
much  skill  and  difikulty  obtained  that  fccret  means  of  expreftlng  in  fhort  his 
lad  condition,  and  h  s  will  and  pleafure  thereupon,  that  the  Queen,  the  Prince, 
and  all  his  faithful  Minifters  to  whom  they  were  to  impart  it,  were  to  undcr- 
ftand  this,  as  the  laft  free  direftion  that  they  could  cxped  from  him  ;  and  that 
they  fhould  in  all  things  purfuc,  and  caufc  to  be  purfucd,  ftcadily  thofc  orders 

which 
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which  he  had  given  before  this  time  of  his  unfree  condition  5  and  that  in  all 
things  wherein  he  had  not  given  direftions  while  he  judged  himfelf  free,  that 
the  Prince  his  Son  fhould  give  from  time  to  time  fuch  orders  as  fhould  be 
judged  bell  for  the  advantage  of  his  Crown  and  interefts,  wirhout  being  diverted 
from  it  by  any  thing  that  in  hisprefcnt  rclhaint  might  be,  either  fiurcptitioufly 
or  violently  got  from  him.  That  particularly  for  the  bufinefs  of  Ireland^  he  had, 
while  he  was  free,  redoubled  unto  your  Excellence  fuch  pofirive  orders  for  your 
concluding  the  Peace  upon  the  terms  cxprelVcd  unto  him  by  your  Excel- 
lence, fince  the  mutual  figning  of  the  Articles,  that  he  was  confident  it  would 
be  proclaimed  before  I  could  be  back  in  Ireland  •■,  and  that  to  the  end  that  your 
Excellence  might  not  be  dil'couragcd  in  the  purfuit  of  that,  upon  which  he 
conceived  the  welfare  of  his  affaires  fo  much  depended,  he  had  commanded 
the  Queen  and  the  Prince  his  Son  to  give  you  afluranccs  of  their  adhering 
firmly  to  you  in  this  bufinefs  of  the  Peace  of  Ireland,  in  what  unfortunate 
condition  foever  his  pcrfon  (hould  continue ;  and  that  if  there  were  a  pofli- 
bility  for  his  Majefty  by  any  art  to  gain  the  means  of  doing  it,  your  Excellence 
lliould  receive  orders  in  his  own  hand  conveyed  unto  you  by  the  Queen,  for  all 
this,  as  alfo  for  what  elfe  I  am  now  commanded  to  fignify  unto  you  as  his  Majef- 
tie's  will  and  plcafure.  A  further  principal  and  moft  important  point  whereof 
is,  that  your  Excellence  take  notice  that  the  Great  Seal  of  England  being  now 
Jikeiy  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  his  enemies,  who  as  they  have  not  forborne  to 
make  and  ufe  a  new  counterfeit  Great  Seal,  fo  it  is  to  be  fuppofed  that  they 
will  much  Icfs  make  fcruple  to  fcrve  thcmfelves  of  the  true  one,  unto  their 
own  wicked  ends,  if  it  may  any  wife  avail  them  ;  and  therefore  your  Excel- 
lence is  moft  ftridly  required  to  take  fpecial  care,  that  if  any  thing  whatfoever 
fhall  be  fent  over  hither  concernirlg  this  Kingdom  of  Ireland  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  England,  that  no  obedience  be  given  unto  it ;  and  that,  whatfoever  it 
be,  it  caufe  no  difturbance  in  your  profecution  of  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  unlefs 
you  (hall  receive  from  his  Majeftie's  own  hand  in  cypher,  aflUrances,  that  the 
fame  was  paft  by  warrant  from  him  freely  granted,  and  upon  his  own  free  and 
unconftrained  apprehenfion  of  what  was  fit  for  his  fervice.  And  your  Excel- 
lence is  further  required  to  take  notice,  that,  for  whatfoever  his  Majefty  fhall 
freely  and  unforcedly  judge  fit  to  command  you  for  his  fervice  in  this  Kingdom, 
you  fhall  receive  his  pleal'ure  either  in  cypher  in  his  own  hand,  or  elfe  conveyed 
unto  you  by  the  Queen  and  Prince  of  Wales ;  and  whatfoever  diredions  you 
ihall  receive  from  him  in  any  other  way,  you  are  not  to  confider  them  as  his 
free  commands,  nor  to  yield  any  further  obedience  unto  them,  than  fuch  as, 
upon  confidcration  of  the  matter  contained  in  them,  you  fhall  judge  fit  for  his 
fervice  to  have  been  done  without  relation  to  any  fuch  commands.     1  reft,

HI  S  Majefty  having  confidered  the  letter  of  the  6th  inftant  fent  to  him 
from  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  Parliament  aftembled,  thinks  fit  to  re- 
turn this  anfwer ;  that  as  none  can  be  more  deeply  aff'eded,  than  his  Majeftic 
with  the  paft  and  prefent  calamities  of  his  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  nor  is  fo  nearly 
concerned  in  the  prefervation  of  his  Proteftant  fubje£ts  there  ;  fo  he  will  be  moft 
ready  to  apply  all  fitting  remedies  for  their  deliverance. 

As  to  the  particular  of  delivering  forthwith  of  the  city  and  caftle  of  ^Dublinj 
the  town  of  Tirogheda,  and  all  other  garrifons  in  that  Kingdom,   which  arc 
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held  by  his  Majeftie's  authority,  into  the  hands  of  fuch  as  the  Parliament  fliall 
appoint,  his  Majcftie  (being  moft  willing  that  all  thofe  places  may  be  fo  dil- 
pofed  upon,  as  they  may  be  beft  iecurcd  from  the  Rebels,  and  fervc  moft  for 
the  fafety  of  his  good  fubjeds)  doth  again  earncftly  prefs  the  propofitions  fo 
long  expefted  for  the  Peace  of  that,  and  his  other  Kingdoms,  may  be  haftencd 
to  him }  expeding,  that  they  will  contain  the  rcadieft  means,  not  only  of  pre- 
ferving  thofe  places  which  are  already  in  his  power,  but  likewife  of  reducing 
the  reft  of  that  Kingdom  poflefled  by  the  Rebels  to  his  obedience.  And  as  his 
Majeftie  knows  not  a  more  fpeedy  and  efFcdual  way  for  attaining  thofe  ends, 
than  by  removing  all  differences  betwixt  his  Majcftie  and  the  Houfes  of  Par- 
hament;  fo  nothing  will  be  more  really  endeavoured  by  his  Majeftie,  than  that 
a  folid  and  lafting  Peace  may  be  forthwith  eftabliihed.  Newca/tle  the  i  ith  of

AFTER  our  hearty  commendations.  On  the  1 6th  of  this  month  in  the 
evening  we  received  yours  of  the  14th  of  this  fame,  and  have  given  Mr. 
IValcot  the  bearer  thereof  iuch  difpatches  as  you  defired,  with  this  our  anfwcr 
to  your  faid  letter. 

Wc  do  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  you  dated  the  2  2d  of  June 
laft,  which  came  to  us  by  the  conveyance  of  Sir  Theophihts  Jones,  Knight, 
not  Ions  after  the  date  thereof;  and  in  the  faid  letter  we  found  enclofcd  one 
figned  by  his  Majeftie  bearing  date  the  nth  of  June,  as  alfo  one  direded  to 
the  Lord  Folliott. 

To  that  figned  by  his  Majcftie  our  anfwer  had  been  long  fince  fent;  but 
that  as  well  by  your  feveral  letters  (wherein  you  declare  in  efFedt  that  no  dif- 
patch  from  us  fhall  be  permitted  to  pafs  by  you  to  his  Majeftie,  unlefs  you  be 
made  acquainted  therewith)  as  by  other  printed  papers  and  feveral  concurring 
circumftanccs,  we  find  fo  little  hope  of  receiving  his  Majeftie's  free  pleafurc 
touching  his  affiaires  and  fervants  here ;  that  we  have  great  caufe  to  fear  even  the 
fafety  of  any  meffenger  of  truft  we  ftiould  fend.  But  as  foon  as  it  fhall  plcafe 
God  to  afford  us  clear  and  uninterrupted  ways  of  addrefs  to  his  Majeftie,  wc 
hope  to  give  him  fitting  accompts  of  all  his  commands  directed  to  us  his  Lieu- 
tenant; which  title  (by  the  way  we  hold  fit  to  obfcrve  unto  you)  his  Majcftie 
is  pleafed  to  give  us,  though  you  in  the  feveral  letters  direded  by  you  unto  us 
are  not  pleafed  fo  to  ftile  us. 

The  letter  to  the  Lord  Folliott  was  delivered  unto  him  unbroken  open,  as 
we  believe  he  will  have  told  you  before  you  receive  thcfe  our  letters;  though 
we  conceive  we  might  in  all  refpefts  have  juftified  the  perufal  thereof,  better 
than  any  fubjcft  (not  authorized  in  that  behalf  by  his  Majeftie)  can  juftify  the 
attempting  to  look  into  the  contents  of  any  difpatches  fcnt  to  his  Majeftie,  and 
better  than  wc  could  juftify  the  imparting  fuch  our  difpatches  to  you.  And 
fo  wc  remain;  from  his  Majeftie's  caftle  of  'Dublin,  the  i8th  oijuly  1646.

Ireland. 

BEING  returned  hither  to  'Dublin  out  of  France  with  the  full  afluranccs, 
newly  received  there  from  the  King  my  Mafter,  that  he  had  re-doubled  his 
polltive  orders  unto  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde,  both  immediately  before  his 
coming  from  Oxford,  and  fince  his  being  at  Newcajile,  for  the  immediate  per- 
fefting  of  the  Peace  m  Ireland  according  to  the  Articles  agreed  on;  upon  his 
difpenfation  with  the  condition  alfo  of  the  Confederate  Roman  Catholicks  of 
Ireland  fending  the  men  undertaken  for  by  them  ;  and  being  commanded  to 
attend  his  Majcftie's  fervice  here  upon  his  Majeftic's  confident  fuppofition,  that 
the  Peace  already  agreed  on  would  be  proclaimed  before  my  arrival  here ;  find- 
ing inftcad  thereof  a  ftop  fet  upon  the  (amc  by  occafion  of  a  letter  dated  from 
Ne'ivcajlle  the  nth  of  June  fuperfigncd,  Charles  Rex,  and  attefted  Lanerick, 
and  knowing  by  his  JMaieftie's  free  expreflion  of  his  will  and  pleafure,  and  of 
his  reiblutions  and  dcfigns  in  the  whole  ftate  of  his  affaires,  how  contrary  to 
his  free  judgment  and  will,  the  fame  letter  of  the  nth  oi  'June  is,  and  how 
deftrudivc  to  all  the  foundations  laid  by  his  Majefty  for  the  recovery  of  his 
own,  his  Crown  and  poflerity's  rights,  whether  by  way  of  a  good  accommo- 
dation (which  God  grant)  or  of  War,  any  obedience  to  the  faid  letter  in  put- 
ting a  ftop  to  the  Peace  of  this  Kingdom  expeded  by  his  Majeftie  would  be ; 
I  do,  according  to  my  duty  as  Secretary  of  State,  upon  certain  knowledge  of 
his  Majcftie's  refolution,  and  as  1  will  anfwer  it  with  my  Life 

Declare  unto  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  of  his  Ma- 
jcftie's Kingdom  oi  Ireland,  that  the  faid  letter  of  the  nth  oi  June  is  either 
a  furreptitious  letter,  or  a  forced  one  from  his  Majeftie,  procured  upon  fome 
falfe  information  of  the  ftate  of  his  affaires,  and  moft  contrary  to  what  I  know 
to  be  his  free  refolution  and  unconftrained  will  and  pleafure.  And  I  do  fur- 
ther declare  with  the  fame  folemnity  and  engagement  of  my  Life,  that  if  the 
Peace  of  Ireland  fhall  not  be  prefently  concluded,  the  hinderers  of  it,  are  the 
occafion  of  fubverting  and  deftroying  the  main  foundation  refolved  and  laid  by 
his  Majeftie,  for  the  recovery  of  his  own,  his  Crown  and  poftcrity's  rights,  as 
aforcfaid;  whether  by  way  of  accommodation  or  War;  for  the  preventing  of 
which  irreparable  mifchief,  if  there  fhould  be  the  leaft  danger  tliereof  by  the 
fcruples  of  any,  I  will  freely  take  the  whole  matter  upon  my  felf  to  anfwer  to 
his  Majefty,  as  his  Secretary  of  State,  with  my  life,  this  Declaration  of  his  will. 
And  I  do  offer  my  felf  to  be  retained  as  a  prifoner,  where  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
Ihall  appoint,  untill  fuch  time  as  his  Majeftie  be  at  liberty  to  exprefs  freely  and 
publickly  unto  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  (after  private  letters  received  by  his 
Majeftie  from  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  and  my  felf)  his  unconftrained  will ; 
and  then,  if  his  Majeftie  (hall  not  juftify  me  to  have  declared  it  faithfully,  I  fub- 
mit  my  felf  to  fuft'er  death :  And  I  defirc  that  this  Declaration  of  mine  may 
be  entered  in  the  Council  Book  for  my  juftification,  that  I  have  difcharged 
my  duty,  in  cafe  the  mifchiefs  here  fet  down  fhall  be  occafioned  by  deferring 
the  Peace  of  this  Kingdom,  upon  the  aforefaid  letter  of  the  i  ith  of  June. 
In  witncfs  whereof  I  have  hereto  fet  my  hand,  July  the  28th  1646.

May  it  pie afe  your  Majeftie, 

ACCORDING  to  your  commands  delivered  to  me  by  the  l.ord  Digby, 
I  have  concluded  a  Peace  with  the  /ri/7j  upon  the  conditions  formerly 
agreed  on  with  them,  being  by  him  well  affured  that  fuch  was  your  pleafure; 
notwithftanding  a  letter  feeming  to  prohibit  it,  figned  by  your  Majeftie,  and 
dated  at  Newcaftle  the  1 1  th  of  June. 

The  hazards  I  have  adventured  on  by  concluding  this  Peace  are  great,  in  re- 
lation to  the  power  of  the  oppofite  party  here  and  eli'ewhere;  but  that  which 
I  found  moft  difficult,  and  which  I  cannot  promifc  to  overcome  any  more, 
was  to  do  a  thing  contrary  to  what  the  world  may  believe  to  be  your  will. 

I  do  therefore  humbly  befcech  your  Majeftie  to  impofe  any  kind  of  com- 
mands upon  me  (be  they  of  never  fo  great  danger  to  me)  other  than  fuch,  as 
either  in  jeft  or  earncft,  may  bring  in  queftion  my  loyalty  or  obedience  to  your 
Majeftie. 

A  fuller  accompt  of  your  Majeftie's  affaires  here  I  cannot  now  give,  than 
that  I  fhall  purfue  thofe  ways  that  to  my  beft  underftanding  tend  to  your  ho- 
nour and  fervice,  and  to  the  advantage  to  your  Crown. 

My  Lord  'Digby,  who  hath  a  more  perfeO:  notion  of  the  whole  frame  of 
your  bufinefs,  will  more  at  large  difcourle  thereof.  I  befeech  God  to  protedl 
your  perfon,  and  to  profper  your  defigns.     I  remain

rewarded  in  fo  gracious  an  acceptance;  that  the  honour  I  receive  in  having  fo 
inconfiderable  a  nothing,  as  any  intcrefl:  I  can  pretend  to,  thought  of  with 
thofc  of  your  Majeftic  and  the  Prince  of  Wales,  is  a  fortune  I  may  juftly  glory 
in,  whatever  the  fuccefs  be ;  that  as  I  have,  from  the  firft  motion  of  trouble 
in  thefe  Kingdoms,  dedicated  my  felf  and  mine  to  the  fervicc  of  the  Crown 
of  England,  and  with  the  intercfts  of  it  have  rcfolvcd  to  ftand  or  fallj  fo  no 
power  on  earth,  nor  the  example  of  multitudes  othcrvvifc  minded,  fhall  ever  be 
able  to  alter  my  courfe,  or  to  make  mc  other  than

uncertainty  of  any  thing  I  could  have  written,  I  muft  have  left  your  Highncfs 
ftill  unfatisfied. 

Now  the  Treaty  for  Peace  is  at  length  concluded,  upon  fuch  conditions  as 
the  Lord  'Digby  will  at  large  acquaint  your  Highnefs ;  who  is  alio  moft  able 
fully  to  reprefent  unto  you  the  true  ftate  of  things  here  ;  whereupon  your  High- 
nefs may  make  that  judgment,  and  lay  thofe  grounds  as  may  moft  probably 
make  this  Kingdom  ufeful  towards  the  reftoring  of  the  King's  caufe. 

I  am  much  a  ftranger  to  the  ftate  of  things  in  England,  and  wholly  to  the 
refolutions  taken  there  by  his  Majeftic  or  your  Highnefs ;  and  therefore  dare 
not  venture  upon  pofitive  advices  or  undertakings ;  but  whatever  could  come 
into  the  compafs  of  my  weak  apprehenfion,  in  fo  great  an  ignorance  and  di- 
ftradion  I  have  freely  imparted  to  the  Lord  'Digby,  to  whom  in  what  he  fhall 
fay  from  me,  1  humbly  befeech  your  Highnefs  to  give  credit. 

I  befeech  God  to  blefs  your  Highnefs,  and  to  give  me  the  happinefs  to  con- 
tribute in  my  poor  way  to  your  fervice,  or  the  honour  to  perifh  in  the  endea-

vigilant  care,  prefervcd  not  only  in  this  city,  but  alfo  in  all  the  out-ganifons, 
the  free  and  full  exercifc  of  the  true  Reformed  Religion,  according  to  the  Li- 
turgy and  Canons  fo  many  years  received  in  the  Church,  wliich  with  fad  and 
bleeding  hearts  we  may  fay,  is  more  than  wc  know  to  be  in  any  part  of  the 
three  Dominions. 

Alfo  we  do  moft  heartily  acknowledge,  that  by  your  very  great  pains  and 
labour  you  have  at  laft  concluded  a  moft  neceffary  Peace,  which  we  humbly 
conceive  to  be  the  only  means  to  continue  thofe  blefflngs  of  Religion  and 
Loyalty  among  us,  and  to  be  the  only  hopeful  way  to  reduce  this  Kingdom 
wholly  to  his  Majeftie's  obedience.

might  encourage  the  concluding  of  a  Peace  accordingly.  Now  I  fhall  more 
frankly  deliver  my  opinion,  which  is,  that  fuch  a  Peace  (confidering  the  prefent 
conjunaure  of  his  Majcftic's  affaires,  and  the  condition  his  Perfon  is  in)  would 
be  cxtreamly  feafonable  and  proper  for  his  affaires  (prefuming  that  your  Lord- 
fhip  is  fully  fatisfied  of  the  occafton  and  nature  of  the  King's  difpatch  to  you 
by  Walfingham,  as  well  by  the  concurrent  letters  by  that  exprefs,  as  by  the 
other  from  the  King  now  fent  you)  I  fhall  add  my  earneft  defire,  that  you 
would  forthwith  conclude  the  Peace  in  Ireland  according  to  thofe  articles,  or 
fuch  others  as  you  upon  the  place  fhall  judge  to  be  moft  fit  and  advantagious 
for  the  King's  fervice,  both  in  England  and  Ireland.

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

NOT  knowing  the  rcfolutions  you   have  taken,   or  the  inftruftions  yoti 
have  given  to  my  Lord  of  Muskery  and  others  at  the  time  of  your  de- 
parture and  happy  deliverance  from  the  dangerous  fnarcs  prepared  for  you;  nor 
2  no 
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no  intelligence  of  the  fucccfs  of  the  Commiilioncrs  imploycd  to  JVaterford,  I 
am  much  in  the  dark,  and  know  not  how  to  guide  my  own  aifdons  and  pro- 
ceedings 5  and  until  1  receive  clear  inibrmation  of  your  Lordihip's  plcalure  and 
further  commands,  1  fhall  not  adventure  upon  more,  than  to  endeavour  to  fe- 
cure  thofc  places  formerly  in  my  polVefllon,  or  lately  acquired,  and  Ihivc  ra- 
ther to  infufe  quiet  and  peaceable  inclinations  in  the  people,  and  Teem  to  be- 
lieve the  Peace  well  lettled  aulongft  them,  than  unfeafonably  or  with  too 
much  fcrutiny  to  inforce  it  upon  them,  in  hope  Ibme  happy  expedient  may  be 
applied  to  cure  thefe  lad  diftempers. 

1  fend  your  Excellence  two  letters  of  Sir  Robert  Talbot's.  I  (hould  have 
been  glad  I  had  received  the  firft  before  I  parted  from  your  Lordfhip,  which 
might  perhaps  have  diverted  your  fo  fudden  return  to  'Dublin,  untill  affaires  a- 
bout  Kilkenny  had  been  better  fettled.  General  'Preflon  hath  been  with  me, 
and  1  find  him  and  his  Officers  dill  well  inclined  ;  but  could  not  bring  him 
to  any  fettled  refolution,  his  ferupulous  difpolition  overmaftering  his  judgment, 
and  both  (as  I  conceive)  guided  and  ruled  by  Father  Oliver  farcy's  prefcripti- 
ons,  with  whom  1  have  had  much  difcourfe;  and  he  fcems  fully  fatisticd  with 
the  inftrudions  Sir  Lucas 'Dillon  cz.mc^  x.o  Water  ford.,  and  believes,  that  if  they 
do  not  accept  thereof,  moft  of  the  Clergy  will  declare  againlt  them,  and  defircs 
that  may  be  the  ground  for  General  'Prejlon  to  declare  for  the  Peace,  and  op- 
pofe  their  proceedings,  as  that  which  will  carry  his  forces  unanimoufly  with 
him.  He  affures,  that  the  Nuncio  and  Clergy  gave  no  encouragement  to  O 
Neile's  advance,  and  that  befides  a  former,  he  carried  himfelf  a  command  un- 
to him  to  retire,  and  his  anfwer  was,  that  the  Nuncio  was  but  a  young  Sol- 
dier ;  and  having  direded  him  to  have  his  forces  in  a  readinefs,  he  mult  and 
would  go  where  they  might  be  beft  kept  together  and  provided  forj  and  is 
grown  of  late  very  pleafant  and  conceited  in  all  his  difcourfes  to  thofe  that  re- 
pair unto  him. 

My  Lord,  having  written  thus  far,  and  ready  to  proceed  in  the  informing 
your  Lordfhip  of  my  obfcrvations  in  thefe  parts,  and  to  offer  to  your  confede- 
ration my  prefent  conceptions  upon  the  whole  bufinefs  of  this  diftraded  time, 
I  received  the  inclofed  from  General  Trefton,  which  hath  put  me  to  filcncc, 
and  totally  deftroyed  what  my  thoughts  did  formerly  labour  with. 

If  the  laft  treachery  be  true,  Vrefion  is  not  to  be  relied  on  ;  and  an  ablb- 
lute  Rebellion  will  difperfe  the  way  of  revenge  that  Ormonde  will  be  inforced 
to  take  againft  that  treafon,  which  will  draw  prefent  dcftrudion  upon  me  :  If 
that  may  defeat  them,  I  am  a  willing  facritice.  But  I  conceive  it  m,ay  better 
advantage  the  King's  fervice  to  continue  a  Treaty  or  CeflTation  ;  for  in  winter 
0-Jien  O  Neile  will  be  forced  to  difperfe  -,  the  Country  againft  him ;  general 
diforder  for  want  of  government ;  no  great  towns  will  receive  him,  and  that 
violent  diforder  cannot  be  conftant,  if  Ormonde  concur  not  in  this  ;  yet  Pro- 
clamations of  Rebellion  may  be  of  difadvantage,  if  the  Commiflioners  declara- 
tions be  not  firft  difperft,  and  powers  granted  to  confirm  the  offers  fent  to 
fVaterford. 

It  will  be  abfolutely  necefTary  to  fend  exad  declarations  immediately  to  the 
Queen  of  all  engagements  to  be  declared  at  Rome ;  for  without  queflion  the 
iSIuncio  hath  Tent  informations,  and  will  have  thole  eftablifh'd,  and  all  obedi- 
ence required  to  them,  if  not  prevented. 

I  have  appointed  a  meeting  with  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Country  upon  Wed- 
nefday  next,  which  I  believe  will  hold  for  two  or  three  days.     I  do  humbly  and 
earneftly  defire,  that  before  it  be  broken  up,  your  Lordlhip's  commands  and 
inftrudions  may  be  conveyed  unto

My  Lord, 

WITH  very  unquiet  and  much  difturbed  thoughts,  I  have  endeavoured  to 
put  together  fome  conceptions  of  mine  according  to  my  apprehenfion  of 
the  prefent  ftate  of  aftaires;  and  have  dircded  them  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant 
hi  a  more  fccure  way,  than  I  could  immediately  offer  them  to  your  Lordihip's 
confidcration.  But  every  day  produces  fuch  unexpe£led  and  irregular  changes, 
that  the  informations  muft  of  neceflity  be  defeftive  and  uncertain  ;  and  I  doubt 
the  remedies  will  be  as  difficult,  though  managed  by  the  beft  judgments  this 
age  hath  produced. 

I  will  not  take  upon  me  to  give  any  charader  of  the  difpofition  and  carriage 
of  thofe  peribns  of  quality,  that  lately  appeared  before  you  or  the  Commif- 
fioncrs  that  were  qualified  with  power  to  treat,  but  (as  it  now  appears)  not  to 
conclude  a  Peace,  their  own  adions  and  proceedings  fully  reprelent  them  to 
you,  and  your  LordOiip  knows  how  to  diftinguifli  in  fome  particulars,  of  whom 
I  am  yet  moft  confident. 

I  find  the  generality  of  the  gentry,  and  others  of  inferlour  rank,  very  well 
mclined  to  Peace,  and  much  difquieted  to  be  thus  violently  forced  and  carried 
away  contrary  to  their  loyalty  to  his  Majeftie,  and  their  natural  affedions  to 
thofe  that  govern  under  him,  but  yet  of  lb  weak  capacity,  that  they  are  not 
in  prefent  to  be  fo  much  relied  upon.  And  that  being  their  condition,  it  invites 
,me  humbly  to  defire  your  Lordlhip  not  wholly  to  guide  your  refolutions  upon 
thofe  (I  muft  confefs)  juft  grounds  of  fevcrity  and  indignation  offered  to  youj 
but  that  you  will  ftill  retain  and  make  ufe  of  that  excellent  temper  and  judg- 
ment, which  God  hath  iudowed  you  with  by  being  fomewhat  companionate 
of  their  follies  and  indifcretion,  and  not  altogether  conclude,  that  thefe  tran- 
fcendent  crimes  and  breach  of  publick  faith  doth  proceed  from  the  ufual  or  na- 
tural inclination  of  the  people  ;  but  rather  be  inclined  to  believe  that  fome  in- 
feded  perfons  have  brought  over  this  violent  and  dangerous  contagion  from 
other  parts  to  make  it,  as  far  as  this  Kingdom  can  be  capable  thereof,  deftruc- 
tive  to  Monarchy,  fcandalous  to  Religion  -,  and  moft  pernicious  to  all  honcft 
men  in  their  confciences,  lives  and  fortunes. 

Some  lenitives  and  prefervatives  may  for  the  prefent  be  ufed  to  qualify  the 
diftemper,  and  ftop  the  malignant  increafe  of  the  difeafe ;  but  the  perfed  cure 
Riuft  be  managed  abroad,  and  that  with  all  expedition;  and  having  the  winter 
before  us,  more  proper  for  treaty  than  adion,  it  may  yet  be  poilible,  before 
the  Ipring,  to  bring  this  diftraded  Nation  to  their  right  wits,  and  make  them 
confiderably  ufeful  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  and  fenfible  of  their  own  prcferva- 
tion  by  that  only  means  poflible  to  be  acquired.  And  I  cannot  give  admit- 
tance to  any  defpairing  thoughts,  refleding  upon  the  vertue  and  excellency  of 
the  perfon  by  whom  this  great  work  is  to  be  managed,  and  to  whole  favour 
and  affedion  I  am  fo  highly  obliged ;  that  1  muft  really  and  fincerely  offer  up 
unto  him  the  intire  and  total  intcrefts  of

SIR, 

WHEN  I  lall  wrote  to  you,  I  was  in  doubt,  that  tholb  in  whofc  powet 
my  Lord  Montgomery  is,  would  not  give  obedience  to  the  Peace ;  for 
thnt  the  conditions,  whereupon  it  was  conchided,  did  neither  fatisfy  their  am- 
bitions, nor  Iccure  them  againft  the  puni(hmcnt  that  their  villany  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  tirft  RebcUion  makes  them  liable  to.  In  this  latter  condition  I 
cannot  accufc  Ovcrw  Mac  Art.  O  Neile  to  be  5  but  I  fuppolc  him  touched  in 
the  former,  and  that  want  of  reftitution  to  his  pretended  eftate^  and  not  Reli- 
gion is  the  caufe,  that  he  is  in  the  head  of  this  fecond  Rebellion.  But  how- 
ever it  be,  it  is  clear  to  you  that  in  the  way  of  obedience,  I  cannot  exped  my 
Lord  Montgomery  out  of  their  hands,  fo  that  I  muft  expcft  fome  either  means 
to  do  him  the  fervice  I  dcfirc. 

There  goes  now  from  me  and  the  Council,  a  difpatch  to  the  old  and  new 
Scots  and  Britifh  Olficers,  acquainting  them  that  for  the  prefcrvation  of  this 
Kingdom  to  the  Crown  of  England,  and  to  difappoint  the  defigns  now  evi- 
dently on  footc,  to  transfer  this  ifland  to  the  Pope  or  King  oi  Spain;  we  have 
made  an  addrcfs  to  the  Parliament,  and  defiring  that  in  the  mean  time  there 
may  be  betwixt  us  here,  fuch  a  correfpondence  as  befit  men,  that  as  to  the 
hinderance  of  fo  pernicious  a  plot,  are  certainly  of  one  mind  5  however,  thro' 
the  diftcmper  of  the  times,  we  may  have  differed  in  our  ways,  I  hope  this  ad- 
drefs  will  waken  the  people  of  the  other  two  Kingdoms,  and  be  a  means  to 
procure  a  happy  reconcilement  of  all  differences,  which  is  the  prayers  of

My  Lord, 

WHEN  I  parted  with  my  Lord  o^ Muskery,  my  thoughts  were  wholly 
taken  up  to  return  the  party  1  brought  with  me  fafe  to  this  place,  and 
fo  to  free  my  felf  from  the  fcandal  of  betraying  them  that  would  inevitably 
and  evcrlaftingly  have  ftuck  to  me;  if  they  had  mifcarried  in  that  expedition 
wiicrcunto  they  were  drawn  by  my  credulity,  fo  that  I  had  no  time  to  fparc 
for  advice  to  others,  nor  indeed  fo  much  underftanding  of  the  defigns  then  on 
foote,  or  of  the  inclinations  of  the  people,  as  could  dired  me  to  give  Counfcl. 
Since  1  have  heard  nothing  from  thence,  but  confufed  relations  of  General  O 
Neil's  advance  to  Kilkenny,  his  borrowing  of  money,  and  the  application  of 
all  the  Country  to  him,  either  for  fear  of  him,  or  for  love  to  the  rcligioufncfs 
of  the  caufe  he  pretends  to  countenance.  At  my  return  hither,  when  I  and 
the  Council  had  time  coolely  to  confidcr  the  ftate  we  were  brought  into,  and 
found  that  we  had  not  means  to  maintain  the  forces  here,  no  hope  of  any 
fupport,  either  in  men  or  money,  out  of  the  Country,  dayly  threats  that  O 
Nei'.e  would  fuddenly  advance  to  dcftroy  our  narrow  quarters,  and  then,  when 
he  had  thronged  us  together  into  this  pound,  to  make  an  ealy  brcakfall  of  usj 
then  the  law  ot  nature  and  felf  prefcrvation  diredcd  us  to  feck  the  readicft  help 
we  could  think  of;  yet  fo  as  that  we  have  yet  done,  nor  declared,  nothing 
that  may  caufe  dcfpair  in  any,  that  Ihall  rcfolutely  endeavour  the  Peace  of  the 

Kingdom. 
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Kin'^dom.  Nor  harh  any  aft  proceeded  from  us,  that  can  give  the  contrary 
party  offence,  unlcfs  it  fhall  difplcafe  them,  tiiat  \vc  prepare  to  make  rcfiftance, 
it  they  inforce  us  to  it.  1  conceive  they  have  not  yet  digefted  their  refolutions 
at  iVaterford,  fo  as  to  propound  to  mc  what  they  would  have,  wliethcr  Peace, 
War  or  Ceflation.  If  they  propound  either  for  the  firft  or  laft,  I  fhall  be  ready 
to  treat.  If  War  be  their  choice,  we  muft  do  what  we  can,  and  let  God  do 
the  reft.  This,  my  Lord,  is  all  I  am  able  to  fay  of  our  condition,  till  time  and 
the  pleafure  of  thofe  at  JVaterford  inftrudt  me  better.  Then  1  fhall  find  the

I  Send  you  herewith  copies  of  papers,  that  with  a  fhort  letter  came  to  me  late 
laft  night  from  Sir  Ltuas  T>illon  and  T)o£ior  Fennel;  what  ufe  to  make  of 
them,  1  know  not,  nor  yet  what  their  drift  is  in  fending  to  me  things  that  pafs 
betwixt  themfelves  and  their  Clergy.  If  it  be  by  giving  me  notice  of  their  ne- 
gotiation, to  gain  a  fceming  confent  from  mc,  or  to  acquire  further  ftrength  to 
my  Lord  of  Glamorgan's  Abides,  they  muft  find  themfelves  deceived.

Noble  CotiJiUi 

I  Believe  you  very  well  know,  and  are  well  fatisficd,  that  my  Lord  Lieutenant 
went  as  far  as  his  Commiflion  could  warrant,  for  the  fatisfadion  of  the  na- 
tives of  this  Kingdom  in  that  point  of  Religion,  which  1  find  lb  often  men- 
tioned in  yours  of  the  20th  current.  And  if  the  Commillioners  that  treated 
with  him  had  conceived  their  conccflions  therein  fuchas  would  not  fatisfy  thofe 
by  whom  they  were  entrufted,  I  am  verily  perfwaded  they  would  not  have  en- 
"a^^ed  the  publick  faith  of  their  party  in  the  conclufion  and  Proclamation  of  a 
Peace  upon  thofe  concefllons  as  they  did;  knowing  very  well  that  fuch  a  con- 
clufion would  determine  my  Lord's  Commidlon,  and  confequently  render  him 
unable  to  enter  into  a  further  Treaty.  And  therefore  i  am  of  opinion,  that 
however  Religion  is  made  the  cloke  of  the  intended  difturbance,  a  greater  my- 
ftcry  is  in  it  than  is  yet  apprehended,  feeing  it  cannot  be  denied  but  that  the 
people  of  this  Kingdom  have  granted  unto  them,  (befidcs  other  incftimablc 
graces  and  favours)" that  liberty  and  freedom  in  the  cxercife  of  their  Religion, 
which  may  fatisfy  any  moderate  man,  that  is  concerned  in  the  peace  and  quiet 

of  this  Country. 
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But  he  that  goes  about  to  fatisfy  fuch  as  are  unintereftcd  therein  (as  I  conceive 
the  Nuncio  to  be)  will  find  it  altogether  impofllble,  if  1  be  not  miftakcn.  For 
before  my  Lord  left  Kilkenny^  lb  much  was  offered  for  the  latisfadion  of  that 
man,  as  the  Commiflioners  were  confident  would  content  him.  And  yet  all 
hath  produced  no  other  ctfeifts  that  I  know  than  the  advance  of  an  Army  to 
lurprile  my  Lord,  and  that  handful  that  attended  him  in  the  Country.  Aftrangc 
retribution  to  a  man  that  hath  ventured  the  lofs  of  his  life,  eftate,  and  the 
ruin  of  his  pofterity  for  the  good  Icttlement  of  his  Country.  I  widi  that  this 
infamous  perfidy  and  unparalleled  ingratitude  be  not  by  fucceeding  ages  remem- 
bered to  the  fcandal  of  our  Nation,  the  greateft  part  whereof  (1  am  aflured)  are 
rather  luffercrs  in,  than  contrivers  of  lb  great  a  mifchief. 

By  what  dilcourfe  I  had  lall  with  you  upon  the  lubjeft  of  this  letter,  I  kno\7 
this  to  be  your  own  lenfc  as  well  as  mine,  which  makes  me  to  be  the  more 
free  with  you. 

My  Lord  Lieutenant  hath  not  yet  determined  whether  or  no  to  ilTuc  any 
more  Commifllonsj  but  if  he  do  to  any,  he  will  readily  comply  with  your 
defire.

May  it  pie afe  your  Majeflie^ 

BY  the  joint  difpatch  from  mc  and  your  Council  here,  your  Majcftie  finds 
the  unavoidable  necclTity,  that  for  the  prcfervation  of  this  Kingdom  to 
your  Majefty  and  your  Royal  Pofterity,  inforces  us  to  a  prcfent  application  for 
afliftancc  to  your  Parliament  of  England,  from  whom,  in  order  to  their  own 
future  fccurity,  fo  evidently  threatened  and  indangercd  in  the  lofs  of  this  place, 
we  may  expeft  prefent  relief,  of  what  fmall  conhdcration  foever  with  them, 
the  perfonal  deftrudion  of  us,  that  have  ferved  your  Majeftic  in  a  way  dilpleal- 
ing  to  them,  may  be. 

I  hope  it  is  and  hath  been  fo  apparent  to  your  Majeftic,  that  I  have  left  no 
means  unattempted,  confifting  with  your  commands  and  with  the  rules  of  ho- 
nour and  confcience,  which  might  prevent  my  application  any  whither,  but 
where  your  Majeftic  fhould  direft.  Of  that  I  ftiall  not  need  to  excufc  the 
prefent  courfc  1  have  taken,  nor  to  give  your  Majeftic  at  this  time  the  trouble 
of  a  particular  relation  of  the  feveral  and  infamous  degrees,  by  which  the  trea- 
chery of  the  prevailing  patty  amongft  the  Iripo  have  forced  mc  unto  it. 

The  propositions  we  fcnt  to  the  two  Houfes  from  your  Council  here  arc 
fuch,  as  (I  humbly  conceive)  your  Majeftic  will  approve  of,  when  they  (hall 
come  to  your  knowledge ;  for  they  are  (as  near  as  we  could)  fo  drawn,  as  may 
at  once  manifeft  our  refolution,  whatever  become  of  us,  not  to  depart  from 
that  duty  of  allegiance,  which,  as  fubjeds  and  fworn  fervants,  we  owe  to  your 
Majeftic.  And  yet  withall  fo  reafonable  and  inviting,  as  to  fticw  our  aim  was 
not  to  be  refufed,  fo  to  draw  upon  our  heads  the  blood  of  fo  many  Proteftanty, 
as  without  feafonable  fuccour  will  be  fhed  by  the  Rebels  fword,  or  drunk  up 
by  famine.  Among  the  reft,  there  is  one  propofition  from  me  apart,  wlicrein 
(if  it  fhall  be  defired  by  the  two  Houfes)  I  make  offer  to  give  up  my  place  of 
Lieutenant,  if  my  contrivance  therein  fhall  be  the  only  impediment  t^3  their  fend- 
ing relief,  provided  your  Majeftic  fhall  command  it,  (for  without  that  1  fliall 
never  quit  any  ftation  you  have  or  ftiall  put  me  in)  and  upon  fome  other  con- 
ditions of  honour,  fafety,  and  fubfiftence  for  my  felf,  and  thofe  that  have  faith- 
fully ferved  your  Majeftic  here.

1  Never  perfwadcd  my  fcif  with  more  difficulty  to  a  franknefs,  than  at  thri 
time,  after  fo  recent  anc{  hearty  an  invitation,  to  let  you  know  that  I  con- 
ceive your  coming  where  I  fhall  be  to  morrow,  will  ncft  fute  either  with  the 
way  1  am  now  in,  or  (which  in  kinclnefs  and  juftice  yoii  muft  believe  to  be 
mbre  in  my  care  of  you,  than  fear  of  my  felf )  with  your  fafety ;  and  this  in 
kindnefs  and  juftice  you  muft  believe  is  told  you  in  greater  care  of  you  than 
my  felf.

FINDING  my  felf  deluded  concerning  my  pafs,  and  yet  that  the  /r//7j  were 
not  willing  I  fhould  leave  the  Kingdom,  I  refolved  to  try  one  expedient 
more,  and  defired  'Daniel  O  Neile  to  tell  his  Uncle,  that  if  they  expcdcd  I 
fhould  ever  have  any  thing  more  to  do  concerning  this  Kingdom,  they  Ihouli 
fend  me  a  pafs  before  Sunday  night,  or  clfe  that  upon  Monday,  I  would  be 
gone  to  Carltngford,  and  there  embark  for  the  Iflc  oi  Man\  and  that  if  his  Un- 
cle had  any  mmd  to  fpeak  with  me,  it  muft  be  before  his  advancing  over  the 
Barroipe;  for  after  that,  I  would  have  nothing  to  fay  to  him.   As  for  the  Nun- 
cio, I  made  no  mention  at  all  of  him.     In  anfwcr  to  which  mcflagc,  I  have 
received  this  day  the  originals  of  the  inclofed,  and  am  early  to  morrow  morn- 
ing venturing  among  them  to  Athy,  where  I  bcfcech  your  Excellency  that  I 
may  underftand  from  you  how  things  go  betwixt  you,  the  Parliament,  and  the 
Scots-,  and  what  you  hear  of  the  King  ;  it  being  faid  here  that  Sir  Fr.  Wil- 
loitgbby  is  returned  to  'Dublin--,  for  accordingly  I  muft  govern  my  fclf.     What 
fucccfs  I  may  have,  1  know  not ;  but  of  this  your  Excellency  mny  be  furc, 
that  you  fhall  receive  a  very  faithful  account  of  what  I  find.     This  only  I  bc- 
feech  your  Excellency,  that  what  courfe  foevcr  I  lliall  find  it  neceftary  for  mc 
to  run,  that  you  will  make  it  your  care  to  prefci"ve  mc  in  the  good  opinion  of 
good   men,  (fuch  I  cftccm  my  Lord  Rojcomon,  Sir  Tho.

My  Lord, 

I  Fear  you  will  find  your  felf  deluded  by  the  men  you  now  deal  with  to  the  end ; 
yet  being  rcfufed  a  pais,  I  know  not  any  other  way  you  could  take,  than 
that  you  arc  invited  to.  I  wifli  it  may  be  profperous  to  your  perfon,  which  is 
the  only  advantage  I  cxped  by  it.  In  the  mean  time,  I  ftiall  endeavour  to 
keep  you  as  right  in  the  opinion  of  honeft  men,  as  your  vertue  and  my  own 
atfcdion  hath  placed  you  in  mine;  but  your  Lordfhip  muft  help  me,  as  to 
others,  by  your  circumfpeftion,  clle  I  fhall  fooner  (which  I  will  hazard)  lofe 
my  own,  than  preferve  your  reputation. 

There  is  no  lUch  thing  as  Sir  Francis  Willoughhy's  return,  nor  can  it  be 
well  known  how  we  ftand  with  the  Parliament;  only  from  their  Commif- 
iloners  we  have  a  letter  to  all  Parliament  fhips  to  furnifh  us  with  powder, 
which  alone  will  preferve  us  by  God's  blefllng. 

The  Scottifh  Officers  will  not  refule  us  help,  when  they  fee  (as  I  am  confi- 
dent they  will)  we  are  able  to  preferve  our  felves ;  and  then  certainly  I  fhall 
not  fpare  to  provide  for  them  and  my  felf  the  beft  I  can ;  and  this  conjunc- 
tion with  them  I  (hall  the  fooner  lay  hold  on,  becaufe  I  am  perfwaded  their 
afFeftions  to  the  King  are  better  than  is  believed.  The  King  is  certainly  ftill 
at  Neiijcajile,  and  neither  given  up,  nor  like  to  be,  for  ought  I  can  perceive. 

The  civil  ufage  of  the  bafe  Englijh  that  give  up  their  holds,  and  the  fevere, 
if  not  barbarous,  dealing  with  thofe  that  held  out,  is  a  %n  to  me  of  the  Qa- 
very  they  would  bring  them  under,  and  all  others  that  are  not  half  Proteftants, 
and  the  other  half  knaves ;  which  I  for  my  part  muft  contend  againft  to  the 
laft  of  all  hazards. 

I  defire  to  hear  from  your  Lordlhip,  as  foon  as  conveniently  you  can,  that 
I  may  be  eafed  of  that  part  of  my  trouble,  which  is  occafioned  by  the  incer- 
tainty  of  your  Lordfhip's  courfe  and  condition.

AL  L  here  on  the  Nuntio's  party  and  0  Neile'Sy  is  the  height  of  infolence  and 
villainy.  Trefton  will  not  join  with  them,  but  hath  fent  me  word,  that 
if  he  may  have  but  any  reafonable  affurance  of  what  was  offered  concerning 
the  fecurity  of  Religion,  he  will  obey  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  entirely,  and 
join  all  his  forces  againft  O  Neile.  Befides  the  hatred  of  the  Generals,  their 
men  have  a  greater  animofity  one  againft  another,  than  thofe  at  T^ublin  have 
againft  either. 

6  N  ONeile's 
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O  Neile's  forces'  are  effeftivc  eight  thoufand  foote,  whereof  five  thoufand  very 
good  and  well  armed  ;  he  hath  not  in  all  above  eight  hundred  horfc  ;  the  very  belt 
of  them  fo  very  vile  and  contemptible,  as  it  is  a  Ihamc,  if  200  of  yours  beat  them 
not.  All  O  Neile's  horfe,  and  two  thoufand  of  his  foote,  are  this  morning 
marched  towards  the  Marquefs  oi  Ormonde  -,  their  dcfign  is  thought  to  be  upon 
theiV^^j.  If  you  can  by  vigilance  light  upon  their  horle,  fevered  from  their  foote, 
fear  not  their  numbers.  They  defuc  to  make  all  things  defperate,  hoping  by 
this  means  to  make  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  wafte  Leynjlcr  -,  and  that  there- 
by they  fhall  incenfe  Trejion's,  Army  againft  the  Marquefs  oi  Ormonde,  and  fo 
beget  an  union.  Wherefore,  I  befeech  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  not  to  be 
hafty  in  burning  the  corn ;  for  he  is  fo  much  mafter  in  horfe,  that  he  may  do 
it  when  he  pleafe,  Trejion  not  joining  with  hitti.

Tiear  Brother, 

I  Received  your  letter  about  t^o  of  the  clock  this  morning.  I  writ  to  you 
on  Monday  laft  by  Nkh.  White,  and  do  wifh  you  in  better  company  than 
you  find.  I  know  not  what  to  believe- of  yr^(?»,  and  for  many  reafons,  am 
not  able  to  fay  more  to  him,  than  I  did  at  Kilkenny,  in  the  point  he  would 
have  fatisfaftion  in.  And  certainly,  if  well  confidered,  your  undertaking  as 
Secretary,  and  what  you  may  undertake  for  from  the  Queen  and  Prince  of 
Wales,  who  have  now  all  the  remaining  power  to  oblige  the  Crown,  is  of 
more  force  than  any  thing  I  can  do  5  and  you  know,  till  the  fuccefs  of  my  ad- 
drefs  to  the  Parliament  be  known  (which  will  be  very  foon,  and,  I  prefume, 
fuch  as  may  juftify  the  renovation  of  a  Treaty  with  the  Irij^)  it  is  neither 
wife,  nor  honourable,  to  begin  it,  unlefs  I  be  advifed  thereunto  by  the  Council; 
with  whom  I  cannot  confult,  if  the  enemy  prefs  fohard  upon  me,  and  without 
I  had  fome  propofition  to  lay  before  them,  whereon  they  might  ground  their 
advices.  As  for  wafting  the  Country,  I  hold  it  dangerous  for  me  to  forbear  it, 
upon  condition  of  new  Treaty  only  with  Trejion,  and  that  not  authentickly 
undertaken  neither.  If  Dublin  fhould  be  loft  by  their  ftay  before  it,  and  that  by 
the  advantage  of  vidual  and  houfmg,  I  fhall  by  all  the  world  be  condemned  of 
folly,  and  by  many  of  treachery ;  nor  has  'Prefton  fo  dealt  with  me,  but  I 
may  well  fufpeft,  his  dcfign  in  that  offer  may  be  the  prefervation  of  his  friends, 
and  the  deftrudtion  of  me  and  mine ;  which  I  the  rather  believe,  bccaufe  his 
Son  S'lt-^helim  is  the  man  that  commands  the  party  ;  yet  I  fhall  forbear  as 
long  as  with  rcafon  can  be  expeded,  in  hope  to  hear  again  from  you. 

By  this  letter  from  hisMajefty,  I  gather,  he  believes  he  has  a  great  party  there 
yet ;  and  I  fear  the  villainy  of  thefe  people  will  lofe  it  him.     If  your  Lordfiiip

N°.  CCCCXCI.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

ALTHOUGH  I  am  refolvcd'not  to  be  confident  of  any  thing,  yet  I  have 
hourly  more  and  more  rcafon  to  be  fo,  that  Trefions  compliance  with 
the  Nuncio  hath  been  only  to  prefcrve  himfclf,  and  to  get  fuch  a  body  toge- 
ther, as  may  make  him  as  confidcrablc  as  O  Neile  j  which  now  in  a  few  days 
he  will  have ;  and  that  body  confifting  of  all  thofe  forces  which  the  Marquefs 
of  Ormond  hath  moft  reafon  to  hope  well  of,  and  that  if  he  may  have  but  pri- 
vate fatisfadion  for  the  fecurity  of  Religion,  fo  far  as  he  did  undcrftand  it  to 

have 
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have  been  fecured  by  the  Articles  of  Peace,  but  finds  it  indeed  not  to  be,  that  he 
will  join  heartily  with  the  Marquels  of  Ormonde  to  dcftroy  thofc  Uljier  bar- 
barians. That  which  makes  me  the  more  allured  of  this,  is  that  he  prcfTeth 
carneftly,  that  I  fhould  get  the  Marquels  of  Clanricarde  to  come  to  the  Army, 
to  be  there  in  chief;  and  that  I  find  fo  violent  an  animofity  in  all  his  Officers 
againft  O  Nelle  and  his  Army,  that  1  am  perfwaded,  though  he  Ihould  fail  us, 
they  will  all  come  over  to  the  Marquefs  oi  Ormonde  with  their  troops  without 
their  General's  confent,  rather  than  ever  joyn  with  them.     This  being  fo,  and 

0  Neile's  Army  no  more  confiderable,  than  that  I  writ  to  you  to  day,  that  is 
but  five  thoufand  foote  well  armed,  and  three  thoufand  tag-rags,  with  700  ot 
800  hundred  horfe  at  moft ,  the  moft  contemptible  that  ever  were  fccn,  there 
will  be  little  occafion  to  apprehend  any  danger  to  ^«^/i?w,  and  confequcntly  no 
colour  of  reafon  to  deflroy  the  corn  of  your  own  quarters ;  which  having  fuch 
a  ftrength  of  horfe  as  you  have,  nothing  can  hinder  you  from  doing  when  you 
pleafe. 

I  moft  humbly,  but  moft  earneftly,  conjure  you  by  all  the  good,  that  youcin 
hope  for  from  any  thing  that  we  have  defigned,  not  to  fuffcr  your  felf  to  be 
engaged,  by  the  importunity  of  others,  to  that  which  muft  make  you  wholly 
depend  upon  thofe  you  detcft  moft.  Remember,  my  Lord,  whoever  fhall  prefs 
you  to  it,  that  it  was  the  King's  deftruftion  in  the  beginning  of  all  thofe  Wars 
at  JVmdfor,  that  he  let  himfelf  be  prevailed  with  by  the  advice  and  importunity 
of  thofe,  who,  though  honeft  and  faithful  to  him,  yet  were  not  privy  to  the 
intimate  and  fecret  defigns  that  he  had  laid  to  himlelf. 

Within  two  days  Trejion'i  Army  will  be  drawn  together,  equal  in  number 
of  well  armed  foote  to  what  O  Neile  hath,  and  in  goodnefs  of  horfe  far  fupe- 
rior;  and  by  that  time  I  fhall  be  ready  to  get  me  from  among  thefe  villains 
tinto  him.  My  parly ing  with  the  Nuncio  and  O  Neile,  being  now  only  to 
give  him  the  better  pretence,  by  deteding  them ;  and  when  I  fhall  have  once 
lettled  refolutions  betwixt  your  Excellence  and  that  Army,  1  fhall  hope  to  get 
into  France  from  T)uncannon,  in  fpight  of  them. 

Since  the  advcrtifement,  I  fent  you  this  day,  of  O  Neile's  horfe  and  2000 
foote  marching  towards  your  quarters,  commanded  by  Sir  Thelim  O  NeiUy 
O'wen  O  Neile  hath  fent  me  aflurance,  that  they  had  orders  only  to  defend 
their  own  quarters  from  burning ;  but  if  you  can  by  vigilance  light  advanta- 
gioufly  upon  that  party,  or  by  any  art  tole  their  horfe  from  their  foote,  theit 
horfe  are  your  own,  being  the  bafeft  that  ever  my  eyes  beheld.

N°.  CCCCXCII.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

SINCE  my  laft  by  Nich.  White,    having  by  fome  difcourfes  with  General 
O  Neile,  and  by  the  Nuncio's  little  civility,    had  occafion  to  fufpeft  that 

1  was  not  fo  free  here,  as  I  could  wifh;  I  refolved  to  make  a  trial,  by  pretend- 
ing that  1  was  going  away  to  Kilkenny  to  fpeak  with  the  French  Agent,  fend- 
ing them  word  that  1  would  be  back  the  next  day,  and  leaving  one  among  thera 
to  fpy  how  it  was  taken.  But  I  went  indeed  no  further  than  Gowran,  where 
the  French  Agent  met  me,  and  difcharged  me  of  all  my  baggage,  which  made 
me  unapt  for  an  efcape  if  need  were.  The  next  day,  which  was  yefterday,  I 
came  back  within  two  miles  of  my  quarters  at  Grange  Mellan,  and  there  flayed 
till  1  heard  how  matters  went ;  and  word  being  brought  that  my  quarters  were 
pofleft  by  a  guard  from  the  Nuncio  for  his  ufe,  and  other  circumftances 
concurring  to  make  me  believe,  that  they  had  fent  to  arreft  me  at  Kilkenny, 
and  expected  me  back  no  more,  I  came  back  hither  to  Catherlogh ;  where  I 
intend  to  fence  with  them  the  beft  I  can,  till  I  fee  fome  certainty  of  my  hopes 
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^ith  Treflori;  and  in  the  mean  time,  t6  prefs  hope  by  the  French  Agent's 
means  for  my  pafs,  which  though  I  (hould  fail  of,  1  make  no  queftion  but  by 
God's  help  to  get  fafe  away ;  efpecially  if  my  Lord  Byron  ftall  obtain  a  pals 
from  the  Nuncio,  and  will  go  to  'Portimna,  where  1  will  meet  him  by  that 
time  he  can  well  get  there ;  which  is  the  beft  advice  I  can  give  him,  both  in 
order  to  his  own  bufinefs,  and  my  contentment  in  waiting  on  his  Lordfhip. 

I  cannot  blame  your  diffidence  of  Prejion,  fince  I  my  felf,  who  am  of  a 
much  more  credulous  nature,  cannot  be  confident  of  him,  though  1  have  daily 
more  and  more  reafon  both  upon  his  march  to  the  itland  of  Allan,  and  upon 
the  renewing,  by  Sir  James  ifillon  fcnt  on  purpofc,  his  prelfures  to  the  Mar- 
quefs  of  Clanricarde  to  come  to  the  Army.  But  now  being  in  a  place  where 
I  am  fafe  (though  my  commerce  with  him  {hould  be  difcovered)  I  am  refolved 
to  prefs  him  in  writing  to  apofitive  refolution,  letting  him  cxprefly  know  how 
far  I  can  do  for  his  fatisfadlion  if  he  come  home  to  us,  and  will  engage  in 
aftion  againft  thofe  other  villains.  I  will  go  to  his  Army,  and  there,  together 
with  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde  and  Lord  Taafe,  give  the  beft  lettlement  I 
can  to  that  bufinefs ;  of  which  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  fhall  have  a  fuddain 
account.  In  the  mean  time,  I  am  far  from  advifing  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to 
any  forbearance  that  may  endanger  T>ublin-,  in  cafe  'Trefton  fliould  fail  us ;  for  if 
the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  il^o\x\d  be  preft  by  O'wen  O  Neile's  forces  (none  of  which, 
but  only  Sir  Thelim  O  Neile's  party,  are  yet  marcht)  I  conceive  you  are  to  do 
every  thing  that  is  neceffary  to  your  fafety ;  but  till  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  is 
preft  with  necefllty,  foas  he  fhall  conclude,  that  if  he  do  it  not,  then  he  will  not 
be  able  to  do  it  at  all,  I  conjure  him  to  forbear  the  deftroying  of  the  corn,  which 
(I  faid  before)  muft  tie  him  by  the  teeth  to  the  Parliament.  As  for  the  de- 
ftrudion  of  bridges,  houfes,  and  mills,  which  can  be  repaired  again,  I  regard 
not  them  fo  much ;  but  if  he  once  deftroy  the  corn,  it  is  irrecoverable.  Yet, 
my  Lord,  miftake  me  not  even  in  that,  for  1  never  intended  to  perfwade  you 
to  forbear  it  fo  long,  as  to  put  it  out  of  your  power  to  do  it  with  that  advan- 
tage which  you  have  in  ftrength  of  horfe.  There  is  nothing  more  certain,  than 
that  the  Lord  Glamorgan  is  a  principal  author  and  fomenter  of  all  this  mifchief 
of  the  Clergy,  and  that  he  hath  forged  new  powers  from  his  Majeftie  to  take 
upon  him  the  command,  at  leaft  of  Munfter,  if  not  oi  Ireland.  It  is  neceflary 
thaPthe  King  be  advertifed  of  it,  and  that  his  Majeftie  no  longer  dally  with 
the  fool,  but  that  he  fend  him  fome  fulminating  letter,  not  conveyed  unto 
him  by  either  of  us,  commanding  him  upon  his  allegiance  forthwith  to  quit 
this  Kingdom.  I  have  one  thing  more  to  add,  that  the  Nuncio  comes  to  mor- 
row to  live  at  Grange  Mellan,  where  I  conceive  it  will  be  much  eafier  fur- 
prifin^  him  from  hence  by  water,  without  any  adventure  in  the  attempt^  than 
to  ftcal  my  horfes  from  Leixlip,  efpecially,  he  having  at  leaft  twelve  on  his 
guard  of  my  foote  Soldiers  which  left  'Dublinwponyom  application  to  the  Par- 
liament. If  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  approve  of  the  thing,  command  tlie 
Governor  of  this  place  to  obey  fuch  orders  as  he  fliall  receive  from  me.

N°.  CCCCXCIII.    The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  tv  Lord  Digby. 

YOURS  hom  Catherlogh  I  received  but  yefterday.  I  am  glad  you  arc 
like  to  get  from  that  worft  fort  of  villains.  I  wifh  you  were  rid  of  them 
all;  for  1  am  now  more  than  ever  doubtful  of  Treftonh  for  no  longer 
ago  than  Tuefday  laft,  he  fent  me  word  by  one  T>arcy  a  Frier,  that  he 
would  not  join  with  O  Neile -,  that  he  muft  fummon  Caftle  Jordan  and 
fome  other  places ;  that  he  wilhed  rhofc  places  and  Trim  would  receive  gar- 
rifons  from  him  to  prevcnf  O  Neile  i  taking  them  *,    but  if  they  rcfufed,    he 
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would  not  flioot  one  l"hot  a£;ainfl:  them.  Yet  this  mornins?  I  have  it  from  Sir 
John  Gijfard,  that  1  Van  en  with  two  other  Regiments  is  before  Caftle  'Jordan'^ 
and  that  the  melfenger  that  brought  him  word  thereof,  heard  lix  (liot  of  ord- 
nance made  at  it,  before  he  came  away.  If  you  be  at  Tecroghan  (as  I  am  told 
by  the  fame  Frier  you  either  arc  or  foon  will  be)  you  know  the  truth  of  this, 
and  accordingly  will  order  your  bufinefs.  My  Lord  Byron  was  gone  with 
*PreJfons  pafs  to  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan,  before  I  received  yours :  I  fend  the 
dircdion  defired  to  Catherlogb,  and  wilh  the  feat  done.  By  letters  from  our 
Commiflioncrs  of  late  date,  we  find  our  propofitions  arc  well  received  at  Lon- 
don, and  by  others  lately  come  thence,  I  am  affured  three  Commiflioncrs  from 
the  Parliament  were  ready  to  come  to  us  with  propofitions ;  namely,  Sir  John 
Clot'-Ji'orthy,  Sir  Robert  King,  and  Sir  Robert  Meredith  ;  but  fl:ayed  when  they 
heard  ours  were  landed.  And  at  this  inftant  I  have  with  me  an  Officer  from 
the  Scots  Army  here,  with  very  free  overtures;  by  all  I  gather  in  fome  clear- 
nefs,  that  there  will  yet  be  a  breach  betwixt  (at  leaft)  the  bcft  party  of  the  Scots 
and  the  Parliament;  and  both  will  bid  fair  for  us.  My  diipatches  are  not  gone 
to  the  King,  which  I  fear  will  infinitely  trouble  him,  knowing  nothing  of  us, 
but  what  he  hath  from  London  i  but  1  trufl:  his  faith  of  me  is  better,  than  to 
be  fhaken  with  this. 

1  have  a  hard  task  to  know  in  this  confufion,  how  I  may  bed  fervc  the 
King;  which  is  and  fliall  be  my  only  ftudy.  My  felf  I  could  eafily  fave,  but 
that  neither  is,  nor  ever  fhall  be,  my  principal  care.     1  am,  ^c.

My  Lord, 

YOURS  of  the  23d  of  this  month  I  received  laft  night  late,  and  do  haftea 
to  return  your  Lordfhip  this  anfwer.  I  find  my  felf  after  three  years 
Treaty  of  Peace,  and  the  folemn  conclufion  of  one  at  laft,  now  in  lefs  than 
one  month  purfued  by  the  united  forces  of  Ireland;  whilft  Inchiquin  and  the 
Scots,  who  have  been  at  continual  War  with  them,  are  fuffered  to  lie  ftill  un- 
moleftcd.  Which  ftiews,  that  my  endeavour  to  make  a  Peace,  is  in  the  opi- 
nion of  ibme  men  a  greater  fault,  than  the  declared  intention  of  others  to  root 
out  the  Nation.  If  this  be  the  retribution  this  Kingdom  affords  to  thofe  that 
feck  to  fettle  it  in  peace  and  plenty,  I  muft  feek  new  ways  to  become  gracious 
with  them.  Your  Lordfhip  fays,  the  command  of  Treftons  Army  is  offered 
my  Lord  of  Clanricarde,  fo  fe>.urity  be  had  in  Religion ;  and  that  the  officers 
of  that  Army  will  not  fight  againft  me,  if  they  may  have  fatisfadion  in  their 
Religion.  But  in  the  mean  time,  the  King's  forts  and  caftles  are  taken  by  O 
Neile,  and  the  quarters  we  fubfifted  on,  wafted  both  by  him  and  Trejion ,  and 
to  this  hour  I  know  not  why,  unlefs  for  concluding  a  Peace.  It  is  true,  it  is 
faid  vulgarly,  it  is  for  Religion  ;  a  word  of  that  large  extent,  that  all  the  Re- 
bellions of  this  age  have  been  llirowded  under  it.  But  did  ever  Trejion,  or 
any  other  tell  me  particularly  what  in  Religion  would  fatisfy  them  ?  Never. 
So  that  to  be  brief,  I  muft  conclude  this  War  raifed  againft  me,  and  me  only 
(who  alone,  with  thofe  that  adhere  to  me,  have  any  legitimate  authority  in 
this  Kmgdom)  to  be  the  moft  caufelcfs,  ungrateful  and  barbarous  that  ever  was. 
The  greateft  hurt  that  lies  in  their  power  to  do,  is  already  done;  fo  that  unlefs 
for  the  prefervation  of  fome  honeft  men,  that  are  violently  carried  away,  I 
Ihould  refule  all  Treaty ;  and  as  it  is,  will  never  be  forced  from  thofe  grounds 
I  have  laid  to  my  felf  For  your  Lordiliip's  fecurity  here,  I  know  not  againft 
whom,  or  what,  you  would  be  fecured  ;  nor  why  your  Lordlhip  fhould  more 
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doubt  it  now  than  heretofore  j  and  for  the  Scots,  I  may  not  yet  anfwer  for

SIR, 

IN  anfwer  to  a  letter  of  mine  dated  the  8th  of  this  month,  I  received  one 
from  you  dated  the  loth  of  the  famcj  wherein  you  fay,  that  finding  the 
Peace  that  was  concluded  and  publifhed  deftruQive  to  your  Religion,  and  the  Li- 
berty of  the  Nation,  to  the  maintenance  of  which,  together  with  his  Majeftie's 
juft  prerogatives,  you  had  formerly  fworn,  you  called  together  your  Regiments, 
and  iflued  new  Commiflions  for  re-inforceing  your  Army ;  and  you  declare 
your  intention  therein  to  be  no  other,  than  to  comply  with  your  former  re- 
Iblution  and  engagement ;  which  you  defire  may  be  accorded  with  affurance, 
whereby  you  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  comply  with  his  Majeftie's  necefli- 
ties  in  ferving  him.  Whereunto,  though  it  were  reply  fufficient,  to  put  you 
in  mind,  that  the  late  Peace  was  treated  on,  concluded,  and  publifhed  by  the 
tranfadion  and  confent  of  fuch  perfons,  as  had  full  authority  derived  unto  them 
in  that  behalf  from  the  whole  body  of  your  party,  reprefented  by  your  General 
Affembly ;  and  that  what  they  fhould  conclude  by  vertue  of  that  authority, 
whether  advantagious  or  prejudicial  to  thofe  that  trufted  them,  ought  to  have 
been  inviolably  "ftuck  unto,  how  blameworthy  foever  they  may  be  pretended 
to  be  for  tranfgrefling  inftrudions ;  which  is  a  principle  fo  neceffary  for  beget- 
ting confidence  among  men,  that,  if  it  be  once  Ihaken,  there  remains  no  means 
to  compofe  arifing  differences  but  the  devouring  fword.  Yet  becaufe  1  hope 
neither  you,  nor  thofe  that  follow  you,  are  ftained  with  the  guilt,  nor  inflamed 
with  thofe  difloyal  ambitions,  that  work  in  others  to  the  deftrudion  of  the 
Kingdom,  I  i"hall  defire  to  know,  wherein  you  find  the  Liberty  of  the  Nation 
infringed,  or  your  Religion  deftroyed;  and  why  the  united  forces  of  the  King- 
dom are  bent  againft  me,  and  thofe  that  adhere  to  me,  who  have  had  fo  long 
a  Ceflation  and  Treaty  with  you ;  who  fince  the  beginning  of  the  Ccflation 
have  molcfted  none  but  fuch,  as  for  the  forementioned  ends  are  difpleafed  at 
the  conclufion  of  a  Peace ;  and  who  only,  of  all  that  are  in  this  Kingdom, 
have  been,  and  ftill  are  governed  by  his  Majeftie's  fole  authority.  And  thcfe 
queftions  I  demand  nor,  that  1  miftruft  my  power  (by  the  blefling  of  God)  to 
defend  my  fclf,  or  that  I  will  by  any  force  be  removed  from  thofe  juft  grounds 
I  ftand  upon ;  but  in  compaflion  to  thofe,  that  by  impious  arts  are  drawn  into 
ways  leading  to  the  higheft  difloyalty,  the  fouleft  ingratitude,  and  moft  certain 
ruin,  that  ever  people  were  betrayed  into.     And  fo  1  reft,  <^c.

THIS  is  to  let  you  know,  that  I  have  received  your  commands  by  Bennett  i 
and  having  confulted  upon  them  with  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde,  he 
relolvcs  to  be  without  fail  at  Tecroghan  on  Friday  next,  with  what  forces  he 
can  take  with  him  on  the  fuddain,  leaving  orders  for  the  drawing  together  all 
the  reft  in  this  Province  in  readinefs.  He  is  not  at  all  confident  of  Trejiony 
but  hopeful  of  his  Army ;  kc  is  refolved  to  do  the  King  and  your  Excellency 
all  the  faithful  fervice  he  can;  and  that  you  would  bepleafcd  to  take  care  that 
4  he 
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he  be  met  at  Tecroghan  on  Friday  night  with  your  further  advice.  In  the  mean 
while,  he  will  fend  to  'Prefion  to  defire  him  to  forbear  any  thing  tiiat  may  en- 
gage the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  in  further  inconvenience.  I  confefs  the  Mar- 
quefs  of  Ormonde  hath  the  hardcft  game  to  play,  that  1  think  ever  any  man 
had ;  but  I  hope  he  will  make  furc  of  one  thing,  that  is,  of  the  callle  of  'Dgb- 
Ijn,  to  have  it  well  provided  and  poflcft  by  Gentlemen,  and  thofc  that  he  may 
intircly  rely  upon.

TH  E  illnefs  of  the  weather  held  us  from  this  place,  till  laft  night.  The 
Marquefs  of  Clanricarde  is  fo  exaftly  entire  in  his  loyalty  and  afFeftion 
to  you,  that  he  will  apply  himfelf  wholly  to  what  you  fhall  dired,  as  befl  for 
the  King's  fcrvice.  But  the  madncfs  of  their  propofitions  to  you  makes  him 
aimofl  defpaire  of  doing  any  good  with  Prefton;  but  poflibly  he  will  be  able 
to  draw  away  fome  confiderable  part  of  the  Army ;  which  perhaps  may  be  the 
beft  courfe,  if  you  can  have  a  force  to  join  with  them,  and  that  you  can  pro- 
cure any  money  from  the  Parliament,  till  fupplies  may  be  got  from  abroad, 
without  any  fuch  engagement  as  may  hinder  thefe  from  joyning  with  you.  I 
long  much  to  hear  what  hopes  you  have  of  the  Scots  i  for  they  will  be  your 
befl  ballance,  if  men  fhould  be  preft  upon  you  by  the  Parliament. 

It  is  not  credible,  unlefs  a  madncfs  in  that,  as  well  as  in  other  things,  have 
pofleft  thefe  people,  that  they  fhould  intend  to  attempt  'Dublin  at  this  feafon  -, 
except  they  have  a  correfpondence  with  the  Papifts  within,  which  I  am  very 
jealous  of,  with  Prejton's  Army,  not  with  O  Neile's,  againfl  whofe  men  they 
will  be  faithful,  if  aflaulted.  I  befcech  you  have  a  care  of  this  particular,  and 
of  furprifes;  for  I  write  not  without  fome  grounds  of  jealoufy 

Some  believe,  that  they  will  at  laft  go  by  Dublin  and  fall  upon  Drogheda 
and  Trim-,  but  certainly  if  they  lie  long  about  either,  if  you  prevent  treachery 
and  furprize,  the  weather  will  deftroy  their  Armies,  which  moulder  very  faft 
already,  and  (as  I  hear)  are  in  great  difordcr  in  their  quarters.  Afford  me,  if 
pofllble,  the  comfort  of  hearing  often  from  you.

UPON  my  arrival  here  laft  niglit,  which  ihoiild  have  been  fooncr,  if  ex- 
tremity of  ill  weather  had  not  diverted  it;  1  find  that  fome  difpatches  of 
mine,  fent  from  Tortttmna  on  the  firft  of  this  month  direfted  to  your  Excellence, 
have  mift  their  way;  and  though  they  may  have  fallen  into  wrong  hands,

and  1  muft  likewife  make  it  my  humble  fuit  unto  your  Excellence,  that  you 
will  repofe  that  confidence  in  me,  as  to  give  the  fame  orders,  that  mine  to

My  Lord, 

YOUR  Letters  by  Jack  Barry,  and  his  relation  of  your  adventures,  fincc 
they  ended  in  fo  much  fecurity  and  likelihood  of  your  getting  fafely  out 
of  this  climate  (which  certainly  retains  a  greater  part  of  the  primitive  curfe, 
than  the  reft  of  the  whole  creation)  were  very  pleafant  things  to  mc,  that  am 
deeply  loaden  and  afFcded  with  your  kindnefs,  and  extremely  follicitous  for 
your  lafety 

I  perceive,  my  Lord  Taafe  can  procure  no  other  anfwer  from  Trefton  to 
your  propofitions,  than  fafc  conduds  for  the  Marquels  of  Clanricarde  and  your 
Lordiliip;  that  for  you  being  gained  with  fuch  difficulty,   fear  and  trembling, 
as  makes  me  conjure  you  (as  you  expe£l  to  ferve  our  Mafter,    or  his  hereafter) 
not  to  venture  any  more  among  fo  faithlefs  a  generation,  if  you  have  any  proba- 
ble hope  of  getting  away  from  thence.     For  if  1  have   any  judgment,    your 
coming  will  be  fruitlefs.     My  reafons  are,  firft,  if  Trefton  and  his  party  could 
be  brought  to  fuch  moderation,  as  that  I  might  liften  to  them,    the  averfion 
contradlcd  againft  you  here  is  fo  great,  that  1  fhould  never  be  able  to  draw  my 
party  to  liften  to  reafon,  your  Lordfhip  appearing  in  the  bufmefs.     Next,  you 
know,  I  cannot  clofe  with  the  Irijh,    or  any  party  of  them,    till  there  be  an 
end  of  the  Treaty  with  the  Parliament ;    though  to  keep  off"  the  prefcnt  danger, 
1  may  difcourfc  with  them ;   and  I  would  not  have  you  either  lofe  the  repu- 
tation you  have  with  fome  of  them,  or  put  your  perfon  in  any  hazard  for  fo 
petty  an  end,  as  to  ferve  a  prefent  turn.     Laftly,  if  what  you  have  offered  will 
fatisfy,  and  that  necefllty  drive  mc  and  my  party  to  confcnt  to  it;  1  am  con-

fidcnt  my  undertaking  will  be  fufficicnt,  together  with  the  paper  which  Sir 
Nicholas  White  ga\e  me,  figncd  by  you,  whereof  in  that  cafe  I  may  make 
ufe.

France,  whither  (if  I  cannot  ferve  the  King  here)  I  will  foon  follow  you,  if  I 
can  keep  out  of  the  pound. 

Trejton  will  venture  on  nothing  without  my  Lord  of  Clanricarde,  whom  I 
know  not  how  to  invite  to  fuch  uncertainty ;  though  I  conceive  his  danger 
cannot  be  fo  great  as  yours,  and  that  he  can  lofe  nothing  but  his  labour  by  a 
journey;  your  Lordfhip  may  pleafe  to  prefent  my  fervice  to  him,  and  impart 
as  much  as  you  think  fit  of  this  letter  to  him.

IT  is  very  true  that  had  not  your  Excellence's  commands  by  Bennet  come  trt 
me  when  they  did,  I  had  been  at  fca  that  very  day  we  came  from  Tor- 
ttmna;  but  it  is  as  true,  that  in  all  likeUhood  being  to  go  in  a  very  fmall 
bark,  I  had  been  caft  away  in  the  great  tempeft  on  Friday  night  laft  ;  ib  that,  al- 
though you  engaged  me  in  one  hazard,  you  delivered  me  from  a  greater  5  and 
it  being  held  neceflary  that  my  Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanrkarde  fhould  come  in- 
to thofe  parts,  I  could  neither  perfwade  him  to  it  without  accompanying  him, 
nor  could  I  either  have  embark'd,  or  ftaidfafely  mConnaght  without  him.  Thefe 
are  the  reafons  neceflitating  my  coming;  but  that  which  induced  my  judgment  as 
much  as  any  thing  to  this  courfe  was,  the  confideration  how  ill  provided  (things 
ftanding  here  as  yet  they  do)  1  fhould  come  into  France  to  have  procured  any 
afliftance  from  thence,  being  not  able  to  inform  them  at  all  how  things  were 
likely  to  go  here,  whereby  how  to  advife  towards  the  reftifying  them,  or  to 
prevail  with  them  to  be  at  any  charges  with  us;  lince  not  being  able  to  tell 
them  in  what  way  they  might  be  ufefully  or  hopefully  imployed,  they  would 
think  any  fupplies  caft  away  upon  us.  Whereas  now,  let  things  go  never  fo  ill, 
I  fhall  be  able  to  carry  with  me  fome  certainty,  what  ply  they  take,  and  which 
way  the  beft  remedies  may  be  applied. 

As  for  the  advice  your  Excellence  defires  from  me  upon  the  whole  matter, 
1  fhall  not  be  able  to  fend  it  you  till  after  this  day's  leifure,  and  till  I  have  been 
enlightened  by  what  the  Marquefs  of  Clanrkarde'^  and  the  Nuncio's  interview 
this  day  may  produce.  For  the  prefent  therefore,  I  fend  you  only  a  draught 
of  thofe  grounds,  which  upon  my  Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanrkarde's  carneft  en- 
treaty, I  have  laid  unto  him,  for  the  manner  and  method  of  his  negotiation ; 
of  which  I  defire  yoiu"  Excellence's  opinion,  which  if  concurrent,  we  (hall  pur- 
fue  that  way,  and  your  Excellence  be  pleafed  to  play  your  part  accordingly. 

You  will  eafily  believe  it  a  moft  intolerable  pennance  to  me  to  be  thus  near 
you,  and  not  to  have  leave  to  fee  you ;  but  I  muft  fubmit  to  the  reafons  againft 
my  own  happinefs,  unlefs  you  will  be  pleafed  to  allow  me  an  hour  with  you  in 
a  difguife;  for  which  I  am  fo  well  provided,  as  to  be  able  to  do  it  without  the 
leaft  hazard  of  being  known ;  which,  as  it  would  be  the  greateft  comfort  to  mc 
in  the  world,  fo  perhaps  would  it  be  very  necefTary,  that  before  my  departure 
we  fliould  adjuft  all  our  refolutions  for  the  future  by  conference. 

I  am.  very  glad  to  hear  your  frigat  is  returned,  I  defire  your  Excellence  to 
enquire  particularly,  whether  fhe  be  fit  to  venture  with  in  winter  ftorms ;  for 
I  have  heard  fhe  is  fo  built  as  not  to  be  able  to  endure  them :  But  if  fhe  be,  I 
earncftly  befeech  your  Excellence,  that  out  of  hand  flie  may  be  new  trimm'd 
and  provided.  We  fhall  quickly  fee  now  whether  your  Excellence  will  be  for- 
ced to  quit  or  no  i  if  things  go  better,  I  may  then  make  ufe  of  her,  without 
diflerving  you  by  taking  her  from  you.  If  F.  T)arcy  (who  came  to  us  at  Tec- 
roghan)  be  honcft,  I  (hall  have  great  hopes ;  fince  he  protefts,  that  all  that  !Pr^- 
fton  hath  done,  hath  been  to  bring  himfelf  into  the  pofture  wherein  he  now  is, 
to  ferve  the  Marquefs  oi  Ormonde.  But  concerning  this  and  divers  other  things, 
I  have  defired  my  Lord  Taafe  to  entertain  you,  to  whom  I  befeech  you  to 
cxprefs  all  kindnefs  and  confidence ;  and  if  his  Lordfhip  can  be  throughly  en- 
gaged with  fome  that  I  can  difpofe  of  in  fuch  a  bold  undertaking,  I  think  it 
no  hard  matter  to  fend  the  Nuncio  and  O  Neile  prifoners  to  'Dublin :  Even 
without  him,  I  am  confident,  I  can  caufe  anyone  or  two  of  them  to  be  taken; 
and  if  the  fiege  of  'Dublin  fhould  go  on,  1  have  a  very  allured  way  of  poifoning 
or  nailing  Trefion's  ordnance.

il/y  Lordy 

MY  Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde  having  upon  Saturday  given  in  the  firft 
of  thefe  inclofed  papers  to  the  Nuncio  and  Council,  under  engagement 
that  no  copy  fhould  be  taken,  received  from  them  yefierday  the  anfwer  fent 
herewith ;  and  foon  after  the  Council  rofe  and  difperft  with  much  flighting  of 
his  offers.  Late  in  the  evening  General  Treflon,  the  Nobility  of  the  Pale,  and 
moft  of  his  Officers  came  to  us  hither  5  where,  upon  difcourfe,  we  enflamed 
them  lb,  that  they  feemed  all  unanimoufly  refolved,  if  my  Lord  Marquefs  would 
digeft  into  paper  what  he  had  there  faid  unto  them,  that  if  the  Council  would 
not  reft  fatished  therewith,  and  fettle  the  Peace,  they  would  fever  from  them 
and  adhere  to  your  Excellence  and  to  my  Lord  Marquefs  oi  Clanricarde.  Which 
his  Lordfhip  having  done,  (as  you  will  find  in  the  fecond  paper)  we  are  this 
day  in  expedation  of  the  iflue.  Now  to  give  your  Excellence  my  opinion  upon 
the  whole  matter,  I  conceive,  that  your  Excellence  being  kept  fo  clear  from 
any  engagement  as  you  are,  if  the  whole  confederacy  ftiall  upon  thefe  terms 
fubmit  to  the  Peace  and  to  your  authority,  it  will  be  a  lucky  compofure  of 
the  matter :  Or  in  cafe  they  rejed  it,  and  that  Trejion  with  his  Army  fevering 
from  them,  and  adhering  to  you,  fliall  roundly  confcnt  to  the  feizure  of  the 
Nuncio  and  Council,  whereby  the  honour  of  the  Nation  may  be  vindicated 
from  the  laft  perfidy,  and  the  foundations  thereby  of  any  future  oppofitions 
removed,  I  conceive,  that  then  alfo  it  will  be  as  advantagious  an  iflue,  or  more 
than  the  other  way:  But  if  byi thefe  propofitions  we  (hall  only  have  power 
(which  I  think  likelieft)  barely  to  fever  'Prejions  Army  from  them,  and  to  fub- 
mit it  to  your  obedience,  I  am  not  then  clear,  whether  to  clofe  with  them  fo 
will  be  your  advantage,  fince  breaking  off"  your  Treaty  with  the  Parliament  (as 
you  need  muft  do  in  that  cafe)  and  the  Country  being  fo  wafted  as  it  is,  I  know 
not  how  you  will  be  able  to  maintain  your  own  forces,  much  lefs  'PreJionSf 
(having  nothing  certain  but  Leinfter  to  do  it  upon)  till  fupplies  may  be  pro- 
cured you  from  abroad  ;  which  though  I  am  confident  I  could  obtain  plentifully 
for  the  King's  afliftance  from  hence,  if  the  Kingdom  were  any  thing  united  j 
yet  1  doubt  much  they  will  come  off  flowly  with  fupplies,  to  maintain  only  a 
difpute  here. 

1  make  a  queftion  whether,  if  we  can  hope  for  no  more  but  barely  Vrejion's 
Army,  whether  it  would  not  be  more  for  your  advantage  (if  you  can  ballancc 
thefe  1 500  Parliamenteers  with  Scots,  or  with  a  regiment  or  two  of  Prefions 
that  may  leem  to  break  off"  from  the  reft)  to  continue  your  Treaty  with  the 
Parliament,  till  fupplies  might  be  procured  from  abroad,  and  fome  means  found 
for  a  more  general  fettlement  here;  and  in  the  mean  while,  by  the  confent 
even  of  the  Parliament  Commiilioners,  while  things  may  be  fettled  between 
you  in  the  Treaty,  to  have  a  Ceflation  with  the  Irijh  for  a  time ;  unto  which 
I  am  fure  they  will  be  very  forward,  and  that  there  may  be  a  free  Aflembly 
called,  where  I  believe  my  Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde's  undertakings  would 
prevail  for  a  general  fettlement.  Thefe  are  only  my  vifions;  the  judgment 
muft  be  wholly  yours,  upon  a  true  examination  of  the  means  you  have  to 
play  your  part  either  way,  and  to  fupport  your  felf  for  a  convenient  time. 
For  if  thofe  fail,  there  is  np  way  but  to  quit,  opening  one  gate  to  the  Parlia- 
ment, 
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ment,  and  another  to  the  Irijh  ■■,  and  all  honeft  men  going  out  at  the  third, 
or  eUe  joining  with  'iPxeftms  Army,  to  feck  your  fubfiftence  in  C^nnaght  or 
Munfter  by  the  fword.  In  the  firft,  my  Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde,  with 
the  conjuniflion  of  Trefions  power,  will  be  able  to  do  much ;  and  of  the  ftatc 
of  Munfter,  my  Lord  Byron  will  inform  you. 

This  is  all  I  can  fee,  looking  round.     I  befeech  you  haften  your  dircelions 
unto  us,  which  way  you  will  have  us  fteer ;  which  fhall  be  pundually  obcvcd

My  Lord, 

YEfterday  my  Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde's  negotiation  and  mine  was 
brought  to  the  conclufion,  which  you  will  perceive  in  the  two  inclofed 
papers ;  whcreunto  not  only  all  Trefton's  Army,  but  Sir  Thelim  O  Neile-,  with 
^  principal  part  of  O  Neile'%  do  engage.  As  for  the  Nuncio  and  his  frighted 
Council  difperft  over  the  face  of  the  earth,  there  is  no  hopes  of  reducing  them 
but  by  force,  which  will  foon  be  effecled.  1  muft  confefs  unto  your  Lordfliip, 
that  I  am  fo  fatisficd  by  Father  Oliver  Darcy,  that  Trejlons  part  hath  been 
wholly  conducted  from  the  very  beginning  merely  to  prevent  his  dcllruaioii 
and  to  preferve  a  power  to  effed  what  now  he  hath  done,  that  I  am  moft  fe- 
curc  of  the  faid  Father's,  of  General  Trefton's,  and  moft  of  his  Officers  honefty 
and  integrity ;  and  am  moft  confident  that  moft  of  his  forces,  as  my  Lord  of 
Wejlmeath's,  fVarren's,  and  Sir  Walter  Butlers  regiments,  may  be  as  iafely 
trufted  by  you,  as  any  tliat  are  about  you.  However,  I  have  been  moft  care- 
ful to  preljerve  you  as  free,  as  might  be,  from  an  engagement  to  draw  in  any 
fuch  forces  into  the  garrifon,  as  may  be  able  to  mafter  you :  Since  the  Mar- 
quefs of  Clanriearde  doth  not  at  all  bind  himfelf  for  any  prefixt  number  or 
proportion  to  be  drawn  in,  though  truly,  my  Lord,  our  cafe  here  being  io 
defperate,  without  this  agreement,  if  you  muft  perifh,  I  think  you  cannot  ven- 
ture your  felf  upon  better  terms  than  fuch  an  engagement  as  this  of  Treftons 
and  his  Army's,  which  cannot  be  violated  without  fuch  a  perfidy,  as  certainly 
the  profefiion  of  Soldiers  and  Gentlemen  hath  never  been  guilty  of. 

Your  Excellence  will  fee  how  careful  we  have  been  to  keep  yon  clear  from 
any  new  Treaty  or  Engagement.  The  moft  that  will  be  expedcd  from  your 
Excellence  will  be  a  declaration  to  this  effed: 

That  whereas  it  is  well  known,  even  by  his  Majeftie's  printed  letters,  that 
his  Majeftie's  gracious  intentions  were  to  fccure  his  Catholick  fubjefls  of  this 
Kingdom  in  the  free  cxercife  of  their  Religion,  by  repeal  of  the  penalties  of 
the  law  againft  them ;  which  in  the  laft  articles  was  left  out  by  the  fubtlcty  of 
fome  of  their  own  party,  who  intended  to  found  this  late  mifchicf  upon  it ; 
That  it  was  far  from  his  Majeftie's  intention  or  yours  to  take  advantage  of 
that  omiflion ;  but  that  they  may  reft  as  fecure  of  his  Majeftie's  favour  in  the 
repeal  of  the  faid  penalties,  as  if  it  had  been  pofitively  cxpreft  in  the  articles. 
And  that  for  matter  of  their  Churches  and  Ecclefiaftical  poflcfllons,  that  mat- 
ter being  referred  to  his  Majeftie,  it  was  far  from  your  intentions  to  molcft 
them  therein,  till  they  had  received  fatisfadlion  of  his  Majeftie's  will  and  plca- 
furc  5  wherein  this  lattjcr  part,  with  the  firft,  will  be  abundantly  fatisfadory  for 
all  that  fhall  need  be  publick  on  your  part. 

As  for  your  engagement  to  obey  his  Majeftie's  free  commands,  the  Queen 

and  Prince  of  Wales's,   and   my  fignifications  to  the    advantage  of  the   Ca- 

tholicks  during  his  Majeftie's  want  of  freedom  ;   and  that  you  will  not  obey 

I  fuch 
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fuch  commands  to  the  prejudice  of  what  is  undertaken,  as  fiiall  be  procured 
by  advantage  of  his  Majcllic's  want  of  freedom,  it  will  fufficc,  that  you  write 
a  letter  to  the  Marque fs  of  Clanricarde  to  fhcw  to  that  cffed. 

Now,  my  Lord,  as  to  the  way  of  the  managing  the  bufmefs  with  your  party 
there,  I  conceive  you  are  to  go  upon  this  ground  with  them :  That  there  is  no 
kind  of  new  Treaty,  but  that  Trefton  with  his  Army  and  Sir  'Phelim  O  Neilc 
do  renew  their  fubmifllon  to  the  Peace,  which  they  had  formerly  embraced, 
and  could  not  continue  until  now,  without  ruin  to  themfelves  and  all  your  partv. 
That  thofe  explanations,  and  Ibmc  engagements  of  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde 
unto  them,  are  neccfiary  for  the  falving  of  their  honour  and  the  general  fatis- 
fadion,  and  no  dear  bargain  to  purchafe  thereby  fuch  a  protcftation  of  fidelity 
and  obedience,  as  the  inclofcd,  upon  this  ground  of  receiving  and  uniting 
all  thofe  that  lliould  fubmit  to  the  Peace.  I  fuppofe  you  may  make  a  very 
fair  anfwer  to  the  Parliament  Commiflloners,  alluring  them  that  what  fupplics 
you  have  already  received,  or  fhall  further  receive,  (hall  be  faithfully  made  ufe 
of  only  againft  the  7r//7j,  that  is,  the  oppofcrs  of  the  Peace. 

Now,  my  Lord,  as  to  the  making  ufe  of  this  (as  things  ftood,  I  think)  happy 
conclufion,  the  two  great  bufinefles  muft  be  the  profccuting  quickly  of  O  Neiles 
remainder  of  an  Army,  and  the  advancing  with  'Prejton's  into  thofe  parts,  where 
it  may  procure  fubllftence,  not  only  for  it  felf,  but  alfo  fome  helps  for  you  at 
'Dublin.  Trejlon's  opinion  is,  that  that  muft  he  Kilkenny  and  Waterford\  both 
which  he  is  moft  confident  to  obtain,  if  he  have  orders  to  advance  fuddainly, 
and  that  your  Excellence  ifflie  immediately  (which  he  moft  earneftly  prefles) 
proclamation  of  Treafon  and  Rebellion  againft  all  that  fhall  not  prefently  fub- 
mit unto  the  Peace.  And  I  fend  you  a  draught  of  the  fubftance  of  fuch  a 
Proclamation,  which  muft  inftantly  be  difpatcht.  My  opinion  is,  that  your  Ex- 
cellence Ihould  exprefs  all  the  franknefs  and  confidence  that  may  be;  and  to 
that  end,  that  in  the  orders  that  you  fhall  fend  to  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde 
or  to  Trefton-y  to  advance  fuddenly  and  pofTefs  himfelf  of  Kilkenny ^  that  you 
fhould  defire  them  to  fend  Warren's  regiment  into  T)ublin,  unlefs  they  fhall 
conceive  it  too  great  a  weakening  to  the  prefent  expedition  ^.^^vcv^  Kilkenny t 
and  to  offer  them  any  of  your  cannon,  or  of  your  horfe,  to  join  with  them ; 
neither  of  which  I  am  fure  they  will  need. 

Above  all  things,  my  Lord,  you  muft  be  fure  not  to  negleft  to  fend  immedi- 
ately a  good  body  of  horfe  in  purfuit  of  O  Neile's  fcattered  Army,  which  they 
will  certainly  deftroy;  whereas  otherwife  he  will  not  only  get  head  again,  but 
burn  and  deftroy  with  his  few  horfe  all  the  corn  and  provifions  of  Meath  and 
Wejimeath ;  which  is  his  known  defign,  and  muft  prefently  be  prevented. 

My  Lord  Taafe^  who  hath  highly  merited  in  this  bufinefs,  will  enlarge  un- 
to you  upon  all  thefe  particulars,  and  give  you  a  note  of  fuch  Commiflions 
as  are  neceflary  to  be  difpatcht  immediately ;  which  is  all  that  I  have  to  fay  at 
prefent,  but  that  my  Lord  Marquefs  and  I  am  ravifh'd  with  the  hopes  to  fee 
you  fuddenly.

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

LEST  any  mifconftruftion  might  arife  out  of  my  engagement  and  under- 
takings to  General  Trefton  upon  his  and  his  Officers  engagement  to  fub- 
mit to  the  late  Peace  concluded  and  proclaimed  at  Dublin,  and  immediately  to 

<j  (^  obey 
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obey  your  Excellence's  orders  and  commands,  I  hold  it  a  ncccflary  duty  in  me, 
both  for  your  Excellence's  fatisfaftion  and  my  own  juftification,  (fince  I  cannot 
yet  perfonally  wait  upon  you)  by  this  means  with  all  expedition  to  explain  my 
felf,  and  declare  unto  your  Excellence,  that  my  whole  undertaking  was  all 
niong  condufted,  and  at  laft  concluded,  by  the  advice,  and  with  the  confenc 
and  approbation  of  my  Lord  'Digby,  whofc  place  of  eminent  trufl:  with  his 
Majettie,  and  long  experience  in  his  affaires,  did  readily  invite  me  to  be  guided 
by,  before  any  other,  when  your  Excellence  could  not  be  timely  confulted  with 
therein.  And  the  principal  motives  that  induced  us  both  to  run  the  hazard  of 
fuch  undertakings,  was  the  not  finding  any  other  expedient  for  prevention  of 
the  eminent  danger  threatening  the  city  of  'Dublin  and  your  Excellence,  and 
the  ftate  refident  there,  by  the  near  advance  of  two  powerful  Armies  of  the 
Confederate  party,  who  were  by  this  means  broken  and  divided,  and  who  other- 
wife  muft  certainly  have  endangered  the  fame  by  deftroying  all  the  adjacent 
quarters,  from  whence  they  were  to  receive  fubfiftence,  and  the  gaining  of  the 
outer  garrifons. 

Another  fpecial  motive  was,  the  bringing  in  the  beft  affeded  and  moft  con- 
fiderable  party  of  the  Kingdom,  to  be  immediately  obedient,  and  fubmit  unto 
his  Majeftie's  authority ;  and  that  others  who  had  been  guilty  of  the  fouled  of- 
fences, and  continued  rcfraftory  to  the  fettlement  of  the  Kingdom,  might  be 
the  better  and  more  eafily  difcovered,  and  the  Iboner  brought  to  punilhment; 
and  by  that  means  the  Kingdom  put  into  a  Ipeedy  pofture  of  being  capable  to 
fervc  his  Majefty,  where  he  fliould  pleafc  to  command,  which  appeared  to  us  a 
very  material  confideration. 

Having  proceeded  thus  far  upon  the  general,  I  hope  to  your  Excellence's 
fatisfaftion,  left  any  part  of  my  undertakings  might  be  mifconftrued,  give  me 
leave  humbly  to  declare  unto  your  Excellence,  that  by  the  words  inferred 
therein,  vizi. 

"  That  I  will  procure  the  enfuing  undertakings  to  be  made  good  unto  them 
*'  within  fuch  convenient  time,  as  fecurities  of  that  nature,  which  are  to  be 
"  fetched  from  beyond  fea,  can  well  be  procured,  and  at  fartheft  by  the  firft 
"  day  of  September  next  enfuing  the  date  hereof,  or  failing  therein,  to  unite 
"  my  felf  to  their  party,  and  never  to  fever  from  them  and  thcfc  their  intcrefts 
"  till  I  have  fecured  them  unto  them." 

As  alfo  this  claufe :  "  And  I  do  further  engage  my  felf  never  to  confcnt  to 
"  any  thing  that  may  bring  them  in  hazard  of  being  difpoflcfled,  and  never  to 
"  fever  from  them  till  I  fee  them  fo  fecured  therein,  either  by  conceflion  or 
"  by  their  truft  and  power  from  his  Majeftie  in  the  Armies  and  garrifons  of 
"  this  Kingdom,  as  to  put  them  out  of  all  danger  of  being  difpoflcfled  of 
"  them. 

My  intention  and  refolution  therein,  and  in  all  other  parts  of  my  undertak- 
ings, was  no  otherwife  to  unite  my  felf  unto  them,  than  as  being  one  of  the 
fame  Religion,  to  join  heartily  and  induftrioufly  with  them  for  the  obtaining  of 
the  particulars  mentioned  in  the  faid  engagement,  by  way  of  mediation,  folli- 
citation,  petition,  and  fuch  other  dutiful  ways  of  application  to  iiis  Majeftic, 
by  my  own  and  friends  beft  endeavours,  by  all  the  lawful  means  that  may  be, 
and  by  labouring  to  make  them  capable  fo  to  ferve  his  Majeftic,  as  may  beft 
incline  him  to  confer  fuch  graces  upon  his  Roman  Catholick  fubjecls  of  this 
Kingdom ;  and  no  otherwife  to  be  of  their  party  than  in  this  fenfc,  and  as  they 
fhall  continue  obedient  to  his  Majeftie's  government  and  authority,  to  which 
they  arc  immediately  to  fubmit  upon  the  figning  their  engagement. 

This  being  the  full  fcope  of  my  intentions  and  refolutions  in  all  my  whole 
undertakings,  1  prefumc  I  (hall  ftill  ftand  clear  in  your  Excellence's  judgment, 
that  I  have  not  afted  any  thing  to  forfeit  my  duty  to  his  Majeftic,  or  impair

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your  Excellence's  good  opinion  of  me ;  and  that  you  will  vouchfafe  to  pie- 
lerve  this  my  explanation  by  you  for  the  future  juftification  of

My  Lordy 

IEafily  conceive,  as  you  write,  that  you  cannot  fo  fuddenly  give  order  for 
thofe  things  that  arc  neccflary  to  be  done,  cfpecially  whilft  the  Parliamen- 
tary Devils  are  there :  However,  I  befecch  your  Excellence  to  difpatch  away 
the  Marquefs  o'i  Clanricarde  and  Trejions  Commiflions,  for  he  languilhes  to  be 
owned  by  you  in  the  way  of  command;  and  that  you  will  exprefs,  in  a  letter 
to  him,  your  fatisfadion  and  confidence  in  him;  and  that  you  Ihall  fuddainly 
have  occafion  to  draw  fome  of  his  forces  to  T)ubliny  which  on  my  foul  you  may 
perfedly  rely  upon,  cfpecially  IVarren's  regiment.  Nor  do  I  undcrftand  what 
inconvenience  there  can  be  in  your  owning  Trefton,  fuice  it  is  upon  the  foot 
wholly  (as  to  you)  of  his  fubmifllon  to  the  former  Peace,  whatever  the  Mar- 
quefs of  Clanricarde  undertake  for  apart.  I  believe  it  will  be  no  fooner  known 
that  Trejlon  hath  received  your  Commifllon,  and  that  any  of  their  forces  are 
admitted  into  ©//^//w,  but  the  Nuncio  will  be  on  our  fide ;  for  he  parlies  already 
with  fome  moderation  with  my  Lord  of  Clanricarde.  We  ihall  manage  it  fo, 
as  that  your  Excellence's  name  (hall  not  need  be  ufed  towards  him  in  any 
thing ;  but  if  underhand  he  can  be  made  govern  the  Clergy  our  way,  and  lend 
us  the  money  which  is  coming  in  his  frigat,  it  will  do  well.  As  for  O  Neile, 
I  believe  that  he  and  fome  few  adherents  will  ftand  out,  which  I  think  will 
be  the  better. 

I  have  now  decyphcred  my  difpatch  from  my  Lord  Jermin,  which  I  will 
fend  you  to  morrow.  In  the  mean  while,  be  pleafed  to  fend  me  by  a  fafe 
hand  the  Queen  and  Prince  of  Wales's  letters  for  me  to  decypher  for  you ;  for 
they  contain  engagements  that  will  hearten  you  much  in  the  prefent  bufuiefs.

My  Lord, 

I  Shall  humbly  befeech  you  to  excufe  my  not  fending  any  CommilTIon 
to  Colonel  Trefton,  or  doing  any  thing  towards  engagement,  till  I  have  re- 
ceived fuch  a  fubmifllon  to  the  Peace  as  you  mention.  For  the  other,  I  fhall 
prepare  it.  In  the  mean  time,  I  am  labouring  to  fend  the  Parliamentaries  away, 
with  fatisfadtion  to  thofe  of  my  party  that  have  manifefted  very  faithful  af- 
fections to  the  King  and  me,  and  whom  therefore  I  muft  not  venture  to  lofe 
for  fo  uncertain  a  party  as  you  deal  with.  When  I  can  have  the  happincfs  to 
fpeak  with  you,  (which  I  hope  will  be  to  morrow)  I  am  fure  I  (hall  give  or 
receive  fatisfadion.

GENERAL  Treflon  hath  u-npartcd  unto  me  your  Grace's  offer,  anei  propo- 
fitions  unto  himfelf  and  the  reft  of  the  NobiUty  and  Officers  upon  occa- 
fion  of  mine  to  them.  I  profefs  they  contain  nothing  but  what  is  extreme 
worthy  of  the  zeal  of  his  Holinefs's  Minifter  for  the  advantage  of  the  Catholick 
Religion  ;  and  I  would  to  God,  that  they  were  as  correfpondent  to  my  judg- 
ment and  obfervation  in  the  poflibility  of  obtaining  them,  as  they  are  to  my 
prayers,  and  as  1  fliould  think  my  life  and  fortunes  a  happy  facrifice  for  the 
gaining  fo  full  and  fecure  a  fettlement  of  the  true  Religion  throughout  this 
Kingdom.  But  fince  the  condition  of  this  Kingdom,  and  of  his  Majeftie's  affaires, 
allow  me  not  any  hopes  at  this  time  of  prevailing  fo  far,  give  me  leave  to  re- 
prefent  unto  your  Grace,  why  neither  is  it  fit  for  us  to  propound  fo  far  unto 
our  felvcs.  I  conceive  the  queftion  is  not  now,  what  limits  the  Catholicks 
fhould  give  their  aims,  having  power  and  force  in  their  hands  to  extend  them- 
felves,  as  far  as  they  pleafed,  to  the  oppreflion  of  Herefy  ;  for  in  that  cafe,  in 
your  Grace's  propofitions,  you  give  them  very  fair  and  moderate  bounds :  But 
the  queftion  is  how  far,  having  no  certain  power  either  to  obtain  them  foon 
or  maintain  long,  if  obtained,  it  is  fit  to  pretend  at  prefent  from  our  Sove- 
reign, of  different  faith,  with  which  it  can  hardly  confift  to  grant  us  what  may 
be  fit  for  us  to  defue,  and  reduced  to  fuch  a  condition,  both  by  his  enemies 
and  ours,  as  not  to  be  able  to  avow  the  granting  to  us  even  what  he  willingly 
would,  without  ruin  to  himfelf  in  prefent,  and  mofl  certain  to  us  in  the  fu- 
ture, we  having  as  little  hopes  of  being  able  to  fublift  hereafter,  without  his 
being  able  to  fupport  us,  as  he  now  to  recover  his  Royal  Rights  and  Power 
without  our  Union  in  alTifling  him. 

This  being  his  Majefiie's  true  condition  and  ours,  your  Grace  will  give  mc 
leave  to  offer  to  you,  that  your  propofition  concerning  a  refervation  from  fub- 
mitting  to  the  former  articles  of  Peace  in  any  thing  difadvantageous  to  the  Ca- 
tholicks interefts,  (befides  that  I  obferve  nothing  fo  material  in  them,  requiring; 
any  fuch  caution)  it  is  not  only  not  undertakable  by  me,  but  even  deftruftive 
to  any  Peace  at  all ;  fince  it  is  the  foundation  of  all  that  I  can  undertake,  or  his 
Majeftie  be  able  to  perform,  to  the  advantage  of  our  Nation  or  Religion,  to 
prelervc  entire  the  plaufiblenefs  to  his  own  party  of  the  publick  articles,  that 
thereby  he  may  be  able  to  make  good  unto  us  my  engagements  in  a  private 
one. 

That  your  Grace's  propofitions  concerning  the  comprehending,  in  my  under- 
taking for  the  Churches,  thofc  alfo  of  which  the  Catholicks  have  poffcffed  theni- 
felves  in  this  late  march  towards  'Dublin,  being  (as  your  Grace  alledges)  gained 
in  a  juft  war,  is  a  thing  to  be  wifh'd  ■-,  but  not  now  pofTiblc  to  be  undertaken 
for  by  any  that  undcrftands  his  Majcfly,  his  Minifiers,  or  the  Protcftant  party 
that  are  faithful  to  him.  For  although  it  is  not  my  work  to  difpute  here,  whe- 
ther the  hofiility  were  juft  or  no,  by  which  they  were  obtained;  yet  this  I  may 
confidently  affirm,  that  there  is  nothing  which  his  Majefty,  his  Minifters,  and 
party  will  fo  unwillingly  acknowledge,  and  confequcntly  there  is  nothing  makes 
that  propofition  fb  impoffible  to  be  obtained,  as  that  reafon  which  your  Grace 
gives  for  it ;  fince  the  conceffion  would  imply  a  confeffion,  that  the  war  was 
juft,  and  (by  yielding  to  that)  by  the  fame  fteps,  fucccfs,  and  confirmation,  fiid- 
denly  and  evidently  be  a  means  to  root  out  all  of  their  own  profcffion. 

Laftly,  that  which  is  laid  immediately  before,  is  of  much  more  force  againft 
your  other  defire  of  poffeffing  the  Churches  of  Dublin,  and  his  Majeftie's  o- 
ther  garrifons,  both  to  make  the  obtaining  it  impoffible,  and  our  pretending 
to  it  fcem  unrcalbnable.     Certainly  it  were  much  fairer  for  us  to  refufe  obe- 
dience 
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dience  to  his  Majefty,  till  he  were  converted  to  the  true  Religion,  than  to  re- 
fufe  it  him,  until  he  gives  away  his  own,  whiifl:  he  remains  in  the  opinion 
and  profeflion.  And  therefore  until,  by  God's  pleafurc  and  the  working  of 
his  divine  grace,  he  fhall  be  induced  to  embrace  the  true  Catholick  faith,  it 
will  be  a  fit  and  neceflary  prudence  in  us  to  beware,  that  by  our  prelTures  up- 
on him,  and  the  delays  of  aflifting  him,  we  do  not  alienate  his  heart  from  Ca- 
tholicks,  who  by  the  law  of  God  and  Nations  muft  live  under  and  fubmit  to 
his  government.  But  though  upon  thefe  confiderations  I  may  not  now  under- 
take what  your  Grace  hath  propofed  in  thefe  two  laft  particulars;  yet  I  will 
give  your  Grace  this  real  and  faithful  affurance,  that  1  fhall  imploy  my  utmoft 
endeavours,  and  accompanied  with  moft  probable  and  well  grounded  expeda- 
tions,  that  1  fhall  obtain  fuch  large  advantage  for  the  Catholicks  refiding,  or  to 
refidc,  at  IDnblin,  or  in  thole  other  garrifons  your  Grace  is  pleated  to  mention, 
as  fhall  be  very  much  to  their  comfort  and  fatisfadtion,  and  not  unworthy  of 
your  Grace's  notice  and  acceptation. 

Thefe  are  the  objedions  which,  as  a  faithful  Catholick  and  a  faithful  fubjeft 
I  have  thought  my  duty  to  reprefent  unto  your  Grace,  in  anfwer  to  thofe  de- 
lires  of  yours,  which  in  themfelves,  as  they  were  moft  extreamly  becoming 
your  zeal  and  piety,  fo  I  make  no  queftion  it  will  fuit  as  much  with  your  great 
judgment  and  prudence,  to  let  the  weight  of  thefe  allegations  prevail  with  you 
fo  far,  as  to  fufpend  the  further  preffure  of  them  at  this  time  5  fince  honouring 
me  with  the  opinion  of  my  being  a  moft  faithful  and  moft  dutiful  child  of  the 
Church,  you  will  not  judge  me  the  lefs  conftant  or  lefs  zealous  profecutor  of 
thofe  its  interefts,  for  my  being  thus  wary  in  an  undertaking,  not  only  unfea- 
fonable,  but  even  deftruftive  ('as  I  conceive)  to  our  own  ends. 

As  for  the  mention,  which  your  Grace  thinks  fit  fhould  be  made  of  his  Holi- 
nefs,  in  that  engagement  of  mine,  I  have  with  ready  obedience  added  it ;  al- 
though I  am  moft  confident  fuch  is  his  Holinefs's  great  prudence  and  piety,  and 
fuch  yours  his  illuftrious  Minifter,  as  to  place  his  and  your  fatisfadion,  much 
more  in  obtaining  the  vigour  and  ftablenefs  of  thofe  advantages  to  Religion 
procured  by  you,  than  in  the  name  and  oftentation  of  it ;  when  the  publication 
of  the  latter  may  be  likely  in  any  wife  to  weaken  and  endanger  the  former,. 
And  1  aflure  your  Grace,  that,  next  the  real  and  folid  fettlement  of  advantages 
to  our  Religion  by  his  Holinefs's  powerful  influence  and  benedidtion,  there  is 
nothing  that  I  fhall  more  paflionately  aim  at,  than  that  all  honour,  applaufe 
and  advantages  may  be  attributed  to  your  Grace,  both  in  the  prefent  and  future 
ages,  as  the  prime  and  moft  happy  efFedter  of  fo  glorious  a  work,  towards 
which  you  have  certainly  as  fair  a  profpeft,  in  making  your  felf  author  of  the 
peace  and  fettlement  of  this  Kingdom,  as  any  age  hath  afforded  to  fo  great  a 
Minifter  of  the  See  Apoftolick  ;  when  as  it  fhall  juftly  be  faid  to  have  been 
your  work,  to  have  fettled  all  the  garrifons,  all  the  Armies,  and  in  a  manner 
all  the  power  of  this  Kingdom  into  Catholick  hands,  and  to  have  fecured  the 
Catholick  Religion,  with  at  leaft  as  great  extent  and  as  great  freedom  and 
luftre  under  a  Prince  of  adiff'ering  faith,  as  is  enjoyed  by  his  own  profeflion; 
and  over  and  above  this,  be  fo  powerful  an  inftrument  of  our  opprefled  So- 
vereign's re-eftablifhment,  from  whofe  grace  and  favour  we  may  (by  God's 
blefling)  promife  our  felves  yet  much  greater  benefits. 

This  is  a  true  reprefentation  unto  your  Grace  of  that  honour  and  happinefs, 
which  muft  neceffarily  attend  your  Grace's  perfeding  by  your  power  and  bene- 
didion,  this  work;  the  fenfe  whereof  would  be  extreamly  heightened  unto 
you,  fhould  I  prefent  unto  your  confideration  the  ruin,  the  defolation,  the  de- 
ftrudion  of  the  Catholick  Religion  and  of  Monarchy  in  all  his  Majeftie's  domi- 
nions, if  the  pradices  of  fome  to  the  contrary  ftiould  prevail.  But  I  defift 
your  farther  trouble,  my  zeal  having  tranfported  me  to  too  much  importunity

My  Lord, 

GO D  forbid,  that  I  fhould  perfwade  you,  or  ever  confcnt  to  your  trufting 
your  felf,  or  any  of  your  garrifons,  in  the  hands  of  the  very  beft  of  the 
Irtjh  (though  in  my  own  particular,  I  am  moft  confident  of  them)  till  you 
might  do  it  not  only  with  unqueftionable  fecurity,  but  with  decorum  alfo 
towards  your  own  party.  But  why  to  hazard  all  the  good  effects  of  what  we 
have  laboured  in  by  want  of  a  kind  and  civil  letter  to  a  General,  who  hath, 
with  almoft  all  his  Officers,  already  figned  fuch  an  engagement  as  that  I  fent 
you,  and  expeft  (as  they  proteft)  nothing  but  your  commands,  and  owning  them 
publickly,  to  declare  and  to  profecute  in  adtions  what  they  there  promife,  I 
confefs,  I  cannot  imagine  why  that  fhould  be ;  fince  certainly  the  receiving 
and  owning  fuch  a  part  of  the  Kingdom  as  this,  returning  to  their  duty  and 
fubmiflion  to  the  Peace,  can  give  offence  to  no  reafonable  body.  I  do  there- 
fore moft  humbly  befeech  your  Excellence  no  longer  to  defer  the  writing  to 
General  Trefton  a  letter  to  the  fenfe  of  the  inclofed  draught,  with  fome  kind 
of  excufe  for  your  having  no  fooner  taken  notice  of  their  loyal  expreilions  and 
refolutions  in  their  faid  engagement ;  and  that  you  would  difpatch  at  leaft  the 
Marquefs  of  Clanricarde's  Commiffion,  which  had  he  had  any  time  thefe  two 
days,  I  am  verily  perfwaded,  that  they  had  been  already  engaged  in  the  purfuit 
of  O  Neile's  Army  and  himfelf  (fuch  intelligence  have  we  had  in  his  own 
quarters)  in  all  probability  taken.  Whereas  being  now  marcht  out  of  reach 
towards  Leix,  I  know  not  what  new  mifchiefs  may  be  raifed. 

This  Army  cannot  be  held  together,  unlefs  it  be  put  upon  adlion,  and  make 
its  way  into  frefh  Countries,  upon  which  it  may  fubfift. 

I  befeech  your  Excellence  to  allow  me,  as  foon  as  may  be,  the  happinefs  of 
conferring  with

My  Lord, 

I  AM  moft  confident,  that  if  your  Excellence  did  diflike  my  Lord  of  Clanri- 
carde's or  my  proceedings  in  the  way  of  the  fervice,  or  that  you  did  not  in- 
tend to  proceed  in  that  way,  you  would  be  fo  kind  to  us,  as  to  have  let  us 
known  it  e're  now ;  whereby  we  might  cither  repair  the  error,  or  at  Icaft  bring 
our  felves  off  in  the  beft  manner  we  could,  having  made  it  our  chief  care  to 
manage  things  fo,  as  that  your  Excellence  might  have  only  what  (hare  you 
pleafed  in  the  burden  of  this  negotiation. 

Being  then  moft  certain  of  this  your  juftice  and  favour  to  us,  give  me  leave 
to  tell  you,  that  the  bufinefs,  neceffary  on  your  part,  being  as  yet  no  more 
than  the  owning  with  kindncfs  General  Trefton,  and  his  Army's  fubmiflion  to 
the  Peace  and  your  authority ;  I  do  not  undcrftand  how  any  reafon  for  the  de- 
lay of  doing  it,  can  be  equivalent  to  the  mifchief  it  is  like  to  draw  upon  the 
whole  bufinefs,  and  upon  the  perfons  of  the  two  faithfulleft  fcrvants  you  have 

3  in 
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in  the  world,  if  not  fuddainly  prevented ;  the  opinion  by  your  long  filence 
taking  fo  pofleflion  ot  the  Army  that  you  rejcdlthcm,  and  that  your  Excellence 
entertaining  further  and  further  Treaty  with  the  Parliament,  my  Lord  Marqucfs 
and  I  have  deluded  and  abufed  ^refton  and  his,  merely  to  gain  your  Excellence 
time  to  work  your  ends  another  way.  For  God's  fake,  give  Ibme  remedy  to 
this,  or  us  fome  hint,  how  to  behave  our  felves.  On  my  foul,  my  Lord,  this 
Army  is  already  fo  dcfperately  engaged  againfl:  all  oppofers  of  the  Peace,  as  by 
all  the  particulars,  wherewith  my  Lord  Taafe  will  acquaint  you,  is  manifeft, 
that  they  exped  but  your  owning  them,  to  do  whatever  you  will  have  them. 
Which  if  fooner  done,  I  am  confident  O  Neile  had  been  by  this  time  deftroy- 
cd,  and  they  in  a  fair  way  of  poflcfling  Kilkenny  and  Waterford. 
Whatever  fall,  I  am  fure  I  have  been,  and  fliall  live  and  die  faithfully,

N°.  DXII.     The  Marquefs  o/"  Ormonde  to  Lord  Digby. 

My  Lord, 

IT  was  the  1 8th  of  this  month,  before  I  received  any  knowledge  of  what 
was  agreed  on  betwixt  my  Lord  Marquefs  oiClanrkarde  and  General  ^r^y^ 
ton  and  his  Officers;  fmce  when  thofe  that  brought  me  that,  and  other  dif- 
patches  can  witnefs  in  what  continual  labour,  vexation  and  danger  I  have  lived. 
And  when  you  fhall  confider  the  difficulty  of  my  task,  which  is  not  only  to 
remove  hence,  plaufibly  to  my  own  party,  men  that  feem  to  come  to  no  other 
end  than  to  offer  them  fecurity  in  their  fortunes,  lupplies  in  their  wants,  and 
affiftance  againft  fuch  as  have  deftroyed  them  in  all  the  interefts  that  are  dear  to 
men ;  but  to  perfwade  them  to  fubmit  themfelves  again  to  intolerable  and  in- 
evitable wants,  and  to  rely  once  more  upon  the  already  recently  broken  faith 
of  the  Iri^:  When  this,  together  with  what  I  have  to  objed  againft  the  part 
affigned  me  in  the  bufinefs,  fhall  be  weighed,  I  Ihall  hope  to  ftand  in  fome 
meafure  excufed,  if  not  juftified,  with  your  Lordfhip,  if  my  refolutions  have 
been  flow,  and  fhall  nor  now  come  home  to  what  is  defired.  Till  this  day,  I 
Jiad  not  leifure  confiderately  to  look  upon  thofe  things  part  betwixt  my  Lord 
Marquefs  and  Vrefton,  wherein  I  now  find  my  fhare  to  be  thefe. 

Firft,  in  a  letter  to  General  'Pre/ion,  I  am  to  take  notice  of  his  engagement 
to  my  Lord  Marquefs,  and  to  dcfire  him  to  publilh  it ;  which  engagement 
makes  his  fubmillion  to  the  Peace  to  be  limited  with  this  condition ;  namely, 
that  they  have  allured  to  them  fuch  additional  conce (lions  and  fecuritics,  as 
my  Lord  Marquefs  hath  undertaken  to  procure  and  fecure  unto  them ;  which 
leads  all  men  of  both  fides  to  demand  what  thofe  are,  whereas,  1  hoped  there 
would  nothing  appear  in  publick,  bur  a  fubmillion  to  the  late  Peace ;  nor  that 
any  thing  would  be  cxpedlcd  from  me,  but  to  receive  fuch  a  fubmiffion,  and 
to  exprefs  my  felf  ready  to  give  obedience  to  what  his  Majeftie  fhould  further 
command  in  their  favour ;  and  even  in  that,  I  fhall  find  trouble  enough  to  fa- 
tisfy  my  party. 

Secondly,  by  the  fame  letter  to  General  Trejlon,  I  am  to  engage  my  felf 
to  the  punftual  performance  of  whatfoever  depends  upon  me  in  the  faid  Mar- 
quefs of  Clanricarde's  engagements  •■,  which  (fo  taken  notice  of)  by  ftrong  im- 
plication amounts  to  an  approbation  of  his  Lordfhip's  undertakings  in  general 
(wherein  many  things  contrary  to  my  fcnfe)  and  pofitivcly  obliges  me  to  per- 
form what  depends  on  me  in  the  faid  undertaking.  To  the  latter  whereof  I 
take  thefe  exceptions ; 

Firft, 
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Firft,  it  is  undertaken  pofitively  that  a  confiderable  number  of  the  Confede- 
rate Catholick  forces  fhall  immediately  be  drawn  into  all  the  chief  garrifons 
under  his  Majeftie's  obedience;  which  (befides  the  danger  of  it)  would  here  be 
taken  to  be  a  ftrange  turn,  when  it  fliall  be  objcfted,  that  fuchas  have  ftill  been, 
either  open  and  implacable  enemies,  or  (which  is  worfe)  fuch  falfe  friends,  as 
out  of  a  folemnly  concluded,  and  by  them  received,  Peace,  leapt  into  the 
opened  and  mod  violent  a£ls  of  hoftility,  and  that  have  but  newly  (and  as  it 
will  be  faid,  when  rather  their  power  than  their  will  fails  them)  quit  their 
defign  of  taking  this  city  by  force,  fhould  now  be  received,  and  fed  by  thofe 
whom  they  can  befiege  no  longer,  and  whofe  throats  within  thefc  eight  days 
they  would  have  cut ;  for  it  appears,  not  that  they  bring  either  money  or  visual 
with  them  :  And  that  for  the  reception  of  thefe  men,  we  have  fent  away  thofe 
that  (as  will  be  faid)  were  invited  to  our  deliverance,  and  brought  with  them, 
wherewith  not  only  to  defray  themlelves,  but  to  relieve  our  wants  alfo.  I 
fay,  I  conceive,  the  found  of  fuch  an  engagement  from  me,  though  never  per- 
formed, nor  infifted  on,  will  be  harfh,  even  to  thofe  beft  afFcdled;  and  which 
therefore,  if  intended,  I  ought  not  in  prudence  to  publifh,  as  long  as  thefe 
men  are  here,  and  the  humours  of  the  people,  led  by  divers  interefts  and  paflions, 
fo  floating  as  they  are. 

My  next  exception  is,  to  the  undertaking ;  that  I  fliall  engage  my  felf  punc- 
tually to  obferve  fuch  free  commands,  as  I  Ihall  receive  from  his  Majeftie,  to 
the  advantage  of  the  Catholicks  of  this  Kingdom,  or,  during  the  King's  want 
of  freedom,  from  the  Queen  and  Prince  of  Wales,  or  fuch  as  fliall  be  lignified 
to  me  to  the  fame  effeft  to  be  his  Majeftie's  pofitive  pleafure  by  your  Lordfliip 
as  Principal  Secretary  of  State.  Againft  this  I  except  not,  as  doubting  that, 
by  either  of  thofe  ways,  there  will,  or  can  come  commands  deftruftive  to  the 
being  of  the  Proteftant  Religion  here,  or  contrary  to  the  profeflions  made  by 
his  Majeftie,  and  by  his  command  at  feveral  times  by  me  publifliedto  his  Coun- 
cil and  others  here ;  whereof  I  am  fo  confident,  that  I  dare  undertake  to  obey 
all  fuch  commands ;  but  I  defire  it  may  be  confidered,  what  inconvenience  the 
prefent  and  publick  promife  of  fuch  an  obedience  may  draw  upon  the  King's 
bufinefs,  and  upon  your  Lordfliip  and  me. 

To  that  part  of  the  undertaking,  engaging  me  not  to  obey  any  orders  that 
(whilft  the  King  fliall  be  in  an  unfree  condition)  fliall  be  procured  from  him, 
to  the  prejudice  of  what  is  undertaken,  I  take  only  this  exception,  that  notice 
is  thereby  taken  of  my  Lord  Marquefs  his  undertakings,  and  my  approbation 
of  them,  more  ftrongly  imply ed,  than  by  the  former  engagement. 

Laftly,  the  late  amendment,  where  the  Pope's  mediation  is  added,  makes  the 
bufinefs,  to  vulgar  capacities  monftrous,  and  fo  moft  unfit  forme  to  take  at  this 
time  publick  notice  of 

The  laft  thing  I  except  againft,  is  the  preamble  defired  to  a  Proclamation ; 
and  in  that  which  is  to  be  an  aft  of  mine  and  the  Council's,  the  firft  exception 
will  be  to  the  \^oxA  free  exercife  of  their  Religion--,  for  it  will  be  remembered 
what  they  would  have  hooked  in  under  that  word ;  and  I  do  not  remember  it 
in  any  of  his  Majeftie's  letters  to  me,  where,  if  it  be  found,  I  am  fure  it  is  ac- 
companied with  fuch  reftriftions  as  will  difpleafe  them  to  have  mentioned,  or 
all  the  Proteftants  of  this  Kingdom  to  leave  out.  And  this  word,  I  find  in  my 
Lord's  engagement  (which  in  this  preamble  being  fixed  to  a  Proclamation)  I 
do  moft  clearly  and  fully,  not  only  take  notice,  but  approve  of,  and  that  is 
my  fecond  and  laft  exception  to  the  preamble,  and  (for  ought  yet  appearing 
to  mc)  to  the  whole  bufinels. 

And  1  fliall  befeech  your  Lordfliip  to  apply  to  all  thefe  the  inftant  of  time, 

when  all  thefc  things  are  to  be  done  and  undertaken,  and  that  publickly  by  mcj 

as  alfo  to  confider  that  the  things  were  agreed  on,  before  1  ever  faw  them.     To 

another  man  thefe  exceptions  might  look,  like  things  found  out  to  juftify  my

drawing  my  neck  out  of  fo  dangerous  a  collar,  and  my  laying  hold  of  more  fafe 
and  advantagious  conditions  from  another  party  ;  but  your  experience  of  me, 
and  what  you  will  fee  me  fufFer,  rarher  than  bend,  beyond  what  I  take  to  be 
juft  to  either  hand,  will  find  more  place  and  belief  than  any  fuch  doubts. 

Having  now  with  freedom  laid  all  my  fcruples  before  you,  I  expcdt  from 
your  friendlhip  a  like  free  return,  and  what  latistaftion  may  be  given  me  in 
thefe  things;  which  you  may  pleafe  to  communicate  with  my  Lord  Marquefsj 
for  I  cannot  hold  it  fit  to  conceale  my  mod  fecret  or  foolifh  thoughts  from 
him,  knowing  he  and  you  have  ready  for  me,  that  which  may  rcftify  my  judg- 
oient,  or  cover  my  imperfedions.     And  fo  I  reft  to  both

N°.  DXIII.  '  Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  this  morning  your  Excellence's  letter  without  a  date,  where- 
in you  are  pleafed  to  difcufs  the  matters  propofcd  unto  you  by  me  fix  days 
lince,  concerning  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde's  engagement  and  negotiation. 
Which  truly  I  cannot  confider  without  fuch  a  heart-breaking  amazement  to 
me  as  renders  me  almoft  unable  to  make  any  reply.  Not  that  1  find  any  thing 
in  your  allegations  there  uncorrefpondcnt  to  that  judgment,  caution,  and  wil^ 
dom,  wherewith  you  ute  to  weigh  all  your  proceedings;  fince  that,  a  great  part 
of  the  inconveniences  to  your  felf  (in  the  taking  and  doing  litterally  what  in 
my  letter  of  the  17th  of  November  I  propofed  to  your  confideration)  are  not 
only  acknowledged  now,  but  were  forefeen  before,  though  thought  digeftable 
for  the  avoiding  greater. 

But  in  as  much  as  the  time  and  manner  of  your  expreffing  thefe  objeftions, 
is  a  ftrange  furprize  to  us,    in  point  of  what  I  expefted  from  your  kindnefs, 
and  of  what  I  was  fully  poffefl:  in  my  thoughts  to  have  been  your  rclblution, 
and  (as  I  humbly  conceive)  not  without  fufficient  grounds   given  me   for  the 
opinion  by  your   felf;    by  which  variance  of  yours,  or  fatal  miftake  of  mine, 
and  the  more  fatal  lofs  of  time  in  redifying  my  error,  which  can  only  belong 
to  you  (the  fault  on  our  part  having  been  too  much  hafte)  not  only  the  bufi- 
nefs  wherein  we  have  laboured  all  this  while,  fo  eff'ential  to  his  Majcftie's  fer- 
vice,  and  all  his  future  hopes,  but  the  honour  and  perfonal  fafety  of  your  faith- 
fulleft  fervant  is  upon  the  point  of  being  made  abfolutely  defperate,  if  not  fud- 
denly  prevented,  by  fomewhat  now  beyond  my  hopes  or  imagination;  and  there- 
fore what  I  fhall  fay  unto  your  Excellence  now,    is  not  fo  much  out  of  any 
belief,  that  (by  any  thing  I  can  propofe)  I  can  be  redeemed  from  the  fate  that 
hangs  over  me,  as  that  by  ftating  to  your  Excellence,  my  whole  underftanding 
of  the  cafe,  I  may  in  fome  meafure  fatisfy  your  Excellence  (not  the  world,  of 
which  I  have  long  fince  learnt  a  contempt)  that  I  perifh,    neither  as  a  knave 
nor  fool  to  the  publick,  nor  as  a  falfe  friend  to  you.     I  fiiall  not  refume  fofar 
back,  more  than  merely  to  put  you  in  mind  of  our  contrived  feparation,  where- 
by you  might  obtain  the  better  credit  with  the  Parliament  for  a  prefent  affif- 
tance,  and  I  with  the  Irifb  for  the  inducing  a  delay  in  their  prefent  expedition 
againft  T^ublin;  without  both  which  your  prefervation  there  was  morally  im- 
poflible;  with  what  fuccefs  the  thing  it  felf  fpeaks,    and  (I  fliall  not  need  fay) 
with  what  hazards  to  my  felf  I  carried  on  my  part,    till  my  coming  to  Vor- 
ttimna.     From  my  forfaking  of  which  place,  and  of  my  refolutions  to  be  gone 
immediately  to  fea,  and  my  unfortunate  compliance  with  what  1  underftood 
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from  you  by  Bennet's  inftruftions,  to  be  neceflary  to  your  fervicc,  I  fiiall  prin- 
cipally lay  the  grounds  of  what  I  am  to  offer  unco  you.^ 

You  will  be  pleated  to  remember,    that  your  cxpreflion   by  Bennet  of  the 
dan^^er  you  were  likely  to  be  in  by  the  Parliament  forces,  and  that  your  only 
remedy,  if  they  Ihould  prefs  upon  you,  was  the  joyning  with  'Prejlon's  Ktmy 
a<Tainftthcm,  fecured  unto  you  by  its  putting  itlclf  under  my  Lord  Marqucfsof 
Clanrkarde's  command,  was  the  occafion  of  our  coming  to  it  j  and  your  faying  that 
you  could  not  truft  them  unlefs  under  my  Lord  of  Clanricarde,  implying  that 
if  once  they  were  fo,  you  would  truft  them,  made  us  make  it  our  whole  bu- 
finefs  to  gain  him  that  power  over  the  faid  Army;    which  we  have  fincc  ef- 
fefted  under  fo  folemn  an  engagement  of  !Pr^tf«  and  his  Officers.     This,  my 
Lord,  I  principally  apply,    as  to  the  juftifying  that  point  of  the  Marquefs  of 
Clanrkarde's  undertaking,  concerning  the  admiflion  of  Treftons  forces  into 
<^arrifons;  which  is  the  only  additional  to  that,  which  with  your  allowance,  and 
in  your  prefence,  I  delivered  to  Sir  Luke  'Dillon,  and  Doctor  Fennel,   at  Kil- 
kenny i  which  was  the  meafure  that  we  laid  unto  our  felves  for  the  fubftantial 
part  of  my  Lord  Marquefs  oiClanricarde's  undertaking ;  as  in  the  form  and  method 
of  proceeding,  to  keep  your  Excellence  as  exempt,  as  poflible  might  be,  from 
appearins;  upon  any  other  fcore  than  the  fubmiflion  to  the  former  Peace.     I 
fhall  further  add  unto  your  Excellence,  concerning  this  point  of  admitting  the 
Irip)  into  your  garrifons,  that  although  upon  a  full  examination  of  the  whole 
proceedings  of  Trefton  and  his  Army,  we  were  moft  confident,  that  upon  this 
engagement  of  theirs,    they  deferve  to   be  trufted,    as  having  originally  never 
had  any  intention  of  hoftilicy  againft  you ;  but  on  the  contrary,  that  they  have 
purpofely  delayed,  and  kept  off  from  you,  the  mifchief  that  would  otherwife 
Ion"-  ere  this  have  overwhelmed  you ;    and  that  both  your  former  expreflion 
of  your  joining  with  them  againft  the  Parliament  forces,    if  fubmitted  to  my 
Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde's  command,  and  your  admitting  without  reply 
the  reafons  of  my  confidence  in  them,  made  us  both  believe,   that  you  would 
not  be  fiiy  of  them.     Yet  fo  cautious  we  were  in  the  point,  that  though  infi- 
nitely preft  to  it,  we  never  would  allow  of  any  cxprefllon,  implying  what  num- 
ber of  forces  ftiould  be  admitted ;    and  had  managed  the  bufinefs  fo,   as  (I  am 
moft  affured)  that  if  you  had  but  exprcfled  a  confidence  in  words  without  en- 
gagement, when,  and  how  many  to  admit,  you  might  have  imployed  them  in- 
ftantly  upon   what  other  defign  you  fliould  have  thought  beft,    and  have  de- 
ferred the  admitting  any  of  them  till  their  fervice  againft  the  other  party  had 
confirmed  your  confidence  of  them ;    as  (1  am  fure)  you  will  find  more  than 
imply ed,  if  you  pleafe  to  perufe  my  former  letters.     Which  confidcred,    and 
your  Lordfhip's  letter  of  the  20th  (whereof  I  fend  you  a  copy)  and  the  cxtrafts 
of  my  Lord  Taafe's  letter  of  the  fame  date,  a  perfbn  mutually  entrufted  by  us 
both  in  this  bufinefs,  I  cannot  but  with  aftoniftiment  receive  now  the  ftrange 
inveftive  againft  them  in  this  your  letter,   wherein  almoft  all  the  reafons  of 
your  diflike  to  the  whole  bufinefs  feems  founded. 

That  which  I  fay  unto  your  Excellence,  concerning  the  liberty  you  would 
have  been  at,  in  point  of  admitting  their  forces  into  garrifons,  in  cafe  you 
would  but  have  owned  them,  and  given  my  Lord  Marquefs  and  Trejlon  under 
him  CommilTion  to  command  them,  1  apply  to  all  the  reft,  wherein  you  might 
make  difficulty  on  your  part ;  being  moft  certain  that  you  might  have  done 
what  you  pleafed  in  all.  Tis  true,  that  in  my  difpatch  of  the  17th,  I  pro- 
pofed  unto  you  a  fcheme  of  the  whole,  and  of  what  being  done  on  your  part, 
would  make  the  moft  entire  and  fatisfadory  fcttlcmcnt,  having  not  then  the 
lights,  which  1  have  fincc  gotten,  of  their  engagement  in  animofity  and  hofti- 
lity  againft  the  other  party,  and  of  their  rcadinefs  to  be  contented  with  any 
thing  on  your  part,  fo  that  they  were  but  owned,  and  put  upon  adion,  where- 
by 
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by  they  might  prevent  their  own  total  ruin  by  the  disbanding  of  their  Army^ 
and  prevent  the  enemies  gathering  to  a  head  to  delhoy  this  aecommodation,  as 
they  did  the  laft.  But  upon  the  more  certain  knowledge  o^  this  difpoficiow  of 
theirs,  I  have  of  late  prelVed  nothing  unto  your  Excellence,  but  merely  the 
owning  them  by  lending  my  Lord  Marquefs  and  Trejion  fuch  Commidions, 
with  lUch  a  kind  letter  as  that,  whereof  I  feat  you  the  draught;  wherein  if 
there  appeared  any  further  engagement,  than  you  are  willing  to  venture  upon, 
concerning  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde's  undertakings,  you  might  have  put  it 
in  more  general  terms,  and  inlkad  of  faying  you  would  pundlually  make  good 
whatibever  depends  upon  you  therein  (at  which  your  Excellence  excepts)  that 
he  and  his  Army  fhould  be  furc  to  find  all  encouragement  and  fatisfadion  in 
what  depended  upon  you,  towards  the  making  them  happy  and  fecure  in  their 
fubmiflion  to  the  Peace  and  his  Majeftic's  authority. 

As  for  the  draught  of  the  Proclamation,  it  was  merely  a  propofition  of  mine, 
as  the  readieft  way ;  and  no  part  of  the  Marquefs's  undertaking ;  wherein  per- 
haps the  word /r^f  might  be  improper,  though  as  I  conceive  not  liable  to  thofe 
exceptions  in  iuch  a  Proclamation,  whereof  the  interpretation  is  yours,  as  in 
an  Article  of  a  Treaty;  cfpecially,  when  it  is  limited  to  the  taking  away  the 
penalties  only,  and  not  to  extend  beyond  that  in  no  man's  underftanding,  fincc 
the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde's  undertaking  a  part,  is  to  fecure  them  in  what  they 
formerly  pretended  unto  by  that  exprelUon.  As  for  the  other  particulars  againft 
which  you  except,  your  arguments  lie  only  upon  the  point  of  inconvenience 
to  you,  to  appeare  in  them  at  this  time,  and  not  againft  the  things  themlelves  j 
and  for  that  1  bcfcech  you,  what  more  unappearing  a  way  can  be  propofed, 
than  in  a  private  letter  to  my  Lord  Marquefs  oiClanrkarde  to  be  Ihewn  Tref' 
ton  and  his  chief  Officers  privately,  without  giving  any  copy  of  it? 

But  why  fhould  I  trouble  your  Excellence  with  any  further  debates  upon 
the  fubjed  ?  Since  it  is  not  your  doing,  or  not  doing,  the  thing  to  the  degree 
propofed  at  firft,  that  is  fatal  unto  us ;  but  the  forbearing  all  this  while  to  do 
any  thing  at  all,  till  there  is  no  time  for  deliberation ;  and  in  the  mean  while 
engaging  us  in  the  confidence  our  felves,  and  in  the  affurance  to  others  of 
your  approving  what  we  did,  not  only  by  a  fix  days  forbearance  of  any  ob- 
jedion  (but  befides  the  aflurancc  from  my  Lord  Taafe)  by  fuch  a  letter  of  your 
own  of  the  20th;  wherein  I  befeech  you  to  obferve  the  exprefilon  that  you 
make  your  excufe,  for  not  fending  the  Commiflions  propofed  by  me  upon  the 
point  of  Treflon  and  his  Army's  non-fubmillion  as  yet  to  the  Peace,  as  I  men- 
tioned; than  which  I  cannot  conceive  a  clearer  implication  of  your  approba- 
tion of  the  Peace  as  by  me  mentioned,  when  once  he  ihould  have  fo  declared, 
as  fince  he  hath  done.  And  though  it  be  true,  that  you  had  not  litterally  a 
fight  of  my  Lord  of  Clanricarde's  engagements  before  they  were  perfeded  ;  yet 
you  had  the  full  fubftance  of  them  entirely,  in  as  much  as  concerned  your  felf 
(all  but  that  of  drawing  fome  of  their  forces  into  your  garrifons)  a  fufficient 
time  before,  and  replied  unto  me  upon  them,  encouragingly,  even  whereas  I 
made  objedions  to  that  way  of  agreement,  which  fince  followed  with  'Prejlon 
alone;  as  you  will  find  in  your  anfwer  to  mine,  which  I  fent  unto  you  by  my 
Lord  Byron. 

My  Lord,  as  I  faid  unto  you  before ;  had  you  but  dealt  freely  with  me  in 
time,  1  am  fure  every  thing  might  have  been  conduded  your  own  way,  and 
nothing  preft  from  you  but  the  Marquefs  oi  Clanricarde's  Commiflion,  zndPref- 
ton's,  with  a  kind  letter  to  himfelf,  and  the  owning  his  Army  fo  far  as  to  com- 
mand it  upon  adion.  But  fince  after  giving  us  thefe  grounds  to  engage  fo 
much  farther,  you  do  not  fo  much  as  vouchfafe  us  fo  far,  I  can  conclude  no- 
thing, but  that  all  is  a  deftiny  to  facrifice  me  to  ruin  and  infamy  (for  the  cer- 
tain lofs  of  liberty  or  life  I  value  not)  wherein  there  will  remain  only  the  con- 
folation  to  me,  that  the  Indians  have  in  being  eaten  by  their  furvivors,  that  as 
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they  have  the  comfort  of  being  buried  in  their  beft  friends,  I  have  that  of  be- 
ino-  deftroyed  for,  and  by  the  perfon  in  the  world  I  love  bcft,  and  who  (I  an\ 
moft  confident  notwithftanding)  loves  me   proportionably  to  the  faithfulncfs 

wherewith  I  am

I  for<^ot  to  tell  yon  that  I  cannot  underftand  how  my  Lord  of  Clanricarde's 
mentioning  the  Pope  in  that  way  he  doth,  he  being  a  Catholick,  can  give 
fcandal  to  any,  much  lefs  concern  your  Excellence,  or  indeed  his  undertaking 
any  thing  of  himfelf,  with  no  other  alternative,  if  not  efFefted,  than  his  not 
fevering  from  them,  with  a  liberty  to  be  interpreter  himfelf  of  the  word  not 

fevering. 

Since  the  writing  of  this,  moft  of  the  Officers  of  Trefion's  Army  have  been 
with  us,  and  I  find  it  yet  betwixt  this  and  Thurfday  noon  (which  is  the  utmoft 
hour  of  their  poflible  fubfiftence  here  or  patience)  they  may  be  but  owned  and 
dire  died  by  you,  you  may  yet  govern  them  as  you  pleafe,  and  fatisfy  them 
with  what  you  pleafe.  If  not,  1  fee  my  fate ;  and  fmce  1  fee  now  the  period 
draw  fo  near  of  all  my  poflibility  to  ferve  the  King  or  you,  I  make  it  my 
requeft,  that  you  will  aflign  me  where  out  of  'Dublin  I  xnay  wait  upon  you 
to  morrow,  if  you  think  it  not  fit  for  me  to  come  thither ;  for  confer  with 
you  1  muft,  though  it  coft  me  my  life.

My  Lord, 

I  Was  perfwaded  to  repair  into  thefe  parts,  and  not  without  fome  fhew  of  in- 
vitation from  your  Lordfhip,   as  that  which  was  then  conceived  the  princi- 
pal, if  not  only,  expedient  that  could  then  be  found  out  for  the  advantage  of 
his  Majeftie's  fervice  and  your  Lordfhip's  prcfervation  5    though  for  the  firft,  I 
muft  confefs  in  this  particular  adion,  the  profpcft  that  way  appeared  to  me  at 
fuch  a  diftance  afar  off",   more  than  your  Lordfhip's  interefts  therein,    as  that, 
which  did  moft  haften  the  adventure  1  undertook,  was  my  entire  aff^cdion  to, 
and  apprehenfion  of  the  danger  of  your  perfon  and  family.     But  now  (it  fcems) 
my  endeavours  therein  hath  been  fo  unluckily  contrived  and  conduced,   as  to 
produce  no  better  cfFeas,    than   to   be  kept  at  a  diftance  from  you,  to  make 
"Dublin  appear  unfafe  to  me,  and  to  deter  thole  that  formerly  profcft  to  be  my 
friends,  from  coming  at  me,  and  your  Lordfliip  (as  1  conceive)  perfwaded,  that 
nothing  of  danger  hath  been  diverted  from  you,   nor  any  thing  adcd  in  order 
to  your  prefent  or  future  fervice ;  but  rather  an  involving  you  into  greater  ha- 
zards?   and  yet  the  malice  of  moft  of  the  Kingdom  likely  to  be  contradcd 
againft  me,  luppofing  that  the  not  compafllng  of  their  own  ends  was  by  my 
diverfion,  they  repofing  confidence  upon  my  undertakings,  that  were  grounded 
upon  a  firm  belief  of  a  right  and  clear  intelligence  between  your  Lordfhip  and 
my  Lord  Digby,  and  a  large  power  in  him  from  his  Majeftic,  upon  thefe  exi- 
gents, to  make  good  all  undertakings,    which  he  Ihould  either  advife  or  give 
confent  unto.     But  though  I  may  have   been  niiftakcn  in  myfterics  of  ftate,  I 
aifure  your  Lordfhip,  that  the  want  of  fome  exprcftions  pf  kindiiels,    and  en- 
couragement from  your  Lordfhip  to  General  Treflon,  hath  loft  a  very  handfomc 
opportunity  of  almoft  fecuring  the  Kingdom  to  his  Majeftie's  obedience  j    and 
any  longer  delay  will  (I  doubt)  make  the  work  urecovcrable,  the  conlidcration

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whereof,  and  the  fenfc  of  my  own  fad  condition,  hnth  invited  mc  to  a  rcfolution, 
if  your  Lordlhip's  poiitivc  command  do  not  divert  me,  to  wait  upon  you  to 
morrow;  and  I  conceive  my  Lord  T)igby  hath  the  fame  intention,  that  I  may 
be  owned  by  your  Lordlhip,  or  eUc  fuffer  for  my  mifcarriagcs.  But  if  this 
favour  be  not  allowed  me,  1  ("hall  yet  return  with  great  fatisfadion,  that  your 
Lordlhip  finds  yourfclf  in  a  fafc  condition,  however  acquired  ;  and  what  way 
foever  it  (hall  pleale  God  to  difpofc  of  mc,  I  Ihall  always  pray,  that  upon  all 
occafions  of  the  like  danger  you  may  meet  with  friends  to  allift  you  of  more 
judgment  and  ability,  and  with  the  fame  affctlions,  that  yourLordfliip  hath  been

My  Lord, 

HAVING  found  in  General  Treflon  and  his  Officers,  a  great  forwardnefs 
to  fubmit  to  the  Peace  and  to  his  Majertie's  authority,  and  heartily  to 
fcrvc  your  Excellence  againft  all  oppolcrs  of  the  fame;  if  they  might  be  fatis- 
fied  in  fomc  doubts  concerning  the  fecurity  of  their  Religion,  which  they  con- 
ceived were  not  fufficiently  cleared  by  the  letter  of  the  late  Articles  of  Peaces 
and  prefuming  that  1  had  fo  much  knowledge  of  his  Majeftic's  gracious  inten- 
tions towards  his  Catholick  fubjeds  in  this  Kingdom,  as  to  undertake  the  pro- 
curing their  fatisfadion,  as  far  as  reafonably  they  ought  to  expert  >  1  have  ap- 
plied my  felf  thereunto,  and  am  confident  of  fuccefs  in  making  them,  and  (I 
believe)  a  great  part  of  the  Kingdom  befides,  fubmit  to  the  Peace  and  your 
Excellence's  authority  ;  if  I  may  but  obtain  from  your  Excellence  this  afliirance, 
which  I  perlwade  my  felf  you  will  not  be  fcrupulous  to  give;  that  you  will 
obey  all  fuch  free  commands,  as  you  fhall  receive  from  his  Majeftie,  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  Roman  Catholicks  of  this  Kingdom,  or  (during  his  Majeftie's 
want  of  freedom)  from  the  Queen  and  Prince  of  Wales;  or  fuch  as  Ihall  be  Sig- 
nified unto  your  Excellence  to  be  his  Majeftie's  pofitive  will  and  pleafure,  by 
the  Lord  "Digby  as  Principal  Secretary  of  State  ;  and  laftly  that  your  Excellence 
will  not  put  in  execution  any  commands,  which  during  his  Majeftie's  want  of 
freedom,  Ihall  be  procured  from  his  Majeftie  by  advantage  of  his  laid  want  of 
freedom,  to  the  prejudice  of  his  faid  Roman  Catholick  fubjeds  of  this  King- 
dom. 

If  your  Excellence  fhall  favour  me  with  fuch  exprefllons  as  thefe  in  your 
own  hand,  I  make  no  queftion  of  effeding  all  that  I  have  here  propofed,  with- 
out being  obliged  to  make  your  faid  exprefllons  under  your  hand  any  otherwife 
publick,  than  by  affording  a  fight  of  them  to  fome  few  neceffary  perfons.

The  only  letter  I 
had  time  to  write  to  your  Lordfhip,  fince  you  came  into  this  Country,  (as  I 
think)  rather  manifefting  the  contrary.  I  confefs  I  faw  not  the  advanta<Te  of 
your  coming  till  thefc  men,  now  ready  to  Ihip  away,  were  gone,  fave  to  my 
felf,  in  the  fatisfaftion  of  your  convcrfation ;  which  alfo  would  have  been  in- 
terrupted by  very  many,  and  indeed  continued,  bufineffes,  tending  to  the  dif- 
patching  of  them.  I  Ihall  fay  nothing  of  the  main,  more  than  I  have  done 
in  my  returns  to  my  Lord  T>igby'%,  till  we  three  may  by  dilcourfe  fettle  a  bet- 
ter underftanding  of  all  things  than  can  be  compaiTed  by  writing.  In  the

My  Lord, 

HAVING  this  morning  received  yours  of  yefterday's  date,  in  anfvvcr  to 
mine  written  (however  it  fcapcd  dating)  the  23d  of  this  month,  1  (hall 
beg  leave  to  be  ftill  of  opinion,  that  upon  the  whole  matter,  as  it  appeared  to 
me  m  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  i8th  of  this  month,  (wherewith  came  the  inftru- 
ments  to  and  from  Trefion,  the  draught  of  a  letter  to  him,  the  preamble  of 
a  Proclamation  defired,  and  the  fubftance  of  a  letter  to  be  written  from  me  to 
the  Lord  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde,  and  by  him  to  be  fhewn,)  what  I  was  to  do 
did  far  exceed  the  receiving  of  a  fubmiflion  to  the  late  Peace,  or  any  thing 
which  before  then  I  had  underftood  was  expefted  from  mc ;  and  that  all  thofc 
things  done  by  me,  would  ftrongly  imply  my  approbation  and  confcnt  to  thofc 
engagements  of  my  Lord's,  which,  as  they  outwardly  appear  to  me,  I  can  never 
advife  fhould  be  given,  nor  ad  towards  it ;  and,  as  I  conceived,  there  was  no 
liberty  left  me,  either  of  alteration  or  omilTion.  But  now  that  I  am  other- 
wife  informed,  I  fliall  before  noon  to  morrow  fend  the  Commiflion  to  my 
Lord  Marquefs,  and  the  authority  and  letter  to  Trefton ;  though  in  the  former 
I  fhall  be  puzzled  how  to  ftile  or  qualify  him  to  the  fatisfadtion  of  all  fides, 
unlefs  your  Lordfhip  can  fome  time  this  day  inftrudt  me.  For  in  it  I  muft  be 
wary  of  diftafting  him,  and  alfo  have  regard  to  the  more  eminent  Officers  of 
this  Army,  who  will  not  underftand  his  having  been  General  of  that  fide,  any 
reafonable  title  to  his  having  power  over  them.  And  for  my  meeting  you  any 
where  out  of  the  town,  I  fhall  readily  do  it,  though  my  opinion  be  againft 
it,  if  you  underftand  not  this  to  be  fatisfadion  to  your  letter ;  and  that  you 
may  do  better  there  in  contenting  that  Army,  and  1  here  in  fending  away  the 
Parliament  Commiftioners,  from  whom  fince  1  can  exped  no  kind  of  fatis- 
fadion  to  ,what  I  propofed,  I  defire  and  labour  to  be  fairly  freed.     1  reft,  ^c.

YOUR,  letter  of  this  day  by  Frank  Trafford  came  juft  to  fave  me  from 
expiring  my  laft  breath  of  hopes  of  ever  being  ufeful  to  the  King  our  Ma- 
iler's fervice,  or  to  that,  which  is  as  dear  to  me,  your  friendfhip.  It  hath  given

fccch  you,  as  you  value  the  King's  bufincfs  or  my  comfort  in  this  world,  allow 
me  to  wait  upon  you  at  Dublin,  or  where  elfc  you  lliall  appoint  by  nine  or 
ten  a  clock  to  morrow  morning ;  for  I  find  that  cither  you  do  not  underftand 
the  matters  thcmfelves  rightly,  or  at  leaft  that  I  have  not  rightly  pofleft  you  of 
my  underftanding  of  them,  nor  can]  I  hope  to  do  it  but  by  debate.  All  that  I 
fhall  fay  now  is,  God  fo  deal  with  me  and  mine,  as  I  have  had  nothing  in  the 
world  fupcrior,  or  equal,  in  my  thoughts  to  the  fcrving  )'ou  in  all  the  nego- 
tiation 5  which  I  may  the  fafelier  fay,  fince  in  the  ferving  you,  I  am  confident 
I  Icrvc  the  King  beft.  I  befecch  your  Lordihip  \ct  no  matter  of  ceremony  or 
form  to  others  hinder  fo  cflential  a  thing  as  our  conference,  fince  to  morrow 
night  is  the  utmoft  date  of  my  hopes  in  the  King's  fervice,  or  of  avoiding  de-

SIR, 

IHave  underftood  from  the  Marquefs  of  Clanrkarde,  that  you  and  your  Offi- 
cers have  made  fuch  expreffions  and  engagements  of  fidelity  and  fubmifllon 
to  his  Majcftie's  authority,  as  makes  me  very  ready  to  believe  that,  throughout 
this  bufincfs,  whatever  adions  of  yours  may  have  had  in  appearance  another 
face,  they  have  been  in  your  intentions  conduced  to  preferve  a  power  more 
reafonably  and  effedually  to  appear  in  his  Majeftie's  fervice.  I  fhould  foonec 
have  made  this  exprefllon  unto  you,  but  that  1  have  been  thefe  days  part  taken 
up  with  abundance  of  bufincfs  and  trouble.  That  which  I  have  to  affure  you 
in  prefent  is,  that  you,  declaring  publickly  your  fubmiflion  to  the  late  Peace, 
and  your  profecution  of  thole  that  (hall  not  join  with  you  in  that  fubmifiion 
(whereby  I  may  be  juftified  to  his  Majefty,  and  to  my  own  party,  in  the  con- 
fidence and  trufl:  I  mean  to  repofe  in  you)  you  and  they  fhall  find  from  me  all 
the  encouragement  both  of  fecurity  and  fatisfaftion  in  that  your  fiibmiflion, 
that  you  can  exped,  or  that  fhall  lie  in  my  power  to  afFotd  you.  In  the 
mean  time,  I  make  no  doubt  but  you  will  henceforward  be  willing  to  yield 
obedience  to  the  laid  Marquefs  of  Clanrkarde-,  as  Lieutenant-General  of  his 
Majeftie's  Army  in  this  Kingdom.  So  hoping  very  fiiortly  to  fee  you,  and  con-

SINCE  this  day's  conference  with  my  Lord  Marquefs  oi  Clanricarde  and 
my  Lord  T)igby,  I  have  thought  fit  to  exprefs  unto  you  more  particularly 
the  entire  fatisfadion  I  have  of  your  own  and  your  Army's  integrity  and  aflfcdion 
to  his  Majeftie's  fervice  and  the  lettlement  of  the  Peace  of  this  Kingdom;  of 
which  I  have  fo  full  a  confidence,  that  1  defire  you  and  all  your  Officers  and 
Army  to  believe  that  I  fhall  as  much  rely  upon  your  fidelity,  and  employ  you 
and  them  in  all  trufts,  both  in  the  field  and  in  my  garrifons,  with  as  much  free- 
dom and  aflurance,  as  1  fhall  any  whatfoever ;  and  that  now  my  principal  care 
is,  how  we  may  profecute  jointly  his  Majeftie's  fervice  and  the  fettlement  of 
this  Kingdom  to  the  beft  advantage.  To  which  end,  I  have  defired  the  Marquefs 
of  Clanricarde  and  the  Lord  T>igby  to  acquaint  you  fully  and  freely  with  the 
condition  of  my  forces  and  garrifons,  to  the  end  that  fome  time  to  morrow, 
upon  conference  with  you,  (which  I  defire)  I  may  take  the  beft  refolutions.

May  it  fleafe  your  Excellence^ 

MY  ambition  to  live  in  your  good  cftccm  makes  me  ftudious  in  profccut- 
ing  all  occafions  that  afford  mc  the  means  to  fcrve  your  Excellence  ;  to 
the  real  efFcding  whereof,  my  willing  endeavours  have  ever  fo  far  correfponded 
with  my  unfeigned  defires,  that  I  prefume  there  wants  not  the  addition  of  thefe 
words  to  the  confirmation  of  fo  evident  a  truth.  As  for  the  bad  effcd  in  the 
late  matter  of  importance,  at  the  firfl:  I  muft  attribute  all  fault  therein,  rather 
to  any  other  caufe,  than  to  any  defed  in  the  want  of  my  power  or  will. 
VVhereunro  I  am  confident  I  (hall  not  need  to  force  your  belief,  my  carriage 
in  that  affair  having  rather  given  tcftimony  of  violence  than  carneftnefs  on  my 
part.  I  had  not  fail'd  to  give  your  LordOiip  meeting  on  the  laft  appointment, 
but  that  my  Commanders,  and  the  reft  in  general,  were  wholly  withdrawn 
from  their  firft  refolutions,  whereof  I  caufed  notice  to  be  given  your  Excel- 
lence in  a  fccond  letter  on  Friday  two  hours  after  the  former  by  an  exprefs 
meflenger,  to  the  end  that  your  Excellence  might  not  advance  farther  on  doubt- 
ful uncertainties,  whereby  your  Excellence  might  perceive  how  right  my  in- 
tentions have  ever  been,  and  how  fhidious  I  was  to  give  you  the  means  of  a- 
voiding  inconveniences  by  that  intelligence. 

I  will  only  avow  that,  if  in  the  whole'  managing  of  this  affair,  any  thing 
hath  occurr'd,  rendering  me  culpable  in  your  Excellence's  opinion,  it  is  as  far 
beyond  my  defcrt  as  ever  it  hath  been  beyond  my  defire,  to  live  without  the 
honourable  repute  of

I  Am  o:  the  Agent's  opinion,  that  your  Lordfhip  cannot  better  difpofe  of 
your  icii  for  the  King's  fervice,  than  by  going  immediately  into  France  % 
and  I  am  rne  more  inclinable  to  your  going,  for  that  this  County  (as  I  am 
made  believe  by  feme  of  power-in  it)  will  contribute  towards  the  maintaining 
of  as  in  fome  good  proportion:  They  fay  looo/.  in  money  and  cattle,  and 
tliat  within  fix  days.     I  confefs  1  could  not  allow  them  lefs  time,  but  1  cannot

free  my  felf  of  fufpeding,  that  they  may  hope  by  that  time  to  bring  in  fuch  as 
may  give  us  worle  payment.  O  Neile's  Army  is  in  fcattered  regiments  and 
horfe  troops  on  all  hands  of  us ;  and  yet  for  all  the  outcries  of  this  people  up- 
on them,  and  our  fair  carriage  (which  really  is  remarkable)  1  cannot  obtain 
fuch  intelligence  as  to  juftify  me  in  point  of  difcrction  to  attempt  any  thing 
upon  them ;  and  this  I  take  for  no  good  fign. 

If  I  can  but  eat,  and  keep  my  fclf  out  of  apparent  certainty  of  being  deli- 
vered up  to  fome  Rebels,  I  will  overcome  the  toil  and  incredible  averfion  I 
have  to  fhifting  after  this  manner,  and  will  expeft  a  return  from  you,  though 
I  (hould  be  fct  at  liberty  by  what  you  have  already  written  to  the  King.  One 
thing  I  l"hall  befeech  you  to  be  careful  of,  which  is,  to  take  order  that  the  com- 
mands that  fhall  be  direfted  to  me  touching  this  people,  (if  any  be)  thwart  not 
the  grounds  1  have  laid  to  my  felf  in  point  of  Religion ;  for  in  that,  and  in 
that  only,  I  fhall  refort  to  the  liberty  left  to  a  fubjed  to  obey  by  lufFering. 
And  this  I  mention,  left  the  King's  fcrvice  fliould  fuffcr  in  my  fcrupuloufnefs 
in  things  another  would  find  lefs  difficulty  in.  No  man  knows  better  than  your 
Lordfliip  where  in  this  particular  I  ftick ;  yet  I  hold  it  not  amifs  to  remember 
you,  that  it  is  in  what  concerns  any  conceflion  that  may  feem  to  perpetuate  to 
the  Roman  Catholicks,  either  Churches  or  Church -livings,  or  that  may  effen- 
tially  take  from  ours,  or  give  to  their  Clergy  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidlion.  For 
other  freedoms  againft  penalties  for  the  quiet  exercife  of  their  Religion,  I  am 
clear  of  opinion,  it  not  only  may,  but  ought  to  be  given  them ;  if  his  Majeftie 
fhall  find  caufe  to  own  them  for  any  thing  but  Rebels.  My  Lord,  I  wifli  you 
all  the  happinefs  imaginable,  and  my  felf  none  longer  than  I  am

My  Lord  J 

YOUR  letter  by  Captain  l^igby  hath  prevented  me  in  the  rcqueft  I  was  to 
make  unto  you  before  my  going,  that  whatever  you  fliould  hear  from  the 
King,  you  would  do  your  utmoft  to  ftruggle  here,  till  you  received  a  return 
from  me,  wherein  (if  God  blefs  me  with  a  fafe  palTage)  there  fhall  not  be  a 
day's  time  loft.  1  have  occafion  to  be  the  more  earneft  in  this  rcqueft  by  the 
difpatch,  which  the  Agent  hath  newly  received  out  oi France,  though  of  fomc- 
what  an  old  date,  it  being  writ  with  fo  right  a  fenfe  of  things  here,  and  with 
fo  particular  an  application  to  me,  as  I  doubt  not  of  fuccefs  in  my  negotia- 
tion. 

As  for  the  cautions  you  give  me,  I  am  fure  you  know  them  to  be  exactly 
according  to  my  own  principles,  as  well  as  yours,  and  from  which  no  earthly 
confideration  can  remove  me,  though  I  muft  confefs  that  for  the  King's  fervicc 
I  Ihall  be  willing  that  the  Catholicks  fhould  cozen  themfelves  with  the  hopes 
of  more,  (if  that  will  do  our  work)  fo  that  neither  the  King,  the  Prince  of 
Wales-,  nor  the  Marquefs  oi  Ormonde,  nor  I  be  any  wife  engaged  beyond  thofc 
bounds  of  confcience  and  honour.  Your  Excellence  may  not  only  be  fure  of 
my  caution  in  thofe  particulars  you  mention,  but  that  in  the  whole  matter 
you  fhall  never  receive  any  commands  with  my  privity,  but  what  1  know  to 
be  agreeable  to  your  own  reafon  and  judgment  j  and  even  in  them  to  have  a 
4,  latitude 
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latitude  left  you,  when  emergent  occafions  may  give  you  caufc  to  alter  yout 
judgment.  In  a  word,  expe£t  from  mc  in  all  things  that,  which  becomes  the 
faithfullcft  Icrvant  and  beft  friend  you  have  in  the  world. 

Now  concerning  my  paffage  from  hence,  which  imports  us  fo  much,  we 
are  abfolutcly  at  a  lofs,  unlefs  you  help  us.  Three  or  four  Parliament  fhips 
lie  within  the  bar,  and  have  laid  other  (hips  with  cannon,  and  well  manned 
juft  a-crofs  the  channel ;  lb  that  it  is  impomble  for  the  frigat  to  get  out  with- 
out their  leave,  which  cannot  be  obtained,  although  the  French  Agent  hath 
adualiy  bought  the  frigat,  and  fignified  to  Captain  Willoughby,  that  (he  is  im- 
ployed  (as  really  fhe  is)  by  him  upon  the  King  of  France'i  fervicc.  But  Cap- 
tain IVilloughby  hath  let  fall  fome  words,  as  if  he  would  either  let  her  pafs,  or 
draw  away  his  fhips  without  the  bar,  (which  will  be  near  as  good)  if  your  Ex- 
cellence commands  it.  Wherefore,  I  conceive,  it  will  be  neccflary,  that  your 
Excellence  (hould  haftcn  hither  unto  me  a  letter  to  Captain  Willoughby y  or  in 
his  abfence  to  the  chief  Commander  of  the  Parliament  Ihips  here,  taking  notice 
of  the  French  Agent's  being  come  hither  to  'Dublin  to  dilpatch  away  his  frigat, 
and  defiting  them  either  to  afford  her  free  paflage,  or  to  quit  the  harbour ;  which 
in  cafe  they  fliould  refufe  to  do,  it  is  neceffary  that  I  have  your  warrant  to  my 
Lord  Lambart  to  force  them  away,  and  therein  to  be  direded  by  me  j  which, 
as  they  now  lie  within  the  bar,  I  can  do  every  day  either  with  cannon  or  fire- 
boats,  for  which  I  have  already  made  provifion,  and  want  but  only  your  au- 
thority. 

I  have  nothing  to  add,  but  only  to  defire  your  Lordfhip  to  fend  me  a  copy

I  will  leave  for  you  with  my  Lady  the  copy  of  a  new  cypher  which  my  Lord 
jfermin  fent  me  by  Bennet,  left  any  difpatches  fhould  come  unto  me  in  it  in 
my  abfence. 

Since  the  writing  of  this,  it  was  judged  the  beft  courfe  for  Mr.  T>u  Moulin 
to  write  the  inclofed  letter  to  Captain  Willoughby;  upon  which  his  frigat  fell 
down  to  the  Ringfend,  and  there  Captain  WiTloughby  fent  one  Captain  Clerk 
to  her  with  a  flag  of  truce,  afl'uring  her,  that  if  me  fell  down  co  his  fhip,  and 
would  admit  of  a  civil  fearch,  fhe  fhould  go  away  when  fhe  pleafcd,  in  cafe 
there  were  nothing  found  in  her  prejudicial  to  the  Parliament.  Whereupon, 
having  nothing  at  all  in  her  but  what  is  mentioned  in  Mr.  Du  Moulin's  let- 
ter, fhe  went  down  to  Captain  Willoughby'^  (hip;  where  inftead  of  the  freedom 
promifcd,  (he  was  byherfeized  and  rifled,  and  fent  this  other  inclofed  letter  to 
Mx.Du Moulin.  I  leave  it  to  your  Excellence's  judgment,  to  do  what  your  Ex- 
cellence thinks  fit  upon  it.  As  for  the  veflel,  I  make  noqueftion  but  there  will 
be  very  fufficient  reparations  had  in  France ;  but  as  for  my  felf,  I  fhall  be  in 
great  diftrefs  how  to  get  away,  being  advertifed  that  the  Iriflj  intended  me  a 
flovenly  trick,  notwithftanding  their  pafs-port,  under  pretence  oi  Antonio's  ar- 
refting  me  for  the  freight  of  the  frigat  for  my  laft  journey  into  France :  How- 
ever, I  am  refolved  to  try  all  pofllble  ways  of  getting  away,  as  foon  as  I  fhall 
have  had  a  return  from  your  Excellence  and  my  Lord  of  Clanricarde.

My  Lord-, 

AT  the  inftant  I  receive  your  Lordrtiip's  of  this  day's  date,  I  return  the 
bearer,  that  you  may  know  I  fhall  be  to  morrow  night  and  for  a  week 
longeV,  if  I  can,  at  Trim,  that  I  much  defire  your  Lordfhip's  meeting  with 
my  Lord  T>igby ;  and  if  it  were  not  inconvenient  for  him,  that  1  might  have 
the  honour  of  both  your  companies  before  your  Lordfliip  returns  home,  or  he 
-withdraw  himfelf  out  of  the  Kingdom.  1  am  very  glad  to  hear  the  people 
here  are  made  to  underftand  that  perfidy  is  not  countenanced  in  France,  and 
that  my  Lord  of  Miiskery  beftirs  himfelf.  For  Glamorgan  and  Antrim.,  the 
matter  were  not  great  what  became  of  them,  if  there  were  not  a  natural  pro- 
penfion  in  this  people  to  love  their  cozeners.  I  fhall  do  my  endeavour  to  con- 
tinue abroad,  till  the  bent  of  this  AlTcmbly  be  difcovered ;  but  to  keep  near 
hereabouts  will  be  deftruftive  to  the  Country,  and  to  draw  further  off  not  fafc 
for  me.  If  the  Weflmeath  money  would  come  in,  much  might  be  done:  But; 
when  all  is  done,  the  great  queftion  remains,  namely,  what  profeflions,  un- 
dertakings, or  invitations,  fhall  be  credited.

I  Came  very  feafonably  hither  to  meet  with  many  of  General  Trejion's  beft 
Officers,  and  other  perfons  of  Quality,  who  are  very  confident  of  profpe- 
rous  fuccefs  ;  this  Aflcmbly  themfclves,  and  the  Kingdom  in  general,  being 
highly  cxafpcrated  by  the  dcftrudivc  proceedings  of  their  Council  and  Congre- 
gation, and  the  more  encouraged  in  their  refblutions  to  make  a  charge  againft 
them,  and  juftify  their  former  Council  and  Commiflioners,  by  the  arrivall  of 
a  Gentleman  of  Quality  and  credit  of  this  Kingdom  out  of  France,  who  fcrved 
the  King  in  Eiigland,  and  who  pofitively  and  publickly  affirms,  that  neither 
himfelf,  (though  well  recommended  thither)  nor  any  other  of  this  Nation,  is 
owned  by  our  Queen,  or  the  Court  of  France,  but  looked  upon  with  difplea- 
fure  and  miftruft,  fmce  they  received  certain  information  of  the  rejeding  of  the 
Peace  here ;  which  makes  a  clear  difcovery  of  the  forgeries  and  falfe  intelli- 
gences, contrived  and  divulged  to  Mr.  Baron,  Tluncket,  and  their  milchicvous 
aflbciates.  I  am  likewife  certainly  informed  that  my  Lord  Glamorgan  is  de- 
jefted  and  defpifcd,  and  Muskery  hath  gotten  the  power  and  fway  in  Mimftery 
and  is  very  adivc,  and  particularly  in  looking  to  the  eledtions  for  this  Aflcmbly. 
And  I  find  it  the  humble  defires  and  cxpeftation  of  moft  of  judgment  in  thefc 
parts,  that  your  Excellence  would  continue  abroad  in  as  considerable  a  pofture 
as  you  can,  which  will  encourage  them  to  do  righteous  things ;  and  if  over- 
fw^ayed  there,  to  join  unanimoufly  with  you.

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I  do  not  yet  heat  of  any  forces  fo  united,    but  that  your  Excellence  may 
continue  and  enlarge  your  progrefs  into  the  County  oi  Longford,  and  raifc  con- 
tribution there;  but  if  your  Excellence  be  of  another  opinion,  I  fhall,  if  your 
ExGcllencc  think  fir,  propofe  it  to  thole  now  going  to  Kilkenny,    as  from  my 
felf,  that  they  procure  orders  from  the  Aflcmbly,  that  no  ads  of  hoftility  be 
committed,  untill   the  affaires  there  be  brought  to  fome  refolution,  and  my 
felf  to  undertake  as  much  in  your  Excellence's  behalf;  and  your  pleafure  there- 
in I  humbly  dcfire  to  receive  by  to  morrow  morning.     Your   being  in   the

THIS  day  I  received  your  Excellence's  commands,  requiring  fatisfaftion 
from  my  own  hand  to  certain  particulars  therein  inferted ;  with  which 
I  intend  to  comply  fo  far  as  may  fatisfy  your  Excellence's  prefent  defire,  and 
vindicate  my  reality  though  all  may  not  now  be  fo  conveniently  committed 
to  paper.

The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Nicholas  Plunket,  for 
the  Lords  aitd  Gentle?nen  affefnbled  at  Kilkenny. 

AFTER  our  very  hearty  commendations :  Although  we  found  little  diffi- 
culty to  give  a  ready  anfwer  to  the  letter  of  the   15  th   of  this  month, 
which  we  received  from  you  at  Trim,  written  (as  you  fay)  by  command  of  the 
Confederate  Catholicks   aflembled  at  Kilkenny,   it  being  manifcft  to  all  there 
met,  upon  what  compulfion  and  provocation  we  drew  out  of  the  quarters,    by 
the  late  Ceffation  allotted  to  his  Majeftie's  Proteftant  fubjefts  and  their  adherents, 
and  well  known  to  many  now  there,  how  unlike  an  enemy  we  marcht  during 
our  laft  being  abroad.     Yet  that  we  might  not  be  wanting  tothofe  publick  and 
private  duties,  that  engage  us  to  a  fenfe  of  the  dilhonour  of  this  Nation  j  and 
bein^  f^iven  to  underftand,  that  divers  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen,  interefted  alfo 
therein,  either  are,  or  will  be  met  at  that  city  of  Kilkenny ,    we  have  thought 
it  expedient  to  take  this  occafion  (left  another  fhould  never  be  offered)  to  dif- 
charge  our  felf  of  thofc  duties,  by  letting  them  fee  how  they  have  been  irreco- 
verably betrayed  to  infamy,  if  they  neglect  the  opportunity  now  offered  to  vin- 
dicate themfelves.     Which  to  manifeft,    we  Ihall,   but  briefly  and  plainly  fee 
before  them.     Our  own,  and  the  carriage  of  fome  others  in  the  courfe  of  the 
late  Treaty,  and  the  Peace  thereupon  concluded ;  in  which  narrative  we  fhall 
begin  at  the  final  conclufion  of  the  Peace  ;   and  content  our  felf  with  putting 
you  in  mind  briefly  by  the  way,  with  how  much  difficulty  on  our  part  the  firfl 
Ceflation  was  compafled,  and  with  what  hazards  to  our  felf,  and  thofe  his  Ma- 
jeftie's fervants  that  affifted  us,  and  ruin  to  our  private  fortunes,  we  have,  for 
the  fpace  of  about  three  years,  continued  on  foote  that  firft  Ceflation,  in  hope 
it  would  at  laft  difiblve  into  a  happy  Peace. 

When  after  the  overcoming  of  all  thefe  and  many  other  difficulties,  we  had 
by  vertue  of  his  Majeftie's  Commiffion  under  the  Great  Sczl  oi England,  agreed 
to  conditions  of  Peace  with  perfons  of  eminent  quality  and  knowledge,  and 
fuch  as  in  the  whole  courfe  of  the  War  were  employed  in  places  of  highefl 
truft  by  the  Confederates,  having  an  ample  and  (for  ought  appearing  unto  us) 
an  unlimited  Commiffion   to  treat  with  us,  and   conclude  a  firm  Peace ;    and 
this  Commiffion  originally  derived  from  a  General  Aflembly  of  the  Confede- 
rate Catholicks,  and  confirmed  by  all  other  fucceffive  Aflcmblies ;   when  with 
men  thus  qualified,  and  authorized  to  oblige  the  publick  faith  of  your  party, 
we  had  agreed  on  the  conditions  of  the  Peace,  then  was  the  drawing  up  of  the 
Kxx:v:\cs\ch  io  lAi-TatrickDarcy,    tindi  Un-Jeffery  Browm    and  by  them 
performed  according  to  the  fenfe  of  the  Aflembly,   as  may  appear  under  the 
hand  of  M\^.Thomas  Tyrrel,  who  fate  in  the  chair  of  a  Committee  of  inftruc- 
tions  appointed  by  the  faid  Aflembly.     This  draught  thus  prepared  was,  with- 
out any  material  alteration,  engrolfed  by  one  of  your  Commiffioner's  fervants, 
and  on  the  28th  day  oi  March  1646.  mutually  and  folemnly,    in  the  prelencc 
of  perfons  of  honour  and  quality,  (Igned  by  us  and  your  Commiffioncrs;  and 
according  to  former  agreement,   left  depofitcd  in  the  hand  of  our  very  good 
Lord  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricade,    until  the  performance  of  certain  conditions 
undertaken  in  the  behalf   of  the  Confederate  party  ;    whereof  they  failing 
thofe  conditions  were  (by  an  inftrumeut  figned  by  us,   drawn  up  likewifc  by 
your  Commiffioncrs)  difpenfed  with ;    we   being  thereunto  authorized  by  his 
Majefty.     The  Articles  then  with  all  due  formalities  were  mutually  delivered 
and  fully  perfeftedj  and  on  the  firft  day  oi  Augiiji  laft  paft,  they  were  with  all 
requifite  ceremonies  proclaimed  in  this  City,    and  foon  after  at  Kilkenny,  by 
Uifler  King  at  Arms ;  but  what  his  entertainment  was  ellewhere,  we  (hall  have 
occafion  to  take  notice  of  hereafter. 
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The  Peace  thus  concluded,  we  were  dcfiious  to  lofe  no  time  that  might  be 
imployed  towards  the  making  of  it  ufeful  to  his  Majcftic,  lading  in  it  felf,  and 
happy  to  all  his  Majcllic's  lUbjeds,  that  would  yield  obedience  to  it.  And 
therctbre  being  thereunto  carneftly  and  often  invited,  as  well  by  thofe  that 
had  formerly  cxercifcd  rule  over  your  parry,  as  by  many  others  no  lefs  intereft- 
ed  in  the  good  of  their  Country,  we  took  our  journey  to  Kilkeiiny-,  where  wc 
were  received  with  many  exprellionsof  joy  in  the  people,  and  with  the  rclpcd 
due  to  his  iViajellie's  Lieutenant.  As  on  the  other  part  we  refer  it  to  Inch,  as 
then  upon  fevcral  occafions  attended  us,  and  arc  (we  believe)  now  there,  to 
declare  how  unotFenfively  we  marched  through  the  Country  thither,  how  freely 
without  the  leall  diftruit  we  put  our  felves  into  that  city,  without  dilplacing 
any  one  of  the  guards  formerly  there,  or  drawing  in  any  of  our  own  guards; 
but  a  few  firelocks,  and  thofe  in  llich  a  manner,  and  fo  lodged,  as  argued  our 
confidence  in  the  garrifon  foldiers  and  citizens.  And  we  refer  it  to  thofe  of  the 
CommilTioncrs  to  declare  how  ftridly  we  tied  ourfclf  to  the  obibrvance  of  all, 
and  particularly  of  that  part  of  the  Articles  of  Peace  reftraining  us  from  afting 
in  fome  things  without  the  advice  and  confent  of  a  certain  number  of  them  j 
and  all  this  in  a  time,  when  it  was  well  known  to  us  by  publick  prints  and 
other  certain  intelligence,  that  all  induftry  was  ufed  to  render  the  Peace,  out' 
felf,  and  all  that  did,  or  Ihould,  adhere  to  us,  odious  and  fufpefted  to  the  peo- 
ple ;  and  when  we  knew  that  the  King  at  Arms  was  not  luffered  to  do  his 
office  in  proclaiming  the  Peace  at  Clonmelly  and  that  at  Limerick^  in  the  exe- 
cution of  his  dury,  with  the  King's  coat  of  arms  upon  him,  accompanied  with 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  the  bcft  of  the  citizens  according  to  their  duty 
in  their  gowns  with  all  the  enfigns  of  magirtracy  and  authority,  both  he  and 
they  were  violently  aflaulted  by  a  tumultous  rabble  inftigated  by  a  Frier,  and 
led  by  one  "Dominick  Fanning  an  infamous  incendiary,  the  known  robber  and 
barbarous  butcher  of  divers  innocent  perfons  in  the  beginning  of  thefe  trou- 
bles ;  in  which  tumult  what  unheard  of  outrage  was  committed  upon  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  Herald  and  Purfuivant,  and  upon  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  even  to  the 
tearing  from  them  the  badges  of  their  offices  and  authority,  and  the  wound- 
ing of  their  perfons  almoft  to  death,  is  too  well  known  to  many  of  thofe  now 
aflembled  there.  But  that  which  ftruck  us  with  deepeft  amazement,  and  would 
have  deterred  us  from  farther  profecution  of  the  fettlement  we  defire  to  efta- 
blifh  in  this  Kingdom,  if  any  difcouragement  or  appearing  danger  could  have 
done  it,  was  that  the  lawful  Mayor  and  other  officers  affifting  him  in  the  loyal 
difcharge  of  his  duty  were  difplaced,  and  Fanning^  who  to  all  his  former  villanies, 
had  added  the  breach  of  the  Law  of  Nations,  was  not  only  placed  in  his  room 
as  Mayor ;  but  by  letters  either  immediately  from,  or  in  the  name  of  the  Nun- 
cio (a  copy  wliereof  we  have  feen)  was  thanked  for  what  he  had  done,  encou- 
raged to  go  on,  and  had  the  Apoftolical  Benediftion  imparted  to  him  for  having 
committed  fuch  an  outrage  upon  the  privileged  perfon  of  a  Herald  that  came 
to  proclaim  Peace,  as  all  the  Nations  of  the  earth  that  pretend  to  civility  muft 
abhor,  if  he  had  been  fent  to  denounce  War.  Notwithftanding  all  which,  and 
that  we  were  rcfufed  admittance  into  Clonmell,  near  whereunto  a  party  of  horfe 
were  gathered  under  the  command  of  '•Tiers  Fitz  Gerald  (as  was  faid)  to  hin- 
der our  advancing  further  into  the  Country  5  and  that  we  were  further  informed 
that  O'lzien  O  Neile  (of  whom,  by  his  own  frequent  and  voluntary  promifes 
remaining  with  us  under  his  hand,  we  had  caufe  to  expeft  better  dealing)  lead- 
ing an  Array  of  Ulfter  men,  was  invited  and  drawn  towards  Kilkenny  to  hin- 
der our  retreat,  and  cut  off  the  guards  we  had  brought  with  us :  Yet  we  held 
on  our  refolution,  through  all  hazards,  to  endeavour  the  fettlement  of  a  Peace, 
wherein  we  had  fo  long  laboured  for  the  King's  fervice,  and  the  good  of  his 
Kingdom.  And  to  let  the  world  fee  we  had  left  nothing  undone  that  could  be 
expected  from  us  in  order  thereunto,  we  advanced  towards  Cajhelh   but  being 
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in  our  way  thither,  \vc  were  met  with  a  letter  from  the  Mayor  of  that  city, 
declaring  the  approach  of  O  Neiles  Army,  and  the  terrible  threats  given  out 
againft  that  city,  in  cafe  they  admitted  of  our  coming  thither. 

Then  indeed  conceiving  that  we  had  given  ilifficicnt  proof  of  our  earncfl:  de- 
lire  to  unite  and  ftrcngthen  this  whole  Nation  under  obedience  to  his  Majcftie, 
and  finding  that  thole  well  inclined  to  that  happy  union  were  over-awed  by 
the  power  and  praftice  of  thofe,  that  for  particular  ends  fomented  the  divifion, 
who  had  fo  contrived  the  matter,  that  thole  of  the  foldicrs  that  were  well  in- 
clined, were  in  fmall  and  fcattered  parties  far  afunder,  and  the  means  of  their 
gathering  together  obftrudled  by  the  undue  application  of  fpiritual  ccnfurcs  againft 
fuch  coUeftors  or  receivers,  as  lliould  pay  money  by  vcrtuc  of  warrants,  tho' 
ilTuing  from  fuch,  as  not  only  by  the  Articles  of  Peace,  but  by  Ads  of  Allem- 
bly,  were  authorized  in  that  behalf;  to  both  which  the  Clergy,  from  whom 
thofe  cenfurcs  proceeded,  were  parties  and  confcnting  ;  and  confidcring  at  how 
unfafe  a  diflancc,  both  for  us  and  them,  we  were  from  our  foote,  we  rcfolvcd 
to  retreat  to  them,  and  with  them  to  fome  place,  from  whence  we  might 
more  fecurely  hearken  after  the  appeafing  of  thefe  florms,  which  being  raifed 
to  fuch  a  degree  of  violence  upon  no  foundation  or  reafon,  we  foon  expected. 
But  when  we  came  near  Kilkenny,  where  not  many  days  before  we  had  been 
received  with  acclamations  of  joy,  we  found  the  cafe  fo  altered,  that  our  Icr- 
vants  (lent  thither  to  bring  thence  fome  trivial  neceflaries  belonging  to  us  and 
them,  unworthy  the  mentioning;  but  that  we  hear  ufe  hath  been  made  of  them 
by  *  fome  that  deemthemlelves  of  quality)  found  great  diligence  ufed  in  put- 
ting down  the  (till  then)  remaining  marks  of  our  firft  entertainment,  but  thereby 
ereding  to  thcmfelves  a  fhamefui  monument  of  their  own  inconflancy ;  our 
fervants  were  at  length  advifed  for  their  fafety  to  withdraw  themfelvcs  out  of 
the  town,  which  they  did ;  except  fome  few  that  could  not  for  fome  weeks 
after  get  away,  nor  with  fafety  fhew  themfelvcs  in  the  city  whilfl  they  were 
there.  This  ftrange  variety  of  incivilities,  and  our  own  willingncfs  to  give 
any  fhadow  of  juftice  to  them  by  being  burthenfome  to  the  Country,  where 
our  felf,  train  and  foldicrs  took  nothing  but  for  ready  money,  and  that  being 
cxhaufted,  we  relblved  quietly,  and  without  offence  to  any,  to  retire  to  'Dub- 
lin, to  try  if  our  total  remove  out  of  the  quarters  that  had  been  called  the 
Confederate  Cathoiicks,  might  not  give  a  flop  to  this  caufelefs  rage,  and  fome 
occafion  for  a  looking  back  to  what  was  paff ;  whereof,  when  we  came  to 
Dublin,  wc  conceived  fome  hopes  by  the  receipt  of  fome  letters  and  other 
papers,  from  Sir  Lucas  'Dillon  and  Dodor  Gerrald  Fennel,  in  fome  whereof 
it  was  advifed  that  no  ads  of  hoftility  fhould  be  committed  ;  whereof  we  pre- 
fently  took  hold,  and  by  our  anfwer  to  them,  defired  to  know  for  what  time 
that  Ceflation  fhould  be.  Which  anfwer  of  ours,  we  prcfume,  they  imparted 
to  thole  with  whom  they  then  negotiated;  but  that  motion  it  fcems  was  too 
much  inclining  to  a  reconciliation  to  be  long  lived,  as  is  evident  by  what  fol- 
lowed; namely,  an  eager  and  bloody  profecuting  of  a  War  hy  O  Neile's  Army 
in  the  Queen's  County,  the  taking  of  his  Majcifie's  forts  and  cafflcs,  and 
the  houles  of  fuch  his  Majeftie's  fubjeds  as  had  continually  given  obedience  to 
the  feveral  Ceflations,  and  chearfully  received  the  Peace,  and  that  not  without 
eminent  cruelty,  and  (as  is  faid)  breach  of  quarter  upon  the  pcrlon  and  family 
of  Major  John  Tiggott. 

Laftly,  to  complete  the  meafure  of  ingratitude,  perfidy,  and  difloyalty,  our 
remoter  quarters  were  deflroyed  by  the  northern  Army,  thofe  near  us  we  were 
forced  to  dcftroy  our  fclves  for  our  prcfcrvation;  and  then  this  city  was  be- 
lieged  by  two  ftrong  (but  we  muft  acknowledge  in  their  carriage,  and,  as  wc 
are  willing  to  believe  in  their  intentions)  very  differing,  Armies.     Wc  omit  to 
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mention  the  dcftrudlion  committed  by  this  means  on  the  quarters  formerly  af- 
iigncd  tiic  Confederates,  not  that  we  are  unfenfible  thereof,  but  believing  that 
there  are  fomc  there  that  are  too  much  concerned  therein  to  let  it  pafs  in  fi- 
Icnce,  wc  now  refer  it  to  all  that  (hall  hear  our  letter  read,  whether  there  can 
be  greater  trcalbn,  perfidy,  and  ingratitude  towards  his  Majeftic  and  his  ('ubje6l:s, 
than  they  are  guilty  of,  who  have  not  only  rejeded  a  Peace  thus  folemnly 
aiiadc  by  men  of  their  own  choofing  and  authorizing,  but  proiecuted  his  Ma- 
jeftie's  fervants  and  fubjeds ;  and  that  for  no  other  caufe  appearing,  than  for  la- 
bouring to  bring  peace  to  their  doors ;  whilft  others  that  are  fo  far  fiom  wiiTi- 
ing  them  peace,  that  they  hold  the  endeavours  of  fuch  as  do,  to  be  crimes  of 
a  high  nature,  and  that  do  not  lb  much  as  pretend  to  have  the  King's  autho- 
rity, but  aft  as  if  they  were  left  at  liberty  to  wafte  the  Country,  and  to  enrich 
themfclves  by  the  fpoiles  and  contributions  thereof. 

We  intend  not  here  to  prefcribe  by  what  ways  you  may  bed  vindicate  your 
felves ;  but  we  mutt  let  you  know,  that  without  an  eminent  refentment  in  you, 
and  fome  remarkable  figns  thereof,  (hewn  upon  the  wicked  contrivers,  and 
moft  adive  inftruments  in  this  unparallelled  breach  of  publick  faith,  we  fee  not 
how  mifunderftandings  (as  you  call  them)  can  be  cleared,  his  Majcftie  ferved 
by  you,  or  th.)t  you  can  ever  exped  to  be  treated  with  by  any;  but  fuch  as 
fliall  refolvc  to  be  no  further  obliged  by  their  undertakings  to  you,  than  may 
fuit  with  their  own  ends. 

We  have  employed  our  very  good  Lord,  the  Lord  Vifcount  Taafe,  and  Co- 
lonel John  Barry,  with  thefe  our  letters ;  to  whom  we  dcfire  that  full  cre- 
dence may  be  given,  in  what  they  fhall  deliver  as  from  us,  in  anfwer  to  the 
propofition  made  unto  us  in  your  faid  letter  of  the  15  th  of  this  month.  And 
fo  we  remain,  from  his  Majeftie's  caftle  oi 'Dublin  this  25  th  oi  January  164.6.

My  Lord, 

SINCE  my  fpeaking  with  Mr.  T>u  Moulin,  who  is  here  with  me  zt  Rofe, 
I  have  received  fome  fatisfadion  concernmg  the  proceedings  of  France  in 
relation  to  the  bufinefs  of  this  Kingdom ;  whatever  they  have  done,  having 
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been  through  mifiafonnation,  none  of  Mr.  'Da  Motdiris  oi*  niy  letters, 
fuice  our  firft  difpatch  by  his  fervant,  being  come  to  their  hands,  having  been 
all  ftopt  and  intercepted  by  the  /rz/Z?.  But  it  is  certain,  that  Bennet  and  Ibme 
late  dilpatches  are  fate  arrived ;  which  (I  make  no  queftion)  will  fct  all  things 
right  againft  I  come ;  and  1  undcrftand  from  Mr.  Vn  Moulin,  that  there  is  a 
proportion  of  fliips  ready  at  Rochelle  fufficient  to  tranfport  5000  men;  fo  that 
if  1  can  fettle  conditions  for  you  to  my  mind,  it  is  probable  that  all  things 
may  fall  out  very  feafonably. 

1  like  very  well  of  your  letter  to  Mr.  IDu  Moulin,  who  will  fend  you  a 
copy  of  your  engagement  and  mine,  which  it  behoves  us  to  perform  :  But  I 
continue  ftill  in  the  opinion,  that  you  ought  not  to  fend  over  the  regiment  as 
your  own,  till  you  hear  from  me  out  of  France,  which  (if  God  favour  us 
with  good  winds)  fhall  be  very  fuddainly.  In  the  mean  time,  I  humbly  be- 
feech  your  Excellence  co  continue  your  favour  and  care  to  Milo  and  his  myr- 
midons, to  whom  (if  I  have  any  credit  abroad)  I  (hall  fuddenly  fend  a  good 
fupply.  I  fliall  make  no  folcmn  proteftations  to  you  at  this  valedidlion,  flnce 
1  am  fure  you  believe,  and  know,  more  than  I  can  cxprefs,  of  the  faithfulnefs

N°.  DXXXVII.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

AFTER  three  days  and  three  nights  conteftation  with  rough  feas,  contrary 
winds,  and  a  leaking  (hip,  we  got  fafe  back  hither  the  laft  night ;  from 
whence  I  thought  fit  to  fend  this  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde,  to  provide  for 
the  comfort  of  hearing  again  from  him,  in  cafe  the  winds  hold  thus  any  time 
here ;  of  which  I  am  much  the  more  dcfirous,  in  regard  that  the  loth  of  March  is 
fo  near  at  hand,  being  in  great  impatience  that  that  day  were  over,  without  the 
Marqucis  of  Ormonde  his  hearing  from  the  Parliament,    that  he  might  thereby 
be  at  more  liberty.     Although  I  conceive  that  in  the  main  there  can  be  no  al- 
teration of  your  courfe;  only  this  I  think  neccflary  to  inculcate  unto  you,  that 
the  honour  and  fortune  abroad  of  your  felf,  and  all  that  refolve  to  run  your 
courfe,  depends  upon   your  prefcrving  the  power  to  tranfport  a  confiderablc 
body  of  men  to  the  fervice  of  a  foreign  Prince,  and  to  prefervc  that  power  fo 
long,  as  rpay  allow  me  time  to  fettle  your  conditions,  and    to  provide  money 
and  fliipping  for  your  tranfportation.    Upon  the  whole  matter,  my  opinion  is, 
that  if  the  Parliament  give  the  Marquefs  oi  Ormonde  his  conditions  in  the  reft, 
they  will  not  break  oflf  with  him  for  his  infifting  upon  this ;    and  he  cannot 
want   fai^-  and  juft  pretences  to  excufc  himfelf  from  coming  to  a  conclufioa 
with  them,  without  granting  him  that  condition;  which  in  my  judgment  he 
ought  to  value  above  all  the  others,  not  only  as  the  moft  honourable,  but  far 
more  profitable  to  him  than  if  they  Ihould   give  him  five  times  the  lum  they 
offered.     If   the  Parliament  will    not   give   the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde   con- 
ditions, then  I  conceive  your  courfe  muft  be  by  temporizing  with  the  Irijli, 
by  renewing  other  Treaties  with  the  Parliament  upon    lower  conditions;  in 
fine,  by  any  art   to  prolong    your  pofleffion  of  the  garrifons   and  forces  you 
have,  though  in   never  fo  mean  a  way  of  fubfiftence,    till  I  can  procure  you 
fhipping  and  money  for  the  faid  tranfportation ;  and  then  let  who  will  take  the 
carcafe  of  what  you  fhall  leave;  which  1  make  no  queftion  (if  God  favour  me 
with  a  quick  paflagc)  ftiail  be  at  the  farthcft  before  the  end  of  May.     For  in 
confidence  that  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  will  have  the  dexterity,  either  to  pro- 
cure the  conditions  from  the  Parliament  nccefl'ary  to  this  work,  or  elfc  to  pro- 
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long  his  own  command  there,  fo  as  to  do  it  without  their  leave,  I  will  not 
ftay  the  fending  back  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  enquire  how  things  ftand : 
But  having  made  the  contract  once  for  him  abroad,  1  will  endeavour  to  make 
the  fliips  for  his  tranfportacion  the  fpecdicft  advertifers  of  the  agreement  which 
I  fliall  have  made  for  him  ;  providing  for  fuch  intervening  accidents  that  might 
difable  him  from  the  performance  of  the  entire  undertaking,  by  giving  fecurity 
for  the  rcrtitution  of  the  money,  in  cafe  of  failure,  and  to  anfwcr  the  charge 
of  fending  fuch  a  great  proportion  of  fliipping  in  vain,  that  if  he  fail  of  per- 
forming the  whole,  at  leaft  to  a  very  large  degree,  they  fhall  have  returned 
them  with  their  (hipping  a  regiment  or  two  without  money  or  conditions, 
which  I  am  confident,  at  all  events,  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  cannot  want  the 
power  to  make  good. 

This  is  all  I  have  to  trouble  you  with  at  prefent.  God  fend  us  a  happy 
meeting.

N°.  DXXXIX.     The  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Lord  Digby. 
My  Lord, 

I  Am  glad  yoa  are  fafe  upon  this  fhore,  for  we  were  here  in  great  trouble 
for  you.  The  wind  is  now  fo  fair  out  oi  England ^  that  if  the  Parliament 
have  accepted  of  my  offer,  I  (hall  certainly  hear  from  them  by  the  time,  per- 
haps this  day.    Some  that  are  come  from  Holyhead,  report,  that  men  are  ready  at 
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Chefter  dcfigncd  for  this  place,  and  fhipping  flayed  to  tranfport  them ;  which 
is  a  iign  of  their  agreement  to  what  I  propofed.  I  fhall  do  what  I  fafely  can 
to  keep  my  felf  able  to  make  good  what  you  ihall  undertake  for  me  abroad, 
though  if  they  come  to  the  red  of  the  propofitions,  and  in  confidence  of  my 
engagement,  put  themfelves  again  to  the  charge  of  bringing  men  into  this 
harbour,  it  will  neither  be  fafe  nor  fair  (if  pofllble)  to  rcjeft:  them  till  another 
return  from  London,  even  in  cafe  they  fhould  come  fome  few  days  after  the 
time :  But  if  I  can  buy  their  confent  by  abating  ten  thoufand  pound  of  the 
money,  I  fhall  not  (lick  at  it,  fince  it  is  your  opinion.  Whatever  fhall  be 
the  event  of  this  propofition,  I  will  immediately  fend  you  notice  by  an  ex- 
prcfs  fevcral  ways  to  prevent  (if  it  may  be)  the  damage  and  dilhonour  of  fail- 
ing after  being  engaged,  or  to  acquaint  you  with  the  pofllbility  of  going 
through.  In  the  mean  time,  I  doubt  not  but  you  will  husband  our  reputation 
and  money  (in  the  latter  whereof  many  miferable  people  are  concerned)  the 
beft  you  can.  If  I  fhould  ftick  at  the  train,  I  know  not  whether  nor  how  to 
convey  it  away,  his  Majeftie  having  no  place  left  to  receive  it;  and  it  being 
an  unreafonable  propofition  to  carry  it  to  any  foreign  Prince.  The  Commif- 
fioners  were  gone  hence  before  I  received  your  letter;  their  verbal  propofitions 
for  an  accommodation  were  more  unreafonable  than  thofe  they  made  for  a 
Peace,  yet  I  hold  them  on,  and  iliall  do  as  long  as  1  can.     I  reft,  ^c.

My  Lord  of  Ormonde, 

I  Am  much  troubled  at  the  extream  difficulties,  which  I  find  by  Bennefs  re- 
lation, that  you  labour  under;  yet  fhall  not  defpair  of  a  good  conclufion, 
whilft  you  are  at  the  helm ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  it  is  vifible,  that  the  intcrcft, 
as  well  as  the  duty  of  thofe  you  are  to  deal  with,  is  to  unite  themfelves  under 
the  King's  obedience,  otherwife  they  mufl:  quickly  become  a  prey  to  their  ir- 
reconcileablc  enemies.  What  is  in  my  power  to  contribute  to  a  Peace  with 
them,  you  will  receive  by  this  bearer  Winter  Grant,  (to  whom  I  dcfire  you  to 
give  full  credit)  and  though  at  this  diftance  and  ill  light  we  ftand  in,  I  fliall 
not  take  upon  me  the  judgment  of  the  Irjp  bufinefs  fimply  confidered ,  but 
fhall  wholly  refer  it  to  you  upon  the  place  :  Yet  I  may  tell  you,  that  it  is  very- 
evident  to  me,  that  a  Peace  there  is  abfolutely  neceffary  to  the  King's  affaires  in 
his  other  Kingdoms;  and  for  your  better  encouragement  therein,  I  engage  my 
felf  to  you,  that  whatfoever  you  fhall  undertake  for  or  concerning  me,  in  any 
publick  Treaty  or  otherwife,  and  what  you  fhall  further  advile  me  to  in  order 
to,  or  upon  after  the  conclufion  of  a  Peace  with  all  or  any  of  the  7r//7j 

Nation,  ftall  be  pundually  and  fully  made  good  by  me.  When  I  have  f aid  this, 
and  told  you  (with  much  fadnefs  of  heart,  that  the  King  is  avowedly  under  re- 
(Iraint ;  and  when  I  have  named  to  you  the  late  fevere  votes  at  Edinburgh., 
and  the  confequences  thereof,  which  we  may  juftly  apprehend  in  England,  I 
am  mofl  confident  you  will  employ  all  your  endeavours  to  the  fpeedy  conclu- 
fion of  fuch  a  Peace  with  the  /r//L,  as  may  give  me  the  means  cffeftually  to  ex- 
prcfs  my  piety  and  duty  to  my  Father,  and  the  jufl  refentments  I  have  of  what 
the  King  fufFers. 

The  Lord  Jermins  letter  to  you,  (written  by  command)  and  this  bearer's  in- 
ftruftions,  will  convey  to  you  fome  other  particulars  of  importance.  All  I  ihall 
now  add  is,  the  full  aflurance  that  I  am,  and  ever  will  be,  moft  affedionatcly  and

Noble  Sir, 

I  Am  now  advanced  thus  far  on  my  way  home,  after  my  accuftomcd  Jong 
fruitlcfs  attendance  upon  the  publick  affaires  5  being  iiopeful  that  in  all  this 
time  Ibme  good  cffeds  would  have  been  produced  out  of  the  forward,  and 
cheaiful  refolutions  and  endeavours  oblerved  in  you  and  many  other  noble  per- 
Ibns,  upon  your  departure  from  hence,  and  the  good  concurrence  that  was  ex- 
pcded  from  many  others  well-affeded  to  a  happy  and  fpeedy  fcttlement.  But 
after  nine  weeks  expeftation,  there  hath  nothing  occurred  to  my  knowledge, 
but  the  following  particulars,  which  1  Ihall  diftinftly  let  down,  both  to  prevent 
mirtakcs  in  you,  and  clear  the  afperflons  that  may  be  call  upon  others. 

1.  By  vote  of  the  Aflembly,  the  total  rejedion  of  the  Peace,  and  of  all  other 
both  publick  and  private  overtures  and  undertakings  that  had  relation  thereto, 
dertroying  the  only  pofiiblc  means  that  could  have  united  the  Kingdom  unto 
any  hopeful  way  of  prefervation,  as  affaires  now  ftand  in  the  King's  Domi- 
nions. 

2.  A  new  union  fworn,  grounded  upon  impofllblc  undertakings,  if  not  in 
the  propofitions  themlclvcs,  at  leaft  in  the  molf  material  circumftances  of  fe- 
curing  them  :  thereby  excluding  all  hopes  of  Peace,  and  fettling  and  confirm- 
ing a  lading  divided  Government. 

3.  That  being  compaffed,  for  fome  feeming  fatlsfadion  to  thofe  that  were 
drawn  into  it,  a  plaufible  fhew  of  fome  other  accommodation  was  contrived; 
but  that  being  brought  up  to  T>ublin  by  Dodlor  Fennel  and  Mr.  Geffery  Barony 
with  much  allurance  given  by  divers,  of  all  the  fatisfaftion  that  fuch  a  change 
of  refolutions  could  produce,  there  appeared  but  a  verbal  meffage  of  fome  few 
general  heads,  they  refufmg  to  give  it  in  writing,  or  to  teftify  under  their 
hands,  what  they  acknowledged  my  Lord  Lieutenant  took  verbatim  from  them ;. 
neither  would  they  affume  any  power  to  make  any  particular  explanations,  and 
yet  refolutions  earneftly  demanded  with  expedition. 

This  unexpeded  delay  and  continued  uncertainty  in  fuch  a  nick  of  time,  af- 
ter fo  many  former  breaches  on  your  parts,  and  fo  many  warnings,  and  true 
intelligence  given  you  by  others,  of  the  King's  being  delivered  up  to  the  Par- 
liament, the  vaft  preparations  by  them  made  for  reducing  this  Kingdom,  and 
even  thofe  moft  faithful  to  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in  England,  as  forward  as  any 
to  join  therein,  finding  themfelves  deftroyed  by  the  failing  of  the  Peace  here, 
and  the  promifed  afliftance  thereupon  ;  your  not  long  fince  invading  and  de- 
ftroying  the  only  remaining  party  obedient  to  the  King's  authority,  the  fmall 
regard  had  by  you  of  the  approaching  dangers,  and  the  divifions  fomented  and 
(till  increaflng  among  your  felves,  did  by  an  unavoidable  neccflity  (as  1  con- 
ceive) beget  a  refolution  in  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  thofe  of  his  party  about 
Dublin,  to  try  fome  other  expedient  for  their  prefervation  and  redemption 
out  of  the  languiihing  ftarving  condition  they  have  thefe  many  years  with  much 
patience  indured.  And  for  my  own  part,  having  long  oblerved  the  high  af- 
fronts and  difrefpeds  put  upon  my  Lord  Lieutenant  and  many  other  of  his  Ma- 
jeftie's Minifters  and  fervants,  and  the  largeft  proportion  of  malice  caft  upon 
them,  when  they  were  moft  induftrious  in  the  prefervation  of  the  Kingdom, 
hath  produced  the  like  refolutions  in  me  to  try  my  fortune  in  fome  other  cli- 
mate ;  lince  my  three  years  conftant  expence  of  time,  health,  and  fortune,  for 
the  advantage  of  the  publick,  hath  gained  no  other  recompence,  than  to  be 
printed  againft  by  declarations,  books,  and  feveral  other  papers ;  the  forces  of 
other  Provinces  poured  down  upon  me  to  deftroy  my  whole  eftate,  thofe  for- 
ces . 
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ces  under  my  command  thereby  inforccd  to  disband,  the  Officers  and  all  other 
of  my  fervants  and  followers  profecutcd,  and  nothing  of  means  or  quarter  left 
me  to  maintain  a  guard  of  horfe  for  my  own  perfon,  my  Wife,  and  family 
readily  permitted  to  repair  to  Dublin,  but  no  allowance  to  return.  All  which 
particulars  put  together,  I  leave  it  freely  to  you  to  judge,  whether  it  be  not 
high  time  for  me  to  depart,  when  the  voice  of  the  Kingdom,  reprcfentcd  in 
the  Affembly,  have,  by  a  clear  implication  of  their  fafe-conduft,  declared  their 
defircs  therein. 

Since  my  coming  hither,  I  have  feen  fome  letters,  and  find  much  confidence 
in  many,  that  the  whole  Aflcmbly  and  Clergy  are  now  united  to  put  a  full 
power  into  my  Lord  Lieutenant's  hands,  and  to  make  provifion  for  his  Lord- 
fhip  and  his  party,  both  for  fubfiftence  and  maintenance  of  a  war ;  to  which 
I  may  not  prefume  to  frame  any  judgment  at  fo  late  an  hour  of  the  day  :  But 
this  (I  conceive)  is  moft  certain,  that  if  it  doth  not  appear  fuddcnly,  unani- 
moufly,  and  clearly,  with  a  full  power  and  truft,  and  apparent  provifion  to 
make  it  good,  it  will  hardly  be  relied  upon ;  and  that  failing,  there  remains 
nothing  for  me  to  do,  but  in  another  Country  to  labour  the  pcrfcdion  of 
praying,  as  well  for  my  perfecutors  as  benefaftors ;  amongft  the  laft  of  which 
you  ihall  be  ftill  acknowledged  and  remember'd  by

My  Lord, 

YEfterday,  the  wind  being  fair,  we  fet  fail  again  from  Taffage  -,  but  before 
we  could  get  paft  'Duncannon,  it  turned,  and  drove  us  back  again ;  for 
which  I  give  God  thanks,  as  difpofing  all  for  the  beft.  Por  this  morning  there 
came  into  Taffage  Mr.  de  la  Moniere,  and  Mr.  du  Talon,  a   perfon  of  much 
confideration  and  employment,  with  three  frigats  of  war,  and  two  of  burthen, 
able  to  tranfport  near  a  thoufand  men  apiece.     Their  pretence  is  to  carry  over 
men,  which  they  exped  from  the  Confederate  Catholicks;  but  their  real  and 
prime  errand  was  to  me,  upon  the  bufinefs  of  B,  and  to  you  for  the  thoufand 
men ;  for  which  you  are  engaged  to  the  French  Agent.     For  the  firft,  I  Ihall 
give  them  good  fatisfadion   in  it ;  and  for  the  other,  fince  they  arc  come  fo 
feafonable,  I  doubt  not  but  you  will,  in  cafe  it  fhall  upon  our  farther  difcourfc 
be  infilled'  upon.     But  I  have  fo  filled  and  poflefled  them  with  the  propofition 
of  fo  much  greater  a  fervice  in  the  5000  men  which  I  have  power  to  conclude 
on  for  you,  that  1  believe,  if  we  can   fettle  that,  they  will  be  willing  to  let 
the  lefl'er  engagement   be  fwallowed  with  the  greater.     They  afllire  me,  that 
they  have  both  money  and  powers  to  go  through  with  whatever  1  Ihall  under- 
take to  thenij  and  the  Cardinal  hath  written  unto  me  very  full  credentials, 
and  I  find  that  both  the  EngliJIo  Court  in  France  and  the  French  arc  very  jull 
unto  you  and  me  concerning  all  the  affaires  of  Ireland;  only  I  find  this  alio, 
that  the  French  ftand  in  fuch  need  of  men  for  this  year's  campaign,  that  to  pur- 
chafe  a   moderate  fupply  of  them,  they  will   be  content  to  flatter  even  thofc 
that  they  contemn  moft,  even  the  Confederate  Catholicks  themfclves ;  which 
makes  me   the  more  aflured  of  fettling  for  you  (if  you  but  go  through  with 
the  undertaking)  moft  honourable  conditions.     Upon  the  whole  matter,  my 
opinion  is,  that  if  you  have  prevailed  fo  far  with  the  Parliament,  as  to  be  al- 
lowed  the  liberty  of  tranfporting  the  men  dcfigned,  with  an  aflignmcnt  of 
time  and  place  fufficient  to  go  thro'  with  it,  after  my  contrafting  for  you,  that 
then  you  Ihould  for  the  prcfcnt  fend  only  away  the  thoufand  men  promifcd  as 

i  a  rcgi- 
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a  regiment  of  your  own,  and  as  an  earneft  of  your  further  intentions ;  defer- 
ring your  further  levies  and  tranfportation  till  I  have  fettled  your  conditions 
to  my  mind ;  of  which  you  will  be  fure  (if  the  wind  be  not  very  obftinatcly 
contrary)  to  have  a  fuddain  account,  fince  1  fhall  in  that  cafe  take  along  with 
mc  one  of  thefc  frigats  to  difpatch  back  immediately  unto  you.  But  in  cafe 
you  are  not  fure  of  obtaining  the  permiflion  defired  from  the  Parliament,  my 
opinion  then  is,  that  you  ought  without  leave  to  take  this  opportunity  of  tran- 
rporting  your  fclf  and  your  Army  into  France,  relying  upon  the  conditions 
which  the  cfteem  of  your  perfon  and  the  eminence  of  the  fcrvice  will  procure 
us ;  and  I  make  no  queftion  but,  with  the  ftore  of  money  now  brought  over, 
there  fhall  be  fliipping  enough  hired,  with  thofe  that  are  here  already,  to  tran- 
fport  at  Icaft  4000  men.  For  which  alfo  it  is  underftood,  that  you  fhould  receive 
inftantly  the  levy  money.  I  bcfeech  you  haften  back  unto  me  the  certainty 
of  your  condition  with  the  Parliament,  and  of  your  refolutions  upon  what  I 
here  propofe,  being  refolved,  upon  the  receipt  of  your  anfwer,  (if  you  have 
time  allowed)  to  haften  my  felf  away ;  but  if  the  fecond  courfe,  then  to  wait 
upon  you  over  into  France  with  thefe  fhips,  together  with  the  reft  which  we 
fliall  provide.     I  reft,  &c.

I  befecch  your  Excellency,  that  the  cnclofed  to  Lord  Clanricarde  may  be 
delivered,  if  he  be  there,  and  an  anfwer  rcturn'd  by  this  bearer :  If  not,  that 
it  may  be  haften'd  by  an  exprefs  into  Connaght. 

The  train  of  artillery  I  writ  to  you  of  formerly,  will  certainly  much  heigh- 
ten the  fervice ,  and  I  fee  not  why  you  fhould  be  more  fcrupulous  of  carry- 
ing it  into  France,  than  of  leaving  it  to  villains  which  ufe  our  Mafter  as  they 
do :  Befides,  I  will  be  fure  (if  you  fhall  think  it  neceffary)  to  fend  you  a  com- 
mand for  the  doing  it.  My  Lord  Cajilehaven  defires  you  to  favour  him  with 
your  beft  direftions  in  the  way  of  levies  for  himfelf :  To  which  end,  if  he 
himfelf,  upon  the  return  of  your  anfwer  to  me,  find  it  fitteft  to  go  over  into 
FrancC)  he  will  leave  his  Brother  Mervin  Touchet  to  take  care  of  them.

Majeftie  is  or  will  be  informed  in  the  general,  that  the  perfidy  of  the 
Iripo,  meeting  with  all  the  extremities  wherein  any  people  can  be  imagined  to 
be,  hath  forced  us  to  a  fecond  application  to  the  Parliament.  To  thofe  letters 
I  fliall  add  thefe  particulars.  That  the  Treaty  which  was  on  foote  betwixt  my 
Lord  Clanricarde,  Prefton,  and  others,  when  my  Lord  T)igby's  letters  of  the 
3d,  and  mine  of  the  2d  of  'December  laft  were  written,  was,  by  thofe  that  go- 
verned the  negotiation  on  'Prejion's  part,  intended  under  countenance  of  a  fub- 
iniflion  to  the  Peace  to  poffefs  themfelves  of  this  place,  which  they  found  they 
were  not  able  to  become  mafters  of  by  force ;  which  is  evident  by  Prejion's 
and  his  party's  (hameful  falling  off  from  the  agreement,  notwithfianding  the 
folemnity  of  it  and  of  the  oaths  they  gave  to  ftand  to  it ;  and  by  the  difcovery  fince 
made,  that  the  Treaty  was  managed  with  the  knowledge,  and  by  the  direction 
of  the  Nuncio,  who  hoped  that  way  (fince  otherwife  he  could  not)  to  compafs 
his  declared  ends  of  rooting  out  of  this  Kingdom  all  fuch  as  profefs  the  Pro- 
teftant  Religion,  how  faithful  foever  to  your  Majeftie ;  or  if  he  failed  of  that, 
yet  by  the  Treaty  he  hoped  with  lefs  dilhonour  and  danger  to  draw  off  the 
forces  he  had  brought  againft  this  place,    and  could  no  longer  hold  together ; 

7  A  and 
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and  to  occafion  the  difmifs  of  the  Parliament  Commiflioners  and  forces  then 
here.     In  this  latter  he  fucceeded,  leaving  our  quarters  deftroyed. 

When  the  ikge  (as  they  called  it)  was  railed,  1  marched  forth,  invited  by  the 
agreement  made  with  'Prefion,  and  by  letters  under  his  own  hand  ;  whereby 
I  was  promifed  a  conjundtion  of  his  forces  with  mine.  But  when  I  was  within 
two  days  march,  or  lefs,  of  the  place  afligned  for  the  conjunction,  I  met  with 
a  letter  from  'Prefton,  intimating  that  his  officers  were  fallen  from  him  to  the 
Nuncio's  party,  and  advifing  me  to  proceed  no  further  ;  which  failure  of  theirs 
(unexpected  by  many,  though  feared  by  me,  as  your  Majeftie  faw  by  my  letter 
of  the  2d  of  T>ecember)  conftraincd  me  to  march  into  their  quarters  for  the 
fupport  of  your  Army ;  where  I  fufFered  no  aft  of  hoftility  to  be  committed ; 
but  on  the  contrary,  treated  the  inhabitants  with  all  poffible  kindnefs,  in  hopes 
that  the  Affembly,  then  foon  to  meet  at  Kilkenny^  would  refleft  upon  what 
had  paflcd,  in  difhonour  to  them,  by  violation  of  their  publick  faith ;  and  upon 
their  own  fafety,  vifibly  confifting  in  their  fubmitting  and  fupporting  of  your 
Majeftic's  authority,  as  I  was  promifed  by  divers  men  of  quality,  and  (I  believe) 
well  affecbed,  they  would  endeavour.  Whereof,  I  attended  the  fuccefs  from 
the  loth  of  'January,  the  day  of  the  Kilkenny  meeting,  till  the  6th  of  Fe- 
bruary, the  date  of  my  difpatch  to  the  Parliament;  and  had  longer  expected, 
but  that,  in  place  of  any  figns  of  compliance  with  your  Majeftie,  or  fubmiflioa 
to  the  Peace,  the  rejeftors  and  makers  thereof,  were  by  one  and  the  fame  in- 
ftrument,  declared  to  have  well  difcharged  themfelves  in  both  j  and  the  Peace 
difclaimed  by  the  Aflembly. 

What  further  expectation  there  could  be  of  doing  good  to  your  fervice  by 
means  of  the  Irifi,  your  Majeftie  will  judge ;  and  how  impoilible  it  was  foe 
us,  in  the  diftrefled  condition  we  were  in,  longer  to  hold  thefe  places  for  your 
Majeftie,  1  doubt  not  but  my  Lord  'Digby's  letters  and  mine  have  made  fuf- 
ficiently  apparent.  As  alfo  how  much  better  it  is,  in  all  probability,  for  Re- 
ligion, your  Crown,  and  faithful  fervants  here,  that  thefe  places  be  given  up 
to  the  Parliament,  rather  than  to  the  IriPi  Rebels.  Much  more  might  be 
faid  to  fhew  your  Majeftie,  that  this  courfe  is  not  taken,  but  at  the  laft  extre- 
mity ;  when  all  means  and  hopes  of  fubfifting  of  our  felves,  or  of  procuring 
afllftance  elfewhere,  have  been  attempted  and  have  failed  us.  Nor  have  I  re- 
ceived any  commands  from  the  Queen  or  Prince  fmce  Auguft  laft,  and  then 
not  any  hopes  of  relief  for  this  place.  So  that  I  humbly  hope  your  Majeftie 
will  gracioufly  receive  my  unfortunate  endeavours  in  your  fervice,  aftbrd  your 
approbation  to  what  invincible  neceflity  hath  forced  me  unto ;  and  your  belief 
of  my  being  to  the  end,  and  wherever  I  ftiall  go,

My  Lordy 

MY  condition  with  the  Parliament  ftands  thus.  On  the  9th  of  this  month, 
I  received  letters  from  their  Committee  intrufted  with  this  affair,  inti- 
mating that  my  offer  was  accepted;  and  on  the  loth  here  arrived  two  officers 
from  them,  propofing,  that  in  regard  it  was  i.o  late  before  they  received  my 

3  offer. 
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offer,  that  they  could  not  ferld  tnen  to  receive  and  fccure  thcfc  places,  thc;^ 
were  content  to  give  mc  the  command  of  their  men,  ammunition,  and  provi- 
iions  already  in  Lecale,  for  the  defence  of  them,  till  they  could  fend  mores 
upon  condition  I  would  deliver  hoftages  for  performance  of  what  1  had  under- 
taken. To  this  r  was  conftrained  to  conlent,  and  have  received  ammunition 
and  provifions  from  them ;  and  on  the  i6th  of  this  month,  fent  in  hoftages  the 
Earl  of  RofcofmHS7i,  Colonel  Chkhejler,  Sir  James  Ware,  and  my  fecond  Son. 
<,  To  my  propofition  of  having  leave  to  tranlport  men,  I  had  no  return;  but 
"by  my  Lord  of  Rofcommon  I  haa'e  renewed  the  motion,  and  made  it  dircdlly 
to  the  Parliament,  giving  him  power  (if  need  be)  to  abate  of  the  money  I 
am  to  receive,  the  fmn  I  write  to  you  of.  By  this  your  Lordfhip  may  judge 
of  the  certainty  or  uncertainty  of  my  tranfporting  of  men  with  their  leave, 
and  of  the  impoflibility  of  doing  it  without  their  leave;  unlefs  I  will  be- 
tray my  hoftages.  For  the  looo  undertaken  for  by  your  Lordlhip  and  me, 
I  will  do  all  that  lies  in  my  power  to  fend  them ;  and  am  fure  to  fuccecd,  if 
they  will  fend  mc  but  half  the  levy  money  they  give  to  others;  which  I  will 
ftand  engaged  to  repay  them,  if  you  cannot  fave  it  me ;  and  in  cafe  they  have 
leave  from  the  Parliament  (for  without  that,  it  is  a  queftion,  whether  they  will 
be  fuffered  to  pafs,  there  being  here  three  Parliament  (hips,  and  more  daily  to 
be  looked  for)  or  if  they  can  get  leave  from  the  /ri/Z?,  that  the  men  of  what 
party  or  condition  foever,  may  march  through  their  quarters,  and  imbark  where 
the  {hips  are;  and  laftly,  if  they  fend  before  thefe  places  be  given  up.  I  fend 
your  Lordlhip  a  copy  of  my  laft  letter  to  the  King,  and  the  propofitions  made 
for  accommodation ;  both  w^iich  by  your  wifdom  and  friendihip  will  conduce 
to  my  juftification  in  France.

I  am  now  upon  removal  of  my  family  to  Loghreagh,  and  from  thence  to 
Terrellan,  with  a  purpofe  to  take  fliipping  about  Gallway ;  being  yet  limited 
to  the  15  th  of  May  :  But  have  fent  to  Kilkenny  to  inlarge  my  fafe  condudi  a 
fortnight  longer,  but  preparing  for  the  firft ;  and  if  your  Excellence  procures 
me  any  pafs  or  certificate  of  my  being  included  in  your  lift,  I  humbly  defire 
there  may  be  two,  in  regard  fome  coach  hor fes  and  other  goods  goes  in  another 
veflel,  befides  my  own. 

I  fend  your  Excellence  the  copy  of  her  Majeftie's  letter  to  mc,  being  all  that 
I  know  of  Mr.  Grant's  employment,  though  I  have  received  letters  from  my

I  Have  kept  this  bearer  here  till  now,  and  would  longer,  but  for  fear  your 
Lordfhip  fliould  apprehend  it  any  remiflhefs  in  me.  This  laft  cafterly  wind 
hath  brought  little  news,  but  of  Commiflioners  at  the  water  fide  to  come  to 
receive  thefe  places  j  by  whom  I  am  aflured,  that  they  are  furnifhcd  with  power 
and  inftruftions  to  perform  whatever  hath  been  undertaken  to  me  and  thofe 
for  whom  I  conditioned  in  the  name  of  the  Parliament :  And  further,  they 
affure  me,  they  will  be  here  within  a  few  days.  His  Majeftic  is  well  at  Holmbyj 
where  he  hath  liberty  of  diverting  himfelf  with  the  fports  of  the  feafon  ; 
amongft  which  they  accompt  writing  or  reading  of  letters  (unlefs  to  or  from 
the  Parliament)  to  be  none,  for  of  that  recreation  he  is  debarred. 

The  differences  betwixt  the  Presbyterians  and  Independents  are  faid  to  be 
high,  but  the  latter  are  acknowledged  the  weaker.  Men  have  long  fed  them- 
felves  with  hopes  of  advantage  to  his  Majeftie  out  of  thefe  differences.  I  for 
my  part  think  their  animofities  but  fuch  a  trick  as  the  'Dutchman's  is,  who 
cheats  air  the  world  by  bargaining  when  he  is  drunk.  This  is  all  1  know  of 
England. 

For  things  here,  your  Lorddiip  will  pleafe  to  obferve,  that  as  foon  as  Winter 
Grant  arrived  here,  with  powers  from  the  Queen  and  Prince  of  Wales  to  re- 
new motions  of  Peace  or  Accommodation,  (the  phrafe  in  the  laft  edition)  the 
Confederates  not  only  refufed  to  continue  the  Ceflation,  then  on  foot,  for 
three  weeks  longer;  but  to  be  fure,  before  Mr.  Grant  was  warm  at  Kilkenny t 
upon  his  return  from  hence,  they  befieged  Catherlogh,  and  are  ftill  laying  at  it, 
though  I  hope  to  fmall  purpofe.  I  fhould  have  told  you,  that  to  procure  this 
Ceffation,  1  offered  to  oblige  my  felf  to  receive  no  Parliament  forces  during 
that  time;  a  motion  of  their  own  making.  So  that  your  Lordfhip  fees,  what- 
ever the  event  of  Mr.  Grant's  negotiation  might  have  been,  they  on  their 
parts  were  refolved.  Evidently  their  aim  hath  been  to  dcftroy  me,  if  they 
could ;  if  not,  to  force  me  out  of  the  Kingdom,  and  all  other  good  fubjedts 
with  me,  that  fo  they  might  deal  with  their  matches.

SIR, 

I  Have  been  perfwaded  by  my  Lord  'T>igby  (yet  not  without  more  of  difputc 
than  hath  ever  arifen  betwixt  us)  to  return  thefe  anfwers  to  the  firft  and 
later  overtures  fent  from  Kilkenny ;  and  as  I  have  fubmitted  to  his  judgment 
in  fending  any  at  all,  fo  he  hath  fatisfied  himfelf  for  the  prefent  with  thefc. 
I  fhall  not  now  queftion  what  it  is  that  hath  procured  thele  addreffes  from 
them  to  me,  befides  your  induftry ;  nor  trouble  my  felf  or  you  by  manifeft- 
ing,  that  the  treachery  and  difloyal  afFeftions  of  the  then  prevailing  party  in 
their  Councils  and  anions,  have  (not  by  confequence  only,  but  direftly)  forced 
me  to  my  application  to  the  Parliament,  and  out  of  the  Kingdom,  if  1  do  go; 
which  no  feigned  offers  of  theirs  now  made  (as  may  be  juftly  fufpedted)  to  the 
fame,  or  fome  other  vile  end  can  ever  clear  them  of.  I  have  of  purpofe 
forborn  to  fign  to  this  anfwer,  becaufe  their  overtures  by  Fennel  and  Baron 
were  not  figned  by  any  in  authority  with  them,  judging  it  unreafonable  that 
they  fhould  have  authentick  anfwers  to  overtures  that  are  not  fo.

My  Lord, 

IObferve  that  the  Commillioners  powers  and  inftruflions  contained  in  the 
paper  you  fent  me  are  of  a  very  old  date ;  and  I  think  it  very  probable 
that,  however  they  may  fhcw  you  only  this  at  fitft  to  try  you,  they  may  have 
fmce  fome  further  inftrudions  concerning  you;  in  cafe  upon  the  fhewing  of 
thefe  only,  they  find  you  ready  and  forward  to  comply  with  your  engagement. 
And  certainly  it  cannot  but  be  to  your  advantage  to  appear  to  them  very  for- 
ward to  go  through  with  your  bargain;  fo  that  your  conditions  be  exadly 
made  good  to  you :  Which  if  really  they  do  tender  unto  you  to  the  full,  (cf- 
pecially  in  what  concerns  the  fafcty  of  your  party  and  friends  here)  I  do  not 
fee  how  you  can  avoid  the  furrendering  all  up  to  them,  whenever  they  Ihall 
fo  require  it.  And  in  that  cafe  you  have  little  more  to  think  of,  but  where 
you  may,  with  moft  convcniency  and  honour,  rcfidc,  till  you  Ihall  have  an  an- 
fwer from  the  Parliament  concerning  the  tranfportation  of  men.  For  which, 
if  they  give  you  the  permiflion,  they  will  likewife  give  you  the  convenience, 
as  conceiving  it  a  fervice  to  themfclvcs;  and  I  do  not  underftand  that  your 
leaving  the  Government  will  be  any  hindeiancc  to  your  going  through  with 

that 
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that  bufinels,  the  diftradions  and  wants  of  the  Irijh  bcins;  fuch,  as  (I  believe) 
the  more  fharply  the  war  is  profccuted  againft  them,  the  more  eal'y  will  your 
work  be,  inftead  of  the  advantage  which  we  formerly  propofed  to  our  felves  in 
it  by  a  CefTation.     I  do  not  know  what  place  you  can  fo  well  pitch  upon  for 
your  refidence  during  that  time,  as  this  of  Leixlip.     But  in  cafe  they  Ihall  not 
come  roundly  to  the  performance  of  that  condition  concerning  your  friends, 
I  conceive   you  are  then  bound  in  honour  to  let  them  know,  that  though  in 
the  clearnefs  and  franknefs  of  your  proceeding  with  them,  you  have  already, 
over   and  above  your   hoftages,  put  all  the  power  into  their  hands,    before 
any  performance  on  their  part,  that  you  will  die  in  that   caftle   rather  than 
part  with  it  or  the  fword,  till  you  fee  your  party  and  friends  fecured.     For, 
my  Lord,  you  will  eafily  imagine  that  the  unlucky  aftion  it  lelf  of  furrcndring 
thofc  places  will  be  fubjed  to  great  calumny ;  But  having  fuch  reafons  of  ho- 
nour,  confcience,  and  neceflity  enforcing  you  to  it,  as  are  able  to  fatisfy  all 
juft  confiderers  of  the  cafe,  you  need  not  be  troubled  at  it.     But  if  to  thofc  ca- 
lumnies your  enemies  fhould  have  any  ground  of  adding,  that  you  have  accept- 
ed of  accommodations  for  your  fclf,  without  providing  for  the  fafcty  of  your 
friends,  it  would  be  a  burthen  that  (I  am  fure)  you  will  rather  perifh  than  un- 
dergo.    See,  my  Lord,  with  what  franknefs  and  affurance  of  your  underftand- 
jng  me  rightly,  I  prefume  to  tell  you  my  mind,  being  certain  of  one  thing, 
that  if  it  rtiould  come  to  the  point  of  your  being  likely  to  undergo  inconveni- 
ence by  what  concerns  my  own  particular,  I  will  rather  free  you  of  it  by  de- 
livering my  felf  a  prifoner  to  the  Parliament.     I  Hiall  only  add  this,  that  if  in

My  Lardy 

I  Have  forborn  to  give  you  any  accompt  of  proceedings  here,  till  now  that 
I  am  able  to  let  you  know,  the  Parliament  CommilTioners  have  confentcd 
to  give  you  a  pafs  5  which  in  juftice  they  could  no  more  deny,  than  1  could 
without  it  have  been  brought  to  have  gone  a  ftep  further  in  the  Treaty,  what- 
ever might  have  followed  to  my  prejudice  or  mine.  But  upon  their  granting 
paffes  to  all,  I  declared  unto  them  my  readinefs  to  leave  the  fword,  and  thefe 
places,  when  they  fhould  appoint,  fuch  being  my  obligation.  Yet  1  told  them, 
(and  that  very  truly)  that  the  time  1  had  continued  here,  beyond  my  expecta- 
tion, had  not  only  made  me  lefs  ready,  but  in  regard  of  my  expence,  lefs  able 
to  tranfport  my  felf;  which  I  left  to  them  to  confider :  So  that  1  hourly  expeft 
what  time  they  will  allot  me.  I  confefs  1  am  yet  unrefolved  how  foon,  after 
I  have  left  the  fword,  1  fhall  go  hence,  and  then  whither.  Againft  my  ftay  after 
is  only  this  reafon,  that  it  is  uncomely  for  me,  and  in  that  perhaps  refleding 
upon  the  King,  to  ftay  here,  whilft  others  ad  the  powers  I  fhould.

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On  the  other  fide,  the  conveniences  of  my  ftay  may  be  great,  efpecially  in 
the  fatisfadlion,  and  perhaps  fccurity,  it  will  be  to  my  party,  that  I  ftay  to  fee 
conditions  performed  to  them  :  Befides  other  advantages  it  may  bring,  touched 
by  your  Lordfhip  in  your  letter  to  me ;  withall,  thofe  diforders  now  commit- 
ted will  not  be  laid  upon  me,  the  power  being  as  vifibly,  as  now  it  is  really, 
out  of  my  hands.

My  Lord, 

I  Am  forry  your  Excellence  hath  put  your  felf  to  fo  much  trouble  concern- 
ing the  including  my  fafe-conduft  in  your  Treaty  with  the  Parliament  5  for 
I  proteft  to  God,  as  odious  as  1  am  made,  by  the  induftrious  rancour  of  my 
enemies,  to  the  generality  of  England-,  I  had  rather  be  at  the  Parliament  bar 
to  try  the  power  of  innocence  againft  prcpofleflion  of  malice,  than  that  your 
Excellence's  perfon,  much  lefs  the  fafety  of  the  Proteftants  and  Englijh,  and  of 
the  intereft  of  the  Crown  of  England  in  this  Kingdom,  (which  depends  upon 
your  agreement  with  the  Commillioners)  fhould  in  the  leaft  kind  fufFer  by  my 
occafion. 

But  fincc  your  Excellence  hath  gone  fo  far,  and  that  my  pafs  is  affented  un- 
to by  the  faid  Commiflioners,  and  that  I  mean  to  truft  to  it,  I  fhould  not  dif- 
charge  the  part  of  a  wife  man  towards  my  felf,  nor  of  a  friend  and  fervant  to- 
ward your  Excellence,  (whofe  honour  is  now  concerned  in  my  protection) 
fhould  I  not  tender  unto  your  Excellence  my  opinion  and  advice  concerning 
the  fecuring  it  in  the  moft  authentick  manner ;  which  is,  that  1  might  either 
have  my  proteftion  whilft  I  am  here,  and  pafs  from  hence  beyond  fea,  from 
the  houfes  thcmfelves;  or  at  leaft  that  you  might  fee  an  ordinance  of  Parlia- 
ment, that  fuch  paffes  as  thefe  Commiflioners  ftiould  give,  though  to  except- 
ed perfons,  fhould  be  made  good. 

I  have  had  the  honour  to  be  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  I  know  well 
how  far  forth  the  votes  of  Committees  are  binding,  or  capable  of  retradation  j 
much  more  the  aftions  of  Commiflioners  deriving  their  authority  from  Com- 
mittees only.  Pardon  me,  my  Lord,  if  I  err,  fince  I  have  not  yet  feen  any 
other  of  thcfe  CommilTioners  powers,  than  an  order  of  the  Committee  of 
'Derhy  houfe. 

I  may  be  the  more  pardonable  in  this  fcruple,  fince  your  Excellence  knows 
that  Captain  Wood  (whom  I  take  to  be  an  honeft  man  in  his  way)  told  mc  to 
my  face,  that  if  I  had  all  the  pafles  that  could  be  given  me,  if  he  fliould  meet 
me  at  fea,  unlets  I  had  an  ordinance  of  Parliament  for  my  fecurity,  he  would 
not  forbear  to  carry  to  London  fo  notorious  an  enemy  of  the  Parliament's.  I 
fhall  prefume  to  add  one  thing  more  in  this  letter :  I  hear  there  hath  been  fome 
difcouric  betwixt  fome  and  the  Commiflioners  concerning  mej  wherein  fome- 
body  told  them,  that  I  had  been  the  firft  and  moft  earncft  advifcr  of  your  mak- 
ing addrefles  to  the  Parliament,  and  admitting  their  forces,  pretending  to  do 
me  right  by  that  information.  I  know  not  what  wrong  the  doing  of  fuch 
right  may  do  me ;  and  therefore  1  defire  your  Excellence,  if  there  be  occafion 
to  do  mc  that  real  right  with  them  and  all  the  world,  as  to  let  them  know, 
that  whatever  advice  1  gave  in  that  kind,  the  confideration  of  my  Nation,  my 
Religion,  the  intereft  of  the  Crown  oi England,  of  your  extremity,  and  of  the 
3  irreclaimable 
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irreclaimable  perfidioufncfs  of  the  7r//7j  Rebels  dictated  unto  mc ;  and  that  the 
Parliament  owes  me  no  thanks  for  my  cledion  to  have  you  fall  rather  into 
their  hands,  fince  you  know  that  God  allowed  "David  a  choice,  even  of  his 
greateft  plagues. 

No,  my  Lord,  there  is  but  one  way  wherein  I  fhall  ever  accept,  much  lefs 
feck,  their  favour ;  that  is,  if  I  might  be  fo  happy,  though  with  the  lofs  of 
my  life,  to  be  an  inftrument  of  accommodation  between  the  King  my  Mafter 
and  them ;  wherein  (as  your  Excellence  well  knows  what  my  fcntimems  and 
endeavours  have  been  in  the  affaires  of  Ireland)  I  fhould  joy  in  the  occafion 
to  let  my  difpaflionate  Countrymen  fee,  that  they  have  been  as  much  abufed 
in  the  opinions  given  them  concerning  mc  in  all  the  reft,  as  in  that  particu-

ABOUT  the  6th  of  May,  I  did  difpatch  William  Cimingham  with  fomc 
letters  to  your  Excellence,  and  fince  that  time  lean  hear  no  more  of  him, 
than  that  he  was  feen  paft  Tecroghan  in  his  way  to  'Dublin ;  and  I  am  much 
perplexed,  that  in  all  this  time  1  have  not  received  any  return  from  your  Ex- 
cellence, nor  indeed  nothing  of  you  with  any  certainty  by  any  other  convey- 
ance. 

The  fo  long  expeftation  might  have  drawn  fome  inconvenience  upon  me, 
if  the  Confederate  Council  had  not  of  themfelves,  or  by  Mr.  Grant's  procure- 
ment, without  any  fceking  of  mine,  enlarged  my  fafc-condu£l  to  the  1 6th  of 
this  prefent :  And  now  1  thought  fit  to  advertife  your  Excellence,  that  I  am 
here  attendiug  a  fair  wind  for  my  tranfportation  into  France  in  a  fair  Holland 
(liip  of  tiiree  hundred  tun  ;  but  the  unlading  of  her  goods,  and  preparati- 
ons to  fet  forth  again,  may  probably  take  up  fo  much  time  as  that  I  may  re- 
ceive your  Excellence's  commands  before  my  departure.  In  this  corner  I  can 
receive  no  knowledge  of  any  thing,  more  than  a  report  of  a  great  meeting  and 
confulration  held  now  at  Clonmell  by  all  the  full  number  of  the  Confederate 
Council  and  chief  Clergy.  What  that  may  tend  unto,  or  what  is  your  Ex- 
cellence's intention  or  refolution,  is  altogether  unknown  unto

I  Know  not  how  my  late  adions  or  prefent  condition  have  been  reprefcnted 
unto  your  Majeftic.  The  latter  your  Majeftie  finds  in  the  publick  articles 
with  the  Parliament  Commiflioners ;  but  upon  what  grounds  and  advices  thofe 
articles  were  agreed  on,  I  muft  refcrve  for  a  time,  when  by  the  grace  of  God 
and  your  Majeftie's  good  pleafure,  I  fliall  be  admitted  to  caft  my  felf  at  your 
feet.

My  Lord, 

I  Conceive  (as  you  fay  in  your  letter)  that  the  time  prefixt  for  your  quitting 
the  fword  drawing  fo  nigh,  you  ought  to  avoid  being  huddled  away,  by 
providing  all  things  neceffary  for  your  departure  and  lifting  your  company. 
My  opinion  is  ftill,  that  unlefs  Monfieur  Talon  come  in  the  mean  time,  you 
ought  to  embark  as  foon  as  you  leave  the  fword  ;  and  it  is  likewife  as  conftant, 
that  if  you  be  forced  to  quit  the  fword,  that  it  is  nor  fit  for  you  to  go  into 
England,  till  you  have  firft  been  in  France  •■,  from  whence,  when  you  fhall 
have  rightly  poflefled  the  Queen  and  Prince,  you  may  (if  the  ftate  of  affaires  ia 
England  invite  you  to  it)  pafs  over  to  the  King  with  much  more  advantage 
than  from  hence.  Thus  much  in  cafe  you  be  forced  to  quit.  But  from  the 
judgment  which  I  make  of  things  in  England-,  I  cannot  imagine  it  pofliblc, 
but  within  the  time  prefixt,  though  it  were  fliorter,  you  will  be  obliged  to  re- 
fume  the  government,  and  the  Commiflioners  will  not  dare  receive  the  fword, 
fince  the  leaft  that  I  can  promife  my  felf  from  what  is  vifible  in  England,  is 
an  accommodation  betwixt  the  King  and  Parliament,  fuch  as  fliall  make  the 
Royal  Authority  current,  at  leaft  in  appearance,  through  his  Dominions.  But 
fuppofe  that  things  fliould  remain  in  fufpence,  as  they  arc,  for  fo  long  as  the 
20th  of  July,  methinks  it  fliould  be  no  hard  matter  to  make  the  Commiflion- 
ers fenfible,  how  much  it  concerns  both  the  intereft  of  the  Crown  oi  England 
here,  and  their  own  particulars,  to  give  a  fufpence  alfo  to  your  quitting ;  fince 
if  they  be  preft  upon  by  the  Irijh,  and  fail  of  fuccours  from  England,  I  do 
not  know  how  they  will  be  able  to  preferve  thefe  garrifons  and  quarters  with- 
out your  interpofing.  And  truly,  my  Lord,  if  the  next  week's  news  be  an- 
fwerable  to  expedlation,  1  will  come  to  'Dublin,  and  deliver  my  mind  very 
freely  to  the  Commiflioners  in  that,  which  perhaps  will  not  be  fo  fit  for  you, 
being  perfonally  concerned ;  whereas  my  concernment  will  be  only  for  the

My  Lord, 

YOUR  Lordfhip  will,  by  thofc  extrafts  I  fcnt  you,  find,  if  not  great  abate- 
ments of  our  hopes,  yet  vifiblc  caufe  to  believe,  that  what  advantage  fo- 
cver  is  intended  his  Majeftie  or  his  party  by  the  Army,  if  any  be,  (which  with 
mc  is  dill  a  qucftion)  will  not  be  lb  fudden,  as  that  I  can  hope  to  fee  the 
iflue,  or  contribute  any  aflirtance  to  it  in  this  place.  My  rcfolution  therefore 
is,  to  prepare  for  my  departure  hence  into  England  on  the  28th  of  this  month. 
My  reafons  for  going  thither  are  : 

Firft,  that  I  hold  it  an  abfolutc  and  neccflary  part  of  my  duty  to  endeavour 
his  Majeftie's  fatisfadion  in  the  firft  place,  and  to  him  to  give  the  firft  accompt 
of  my  aftions  in  his  fervice,  and  of  what  was  committed  to  my  charge. 

Secondly,  I  acknowledge  it  my  duty  (having  firft  accomptcd  or  attempted 
to  accompt  to  his  Majeftie)  to  do  the  like  to  her  Majeftie  and  the  Prince  of 
Wales ;  which  till  1  (hall  be  able  to  do,  1  (hall  repofe  with  much  confidence 
upon  their  jufticc  and  favour  in  fufpending  any  mifconftrudtion  of  my  aftions, 
till  I  have  the  honour  to  be  heard,  and  upon  the  juftice  and  fricndfhip  of  thofe 
relations  your  Lordfhip  is  very  well  able  to  give. 

Thirdly,  I  am  certain  I  can  fafely  go  through  England  into  France-,  but  am 
very  doubtful,  whether,  having  been  in  France,  and  fo  determined  the  laft 
fcope  of  my  conditions,  I  can  fafely  return  into  England. 

Thus  your  Lordfhip  has  my  refolution,  and  fome  of  the  main  reafons  for  it. 
I  was  yefterday  fummoned  to  leave  the  (word  and  caftle  within  four  days,  ac- 
cording to  the  diredion  of  the  Committee  of  'Derby-hon^c,  upon  my  engage- 
ment, (which,  by  the  way,  I  note  as  no  good  fign,  that  Committee  confifting 
now  all  of  Independents.)  I  held  this  remove,  tho'  but  a  week  fooner  than 
my  fet  time,  very  inconvenient  in  many  refpeds,  efpecially  in  regard  of  hav- 
ing engaged  into  France  to  attend  the  anfwer  to  our  bufinefs  there  till  then : 
But  yet  fo  pofitive  was  my  engagement,  fo  jealous  were  the  Commiflioners 
by  reafon  of  falfe  rumours  here  raifed  by  knaves,  and  (as  it  is  faid)  by  fools 
and  knaves  in  the  Irijh  quarters,  of  defigns  upon  the  caftle ;  and  fo  much  I 
am  in  their  power,  that  there  was  no  difputing  of  the  matter.  So  that  I  was 
fain  to  endeavour  to  accommodate  the  bufinefs  by  confenting  to  leave  the  fe- 
curing  of  the  caftle  to  them,  and  defer  the  ceremonial  part  of  leaving  the 
fword  till  the  fet  time,  which  I  hope  will  content  them.  Here  your  Lordfhip 
fees  my  fcnfe  and  condition  :  It  remains  that  I  know  how  I  may  be  ferviceable 
to  you,  and  that  you  know,  as  well  by  my  performance  of  all  in  my  power 
to  ferve  you,  as  by  my  expreflions,  how  really  and  paflionatcly  I  am

My  Lord, 

JUST  now  I  receive  advertifement  la  Moinerie,  that  Mr.  Talon  was  ready 
to  fet  fail  with  fixteen  fhips,  when  a  little  bark  that  brought  the  intelli- 
gence  came  away,  and   made  a  paffage,  though  with  ill  winds;  fo  that 
you  are  to  expeft  him  hourly.     Certainly  he  would  not  come  with  fuch  a  fleet, 
if  he  did  not  both  bring  our  conditions,  and  had  a  certainty  out  of  England  of 
the  Parliament's  allowance.    I  fuppofe  that  upon  this  your  Excellence  will  treat 
4  with 
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with  the  Commiflioncrs  of  your  accommodation  for  your  going  through  with 
this  bufinels,  wherein  not  only  your  honour  and  fortunes  are  fo  much  con- 
cerned, but  their  intereft  alfo,  in  facilitating  the  reftitution  of  Ireland  to  the 
Crown  of  England  by  fuch  a  weakening  of  the  Rebels  forces,  as  that  would 
be.  I  would  fain  wait  upon  your  Excellence,  and  fpeak  with  the  Commiflion- 
crs alfo :  But  that  the  reports  raifed  in  T>tiblin  upon  thefe  new  jcaloufics  and 
fears,  wherein  men  think  thcmfelves  bound  to  involve  my  name,  makes  mc 
a  little  fearful,  without  fome  newafllirance  from  the  Commiflioncrs,  that  there 
fhall  not  be  any  pretence  taken  from  rumours  to  violate  my  pals ;  for  which 
I  have  reafon  to  fear  that  a  very  cafy  colour  would  be  allowed  of  by  my  ene- 
mies m  England. 

But  if  it  be  poflible  to  beget  a  faith  in  them  of  my  fincerity,  which  no  man 
knows  better  than  you,  in  the  bufinefs  of  Ireland^  and  that  I  may  have  fafe 
accefs  to  Dublin,  and  liberty  to  negotiate  in  the /ri/Jj  quarters  towards  our  ends 
of  levies  and  tranfportation  of  men  from  the  Rebels  Army  and  quarters,  with- 
out incurring  danger  by  it;  and  that  fccuring  themfclves  from  all  poflibilityof 
deflgn  upon  them,  they  will  be  pcrfwadcd  but  to  leave  your  Excellence  luch 
a  colour  of  retaining  yet  a  while  the  fword  and  fhew  of  the  caftle,  fo  far  as 
that,  by  hopes  which  may  be  given  the  Irijh,  we  may  be  able  to  keep  them 
from  prcfling  upon  us  here  too  violently,  I  am  not  more  confident  of  any 
thing  in  this  world,  than  that  I  can  demonftrate  unto  the  Commiflioncrs,  that 
in  a  month's  time  the  Irifh  fhall  be  more  broken  and  weakened  by  art,  than 
they  can  hope  to  do  with  twelve  months  war ;  and  withall,  let  them  fee  that 
as  my  zeal  to  the  interefl;  to  the  Crown  of  £w^/<2«i/  and  the  Proteftant  Reli- 
gion, made  me  advife  your  Excellence's  putting  the  power  rather  in  the  Parlia- 
ment's hands,  than  into  the  IriJh,  even  then  when  the  Parliament  was  at  the 
cxtremefl:  diftance  with  the  King;  lb  now,  that  there  is  fo  good  hopes  of  an  ac- 
commodation in  England,  I  fliall  ad:  in  this  way,  that  may  be  proper  for  me, 
with  as  much  induftry  and  faithfulnefs,  as  I  then  advifed  with  integrity,  what 
I  thought  became  a  good  Englijhman  and  a  good  Proteffant,  and

My  Lord, 

AS  throughout  the  tranfadion  with  the  Parliament,  I  have  been  pcrfedly 
fenfible  of  the  neceflity  enforcing  you  to  it,  and  concurrent  with  my 
judgment  therein ;  fo  have  I  been  as  fenfible  of  the  unfortunate  inta'pretation 
that  it  would  be  liable  unto  in  the  effed,  how  reafonable  foever  in  the  caufc^ 
moving  it ;  and  that  principally  in  two  confiderations :  The  one  of  his  Maje- 
flic's  interefts,  the  other  is  the  intercfls  of  that  party  of  this  Kingdom,  which 
dcferves  beft  of  you,  whom  you  may  be  faid,  tho'  calumnioufly,  yet  colour- 
ably,  to  have  facrificed,  equally  with  the  other  deteftable  party.  That  wc 
might  provide  falvo's  to  thefe  two  afperfions,  hath  been  the  ground  of  my  fo 
earneftly  preflling  unto  you  delays,  and  gaining  of  time  for  your  furrender :  In 
which,  tho'  with  greateft  hazard  to  my  felf,  I  might  fo  negotiate,  as  by  over- 
tures made  to  the  Iri^,  which  they  would  fail  of  complying  with,  1  might 
make  it  appear,  both  to  the  Queen  and  Prince  of  Wales,  and  even  to  the  fore- 
mentioned  party  of  the  /r//&,  that  even  to  the  la(t  gafp,  there  had  been  no 
.-.  I  expedient 
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expedient  unattcmptcd,  to  have  kept  things  from  this  extremity,  and  have  con- 
tinued the  power  in  you,  it  they  would  have  co-operated. 

In  the  firft  part  concerning  his  Majeftie,  the  Queen,  and  Prince  of  Wales 
their  fatisfadion,  I  was  ever  moft  confident  ;  but  of  prcferving  you  in  any 
moderate  degree  in  the  opinions  or  affedlions  of  the  good  party  of  the  Iripi-, 
I  muft  confefs,  I  did  in  a  manner  defpair  till  this  evening,  giving  you  for  ab- 
folutely  loft  to  Ireland.  But  now  if  you  will  but  contribute  to  it,  what  (I 
conceive)  you  may  without  the  leaft  inconvenience  or  hazard,  I  am  moft  con- 
fident, that  notwithftanding  your  delivery  up  of  all,  you  may  have  as  firm  un- 
to you  the  afFeclions  of  all  Ireland^  except  of  thofe  whom  even  before  nothing 
would  have  reconciled,  as  ever.     Thus  it  is. 

Upon   the  news  of  your  having  loft  the  power  of  the  caftlc,  and  that  you 
were  within  four  days  to  give  up  the  fword,  Trefion  and  his  forces  appeared 
much  troubled  5  yet  not  lb,  but  that  fince  that  knowledge  they  fent  me  fucli 
engagements  for  their  endeavouring  to  recover  the  power  into   your  hands, 
and  for  their  obedience  to  you  afterwards,  as  had  not  things  been  too  far  gone> 
and  the  difability  to  go  through  been  too  manifcft,  might  perhaps  have  tempt- 
ed you  to  have  made  another  trial  of  them.     But  upon  their  hearing  that  you 
intended  to  go  away  the  next  week,  there  hath  appeared  a  confternation  incre- 
dible amongft  them ;  infomuch  as  that  the  General  fcnt  to  me  to  conjure  me, 
as  I  valued  the  prefcrvation  of  thofe  that  I  did  believe  yet  well  aft'cded  to  his 
Majeftie  in  this  Kingdom,  that  I  would  afford  him,  or  fome  he  would  name, 
the  means  of  conferring  with  me.     Which  I  yielded  unto,  provided  that  they 
would  come  fecrctly  into  an  arbour  at  the  Salmon-leap,  whither  I  might  walk 
without  obfervation.     And   yefterday  I  found  Sir  Robert  Talbot,  Mr.  Oliver 
*X)arcj/,  Belling,  and  Tom  T)ungan  5  unto  whom,  after  1  had  heard  their  lamen- 
tations, I  made  fuch  a  deduction  of  the  whole  bufmefs  betwixt  us  and  them, 
as  having  done,  I  defired  them  to  fay  freely,  if  they  could  make  any  exception 
to  hinder  them   from  confcfllng,  that  you  as  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  I  in  my 
fphere,  had  performed  our  parts  fully  to  this  laft  gafpc,  by  all  ways  poilible  to 
have  prevented  this  misfortune ;  and  that  you  had  been  unavoidably  forced  by 
their  proceedings  and  failures  to  what  you  have  now  done  irrecoverably.  This 
bearer,  Milo  To':s:er,  can  witnefs  to  you,  that  they  did  all  confefs,  that  they 
had  nothing  to  reply ;  but  muft  acknowledge  themfelves,  and   the  Kingdom 
undone  by  the  malice  to  your  perfon  of  thofe  who,  now  they  did  fee,  would 
infallibly  deftroy  them  all,  if  you  do  go  out  of  Ireland  as  yet.     Whereupon 
I  told  them,  that  they  could  not  expcd  your  ftay  here,  after  your  leaving  the 
fword.     For  with  the  Parliament  you  would   not  join,  and  did  you  remain 
in  any  place  out  of  T^ublin,  you  could  not   be   fafe  from  their  malice,  after 
fuch  an  adion,  (though  inforced  to  it  by  themfelves)  as  your  giving  up  thofe 
places   and  the  fword  to  the  Parliament.     Their  reply  was,  that  you  fliould 
have  any  fecurity  to  the  contrary,  and  that  they  did  beg  it  of  you  by  me,  as 
the  only  teftimony  that  you  would  not  facrifice  the  good  men  of  your  coun- 
try with  the  bad  5   and  that,  fince  the  conditions  allowed  it  you,  you  would, 
upon  what  pretence  you  fhall  think  beft,  prolong  your  ftay  in  this  Country 
fomewhere  out  of  'Dublin,  (if  you  could  not  be  allowed  to  ftay  in  the  caftle) 
but  for  one  month;  in  which  time  they  make  no  doubt  but  this  Army  and 
that  of  Munfter  fhall  fo  awe  the  Council,  as  to  prevent  the  deftruction,  which 
they  fee  vifible  before  them  by  the  Council  and  Owen  O  Neile,  if  your  leav- 
ing the  Kingdom  fhall  break  them,  who  can  no  longer  hold  united,  than  they 
have  their  eyes  upon  you,  and  fome  means  of  feeding  themfelves  with  hopes 
that  the  government  may  be  again  re-eftablifticd  in  you  from  England.     And 
they  concluded,  that  during  your  ftay  here,  they  hope  to  order  bufinefs  fo,  that 
the  chief  part  of  the  country  Ihall  petition  his  Majeftie  for  the  benefit  of  the  late 
Peace?  which,  if  his  xMajeftie  were  in   power,  they  hoped  they  fhall  by  your 
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means  obtain  ;  and  if  not,  that  they  might  take  the  next  befl:  way  for  their 
prefervation,  which,  by  all  I  can  colleft,  they  thouglit  to  be  that  of  quitting: 
Ireland,  to  follow  your  fortunes  abroad. 

Upon  the  whole  matter  thus  ftated,  my  opinion  to  your  Lorddiip  is,  that 
your  conditions  allowing  you  liberty  for  fome  months  to  (lay  here,  and  then 
to  go  into  France  by  England,  but  not  allowing  you  (as  1  conceive)  to  come 
back  here  out  of  England,  that  having  fo  fair  a  pretence  to  the  Commillion- 
ers  for  your  flaying,  as  your  levies  for  foreign  employment  ;  and  fo  fair  a 
pretence  for  your  fudden  change  of  mind,  as  the  intelligence  of  M.  Tabriz 
being  fhipped  to  come  hither;  there  being  no  need  of  your  holding  intelli- 
gences with  your  Countrymen  that  may  give  jealoufy,  fmce  they  defire  nothing 
but  your  perfonal  (lay  for  a  while  :  I  fay,  my  opinion  is,  that  you  ought  to 
fix  upon  this  way  (that  is,  if  you  can)  to  prolong  your  time  in  the  caltlc ;  if 
not,  to  get  afligned  you  Rapharnum,  this  place,  or  Lntterells-To'-vi-n  for  the 
going  on  with  your  levies.  My  reafons  for  it  are  principally  thefe:  Firft,  that 
having  been  forced  to  an  aft,  which,  how  juft  foever,  muft  needs  make  you 
infinitely  odious,  you  have  fo  eafy  a  means  of  redeeming  the  hatred  and 
obloquy,  with  all  thofe  of  the  Country,  whofe  affedions  are  to  be  valued.  Se- 
condly, I  muft  confefs  I  have  a  very  great  misboding  to  your  going  into  Eng- 
land at  this  time,  when  it  is  manifeft  that  your  greateft  enemies  are  the  fway- 
ing-party  ;  at  leaft  till  hisxMajcftie  were  in  fome  degree  fettled  fo,  as  to  be  able 
to  fhield  you  from  dangerous  pradices  and  breaches  of  faith  with  you.  Third- 
ly, In  regard  if  your  perfon  be  in  England,  and  in  their  power,  it  is  like,  they 
may  force  the  King  the  eaficr  to  give  the  Commillion  of  Government  to  an- 
other, and  you  your  felf  perhaps  be  obliged  to  contribute  to  it.  Whereas  if 
you  remain  here,  I  am  confident  the  King  will  be  made  obftinate  in  the  point, 
and  that  upon  fo  good  reafons  of  the  more  eafy  reducing  this  Country  by  you, 
than  any  other,  that  it  will  not  appear  wilfulnefs  in  him.  Fourthly,  that  by 
this  courfe,  let  the  worft  come  that  can,  you  will  have  means  of  drawing 
great  forces  to  foreign  employment,  which,  if  once  I  get  beyond  fea,  whether 
the  French  anfwer  our  expeftations  or  no,  I  dare  undertake,  fhall  place  you 
and  your  friends  in  an  eminent  condition.  And  laftly,  For  that  I  conceive, 
if  there  were  nothing  elfe  in  the  cafe,  it  were  worth  your  running  even  a 
very  great  hazard  to  purchafe  fuch  an  acknowledgment  of  the  necellity  and 
juftice  of  your  proceedings  with  the  Parliament,  fo  fubjedl  to  calumny,  as  will 
by  this  means  be  procured  you,  even  from  thofe  who  are  like  to  undergo  the 
greateft  ruin  by  it,  and  whofe  facrifice,  if  you  have  not  a  juftification  of  your 
adions  from  themfelves,  will  be  the  heavicft  part  in  the  work. 

Thefe  and  other  reafons  are  fo  prevalent  with  me  in  the  cafe,  that  I  am  al- 
moft  tempted  to  add  a  conjurement  of  friendfhip,  that  you  will  let  them  take 
imprefiion  with  you  at  leaft  fo  far  as  to  allow  me  a  reply  before  you  rclblve 
the  contrary,

My  Lord, 

TILL  this  morning  I  could  not  perfcdtly  read  your  letter  of  ycfterday's  date, 
importing  a  propofition,  in  it  felf  (and  in  relation  to  the  parties  from 
whom  it  came)  very  unexpected  by  me;  yet  I  Ihall  endeavour,  in  this  fhorc 
time  allowed  me,  to  give  your  Lordlliip  fome  fatisfadory  accompt  of  my  fcnfe 
and  refolutiou  upon  it.  And  fmce  your  Lordlhip  (who  in  all  rcfpeds  are  bcft 
able)  was  pleated  to  undertake  the  convincing  of  the  Gentleman  you  met  with, 

that 
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that  invincible  ncccfllty,  and  that  of  their  own  impofing,  (I  mean  the  parties 
whereof  they  are)  hath  forced  mc  to  render  to  the  Parliament  j  and  fincc  for 
what  concerns  his  Majeflic's  intereft  in  my  rendring,  your  Lordfhip  can  want 
no  help  of  arguments  from   any  other,  1  fliall  only  give  your  Lordlhip  the 
trouble  of  my  conceptions  upon  the  fubjeft  of  my  going  hence,  or  ftay  here 
for  the  time  defired,  as  the  one  or  the  other  may  moll  probably  advantage 
that  party,  of  whofe  prcfcrvation  I  really  have,  and  in  all  times  and  places 
feafonablc,  will  avow  to  have  an  extraordinary  care,  laying  afidc  as  well  the 
benefit  of  my  vindication  towards  them,  as  the  prejudice  and  hazards  of  my 
ftay.     Nor  will   1  qucftion   the  real  intention  of  the  propofers  any  further 
than  to  mind  your  Lordfhip,  that  Oliver  'T>arcy  is  one  of  them,  who  having 
To  much  and    fo  good  Engliflj  blood  in  him,  I  am  content  to  believe  is  by 
this  time   better  inftrudcd  in  the  intereft  of  his  friends :  Nor  will  I  demand 
what  other,    or  greater,  engagements,  for  my  prcfent  fecurity  and  their  fu- 
ture performance,  can  be  given,  than  thofc  at  the  laft  treaty  lb  folemnly  en- 
tered into,    and  fo  foon  declared  againft.     Holding  my  felf  therefore  to  the 
propofcd  qucftion,  and  profefling  that  1  give  abfolutc   credit  to  the  reft  of 
thole   that   fpoke  with  you,    I   confefs  I  do  not  undcrftand,  why  my  going 
hence  l"hould  lay  men  of  courage,  and  in  the  poflcfllon  of  a  yet  profperous 
Army,  open  to  that  infallible  dcftrudion  they  apprehend,  unlels  they  fhall  be 
"wanting  to  themfelvcs,  and  to  the  feafonable  ufe  they  may  make  of  it  againft 
the  fadion  of  the  Nuncio  and  O  Neile ;  nor  can  conceive  what  ufe  they  caa 
make  of  my  being  here,  that  muft  not  at  the  fame  time,  and  for  the  fame  rea- 
Ibn,  it  feems   for  their  prefervation,    ferve  likewife  for  my  dcftrudion ;  and 
therein  really,  perhaps  fruitlelTly  to  them,  1  fliall  facrificc  my  felf  for  thofe,  that 
by  the  cxadeft  rules  of  correfpondency  can  challenge  no  more  from  me,  than 
my  good  wiflics   and  endeavours  for  them  of  Icfs  hazard  to  my  felf.     That 
there  will  be  no  need  of  holding  intelligence  with  them,  makes  little  for  my 
fecurity,  fuice  the  rumours  that  muft  be  amongft  them,  of  my  ftaying  for  fome 
end  or  expedation  of  advantage  to  them,    and  their  forbearing  me   where  I 
(hall  live,  meeting  with   the  fufpicious  natures  of  thofc  ruling  here,  will  be 
ground  lufficient   for   removing  me  out  of  the  Kingdom,  if  not  out  of  the 
world. 

And  I  do  not  fee  any  ufe  to  be  made  of  my  ftay  here  in  that  defpicable 
condition,  that  may  not  much  better  and  truly  be  made  of  my  going.  For 
I  care  not,  if  it  be  known  to  the  world,  that  1  will  ufe  all  my  power  and  in- 
duftry  to  difpofe  his  Majeftie  and  all  others  to  have  good  thoughts  of  thofe  I 
have  found  faithful,  or  do  now  believe  to  be  rightly  inclined  to  the  Englijlj 
Government  i  and  that  I  will  improve  all  opportunities  of  procuring  advantagi- 
ous  conditions  for  them  according  to  the  Peace.  To  which  end  I  will  labour 
to  be  by  his  Majeftie,  with  the  confent  of  his  Parliament,    imployed   here 


agam. 


As  to  the  reafons  your  Lordfhip  gives  for  being  of  opinion  I  fhould  ftay,-  the 
firft  is,  by  this  ftay  to  take  off  from  me  the  odioufnefs  of  the  adion  to  them, 
that  are  like  to  fuffer  by  it.  But  if  they  be  convinced  in  the  neceflity  of  it,  and 
that  they  have  created  that  neceflity,  where  is  the  juftice  of  their  hatred  to  me? 
and  if  it  be  unjuft,  it  is  the  lefs  to  be  valued,  at  leaft  it  cannot  ballance  with 
fo  great  a  hazard  as  I  (hall  undergo  by  ftaying.  The  fccond,  being  but  of  per- 
fonal  danger  to  my  felf  by  breach  of  faith,  I  pafs  by,  with  this  only,  that  I 
fhall  be  as  much  in  their  power,  and  more  in  their  jealoufy  here,  where  they 
may  alio  more  probably  frame  accufations  againft  me,  to  juftify  their  breach 
of  faith,  than  in  England.  The  third,  that  my  being  in  England  may  induce 
the  King  to  grant  Commifllon  to  fome  other,  I  thus  anfwer :  Firft,  my  giving 
up  the  fword  and  government,  and  retiring  to  a  Country  houfe  here,  will  be 
as  ftrong  arguments  as  my  being  in  England.  Secondly,  the  fame  preventatives 
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may  be  ufed,  I  being  there  as  here,  if  it  be  held  needful.  And  laftly,  the 
Kin<^  hath  already  offered  the  Parliament  to  confirm  all  the  afts  done  by  their 
new^Great  Seal,  of  which  one  was  to  determine  my  Commiflion.  My  going 
hence,  1  do  not  conceive,  docs  at  all  thwart  your  fourth  reafon  i  for  as  with- 
out leave  from  the  Parliament,  or  whatever  other  party  fhall  govern  in  Eng- 
land, there  will  be  no  means  of  tranlporting  men  to  foreign  fervice  ;  fo  I  con- 
ceive I  fliall  be  better  able  to  procure  fuch  leave  by  my  being  there,  than  by 
the  means  of  any  I  can  employ.  The  laft  I  take  to  be  fpoke  to,  in  my  con- 
ception on  the  firft. 

Thefe  are  fome  of  my  rcafons  for  the  refolution  I  have  taken  to  go  hence 
on  Wednefday  next,  when  the  fword  is  to  be  left  ■■,  which  to  comply  with 
your  defires,  I  have  thus  unhandfomely  huddled  up,  remaining

IN  anfwer  to  your  Lordfhip's  of  this  day's  date,  be  pleafed  to  be  informed, 
that  1  find  by  letters  of  the  21ft  of  this  month  from  Mr.  T>udley  Loftus, 
and  by  the  printed  votes  of  both  Houfes,  that  they  have  rejefted  my  propofition 
of  tranfporting  men  to  foreign  fervice  5  fo  that  if  fhipping  come,  or  the  Agent 
make  a  journey  hither,  the  charge  of  the  one,  and  the  labour  of  the  other  is 
like  to  be  loft.  Yefterday  I  moved  the  Commiflioners,  that  in  regard  my  fer- 
vant  was  not  come  with  my  money,  (wherewith  I  was  to  difchargc  debts 
and  other  neceflary  payments)  they  would  permit  my  Wife  to  remain  in  the 
caftle  till  he  came ;  which  they  refufed.

■    N°.  DLXIV.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

WITH  the  faddeft  heart  that  ever  man  had,  I  bid  you  farewell.  God 
pro  (per  you,  and  make  good  rather  all  your  fears  for  me,  than  the  lead 
part  of  my  apprchenfions  for  you.  It  dcmonftrates  a  ftrange  malice  in  thofe 
that  govern  towards  you,  the  denial  of  the  permiflion  to  tranfport  men.  Since 
it  is  -evident  that  by  granting  it  you,  they  might  have  prevented  all  the  mif- 
chiefyct  brought  upon  thefe  quarters  by  the  Iriflj,  and  might  yet  prevent  what 
is  further  threatened.  The  thing  is  fo  highly  advantagious  to  their  intcrefts, 
that  if  their  hearts  be  not  fet  againft  all  yours,  they  will  yet  grant  it.  I  be- 
feech  your  Excellence  not  to  defift  from  the  labouring  it,  as  that  whereupon 
your  own  honour  and  fortune  abroad  depends,  which  is  now  the  greateft 
worldly  concernment  of

I  recommend  to  you  the  care  of  my  diftreflcd  Wife  and  Children  in  Eng- 
land; and  that  if  you  pafs  over  into  France,  you  will  take  them  along  with 
you,  where  (if  God  blefs  me)  I  intend  to  be  fuddenly.

NOtwithftanding  yoiir  Majeftie's  letter  from  Newcajile,  forbidding  any  fur- 
ther Treaty  with  the  Irijlo,  and  notwithftanding  their  having  failed  to 
fend  the  men  conditioned  for,  without  which  though  it  was  queftionable  how 
I  might  have  juftified  the  doing  thereof,  your  Majeftie's  commands  in  that 
point  confidered,  yet  I  agreed  to  a  Peace. 

Soon  after  the  conclufion  whereof,  I  had  notice  of  the  praftices  of  the  Nun- 
cio and  Clergy  againft  the  fame,  their  ^  excommunicating  of  all  that  fhould  ad- 
here to  the  Peace,  their  ^  interdidling  all  places  where  it  was  proclaimed,  and 
forbidding  upon  like  pains  the  coUeftion  and   payment  of  monies  collefted 
to  thofe  formerly  appointed  thereto  by  their  General  Affembly.     All  which 
notwithftanding,  to  the  end  your  Majeftie  might  reap  the  fruits  of  a  Peace  I 
had  fo  far  adventured  to  conclude,  I  went  to  Kilkenny,  being  invited  thither, 
and  informed  by  divers,  efpecially  thofe  of  'Prejions  party,  that  my  prefence 
would  foon  remove  the  caufes,  or  fupprefs  the  effeds  of  the  Clergy's  difcon- 
tent.     When  I  came  to  Kilkenny,  I  found  thofe  who  had  concluded  the  Peace 
with  me  (by  meflengers  from  them,  namely,  Mr.  Nicholas  'Plunket  and  Mr. 
"Patrick  T^arcy)  treating  with  the  Clergy  at  Waterford  under  colour  of  endea- 
vouring to  appeafe  them ;  much  height  and  heat  there  feemcd  to  be  betwixt 
them,  and  I  really  believe  fomc  of  them  were  in  earneft.     But  I  eafily  difco- 
vered  the  drift  of  others  was  either  to  force  me  to  confirm  my  Lord  of  Gla- 
morgan's  conditions,  or  at  leaft  to  engage  my  felf  in  fome  new  ones  in  point 
of  Religion.    But  confidering  how  I  was  limited  therein  by  your  Majeftie,  and 
how   endlefs   their  demands  would    be,   if  I  once    gave  way  to  any  thing 
like  to  a  new  Treaty,  I  pofitively  infifted  upon  their  publick  faith  already  en-

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gaged,  and  abfolutcly  rcfufcd  to  entangle  my  felf  in  a  new  Treaty  with  the 
Clergy.  Yet  I  was  content  to  allure  them,  that  without  your  Majeftie's  direc- 
tions, I  would  not  difpoflefs  them  of  the  Churches  then  in  their  poffcflion, 
nor  interrupt  the  jurifdiclion  of  their  Clergy  within  the  quarters  poflefled  by 
them,  and  that  I  would  not  underftand  any  diredions  from  your  Majeftie  in 
thofe  particulars  to  be  yours,  till  your  Majeftie  fhould  be  reftored  to  a  free  con- 
dition. And  further,  that  I  would  obey  all  fuch  commands  as  I  ihould  receive 
from  your  Majeftie  to  their  advantage. 

Whilft  thefe  things  were  in  agitation,  and  great  hopes  were  given  me,  that 
this  aflhrance  would  content  them,  fo  to  bring  me  into  the  greater  fecurityi 
the  Nuntio  and  his  party  fent  for  Oiven  O  Neile  to  cut  oft"  my  retreat  to 
Dublin,  and' to  force  me  to  their  own  terms;  or  (as  by  the  fequel  is  more  pro- 
bable) to  dcftroy  the  fmall  party  of  1200  foote  and  200  horfe  I  had  brought 
with  me  as  guards  •■,  which  if  they  had  eff"cdcd,  being  the  choice  men  of  the 
Army,  'Dublin  and  all  other  garrifons  rendring  obedience  to  your  Majeftie's 
authority,  would  have  been  theirs  with  much  cafe,  when  their  united  forces 
fhould  be  drawn  againft  them,  as  afterwards  they  were.    Upon  notice  of  Oxr» 

0  Neile  s  being  invited  by  the  Clergy,  having  reafon  to  be  jealous  of  his 
rcadinefs  to  advance  upon  their  fummons ;  for  that  he  had  not  caufcd  the  Peace 
to  be  proclaimed  in  his  Army,  as  General  Trefion  had  with  great  folemnity  done 
in  his,  I  fent  fcveral  letters  and  meffages  to  General  Trejion,  and  to  all  I  be- 
lieved well  aff^eded,  urging  them  to  draw  together  for  the  making  good  of  the 
Peace  they  had  fo  chearfuUy  received,  and  for  the  prefervation  of  themfelves 
and  their  Country  from  the  rapipe  of  the  northern  Army,  wherewith  they  had 
been  acquainted.  By  fome  I  was  anfwered,  that  their  men  were  difpcrfed  by 
the  excommunications ;  by  others,  that  they  had  no  means  to  draw  or  keep 
them  together;  for  that  the  colledors,  terrified  with  the  Church  cenfures,  would 
pay  them  nothing ;  and  to  this  efFcft  was  'Pre/Ion's  anfwer  alfo.     Whereupon 

1  ient  to  fpeak  with  him,  in  hope  I  might  difabufe  him,  if  any  thing  from  the 
Clergy  ftuck  with  him:  But  he  made  his  excufe,  pretending,  and  but  pretend- 
ing, ficknefs,  Notwithftanding  all  thefe  ill  figns,  I  yet  determined  all  pofllble 
ways  to  try  what  might  be  done ;  and  with  this  refolution  went  from  Kilkenny 
to  Carrick,  and  from  thence  towards  Cajiel,  where  the  Peace  had  been  pro- 
claimed. But  when  I  was  gotten  within  two  or  three  miles  thereof,  I  met 
with  a  letter  from  the  Mayor,  defiring  me  not  to  come  thither,  for  that  he 
and  the  town  were  threatened,  if  they  received  me,  to  be  utterly  deftroyed  by 
the  northern  Army,  then  within  a  day's  march  of  them.  The  advance  of  that 
force  in  purfuit  of  me,  the  Lord  Dillon  (and  others  who  met  me  that  day) 
gave  me  notice  of.  I  was  then  alfo  advertifed,  that  Mac  Thomas  (as  they  call 
him)  with  the  Mimfter  horfe  declared  for  the  Romifb  Clergy,  was  within  fome 
fmall  diftance  drawing  towards  me ;  and  being  thereof  aflured  by  the  Earl  of 
Cajilehaven  and  others,  I  quickly  found  my  felf  forfakcn  of  moft  of  thofe  who 
had  received  and  proclaimed  the  Peace :  And  having  not  had  before  that  time 
fo  much  as  intelligence  of  Owen  0  Neile's  march,  though  his  way  was  clofc  by 
Prejlon,  I  conceived  it  then  high  time  to  look  back  towards  my  fmall  party  of 
foote,  which  I  had  left  near  Kilkenny :  And  accordingly  that  night  I  fent  them 
orders  to  draw  back  towards  Dublin,  and  having  my  felf  marched  all  that  night, 
the  next  day  I  quartered  with  the  horfe  five  miles  fhort  of  them  at  a  gariifon 
then  in  your  Majeftie's  power.  But  having  frefti  intelligence  thzt  Owen  O  Neile 
marched  faft  on  the  left  hand  of  us  a  nearer  way  towards  Dublin,  1  haftencd, 
and  by  long  marches  came  to  Dublin  on  the  13  th  o(  September,  having  been 
forth  about  three  weeks.  But  neither  in  my  march  going  or  coming,  was  there 
any  violence  offered  to  the  Country,  nor  was  there  any  thing  taken  but  what 
was  paid  for.  When  we  were  come  to  Dublin,  my  Lord  Digby  and  I  cou- 
fi4$:i'9,d  what  was  then  to  be  done,  and  at  laft  determined  to  make  application 

2  to 
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to  the  Pnrliamcnt,  upon  conditions  and  for  rcafons  to  be  othcrwifc  imparted 
to  your  Majcftic. 

Not  long  after  my  return  to  'Dnbl'm,  I  received  ^  letters  from  Sir  Lucas 
T>illon  and  Doclor  Gerard  Fennel,  (who  were  employed  to  the  Clergy)  giving 
an  account  of  their  negotiation  and  their  advices ;  which  tending  to  a  forbear- 
ance of  acts  of  hortility,  I  took  hold  of,  and  in  my  'ianfwer  did  in  a  man- 
ner beg  a  Ccflation,  to  the  end  that  mifunderftandings  might  be  removed,  and, 
if  it  were  poiViblc,  the  Peace  might  yet  be  fettled.  But  to  this  anfvvcr  of  mine 
there  was  no  reply,  nor  fo  much  as  any  overture  tending  towards  a  looking 
into  the  former  paflages,  or  reconciling  of  differences.  But  the  next  news  I 
heard  was  of  their  drawing  forces  together,  raifing  of  new,  and  at  length  of 
Owen  O  Neile's  fummoning  of  your  Majeflie's  ^garrifons,  taking  fome  upon 
conditions,  and  fome  by  force,  and  ufing  exceeding  great  f  cruelty  to  thofe  re- 
iifting.  Trefton  was  alfo  drawing  together  his  forces,  but  yet  ufed  no  adls  of 
hoftility.  Wheieupon  1  wrote  g  letters  to  them  both,  to  know  what  was  the 
end  and  ground  of  their  proceedings  ;  whereunto  they  fcverally  returned  me 
•♦anfwers,  by  which  I  could  gather  nothing  but  afllirance,  that  they  intended 
the  taking  of  all  your  Majeftie's  garrifons,  and  deftruftion  of  your  Majeflie's 
fervant.  And  though  by  letters  from  » Colonel  Fitz-Williams  I  had  fome  inti- 
mation of  TreJloTis  joining  therein  with  Owen  O  Neile,  I  could  not  believe, 
however,  his  tender  confcience  might  induce  him  not  to  help  us,  (though  he 
was  fulficiently  engaged  thereunto)  that  yet  he  would,  contrary  to  fo  many  pro- 
teflations,  appear  adlively  againfl  us;  and  therefore  ^  expoflulated  the  matter  with 
him  in  the  bcft  and  leaft  offenfive  manner  I  could ;  which  produced  no  other 
anfwer  than  certain  extravagant  and  unrcafonable  •  propofitions  ;  whereunto  I 
neverthelefs  returned  a  reafonable  ■"  anfwer,  defuing  to  be  informed  with  whom 
I  was  to  treat,  and  how  they  were  authorized.  Whereunto  I  never  had  any 
reply;  but  inftead  thereof,  had  fad  aflurances  that  they  fell  to  dcftroying  your 
Majeftie's  quarters,  and  at  laft  to  the  blocking  up  the  city  of  'Dublin,  which 
for  mere  want  of  powder  (whereof  there  was  not  in  his  Majeflie's  flores  four- 
teen barrels)  they  had  carried,  if  upon  fending  of  CommifHoners  to  treat  with 
the  Parliament,  according  to  what  was  refolved  on  between  my  Lord  'Digby 
and  me,  we  had  not  gotten  about  thirty  barrels  from  a  fea  Captain  then  in  the 
bay  oiTitiblin.  Whilft  Trejion  2X^6.  Owen  O  Neile  lay  thus  before  the  city,  there 
arrived  Commiflioners  from  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  with  power  to  treat, 
and  with  ilipplics  of  men,  money  and  victuals,  which  at  fuch  a  time,  being  in 
want  of  food  and  all  neceffaries  for  defence,  and  blocked  up  by  two  flrong 
Armies,  (by  whom  we  expeded  hourly  to  be  affaulted)  they  thought  I  durft  not 
refufe,  upon  what  conditions  foever  offered;  or  if  I  did,  that  your  Majeflie's 
Army  and  the  inhabitants  of  T)ublin  would  rife  againfl  me.  Yet  they  want- 
ing your  Majefle's  diredlions  for  delivering  unto  them  the  places  under  your 
Majeftie's  authority,  and  refufing  to  fuccour  us  upon  any  other  terms,  the  Treaty 
broke  off,  and  they  with  their  men  were  fent  away  fufficiently  difpleafed  with 
rne. 

During  the  aboad  of  thofe  Commiflioners  at  'Dublin,  began  the  Treaty  be- 
tween my  Lord  of  Clanricarde  and  General  'Prejion,  together  with  his  Officers ; 
which,  tho'  I  very  much  doubted,  was  drawn  on  rather  for  fear  of  ray  agree- 
ment with  the  aforefaid  Commiffioners,  and  to  break  off  my  Treaty  with  them, 
than  out  of  any  real  intention  or  inclination  to  peace  and  quietnefs :  Yet  Pre- 
fion  and  his  Officers  having  fo  deeply  and  folemnly "  fworn  to  fland  to  the

Peace,. 
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Peace,  and  be  thenceforth  obedient  to  your  Majeftie's  authority,  I  fufFered  my 
felf  to  be  perfwaded  to  "undertake  and  do  all  things,  that  by  my  Lord  oiClan- 
ricarde's  engagement  was  expcded  from  mc,  the  receiving  of  a  maftering  power 
of  Trejlons  men  into  your  Majeftie's  garrifons  excepted ;  which  by  all  means- 
poflible  was  endeavoured,  though  it  was  neither  abfolutely  agreed  to  by  my 
Lord  of  Clanricarde,  nor  by  him  preft  to  be  aflented  unto.  Which  preflurc  of 
theirs  in  that  point,  added  to  my  fulpicion,  that  all  their  profeflions  were  the 
efFefts  of  a  contrivance  between  the  Nuncio  and  Trefton  to  procure  entrance 
into,  and  the  maftery  of  T^ublin  (as  fince  it  hath  appeared  to  be.)  Yet  ftill  I 
refolved  to  drive  them  to  a  point,  and  being  thereto  invited  by  Treftons  agree- 
ment with,  and  letters  to  my  lord  oi  Clanrkarde,  I  marched  out  in  hopes  of 
the  conjunftion  of  his  forces  with  thofe  few  I  was  able  to  draw  forth  accord- 
ing to  his  engagement.  But  being  come  within  a  day's  march  of  the  place 
afljgned,  1  met  with  a  letter  from  Trejion,  to  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde  to 
this  effed,  That  his  Officers,  not  being  excommunication-proof,  were  fallen 
from  him  to  the  Nuncio's  party;  and  therefore  he  advifed  me  to  proceed  no 
farther,  but  exped  the  iffue  of  a  General  Affembly,  that  was  to  be  at  Kilkenny 
the  loth  of  January  following,  where  he  doubted  not  but  things  would  be 
fet  right  by  the  confent  of  the  whole  Kingdom,  which  would  be  much  more 
for  his  Majeftie's  fervice,  than  to  attempt  the  forcing  of  a  Peace  upon  thofe 
that  were  averfe  to  it.  Though  I  was  little  fatisfied  with  that  difappointment, 
and  feared  that  the  power  the  Clergy  had  to  fruftrate  a  Peace,  concluded  by 
vertue  of  the  bcft  authority  any  people  in  their  cafe  could  delegate,  would  ra- 
ther increafc  than  diminilh,  by  the  time  that  was  given  them  to  work  in ;  and 
though  I  could  not  apprehend  how  it  could  be  poflible  for  me  in  the  meaa 
time  to  maintain  the  Army,  or  when  it  fhould  come  to  want,  to  keep  off  the 
cry  that  would  be  raifed  by  all  forts  of  people,  for  a  new  addrefs  to  the  Par- 
liament, the  IriJJj  having  fo  often  deceived  us :  Yet  that  they  might  be  left 
without  any  excufe,  I  refolved  thorough  all  difficulties  and  hazards  to  exped  the 
iffue  of  that  Affembly.  But  for  the  eafe  of  our  quarters,  (which  were  fo 
wafted  by  the  enemies  lying  before  ^Dublin,  and  the  deftrudion  I  was  forced  to 
make  upon  their  approach,  that  they  were  utterly  unable  to  maintain  the  half 
of  that  little  Army)  1  drew  out  as  many  more  to  the  men  I  had  with  me,  as 
made  them  in  all  about  1200  foote,  and  600  horfe,  and  with  them  marched 
into  their  quarters,  where  notwithftanding  their  provocations  by  feveral  breaches 
of  faith,  aggravated  by  high  and  cruel  ads  of  hoftility,  1  fuffered  no  violence 
to  be  done  upon  any  man's  perfon  or  goods,  or  any  thing  to  be  taken,  but 
neceffary  provifion  of  meat  and  drink ;  though  during  my  aboad  in  this  friendly 
manner  amongft  them,  the  Captain  and  Lieutenant  of  my  guard  were  barba- 
roufly  murthcred  upon  the  highway,  having  ftaid  at  a  town,  but  a  little  after 
their  company  was  marched  away,  in  confidence  of  the  good  affedion  profefled 
by  the  Country.  And  though  not  only  their  nev7  ereded  Council  had  pro- 
claimed us  enemies,  and  commanded  hot  war  to  be  made  upon  us,  but  (which 
was  more  contrary  to  my  expedation)  they  had  prevailed  w'lth'PreJion  to''dir- 
avow  any  obligation  upon  him  by  the  tranfadion  with  my  Lord  oiClanricarde. 
And  at  length,  after  all  our  pains  taken  to  make  the  Nobility  and  Gentry  un^ 
derftand,  how  much  the  honour  and  fecurity  of  their  Nation  was  concerned 
in  the  vindication  of  their  publick  faith,  and  in  their  fubmiffions  to  your  Ma- 
jeftie's authority.  After  all  the  hopes  we  could  defire  was  given  us  by  all  the 
confidcrable  men  of  Eng//fh  extradion,  and  by  fome  well  affcded  of  Ir/JJj  def- 
cent ;  and  after  fix  weeks  patient  endurance  of  very  incommodious  and  hazar- 
dous removals  from  place  to  place  in  the  depth  of  winter,   there  came  forth

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from  the  Aflcnibly  that  ftrange  'i  Dcclaiatioii  that  at  once  acquitted  thofc  that 
had  couchided  the  Peace,  as  men  fully  cntrufted  and  faithfully  dil'charging  that 
truft ;  and  yet  declared  the  Peace  (o  concluded  to  be  void.  Soon  after  came 
forth  certain  '  Propofitions  offered  to  them  by  their  Clergy,  which  they  ap- 
proved of,  and  (olemnly  fworc  to  infift  upon  them  ;  which  were  fuch,  as  I  well 
knew  your  Majcftie  would  never  confent  unto,  upon  any  confidcration  whatfo- 
cver.  Here  I  humbly  conceive  your  MajcUie  will  judge  there  was  a  full  period 
to  all  our  hopes  from  the  Irijb. 

And  now  your  Majeftie  maypleafe  tounderftand,  that  upon  thcfirft  advance- 
ment of  the  Armies  under  Trejfon  and  Ottvw  O  Neile's  leading  to  the  fiege  of 
'■Dublin,  I  applied  my  felf  for  fuccour  to  the  Scots  in  the  North  oi Ireland,  by 
whofe  '"anlwer  fent  by  one  Captain  Cunninghatn  both  in  writing  and  verbally, 
as  alfo  by  the  papers  that  paflcd  from  the  <5'r<7/'jCommiflloners  mEngland,  and 
more  particularly  thofe  faid  to  be  the  fpeeches  of  the  Chancellor  of  Scotland^ 
I  conceived  fome  hopes,  that  podibly  fomc  ufe  might  be  made  of  them  for  the 
prelervation  of  your  Majeftie's  interefts  in  Ireland.  Whercunto  to  invite  them, 
I  employed  my  beft  endeavours  by  my  t  anfwers  to  Cunningham,  and  by  fend- 
ing foon  after  him  lA:i]o^  Seafoiz'le  "^Gibfon,  a  man  of  approved  faithfulnefs :  But 
he  returning  to  me  with  an  unfatisfadlory  anfwer  to  my  propofitions,  I  inftrufted 
Sir  George  Hamilton,  and  fent  him  from  Dublin  to  attend  your  Majeftie  then, 
(as  I  hoped)  upon  good  terms  with  your  ScotiJJj  fubjcfts  at  Newcajlle  ;  and  in  his 
way  he  was  inftrufted  to  make  trial  once  more  of  the  afFedlions  of  the  Scots  hxrwy. 
He  began  his  journey  at  the  time  I  was  drawing  forth  upon  'Preflons  invitation ; 
but  through  ficknefs  was  forced  to  ftay  fome  days  at  Dundalk;  and  during  his 
ftay  thereabouts,  he  defired  a  meeting  with  Colonel  John  Hamilton ;  which  be- 
ing given  him,  he  from  him  underftood  the  refolution  taken  by  the  Parliament 
of  Scotland,  and  by  their  Army,  to  deliver  your  Majeftie  to  the  Houfes  of 
Parliament  in  England;  and  with  a  fad  affurance  thereof.  Sir  George  returned 
to  me  to  Trym,  where  he  found  me  and  the  party  I  had  with  me  in  fuch  want 
of  provision,  and  fo  harafted,  that  within  a  few  days,  after  having  made  fome 
fuccefslefs  inroads  into  the  County  of  Cavan,  for  the  gaining  of  cattle,  and 
hearing  from  your  Majeftie's  Council  at  Dublin,  that  the  inhabitants  there  be- 
ing brought  to  extreme  poverty,  flatly  refufcd  longer  to  contribute  towards  the 
fupport  of  the  Army,  I  was  forced  to  return  to  Dublin.  Where,  upon  confi- 
dcration of  our  weak  and  defperate  condition,  and  of  the  approach  of  the 
fpring,  v/hich  would  certainly  bring  fome  enemy  againft  us,  it  was  unanimoufly 
refolved  by  all  your  Majeftie's  Council  and  fervants  then  there,  that  it  was  more 
for  your  Majeftie's  honour  and  fervice,  and  confequently  more  agreeable  to 
your  pleafure,  which  we  then  had  neither  means  nor  time  to  confult,  to  put 
'Dublin,  and  all  the  garrifons  that  remained  in  obedience  to  your  Majeftie,  in- 
to the  hands  of  the  two  Houfes  of  Parliament  in  England,  than  to  fuffer  them 
to  be  taken  by  the  Irijh.     And  for  this  opinion,  fome  of  the  reafons  were  : 

Firft:,  it  was  doubted  it  would  give  too  much  advantage  to  thofe  calumnies 
that  had  been  caft  upon  your  Majeftie,  of  too  much  favouring  the  Pop/JjKcli- 
gion,  if  all  the  Churches  in  the  quarters,  yielding  obedience  to  your  Majeftie, 
fhould  be  given,  or  fufFered  to  be  taken  to  the  ufe  of  that  Religion ;  and  the 
cxercife  of  the  Proteftant  Religion,  either  totally  fupprefl^ed,  or  at  the  beft  but 
allowed  by  connivance  in  corners,  a  favour  not  then  afforded  to  any  within  the 
Irifh  quarters.

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Secondly,  it  was  feared  it  might  reflcd  on  your  Majeftie's  honour,  if'thofe 
fervants  and  fubjcds  of  yours  that  had  fo  conftantly  ferved  you,  and  continued 
fo  to  do,  long  after  your  Majcftic  had  no  one  place,  that  I  can  call  to  mind, 
holding  for  you  in  all  your  three  Kingdoms,  fhould  at  laft  be  fubjcftcd  to  the 
tyranny  of  thole  that  then  ruled  amongft  the  Irifl:)  j  from  whom  what  ufagc 
they  were  to  expcft,  was  plain  by  their  frequent  perfidies,  by  the  ufage  of 
others  of  your  Majeftie's  party  fallen  into  their  hands,  and  by  their  having  given 
reft  to  all  places  and  people  holding  for  the  Parliament,  that  they  might  bend 
the  united  ftrength  of  their  part  of  the  Kingdom  againft  us,  that  only  upheld 
your  Majeftie's  Authority,  that  only  had  made  and  kept  about  three  years  Cef- 
fation  with  them,  and  that  only  offered  them ;  nay,  that  went  a  begging  to 
them  to  their  own  doors  with  peace. 

A  third  reafon  was,  upon  confideration  of  the  intereft  of  your  Majefty's  Crown  5 
wherein  it  appeared  in  Ibme  clearnefs  to  us,  that  if  the  places  we  held  for  your 
Majeftie  were  put  into  the  hands  of  the  two  houfes  of  Parliament,  they  would 
revert  to  your  Majeftie,  when  either  by  Treaty  or  otherwife  you  fliould  re- 
cover your  rights  in  England'-,  and  that  in  all  probability  without  expencc  of 
treafurc  or  blood.  But  if  they  were  given  or  loft  to  the  Confederates,  it  was 
to  us  very  evident,  that  they  would  never  be  recovered  by  Treaty,  your  Ma- 
jeftie's known  pious  rcfolution,  and  their  exorbitant  expeftations  in  point  of 
Religion  confidered  ;  nor  by  conqueft,  but  after  a  long  and  chargeable  War, 
wherein  how  far  they  might  be  affifted  by  any  foreign  Prince  that  would  believe 
his  affairs  advanced  or  fecured  by  keeping  your  Majeftie  bufied  at  home,  fell 
hkewile  into  confideration. 

After  that  by  the  advices  aforefaid,  for  thefe  reafbns,  and  upon  fuch  invinci- 
ble neccfTity,  1  had  fcnt  to  fomeofthe  Commillioners  formerly  employed  to  treat 
with  me  from  the  Houfes  of  Parliament,  letting  them  know  that  1  was  ready 
to  leave  'Dublin  and  the  other  garrifons  to  them  upon  the  Conditions  they  had 
offered;  upon  the  Confederates  having  notice  thereof,  they  difpatch'd  to  me 
an  ^  overture  for  an  accommodation  as  they  called  it,  which,  coming  after 
they  knew  I  was  engaged  to  the  Parliament,  if  they  accepted  my  offer,  I  un- 
derftood  as  intended  by  them  for  no  other  end,  than  that  they  might  be  able 
to  deny  they  had  impofed  any  nccefllty  upon  me  to  agree  with  the  Houfes  of 
Parliament.  Yet  left  they  might  be  contrary  to  their  intention,  once  more  en- 
gaged to  a  conjunftion  with  me  (for  now  the  name  of  a  Peace  or  lubmiffion 
to  your  Majcftic  they  utterly  waved)  they  propofed  terms  of  accommodation, 
but  fuch  as  were  in  effed  as  contrary  to  your  Majeftie's  honour  and  intereft  to 
yield  to,  as  thofe  they  fent  when  they  approached  T>nblin  with  their  Nuncio, 
and  two  Armies.  And  that  they  might  be  fure  not  to  be  bound  even  to  thofe 
conditions,  the  perfons  they  had  intrufted  and  wilhcd  me  to  give  credit  to, 
refufcd  to  put  their  overtures  in  writing,  or  (when  in  their  prefcnce,  or  by 
their  didating  I  had  written  them  out)  to  fign  to  them. 

I  was  advifed  by  your  Majeftie's  Council  to  fuch  overtures  as  thefe,  for  the 
obtaining  of  a  Ccllation,  to  give  a  delaying  anfvvcr;  rwhich  1  accordingly  didj 
and  foon  after  arrived  UlZ.  Winter  Grant  with  hiftrudions  and  difpatches  from 
the  Queen  and  Prince  o'i  Wales-,  all  tending  to  a  reconciling  of  the  differences, 
which  the  Confederates  according  to  their  cuftom,  Iccmed  in  their  difcourfc 
very  defirous  to  liftcn  to.  But  being  prcft  to  aft  fomcthing  towards  it,  they 
fent  me  by  Mx. Grant  ay  meffage  in  writing,  relating  to  the  forcmentioned 
overtures,  without  any  alteration ;  but  that  now,  to  be  lure  there  fhould  be  no 
accommodation,  they  declared  they  muft  infift  upon  the  propofition  of  the 
Clergy,  whcreunto  they  had  fworne  5  and  that  if  I  would  have  a  Ceflation  with 
them,    I  mufl  undertake   to  receive  no  forces  from  the  Parliament  for  fix  or

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twelve  months,  they  in  the  mean  time  propoilng  no  way,  how  I  fliould  main- 
tain your  Majcftic's  Army,  unlcfs  I  would  agree  to  their  unreafonable  de- 
mands. Yet  finding  that  the  Houfes  of  Parliament  had  left  me  liberty  of  treat- 
ing by  their  failing  to  perform  on  their  parts,  I  ''•  undertook  that  I  would  not 
receive  any  forces  from  them  for  three  weeks  (and  withall  fent  my  ^  anfwer 
to  their  overtures  for  accommodation)  if  for  that  time  they  would  agree  to  a 
Ceflation.  But  to  this,  though  propofed  as  a  means  the  more  conveniently  to 
treat  of  the  accommodation  leemingly  deflred  by  them,  I  never  had  any  an- 
fwer; lb  that  by  them,  or  any  that  would  juftify  them,  it  cannot  be  denied, 
but  that  the  laft  motion  towards  a  reconcilement  went  from  me,  and  lay  neg- 
lefted  and  unanfwercd  upon  their  hands;  and  when  all  hopes  of  preferving 
your  Majertie's  intereftsby  your  own  fubjedls,  of  what  Nation  foever,  had  been 
attempted  and  tailed  me,  your  Majeftie  may  have  heard  what  propofitions  I 
made  elfewherc ;  and  how  long  beyond  the  time  I  promifed,  I  attended  a  return 
to  them  ;  which  to  this  hour  I  never  had. 

Thefe  imperfect  performances  of  my  duty  to  your  Majeftie,  and  thefe  con- 
fufed  Relations  of  them  do  not  at  all  pretend  to  juftiiications,  but  are  moft 
humbly  fubmitted  to  your  Majcftie's  judgment. 

N°.  DLXVI.     Lord  Digby  to  the  Marqiiefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

SOME  two  dayes  fince,  I  fent  yOur  Lordfhip  only  notice  oif  my  fafe  arri- 
val here,  watching  the  next  opportunity  to  give  you  a  fuller  account  of 
myfelf,  fmce  you  left  Ireland,  and  of  my  happy  cfcape  from  the  danger  that 
threatned  me  on  the  Parliament's  fide,  and  out  of  the  hands  of  my  more  de- 
teftable  enemies,  the  Council  of  the  Confederates.  Which  account  I  think  the 
more  neceffary,  in  regard,  that  with  thofe  that  underftand  not  the  necellitat- 
ing  reafons  of  my  adions,  there  may  be  fome  fcandal  raifed  upon  my  choo- 
fing  rather  to  pafs  through  the  Irijh  quarters  than  through  the  Englijh ;  having 
the  Parliament's  Commiflioners  pafs;  efpecially,  fince  my  neceflary  applica- 
tions to  fome  of  the  Irifl)  party  for  my  fafetie's  fake,  may  have  furniflicd  occa- 
fion  to  have  my  name  toft  among  them,  in  fuch  things  as  their  fantafies  are 
wont  (you  know)  to  create  to  themfelves,  upon  every  new  application,  tho' 
furtheft  from  the  applyer's  thoughts. 

Upon  your  LordChip's  going  away,  I  thought  fit  to  fend  Slingsby  to  Colonel 
Jones,  to  know  whether  I  might  ftill  continue  with  the  fame  fecurity  at  Leix- 
lip,  as  1  did  whilft  you  were  in  the  Kingdom,  till  I  could  find  means  for  my 
tranfportation  beyond  fea  from  "Dublin-,  I  engaging  my  felf  to  defend  that 
place  from  the  Iripj  during  my  refidence  there.  Unto  which  mefiage  I  re- 
ceived a  return  from  Colonel  Jones  of  all  the  civility  imaginable,  'viz.  That 
I  might  rely  upon  my  fecure  continuance  there,  and  on  his  doing  his  utmoft 
to  make  good  their  pafs  unto  me  in  my  tranfportation  beyond  Tea;  and  that 
there  was  no  thought  of  garrifonin^  that  place,  whilft  I  was  there ;  and  that 
in  cafe  there  were,  I  Ihould  have  timely  warning.  Upon  this  obliging  mef- 
fage,  I  employed  Slingsby  to  Dublin-,  to  fee  if  he  could  procure  me  a  fafe 
and  convenient  tranfportation  into  France  from  thence;  whereof  he  brought 
me  this  account,  that  all  the  feamen  did  declare,  that  let  me  have  what  pafs  I 
could  from  the  Parliament,  they  would  either  throw  me  overboard,  or  carry 
me  prifoner  to  London.  And  withall  he  affured  me,  that  the  Parliament  fol- 
diery  of  Dublin  declared  relblutions  of  no  lefs  violence  againft  me,  if  I  came 
that  way,  in  fpight  of  any  proteftion ;  of  whofe  aptncfs  to  make  good  thofe 
threats  having  had  fuch  hazardous  experience,   even  when  your  Lordfhip  was

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there  j  and  feeing  them  daily  fo  mutinous,  even  againft  Colonel  Jones  him- 
felf ;  and  withal  receiving  pofitive  advices  from  my  friends  there  in  no  cafe  to 
adventure;  I  was  neceflitated  to  bethink  my  felf  of  another  courfe.  There- 
upon I  made  applications  to  fome  in  Trefion's  Army  to  fee  if  1  could  engage 
Trefton  and  the  reft  of  his  officers,  to  procure  me,  and  make  good  unto  me, 
a  free  and  lafc  paflage  out  of  the  Kingdome,  through  the  /r//&  quarters ;  ftnce 
without  that,  I  had  neither  hopes  of  obtaining  a  pafs  from  the  Council,  nor, 
had  I  had  one,  durft  I  have  ^•entured  my  felf  upon  it ;  having  had  fuch  ex- 
perience both  of  their  malice  and  deteftable  perfidy.  It  plealbd  God  that  I 
fucceeded  io  well  in  this  my  application,  that  I  foon  procured  from  General 
Trefton,  and  all  his  officers,  an  engagement  under  their  hands  to  procure  me 
from  the  Council,  and  make  good  unto  me,  a  free  pafs  out  of  the  Kingdom, 
accompanying  it  with  a  letter  to  the  Council  to  that  cffecl ;  but  written  in  a 
ftile  of  more  kindnefs  to  me,  than  1  could  allow  of;  which  occafioned  a 
letter  from  mc  to  Trefton,  defiring  a  more  ordinary  recommendation,  which 
was  all  tiiat  ever  paft  from  me  to  Trefton.  Upon  which  I  had  fuch  a  letter 
from  Trefton  and  his  officers  to  the  Council,  as  procured  me  the  paft-defired. 
In  the  interim  of  my  preparations  to  be  gone,  and  expectations  of  my  pafs, 
the  Council,  whether  jealous  of  my  negotiation  with  Trefton's  Army,  upoa 
that  fcore  of  foreign  employment,  which  (you  know)  hath  been  the  ground 
of  all  my  traffick,  with  any  of  the  Army,  fince  their  breach  of  Faith;  or 
whether  merely  out  of  their  former  inveterate  malice  to  affront  me,  and 
drive  me  to  caft  my  felf  into  the  Parliament's  hands,  I  know  not.  But  this 
I  know,  that  they  fent  pofitive  orders  to  Trefton  inftantly  to  put  a  garrifoii 
into  Leixlip  by  fair  means  or  by  foul ;  and  accordingly  one  morning,  when 
I  looked  for  nothing  lefs.  Sir  Thomas  Efmond  with  a  ftrong  party  of  Trefton's 
Army  was  drawn  before  the  Caftle,  and  fummoned  it ;  whereunto  fuch  a 
denial  with  fome  fhot  was  returned  as  became  us.  Whereof  I  gave  an  account 
to  Colonel  Jones;  but  withal  I  muft  tell  you,  that  Trefton s  Orders  being 
fo  peremptory,  and  Colonel  Jones  then  in  no  condition  to  relieve  us,  I  could 
not  have  hoped  to  have  efcaped  the  extremity,  had  I  not  in  the  point  handled 
Sir  Thomas  Efmond  and  Father  TI>arcy  dexteroufly  at  a  conference  agreed  on 
between  us  without  the  Caftle,  of  which  the  fatisfadory  iflue  to  them  was 
a  confidence  raifed  in  them,  that  no  Parliament  Garrifon  fhould  be  admitted 
whilft  I  was  there  ;  which  afturance  I  could  boldly,  and  without  hazard,  give 
them  upon  Colonel  Jones  his  engagement  to  me.  Thus  things  flood  when 
the  battle  was  given,  I  profefs,  to  my  great  grief,  having  fo  great  a  part  of 
Trefton's  Army  lure  for  foreign  employment ;  which  I  was  confident,  though 
the  Parliament  had  as  then  denied  licenfe  for  their  tranfportation,  they  would 
afterwards,  upon  your  reprefentation  of  the  reafons,  find  it  fo  much  for  their 
advantage,  that  they  would  yield  unto  it. 

Upon  the  lofs  of  the  battle,  being  before  vefolved  to  venture  through  the 
Irijh  quarters,  I  made  hafte  away  from  Leixlip,  which  may  Icem  to  caft  fome 
refledion  upon  me,  with  thofe  that  underftand  not  the  neceffitating  reafon 
of  it ;  which  was,  that  if  after  the  battle  I  had  ftaid  any  time  in  the  Englijh 
quarters,  it  would  have  been  a  ceitain  pretence  with  the  Council,  to  have 
violated  my  Pafs ;  fince  I  had  loft  my  main  fecurity  in  the  lofs  of  that  Army, 
which  was  engaged  for  it.  And  indeed  had  not  the  terror  of  the  great  lofs 
to  their  party  in  general  awed  them,  as  well  as  the  engagement  (for  my  fe- 
curity) of  that  Army  might  have  done ;  and  had  not  I  likewife  amufed  the 
fools  in  my  paftage  by  Kilkenny  with  fuch  difcourfes,  as  might  raife  hopes  of 
my  being  ufcful  to  them  in  their  diftreffed  condition,  I  do  not  believe  1  ever 
.  fhould  have  efcaped  their  Hands  j  and  even  at  laft  I  was  feign  to  get  away  in 
difguife  in  an  open  barque  of  eight  tun,  commanded  by  an  Engliftj  Protcftant 
Captain,  unto  whom  alone  I  difcovercd  my  felf.

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But  befidcs  this  reafon,  I  mufl:  confcfs  to  your  Lordfhip  in  fecret,  that  al- 
though I  was  very  lure,  that  I  my  I'elf,  nor  no  body  from  me,  had  had  any 
commerce  with  the  Irip)  unjuftifiabic,  but  rather  meritorious  with  the  Englifhj 
were  the  true  grounds  of  it  known ;  yet  I  was  not  fecure,  but  that  from  the 
difcourfes  which  for  our  ends  upon  the  Ir/JJ:)  foreign  employment,  and  mine 
for  my  fafety  in  Leixlip,  1  was  fain  to  make  to  Roman  Catholicki,  who  had 
accefs  unto  me,  of  a  tindurc  quite  differing  from  my  heart,  there  might  be 
collections  and  inferences  concerning  me  dilperfed  among  that  party,  both  by 
difcourfe  and  letters,  which  might  expofc  me  to  danger,  till  the  grounds  of 
them  were  underftood.  Infomuch  as  though  I  relied  much  upon  Colonel 
Jones's  honour,  who  was  not  ignorant  of  the  grounds  of  my  correfpondency 
with  'Prejion,  even  before  the  Battle,  yet  I  muft  confefs  I  durft  not  truft  my 
felf  to  the  playing  of  an  after-game  in  the  Parliament's  hands,  but  thought  it 
my  wifert  courfe  to  get  my  perfon  off  in  fafety,  though  with  fome  little  fuf- 
pition,  with  the  ignorant,  than  to  adventure  my  fclf  in  their  hands,  who  bore 
me  fo  much  ill  will  upon  another  Icore,  that  it  is  not  likely  that  they  would 
have  admitted  of  my  purgation  in  this ;  which  vi^as  the  only  point  upon  which 
they  could  pretend  to  violate  my  Pafs,  and  fo  to  bring  me  in  queftion  for  all 
fuch  other  things  as  malice  hath  poflefled  the  people  with  againft  me.  Be 
pleafed  to  pardon  my  troubling  you  with  this  narrative,  which  I  thought  ne- 
cefTary,  not  for  any  vindication  of  mine  with  my  Enemies,  but  left  any  ac- 
cidents fhould  poflibly  give  his  Majeftie,  or  any  of  thole  whole  eftimation  I 
value,  a  mifimprellion,  that  I  were  in  any  thing  declined  from  my  deteftation 
of  the  Irijh  rebellion  and  perfidy ;  or  from  that  fervency  for  the  intereft  of 
the  Crown  of  England  in  that  Nation,  which  had  made  me  entirely  eon- 
current  >!vith  my  opinion  in  all  your  proceedings. 

And  now  that  I  have  done  with  what  concerns  my  felf,  give  me  leave  toi  tell 
in  fhort  the  ftate  that  things  were  in,  in  that  Kingdom,  at  my  coming  away^ 
The  lofs  of  that  great  Battle  caufed  (it  is  true)  a  great  confternation  in  all 
the  old  Englifh,  and  more  moderate  part  of  the  Irijh,  as  being  the  only  power, 
with  that  which  remained  in  Munfter,  whereby  they  hoped,  that  the  violent 
and  incorrigible  party  of  the  Rebels  depending  upon  the  Nuncio,  Clergy, 
and  0'-s:en  O  Neile,  might  be  forced  to  fubmit  to  the  obedience  of  the  Crown 
of  England,  in  cafe  his  Majeftie  and  his  Parliament  agreeing,  they  might  be 
admitted  to  any  moderate  conditions  of  favour  and  mercy.  But  on  the  con- 
trary, I  could  perceive  in  all  the  faid  violent  party  palpable  fymptoms  of  their 
being  rather  pleafed  with  that  overthrow,  as  drawing  on  (as  they  thought)  a 
neceffary  conlequence  of  the  whole  Catholick  Party's  fubmitting  to  O  Neile 
by  way  of  command,  and  to  the  Nuncio  and  Clergy  by  way  of  government 
and  llipport  of  Moneys,  it  being  then  affured  (which  fince  my  coming  hi- 
ther I  rind  to  be  true)  that  his  Decan  was  at  St.  Malo  with  three  brave  frigats^ 
and  a  great  fum  of  money  from  Rome,  for  maintainance  of  that  War;  for  the 
further  fupport  of  which,  their  confultations,  grown  to  a  refolution  (as  I  was 
informed  before  my  coming  away)  were  to  have  recourfe  to  foreign  aid.  Some 
would  have  them  call:  themfelvcs  under  the  proteftion  of  Spain  i  but  I  con- 
ceive that  lefs  to  be  feared,  becaufe  the  King  of  Spain  hath  too  much  bufinels 
upon  his  hands  to  undertake  it,  or  to  afford  them  much  help,  unlefs  it  be 
by  way  of  exchange  of  money  for  men.  But  that  which  the  wifer  perlbns 
beat  moft  upon,  and  which  appears  to  me  the  mod  dangerous,  is  that  they 
fhould  make  application  to  Holland  for  Ships  and  Money,  and  to  deliver 
them  for  fecurity  T>uncannon  and  other  cautionary  Towns  and  Ports  ;  which 
of  what  confequencc  this  may  be,  I  leave  unto  your  Lordlhip  to  judge.  Such 
I  confidently  believe  to  be  the  dcfigns  of  the  violent  and  prevailing  party 
there.  But  for  the  more  moderate  ones  of  the  old  Englijh,  and  fome  few 
of  the  old  Irijh,  I  am  confident,  they  will  rather  fubmit  to  the  Parliament,  if 
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they  may  be  received,  or  if  not,  exile  themfelves,  than  fubmic  citkcr  to  O  Keik, 
or  any  foreign  power.  And  to  thofc  I  think  your  Lordfhip  bound  in  iionour 
to  do  what  good  offices  you  may,   both  with  the  King  and  PatUamcnt. 

To  conclude,  my  Lord,  my  opinion  is,  that  notwithftanding  the  ParUament's 
late  viftory  there,  the  intereft  of  the  Crown  of  Engla7id  may  run  gieat 
hazard  in  tliat  Kingdom,  ihould  divifions  continue  in  England,  unlcfs  (bme 
perfon  be  fuddenly  fent  over  to  command  ;  unto  whom  not  only  all  the  Pro- 
teftant  party  there  may  willingly  fubmit,  but  who  alfo  may  have  power  to 
improve  and  make  ufe  of  the  divifions  among  the  confederate  party  them- 
felves. This  is  the  account  and  opinion  which  to  give  you  I  thought  the 
duty  of

THERE  is  none  that  is  more  joyed  at  your  Lordfhip's  happy  deliverance 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  tyrants  at  IFeft^mnfier,  and  at  your  fafe  arrival 
in  France,  than  your  Lordfliip's  moft  humble  Servant.  I  am  confident  this 
your  Lordfliip's  inforced  leaving  of  England  will  prove  much  to  the  good  of 
his  Majeftie's  fervice,  by  addition  of  the  weight  of  your  Lordfhip's  prudent 
advices  to  the  Qiiecn  and  Prince's  Councils  in  this  prcfcnt  conjuniflurc  of 
affairs.  For  befides  your  Lordfhip's  more  particular  knowledge  of  the  prcfcnt 
condition  of  his  Majeftie's  bufineffes,  of  the  difpofition  of  the  now  prevail- 
ing party  in  England^  and  the  inclinations  of  the  people  there  and  clfc where, 
that  are  to  be  treated  with  your  Lordfhip's  experience  in  treaties  with  re- 
bellious difpofitions  (which  you  have  had  the  ill  forrune  to  be  compelled  to 
ftruggle  with)  and  your  approved,  prudent  conduft  in  publick  embroiled  affairs, 
will  be  of  fingular  advantage  in  the  confukations  and  rcfoiutions  that  arc  to 
be  taken  now  for  his  Majeftie.  I  lament  my  own  unhappy  misfortune,  that 
iiaving  fo  great  and  intire  affedions  to  fenx  a  perfon  whole  venues  I  fo  much 
honour ;  I  am  for  my  fidelity  to  my  dear  Maftcr,  reduced  to  fuch  a  fad  con-

N°  DLXIX.     Lord  Inchiquin  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  your  Commiflions,  which  were  fcnt  me  by  my  Lady,  and 
an  intimation  that  your  Lordfliip  Ihould  be  fpeedily  advertized  of  the  ftate 
of  affaires  here  ;  which  1  took  care  for  by  divers  ways,  but  know  not  yet 
with  what  fucccls.  The  want  of  your  Lordlhip's  prefence  doth  exceedingly 
obllruill  the  fctthngthis  Kingdom  in  obedience  to  his  Majefty,  which  I  may  not 
now  conveniently  attempt  to  do  altogether  by  the  fword;  and  pcrfwafions  are 
of  little  force  to  induce  people  of  fo  much  guilt  to  a  concurrence  with  me, 
"where  they  fee  not  an  authority  with  me  to  fecure  their  perlbns  and  eftates ; 
through  want  whereof  1  have  been  forced  to  contend  with  extreamc  difficul- 
ties, to  retain  this  unhappy  people  in  a  capacity  of  doing  good  to  themfelves, 
and  fcrvicc  to  his  MajeiHc.  For  the  Nuncio  did  no  fooner  perceive  that  I 
did  decline  this  power  now  ruling  in  England,  than  he  did  induftrioufly  apply 
himfelf  to  the  uie  of  all  means  to  divert  the  Council  and  People  from  a 
ceffation  with  me,  left  it  Ihould  ufhcr  in  his  Majeftie's  authority  j  which  is  evi- 
denced to  be  his  fear,  by  the  advice  by  him  given  the  Council,  to  feck  one 
with  me,  when  he  believed  I  would  not  do  fo.  This  occafioned  a  grear  divi- 
fwn  in  the  Council,  part  whereof  would  not  condefcend  unto  the  Ceffation, 
becaufe  the  Nuncio  declared  it  to  be  againft  his  confcience,  and  they  being 
the  major  part  who  flood  upon  llich  terms  as  I  was  unwilling  to  defcend  to, 
left  they  fhould  inftance  any  confeflion  of  mine  to  induce  the  like  upon  a  fet- 
tlement ;  I  thought  it  yet  more  convenient,  upon  confidcration  of  the  con- 
dition his  Majcftie  is  now  in,  to  grant  them  the  inclofed  Articles,  rather  than 
break  with  them,  becaufe  1  perceived  that  my  Lord  Taafe,  and  thofe  who 
are  really  for  his  Majeftie,  would  otherwife  have  fcrupled  much  at  the  excommu- 
nications of  their  Clergy,  in  regard  of  the  oath  upon  them  to  the  authority 
of  the  fupreme  Council ;  which  (they  apprehending  it  to  be  violated  without 
their  concurrence}  would  be  allowed  a  ground  of  excommunication,  and  would 
therefore  be  a  means  of  the  defedion  of  moft  of  their  party  to  the  other.  And 
as  for  the  prevention  of  that,  I  was  induced  to  grant  them  their  defires ;  fo 
the  promifes  that  my  Lord  Taafe  and  others  made  of  fupplying  me  with 
money,  by  way  of  loan  (which  they  expe£led  to  find  in  your  CoUedor's  hands) 
prevailed  with  me  to  decline  part  of  my  demands  for  fupport  of  my  Army^ 
for  the  relief  whereof  I  have  been  put  to  very  great  ftreights  by  their  want  of 
performance :  So  as  though  I  have  expended  all  I  have,  or  could  borrow,  or 
force  in  my  own  quarters;  yet  divers  of  my  men  have  died  of  hunger,  after 
they  had  a  while  lived  upon  Cats  and  Dogs,  as  many  now  do.  And  if,  whilft 
1  am  in  this  condition,  the  Parliament  Shipping  fliould  arrive  according  to  our 
expectation,  grounded  upon  good  advertifements,  with  Ibme  Officers,  Money, 
Cloaths  and  Vidluals,  and  make  tender  thereof  unto  our  Soldiers,  if  they 
will  give  up  the  Officers  they  have  now,  and  accept  Officers  from  the  Parlia^ 
mcnr,  a  greater  ftreight  than  I  (hall  be  in  cannot  be  imagined,  having  my  judg- 
ment and  reputation  at  ftakc,  with  my  life  and  fortune.  For  what  cenfure  the 
world  (who  always  judge  of  adtions  according  to  their  own  apprehenfions  or 
fuccefs,  before  they  know  the  grounds  of  them)  will  pafs  upon  me,  may  not 
improbably  fix  a  fcandal  upon  my  reputation  3  and  the  moft  charitable  will  at 
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lead  cenrure  my  judgment,  if  it  be  obfeivablc  that  I  have  made  a  Ceflation, 
which  in  the  confequence  of  it  doth  not  only  prove  inefFedual  in  order  to  the 
accomphfhment  of  the  end  thereof,  but  dcftrudive  to  my  felf  and  my  party 
for  want  of  forefight ;  whilft  I  wanted  not  power  to  acquire  a  livelihood  with 
my  fword.  But  1  fliall  rather  rely  upon  the  Divine  Providence  for  better  fuc- 
cefs,  than  take  any  other  courfe  (for  the  prefervation  of  any  earthly  thing)  that 
might  deprive  me  of  the  opportunity  I  now  have  lighted  upon  to  evidence,  that 
as  I  have  always  profeffed,  lb  it  is  a  real  truth,  that  though  I  have  profecuted 
the  fervice  in  this  Kingdom  without  his  xMajeftie's  private  approbation  of  late ; 
yet  I  was  not  more  confident,  that  I  had  juft  grounds  to  do  lb  by  vertuc  of 
the  Aft  of  Parliament  by  him  paffed,  than  conftant  in  retaining  my  integrity  to 
him ;  which  I  did  endeavour  to  manifeft  as  foon  as  I  did  obfcrve  that  party  to 
ufurp  power,  that  I  knew  were  unfaithful  to  him,  and  with  whom  I  will  never 
comply,  if  I  be  able  to  avoid  it. 

1  find  my  Lord  of  Clanrkarde  very  faithful  to  his  Majeftie,  and  in  a  better 
pofture  to  ferve  him  in  his  Country,  than  I  did  expeft.  He  hath  about  3000 
horfe  and  foot  as  I  hear.  Taafe  is  certainly  very  right,  and  is  now  calling  thole 
out  of  his  forces  that  are  not  fo.  The  Leinjler  men  alio,  and  five  of  the 
twelve  of  the  Council  may  be  relied  upon :  Buc  fome  others  whom  my  Lord 
of  Muskerj  thought  he  had  left  fo,  may  not  be  trufted ;  lb  as  the  major  part 
of  them  may  not  improbably  be  carried  with  the  Nuncio  and  Owen  O  Neile's 
faftion,  if  your  Lordfhip  do  not  make  your  immediate  repair  hither,  and  take 
all  the  power  into  your  own  hands,  which  I  will  take  the  beft  care  I  can  to 
provide  for,  fo  as  I  hope  they  fhall  not  be  able  to  oppofe  it ;  and  until  this  be 
done,  the  Kingdom  will  never  be  in  a  way  of  ferving  his  Majeftie.  If  you 
come  into  the  harbour  of  Waterford,  I  pray  do  not  land  until  you  have  a 
guard  fent,  either  of  Taafe  s  forces,  or  mine ;  for  I  am  not  confident  of  fVa~ 
terford.  All  my  harbours  are  now  open ;  but  my  advice  to  your  Lordlliip  is, 
to  land  either  at  Baltimore  or  Crookehaven,  left  any  Ihipping  of  the  Parlia- 
ment's fhould  be  at  Cork  or  Kinfale,  which  are  the  places  where  they  are  ex- 
pefted  to  be.  It  will  be  cxtream  requifite  that  your  Lordfhip  bring  fome  mo- 
ney with  you ;  and  though  you  fhould  not  be  able  to  procure  above  five  or 
6000/.  yet  let  it  bear  the  name  of  20000,  which  will  mightily  confirm  my 
Army.  Doubtlefs  we  fhall  be  able  to  borrow  money  to  anfwer  their  expefta- 
tions,  before  that  fum  fhall  be  exhaufted.  Ammunition  I  am  reafonably  well 
provided  of ;  but  corn  will  be  exceedingly  wanting  to  carry  on  any  fervice 
that  may  be  requifite  this  Hammer.  Wherefore  it  would  be  of  great  advantage 
that  fome  Merchants  might  be  prevailed  withal  to  fend  two  or  3000  barrels 
hither,  where  it  will  yield  after  the  rate  of  14  d.  per  gallon. 

The  Scots  Commiffioners  fent  unto  me  at  the  fame  time  when  your  Lord- 
fhip fent  J.  B.  and  though  they  then  earncftly  defired  I  fhould  take  this  courfe 
I  am  in,  to  prevent  the  Independents  defigns ;  yet  they  have  not  fincc  held  any 
correfpondence  with  me,  which  the  Gentleman  they  fent  told  me  they  would 
do.  Whereof  I  defire  your  Lordlliip  to  take  notice  to  my  Lord  Lauder daky 
to  whom  I  writ,  how  expedient  it  were  to  have  one  fent  from  Scotland  hither, 
to  confirm  thofe  of  my  Army  in  an  afturancc,  that  the  Presbyterian  parry  would 
all  apply  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  reftore  his  Majeftie.  But  1  hope  I  have 
not  now  fo  much  caufe  to  fear  them  as  then  I  had,  if  their  wants  be  in  any 
mcafure  fupplied.  Owen  O  Neile  and  the  Nuncio  have  begun  their  war  againll 
Birr,  which  is  now  befieged  ;  the  men  that  arc  now  in  it  are  Sir  ^Phelim,  who 
with  my  Lord  ol  Iveagh  7s.W'\  Alexander  Mac  T>onncl  arc  fallen  off  from  him. 
My  Lord  Taafe  is  now  marching  with  600  of  my  horfe  and  200  of  his  own 
to  join  with  Trefton  to  relieve  Birr  and  fall  upon  Owen's  forces,  or  at  Icaft 
upon  his  Creaghts.  Befides  this  600,  1  have  800  marching  horfe  rcalbnably 
well  appointed :  But  they  begin  to  fall  into  fome  want  of  piftols  and  faddles. 
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I  dare  not  prefume  to  boaft  of  any  dutiful  intentions  to  his  Highnefs  the 
Piincc  oilTales^  but  if  he  will  vouchfafc  to  honour  mc  with  any  commands, 
they  fhall  find  a  faithful  obedience  to  the  bed  of  my  power  :  And  in  the  mean 
time  1  (hall  not  be  indilii!;ent  to  improve  all  opportunities  for  the  advancement 
of  his  fcrvice.  1  hear  his  Majeftic  hath  received  an  ill  character  of  me  ;  and  I 
fhali  therefore  bcfeech  your  Lordlhip  to  endeavour  that  no  imprellion  of  that 
kind  may  remain.  It  is  the  greateif  reward  I  aim  at  to  ftand  in  a  good  opi- 
nion with  their  Majefties  and  his  Highnefs ;  and  1  hope  my  aftions  will  not 
upon  the  llridcft  fcrutiny  render  me  any  otherwile  unworthy  thereof,  than 
that  I  have  not  had  the  happinefs,  until  now,  to  be  capable  of  ferving  them. 

I  render  your  Lordfhip  many  thanks  for  crop  ;  and  though  I  have  not  been 
fo  happy  as  by  any  paft  fervices  to  be  intitlcd  to  fuch  favours,  yet  I  hope  my 
future  will  at  leaft  render  me  very  faithfully,

write  over  again,  for  which  1  crave  your  Lordfhip's  pardon. 

N°.  DLXX.     T}>e  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  the  P?'ince  of  Wales. 
May  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs ^ 

HAVING  long  fince  received  his  Majeftie's  command  to  go  into  Ireland, 
together  with  his  pleafure  that  for  the  better  profecuting  and  effeding  of 
his  lervice  there,  I  fhould  receive  and  obey  fuch  authorities,  orders  and  inftruc- 
tions,  as  her  Majeftie  or  your  Highnefs  fhould  judge  moft  proper  and  conducing 
thereunto :  And  having  about  the  beginning  of  July  (as  I  remember)  received 
thefe  authorities,  &c.  it  may  feem  ftrange  to  his  Majeftic  that  fo  much  time 
hath  been  loft  as  it  may  to  your  Highnefs  that  I  am  ftill  in  France :  But  as  it  is 
very  well  known  to  your  Highnefs,  that  from  my  firft  coming  to  St.Germains 
(which  was  about  the  latter  end  of  February)  to  the  time  of  your  departure 
thence,  I  was  not  only  ready  to  receive  my  dilpatch,  but  as  importunate  for  it, 
as  in  reafon  and  good  manners  I  could  be.  So  I  fhall  humbly  befeech  your 
Highnefs,  when  you  fhall  judge  it  poflible  and  convenient,  to  acquit  me  to  his. 
Majeftic  of  having  all  that  while  willingly  delayed  the  execution  of  his  com- 
mands. And  for  your  Highnefs's  fatisfadtion  concerning  my  ftay  fince,  be  picafed 
to  be  informed,  that  from  your  going  from  St.  Germains  till  the  nth  of  this 
month,  I  ftayed  there  in  exjpedlation  of  fo  much  money  as  was  of  neceflicy  re- 
quifite  to  fend  me  thence ;  that  as  foon  as  I  had  got  fo  much,  I  left  S'nGeorge 
Hamilton  and  a  fervant  of  mine  to  receive  what  I  was  farther  to  cxped,  and 
to  provide  and  fend  after  me  fuch  things  as  were  merely  neceflary ;  whilft  (to 
fave  as  much  time  as  I  could)  I  came  my  felf  into  thefe  parts  to  fee  the  arms 
and  ammunition  lliipt,  the  (hip  appointed  for  me  viftualled  for  her  voyage,  and 
my  family  fettled  in  fuch  a  way  of  fubfiftence,  as  my  prefent  condition  will 
afford :  And  that  now  1  am  here  flaying  only  for  the  remainder  of  the  money 
promifed  me,  (the  greateft  part  whereof  is  received)  and  then  the  firft  reafon- 
able  fair  wind  I  fhall  embark  my  felf  for  Ireland  i  from  whence  I  have  heard 
nothing  I  dare  offer  as  intelligence  of  the  ftate  of  that  Kingdom,  fmce  1  re- 
ceived a  letter  of  the  29th  oi May  i'iom.  the  Lord  o*^ Inchiqttin,  a  copy  whereof 
is  herewith  humbly  prefented  to  your  Highnefs;  by  which  appears  in  what  ex- 
tremity of  want  the  Army  under  his  command  then  was,  and  the  expcftation 
he  had,  that  it  would  be  in  fome  meafure  relieved  upon  my  coming;  where- 
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with  he  alfo  encouraged  his  Officers  and  Soldiers  to  bear  with  patience  their 
miferable  condition.  But  wlien  tliey  fhall  find  themfelves  fo  far  difappointcd, 
that  in  a  fhort  time  after  my  landing  there,  the  company  I  bring  with  mc 
fhall  rather  become  a  burthen,  than  any  kind  of  relief  to  them  ;  it  is  much  to 
be  feared,  that  their  difcouragement  and  difcontent  will  be  fuch,  that  all  I  can 
reafonably  hope  for,  will  be  to  keep  them  in  temper  to  be  employed  upon  the 
reducing  of  fuch  as  fhall  refufe  obedience  to  the  King's  authority  when  they 
are  thereunto  enabled  by  the  fupplics,  which  I  muft  not  be  fparing  to  under- 
take to  them,  will  fpeedily,  and  in  Ibme  good  proportion,  be  fent  to  them 
by  the  Queen  and  your  Highnefs.  And  until  thefc  fupplies  come,  I  cannot 
promife,  with  any  probability  of  making  my  word  good,  that  that  Kingdom 
can  be  brought  to  obedience ;  much  lefs  made  ufeful  to  your  Highnefs's  fervicc 
elfewhere.  On  the  contrary,  if  the  Army  under  my  Lord  of  lnchiquin%  com- 
mand (which  is  the  principal  foundation  of  my  hopes  there)  l"hall  by  continu- 
ance of  their  wants  fall  to  defpair,  or  at  the  bcft  become  weak  and  ufelefs,  I 
do  much  apprehend  the  confequcnce  will  be,  firft  a  general  diflike  in  them  of 
all  my  a£lions,  and  particularly  of  thofe,  which  they  then  will  call  too  large 
conceffions  to  the  Iri^ ;  and  in  conclufion  a  hearkening  after  any  overtures 
that  may  be  made  them  of  revolting  to  the  Parliament,  who  will  not  want  in- 
ftruments  to  foment  their  difcontents,  and  to  difpofe  them  to  it  by  all  pofli- 
ble  arts:  And  in  cafe  they  fhall  be  proof  againft  all  the  temptations  that  can 
be  fuggefted  to  them  by  their  own  wants,  or  the  infinuations  of  thofe  that 
would  prevent  them  :  Yet  if  they  be  no  where  led  forth,  for  want  of  mo- 
ney to  fit  them  for  a  march,  and  of  viduals  to  fuftain  them  in  it,  the  confe- 
qucnce muft  be  fo  inevitably  great  a  difreputation  and  contempt  of  them  in 
that  part  of  the  Iri^  who  are  of  a  fadion  contrary  to  Peace  and  his  Majcftic's 
intcrcft,  and  fuch  a  difcouragement  in  thofe  among  them  that  are  for  both, 
that  I  much  fear  the  firft  will  foon  become  the  ftronger  party ;  and  I  fhall  be 
fo  far  from  drawing  away  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  under  the  command  of 
Jones,  and  others  that  ftill  adhere  to  the  Parliament,  that  my  labour  muft  be, 
as  foon  as  I  land,  to  keep  fuch  as  are  ready  to  come  from  coming,  until  I  am 
in  cafe  to  maintain  them,  left  they  fhould  give  too  bad  a  report  of  their  en- 
tertainment to  be  removed,  when  1  fliall  be  really  able  to  give  better.  So  that 
upon  the  whole  matter,  all  that  1  dare  encourage  your  Highnefs  to  cxpcd  from 
my  endeavours  in  Ireland  until  I  be  fupply'd,  is  no  more  than  that  I  may  poffi- 
bly  be  able  for  fome  time  longer  to  hold  the  Army  under  the  Lord  of  Inchi- 
quin's  command  in  quietnefs  and  obedience,  by  the  expeftation  of  fpeedy  re- 
lief and  encouragement  (which  I  muft  continue  in  them ;)  and  the  well-afFeded 
Iriflo  in  the  good  difpolitions  they  are  faid  to  be  in,  to  receive  fuch  conditions 
of  fecurity  and  advantage  as  I  am  authorized  to  give  them.  And  if  thofe  ex- 
peftations  of  relief  fhall  fail,  or  be  long  delay'd,  or  fhall  not  come,  at  leaft  in 
the  proportion  mentioned  by  my  Lord  Inchiquin,  it  muft  neceflarily  and  quick- 
ly follow,  that  his  Army  will  revolt  or  moulder  away ;  that  thofe  of  any 
party  averfe  to  the  King's  Government  will  gather  ftrength  and  courage  by  our 
forced  lying  ftill ;  and  thofe  well  inclined  will  lofe  all  heart  and  hopes.  Whereas 
if  your  Highnefs  fhall  be  pleafed  to  fend  feafonably  that  quantity  of  money, 
and  fome  reafonable  proportion  of  corn  to  make  bisket  of  for  a  march,  1  fhall 
not  then  doubt  but  that,  by  the  blefling  of  God,  that  Kingdom  fhall  be  fo  far 
fettled,  that  your  Highnefs  may  in  a  very  fhort  time  command  thence  to  your 
fervice  a  good  body  of  foot,  (I  hope  5000)  if  there  be  timely  warning,  pro- 
vifion  of  viftuals,  and  fhipping  fent  for  their  tranfportation,  and  your  Highnefs's 
authority  and  inftruftions  given  for  the  command  of  them,  and  for  their  re- 
ception and  fetting  on  work  when  they  arc  landed. 

Now  that  I  have  given  your  Highnefs  this  humble  and  clear  account  of  my 
hopes  and  fears  in  the  fervice  I  am  defigned  for,  grounded  upon  the  bcft  rea- 
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fon  I  have  to  judge  with,  and  upon  fomc  years  very  fad  and  troublefomc  ex- 
perience of  difficulties  I  iiave  met  witli  in  that  Kingdom,  when  1  had  the  com- 
mand ot  an  indigent  Army,  but  better  known  to  me,  and  not  Icfs  faithful  to 
the  King,  than  that  I  am  now  going  to :  Yet  be  pleafed  to  receive  aflurancc, 
that  I  go  with  all  the  chearfulnefs  imaginable,  and  that  I  (hall  employ  the  ut- 
termoft  of  my  power  and  diligence  to  effed  his  MajeiHc's  commands,  and  to 
manifeft  my  being

N°.  DLXXI.     Tlje  Marquefs  of  Ormonde  to  Mr.  Secretary  Long. 

SIR. 

I  Have  given  his  Highnefs  the  bcft  account  I  am  able  of  the  caufe  of  my  ftay> 
fince  I  received  his  commands  for  Ireland,  of  the  condition  I  am  put  into 
tor  my  voyage,  and  the  compafling  of  what  I  am  to  endeavour  when  1  come 
there,  of  my  hopes  and  fears  therein :  And  I  have  humbly  moved  him  for  the 
fpecdy  fending  thither  of  fuch  fupplics  of  money  and  vidluals  as  are  abfolutely 
ncccllary,  even  to  keep  the  footing,  that  by  the  Lord  of  Inchlquins  good  af- 
fedions  we  are  promilcd  there.  In  moftof  thofc,  I  have  forborn  to  fay  what 
the  Jubicft  would  afford,  for  fear  of  giving  his  Highnefs  a  furfeic  of  my  firft 
difpatch ;  and  fome  neceflary  particulars  1  omitted,  referving  them  to  be  offer- 
ed him  by  you,  when  his  Highnefs  Ihall  find  it  fit  to  take  my  letter  into  confi- 
dcration,  and  to  do  any  thing  upon  it.  And  firft,  it  may  be,  his  Highnefs  may 
defirc  to  know  what  money  I  have  received  for  this  employment  j  and  finding 
it  not  much  Jcfs  than  he  was  forced  to  content  himfelf  with,  when  he  began 
his  journey,  (if  not  more)  he  may  with  great  rcafon  believe,  I  might  reft  fa- 
tisfied  with  it :  But  when  you  fhall  pleafe  to  mind  him,  how  long  I  have  ftaid 
for  my  difpatch,  which  I  was  for  a  long  time  put  in  weekly  hopes  to  receive ; 
how  many  otherwife  unneceffary  perfons  I  kept  about  me,  and  fent  for  into 
England-,  how  utterly  unfurnifhcd  I  and  they  were  for  fuch  a  journey  ;  what 
the  charge  may  come  to  for  vidlualling  the  fhip  defign  d  for  me,  for  his  com- 
pany and  mine  amounting  to  two  hundred  perfons ;  the  hiring  of  another  to 
carry  the  arms,  ammunition,  and  goods  belonging  to  me  and  my  company, 
which  the  Captain  of  the  man  of  war  refufed  to  cumber  his  with ;  the  expence 
of  my  journey  j  the  paying  cuftom,  even  for  the  arms  and  ammunition  that 
have  formerly  been  difcharged,  and  at  fca;  and  what  charge  I  may  be  at  before 
the  wind  and  weather  ferve  -,  with  many  other  little  expences  incident  to  fuch 
a  journey,  as  impofliblc  for  me  to  avoid  or  remember,  as  it  would  be  unfit  to 
trouble  his  Highnefs  with.  When  all  this  fhall  be  confidered,  I  humbly  con- 
ceive his  Highnefs  will  not  believe,  that  of  3600  piftoles,  (whereof  3000  only 
is  yet  received)  there  can  remain  much,  when  I  am  landed  in  Ireland,  to  feed 
me,  much  lels  to  be  employed  towards  the  relief  of  the  Army,  or  the  fetting  it 
forth  upon  any  adion;  which  I  conceive  it  is  impoflible  it  can  be  fet  upon, 
without  both  money  and  corn  be  fent,  at  leaft  if  corn  be  not  fent.  The  pro- 
portion of  money  mentioned  by  my  Lord  oi  Inchiquin  cannot  reach  to  provide 
all  the  neceffaries  belonging  to  a  marching  Army,  together  with  the  needful 
provifions  of  bread ;  for  you  will  obferve  by  his  Lordfhip's  letter,  at  what  ex- 
cefiive  rates  corn  was  when  he  writ  j  and  though  there  fhould  have  been  a 
harveft  fince,  yet  the  weather  has  been  fo  ftrangely  unfcafonable  here,  that  it 
cannot  reafonably  be  hoped,  but  the  greateft  part  of  the  grain  of  that  King- 
dom (which  is  much  more  fubjed  to  ill  weather)  is  loft  ;  and  confequently 
corn  little,  if  at  all,  cheaper  than  it  was.  So  that  whatever  his  Highnefs 
Ihall  be  able  to  fend,  1  wifh  part  of  it  may  be  in  corn,  provided  the  other 
*  2  part 
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part  in  money  may  not  ftay  for  it ;  and  that  whatever  comes,  his  Highncfs 
would  be  plealed  to  accompany  it  with  gracious  letters  to  my  Lord  Inchiquin^ 
and  a  declaration  of  the  fenfe  he  hath  of  his  and  the  Army's  good  affedions, 
and  the  care  he  will  have  to  fee  them  encouraged  and  rewarded.  And  as  I 
would  not  have  the  money  ftay  for  the  corn,  fo  I  would  not  have  the  corn,  if 
it  may  more  readily  be  had,  (as  by  this  time  I  hope  the  Prince's  credit  is  well 
improved)  to  ftay  for  the  money,  being  moft  ncccflary  that  that  Army  Ihould 
fpeedily  find  themfelves  looked  after.  I  have  been  longer  upon  this  point  than 
1  intended,  the  neceflity  of  his  Highnefs's  doing  fomcthing,  and  that  fpeedily, 
carrying  me  beyond  my  purpofe. 

Next,  I  defire  you  would  oft'cr  to  his  Highnefs  how  needful  it  is,  that  fome 
fhips,  as  many  as  can  be  fparcd,  may  be  defigned  for  the  fcrvice  of  Ireland, 
and  commanded  to  receive  orders  from  me ;  and  that  of  them  one  may  be  a 
frigat  to  be  fent  upon  all  emergent  occafions,  upon  mcllages  to  the  Queen, 
his  Highnefs,  and  elfcwhere.  But  care  muft  be  had,  that  they  be  vidualled 
and  provided  for,  fo  as  that  they  be  no  charge  to  us.  By  means  of  thefe  fhips, 
(if  they  be  fent  in  time)  1  hope  to  reduce  fome  maritime  towns,  holding  yet 
for  the  Nuncio;  and  much  other  fervice  they  may  do  againll  T)ublm,  or  any 
other  place  on  the  oppofitc  coaft  of  England  holding  for  the  Parliament.  In 
the  laft  place,  I  defire  that,  by  your  favour,  the  Prince  may  be  moved  to  com- 
mand, whatever  anfwer  he  thinks  fit  to  give  this  difpatch,  may  not  be  de- 
layed, nor  we  kept  from  the  comfort  of  receiving  his  frequent  commands ; 
which  will  be  the  greateft  fatisfadion,  next  to  the  accomplilhment  of  them, 
that  can  come  to 
Ha..e,  the  laft  oi  Auguji  '^oiiT  ajfeBknate  humble  fervant,

Befidcs  what  corn  the  Prince  will  be  pleafed  to  fend  for  the  ufe  of  the  Ar- 
my, it  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  it  and  the  fervice  there  that  Merchants 
might  be  dealt  with,  to  bring  corn  for  the  relief  of  the  Country;  for  which 
they  fiiall  have  free  market,  and  will  receive  great  advantage.  The  ports  they 
fiiould  come  to  are  principally  Cork,  Kinfale-,  Tottghall,  Cafileha'ven,  Baltimorey 
or  'Dungar'van-,  thefe  being  all  in  my  Lord  of  Inchiquin's  power ;  or  to  Li- 
merick or  IVaterford;  which  tho'  they  be  in  the  Irijh  quarters,  are  yet  be- 
Jicvcd  to  be  well  afteded.  If  a  convoy  would  be  afforded  any  that  would 
undertake  it,  (fo  the  quantity  they  venture  be  worth  it)  I  conceive  a  Ihip  were 
well  employed  to  that  purpofe.

My  Lord, 

IHave  been  diftrafted  with  fo  much  bufinefs  fincc  my  arrival  here,  that  I 
could  not  till  now  return  any  anfwer  to  your  letter  of  the  laft  of  Augnjl, 
which  I  received  the  12th  of  this  month.  But  believing  that  Co\onc\.Tr af- 
ford may  pofllbly  find  you  in  France,  I  think  fit  to  let  you  know,  that  I  in- 
tend immediately  to  fend  a  Gentleman  to  you  with  full  inftrudions  concern- 
ing all  the  particulars  of  your  letter,  and  luch  other  things  as  (I  conceive)  will 
be  neccflary  for  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in  the  Kingdom  oi  Ireland.  I  have  alio 
refolved  to  lend  the  fleet  unto  fome  of  the  ports  in  Munjler  under  the  Lord 
Inchiqiiin,  as  foon  as  it  Ihall  be  vidualled  for  four  months,  and  the  wages  of 
the  mariners  be  paid,  which  I  hope  will  be  fpeedily  done  ;  and  conceive  that 
the  fleet  will  then  be  of  great  ufe  to  you  many  ways,  (which  is  that  1  chiefly 
intend  in  fending  them  thither.)

MY  ftay  here  hath  been  no  otherwifc  unpleafant  to  me,  than  in  the  delay 
it  hath  given  to  the  manifeftations  of  thofe  ftrong  defires  I  have  to  em- 
ploy, with  what  hazard  focver,  my  uttermoft  power  and  diligence  in  the  King's 
and  your  Majeftie's  fcrvice,  and  in  my  doubts,  that  my  endeavours  therein  may 
become  lefs  luccefsful  in  Ireland  by  the  feveral  misfortunes  that  have  in  the 
mean  time  befallen  thofe  that  appeared  for  his  Majeftie  in  England.  And  to 
thefe  affcdions  and  apprchenfions  your  Majeftie  may  be  plcafed  to  impute  the 
importunities  you  have  luffcrcd  by  me,  and  to  believe,  that  the  difficulties  aris- 
ing out  of  the  condition  1  go  in,  or  out  of  thofe  alterations  of  affaires  elfc- 
where  lb  extreamly  to  the  worl'e,  are  not  fo  much  difcouragcments  to  the 
chearfulnefs  of  my  undertaking  the  fervice  I  am  dcfigned  unto;  but  that  the 
allurance  your  Majeftie  is  pleafed  to  give  me  of  youc  favour,  and  my  experi- 
ence of  your  admirable  judgment  to  difcern  betwixt  wilful  and  neceflitated 
failings,  and  of  your  juftice  in  the  due  application  of  luccefs,  are  encourage- 
ments that  far  out-weigh  them. 

Sir  George  Hamilton  hath  acquainted  me  with  Abbot  Crelf^  difcourfe  with 
your  Majeftie,  tending  to  a  reconciling  of  the  party  in  Ireland,  whereof  he  is, 
with  me  and  thofe  that  with  me  are  defirous  of  llich  a  Peace  there,  as  may 
be  advantagious  and  fafe  to  the  Nation  in  general,  and  uleful  to  the  King  in  his 
prefent  condition  ;  and  that  his  only  doubt  is,  of  my  being  able  heartily  to  for- 
give the  oppofition  I  have  met  with  from  them.  In  which  doubt  I  am  more 
diredly,  fingly,  and  perfonally  injured,  than  in  thofe  adions  of  theirs  that  are 
the  ground  of  it,  in  fufpefting  me  of  fuch  an  implacability  of  nature,  as,  if  I 
had,  it  would  render  me  the  moft  uncharitable,  and  conl'equently  the  moft  un- 
fit perlbn  in  the  world  for  the  part  afligned  me.  But  if  he  will  not  allow  me 
charity,  let  him  but  allow  me  any  realbnable  underftanding  and  care  of  my 
own  intereft,  and  he  will  find  it  to  be  lb  much  fecured  and  advantaged  in  a  gene- 
ral fubmilTion  to  the  King's  authority,  that  it  will  be  evident  (if  I  could  lay  alide 
any  care  of  the  King's)  I  ftiall  even  in  regard  to  my  own,  be  as  ready  to  receive 
it,  as  any  can  be  to  offer  themfelves  to  it:  And  having  fo  done,  if  it  were  in: 
my  will,  it  would  not  be  in  my  power  to  be  treacherous.  For  it  is  princi- 
pally the  King's,  your  Majeftie's,  and  the  Prince's  honour,  that  will  be  engaged 
to  the  making  good  the  conditions  I  am  commanded,  without  exception,  to 
offer  to  that  people.

May  it  pkafe  your  Highnept 

IN  my  letters  of  the  laft  o'i  Attguft,  copies  whereof  (left  they  ftiould  have  mif- 
carried)  are  herewith  inclofcd,   your  Highnefs  had  a  brief  accompt  of  me, 
and  of  the  bufinefs  defigncd  from  my  coming  into  this  Kingdom  till  that  hour. 
Since  when,   till  within  a  very  few  days,  I  have  continued  here  detained  for 
want  of  a  fmall  remainder  of  the  money  I  waspromifed,  whereof  there  is  men- 
tion in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Long.     Now  I  ftay  with  much  impatience  only  for  a 
wind,    having  this  day  received  letters  by  an  exprcfs  from  my  Lord  Incbiquin^ 
declaring  how  very  much  the  affaires  of  that  Kingdom  have  dif-impro\-cd  for 
want  of  the  appearing  of  fome  authority  from  your  Highnefs  to  give  counte- 
nance and  encouragement  to  him,  his  Army,  and  fuch  as  with  him  arc  ready 
to  receive  and  obey  it.     But  he  again  infifts  upon  the  neceflity  of  my  coming, 
provided  in  fome  proportion  with  money  for  the  fupport  of  his  men  ;  which 
neceflity  is  certainly  much  enforced  by  fo  great  an  alteration  and  difappoint- 
ment  of  their  hopes  in  the  Scots  hxmy,  and  in  other  places  and  forces  then  de- 
clared in  adion  for  the  King,  and  fince  in  a  very  great  meafure  fuppreft.     And 
though  thcfe  misfortunes  were  not  known  to  him  or  his  Army  on  the  1 9th  of 
Aiigiift,  which  is  the  date  of  his  letter,  and  was  the  day  (as  I  take  it)  that  com- 
pleated  the  defeat  of  the  Scots  Army  and  Six  Marmaduke  Langdale ;  fo  that  it 
cannot  be  certainly  known  what  effcd  it  hath  had,  or  will  have,  upon  them : 
Yet  when  it  fhall  be  confidered,  that  the  Scots  Engagement,  and  the  promifing 
appearance  for  the  King  in  feveral  parts  of  England,  were  main  arguments 
whereby  my  Lord  Inchiquin  prevailed  with  his  men  to  adhere  unanimoufly  to 
him,  and  how  much  thofc  foundations  are  fhaken,  I  conceive  it  may  by  confe- 
quence  clear  enough  be  concluded,  that  if,  when  all  thofe  foundations  feeni- 
cd  hopefully  laid,  he  nevertlvelefs  fo  earneftly  preflcd  for  fupplics,  as  doubting 
how  the  aflfedions  of  his  Army  might  be  wrought  upon  by  want,  or  corrupted 
by  promifes  of  relief  from  the  Parliament,  now  upon  fo  great  a  change,    and 
that  fo  very  much  to  the  worfe,  thofe  apprehenfions  of  his  muft  be  encreafed 
to  a  degree  threatening  much  danger  to  him  and  me,    and  (which  is  much 
more  confidcrable  with  me,  as  fnall  appear  by  my  going  in  the  condition  I  am) 
even  to  the  overthrow  of  all  that  could  be  expedted  by  the  fettlement  of  that 
Kingdom  under  his  Majeftie's  obedience.     By  this  your  Highnefs  will  judge  how 
needful  it  is  that  my  Lord  Inchiquin  and  his  Army  may  find,  that  they  are  ia 
your  care  by  fpeedy  and  frequent  declarations  exprcfly  fent  to  that  effect,  by 
the  timely  application  of  as  many  and  as  good  fliips  as  can  be  fparcd  from  defigns 
of  greater  importance  (if  any  fuch  defigns  there  can  be)  to  the  guard  and  fervicc 
of  Ireland,  which,  now  that  Scilly  is  declared  for  the  King,  will  with  more  lafcty, 
and  perhaps  profit,  be  done,  than  formerly ;  and  by  the  feafonable  fending  of 
what  proportion  of  money,  corn,  or  any  vendible  commodity  your  Highnefs 
thinks  fir,  for  the  fupport  and  encouragement  of  that  Army  :  And  I  doubt  not 
but  that  thcfe,  and  Ibmc  of  them  coming  in  time  and  from  your  Highnefs,  will 
be  improved,  fo  as  to  ballance  and  ouc-weigh  thole  difafters  that  othcrwife  will 
fink,  if  not  turn,  the  hearts  of  that  Army,  which  is  the  ground- work  of  what 
can  be  raifcd  for  youi:  Highnefs  there ;  and  that  by  the  doubled  induftry  thofe 
difaftcrs  will  awaken  in  your  fervants,  your  Highnefs  may  from  thence  cxpcd 
a  very  confidcrable  and  fpeedy  ftay  to  your  affaires  clfewherC;  or  a  hopeful  be- 
ginning to  new  adions.

My  Lord, 

SINCE  my  being  ready  to  imbark,  the  wind  hath  been  diredly  oppofitc  td 
my  voyage,  and  fo  continues ;  but  if  the  weather  comes  fair,  I  will  put  to 
fea  with  any  wind,  left  1  be  worfe  becalmed  afhore:  And  having  received 
very  prcfling  invitation?  from  my  Lord  of  Inchiqum,  with  fomc  intimation  of 
the  difappointment  of  affaires  there,  for  want  of  an  appearing  authority  from 
the  King  or  Prince.  His  letters  arc  too  long  to  be  copied ;  but  they  are  full 
of  his  wants,  the  hopes  he  has  they  will  be  relieved  upon  my  coming :  And 
in  that  cafe  he  gives  very  great  allurances  of  a  fpecdy  fettlemenr,  and  of  all  the 
advantages  that  can  be  expeded  by  it.  This  difpatch  came  by  one  Captain 
'Dyanwn,  a  man  employed  long  £mcc  to  him  for  relief  from  South- JValeSy 
who  touched  at  Scillj,  and  brought  with  him  thole  fent  thence  to  the  Queen. 
He  is  gone  hence  yefterday  to  the  Prince,  and  carried  with  him  letters  from 
me  to  his  Highnefs,  wherein  I  again  urged  the  ufe  and  necellity  of  fending 
(hips  and  relief  thither,  by  all  the  arguments  I  had  time  to  put  together  :  But 
they  had  principally  rci.ition  to  the  advantage  of  my  own  employment,  iot 
what  may  concern  the  fafety  of  lliips,  and  the  fecureft  places  for  them  to  come; 
firft  to.  Captain  'Dyamon,  a  very  good  feaman,  and  now  many  months  prac- 
tifing  that  coaft,  will  fufficiently  inform  them.  He  told  me,  that  my  Lord 
Inchiqnin  had  io  fortified  all  the  harbours  in  his  power,  that  no  Parliament 
fhip  could  come  or  ride  in  any  of  them,  to  the  annoyance  of  any  within  them : 
And  my  Lord  himfelf  tells  me  as  much  of  Cork^  advifing  my  landing  there. 
But  from  a  fervant  of  mine  there,  I  am  told,  that  corn  is  at  5  /.  a  barrel, 
which  is  4  /.  more  than  ufually  it  was  at  in  dear  years,  at  this  time  of  the  year  5 
fo  that  they  muft  not  think  of  vidualling  there,  efpecially  for  that  part  of  vic- 
tual. How  the  Country  may  be  provided  of  flefh,  I  know  not ;  but  the  Cap- 
tain cannot  be  ignorant  of  it.  If  the  fleet,  or  any  part  of  it,  come,  I  pray  be 
pleafed  to  move  again,  that  they  would  not  only  bring  with  them  fome  pro- 
vifions  of  grain  for  the  Army,  but  that  they  would  procure  Merchants  to  bring 
good  quantities  under  their  convoy  to  furnifh  the  markets,  who  will  not  fail 
to  make  huge  profit  by  it,  and  to  return  laden  with  other  ufcful  commodities,

My  Lord, 

I  Could  have  difpenfed  with  fomc  of  the  advantages  your  being  there  will 
bring  to  the  errand  I  came  with,  rather  than  with  the  want  of  your  com- 
pany ;  but  that  I  confider  you  are  labouring  in  what  will  make  thit  content- 
tnent  more  lafting. 

The  forces  now  you  fay  are  raifing  will  be  very  ufelefs  to  that  politick  end 
pretended  j  for  it  is  not  the  power  of  all  that  party  that   can  induce  me  to 
tranfgrefs  the  limits  given  mc,  as  on  the  other  fide  1  fliall  hold  it  a  very  unfea- 
fonable  time  to  difpence  his  Majeftie's  grace  and  favour  by  parcels,  to  the  lofs 
of  the  opportunity  we  have,  more  confiderably  to  ferve  him  by  a  fpeedy  union 
of  hearts  and  hands  againft  whatfoever  difturbers  of  the  Peace  or  enemies  to 
him  fhall  be  found  to  continue  obftinate.     But  it  is  much  to  be  apprehended, 
that  when  forces  are  fo  hurried  together,  raked  up  of  all  forts  of  people,    that 
they  may  continue   together  longer,    and  to  other  purpofes  than  they  were 
raifcd  5  which  may  difappoint  thofe  good  ends  aimed  at  by  us,  and  that  only 
for  a  vain  and  fruitlcfs  oftentation.     For  as  I  told  you,  and  as  the  Aflembly 
may  know  by  experience,  it  is  not  the  appearance  of  forces  that  will  mend 
the  conditions,  fince  1  am  not  ill,  nor  partially  informed  of  the  power  of  the 
Kingdom.     Before  1  received  your  letter,  I  had  wrote  to  the  Aflembly,  and 
appointed  Carrick  for  the  place  of  meeting,  being  unwilling  to  propole  any 
other  place,  though  more  convenient,  left  it  might  minifter  caufe  of  jealoufy, 
or  produce  a  refufal.     But  now  I  have  written  to  them  again  in  two  feveral 
letters,  the  one  to  be  delivered  in  cafe  my  former  letter  be  not  given  before 
this  come  to  your  hands ;  the  other,  in  cafe  it  be.     That  which  muft  be  de- 
livered, in  cafe   the  other  letter  be  not  given,   hath  the  word   {thefe)  at  the 
end  of  the  fuperfcription;  and  the  other,  to  be  given  in  cafe  the  letter  by  the 
Trumpeter  be  delivered,  wants  the  word  {thefe.)     But  your  Lordfhip  may  be 
pleafed  to  deliver  neither,  if  you  oblerve  any  difficulty  made  of  putting  Clon- 
mell  into  the  power  of  fuch   guards  as  my  Lord  Prefident  fhall  appoint  for 
me ;  but  rather  let  Carrick  ftand  for  the  place.

My  Lord, 

YOUR  letters  to  me  and  'Jack  Barry  o'it\\z  3d,  4th,  and  6th  of  this  month 
find  me  ready  to  go  to  Toughall,  and  from  thence  cither  to  Clonmell  or 
Carrick,  to  receive  what  fhall  be  propofed  to  me  from  the  Aflembly  towards 
the  fettlcment  of  thofe  confufions,  that  bcfidcs  other  inconveniences  to  me,  de- 
prive me  of  the  contentment  of  your  company.  My  hordlnchiquin  was  gone 
hence  towards  his  Army  on  Saturday  lafl;.  I  hope  on  Thurfday  to  meet  him, 
and  then  your  Lordfhip  will  receive  an  accompt  of  your  delire  to  have  a  party 
of  the  Army  fcnt  you,  though  I  hope  you  will  rather  be  at  Icifure  to  afford 
us  your  affiftance  in  the  compofurc  of  things,  fo  as  there  may  be  nothing  left 
to  be  done,  but  to  perfwade  or  compcU  obedience  to  what  (hall  be  determin- 
ed. I  fhould  readily  fend  your  Lordlliip  the  authority  you  defiie  to  treat  with 
Sir  Charles  Coote--,  but  that  we  have  not  time  to  contrive  it  fit  for  his  view, 

3  if 
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if  that  be  the  ufe  your  LordOiip  would  make  of  it :  If  nor,  but  only  for  your 
julHtication,  you  may  be  plcafcd  to  be  affurcd,  that  I  fhall  readily  confirm  any 
agreement  you  fhall  find  fit  to  make  wirh  him,  in  the  moft  authentick  way 
your  Lordfliip  or  he  fhall  dcfire.  Your  Lordlhip's  queftibns  to  Jack  Barry,  (for 
as  many  of  them  as  arc  within  my  knowledge,  or  worth  your  trouble  to  receive 
fatisfadlion  in)  1  take  upon  me  thus  to  anfwer :  That  your  Declaration  upori 
your  taking  arms  was  as  well  approved  of  by  the  Queen,  as  the  time,  wherein 
you  did  both,  was  moft  feafonable :  That  this  will  appear  to  you  by  the  letters 
I  have  brought  with  me,  and  which  I  keep,  till  I  have  the  happincfs  my  felf 
to  deliver  them  to  you;  and  that  if  it  were  not  an  impertinent  prefamptioii 
in  me  to  mention  my  own  full  approbation  of  thofc  your  a£lions,  after  that  of 
the  Queen  and  Prince,  I  Ihould  much  enlarge  my  felf  upon  a  fubjc£t  fo  de- 
lightful to  me  as  this  is;  wherein  I  could  fay  fo  much  of  the  honour  and  judg- 
ment wherewith  you  have  proceeded :  Yet  my  afFeftion  to  your  fervice,  and 
knowledge  of  your  nature,  would  make  it  come  more  properly  to  others,  than

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  both  your  difpatches,  but  had  written  an  anfwer  to  the  firfi  by 
Colonel  Trafford  before  the  latter  came  to  my  hand.  I  have  now  fent  this  Gen- 
tleman, Mr.  Fanpja'w,  fully  inftrufted  in  all  things  I  have  to  fay  to  you,  (whom 
I  have  exprefly  chofen  for  this  employment,  as  a  perfon  well  known  to  you, 
and  in  whom  1  know  you  have  a  particular  confidence.)  He  will  acquaint  yoii 
that  I  intend  to  fend  the  whole  Fleet  into  Munfter,  as  foon  as  it  can  be  viftu- 
allcd  and  fitted  for  the  voyage ;  and  I  intreat  you  to  confider  what  port  will 
be  fitteft  to  receive  them,  and  to  give  order  that  preparation  be  made  for  their 
accommodation  there.  I  confefs  1  am  much  troubled,  that  I  am  not  able  ta 
furnifh  you  with  money  for  a  fervice  of  fo  great  importance,  efpecially  when 
fo  many  concurrent  ill  fucceffes  elfewhere  make  me  think  it  moft  neceffary  to 
give  all  poflible  encouragement  to  that  Army  under  the  Lord  Inchiquin.  But 
I  hope  the  Fleet,  which  fhall  have  diredion  to  obey  your  orders  for  the  fervice 
of  Ireland,  will  in  fome  meafure  fupply  that  want ;  and  1  have  prevailed  with 
fome  Merchants  to  fend  corn  immediarely  thither,  and  with  fome  others  to 
go  thither,  under  the  convoy  of  the  Fleet :  And  if  the  Fleet  meet  any  fhips 
laden  with  corn  and  belonging  to  English  by  the  way,  they  fhall  have  orders 
to  carry  them  into  Ireland.  In  all  other  things,  I  intreat  you  to  give  credit 
to  Mr.  Fanjloa'W,  and  to  diredl  him  in  all  that  he  is  to  do  by  his  inflrudlions 
for  his  Majeftie's  fervice  in  that  Kingdom.  And  fo  wilhing  you  all  happinefs  and 
good  fuccefs,  I  remain

May  it  pleafe  your  Excellence, 

I  Hope  this  will  come  timely  to  congratulate  your  fafe  and  feafonable  arrival 
in  Ireland,  where  all  that  have  loyal  hearrs  will  (I  doubt  not)  wait  on  your 
Excellence,  and  join  with  cheerfulnefs  in  what  fhall  concern  the  peace  of  that 
Kingdom,  and  the  good  of  his  Majeftie's  fervice  on  that  fide. 

7  K  i  ttave 
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I  have  by  feveral  letters  made  known  to  his  Majeftie  your  Excellence's  con- 
ftant  care  of  your  charge,  how  you  have  preferred  it  before  your  own  fortune 
or  family ;  and  have  advertifed  that  your  Excellence  went  over  with  frefli  af- 
furances  from  Lord  Inchiquin,  that  your  prefcnce  would  be  a  fovercign  means 
to  reduce  to  his  Majeftie's  obedience  ;  and  I  therefore  defired  the  King  not  to 
be  too  forward  to  make  any  conclufions  at  the  prcfent  Treaty  concerning  Ire- 
land, till  he  underftood  truly  from  your  Lordfhip  the  condition  of  his  affaires 
in  that  Kingdom,  left  he  parted  with  more  in  Ireland  than  he  would  by  the 
Treaty  gain  in  England. 

I  have,  in  anfwer  to  my  feveral  letters  fent  to  the  Prince's  Court,  received 
from  my  Lord  Hopton,  as  a  fecret,  (tho'  indeed  Prince  Charles  is  fo  unhappy 
in  thofe  about  him,  as  little  of  his  counfelsare  fecrets)  thefe  very  words :  "  That 
"  Prince  Charles  takes  great  care  of  the  Marquefsof  Ormonde's  dcmznds,  and  is 
"  difpatching  Mr.  Fanjhaw  into  Ireland  to  his  Lordihip,  with  afllirance  that  the 
"  Fleet  is  intended  to  winter  there,  and  thence  to  fend  out  the  lellcr  (liips  up- 
"  on  reprifals."  The  Lord  JVilloughby  being  fick,  Prince  Rupert  is  (1  hear)  ap- 
pointed to  be  Vice-Admiral,  to  command  the  Fleet  in  chief;  whereas  (1  hear 
from  a  good  hand)  Lord  "Jermyn  is  much  difquieted. 

You  will,  by  the  inclofed  copy  of  the  King's  promife,  fee  at  how  dear  a 
rate  the  King  is  content  to  purchafe  a  Peace  for  his  Subjeds  in  England ;  and 
by  it  your  Excellence  may  guefs,  that  his  Majeftie  will  not  ftick  at  any  thing 
he  can  pollibly  grant,  to  give  the  Houfes  and  Army  fatisfaftion  and  fecurity. 
And  yet  I  may  tell  your  Excellence,  I  much  doubt  there  will  be  no  Peace 
upon  any  conditions  condefcended  unto  by  thofe  who  now  preVail  in  Eng- 
land. 

I  have  herein  fent  your  Excellence  the  frefheft  news  I  have  received  of  thefe 
parts,  where  the  differences  are  grown  to  fuch  a  height,  as  though  they  be  for 
a  little  time  pacified,  yet  by  comparing  the  Parliament  and  Tarijians  praftices 
here,  with  what  paffed  at  the  beginning  of  the  diftradions  in  England,  I  can- 
not poffibly  imagine  how  things  can  in  this  Kingdom  be  accommodated  with- 
out blows.  It  is  believed  that  Cardinal  Mazarine  will  return  no  more  to 
'Paris. 

As  I  had  written  thus  far,  I  received  from  'Paris  the  welcome  news  of  your 
Excellence's  fafe  arrival  in  Ireland,  and  that  you  were  there  received  with  great 
acclamations  of  joy ;  that  the  Marquefs  of  Clanricarde  is  mafter  of  Connaght^ 
and  that  Owen  Roe  is  forced  to  fhelter  himfclf  among  the  bogs ;  of  all  which 
I  have  fent  to  advertife  the  King. 

I  doubt  not  but  your  Excellence  will  frequently  by  fome  means  or  othef 
advertife  his  Majeftie  of  your  condition  in  Ireland,  and  what  probability  you 
find  there  of  doing  him  fervice,  that  he  may  know  how  to  govern  himfelf  up- 
on any  motion  that  may  be  made  to  him  concerning  that  Kingdom. 

It  is  believed  that  Prince  Rupert  fhall  go  to  fea  with  the  Fleet,  as  foon  as 
it  is  vidualled,  (which,  I  fuppofe,  it  is  by  this  time)  and  that  Prince  Charles 
will  winter  in  Holland.  Of  all  which  your  Excellence  will  fully  know  the 
truth  by  Mr.  Fanjhaw.  There  are  here  difcourfes  of  fome  petty  Treaty  with 
the  Duke  of  Lorrain ;  but  little  credit  is  given  to  it,  or  to  their  counfels  or 
negotiations,  who  are  employed  in  it.  If  that  Duke  may  be  induced  to  fup- 
ply  the  Prince  with  fome  money,  it  is  the  beft  afliftance  that  can  be  defired 
from  him,  who  is  faid  to  be  very  rich. 

It  is  hoped  by  fome,  that  if  the  Treaty  fucceed  not,  (as  I  am  very  confident 
it  will  not,  becaufe  upon  a  Peace  the  Army  muft  disband,  and  which  the  guil- 
ty men,  who  now  prevail,  will  never  believe  to  be  fecure  for  them)  that  the 
Earl  of  Warwick  will  come  in  with  his  fhips  to  the  Prince  ;  but  (I  doubt)  his 
Lordfhip  hath  hardly  reputation  enough  among  the  feamen  to  effed  fuch  a 
gallant  work,  and  that  he  is  not  capable  of  being  jerfwaded  to  expiate  his 

former 
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former  offence  by  fo  noble  an  adion ;  though  that  would  not  only  make  his 
peace  with  the  King,  but  reftorc  it  to  the  Kingdom  of  England^  and  render 
him  a  glorious  inftrumcnt  of  it ;  and  if  he  do  it  not,  is  like  to  be  over-run 
by  a  Scotch  fadlion  of  Independents,  as  formerly  by  their  Presbyterians. 

If  your  Excellence  will  vouchfafe  to  let  me  know,  wherein  I  may  bcft  fervc 
you  in  any  particular  of  your  own,  or  moft  advantagioufly  contribute  to  any 
of  his  Majeftie's  fcrvices  under  your  care,  I  would  readily  and  induftrioufly 
apply  my  felf  to  fatisfy  your  expedation,  without  giving  you  the  trouble  of 
fo  many  impertinences  from,

My  Lord, 

I  Have  received  three  of  your  letters  fince  I  began  my  journey ;  but  was  io 
uncertain  where  any  anfwer  from  me  might  find  you,  that  I  forbore  an- 
fwering  them  till  now,  that  I  judge  it  may  be  neceflary  your  Lordfhip  fliould 
know  my  fenfe  touching  the  queftion  made  to  you,  whether  I  would  approve 
of  Bifhop  farcy's  being  a  Treater.  Which  is,  that  to  me  it  will  be  very  in- 
different j  rather  I  wifh  he  may  be,  if  thofe  that  motion  it  are  confident  of 
him,  and  that  it  be  not  any  occafion  of  difcontent  to  the  Army  and  the  reft 
of  the  Proteftants.  When  I  fay  difcontent,  I  mean  fuch  as  may  draw  effential 
prejudice  upon  the  main  of  our  bufinefs ;  for  as  for  difcourfe,  I  have  learnt  to 
negleft  it,  when  it  comes  in  competition  with  bufinefs.  But  if  the  Bifliop 
prove  exorbitant  in  his  expeftations  in  matters  of  Religion,  it  will  be  a  great 
blemilh  to  any  conclufion  that  fhall  be  made  without  him,  that  he,  who  hath 
feemingly  been  of  the  moderate  party,  fliould  declare  againft  it.  If  thefe  two 
objeftions  were  removed,  I  have  no  averfion  to  his  being  one,  that  is  not 
over-ballanced  by  any  real  advantage  to  our  end. 

James  Butler  goes  hence  to  morrow.  God  fend  our  Dublin  news  as  true 
as  that  of  Wexford.     I  am

My  Lord^ 

YOUR  letter  met  me  this  afternoon  as  I  was  upon  the  way  5  and  becaufe 
it  requires  a  fpecdy  anfwer,  be  pleafed  to  receive  it,  as  it  comes  diforderly 
and  upon  the  fudden, 

Firft,  I  thank  your  Lordfhip  for  your  very  pertinent  and  ufeful  advertifemcnt 
of  the  propofitions  that  arc  like  to  come :  To  which,  what  my  anfwer  muft 
be,  they  that  know  them,  and  have  judgment  to  forefee  what  my  powers,  in 
relation  to  other  interefts,  fhould  be,  are  beft  able  to  judge. 

I  have  given  my  Lord  Inchiquin  my  fenfe  of  the  fending  a  Prelate,  as  a 
Commifiioner,  to  treat,  with  whom  I  wifh  your  Lordfhip  would  fpeak  j  and  if 
the  objedions  I  made  againft  it  to  him  be  removed,  I  have  no  dillike  of  the 
thing,  but  am  of  your  Lordfhip's  mind. 

I  could  rather  wifh  you  not  of  the  Commifiloners  than  of  them,  by  reafon 

of  the  greater  and  freer  ufe  you  may  be  of,  both  with  your  Army  and  with 

thofe  that  are  to  govern  the  Treaters  i  and  alfo  in  regard  to  your  felf,  though 

I  anfwer  for  my  felf,  that  no  ill  fuccefs,  of  this  bufinefs  fhall  remove  the  fct-

N°.  DLXXXII.    Sir  Edward  Nicholas  to  the  Marquefs  of  Ormonde. 
May  it  pie afe  your  Excellence, 

SINCE  my  former  of  the  44  prefent,  I  have  received  from  a  very  good  hand 
from  'Paris  advertifement,  that  it  is  refolved  (if  it  alter  not)  that  the  Prince 
fhall  go  for  this  winter  to  Jerfey,  and  the  Duke  of  Tork  with  the  Fleet  to 
Ireland,  and  there  to  be  governed  by  your  direftions;  and  that  whofoever 
fhall  be  Commander  of  Scilly,  (which  is  now  declared  for  the  King)  fliall  have 
command  to  obey  your  orders.  I  am  likewile  advertifed,  that  it  is  not  abfo- 
lutely  agreed  that  Prince  Rupert  fhall  be  Vice- Admiral,  and  it  is  conceived 
that  Dr.  Gaffe's  late  journey  from  Holland  to  Taris,  and  back  again  within 
two  days,  was  principally  to  prevent  that  dcfign. 

The  Lord  Colepepper  hath  been  lately  accufed  in  Holland  to  have  given  in- 
telligence of  Prince  Charles's  counfels  and  defigns  to  thofe  at  ©^-r^-houfe, 
which  hath  (I  hear)  put  the  Prince's  affaires  and  counfels  into  much  diftrac- 
tion.  How  true  that  charge  may  prove,  I  know  not ;  but  it  is  moft  certain, 
that  the  Queen's  and  Prince's  counfels  have  been  a  long  time  ftill  known  to 
the  Rebels  in  England,  as  foon  as  refolved  on ;  and  until  that  pernicious 
fault  be  remediejd,  his  Majeftie's  affaires  cannot  profper,  nor  will  honeft  men 
willingly  mix  counfels,  when  there  is  fo  great  an  abfence  of  fecrecy. 

I  have  herein  fcnt  your  Excellence  a  copy  of  the  King's  propofitions  fent  to 
the  Houfes,  which,  though  exceeding  large,  is  by  vote  of  the  Commons  de- 
clared not  fatisfadlory.  The  King  (I  hear)  hoped  his  fo  gracious  Conceflions 
Would  have  had  a  better  influence.  But  it  is  now  by  this  very  evident,  that 
nothing  will  fatisfy  the  prevalent  party  in  England i  and  I  doubt  ufe  will  be 
made  of  his  Majeftie's  ftrange  offers,  only  to  defame  him  and  his  loyal  party. 
It  is  written  from  good  hands,  that  the  King  hath  a  Chriftian  and  rational 
man's  refolution ;  and  that  if  it  be  poflible,  he  will  have  peace,  at  leaft  he 
will  do  for  it,,  as  much  as  in  him  lies.  The  ilTue  mufl  be  left  to  the  God  of 
peace, 

Cromiji'ell  is  ftill  in  Scotland,  and  ftays  there  to  afllft  in  perfeding  the  bu- 
finefs  of  indighting  a  new  Parliament  there,  contrary  to  their  laws ;  and  order 
is  given,  that  none  that  have  been  of  Duke  Hamilton's  party  fhall  be  chofen 
and  admitted  to  fit  in  the  next  Parliament  there.  I  much  apprehend,  that 
when  Cromwell  returns,  the  Army  will  take  the  like  courfe  in  England.  One 
who  is  intimate  with  Lord  Tiigby,  writes  to  me,  that  his  Lordfliip  defigns  to 
go  into  Ireland,  when  the  Fleet  goes. 

As  I  had  wrote  thus  far,  this  honeft  Gentleman,  Mr.  Ri.  Fanjhaw,  came  to 
this  town,  as  he  was  going  for  S.  Malo  to  embark  for  Ireland.  He  will  make 
to  you  a  full  and  faithful  relation  of  all  occurrences,  and  of  the  condition  of 
affaires  in  Holland  and  at  Tarts.  I  have  failed  this  poft  of  letters  from  Holland^ 
which  1  now  cxpcdl  every  day ;  and  when  I  fliall  from  thence,  or  clfewherc, 
receive  any  thing  worthy  your  Excellence's  notice,  I  fhall  impart  it  to  you 
with  all  freedom;  but  I  humbly  defire,  that  what  I  now,  or  fliall  hereafter, 
fend  you,  may  not  be  known  to  come  from  mc.  There  is  an  accommodation 
for  the  prefent  made  up  between  the  French  King  and  the  Parliamcntarics  of 
Taris ;  but  it  is  obtained  by  yielding  to  the  populace  all  that  they  infifted 
on,  a  la  mode  d'Angleterre.  I  prefume  vour  Excellence  hath  full  advertilement 
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of  all  thofe  particulars  from  better  hands,  and  therefore  I  fliall  now  add  no 
more,  but  that  I  am,  without  defigns  or  intercfts,  really  and  firmly,

Sir  Jo.  Winter  and  his  Lady  and  Daughter  are  gone  towards  England s  the 
Qiicen  having  difchargcd  her  guards,  and  being  now  beginning  to  leflen  her 
family.  The  Lord  Arundel  of  fVardour,  and  other  Papifts  are  alfo  going  for 
England^  being  full  of  hopes  (as  I  hear)  to  have  good  conditions  from  the  In- 
dependants;  but  may  perhaps  be  deceived.  The  ficgc  of  Cremona  is  raifed. 
There  is  very  great  likelihood  of  a  Peace  to  be  concluded  in  the  Empire  before 
Chriftmas,  all  the  Princes  there  having  lately  much  prefled  the  Emperor  to  ac- 
cord to  it,  though  with  fome  difadvantage  to  his  Imperial  Majefty.

My  Lord, 

I  Am  commanded  by  this  AfTembly  to  let  your  Lordlhip  know,  that  the  Con- 
federate Catholicks  of  Ireland,  in  their  great  and  filial  refpeft  to  his  Holi- 
nefs,  having  with  too  great  and  unexampled  patience,  born  with  the  manifold 
oppreflions,  divifions,  tranfcendent  crimes,  and  capital  offences  your  Lordfhip 
hath  continually,  and  without  intermiflion,  afted  and  done  in  this  Kingdom 
for  the  fpace  of  almoft  three  years  now  paft,  and  doth  as  yet  continue  and  do 
therein,  tending  to  the  unfpeakable  detriment  of  Catholick  Religion,  ruin  and 
deftruftion  of  fo  ancient  and  Catholick  a  Nation,  and  the  difhonour  your  ani- 
ons and  proceedings  during  your  Nunciature  in  this  land  have  endeavoured  to 
caft  upon  the  See  Apoftolick,  have  neceflitated  this  General  Aflembly  to  make 
their  recourfe  to  warrantable  and  juft  mediums  for  the  prefervation  of  that, 
■which  remains  undeftroyed  of  the  greateft  interefts  of  the  Kingdom,  by  your 
means  and  unwarrantable  intermeddling  in  affaires  reduced  to  the  loweft  ebb. 
They  do  therefore  let  your  Lordfhip  know,  that  there  is  a  Declaration  and 
Proteftation  in  preparation  againft  you  to  be  fent  to  his  Holinefs,  importing  in 
part  the  matters  contained  in  the  inclofed,  whereof  your  Lordfhip  may  be 
pleafcd  to  take  notice  and  prepare  your  felf  for  your  journey  to  Rome  and  de- 
fence againft  that  charge  there :  And  in  the  mean  time,  that  your  Lordfhip, 
on  the  penalty  which  may  enfue  by  the  laws  of  God  and  Nations,  by  your 
fclf  or  any  of  your  inftruments,  diredly  or  indireftly,  intermeddle  not  in  any 
the  affaires  of  this  Kingdom.

N°.  DLXXXrV.  AbJiraEi  of  part  of  the  Charge  againfl  the  Nuncio, 

FIRST,  That  his  Lordfhip  arriving  in  this  Kingdom  in  OSlober  1645,  he 
found  the  Confederate  Catholicks  all  united  and  prone  to  a  fettlement 
upon  honourable  conditions,  and  their  quarters  in  great  plenty,  and  Catholick 
Religion  in  its  luftre  exercifed  in  more  than  three  parts  of  four  of  this  King- 
dom. 

2.  That  his  Lordfliip,  in  a  General  Alfembly  held  in  Kilkenny-QZ^\c  in  Fe- 
bruary 16^5.  and  in  March  1645  and  1646,  in  the  name  of  his  Holinefs,  did 
promife  unto  the  Confederates  four  frigats  of  war,  did  undertake  to  maintain 
the  war  in  any  of  the  four  Provinces  at  his  Holinefs's  charge,  by  giving  very 
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confiderable  fums  to  that  end  at  that  time ;  and  his  Lordthip  thereupon  dc- 
fired  the  Peace  then  to  be  concluded,  to  be  forborn,  until  thcfirft  o(  May  ihcix 
next  cnfuing,  and  by  that  time  he  undertook  better  conditions  by  his  Holincls's 
interceffion.  In  violation  of  which  promife,  his  LordlTiip  hath  delivered  no 
frigat  to  the  ufe  of  the  Confederates,  and  no  conditions  yet  come  from  Rome. 
And  of  all  the  faid  promifed  monies  and  aids,  his  Lordfhip  employed  for  rhe 
fervice  of  thisKingdom  no  more  than  about  fix  thoufand  pounds,  in  the  lervicc 
oi  Connaght  in  fummer  1646,  and  about  four  thoufand  pounds  the  faid  fummer 
in  the  fervice  of  Ulfter'-,  and  got  acquittances,  as  paid  by  himfelf,  of  fevcral 
other  great  fums  of  money  of  the  publick  Revenue  of  the  Kingdom,  and  loan 
monies  as  yet  unfatisfied. 

3'  That  his  Lordfhip  never  gave  or  tendered  any  accompt  or  information  to 
the  General  Affcmbly  or  Supream  Council,  of  fuch  money,  armcs,  ammuni- 
tion or  frigats  delivered  him,  or  his  Dean,  or  others,  by  his  appointment,  by 
his  Holinefs,  or  other  pious  Princes,  Prelates,  or  perfons,  fincc  he  was  dcfigned 
Nuncio  to  this  day. 

4.  That  in  the  faid  Aflembly,  in  the  faid  months  of  February  and  March,  his 
Lordfhip  did  promife,  in  the  name  of  his  Holinefs,  to  confirm  Cardinal 'Ptfi^/^-'s 
Bull,  and  difpenfation  touching  tlie  poflcfllons  of  dillblved  Abbics,  Priories, 
and  the  like,  if  any  defed  therein  were ;  and  that  he  was  qualified  with  power 
fo  to  do.  In  violation  of  which  promife,  hisLordlTiip  gave  and  procured  Bulls, 
and  gave  warrants  to  difpoffefs  Confederate  Catholicks  of  the  poirciliors  of 
fundry  diffolved  Abbies  and  Priories,  c^r.  And  of  his  own  authority,  altered 
pofTeflions  from  many  that  held  Ecclefiaftical  Livings  from  the  Pope  himfelf, 
by  Bulls  contrary  to  the  faid  Bulls. 

5.  That  fitting  the  faid  Aflembly,  his  Lordfhip,  in  his  Holinefs's  name,  did 
promife  to  the  Committee  of  inftrudions,  compofed  of  fifty  or  more  feleft 
Members  of  the  faid  Aflembly,  that  no  Bifhoprick,  or  other  Ecclefiaftical  Liv- 
ings in  this  Kingdom,  fhould  be  difpofed  of  in  Rome  or  otherwife  5  but  only 
unto  fuch  as  the  Government,  in  his  Majeftie's  right,  or  other  the  refpedive 
patrons,  fhould  nominate  or  prefent  unto.  In  violation  of  which  promife, 
made  in  the  name  of  Pope  Urban  the  Eighth,  by  his  then  Minifter  to  the  Su- 
pream Council,  his  Lordfhip  having  accepted  prefentations  from  the  Council 
to  the  BilTiopricks  of  Clonfert  and  Rofs,  of  meet  and  able  perfons,  hath  pro- 
cured two  others  to  be  inverted  in  the  faid  Bifhopricks ;  and  likewife  his  Lord- 
fhip hath  taken  upon  him  the  fole  and  abfolute  difpofition  of  all  Ecclefiaftical 
Livings  in  thisKingdom,  contrary  to  the  fundamental  Laws  of  the  Land  in  all 
ages  pradifed  in  the  Catholick  times,  and  to  the  difherifon  of  the  Crown,  and 
of  his  Majeftie's  loyal  fubjedls  of  their  juft  rights  and  interefts ;  and  in  the  diftri- 
bution  of  the  faid  Livings,  his  Lordfhip  moft  commonly  makcth  choice  of  rcUlefs 
Ipirits,  oppofitc  to  any  fettlement  or  government  in  the  Nation,  as  by  very 
many  inftanccs  to  be  fhewn  is  to  be  evidenced. 

6.  That  his  Lordfhip  hath  procured  and  countenanced  the  late  General  Ooijen 
O  Neile  and  many  others,  to  raife  armes  againft  the  Government,  to  brino; 
great  Armies  near  Kilkenny,  to  awe  the  laft  General  Aflembly.  Which  late 
General  did  intend  to  imprifon  and  (if  need  were)  to  kill  m.any  Members  there- 
of, and  to  plunder  this  city;  and  with  Armies  hath  always  fithcnce  deftroycd 
many  thoufands  of  the  faid  Confederate  Catholicks  in  all  the  parts  of  this  land 
by  fword,  fire,  and  famine. 

7.  That  in  the  prefent  year  1648,  a  year  of  general  ]ubilee,  in  which  it  was 
moft  proper  for  his  Lordfhip  by  preaching,  prayers,  and  example,  to  draw  the 
flock  of  Chrift  in  thisKingdom  to  take  advantage  thereof,  hath,  by  his  unlaw- 
ful and  temerarious  Edidls  and  Ccnfures,  prohibited  Divine  Service  to  be  faid, 
and  caufcd  the  doors  of  Churches,  opened  with  the  expcnce  of  the  blood  and 
fortunes  of  the  Confederates,  to  be  ITiut  againft    them  i   and  upon  the  legal 
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appeal  made  by  the  Confederates  to  his  Holuiefs,  his  Loidfhip  did  proceed  witU 
greater  violence  than  before,  if  greater  could  be. 

8.  That  his  Lorddiip,  in  the  month  o'i  April  laft,  approved  and  advifcd  a 
Ceflation  with  the  Lord  Baron  oi  Incbiquin,  though  a  Protcftant,  at  fuch  time 
as  lie  held  for  the  Parliament ;  but  no  fooner  was  his  Lordlhip  declared  for  his 
Majeftie,  than  his  Lordlhip  declared  the  Ceflation,  made  with  him  by  the 
Council,  to  be  againfl  confciencc  ;  and  thereupon  his  Lordlhip,  and  the  pre- 
tended Delegates  cuU'd  out  for  his  purpofe,  proceeded  to  promulge  Excommu- 
nications againft  all  thofc  that  would  adhere  to  the  laid  Ceflation,  contrary  to 
the  trufl:  repofed  in  his  Lordlhip  and  the  pretended  Delegates,  by  the  reft  of  the 
Clergy  who  deputed  them. 

9.  That  his  Lordlhip  thereupon  departed  abruptly  from  Kilkenny,  without 
taking  leave  of  the  Council,  repaired  to  Q-joen  O  Neile,  caufed  him  and 
many  thoul'ands  of  others  to  take  arms  againft  the  Government  and  their  oath 
of  Aflbciation ;  and  his  Lordlhip  induflrioufly  endeavoured,  by  great  rewards 
and  otherwifc,  to  put  his  Majcftic's  caftle  o'i  Athlone  into  the  hands  of  the  faid 
0\juen  0  Ncile,  then  in  Rebellion  againft  his  Majeftie  and  the  Government :  and 
that  his  Lordlhip  hath  endeavoured,  by  his  Minifter's  refiding  in  'T>uncanno?it 
to  corrupt  the  Captain  of  'Dimcannon,  gained  by  the  Confederate  Catholicks 
after  a  long  and  chargeable  fiege,  and  caufed  him,  contrary  to  his  oath  of  al- 
fociation  and  truft,  to  oppofe  the  Government;  and  by  his  Inftrumcnrs  and  Mi- 
nirtcrs  procured  the  laid  Captain  to  flop  from  his  paflage  the  reveremi  Father 
John  Roe,  Provincial  of  the  difcalccated  Carmelites  in  this  Kingdom,  that  was 
intrufted  by  the  Government  to  carry  their  appeal  from  his  Lordlhip's  cenfures 
to  his  Holinefs. 

10.  That  his  Lordlhip,  in  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  Angiift  laft,  and 
always  fince,  and  now,  fitting  this  Aflcmbly,  hath  raifed  Rebellion  in  the  Pro> 
vince  of  Connaght,  and  other  parts  of  this  Kingdom  ;  and  continually  endea- 
voured to  betray  the  town  of  Gallway  and  other  places  of  great  importance 
to  Rebells  and  Traitors,  to  whom  he  hath  iffiied  many  arms  and  ammunition 
to  that  end  :  And  that  in  the  months  of  June  and  Aiigujl  laft,  he  hath  figned 
decrees,  whereby  he  declares  it  lawful  to  kill,  pillage,  and  plunder  his  Maje- 
ftie's  llibjeds,  that  are  conformable  to  the  Government,  and  that  obeyed  the 
faid  juft  and  moft  neceflary  Ceflation. 

11.  That  his  Lorddiip  lent  his  Edids  and  Excommunication  unto  all  the 
Armies  obedient  to  the  faid  government  of  the  Confederate  Catholicks,  requir- 
ing them  on  pain  thereof  no  further  to  obey  the  faid  Government;  and  by  his 
means  and  practices  he  hath  procured  Lieutenant  General  Farrell  to  violate  his 
oath  of  aflbciation,  and  his  particular  oath  of  truft  to  the  Province  of  Con- 
naght,  and  to  adhere  to  Oiveji  O  Neile,  then  and  now  in  Rebellion. 

12.  That  his  Lordlhip  hath  ufurped  a  tyrannical  and  arbitrary  power  and 
jurifdiction  over  the  lives,  cftates,  and  fortunes  of  the  faid  Confederates,  as  is 
evidenced  by  his  Ediift  to  Captain  James  Goiigh,  to  deliver  to  his  Lordlhip 
certain  goods  on  pain  of  excommunication ;  by  the  Bulls  and  warrants,  he  did 
frequently  grant,  of  temporal  lands ;  by  his  nomination  and  appointment  of 
Governours  of  Counties,  Generils,  and  other  Commanders  of  rebellious  Armies  j 
by  his  exadling  of  great  and  heavy  loans  of  monies,  by  threats  and  Heights 
from  fevcral  Counties,  Corporations,  and  particular  perfons ;  by  his  breach  of 
publick  faith,  by  him  engaged  for  the  timely  payment  thereof ;  the  funis  taken 
by  him,  as  aforefaid,  amounting  to  many  thoufand  pounds  already  known, 
and  by  his  diftribution  of  all,  or  moft  part  thereof,  to  Rebels  and  Traitors. 

13.  That  his  Lordlhip  hath  endeavoured  to  compel  a  reverend  Prelate,  and 
refident  Member  of  the  Supream  Council  to  violate  his  oath  of  cxtream  fe- 
crecy  impofed  by  the  General  Aflembly,  and  to  reveal  the  fecrets  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  his  Lorddiip  ;  and  hath  by  his  feverallctters  required  the  Prelates  of  this 
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Kingdom  not  to  afllft  or  appear  in  this  General  Affembly  :  And  when  the  Coun- 
cil lent  for  the  Prelates  of  the  Kingdom,  to  be  latisficd  by  them  in  the  matters 
in  difference  between  them,  the  faid  Lord  Nuncio  prohibited  the  faid  Prelates 
fub  poena  excommtmicationis-,  not  to  repair  to  the  laid  Council,  nor  to  deliver 
any  opinion  in  the  matter  of  Ceflation. 

14.  That  his  Lordlhiphath  ulhrped  an  unwarrantable  power  to  appoint  fuch 
as  he  thought  fit  to  command  in  the  military  and  civil  lift  of  the  laid  Confe- 
derates, and  to  rejedl  fuch  of  either  lift  as  he  thought  moft  for  his  own  ends, 

15.  That  his  Lordfhip  ifliied  his  Edifts,  on  pain  of  excommunication,  to 
many  of  feveral  religious  orders,  that  they  fhould  not  obey  their  refpedive  Pro- 
vincials, that  declared  their  opinion  for  the  Government,  which  is  againft  the 
privilege  of  the  faid  orders  5  and  in  cafe  any  religious  perfons  did  deliver  their 
confcience  and  opinions  againft  his  Lordfhip's  ways,  that  his  Lordfhip  did  re- 
quire the  faid  diflenting  religious  perfons,  under  the  pain  aforefaid,  to  obey 
their  faid  Provincials. 

16.  That  his  Lordfhip  did  take  upon  himfelf  the  abfolute  and  ordinary  jurif- 
diction  over  the  dignitaries,  pariih  Priefts,  and  Curates  in  this  Kingdom,  without 
any  relation  or  notice  given  unto  the  Archbifhops  or  Bifhops,  in  whofe  refpec- 
tive  Diocefes  they  are. 

17.  That  his  Lordfhip  being  expoftulated  by  a  reverend  Prelate  and  a  religi- 
ous Father,  that  it  flood  not  with  his  Lordfhip's  honour  to  fide  with  Q-jjen  O 
Neile  and  his  party  againft  the  loyal,  interefted,  and  confiderablc  perfons  of  the 
Kingdom,  who,  if  they  did  bear  the  fway,  would  bring  evil  confequence  upon 
his  Lordftiip,  and  by  which,  cflfufion  of  blood  of  Confederate  Catholicks  would 
happen  in  the  mean  time ;  unto  which  his  Lordfliip  anfwcred,  that  the  preva- 
lent party  would  be  accompted  the  beft  Catholicks  in  Rome. 

18.  That  very  lately,  fitting  this  Aflembly,  the  religious  order  of  the  C/zr- 
melites  in  the  town  of  Gallwaj,  taking  advantage  of  the  benefit  of  the  ap- 
peal made  from  his  Lordfhip's  faid  ceiifures  to  his  Holinefs,  and  exercifing  their 
fundion  as  became  them,  by  his  Lordfhip's  procurement  and  diredions,  the 
faid  Carmelites  chapel  in  Gallway  was  by  night  aflaulted,  themfclves  abufed 
in  their  perfons,  and  pulled  down  their  bell  which  they  rung  for  mafs,  and  as 
yet  detain  the  fame,  and  appointed  two  Priefts  in  the  entry  of  the  faid  chapel, 
who  by  force  kept  Catholicks  from  mafs,  to  the  great  fcandal  of  Catholick 
P^eligion  in  the  Country,  where  there  are  many  Proteftants,  that  by  good  ex- 
ample might  be  converted  to  the  Catholick  Faith. 

19.  That  his  Lordfhip,  by  himfelf,  and  by  his  continual  praftices,  Minifters, 
and  accomplices,  hath  endeavoured  to  withdraw  this  Nation  from  their  allegi- 
ance to  his  Majcftie,  to  fubvert  the  fundamental  Laws  and  Governnient  of  the 
Land  ;  and  inftead  thereof,  to  introduce  a  foreign,  arbitrary,  and  tyrannical  Go- 
vernment, as  by  the  courfe  of  his  Lordfhip's  proceedings,  is  to  be  undeniably 
evidenced.  By  means  of  all  which,  and  other  his  Lordfhip's  proceedings  and 
adions  in  this  Kingdom,  many  hundreds  of  Churches  and  Chapels,  wherein 
Catholick  fervice  was  publickly  faid,  are  fallen  into  the  enemies  hands.  Great 
numbers  of  religious  Convents  difperfed ;  whole  and  great  Countries  inhabited 
by  Confederates  left  wafte  and  unpeopled,  and  a  general  famine,  unparallelled 
in  this  Kingdom  by  any  age  before,  occafioned,  and  univerfal  dcfolation  like 
fuddenly  to  enfue,  if  not  fpeedily  prevented.

HAT  TON,  I  thank  you  for  the  particular  and  large  account  you  have  given 
me  by  yours  of  the  44  of  this  month,  and  return  you  here  inclolcd  as 
much  as  for  the  prcfent  I  think  tit  for  my  fervicc,  in  confidcration  of  this  prc- 
fent  Treaty,  which  is  the  fccond  alternative  of  your  two  propofitions.  Which 
tho'  for  the  prclent  it  may  feem  leaft  convenient  for  that  noble  pcrfon  who  de- 
fires  it ;  yet  I  am  furc,  all  things  conftdcred,  it  is  fitted  for  my  fervice,  and  I 
am  confident  will  prove  as  fteadible  to  him.  As  for  your  fclf,  1  aflurc  you  that 
your  not  attendance  on  me  at  this  time  was  no  ways  caufed  by  the  leaft  difcfti- 
mation  of  your  pcrfon,  but  merely  by  the  conjundure  of  affaires.  In  a  word,

May  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs, 

YOUR  letter  of  the  i6th  of  September  of  the  ftile  there,  I  received  by  Co- 
lonel Tr afford  on  the  29th  oi  O£iober  this  ftile,  being  then  entered  into 
a  Treaty  for  a  Peace  with  the  Confederate  Affembly  now  met  at  Kilkenny,  and 
having  fo  far  advanced  in  it,  as  that  I  had  good  ground  to  hope  it  would  fpee- 
dily  be  concluded,  upon  the  conditions  your  Highnefs  gave  me  power  to  give 
them.  But  I  find  it  interrupted  by  a  very  dangerous  mutiny  raifed  in  the  Army 
againft  it  by  fome  leading  Officers,  who  taking  advantage  of  my  want  of  mo- 
ney to  content  the  Soldiery,  and  of  the  ill  fuccefs  of  thofe  in  England  and 
Scotland  that  appeared  for  his  Majeftie,  endeavour  not  only  to  fruftrate  the 
Peace,  as  that  which  would  render  all  that  fhould  confent  to  it  in  as  defperate 
condition  as  the  Confederates,  but  to  incline  them  to  a  Treaty  and  fubmiflion 
ro  the  Parliament.  To  prevent  them  herein,  it  is  held  necelfary  by  my  Lord 
Inchiquin  and  others  (more  knowing  in  the  humours  of  the  Army  than  I  am, 
and  to  whole  judgments  1  therefore  agree)  to  delay  the  conclufion  of  the  Treaty 
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in  fuch  a  manner,  as  may  induce  the  mutineers  to  believe  it  will  be  wholly 
waved  for  their  latisfadion;  yet  with  a  refolution  (if  the  Army  can  be  quieted, 
and  the  heads  of  this  fadion  fccurcd,  which  will  be  fpeedily  attempted)  to  pro- 
ceed in  it.  This  forced  delay  may  be  of  ill  confcquence,  in  relation  to  the 
Confederate  Aflembly,  which  being  now  as  well  compofed  for  us,  and  in  as 
good  temper  as  we  can  expcd  any  Aflembly  ever  will  be,  may  be  fodifgufted 
at  it,  as  to  change  their  prcfent  good  inclinations  into  apprehenfions,  that  there 
is  no  real  intention  of  concluding  with  them ,  or  if  there  be,  that  yet  it  hath 
but  a  fecond  place  in  our  confideration,  that  of  contenting  the  Army  (though 
with  the  rejedion  of  all  their  good  affeftions,  and  the  negledt  of  the  hazards 
they  have  undergone  to  manifefl:  them)  being  firfl:.  This  we  fhall  endeavour 
to  prevent,  by  perfwading  a  better  belief  of  our  intentions  towards  them  in 
fome  of  the  mod  confiderablc  and  befl:-afFe£led. 

And  though  this  our  prefent  condition  be  hazardous  to  my  Lord  Inchiquin 
and  me,  yet  your  Highnefs  may  be  moft  certain,  that  if  wc  can  keep  our  per- 
fons  free,  the  Fleet  will  not  only  be  fecure  in  the  harbours  of  Cork  and  Kin- 
fale,  but  that  the  coming  of  it  fo  provided,  as  your  Higlmefs  mentions,  will 
entirely  fecure  this  Army  to  your  fervice.  And  if  there  could  any  land  men 
be  fent  in  them,  though  but  one  good  regiment,  with  a  proportion  of  fpare 
arms  for  horle  and  foot,  but  efpecially  for  horfe,  we  fhould  take  our  condition 
to  be  fo  good,  as  humbly  to  invite  your  Highnefs  to  the  poflcflion  of  the  bet- 
ter part  of  this  Kingdom,  and  in  a  very  fhort  time  to  the  abfolutc  command 
and  difpofe  of  very  confiderablc  Armies ;  which  your  Highnefs  may  be  pleated 
to  attribute  chiefly  to  the  dutiful  afFcftion,  courage,  and  judgment  of  the  Lord 
Inchiqiiin. 

This,  Sir,  is  all  I  Ihall  now  trouble  you  with.     Upon  any  alteration  of  af- 
faires here,  whatever  it  be,  I  fhall  endeavour  to  give  your  Highnefs  an  accompt 
of  it.

May  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs, 

THE  Lord  Inchiquin  having,  as  he  tells  me,  given  your  Highnefs  an  accompt 
of  the  condition  of  this  Army  in  relation  to  the  late  mutiny  and  the  pre- 
fent compofare  of  that  diftemper,  I  have  nothing  to  add  upon  that  fubjed, 
cither  to  his  Lordlhip's  letter,  or  to  mine  of  the  27th  of  this  month  (whereof  I 
herewith  fejid  a  duplicate:)  Cut  the  Lord  Byron  being  perfwaded  to  be  the 
bearer  of  this  letter  for  your  Highnefs's  fervice,  wc  defire  it  may  be  under- 
ftood  how  that  in  all  our  judgments  the  fpeedy  accefs  of  the  Fleet,  and  your 
Highnefs's  Pcrlbn  alio,  is  become  fo  abfolutely  neceflary,  that  without  both  to- 
gether, or  that  at  leaft  the  Fleet  do  with  it  fclf  bring  us  aflurancc  of  your  High- 
nefs's refolution  to  come  very  foon  after  it,  there  appears  little  hope,  that  this 
Army  can  be  long  contained  from  feeking  their  own  fecurity  in  a  fubmiflion 
to  the  prevalent  party  in  England.  To  which  I  have  ground  to  fear,  they 
will  be  invited  by  fome  of  the  Presbyterian  party,  and  perhaps  by  fuch,  upon 
whofe  advices  they  were  induced  to  the  declarations  they  have  made  againft  the 
Independents,  who  may  now  endeavour  to  make  the  revolt  of  this  Army  the 
price  of  their  own  reconciliation  and  fafety  i  and  will  hope  to  prevail  upon 
it,  by  fuggcfting  that  the  Lord  Inchiquin  endeavours  to  engage  in  the  King's 
quarrel  beyond  (if  not  flatly  contrary  to)  the  Presbyterian  principles,  whereunto 
his  great  zeal  for  the  reftoration  of  his  Majeftie  to  liberty  and  juft  power  in 
the  firft  place  may  give  credit.  But  if  your  Highnefs  arrive  fpeedily  with  your 
Fleet,  that  power,  and  the  awe  of  your  Perfon,  joined  with  the  obligations 

you 
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you  will  have  laid  upon  them  by  trufting  your  Perfon  with  them,  and  laying 
the  foundation  of  your  fortune  upon  their  faith  and  courage,  will  undoubted- 
ly confirm  fuch  as  are  wavering,  and  give  your  Highnefs  power  to  mould  the 
Army  into  whatfhape  you  pleafe.  Thus  far  of  the  ncccflity  of  your  Highnefs's 
coming  with  your  Fleet. 

In  relation  to  this  Army,  it  remains,  that  I  humbly  inform  your  Highnefs 
that  I  am  now  going  hence  to  proceed  in  the  Treaty  with  the  Confederate 
party ;  but  having  dileourfed  with  my  Lord  Inchiquin  and  others,  faithful  to 
his  Majeftie,  of  the  conditions  infilkd  on  by  the  Confederates,  I  evidently  find 
the  diftance  in  afFcdion,  difference  in  intercft,  and  confequently  contrariety  iii 
defires,  and  expedation  to  be  fb  great,  that  I  have  little  hope  by  perfwafions 
(which  are  but  weak  arguments  againft  fo  great  and  apparent  hopes  and  fears, 
as  will  be  held  forth  on  both  fideb)  to  bring  to  any  conclufion,  much  lels  to 
lb  confident  a  one  as  is  necefTary  to  carry  on  a  hopeful  beginning,  th^  great 
work  that  feems  to  be  referved  for  your  Highnefs,  upon  the  grounds  that  (hall 
be  laid  here.  So  that  if  I  can  keep  life  in  the  Treaty,  and  prepare  better  un- 
derftandings  of  each  other  in  them,  or  but  hold  them  from  greater  diffidences 
and  averfions,  till  your  Highnefs's  arrival,  which  only  can  produce  thofc  greater 
cffeds  aimed  at,  it  is  all  that  is  hoped  for  by,  &c.

My  Lordy 

HA V I N  G  read  both  your  letters  and  fome  part  of  the  intelligence  you 
fent  me,  I  acknowledge  that  I  was,  and  flill  am,  very  uncertain  what  to 
determine  touching  my  remove  hence  or  flay  here ;  and  that  I  cannot  fatisfy 
my  felf  in  any  refolution  therein,  till  I  have  firft  delivered  my  fenfe  upon  our 
bufinefs ;  as  I  underftand   it  by  your  Lordlliip's  information  of  that  part  of  it 
there,  and  as  I  am  able  to  judge  of  the  intentions  of  this  people  here,  and  till 
I  have  received   your  opinion,  whereunto  I  fhall  very  readily  conform  mine, 
both  out  of  the  efteem  I  have  of  it,  and  for  the  advantage  your  knowledge  of 
the  difpofuion  of  the  Army  gives  you.     I  fuppofe  it  may  be  laid  as  a  ground, 
that  no  conclufion  to  be  made  with  the  Confederates  by  Treaty  can  be  fo  va- 
lid or  efFeclual,  as  that  which  fhall  be  tranfafted  immediately  with  a  General 
Aflembly  of  them :  And  I  think  it  will  be  np  lefs  clear,  that  we  cannot  ex- 
ped  that  any  AlTembly  will  ever  be  fo  well  compofed  for  moderation  as  this 
now  fitting.     Whence   it  follows,  that  now  is  the  time  to  make  a  final  trial 
of  what  may  ever  be  hoped  for  from  this  people  by  way  of  agreement ;  for  if 
this  AfTembly  be  difTolved,  and  difabled  with  a  belief  in  them,  that  the  reafon 
why  the  Treaty  proceeds  nor,  is  to  fatisfy  fuch  as  would  have  no  Peace  at  all 
with  them  upon  any  conditions,  (and  that  they  will  believe,  if  none  be  offered 
them)  what  can  be  expefted  but  that  their  firft  work  will  be  to  make  up  the 
divifions  which  the  hopes  of  Peace  hath  occafioned,  and  to  fortify  themfelves 
in  their  confederacy  againft  future  ruptures,  by  any  afllftance  they  can  call  to 
them,  whether  foreign  or  domeftick  ?  And  though  I  could  promife  my  felf  to 
retain  the  Lord  'Dillon  and  the  Lord  Taafe,  with  fome  others ;    yet  I  doubt 
they  will  not  be  able  to  divert  the  bulk  of  the  Armies  and  people  fromthofe 
contrary  refolutions,  to  which  they  will    be  perfwaded  by  the  Clergy,  with 
more  reafonable  arguments  than  they  ever  yet  had.     Befides,  I  confefs  I  could 
not  without  much  reludancy  encourage  fuch  as  we  have  found  adtive  in  pro- 
moting the  Peace  for  the  King's  fervice,  to  an  oppofition  wherein  there  is  fb 
little  hope  of  their  prevailing;  it  being  out  of  my  power  to  alTure  them  of  a 
retreat,  if  they  fail.     What  1  would  fhcw  by  all  1  have  faid  is,  that  if  I  go 
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hence,  and   offer  no  conditions,  there  is  very  little  hope  that  the  Irijh  (not- 
withltanding  all  that  can  be  laid  or  done)  will  ever  be  found  in  fo  good  a 
dilpofition  or  pofture  to  be  treated  with.     So  that  the  reaibn  for  putting  it 
off  muft  arife  from. the  confideration  of  the  affairs  of  England,  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Prince  and  his  Fleet,  and  of  the  temper  of  the  Army.     In  the  two 
firtl,  it  appears  by  the  intelligence  your  Lordfhip  fcnt  me,  there  is  a  greater 
caufe  to  dcfpair  of,  than  hope  for,  an  amendment.     For  the  latter,  it  is  true 
the  removal  of  the  Officers,  now  endeavouring  to  fcduce  the  Army,  may  be 
a  means  to  fecure  and  difpofe  it  to  reafon  :  But    it  is  to  be  doubted,  that  the 
lofs  of  the  Prince's  Fleet  (which,  it   feems,  we   are  to  look  upon  as  a  thing 
too  probable)  will  raifc  at  leaft  as  great  averfions  to  Peace  in  the  remaining 
party,  as  difalfedion  hath  done  in  the  mutinying  Officers.     And  tho'  by  their 
being  cafl  out  of  the  Army,  it  (hould   be  kept  from  the  madnefs  of  running 
to  the  Independents,  and  continue   right  for   the  King,  I   do  not   underftand 
what  nfe  can   be  made  of  it,  as  to  his  fervice,  if  (being  too  weak  of  it  felf, 
even  to  fubfift)  it  refufc  a  conjunftion  with  the  only  party  that  can  be  had  to 
join  with;  or  if  by  the  delay,  occafioned  for  their  fatisfadion,  that  conjunftion 
become  impoflible  to  be  obtained.  By  this  your  Lordfhip  may  judge,  that  my 
fenfc  incline  to  endeavour  Peace  with   thefe   people,    upon   any  conditions 
warranted  by  my  inflruftions,  as  loon  as  thofe  refradtory  Officers  are  one  way 
or  other  fecured ;  and  if  thofe  conditions  be  rejefted,  we  fland  acquitted  to- 
wards the  King,  and  towards  the  party  we  have  engaged  to  work  for  a  Peace 
on  this  fide;  and  arc  at  liberty  to  fhift  for  our   felvcs  the  beft  way  we  may  to  / 
avoid  the  torrent  of  tyranny,  that   now  overbears  all.     Yet  for  all  this  is  my 
fenfe,  if  it  appear  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  any   further  proceeding   upon  the 
Treaty,  till   we  have   endeavoured'  the  fatisfadion  of  the   Army,  will  lofe  if, 
or  fuch  a  part  of  it,  as  evidently  to  endanger  the  lofs  of  the  ports,  whereunto 
it  is  yet  poflible  the  Prince  of  Walesa  Fleet  may  get,  or  fome  of  it ;  I  fhall, 
upon  the  next  advertifemenr,  prepare  to  remove  my  ^cXitoCork,  being  as  fully 
perfwaded  that  thefe  people  will  be  at  leaft  as  ufelefs  towards  the  rcftoration 
of  the  King  upon  their  own  ftrength,  as  the  Army  will  be  barely  upon  theirs. 
In  the  mean  time,  I  fhall  endeavour  to  know  the  loweft  degree  thefe  people 
will  defcend  unto,  and  put  my  felf  into  the  rcadicft  condition  for  cither  refolu- 
tion,  which  Ihall  be  taken  abfolutely  from  the  advices  you  pleafe  to  fend  to

SINCE  the  difpatching  of  the  meffengcr  that  brought  me  yours  of  the  izth 
of  this  month,  with  my  anfwer,  I  have  confidered  that  no  arguments  will 
be  of  force  to  gain  a  belief  in  this  people  of  our  fair  dealing  with  them  hitherto, 
and  of  our  intention  to  give  them  reafbnablc  fatisfadion  in  the  conclufion ;  but 
to  fee  thole  Officers,  that  have  given  the  interruption  to  their  prefent  fcttle- 
ment,  removed  from  a  poflibility  of  doing  it  any  more.  And  1  Ihall  freely 
confefs  to  your  Lordfliip,  that  I  am  very  unwilling  to  have  any  thing  at  all  to 
do  with  thofe  Officers,  and  very  little  hope  of  rectifying  the  mifundcrftanding 
I  of 
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of  thofc  more  moderately  inclined,  till  we  be  quit  of  them  that  have  but  delay- 
ed their  defign,  waiting  for  a  more  hopeful  opportunity  of  accompliihing  their 
end ;  which  I  undcrlbnd  to  be,  to  betray  your  Lordlliip  and  me  to  the  Inde- 
pendents. My  opinion  and  defire  therefore  is,  that  fincc  the  foot  are  firm,

My  Lord^ 

FReeman,  mentioned  in  my  laft  letter  of  yefterday's  date,  came  hither  late 
laft  night,  and  brings  me  letters  from  the  Queen,  from  my  Lord  Jermin, 
and  from  Secretary  Nicholas.  Thofe  from  the  Queen  and  my  Lord  Jermin 
refer  to  letters  they  fent  by  Mr.  Fanjhaw,  who  is  not  landed,  but  is  iiourly  ex- 
peded  with  Tlimket  and  the  Bifliop  of  FerneSy  who  have  been  long  ready  to 
embark  at  St.  Malo.  All  I  can  gather  touching  the  Prince  and  his  Fleet  out 
of  all  my  intelligence  is,  that  the  two  Fleets  lye  ftill,  expefting  the  event  of 
the  Treaty ,-  that  it  is  believed,  if  the  Treaty  break,  (the  King  having  offered 
fo  much  fatisfadion)  that  not  only  the  Prince's  Seamen  will  be  more  firm  to 
him  than  ever ;  but  that  thofe,  or  a  great  many  of  them,  under  my  Lord  of 
Warwicks  command,  will  quit  the  Parliament  fervice,  and  join  with  the  Prince's 
Fleet.  And  my  Lord  Jermin  fays,  in  his  letter  of  the  sthofiVi?!;^^^^^  their 
ftile,  that  in  cafe  of  a  breach  of  the  Treaty,  the  courfe  mentioned  in  his  letter 
by  Fanjha'uj  will  be  held  j  which  1  prefume  is  to  come  hither :  Nor  do  1  find 
any  doubt  made,  but  that  it  will  be  able  fo  to  do.  I  conceive  it  poflible  your 
Lordfhip  by  this  wind  may  have  heard  what  is  become  of  the  Treaty,  which 
Secretary  Nicholas  fays  was  like  to  break ;  the  Parliament  having  voted  the 
King's  anfwcrs  unfatisfacfory,  though  they  vv'ere  as  large,  if  not  larger,  than  he 
could  give  :  For  to  my  fenfe,  he  hath  parted  with  more  than  his  own.  I  re- 
ceived a  letter  inclofed  in  the  Queen's,  which,  to  my  great  misfortune,  I  can 
make  nothing  of;  yet  I  believe  1  have  the  fenfe  of  it  another  way,  and  would 
fend  it  your  Lordlhip ;  but  that  I  dare  not  truft  it  by  fo  (lender  a  convey- 
ance. 

It  is  here  very  confidently  reported,  and  I  believe  it,  that  Antrim  is  gone  to 
Dublin,  at  leaft  into  Jones's  quarters.  Some  fay  he  was  conveyed  thither  in 
ftate  by  300  horfe:  How  true  that  may  be,  I  will  not  fay.  It  is  alfo  affirmed 
with  more  confidence,  thzt  Jones  hath  furnifhed  OwenO  Neile  with  fixty  bar- 
rels of  powder;  fome  fay  he  hath  received  cattle  in  truck  for  it:  however 
the  brotherly  affiftance  is  certainly  given.  His  Nephew,  Rory  Maguire,  is  killed 
in  the  taking  of  T)rumriisky  where  three  foot  companies  and  one  horfe  troop 
were  facrificed  to  his  infernal  ghoft ;  for  fo,  without  breach  of  charity,  1  may- 
term  his,  that  had  the  blood  of  innocents  flied  by  him  and  for  him. 

Having  read  the  propofitions  given  me  from  the  Aflembly,  I  find  fome  of  them 
new,  (I  mean  others  than  thofe  I  had  at  Carrick)  fome  impoffible,  and  very 
many  unreafonable  -,  fo  that,  for  any  thing  that  yet  appears  to  me,  thofe  diflik- 
ing  a  Peace  will  be  fooner  fatisficd  than  thofe  that  wifh  for  it.  Yet  I  con- 
tinue ftill  of  opinion,  that  it  is  my  duty,  and  a  great  part  of  my  errand  hither, 
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to  offer  things  rcafonable,  and  to  let  the  breach  and  the  inconveniences  of  it 
(if  a  breach  muft  be)  to  lye  rather  upon  this  party  than  upon  me.  I  am  to 
make  my  excufe  for  making  ufe  of  my  own  diforderly  pen,  whilft  my  Secre- 
tary is  employed  in  the  decyphering  of  fome  letters,  I  believe,  of  fmall  im- 
portance. Thus  much,  how  uncertain  foever,  I  lield  needful  to  fend  you;  and

My  Lord, 

THE  letters  I  received  by  Colonel  Freeman  were  the  only  I  have  had,  either 
out  of  France  or  Holland,  lince  I  landed.  By  letters  he  brought  me  from 
Caen,  I  find  that  a  difpatcK  of  mine  from  Toiighall,  foon  after  my  landing,  is 
long  lince  with  you.  I  hope  you  have  received  duplicates  of  it  another  way,  with 
an  addition  of  what  I  was  able  to  fay  more  particularly  of  a  meeting,  than  ^ 
hatching  in  appearance,  againft  my  proceedings  with  the  Confederates,  but  in- 
tentionally and  principally  againft  my  Lord  oi  Inchiqiim's  Perfon  and  mine,  and 
for  the  Parliament,  or  rather  for  their  fuccefs,  and  the  confequences  of  it.  This 
mutiny  is  in  effcd  fupprcft  by  my  Lord  of  Inchiquin's  judgment  and  courage, 
as  foon  almoft  as  it  vs^as  dilcovered  by  his  induftry  and  vigilance.  I  am  now 
going  to  Cork,  to  remove  whatever  ill  humour  may  remain  in  any  by  the  in- 
fufions  and  falfe  fuggeftions  of  the  malicious  mutineers,  and  then  to  return 
hither  to  endeavour  to  put  an  end  to  the  Treaty,  whereof  (notwithftanding  fome 
pradices  on  both  fides)  I  have  great  hope;  at  leaft  I  have  treated  for  my  Ma- 
iler with  honour,  freedom,  and  fafety,  my  own  guards  being  admitted  into  this 
caftle.  My  Lord  oi  Antrim  (having  railed  an  unfuccefsful  commotion,  againft 
neither  the  King  nor  his  old  matters  the  Supream  Council,  but  as  he  fays,  againft 
me)  is  now  gone  to  command  the  Ulfter  Army ;  whereunto  he  is  invited  (as 
fome  believe)  not  for  his  conduft,  fo  much  as  for  his  quality,  to  give  coun- 
tenance by  it  to  that  declining  faftion.  Jones  has  given  him  rope  enough  ; 
for  fo  his  giving  him  paflage  and  convoy  through  his  quarters,  which  was  re- 
fufed  by  this  Affembly,  may  prove  to  him ;  and  if  to  him,  I  hope  to  Jones, 
who  in  his  letters  to  London  cries  out  againft  my  endeavours  to  bring  this  peo- 
ple to  a  fubmifllon  to  the  Crown  o^ England i  and  in  the  mean  time  furnilhes 
the  worft  of  Irijh  Rebells  with  a  wife  and  valiant  General,  and  fas  I  am  in- 
formed) with  ammunition.  And  it  is  obfervable,  tliat  this  kindncfs  is  wrought 
by  the  mediation  of  the  two  Bifhops  of  Clogher,  and  one  Rely,  Vicar  General 
of  ^Dublin ;  Bifhop  Mac  Mahon  and  Rely  having  been  principals  in  the  contri- 
vance of  the  Rebellion ;  and  Bifhop  Jones,  their  now  correfpondent,  the  in- 
duftrious  inquifitor  of  the  blood  fpilt  by  it ;  wherein  he  finds  the  northern 
people  guilty  of  the  greateft  quantity,  and  particularly  Mac  Mahon  of  the  death 
of  about  fourteen  poor  fervants  of  the  late  Earl  of  Effex:  But  his  and  their 
averfiou  to  Peace  with  the  King  is  abfolution.  Mr.  FaTifhaw  is  not  yet  landed; 
fo  I  am  in  the  dark  as  to  what  he  brings.  It  had  been  worth  your  Secretary's 
pains  to  have  made  duplicates  of  that  difpatch. 

I  am  in  no  better  condition  by  the  little  letter  the  Queen  fent  me,  wanting 
the  cypher ;  but  that  is  fomewhat  fupplied  by  that  note  in  yours.  I  am  not 
able  to  hold  open  my  eyes  any  longer,  and  dare  not  venture  to  fend  the  Queen 
a  drowzy  letter.     Be  pleafcd  to  make  my  excufes,  and  believe  I  am  ftill

My  Lord, 

I  Hope  c'rc  this  Mr.  FanJhaiJ  is  arrived,  as  alfo  tlic  Gentleman  that  was  fcnt 
unto  you  with  a  letter  from  the  King ;  of  which  I  have  fcnt  two  duplicates 
by  the  way  of  London^  according  to  your  diredlion ;  although  I  begin  now  to 
be  out  of  conceit  with  that  conveyance,  having  fciic  iive  or  fix  letters  that  way, 
without  ever  hearing  of  the  receipt  of  any,  or  indeed  having  received  anyone 
letter  from  you  ilncc  your  going ;  but  only  that  by  the  Ihip  that  carried  you, 
and  a  duplicate  of  the  lame.  I  bcfecch  your  Excellence  be  careful  to  give  us 
frequent  and  more  particular  advcrtifements  of  your  condition,  it  being  all  our 
remaining  hope  of  the  publick,  and  fevered  from  that,  all  the  comfort  I  have 
left  in  this  world,  in  relation  to  my  own  paiticular. 

I  have  little  to  add  at  piefcnt  to  thofc  former  difpatches,  more  than  thac 
the  Queen  hath  conftantly  applied  her  authority  with  the  Prince  and  his  Coun- 
cil, to  have  thofc  rclblutions  put  fpeedily  in  execution,  whereof  I  gave  you 
accompt  by  Mr.  Fanpjaw.  But  the  diforders  in  the  Council  and  in  the  Fleet, 
have  occafioned  fuch.  a  pernicious  delay,  as  I  doubt  much,  whether  the  Fleet 
do  ftill  preferve,  cither  the  obedience,  or  the  power,  to  make  their  way  thro' 
my  Lord  of  lVar'-ji;ick's  into  Ireland.  However  the  laft  letters  fay,  it  was  re- 
iblved  to  be  attempted  the  next  fair  wind ;  which  having  been  thefe  days  paft, 
I  expedt  by  this  time,  that  a  confiderablc  party  of  the  Fleet  is  either  loft  or 
got  through  upon  its  way  to  you  :  Only  I  doubt  whether  the  Duke  of  Tork 
will  be  with  it,  or  no ;  in  regard  the  laft  letters  lay,  that  he  had  newly  con- 
traded  a  great  averfion  from  that  journey,  of  which  hitherto  he  had  been  very 
fond. 

One  thing  I  think  neccflary  to  advertife  you  of,  that  Prince  Rupert  hath 
fet  his  reft  to  command  this  expedition  of  the  Fleet,  and  the  Council  have 
complied  with  him  in  it  5  inlbmuch  that,  if  ic  arrives  fafc  in  Ireland,  you  muft 
cxped  him  there  alfo.  I  hope  his  aim  is  only  at  the  honour  of  carrying  the 
Fleet  thither  through  fo  much  hazard,  and  then  returning  to  the  Prince ;  but 
if  he  have  any  further  dellgn  of  continuing  to  command  the  Fleet,  or  of  re- 
maining in  that  Kingdom,  I  fear  the  confequence  of  it,  knowing  what  appli- 
cations have  been  made  to  him  formerly,  and  how  unfettled  and  weak  a  peo- 
ple you  have  there,  apt  to  catch  at  any  thing  that's  new,  to  interrupt  the  courfe 
that  they  are  brought  into  (I  fear)  with  little  good  afFe£tion.  But  I  hope  your 
Excellence  will,  e're  he  arrive  there,  have  fo  fettled  and  confirmed  your  power 
by  the  alTiftance  of  Lord  Inchiquin,  and  fuch  of  the  other  party  as  are  entire 
unto  you,  as  that  you  will  have  means  to  prevent  any  new  diforders,  and  to 
fettle  the  Fleet  alfo  in  that  obedience  and  fubordination  to  you,  without  which 
1  expeft  no  good  from  it. 

I  would  to  God  I  were  able  to  give  you  any  good  accompt  of  fuccefs  in 
my  conrtant  and  induftrious  follicitation  for  fupplies  of  money  for  you.  But 
the  Queen  receiving  not  as  yet  any  thing  confiderablc  of  her  penfion,  and  Lord 
Jermm  telling  me  ftill  that  the  ruby  collar,  that  is  the  only  remaining  thing 
that  could  raifc  money,  muft  be  wholly  applied  to  the  redeeming  of  the  Queen 
her  jewels. 

I  can  give  you  no  hopes  of  any  thing  but  good  wifties  and  kind  words  from 
this  Court.  As  for  prefent  afliftancc  in  confideration  of  levies,  the  abun- 
dance of  men  offered  at  fo  cheap  rates  in  England,  hath  quite  deftroycd  oUr 
Treaty  with  the  Venetians-,  and  for  France,  although  the  diforders  arc  appear- 
ingly  compofed,  yet  the  indigence  continues  ftill  the  fame.  The  truth  is,  they 
have  not  a  groat,  nor  are  not  likely  to  have,  till  the  beginning  of  January. 
:    -  z  Then 
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Then  I  believe  they  will  be  engaged  in  disbuifing  a  confidcrablc  fum  for  le- 
vies, fmce  I  find  the  Prince  of  Conde  very  fond  of  framing  this  year  a  confi- 
derable  body  of  ftrangers.  1  do  therefore  defire  your  Excellence  to  let  me 
know  pundlually,  whether,  if  towards  the  month  of  February  or  March,  I 
fhall  be  able  to  fend  you  over  four  thoufand  piftoles,  you  will  be  able  to  deliver 
for  the  fervicc  of  France  two  thoufand  men  at  the  water  fide  at  fome  pore 
of  Munfier ;  for  I  believe  I  fhall.  be  able  to  obtain  the  rate  of  two  piftoles  a 
man,  which  is  about  what  they  have  hitherto  given.  I  am  very  hopeful  alfo, 
that  if  they  hear  you  are  in  a  profperous  condition,  they  may  be  willing  to 
purchafc  you  to  their  interefts,  and  to  divert  you  from  the  Spanifh,  by  giving 
you  fome  confiderable  fupply ;  if  not,  I  think  you  ought  to  make  your  appli- 
cations where  eife  it  may  be  had.  .  Iqi.'b  :;  hr.L 
I  may  not  conclude  without  reprefenting  one  thing  to  your  confideration  j 
which  is,  that  as  foon  as  your  affaires  there  fhall  appear  in  any  meafure  fettled, 
you  muft  exped  to  fee  the  Prince  haften  to  you,  and  with  him  a  confluence  of 
all  his  diforderly  fadions  and  interefted  company,  whofe  ambition  will  vex  you 
out  of  your  life,  with  pretenfions  to  this  and  the  other  employment.  I  do 
therefore  advife  you,  before  the  Prince  come,  to  be  fure  to  fill  all  charges  and 
offices  there,  both  civil  and  martial,  with  thofe  perfons  that  you  (hall  think 
the  fitteft  to  difcharge  and  manage  them  faithfully  and  ably,  unlefs  your  own 
judgment  fliall  lead  you  to  think  that  fome  perfons  about  the  Prince  or  the 
Queen  may  be  really  fitter  for  the  execution  of  them,  than  others  that  you 
have  already  with  you.  You  fee,  my  Lord,  ;how  my  friendfhip  to  you,  and 
affedion  to  the  King's  fervice  under  you,  tranfports  me  to  give  you  an  advice, 
that  will  draw  great  malignity  upon  me,  fhould  it  be  known  ;  but  I  am  rc- 
folved  never  to  have,  out  of  my  caution  towards  my  fclf,  the  leaft  referve  in 
what  (I  think)  may  be  for  your  fervice,  or  an  cxpreflion  how  entirely  1  am 
devoted

My  Lord, 

I  Muft  ask  your  pardon  for  detaining  your  meffenger  thus  long,  but  much 
more  for  returning  him  to  you  with  fo  infignificant  a  difpatch,  as  this  is 
like  to  be,  through  the  uncertainty  of  things  here,  and  the  fmall  time  allowed 
me.  The  intelligence  you  were  pleafed  to  fend  me,  as  well  in  your  letter  as 
in  the  .printed  paper,  is  the  fame  1  had  from  feveral  hands  out  of  England,  with 
this  addition  in  mine,  that  Mun  Temple  is  not  to  fet  foot  on  ihore,  or  to  come 
within  any  command;  but  to  treat  with  your Lordflhip,  or  (if  you  will  not)  with 
fome  principal  Officers  of  the  Army  at  fea ;  that  my  Lord  Blaney  is  ftill  de- 
signed for  an  honourable  fpy,  and  to  take  his  time  to  betray  me  (fays  my  in- 
telligence) as  he  did  my  Lord  of  Holland  and  that  party;  if  he  arrives,  your 
Lordfhip  knows  how  to  deal  with  him.  That  Brown's  oft'er  to  the  Parliament 
to  raife  men  to  juftify  their  conclufion  with  the  King,  did  not,  for  ought  ap- 
pearing, take  with  them.  And  to  conclude,  that  your  Lordlhip  had  offered, 
upon  conditions,  to  deliver  the  places  under  your  command,  and  my  Perfon, 
to  the  Parliament ;  and  this  latter  there  was  care  taken  Ihould  be  fpoken  where 
I  might  come  to  hear  of  it,  and  by  perfons  likely  to  gain  credit :  But  in  this 
their  policy  hath  failed  them,  that  they  make  the  tranfadion  fo  very  publick, 
that  if  there  could  be  room  for  fuch  a  jcaloufy  in  me,  that  alone  would  be 
fufficicnt  to  remove  it.  Yet  thus  far  I  agree  with  the  print,  that  your  Lordftiip 
hath  indeed  fccurcd  me.    .

RIGHT  trufty  and  right  entirely  beloved  Coufin.  By  this  enclofed  fentcncc 
and  judgment  of  ours  you  will  find  the  juft  fenfe  we  have  of  a  late  info- 
lent  and  unpardonable  attempt  made  by  Sir  Robert  fValjh  upon  the  Lord  Cid- 
peper  ■■>  which  would  have  been  fcverely  punifhed  by  this  State,  if  he  had  not 
fled  the  juftice  thereof  Since  which  time  we  are  informed,  that  he  is  gone 
into  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  where,  left  he  fhould  receive  any  proteftion  or 
encouragement  as  a  perfon  who  hath  not  misbehaved  himfelf  in  our  fervice, 
we  have  thought  fit  to  let  you  know  how  unworthy  he  is  of  any  fuch  regard, 
and  how  neccflary  it  is  that  he  feel  the  weight  of  our  difpleafure  in  any  parts, 
where  our  intereft  and  power  is  acknowledged,  after  his  contempt  of  us  and 
our  dignity  in  that  odious  aft.  And  when  the  Lord  Culpeper  was  by  our  im- 
mediate and  pofitive  command  reftrained  from  righting  himfelf,  we  conceiving 
our  own  honour  and  that  of  our  Royal  Father  moft  nearly  concerned ;  and  af- 
ter he  had  privately  lurked  fome  time  in  thefe  parts,  and  was  ready  to  depart 
the  Country,  he  the  faid  Sir  Robert  Waljh  caufed  a  fcandalous  pamphlet  to  be 
printed,  entitled,  The  ^declaration  of  Sir  Robert  Walfli  in  relation  to  the  bu- 
finefs  bet-ji'een  him  and  the  Lord  Culpeper ;  full  of  fuch  grofs  and  palpable 
flanders  and  falfhoods  throughout  the  fame,  that  we  are  allured  it  cannot  make 
the  leaft  imprefllon  in  any  perfon  of  honour  or  judgment,  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  Lord  Culpeper,  who  as  he  hath  been  highly  trufted  by  our  Royal  Fa- 
ther and  our  felf  in  affaires  of  the  greateft  concernment,  fo  we  muft  declare 
that  he  hath  always  difchatged  the  fame  with  unqtieftionable  honour  and  inte- 
grity. And  that  the  relation  made  in  that  impudent  difcourfe  of  a  correfpon- 
dence  with  the  Parliament  by  the  Lord  Culpeper,  is  fo  far  from  any  fhadow 
or  colour  of  truth,  that  when  Sir  Robert  IValjh  was  fent  for  to  appear  before 
us  to  teftify  fome  reports  he  had  loofely  fcattered  in  cabarets  and  ordinaries 
to  that  purpofe,  he  abfented  himfelf  And  the  Gentleman,  from  whom  he  pre- 
tended to  have  received  his  advertifement,  being  examined  before  us  what  he 
had  faid  to  Sir  Robert  JValjhy  and  upon  what  grounds,  declared,  that  coming 
lately  from  England,  he  had  met  with  a  Norfolk  Gentleman,  a  Recufant,  (a 
perfon  of  whom  we  had  never  before  heard)  who  wiftled  him  to  remember 
his  fervice  to  Sir  Robert  JValp,  and  tell  him,  that  fomebody  about  the  Prince 
difcovered  all  his  Councils  to  thofe  at  London,  and  that  he  believed  it  to  be 
the  Lord  Culpeper.  Which  he  faid  was  all  he  could  fay  or  had  faid  toi  Sir 
Robert  Waljh  •■,  fo  that  it  is  no  wonder  if  fuch  goodly  evidence  made  no  more 
impreflion  on  us,  and  that  we  gave  no  more  countenance  to  fuch  groundlefs 
afperfions,  which  in  thefe  times  leave  the  credit  and  reputation  of  few  perfons 
in  any  truft  and  imploymcnt  untraduced.  And  we  were  the  lefs  follicitous  to 
proceed  in  any  fuxthec  examination  of  Sir  Robert  JValJh,  (though  the  Lord  Cul* 

jO  ■  pe^er. 
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peper  often  eameftly  preffed  the  fame)  being  in  a  place  where  we  had  no  power 
to  punifh  his  hcenfe  with  that  feverity  which  was  due  to  it ;  and  becaufe  we 
were  credibly  informed,  that  he  proteftcd  he  never  gave  any  credit  to  the  re- 
port, but  mentioned  it  only  as  a  ridiculous  and  fcandalous  matter ;  and  there- 
fore'we  cannot  but  declare  this  libellous  pamphlet  to  proceed  only  from  the 
guilt  and  malice  of  his  own  heart.     And  our  exprefs  will  is,  if  the  faid  Sir 
^Robert  Waljh  come  into  any  place  within  your  power,  that  you  caufe  him  to 
be  imprifoned  till  our  further  pleafure  fhall  be  fignified,  with  fuch  circumftan- 
ces  of  reftraint  as  are  fit  to  be  ufed  towards  a  perfon  who  has  fo  eminently  mif- 
behaved  himfelf  towards  us.     And  if  the  faid  pamphlet,  which  he  calls  his  De- 
claration, (the  notorious  falfhood  of  moft  of  which  is  very  well  known  to  out 
felf,  and  of  the  reft  to  many  perfons  of  honour  and  truth)  fhail  be  found  in 
that  Kingdom,  you  fhall  caufe  it  to  be  burnt  by  the  hand  of  the  hangman, 
that  it  may  be  underftood  by  all  men  to  be  a  falfe,  idle,  and  malicious  libel, 
very  fcandalous  to  us  and  to  our  honour,  and  publifhed  on  purpofc  to  make 
our  counfels  the  lefs  valued  and  regarded.     So  not  doubting  of  your  full  care 
herein,  as  a  matter  wherein  our  own  honour  is  exceedingly  concerned,  we 
bid  you  heartily  farewell.     Given  at  the  Hague,  the   15th  day  of  "December 
in  the  twenty -fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  the  King  our  Royal  Father.

UPON  confideration  and  examination  of  an  infolent  and  barbarous  attempt 
made  upon  the  Perlbn  of  the  Lord  Culpeper  on  Monday  laft  by  Sir  Ro- 
bert Waljh,  the  fame  appears  to  be  this :  That  the  faid  Sir  Robert  fValjh,  with 
three  others  armed  with  fwords,  and  one  of  them  carrying  Sir  Robert  IValjh's 
fword  in  his  hand,  meeting  the  Lord  Culpeper  unarmed  between  his  lodgings 
and  the  Court,  faluted  him  civilly  and  walked  with  him,    and  without  any 
fhew  of  pallion,  expoftulated  with  the  faid  Lord  Culpeper  concerning  fome 
words  uttered  by  his  Lordfhip  in  Council ;  to  the  which,  having  received  fair 
and  civil  anfwers,  he  continued  his  walk  with  him,   feemingly  only  tempe- 
rately to  debate  the  fame,  till  on  the  fudden,  without  giving  or  receiving  the 
leaft  unkind  or  rough  word,  he  gave  the  faid  Lord  Culpeper  a  rude  blow  on 
the  face  with  his  hand,  thofe  others  with  him  interpofing  between  the  Lord  C«/- 
peper  and  his  fervant,  and  laying  hands  on  his  fervant  to  prevent  the  delivery  of 
his  fword  to  his  Lord.  All  which  being  duly  weighed  and  confidered,  his  High- 
nefs  doth  hereby  declare,  that  he  looks  upon,  and  muft  always  remember  this 
aft,  committed  upon  a  Peer  of  the  Realm  of  England,  Privy  Counfellor  to  his 
Royal  Father,  and  in  that  quality  now  attending  his  Highnefs's  Perfon,  as  the 
moft  malicious  contempt  of  the  authority  of  the  King  and  his  own  dignity, 
that  hath  been  at  any  time  committed  by  any  perfon ;  fo  that  in  it  felf,  all 
other  confiderations   fet  apart,  it  was  an  infamous,  ruffianly  ad,  unworthy  a 
perfon  of  courage  or  reputation,  having  in  no  degree  then  or  formerly  required 
fatisfadion :  And  therefore  his  Highnefs,  conceiving  a  juft  indignation  againfl 
him,  and  this  odious  and  ungentlemanly  demeanour  of  his,  doth  exprefly  inhi- 
bit and  forbid  the  faid  Sir  Robert  Waljh  any  more   to  come  within  his  prc- 
fence  or  into  his  Court,  as  a  man  unworthy  of  his  Highnefs's  countenance  or 
protection. 

And  of  this  fignification  of  his  pleafure,  his  Highnefs  requires  the  Officers 
of  his  Houfe  to  take  notice  in  fuch  manner,  that  he  be  no  more  permitted  to 
enter  into  any  room  within  his  Highnefs's  power  and  difpofal.  Dated  at  the 
Hague,  the  4th  day  of  November  1648.

BY  the  duplicates  of  my  late  difpatclics  to  the  Prince  of  Wales ^  you  will 
have  found  that  the  opinion  you  left  me  in  concerning  his  not  coming 
into  Ireland  until  a  full  fcttlement  of  the  Kingdom,  is  fo  far  changed,  as  now 
earneftly  to  invite  him ;  it  appearing  evidently  unto  me,  that  without  his  pre- 
Ibncc  and  the  countenance  of  his  Fleet,  it  will  be  impofliblc  to  continue  this 
Army  in  the  refolutions  they  have  taken  for  the  King's  feryicc,  much  Icfs  to 
induce  them  to  a  conjunftion  with  the  Irjfh  for  the  fame  end.  So  that  all  the 
inconveniences  that  may  befal  us  by  his  coming  through  divifion  in  thofe  about 
him,  mu(\  be  (as  much  as  is  poflible)  prevented  on  that  fide  before  his  coming, 
as  it  fhall  be  here  ftriven  againft  as  much  as  fhall  lye  in  our  power.  But  his 
fpeedy  coming  is  become  fo  abfolutely  neceffary,  that  it  muft  not  be  delayed 
upon  that  confideration,  nor  yet  for  want  of  vidual  for  the  Fleet ;  for  if  it 
have  but  fufficient  to  bring  it  hither,  we  fhall  be  able,  by  one  means  or  other, 
to  put  it  in  condition  for  fervice,  provided  it  arrive  before  the  feafon  for  vic- 
tualling be  paft,  which  will  be  before  the  latter  end  of  January. 

Care  is  to  be  taken  that  no  knowledge  of  the  little  hopes  I  have  of  Peace, 
until  the  Prince  come  over,  come  to  any  of  the  Irij^o  Agents  there. 

In  my  letters  to  the  Prince  when  I  was  in  France,  I  defired,  that  what  part 
of  the  Fleet  fhould  be  imployed  hither,  might  receive  my  orders ;  and  I  con- 
ceive it  fo  dcftruftive  to  the  fervice  of  this  Kingdom,  to  have  the  maritime 
and  land  power  divided,  that  in  cafe  it  be  neceffary  for  fome  more  important 
end  to  difpofe  otherwife  of  the  power  to  command  the  Fleet,  that  alfo  of  go- 
verning the  Kingdom  may  be  added  j  which  I  Ihall  in  no  perfon  more  readily 
fubmit  unto,  than  in  that  of  Prince  Rupert. 

You  may  be  fure,  that  whether  you  prevail  in  procuring  money  or  no,  you 
will  yet  receive  all  imaginable  fatisfadion  in  my  defires  to  ferve  you,  and  to 
be  joined  with  you,  in  whatever  I  am  to  undertake  -,  but  I  cannot  be  fo  in- 
dulgent to  my  own  content  therein,  as  not  to  let  you  know,  that  without  a 
round  fupply  of  money,  I  do  not  find  that  alacrity  for  your  reception  in  this 
Kingdom  in  any  befides  my  felf,  though  my  Lord  of  Inchiqutn  upon  all  occa- 
lions  exprefl'es  great  civilities  to  you. 

I  fhall  take  care,  upon  Sir  Ken.  'Digbys  landing,  that  no  difcovery  on  my 
part  fhall  hinder  the  recommending  ot  him  to  the  place  you  mention  j  but  I 
Ice  in  this  Army  fo  much  averfion  to  be  commanded  by  men  of  his  Religion, 
that  I  fear  to  fatisfy  them  will  be  the  more  difficult  work ;  wherein  there  fhall 
want  no  induftry  of  mine  to  facilitate  his  way  to  that  or  to  any  thing  elfe 
that  may  be  of  honour  and  advantage  to  him.     I  am,  &c.

My  Lordy 

I  Received  your  letter  of  the  2d  of  November  from  Carrick  upon  the  26th 
day  of  December^  N.  S.  and  account  it  a  misfortune  that  it  hath  had  fo 
flow  a  paflage  to  me ;  which  (1  know)  hath  been  occafioned  by  the  great  diffi- 
culty of  fending  from  thence  hither.  The  matter  of  it  is  of  great  importance, 
and  fuch  as  I  received  with  full  fatisfaftion  in  the  care  and  prudence  of  your 
felf  and  of  Lord  Inchiqutn-,  and  cannot  but  hope,  that  by  your  wifdom  and 
induftry,  that  obftrudion  of  the  Army  will  in  the  end  be  overcome ;  and  in- 
trcat  you  to  be  afTured,  that  I  will  not  fail  to  contribute  all  that  (hall  be  in 
my  power  to  your  afMance  in  the  great  work  you  have  in  hand.  The 
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The  Fleet  is  now  ready  to  fet  fail,  and  I  hope  will  be  fpeedily  with  you ; 
and  in  it  there  will  come  fome  land  men,  though  not  fo  many  as  you  defire  j 
and  I  will  endeavour  to  get  arms  to  fend  to  you,  and  hope  to  prevail  therein, 
whereof  I  will  give  you  an  account  by  my  next  letters ;  and  I  fhall  be  very 
willing  to  come  in  perfon  into  that  Kingdom,  when  I  Ihall  be  advifed  to  it 
by  you  and  Lord  Inchiqtdn. 

I  hear  a  report  of  fome  letter  that  hath  been  extorted  from  the  King,  which 
may  be  prejudicial  to  his  own  intereft,  and  to  the  Peace  and  union  of  that 
Kingdom.  But  I  rely  fo  much  upon  your  courage  and  wifdom  in  managing 
of  that  great  bufinefs  now  in  your  hands,  that  I  am  confident  you  will  not  by 
any  fuch  letter  be  diverted  from  the  courfe  you  are  in,  according  to  the  com- 
miflions  and  inftruftions  you  have  from  me ;  being  allured  that  his  Majeftic 
will  be  better  pleafcd,  by  your  doing  that  which  fhall  be  neceflary  for  his  fer- 
vice  in  the  fettlemcnt  of  that  Kingdom,  than  by  obeying  any  letter  to  the 
contrary,  that  hath  been  extorted  from  him  in  this  his  fad  condition  and  impi- 
ous rcftraint.  And  for  me,  I  am  and  will  continue  firm  to  thofe  grounds  and 
intentions  I  had,  when  I  parted  from  you  5  which  are  expreffed  in  the  feveral 
commillions  and  inftrudions  I  then  gave  you.  Laftly,  I  intreat  you  to  aflurc 
my  Lord  Inchiquin,  that  I  have  a  due  fenfe  of  his  extraordinary  merit,  affec- 
tions, and  prudence  in  the  condud  of  this  bufinefs,  and  rely  much  upon  him 
for  the  good  fuccefs  thereof,  as  by  this  other  letter  I  have  fignified  unto  him.

My  Lord, 

TH  E  packet  your  Lordfhip  fent  me  by  the  way  of  Caen  came  fafely  to  my 
hands,  and  very  feafonably  in  many  refpefts  j  though  I  could  make  no- 
thing of  the  principal  letter  through  Ibme  miftake  of  the  cypher  it  was  in.  The 
Remonftrance  of  the  Army  put  a  fpeedy  end  to  our  conteftations  about  the 
conditions  of  the  Peace  ;  for  it  gave  me  and  all  others  fuch  horror,  that  wc 
judge  it  a  very  unfeafonable  thrift  to  fpend  time  in  difputing  about  circumftan- 
ces  of  Government,  whilft  the  whole  frame  of  it  was  fo  near  fubverfion.  Your 
Lordlhip  will  be  fully  informed  by  my  Lord  Byron  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  things 
here,  and  of  my  fenfe  touching  the  Prince's  Ipeedy  coming  hither  to  take 
poffefllon  of  good  Armies,  and  (I  am  confident)  in  a  ftiort  time  of  one  entire 
Kingdom.  You  may  pleafe  to  remember,  in  the  firft  letter  you  had  from  me, 
I  profelfed  againft  ceremony,  I  fhall  therefore  conclude  very  heartily  with  my

My  Lord, 

TH E  Peace   is  at  length  concluded,   and  that  (I  think)  clearly  within  the 
powers  I  had.     I  mufl  fay  for  this  people,  that  I  have  obfcrved  in  them 
great  readinefs  to  comply  with  what  I  was  able  to  give  them,  and  a  very  great 
fenfe  of  the  King's  fad  condition.     I  am  moft  confidejit,  if  we  can  but  receive 
moderate  countenance  and  afllftance  from  abroad,  this  Kingdom  will  very  fpcc- 
*  ai  .  "       6  dily 
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di1yt)'e  in  abfolutc  fubjc>flion  to  the  King's  Authority,  and  ready  powerfully  to 
aflift  any  dcfign  that  may  be  for  his  rcrtoratiou  in  both,  or  cither  of  the 
other. 

Jones  and  thofe  with  him  are  in  great  want,  and  in  no  Icfs  apprchenfion 
that  their  beft  men  will  defcrt  them  ;  as  I  am  upon  the  matter,  fure  they  will, 
if  I  can  but  get  early  into  the  field.  From  (j-Ji'eii  O  Neile  there  came  more 
•men  than  we  wifli  or  dare  truft,  and  my  Lord  o'i  Antrim  fignifies  nothing;  yet 
-he  propofes  for  himfclf  conditions  for  a  conqueror.  Money,  and  that  but  a 
little,  if  joined  to  the  Prince's  prcfcnce,  with  an  undivided  Council,  and  a 
contraded  retinue,  would  infallibly  end  the  matter  here. 

I  find  the  French  offers  for  men  very  mean,  and  perhaps  their  dif-eftcem  of 
any  aids  or  prejudices  from  hence,  are  the  caufe  we  are  no  more  confidered ; 
but  if  we  have  leave,  (which  certainly  the  Queen,  in  juftice  to  us  that  arc  thus 
deeply  engaged  in  her  caufe,  will  not  refufc  us)  we  fliall,  and  indeed  muft  very 
fpeedily,  let  the  contrary  appear:  And  fo  much!  have  freely  told  the  French 
Refident,  who  is  upon  his  voyage  for  France. 

I  have  not  time  nor  matter  for  a  longer  letter,  my  Lord  Byron  going  charged 
with  larger  dilpatches  to  the  Prince,  which  he  will  (hew  the  Queen.     1  am

May  it  pleafe  your  Highnefs, 

TH  E  Articles  of  Peace  lately  concluded  here  will  fhew,  that  your  High- 
nefs's  cbrnmands  in  that  particular  are  obeyed  ;  and  if  you  fhall  pleafe  to 
Ibok  upon  my  inftrudions,  I  hope  it  will  be  found  that  they  are  not  (if  at  all) 
materially  tranfgrcfled.  I  Ihall  only  mention,  that  we  met  with  many  diffi- 
tuhies  in  the  tranfadion  of  it,  to  do  right  to  thofe  by  whofe  alTiftance  they 
are  overcome.  Firft,  by  the  remarkable  conrtancy  of  the  Lord  Prefident  of 
Munfler  on  the  one  fide,  and  then  by  the  very  eminent  loyalty  of  the  Aflem- 
bly  on  the  other ;  neither  of  which  were  fliaken  by  the  fuccefs  God  hath  per- 
mitted the  monftrous  Rebellion  of  ^England,  nor  by  the  mifchievous  pradlice 
of  no  lefs  malicious  Rebells  here  :  So  that  (I  prefume)  your  Highnefs  may  be 
confident,  that  the  Englijlo  Army  in  Munjler,  and  the  Irijlj  Armies  of  Munfter-, 
Lei^fier  and  Connaght,  together  with  all  the  cities  fubjed  to  thofe  Armies  will 
readily  fubttiit  unto  this  Peace,  and  chearfully  engage  againft  all  that  fhall  op- 
pofe  it.  And  it  is  hoped,  not  without  fome  ground,  that  thofe  of  "Dublin 
and  other  EngHflo  garrifons,  as  alfo  the  parties  left  under  Owen  O  Neile  and 
the  Marquefs  of  Antrim  (if  any  he  have)  will  adhere  to  the  juftice  of  our 
caufe;  or  if  not,  that  they  may  be  fpeedily  reduced.  That  which  would  in. 
all  probability  peirfed  the  work  of  this  Kingdom,  were,  that  your  Highnefs 
tvbuld  give  ftrength  and  reputation  to  our  endeavours  by  your  prefcnce  here, 
futnifhed  as  well  with  money  for  your  own  fupport,  and  of  all  other  necefla- 
ries  for  War,  as  your  Highnefs  can  procure ;  not  that  your  Highnefs's  perfon, 
without  thofe  afliftances,  or  any  of  them,  will  not  be  moft  chearfully  received, 
and  your  commands  moft  faithfully  obeyed.  But  in  cafe  your  Highnefs  can 
bring  no  other  fupply,  than  that  of  your  own  condud  and  authority,  which 
it  is  we  moft  value  ;  that  then  your  Highnefs,  confidering  the  poverty  of  this 
Kingdom,  and  the  necefilty  of  applying  all  it  is  able  to  bear  to  the  fupport  of 
the  war,  may  be  pleafed  fuitably  to  contradl  your  charge.  If  it  did  appear  to 
me,  that  there  were  any  place  or  party  in  England  or  Scotland,  not  entirely 
fbbdutd  h-f,  of  adhering  to  the  Rebells  of  England,  I  fhould  not  venture  to 

7  p  invite 
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invite  your  Highnefs  fo  far  from  the  more  vital  part  of  your  hopes ;  but  that 
not  appearing  to  me,  I  humbly  beg  your  pardon,  that  I  advife  your  Highnefs 
would  not  difcourage  many  hearts  and  hands  here  already  declared,  and  armed 
for  your  intereft  by  the  delay  of  your  prefence  with  them,  depending  upoa 
uncertain  expeftations  of  the  rifing  of  other  parties,  which  you  may  perhaps  be 
deceitfully  put  in  hope  of,  to  prevent  your  coming  hither;  or  which  may  fail, 
or  be  prefently  fupprefled  by  thole  that  are  both  watchful  and  ftrong  Rebells. 
The  rather  that  being  here,  you  are  not  much  farther  from  the  intelligences 
and  correfpondences  your  Highnefs  may  have  in  cither  of  the  other  Kingdoms, 
but  in  fome  refpects  nearer ;  and  that  the  reputation  of  your  being  in  the  head 
of  ftrong  Armies  may  give  encouragement  to  thofe  that  remain  faithful  to  his 
Majeftie  to  attempt  upon  all  opportunity  to  appear  for  him,  and  to  your  High- 
nefs power  to  fecond  them  with  good  bodies  of  men,  and  (when  you  fhall 
judge  fit)  by  your  Perfon.  Your  Highnefs  may  be  pleafed  to  give  credit  to  my 
Lord  Byron,  whom  I  have  ftaid  here  thus  long  after  his  purpofe  to  attend  you, 
to  bring  your  Highnefs  knowledge  of  the  conclufion  of  the  Peace,  and  of  fomc 
other  things  judged  neccITary  for  your  fervice.

My  Lord, 

BY  the  Articles  of  Peace  and  other  papers  fent  by  the  Lord  Byron  for  het 
Majcftic's  confideration,  you  will  be  informed  of  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs 
here ;  and  by  the  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  Prince,  your  Lordlhip  will  find  my 
fenfe  of  his  coming  hither.  So  that  there  remains  very  little  matter  for  a 
letter ;  yet  you  may  pieafc  to  receive  this  fhort  colledlion  out  of  all :  That  all 
the  Armies  and  towns,  except  thofe  poffeffed  by  Jones,  and  the  party  under 
Owen  O  Neile,  we  reckon  upon  as  ours :  That  thefe  Armies  will  be  about 
15000  foot  and  2500  horfe  :  That  the  Country  is  fo  wafted  by  the  incurfions 
of  Jones  and  0  Neile,  and  by  the  want  of  good  order  in  the  armies  that 
are  right,  that  the  beft  care  that  can  now  be  taken  of  it,  will  not  recover  ic 
to  a  degree  to  be  able  to  do  much  more  than  to  keep  the  Army  in  quarters  ^ 
and  that  confequenly  for  adlion  in  the  field,  (which,  if  early  undertaken,  will 
probably  be  fuccefsful)  we  muft  look  upon  your  endeavours  that  arc  abroad 
to  furnilh  us  in  the  beft  proportion  you  are  able,  as  well  with  money  as  with 
ammunition,  and  what  other  ncceflaries  for  war  you  can  poflibly  procure. 

We  are  here  in  very  great  pain  by  reafon  of  our  ignorance  of  what  hath 
paflcd  in  England,  fince  that  defperately  wicked  Rcmonftrance  of  the  Army, 
which,  whatever  mifchief  it  may  do,  hath  yet  done  this  good,  that  it  put  us 
quite  off  from  all  difputes  upon  the  neceflities  of  conditions,  and  was  no  fmall 
caufe  of  the  fpcedy  and,  1  hope,  happy  conclufion  of  the  Peace.  I  befeech 
you,  my  Lord,  remember,  that  we  are  here  put  forth  upon  a  troublefome  ad- 
venture, and  let  us  not  want  the  comfort  of  your  frequent  advices,  and  (if  it 
be  worth  it)  of  your  approbation  of  our  endeavours.  And  let  me  have  the 
great  fatisfaction  of  being  aftlired,  that  I  am  ftili  believed  to  be,  as  I  really  am,

SIR, 

I  Have  received  your  letter  of  the  21ft  of  Januarj',  and  the  other  by  Prfncf 
Rupert,  touching  whom  your  Highnefs's  commands  have  met  with  moft 
ready  inchnations  in  me  to  honour  and  fcrve  him,  even  Icparate  from  ail  other 
obhgations,  than  thofe  his  own  virtue  and  favour  to  mc  have  bound  me  by. 
And  if  any  tlacrc  be,  that  fhall  make  it  their  defign  to  beget  any  mifundcrftand- 
ings  in  mc  of  his  Highnefs,  they  will  quickly  find  their  art  mifapplied.  My 
fear  is,  that  fuch  may  endeavour  to  find  out  fitter  fubjcfts  to  prevail  on  amongfl: 
thofe  that  are  but  newly  returned  to  their  obedience,  and  that  have  cither  nar 
tures  more  pliable  to  fuch  imprefllons,  or  fomething  of  their  paft  carriage  that 
may  make  them  more  eafily  wrought  on  to  mifdoubt  their  fafcty  in  the  increafc 
of  your  Highnefs's  power.  And  of  this  1  already  find  beginnings  here,  and 
among  the  late  Confederates,  whcreunto  fome  advantage  is  given  by  the  indif- 
cretion  of  thofe  of  the  King's  party  lately  arrived.  And  though  1  doubt  not 
but  that  the  endeavours  of  the  Prince  and  my  Lord  Incbiquiji  will  prove  effec- 
tual to  the  prevention  of  any  ill  cfFeft  of  fuch  workings,  and  that  1  am  certain 
my  utmoft  induftry  fhall  not  be  wanting  to  the  fame  end  ;  yet  I  can  never  be 
aflured,  that  we  are  paft  the  fear  of  a  relapfe  into  the  difordcrs  we  are  but  now 
coming  out  of,  till  your  Highnefs  (hall  pleafe  to  honour  us  with  your  preience, 
and  that  by  your  command,  we  be  all  orderly  fet  about  your  work  in  thofe 
ftations,  and  within  thofe  limits  you  fhall  judge  fit  to  give  us. 

Sir,  I  hiave  been  conflrained  for  want  of  force,  or  means  to  raifc,  or  keep 
any  dependant  only  on  the  King's  authority  in  me,  and  for  obtaining  fuch  a 
Peace,  as  might  not  only  fettle  and  reduce  the  EngUJIo  Army  in  Munjier,  and 
the  Confederate  party  to  his  Majeflie's  obedience ;  but  alfo  work  in  them  (after 
9  long  and  bloody  war)  thofe  mutual  confidences  necelTary  for  the  fuccefsful 
carrying  on  your  Highnefs's  dcfigns,  to  fubjeft  his  Majeftie's  juft  power  (much 
againfl  my  will,  and  not  without  fome  violence  upon  my  own  nature)  to  com- 
pliances agreeable  with  neither.  And  this  alfo  is  a  reafon,  why  your  Highnefs 
fhould  haften  over  betimes  to  redeem  the  King's  authority  from  that  flacknefs 
towards  it,  that  may  otherwife  gather  ftrength  by  a  too  long  continued  induU 
gence.     I  remain,  c^c.

My  Lord, 

YOUR  letter  of  the  firft  of  this  month  came  to  me  to  Cork,  as  I  was  re- 
turning hither.  My  intention  was,  to  have  returned  your  Lordfhip  an 
anfwer  to  all  the  parts  of  that  difpatch,  that  could  there  receive  anfwers  at 
Toiighall;  but  a  few  miles  off  that  Town,  I  was  met  by  Sir  'Piercy  Smithy 
full  of  the  inhuman  tragedy  aded  upon  the  King  by  the  execrable  Rebells  in 
England.  The  grief,  horror,  and  amazement  of  this  barbarous  adion,  took 
up  for  fome  time  all  my  thoughts  and  faculties;  and  the  firft  I  could  recover 
or  recoiled,  I  thought  due  to  the  fitteft  ways  and  manner  of  proclaiming  the 
King  j  and  upon  the  beft  advice  and  confideration  I  could  take,  I  conceived  it 
better  to  do  it  after  the  manner  your  Lordfhip  will  find  in  the  fiiort  Procla- 
mation now  fent  you,  than  in  a  time  of  fo  much  diftradion,  to  ftay  fo;- 
calling  of  a  grand  Council  of  the  Peers,  whereof  many  are  neceffarily  em- 
^  ployed 
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ployed  in  thofe  ferviccs,  that  muft  make  this,  or  any  other  Proclamation  efFco, 
tual.  I  wifh  I  may  meet  with  fuch  pubiick  and  difinterefted  determinations  in 
others,  as  thofe  arc  that  induce  your  Lordfhip  to  diveft  your  felf  of  that  com- 
mand, to  which  even  that  refignation  (befides  many  other  preheminenccs)  gives 
you  much  title.  How  far  forth  it  may  be  made  ufe  of,  I  yet  know  not ,  but  I 
am  fure  it  fhall  be  only  for  that  advantage  you  propofe,  or  not  at  all. 

The  Bifhop  of  Femes  and  Mr.  ^lunket  are  defigned  to  go  (as  they  call  it) 
to  part  fairly  with  the  Nuncio,  I  hope  it  is  to  no  other  purpofe;  and  in  con- 
fidence of  it,  I  have  given  Mr.  Tlnnket,  (befides  my  confent  to  the  journey) 
Commiflion  from  me  to  tell  the  Nuncio,  that  if  he  will  now  at  parting  ta^e 
off  his  Excommunication,  and  difpofe  the  people  to  an  abfolute  obedience  to 
the  Peace  and  the  King's  Authority,  he  will  fully  retribute  for  all  the  divifions 
and  the  evil  confequences  of  them,  both  to  the  King  and  Country,  which  he 
hath  been  the  occafion  ofj  and  that  thus  doing,  he  will  not  only  receive  all 
pofTible  civility  from  me  here,  and  upon  his  departure,  but  that  I  fhall  make  a 
very  advantagious  mention  of  him  to  the  Queen,  whofc  diftreffcd  condition 
will  certainly  gain  fome  credit  to  her  at  Romey  if  it  be  not  worfe  than  Lon- 
don. 

And  all  this  your  Lordfliip  may  pleafe,  with  what  addition  or  alteration  of 
words  you  think  fit,  to  confirm  to  him,  either  by  your  felf,  or  whom  you 
fhall  judge  convenient  to  employ  to  him. 

All  the  other  particulars  of  your  Lordfhips  difpatches,  you  will  be  pleafcd 
to  receive  an  account  of  by  George  Lane  ;  only  in  general,  I  may  tell  you, 
care  fhall  be  had  of  fhem.     I  am

Coujin, 

IT  were  to  be  willied,  that  the  murther  of  our  King,  and  flavery  threatened 
to  all  men  by  fo  bold  a  villany,  had  that  impreflion  in  others  that  is  in  you 
and  me ;  then  I  fhould  hope,  that  to  free  us  from  that  thraldom,  and  to  re- 
venge fo  execrable  an  action,  men  would  lay  afide  interefts  of  gain  and  ambi- 
tion, more  than  I  can  find  they  do.  However,  my  refolutions  are,  to  bear 
even  beyond  ray  nature  (and  that  I  think  is  far)  with  all  forts  of  men,  and  that 
in  their  moft  unreafonable  and  irregular  pretenfions,  and  to  promote  that  work, 
to  which  I  have  vowed  the  remainder  of  my  life,  and  intend  to  entail,  under 
a  curfe,  to  my  pofterity,  if  they  flacken  in  it.  I  have  (which  keep  to  your 
felf)  by  an  original  of  the  inclofed,  invited  Colonel  Jones  to  a  conjunction 
with  me,  and  my  Lord  Inchiquin  hath  feconded  it.  O  Neile  fhall  want  no 
applications  proper  for  him,  nor  any  fatisfadion  that  may  confift  with  the  do- 
ing of  our  work. 

The  Scots  in  the  North  are  ready,  upon  any  countenance  of  force,  to  a£t 
confiderably  againft  thefe  hell-hounds ;  and  (I  believe)  they  will  be  encouraged 
out  oi  England.  The  only  rub  that  can  be,  is  the  curfcd  Covenant,  touching 
which,  (though  no  earthly  confideration  fhall  ever  make  me  take  it)  I  will 
conftrain  my  felf  to  a  compliance  with  it.  I  am  not  certain  whether,  from  a 
general  rendezvous  I  mean  to  have  of  the  Munfter  forces,  I  fhall  go  to  Limerick 
or  no.  The  reafon  is,  fome  doubt  that  is  made  of  their  reception  of  me 
without  fome  limitation  of  my  train  and  guards ;  and  I  would  be  loth  to  be 
compelled  as  yet  to  refent  affronts :  But  of  this  you  fhall  know  more,  if  you 
come  not  to  the  rendezvous,  as  I  defire  you  fhould.

May  it  fleafe  your  Excellence t 

U  NT  ILL  the  receipt  of  your  Excellence's  difpatch  of  the  17th  this  after- 
noon, I  was  defirous  to  flatter  my  imagination  with  fome  liopes,  that 
the  lad  news  of  the  moft  odious  and  horrid  murder  committed  upon  the  Per- 
fon  of  the  King  had  been  falfe,  though  feveral  ways  related  to  me  with  much 
appearance  of  truth.  But  now  that  all  expeftations  of  comfort  is  quite  cut 
off,  1  know  not  how  to  exprefs  the  perplexity  and  aftonifhment  I  am  in,  not 
only  for  the  fatal  lofs  of  fo  excellent  a  Perfon,  and  our  Sovereign  withall;  but 
that  I  cannot  keep  it  back  from  my  prefent  apprehenfion,  that  the  major  part 
of  that  Kingdom,  cither  through  private  difgufts,  felf-interefts,  or  pufiUanimity, 
have  been  conniving,  or  in  fome  fort  acccflary  to  this  impiety ;  and  that  by 
conlcqucnce,  (as  far  as  one  may  prefume  to  fearch  into  God's  fecret  judgments) 
England,  the  head  of  our  Monarchy,  is  like,  at  leafl:  for  fome  time,  to  prove 
the  mofl:  contemptible,  unfortunate,  and  abjeft Nation  within  our  knowledge; 
and  thofe  that  are  dependants  of  it,  (to  fpcak  with  moderation)  not  fo  free 
from  improvidence  and  want  of  timely  forecafl;,  to  prevent  this  fatal  ftroke ; 
but  that  they  probably  may  be  fubjeft  to  fome  unhappy  deftiny,  though  in  a 
lefs  proportion.  Thofe  whofe  confciences  are  clear,  have  only  this  confola- 
tion  left,  according  to  your  Excellence's  late  moving  exprcffions,  that  if  they 
muft  fall,  it  is  with  a  flourilhing  Monarchy,  and  that  they  fuffer  with  opprelfed 
Princes. 

I  Ihould  continue  confined  to  thefe  fad  contemplations,  did  not  the  fpirit 
of  revenge,  due  to  the  memory  of  our  late  great  Mafter,  and  my  duty  and 
zeal  to  the  feivice  of  his  Royal  Succeffor,  ftir  me  up  to  offer  at  fomething 
conducing  to  both  thofe  ends;  and  what  hath  occurred  to  my  prefent  obfer- 
vation,  I  have  endeavoured  to  digeft  into  feveral  heads  here  inclofed,  that  I 
may  receive  your  commands  with  more  cafe  to  your  Excellence,  and  clearnefs 
to  my  own  underftanding,  together  with  fome  additions  that  this  letter  hath 
in  charge  humbly  to  reprefcnt  unto  you. 

Notwithftanding  the  inclofed  intelligences  of  O  Neiles  advance  into  thefe 
parts,  which  arc  not  however  to  be  flighted,  I  have  received  fome  kind  of  ob- 
lique intimations  from  him  of  his  dcfire  (if  he  knew  it  would  be  acceptable 
to  me)  that  I  would  be  a  mediator  between  your  Excellence  and  him  ;  and 
that  he  was  yet  timorous  to  make  fuite  in  any  perfonal  addreffes  to  you,  by 
reafon  of  many  violent  advcrfaries,  through  whom  he  muft:  necefl^arily  pafs 
unto  your  Excellence.  I  have  made  anfwcr,  that  if  he  thought  fit  to  write 
unto  me,  or  fend  any  perfon  of  Quality  authorized  by  him,  I  "would  give  a 
return  with  as  much  civility  and  fatisfaftion  as  lay  in  my  power.  If  he  fliali 
purfue  rhis  courfe,  1  humbly  defire  your  Excellence's  Ipeedy  refolution,  and  in- 
ftruftion  how  I  am  to  proceed  in  this  bufinefs,  and  whether  you  will  admit  of 
any  perfonal  meeting  between  us ;  which  fecms  to  be  likewife  defired  by  him. 
In  the  mean  time,  1  (hall  prefume  to  offer  my  humble  advice,  that,  as  affairs 
now  ftand,  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  gain  him ;  or  if  that  be  not 
agreeable  to  your  Lordfhip's  judgment  and  obfervation,  I  am  clearly  of  opini- 
on, that,  before  you  engage  your  felf  in  any  other  defigns,  he  ought  to  be  pro- 
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fecutcd  with  all  the  forces  that  can  with   expedition  be  drawn  together;  his 
craft,  the  unfcttlednefs  of  many  mens  difpofitions,  and  the  bufy  working  of  a 
violent  party  of  the  Clergy,  makes  any  delay  dangerous  ;  efpecially  the  Fran- 
cifcansy  who  have  lately  held  a  Chapter  in  the  County  of  Cavan,  contrary  to 
the  orders  of  the  late  General  Aflembly ;    and  for  prevention  of  fuch  fcanda- 
Jous  proceedings,  1  fend  your  Excellence  a  copy  of  a  late  letter  of  mine  to 
feme  of  the  Prelates  5  wherein,  if  I  have  been  more  lajge  in  my  expreflions 
than  agrees  with  your  Excellence's  intentions,  or  the  formality  of  State ,   yet 
all  things  confidered,  I  conceive  it  was  not  very  improper  to  come  from   me 
to  them  at  this  time.     The  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  Nuncio  I  have  not  here, 
coming  in  fome  hafte  yefterday  from  Loghreagh ;  but  the  efFed  of  it  was,  and 
that  by  the  advice  of  fome  of  the  Prelates,  that  a  multitude  of  barbarous  de- 
ftrudive  people  had  taken  armes  in  this  Province,   giving  out,  that  they  were 
of  O'wen  O  Neile's  party,  and  received  invitation  and  encouragement  from  his 
Grace ;  and  defired  to  know,  whether  he  would  own  any  fuch  fcandalous  and 
rebellious  proceedings  ;  if  not,  that  for  his  own  juftification,  and  the  prevention 
of  the  ruin  of  many  poor  innocent  people  that  might  be  dcftroyed  by  them, 
he  would   be  pleafed  to  fet  forth  a  publick  declaration  againft   them.     His 
anfwer  1  have  not   yet  received,  and  am  informed  that  he  fhipped  much  of 
his  goods  upon  Friday  and  Saturday  laft,  and  means  to  depart  immediately. 
But  I  muft  confefs  I  am  fomewhat  hard  of  belief,  he  ftill  continuing  his  for- 
mer violent  proceedings,  as  Tom  Trajford  can  more  at  large  inform  your  Ex- 
cellence, having  had  a  full  view  of  him  when  he  was  in  his  fplendor  at  Gall- 
way  ;  and  by  that  time   the  Bifhop  of  Ferns  and  the  Knight  of  the  Golden 
Spur  arrive,  who  muft  pafs   by  me,  I  fliall  endeavour  to  obferve  your  Excel- 
lence's commands  the  beft  I  am  able  concerning  him,  and  their  negotiation  with 
him. 

I  find  by  my  Lord  Bermingham,  that  either  your  Excellence,  or  fome  other 
from  you,  hath  given  him  encouragement  to  exped  the  Matter  of  the  Ordi- 
nance place,  or  Mufter  Matter  General,  and  was  not  unwilling  to  have  me  put 
your  Excellence  in  mind  of  it.  He  is  certainly  a  very  honeft,  noble,  and  ufe- 
ful  perfon,  and  very  worthy  of  your  Excellence's  regard. 

Amongtt  the  many  that  exped  preferment,  old  Captain  Thomas  Leicejier 
hopes,  that  you  will  not  forget  him ;  your  Excellence  (as  he  tells  me)  having 
formerly  lookt  upon  him  with  a  favourable  countenance.  He  aims  at  Provofl: 
Marftial's  or  Mufter  Matter's  place  of  this  Province :  He  was,  without  queftion, 
a  moft  deferving  fervitor,  both  in  the  former  wars,  and  in  thefe  more  fearch- 
ing  times ;  is  very  able,  fit  for  either  employment,  and  yet  not  likely  to  keep 
it  long  from  others,  and  hath  in  prefent  no  employment. 

1  underftarid,  that  by  the  new  eftablifhmcnt  of  the  Army,  the  Lieutenant 
Generals  and  Major  Generals  of  Provinces  will  be  put  down.  Major  General 
Taafe  is  a  very  gallant  and  difcreet  perfon,  and  careful  and  knowing  in  his 
profellion ;  if  it  may  be  poflible,  it  will  be  a  very  juft  and  noble  aft  in  your 
Excellence  to  find  fome  fit  employment  for  him. 

Having ,  now ,  I  prefume,  fully  tired  your  Excellence,  both  with  reading, 
and  importunities  in  the  behalf  of  others,  inforccd  upon  me,  it  is  time  to 
hatten  to  the  conclufion,  that  is,  to  reprefcnt  me  to  your  Excellence  in  the 
quality  and  condition  of

O  my  dear  Lord ! 

I  Am  feized  with  fuch  aftonifhment  and  horror  with  this  morning's  difmaH 
news,  that  my  trcmbUng  hand  cannot  without  great  difficulty  perform  this 
fad  office  of  acquainting  your  Excellence  with  the  King's  being  beheaded  on 
the  30th  of  the  laft  month,  (old  ftilc)  the  particulars  whereof  your  Excellence 
will  receive  at  large  in  the  prints.  After  fentence  pronounced,  the  warrant. 
for  execution  was  ilgned  by  Fairfax,  Cromwell,  Ireton,  Tride,  Heiifon,  and 
one  whofe  name  is  not  come  to  us.  From  the  creation  to  the  accurfed  day  of 
this  damnable  murther,  nothing  to  parallel  it  was  ever  heard  of. 

Even  the  crucifying  of  our  Blcffcd  Saviour  (if  we  confider  him  only  in  his 
human  nature)  did  nothing  equal  this  5  his  Kingdom  not  being  of  this  world, 
and  he,  though  unjuftly  condemned,  yet  judged  at  a  lawful  Tribunal.  Since 
then  this  is  too  horrid  an  adion  to  be  fet  forth  in  its  ttue  colours,  and  never  to 
be  fufficicntly  lamented,  may  all  tears  for  his  Majeftie  be  dried  up  in  fuch  an 
indignation  as  may  cnflame  all  honcft  hearts  to  a  noble  vengeance  of  fo  inno- 
cent a  fuflfering;  wherein  a  firm  belief,  that  your  Excellence  is  defigned  by

SIR, 

IHave  little  to  add  to  thofe  remembrances  fent  by  my  Lord  Byron,  and  thofe 
now  offered  to  your  care.  1  do  not  well  remember  what  it  was  I  writ  to 
you  from  Toughall,  touching  the  King's  going  into  Scotland,  nor  have  you  fent 
me  a  copy  of  that  letter,  (as  I  defired  and  ftill  defire  you  would)  as  I  think  my 
opinion  was,  that  unlefs  the  King  refolve  entirely,  and  without  referve,  to 
give  himfelf  and  his  people  up  to  the  Covenant  and  Presbytery,  he  would  not, 
upon  any  pretence  of  a  poffibility  of  mediating  it,  go  into  Scotland.  And 
truly,  what  I  have  fince  heard  oiArgile's  being  in  power  there,  and  of  his  in- 
citing Cromwell,  when  he  was  in  Scotland,  to  the  tryal  of  the  King,  gives  me 
great  apprehenfions  of  the  King's  danger,  even  in  cafe  he  refolve  a  full  com- 
pliance with  the  moft  rigid  Covenanters.  But  in  this  1  prefume  his  Majeftie 
will  receive  very  clear  and  impartial  light  from  my  Lord  Lanerick  and  Lauder- 
dale 5  yet  my  duty  will  not  permit  my  filence  in  fuch  high  concernments.  I 
offer  fome  of  thefe  remembrances  to  his  Majeftie,  only  in  cafe  he  come  not 
hither  in  perfon ;  if  he  do,  (which  merely  in  relation  to  his  intereft  I  pray  he 
may)  it  will  be  eafily  difcerned  there,  how  many  of  them  are  to  be  confidered 
before  his  coming.  If  you  can  affift  my  Wife  for  her  tranfpor ration,  I  doubt 
not  but  you  will,  and  fend  her  this  enclofed  letter.     I  am
